Proceedings  of  City  Council. 


Tuesday,  January  3,  1933. 

First  meeting  of  the  City  Council  for  the  year 
1933  in  the  Council  Chamber,  City  Hall,  at  2  p.  m. 
Coun.  COX,  senior  member,  called  the  meeting 
to  order.     All  the  members  were  present. 

Chairman  COX,  in  calling  to  order,  said: 

The  time  having  arrived  for  the  meeting  of  the 
Council,  the  Chair  will  appoint  Coun.  Hein  and 
Donovan  to  notify  his  Honor  the  Mayor  that  the 
Council  is  now  in  session. 

The  committee  so  designated  retired  from  the 
body  at  2.04  p.  m.  and  presently  returned  accom- 
panying the  Mayor,  heads  of  departments,  etc. 
The  Mayor  took  the  chair  and  called  the  Council 
to  order. 

The  Mayor  thereupon  delivered  his  message  to 
the  Council,  as  follows: 

ANNUAL    ADDRESS    OF   HON.    JAMES    M. 
CURLEY,  MAYOR  OF   BOSTON. 

Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council. 

We  assemble  in  this  the  fourth  year  of  industrial 
depression  for  the  organization  of  the  legislative 
branch  of  the  city  government,  and  for  considera- 
tion of  measures  of  municipal  administration  for 
the  year  1933. 

In  common  with  every  municipality  in  the  United 
States  and  with  every  state  in  the  Union  and  with 
the  Federal  Government  itself,  in  fact,  I  might  say 
with  every  country  and  every  subdivision  of  every 
country  in, the  world, (we  are  confronted  with  prob- 
lems the  solution  of  which  has  to  the  present  time 
taxed  the  intelligence  and  the  ingenuity  of  leaders 
of  thought  throughout  the  world,  without  the  devel- 
opment of  a  panacea  for  the  ills  which  afflict 
humanity. 

The  duration  of  the  depression  has  been  such 
as  to  cause  changes  in  government  in  many  nations 
and  the  abandonment  of  long-established,  sound 
economic  theories  for  questionable  ventures  into 
new  fields  which  to  the  present  time  have  been 
fruitless  of  beneficial  results. 

The  abandonment  in  1931  of  a  major  construc- 
tion program  by  the  Federal  Government  and  the 
agitation  for  the  adoption  of  a  similar  policy  by 
subdivisions  of  the  nation  upon  the  score  of  econ- 
omy as  the  principal  method  of  solving  the  problem 
is  unquestionably  responsible  for  the  increase  in  the 
number  of  unemployed  from  five  and  one  half 
millions  in  1931  to  more  than  twelve  millions  at  the 
present  time  in  the  United  States,  and  the  substitu- 
tion of  the  dole  for  work  and  wages. 

Boston  has  been  exceedingly  fortunate  in  that 
it  has  been  one  of  the  very  few  American  municipal- 
ities which  has  regarded  it  a  duty  to  provide  for 
the  unemployed  and  needy  without  resource  to  the 
establishment  of  demeaning  and  debasing  bread 
lines  and  soup  kitchens. 

The  burden  imposed  by  the  obligation  of  safe- 
guarding the  people  from  suffering  and  death 
through  a  liberal  policy  in  the  providing  for  their 
needs  has,  it  is  true,  resulted  in  a  tremendous 
expenditure  of  public  money  for  this  purpose  but 
there  is  satisfaction  in  the  knowledge  that  the  city 
has  met  its  obligations  without  being  required  to 
resort  to  the  establishment  of  a  so-called  community 
chest. 

Americans  viewed  with  abhorrence  less  than 
three  years  ago  that  which  today  they  apparently 
accept  with  complacency,  namely,  the  dole  system 
which  in  the  last  analysis  strips  the  recipient  of 
self-respect  and  self-reliance  so  essential  to  every 
individual. 

England  for  a  period  of  ten  years  following  the 
World  War  was  continuously  paraded  as  a  horrible 
example  of  the  dole  system,  yet  the  expenditures 
of  England  in  any  single  year  from  1920  to  1928  on 
that  account  were  not  in  excess  of  two  hundred 
million  dollars.  The  total  population  of  England 
during  this  period  was  not  more  than  forty-two 
millions  as  against  a  population  of  one  hundred 
twenty-two  millions  in  the  United  States.  So  that 
standing  in  the  same  ratio  as  Great  Britain  our 
expenditures  for  relief  to  correspond  to  the  expendi- 
tures of  Great  Britain  would  be  less  than  six 
hundred  million  dollars. 


The  total  expenditures  of  the  United  States  for 
that  purpose  based  upon  the  expenditures  in  the 
City  of  Boston  for  the  year  1932  would  approxi- 
mate about  one  billion  eight  hundred  million  or  at 
a  rate  three  times  as  great  as  was  expended  in  any 
single  year  in  the  history  of  Great  Britain. 

It  must  be  apparent  to  every  individual  that, 
regardless  of  the  name  which  we  apply  to  expendi- 
tures made  for  relief  work  in  America,  the  true 
name  is  dole  and  it  has  been  substituted  for  work 
and  wages  with  but  little  material  return  for  the 
huge  sums  expended  in  the  sacred  name  of  the 
new  economic  theory  which  has  been  so  generally 
accepted  in  America. 

The  opposition  to  authorization  by  the  state  to 
the  municipalities  of  the  Commonwealth  to  borrow 
money  for  major  construction  projects  in  order 
that  the  dole  expenditures  be  minimized  and  work 
and  wages  made  possible  for  the  people  has  been 
responsible  in  some  measure  for  the  tremendous 
increase  in  the  cost  of  administering  both  the 
Public  Welfare  and  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Depart- 
ments during  the  year  1932.  There  is  very  little 
likelihood  that  the  new  theory  will  be  immedi- 
ately abandoned  and  as  a  consequence  it  is  not 
unreasonable  to  anticipate  that  the  burden  now 
borne  by  the  taxpayers  may  suffer  an  increase. 

Two  years  ago  we  were  informed  by  leaders  of 
public  thought  that  the  only  thing  necessary  to 
restoration  of  industrial  activity  was  faith,  un- 
mindful of  the  admonition  of  St.  Paul  that  "faith 
without  good  works  is  of  no  avail."  I  have  no 
means  of  determining  when  industrial  prosperity 
will  be  restored  in  the  nation  and  likewise  I  have 
no  means  of  determining  when  the  policy  of  the 
economic  theory  today  propounded  by  financiers 
and  their  paid  agents  may  be  abandoned  for  a 
more  sane  and  sound  policy.  I  do,  however, 
recognize  that  the  citizenship  of  America  as  a 
whole  are  in  no  measure  responsible  for  the  present 
day  depression,  and  that  until  such  time  as  pros- 
perity is  restored  and  opportunity  for  work  and 
wages  provided,  it  is  clearly  the  duty  of  govern- 
ment to  furnish  the  necessaries  of  life  to  those  in 
need. 

In  this  respect  Boston  stands  pre-eminent  among 
the  cities  of  America  and  it  is  our  duty  to  make  such 
generous  provision  in  the  budget  as  will  insure  a 
continuance  of  the  program  which  we  have  so 
faithfully  and  generously  pursued  during  the  three 
drab  years  that  have  passed.  I  have  accordingly 
made  provision  in  the  budget  for  an  estimated 
expenditure  of  S10,000,000  by  the  Public  Welfare 
Department.  The  Old  Age  Pension  Act,  which 
became  operative  in  September  of  1931,  and  which 
for  the  remainder  of  that  year  represented  an  ex- 
penditure of  S125.000,  will  this  year  require  an 
allotment  of  81,000,000. 

In  conformity  with  the  law  in  Massachusetts  the 
municipality  is  required  to  aid  needy  service  men 
and  their  families,  and  through  work  and  wages  in 
subway  construction  upon  a  day  labor  basis  with 
preference  given  to  service  men  it  has  been  pos- 
sible to  conduct  the  activities  of  the  Soldiers' 
Relief  Department  in  recent  years  for  an  average 
expenditure  not  in  excess  of  §350,000.  The  re- 
fusal of  the  directors  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Rail- 
way Company  to  approve  legislation  for  the 
Huntington  Avenue  Subway  and  the  completion 
of  the  Kenmore  square  improvement  have  re- 
sulted in  increasing  demands  for  aid  by  service 
men,  so  that  this  year  provision  must  be  made  for 
an  expenditure  approximating  §1,000,000  to  meet 
these  obligations.  Not  only  the  most  rigid  char- 
acter of  economy,  but  the  highest  order  of  effi- 
ciency in  the  conduct  of  municipal  departments  is 
imperative.  The  fact  remains,  however,  that 
regardless  of  economy  and  efficiency  in  municipal 
administration  there  is  scant  prospect  of  a  lower 
tax  rate  unless  new  sources  of  revenue  are  de- 
veloped. 

The  Federal  Government,  confronted  with  a 
similar  problem,  has  called  to  its  aid  during  the 
past  two  years  the  most  eminent  and  able  econo- 
mists in  the  United  States  and,  notwithstanding 
economies  in  administration,  it  has  been  found 
impossible  to  balance  the  Federal  budget  without 
additional  revenue,  including  that  which  may  be 
obtained  from  sources  which  up  to  the  present 
time  have  been  exempt  from  taxation. 

The  difficulties  of  the  problem  of  providing 
for  the  needy  and  unemployed  during  1932  were 
greatly  increased  by  the  action  of  many  large 
property  owners  in  seeking  tax  abatements  be- 
fore the  recently  established  Board  of  Tax  Appeals. 
The  actual  refunds  from  the  city  treasury  during 
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the  depression  year  1932  was  nearly  one  million 
dollars,  and  this  sum  not  only  represented  a  loss 
in  receipts  but  a  loss  in  valuations  of  nearly 
thirty  million  dollars  with  a  corresponding  de- 
crease in  appropriating  power  and  tax  receipts 
for  1933. 

In  a  period  of  depression,  with  the  banks  ac- 
cumulating huge  sums  which  they  are  loathe  to 
lend,  and  with  the  foreclosures  of  mortgages  and 
the  contraction  of  business,  the  market  for  real 
estate  reaches  the  vanishing  point.  No  man 
can  honestly  contend  that  the  prices  for  which 
real  estate  is  sacrificed  under  these  circumstances 
is  an  index  of  its  fair  cash  value.  If  it  is  a  proper 
theory  of  assessing  that  property  valuations 
are  to  be  jumped  back  and  forth  like  the  fluctua- 
tions of  the  stock  market,  perhaps  there  might 
be  some  justification  for  this  apparently  concerted 
movement  to  appeal  from  valuations,  but  the 
theory  of  our  assessors  is  now  and  always  has 
been  to  regulate  the  valuations  by  trends  extend- 
ing over  a  term  of  years  and  they  have  not  been 
unduly  influenced  by  violent  temporary  con- 
ditions. If  they  had  been  so  influenced  many 
a  real  estate  owner  would  have  received  an  un- 
welcome surprise  in  his  tax  bills  during  the  real 
estate  booms  of  1918-19  and  1927-29.  There 
is  no  doubt  that  there  are  some  cases  which 
merited  favorable  consideration  by  the  assessors 
but  many  of  the  applications  are  unwarranted. 
This  is  not  the  time  or  place  to  go  into  details, 
but  at  some  future  occasion  I  expect  to  publish 
a  very  interesting  article  in  which  I  propose 
to  show  that  certain  individuals  and  interests  not 
only  are  satisfied  with  assessed  values,  but  in 
many  instances  seek  higher  awards  when  their 
property  is  taken  by  the  city  for  public  improve- 
ments, while  these  same  individuals  complain  of 
high  assessed  values  when  seeking  tax  abatements. 
It  is  my  belief  that  the  policy  of  equalizing  values 
oyer  a  period  of  years  is  a  sound  one,  and  it  is  like- 
wise my  conviction  that  there  is  no  way  in  which  to 
justify  a  general  system  of  reducing  values  during 
a  period  of  unprecedented  industrial  depression 
when  true  values  cannot  be  determined. 

For  the  purpose  of  establishing  an  equitable 
system  of  determining  property  values,  the 
Assessing  Department  has  for  a  period  of  more 
than  two  years  been  at  work  upon  the  installation 
of  what  is  regarded  as  the  most  scientific  and 
modern  method,  namely,  the  Block  System. 
This  work  is  at  the  present  time  about  fifty  per 
cent  completed,  and  with  the  transfer  of  com- 
petent engineers  from  the  Building  Department 
and  the  Planning  Board,  there  is  every  indication 
that  within  a  period  of  six  months  this  long  de- 
sired and  extremely  necessary  method  for  the 
elimination  of  favoritism  and  the  creation  of 
honest  value  will  be  finally  established. 

In  1929  arrangements  had  been  made  to  start 
the  system  by  outside  agencies  at  an  estimated 
cost  of  $1,000,000.  Completion  of  the  work 
under  the  direction  of  the  Assessing  Department 
during  the  year  1933  will  represent  a  saving  to 
the  city  of  about  $800,000. 

That  the  present  tax  rate  should  be  reduced 
in  Boston  is  admitted,  but  what  is  true  of  Boston 
is  equally  true  of  all  the  cities  and  towns  throughout 
the  Commonwealth.  At  the  present  time  there  are 
107  cities  and  towns  in  Massachusetts  with  a  rate 
varying  between  $30  and  the  Boston  rate  of 
$35.50,  and  there  are  80  cities  and  towns  that 
have  a  tax  rate  greater  than  the  $35.50  rate  for 
the  City  of  Boston.  So  that  it  must  be  apparent 
to  every  fair-minded  citizen  that  regardless  of 
economies  that  may  be  instituted,  there  can  be 
no  real  relief  until  such  time  as  organized  wealth 
is  compelled  by  law  to  bear  its  equitable  portion 
of  the  cost  of  government. 

If  all  necessary  improvements  in  Boston  were 
deferred  for  the  year  1933,  and  if  salaries  of 
employees  were  cut,  and  if  the  list  of  employees 
was  reduced  through  the  discharge  of  many 
worthy  women  and  men,  it  would  represent  but 
slight  relief  to  the  owners  of  real  estate,  since,  in 
all  probability,  a  majority  of  those  suffering  the 
loss  of  their  employment  would  immediately 
make  application  for  aid  through  the  Public 
Welfare  Department  which  the  city  under  the 
law  would  be  required  to  furnish.  It  must  be 
understood  however  _  that  under  existing  law  the 
Mayor  has  no  authority  to  reduce  or  remove  civil 
service  employees  without  a  hearing  in  each 
case  before  the  department  head  and  in  the 
event  of  an  appeal  by  the  employee  a  hearing 
before  a  Municipal  Court  judge. 


The  employees  of  the  city,  although  cognizant  of 
their  rights,  have  nevertheless  displayed  a  willing- 
ness to  cooperate  during  the  year  1932,  that  is  most 
commendable,  and  with  few  exceptions  the  pro- 
gram followed  in  1932  will  be  pursued  in  1933.  It 
is  estimated  that  it  represents  the  equivalent  of 
6|  per  cent  of  the  total  wages  of  all  employees,  or 
a  total  voluntary  contribution  upon  the  part  of 
employees  of  the  city,  equivalent  to  a  wage  reduc- 
tion of  $2,500,000  for  the  entire  year  1933. 

For  the  protection  of  the  city  treasury,  it  is 
desirable  that  authority  be  given  the  Chief  Execu- 
tive in  a  period  of  emergency  to  remove  employees, 
and  to  reduce  salaries,  but  until  such  time  as  this 
authority  is  provided,  there  is  no  alternative  other 
than  the  one  under  which  the  city  is  now  working. 
Personally  I  have  been  reluctant  to  seek  this  au- 
thority for  what  I  consider  three  very  excellent 
reasons.  First:  That  public  employees,  in  my 
opinion,  are  not  overpaid.  i  Second:  That  the  wage 
scale,  at  present  in  operation,  has  taken  nearly  one 
hundred  and  fifty  years  to  establish.  Third:  That 
a  reduction  in  the  wages  now  paid  would  be  injurious 
to  every  industrial  enterprise  in  the  community,  and 
to  accord  to  _  one  individual  arbitrary  power  to 
destroy  overnight  what  has  taken  a  century  and  a 
half  to  create,  is  to  clothe  that  individual  with  an 
authority  that  in  the  hands  of  a  weak  man  might 
prove  extremely  menacing  to  a  large  percentage  of 
the  men,  women  and  children  of  our  city. 

The  terrific  upheaval  that  has  taken  place  in 
our  economic  and  social  structure  as  a  consequence 
of  the  depression,  and  which  makes  mandatory 
the  expenditure  of  huge  sums  of  money  for  the 
relief  of  the  victim  of  the  depression,  through 
public  welfare,  hospitalization  and  the  administra- 
tion of  justice,  should  be  met  in  part  through 
economies  in  government  and  the  enactment  of  such 
legislation  as  will  equalize  the  burden  of  taxes.  To 
this  end,  I  have  instructed  the  Corporation  Counsel 
to  submit  to  the  Legislature  a  measure  providing 
for  an  increase  in  the  income  tax  to  3  per  cent 
instead  of  1\  per  cent  as  at  present;  likewise,  an 
increase  from  the  present  rate  of  3  "per  cent  to  6  per 
cent  on  gains  and  the  imposition  of  a  6  per  cent  tax 
upon  the  income  from  intangibles  now  exempt 
from  taxation. 

The  enactment  of  these  measures  would  provide 
immediate  relief  for  every  city  and  town  in  the 
Commonwealth,  and  should  restore  the  balance 
that  formerly  obtained  between  taxation  upon  real 
estate  and  taxation  upon  income  bearing  securities. 

During  the  entire  depression,  Boston  has  pur- 
sued a  policy  of  retrenchment  and  it  is  my  purpose 
that  it  be  continued.  I  consider  the  remedial 
financial  legislation  drafted  and  submitted  by  the 
city  as  a  challenge  to  the  critics  of  municipal 
administration,  and  will  await  with  interest  an 
announcement  of  their  attitude  upon  these  essential 
measures  for  the  relief  of  what  they  term  the 
"small  home  owner." 

The  program  of  relief  legislation  is  here  pre- 
sented and  I  invite  the  cooperation  of  the  City 
Council  and  the  representatives  in  both  branches 
of  the  General  Court  to  aid  in  its  enactment. 

Income   Tax   and   Tax   on   Domestic   Intangi- 
bles —  bill  of  taxation  of  income  from  certain 
intangibles   and   from   annuities,    professions, 
employment,  trade  or  business. 
This^  bill  provides  for  an  increase  of  the  income 
tax  from  \\  per  cent  to  3  per  cent;  for  an  increase 
of  the  tax  on  gains  from  the  sale  of  intangibles  from 
3  per  cent  to  6  per  cent,  and  for  a  tax  of  6  per  cent 
on  dividends  of  stock  of  domestic  corporations  now 
exempt. 

Gasolene    Tax — bill   relative   to   distribution    of 
additional  excise  tax  on  sales  of  gasolene. 
This  bill  provides  for  the  distribution  to  cities 
and  towns  of  50  per  cent  of  the  receipts  from  tax  on 
gasolene. 

School  Appropriations — bill  regulating  the  ap- 
propriations of-the  School  Committee  of  the 
City  of  Boston. 
This  bill  provides  that  the  Mayor  shall  have  an 
absolute  veto  power  over  the  appropriations  of  the 
School  Committee. 

Appropriations  of  Licensing  Board — bill  reg- 
ulating   the    expenditures    of    the    Licensing 
Board  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
ThiB  bill  provides  that  all  expenditures  of  the 
Licensing    Board   shall   be    made   subject   to   the 
approval  of  the  Mayor  rather  than  upon  requisi- 
tion of  the  Board  as  the  law  now  provides. 
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Expenditures     of     Police     Department — bill 
regulating    the    expenditures    of    the    Police 
Department  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
This  bill  provides  that  expenditures  of  the  Police 
Department  be  made  upon  approval  of  the  Mayor 
rather  than  upon  requisition  of  the  Police  Com- 
missioner as  the  law  now  provides;    provides  that 
the  appointment  of  a  legal   adviser  to  the  com- 
missioner be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Mayor; 
provides  that   the  salaries  of   police   officers  shall 
be  established  upon  the  approval   of  the   Mayor 
rather  than  upon  concurrent  action  of  the  Mayor 
and  the  Police  Commissioner  as  the  law  now  pro- 
vides. 

Cemetery    Division    Receipts — bill   relative   to 

the  receipts  of  the  Cemetery  Division  of  the 

Park  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

This  bill  provides  that  the  money  accumulated 

in  the  cemetery  fund  be  used  by  the  city,  one  half 

in  the  year  1933  and  one  half  in  the  year  1934, 

to   reduce  the   amount   required   to   be  raised  by 

taxation. 

Retirement    Fund — bill    relative    to    the    retire- 
ment allowances  based  on  annuity  and  pen- 
sion contributions  for  employees  of  the  City 
of  Boston  and  County  of  Suffolk. 
This  bill  extends  from  thirty  to  forty  years  the 
time  during  which  this  accumulated  liability  con- 
tribution   shall    be    computed,    and    reduces    the 
amount   required    of   the    city   by   approximately 
$500,000  in  1933  and  1934. 

Witness  Fees — bill  establishing  the  fees  of  wit- 
nesses before  certain  tribunals. 
This  bill  reduces  the  amount  of  witness  fees  to 
the  level  of  fees  which  existed  prior  to  1929;    es- 
tablishes   fees    for    appearance    in    the    Superior 
Court,  etc.,  SI. 50;   for  appearance  before  the  Gen- 
eral   Court,    County   Commissioners,    etc.,    SI. 25; 
for  appearance  before  district  courts,  50  cents. 
Jurors'  Fees — bill  relative  to  compensation  and 
travel  allowance  for  jurors. 
This  bill  reduces  jurors'  fees  to  the  level  which 
existed  prior  to  1924.     Reduces  fees  for  jurors  in 
capital  cases  from  $7  to  $5,  and  fees  for  jurors  in 
all  other  cases  from  $6  to  $5. 

Motor  Vehicle  Excise  Tax — bill  requiring  the 

payment  of  a  motor  vehicle  excise  tax  as  a 

condition    precedent    to    the    registration    of 

motor  vehicles. 

This  bill  provides  that  before  a  motor  vehicle 

can  be  registered  in  any  year  a  paid  tax  bill  for 

the  prior  year  must  be  presented  to  the  Registrar 

of  Motor  Vehicles. 

Interest  Payable  by  Cities  on  Abatements — ■ 
bill  establishing  the  interest  payable  by  cities 
and  towns  as  a  result  of  abatement  of  taxes. 
This  bill  provides  for  reduction  of  interest  pay- 
able by  municipalities  in  cases  of  abatements  of 
taxes  from  6  per  cent  to  2  per  cent. 
Blasting — bill   providing  for   an  increase  in  the 
amount  of  blasting  bonds. 
This  bill  increases  the  amount  of  the  bond  for 
a  single  blasting  from  $10,000  to  $50,000.  and  for 
blanket  coverage  from  $15,000  to  $75,000. 
Collection   of   Taxes   in    Cases   of   Eminent 
Domain — bill    relative    to    unpaid    taxes    in 
cases    where    property   is   taken    by   eminent 
domain. 
This  bill  provides  that  before  money  is  paid  by 
the  city  in  cases  where  property  is  taken  by  eminent 
domain  that  taxes  due  the  city  be  deducted  and 
if  the  property  is  taken  other  than  by  the  city, 
this  bill  gives  to  the  city  a  lien  on  the  money  to 
be  paid  by  such  other  person. 

Appropriation    Limit — an    act    establishing    an 
appropriation  limit  for  the  City  of  Boston. 
This  bill  establishes  for  the  City  of  Boston  an 
appropriation   limit   rather   than   a   tax   limit,    as 
now  provided  by  law. 

Borrowing   on   Tax   Titles — a   bill   authorizing 
cities  and  towns  to  borrow  on  tax  titles  for 
municipal  purposes  in  the  present  emergency. 
This   bill   provides  that   cities   and   towns   may 
borrow  outside  of  the  statutory  limit  of  indebted- 
ness a  sum  equal  to  the  tax  titles  held  by  the  city. 
Board    of    Tax    Appeals — Abolishing — a    bill 
to  abolish  the  Board  of  Tax  Appeals. 
This  bill  abolishes  the  Board  of  Tax  Appeals  and 
re-establishes  the  system  of  appeal  existing  prior 
to  its  adoption. 

Salaries — Complete      Control     by     Mayor — 

bill  relative  to  salaries  paid  by  the  City  of 

Boston    and    County    of    Suffolk    during    the 

present  emergency. 

This   bill  provides  that   the   Mayor  shall   have 


complete  control  of  all  salaries  paid  by  the  City  of 
Boston  and  the  County  of  Suffolk  during  the 
year  1933. 

Welfare      Department — bill     establishing     the 

Welfare  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

This  bill  provides  for  a  commissioner  and  two 

deputies  in  place  of  the  present  Board  of  Overseers 

of  the  Public  Welfare. 

Bill  Relative  to  the  Approval  and  Payment 

of   Accounts — to    cities   and   towns   against 

the    Commonwealth    on    account    of    certain 

sick,   poor  and  indigent  persons. 

This  bill  provides  for  the  more  prompt  payment 

of  the  money  due  from  the  Commonwealth  to  the 

City  of  Boston  for  poor  relief  and  hospitalization, 

etc. 

Equitable    Apportionment    of    the   Expenses 

of  Suffolk  County — bill  establishing  Suffolk 

County  Council  and  providing  for    equitable 

apportionment  of  expenses  of  Suffolk  County. 

This   bill   provides  for   the  establishment   of   a 

Suffolk    County    government   'composed    of    the 

members  of  the  Committee  on  County  Accounts 

of  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston,  ex  officio, 

the  President  of   the  Board  of  Aldermen   of  the 

City   of   Chelsea,  ex  officio,   the  President   of  the 

City   Council   of   the  City   of  Revere,   ex  officio, 

and  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of 

the  Town  of  Winthrop,  ex  officio.     This  group,  to 

be  known  as  the  Suffolk  County  Council,  will  pass 

upon  Suffolk  County  expenditures,  which  will  be 

equitably  apportioned  among  the  cities  of  Boston, 

Chelsea  and  Revere  and  the  town  of  Winthrop. 

Certificates  of  Title  for  Motor  Vehicles — 

an  act  providing  for  certificates  of   title  for 

motor   vehicles. 

This  bill  provides  that  title  to  motor  vehicles 

shall  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Registrar  of 

Motor  Vehicles  and  that  the  registrar  shall  issue  a 

certificate  of  title  therefor. 

City     Hospital — a     bill     authorizing     the     City 
Hospital  to  borrow  money  for  hospital  pur- 
poses. 
This  bill  authorizes  the  City  of  Boston  to  borrow 
$2,000,000  for  hospital  purposes  in  order  to  com- 
plete  its   building    program. 

Chelsea  Bridge — a  bill   providing  for  the  con- 
struction of  a  bridge  over  the  North  channel 
of   the   Mystic   river,    together    with   its   ap- 
proaches  between   the   cities   of   Boston   and 
Chelsea  and  for  the  removal   of  the  present 
bridge. 
This  bill  authorizes  the  City  of  Boston  to  borrow 
$1,300,000  for  the  purpose  of  reconstructing  the 
bridge  over  the  North  channel  of  the  Mystic  river. 
Huntington  Avenue  Subway' — a  bill  authorizing 
the  City  of  Boston  to  construct  the  Hunting- 
ton Avenue  Subway  in  said  city. 
This  bill  provides  for  the  construction  of  a  sub- 
way from  a  point  at  or  near  Gainsborough  street  on 
Huntington    avenue    to    be    connected    with    the 
present    Boylston    Street    Subway    at    a    cost    of 
$5,000,000. 

Fees   of   Registers   of   Deeds — a   bill   relative 
to  the  fees  of  registers  of  deeds. 
This  bill  increases  from  S2   to  $4  the  fees  for 
recording  deeds,  conveyances  and  mortgages. 
Assessment  of  Taxes — a  bill  changing  the  date 
for  the  assessment  of  taxes. 
This  bill  provides  that  the  date  of  assessments  of 
taxes  be  changed  from  April  to  January  and  that 
payments  of  taxes  be  made  in  two  installments; 
this  bill  to  save  the  city  the  necessity  of  some  tem- 
porary borrowing. 

District    Courts — a   bill    relative   to    the   fines 
and  forfeitures  imposed  in  district  courts  in  the 
County  of  Suffolk. 
This  bill  provides  that  the  fines  imposed  in  the 
Chelsea  District  Court  and  in  the  East  Boston  Dis- 
trict Court,  now  paid  to  the  cities  of  Chelsea  and 
Revere  and  the  town  of  Winthrop,  be  paid  to  the 
City  of  Boston. 

The  Public  Health. 

Public  health  in  its  evolution  has  so  progressed 
from  the  experimental  stage  that  positive  results 
in  the  way  of  lowered  morbidity  and  lowered 
mortality  may  be  reasonably  anticipated  by  the 
intelligent  expenditure  of  money  for  the  protec- 
tion Of  the  health  of  our  men,  women  and  children 
and  has  firmly  established  the  principle  that, 
barring  certain  limitations,  communities  may  in  a 
marked  measure  influence  their  own  death  rates. 

This  has  been  the  fortunate  experience  of 
Boston  in  recent  years  and  I  am  again  privileged 
to   call  attention   to  a  lowered  mortality  rate  in 
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1932  from  all  cause9  as  well  as  the  lowest  number 
.1  deaths  from  tuberculosis  and  the  smallest 
infant  mortality  rate  in  the  history  of  our  city. 

The  reduction  of  water  and  milk  borne  diseases, 
due  to  the  protection  of  our  milk  and  water  sup- 
plies, has  been  most  gratifying  indeed.  Improve- 
ments in  the  field  of  child  health  have  exceeded 
expectations.  The  almost  complete  eradication 
of  deaths  from  diphtheria,  the  prevention  of  small- 
pox through  the  medium  of  vaccination  and  the 
marked  reduction  in  tuberculosis  and  other  pre- 
ventable diseases  leave  no  choice  to  those  in 
charge  of  governmental  responsibility  except  that 
of  staunchly  and  zealously  maintaining  adequate 
programs  for  the  conservation  and  protection  of 
the  health  of  the  people.  That  we  have  been 
able  in  1932  to  improve  upon  the  health  figures 
of  previous  years  in  spite  of  the  effects  of  extreme 
poverty  upon  the  increase  of  disease,  is  due  to 
the  maintenance  over  a  period  of  years  of  ade- 
quate health  services  which  have  resulted  in  the 
increase  of  not  only  physical  efficiency  but  also 
the  development  of  more  resistance  to  illness. 

Safeguarding  the  mental  and  physical  health  of 
the  infant  and  the  growing  child  as  well  as  the 
protection  of  the  well-being  of  the  expectant 
mother  is  of  material  consequence  to  the  economic 
betterment  and  happiness  of  any  community.  We 
all  agree  that  every  child  has  a  right  to  be  born 
well  and  there  is  much  logic  to  the  statement  that 
if  we  could  have  a  generation  of  healthy,  well- 
trained,  educated  children,  many  of  the  problems 
of  government  would  be  lessened. 

Those  familiar  with  our  municipal  organization 
for  protecting  the  health  of  our  children  indorse 
most  heartily  the  program  followed.  The  affilia- 
tion of  the  Health  Department  with  the  medical 
schools  of  Harvard,  Tufts  and  Boston  University 
not  only  makes  possible  a  high  quality  of  pediatric 
service  for  our  young  but  also  contributes  to  the 
advancement  of  education  in  the  field  of  preven- 
tive medicine  by  the  provision  of  clinical  facilities 
for  the  teaching  of  medical  students. 

Over  70,000  visits  have  been  made  to  our  child 
health  clinics  during  the  past  year,  and  the  well- 
being  of  approximately  17,000  children  has  been 
carefully  supervised.  As  a  result  of  these  efforts 
in  the  field  of  child  health,  we  have  been  privileged 
to  enjoy  decreasing  infant  mortality  rates  in 
recent  years.  While  it  was  pleasing  indeed  to 
note  that  the  lowest  infant  mortality  rate  in  the 
history  of  the  city  was  recorded  in  1931,  it  affords 
me  a  great  deal  of  satisfaction  to  call  attention 
to  an  even  lower  rate  in  1932,  and  this  means  a 
constantly  increasing  saving  of  the  lives  of  hun- 
dreds of  babies  annually  in  our  community. 

Over  50  per  cent  of  all  the  deaths  from 
diphtheria  occur  among  the  very  young  and  this 
disease  alone  was  responsible  for  the  loss  of  hun- 
dreds of  lives  annually  in  Boston  for  many  years. 
Intensive  efforts  by  representatives  of  the  city  in 
immunizing  large  groups  over  a  period  of  years 
has  resulted  in  the  saving  of  thousands  of  lives. 
If  all  parents  and  guardians  would  avail  them- 
selves of  the  protective  facilities  maintained  by 
the  city  against  this  disease,  diphtheria  could  be 
completely  eliminated  as  a  cause  of  death.  Very 
few  of  us  realize  that  there  have  been  one  half 
million  cases  of  smallpox  in  the  United  States  in 
the  last  ten  years.  It  is  a  rare  disease  in  Boston 
because  of  the  fact  that  thousands  of  children  are 
vaccinated  annually  in  our  health  units  alone. 

Ninety-five  per  cent  of  the  child  population 
suffer  from  dental  caries  in  early  life.  It  is 
accepted  that  clean  mouths  and  sound  teeth  are 
indeed  distinctly  related  to  good  health  and  I 
beg  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  over  55,000 
children  received  dental  care  in  the  clinics  of  the 
health  units  this  year. 

It  was  not  so  long  ago  that  tuberculosis  was 
responsible  for  the  loss  of  over  1,500  lives  annually 
in  Boston.  The  intensive  program  for  tuberculosis 
prevention  and  control  made  possible  through  the 
establishment  and  maintenance  of  clinics  not  only 
in  the  health  units  but  in  other  municipal  build- 
ings has  resulted  in  a  constantly  reducing  death 
rate.  That  has  been  made  possible  in  a  marked 
measure  by  a  realization  of  the  significance  and 
value  of  the  early  detection  of  disease,  the  hos- 
pitalization of  the  affected  person  and  the  examina- 
tion of  thousands  of  persons  who  have  been  exposed 
to  tuberculosis.  A  preventive  program  is  main- 
tained on  the  roofs  of  the  health  units  where 
under  vita-glass,  malnourished  pre-school  children 
exposed  to  this  disease  and  highly  susceptible  to 


the  same  are  carefully  supervised  and  treated 
until  they  show  marked  physical  improvement  and 
resistance  to  tuberculosis. 

The  control  of  communicable  disease,  lowered 
in  incidence  this  year,  is  not  only  dependent  upon 
the  active  participation  of  the  medical  profession, 
the  nursing  and  medical  service  of  the  Health 
Department  but  also  upon  the  sanitation  of  the 
environment,  including  the  supervision  of  our 
milk,  water  and  food  supplies.  The  medical, 
dairy  and  sanitary  divisions  as  in  previous  years 
have  maintained  constant  vigilance  in  their 
respective  fields. 

No  adequate  public  health  program  in  the 
modern  sense  of  the  word  can  function  efficiently 
without  the  active  participation  of  the  well- 
trained  public  health  nurse.  She  not  only  plays 
an  active  part  in  the  various  clinics  maintained  by 
the  Health  Department,  but  serves  as  the  counselor 
and  adviser  in  the  home,  disseminating  sound 
public  health  principles  and  reducing  them  to 
such  simple  words  that  they  may  be  easily  under- 
stood by  those  we  are  attempting  to  reach.  In 
this  way  she  carries  out  the  highest  concept  of 
public  health  nursing  practice.  Almost  a  quarter 
of  a  million  home  visits  were  made  by  our  Health 
Department  nurses  during  the  past  year. 

The  problem  of  informing  the  public  of  the 
manifold  possibilities  for  the  conservation  of 
health  and  prevention  of  disease  is  being  met  in 
appreciable  form  through  the  appointment  in 
1932  of  a  health  educator  who  in  turn  has  utilized 
the  services  of  leaders  in  the  medical  field  in 
carrying  on  well-attended  lectures  on  cancer, 
tuberculosis,  diphtheria  prevention,  child  health 
guidance,  etc.  These  have  been  conducted  not 
only  in  the  auditoriums  of  the  health  units  but  in 
some  of  the  schools  in  the  city.  Much  health 
literature  in  simple,  readable  form  has  been  dis- 
tributed and  reference  libraries  established. 

We  have  a  right  to  be  gratified  indeed  with  the 
part  the  city  has  been  able  to  play  in  the  creation, 
development  and  maintenance  of  facilities  for  the 
coordination  of  health  and  welfare  effort  and  the 
development  of  harmonious  inter-relationship 
between  the  agencies  engaged  in  this  field.  Never 
more  than  now,  in  view  of  increasing  poverty, 
has  there  been  a  need  for  maximum  coordination 
in  an  attempt  to  cope  with  sickness,  hunger  and 
suffering.  The  health  units,  seven  in  number 
and  an  eighth  one  soon  to  be  opened,  located 
as  they  are  in  the  congested  sections  of  the  city 
where  the  economic  level  is  low  and  serving  as 
the  decentralized  headquarters  of  the  health  and 
welfare  agencies,  have  met  this  need  admirably. 
The  ever-increasing  number  of  health  centers 
functioning  in  the  various  parts  of  the  United 
States  has  justified  our  hope  and  belief  first 
expressed  at  the  Blossom  Street  Health  Unit 
sixteen  years  ago  that  in  order  to  obtain  satis- 
factory results,  it  was  most  important  to  bring 
preventive  service  and  the  facilities  for  the 
amelioration  of  human  suffering  to  the  doors  of  the 
congested  communities.  This  has  been  accom- 
plished in  a  full  measure  in  Boston.  I  am  more 
than  content  that  the  expenditure  of  money  for 
the  maintenance  of  sound  health  department 
budgets  is  not  only  easily  justified  but  of  enormous 
economic  advantage  to  our  community. 

City  Hospital. 

In  1922,  at  the  beginning  of  my  second  adminis- 
tration as  Mayor  of  Boston,  I  inaugurated  a 
program  for  the  modernization  and  expansion  of 
the  Boston  City  Hospital  designed  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  ensuing  quarter  century.  It 
required  vision  and  courage  in  the  face  of  many 
obstacles  to  institute  such  a  program  and  it 
represented  the  first  deliberate  advance  step  in 
planning  for  the  future  needs  of  the  city.  The 
results  so  far  achieved  have  brought  a  full  measure 
of  gratification  to  all  those  who  during  the  past 
ten  years  have  contributed  their  intelligence, 
their  time  and  their  energy  in  order  that  proper 
facilities  may  be  available  to  the  people  of  our 
city. 

In  the  immediate  past,  the  City  Hospital  was 
composed  of  a  group  of  overcrowded,  poorly  lighted, 
unventilated,  unsanitary  and  altogether  inadequate 
hospital  buildings.  When  the  demands  for  addi- 
tional facilities  became  imperative  all  sorts  of 
make-shifts  were  resorted  to  in  order  to  meet  the 
emergencies  of  the  moment.  But  no  constructive 
plan  had  been  adopted  to  meet  the  growth  of  the 
city  and  the  ever-increasing  demands  made  upon 
the  hospital  authorities  for  service.  Since  1922 
however,  there  has  been  a  gradual  replacement  of 
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these  old  buildings  until  now  the  major  portion  of 
the  hospital  plant  is  modern  in  every  respect  and 
equipped  with  the  very  latest  and  finest  of  medical 
and  surgical  equipment.  Into  these  new  buildings 
the  sick  and  the  infirm  converge,  secure  in  the 
thought  that  all  that  medical  science  and  equip- 
ment can  offer  is  at  their  service. 

During  the  past  three  years  the  enlarged  facili- 
ties of  the  hospital  have  been  taxed  to  capacity 
due  to  abnormal  demands  resulting  from  general 
unemployment.  The  City  of  Boston  can  be  justly 
proud  that  through  the  wisdom  of  long  planning 
it  has  been  possible  to  accommodate  these  victims 
of  the  economic  disorder  until  such  time  as  they 
are  again  in  a  position  to  pay  for  private  medical 
and  surgical  service.  I  hesitate  to  think  what 
might  have  been  the  toll  in  health  and  lives  dur- 
ing the  past  few  years  if  the  program  for  expansion 
instituted  in  1922  had  not  been  adopted  and 
carried  to  its  present  state  of  completion. 

New  Buildings,  1932. 

The  new  pediatric  building  which  will  provide 
250  beds  for  infants  and  children  was  completed  on 
December  15,  1932.  This  new  building  has  a 
milk  laboratory,  sound  proof  ceilings  and  every 
modern  appliance  and  convenience,  with  pro- 
visions to  minimize  the  dangers  of  cross  infections 
which  have  been  a  prolific  cause  of  death  in  chil- 
dren, and  represents  a  wise  investment  in  the 
health  of  the  future  citizens  of  Boston. 

In  1931  property  at  Albany  street  and  Massa- 
chusetts avenue  was  purchased  by  the  city  and 
upon  this  land  is  now  being  erected  a  pathological 
building  which  will  be  completed  early  in  the 
year  1933.  This  new  building  will  cost  S428,000 
and  will  house  the  ambulance  station  and  the 
mortuary  and  its  location  will  eliminate  the 
noises  and  odors  which  have  been  objectionable 
in  the  past  to  the  adjacent  hospital  buildings. 

The  new  laundry  building  separated  from  the 
main  hospital  will  be  completed  about  February 
lst  of  this  year  and  a  new  refrigerator  building  and 
a  new  storage  building  were  completed  during  the 
year  1932. 

Out-Patient  Department. 

The  out-patient  department  is  today  handling 
more  patients  than  at  any  other  time  during  the 
history  of  the  hospital.  The  average  daily  visits 
during  1931  were  approximately  1,500  and  in  1932 
this  average  was  increased  to  approximately  1,600 
patients.  Without  the  enlarged  facilities  avail- 
able at  this  new  out-patient  building  serious  dis- 
comfort and  even  death  would  have  resulted  to 
thousands  or  our  citizens  during  the  past  year. 

Convalescent  Home. 
The  Convalescent  Home  maintained  by  the  City 
Hospital  for  some  years  was  closed  early  in  1932 
and  at  the  time  of  closing,  the  home  had  a  capacity 
of  thirty-six  beds.  The  opinion  of  the  trustees, 
in  which  I  concurred,  was  that  the  maintenance 
of  this  home  was  a  needless  expense  to  the  city 
and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  such  patients  can  be 
adequately  cared  for  at  the  main  hospital,  it  is 
my  purpose  to  transfer  the  home  and  grounds  to 
the  Park  Department,  which  maintains  the 
adjoining  land,  known  as  Dorchester  Park. 

Sanatorium. 
During  recent  years  the  facilities  of  the  Sana- 
torium Division  of  the  City  Hospital  have  been 
increased  until  at  the  present  time  584  patients 
can  be  accommodated.  The  applications  for 
admission  to  the  sanatorium  far  exceed  the  avail- 
able space,  and  although  at  the  present  time  a 
movement  is  under  way  to  discharge  a  group  of 
the  so-called  quiescent  cases  to  make  room  for 
patients  at  the  City  Hospital  now  awaiting  admis- 
sion, it  is  only  a  question  of  a  short  time  when 
additional  beds  must  be  provided  to  take  care  of 
the  residents  of  Boston,  who  for  their  own  sake 
and  for  the  protection  of  the  general  public  should 
be  receiving  hospital  care.  It  is  my  intention 
during  the  coming  year,  if  at  all  possible,  to  acquire 
property  adjacent  to  the  sanatorium  so  that 
additional  ward  buildings  may  be  erected  to  take 
2are  of  the  persons  now  on  the  waiting  lists  for 
admission. 

Public  Welfare  Department. 
Continued  extraordinary  demands  upon  the 
department  for  relief  during  the  year  1932  found 
the  city  prepared  to  meet  these  demands  and  no 
individual  or  family  has  been  denied  assistance 
upon  presentation  of  a  reasonable  and  proper  claim 
for  relief. 


Under  the  statutes  of  the  Commonwealth  the 
powers  and  duties  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Public 
Welfare  are  set  forth  in  part  as  follows:  "Every 
town  shall  relieve  and  support  all  poor  and  indigent 
persons  lawfully  settled  therein  whenever  they 
stand  in  need  thereof.  The  boards  of  public  wel- 
fare shall  have  the  care  and  oversight  of  all  such 
poor  and  indigent  persons  so  long  as  they  remain 
at  the  charge  of  their  respective  towns,  and  shall 
see  that  they  are  suitably  relieved,  supported 
and  employed,  either  in  the  workhouse  or  infirmary, 
or  in  such  other  manner  as  the  town  directs,  or 
otherwise  at  the  discretion  of  the  boards." 

Every  application  for  aid  is  made  in  writing, 
under  oath,  and  is  carefully  investigated  by  a  corps 
of  trained  visitors  and  a  visit  to  the  applicant's 
home  is  made.  Inquiry  is  made  into  ownership 
of  real  estate,  insurance,  bank  accounts  and  other 
property  of  value.  The  investigation  extends 
also  to  the  children,  parents  and  relatives  of  the 
applicant  to  determine  their  ability  to  aid.  All 
this  is  done  to  place  the  responsibility  for  aid 
where  it  rightfully  belongs  and  reduce  the  cost 
of  public  aid  to  the  taxpayers  before  a  case  is 
accepted.  A  written  report  of  such  investiga- 
tion is  made  a  part  of  the  permanent  records  of 
the  department.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  many 
applicants  are  refused  aid,  who  after  investigation 
are  found  to  be  self-supporting  or  unworthy  of 
relief.  The  city  has  not  attempted  to  penalize 
thrift,  and  the  mere  ownership  of  real  estate  in 
itself  often  constitutes  more  of  a  liability  than  an 
asset,  since  during  the  past  year  it  has  been  neces- 
sary to  aid  home  owners  to  prevent  real  suffering. 

Every  head  of  a  family  receiving  unemployment 
aid,  if  physically  able,  is  required  to  perform  some 
labor  in  return  for  it  on  some  city  project  from  one 
to  four  days  weekly,  according  to  the  amount 
received.  Approximately  12,600  men  are  so  work- 
ing at  present.  On  non-working  days  the  recipient 
must  report  to  the  department.  Thus  the  possi- 
bility of  an  employed  person  receiving  aid  is 
minimized  and  the  taxpayer  receives  a  return  for 
his  support  of  the  recipient. 

Despite  the  efforts  of  the  department  to  aid  only 
worthy  cases,  impositions  have  been  discovered 
from  time  to  time.  These  have  been  removed, 
aid  stopped,  reimbursement  for  aid  rendered  has 
been  secured  and  in  certain  cases  prosecutions 
have  followed.  The  City  Law  Department  renders 
excellent  service  to  the  department  in  the  handling 
of  these  cases. 

During  the  past  year  a  special  division  has  been 
established  to  canvass  factories,  stores,  and  other 
sources  of  possible  employment  in  an  attempt  to 
secure  work  for  persons  who  are  being  aided  be- 
cause of  unemployment.  Considering  the  dearth 
of  positions  available  this  division  has  shown 
creditable  results.  Also  a  special  police  officer  is 
assigned  to  the  department  whose  duty  it  is  to 
secure  warrants  for  deserting  husbands  and  those 
who  fail  to  support  properly  their  families.  Many 
other  matters  of  a  criminal  or  civil  nature  are  also 
handled  by  this  division  and  in  conjunction  with 
the  City  Law  Department  excellent  results  have 
been  obtained. 

The  number  of  families  aided  on  account  of 
unemployment  in  Boston  has  increased  from  1,004 
in  June  of  1910  to  12,600  at  the  present  time.  In 
addition  to  that  number,  the  department  is  at 
present  caring  for  approximately  14,800  additional 
families  and  individuals  on  account  of  other  causes, 
such  as  sickness,  disability,  desertion,  mothers' 
aid  and  old  age  assistance.  At  present  Boston  is 
daily  giving  aid  and  relief  to  27,400  cases  including 
more  than  105,000  men,  women  and  children. 
The  cost  of  public  relief  in  Boston  has  risen  from 
two  and  one  half  million  dollars  in  1929  to  twelve 
million  dollars  in  1932.  The  increased  cost  is  due 
mainly  to  unemployment  relief.  During  the  month 
of  December  applications  have  averaged  130  daily 
of  which  number  approximately  two  thirds  are 
reapplications,  indicating  clearly  that  the  work 
these  persons  secured  during  the  past  few  months 
was  only  temporary  in  character. 

It  is  particularly  of  interest  to  note  that  the 
private  relief  agencies  in  the  city  have  been  obliged 
to  refer  most  of  their  applicants  to  the  city  since 
funds  at  their  disposal  have  been  exhausted  and  it 
is  a  fair  statement  to  make  that  95  per  cent  of  the 
relief  being  granted  in  the  city  is  by  this  depart- 
ment. The  problem  confronting  the  Welfare 
Department  is  a  gigantic  one.  That  the  depart- 
ment has,  despite  criticism  and  the  enormity  of 
the  problem,  rendered  a  fine  service  is  indicated  by 
the  tribute  paid  it  by  the  social  agencies  of  the  city 
and  by  the  comments  of  the  welfare  departments 
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of  the  large  cities  of  the  country  which  have  Bought 
our  ideas  and  methods  of  furnishing  relief. 

Soldiers'  Relief. 
The  expenditures  for  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Depart- 
ment increased  100  per  cent  during  the  year  1032 
over  the  year  1931,  and  there  is  every  indication 
that  unless  industrial  conditions  improve  materi- 
ally during  the  year  1033,  a  further  increase  may 
be  anticipated. 

From  June,  1930,  to  June,  1932,  some  1,500 
service  men  were  employed  in  the  construction  of 
the  Boylston  Street  Extension,  in  the  vicinity  of 
Governor  square  and  the  completion  of  the  work 
made  necessary  the  discharge  of  these  men,  many 
of  whom,  since  their  retirement  from  the  service 
of  the  Transit  Department,  have  found  it  neces- 
sary, in  order  to  provide  for  their  families,  to 
solicit  aid  from  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Department. 

During  the  year  1932  the  applications  and 
reapplicationB  for  soldiers'  relief  reached  the  huge 
total  of  nearly  10,000,  and  of  this  number  more 
than  80  per  cent  were  represented  in  reapplica- 
tions,  indicating  clearly  that  many  men  who  had 
secured  employment  in  1931  found  themselves 
without  employment  and  in  need  of  aid  in  1932. 

Under  chapter  115  of  the  General  Laws  of 
Massachusetts,  the  municipalities  of  the  Com- 
monwealth are  required  to  aid  service  men  and 
their  dependents,  or  widows,  or  orphans  of  vet- 
erans. Through  a  program  inaugurated  more 
than  ten  years  ago,  during  my  second  administra- 
tion, whereby  major  public  projects  were  con- 
structed upon  a  day  labor  basis  with  preference 
given  to  service  men,  it  has  been  possible  to  main- 
tain the  department  expenditures  at  an  extremely 
low  figure.  Unfortunately,  it  has  been  impossible 
to  secure  authorization  of  a  major  construction 
program  during  the  year  1932  through  which  this 
employment  might  be  furnished,  and  as  a  conse- 
quence direct  aid  becomes  necessary. 

For  the  year  1933  the  director  of  the  Veterans' 
Bureau  at  Washington  has  ordered  a  drastic  re- 
duction of  20  per  cent  in  the  amount  of  disability 
allowance  granted  by  the  government  and  in  the 
event  that  the  legislation,  as  recommended  by 
General  Hines,  becomes  effective,  an  additional 
burden  of  $200,000  annually  may  be  anticipated. 

Institutions  Department. 

The  burdens  placed  upon  the  Institutions  De- 
partment during  the  past  year,  mainly  on  account 
of  the  depression,  have  been  the  heaviest  in  its 
history.  The  Registration  Division  has  accepted 
3,196  cases.  Of  this  number,  1,272  were  sent  to 
the  State  Infirmary,  1,013  to  the  Long  Island 
Hospital  and  911  were  committed  to  hospitals  for 
the  insane.  The  Child  Welfare  Division  has  had 
under  its  care  an  average  of  1,344  children,  the 
maximum  reaching  1,376.  The  average  popula- 
tion of  the  Long  Island  Hospital  was  1,225,  the 
maximum  population  reaching  1,298.  Of  this 
number,  948  were  men,  246  were  women  and  104 
were  children. 

The  Long  Island  Hospital  continues  to  receive 
the  most  exacting  supervision.  During  the  year 
1932  the  outstanding  accomplishment  was  'the 
completion  of  the  new  Recreation  Building,  which 
was  dedicated  December  21.  The  approximate 
cost  of  the  building  and  equipment  was  $290,000. 
The  building  is  the  only  one  of  its  kind  in  the 
country  and  is  located  on  the  highest  point  of 
land  on  the  island  and  has  an  uninterrupted  view 
of  Massachusetts  Bay,  Boston  Harbor  and  sur- 
rounding country,  being  literally  bathed  in  sun- 
light and  fresh  air. 

The  structure  is  one  story  in  height,  with  no 
basement  except  at  the  extreme  northerly  end 
where  the  slope  of  the  land  gives  space  for  two 
rooms  entirely  above  ground,  which  will  be  used 
for  occupational  therapy.  All  accommodations 
are  placed  on  the  ground  floor,  and  the  building  is 
planned  to  accommodate  comfortably  1,200  per- 
sons. The  main  lounging  room,  which  seats 
750  persons,  is  open  to  the  roof,  faces  south,  and 
occupies  the  greater  portion  of  the  floor  area,  and 
around  this  room  on  three  sides  are  wide  glass 
inclosed  sun  porches,  with  east,  south  and  west 
exposures,  providing  an  arrangement  which  leaves 
the  main  room  free  for  gatherings  and  social  use. 
A  stage  is  provided  at  one  end,  equipped  with 
footlights,  portable  scenery,  sound  equipment  for 
talking  pictures,  public  address  system  and  motion 
picture  screen,  arranged  to  be  removed  when 
occasion  requires. 

The  building  will  be  a  center  of  recreational 
activity  not  only  for  the  inmates  of  the  hospital, 


but  also  for  the  employees,  and  will  contain  a 
library  of  5,000  volumes,  a  most  welcome  addition. 

The  hospital  continues  to  give  splendid  service 
to  the  chronic  sick  and  the  impoverished  adults  of 
the  City  of  Boston  and  the  services  of  one  of  the 
best  visiting  staffs  in  the  country  are  at  the  call  of 
the  hospital  at  any  hour,  day  or  night. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  children  admitted 
to  the  Child  Welfare  Division  has  been  about  8  per 
cent  the  total  number  in  its  care  being  higher  than 
at  any  time  in  its  history.  The  children  who  come 
to  the  department  are  those  deprived  of  their 
homes  because  of  death  or  sickness  of  their  parents, 
or  because  of  such  neglect  that  the  courts  decide 
that  they  should  be  placed  in  the  care  of  the  de- 
partment. 

Rapid  Transit. 
The  year  just  ended  marked  the  completion  of 
Boston's  newest  addition  to  its  tunnel  and  subway 
system,  the  Governor  Square  Extension. 

It  was  my  privilege  on  July  21,  1930,  to  begin 
the  actual  work  of  construction  of  this  project  and 
on  October  24  last  officially  to  open  it  to  public 
travel,  one  year  in  advance  of  the  time  estimated 
for  its  completion  and  within  the  limit  of  cost  agreed 
upon  by  the  city  and  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway 
Company  for  rental  purposes. 

There  are  many  features  worthy  of  note  con- 
nected with  this  undertaking.  Construction  of 
this  magnitude  is  always  hazardous,  requiring  the 
highest  degree  of  engineering  skill  and  workman- 
ship. 

With  the  Maverick  Square  Extension  of  the  East 
Boston  Tunnel  as  a  precedent,  and  upon  my 
petition,  the  Legislature  granted  permission  to  the 
city  to  construct  this  subway  by  its  own  labor 
forces.  As  a  result  1,500  men  drawn  from  the 
lists  of  the  Civil  Service,  Commission,  99  per  cent 
of  whom  were  veterans,  were  employed,  at  the 
prevailing  rates  of  wages  paid  by  the  city  to  all  its 
laborers  and  mechanics.  The  amount  paid  to 
these  employees  of  the  city  was  in  round  figures 
$2,500,000.  No  city  in  the  world  offers  a  better 
market  for  competent  workmen  than  our  own  city 
and  as  an  evidence  of  this  in  the  building  of  this 
subway  I  am  pleased  to  state  that  not  one  fatality 
nor  a  serious  accident  of  any  kind  occurred.  Of 
this  sum  of  $2,500,000  paid  in  wages  the  insurance 
cost  to  the  city  for  the  workmen,  represented  by 
expenditures  under  the  Workmen's  Compensation 
Act,  was  but  slightly  over  2  per  cent,  a  rate  far 
below  that  prevalent  in  contract  work,  a  truly 
remarkable  record. 

Engineers  and  public  officials,  as  well  as  social 
workers  throughout  the  country,  have  commended 
this  day  labor  policy  of  Boston  and  practically 
every  man  employed  on  that  job  has  since  qualified 
for  advancement  in  his  line  of  work. 

The  work  was  carried  on  continuously  day  and 
night  except  Sundays  on  the  two  busy  thorough- 
fares heavy  with  automobile  traffic,  Commonwealth 
avenue  and  Beacon  street,  and  also  at  the  junction 
of  these  two  thoroughfares,  Kenmore  square,  and 
throughout  its  progress  the  services  of  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  Company  ministering  to  the 
transportation  needs  of  100,000  persons  daily  were 
maintained  without  interruption. 

With  the  opening  of  this  structure  Boston  has 
today  invested  in  its  subways  and  tunnels, 
$60,000,000.  This  does  not  include  the  819,000,000 
Traffic  Tunnel  now  under  construction.  The 
$60,000,000  investment  was  financed  by  the  city 
by  the  issue  of  its  bonds  at  an  average  rate  of  less 
than  4  per  cent  and  there  is  no  city  in  the  world 
that  can  show  an  investment  even  approaching 
this  in  soundness. 

Traffic  Tunnel. 

The  progress  of  the  construction  of  the  Traffic 
Tunnel  between  Boston  proper  and  East  Boston 
has  been  most  satisfactory.  On  July  25  last,  the 
actual  construction  of  the  steel  tube,  almost  a  mile 
in  length  and  100  feet  in  circumference,  was  com- 
pleted within  one  year  from1  the  date  when  the 
shield  work  commenced  and  four  months  ahead  of 
the  scheduled  time,  thus  establishing  a  world's 
record  for  tunneling  with  the  largest  shield  ever 
constructed. 

The  greater  part  of  this  work  was  done  under 
compressed  air  and  the  remarkable  prevention 
record  without  a  single  fatality,  never  before 
equalled  on  a  project  of  this  size,  is  a  tribute  to  the 
intelligence  of  Boston's  workmen,  most  of  whom 
had  never  seen  a  compressed  air  lock  previous  to 
their  employment  on  this  work. 
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From  the  moment  the  shield  started  its  journey, 
during  the  twenty-four  hours  of  each  day,  Sundays 
and  holidays  included,  its  lines  of  progress  have 
been  guided  so  accurately  that  this  vast  machine, 
weighing  approximately  four  hundred  tons,  push- 
ing its  way  throughout  the  entire  length  of  the 
tunnel  for  a  distance  of  about  a  mile,  arrived  at  its 
predetermined  destination  in  Boston  within  a  few 
hundredths  of  a  foot,  a  measurement  so  infini- 
tesimal that  the  human  eye  could  not  determine 
it. 

There  remains  to  be  done  the  work  of  laying  a 
granite  block  roadway,  the  tiling  of  the  entire 
structure,  the  erection  and  completion  of  two 
ventilating  buildings,  the  installation  of  fans,  mo- 
tors, blowers,  lighting  and  signal  systems,  con- 
struction of  adequate  street  approaches  and  other 
work  of  a  minor  character,  and  it  is  estimated  that 
before  the  end  of  the  year  the  public  will  be  able 
to  enjoy  the  benefits  of  this  great  public  improve- 
ment. 

Recommendations. 

Years  spent  in  the  study  of  our  transit  problems 
have  demonstrated  the  imperative  need  of  suitable 
transit  facilities  for  the  great  district  that  should  be 
served  by  a  Huntington  Avenue  Subway. 

I  presented  a  bill  to  the  Legislature  of  last  year 
which  was  enacted  into  law.  As  required  by  that 
act  I  approved  the  bill  on  June  21  last.  The  loca- 
tion plan  was  prepared  and  submitted  by  the 
Transit  Commission  to  the  Boston  Elevated  Rail- 
way Company  but  the  Board  of  Directors  of  that 
company  withheld  its  approval  although  the 
trustees  indicated  that  a  modified  route  at  a  cost  of 
$5,000,000  would  receive  consideration. 

A  subway  for  the  Huntington  avenue  district 
and  its  great  feeding  territory  is  an  absolute  neces- 
sity, not  a  luxury.  If  the  city  is  to  maintain  its 
leadership,  it  must  keep  up  with  the  demands  of 
the  day,  for  nothing  promotes  the  welfare,  the 
comfort,  the  progress  of  the  community  more 
vitally  than  adequate  transportation  facilities. 

The  completion  of  such  work  as  the  Governor 
Square  Extension  is  not  entirely  a  signal  for  re- 
joicing. Hundreds  of  men  who  have  been  engaged 
in  its  building  have  lost  their  jobs  and  have  be- 
come dependent  upon  the  city,  through  its  Soldiers' 
Relief  and  Welfare  agencies,  not  because  they  are 
not  capable  and  ambitious  but  because  there  is  no 
work  for  them.  There  should,  however,  be  no 
occasion  for  such  a  condition.  No  solution  of  the 
present  situation  can  be  found  unless  based  upon 
the  sound  principle  of  work  and  pay.  The  great 
group  of  ex-service  men  through  whose  efforts  the 
Governor  Square  Extension  was  completed  within 
the  limit  of  cost  and  far  in  advance  of  the  estimated 
time  rose  to  their  responsibilities.  It  would  be 
most  unfortunate  to  allow  this  band  of  trained 
subway  workers  to  be  dispersed  and  the  public  to 
fail  to  avail  itself  of  the  services  of  these  efficient 
and  well-trained  men  when  there  is  so  urgent  a  call 
now  at  hand. 

I  have  prepared  a  modified  bill  for  submission 
to  the  present  Legislature  providing  for  a  subway 
from  Gainsborough  street,  under  Huntington 
avenue,  and  connecting  with  the  present  Boylston 
Street  Subway  in  the  vicinity  of  Copley  square,  at 
an  estimated  cost  of  $5,000,000  and  plans  to  com- 
mence this  work  without  delay  are  in  readiness. 

Public  Works  Department. 

The  three-year  program  of  extensive  street 
construction  inaugurated  by  legislative  grants  of 
loans  outside  the  debt  limit  and  conditional  upon 
amounts  raised  within  the  debt  limit  and  through 
the  tax  levy  ended  December  31,  1932. 

In  addition  to  this  program  of  street  construc- 
tion there  was  a  comparatively  large  expenditure 
for  sewerage  works  and  for  the  first  time  in  many 
years  all  contracts  awarded  for  street  work  have 
been  completed. 

For  some  time  past  negotiations  have  been 
carried  on  for  a  reduction  in  lighting  rates,  both 
for  streets  and  for  domestic  services,  and  the 
Gas  Company  has  reduced  street  lighting  rates 
by  approximately  5  per  cent  beginning  January 
1,  1933,  and  a  similar  reduction  has  been  made  by 
the  Electric  Lighting  Company,  the  combined 
savings  to  the  city  being  $52,000  annually. 

Highway  Division. 
During  the  past  three  years  there  have  been 
authorized  loans  outside  the  debt  limit  for  the 
reconstruction  and  repair  of  streets,  a  total  of 
$2,975,000,  as  well  as  $1,000,000  inside  the  debt 
limit.  $1,000,000  was  also  raised  from  the  tax  levy. 
In  addition,  $225,000  was  appropriated  from  the 


tax  levy  for  the  replacement  of  dirt  sidewalks  with 
granolithic,  which  makes  a  grand  total  of 
$5,200,000. 

For  new  streets  there  has  been  appropriated 
$2,500,000  outside  the  debt  limit;  $1,250,000 
inside  the  debt  limit,  and  $250,000  from  the 
tax  levy,  making  a  total  of  $4,000,000  for  the 
construction  of  new  streets. 

There  is  no  doubt  but  that  the  expenditure 
of  this  large  amount  of  money  for  construction 
has  to  some  extent  relieved  the  unemployment 
situation  in  this  city. 

The  cost  of  contract  work  during  the  last 
two  years  has  been  so  low  as  to  justify  a  con- 
tinued expenditure  for  necessary  street  con- 
struction, as  street  work  in  1932  has  cost  50  per  cent 
less  than  in  1918. 

During  the  past  three  years  the  expenditures 
for  the  reconstruction  of  old  streets  and  for  gran- 
olithic sidewalks  were  approximately  S5,000,000. 

A  total  of  250  new  streets  —  practically  all 
residential  —  and  four  "specials,"  namely,  Morton 
street,  Centre  street,  Charles  and  Cambridge 
streets  and  Summer  and  L  streets,  were  constructed 
at  a  cost  of  $3,164,000. 

The  policy  of  replacing  defective  brick  side- 
walks in  the  older  parts  of  the  city  with  grano- 
lithic has  been  carried  on  with  dispatch  and 
today  almost  every  brick  sidewalk  in  the  North 
and  West  Ends  has  been  abolished,  resulting  in 
a  great  reduction  in  the  amount  previously  paid 
for  personal  injury  cases.  The  total  of  grano- 
lithic replacements  in  three  years  is  approximately 
thirty-three  miles  and  the  total  yardage  of  granite 
block  and  bituminous  pavements  laid  in  three 
years  was  approximately  2,100,000  square  yards. 

Bridge  and  Ferry  Division. 

The  widening  of  Arlington  street  required 
•  the  construction  of  a  new  bridge  at  Arlington 
square,  the  contract  for  which  was  awarded  and 
finished  this  year. 

The  dangerous  condition  of  Chelsea  North 
Bridge  fixed  spans  has  caused  the  introduction 
of  bills  into  the  Legislature  the  past  two  years 
without  any  action.  Another  bill  will  be  intro- 
duced this  year  and  it  is  hoped  with  better  results. 

It  is  expected  that  the  East  Boston  Traffic  Tun- 
nel will  be  open  for  traffic  late  this  year,  making 
possible  the  discontinuance  of  one  of  the  East 
Boston  ferries.  The  receipts  from  vehicles  and 
passengers  at  the  North  Ferry  in  the  year  1932 
did  not  exceed  $10,000,  and  by  closing  the  North 
Ferry  on  April  1  next  a  saving  of  over  S50.000 
can  be  effected  for  the  balance  of  the  year,  and  a 
total  saving  in  succeeding  years  of  $70,000  an- 
nually. 

Sewer  Division. 

During  the  past  three  years  the  expenditures  for 
sewerage  works  was  $3,750,000,  provided  as  follows: 
$3,200,000  inside  the  debt  limit;  $500,000  outside 
the  debt  limit,  and  $50,000  from  the  tax  levy  and  a 
large  part  of  this  was  expended  for  surface  drainage 
due  to  the  extensive  street  construction  program. 

A  second  40,000,000-gallon  electric-driven  cen- 
trifugal pump  is  being  erected  at  the  Calf  Pasture 
pumping  station,  and  it  is  advisable  to  replace  the 
existing  uneconomical  No.  1  and  No.  2  pumps  by 
larger  electric  units.  This  station  will  then 
operate  normally  with  electric  power  and  the 
present  No.  5  steam  unit  will  be  used  only  for 
emergencies. 

Considerable  progress  towards  providing  sewers 
for  the  Germantown  district  has  been  made  during 
1932  and  the  customary  loan  of  $1,000,000  inside 
the  debt  limit  for  sewerage  works  should  be 
provided  early  next  year. 

Water  Division. 

This  division  has  been  active  in  laying  and  re- 
laying street  mains  for  our  construction  program, 
in  continuing  the  policy  of  relaying  old  small-size 
laterals  with  larger  pipes,  and  replacing  domestic 
hydrants  with  the  new  type.  The  disappointing 
number  of  new  services  required  this  year  (about 
one  quarter  the  number  in  1931)  is  an  index  of  the 
small  number  of  new  buildings  constructed. 

The  scheme  of  reinforcing  the  water  pressure  in 
parts  of  Roxbury  and  Dorchester  by  laying  a  new 
main  connecting  with  the  Metropolitan  District 
Commission's  high  service  supply  at  Prince  street 
and  extending  down  the  Arborway  along  Forest 
Hills  street  and  along  Glen  road,  through  Franklin 
Park  and  thence  to  Geneva  avenue  and  Columbia 
road,  and  connecting  with  our  domestic  system, 
has  been  considered  inadvisable  until  such  time  as 
the  Metropolitan  District  Commission  constructs 
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a  second  main  from  Prince  street  along  the  Arbor- 
way  and  allows  ue  to  connect  with  this  main  at 
Forest  Hills  street.  This  will  eliminate  the  neces- 
sity of  having  three  large  mains  in  the  Arborway, 
a  duplication  which  is  indefensible  and  in  the 
event  that  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission 
cooperates  with  the  city  a  substantial  amount  in 
construction  costs  can  be  saved. 

Sanitary  Division. 

A  new  ten-year  garbage  and  refuse  disposal  con- 
tract went  into  effect  on  July  1,  1932.  The  con- 
tractor and  the  method  of  disposal  have  .  not 
changed,  but  it  is  clearly  our  duty  in  the  near 
future  to  provide  incineration  in  at  least  two  of  the 
contract  districts  as  the  dumping  facilities,  within 
a  comparatively  short  haul,  are  rapidly  disap- 
pearing. 

During  the  year  1932  employment  has  been 
provided  to  more  than  7,500  Welfare  Department 
men  in  the  various  divisions  of  the  Public  Works 
Department.  These  men  in  return  for  the  aid 
furnished  by  the  city  have  been  required  to  labor 
from  one  to  four  days  each  week,  and  while  a  con- 
siderable expenditure  has  been  necessary  for  the 
purchase  of  implements  required  in  the  work  per- 
formed by  them,  their  employment,  nevertheless, 
has  represented  a  considerable  saving  to  the  city 
in  that  it  has  made  unnecessary  the  filling  of  posi- 
tions of  permanent  employees  either  physically 
incapacitated,  or  retired  from  the  service  because  of 
old  age.  Personally,  I  know  of  no  better  method 
of  stripping  public  aid  of  the  stigma  of  charity  than 
by  requiring  the  individual  to  perform  a  certain 
amount  of  labor  in  return  for  the  relief  extended. 
With  the  cooperation  of  the  Welfare  Department  it 
is  my  purpose  to  continue  the  program  and  enlarge 
the  same  during  the  year  1933,  unless  a  general 
improvement  in  industry  takeB  place. 

City  Planning  Board. 

One  of  the  most  important  questions  confront- 
ing every  American  city  today  is  that  of  providing 
shelter  for  its  inhabitants,  a  problem  which  has 
become  particularly  acute  under  present  economic 
conditions.  It  is  a  problem  which  has  seriously 
affected  not  only  the  home  owners  themselves, 
who,  in  many  instances,  have  been  forced  to  relin- 
quish the  savings  of  a  lifetime  through  inability  to 
meet  interest  and  mortgage  payments,  but  it  has 
also  affected  the  banking  and  financial  interests, 
the  building  trades,  real  estate  dealers  and  health 
and  social  welfare  workers. 

There  are  a  number  of  groups  in  the  community 
who  are  giving  considerable  study  to  various  phases 
of  this  important  problem.  In  order  that  there 
shall  be  coordination  in  the  work,  the  elimination 
of  duplication  of  effort  and  a  well-organized, 
well-informed  and  well-intentioned  body  prepared 
to  cope  with  the  problems,  and  to  take  advantage 
of  opportunities  which  may  arise  through  the 
Home  Loan  Bank  Bill,  the  Reconstruction  Finance 
Corporation  act  or  other  measures,  and  to  promote 
such  activities  as  may  appear  to  be  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  community,  there  has  been  organ- 
ized a  group  representing  the  financial,  civic,  real 
estate,  housing,  social  welfare  and  other  agencies 
to  work  in  cooperation  with  the  Planning  Board  in 
a  study  of  ways  and  means  to  improve  housing 
conditions  in  the  City  of  Boston.  A  tentative 
draft  of  a  housing  law  is  in  preparation  and  will 
be  submitted  for  presentation  to  the  1933  Legis- 
lature. 

Several  projects  contained  in  the  Thoroughfare 
Report  of  1930  have  been  completed  during  the 
past  year  or  are  now  in  process  of  construction, 
including  the  first  unit  of  the  Canterbury  Park- 
way, from  Blue  Hill  avenue  to  the  Cummins  High- 
way; the  Brook  Farm  Parkway,  from  the  West 
Roxbury  Parkway,  near  the  Brookline  line,  to 
Spring  street  at  the  Dedham  line,  and  the  North 
Shore  Radial  by  the  State  Highways  Division; 
the  Centre  street  widening  has  been  completed. 
For  the  Merrimac  street,  Haymarket  square  and 
Cross  street  improvements,  plans  are  now  being 
prepared. 

The  Board  has  worked  closely  in  cooperation 
with  the  Emergency  Planning  and  Research  Bureau 
in  the  development  of  a  program  of  productive 
activity  on  the  part  of  the  unemployed  architects 
and  engineers.  This  has  resulted  in  the  assembling 
of  a  vast  amount  of  graphic  material,  population 
analyses,  street  maps,  zoning  maps  and  similar 
data. 

Studies  have  been  made  of  the  development  of 
the    Noyes    Playground,    the    utilization    of    the 


Burrage  property  on  Bumpkin  Island,  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  municipal  pier,  and  the  development 
of  Tenean  Beach  Playground. 

The  Board  has  made  substantial  progress  in  con- 
nection with  a  comprehensive  study  of  serious 
traffic  intersections  throughout  the  City  of  Boston, 
including  possible  measures  of  relief  through  grade 
separations  or  other  changes  as  warranted  by 
circumstances  on  each  individual  case. 

The  work  of  the  Housing  Commission,  the  block 
system  of  assessing,  the  utilization  of  welfare  serv- 
ices and  the  intersection  study  will  carry  forward 
throughout  1933. 

Printing  Department. 

The  year  1932  is  the  first  one  of  the  depression 
years  which  affected  this  department,  with  appro- 
priations for  printing  required  by  the  various  de- 
partments reduced  to  the  minimum;  appropria- 
tions for  city  documents  cut  nearly  $25,000; 
appropriations  for  school  printing  cut  a  similar 
amount,  so,  naturally,  the  business  of  this  depart- 
ment is  seriously  affected  as  revenue  is  acquired 
from  the  other  departments. 

Unless  business  improves  in  the  very  near  future, 
it  will  be  necessary  to  reduce  the  working  forces 
which  up  to  this  time  have  enjoyed  continuity  of 
service  at  the  regular  rate  of  union  wages. 

During  the  month  of  October  the  department 
moved  to  its  new  building  at  the  corner  of  North 
and  Richmond  streets.  The  structure  is  modern  in 
every  way  and  is  equipped  with  every  facility  to 
execute  the  city's  printing  requirements. 

The  printing  for  all  the  courts  and  county 
officers,  which  the  city  pays  for,  should  be  exe- 
cuted at  this  plant.  Officials  of  the  courts  and 
county  who  do  not  come  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Mayor,  and  who  place  their  printing  with  pri- 
vate concerns,  are  not  only  injuring  the  Printing 
Department,  but  actually  depriving  the  city  of  the 
right  to  participate  in  its  own  expenditures. 

The  city  has  an  investment  of  fully  $400,000  in 
its  printing  plant  and  it  appears  but  proper  that 
the  printing  which  the  city  pays  for  should  be 
executed  in  this  plant. 

I  believe  the  officials  referred  to  should  cooperate 
with  the  city  in  its  efforts  to  maintain  the  plant,  as 
their  patronage  would  be  helpful  in  providing  work 
for  citizens  of  Boston  and  they  would  be  living  up 
to  the  spirit  of  the  city  ordinances  which  established 
the  printing  plant. 

The  plant  as  organized  and  equipped  in  its  new 
building  is  considered  by  experts  to  be  one  of  the 
finest  book  and  job  offices  in  the  city  and  there  is 
nothing  in  the  printing  line  that  it  is  unable  to 
handle  efficiently  and  economically. 

Library  Department. 
For  the  year  1932  the  Library  Department  ex- 
perienced a  greatly  increased  use  of  all  of  its 
libraries.  That  the  depression  contributed  largely 
to  this  increase  is  seen  in  the  following  figures 
giving  the  total  number  of  books  lent  for  home  use 
during  the  year  1929  (the  last  of  the  prosperity 
years)  and  the  years  1930,  1931,  and  1932  (the 
years  of  the  depression):

The  above  figures  show  an  increase  of  19  per 
cent  for  1932,  which  is  greater  than  that  (13.8 
per  cent)  for  1931.  This  was  due  largely  to  the 
acceleration  in  increase  that  came  about  during 
the  second  half  of  1932.  For  the  last  six  months 
of  1932  the  increase  approached  a  figure  as  high 
as  25  per  cent. 

All  of  the  above  is  significant  in  that  it  seems  to 
forecast  for   1933   an   increase  in   the  use   of   the 
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libraries  that  will  be  even  greater  than  the  increase 
(19.1  per  cent)  for  1932,  just  as  the  latter  was  con- 
siderably greater  than  that  (13.8  per  cent)  for  1931. 
The  question  now  arises  as  to  how  it  may  be  possi- 
ble to  meet  increased  demands  of  this  sort  with 
existing  facilities  both  of  equipment  and  of  per- 
sonnel, particularly  the  latter. 

The  Library  Department  ended  the  year  1932 
with  a  slightly  smaller  staff  than  that  with  which  it 
began  the  year  1931.  During  the  brief  interven- 
ing period  of  only  twenty-four  months  the  number 
of  books  which  it  had  been  lending  for  home  use 
increased  by  over  one  third  (35.4  per  cent).  To 
have  taken  care  of  so  marked  an  increase  in  work 
without  a  corresponding  increase  in  personnel 
has  proved  difficult  and  has  been  achieved  only 
at  the  cost  of  a  strain  upon  the  individual  workers 
that  cannot  be  continued  indefinitely.  To  meet 
increasing  demands,  both  actual  and  forecasted, 
additional  provision  will  now  have  to  be  made  for 
personnel. 

The  intensity  of  the  depression  increases,  not 
diminishes,  the  essential  importance  of  the  work 
of  the  Public  Library  and  in  1933  it  will  undoubt- 
edly have  more  demands  made  upon  it  than  ever 
before.  In  1928  the  adult  users  were  only  43  per 
cent  of  the  total  clientele;  in  1932  they  increased 
in  number  until  they  formed  57  per  cent  of  the 
total  number  of  library  users.  The  indications 
are  that  in  1933  they  will  be  quite  as  many  in 
number,  if  not  more,  for  the  unemployed  adult 
is  coming  more  and  more  to  the  Public  Library 
for  solace  in  present  difficulties  as  well  as  for  aid 
in  preparing  to  meet  more  adequately  the  diffi- 
culties that  lie  ahead. 

Financial  Status  of  Boston. 

So  many  misleading  and  untruthful  statements 
have  been  made  with  reference  to  the  financial 
structure  of  the  municipality  and  the  injustice 
of  the  valuations  placed  upon  property  by  the 
Assessing  Department  that  to  me  it  appears 
advisable  to  here  present  the  facts. 

The  injury  that  may  result  to  Boston  financially 
and  otherwise  unless  this  insidious  practice  is 
ended  is  incalculable.  The  fact  remains  that 
during  the  entire  period  of  depression  the  City 
of  Boston  has  experienced  no  difficulty  in  securing 
all  the  money  necessary  to  meet  the  unprece- 
dented expenditures  consequent  to  the  depression. 
In  this  respect  the  position  of  Boston  is  in  striking 
contrast  to  six  of  the  largest  cities  in  the  United 
States. 

The  City  of  Boston  may  be  truly  said  to  be  the 
only  large  American  city  that  has  met  every  obli- 
gation arising  from  the  unemployment  situation 
without  reverting  to  an  issue  of  bonds  to  finance 
its  welfare  or  soldiers'  relief  obligations,  or  re- 
questing aid  from  the  Federal  Government.  In 
substantially  all  the  leading  American  cities,  with 
the  exception  of  Boston,  it  has  been  found  neces- 
sary in  order  to  prevent  starvation  to  establish 
bread  lines  and  soup  kitchens. 

The  assertion  that  assessed  valuations  upon 
properties  are  disproportionate  and  eminently 
unfair  is  neither  borne  out  by  the  facts  in  Boston 
nor  by  comparison  with  other  leading  cities  of 
America.  In  Boston  there  has  been  but  one  gen- 
eral increase  in  a  period  of  twenty-five  years  in 
the  valuation  upon  suburban  properties,  and  in 
other  sections  of  Boston  there  has  been  no  appre- 
ciable increase  in  a  period  of  seven  years. 

For  comparative  purposes  the  increase  of  as- 
sessed valuation  of  property  since  1920  in  the 
following  large  cities  is  most  interesting:

A  cursory  examination  of  this  table  would  indi- 
cate that  there  is  no  justification  for  the  assertion 


that  property  values  have  either  been  unduly  or 
unfairly  increased  in  Boston. 

The  levy  on  real  estate  in  1932  was  862,260,762 
out  of  a  total  appropriation  bill  of  §79,000,000. 

The  return  from  intangible  property,  supposedly 
taxed  through  the  corporation  and  income  tax, 
represents  but  the  minimum  of  what  it  should  be. 
The  corporation  and  income  taxes  collected  by 
the  state  and  turned  over  to  the  city  for  the  year 
1932  was  but  S6, 500,000,  while  the  state  collected 
from  the  city  S8,900,000. 

For  many  years  prior  to  the  establishment  of 
the  income  tax  in  Massachusetts  it  was  admitted 
that  intangible  property  was  escaping  taxation 
and  there  was  an  element  in  the  community  which 
felt  that  to  conceal  wealth  in  intangible  form  was 
dishonest  and  yet  to  tax  intangibles  equally  with 
real  estate  was  impossible  since  it  resulted  in 
almost  confiscation. 

The  income  tax  was  accordingly  established  to 
reach  intangible  wealth  which  greatly  exceeded  the 
value  of  real  estate.  In  other  words,  the  property 
tax  was  adequate  during  the  period  following  the 
Civil  War.  However,  during  the  period  beginning 
about  1890,  the  national  wealth  increased  in  the 
form  of  corporate  and  intangible  wealth  to  such  a 
point  that  a  better  relation  for  taxing  purposes 
was  needed  and  in  1917  the  income  tax  was  adopted 
It  has  been  in  operation  for  fifteen  years,  during 
which  time  intangible  wealth  has  witnessed  its 
greatest  increase,  even  today  far  exceeding  the 
amount  in  1917. 

The  income  tax  has  failed  of  its  purpose  for  two 
reasons:  First,  the  rates  have  remained  stationary 
even  though  proven  inadequate  and  this  during  a 
period  when  real  estate  taxes  have  been  more  than 
doubled.  Second,  that  provisions  of  the  income 
tax  permit  the  escape  from  its  operation  of  so 
many  classes  of  intangible  income  that  its  pro- 
ductivity is  almost  negligible. 

Apart  from  business  income  and  gain,  the 
classes  of  income  from  intangibles,  which  are  free 
from  this  tax,  have  become  the  principal  channels 
for  investment  of  intangible  wealth.  Some  of  the 
most  important  are: 

Dividends  on  stocks  of  all  Massachusetts 
Corporations. 

Dividends  on  stock  of  American  Telephone  and 
Telegraph  Company  (New  England). 

Dividends  on  stock  of  Western  Union  Telegraph 
Company. 

Dividends  on  stock  of  all  public  utility  corpo- 
rations. 

Dividends  on  stock  of  all  Massachusetts  trusts. 
(A  new  device.) 

Dividends  on  deposits  in  savings  banks. 

Dividends  on  deposits  in  cooperative  banks,  etc. 

Interest  on  all  Massachusetts  bonds. 

Interest  on  all  Massachusetts,  city,  town  and 
county  bonds. 

Interest  on  all  mortgages. 

And  here  is  represented  the  sources  of  the 
principal  income  of  Massachusetts  citizens  from 
intangible  wealth,  amounting  to  hundreds  of 
millions  of  dollars — untaxed. 

New  revenue  must  come  in  substantial  amounts 
from  intangible  wealth  which  has  been  privileged 
too  long. 

In  the  investment  banking  business  in  Massa- 
chusetts, a  technique  has  been  developed  whereby 
tax  evasion  is  encouraged  through  which  entire 
escape  from  taxation  of  intangible  wealth  is  now 
possible. 

The  Federal  Congress  has  recognized  that  the 
fluctuating  nature  of  income  tax  compels  frequent 
revision  and  has  made  provision  accordingly. 
The  functions  of  the  municipalities  are  equally 
vital  and  revenue  for  their  proper  operation  can 
only  be  provided  through  taxation.  Hence  it  is 
clearly  the  duty  of  the  state  to  enact  the  necessary 
legislation  at  the  earliest  date  possible  so  that  the 
burden  may  be  equalized,  namely  requiring 
organized  wealth  to  bear  its  fair  share  of  the  cost 
of  government,  and  only  in  this  way  can  any 
measurable  relief  be  provided  for  the  property 
owner. 

The  principles  here  presented  are  in  no  sense 
new.  They  are  universally  recognized.  In  fact, 
a  special  commission  of  the  Legislature  appointed 
in  1929  to  investigat  e  the  entire  subject  of  taxation 
has  incorporated  a  similar  viewpoint  which  is  con- 
tained in  House  Document  900  of  the  year  1930. 

This  document  contains  this  significant  para- 
graph : 

"Real  estate,  therefore,  unless  some  of  its  tax 
burden  is  shifted  to  other  forms  of  property  must 
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bear  tlie  weight,  of  the  taxes  required  to  meet 
normally  increasing  expenditures." 

The  report  further  states:  "Intangible  property 
has  been  rapidly  growing,  until  this  class  of  prop- 
erty is  probably  five  times  as  great  as  all  the  real 
estate  and  machinery.  This  class  of  property  has 
been  paying  less  and  less  of  the  total  tax  until  now 
real  estate  and  machinery,  constituting  perhaps  a 
fifth  or  a  sixth  of  the  entire  wealth  of  the  state, 
pay  about  two  thirds  of  the  entire  tax;  while 
intangibles  representing  perhaps  five  sixths  of  the 
entire  wealth,  pay  less  than  one  tenth  of  the  taxes." 

No  equitable  measure  of  economy  or  method 
through  which  efficiency  would  be  possible  has 
been  disregarded  during  the  depression  years  of 
1930,  1931  and  1932  Every  reasonable  measure 
that  would  reduce  the  operating  costs  of  the 
municipality  has  been  put  in  operation,  not  with 
the  hope  or  belief  that  through  these  measures  a 
lower  tax  rate  would  be  possible  in  view  of  the 
enormous  demands  for  aid  consequent  to  the 
industrial  depression  of  the  past  three  years,  but 
with  a  view  to  the  prevention  of  an  increase  in  the 
tax  rate  that  would  be  unduly  burdensome. 

The  most  interesting  example  of  the  fallacy  of 
the  theory  that  economy  in  municipal  administra- 
tion alone  will  accomplish  reduction  in  tax  rate  is 
presented  in  the  case  of  Fall  River.  In  Fall  River 
a  State  Board  of  Finance  was  appointed  to  con- 
duct the  activities  of  the  city  and  despite  the 
exercise  of  every  conceivable  economy,  including 
the  curtailment  of  what  has  long  been  recognized 
as  essential  municipal  activities,  those  affecting 
health,  life  and  education,  the  tax  rate  of  Fall 
River  today  is  more  than  $8  per  thousand  of 
valuation  greater  than  the  tax  rate  of  the  City 
of  Boston.  Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the 
acts  of  this  Board  were  not  subject  to  veto  or 
review  by  any  individual  in  the  city  of  Fall  River 
and  that  their  power  was  supreme,  and  that  they 
were  answerable  for  their  acts  to  no  individual 
citizen  of  Fall  River,  the  fact  remains  that  in  the 
second  year  of  the  operation  of  this  state-appointed 
commission,  there  was  a  $3.70  per  thousand 
increase  in  the  tax  rate. 

Anticipating  that  what  has  taken  place  in  the 
case  of  Fall  River  was  inevitable  in  other  cities 
throughout  Massachusetts,  a  bill  was  presented 
seeking  authority  for  the  state  to  borrow$15,000,000 
to  be  distributed  to  the  cities  and  towns  pro  rata 
in  the  same  manner  that  state  taxes  are  imposed 
and  to  be  financed  by  taxation  upon  the  cities  and 
towns  within  five  years.  But  this  measure  was 
rejected.  A  bill  was  then  submitted  providing 
for  a  $20,000,000  bond  issue  to  be  amortized  in  a 
period  of  five  years  through  an  increase  in  the 
income  tax  and  the  $20,000,000  thus  raised  to  be 
distributed  to  the  cities  and  towns  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  state  tax  is  now  apportioned. 
This  measure  was  also  rejected. 

The  inevitable  took  place,  namely,  the  income 
received  by  the  City  of  Boston  from  the  state  on 
account  of  income,  corporation  and  street  railway 
taxes  was  $2,812,915.89  less  than  in  1931.  The 
increase  in  state  taxes  and  assessments  upon 
Boston,  including  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway 
deficit,  was  $1,566,543.88.  The  necessity  of  pro- 
viding this  huge  sum  of  $4,379,459.77  in  addition 
to  the  added  costs  of  welfare  relief  and  hospitaliza- 
tion, was  responsible  for  the  increase  in  the  tax 
rate  of  1932. 

It  is  evident  from  the  foregoing  that  the  increase 
of  $4  in  the  tax  rate  was  beyond  the  control  of  the 
Mayor  and  officials  of  the  city,  and  it  is  equally 
certain  that  unless  there  is  an  increase  in  state 
revenues,  either  through  the  taxing  of  values  now 
escaping  taxation  or  through  the  development  of 
new  sources  of  revenue,  that  a  further  increase  in 
the  burden  to  be  borne  by  the  property  owners  is 
unavoidable. 

During  the  three  years  that  have  passed,  which 
may  truly  be  said  to  have  been  the  most  trying  in 
the  history  of  the  municipality,  Boston  has  held 
true  to  tradition  and  has  measured  up  to  the 
niost  ennobling  standards  created  in  the  past. 
Every  obligation,  humanitarian  and  financial,  has 
been  met  without  equivocation  or  evasion  of  either 
duty  or  obligation.  The  charity,  patience  and 
patriotism  of  the  citizenship  is  deserving  of  the 
highest  encomium. 

It  has  been  no  easy  task  to  bear  the  burden 
imposed  by  forces  beyond  one's  control,  but  the 
severity  of  the  task  has  been  lessened  by  the  en- 
couragement and  confidence  which  the  public  has 
freely  accorded  at  all  times.  The  development  of 
a  new  economic  program  both  in  the  nation  and  its 
subdivisions    is    accepted     by     every     thoughtful 


citizen.  I  have  no  means  of  determining  either 
the  character  of  program  that  will  be  ultimately 
approved  or  as  to  the  time  of  its  adoption,  but  in 
common  with  every  lover  of  American  institutions 
I  have  an  abiding  faith  in  the  destiny  of  our  city, 
state  and  of  our  nation  and  the  fortitude  and  faith 
of  the  past  three  trying  years  have  materially 
strengthened  my  belief  that  the  year  1933  will 
mark  the  end  of  the  depression  period  and  unfold 
a  vista  replete  with  the  promise  of  a  better  day 
for  our  country  and  its  people. 

In  view  of  the  generous  cooperation  afforded  me 
as  Mayor  by  the  City  Council  during  the  past 
three  years,  it  seems  needless  for  me  to  invite  a 
continuance  of  those  friendly  relations,  as  I  have 
a  profound  appreciation  of  your  willingness  to 
meet  the  exacting  problems  that  will  confront  us 
mutually  during  the  coming  year. 

The  founders  of  Boston  gave  exemplification 
of  their  faith,  in  the  inscription  which  appears  upon 
the  city  seal:  "As  God  was  with  our  Fathers,  so 
may  He  be  with  us."  May  we  in  this  hour  invoke 
a  tike  blessing  supplemented  by  the  prayer  that 
Divine  Providence  guide  us  in  our  deliberations 
and  aid  us  in  bringing  comfort  to  those  heavily 
laden.     (Applause.) 

The  reading  of  the  Mayor's  message  commenced 
at  2.05  p.  m.  and  ended  at  3.26  p.  m. 

After  the  Mayor  and  suite  had  retired  from  the 
chamber,  the  Council  was  called  to  order  by 
Chairman  COX,  as  follows:

Ward  17 
has  been  mentioned  as  the  proper  place  to  erect 
such  a  unit,  due  to  the  fact  that  it  is  the  central 
ward  of  Dorchester  and  also  due  to  the  fact  that 
Dorchester  is  the  only  part  of  the  City  of  Boston 
that  at  present  has  no  health  unit.  Therefore,  it 
seems  imperative  that  the  Mayor  should  take 
action  during  1933  to  secure  a  health  unit,  to  be 
placed  preferably  in  Ward  17,  adjacent  to  the 
courthouse  on  Washington  street,  on  a  piece  of 
land  now  there  owned  by  the  city.  It  would  be  a 
splendid  place  upon  which  to  erect  such  a  health 
unit. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

CITY  PRINTING. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
respectfully  requests  that  all  departments  of  the 
county  and  city  arrange  to  have  their  printing  done 
at  the  City  of  Boston  Printing  Plant. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  we  have  a 
plant  with  120  employees  and  not  much  work. 
It  is  a  plant  owned  by  the  people.  We  have  here 
a  courthouse  with  departments,  which  this  Council 
votes  appropriations  for,  who  send  their  printing 
to  outside  plants.  It  is  about  time  that  we  tried 
to  take  care  of  our  120  employees,  some  of  whom 
have  been  employed  there  for  twenty  or  more 
years. 

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  President,  what  I  sug- 
gest in  regard  to  this  order  is  that  the  printing 
plant  do  something  about  putting  in  a  bindery 
down   there   at   the   plant.     If   they   have   a   city 
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printing  office,  why  not  a  bindery  ae  well?  In 
that  way,  work  could  go  from  one  job  to  another, 
and  they  could  do  the  whole  thing.  We  should 
be  able  to  equip  the  plant  for  a  bindery. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  do  not  want 
to  take  any  credit  away  from  the  councilor  from 
Ward  18,  but  I  presented  an  order  of  this  kind 
at  the  last  meeting  because  of  suggestions  made 
by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  in  his  annual  message  to 
our  body  that  unless  business  improved  at  the 
printing  plant,  it  would  mean  the  curtailment  of 
employees  now  working  there,  and  because  of  that 
fact  and  because  I  feel  that  the  least  the  city  can 
do  is  to  prevent,  at  least  in  its  specific  depart- 
ments, the  laying  off  of  men  so  they  may  not  be 
admitted  to  the  ranks  of  the  unemployed,  men  of 
our  own;  and  I  have  particular  reference  to _ the 
departments,  such  as  the  clerks  of  the  various 
courts  in  Suffolk  County,  who  owe  it  to  the  citizens 
of  Boston  and  who  owe  it  to  the  City  of  Boston 
to  see  that  the  printing  in  their  departments, 
which  the  city  is  compelled  to  pay  for,  is  printed 
in  our  own  city  press  and  not  sent  outside;  so  that 
no  citizen  of  Boston  might  be  laid  off  because  of 
the  fact  that  we  are  paying  for  our  printing  to 
private  individuals.  For  that  reason  I  am  heartily 
in  accord  both  with  my  own  resolution  as  well 
as  that  of  the  councilor  from  Ward  18,  and  I  am 
sincerely  in  sympathy  with  the  councilor  from 
Ward  19,  because  I  understand  we  have  now  facili- 
ties for  a  book  bindery  in  our  new  printing  plant, 
and  all  of  those  facilities  ought  to  be  accumulated 
under  that  very  roof.  So  that  at  least  the  present 
employees  of  the  City  of  Boston  will  not  join  the 
army  of  the  unemployed,  especially  through  the 
assistance  of  men  who  are  elected  to  county  offices 
and  who  are  paid  from  the  coffers  of  the  City 
Treasurer,  and  who  also  have  this  money  to  spend 
through  the  taxpayers  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
I  hope  that  at  the  time  that  our  Executive  Com- 
mittee meets  that  we  will  unanimously  pass  a 
resolution    instructing    those    department    heads 


that  all  of  those  order  blanks  of  the  clerk  of  the 
Superior  Criminal  Court,  and  the  clerk  of  the 
Superior  Civil  Court  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Probate 
Court  and  the  Registry  of  Deeds,  if  you  please, 
will  take  due  notice,  and  should  govern  them- 
selves accordingly. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  understand 
on  good  authority  that  at  the  Boston  Public 
Library  we  have  now  installed  one  of  the  best 
equipped  binderies  in  the  city,  and  they  have  ample 
facilities  and  have  had  facilities  for  some  time, 
to  take  care  of  all  the  book  binding  needed  by  the 
City  of  Boston.  I  see  no  reason  why  it  should 
not  come  about  that  the  school  books  of  the 
School  Department  could  be  sent  to  the  library 
and  have  the  binding  done  at  that  place.  It  would 
be  a  difficult  matter  to  transfer  the  equipment 
from  the  library  to  the  printing  plant  and  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  we  have  already  all  the  facilities 
at  the  library,  it  is  about  time  the  city  took  steps 
to  secure  from  the  School  Department  the  books 
needing  rebinding  and  without  any  extra  order, 
I  suggest  that  the  books  be  sent  to  the  bindery 
department  in  the  library,  instead  of  cumbering 
up  our  present  printing  plant. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  we  will  soon 
have  authority  to  vote  on  appropriations  for  these 
departments,  and  we  can  then  have  an  under- 
standing with  these  gentlemen  that  no  money 
is  to  go  to  outside  printing  plants. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

There- 
fore, in  order  to  avoid  any  criticism  of  the  body, 
I  am  in  favor  of  Councilor  McGrath's  proposition 
that  we  meet  again  next  Thursday. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN— Mr.  Chairman,  the  only 
reason  why  I  rise  to  speak  upon  the  matter  is 
because  there  are  absent  today  not  only  the 
member  who  has  written  this  letter  to  us,  but  also 
another  member  of  the  Council,  confined  in  the 
hospital,  and  we  don't  know  when  he  will  be 
able  to  be  here.  It  may  be  that  he  cannot  be 
present  for  a  few  days.  We  do  not  know  at  the 
present  time.  For  that  reason,  I  would  suggest 
that  the  matter  go  over  to  the  next  regidar  meeting 
on  Monday. 

Coun.  GREEN — Mr.  Chairman,  I  move  a  short 
recess,  of  three  minutes  or  thereabouts,  until  we 
may  hear  from  the  City  Hospital  in  regard  to  the 
condition  of  Councilor  Gleason. 

The  Council  voted,  at  2.24  p.  m.,  to  take  a 
recess  subject  to  the  call  of  the  Chair.  The 
Council  was  called  at  order  by  Chairman  COX 
at  2.34  p.  m. 

Chairman  COX — The  Council  will  be  in  order. 

The  Council  voted,  on  motion  of  Coun.  Mc- 
GRATH, not  to  vote  at  this  meeting  on  election 
of  a  president. 

Coun.  McGRATH  moved  that  when  the  Council 
adjourn  it  be  to  meet  on  Thursday,  January  19, 
at  2  p.  m. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  Chairman,  may  I  make  an 
amendment  to  that  motion — that  we  then  meet 
for  the  express  purpose  of  electing  a  president? 

Chairman  COX — The  Chair  would  state  that 
that  would  prevent  the  Council  from  acting  upon 
any  other  matter,  although  it  might  be  advisable 


for  the  Council  to  do  some  other  business.     Does 
the  gentleman  withdraw  his  amendment? 

Coun.    DOWD    withdrew   his   amendment. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  Chairman,  for  the  same 
reason  that  I  expressed  when  I  took  issue  with  the 
original  motion,  I  think  there  is  no  need  for  a 
special  meeting,  that  next  Monday  will  be  time 
enough  for  us  to  act.  There  is  nothing  urgent, 
I  understand,  there  will  be  no  irreparable  injury 
so  far  as  the  city's  business  is  concerned,  if  the 
Council  does  not  meet  until  next  Monday.  I 
sincerely  hope,  therefore,  that  the  Council  when 
it  adjourns  will  adjourn  to  next  Monday  instead  of 
to  Thursday  of  this  week. 

Coun.  GALLAGHER— Mr.  Chairman,  I  am 
of  the  opinion  that  the  Council  should  get  down  to 
business  here,  organizing  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment.  The  city's  business  should  come  ahead 
of  the  personal  ambitions  of  any  member  of  the 
body.  If  we  establish  a  precedent  here  today  by 
delaying  the  election,  what  is  there  to  prevent 
any  member  of  the  body  from  rising  next  Thursday 
and  asking  for  another  extension  because  of 
sickness  or  some  other  reason?  I  sincerely  trust 
that  this  Council  will  recognize  the  seriousness 
and  importance  of  organization  and  will  get  down 
to  business,  as  I  said  a  moment  ago,  as  early  as 
possible. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  Chairman,  I  feel  as  the 
colleague  from  Brighton  (Coun.  Gallagher)  feels, 
that  we  should  settle  this  matter  as  soon  as  possible. 
The  presidency  of  this  body  is  important  every 
year,  but  this  year  it  will  have  extraordinary 
importance,  as  it  looks  as  though  the  chief  execu- 
tive of  our  city  may  shortly  be  appointed  to  an 
important  position  by  the  President  of  the  United 
States.  I  think  there  is  a  good  possibility  of  the 
present  chief  executive  accepting  a  high  position, 
possibly  as  minister  to  some  of  the  Central  or 
South  American  countries,  possibly  leaving  here 
next  October.  (Laughter.)  I  move,  therefore, 
that  we  proceed  to  elect  a  president  who  will  be 
the  Acting  Mayor  of  Boston  in  the  Mayor's 
absence  and  possibly  the  Mayor  of  Boston.  If 
the  Mayor  of  Boston  should  accept  a  position  at 
the  hands  of  the  incoming  President  before  March 
3  it  would  necessitate  a  city-wide  election  within 
the  next  two  months  for  the  election  of  a  mayor. 
Under  existing  conditions,  I  think  the  people  of 
Boston  expect  this  Council  to  organize  as  soon  as 
possible. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  Chairman,  not  having  any 
personal  ambition,  and  not  wishing  to  interfere 
in  any  way  in  the  organization  of  the  Council, 
after  speaking  with  some  of  my  colleagues,  I 
withdraw  any  objection  I  may  have  made  with 
regard  to  our  next  meeting. 

Coun.  McGrath's  motion,  that  when  the  Council 
adjourn,  it  be  to  meet  on  Thursday,  January  19, 
at  2   p.   m.,   was  carried.

Dear  Sir, — I  am  in  receipt  of  an  order  from  the 
City  Council  which  favors  the  enactment  of  legis- 
lation providing  for  the  improvement  of  World 
War  Memorial  Park  and  for  the  construction 
thereon  of  an  adequate  public  bath  house. 

A  new  bath  house  was  built  at  the  World  War 
Memorial  Park  during  the  years  1929-30.  This 
bath  house  is  of  brick  and  concrete  and  is  con- 
sidered one  of  the  best  bath  houses  in  the  depart- 
ment. 

It  is  possible  to  add  additional  lockers  if  same 
were  necessary. 

The  bath  house  has  been  adequate  for  this 
location  up  to  the  present  time. 

In  the  building  of  this  bath  house  a  new  site 
was  selected  which  allows  of  bathing  for  a  longer 
period  than  was  possible  at  the  old  location. 
Over  30,000  cubic  yards  of  sand  was  pumped  on 
this  beach  during  the  past  year.  The  area  in 
front  of  the  bath  house  is  sanded  yearly  and  the 
department  will  have  this  beach  area  in  first-class 
condition  before  the  opening  of  the  bathing  season 
in  June. 

An  item  has  been  inserted  in  the  budget  for  the 
vear  1933  to  renovate  the  tennis  courts  and  ball 
field. 

Plans  have  also  been  prepared  to  connect  the 
World  War  Memorial  Park  with  the  Airport,  by 
the  building  of  a  walk  from  the  new  road  to  be 
constructed  in  the  rear  of  the  Army  and  National 
Guard  Hangars. 

The  Board  does  not  feel  that  legislative  enact- 
ment is  necessary  to  improve  the  World  War 
Memorial  Park.

BUILDING   OF   CHISHOLM   ROAD. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
The  Finance  Commission,

To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — On  December  19  your  honorable 
body  requested  the  Finance  Commission  to  report 
on  the  building  of  Chisholm  terrace  in  Ward  18. 
The  records  in  the  Street  Laying-Out  Depart- 
ment reveal  that  a  petition  was  filed  under  date  of 
November  25,  1931,  by  eight  residents  of  Chisholm 
road,  in  West  Roxbury,  for  the  laying  out  and 
construction  of  Chisholm  road,  from  which 
Chisholm  terrace  extends  to  a  dead  end. 

A  hearing  was  held  by  the  Street  Commissioners 
on  February  17,  1932,  at  which  various  residents 
favored  the  improvement  and  no  objections  were 
recorded.  An  order  of  May  3,  1932,  by  the  Street 
Commissioners,  approved  by  Mayor  Curley  on 
May  4,   1932,  authorized  the  improvement. 

The  original  order  determined  that  no  person 
sustained  damage  by  the  making  of  the  improve- 
ment and  it  assessed  betterments  totaling  85,076.05 
on  the  abutters.  At  a  later  date  the  Street 
Commissioners  awarded  damages  of  S105  to  one 
abutter. 

Subsequently,  it  was  discovered  by  the  engineers 
of  the  Street  Laying-Out  Department  that  because 
of  a  serious  change  in  the  grade  of  the  street 
necessary  to  make  Chisholm  road  conform  to  the 
grades  of  the  adjoining  accepted  streets,  the  grade 
of  Chisholm  terrace — an  unaccepted  street — would 
be  seriously  affected.  The  Street  Commissioners, 
therefore,  decided  that  it  would  be  proper  to  lay 
out  Chisholm  terrace  at  the  same  time,  inasmuch 
as  the  cost  of  this  extra  portion  would  add  only 
slightly  to  the  cost  of  laying  out  and  constructing 
Chisholm  road,  if  the  two  jobs  were  done  at  the 
same   time. 

The  order  affecting  Chisholm  terrace  determined 
that  no  person  sustained  damage  and  betterment 
assessments  were  made  in  the  total  amount  of 
§1,064.30.  It  has  been  estimated  by  the  Public 
Works  Department  that  the  extra  cost  necessi- 
tated by  adding  Chisholm  terrace  to  the  order  to 
lay  out  Chisholm  road  will  be  only  slightly  in 
excess  of  the  amount  of  the  betterment  assessments.

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  consider 
the  advisability  of  requesting  the  Welfare  De- 
partment to  ascertain  the  particular  trades  and 
capabilities  of  those  drawing  welfare  relief  wTith  a 
view  to  placing  these  individuals  in  a  line  of  city 
work  for  which  they  are  fitted. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  Chairman,  I  might  say 
that  out  on  the  golf  course  awhile  ago  a  gentleman 
was  put  to  sawing  wood,  a  man  who  had  but  one 
leg.  That  matter  was  drawn  to  the  attention 
of  the  Welfare  Department,  and  they  promised  to 
give  closer  attention  to  the  abilities  and  the 
physical  condition  of  applicants  for  welfare,  in  the 
matter  of  manual  or  other  labor.  There 
are  out  at  the  cemetery  at  the  present  time  a 
number  of  college  men  who  would  like  to  do  a 
different  type  of  work  than  shoveling,  work  that 
they  are  better  fitted  for.  One  man  in  partic- 
ular put  in  three  years  at  the  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology. He  does  not  object  to  using  a  pick  and 
shovel,  but  there  might  very  likely  be  work  that 
would  be  more  beneficial  to  him  and  to  the  city, 
under  the  circumstances.  Then,  we  see  in  different 
parts  of  our  city  at  times  men  with  new  hoes, 
standing  looking  foolish.  Doubtless  many  of 
those  men  are  carpenters,  plumbers,  bricklayers, 
follow  different  trades  and  occupations  when  there 
is  an  opportunity  for  them  to  get  work,  and 
would  like  to  do  something  of  a  constructive 
nature,  that  would  not  only  help  them  but  help 
the  city.  It  does  seem,  where  we  are  spending 
millions  on  city  contracts,  that  it  might  be  well 
to  take  some  of  these  men  and  give  them  work  for 
which  they  are  fitted,  instead  of  having  them 
around  looking  foolish  with  new  hoes,  in  January, 
out  in  front  of  our  different  homes  or  homes  of 
their  neighbors.  These  men  want  to  work, 
would  be  glad  to  do  constructive  wTork,  and  it 
would  be  also  well  for  the  city  if  they  could  be 
placed  by  the  Welfare  Department  at  work  that 
was  in  accordance  with  their  abilities  and  their 
training.  At  Long  Island  the  other  day  a  brand 
new  building,  just  turned  over  as  a  recreation 
building  for  the  occupants  of  the  island,  suffered 
when  the  rain  came  down  and  spoiled  the  pros- 
cenium arch  on  the  stage.  There  are  un- 
doubtedly men  who  could  repair  damage  of  that 
sort.  So  it  does  seem  possible  that  skilled  car- 
penters, plumbers,  electricians  and  others  might  be 
placed  by  the  Welfare  to  work  on  jobs  for  which 
they  are  fitted  and  in  which  they  could  render  very 
useful  service,  instead  of  having  them  stand  out 
with  a  hoe  on  the  street  in  winter  time  looking 
foolish.  They  might  well  do  something  con- 
structive.

CHANGE  OF  NAME  OF  STEAMER 
"STEPHEN   J.   O'MEARA." 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,   That  the   Mayor  of   Boston   consider 
the    advisability    of    assigning    to    the    city    boat 
"Stephen  J.  O'Meara"  another  name. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  Chairman,  the  greatest 
Police  Commissioner  our  city  has  ever  hadv  an 
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able  official,  a  man  of  high  reputation,  integrity 
and  character,  was  the  late  Stephen  J.  O'Meara. 
He  set  a  standard  for  every  future  Police  Com- 
miBBioner  of  Boston.  The  boat  which  has  been 
named  after  him  was  primarily  intended  to  be  one 
of  the  finest  of  police  boats.  Unfortunately,  when 
it  was  turned  over,  after  a  quarter  of  a  million 
dollars  had  been  spent  upon  it,  it  proved  useless 
for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  intended.  It 
would  seem,  as  long  as  this  boat  is  no  longer  to 
be  used  by  the  Police  Department  of  Boston, 
that  its  name,  sacred  to  the  memory  of  Mr. 
O'Meara,  should  be  erased,  that  it  should  not 
continue  to  be  applied  to  that  white  elephant  of 
a  boat.

FIRE        PROTECTION       ARRANGEMENTS 
BETWEEN  BOSTON  AND  MILTON. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Fire  Commissioner  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  inform 
the  City  Council  with  reference  to  fire  protection 
arrangements  now  existing  between  the  City  of 
Boston  and  town  of  Milton. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  Chairman,  it  has  been 
brought  to  my  attention  that  the  City  of  Boston 
sends  fire  apparatus  into  Milton  and  that  the 
Milton  Fire  Department  sends  apparatus  into 
Boston,  upon  occasion,  to  deal  with  fires  occurring 
near  the  Boston  and  Milton  line.  This  plan  has 
been  in  existence  now  for  a  number  of  years,  but 
it  has  been  brought  to  my  attention  that  Milton 
sends  over  a  seventeen-year  old  pump,  which  is 
inadequate  for  the  purpose  intended,  and  not 
sufficient  to  give  Boston  property  owners  the  pro- 
tection that  they  should  have.  On  the  other 
hand,  we  send  over  to  Milton  much  more  up-to- 
date  apparatus.  I  simply  want  to  find  out  from 
people  in  authority  whether  statements  I  have 
heard  to  that  effect  are  true  or  false. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


DISCONTINUANCE     OF     VOCATIONAL 
GUIDANCE. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  School  Committee  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  con- 
sider the  advisability  of  discontinuing  the  Depart- 
ment of  Vocational  Guidance  of  the  School 
Department. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  Chairman,  I  have  made  a 
study  of  conditions  myself  and  find  that  we  have 
seventeen  in  that  department,  for  which  the 
City  of  Boston  pays  out  $54,478  a  year,  Not  one 
of  the  personnel  of  that  department  comes  from

civil  service;  neither  do  they  have  to  have  such 
qualifications  as  must  be  possessed  by  teachers, 
those  possessing  a  degree  from  a  normal  school 
or  from  the  Boston  Teachers  College.  Yet  they 
are  placed  there  on  the  same  basis  as  teachers, 
and,  strange  as  it  may  seem,  nine  of  the  seventeen 
live  outside  of  the  City  of  Boston — in  Taunton, 
Sharon,  Belmont,  Arlington,  Milton,  Cambridge, 
Woburn,  and  so  on;  and,  strange  as  it  may  also 
seem,  the  person  who  comes  from  Milton  is  a 
school  committeewoman  of  that  town,  and  she 
herself  has  passed  a  motion  that  no  person  should 
be  allowed  as  a  school  teacher  in  Milton  unless 
domiciled  there.  Still,  here  we  have  this  depart- 
ment of  the  School  Committee  with  nine  out  of  the 
seventeen  members  living  outside  of  Boston,  not 
being  school  teachers,  not  having  classes,  not 
dealing  with  children,  and  yet  through  favoritism 
of  the  school  authorities  they  are  placed  in  jobs 
to  which  they  have  no  right.  I  ask  the  School 
Committee  to  delve  into  the  situation  and  to 
straighten  it  out,  seeing  that  the  persons  employed 
there  come  from  Boston. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


REINSTATEMENT      OF      FREDERICK      P. 
HARTING. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,    That    the    City    Council    of    Boston 
favors    the    enactment    of    legislation    authorizing 
the  reinstatement  of   Frederick   P.   Harting  as   a 
member  of  the  Police  Department  of  said  city. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


FURTHER  WORK   ON   GIRLS'   HIGH 
SCHOOL  AT   GROVE   HALL. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  be  requested 
to  order  Contractor  Matthew  Cummings  not  to 
do  any  further  work  on  the  new  Girls'  High  School 
at  Grove  Hall  until  it  is  determined  whether  this 
location  is  safe  and  what  additional  cost  it  will 
mean  to  the  taxpayer  to  complete  it. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  Chairman,  some  few 
months  ago  I  introduced  an  order,  which  was 
passed  unanimously  by  this  honorable  body,  call- 
ing upon  the  chairman  of  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion, one  Frank  A.  Goodwin,  to  give  to  us  this 
information.  Mr.  Goodwin  is  a  man  who  re- 
ceives $5,000  a  year  of  your  money,  my  money, 
my  parents'  money,  the  taxpayers'  money,  money 
for  which  he  is  doing  absolutely  nothing,  except 
occasionally  issuing  some  statements  of  absolutely 
no  consequence  to  the  press.  So  I  introduced 
the  order  to  which  I  have  referred  after  discover- 
ing that  $155,000  in  extras  was  awarded  by  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  to  Mr.  Matthew  Cummings, 
one  of  the  pet  contractors  of  the  present  admin- 
istration, an  old  gentleman  who  has  received 
$4,650,000  of  the  taxpayers'  money  in  less  than 
three  years.  When  I  saw  this  enormous  amount  of 
$155,000  in  extras  over  the  contract  price  of 
$865,000,  awarded  by  the  Mayor  of  Boston, 
I  felt  that  I  owed  a  duty  to  the  people  who  are 
bearing  the  expense  of  running  this  city  to  intro- 
duce an  order  calling  upon  the  Finance  Com- 
missioner to  submit  to  our  body  information 
concerning  this  outrageous  expenditure  to  this  pet 
contractor.  I  have  been  informed  by  the  City 
Clerk,  I  think  authentically,  that  up  to  date  no 
answer  has  come  back  to  this  body.  The  con- 
dition now  exists  in  the  Grove  Hall  section  that  a 
school  that  will  house  the  future  mothers  of  Dor- 
chester is  being  erected  —  first  of  all,  on  a  site 
that  was  not  agreeable  to  the  thirteen  civic  organi- 
zations of  Dorchester  and,  secondly,  a  site  that 
has  been  proven  that  it  is  not  capable  of  carrying 
the  weight  of  this  large  high  school.  I  am  in- 
formed that  in  the  rear  of  this  school  they  are  still 
digging  for  bottom  on  the  Geneva  avenue  side. 
In  other  words,  the  contractor  has  no  idea  when 
he  will  ever  reach  bottom,  if  it  is  possible  to  do 
bo,  but  the  thing  is  still  going  right  on,  with  the 
sanction  of  the  Mayor's  office,  allowing  the  con- 
tractor to  make  a  few  thousand  dollars  more. 
I  have  been  informed  by  the  members  of  the  civic 
organizations  of  Dorchester  that  when  this  school 
is  erected,  if  ever, — at  a  possible  cost  of  $2,000,000 
instead  of  $865,000 — many  fathers  and  mothers 
will  not  allow  their  daughters  to  go  to  the  school, 
for  the  smple  reason  that  it  is   going  to  be  a  dan- 


gerous building  for  these  girls  to  be  housed  in  for 
five,  six  or  seven  hours  a  day.  It  is  liable  to 
capsize.  But  the  Mayor  of  Boston  seems  very 
anxious  to  allow  his  pet  contractor  to  carry  on 
there  with  absolutely  no  regard  for  the  safety 
of  the  girls  who  will  be  forced  to  attend  the  school. 
I  think  a  nice  little  act  that  the  Mayor  could  do 
for  the  people  of  Boston,  before  he  is  "deported," 
as  the  councilor  on  my  right  says,  if  that  is  what 
is  going  to  happen  to  the  gentleman, — before  he  is 
"deported"  and  run  out  of  town  would  be  to  try 
to  do  something  for  the  interests  of  the  taxpayers. 
He  should  do  so  before  going  among  the  innocent 
banana  merchants  of  Porto  Rico,  of  the  Argentine 
or  the  Philippines,  who  can  perhaps  handle  this 
swarthy  gentleman  in  A-l  fashion.  I  believe 
the  taxpayers  of  Boston  would  gladly  pay  his  fare 
to  get  him  out  of  town;  but  he  should  at  least,  in 
the  barest  gratitude,  step  in  and  stop  any  further 
work  on  this  Grove  Hall  high  school.  What  is 
going  on  there  at  Grove  Hall,  with  Matthew 
Cummings  the  recipient  of  the  Mayor's  gracious- 
ness  in  handling  over  to  him  the  people's  money, 
is  criminal.  It  would  be  a  very  nice  act  for  him 
to  afford  protection  to  the  future  mothers  of  Dor- 
chester, who  will  be  studying  their  lessons  there 
when  he,  the  Senor,  is  conversing  in  his  native 
tongue  with  the  sugar — Councilor  Norton  says 
"banana" — merchants  from  the  dark  regions. 
I  repeat,  Mr.  President,  that  it  would  be  a  very 
nice  thing  for  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  order  that 
there  be  no  further  work  done  on  this  contract 
until  he  investigates  and  finds  out  whether  or  not 
this  school,  if  they  ever  reach  bottom,  will  be 
safe  for  the  school  children  in  years  to  come.  I 
am  asking  the  Mayor  to  step  in  and  take  such 
action  before  further  work  is  done,  because  it 
may  be,  even  at  this  late  day,  cheaper  for  the 
City  of  Boston  to  abandon  the  location,  from 
what  I  hear,  than  to  have  the  work  continue. 
I  trust,  therefore,  that  the  order  I  have  intro- 
duced will  be  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  Chairman,  this  order 
should  not  evoke  a  great  deal  of  laughter  because 
it  deals  with  a  serious  matter.  However,  it  is 
pretty  hard  at  times  to  refrain  from  smiling  when 
the  gentleman  from  Ward  15  (Coun.  Kelly)  gets 
going.  I  will  state,  however,  that  I  started  out 
to  look  into  this  project  last  Tuesday  morning.  I 
found  a  great  deal  of  mud  on  the  land  and  could 
see  for  myself  exactly  what  had  taken  place.  I 
found  that  they  have  dug  55  feet  under  ground 
there,  making  a  hole  that  goes  clear  down  into  the 
earth,  probably  as  far  as  they  have  been  able  to  go, 
and  when  I  was  there  a  man  came  up  with  two  pails 
of  sand  that  were  extracted  from  the  hole,  55  feet 
below  the  surface  of  the  ground.  You  could  put 
your  finger  in  and  pass  it  right  down  to  the  bottom, 
and  Matthew  Cummings,  the  seventy-year-old 
contractor,  was  present,  having  just  come  up  from 
the  depth  of  the  55-foot  hole.  Just  imagine  a  man 
as  old  as  he  taking  a  chance  there!  He  made  a 
statement  that  it  was  impossible  to  build  on  that 
land  and  stated  that  no  doubt,  when  the  building 
was  built,  because  of  the  character  of  the  soil  it 
would  crack.  And  still  he  is  seeking  under  cover 
to  secure  a  release  if  the  thing  happens.  Here  it  is 
possible  to  do  away  with  a  great  catastrophe  that 
may  happen  to  the  young  people  of  Dorchester, 
and  there  should  certainly  be  the  best  study  that 
can  be  made  by  engineers  to  find  out  whether  or  not 
that  project  should  be  abandoned.  To  be  sure,  the 
work  already  done  has  cost  considerable  money, 
but  the  monetary  part  of  it  is  not  the  most  im- 
portant thing  to  us  at  the  present  time.  The 
thing  for  us  to  look  out  for  is  the  possible  danger  to 
the  students  who  will  go  to  the  school.  If,  as  the 
contractor  says,  the  building  is  going  to  crack,  it  is 
certainly  possible  at  least  that  there  will  be  a 
catastrophe,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  citizens  of 
Boston  to  now  make  an  investigation  and  find  out 
whether  it  is  safe  to  continue  the  work.  The 
framework  at  the  front  could  be  used  for  a  munici- 
pal building,  so  that  it  would  not  be  an  entire  loss. 
But  we  are  in  duty  bound  to  take  this  matter 
seriously  and  to  have  experts  determine  whether 
it  will  be  a  safe  building  for  the  children  of  Boston 
when  completed. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  Chairman,  coming  from  Dor- 
chester, I  also  was  opposed  to  this  high  school  at 
the  present  location  in  the  building,  and  I  still  stand 
opposed  to  it.  I  introduced  order  after  order 
calling  upon  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  stop  allowing 
more  extras  on  this  Dorchester  high  school.  I 
might  also  state  for  Councilor  Kelly's  information 
that  after  I  was  discharged  in  the  World  War  I 
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worked  for  two  years  in  Porto  Rico.  I  know  more 
about  Porto  Rico  than  James  Curley  does. 

Coun.  KELLY — Perhaps  you  will  be  the  am- 
bassador.    (Laughter.) 

Coun.  FISH — Perhaps  so.  The  gentleman  from 
Ward  15  (Coun.  Kelly)  referred  to  banana  kings. 
Having  worked  in  Porto  Rico,  I  would  inform  him 
that  the  bananas  there  are  very  small  and  scarce. 
The  big  industry  in  Porto  Rico  is  sugar. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  Chairman,  while  I  did 
vote  for  this  high  school  at  Grove  Hall  originally,  I 
did  so  because  the  City  of  Boston  had  bought  the 
land,  paying  thousands  for  it,  and  the  School 
Committee  recommended  the  site.  Also,  it  was 
backed  by  the  American  Federation  of  Labor.  But 
we  are  going  to  have  trouble  there,  as  indicated  by 
the  borings.  On  the  Hyde  Park  police  station, 
which  went  up  years  ago,  Mr.  Cummings  had  a 
special  contract  for  borings,  I  think,  calling  for 
thousands  of  dollars.  There  is  only  one  thing  to 
do.  We  should  allow  the  Soil  Mechanics  Depart- 
ment of  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology 
to  take  charge  of  the  boring  situation.  I  have  an 
order  here  looking  to  that.  The  Soil  Mechanics 
Department  of  the  Institute  of  Technology  is  the 
greatest  department  of  the  sort  in  the  world, 
having  the  greatest  experts,  and  under  their 
charter  they  must  come  in  and  help  us  if  we  wish 
them  to  do  so.  If  that  Department  of  Soil  Me- 
chanics will  take  charge  of  the  matter,  we  will  have 
no  further  waste  of  the  people's  money,  Mr. 
President. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


DONATION   BY   COUNCILORS   TO    PUBLIC 
WELFARE   FUND. 

Coun.  MURRAY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  members  of  the  City  Council 
be  requested  to  donate  two  days'  pay  a  month  for 
the  Public  Welfare  Department  up  to  June  1,  1933. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  Chairman,  I  would  move 
to  amend  the  time  stated  in  the  order,  so  that  it 
will  read  January  1,  1934. 

Coun.  MURRAY— Mr.  Chairman,  I  will  be 
glad  to  accept  the  amendment. 

Coun.  CURTIS — Mr.  Chairman,  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  information.    Aren't  we  doing  this  already? 

Coun.  MURRAY — We  have  been,  yes,  but  it  is 
simply  a  matter  of  passing  the  order  for  this  year. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


MUNICIPAL   LIGHTING   PLANT. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  City  of  Boston  construct,  or 
acquire,  and  maintain  within  its  limits  a  plant  or 
plants,  including  suitable  land,  structures  and 
machinery  and  other  apparatus  and  appliances,  for 
manufacturing  and  distributing  electricity  for 
municipal  use  and  for  the  use  of  its  inhabitants,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  164  of 
the  General  Laws,  and  acts  in  amendment  thereof 
or  in  addition  thereto. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  Chairman,  on  December 
19,  1932,  I  introduced  a  similar  order  which  the 
Mayor  of  Boston,  under  date  of  December  31, 
1932,  vetoed.  I  would  like  to  read  a  part  of  his 
veto  message.  He  said  that  in  1906,  while  he  was 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  he  "voted 
for  the  erection  of  a  municipal  gas  and  electric 
plant,"  but  a  "thorough  investigation  of  the 
matter  made  it  necessary  for  me  as  Mayor  in  1925 
to  disapprove  an  order  similar  to  this,  for  the  same 
reasons  which  now  make  it  imperative  for  me  to 
veto  the  present  order."  That  is,  in  1906  the  then 
Alderman  Curley  saw  fit  to  vote  for  a  municipally 
owned  electric  lighting  plant  for  the  City  of  Boston. 
Now,  how  in  the  name  of  Heaven,  with  the  march 
of  progress  of  over  twenty-six  years,  can  the  Mayor 
of  Boston  now  return  to  the  Council  without  his 
name  attached  the  order  which  we  passed  here 
in  favor  of  a  municipal  lighting  plant?  In  1906, 
Mr.  Chairman,  only  8  per  cent  of  the  cities  and 
towns  of  the  country  owned  their  own  lighting 
plants,  while  in  1932,  22  per  cent  owned  their  own 
municipal  plants.  He  then  continues  and  tells  us 
that  the  provisions  of  chapter  164  of  the  General 
Laws  are  such  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  amend 
the  laws  before  anything  can  be  done  in  this 
direction.  Under  the  present  law  it  is  necessary 
for  a  city  council  or  a  town  desiring  to  own  its  own 
plant  to  pass  such  an  order  two  successive  years, 


with  the  approval  of  the  mayor  or  the  selectmen. 
Last  year  we  passed  this  order  and  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  vetoed  it.  What  we  want  to  do  is  place 
it  on  the  ballot,  so  that  the  people  of  Boston  can 
decide  for  themselves.  If  they  say  "yes,"  then 
we  can  go  to  the  Legislature  backed  by  the  great 
mandate  of  the  people,  public  opinion,  not  depend- 
ing merely  upon  the  whim  of  any  one  official. 
Oh,  I  wish  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth 
and  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  of  this  state 
would  bring  in  the  books  of  the  Edison  Electric 
Company  and  find  out  who  are  getting  the  $265,000 
that  is  being  paid  to  lobbyists  and  public  officials 
throughout  the  state  to  stop  the  people  from  getting 
what  they  desire.  I  want  the  Mayor  of  Boston, 
when  he  vetoes  such  an  order,  to  give  us  a  more 
explicit  reason  why  he  does  so.  Is  it  because  he 
is  a  stockholder  of  the  Edison  Company?  What 
has  happened  since  1906,  Mr.  Mayor,  when  you 
sat  in  this  chamber  and  voted  for  this  very  thing, 
a  municipal  lighting  plant?  Oh,  I  wish  the 
Governor  and  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities 
would  bring  those  books  before  the  public,  so  that 
we  might  find  out  about  these  men,  public  officers, 
who  are  being  paid  by  the  Edison  Electric  Illumi- 
nating Company  to  stifle  the  common  individual. 
We  have  shown  conclusively  that  51  per  cent  of 
the  cities  and  towns  are  getting  their  electricity 
at  anywhere  from  2  to  3  cents  per  kilowatt  hour, 
while  Boston  is  paying  7\  cents.  We  have  shown 
that  the  Boston  Elevated  are  manufacturing  their 
own  juice  at  .8  cents,  and  yet  the  City  of  Boston 
continues  to  go  on  paying  7J  cents.  I  say  to  the 
Mayor  that  his  veto  is  not  sufficient  to  stop  us. 
There  is  a  public  demand  for  this  thing,  Mr. 
Chairman,  and  we  are  going  forward.  The  march 
of  ■  time  cannot  be  halted  by  any  individual, 
whether  the  Mayor  of  Boston  or  the  Governor  of 
the  State,  if  they  are  interested  in  the  Edison 
Electric  Illuminating  Company.  I  want  to  find 
out  where  the  Mayor  stands.  On  the  one  side 
we  have  the  mass  of  the  people  who  have  the  yoke 
of  the  Edison  Company  around  their  necks,  and 
on  the  other  we  have  the  officials  and  stockholders 
of  the  Edison  Company.  Where  do  you  stand, 
Mr.  Mayor?  Your  veto  message  is  very  vague. 
You  tell  us  that  chapter  164  of  the  General  Laws 
should  be  amended.  I  say  to  you  that  we  want 
your  signature  for  two  years — your  signature  this 
year  and  the  next  Mayor's  signature.  Then  it 
will  go  on  the  ballot  automatically,  and  we  can 
go  to  the  Legislature  with  the  great  mandate  of 
the  people  as  to  whether  or  not  they  want  a  munici- 
pally owned  lighting  plant. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  Chairman,  as  a  fellow 
member  of  the  committee  with  the  previous 
speaker,  I  agree  with  everything  he  has  said.  I 
feel  that  one  of  the  nicest  ways  in  which  the  Mayor 
of  Boston  could  show  that  he  believes  in  the 
principles  laid  down  during  the  recent  campaign 
by  the  now  President-Elect  against  the  power 
trust,  would  be  to  show  his  sincerity  and  his 
belief  in  the  campaign  promises  of  the  President- 
Elect.  He  should  not  have  hesitated,  Mr.  Chair- 
man, to  give  us  that  one  signature  on  the  order 
passed  by  this  body  unanimously  in  December  of 
last  year.  I  hope  he  will  take  official  cognizance 
of  what  the  councilor  has  said  here  today  and  that 
within  the  next  few  weeks,  before  he  goes  traveling, 
he  will  give  the  taxpayers  of  Boston  one  signature 
and  that  the  succeeding  Mayor  will  give  them  the 
second  signature. 

The  order  was  declared  referred  to  the  Special 
Committee  on  Municipal  Lighting. 


PURCHASES   IN   CITY   OF  BOSTON. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,   That  the  Superintendent  of  Supplies 
be  requested,   through  his   Honor  the  Mayor,   to 
make  all  purchases,  whenever  possible,  in  the  City 
of  Boston. 

Coun  DOWD — Mr.  Chairman,  there  is  quite 
a  "Buy  in  America"  canipaign  on,  which  has  been 
indorsed  by  the  Mayor.  I  am  quite  in  agreement 
with  him  in  the  course  he  has  taken  in  that  matter, 
in  the  indorsement  he  has  given  to  that  campaign. 
But  I  would  like  to  go  a  step  farther  forward.  He 
is  paid  by  the  citizens  of  Boston  and  should  adopt 
the  slogan,  so  far  as  the  City  of  Boston  is  con- 
cerned, "Buy  in  Boston."  About  a  year  and  a 
half  ago,  I  introduced  an  order  similar  to  this,  but 
without  effect,  and  now  in  this  city,  while  the 
National  Biscuit  Company  and  the  local  cracker 
companies  are  employing  their  help  but  two  dav» 
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a  week,  the  Purchasing  Department  travels  to 
Chicago  to  buy  crackers  there  for  our  institutions. 
If  the  Mayor  of  Boston  is  really  interested  in  his 
city,  if  he  believes  in  relieving  the  unemployment 
situation  here,  why  doesn't  he  take  steps  to  spend 
Boston's  money  for  the  upkeep  of  Boston's  fac- 
tories and  business  concerns?  Why  doesn't  he 
tell  his  Purchasing  Agent  —  whom  I  am  not 
blaming,  because  he  is  ordered  to  do  what  he  does 
by  the  Mayor  of  Boston  —  to  discontinue  imme- 
diately the  spending  of  our  money  in  the  city  of 
Chicago  for  foodstuffs  that  are  going  into  our 
Boston  institutions? 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


CUT  IN  SCHOOL  DEPARTMENT  BUDGET 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  School  Committee  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  cut  two 
million  dollars  from  the  School  Department 
budget  for  1933. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  Chairman,  naturally  I 
understand  that  the  Mayor  of  Boston  has  no 
definite  control  over  the  expenditures  of  our  school 
system.  We  spend  annually  close  to  $17,000,000 
exclusive  of  new  buildings  for  the  upkeep  of  our 
School  Department.  We  find  that  last  year 
nearly  a  million  dollars  was  spent  on  repairs  in 
the  school  system  of  the  city,  and  I  have  no  real 
valid  objection  to  that,  provided  those  who  did 
the  repairs,  the  contractors,  resided  in  the  City  of 
Boston.  But  the  trouble  is  that  those  who  live 
in  Boston  cannot  get  a  job  in  East  Gelaty  or  West 
Sandwich,  while  people  from  those  places  can 
come  in  and  get  contracts  from  the  City  of  Boston. 
I  say  the  School  Department  is  one  place  where 
the  taxpayers  can  have  money  saved.  I  do  not 
believe,  with  some  of  the  reform  organizations, 
that  ten  millions  can  be  cut  off  our  budget,  but  we 
can  go  to  the  School  Department  and,  by  cutting 
off  frills,  fads  and  fancies,  stopping  the  employing 
of  people  living  outside  of  Boston,  and  so  on, 
economize  without  discharging  a  single  employee 
or  without  hardship  to  any  individual,  cutting  off 
at  least  $2,000,000  that  should  be  cut  off  the 
School  Department  appropriation  this  year. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


REBATES   TO   PROPERTY    OWNERS. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Assessors  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  submit 
to  the  City  Council  a  list  of  property  owners,  the 
location  of  the  property,  and  the  amount  which 
has  been  abated  by  said  department  during  the 
year    1932. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  Chairman,  it  is  rather 
unfortunate  that  any  individual  owning  a  two  or 
three  family  house  and  who  goes  to  the  Board  of 
Assessors  for  an  abatement,  is  powerless  to  procure 
any  abatement  whatsoever.  I  am  interested  in 
finding  out  these  large  interests  that  have  entree 
to  the  assessors'  office  and  the  Mayor's  office  and 
who  are  able,  because  they  own  millions  and 
millions  of  property,  to  secure  large  abatements 
whether  they  should  do  or  not.  I  say,  if  there 
are  to  be  abatements,  they  should  be  secured  by 
the  man  or  woman  who  owns  a  small  home,  who 
is  struggling  to  pay  taxes,  and  I  am  anxious  to  find 
out  from  the  Board  of  Assessors  just  who  the 
individuals  are  who  have  received  abatements 
during  the  past  vear. 

Coun.  MURRAY— Mr.  Chairman,  might  I 
offer  an  amendment,  so  that  the  order  would 
apply  to  people  owning  more  than  one  home  or 
more  than  one  house — because  I  don't  think 
those  who  are  able  to  pay  taxes  on  their  property 
should  be  released?  If  this  were  confined  to 
those  owning  two  or  more  pieces  of  property, 
I  think  I  would  be  satisfied. 

Coun.  NORTON— I  would  suggest  that  it  be 
applied  to  those  owning  property  assessed  at 
$30,000  or  more. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  Chairman,  I  would  agree 
to  that  amendment. 

Coun.  NORTON— That  our  Board  of  Assessors 
present  to  the  Council  a  detailed  statement  of  the 
abatements  made  by  that  board  in  the  past  year 
on  real  estate  assessed  at  $30,000  or  more. 

Coun.  MURRAY — I  think  a  person  with 
$30,000  worth  of  property  free  and  clear — unless 


there  is  a  mortgage  on  a  large  part  of  it — should 
be  expected  to  pay  some  taxes.  So  I  think  placing 
the  amount  at  $15,000  or  more  would  be  a  better 
amendment. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  Chairman,  I  think  that 
amount  would  be  rather  low.  I  think  it  should 
read  $30,000.  Of  course,  when  it  comes  to  property 
valued  at  $15,000,  that  is  a  matter  of  judgment  with 
the  assessors. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN — Mr.  Chairman,  I  want 
at  this  time  to  voice  my  objection  to  the  order  for 
this  reason.  The  Assessing  Department  of  the 
City  of  Boston  is  one  department  that  has  been 
in  chaotic  shape  during  the  past  year,  because 
thousands  and  thousands  of  petitions  have  been 
pending  in  that  office  and  because  there  is  the 
requirement  that  the  Board  appear  before  the 
Board  of  Tax  Appeals  practically  every  day  in  the 
week.  I  don't  believe  we  ought  to  pass  an  order 
that  would  increase  the  present  clerical  work  in 
the  department,  and  I  don't  believe  it  will  accom- 
plish any  useful  purpose.  It  will  merely  mean 
that  the  office  force  will  have  to  check  through 
all  the  books,  going  back  through  all  the  abate- 
ments that  have  been  made  in  1932,  thereby 
adding  greatly  to  the  work  of  an  already  over- 
worked department.  It  means  a  tremendous 
task,  because  quite  a  number  of  abatements  have 
gone  through.  I  am  particularly  interested  in 
this  matter  as  it  concerns  my  district,  one  of  the 
largest  home  districts  in  the  City  of  Boston.  It 
has  been  my  personal  effort  to  obtain  many 
abatements  on  one,  two  and  three  apartment 
houses  in  the  district.  I  think  the  Board  has 
taken  the  attitude  that  where  cause  is  shown 
there  should  be  in  such  cases  an  abatement  of 
10  or  15  per  cent.  Certainly  they  have  done  it  in 
my  district,  and  I  have  the  promise  they  will 
continue  to  do  it.  It  is  an  undoubted  fact,  as  set 
forth  in  an  order  that  I  introduced  several  weeks 
ago  asking  that  the  Mayor  take  steps  to  reduce 
tax  valuations  in  such  district  at  least  25  per  cent, 
that  there  is  an  overassessment  in  such  districts. 
I  am  going  to  try  to  continue  my  work  in  obtaining 
such  abatements  of  at  least  10  or  15  per  cent,  and 
to  my  knowledge  there  have  been  many  such 
abatements  by  the  Board  in  my  district  in  the 
last  few  months.  I  certainly  think  that  the 
Board  is  always  glad  to  cooperate  in  that  matter. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  Chairman,  I  believe,  in 
connection  with  an  order  of  this  kind,  that  we  are 
not  aiming  at  the  small  home  owner.  I  believe 
that  three  fourths  of  the  home  owners  in  my 
district  are  over  assessed.  I  believe,  however, 
that  this  order  is  directed  to  the  large  real  estate 
holders,  who  have  been  granted  abatements,  I 
understand,  by  the  Board  of  Taxes.  In  this  order 
we  are  not  dealing  with  the  small  home  owner, 
but  I  think  it  should  be  applied  to  the  real  estate 
owner  with  property  valued  at  $30,000  or  more, 
the  large  real  estate  owner. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  Chairman,  to  set  the  minds 
of  the  members  of  the  Council  at  rest,  I  might  say 
that  in  my  opinion  you  will  find  very  few  abate- 
ments where  small  home  owners  are  concerned. 
We  hear  a  lot  of  talk  about  the  Board  of  Appeals 
granting  abatements  to  this  or  that  concern  run- 
ning into  thousands  of  dollars,  but  not  a  word  do 
we  hear  about  our  Assessing  Department  granting 
abatements  to  individual  home  owners.  I  want 
to  have  pointed  out  who  the  individuals  in  Boston 
are  who  have  entree  to  the  assessors'  office  and  to 
the  Mayor's  office  and  who  obtain  abatements  on 
the  large  property.  Taking  a  person  in  my  ward 
with  a  three-family  house,  does  he  get  an  abate- 
ment? I  doubt  if  any  of  the  councilors  here  can 
get  a  good  abatement  on  any  ordinary  home. 
So  far  as  the  amendment  offered  by  Councilor 
Norton  is  concerned,  covernig  properties  valued 
at  $30,000  or  over,  I  don't  think  that  will  involve 
a  terrible  amount  of  work  on  the  department,  to 
show  such  abatements  for  one  year.  The  only 
way  we  can  get  such  information  is  through  such 
an  order  as  we  have  before  us.  Of  course,  it  has 
to  cover  the  abatement  generally.  We  cannot 
select  properties  here  and  there,  but  we  can  ob- 
tain the  information  we  desire  through  an  order 
of  this  type.  We  are  not  striking  at  the  home 
owner,  because  you  and  I  know  that  very  few 
home  owners  have  been  receiving  abatements  in 
1932.  But  we  do  want  to  find  out  who  the  large 
real  estate  owners  in  Boston  are  who  have  been 
receiving  abatements. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  Chairman,  I  would  like 
to  tell  the  councilor  of  one  large  real  estate  in- 
terest  ■ 
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Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  Chairman,  I  am  not 
interested  in  any  particular  real  estate  owner  that 
the  councilor  from  Hyde  Park  may  have  in  mind. 
But  I  would  like  to  get  this  information  that  we 
ask  for  generally  from  the  Board  of  Assessors  over 
their  own  signatures.  I  think  the  Council  is 
entitled  to  have  it,  and  that  the  taxpayers  of 
Boston,  who  are  overburdened,  are  entitled  to 
know  who  is  who  and  who  the  ones  are  who  are 
getting  these  abatements  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN— Mr.  Chairman,  I  don't 
want  it  to  appear  that  I  am  not  looking  after  the 
interests  of  the  taxpayers,  because  I  think  my 
actions  indicate  that  I  have  been  doing  so  consist- 
ently, as  much  as  anybody  in  the  body.  But 
my  brother  knows  as  well  as  I  do,  that  any  of  the 
big  real  estate  holders  who  have  obtained  abate- 
ments downstairs  have  probably  done  so  on  pro- 
perty that  is  standing  in  the  name  of  straws, 
which  would  mean  nothing.  We  would,  in  other 
words,  accomplish  nothing  along  that  line,  and 
the  efforts  of  the  Board  might  well  be  put  to  better 
use.  Let  us  not  simply  engage  in  an  idle  chase, 
where  the  names  we  obtain  will  not  be  names  that 
any  member  of  the  body  will  recognize  or  know. 
Knowledge  obtained  in  any  such  way  will  not  be 
beneficial  to  us. 

Coun.  Norton's  amendment,  adding  at  the 
end  of  the  order  the  words  "on  all  real  estate 
valued  at  over  $30,000,"  was  adopted,  and  the 
order  as  amended  was  passed.

HIGH   PRESSURE  SYSTEM   IN   ROXBURY. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Public  Works  Commissioner, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  requested  to 
make  a  report  to  the  City  Council  as  to  the  steps 
taken,  if  any,  by  him  in  securing  the  necessary 
cooperation  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Mass- 
achusetts in  obtaining  a  high  water  pressure 
system  in  Roxbury. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN — Mr.  Chairman,  about 
three  months  ago  the  Mayor  of  Boston  sent  to 
this  body  proposing  an  appropriation  of  $600,000 
to  install  four  miles  of  49-inch  main  through  Rox- 
bury and  covering  a  part  of  Dorchester  and 
Jamaica  Plain.  This  was  done  for  the  purpose  of 
increasing  the  water  pressure,  particularly  in  the 
Roxbury  district,  because  inadequate  pressure 
now  exists  in  that  district.  The  result  has  been 
that  we  have  there  a  fire  hazard  and  a  menace. 
The  matter  came  up  before  the  Council  and  was 
dismissed  without  prejudice,  in  order  to  give  the 
Public  Works  Commissioner  an  opportunity  to  co- 
operate with  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
in  tapping  on  to  a  line  that  now  exists,  so  that  we 
might  save  about  $100,000.  To  date  we  have 
learned  nothing  as  to  what  has  been  done,  and  my 
order  merely  asks  the  Public  Works  Commissioner 
to  report  what  action  has  been  taken  and  what 
steps  are  under  way  looking  to  the  carrying  out  of 
this  particular  project. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

ATTEMPT  TO  ELECT  PRESIDENT. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  Chairman,  I  move  you, 
sir,  that  we  now  proceed  to  take  a  ballot  in  an 
attempt  to  elect  a  president  of  this  Council  for  the 
year  1933. 

Coun.  LYNCH — Mr.  Chairman,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  one  of  our  sick  members  is  a  little  late  in 
arriving,  and  is  on  his  way  to  the  Council  Chamber, 
I  move  you,  sir,  that  we  take  a  recess  until  the 
gentleman  arrives. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  Chairman,  I  stood  on  the 
floor  of  this  Council  last  week  and  heard  certain 
members  of  the  City  Council  say  that  the  thing  to 
do  was  to  get  right  down  to  business.  I  also  think 
the  thing  to  do  here  is  to  get  down  to  business  in 
this  City  Council,  and  therefore  I  hope  that  the 
members  will  proceed,  under  my  motion,  to  go 
forward  in  an  attempt  to  elect  a  president  of  the 
body. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  Chairman,  I  hope  that  the 
members  of  this  body  will  not  lose  their  heads. 
To  me,  the  election  of  a  president  of  the  body  is 
only  incidental  in  the  conduct  of  the  business  for 
which  we  have  all  been  elected.  I  was  last  Mon- 
day in  the  same  situation  as  our  absent  member, 
lying  in  a  sick  bed,  and  if  today  any  colleague  of 
ours  is  on  his  way  from  the  hospital,  a  sick  man, 
every  member  of  the  body  owes  it  to  such  a  mem- 
ber to  see  that  he  gets  a  Bquare  deal  and  an  oppor- 
tunity to  express  his  choice  for  president  of  the 
body.  If  the  member  is  on  his  way  to  the  Council 
Chamber,  I  am  heartily  in  favor  of  postponing 
our  ballot  for  a  short  time,  in  order  that  he  may 
exercise  the  same  prerogative  as  the  rest  of  us. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  Chairman,  I  wish  to 
voice  the  same  sentiments  as  the  councilor  from 
Ward  14.  It  is  not  a  question  of  delaying  action 
until  some  other  day,  but  simply  courteously 
withholding  our  balloting,  under  the  circum- 
stances, until  one  of  our  members,  who  is  on  his 
way  from  the  City  Hospital,  arrives.  I  don't  see 
why  we  cannot  wait  and  give  that  gentleman  the 
opportunity  to  record  his  choice  in  the  matter  of 
the  president  of  the  body  for  the  year  1933.  I 
would  ask  the  gentleman  if  our  fellow  member  is 
on  his  way  from  the  hospital  at  the  present  time? 

Coun.  LYNCH — Mr.  Chairman,  I  distinctly 
stated,  in  making  the  motion,  that  our  colleague 
is  on  his  way  from  the  hospital,  and  therefore  I 
thought  we  should  await  his  arrival.  If  any 
member  doubts  my  statement,  the  fact  can  be 
easily  verified  by  telephoning  the  City  Hospital. 

Coun.  GREEN — Mr.  Chairman,  I  agree  with 
both  Councilor  Ruby  and  Councilor  Burke.  I 
think  we  should  be  fair  in  the  matter  this  after- 
noon. The  councilor  from  South  Boston  (Coun. 
Lynch)  made  the  same  request  that  I  made  a  week 
ago.  I  am  going  to  move,  Mr.  Chairman,  a 
recess  subject  to  the  call  of  the  Chair.  I  might 
supplement  that  with  this  statement,  that  I  feel 
that  we  should  recess  until  Councilor  Gleason 
arrives,  if  he  is  on  his  way. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  Chairman,  I  will  with- 
draw, if  the  councilor  is  on  his  way  from  the  City 
Hospital.  I  was  informed  that  he  would  not  be 
here  today.  But,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  we  are 
assured  by  our  worthy  colleague  from  South 
Boston  that  he  is  on  his  way  from  the  City  Hos- 
pital, I  gladly  withdraw  opposition. 

Chairman  COX — That  we  take  a  recess 
subject  to  the  call  of  the  Chair, — is  that  the 
motion? 

Coun.  LYNCH — Or  until  the  gentleman  who 
is  ill  arrives,  Mr.  Chairman.  I  don't  suppose  we 
will  have  to  wait  over  thirty  minutes  at  the  most. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  Chairman,  I  would  ask  if 
we  have  any  other  business  that  we  might  transact, 
simply  postponing  the  taking  of  a  ballot  until  we 
have  done  the  other  business  that  may  possibly 
be  confronting  the  members  of  the  body? 


Chairman  COX — The  Chair  would  state  that 
there  is  some  other  business  with  which  the  Council 
can  proceed  while  waiting  for  the  councilor  to 
arrive. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  Chairman,  I  ask  unanimous 
consent  to  make  a  statement. 

Chairman  COX — The  Chair  hearing  no  objec- 
tion,  Councilor  Ruby  may  proceed. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  Chairman,  last  Monday  I 
was  unable  to  hf  present  at  the  regular  meeting  of 
this  body.  If  my  memory  serves  me  right,  there 
are  less  than  five  times  that  I  have  absented 
myself  from  meetings  of  the  Boston  City  Council 
in  seven  years.  I  think  my  record  for  attendance, 
not  only  at  regular  meetings  but  at  meetings  of 
committees,  is  excelled  by  no  member  of  the  body 
or  of  any  previous  Council  since  the  inception  of 
the  present  body  in  1926.  I  was  a  candidate  for 
president  and,  because  of  my  unavoidable  absence 
at  your  last  meeting,  I  made  the  simple  request 
through  a  message  to  this  body  that  the  election 
be  postponed.  It  seems  rather  strange  that  one 
or  two  members  of  this  body  should  have  become 
unnecessarily  disturbed  because  of  that  fact — one, 
if  my  information  is  correct,  feeling  that  serious 
business  of  the  Boston  City  Council  was  being 
delayed  and  ought  not  to  be  delayed  because  of 
the  personal  aspirations  of  an  individual  member. 
Let  me  remind  that  councilor — whom  I  am  sorry 
has  left  this  chamber — that  he  had  last  year  the 
same  aspirations  that  I  had  this  year,  and  that  he 
was  fortunate  enough  to  secure  election  as  president 
of  the  body  last  year,  and  that  he  had  the  same 
aspirations  two  years  previous.  So  it  seems 
rather  strange  and  unusual  that  he  should  have 
felt  that  I  had  no  right  to  my  personal  aspirations, 
though  he  has  had  the  same  aspirations  previously. 
Also,  the  councilor  from  Ward  18  (Coun.  Norton) — 
and  I  am  sorry  that  he  is  not  here — was  rather 
disturbed  because  a  delay  of  one  week  in  the 
election  of  president  might  delay  the  business  of 
the  city.  I  understand  that  he  had  to  be  reminded 
himself  that  there  were  no  scrubwomen  members 
of  the  Boston  City  Council,  and  let  me  remind  him 
that  if  he  had  paid  attention  to  his  duties  as  a 
member  of  the  Boston  City  Council,  as  some  of  us 
try  to  do,  he  might  be  better  informed  as  to  what 
progress  is  being  made  in  the  business  of  the  body. 
Let  me  remind  him  that  there  is  nothing  pending 
in  this  body  today  that  requires  the  appointment 
of  even  one  committee,  outside  of  the  fact  that  we 
have  sent  to  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands  the 
question  of  a  transfer  from  the  Boston  City  Hospi- 
tal of  building  and  land  on  Dorchester  avenue  to 
be  taken  over  by  the  Park  Department;  and,  of 
course,  that  business  might  well  have  been  pre- 
judiced by  Councilor  Ruby's  request  of  last 
Monday  that  the  election  of  a  president  of  the 
City  Council  be  postponed  until  the  following 
meeting.  But,  Mr.  Chairman,  I  have  not  risen 
for  that  purpose  alone.  I  have  risen  once  and  for 
all  to  satisfy  my  mind  by  ascertaining  whether 
any  one  of  the  twenty-two  members  of  this  body 
elected  from  their  respective  districts  must  of  neces- 
sity be  discriminated  against  because  of  race  or 
creed.  No  other  member  of  this  body  who  has 
been  a  member  of  it  as  long  as  I  have,  and  who  has 
aspired  for  the  presidency,  has  not  received  it. 
I  came  into  this  body  in  1926,  being  elected  in 
1925,  at  the  time  of  the  change  in  the  charter, 
when  the  citizens  of  Boston  decided  that  each  ward 
of  the  city  was  entitled  to  individual  representa- 
tion; and  I  suppose  that  my  ward  must  pay  the 
penalty  when  certain  bigots  in  this  body  say  that, 
regardless  of  the  capability,  regardless  of  the 
honesty  and  regardless  of  the  integrity  of  the 
councilor  from  Ward  14,  he  dare  not  aspire  to  the 
presidency  because  he  is  a  Jew.  Mr.  Chairman, 
I  am  a  Jew  and  am  proud  of  that  fact,  and  if  I 
could  by  changing  that  fact  become  the  President 
of  the  City  Council  or  the  chief  executive  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  if  I  could  thereby  receive  any 
honor  that  might  be  tendered  me  by  the  citizens 
of  Boston,  let  alone  my  twenty-one  colleagues, 
I  would  not  do  so.  I  am,  Mr.  Chairman,  as  I  say, 
a  Jew,  and  I  am  proud  of  that  fact.  And  who 
will  dare  to  assume,  Mr.  Chairman,  that  one  who 
has  tried  to  be  on  the  level  with  his  fellow  members 
has  not  the  right  to  aspire  to  the  signal  honor  of 
presidency  of  this  body,  an  aspiration  of  which  no 
member  need  be  ashamed?  I  am  proud  to  say 
that  I  was  able  to  gather  a  group  of  colleagues  in 
conference,  men  who  were  willing  to  sit  down  and 
attempt  fairly  and  squarely  to  decide  upon  the 
man  best  entitled  to  the  office  of  president  for  1933. 
Of  course,  I  had  aspirations.  If  I  did  not  have 
aspirations,  I  would  not  be  here,  and  if  I  did  not

possess  the  ability  and,  in  my  humble  opinion,  at 
least,  the  capability  of  holding  down  that  office, 
I  would  never  have  aspired  to  be  even  a  member 
of  this  body.  No  member  from  that  district  has 
ever  been  honored  with  a  re-election  to  public 
office  for  four  consecutive  terms,  as  I  have  been. 
When  the  Catholic  Archdiocese  of  Boston  asked 
me  to  save  for  them  $250,000  worth  of  property — 
not  synagogue  property,  if  you  please,  gentlemen — 
Ruby  did  not  stop  to  think  that,  because  he  was  a 
Jew,  he  did  not  owe  it  to  his  non-Jewish  con- 
stituency to  battle  shoulder  to  shoulder  with  the 
best  group  of  men  it  has  ever  been  my  pleasure  to 
battle  with.  And  I  had  the  nerve,  courage  and 
audacity  to  come  into  this  very  body  in  1928  and 
ask  for  the  removal  of  an  entire  department  of  the 
City  of  Boston  because  I  felt  that  they  had  done 
something  against  the  non-Jewish  residents  of  my 
district.  I  was  the  same  Jew  then  that  I  am 
today, — proud  of  it  then,  prouder  of  it  now  if  that 
is  possible.  In  the  Council  of  1928  or  1929, 
Councilor  Ruby,  representing  the  80  per  cent 
Jewish  ward  in  Boston,  was  proud  to  help  signally 
honor  the  memory  of  a  man  whom  I  had  cherished 
and  who  was  my  everlasting  friend.  I  don't  want 
to  mention  his  name  in  vain  today,  because  he  has 
gone  to  his  just  reward.  It  was  the  Jewish 
councilor  in  the  Boston  City  Council  who  for 
the  first  time  in  the  city's  history  had  a  street 
named  in  honor  of  a  person  whom  I  still  hold  in 
fond  memory,  and  who  was  not  a  Jew. 

Chairman  COX — Will  the  Council  allow  me 
to  call  Councilor  Kelly  to  the  chair? 

(Coun.  Kelly  took  the  chair.) 

Coun.  RUBY — Through  all  the  years  of  my 
activity  as  a  public  official  I  have  tried  to  be 
tolerant  because,  after  all,  is  it  not  the  friends 
we  make  and  the  kindly  deeds  we  do  that  we 
hope  to  be  judged  by?  For  that  reason,  Mr. 
Chairman,  I  had  hoped  that  those  who  have 
followed  the  fortunes  of  the  Hon.  Alfred  E.  Smith, 
whom  we  call  the  greatest  leader  that  democracy 
has  ever  had,  would  try  to  emulate  his  example. 
When  confronted  with  exactly  the  same  situa. 
tion  that  I  was  confronted  with,  Mr.  Smith 
said,  "No;  loyalty,  honor  and  devotion  to  an 
individual  should  be  higher  and  greater  than 
personal  ambition,"  and  he  refused  to  support 
for  the  governorship  of  New  York  some  one 
other  than  the  present  incumbent.  And  when 
the  President-Elect  of  this  country,  the  Hon. 
Franklin  D.  Roosevelt,  was  told  that  it  would 
mean  his  defeat  if  he  sponsored  the  cause  of  the 
man  who  is  at  present  Governor  of  New  York, 
only  a  few  short  weeks  ago,  he  said,  "If  you  do 
not  nominate  him  I  will  tour  the  state  for  him." 
There  was  tolerance.  There  were  two  men  who 
put  aside  their  own  personal  ambitions  because 
of  loyalty  to  a  friend,  and  they  elected  thereby 
the  man  who  is  now  the  Governor  of  New  York 
State — whose  election  no  people  of  this  country, 
let  alone  the  Jewish  people,  will  have  any  cause 
to  regret.  No  people  more  greatly  appreciate 
or  cherish  the  few  honors  that  come  to  them 
than  the  people  of  my  faith.  We  safeguard 
them,  we  treat  them  with  holy  respect,  that 
there  may  not  be  a  blemish  either  on  ourselves 
or  on  the  race  of  people  from  whom  we  sprang. 
Boston  should  be  no  different;  Boston  should 
be  just  as  tolerant  as  New  York.  You  asked 
Boston  in  1928  to  be  tolerant  with  your  candidate 
for  president,  and  we  were,  and  I  am  proud  to 
be  able  to  make  the  statement  on  the  floor  of 
this  body  that  the  two  so-called  Jewish  wards 
in  Boston  gave  to  the  Hon.  Alfred  E.  Smith  an 
overwhelming  majority  at  that  time,  as  my 
own  ward  in  this  last  election,  in  November, 
gave  to  the  Hon.  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  over 
11,000  votes  out  of  13,000  cast,  within  100  votes 
of  the  number  received  by  the  Governor  of  this 
Commonwealth.  I  do  not  know,  Mr.  President, 
why  I  cannot  be  seriously  considered  as  a  candi- 
date for  the  presidency  of  the  body  unless  there 
is  something  in  my  make-up  that  has  not  appealed 
to  the  members.  If  that  were  so,  of  course  I 
would  have  nothing  to  say,  because  if  there 
were  something  in  the  make-up  of  the  next  fellow 
which  went  against  me  I  would  have  a  right 
to  the  same  feeling  towards  him.  But  when 
you  are  told,  "You  have  been  a  good  fellow 
in  the  Council,  you  are  a  likeable  chap,  and 
everyone  who  meetB  you  considers  you  a  gentle- 
man," what  are  you  to  think?  If  they  expected 
that  the  gentleman  from  Ward  14  was  going 
to  change  his  religion  in  order  to  become  president 
of  this  body,  I  think  they  are  satisfied  that  they 
have  missed  their  guess.     I  do  not  judge  a  man 


by  the  fact  that  he  may  be  Catholic,  Protestant, 
Jewish,  colored,  Irish,  Italian,  or  of  any  other 
extraction,  and  I  think  my  record  here  emphasizes 
that  fact.  When  the  councilor  from  Ward  19 
(Coun.  Murray)  and  the  former  councilor  from 
Ward  18  came  to  me  several  years  ago  and  asked 
me  how  I  felt  in  regard  to  changing  the  name  of 
Oakland  and  Ashland  streets,  in  honor  of  one  of 
their  holy  fathers,  I  said,  "Of  course,  I  will  go 
through."  I  believe  in  honoring  the  living  as 
well  as  remembering  the  dead,  and  I  told  them 
that  I  would  help  them.  I  don't  want  to  take 
away  any  of  the  credit  from  Councilor  Murray, 
because  that  is  not  my  purpose  here.  But  when 
the  name  "Cummins  Highway"  went  through 
I  was  as  much  pleased  as  they  were,  and  I  well 
remember  standing  on  that  platform  on  the 
corner  outside  the  church,  in  honor  of  Father 
Cummins.  When  that  old  man  left  his  home, 
or  parish  house  as  you  call  it,  and  walked  on  the 
platform,  there  was  the  melting  pot  of  all  creeds 
honoring  a  man  whom  we  respected.  He  was  a 
man  who  had  earned  the  right  to  our  respect. 
And  then  this  year,  after  waiting  for  seven  years, 
and  after  everybody  else  who  had  served  during 
my  time  and  who  wished  the  presidency  had  had 
it,  I  thought  my  ambition  might  be  realized. 
There  was  my  good  friend  Green,  to  whom  I 
will  always  be  indebted  for  his  wonderful  attitude 
towards  me,  and  whose  friendship  I  shall  always 
cherish,  because  when  I  needed  him  he  was  right 
there.  He  had  been  elected  president.  My 
good  friend  Major  Lynch  had  been  elected  presi- 
dent; the  councilor  from  Ward  22  (Coun.  Gal- 
lagher) had  been  elected  president.  In  1926  I 
gave  my  word  that  I  would  vote  for  Charles  G. 
Keene  for  president  and,  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  a  boom  was  started  for  me  then,  I  stood 
by  my  word  and  voted  for  Councilor  Keene. 
Like  my  loyal  friend  and  former  member  of  the 
Council,  Herman  L.  Bush  of  Ward  12,  and  I 
am  glad  that  he  is  here  today,  I  kept  my  word. 
When  he  was  asked  to  vote  for  Ruby,  to  swing 
over  to  Ruby,  his  only  answer  was  that  "We" — 
he  and  myself — "have  given  our  word,  and 
we  don't  break  our  word."  And  the  councilor 
was  then  elected  president.  And  then  our  former 
colleague — a  wonderful  chap  as  ever  sat  in  this 
body,  the  late  Mr.  Heffernan — was  elected 
president,  and  then  Timmie  Donovan  from 
East  Boston  and  others  were  successively  elected, 
and  I  voted  for  them.  And  subsequently,  as 
some  of  you  may  remember,  I  gave  my  word 
to  John  I.  Fitzgerald  that  I  would  not  leave  him, 
and  my  head  is  still  on  my  shoulders  swinging 
high.  I  did  not  leave  him.  And  the  following 
year  I  said  to  Major  Lynch,  "Of  course,  I  will 
vote  for  you, — I  think  you  are  as  decent  and  as 
honorable  a  man  as  there  is  in  the  body,"  and 
that  goes  this  very  minute.  For  that  reason  I 
voted  for  Councilor  Lynch  of  South  Boston  as 
president  of  the  body.  Now,  I  don't  know 
what  I  have  done  in  the  last  seven  years  that  may 
have  affected  the  minds  of  some  of  the  men  here 
against  me.  This  is  a  matter  of  principle  with 
me,  Mr.  President.  I  may  feel  better  when  I 
have  got  this  off  my  chest,  if  it  only  cements 
legitimate  friendships.  I  don't  want  the  friend- 
ship of  any  man  in  this  body  unless  he  can  come 
over  to  me,  as  I  can  go  to  him,  shake  hands  and 
be  sincere  about  it.  I  would  rather  fight  an 
open  enemy  than  an  enemy  who  is  wearing  a 
mask,  because  you  don't  know  how  to  fight  that 
kind  of  enemy.  I  had  hoped  that  I  had  earned 
the  right  to  preside  over  this  body.  I  think 
nobody  can  blame  me  for  having  this  humble 
opinion  of  myself.  I  might  not  have  done  the 
job  better  than  any  of  my  predecessors,  but  I 
am  of  the  firm  conviction  that  I  could  have  done 
as  well,  and  for  that  reason  I  became  a  candidate. 
So  far  as  my  capabilities  are  concerned,  for  the 
information  of  those  skeptical  councilors  who 
could  not  vote  for  Ruby  because  he  was  a  Jew, 
let  them  consult  the  records  of  the  City  Council, 
for  instance,  the  year  when  Timmie  Donovan 
was  its  president,  and  you  will  find  there  that 
on  many  occasions  Councilor  Ruby  was  called  to 
preside  and  presided,  I  think,  with  no  unfairness  to 
the  body.  I  am  glad  at  least  that  I  live  in  a  dis- 
trict where  there  are  five  thousand  or  more  non- 
Jewish  voters,  and  I  hold  my  head  high  when  I  say 
that  I  have  received  the  bulk  of  their  votes  every 
time  I  have  aspired  to  re-election.  At  least  I  live 
in  a  district  where  my  non-Jewish  neighbors  are 
tolerant  with  me  because  of  the  service  I  am 
rendering.     I   had   hoped   that  after   seven   years 
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of  our  living  together  here  the  best  of  feeling 
might  prevail  between  us.  After  all,  outside  of 
our  own  immediate  families,  our  wives  and  our 
children,  with  whom  have  we  been  more  con- 
fidential than  with  ourselves?  I  know  your  secrets 
and  you  know  mine;  you  have  never  been  afraid 
to  tell  me  your  secrets  and  I  have  never  been 
afraid  to  tell  you  mine.  Why  should  it  be  neces- 
sary for  these  high  political  figures  outside  of 
the  Council  to  dominate  men  in  this  body,  dominat- 
ing men  whose  friendship  I  have  enjoyed?  I 
say  this  to  you,  that  every  utterance  I  make 
I  will  prove,  if  necessary.  Outside  influence 
has  been  exerted  on  some  members  of  the  body 
over  whom  they  have  control.  Unfortunately, 
not  all  the  members  of  the  City  Council  have 
been  elected,  as  I  have,  with  no  boss  outside  of 
my  good,  loyal  wife,  who  is  here  today,  although 
she  knows  I  am  not  going  to  win.  Certain  men 
have  been  instructed  that  Councilor  Ruby  must 
not  win,  because  we  live  in  a  Catholic  city  and 
Ruby  cannot  be  President  of  the  City  Council 
in  a  Catholic  city.  This  is  not  a  Catholic  city, 
my  friends.  This  is  a  city  of  900,000  men,  women 
and  children,  where  we  are  working  one  for  all 
and  all  for  one;  and  it  should  never  be  said  in 
the  future  that  a  man  did  not  have  the  right  to 
aspire  to  the  presidency  of  the  body  because  he 
was  not  of  your  extraction  and  of  your  religious 
belief.  I  hope  that  I  have  had  the  friendship 
of  the  attaches  of  this  body;  I  sincerely  hope  that 
I  have  never  offended  the  press,  who  have  so 
impartially  recorded  the  doings  of  the  body. 
I  hope  that  I  shall  merit  your  friendship  in  the 
future,  even  though  not  as  president.  I  pledge 
this,  that  so  long  as  I  may  be  a  member  of  the  body 
my  conscience  will  never  allow  me  to  vote  other 
than  for  the  best  interests  of  the  city  and  of  every- 
one concerned,  and  when  I  vote  for  presidents 
of  this  body  I  will  take  into  consideration  first 
the  ability  of  the  man  and  the  question  of  whether 
the  city  will  suffer  detriment  by  his  election,  and 
will  he  be  fair?  If  those  three  questions  can  be 
answered  in  the  affirmative,  the  man  may  be  a 
Chinaman  and  I  will  still  vote  for  him.  I  thank 
you  sincerely,  Mr.  Chairman,  for  having  extended 
to  me  the  courtesy  of  allowing  me  to  make  these 
lengthy  remarks. 

Coun.  BURKE— Mr.  Chairman. 

Chairman  KELLY — For  what  purpose  does  the 
gentleman  rise? 

Coun.  BURKE — I  ask  unanimous  consent  to 
make  a  statement,  Mr.  Chairman. 

Chairman  KELLY — -If  there  is  no  objection> 
the  councilor  may  proceed. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  Chairman,  as  you  are 
aware  and  as  all  here  are  aware,  I  am  one  of  the 
new  councilors  in  the  Council  Chamber  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  and  I  come  from  a  ward  where, 
thank  God,  we  have  no  bigotry.  No  representa- 
tive is  sent  from  that  ward  who  would  not  be  willing 
to  vote  for  any  man  for  president  regardless  of 
color,  race  or  creed.  Let  me  say  that  there  is 
not  one  man  in  my  ward  who  has  attempted  to 
approach  me  or  to  get  my  vote  for  any  member 
of  this  Council,  and  if  he  had  done  so  I  would 
have  told  him  that  that  was  my  business,  my  pre- 
rogative, and  that  I  would  vote  according  to  the 
dictates  of  my  conscience.  If  Ollie  Ruby  should 
be  elected  president  of  the  Council,  he  would  find 
no  man  collaborating  with  him  more  faithfully 
in  this  entire  body.  I,  too,  want  to  see  a  man 
picked  who  is  capable  in  every  respect  to  be  pres- 
ident of  the  Council,  a  man  who  is  fair,  just, 
educated,  who  knows  the  intricacies  of  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  city;  and  I  say  here — and  I  will 
call  upon  any  of  the  members  of  this  Council  to 
substantiate  my  statement — that  municipal  gov- 
ernment represents  some  of  the  most  intricate 
government  problems  in  the  world.  I  don't 
believe  there  is  any  one  man  who  has  at  his  finger 
tips  the  information  necessary  to  run  a  munici- 
pality. I  do  not  believe  there  is  a  man  in  the 
City  of  Boston — and  this  does  not  exclude  our 
Chief  Executive — who  would  not  have  his  serious 
troubles  in  bringing  about  certain  desirable  results 
in  the  City  of  Boston.  I  want  to  state  to  my 
colleagues  for  purposes  of  the  record  and  the  press 
that  there  is  not  one  spark  of  bigotry  in  my  soul, 
that  Ollie  Ruby,  although  a  Jew,  is  a  good  friend 
of  mine,  and  has  been  ever  since  I  have  been  in 
the  Council.  At  all  times  he  has  been  a  great 
friend  of  mine  and  has  assisted  me  in  every  way 
possible.  I  admire  his  character;  I  admire  the 
fact  that  he  stands  on  principle,  and  that  alone. 
I  want  to  tell  him  that  there  is  not  one  councilor 


in  the  chamber,  I  believe,  who  would  refuse  to 
vote  for  him  because  he  is  of  the  Jewish  faith.  I 
number  among  my  friends  many  Jewish  people. 
I  consider  them  among  my  best  friends,  and  I 
can  at  all  times  call  upon  them  with  the  same 
confidence  and  the  same  success  that  I  would 
call  upon  those  of  other  faiths.  But  it  is  about 
time  that  we  in  Boston  stood  on  our  feet  and 
exercised  the  duties  and  powers  given  to  us  by 
the  people  of  our  districts  and  the  people  of  Boston. 
I  say  that  no  man,  I  don't  care  who  he  is,  has  a 
right  to  call  me  on  the  'phone  and  ask  me  to  vote 
for  any  individual  for  president.  I  say  that  no 
man  has  a  right  to  attempt  to  exert  pressure  and 
take  away  the  soul  of  a  man  to  the  extent  of  trying 
to  get  him  to  vote  for  somebody  for  whom  he  does 
not  desire  to  vote.  You  can  call  it  persuasion 
or  anything  you  wish,  but  nobody  has  a  right  to 
try  to  induce  us  to  so  vote  against  our  conscience 
and  best  judgment.  The  man  who  comes  to 
you  and  tries  to  persuade  or  compel  you  to  do  a 
thing  you  don't  want  to  do  while  in  public  office 
is  not  your  friend,  but  your  enemy,  and  imme- 
diately upon  conversation  with  a  man  of  that 
sort  it  is  the  duty  of  every  man  here  to  remember 
the  time  when  he  stood  up  in  this  Council  and 
raised  his  hand  to  Almighty  God  in  a  pledge  to 
carry  out  the  dictates  of  his  conscience  and  to 
do  his  duty  towards  his  city,  having  in  mind  the 
welfare  of  all  its  inhabitants.  It  is  our  duty,  Mr. 
Chairman,  to  remember  our  obligations  to  the 
people  of  the  city,  people  who  are  out  of  employ- 
ment and  who  are  bearing  burdens  that  they 
cannot  afford  to  bear.  They  need  help,  and  it 
is  our  duty,  so  far  as  possible,  to  help  them.  It 
is  our  duty  above  all  to  concentrate  our  attention 
on  the  affairs  of  the  city,  to  see  that  they  are  car- 
ried on  honestly  and  ably,  with  due  regard  to  the 
interests  of  aU.  And  the  citizens  of  Boston  will 
take  away  the  power  from  men  who  have  broken 
faith,  placing  in  power  honest,  sincere,  courageous 
men,  who  will  carry  out  their  oaths  of  office. 


LAND   FOR   TRAFFIC   CIRCLE. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  January  16,   1933. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — In  the  laying  out  of  the  traffic 
circle  at  Charles  and  Nashua  streets  the  Park 
Department  of  the  City  of  Boston  acquired, 
through  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission, 
for  the  term  of  ninety-nine  years,  a  parcel  of  land 
containing   17,815  square  feet. 

The  Park  Department,  in  connection  with  the 
development  of  a  park  at  this  point  required 
an  additional  32,260  square  feet  of  land  and  flats 
adjacent  to  the  original  parcel  acquired  by  the 
city   through   the   Park   Department. 

The  Metropolitan  District  Commission,  I  am 
informed,  are  agreeable  to  licensing  this  land  to 
the  City  of  Boston  for  an  interminable  period  and 
permit_  its  use  for  park  purposes,  provided  the 
city  will  agree  to  abandon  such  riparian  rights 
as  they  may  enjoy  in  the  original  parcel  conveyed 
by  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission  to  the 
Park  Department. 

In  view  of  the  facts  as  here  presented  and  set 
forth  in  the  accompanying  communication  I  re- 
spectfully recommend,  as  requested  by  the  Park 
Department  of  the  City  of  Boston,  the  adoption 
of  the  accompanying  order.

Dear  Sir, — Inclosed  please  find  order  author- 
izing the  grant  of  certain  rights  to  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts,  on  condition  that  the 
said  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  grants  to 
the  City  of  Boston  the  right  to  fill  certain  land 
and  flats  set  forth  and  described  in  said  order. 

By  a  deed  recorded  with  Suffolk  Deeds,  Book 
5191,  page  632,  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts conveyed  to  the  City  of  Boston  two  parcels 
of  land  situate  on  Nashua  street  and  recorded 
with  Suffolk  Deeds,  Book  5191,  page  632.  The 
Board  of  Street  Commissioners  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  in  laying  out  the  traffic  circle  which  is 
situated  _  on  Charles  and  Nashua  streets,  used 
in  the  said  lay-out  a  portion  of  the  said  two  parcels 
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of  land  prior  to  tlieir  conveyance  to  the  said  City 
of  Boston.  It  was,  therefore,  necessary  for  the 
Park  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  later 
acquire  oilier  land.  They  did  acquire  a  parcel 
of  land  on  Nashua  street  by  an  indenture  between 
the  City  of  Boston  and  the  Metropolitan  Dis- 
trict Commission  for  the  term  of  ninety-nine 
years.  This  later  acquisition,  however,  together 
with  whatever  remained  of  the  two  parcels  of  land 
first  mentioned,  was  not  sufficient  for  the  purposes 
of  the  Park  Department,  so  the  Park  Depart- 
ment desires  to  fill  over  a  parcel  of  land  adjacent 
to  these  parcels  and  belonging  to  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts.  I  am  informed  that 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  is  willing 
to  grant  a  license  for  the  City  of  Boston  to  fill 
upon  the  additional  land  which  they  desire  on 
condition  that  the  City  of  Boston  releases  to  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  all  rights  which 
it  may  have  acquired  by  the  first  deed  above  men- 
tioned over  the  land  and  flats  adjacent  to  the 
parcel  of  land  granted  to  the  City  of  Boston  for 
the  term  of  ninety-nine  years  by  the  indenture 
between  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission 
and  the  Park  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston 
above   mentioned. 

I  am  informed  that  the  Park  Department  no 
longer  meeds  the  said  rights,  if  any,  which  were 
conveyed  to  the  Commonwealth  by  the  said 
deed. 

If  this  matter  meets  with  your  Honor's  approval, 
will  you  have  the  same  introduced  into  the  City 
Council.

FINANCE   COMMISSION   REPORT   ON 
GARBAGE   CONTRACT. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Finance  Commission,  January  16,  1933. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — On  December  19  your  honorable 
body  adopted  an  order  requesting  the  chairman 
of  the  Finance  Commission  to  investigate  and 
report  upon  "the  mysterious  and  suspicious  cir- 
cumstances surrounding  the  awarding  of  a  con- 
tract for  the  collection  of  ashes  and  garbage  in 
the  Dorchester  district  to  Coleman  Brothers,  Inc., 
for  the  year  1933." 

The  order  further  indicates  that  the  principal 
reason  for  the  suspicion  is  because  it  happened 
that  the  contract  price  accepted  by  the  city  for 
the  year  1933  is  $33,276  in  excess  of  the  1932 
contract  price,  though  in  some  of  the  other  dis- 
tricts of  the  city  the  price  for  1933  is  less  than  for 
1932. 

So  far  as  the  commission  can  find  there  is 
neither  mystery  nor  suspicion  attached  to  the 
award.  The  contract  was  publicly  advertised  in 
the  ^  usual  way.  Four  competitive  bids  were 
received  and  the  award  was  made  to  the  lowest 
bidder.  It  happened  that  Coleman  Brothers 
Company,  Inc.,  who  had  the  contract  for  the 
collection  of  garbage  and  refuse  in  this  district  in 
1932  was  the  low  bidder  for  the  1933  contract 
and,  therefore,  was  awarded  the  contract. 

The  price  offered  by  Coleman  Brothers  Com- 
pany, Inc.,  for  1932  was  $16,890  per  month,  but 
the  period  which  the  contract  covered  was  an 
eleven-month  period.  The  month  of  January 
was  not  included.  The  price  offered  for  1933  is 
$19,413  per  month,  the  month  of  January  being 
included.  It  is  a  fact  beyond  dispute  that  the 
month  of  January  is  usually  the  most  expensive 
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month  of  the  year  to  the  contractor  because  of 
the  usual  weather  conditions  encountered.  Bid- 
ding a  flat  price  per  month  for  the  year  with 
January  included,  therefore,  must  necessarily  be 
higher  than  a  flat  price  for  the  year  with  January 
excluded.  This  accounts  for  a  large  part  of  the 
difference  between  the  1932  and  1933  offers. 

There  are  other  important  considerations,  as 
follows: 

Statistics  of  collections  available  to  all  bidders 
indicated  at  the  beginning  of  1932  that  the  volume 
of  collections  would  be  lower  in  1932  than  in  1931, 
in  which  year  there  had  been  a  reduction  in  volume 
from  previous  years'  collections.  As  it  turned 
out,  however,  this  continued  reduction  in  volume 
did  not  materialize  in  1932.  The  bidders  in  the 
1933  competition  undoubtedly  believe  a  reduction 
is  not  likely  to  materialize  in  1933,  principally 
because  there  has  been  considerable  building 
within  the  past  year  or  two  in  a  large  section  of 
the  district  and,  therefore,  a  larger  number  of 
households  to  serve. 

It  was  more  or  less  generally  known  among 
contractors  nd  city  officials  that  the  contractor 
in  1932  lost  considerable  money  on  the  contract 
because  his  figure  was  too  low.  Again,  it  is  noted 
in  reviewing  the  bids  for  all  the  districts  of  the 
city  that  75  per  cent  of  the  contractors  agreed  in 
their  offer  to  pay  to  the  labor  employed  the  "  pre- 
vailing rate."  It  is  well  known  that  the  prevailing 
rate  at  the  present  time  is  less  than  50  cents  per 
hour.  The  contractor,  in  this  case,  agreed  to 
pay  62 1  cents  per  hour  for  labor. 

For  the  above  reasons  the  Finance  Commission 
believes  the  city  authorities  were  warranted  in 
approving  the  award  to  the  lowest  bidder  at  the 
price  offered.

KELLY  — Mr.  President,  I  believe  if  there 
is  one  time  when  a  man  should  have  his  say  as  a 
public  official,  it  is  when  the  sort  of  thing  takes 
place  that  has  taken  place  here  in  this  city.  I  do 
not  intend  to  be  bulldozed.  I  want  the  remarks  of 
this  meeting  kept  as  a  public  document,  and  we  are 
entitled  to  have  them,  sir. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  we  have  today 
had  members  of  this  body  castigated  in  a  way  which 
has  never  been  seen  here  in  the  past.  It  is  wrong, 
sir,  to  include  in  our  official  records  many  of  the 
statements  that  have  been  made  here  today,  and  I 
respectfully  press,  Mr.  President,  my  motion  for 
eradication  of  the  remarks  from  the  official  record. 

President  McGRATH — The  motion  has  been 
made  that  all  remarks  made  previous  to  the  ballot 
for  president  be  eradicated  from  the  records. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  want  to  state, 
in  so  far  as  I  am  concerned,  that  I  made  no  vicious 
attacks  on  anyone  who  did  not  deserve  them,  and 
I  want  to  have  the  remarks  I  made  stay  in  the 
record,  because  they  came  from  my  heart.  They 
were  what  I  intended  to  say,  and  they  are  properly 
a  part  of  our  proceedings.  I  want  them  there  as  a 
matter  of  public  record. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— And  I  take  the  same 
stand  that  Councilor  Burke  does,  Mr.  President. 
Any  remarks  I  made  I  want  to  have  remain  on  the 
records.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  MUNICIPAL 
LIGHTING. 

Coun.  DOWD,  for  the  Committee  on  Municipal 
Lighting,  submitted  report  on  order  ( referred 
January  16)  that  the  City  of  Boston  construct  or 
acquire  plant  for  manufacturing  and  distributing 
electricity  for  municipal  use — that  same  ought  to 
pass. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  just  a  word 
on  that  order.  This  is  a  similar  order  to  the  one 
that  the  Mayor  vetoed  last  December,  and  I  intro- 
duced again  last  week  for  a  municipal  light  plant, 
which  was  referred  to  our  Special  Committee  on 
Municipal  Lighting.  In  introducing  this  report 
today  I  want  to  advise  the  Mayor  of  Boston  that 
as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  1906, 
as  appears  in  Document  86  of  that  year,  he  signed 
a  minority  report  in  which  he  said  that  he  "had 
reached  the  conclusion  that  as  a  matter  of  practical 
business  the  City  of  Boston  would  be  warranted 
at  the  present  time  in  engaging  in  the  business  of 
manufacturing  electricity."  I  have  here  now 
before  me  the  minutes  of  1906.  I  am  not  going  to 
bore  the  Council  by  reading  what  the  present 
Mayor,  then  an  alderman  of  the  city,  said  at  that 
time,  on  page  853,  October  29,  1906.  He  stood 
on  the  floor  and  called  the  officials  of  the  Edison 
Company  robbers,  and  yet  he  now  vetoes  an  orde  r 
to  the  same  effect.  I  wonder  what  has  transpired 
between  1906  and  1932  to  make  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  change  his  mind?  There  it  is  in  black  and 
white  in  a  three-page  speech;  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
goes  on  record  as  saying  that  the  officials  of  the 
Edison  Company  are  robbing  the  people.  If 
in  1906  he  felt  that  they  were  robbing  the  people, 
I  don't  know  what  he  calls  it  in  1932.  I  leave  the 
situation  to  your  good  judgment.  I  want  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  when  he  vetoes  this  order  again 
to  give  us  some  concrete  reason  for  doing  so,  and 
also  to  advise  us  of  the  reason  for  the  change  in  his 
attitude  since  he  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  in  1906. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  was 
passed,  yeas  19,  nays — Coun.  Curtis — 1.

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re  - 
quested  to  have  all  street  construction  work  during 
the  year  1933  performed  by  day  labor,  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  have  put 
that  order  in  twice  during  the  past  year.  On  each 
occasion  it  was  passed  unanimously  by  the  Council, 
although  it  finally  amounted  to  nothing,  but  I 
note  that  the  Mayor  of  Boston  while  in  New  York 
with  the  President-Elect  stated  that  what  was 
necessary  w-as  to  create  work  so  that  the  people 
of  the  country — and  in  this  particular  city  the 
people  of  the  City  of  Boston — could  be  taken  off 
the  welfare  rolls.  Here  is  an  order  which  looks 
to  putting  some  men  to  work  on  day  labor,  accom- 
plishing the  same  thing. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  three  years 
ago  I  introduced  the  same  order,  believing,  as 
does  the  councilor  from  Ward  17,  that  we  should 
place  men  at  work  so  far  as  possible  at  day  labor. 
May  I  state  that  the  body  has  no  power  under  an 
order  like  this  to  make  sure  what  will  be  done  with 
the  money  appropriated.  But  if  you  will  stand 
with  me  when  the  budget  comes  up,  we  can  take 
action  looking  to  day  labor  instead  of  contract 
work,  on  certain  kinds  of  work.  We  can  accom- 
plish that  end  by  only  voting  enough  money  for 
two  months,  for  example,  for  the  running  of  the 
Public  Works  Department,  and  if  in  the  two 
months  we  find  that  they  are  not  doing  the  work 
by  day  labor,  we  can  refuse  to  vote  to  appropriate 
further  amounts  until  we  see  that  day  labor  work 
is  being  done.  No  more  work  for  the  TomaseUos 
and  Singarellas,  Mr.  President.  (Applause  from 
the  gallery.) 

President  McGRATH— Those  in  the  gallery 
are  here  as  guests  of  the  Council  and  are  very 
welcome,  but  under  the  rules  of  the  Council  there 
can  be  no  manifestation  of  approval  or  disapproval 
of  any  action  of  the  members  of  the  Council  from 
the  gallery.  We  will  appreciate  it  if  our  guests 
will  conform  to  the  rules. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  if  this  Council 
will  refuse  to  appropriate  the  money  and  will 
stand  with  me,  we  will  make  it  possible  for  the 
City  of  Boston  to  employ  our  people  instead  of 
foreigners  on  the  work  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and 
will  stop  the  necessity  for  this  continuous  demand 
on  the  front  office,  of  which  the  Chief  Executive 
takes  no  notice  whatsoever.  We  will  have  the 
opportunity  in  the  next  few  weeks,  if  we  are 
sincere,  not  to  vote  amounts  for  the  entire  year, 
but  for  two  months.  Then,  if  they  do  not  put 
men  at  work,  citizens  of  Boston,  at  day  labor,  we 
can  refuse  to  make  further  appropriations  and  we 
will  then  see  very  quickly  that  our  ideas  are 
carried  out. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

BRACKMAN — Mr.  President,  we  have 
had  traffic  signals  installed  in  various  sections  of 
the  City  of  Boston  where  they  were  hardly  neces- 
sary. Along  Seaver  street,  Roxbury,  thousands  of 
automobiles  pass  every  day  in  the  week.  We 
have  there  many  intersections  and  street  cross- 
ings, but  there  is  no  protection  for  the  pedestrian. 
It  is  high  time  that  the  Traffic  Commissioner  took 
cognizance  of  the  fact  that  on  our  main  thorough- 
fare pedestrians  have  no  rights,  and  I  hope  he  will 
heed  this  order  of  the  City  Council. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

Dear  Sir,- — I  return  herewith  the  following  order 
passed  by  the  City  Council  on  January  16,  1933: 

"Ordered,  That  the  Fire  Commissioner  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  inform 
the  City  Council  with  reference  to  fire  protection 
arrangements  now  existing  between  the  City  of 
Boston  and  town  of  Milton." 

For  some  time  mutual  aid  arrangements  have 
been  in  operation  between  the  town  of  Milton  and 
the  City  of  Boston,  whereby  the  Milton  Fire  De- 
partment responds  to  certain  so-called  border  boxes 
in  Boston  and  Boston  responds  to  certain  border 
boxes  in   Milton. 

In  some  cases  it  has  been  found  that  a  Milton 
box  may  be  sounded  for  a  Boston  fire  or  a  Boston 
box  sounded  for  a  fire  in  Milton.  Milton  alarms 
are  received  at  the  houses  of  Engines  16,  19,  49; 
Ladder  6  and  Fire  Alarm  Headquarters.  Boston 
alarms  are  received  in  Milton  at  Fire  Headquarters.

Coun.  BURKE.— Mr.  President,  the  fact  that  a 
seventeen-year  old  pumping  engine  is  being  used 
by  the  town  of  Milton,  which  loses  185  gallons  of 
water  per  second,  has  not  been  included  in  that 
report.  The  order  was  introduced  to  secure  infor- 
mation as  to  whether  the  Milton  apparatus  sent  over 
to  Boston,  in  carrying  out  the  fire  department  co- 
operation between  the  communities,  was  such  as 
furnish  adequate  protection  to  Boston.  I  have 
been  informed  that  Milton  apparatus  is  antiquated, 
that  they  have  a  pump  seventeen  years  of  age  that 
should  long  ago  have  been  done  away  with,  it  having 
been  shown  by  test  that  it  loses  185  gallons  of  water 
per  second.  On  the  other  hand,  the  apparatus  that 
Boston  sends  into  Milton  is  up-to-date  equipment. 
For  that  reason,  in  order  to  obtain  the  information, 
I  introduced  the  order.  I  find  no  reference  made  to 
such  inadequate  apparatus  by  the  Fire  Com- 
missioner, and  I  suppose  it  will  be  necessary  to 
introduce  another  order  in  order  to  obtain  the 
information.

BUDGET   FOR   FISCAL  YEAR. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  January  26,  1933. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — Under  the  provisions  of  section  3 
of  the  City  Charter  the  Mayor  is  required  to 
submit  the  budget  within  thirty  days  after  the 
beginning  of  the  fiscal  year. 

Under  existing  law  the  city  may  raise  $6.52  on 
each  one  thousand  of  the  average  valuation  for 
three  years,  less  abatements,  for  general  municipal 
purposes,  exclusive  of  schools.  Since  1918  the 
statutory  figure  has  proven  inadequate  to  provide 
for  the  needs  of  the  city.  As  a  result  it  has  been 
necessary  to  appeal  annually  to  the  Legislature 
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for  the  right  to  appropriate  in  excess  of  the  amount 
available  under  the  $6.52  limit. 

Because  of  the  delay  which  has  been  necessary 
in  past  years  in  the  determination  of  the  tax  limit 
request  of  the  city,  it  was  decided  this  year  to 
request  the  Legislature  to  approve  an  appropria- 
tion limit  rather  than  a  tax  limit.  A  bill  for  this 
purpose  was  filed  with  the  Legislature,  and  the 
work  of  preparing  the  municipal  budget  was 
expedited  to  such  a  degree  that  budget  allowances 
for  all  departments  were  determined  on  Decem- 
ber 31  of  last  year.  It  was  hoped  that  with 
prompt  action  by  the  Legislature  on  the  request 
of  the  city  to  fix  an  appropriation  limit  for  1933  it 
would  be  possible  to  submit  the  budget  to  the 
Council  on  or  before  February  1.  To  date  no 
hearing  has  been  held  on  the  city's  request.  Con- 
sequently, it  is  impossible  for  me  to  submit  to 
your  honorable  body  the  annual  budget  in  full 
segregated  form. 

In  order  to  avoid  any  question  being  raised  as 
to  the  submission  of  a  budget  within  the  time 
limit  stated  in  the  City  Charter,  I  submit  herewith 
a  budget  in  lump  sum  form.

Ordered,  That  all  taxes  raised  to  meet  the 
appropriations  of  the  city  and  all  taxes  assessed 
for  meeting  the  city's  proportion  of  the  state  tax 
for  the  year  1933,  or  for  any  other  taxes  or  assess- 
ments payable  to  the  Commonwealth,  be  due  and 
payable  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  September,  1933; 
that  interest  shall  be  charged  on  all  taxes  remain- 
ing unpaid  after  the  third  day  of  October,  1933, 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  59, 
section  57,  of  the  General  Laws,  until  paid,  except 
the  taxes  assessed  upon  shares  of  national  banks, 
which  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  12  per  cent 
per  annum  from  the  fifteenth  day  of  September, 
1933,  until  paid,  and  that  all  interest  which  shall 
have  become  due  on  taxes  shall  be  added  to  and 
be  part  of  such  taxes.

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ABOLITION   OF   METER   CHARGER. 

Coun.  ROBERTS  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel,  through 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  instructed  to  file  a  peti- 
tion with  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  of  the 
Commonwealth,  under  the  General  Laws,  to  pro- 
test charges  made  by  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas 
Company  and  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating 
Company  for  the  use  of  their  meters  in  the  Boston 
district  and  to  petition  said  commission  for  the 
abolition  of  all  such  charges. 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  favors 
the  enactment  of  House  Bill  numbered  541  and  all 
similar  bills  now  pending  before  the  Legislature  of 
the  Commonwealth  which  are  calculated  to  bring 
about  the  abolition  of  the  meter  charges  now 
imposed  by  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company 
and  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company  on 
certain  of  their  meters  in  use  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  ROBERTS— Mr.  President,  the  Joint 
Committee  of  the  Legislature  on  Power  and  Light 
this  morning  held  a  hearing  in  reference  to  service 
charges  made  by  the  various  utilities  dealing  in 
gas  and  electricity  throughout  the  Commonwealth, 
and  a  number  of  members  of  the  General  Court 
appeared  and  spoke  in  favor  of  the  numerous  bills 
before  the  committee  which  propose  abolition  of 
such  charges.  It  was  interesting  to  note  that  a 
member  from  "Worcester  spoke  of  a  particular 
charge  there  of  35  cents,  while  our  charges  by  the 
Gas  Company  and  the  Edison  Company  respec- 
tively are  50  and  75  cents.  This  is  particularly 
hard  to  understand  that  our  meters  are  more 
centrally  located,  more  easy  to  get  at,  and  the 
service  charges  certainly  should  be  no  larger  In 
reference  to  the  bills  that  were  heard,  it  was  the 
general  consensus  of  opinion  that  if  anything  was 
done  toward  abolishing  or  reducing  such  charges 
the  responsibility  for  action  would  apparently  be 
on  the  Legislature  rather  than  on  the  Department 
of  Public  Utilities.  There  have  been  several 
orders  introduced,  one  by  myself,  calling  upon  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  to  file  a  protest  with  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  in  regard  to  this  matter,  but, 
in  my  opinion,  our  relief,  if  any,  is  going  to  come 
through  the  Legislature  itself  and  not  through  the 
commission.  I  ask  therefore  that  the  order  be 
passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 

The  orders  were  severally  passed  under  sus- 
pension of  the  rule. 


STREET  STANDS  IN  BRIGHTON. 

Coun.  HEIN  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Street  Commis- 
sioners be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  not  to  grant  any  licenses  for  street  stands 
on  Harvard  avenue,  Brighton,  and  its  vicinity, 
except  to  the  owners  or  tenants  of  the  buildings 
in  front  of  which  such  stands  are  located,  and  to 
revoke  any  licenses  heretofore  granted  which  do 
not  conform  to  this  condition. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


REPORT  OF  FAMILIES  TO  PUBLIC 
WELFARE  OVERSEERS, 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Overseers  of  Public  Welfare 
be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
dispense  with  the  rule  where  they  now  compel 
more  than  one  member  of  a  family  to  report  to 
that  department  in  return  for  aid  received. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  it  would  appear 
that  families  now  receiving  aid  through  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Welfare  have  to  suffer  from  an 
arbitrary  ruling  made  by  the  Board,  simply  appar- 
ently to  inconvenience  those  persons  who  have  to 
apply  to  the  Welfare  Department  for  aid.  During 
the  last  month  several  cases  have  been  called  to 
my  attention,  one  in  particular  in  my  ward  where 
a  man  and  his  wife  and  boy,  a  boy  of  twenty-one, 
receive  $7  a  week.  The  man  works  two  days  and 
is  compelled  to  report  the  other  five  days,  and 
the  boy,  who  is  twenty-one  years  of  age  and  is 
not  working,  is  obliged  also  to  go  down  there.  It 
certainly  seems  unfair  to  compel  two  people  in  a 
family  to  report  in  that  way,  where  one  is  working 
two  days,  and  when  the  amount  received  is  only 
$7.  But  not  only  does  the  father  have  to  report 
but  the  son  has  to  go  down  every  day  in  the  week, 
spending  a  dollar  for  carfare  out  of  the  $7  received. 


This  seems  to  be  simply  the  result  of  an  arbitrary 
ruling  on  their  part.  Talking  to  DeMarco  down 
there,  one  of  the  visitors,  he  told  me  that  he  be- 
lieved a  man  might  very  well  walk  from  Roxbury 
down  to  Hawkins  street  every  day.  I  wonder 
how  DeMarco  himself  or  some  of  the  other  hard- 
boiled  visitors  would  enjoy  that  sort  of  thing. 
The  Mayor  called  some  of  these  people  before  him 
at  a  hearing  one  day  and  said  that  they  acted 
more  like  masters  than  servants.  It  might  be  a 
good  thing  to  require  a  few  of  those  visitors  to 
walk  from  Roxbury  or  Dorchester  in  to  Hawkins 
street.  I  say  that  it  is  absolutely  unfair,  when 
one  man  is  working — and,  God  knows,  not  re- 
ceiving too  much, — not  only  to  compel  him  but 
his  son  to  continue  to  go  down  there,  depriving 
him  of  any  opportunity  he  might  have  to  obtain 
employment. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

VETO  OF  ORDER  FOR  MUNICIPAL  LIGHT- 
ING  PLANT. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  February  1,  1933. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — I  return  herewith  without  my 
signature  and  disapprove  your  order  passed  January 
23,  1933,  for  the  establishing  of  a  municipal  electric 
lighting  plant. 

Under  date  of  December  31,  1932,  I  vetoed  an 
identical  order  in  a  message  from  which  the  fol- 
lowing two  paragraphs  are  quoted: 

"Chapter  164  of  the  General  Laws  describes  the 
conditions  under  which  a  municipality  may  estab- 
lish a  lighting  plant,  and,  in  the  case  of  a  city  such 
as  Boston,  where  electric  light  and  gas  companies 
are  already  established  and  serving  a  large  portion 
of  the  metropolitan  district,  it  requires  no  great . 


study  to  make  it  evident  that  these  conditions 
render  it  practically  impossible  from  a  financial 
standpoint  for  the  city  to  engage  in  the  business 
of  manufacturing  gas  or  electricity. 

"Even  if  the  city  were  in  a  financial  condition 
to  engage  in  this  enterprise  the  handicap  would  be 
too  great  for  its  success  until  such  time  as  the 
Legislature  sees  fit  to  amend  the  laws  so  that  a 
municipal  corporation  may  establish  a  lighting 
plant  without  being  under  the  obligation  of  pur- 
chasing existing  plants." 

The  situation  has  not  changed  in  the  month  that 
has  elapsed  since  this  veto  was  submitted  and  the 
same  reasons  constrain  me  to  veto  the  pending 
order.

FOOD   FOR  CITY   INSTITUTIONS. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  request  the  Pur- 
chasing Agent  to  continue  to  buy  the  best  quality 
of  food  for  our  city  institutions. 

Coun.  DOWD— Mr.  President,  I  was  rather 
amused  and  astonished  to  see  a  report  of  the 
Finance  Commission  in  which  they  recommend 
that  our  Purchasing  Agent  of  the  City  of  Boston 
buy  an  inferior  grade  of  meat  and  food  for  those 
in  our  city  institutions.  I  believe  if  there  is  one 
thing  the  taxpayers  of  Boston  would  like  to  see 
done  it  is  to  have  the  inmates  at  Long  Island, 
where  they  will  spend  the  rest  of  their  lives,  at 
the  different  institutions,  our  Sanatorium  and  our 
City  Hospital,  given  the  best  food  that  it  is  possible 
to  obtain.  In  a  report  issued  by  the  Finance 
Commission  December  15,  1931,  they  criticize  the 
fact  that  frozen  chicken  and  pork  were  delivered 
to  the  hospital  in  place  of  fresh  meat.  That  is, 
they  felt  a  short  time  ago  that  the  meats  fur- 
nished were  not  good  enough,  but  today  they  state 
that  those  poor  souls  who  are  bedridden  and 
perhaps  will  never  walk  again  are  getting  better 
meat  than  they  should.  It  was  perfectly  all 
right,  so  far  as  the  chairman  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission was  concerned,  for  the  city  to  pay  10  to 
100  per  cent  more  for  frozen  meat  and  chicken, 
until  we  compelled  an  investigation,  because  it 
did  not  cost  the  chairman  of  that  commission  or 
a  few  other  people  connected  with  the  City  of 
Boston  a  five-cent  piece  for  anything  they  placed 
on  their  tables,  because  it  was  given  to  them  by 
certain  firms  and  they  were  not  compelled  to  pay. 
But  now  that  we  have  got  meat  and  every  other 
business  down  to  practically  a  competitive  basis, 
the  Finance  Commission  says,  "Don't  give  those 
poor  souls  the  grade  of  food  that  you  are  giving 
them."  I  say  to  the  Mayor  and  to  the  Purchas- 
ing Agent  that  it  is  commendable  on  their  part  to 
see  to  it  that  the  poor  suffering  patients  in  the 
hospitals  and  in  other  institutions  are  given  the 
best  possible  food  that  we  can  obtain. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  am  very 
much  interested  in  that  particular  order  intro- 
duced by  my  colleague  from  Ward  8,  because  of 
the  fact  that  I  happened  to  be  chairman  of  the 


Hospital  Committee  of  the  Council  both  last  year 
and  this  year,  and  I  have  on  different  occasions 
in  my  visits  to  the  hospital,  both  to  the  wards  and 
to  the  kitchen,  had  occasion  to  inspect  food  that 
is  being  served  to  the  patients.  I  claim  that  that 
is  one  of  the  last  places  where  economy  should  be 
metered  out,  at  the  expense  of  the  sick  of  Boston. 
No  one  knows  but  tomorrow  my  mother,  your 
mother,  Mr.  President,  or  some  one  near  and 
dear  to  each  of  us,  may  be  an  inmate  of  the  Boston 
City  Hospital,  and  I  know  that  we  would  want 
such  a  person  as  well  treated  as  possible,  that  we 
would  certainly  want  our  mothers  or  any  members 
of  our  families  to  get  the  best.  I  also  think  we 
are  fair-minded  enough  so  that  we  would  want 
our  constituents  or  any  members  of  their  families 
properly  treated  at  the  City  Hospital  or  at  Long 
Island,  getting  the  very  best  of  food.  They  talk 
of  economy.  When  it  comes  to  economy,  let  us 
start  with  the  City  Hospital  last.  Let  us  begin 
with  the  pet  contractors,  these  men  who  are 
mulcting  the  city  out  of  millions  a  year,  at  the 
expense  of  the  taxpayers  of  Boston.  In  that 
respect  I  am  in  a  position  to  prove  my  statements, 
and  I  will  do  so  tomorrow  afternoon  before  the 
legislative  committee  at  the  State  House  at  2.30. 
I  am  in  a  position  to  show  graft  and  corruption  in 
this  City  of  Boston.  But  when  anybody  attempts 
to  take  away  from  those  poor  afflicted  people  good 
food,  I  think  it  is  unfair  and  wrong,  because  any- 
body going  there — and,  as  I  say,  it  may  be  your 
mother,  brother  or  sister,  or  mine,  tomorrow,  as 
an  inmate  of  the  hospital — is  entitled  to  the  best 
of  food.  We  give  it  to  them  at  home  under  such 
conditions,  and  we  want  them  to  receive  it  at  the 
City  Hospital.  Therefore,  I  could  not  help 
arising  and  expressing  for  the  record  my  senti- 
ments, restating  the  position  I  have  taken  from 
time  immemorial  on  this  matter.  I  feel  that  it  is 
a  matter  of  great  importance,  and  I  believe  every 
member  of  the  City  Council  agrees  with  me. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  I  have  heard  cer- 
tain rumors  of  irregularities  at  Long  Island  within 
the  last  few  days,  and  I  would  suggest  that  the 
Hospital  Committee  investigate  the  food  and 
supplies  shipped  to  Long  Island.  We  have  a 
Hospital  Committee  here,  and  let  us  investigate 
the  conditions  that  exist. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


RADIO  SYSTEM  FOR  POLICE. 

Coun.  RUBY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Police  Commissioner  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  that  be- 
cause of  the  immediate  emergency  existing,  a  sum 
sufficient  be  included  in  the  budget  for  this  year 
for  the  immediate  installation  of  a  short  wave 
radio-equipped  system  for  the  Police  Department 
of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  why  our  Police 
Commissioner  should  continue  to  deem  it  inad- 
visable to  equip  the  Police  Department  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  one  of  the  largest  cities  in  the  country, 
with  the  best  possible  short  wave  radio  system,  to 
apprehend  criminals,  I  cannot  seem  to  understand. 
For  over  a  year  now,  orders  have  been  passed  by 
this  body  approving  of  the  equipment  of  the  police 
system  with  the  short  wave  radio.  Since  the  first 
order  was  introduced  there  have  been  perhaps 
half  a  dozen  or  more  of  the  most  atrocious  murders 
committed  in  this  city,  and  in  spite  of  that  fact 
our  Police  Commissioner — with  whom  I  have  no 
quarrel — still  deems  it  unwise  to  equip  the  depart- 
ment with  the  one  sure  way  of  apprehending 
criminals.  A  short  while  ago  an  eighty-six  year 
old  man  was  murdered  in  his  little  neighborhood 
grocery  store  in  the  Ward  10  section  of  Boston. 
Since  that  time  others  have  been  viciously  mur- 
dered. The  murderers  have  not  been  appre- 
hended, and  still  no  move  has  been  made  by  the 
Police  Department  to  adopt  the  most  vital  means 
of  safeguarding  the  citizens  of  Boston.  I  wonder, 
Mr.  President,  how  many  thousands  and  thousands 
of  dollars  it  has  cost  us  the  last  year  to  provide 
detectives  and  criminal  investigation  bureau 
facilities  in  this  city  for  traveling  throughout  the 
length  and  breadth  of  the  country  trying  to  appre- 
hend criminals  because  of  the  felonious  offences 
committed  in  this  city.  If  my  information  is 
correct,  in  the  last  six  or  seven  months  there  has 
not  been  a  man  accused  of  murder  in  Boston  who 
has  been  apprehended  unless,  if  you  please,  we 
take  into  consideration  those  young  men  who, 
finding  themselves  accused  of  a  crime,  voluntarily 
stepped  into  police  headquarters  and  surrendered. 
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How  many  have  the  police  been  able  to  catch? 
Only  a  few  days  ago — and  I  hardly  deem  it  nec- 
essary to  take  the  time  of  this  body  to  go  into  the 
thing — a  murder  was  committed  at  four  o'clock 
in  the  morning  at  one  of  the  night  clubs  of  this 
city.  An  automobile  containing  six  of  the  men 
whom  it  is  alleged  were  connected  with  that  murder 
was  allowed  to  proceed  by  two  police  officers  in 
Boston  because  the  police  were  not  informed  of 
the  murder.  By  reason  of  lack  of  a  radio-equipped 
police  station  these  men  were  permitted  to  get 
away,  and  I  dare  say  it  will  coBt  almost  as  much 
to  apprehend  these  men,  to  capture  them,  as  it 
would  cost  to  equip  the  City  of  Boston  with  a 
short  wave  radio  system  such  as  we  in  the  Boston 
City  Council  have  advocated  for  over  a  year. 
Only  a  short  while  ago,  at  the  suggestion  of  the 
Police  Commissioner,  we  appropriated  a  thousand 
dollars  for  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology to  give  us  a  survey  and  their  idea  of  the 
wisdom  or  unwisdom  of  equipping  the  Police 
Department  of  the  city  with  such  a  system.  But 
in  spite  of  the  fact,  Mr.  President,  that  Philadelphia 
New  York,  Cleveland,  Chicago,  Detroit,  Somer- 
ville,  Cambridge,  and  practically  every  city  of 
ordinary  size  in  this  country,  has  seen  fit  to  equip 
its  police  department  with  this  so  necessary  equip- 
ment, no  steps  have  been  taken  to  introduce  it  in 
Boston.  We  spent  a  thousand  dollars  for  an 
investigation;  we  have  not  yet  seen  the  report 
from  the  Institute  of  Technology  as  to  whether 
they  advise  or  do  not  advise  the  introduction  of 
this  system.  Must  we  wait  until  every  decent, 
respectable  citizen  of  Boston  is  man-handled, 
murdered  or  robbed,  before  waking  up  to  the 
necessity  of  introducing  such  an  important  system 
into  our  Police  Department?  They  tell  me, 
Mr.  President,  that  we  could  be  brought  into  court 
if  we  did  not  approve  the  police  budget  when  pre- 
sented to  us.  I  say  now,  Mr.  President,  that 
unless  the  Police  Commissioner  of  Boston  imme- 
diately provides  in  the  present  budget — which 
we  will  get  in  a  few  weeks — for  the  introduction 
of  this  system  I  shall  refuse  to  vote  one  single 
sum  for  the  Police  Department,  because  I  believe 
an  expenditure  for  radio  equipment  is  more  vital 
than  anything  that  the  Police  Department  can 
do  from  now  on. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President  I  understand  that 
the  report  of  the  Institute  of  Technology  has  been 
forwarded  to  the  Police  Commissioner  of  Boston, 
and  I  understand,  still  further,  that  the  Police 
Commissioner  is  heartily  in  favor  of  radio  equip- 
ment. So  we  have  been  told.  But  apparently 
the  report  has  been  forwarded  to  the  Mayor  of 
Boston,  and  he  now  has  it  downstairs,  but  for 
some  reason  or  other  has  refused  to  send  it  upstairs 
to  the  Council. 

President  McGRATH — I  am  informed  that  the 
report  is  in  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk  and  can 
be  seen  by  any  member  of  the  City  Council  who 
so  desires. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  this  city  is 
the  only  great  city  in  America  that  is  still  against 
the  introduction  of  the  short  wave  radio  in  the 
Police  Department.  For  some  reason  there  has 
been  an  overnight  attempt  to  blame  the  Mayor 
of  Boston  for  the  police  of  our  city  not  having  the 
radio  system.  Our  Police  Commissioner  two 
years  ago  came  before  the  Council  committee  con- 
sidering the  budget,  and  when  I  asked  him  why  the 
radio  system  had  not  been  introduced  into  the 
department  he  gave  two  reasons.  In  the  first 
place,  he  said  that  there  were  a  number  of  dead 
spots  here  that  were  not  susceptible  to  radio  inter- 
communication from  police  headquarters.  I 
asked  the  Police  Commissioner  at  that  time,  if 
that  were  so,  why  in  New  York,  with  fifty  times 
the  concentration  of  steel  and  fifty  times  the 
business  concentration  we  have  here,  there  were 
but  two  dead  spots  in  the  entire  city.  No  answer. 
To  oppose  the  police  radio  today  is  like  taking  the 
position  doctors  took  fifty  years  ago  when  the 
famous  French  scientist,  Louis  Pasteur,  brought 
out  his  researches  in  regard  to  bacteriology  and 
the  presence  of  bacteria  in  things  connected  with 
our  daily  lives.  To  oppose  it  today  would  be  like 
taking  the  position  of  American  bankers  who  op- 
posed Woodrow  Wilson's  Federal  reserve  law,  the 
greatest  financial  measure  that  our  nation  ever 
knew.  Our  people  are  spending  enough  money 
one  hundred  times  over  to  have  the  police  radio 
introduced.  We  are  informed  that  it  can  be  in- 
stalled for  from  $30,000  to  $50,000.  We  spend 
that  on  police  puttees  almost  yearly ! 

Coun.  POWER — Mr.  President,  personally  I 
want  to  agree  with  about  everything  that  has  been 


said  this  afternoon  in  regard  to  the  importance  of 
introducing  the  short  wave  radio  system  in  our 
Police  Department.  But  there  is  another  idea 
I  have  in  mind  that  I  think  I  brought  out  possibly 
a  Uttle  over  a  year  ago  in  connection  with  a  murder 
that  happened  in  my  district.  I  think  there  has 
been  too  much  coddling  of  criminals.  That  is  my 
personal  feeling.  Now,  why  blame  this  on  any- 
body else  but  the  Police  Commissioner?  There  is 
no  one  with  common  sense  in  this  city  who  doeBn't 
know  that  the  radio  is  the  one  thing  that  should 
be  introduced  into  that  department.  We  know 
that  criminals,  robbers  and  gunmen,  crooks  of  all 
kinds,  have  automobiles  in  which  to  get  away. 
What  have  we  to  fight  them  with?  Nothing  but 
automobiles.  We  should  go  one  step  farther,  and 
that  step  is  the  radio.  I  proved  conclusively  that 
those  robbers  and  murderers  who  killed  that  poor 
storekeeper  in  my  district  over  a  year  ago  posi- 
tively could  have  been  caught  if  we  had  had  a 
radio  system  in  the  PoUce  Department.  Two 
minutes  after  the  murder  had  been  committed 
they  could  have  been  caught,  would  have  been 
surrounded  so  that  they  could  not  get  away.  We 
proved  that  to  the  Police  Commissioner  then. 
But  what  happened?  In  that  case  the  murdererB 
were  never  caught,  the  result  being  like  many 
since.  I  read  an  editorial  in  a  newspaper  the  other 
day  calling  the  chain  stores  the  "  chain  gang  stores." 
While  I  cannot  agree  with  that  designation,  there 
was  a  lot  in  what  the  editorial  said.  But  the  pro- 
prietors of  those  stores,  what  were  called  the 
"chain  gang  stores,"  still  are  human  beings,  citi- 
zens of  Boston,  and  they  are  supposed  to  get  the 
same  respect  and  consideration  as  any  other 
citizen.  They  are  working  for  a  living.  In  my 
district  almost  every  chain  store  has  been  held  up 
in  the  last  year,  and  there  have  been  some  repeats, 
the  gangsters  coming  back  and  holding  up  the 
same  store  a  second  or  third  time.  Nothing  has 
been  done  about  it.  A  drug  store  was  held  up 
right  on  my  own  avenue,  Huntington  avenue, 
right  after  supper  time,  and  nobody  was  caught. 
What  are  we  going  to  do?  I  saw  the  other  day 
that  down  in  Lynn  the  police  gave  permits  in  con- 
nection with  so-called  racket  ball  tickets  to  people 
to  protect  themselves,  giving  them  permits  to 
carry  guns.  If  we  cannot  catch  criminals  through 
radio  in  the  Police  Department,  there  is  only  one 
thing  left,  and  that  is  to  give  every  citizen  of  the 
City  of  Boston  the  right  to  carry  a  gun.  That  is 
the  only  way  to  catch  them.  These  men  are  not 
only  robbers,  they  are  murderers.  In  that  murder 
the  other  day  that  filled  the  headlines  that  was 
shown  to  be  the  case.  Our  city  is  supposed  to  be 
free  from  crime — -cultured  Boston.  But  here  is 
what  met  our  eyes  in  the  newspapers.  The  victim 
said  "You  have  my  money.  What  more  do  you 
want?"  Bang!  and  he  was  dead.  They  wanted 
his  life.  We  will  have  to  rid  this  city  of  criminals 
like  that,  who  want  a  man's  life.  That  is  what 
they  want  to  do,  kill.  Cut  out  the  coddling;  put 
them  away.     Put  them  in  the  death  chair. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  I  suggest  at  this 
time  that  the  City  Clerk  furnish  to  us  the  report 
of  the  Police  Commissioner.  I  would  like  to  ask 
if  we  cannot  get  that  report  this  afternoon? 

President  McGRATH— The  Chair  will  note  the 
suggestion  of  Coun.  Fish. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


CONCERNS  DOING  PRINTING  FOR 
COUNTY. 

Coun.  RUBY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Register  of  Deeds,  Register 
of  Probate,  Clerk  of  the  Superior  Criminal  Court 
and  Clerk  of  the  Superior  Civil  Court  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  furnish 
the  City  Council  with  the  names  and  addresses 
of  the  concerns  where  they  have  had  their  printing 
done  during  the  year  1932,  together  with  the 
amounts  paid  for  same. 

Coun.  RUBY— Mr.  President,  I  believe  the 
time  has  come  when  we  should  take  drastic  action 
in  connection  with  certain  appropriations  for 
certain  departments,  whether  city  or  county, 
to  see  that  money  expended  by  such  departments 
shall  be  used  for  the  employment  of  men  who  are 
already  employees  of  the  City  of  Boston.  I  am 
referring  now  to  the  employees  of  the  Printing 
Department.  I  have  gone  over  the  1932  budget 
and  find,  for  example,  in  a  department  like  the 
Superior   Court,   Civil   Session,    under   the   item 
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service,  B-l,  a  $300  printing  item.  Under  office 
supplies  we  find  included  an  item  of  $700  for 
printing.  Under  the  Superior  Court,  Civil  Session, 
clerk's  office,  for  printing  and  binding,  there  is  an 
item  of  $16,000,  and  another  item  of  $1,000  for  the 
Superior  Court,  Criminal  Session.  There  is  also 
an  item  there  of  $7,500  for  supplies,  $1,200  for 
printing.  The  items  total  $50,000.  If  I  am 
correctly  informed,  not  one  dollar  of  that  money, 
although  it  is  spent  by  the  City  of  Boston,  is 
spent  by  the  county  heads  for  printing  in  our 
printing  plant.  It  might  be  well  for  us  to  note 
that,  although  I  have  just  been  informed  that  the 
matter  is  in  process  of  adjustment,  up  to  twelve 
o'clock  today  the  prevalent  rumor  throughout  the 
Hall  was  to  the  effect  that  the  Printing  Depart- 
ment was  going  on  the  basis  of  one  week  on  and 
one  week  off,  which  would  mean  that  one  of  the 
only  paying  departments  of  the  city  is  going  to  lay 
off  its  help  every  other  week,  so  that  a  man  with 
a  family  of  three  or  four  children,  earning  a  salary 
of  $35  or  $40  a  week,  will  have  to  take  a  50  per  cent 
decrease,  bringing  home  to  his  family  less  than 
one  half  of  what  he  earned  last  year.  I  certainly 
trust  that  that  order  will  not  go  into  effect.  But 
you  cannot  blame  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Printing  Department,  Major  Casey,  if  he  is 
compelled  to  carry  out  that  kind  of  order  when, 
with  a  $300,000  printing  plant  in  Boston  and 
$60,000  and  $70,000  appropriated  by  our  city  for 
printing  for  the  county  departments,  they  see 
fit  to  have  that  printing  done  by  private  concerns. 
It  is  not  fair.  It  may  be  argued  that  private 
concerns  must  exist.  Yes,  but  they  have  greater 
opportunities  and  at  least  wre  must  all  first  protect 
the  employees  of  our  city.  For  that  reason  I 
have  requested  that  the  different  county  officials 
who  use  the  City  of  Boston  money  for  the  printing 
of  their  blanks,  papers  and  materials  furnish  us 
the  amount  of  money  they  spent  for  printing  in 
1932;  and,  if  I  am  at  liberty  to  do  so,  may  I 
suggest  to  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations  that,  in  my  opinion,  the  budgets 
of  the  different  county  officials — such  as  the  clerks 
of  the  courts  and  the  registrars  of  probate  and  of 
deeds — be  held  up  unless  they  agree  to  buy  their 
printing  and  materials  from  the  same  department 
that  other  department  heads  of  the  City  of  Boston 
are  compelled  to  buy  from?  That  is  as  it  should 
be.  I  ask  a  suspension  of  the  rule  and  the  passage 
of  the  order. 

Coun.  MURRAY— Mr.  President,  might  I 
suggest  that  instead  of  holding  up  such  appro- 
priations entirely  we  allow  them  a  three  months' 
supply,  and  if  they  do  not  order  that  work  from 
our  printing  plant  in  that  three  months,  we  can 
then  take  drastic  measures?  Give  them  a  chance, 
and  if  they  do  not  do  it  in  the  three  months  we 
can  then  act. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


LICENSING    OF   MOTOR   VEHICLES   USED 
AS  COMMON  CARRIERS. 

Coun.  RUBY  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
hereby  protests  against  the  adoption  of  legislation 
proposed  in  House  Bills  62,  63  and  808  affecting 
their  powers  over  the  licensing  of  motor  vehicles 
used  as  common  carriers. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  do  not  desire 
to  take  up  all  the  time  of  the  Council  this  afternoon, 
but  that  resolution  is  a  protest  against  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  and  the 
Boston  Elevated  Railway  taking  away  what  little 
home  rule  is  left  to  the  citizens  of  Boston.  Under 
those  bills,  if  passed  by  the  Legislature, — and  I  trust 
that  my  good  colleague  from  Ward  5  will  add  his 
word  when  the  bills  come  before  the  Legislature, — 
there  is  a  bold  attempt  to  take  away  from  our 
Council  the  right  of  saying  over  what  streets  the 
Boston  Elevated,  New  York,  New  Haven  & 
Hartford  and  Boston  &  Maine  buses  shall  run. 
In  other  words,  according  to  the  idea  of  the  Boston 
Elevated,  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
and  the  Boston  &  Maine,  the  legislator  who  lives 
in  Berkshire  County,  or  Springfield  or  Worcester, 
is  better  able  to  tell  what  streets  of  Boston  these 
companies  shall  use  than  is  the  Boston  City  Coun- 
cil or  the  Mayor.  I  believe  if  there  was  ever  a 
bold  attempt  to  take  away  local  self-government 
from  Boston,  it  is  contained  in  these  vicious  bills. 
It  cannot  be  said  that  the  officials  of  the  Boston 
Elevated  have  not  had  notice  of  it,  because  at 
one  of  the  previous  hearings  held  in  this  Council 


Chamber  in  November,  we  asked  the  Elevated  to 
amend  their  bill  so  that  it  would  not  affect  buses 
in  Boston.  In  spite  of  that,  without  any  notifica- 
tion to  most  of  us  or  all  of  us,  a  hearing  on  this 
bill  was  held  before  the  committee  of  the  Legisla- 
ture that  had  the  matter  in  hand.  I  believe  our 
Council  ought  to  rise  in  protest  against  this  taking 
away  of  the  rights  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  and  tell  the  Elevated  or  any 
public  service  corporation  that  it  is  properly  for 
us  to  say  what  streets  in  our  city  are  safe  and 
proper  streets  for  such  buses  to  run  through  con- 
tinuously. Therefore,  I  ask  a  suspension  of  the 
rule  and  the  passage  of  that  order. 

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  President,  might  I  say 
that  I  agree  with  everything  that  the  councilor 
has  said?  But  there  is  an  additional  remark  that 
I  would  like  to  make.  The  Elevated,  starting  in 
with  laying  off  men  who  were  more  recently  ap- 
pointed to  the  staff,  are  now  laying  off  men  who 
have  had  a  service  up  to  fifteen  years.  We  have 
worked  hard  to  defeat  the  cutting  down  of  service 
and  the  encouraging  of  standees.  If  so  many 
standees  were  not  allowed,  more  buses  would  have 
to  be  run  and  more  men  wrould  be  employed,  and 
the  people  would  get  far  better  service.  People 
are  being  herded  in  like  cattle,  and  if  that  sort  of 
thing  is  continued,  and  there  is  a  continuous  cut- 
down  of  the  personnel  accordingly,  we  will  soon  be 
having  men  who  have  been  in  the  service  twenty- 
five  to  thirty  years  laid  off.  We  did  not  win  our 
fight,  and  they  now  want  to  have  our  streets  con- 
trolled by  people  from  the  Berkshires  and  the 
Cape,  and  to  haul  our  citizens  in  trains  like  cattle. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


ALLOWANCE  TO  LOUIS  V.  JENNINGS. 

Coun.  RUBY  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
hereby  approves  the  enactment  of  legislation  pro- 
viding that  Louis  V.  Jennings  be  eligible  to  receive 
certain  allowances  under  the  Boston  Retirement 
Act  at  the  time  of  retirement. 

Passed  under  a  suspension  of  the  rules. 


CHAIN-STORE  TAX  BILL. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  be  re- 
quested to  consider  the  advisability  of  recommend- 
ing to  the  Legislature  of  Massachusetts  the  enact- 
ment of  the  so-called  "chain-store  tax"  bill, 
House  No.  483. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  under  House 
Bill  No.  483,  now  before  the  Massachusetts  Legis- 
lature, where  a  retail  store  concern  in  Boston  owns 
two  or  more  stores,  the  second  store  will  be  charged 
at  the  rate  of  $1,350  a  year.  That  will  bring  into  the 
city  treasury  close  to  $2,000,000  a  year  under  the 
present  taxing  system.  The  chain-store  tax,  after 
long  argument  before  the  United  States  Court,  was 
declared  valid  in  the  famous  Indiana  case  in  1931. 
I  don't  want  to  take  up  the  time  of  the  body 
unnecessarily,  but  I  ask  unanimous  consent  to 
include  in  your  record  a  statement  I  have  pre- 
pared in  regard  to  the  chain-store  situation  in 
Boston. 

The  Council  voted  to  allow  Coun.  Norton  to 
include  the  statement  referred  to  in  the  record,  and 
it  is  as  follows: 

Under  Bill  No.  483,  now  before  the  Massa- 
chusetts Legislature,  every  retail  store  system  in 
Boston  with  more  than  one  store  would  be  taxed 
at  the  rate  of  $1,350  a  year  for  every  store,  above 
one,  in  the  city.  Seventy-five  per  cent  of  this 
total  tax  goes  to  the  city,  and  25  per  cent  to  the 
state. 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce  reports  for 
1929  show  that  there  are  7,735  independent  retail 
stores  in  Boston,  and  1,608  chain  stores.  In  1929 
the  gross  business  of  the  chain  stores  in  Boston 
was  $156,651,211.  This  was  25  per  cent  of  the 
total  retail  business  done  in  the  City  of  Boston 
during  the  year  1929.  The  City  of  Boston  would 
derive  from  this  means  of  taxation  $1,628,100 
based  on  the  figures  of  1929.  There  has  been  a 
considerable  increase  in  chain-store  business  in 
Boston  since  1929,  and  undoubtedly  the  total  tax 
would  now  be  considerably  increased.  According 
to  the  Census  Bureau  of  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce,  in  1929,  the  average  annual 
wage  paid  by  the  Independents  in  Boston  was 
$1,466.41.     The  average  annual  wage  paid  by  the 
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Chains  in  Boston,  in  1929,  was  $1,188.85.  The 
total  underpayment  of  11,529  chain-store  em- 
ployees in  Boston,  in  1929,  was  $3,199,989.24.  In 
other  words,  these  11,529  chain-store  employees  in 
Boston,  in  1929,  if  working  for  independent  stores 
in  Boston,  would  have  received  in  salaries  and 
wages  the  equivalent  of  $3,199,989.24  more  than 
they  actually  received  from  the  Chains.  The 
Boston  Transcript  of  November  9,  1931,  states 
that  one  of  the  large  chain  grocery  store  units  in 
Boston  distributes  more  than  $100,000,001)  oi 
merchandise  a  year.  Hon.  James  A.  Reed  of 
Missouri,  in  a  recent  address  at  New  Orleans,  said: 
"I  venture  to  warn  the  people  that  when  the  in- 
dividual competing  grocers  have  been  driven  to 
the  wall,  their  places  of  business  closed,  and  the 
entire  grocer  trade  in  the  hands  of  the  proprietors 
of  chain  stores,  the  people  will  pay  back  many 
times  the  small  sums  they  are  now  saving.  If  we 
continue  this  process  of  combination,  we  will  soon 
arrive  at  a  time  when  the  great  resources  of  the 
land  will  be  controlled  by  a  few  mighty  institutions. 
Our  people  will  be  under  a  species  of  enforced 
economic  slavery  quite  as  dominant  and  quite  as 
dangerous  as  the  industrial  and  individual  slavery 
of  the  Middle  Ages."  The  nationally  recognized 
financial  writer,  B.  C.  Forbes,  stated  on  March  23, 
1932: 

"Suppose  every  small  'independent'  store  were 
to  act  exactly  as  the  chain-store  managers  act,  and 
refuse  to  supply  a  single  vegetable  or  a  loaf  of  bread 
or  a  pound  of  meat,  what  would  John  Smith  and 
Bill  Jones  do?  Do  you  imagine  for  a  moment 
#  they  would  sit  idly  at  home  and  watch  their  wives 

and  their   children  starve?" 

Mr.  President,  the  power  of  the  chain-store 
monopoly  is  little  realized.  It  controls  the  retail 
trade  in  those  things  upon  which  human  life 
depends.  Chain  grocery  stores  sold  40  per  cent 
of  the  retail  groceries  sold  in  the  United  States 
in  1929.  In  large  cities,  such  as  New  York  and 
Philadelphia,  the  chain  grocery  stores  do  70  per 
cent  of  all  the  retail  grocery  business.  This  per- 
centage is  steadily  increasing.  The  last  official 
figures  we  have  are  those  furnished  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Commerce,  for  the  year  1929.  Chain  stores  make 
tremendous  profits  even  in  this  period  of  depression, 
the  worst  that  our  nation  has  ever  known.  To  get 
customers  into  the  stores  prices  are  cut  on  stand- 
ard, trade-marked,  nationally  known  products, 
which  are  often  sold  at  a  lower  price  than  the 
independent  retailer  can  buy  the  article  for  from  his 
wholesaler.  Chain  stores  obtain  young  men  in 
the  prime  of  life,  in  good  health,  who  can  work 
long  hours,  and  work  hard,  for  a  low  rate  of  pay. 
The  moment  an  employee  slows  up,  becomes  too 
old,  is  out  sick  too  much,  he  is  soon  off  the  pay- 
roll. Men  over  45  are  not  wanted.  Young  college 
men  are  hired  for  a  Saturday  to  work  twelve  to 
fourteen  hours,  at  top  speed,  for  as  little  as  $1.50. 
And  this  condition  exists  regardless  of  the  tre- 
mendous profits.  Mr.  President,  the  City  of 
Boston  is  in  need  of  revenue,  of  money,  to  properly 
feed  our  unemployed,  to  properly  feed,  house  and 
clothe  over  100,000  men,  women  and  children,  who 
are  in  need.  Here  is  an  opportunity  of  obtaining  a 
sizeable  sum.  The  tax  is  constitutional.  On  May 
18,  1931,  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States 
declared  a  chain-store  tax  constitutional  when 
levied  by  a  Legislature  in  the  so-called  Indiana 
Case. 


RADIOS   ON   POLICE  CARS. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  consider 
the  advisability  of  requesting  the  Governor  of  the 
Commonwealth  to  request  the  Police  Commis- 
sioner of  Boston  to  install  radios  on  police  cars. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  supplement- 
ing the  order  which  has  already  been  introduced 
by  Councilor  Ruby,  I  have  prepared  here  a  state- 
ment from  various  cities  in  the  -country  with 
reference  to  the  working  of  the  police  radio. 

Coun.  NORTON  was  allowed,  by  vote  of  the 
Council,  to  have  the  following  statement  prepared 
by  him  placed  in  the  record: 

A  short  time  ago  one  Charles  Solomon,  popu- 
larly known  as  "King"  Solomon,  was  murdered 
in  Boston.  The  crime  took  place  at  4.17  a.  m. 
in  the  morning,  at  the  Cotton  Club,  Boston. 
City  Hospital  officials  declared  they  notified  the 
police  at  4.30  a.  m.,  thirteen  minutes  later.  The 
report  of  the  crime  did  not  appear  on  the  "Police 
Teletype"  system,  notifying  all  station  houses  of 
the  crime,  until  8.42  a.  m.  of  the  same  day.     A 


short  period  after  the  crime  was  committed,  the 
murderers  were  stopped  in  West  Roxbury  by 
Officers  Henry  D.  Carmichael  and  Francis  A. 
Kenney.  These  officers  had  no  way  of  telling 
that  a  crime  had  been  committed.  The  criminals 
were  not  detained.  The  Boston  Post  referred  to 
this  occurrence  as  the  "biggest  police  bungle"  in 
years.  It  is  fair  to  say,  that  at  that  hour  of  the 
morning,  with  few  autos  on  the  road,  that  if  the 
police  radio  system  had  been  in  operation  in  Bos- 
ton, that  the  criminals  would  have  been  captured 
in  short  order.  Radio  receiving  sets  in  police  cars, 
continually  in  touch  with  police  headquarters,  is 
considered  by  many  experts  as  the  greatest  single 
advance  in  police  work  in  all  police  history.  Our 
citizens  of  Boston  are  entitled  to  the  protection 
that  police  cars  with  radio  receiving  sets  will 
give.  Under  this  system,  if  the  police-cruising 
cars  now  used  in  Boston  were  equipped  with 
radio,  a  policeman  could  be  at  any  home  in  Boston 
within  a  few  minutes  after  the  call  was  received 
asking  for  help.  JuBt  imagine  the  wonderful  in- 
strument that  police  radio  is.  A  woman  living 
in  the  Fairmount  or  Readville  section  of  Hyde 
Park,  on  the  outskirts  of  the  city,  or  in  Dorchester, 
South  Boston,  or  East  Boston,  or  at  any  point 
in  the  city,  believes  that  she  hears  an  intruder  in 
her  home  in  the  dead  of  the  night.  Perhaps  the 
father  is  away  and  the  mother  is  alone  with 
children.  She  phones  the  police  and  a  police  car 
swoops  down  upon  her  home  within  two  minutes! 
All  the  time,  while  rushing  to  the  home,  the  police, 
in  the  auto,  are  in  continuous  touch  with  any  new 
detail  that  may  develop.  Without  police  radio, 
a  police  car  may  be  "just  around  the  corner," 
the  police  totally  unware  that  a  robbery  is  being 
committed,  until  it  is  too  late.  Boston  is  entitled 
to  a  police  radio  system.  We  should  have  had  it 
a  year  ago,  but  the  Police  Commissioner  was 
against  it,  reporting  that  with  so  many  large 
buildings  and  much  steel  work  in  Boston,  that 
radio  receiving  on  police  cars  would  not  be  satis- 
factory, there  would  be  too  many  "dead  spots;" 
that  "crooks"  would  listen  in  on  police  calls; 
that  the  red  light  on  police  boxes  and  the  placing 
of  the  police  communication  (telephone)  system 
in  first-class  condition  should  be  the  first  con- 
sideration. This  attitude,  by  our  highest  police 
official  in  Boston,  reminds  one  of  the  attitude 
taken  by  certain  leading  members  of  the  medical 
profession  when  the  humble  French  chemist,  Louis 
Pasteur,  first  enunciated  the  germ  theory  of 
bacteriology  to  the  world.  The  experts  opposed 
the  ideas  of  Pasteur.  This  attitude  reminds  one 
of  that  taken  by  the  leading  bankers  of  America 
when  the  late  lamented  Woodrow  Wilson  pro- 
posed the  Federal  Reserve  law  to  the  Congress 
of  the  United  States.  An  overwhelming  majority 
of  our  great  bankers  went  on  record  as  opposed 
to  this  law.  claiming  that  it  would  destroy  the 
American  banking  system.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
it  has  proven  to  be  one  of  the  greatest  banking 
laws  ever  enacted,  and  those  bankers  who  con- 
demned the  law  lived  to  praise  it.  I  feel  that  it 
will  be  the  same  with  police  radio  in  Boston. 
The  experts  who  now  condemn  it  will  eventually 
praise  it.  To  oppose  police  radio  today,  in 
Boston,  is  to  oppose  science,  is  to  oppose  progress. 
Police  Commissioner  Edward  P.  Mulrooney  of 
New  York  City  declared  in  a  signed  article  which 
appeared  in  the  Boston  Sunday  Advertiser  of 
December  18,  1932,  page  2  M.  E.,  that  the  new 
police  radio  constitutes  "the  greatest  single 
advance  in  all  police  history.  The  United  States 
Radio  Commission,  in  its  annual  report  to  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States  (see  New  York 
Times,  December  25,  1932,  page  14  N.),  reported 
that  police  radio  systems  in  fifty  cities  transmitted 
155,656  emergency  calls  during  the  past  year  and 
served  a  population  of  32,585,000.  More  than 
2,200  police  autos  were  equipped  with  radio 
receivers.  The  average  time  required  to  transmit 
one  police  radio  call  was  one  minute  and  two 
seconds.  Police  Commissioner  Mulrooney  of  New 
York  City  in  the  above-mentioned  article  stated: 

"The  speed  of  action  which  radio  gives  us 
confers  three  major  advantages.  It  is  a  crime 
preventative.  It  increases  the  chances  of  im- 
mediate detection  and  capture,  thus  relieving 
the  department,  prosecutors  and  courts  of  the 
job  of  building  a  case  and  securing  conviction. 
When  criminals  escape  we  are  on  the  ground 
before  witnesses  have  dispersed  and  while  memories 
are  fresh,  often  thus  eliminating  hours  or  days 
of  routine  investigation. 

"The  mobility  of  the  system  may  be  indicated 
by  incidents  such  as  the  extortion  case  in  Jamaica 
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.     .     .     two  cars  converged  on  the  spot  and  the 
criminal  was  caught  as  he  left  the  phone  booth." 

In  a  Boston  Transcript  article  by  W.  A.  Mac- 
donald,  under  date  of  December  3,  1932  (Magazine 
Section,  page  3),  the  writer  states  regarding 
police  radios  in  auto  in  New  York  City: 

"Since  the  system  was  put  into  operation  on 
February  23,  1932,  there  has  not  been  a  single 
failure  to  reach  the  cars  in  7,000  direct  assignments 
given  by  radio.  Commissioner  Mulrooney  has  his 
own  car  equipped  with  radio.  He  is  always 
riding  about  New  York  at  night  and  it  is  his 
custom  to  answer  calls  when  he  is  in  the  vicinity 
of  a  crime.  It  has  been  the  constant  fear  of  the 
Police  Department  that  he  would  get  there  first 
some  day.  He  has  never  beaten  the  patrol  cars 
yet.  There  have  always  been  from  four  to  seven 
cars  ahead  of  him.  Some  day,  the  department 
predicts  sadly,  the  commissioner  will  get  there 
first  .  .  .  and,  being  the  first-class  cop  he  is, 
will  go  to  work.  The  department  doesn't  care 
for  the  idea  of  having  him  risk  his  life. 

"In  New  York  the  radio  cars  are  used  for  hot 
calls  only.  For  example,  a  woman  returning  to 
her  apartment  discovers  that  it  has  been  robbed, 
but  that  the  intruder  apparently  has  been  gone 
for  some  time.  She  notifies  the  police;  they 
handle  the  case  without  the  radio  cars.  But  if, 
when  the  woman  arrives  at  home  the  thief  is 
running  down  the  stairs,  her  call  for  police  as- 
sistance goes  out  on  the  air  to  the  cars.  Time  is 
everything  in  such  a  case. 

"The  driver  of  a  milk  truck  was  making  his 
collections  when  he  noticed  a  car  following  him 
.  he  momentarily  expected  to  be  attacked 
in  the  hallway  of  some  building.  So,  as  he  was 
making  out  a  receipt  for  a  customer,  without 
looking  to  see  if  he  was  being  watched,  he  wrote 
on  the  receipt  asking  the  customer  to  call  the 
police  and  tell  them  that  his  truck  was  being 
followed  and  that  his  route  lay  through  certain 
streets.  Police  headquarters,  instead  of  sending 
out  a  general  call,  assigned  a  specific  radio  car 
to  the  job  and  told  others  to  keep  off.  The  car 
assigned  took  up  the  case  .  .  .  observed  that 
a  car  was  following  the  milk  truck.  The  radio 
car  kept  its  distance  until  it  was  sure  of  the  indi- 
cations. Then  it  swerved  in,  cut  off  the  car  at 
the  curb  and  the  two  officers  grabbed  the  driver 
and  his  companion.  Both  prisoners  were  armed 
with  loaded  revolvers.  A  clever  milk-wagon 
driver  and  the  new  system  had  prevented  a 
crime." 

Mr.  President,  a  special  article  in  "The  Journal 
of  Electrical  Workers  and  Operators,"  for  January, 
'  1933  (page  9),  states  that  "Radio  is  now  one 
of  the  greatest  factors  in  the  prevention  of  crime. 
In  fifty  cities  in  one  month  of  1932  radio-equipped 
cars  accounted  for  12,676  arrests;  property  valued 
at  $386,953  was  recovered  and  155,657  emergency 
calls  were  answered  within  an  average  time  of 
one  minute  two  seconds  for  each  call." 

And  there  are  these  opinions: 
Edna   Trull,   Municipal   Administration  Service, 
309  East  34th  street,  New  York  City. 

"In  the  last  five  years,  as  a  result  of  reorganiza- 
tion and  installation  of  motor  patrol,  the  city  of 
Cincinnati  has  closed  up  three  district  stations 
and  two  substations." 

The  use  of  automobile,  and  more  recently  radio, 
has  materially  reduced  the  need  for  district  stations. 
W.    R.    Logan,    Deputy    Commissioner,    City    of 
Detroit,  Michigan. 

"However,  since  the  adoption  of  radio  in  the 
department,  I  really  believe  that  these  booths  are 
not  so  essential  from  the  standpoint  of  police 
efficiency,  as  radio  cars  are  continually  patrolling 
the  precincts,  and  can  be  dispatched  immediately 
to  the  scene  of  trouble." 

Austin  J.  Roche,  Commissioner  of  Police,  City 
of  Buffalo,  New  York. 

"Radio-equipped  cars  have  proved  so  valuable 
that  I  do  not  know  what  we  did  without  them. 
They  have  given  such  satisfactory  service  that  I 
have  given  the  citizens  of  Buffalo  a  guarantee  that 
if  they  will  call  Police  Headquarters  and  tell  their 
troubles  to  the  police  operator  we  will  have  at 
least  two  patrolmen  at  the  scene  of  the  complaint 
in  less  than  two  minutes  ...  in  fact,  we  have 
had  officers  at  the  scene  of  the  crime  before  the 
complainant  had  finished  telling  his  story  to  the 
telephone  operator.     .     .     ." 

Superintendent  John  Smith,  Detroit,  September 
28,  1932. 

"Two  men  in  a  radio-equipped  police  car  can 
perform   police   work   much   more   efficiently   and 


effectively  than  six  officers  in  three  automobiles 
could  do  w'ithout  the  radio,  and  at  the  same  time 
are  kept  in  touch  with  headquarters  for  emergency 
calls." 

James  P.  Allman,  Commissioner  of  Police,  Chicago, 

Illinois. 
"While  up  to  the  present  time  radio  in  police 
cars  has  not  resulted  in  cutting  down  on  the  num- 
ber of  stations,  we  are  contemplating  such  a  move." 
Oliver  T.   Re.mmers,  President  of  the  Board  of 

Police    Commissioners,    St.    Louis,    Missouri 

(Speech,   Cleveland   High    School,    St.    Louis, 

October  14,  1932). 
".  .  .  The  radio  can  bring  a  police  car  to 
the  scene  of  an  accident  or  a  crime  in  approx- 
imately one  minute  .  .  .  Our  radio  station 
lias  been  on  the  air  since  August,  1930  .  .  It 
has  proven  one  of  the  longest  steps  forward  ever 
taken  in  police  progress  .  .  Citizens  are  re- 
quested to  call  Police  Headquarters  upon  observ- 
ing any  unusual  or  suspicious  incidents." 

Mr.  President,  the  police  ears  at  the  present 
time  don't  know  what  is  going  on.  If  we  continue 
with  the  ideas  that  seem  to  prevail  at  the  present 
time  in  Commissioner  Hultman's  mind  it  will  be 
like  going  back  to  the  old  days  when  they  had  a 
red  light  hung  out  on  a  barn,  going  back  to  the 
system  of  fifty  years  ago,  at  the  time  of  Bob 
Sampson,  the  cop.  I  certainly  feel  that  the  City 
of  Boston  should  keep  pace  with  the  other  pro- 
gressive cities  of  this  country,  and  I  trust  that  the 
order  may  be  passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule.

FIVE-DAY  WEEK,   PRINTING 
DEPARTMENT. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  be  requested 
to  consider  the  advisability  of  placing  the  em- 
ployees of  the  Printing  Department  of  the  City  of 
Boston  on  a  five-day  week. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  would  be 
the  last  one  to  ask  for  a  pay  cut  of  city  employees, 
the  last  man  in  the  world  to  ask  that  city  em- 
ployees be  placed  upon  a  five-day  week  basis. 
But  here  is  the  situation  that  is  confronting  us  and 
has  been  confronting  us  for  a  long  period.  The 
employees  of  the  Printing  Plant  of  the  City  of 
Boston  have  been  asked  to  take  one  week  on  and 
one  week  off.  Some  of  those  men  have  been  in 
the  employ  of  the  plant  for  thirty  years,  without 
loss  of  pay,  have  never  been  asked  to  give  up  time 
or  to  take  a  cut.  That  is  the  situation  that  con- 
fronts us  today  in  this  city,  at  a  time  when  we  are 
finding  it  hard  or  impossible  to  raise  the  amount 
necessary  to  operate  the  city.  It  happens  that 
this  department  is  one  of  the  few  departments 
that  has  turned  over  money  enough  to  the  city 
treasury  so  that  the  employees  would  seem  to  be 
deserving  of  at  least  being  placed  on  a  five-day 
week  basis.  They  have  for  years  saved  many, 
many  thousands  of  dollars  a  year  to  the  city 
treasury.  Why  should  the  men  in  that  depart- 
ment now  be  asked  to  work  six  months  in  the  year 
and  loaf  for  six  months?  We  have  other  depart- 
ments where  the  work  has  been  practically  nil 
since  the  depression.  But  why  should  these  men, 
many  of  whom  have  been  there  for  twenty,  twenty- 
five  or  thirty  years,  in  a  department  that  has  not 
only  been  self-sustaining  but  has  turned  money 
into  the  city  treasury,  be  asked  to  work  six  months 
and  loaf  six  months,  while  there  are  other  depart- 
ments with  just  as  little  work  to  do  as  the  Printing 
Department,  where  the  employees  are  going  on 
continually? 

Coun.  MURRAY— Mr.  President,  I  think  this 
order  of  the  councilor  from  Hyde  Park  could  be 
taken  care  of  by  adopting  the  same  suggestion  I 
made  in  regard  to  the  other  order,  simply  allowing 
to  the  clerks  and  registrars  in  the  courts  enough 
money  for  three  months,  and  then  seeing  how  the 
thing  works  out.  It  may  well  be  that  the  Print- 
ing Department  will  be  able  to  operate  as  it  has  in 
the  past. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  hope  the 
councilor  who  favors  voting  against  a  budget 
allowance  for  more  than  three  months,  at  this 
time,  will  remember  that  when  the  time  comes  to 
vote  on  the  budget. 

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  President,  nobody  ever 
accused  me  of  being  afraid  to  vote  any  way  I  chose 
to. 
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Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  am  not  ac- 
cusing the  colleague  on  my  right  of  any  such  thing, 
but  if  my  memory  serves  me  right  in  a  similar 
situation  to  this,  which  was  developed  last  year, 
when  it  came  to  voting  millions  upon  millions  in 
the  budget,  and  millions  upon  millions  for  favored 
contractors,  the  Mohawk  Packing  Company  and 
others,  the  friends  of  the  contractors  here  went 
through  for  them  unanimously.  Now,  the  budget 
this  year  is  coming  up  within  a  few  weeks.  To 
act  upon  that  budget  is  the  only  real  power  we 
have.  If  we  vote  for  a  three  months'  budget,  we 
will  make  it  possible  for  these  men  whom  it  is 
now  proposed  to  place  on  a  six  months'  basis  in 
the  Printing  Department,  to  at  least  get  a  square 
deal  under  a  five-day  week,  and  will  insist  that  the 
various  county  officials,  instead  of  farming  out 
their  printing  work  and  printing  materials  to  inde- 
pendents, will  give  the  work  to  our  City  Printing 
Plant  itself.  So  I  ask  the  colleague  if  he  is  ready 
to  state  today  that  he  will  vote  for  a  three  months' 
budget? 

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  President,  in  answer  to 
my  colleague,  who  wanders  in  his  arguments  all 
over  the  United  States,  I  will  state  that  I  am 
simply  interested  here  in  the  City  of  Boston,  and 
that  I  am  willing  and  ready  to  meet  anything 
that  comes  up  before  us  that  concerns  our  city  at 
any  time.  I  shall  cross  the  bridge  when  I  come 
to  it,  and  I  will  not  go  over  to  New  York,  Phila- 
delphia or  other  cities,  but  will  confine  myself  to 
Boston  and  will  vote  for  Boston.  I  will  do  what 
is  right  when  the  time  comes. 

The  order  was. referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 


REDUCTION    OF    MORTGAGE    INTEREST 

RATES. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,   That  the   Mayor   of   Boston   consider 
the  advisability  of  requesting  the  banking  interests 
of  Boston  to  reduce  their  mortgage  interest  rates 
to  a  maximum  of  4  per  cent. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  we  have 
thousands  of  home  owners  in  Boston  who  are 
paying  5,  6,  7,  and  sometimes  8  per  cent  on 
mortgages.  The  President  of  the  United  States 
is  thinking  at  the  present  time  of  requesting  the 
legislative  committees  of  both  Houses  of  Congress 
to  consider  in  some  form  a  measure  that  will  lend 
itself  to  decreasing  the  amount  of  interest  now 
being  paid  on  mortgages.  We  have  in  Boston 
thousands  of  home  owners  unable  to  pay  even 
the  interest  on  their  mortgages  at  the  present 
time.  It  would  seem  to  me  that  if  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  led  this  fight,  it  would  be  possible  to  have 
the  banking  interests  of  Boston  agree  to  reduce 
their  rates  of  interest  on  mortgages  as  suggested. 
I  might  say  that  the  largest  mortgage  house  in 
New  York  has  requested  the  various  other  banks 
and  mortgage  companies  of  New  York  City  to 
join  with  them  in  reducing  the  rate  of  mortgage 
interest.  My  colleague  refers  to  the  fact  that  he 
does  not  go  to  other  cities.  Let  me  say  to  him 
that  he  can  go  to  other  cities  and  obtain  a  great 
deal  of  help.  Some  of  the  greatest  progress  in 
the  world  results  from  seeing  what  is  done  in 
other  places.  That  great  leader  in  our  United 
States  Supreme  Court,  Louis  D.  Brandeis,  said 
that  each  state  was  a  laboratory  that  was  trying 
to  work  out  serious  experiments  and  that  we  have 
to  observe  what  is  being  done  in  the  various  states. 
Mr.  President,  to  some  this  is  a  kind  of  a  joke. 
They  are  "all  out  of  step  but  Jim."  But  the 
interest  on  mortgages  in  Boston  within  two  years 
will  be  reduced  to  4  per  cent,  I  beUeve,  as  that  is 
the  trend  throughout  the  country.  I  believe  if 
Boston  will  take  this  step  it  will  at  least  be  paving 
the  way,  and  anticipating  a  time  that  will  arrive 
in  less  than  two  years. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  certainly  do 
not  think  this  is  a  joke.  I  think  it  is  pretty  serious, 
when  it  comes  to  the  question  of  rate  of  interest 
on  mortgages.  Also,  it  is  important  to  observe 
what  is  done  in  other  states  and  in  European 
countries,  so  that  we  may  make  an  intelligent 
comparison.  It  is  a  joke,  however,  in  so  far  as 
the  Council  is  concerned,  because,  regardless  of 
any  action  we  may  take,  it  is  impossible  to  get 
any  action  from  the  powers  that  be  that  will 
result  in  what  is  desired.  When  you  come  to  the 
real  situation,  however,  it  certainly  is  not  a  joke 
at  all.  I  would  like  to  see  a  constructive  program, 
so  that  something  might  be  done  to  help  the 
people  of   Boston;  something  looking  to  methods 


which  might  be  put  into  effect  and  which  would 
be  of  benefit  to  our  citizens.  Nobody  would  be 
more  pleased  than  I  if  it  were  possible  to  have 
such  action  taken  through  the  City  Council. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  the  councilor 
from  Ward  17  refers  to  the  fact  that  we  have  no 
power.  One  of  the  greatest  men  who  ever  sat 
in  this  body,  Henry  Parkman,  said  that  after  we 
passed  the  budget  we  might  as  well  go  home. 
Well,  if  the  Council  is  going  to  take  that  stand- 
point on  every  order  introduced  here,  we  would 
not  have  two  orders  introduced  in  a  month.  There 
is  one  thing  to  remember,  however,  and  that  is 
that  this  is  the  greatest  body  in  this  part  of  Massa- 
chusetts or  of  New  England  for  one  thing,  and 
that  is  publicity.  The  average  councilor  here 
gets  more  publicity  than  any  ten  representatives 
or  ten  senators  at  the  State  House  put  together. 
This  is  a  great  broadcasting  bureau,  offering  a 
great  opportunity  to  bring  things  out  into  the 
open.  We  do  have  power,  although  in  one  sense 
we  do  not  have  power.  We  have  no  power  to 
have  the  police  radio  introduced,  but  we  can  have 
the  question  agitated.  We  have  not  power 
enough  to  hold  up  the  police  payroll.  The  Police 
Commissioner,  no  matter  what  we  may  do,  can 
get  an  order  from  the  court  under  which  we  would 
have  to  grant  the  police  payroll.  But  it  is  not 
true  that  we  have  no  power,  because  we  still  have 
the  power  of  publicity.  The  Mayor  of  Boston, 
of  course,  comes  pretty  near  being  supreme  in 
city  affairs.  That  was  the  result  of  legislation 
passed  under  which  it  was  intended  that  a  certain 
man  who  expected  to  be  Mayor  in  1909  should 
be  elected  to  that  office.  No  mayor  in  America 
has  the  tremendous  power  that  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  has  under  the  city  charter.  So  if  we  are 
simply  going  to  confine  ourselves  to  the  introduc- 
tion of  orders  in  regard  to  which  we  have  real 
power,  we  could  introduce  very  few  orders  in  the 
body.  I  think  we  all  realize  that  after  we  have 
passed  the  budget,  we  have  no  further  rights  in 
regard  to  it,  under  the  law  by  which  we  are 
governed.

LOANS  TO  CITY  BY  FIRST  NATIONAL 
BANK. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Finance  Commission  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  investi- 
gate the  circumstances  surrounding  the  recent 
two  loans  obtained  by  the  city  from  the  First 
National  Bank  of  Boston  at  exorbitant  rates  of 
interest  and  without  competition. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  it  might  be  very 
interesting  to  the  two  gentlemen  who  have  just 
spoken  on  taxes,  the  councilors  from  Wards  17  and 
18,  to  pay  particular  attention  to  what  I  am  going 
to  say  regarding  taxes,  banks,  and  so  forth.  In 
1932  the  City  of  Boston  borrowed  twenty-two 
times  in  anticipation  of  taxes.  I  might  say  that 
the  Mayor,  after  this  disclosure,  will  say  that  he 
is  not  concerned  with  what  Kelly  says,  but  thank 
God,  the  public  of  Boston  are.  Twenty-one  times 
the  city  received  bids  in  competition  and  thereby 
brought  the  interest  rate  the  city  had  to  pay  down 
from  5.85  per  cent  to  91-100  of  one  per  cent.  The 
twenty-second  time  the  city  borrowed  was  in 
December,  1932,  and  it  happened  that  the  amount 
borrowed  at  that  time  was  the  largest  amount 
borrowed  at  any  time  during  the  entire  year  — 
namely,  $5,000,000.  This  loan  was  made  from 
the  First  National  Bank  secretly.  No  one  but 
the  Mayor,  the  City  Treasurer  and  President 
Stockton  of  the  First  National  Bank  were  per- 
mitted to  know  anything  about  it  until  the  loan 
was  negotiated.  It  then  turned  out  that  the  city 
was  paying  3  per  cent,  at  a  time  when  almost 
every  municipality,  big  and  small,  in  the  entire 
community  was  paying  1  per  cent,  or  less.  That 
is,  the  city  on  this  loan  of  $5,000,000  was  paying, 
from  the  taxpayers'  money,  $150,000  every  year, 
when  little  towns  and  cities  of  the  Commonwealth 
could  borrow  the  same  amount,  with  competition, 
at  1  per  cent,  or  $50,000  per  year.  That  is,  it  was 
a  grab,  a  great  larceny  of  $100,000Jof  the  taxpayers' 
money.  I  defy  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  deny  this 
thievery.  It  was  worse  than  stealing  the  tradi- 
tional candy  from  the  baby,  or  stealing  change 
from  a  blind  man.  Let  us  see  what  else  they  did. 
On  February  1,  five  or  six  days  ago,  the  City  of 
Boston  placed  its  first  tax-anticipation  loan  for 
$2,000,000  this  year.     The  Treasury  Department 
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inserted   notices   in   the   newspapers   about   three 
days  before  the  bids  were  due  that  it  would  re- 
ceive bids,  but  the  placing  of  the  loan  was  delayed 
until  within  twenty-four  hours  of  the  time  when 
the  city  must  have  the  money.     No  bids  were  re- 
ceived, because  the  First  National  Bank  apparently 
made  arrangements  to   keep   all  possible  bidders 
out.     Within  an  hour  after  receiving  the  bid  the 
loan  was  placed  with  the  First  National  Bank,  this 
time  at  2J   per   cent,   while   other   municipalities 
were  getting  money  at  less  than  1  per  cent.     Now, 
what  is  that,  Mr.  President  and  members  of    the 
Council?     Is   that   thievery?     Is   that   graft    and 
corruption?     It  is  apparent  that  the  Mayor  and 
the  City  Treasurer,  Edmund  L.  Dolan,  who  was 
formerly   an   employee   of   President   Stockton   of 
the   First   National   Bank,    cooperated   with    Mr. 
Stockton   in   guaranteeing   to   the   First   National 
Bank  this  lucrative  business  at  a  high  rate  of  in- 
terest, and  keeping  competitors  out  of  the  Boston 
field.     It   is   very   much    worthy   of    notice,    Mr. 
President  and  members  of   the   Council  who  are 
interested  in  the  public,  that  the  First  National 
Bank  only  allows  to  the  city  on  money  of  the  tax- 
payers  deposited   with    the   bank   one-quarter   of 
one  per  cent,  and  we  have  there  always  on  deposit 
an  amount  in  excess  of  a  million  dollars.     It  might 
be  interesting  to  know,  colleagues,  what  connec- 
tion the  placing  of  a  S50.000  mortgage  on  his  house 
by   Mayor   Curley   last   November   had   with   his 
hold  on  the  First  National  Bank  of  the  City  of 
Boston.     No  wonder,  when  I  stepped  down  into 
the  City  Treasurer's  office  as  a  duly  elected  mem- 
ber of  the  City  Council  and  asked  to  inspect  the 
books  last  Thursday,  I  was  told  that  I  would  not 
be  able  to  inspect  "the  books.     Well,  let  us  see  if 
they  can  stop  my  writ  of  mandamus  that  I  am 
filing  in  the  court  tomorrow  morning  to   compel 
the  City  Treasurer  to  bring  the  books  up  before 
the  legislative   body   of   the   Commonwealth   and 
produce  facts  and  figures.     I  will  show  tomorrow 
morning  where  Edmund  L.  Doland  and  James  M. 
Curley  wrecked  two  banks  in   Boston  by  heavy 
and  unwarranted  withdrawals  of  my  money,  your 
money,  gentlemen,  and  your  constituents'  money. 
I  will  show  that.     I  don't  think  the  judge  of  the 
Superior  Court  will  refuse  my  writ  of  mandamus 
that  is  to  be  drawn  up  and  filed  before  five  o'clock 
this  afternoon  in  the  Superior  Court  of  the  county. 
We   will  see  about   this   graft  and   corruption  of 
Edmund  L.   Dolan  and  James  M.  Curley.     Is  it 
no  crime  to  steal  $127,000,  representing  an  amount 
above  the  average  rate  of  interest  of  towns  and 
cities?     We  will  see  if  that  committee  of  fifteen 
of  the  Legislature,  the  Committee  on  Rules,  when 
I  present  tomorrow  my  evidence  of  graft  and  cor- 
ruption through  the  past  three  years,  will  not  take 
action  looking  to  an  investigation  of  this  almighty 
Mayor  of  Boston  who  thinks  he  can  steal  and  do 
whatever  he  wants  to   with  the  poor   taxpayers' 
money.     We  will  see  what  the  Legislature  will  do 
after  Kelly  goes  up  there  tomorrow  and  goes  on 
the  radio  the  latter  part  of  the  week,  giving  the 
public  some  facts  and  data.     We  will  see  if  there 
will  not  be  an  investigation  by  the  legislative  com- 
mittee of  the  Commonwealth;  and  I  assure  them, 
as  I  assure  everyone  of  my  colleagues  here,  that 
if  that  investigation  is  granted,  just  as  surely  as 
you,  Mr.  President,  and  the  colleagues  are  Bitting 
here,  and  I  make  this  as  a  public  utterance  with- 
out fear   of   contradiction,   the   discrepancies  will 
be  shown  up,  and  the  Mayor  of  Boston  and  his 
crooked  transactions  will  make  Mayor  Walker  of 
New  York  look  like  an  innocent  babe  in  his  mother's 
arms.     Let  us  see  what  tomorrow  develops  in  this 
city.     I  am  making  a  taxpayers'  fight,  and  I  want 
the  cooperation  of  every  man  in  this  Council.     I 
ask  you  all  to  be  there  tomorrow  in  a  body,  and  I 
ask  you  to  go  and  see  what  will  be  brought  out 
by  this  gentleman  who  receives  $20,000  a  year, 
taken    out    of    the    pockets    of   the    taxpayers    of 
Boston, —  twice  as  much  as  the  Governor  of  the 
Commonwealth,  and  the  man   who  is  Mayor  of 
Boston  has  greater  power  than  any  other  mayor 
in  the  entire  country,  than  even  the  President  of 
the  United  States  has,  because,  when  the  President 
of  the  United  States  appoints  a  department  head 
that   head   has   to   be   confirmed   by   the   Senate. 
When  the  President  vetoes  something  passed  by 
either  or  both  branches  of  Congress,  that  legisla- 
tive body  has  a  right  by  a  two-thirds  vote  to  over- 
ride his  veto.     With  twenty-two  members  elected 
here  for  two  years,  no  matter  what  action  is  taken 
by   this   honorable    body,    the    Mayor,    with    the 
power  he  has,  can  just  laugh  at  us,  because  we  are 
the  one  City  Council  in  the  entire  world  that  has 
no  power  to  override  the  Mayor's  veto.     We  are 


elected  by  legislative  act  for  two  years,  while  the 
Mayor  sits  down  there  with  almighty  power  for 
four  years  and  wields  a  whip  on  his  public  officials, 
his  department  heads.  We  have  to  stand  for  that 
sort  of  thing  in  the  City  of  Boston,  and  the  depart- 
ment heads  have  nothing  to  say  about  it.  He  can 
fire  them  and  hire  them,  and,  while  we  are  the 
city  fathers,  we  have  no  power.  I  ask  that  this 
order  be  passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to 
ask  that  the  order  be  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee  and  that  the  auditor  of  the  City  of 
Boston  be  asked  to  appear  before  that  committee, 
where  he  can  be  asked  particularly  about  rates 
of  interest,  because,  if  I  am  correct,  we  in  Boston 
are  paying  less  for  money  than  is  being  paid  by 
any  city  of  equal  size  in  the  country.  For  that 
reason  I  ask  that  the  order  be  sent  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  and  that  the  auditor  be  sent  for. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  have  no 
objection  at  all  to  the  order  being  sent  to  the 
Executive  Committee,  where  every  statement  I 
have  made  will  be  corroborated.  Therefore,  I  will 
not  insist  on  the  passage  of  my  order  at  this  time. 
But  I  do  object,  if  it  is  going  into  executive,  into 
a  session  behind  closed  doors,  to  having  it  laid 
on  the  table  there.  If  I  have  assurance  of  the 
councilor  that  that  order  will  be  reported  back 
later  today,  "Ought  to  pass"  or  "Ought  not  to 
pass,"  I  have  no  objection  to  its  being  referred 
to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  don't  want  to 
enter  into  any  lengthy  discussion.  But  I  do  think 
it  is  rather  strange  that  the  councilor  on  my 
right  (Coun.  Kelly),  within  two  weeks  of  what 
has  happened  here,  should  ask  me  to  give  him 
any  assurance  whatsoever.  I  shall  exercise  the 
prerogative  of  every  member  of  the  City  Council 
of  forming  my  own  judgment  and  acting 
accordingly. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  the  allegations 
of  the  councilor  are  pretty  fierce  in  their  nature. 
Naturally,  this  is  an  important  matter  to  the 
councilors  sitting  around  this  horseshoe.  We 
don't  know  whether  or  not  those  facts  are  true. 
The  councilor  has  indicted  by  .name  certain 
individuals  of  very  terrible  and  heinous  crimes. 
The  members  of  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  of 
course,  are  very  much  interested  and  we  should 
know  all  about  it.  It  is  not  so  necessary  that  it 
should  be  taken  up  in  the  Legislature.  It  is  not 
necessary  that  the  people  on  Beacon  Hill  should 
get  this  information.  But  it  is  necessary  that  the 
councilors  of  the  City  of  Boston  should  have  it, 
and  I  think  the  auditor  should  be  called  and  any- 
body else  who  can  give  us  enlightenment  as  to  what 
is  going  on,  so  that  we  can  be  apprised  of  the  facts 
and  can  act  accordingly.  However,  I  will  say 
that  these  are  allegations  that  have  not  been 
proven.  At  the  same  time,  we  want  to  be  sure 
that  we  are  looking  at  the  matter  with  an  open 
mind  and  that  the  allegations  are  susceptible  of 
proof.  There  should  be  an  opportunity  to  get 
the  evidence  and  proof  in  executive  session. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  amend,  to  have  the  City  Treasurer  or  his 
representative  there. 

President  McGRATH— The  order  has  been 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


REPORT    OF   COMMITTEE    ON    FINANCE. 

Coun.  DOWD,  for  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
submitted  the  following: 

1.  Report  on  order  (referred  January  9),  that 
sum  of  $500,000  be  appropriated,  to  be  expended 
by  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  for  Recon- 
struction of  Streets — that  same  ought  not  to  pass, 
without  prejudice. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  the  committee's 
report  on  the  order  for  reconstruction  of  streets 
is  that  the  present  order  ought  not  to  pass,  without 
prejudice,  and  a  new  order  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
clerk.  We  take  this  action  because  of  the  fact 
that,  for  the  first  time,  the  Finance  Committee 
finds  itself  in  a  very  peculiar  situation.  Our  first 
duty  is  to  see  that  the  pay  rolls  are  provided  for 
and  that  there  is  sufficient  money  in  the  city 
treasury  to  take  care  of  public  welfare  and  our 
institutions.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Works  Rourke  is  away  and  will 
not  return  until  February  27,  and  because  of  the 
fact  that  that  order  would  become  law  on  March

8,  thereby  depriving  us  of  an  opportunity  to 
properly  pass  upon  the  matter,  we  feel,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  report  we  have  made,  that  leave 
to  withdraw  or  rejection  without  prejudice  should 
be  the  action  taken.  You  will  note  that  there 
is  $317,000  unexpended  in  this  appropriation  from 
last  year,  with  which  they  can  go  to  work  at  the 
present  time,  but  they  will  not  start  on  contracts 
until  the  first  of  March.  There  is  the  sum  of 
$130,000  for  patch  paving  contractors  in  the  City 
of  Boston — and  I  think  it  is  certainly  a  question 
in  the  minds  of  some  of  us  whether  it  would  not 
be  a  wise  thing  to  undertake  to  construct  these 
new  streets  with  employees  of  the  city.  There 
are  a  number  of  questions  that  arise  in  connection 
with  this  matter.  For  that  reason,  we  are  pro- 
posing leave  to  withdraw  or  rejection  of  the 
present  order  without  prejudice. 

Coun.  BURKE— Mr.  President,  as  for  the  ex- 
penditure of  $500,000  for  work  of  this  kind,  if  we 
hold  such  matters  in  abeyance,  naturally  it  is 
going  to  deprive  men  who  are  out  of  employment 
of  the  opportunity  to  work.  We  should  be  very 
cautious  in  doing  anything  of  that  sort.  If  pos- 
sible, we  should  try  to  get  the  information  we 
desire  as  soon  as  possible, — possibly  sooner  than 
the  return  of  the  Public  Works  Commissioner, — 
so  that  we  can  act  upon  the  matter  without  delay, 
because  each  and  every  day  this  sort  of  thing  is 
hung  up  is  depriving  men  of  going  to  work. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  every  member 
of  the  Council  knows  only  too  well  that  the  resur- 
facing and  rebuilding  of  streets  only  furnishes 
employment  to  the  fathers-in-law  and  sons-in-law 
of  a  few  favored  contractors.  So,  before  the 
Finance  Committee  gets  under  way  this  year,  let 
it  be  understood  that  it  is  the  chairman's  point 
of  view  and  the  view  of  other  members  of  the 
committee,  that  every  order  of  that  sort  is  simply 
going  to  furnish  employment  to  a  few  individuals 
connected  with  contractors  who  have  the  job. 
Last  year  we  gave  money  willingly  under  the 
guise  of  relieving  unemployment,  and  we  are  now 
very  much  surprised  to  find  that  there  is  $317,000 
unexpended.  What  is  to  prevent  the  Public 
Works  Commissioner  or  the  Acting  Commissioner 
of  Public  Works  advertising  streets  to  the  extent 
of  $317,000?  They  stopped  in  December  and 
won't  advertise  streets  for  construction  until  the 
middle  of  March.  They  sent  to  us  a  list  of  streets, 
and  I  believe  members  of  the  Council  should  be 
protected.  Each  one  of  our  districts  pays  taxes, 
and  each  one  has  very  serious  needs  in  this  line. 
But  the  list  we  have  received  is  only  a  tentative 
list,  and  when  we  asked  Mr.  Carven,  representing 
Mr.  Rourke,  if  these  are  the  streets  that  are  going 
to  be  done,  we  received  the  reply  that  he  does  not 
know,  that  the  commissioner  will  do  as  he  sees  fit. 
Therefore,  I  say  to  the  Council  that  before  I  vote 
on  a  single  street  construction,  I  am  going  to  find 
out  where  they  are  going  to  do  them.  We  have 
been  kidded  for  seven  long  years,  have  been  given 
tentative  lists,  and  then  they  come  in  town  or 
wherever  they  desire  and  resurface  streets,  irre- 
spective of  the  list.  I  believe,  in  justice  to  the 
twenty-two  members  of  this  body — to  Coun. 
Gallagher,  Kelly,  Green,  Curtis,  Fitzgerald,  Nor- 
ton— we  should  each  have  our  proper  share  of  the 
streets,  and  this  tentative  list  submitted  to  the 
committee  is  not  fair  to  the  twenty-two  members 
of  the  Council.  We  have  nothing  to  lose  by  wait- 
ing. The  commissioner  will  be  away  until  the 
27th  of  February.  They  will  not  start  awarding 
contracts  until  the  first  of  March.  They  have 
$317,000  lying  idle.  So  let  us  not  kid  ourselves 
that  these  orders  are  going  to  relieve  the  unem- 
ployment situation  because,  I  repeat,  they  will 
be  only  for  the  benefit  of  the  fathers-in-law  and 
brothers-in-law  and  sons-in-law  of  the  contractors 
getting  the  jobs.  Personally,  I  would  rather  see 
the  work  done  by  city  labor.  We  can  build  tun- 
nels with  city  labor,  and  why  cannot  we  build 
streets?  Why  not  put  some  of  the  city  labor  on 
the  streets  and  pay  the  men  a  living  wage? 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  as  has  been 
said,  these  orders  are  only  in  the  interest  of  a  few 
favored  contractors.  The  $500,000  will  put  some 
machines  at  work,  but  very  few  men.  We  are 
told  about  furnishing  employment  to  fathers  and 
brothers-in-law.  The  money  will  put  to  work  even 
only  a  few  of  the  fathers  and  brothers-in-law. 
Colonel  Frederick  Stuart  Greene,  one  of  the  greatest 
road  builders  in  the  country  and  Public  Works 
Commissioner  of  New  York,  the  man  who  did 
some  splendid  work  overseas  with  General  Pershing 
in  France,  and  one  of  the  great  road  builders  of 
the  state  of  New  York,  recently  sent  a  letter  stat- 


ing that  an  appropriation  of  $100,000  on  road 
work  would  place  only  fifteen  men  at  work,  and 
at  that  rate  $500,000  would  place  only  seventy- 
five  men  at  work;  and,  judging  from  what  we 
have  already  seen  in  our  city,  a  very  large  pro- 
portion of  those  would  not  be  able  to  speak  Eng- 
lish and  could  live  on  15  cents  a  day.  Now, 
here  is  an  opportunity  to  do  something  besides 
talking.  This  is  something  that  touches  on  people 
where  it  hurts,  in  the  pocketbook.  The  sort  of 
thing  that  we  have  seen  going  on  cannot  go  on 
unless  they  have  the  money,  and  we  have  an 
opportunity  to  hold  on  to  the  taxpayers'  money 
in  a  year  when  they  need  it  so  much.  Let  us 
insist,  so  far  as  we  can,  on  men  being  put  at  work 
who  are  our  citizens,  who  need  the  work.  Let 
them  build  the  roads,  as  is  being  done  in  Detroit, 
'Frisco,  and  every  other  large  city  in  this  great 
country,  instead  of  giving  the  money  to  the  con- 
tractors and  having  them  employ  men  who  don't 
even  speak  English. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  I  would  suggest 
that  we  eliminate  the  contractors  altogether,  and 
eliminate  the  machines  also,  giving  the  work  to 
the  city  employees  of  Boston  and  other  boys  who 
need  it,  by  day  labor. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  as  you  prob- 
ably know,  last  year  and  again  this  year  I  put  in 
orders  calling  upon  the  Public  Works  Commis- 
sioner to  construct  streets  by  day  labor,  and  you 
will  readily  recall  the  answer  that  came  back  to 
the  City  Council.  You  know,  Mr.  President,  as 
well  as  every  member  of  the  City  Council,  that 
there  will  be  no  provision  made  by  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  or  the  Public  Works  Commissioner  to  have 
the  work  done  by  day  labor.  I,  for  one,  wish 
that  it  could  be  so  accomplished,  that  the  day 
labor  system  could  be  inaugurated  and  carried 
out,  so  that  a  great  many  employees  could  be  put 
at  work  at  living  wages,  not  having  this  money- 
turned  over  to  a  few  favored  contractors,  as  lias 
been  done  in  the  past.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Mayor 
and  the  Public  Works  Commissioner  to  do  away 
with  the  private  contractors  until  the  period  of 
depression  has  gone  by,  at  least.  But  the  worthy 
chairman  of  the  committee  has  stated  one  reason 
for  holding  this  up  to  be  that  the  work  had  not 
been  allocated  to  the  various  wards  in  what  he 
considered  was  a  proper  manner;  so  I  think  the 
information  might  be  received  now,  even  if  the 
Public  Works  Commissioner  is  away,  treating  this 
as  an  unemployment  measure  and  giving  those 
people  who  have  not  been  fortunate  enough  to 
get  jobs  a  chance  to  go  to  work.  I  know  of  a 
lot  whom  I  have  had  put  to  work  on  construction, 
and  they  were  not  brothers-in-law  and  not  rela- 
tives. Unfortunately,  the  gentleman  cannot  put 
men  at  work  for  contractors,  but  that  does  not 
mean  that  I  cannot, — and  I  am  not  any  more  in 
favor  of  favored  contractors  than  he.  I  have  got 
up  here  time  and  time  again  and  stood  for  day 
labor.  I  have  thought  at  different  times  that  it 
was  well  to  bring  it  before  the  body  and  have  a 
discussion  and  vote  on  it.  Of  course,  if  the 
majority  don't  want  such  action  taken,  they  can 
vote  accordingly.  But  my  reason  for  believing 
that  this  should  be  hurried  along  is  that  the  money 
might  be  available,  so  that  when  spring  comes 
we  will  be  in  a  position  to  advertise  and  put  men 
at  work. 

Coun  DOWD — Mr.  President,  in  answer  to  the 
councilor  from  Dorchester  (Coun.  Burke)  when 
he  speaks  of  his  placing  men  at  work,  I  will  simply 
sav  that  I  am  very  glad  one  city  councilor  can 
place  men  at  work. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  information.  I  would  like  to  ask,  through 
the  Chair,  if  the  councilor  will  name  a  contractor 
who  puts  men  at  work? 

Coun.  BURKE — Yes,  Mr.  President,  there  are 
at  least  ten  contractors  in  this  City  of  Boston 
who,  in  my  opinion,  are  perfectly  honest  and 
giving  fair  values  for  the  money  they  are  receiving 
from  the  city — and  that  does  not  include  the 
so-called  favored  contractors.  But  there  are  men, 
contractors,  in  this  city,  who  have  put  men  at 
work  on  city  jobs.  They  were  able  to  place  men 
for  me,  and  I  thank  them  from  the  bottom  of  my 
heart  

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  order.  I  believe  I  still  have  the  floor.  Is  the 
gentleman  making  a  political  speech  or  answering 
a  question? 

Coun.  BURKE — Answering  a  question. 

President  McGRATH— The  Chair  would  say 
that  Councilor  Dowd  has  the  floor  and  that  all 
other  remarks  are  out  of  order. 
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Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  would  correct 
the  councilor  from  Dorchester  in  saying  that  I  am 
holding  this  up  because  of  allocation  of  streets. 
In  fairness  I  will  say,  however,  that  I  believe  every 
member  of  the  Council  should  have  one  or  two 
streets  attended  to  in  his  ward,  or  perhaps  the 
main  street  in  his  ward.  But  the  main  reason 
why  I  have  been  holding  it  up  is  because  of  these 
contractors.  He  says  that  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
will  not  put  men  at  work  under  the  day  labor 
system.  My  answer  to  the  Mayor  of  Boston  is, 
"If  you  won't  put  men  at  work  on  day  labor,  we 
will  not  give  you  $500,000,"  and  the  only  ones 
who  will  suffer  are  the  contractors.  When 
$5,000,000  can  be  spent  at  Governor  square  on 
day  labor,  when  an  important  tunnel  can  be  dug 
by  day  labor,  why  can't  men  working  for  the  city 
be  placed  on  the  streets  under  the  day  labor  sys- 
tem? We  have  a  Transit  Department  at  the 
present  time,  with  the  engineers  not  doing  any- 
thing, because  they  haven't  the  work  to  do.  Why 
can't  those  engineers  go  in  and  lay  out  streets  and 
why  cannot  men  be  then  taken  from  public  wel- 
fare, given  a  living  wage,  and  have  paid  to  them 
the  half-million  dollars  appropriated,  which  will 
then  go  into  homes  of  our  citizens  and  not  into  the 
pockets  of  a  few  contractors?  The  gentleman 
from  Dorchester  said  that  there  are  ten  con- 
tractors whom  he  considers  are  doing  an  honest 
job,  aside  from  the  so-called  favor  contractors. 
It  has  been  my  hope  that  this  year,  say  two  streets 
apiece  might  be  done  in  each  of  our  wards,  doing 
work  that  is  needed,  and  that  it  might  be  done  by 
day  labor  of  our  own  people,  our  own  citizens. 
But  as  a  matter  of  fact,  most  of  the  Boston  work 
has  been  done  by  just  a  few  favored  contractors, 
and  you  cannot  get  men  placed  on  any  of  the  jobs. 
If  you  go  on  to  a  $50,000  job  you  will  not  find 
twenty  men  working  there,  and  many  of  those 
cannot  speak  English.  Of  course,  you  will  find 
the  machinery.  But  I  say  it  is  not  fair  to  set  up 
the  cry  of  relieving  unemployment  and  insisting 
on  the  passage  of  an  order  like  this,  when  there 
is  now  left  over  from  last  year's  appropriation 
$317,000  unexpended.  Why  didn't  they  spend 
the  money  last  year,  placing  men  at  work?  The 
Mayor  is  not  fair  when  he  asks  us  to  pass  these 
orders  under  the  guise  of  unemployment.  The 
same  thing  applies  to  these  several  orders,  for 
stores,  for  reconstruction  of  streets,  and  for  high- 
ways, making  of.  Our  first  duty  is  to  the  men 
and  women  who  are  suffering  in  Boston,  men  and 
women  who  are  on  the  public  welfare.  I  wonder 
what  is  going  to  happen.  We  are  now  $17,000,000 
behind  on  collections.  I  wonder  where  this  money 
is  coming  from.  Councilor  Kelly  says  that  the 
City  of  Boston  is  paying  3  per  cent  for  the  money 
it  borrows.  Yes,  and  before  the  year  is  out,  we 
will  be  paying  5  per  cent  to  the  bankers,  unless 
we  cut  out  the  alleged  graft  that  is  going  on  in  the 
City  of  Boston.  I  think  the  position  of  the  com- 
mittee is  fair.  I  do  say  that  every  member  of 
this  Council  should  have  allocated  to  his  ward 
two  or  three  streets.  There  is  no  reason  why  one 
ward  should  have  30  per  cent  and  another  20  per 
cent,  and  so  on.  Before  I  vote  on  the  order,  I 
want  to  know  from  Mr.  Rourke  himself  where 
the  streets  are  going  to  be,  and  why  we  cannot 
build  them  with  our  own  people  and  our  own 
engineers. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  would  sug- 
gest that  the  councilor  put  in  an  order  requesting 
that  information  from  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  and 
then  we  can  proceed  with  the  appropriation. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  I  have  more 
streets  in  Ward  18,  I  believe,  than  there  are  in 
any  other  dozen  wards  put  together.  Our  ward 
has  one  sixth  of  the  area  of  the  city,  and  many  of 
our  streets  are  mud  holes  in  weather  like  this.  I 
am  perfectly  willing  to  agree  with  the  councilor 
from  Roxbury  to  hold  up  the  half-million,  because 
I  know  where  it  is  going.  It  is  not  going  to 
place  men  at  work.  My  question  was  not  an- 
swered, either,  as  to  the  specific  contractors  in 
Boston  who  are  placing  Boston  men  at  work. 
There  was  an  allegation  that  there  were  ten  con- 
tractors who  were  doing  that  sort  of  thing,  and  I 
have  been  trying  to  find  out  who  the  ten  are  who 
have  been  placing  Boston  men  at  work  on  the 
streets  of  Boston  in  the  last  four  years. 

Coun.  BURKE— Mr.  President. 

President  McGRATH — Does  the  gentleman 
yield? 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  yield  for  an 
answer  to  the  specific  question,  which  has  not  been 
answered. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  the  gentleman 


can  rest  assured  that  it  will  be  answered  this  time. 
In  the  first  instance,  I  think  that  it  isn't  the  coun- 
cilor's business. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  want  the 
question  answered. 

Coun.  BURKE — That  is  the  answer. 
Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  thought  the 
answer  would  be  similar.  The  gentleman  does 
not  answer.  lie  cannot  answer.  There  is  no 
contractor  in  Boston  who  has  had  contracts 
amounting  to  anything  from  this  city  in  the  last 
four  years  who  has  placed  an  appreciable  number 
of  Boston  people  at  work.  When  they  built 
Hyde  Park  avenue  there  were  only  fifteen  men 
on  the  job,  and  twelve  of  them  could  not  speak 
English.  There  is  no  need  of  repeating  the  story 
of  Singarella  and  Tomasella.  But  after  the  story 
of  waste  and  extravagance  in  this  city  we  have 
listened  to  the  colleague  from  Ward  7  (Coun. 
Burke),  standing  on  this  floor  and  saying,  "Give 
these  contractors  half  a  million  more.  They  are 
putting  men  at  work."  Why,  a  ten-year-old 
child  can  see  the  fallacy  of  that  argument. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  just  a  moment, 
— I  never  said  that  I  favored  giving  the  $500,000 
to  these  contractors.  If  the  stenographer  will 
read  the  records,  you  will  see  that  I  made  no  such 
statement.  And  I  have  not  divulged  how  I  will 
vote  on  the  matter.  I  simply  stated  the  situation 
as  I  saw  it,  with  the  facts  submitted  to  the  Council 
from  the  committee  and  the  information  secured 
from  the  Mayor,  so  that  the  matter  might  be 
placed  in  proper  form  before  the  Council.  I  want 
to  further  state  that  we  should  have  all  the  infor- 
mation that  we  can  obtain,  not  only  from  the 
committee  but  from  other  sources.  I  want  to 
repeat  that  I  never  made  any  statement  that  the 
$500,000  should  be  given  to  these  contractors. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  believe  I  have 
explained  my  reasons,  or  the  reasons  of  the  com- 
mittee, for  holding  up  this  appropriation.  If 
there  is  anything  further  that  the  councilor  desires 
to  ask  me  in  reference  to  it,  I  would  be  glad  to 
answer. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  just  a  sug- 
gestion. 

President  McGRATH — Does  the  gentleman 
yield? 

Coun.  DOWD — For  a  suggestion. 
Coun.  BURKE — That  he  present  orders  through 
this  Council  asking  for  the  information  he  wishes 
to  secure  through  the  proper  channel. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  believe  I  can 
answer  that  very  concisely  and  clearly.  The  only 
one  who  can  give  us  the  information  we  desire 
is  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  Mr.  Rourke, 
who  is  now  on  his  vacation  in  Florida.  If  he 
thinks  so  much  of  the  people  of  Boston  as  to  be 
down  in  Florida,  I  don't  see  why  we  should  worry 
about  the  matter  until  Mr.  Rourke  gets  back, 
and  we  can  then  ask  him  to  tell  us  how  and  when 
he  is  going  to  spend  the  money.  But  I  am  not 
going  to  vote  for  half  a  million  dollars  for  any 
three  pet  contractors.  If  I  can  answer  any 
further  questions  and  help  clear  up  the  matter  in 
the  councilor's  mind,  I  shall  be  glad  to  do  so. 
That  is  all. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  let  me  simply 
say  that  if  we  appropriate  half  a  million  dollars 
for  work  on  these  roads  at  the  present  time,  with 
the  information  we  have  at  our  disposal,  most  of 
it  will  be  paid  out  for  machinery  to  do  the  work. 
Coun.  DOWD— Mr.  President,  I  believe  the 
councilor  is  asking  questions  as  a  subterfuge.  Of 
this  half-million  a  considerable  part  will  be  put 
into  patch  paving,  and  it  will  go  to  the  same 
group  of  contractors  to  whom  it  has  always  gone. 
Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  intended  no 
subterfuge  in  asking  these  questions.  I  simply 
desired  to  have  certain  things  brought  out  in  the 
record.  I  believe  that  the  word  "subterfuge"  is 
rather  a  hard  one  to  apply.  On  the  one  side  we 
have  contractors  and  those  in  power,  the  man  in 
the  front  office,  and  on  the  other  citizens  of  Boston 
who  need  this  work.  We  can  put  men  at  work, 
get  them  something  to  do  in  Boston.  We  can 
eliminate  the  machines  to  a  great  extent.  We  can 
push  out  the  Singarellas  and  Tomasellos  and  can 
put  at  work  in  each  section  men  who  live  there 
and  who  can  work  on  those  roads.  We  have  an 
opportunity  now  of  following  the  chairman  of  the 
Finance  Commission.  On  one  side  we  find  those 
who  are  hollering  about  the  present  administration 
but  voting  with  it,  and  on  the  other  hand  there 
are  those  who  believe  in  placing  citizens  of  Boston 
at  work. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  rejected.

REPORT     OF     COMMITTEE     ON     JITNEY 
LICENSES. 

Coun.  MURRAY,  for  the  Committee  on  Jitney 
Licenses,  submitted  the  following: 

1.  Report  on  petition  (referred  January  9)  of 
Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  to  operate 
motor  vehicles  between  Brookline  line  to  junction 
of  Beacon  street  and  Audubon  road, — recommend- 
ing that  leave  be  granted. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  do  not  see  how 
any  member  of  this  body  can,  in  the  face  of  the 
legislative  hearing  of  last  week,  vote  to  the  Boston 
Elevated  any  privilege  that  we  are  empowered  to 
grant.  I  will  agree,  fcr  the  sake  of  argument, 
that  that  may  be  considered  harsh  and  cruel  and 
might  prevent  giving  a  right  to  a  public  service 
corporation  to  which  it.  would  ordinarily  be  con- 
sidered entitled.  But  last  October  or  November 
we  told  them  it  was  unfair  for  them  to  go  before 
the  Legislature  and  ask  representatives  of  Spring- 
field, Worcester,  Cape  Cod  and  the  Berkshires 
to  dictate  to  Boston  the  streets  through  which 
the  Boston  Elevated  might  be  permitted  to  operate 
its  buses.  We  have  recently  seen  what  was 
brought  out  at  the  legislative  hearing.  And  now 
our  committee — ■  with  whom  I  am  not  quarreling 
—  I  believe,  as  a  matter  of  principle,  should  with- 
hold every  petition  for  any  piece  of  line  through 
any  street  in  Boston,  showing  that  we  insist  on 
home  rule  for  Boston.  Until  they  give  to  the 
City  of  Boston  a  square  deal,  I  believe  everything 
pending  before  the  Jitney  Committee  should  be 
held  in  abeyance.  Therefore,  unless  this  report 
is  withdrawn,  Mr.  President,  I  shall,  for  the  first 
time  in  the  seven  years  I  have  been  a  member  of 
this  body,  vote  against  the  granting  of  the  petition 
of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway,  simply  on  that 
ground. 

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  President,  we  have 
many,  many  proposed  permits  that  we  are  holding 
up.  But  in  this  case  one  of  the  colleagues  came 
before  our  committee  and  told  us  it  was  of  vital 
importance  to  the  people  of  his  district  that  this 
permit  be  granted,  and  I  told  him  I  would  present 
it  on  the  floor  of  the  Council.  If  the  Council 
wishes  to  reject  it,  well  and  good. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  that  petition 
referred  to  is  for  a  line  that  goes  through  my  ward, 
the  lower  end.  I  asked  the  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee if  he  would  hold  the  meeting,  which  he  did. 
This  is  something  that  means  a  great  deal  to  the 
people  out  that  way,  and  that  is  why  I  interested 
myself  in  the  matter. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  might  I  be  per- 
mitted under  the  circumstances  to  withdraw  any 
objection  I  might  have,  as  I  would  not  want  to 
take  issue  with  any  councilor,  under  the  circum- 
stances?

Whereas,  By  chapter  53  of  the  Resolves  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  for  the  year 
1930,  the  said  Commonw-ealth  of  Massachusetts 
was  authorized  to  lease  to  the  said  City  of  Boston 
for  airport  purposes  additional  parcels  of  land 
situate  in  said  East  Boston:  now,  therefore,  it  is 
hereby 

Ordered,  That  the  said  indenture  of  lease,  dated 
August  10,  1928,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
ratified;   and  it  is  hereby  further 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be,  and  he 
hereby  is,  authorized,  in  consideration  of  the  cove- 
nants and  reservations  contained  in  the  lease 
hereinafter  mentioned  and  in  consideration  of  the 
payment  of  one  dollar  a  year  for  the  period  of  the 
term  of  said  lease  ending  on  August  9,  1938,  and 
in  consideration  of  the  payment  of  the  amount  to 
be  agreed  upon  as  set  forth  In  said  indenture  for 
the  remainder  of  said  term  of  said  lease,  is  hereby 
authorized  to  affix  the  corporate  seal  of  said  City 
of  Boston  and  to  sign  in  its  name  and  behalf  an

2  and  inclosed  within  red  lines,  as  shown  on  a 
plan  marked  "Airport  at  East  Boston,  Additional 
Land  of  the  Commonwealth  to  be  leased  to  the 
City  of  Boston,  authorized  by  chapter  53,  re- 
solves of  1930,  Department  of  Public  Works  of 
Massachusetts,  Scale  1:5000,  July  1,  1931,  John 
N.  Ferguson,  District  Waterways  Engineer]"  and 
w-herein  the  said  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
reserves  to  itself  such  use  of  said  parcels  of  land 
for  military  purposes  as  it  may  from  time  to  time 
require,  and  the  right  to  use  suitable  portions  of 
the  land  leased  as  aforesaid,  for  the  purpose  of 
erecting  such  hangars  and  other  buildings  as  it

benefit  the  said  Commonwealth  may  acquire  from 
the  use  of  said  buildings  if  left  upon  the  said 
premises.

LEASE    OF    UPPER    FLOOR     OF    QUINCY 
MARKET. 
The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  February  13,  1933 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — The  upper  floor  of  the  Quincy 
Market  Building  was  leased  to  the  Boston  Fruit 
and  Produce  Exchange  for  ten  years  beginning 
December  1,  1925,  at  an  annual  rental  of  513,350. 
The  accompanying  letter  from  the  Superintendent 
of  Public  Buildings  indicates  that  the  changed 
conditions  in  this  particular  business  has  affected 
the  Exchange  seriously,  and  it  appears  to  He  a 
good  business  proposition  to  retain  a  valuable 
tenant  even  at  some  considerable  reduction  in 
rent,  especially  as  all  the  other  market  lease  rents 
were  reduced  35  per  cent  in  1930. 

I  accordingly  recommend  the  pasaage  of  the 
accompanying  order.

Dear  Sir, — At  the  present  time  there  is  in  opera- 
tion a  ten-year  lease  granting  the  occupancy  of 
the  upper  floor  of  the  Quincy  Market  Building 
to  the  Boston^  Fruit  and  Produce  Exchange  at  an 
annual  rental  of  $13,350.  This  lease  will  expire 
at  the  end  of  three  years. 

Owing  to  the  present  economic  conditions,  the 
Exchange  has  lost  many  tenants  and  many  of  the 
fruit  and  produce  brokers  have  located  at  the 
terminals  in  Charlestown  and  South  Boston. 
Because  of  the  loss  of  this  source  of  revenue  to  the 
Exchange  the  directors  have  informed  me  that 
they  will  be  compelled  to  close  their  doors  unless 
there  is  a  reduction  in  their  rent.     At  a  conference 
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hold  yesterday  at.  the  Law  Department  a  tentative 
figure  of  $10,000  annual  rental  was  agreed  upon 
as  fair  and  equitable. 

In  consideration  of  these  facts  and  with  the 
desire  to  maintain  the  greater  part  of  this  income 
to  the  City  Treasury,  I  recommend  the  granting 
of  this  reduction  in  rental  and  respectfully  request 
that  an  order  granting  a  new  lease  in  the  sum  of 
$10,000  annually  for  a  period  of  three  years, 
beginning  January  1,  1933,  and  ending  December 
31,  1935,  be  drawn  up  and  presented  to  the  City 
Council.

RADIO   FOR  POLICE   DEPARTMENT. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  February  13,  1933. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — In  the  opinion  of  the  Police  Com- 
missioner, necessary  funds  should  be  provided  at 
once  for  the  installation  of  a  properly  coordinated 
system  of  communication,  including  radio  trans- 
mission for  the  Police  Department. 

The  cables  in  use  in  the  Police  Signal  Division 
of  the  Police  Department  were  installed  in  1888 
and  are  totally  inadequate  and  a  new  system  is 
necessary. 

An  investigation  conducted  by  the  Massachu- 
setts Institute  of  Technology  which  reported  on 
the  entire  matter  of  signal  and  communicating 
system  for  the  Police  Department  under  date  of 
May  26,  1932,  estimated  that  the  sum  of  $330,000 
would  be  necessary  to  cover  the  cost  of  complete 
installation. 

After  consultation  with  the  commissioner  we 
are  in  agreement  that  the  sum  of  $300,000  will  be 
ample  and  I  accordingly  recommend  the  passage 
of  the  accompanying  order.

Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $300,000  be,  and  the 
same  hereby  is,  appropriated,  to  be  expended 
under  the  direction  of  the  Police  Commissioner, 
for  Police  Department  coordinated  system  of 
communication,  and  that  to  meet  said  appropria- 
tion the  City  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  issue, 
from  time  to  time,  upon  request  of  the  Mayor, 
bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  city 
to  said  amount. 

President  McGRATH— The  matter  will  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  was  going  to 
suggest  that  before  the  order  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Finance  I  want  it  understood  that 
I  am  not  in  the  least  disturbed  at  the  amount  of 
money  asked  for,  because  you  will  bear  in  mind 
that  there  is  a  reference  made  to  coordinating 
systems  which,  of  course,  may  be  something  very 
wide  apart  from  what  we  asked  for  this  past  year. 
The  City  Council  interested  itself  in  asking  that 
the  police  system  of  the  City  of  Boston  be  radio- 
equipped,  and  I  am  very  much  pleased  that  even 
at  this  late  day,  when  half  a  dozen  or  more  citizens 
of  Boston  have  been  murdered,  the  Police  Com- 
missioner should  in  his  judgment  favor  the  intro- 
duction of  a  proper  system  of  communication. 
I  was  pleased  to  receive  on  February  6  a  letter 
from  his  Honor  the  Mayor  which  I  would  like  to 
read  into  the  record. 

"I  have  read  your  letter  addressed  to  Police 
Commissioner  Hultman  and,  having  had  an 
opportunity  to  familiarize  myself  with  the  opera- 
tion of  the  police  broadcasting  system  in  other 
cities,  I  am  in  agreement  with  you  that  the  in- 
stallation of  this  system  in  Boston   would  be  of 


real   value.     I    shall   await   the   recommendations 
of  the  Police  Commissioner,  and  shall  inform  you 
as  to  his  position  when  I  am  in  receipt  of  the  same. 
Sincerely, 
James  M.  Ctjbley,  Mayor." 

The  Mayor  of  Boston  has  now  shown  that  he  is 
in  favor  of  the  introduction  of  such  a  system,  and 
I  think  has  been  for  some  months  convinced  of  its 
necessity  because  of  conversations  that  I  have  had 
with  him.  I  know  he  feels  that  radio  is  necessary 
in  Boston  for  our  police  system.  I  am  sorry  that 
the  chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  is  not 
here  at  the  present  time.  I  trust  that  he  may 
come  before  the  meeting  adjourns  today,  so  that 
we  may  as  speedily  as  possible  summon  in  the 
Police  Commissioner  of  Boston.  The  gentlemen 
connected  with  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology  have  carried  through  their  investiga- 
tions, at  a  cost  to  the  city  of  over  $8,000,  and  I 
am  sure  that  after  we  arrive  at  what  the  City  of 
Boston  really  needs,  so  far  as  a  radio-equipped 
system  is  concerned  in  its  Police  Department,  the 
cost  to  the  citizens  of  Boston  will  be  thousands  of 
dollars  less  than  the  estimated  $300,000.  I  trust 
that  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Finance 
will  call  a  meeting  of  the  committee  to  consider 
this  matter  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  message  and  order  stood  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Finance.

SNOW    REMOVAL    CONTRACT    OF    WARD 
GENERAL   CONTRACTING   COMPANY. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  rescind  the 
snow  removal  contract  of  the  W.  G.  C.  Company 
(Ward  General  Contracting  Company)  for  the 
Charlestown  district,  due  to  the  fact  that  they 
are  not  living  up  to  the  terms  of  the  contract 
with  regard  to  payment  of  wages. 

Ordered,  That  the  Finance  Commission  immedi- 
ately investigate  what  the  W.  G.  C.  Company 
paid  laborers  for  the  removal  of  snow  on  February 
12,  1933. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  we  have  heard 
it  said  and  repeated  so  much  by  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  that  there  are  no  pet  contractors  in  this 
city  that  I  want  to  bring  out  here  a  few  facts,  as 
I  have  been  bringing  them  out  during  the  past 
week  at  the  State  House.  The  facts  were  some- 
what beclouded  by  our  emotional  Corporation 
Counsel  and  by  one  of  the  pet  contractors,  who 
indulged  in  a  lot  of  cheap,  not  gutter  talk  but 
sewer  talk,  before  the  honorable  members  of  that 
committee.  As  I  say,  that  beclouded  the  issue. 
I  will  now  try  to  give  you  some  of  the  facts  and 
figures  such  as  were  given  to  the  committee,  and 
then  you  can  say  whether  or  not  the  man  here 
referred  to  is  not  a  pet  contractor  and  a  personal 
friend  of  the  Mayor,  with  whom  the  Mayor  is  in 
partnership.  Yesterday  morning  fifty  men  were 
instructed  from  the  Dorchester  district  to  report 
at  work  shovelling  snow.  They  were  to  report 
for  work  at  a  contracting  concern  on  Massachu- 
setts avenue,  and  fifty  of  them  went  down  there 
and  reported  at  7  o'clock  in  the  morning.  They 
were  then  transported  to  the  Charlestown  district 
to  work  for  the  Ward  General  Contracting  Com- 
pany. It  might  be  well  to  notice  that  Michael  J. 
Ward  is  the  man  who  is  practically  the  owner 
of  this  corporation,  and  he  happens  to  be  the 
ex-senator.  He  was  defeated  for  the  senatorship 
and  then  managed  to  get  into  one  of  the  House 


fights  in  one  of  the  three  wards  he  had  repre- 
sented in  the  Senate,  and  with  his  straw  votes 
was  able  to  get  one  of  the  two  places  from  that 
ward  in  the  House.  Well,  Mr.  President,  these 
men  went  over  to  the  Charlestown  district  and 
proceeded  to  work,  and  at  10.32  a.  m.  the  boys 
went  over  to  get  a  cup  of  coffee.  They  were 
gone  approximately  six  minutes,  as  far  as  I  can 
determine — and  they  are  truthful  gentlemen — 
and  when  they  came  back  they  were  told  that 
they  were  fired.  When  they  asked  what  their 
pay  would  be  they  were  told  that  men  had  been 
paid  or  were  going  to  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  40 
cents  an  hour,  and  when  they  were  so  informed 
they  decided  to  quit,  because  they  had  understood 
that  they  were  going  to  get  $5  a  day,  or  62 1  cents 
an  hour  for  an  eight-hour  day.  So  they  quit  at 
12  o'clock  noon,  having  worked  since  7  o'clock, 
the  time  when  they  boarded  the  truck  to  go  over 
there,  a  truck  of  the  Ward  General  Contracting 
Company.  But  for  their  five  hours  of  work,  Mr. 
President,  these  boys  received  the  magnificient 
sum  of  SI  .60,  or  32  cents  an  hour  I  was  very 
much  interested.  I  could  not  find  out  what  the 
terms  of  the  contract  were,  but  on  looking  it  up 
this  morning  in  the  Public  Works  office  I  found 
that  the  bids  had  been  opened  in  November,  1931, 
and  that  there  had  been  absolutely  no  bids  at  all 
for  this  year.  I  found  that  John  J.  McCarthy 
was  then  the  low  bidder,  having  offered  to  do  the 
work  in  the  Charlestown  district  at  43  cents  a 
cubic  yard,  that  Michael  J.  Ward  was  a  higher 
bidder,  having  bid  45  cents  a  cubic  yard.  And 
yet,  who  do  you  think  got  the  contract?  Michael 
J.  Ward's  company.  The  contract  specificially 
stated  in  written  terms  that  the  employees  should 
be  paid  62^  cents  an  hour,  giving  them  for  an  eight- 
hour  day,  $5.  There  were  no  bids  in  1932.  Still, 
this  concern  is  given  this  work  now,  Does  any- 
body have  the  termerity  to  say  under  the  circum- 
stances, that  there  is  no  graft  and  corruption  in 
Boston?  Now,  let  us  see  if  the  Mayor  will  rescind 
this  contract.  Let  us  see  what  will  be  the  result 
of  this  great  lobby  that  is  lobbying  the  entire 
committee  at  the  State  House,  attempting  to 
whitewash  this  investigation  that  the  good  people 
of  Boston  demand — and  an  investigation  that 
they  are  going  to  get,  Mr.  President,  whether  the 
Legislature  gives  it  to  them  or  not.  They  are 
going  to  get  the  investigation,  because  evidence 
enough  was  produced  to  send  Mayor  Curley, 
Matthew  Cummings  and  Corporation  Counsel 
Silverman  to  jail  for  robbing  the  taxpayers  of  the 
city  of  their  money. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  order,  that  the  councilor  on  my  right  is  not 
talking  to  his  order. 

President  McGRATH— The  Chair  will  request 
the  councilor  to  keep  within  the  scope  of  his  order. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  think  I  am 
within  the  scope  of  my  order  when  I  make  this 
statement,  that  a  member  of  this  concern,  the 
real  man  behind  this  concern,  has  made  the  crack 
within  the  last  seven  days  that  I  would  not  live 
for  thirty  days  after  this  investigation  was  over, 
or  at  least  after  I  testified  before  the  committee. 
Now,  Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to  inform  Mr. 
Michael  Ward,  the  man  behind  this  contract, 
that  if  anything  happens  to  me  within  thirty  days, 
if  this  threat  is  carried  out, —  and  it  is  the  third 
attempt  to  get  me, —  three  men  will  be  put  six  feet 
under  within  six  months  after  that  happens,  and 
they  will  be  Mayor  Curley,  Mr.  Dolan  and  Mike 
Ward.  I  have  the  utmost  confidence  in  the 
people  who  have  given  me  their  oath  that  they 
will  do  it.  So  somebody  else  will  have  the  last 
say,  if  Michael  Ward  gets  gunmen  to  put  out  of 
commission  an  honest  public  servant.  I  think, 
Mr.  President,  I  have  shown  graft  and  corruption. 
I  don't  want  to  go  further.  That  is  all  that  the 
second  lowest  bidder  gave  these  poor  men  who 
worked  over  there,  and  I  can  prove  it.  I  have 
fifty  men  who  can  come  before  any  tribunal  and 
prove  that  that  was  all  they  received,  32  cents  an 
hour,  for  five  hours'  work.  So  I  sincerely  hope 
that  the  order  will  be  passed  under  suspension  of 
the  rule. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  may  I  at  this 
time  read  this  order  which  I  had  intended  to  in-  . 
troduce  when  I  got  the  floor, —  "Ordered,  That 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  be  requested, 
through  the  Mayor,  to  instruct  all  contractors 
employing  men  on  snow  removal  during  the  recent 
storm  to  pay  the  men  on  the  basis  of  62  J  cents  an 
hour,  or  to  pay  all  contractors  on  present  snow 
removal  work  only  in  proportion  to  the  amount 
paid  the  hired  men." 
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Here  is  an  opportunity  for  us  to  bo  on  Uie  level. 
I  am  not  going  to  take  a  shot  al.  his  ll:>i\nr  Hie 
Mayor,  and  I  am  not,  going  to  take  a  shot  at. 
Corporation  Counsel  Silverman,  nor  am  I  going 
to  abuse  a  seventy-three-year-old  man  in  Boston 
who  has  a  perfect  right  to  go  before  a  legislative 
committee  of  this  Commonwealth  and  defend  his 
good  name  and  reputation.  I  refer  to  seventy- 
three-year-old  Matthew  Cummings.  If  I  were 
accused  of  graft,  and  corruption,  I  would  do  exactly 
what  was  done  by  that  gentleman.  If  he  is  for- 
tunate enough  to  get  contracts  from  the  City  of 
Boston  and  his  work  is  approved  by  the  authori- 
ties of  the  City  of  Boston,  of  course  he  has  a  per- 
fect right  to  appear  before  the  Rules  Committee 
of  the  Legislature  to  defend  the  good  name  of 
himself  and  his  family.  But  I  am  not  concerned 
with  that.  I  am  not  concerned  with  any  indi- 
vidual contractor,  which  seems  to  be  the  position 
of  the  councilor  on  my  right.  I  am  concerned 
with  those  unemployed  young  men  who  yesterday 
went  to  work  for  different  contractors  doing  work 
for  the  City  of  Boston  and  who  did  not  receive 
an  honest  day's  pay  for  an  honest  day's  work 
given.  I  am  not  going  to  enter  into  personalities, 
because  this  is  not  with  me  a  personal  grudge. 
This  is  everybody's  fight.  Certain  contractors  — 
not  one  —  hired  men  yesterday  to  remove  snow  in 
Boston.  It  is  rather  unfortunate  that  that  work 
has  not  been  given  out  as  has  been  done  in  former 
years,  allowing  the  Employment  Bureau  or  the 
different  city  yards  in  Boston  to  put  the  men  on 
and  having  them  paid  through  the  City  Treasurer's 
office.  If  that  had  been  done,  we  would  have 
been  assured  that  the  thousands  of  young  men 
who  today  have  families  dependent  upon  them 
who  are  out  of  work  would  have  received  $5  for 
an  eight-hour  day.  If  some  of  the  men,  as  the 
councilor  on  my  right  has  intimated,  received  40 
cents  an  hour,  they  were  more  fortunate  than 
many  who  received  32  or  30  cents  an  hour.  When 
the  prevailing  rate  of  wages  is  referred  to,  I  am 
told  that  some  of  the  contractors  paid  the  men 
at  the  rate  of  30  cents  an  hour  or  $2.40  for  the 
eight-hour  day.  Men  whom  I  sent  out  to  work 
for  different  contractors  —  not  in  Charlestown  but 
in  Boston  proper  —  reported  to  me  that  they  were 
to  get  $2.40  for  the  eight-hour  day.  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, we  certainly  owe  a  duty  to  the  citizens  of 
Boston  to  protect  them.  These  men  generally 
seem  to  have  been  underpaid,  and  for  that  reason 
I  don't  want  to  have  one  contractor  singled  out. 
If  they  are  all  to  blame,  there  might  have  been  a 
sort  of  collusion  to  pay  to  the  men  a  certain 
amount  of  money.  I  say  it  is  a  disgrace  to  the 
fair  name  of  our  city  when  certain  contractors 
can  get  a  certain  amount  of  money  from  the  city 
for  the  removal  of  snow,  which  they  are  supposed 
to  carry  out  under  certain  wage  conditions,  and 
when  they  hire  our  neighbors,  our  citizens,  and 
pay  them  less  than  a  human  wage.  I  certainly 
trust  that  the  Public  Works  Commissioner  will 
deal  with  these  contractors  as  they  should  be 
dealt  with.  I  am  not  blaming  the  Mayor  of 
Boston,  because  no  man  can  convince  me  beyond 
a  reasonable  doubt  that  the  Mayor  of  Boston  is 
to  blame  if  a  private  contractor  goes  out  and  hires 
sixty  or  seventy  men  and  tells  them  that  they  will 
only  get  a  small  sum  for  the  work  they  do,  under 
the  conditions  that  seem  to  prevail  in  this  case. 
Let  us  be  fair  to  the  Chief  Executive  of  our  city. 
When  he  is  wrong  he  is  wrong;  but  when  he  is  not 
wrong  we  ought  not  to  manufacture  evidence 
against  him  any  more  than  we  would  like  to  have 
evidence  manufactured  against  us.  If  I  remember 
correctly,  from  reading  the  paper  this  morning, 
the  Mayor  gave  a  statement  to  the  press  of  Boston 
that  he  would  correct  any  wrong  pay  that  any 
individual  got  on  yesterday's  work,  and  that  if 
complaints  reached  him  he  would  insist  that  the 
contractor  pay  those  men  $5  a  day  If  that  is 
done,  my  part  of  this  transaction  is  over,  because 
I  am  interested  to  see  that  the  men  who  went  to 
work  receive  a  fair  day's  pay  for  the  day's  job 
they  did  yesterday.  That  is  all  we  ought  to  be 
concerned  about.  Let  quarrels  between  indi- 
viduals take  their  proper  place,  but  let  us  not 
prejudice  the  thousands  of  unemployed  citizens 
of  Boston  in  getting  a  square  deal,  simply  because 
we  have  personal  malice  or  a  personal  grievance. 
Let  us  lay  such  considerations  aside.  If  we  are 
sincerely  trying  to  protect  the  rights  of  our  people 
let  us  not  prejudice  those  rights  by  allowing  our 
personal  feelings  to  interfere.  Let  us  have  an 
eye  single  to  seeing  that  those  who  shoveled  snow 
yesterday  get  a  proper  day's  pay.  I  have  in 
mind  the  case  of  a  young  man,  a  white  collar  man, 


who  through  a  strange  coincidence  moved  from 
the  councilor's  ward  to  my  ward  on  December  15. 
I  shall  be  glad  to  give  his  name  privately.  He  has 
a  family  of  eleven  to  support.  The  mother  of  one 
of  the  boys  called  at  my  home  and  asked  me  to 
put  her  son  at  work,  so  that  he  might  get  85  to  go 
and  come  on  for  a  few  days.  The  young  man 
came  to  my  home  and  I  gave  him  a  card.  He 
reported  at  Copley  square.  I  will  not  mention 
the  contractor's  name,  but  he  worked  from  7.45 
yesterday  until  quarter  past  five  last  night,  and 
his  pay  was  to  be  .$2.40,  on  a  basis  of  a  little  less 
than  30  cents  an  hour.  We  are  in  duty  bound  to 
protect  such  citizens.  Let  us  forget  our  griev- 
ances. If  we  are  sincere  in  desiring  to  help  these 
people,  we  will  ask  the  Mayor  of  Boston  in  good 
faith  to  instruct  the  Public  Works  Commissioner 
to  refuse  to  pay  the  contractors  at  fault  because 
I  am  told  that  one  man  working  diligently,  even 
at  $5  a  day,  would  have  earned  for  the  con- 
tractor $12  or  $13  for  that  eight  hours  of  work. 
So  I  don't  think  it  is  a  hardship  on  any  of  the  ten 
or  more  contractors  who  did  this  work  for  the 
City  of  Boston  yesterday  to  require  them  to  pay 
every  individual  who  worked  for  the  city  on  snow 
removal  at  least  $5  for  the  day's  work. 

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  President,  I  was  in- 
tending to  offer  an  order,  or  an  amendment  to  this 
order,  asking  the  Mayor  to  hold  up  the  money  of 
the  contractors  until  they  paid  to  the  men  who 
worked  yesterday  the  62  J  cents  an  hour  that  the 
contract  calls  for. 

Coun.   MURRAY   offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  instruct  the  City  Auditor  not  to  pay 
any  contractors  for  snow  removal  until  they 
have  paid  all  employees  at  the  rate  of  62J  cents 
an  hour,  and  to  rescind  the  contracts  of  any  con- 
tractors who  have  failed  to  pay  said  rates  to 
employees. 

Coun.  KELLY— Mr.  President,  I  gladly 
consent  to  that  amendment. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  I  would  simply 
say  that,  as  I  understand  it.  the  Mayor  has  already 
held  up  all  payment  to  contractors  until  they 
have  paid  the  men  the  62J  cents  an  hour. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
substantiate  Councilor  Kelly's  remarks.  I  had 
several  of  these  snow  shovelers  come  to  me  yester- 
day morning  and  tell  me  that  they  were  being  paid 
30  cents  an  hour,  as  Councilor  Ruby  has  said. 
I  think  it  is  a  crime  that  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
should  allow  this  sort  of  thing  to  go  on,  allowing 
these  poor  unfortunates,  many  of  them  without 
shoes  or  socks  and  without  coats,  to  go  out,  as  I 
understand  some  of  them  did,  and  do  ten  hours' 
shoveling  and  receive  the  sum  of  only  30  cents  an 
hour.  It  is  certainly  something  that  the  Mayor 
of  Boston  ought  to  stop. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  have  listened 
attentively  to  everything  that  has  been  said. 
I,  too,  contemplated  putting  in  an  order.  I  felt 
yesterday  morning  that  an  order  was  necessary, 
so  that  the  Mayor  could  be  apprized  of  conditions. 
I  was  at  the  Municipal  Employment  Bureau 
yesterday  morning  at  half-past  seven  with  200 
men  from  my  ward  seeking  employment.  I  was 
fortunate  enough  to  have  168  placed  at  work 
for  the  various  snow  contractors,  but  at  the  time 
they  were  placed  at  work  I  was  under  the  im- 
pression that  they  would  receive  the  prevailing 
rate  of  wages,  62^  cents  an  hour,  or  $5  a  day. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  one  of  the  contractors  told 
me  that  they  were  going  to  pay  the  prevailing 
rate  of  wages.  But  I  was  thunderstruck  two  or 
three  hours  afterwards  to  find  that  over  forty 
of  the  men  who  had  gone  to  work  had  come  back 
to  the  Municipal  Employment  Bureau  with  the 
story  that  they  would  receive  only  30  to  35  cents 
an  hour.  More  than  that,  two  of  the  men  sup- 
posed to  be  working  for  contractors  were  left 
waiting  on  the  streets  of  Boston  with  shovels, 
and  after  two  hours  were  told  that  there  was 
not  enough  to  shovel  and  that  they  could  not  get 
work,  that  they  would  have  to  go  home.  Those 
men  were  taken  from  the  Municipal  Employment 
Bureau  and  brought  away  by  the  contractor  and 
left  there  stranded  for  two  hours,  and  did  not  receive 
a  penny  for  the  time  they  had  put  in,  although 
they  had  the  proper  facilities  for  removing  the 
snow.  It  is  evident  that  the  contractors  are 
going  to  continue  to  pay  a  low  rate  of  wages. 
It  would  seem  that  everybody  in  business  is  look- 
ing to  reduce  the  pay  of  employees, — including  the 
Telephone    Company,    the    Boston    Consolidated 
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Gas  Company,  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  prac- 
tically every  big  corporation  in  the  State  of  Massa- 
chusetts, and  they  are  bringing  pressure  to  bear 
on  cities,  towns  and  counties,  to  reduce  the  wages 
of  employees.  The  banking  interests  are  calling 
on  municipal  governments  to  reduce  wages  and 
salaries.  There  is  a  concerted  effort  on  the  part 
of  a  big  group  of  wealthy  persons  to  break  down 
the  standards  of  living  in  Boston  by  compelling 
men  to  work  for  wages  that  will  not  enable  them 
to  provide  their  families  with  the  bare  necessities 
of  life.  The  Mayor  of  Boston  owes  a  duty  to  the 
men  working  for  these  contractors  to  secure  for 
them  the  62§  cents  an  hour  called  for  under  the 
recent  contract.  The  Mayor  of  Boston  started 
in  last  year  having  this  work  handled  by  the 
City  of  Boston,  and  the  snow  was  removed  in  a 
more  substantial  and  better  manner  than  this 
year.  They  worked  for  $5  a  day  and  the  snow 
was  removed,  and  today  they  are  working  for  less 
and  the  snow  is  not  removed.  So  I  feel  that  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  owes  a  duty  to  these  men  to 
see  that  they  get  the  amount  that  they  are  sup- 
posed to  get  under  the  law  and  under  the  contract, 
and  I  think  personally  if  there  is  any  more  of  this 
work  it  should  be  done  under  the  Public  Works 
Department,  as  was  done  last  year.  I  call  upon 
the  Mayor,  with  my  colleagues,  to  be  fair  to  the 
men  in  this  emergency  cold  weather,  men  who  are 
working  to  put  this  city  in  a  condition  where 
traffic  can  be  moved  and  where  people  can  get 
about.  I  think  the  Council  should  go  on  record 
unanimously  in  passing  both  the  orders  which 
have  been  put  into  the  Council. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN— Mr.  President,  I  don't 
wish  to  prolong  the  discussion  unnecessarily, 
but  I  would  like  to  merely  add  one  word.  I 
think  it  is  most  unfortunate  this  year  that  the 
snow  removal  contracts  should  have  been  given 
to  contractors  at  all.  There  would  seem  to  be  no 
necessity  for  it.  Men  can  be  furnished  by  the 
Employment  Bureau,  which  we  spend  good  money 
to  maintain,  and  within  an  hour  after  the  doors 
are  opened  the  necessary  number  of  men  could  be 
put  at  work.  If  it  were  not  handed  over  to  the 
contractors  we  would  not  have  this  trouble  today 
talking  about  wages.  I  think  we  ought  to  go 
on  record  as  rebuking  those  officials  who  sought 
to  have  this  turned  over  this  year  to  contractors, 
that  it  should  be  handled  by  the  Public  Works 
Commissioner;  and  I  think  it  would  be  well  to 
refer  these  orders  to  the  Executive  Committee, 
send  for  the  Public  Works  Commissioner  or  who- 
ever is  in  authority,  and  see  where  we  are  going 
to  get  off. 

President  McGRATH — The  question  is  on  Coun- 
cilor Brackman's  motion  to  refer  the  orders  to  the 
Executive   Committee. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  Chairman,  one  would 
suppose  from  what  came  out  in  the  press  this 
morning,  particularly  the  statement  in  the  Boston 
Herald,  that  a  sufficient  number  of  men  could  not 
be  secured  to  carry  out  the  snow  removal.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  there  were  2,000  or  3,000  men  at 
Church  street,  when  I  arrived  yesterday  morning, 
clamoring  to  go  to  work,  and  practically  80  per 
cent  of  them  were  turned  away,  having  to  go 
without  work.  So  any  such  impression  that  was 
given  out  by  the  press  is  erroneous.  There  were 
plenty  of  men  who  would  have  been  glad  to  go  to 
work  if  able  to  do  so. 

The  orders  were  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 


WARD    1    IMPROVEMENTS. 

Coun.  BARKER  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That   the   Board   of   Street   Commis- 
sioners   be    requested,    through    his    Honor    the 
Mayor,    to   accept    and    lay    out   Anavoy    street, 
Ward  1,  as  a  public  highway. 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Street  Commis- 
sioners be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  accept  and  lay  out  Butler  avenue,  from 
Bayswater  street  to  Thurston  street,  Ward  1. 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Street  Commis- 
sioners be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  accept  and  lay  out  Nancia  street,  from 
St.  Andrew  road  to  Bayswater  street,  Ward  1. 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Street  Commis- 
sioners be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  accept  and  lay  out  Orient  avenue, 
Ward  1,  as  a  public  highway. 


Ordered,  That  the  Public  Works  Commis- 
sioner be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  install  arc  lights  on  Waldemar  avenue,  Ward  1 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Street  Commis- 
sioners be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  accept  and  lay  out  Sea  View  avenue,  Ward  1, 
as  a  public  highway. 

Severally  passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


INSTALLATION   OF   POLICE   RADIO. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  consider 
the  advisability  of  requesting  the  Governor  of  the 
Commonwealth  to  request  the  Police  Commissioner 
of  Boston  to  install  police  radio  at  once. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  have  in- 
troduced that  order  at  this  time  to  call  the  present 
situation  to  the  attention  of  the  body.  The 
Police  Commissioner  of  Boston  asks  for  the  ex- 
penditure of  §300,000.  ostensibly  to  carry  out  the 
recommendations  of  the  Institute  of  Technology 
report.  I  would  like  to  have  it  made  clear  that  the 
installation  of  a  radio  system  for  the  Boston 
Police  Department,  according  to  the  Institute  of 
Technology  report,  would  cost  between  $30,000 
and  $60,000.  The  Police  Commissioner  is  thor- 
oughly conversant  with  the  fact  that  radio  is 
the  greatest  invention,  as  far  as  police  work  is 
concerned,  that  we  have,  but  he  wants  to  fix  up 
the  old  cable  and  box  telephone  system  at  a  cost 
of  between  $300,000  and  $400,000.  That  is  the 
gist  of  the  whole  matter.  We  are  all  willing  to 
vote  $30,000  to  $60,000  for  police  radio.  We 
have  the  police  cars  and  if  we  had  the  radio  we 
would  have  everything  that  is  necessary.  But 
he  wants  to  fix  up  the  police  telephone  box  system, 
so  that  a  policeman  in  East  Boston  may  become 
connected  with  one  in  Readville.  That  would  be 
a  splendid  thing  in  ordinary  times,  but  we  haven't 
the  money  for  that.  So  why  shouldn't  we  have 
the  police  radio  installed  for  $30,000  to  $60,000 
without  spending  $300,000  to  $400,000  fixing  up 
the  telephone  lines,  poles,  boxes,  and  so  forth? 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  while  I  believe 
we  are  100  per  cent  in  accord  for  police  radio  in 
Boston,  I  cannot  bring  myself  to  vote  for  the 
order  offered  by  the  councilor  from  Ward  18 
unless  I  am  ready  to  admit  that  we  in  Boston 
cannot  govern  ourselves  but  must  turn  over  the 
government  of  Boston  to  his  Excellency  the 
Governor.  We  have  been  continually  asking  for 
home  rule  for  Boston.  We  have  a  Chief  Executive 
of  whom  I,  at  least,  am  proud  and  a  pretty  good 
Council.  We  appropriate  money  for  the  conduct 
of  the  Police  Department.  I  cannot  see  the 
necessity  of  asking  the  Governor — although  the 
Police  Commissioner  is  a  Governor's  appointee — 
to  instruct  the  commissioner  in  this  matter,  in 
other  words,  to  say  to  the  commissioner,  "If  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  cannot  get  the  Police  Depart- 
ment equipped  with  radio,  and  if  the  City  Council 
is  helpless  in  the  matter,  I  am  going  to  try  to  do 
it."  I  don't  think  Boston  is  yet  ready  to  admit 
that  it  cannot  instruct  its  officials  to  do  what  they 
should  be  required  to  do  today.  I  believe  if  a 
proper  order  is  introduced  and  sent  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance,  we  can  bring  in  the  Police 
Commissioner  of  Boston  and  can  bring  in  such 
other  men  as  are  necessary.  Then,  if  we  cannot 
convince  the  Police  Commissioner  of  the  necessity 
of  radio,  it  being  my  opinion  that  outside  of  pay- 
ing the  salaries  of  the  police  officers  there  can  be 
nothing  in  the  police  budget  so  important  as  a 
provision  for  radio,  I  stand  ready,  having  that 
feeling,  to  act  accordingly  when  the  budget  comes 
before  us,  and  I  believe  the  Police  Commissioner 
in  his  wisdom,  if  he  sees  that  we  in  the  Boston 
City  Council  as  well  as  the  Chief  Executive  of 
our  city,  are  taking  a  firm  stand  on  this  matter, 
will  take  such  action  as  we  believe  should  be  taken. 
I  believe,  in  other  words,  that  this  is  not  a  matter 
for  the  Governor,  but  for  our  own  Mayor  and 
City  Council.  I  would  ask,  therefore,  that  the 
councilor  from  Ward  18  withdraw  that  order, 
requesting  the  Governor  to  instruct  the  Police 
Commissioner.  Certainly  most  of  the  members 
of  this  body  who  favor  home  rule  must  vote  against 
it, 

President  McGRATH— The  order  will  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  in  answer  to 
the  councilor,  who  desires  that  we  shall  run  our 
own  Police  Department,  I  desire  to  say  that  for 
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the  lost  thirty  years,  since  the  days  of  William  10. 
ItiiHM'll  as  (Governor,  Boston  lias  had  no  control 
over  its  Police  Department.  We  had  that  fact 
brought  to  our  attention  many  years  ago,  and  are 
having  it  impressed  upon  us  today  when  we  want 
police  radio.  The  Mayor  of  Boston  distinctly  has 
nothing  to  do  with  the  Police  Department.  The 
Police  Commissioner  is  removable  only  by  the 
Governor  and  Council.  It  is  not  a  question  whether 
radio  is  a  good  thing,  but  a  question  of  whether 
the  City  of  Boston  should  spend  $300,000  or 
$400,000  on  telephone  lines  before  we  get  police 
radio.  Police  radio  will  cost  only  $30,000  to 
$(50,000,  and  we  haven't  the  money  to  spend  on 
police  telephone  wires  at  this  time.  Therefore,  I 
am  simply  trying  to  bring  the  matter  to  the  at- 
tention of  the  proper  authority,  that  the  Police 
Commissioner,  when  police  radio  can  be  installed 
for  $30,000  to  $60,000,  is  attempting  to  put  in 
the  police  telephone  box  system  at  an  expense  to 
$300,000  or  $400,000.  I  believe,  before  expending 
that  money — recommended  by  Commissioner 
Wilson  for  the  last  ten  years — we  should  carefully 
consider  what  is  really  required  at  the  present 
time.  We  haven't  the  money  this  year.  We 
will  be  lucky  if  we  have  money  enough  to  take 
care  of  the  welfare  applicants.  That  is  my  posi- 
tion in  the  matter.  I  believe  we  should  spend 
$30,000  to  $00,000  for  introduction  of  police  radio, 
with  conditions  as  they  exist  in  our  city,  but  I  do 
not  believe  the  city  today  is  in  a  position  to  expend 
the  $300,000  or  $400,000  for  this  other  work. 


REINSTATEMENT    OF    DR.    CHARLES    L. 
MORAN. 

Coun.  ENGLERT  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
hereby  favors  the  enactment  of  legislation  author- 
izing the  reinstatement  of  Dr.  Charles  L.  Moran 
as  Medical  Inspector  in  the  Health  Department 
of  said  city  for  retirement  purposes  only. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


EDWIN   P.  SEAVER   SCHOOL. 

Coun.  MURRAY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Department  of  School  Build- 
ings be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  rearrange  the  schoolyard  and  repair  wall  of 
same  at  the  Edwin  P.  Seaver  School,  Forest  Hills. 

Coun.  MURRAY — That  order  is  introduced 
because  of  the  serious  condition  that  exists  in 
that  school,  in  connection  with  the  yard  and  the 
wall.  The  children  are  now  in  darkness,  and 
unless  the  wall  is  repaired  it  is  also  a  menace. 
The  sun  never  shines  there,  and  the  water  lies 
in  that  school  yard  to  a  depth  of  fourteen  inches 
at  times.  If  something  is  not  done  in  the  im- 
mediate future,  there  will  be  danger  of  an  accident 
because  of  the  condition  of  the  wall,  and  several 
children  might  lose  their  lives.  I  believe  that  the 
Schoolhouse  Commission  should  try  to  do  some- 
thing at  once.  Now  is  the  time  to  rearrange  that 
yard  and  fix  up  the  wall,  so  that  the  children  may 
not  be  subjected  to  the  present  menace  at  that 
dangerous  spot. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


SIDEWALK   ON   BOURNE    STREET. 

Coun.  MURRAY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  made  a  sidewalk  along  Bourne  street, 
both  sides,  Walk  Hill  street  to  Neponset  avenue, 
Ward  19,  in  front  of  the  estates  bordering  thereon;

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule.

Coun.  DONOVAN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  make  a  sidewalk  along  East  Sixth  street, 
both  sides,  from  K  street  to  Farragut  road,  Ward 
6,  in  front  of  the  estates  bordering  thereon;  said 
sidewalk  to  be  from  3  to  10  inches  above  the 
gutter  adjoining,  to  be  from  5  to  12  feet  in  width, 
and  to  be  built  of  artificial  stone,  with  granite 
edgestones,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  196 
of  the  Special  Acts  of  1917.  * 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule.

Coun.  RUBY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Street  Commissioners  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  accept, 
lay  out  and  construct  Iola  street,  Ward  14. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


CONFIRMATION   OF  APPOINTMENTS. 

The  Council  took  up  No.  1  on  the  calendar, 
under  unfinished  business,  viz.: 

1.  Action  on  appointments  submitted  by  the 
Mayor  February  6,  1933,  of  Carroll  Gorman  and 
Lawrence  R.  Alther,  to  be  Weighers  of  Coal. 

The  question  came  on  confirmation.  Com- 
mittee, Coun.  Barker  and  Hein.  Whole  number 
of  ballots  cast,  13,  yeas  13,  and  the  confirmations 
were  confirmed. 


EMPLOYMENT  OF   RESIDENTS. 

Coun.  FISH  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  be  re- 
quested to  instruct  all  heads  of  departments  in 
making  contracts  that  no  awards  be  made  except 
to  Boston  concerns  and  that  a  clause  be  inserted 
in  each  contract  that  only  residents  of  Boston  be 
employed   by  the   contractor. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  in  connection  with 
that  order  I  might  say  it  is  about  time  that  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  stepped  into  the  picture  and 
did  something  about  these  nonresident  employees 
on  city  construction.  We  have  at  least  half  a 
dozen  city  jobs  under  construction  which  have 
working  on  them  people  from  other  cities  and 
towns;  in  fact,  you  will  find  upon  examination 
that  about  70  per  cent  of  the  employees  are  non- 
residents of  Boston.  If  I  am  a  carpenter  or  brick- 
layer and  go  to  Somerville  or  Cambridge  for  a 
job,  I  am  asked  where  I  live,  and  if  I  tell  them  I  live 
in  Boston  they  say,  "Go  back  and  see  the  Mayor 
of  Boston  about  putting  you  to  work  there."  I 
certainly  hope  the  Mayor  will  do  something 
in  this  matter  in  connection  with  contracts  that 
are  to  be  shortly  awarded,  recognizing  the  citizens 
of  this  city  wrho  made  it  possible  for  him  to  become 
Mayor. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


INDORSEMENT  OF  BOSTON  EMERGENCY 
RELIEF  CAMPAIGN. 

Coun.    BRACKMAN    offered    the   following: 
Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  go  on  record 

as     indorsing     the     Boston     Emergency     Relief 

Campaign. 
Adopted. 


RECESS. 

The  Council  voted,  at  3.05  p.  m.,  on  motion  of 
Coun.  HEIN,  to  take  a  recess  subject  to  the  call 
of  the  Chair.  The  members  reassembled  in  the 
Council  Chamber  and  were  called  to  order  by 
President  McGRATH  at  5.13  p.  m. 


EXECUTIVE   COMMITTEE   REPORTS. 

Coun.  LYNCH,  for  the  Executive  Committee, 
submitted  the  following: 

1.  Report  on  order  (referred  today)  that  Mayor 
be  requested  not  to  pay  any  contractors  for  snow 
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removal  until  they  have  paid  all  employees  at 
rate  of  62  J  cents  an  hour — recommending  that 
same  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  introduced 
an  order  here  at  the  beginning  of  our  session  today 
regarding  the  one  contractor  whom  I  knew  any- 
thing about — namely,  a  contractor  having  charge 
of  the  removal  of  snow  in  the  Charlestown  district. 
It  seems,  as  I  said  here — and  it  would  be  only 
repeating  to  say  it  again — that  fifty  boys  from  my 
district  went  to  work  over  there  and  were  paid 
at  the  rate  of  32  cents  an  hour.  In  presenting 
that,  I  felt  that  I  was  presenting  evidence  with 
regard  to  a  specific  contractor,  and  nobody  denies 
that  I  have  that  evidence.  There  is  somebody  in 
the  balcony  at  the  present  time  who  went  to  work 
for  that  contractor  and  received  only  32  cents  an 
hour.  It  seems  in  the  executive  session — due  to 
the  fact  that  Michael  Ward  happens  to  be  close 
to  the  Mayor  of  Boston — some  members  of  the 
Council  did  not  want  to  go  on  record  as  favoring 
the  rescission  of  this  particular  contract,  and  they 
amended  my  order  in  such  a  way  that  I  could  not 
recognize  it  myself — the  order  I  introduced  at  the 
beginning  of  the  session,  changing  it  so  much  that 
I  had  to  favor  "ought  not  to  pass."  Now,  Mr. 
President,  I  don't  care  if  I  am  voted  down  here, 
20  to  1  or  21  to  1.  I  have  submitted  evidence, 
and  it  has  not  been  contradicted  that  fifty  men 
from  the  Dorchester  district  went  to  work  Sunday, 
yesterday,  for  the  Ward  Contracting  Company, 
at  27  School  street,  a  firm  that  was  incorporated 
shortly  after  the  Mayor  went  into  office,  and  John 
Ward,  Michael's  brother,  is  connected  with  the 
company.  I  submitted  proof  that  this  firm  did 
not  live  up  to  the  contract,  did  not  pay  the  pre- 
vailing rate  of  wages,  62  J  cents  an  hour,  according 
to  the  contract.  Some  of  the  members  of  the 
Council  have  not  the  courage  to  go  on  record  as 
asking  the  Mayor  to  rescind  this  particular  con- 
tract. I  will  not  say  who  they  are,  but  that  was 
the  case  this  afternoon.  Now,  I  want  to  speak 
in  favor  of  this  order,  because  it  includes,  I  under- 
stand, a  few  other  contractors  who  have  not 
complied  with  the  provisions  of  the  contract,  but 
I  want  my  position  distinctly  understood.  I  am 
in  favor  of  all  these  contracts  being  properly 
carried  out.  But  when  I  introduce  a  specific 
order  asking  for  the  rescission  of  a  contract, 
showing  where  fifty  men  have  been  abused  by 
this  Ward  company,  which  refused  to  pay  the 
men,  according  to  the  testimony,  $5  a  day,  while 
they  were  still  making  at  the  rate  of  S13  or  $14 
a  day  on  each  man,  I  desire  to  be  accorded  proper 
treatment  on  such  an  order.  When  I  see  a  man 
giving  these  poor  men  for  this  work  $3.20  a  day 
for  ten  hours'  work  instead  of  $5  for  eight  hours' 
work,  I  think  the  proper  thing  for  me,  as  it  would 
be  for  any  member,  is  to  come  in  and  name  the 
contractor  and  ask  the  Mayor  to  make  an  immedi- 
ate example  of  him.  Therefore,  I  want  to  be  so 
recorded;  I  wish  to  have  something  to  say  on  my 
own  order,  upon  which  it  has  become  so  changed 
in  committee  I  had  to  move  to  report  back, 
"Ought  not  to  pass."  I  do,  however,  wish  to 
have  my  position  properly  stated  on  the  record. 

Coun.  GREEN — Mr  President,  in  reply  to  the 
gentleman  who  has  just  taken  his  seat,  I  want 
to  say  that  I  hold  no  brief  for  the  Ward  Contract- 
ing Company  or  any  other  contracting  company 
that  had  to  do  with  the  removal  of  snow  from  the 
streets  of  Boston.  We  took  a  vote  in  executive 
session.  I  do  not  believe  in  making  fish  of  one 
and  flesh  of  another.  I  don't  know  what  this 
animosity  towards  the  Ward  Brothers  means,  but, 
as  I  have  already  said,  I  hold  no  brief  for  the 
Wards  or  any  other  contractors  carrying  out 
these  contracts  for  the  City  of  Boston.  If, 
however,  we  are  going  to  investigate  Ward,  I  say, 
let  us  go  out  and  investigate  all.  Some  reference 
has  been  made  to  men  standing  up  and  being 
counted.  Of  course,  as  members  of  this  body  we 
have  our  battles,  but  I  don't  believe  in  leaving 
scars.  We  stood  up  here  and  were  counted  two 
weeks  ago  when  it  took  men  to  stand  up  and 
vote  "yes"  or  "no."  And  I  was  one  of  eight 
men  who,  although  we  were  defeated,  stood  up 
and  were  counted.  I  was  counted  along  with 
seven  other  men  who  voted  against  that  order  in 
executive  session.  When  we  take  a  vote  in  execu- 
tive session,  Mr.  Chairman,  I  think  that  vote 
should  stand,  and  I  am  going  to  vote  the  wrav 
I  voted  in  executive  session  against  the  order. 
If  we  investigate  Ward,  let  us  investigate  them  all. 


Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  I  am  heartily  in 
accord  with  Councilor  Kelly  in  his  statements, 
which  I  have  reason  to  believe  are  correct.  I  am 
in  favor  of 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  order,  that  the  gentleman  is  not  discussing  the 
matter  that  is  properly  before  us.  The  order 
introduced  by  Councilor  Kelly  is  not  now  before 
the  body. 

President  McGRATH— The  clerk  will  reread 
the  order  that  is  now  being  passed  upon  by  the 
Council. 

(The  clerk  did  so.) 

Coun.  BURKE— Mr.  President,  that  is  the 
order  we  voted  for  almost  unanimously,  and  that 
order  includes  in  itself  the  order  offered  by  Coun- 
cilor Kelly  because  it  provides  that  if  any  con- 
tractor has  failed  to  pay  the  prevailing  rate  of 
wages,  62  J  cents  an  hour,  he  will  not  receive  any 
money  from  the  city  treasury;  which  means  that 
every  man  working  on  snow  removal  and  receiv- 
ing less  than  $5  a  day  has  a  right  to  receive  that 
full  amount  of  $5  before  any  contractor  receives 
his  money  from  the  city.  So  if  any  of  these 
contractors — and  we  are  not  singling  out  Ward, 
Tomasello,  or  any  other  contractor — has  not 
complied  with  that  provision,  his  contract  will  be 
rescinded,  if  the  terms  of  the  order  are  carried  out. 
That  being  so,  this  includes  the  councilor's  order, 
and  I  don't  see  why  he  should  now  come  in  on 
the  floor  of  the  Council  because  this  order  blankets 
his  order,  and  raise  any  objection.  His  order  is 
included  in  this  order,  Mr.  President.  We  are 
simply  endeavoring  to  secure  this  action  in  order 
to  protect  the  men  who  have  been  forced  to  work 
at  less  than  the  prevailing  wage  scale,  and,  fur- 
ther, to  prevent  any  contractor  receiving  any 
money  until  he  has  paid  to  the  men  doing  the  work 
the  amount  they  should  receive. 

Coun.  POWER— Mr.  President,  I  did  not  say 
anything  about  the  order  of  the  councilor  from 
Dorchester  (Coun.  Kelly)  when  he  first  intro- 
duced it  because  I  had  in  mind  that  it  was  going 
to  be  referred  to  executive  session  and  that  more 
information  would  be  brought  out  there  if  we  had 
representatives  of  the  Public  Works  Department 
and  of  the  Employment  Bureau  brought  in.  We 
did  proceed  along  that  line.  When  we  went  into 
executive  session,  we  obtained  information  not 
only  in  regard  to  the  contractor  whom  the  coun- 
cilor from  Dorchester  designates,  but  four  or  five 
other  contractors  who  were  in  the  same  boat. 
Councilor  Murray,  I  believe,  introduced  an  order 
amending  the  councilor's  order,  so  as  to  hold  up 
the  money  to  be  paid  to  these  contractors;  and 
what  is  now  proposed  is  a  step  to  rescind  the  con- 
tracts of  all  contractors  who  failed  to  pay  the  pre- 
vailing rate  of  wage.  Now,  I  am  not  holding  any 
brief  for  any  contractor  in  the  City  of  Boston,  nor 
have  I  any  personal  axe  to  grind  for  anybody  in 
the  City  of  Boston.  That  should  not  be  our  atti- 
tude here,  Mr.  President.  Our  job  is  a  job  for  all 
the  people  and  does  not  concern  any  particular 
psrson.  If  one  is  wrong,  let  us  get  after  the  one; 
if  all  are  wrong,  let  us  get  after  all.  That  is  our 
job.  We  received  information  in  executive  ses- 
sion about  contractors  paying  but  30,  32  or  40 
cents  an  hour.  These  contractors  are  all  sup- 
posed to  pay  62J  cents  an  hour,  the  prevailing 
rate  of  wages.  They  have  all  broken  their  con- 
tracts and  it  is  proposed,  therefore,  by  this  order 
that  their  money  be  held  up.  We  also  got  the  in- 
formation that  they  hired  men  to  do  the  snow 
shoveling  by  number,  which  is  something  new. 
What  is  happening,  Mr.  President?  Are  we  going 
back  to  the  old  prison  days,  hiring  men  for  the 
City  of  Boston  by  number?  Almost  every  day 
in  the  week  persons  come  to  my  house  to  see 
what  can  be  done  with  this  contractor  or  that 
contractor  who  is  employing  aliens.  If  these  con- 
tractors employ  men  by  numbers,  how  do  we 
know  that  they  are  not  aliens?  We  want  the  in- 
formation in  regard  to  the  men  who  went  to  work 
for  these  contractors.  That  is  another  reason 
why  we  want  the  money  held  up.  Mr.  President 
and  members  of  the  Council,  this  is  the  most  out- 
rageous situation  that  has  ever  come  about  in 
this  city.  During  the  war  everyone  hated  a 
slacker;  during  the  war  we  got  what  we  called 
profiteers,  the  most  hated  men  in  this  country,  in 
fact  in  the  world.  We  now  have  the  racketeer, 
and  we  have  brought  before  us  the  racketeering 
contractor.  Any  of  these  contractors  can  make 
plenty  of  money  and  still  pay  the  men  who  work 
for  them  $5  a  day,  but  they  take  advantage  of  the 
worst  situation  that  has  happened  in  this  country, 
this  depression.     The  worst  people  who  live  are 
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(he  greedy  men  who  take  advantage  of  the  de- 
pression, going  around  to  these  men  who  are  in 
need  and  employing  them  for  30  cents  an  hour, 
while  they  are  still  getting  a  good  profit  and  would 
be  getting  a  good  profit  if  they  should  pay  them 
()2J  cents  an  hour.  We  have  nothing  against 
these  contractors  individually,  but  we  are  against 
them  all  when  they  do  this  sort  of  thing,  I  say 
throw  them  out,  if  we  have  the  real  substantial 
proof  that  they  have  done  this,  not  singling  out 
any  one  but  acting  against  all  of  them.  They 
should  be  thrown  out,  of  the  city,  not  alone  de- 
prived of  their  pay  by  the  city.  That  is  why  I 
am  in  favor  of  this  order.  It  covers  all  the  con- 
tractors, brings  them  all  in.  They  are  all  in  the 
same  boat. 

The  order  was  passed. 

2.  Report  on  order  (referred  today)  that  Mayor 
rescind  snow  removal  contract  of  Ward  General 
Contracting  Company  for  Charlestown  district — ■ 
recommending  that  same  ought  not  to  pass. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  came  before 
this  body  today  with  specific  statements  in  regard 
to  a  specific  number  of  men,  men  in  Dorchester 
whose  interests  I  have  been  elected  to  protect. 
The  only  contractor  who  offended  them,  who  did 
an  injustice  to  them,  was  the  Ward  Contracting 
Company.  There  may  have  been  men  in  Dor- 
chester who  worked  for  other  contractors,  but 
today  I  have  not  received  any  complaints  about 
their  not  being  paid  their  full  wages.  Other 
councilors  have  presented  a  few  instances  in  which 
they  claim  that  the  men  working  for  other  con- 
tractors did  not  receive  the  legal  amount  of  money 
called  for  in  the  country,  62?  cents  an  hour. 
Now,  I  don't  mind,  when  the  purpose  of  anybody 
in  this  Council  is  sincere,  having  my  order  con- 
nected up,  or  substituted  for  orders  presented  by 
other  members  of  the  body;  but  I  do  object,  and 
object  strenuously,  against  such  action  as  is  pro- 
posed on  this  order,  when  the  particular  man 
behind  this  contract  is  the  last  man  who  should 
steal  from  poor  unfortunate  people  working  on 
Sunday.  When  he  is  supposed  to  pay  62J  cents 
an  hour,  he  pays  32  or  32§  cents  an  hour.  Many 
times  councilors  in  this  body  have  submitted 
the  names  of  other  contractors  doing  general 
contracting  who  have  not  lived  up  to  their  par- 
ticular contracts,  but  never  once  have  we  had 
an  example  made  by  the  City  of  Boston  by  com- 
pelling contractors  to  live  up  to  their  particular 
specifications.  Here  is  a  chance  now  for  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  to  show  what  a  big  man  he  is, 
if  he  is  sincere, — if  the  kind  of  talk  he  has  been 
indulging  in  recently  is  not  a  sample  of  the  same 
sort  of  talk  he  has  been  getting  off  in  the  past. 
We  are  here  showing  what  has  happened  within 
the  last  twenty-four  hours.  Twenty  men  here 
are  ready  to  testify  to  facts  I  brought  out  before 
the  Council  and  the  committee.  Here  is  a  chance 
for  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  cancel  the  contract 
with  the  Ward  Contracting  Company.  I  wonder 
if  the  Mayor  has  the  courage  that  he  claims,  if  he 
is  going  to  tell  the  contractors  doing  city  work 
to  live  up  to  their  contracts.  The  reason  why 
I  am  forcing  this  particular  issue,  in  regard  to 
this  particular  contract  is  this:  no  order  of 
mine  is  going  to  be  railroaded  without  a  contest. 
The  members  can  vote  me  down  21  to  1,  or  20  to  1, 
if  they  wish,  on  any  order  I  introduce,  but  any 
order  that  Kelly  introduces,  when  it  involves 
fifty  constituents  of  his  in  Dorchester,  is  not 
going  to  be  railroaded,  substituted  or  camouflaged 
under  a  general  order  without  a  protest  on  my 
part.  I  have  a  specific  case  here,  and  I  stand  on 
the  floor  of  the  Council  and  desire  to  see  whether 
or  not  the  members  have  the  courage  to  vote  to 
rescind  this  particular  contract.  I  want  to  see 
how  many  members  will  vote  on  this  matter. 
I  do  not  like  to  put  any  members  in  the  middle, 
but  it  seems  that  some  like  to  put  me  in  the 
middle.  I  desire  to  have  a  direct  vote  on  this 
order,  because  Michael  Ward  is  a  member  of  the 
concern  and  he  is  particularly  friendly  with  the 
Mayor  of  Boston.  Not  that  I  care  whether  a 
contractor  is  friendly  with  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
or  not.  I  have  no  criticism  to  make  of  the  fact 
that  a  man  is  friendly  to  the  Mayor,  if  no  improper 
advantage  is  taken  of  that  friendship.  But 
because  those  are  the  men  who  get  the  extras 
and  who  are  allowed  to  run  along  as  they  please, 
I  have  to  discuss  friends  of  the  Mayor  of  Boston. 
I  want  to  have  it  clearly  stated,  however,  once 
and  for  all, — and  I  hope  the  newspapers  in  Boston 
will  carry  this  statement, — that  any  position  I  take 
here  is  not  because  of  an  unfriendly  personal 
attitude   towards   the   Mayor.     I   wish   it   under- 


stood that  I  was  a  strong  supporter  of  the  Mayor 
of  Boston  in  his  last  mayoralty  fight,  and  for  six 
months  I  voted  for  anything  he  wanted.  But 
when  I  got  my  bearings  and  saw  the  things  that 
he  wanted  to  push  through  the  Council,  things 
that  in  my  humble  opinion  I  felt  were  not  for  the 
best  interest  of  the  public,  remembering  that  I  had 
raised  up  my  right  hand  and  taken  a  solemn  oath 
of  office,  promising  during  my  membership  ya  the 
Council  to  have  careful  regard  for  the  interests 
of  the  city,  I  rose  in  this  Council  and  voiced  my 
opinion,  one  against  twenty-one.  Now,  as  I  say, 
I  have  no  personal  animosity  against  the  Mayor 
of  Boston,  but  I  do  object,  and  I  object  strenu- 
ously, to  the  Mayor  of  Boston  allowing  these 
transactions  to  go  through  which  have  caused  an 
enormous  increase  in  the  tax  rate  of  this  city 
through  the  past  three  years  of  this  administration. 
My  position  here  as  a  member  of  the  Council,  in 
spite  of  what  anybody  may  say,  is  because  I 
desire  the  action  taken  here  to  be  in  the  interest 
of  our  citizens.  There  is  nothing  personal  about 
it.  Kelly  is  representing  the  interests  of  the 
people  of  this  city  when  he  takes  issue  with  eon- 
tractors  who  are  pets  of  this  administration, 
when  he  takes  issue  with  the  Mayor  because  he 
does  not  award  a  contract  to  the  lowest  bidder, 
when  he  takes  issue  with  the  Mayor  awarding 
$5,000,000  to  one  f  articular  contractor,  and  when 
contracts  are  not  awarded  to  the  low  bidder. 
At  such  times,  of  course,  Kelly  must  rise  and 
must  go  the  limit  and  do  everything  he  can  for 
the  public  he  represents.  I  am  satisfied,  how- 
ever, regardless  of  how  I  may  be  outvoted,  regard- 
less of  what  is  said  about  me,  that  the  public  of 
Boston  are  with  me,  and  I  think  I  know  the 
sentiments  of  the  public  of  Boston.  Perhaps  in 
a  short  time  again  the  public  of  Boston  will  have 
an  opportunity  to  express  its  opinion  about  me, 
as  it  did  a  year  ago,  when  I  carried  every  precinct 
in  my  ward  against  the  opposition  of  the  Mayor 
of  Boston,  something  never  heard  of  in  Ward  15 
before.  The  public  will  perhaps  have  an  oppor- 
tunity again  in  the  near  future  to  turn  out  behind 
the  man  who  has  been  making  their  contest,  a 
battle  against  tremendous  odds.  I  have  no  illu- 
sions about  the  difficulty  of  the  contest  I  am 
making,  but  it  is  the  people's  fight  and  the  people 
will  knock  down  the  two  or  three  racketeers  who 
are  running  this  city.  The  people  will  not  be 
fooled  by  any  camouflage  or  cheap  oratory. 
They  know  who  is  representing  their  best  interests. 
They  know  that  I  would  have  been  vigorously 
assailed  in  legal  proceedings  if  I  had  been  makirg 
merely  libellous  statements,  statements  that  I 
could  not  back  up;  that  I  would  have  been  brought 
into  200  or  300  slander  suits  if  those  whom  I  have 
assailed  did  not  know  that  I  had  the  facts.  No- 
body in  Boston — Dolan,  Ward  or  anybody  else — 
dares  take  civil  action  against  Kelly,  because  they 
know  that  before  a  justice  of  the  court  Kelly 
would  be  allowed  freedom  to  tell  the  truth  and 
back  up  the  truth  by  his  statements.  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, I  am  going  to  insist,  without  taking  further 
time,  that  a  direct  vote  be  taken  on  this  order, 
which  I  introduced  on  the  floor  of  the  Council 
early  in  the  session.  It  has  been  reported  back, 
"Ought  not  to  pass."  And  therefore,  I  am 
obliged  to  take  the  position  I  take  now,  in 
seeking  to  get  a  direct  vote  upon  it.  The  gentle- 
men of  the  Council  can  do  just  as  they  please, 
but  I  am  taking  the  position  I  do  at  this  time 
representing  the  people,  representing  those  fifty 
young  men  who  went  to  work  at  7  o'clock  in  the 
morning,  got  through  at  12,  and  received  the 
stupendous  stipend  of  $1.60. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  I  have  listened 
with  great  interest  to  the  councilor  from  Dor- 
chester. If  there  is  any  member  of  the  Council 
who  should  not  hold  a  brief  for  the  Mayor  of 
Boston,  I  imagine  I  am  that  man.  But  I  cannot 
help,  in  replying  to  the  councilor  who  has  just 
spoken,  calling  to  his  attention  the  statement  of 
the  Acting  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  who 
said  the  Mayor  of  Boston  called  him  in  this  morn- 
ing and  told  him  that  it  had  come  to  his  attention 
that  certain  contractors  were  not  paying  the 
prevailing  rate  of  62 -J  cents  an  hour,  and  that  the 
Public  Works  Commissioner  should  not  pay  to 
any  contractor  in  connection  with  the  removal 
of  snow  the  amount  he  claimed  was  due  him,  until 
he  was  satisfied  that  that  rate  of  wages  had  been 
paid.  Therefore,  it  would  seem  that  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  has  anticipated  all  that  the  councilor 
from  Dorchester  has  said,  that  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  did  not  specify  any  one  particular  con- 
tractor,   but    specified    all.     Councilor    Murray's 
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order  embodied  all  the  contractors  handling  snow, 
they  are  all  subject  to  investigation,  and  I  don't 
think  it  is  fair  for  the  councilor  from  Dorchester 
to  get  up  here  under  the  subterfuge  of  defending 
fifty  people  from  Dorchester  when  the  entire 
City  of  Boston  is  involved.  I  don't  think  it  is 
fair  for  him  to  attempt  to  becloud  or  throw  a 
shadow  of  suspicion,  either,  around  his  fellow 
councilors.  Each  and  every  individual  here 
stands  on  his  own  feet.  What  he  is  is  known  to 
the  others,  and  I  think  it  ill  behooves  the  councilor 
from  Dorchester  to  east  reflections  not  alone  on 
this  Council  but  on  the  Mayor  of  Boston  under  the 
circumstances. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  I  am  in  hearty 
accord  with  Councilor  Kelly's  order.  The  state- 
ments he  has  made  here  today  are  correct,  or  I 
have  reason  to  believe  that  they  are  correct,  and 
I  feel  that  the  Mayor  of  Boston  should  rescind  the 
Ward  Company  contract.  It  is  about  time  that 
the  Mayor  of  Boston  stepped  in  and  cancelled 
some  of  these  contracts,  if  the  contractors  are  not 
paying  the  prevailing  rate  of  wages. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  am  in  the 
ward  next  to  that  of  the  councilor  who  spoke 
previously  to  the  last  speaker,  and  my  position  is 
probable  somewhat  different  from  his.  I  have 
over  one  hundred  names  and  addresses  in  my 
possession  of  those  who  worked  and  who  did  not 
receive  the  62  J-  cents  an  hour.  Although  his 
order  is  similar  to  ours,  his  order  takes  care  of  but 
one  case,  and  the  other  takes  care  of  all.  I  don't 
know,  under  the  circumstances,  why  his  order 
should  be  placed  before  the  body.  However, 
If  the  President  and  the  Council  see  fit  to  allow  it 
to  be  acted  upon,  I  suppose  action  can  be  taken. 
Therefore,  if  the  President  allows  the  order,  I 
will  vote  for  it. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  would  move 
that  for  the  words  "Ought  not  to  pass"  the  words 
"Ought Ho  pass"  be  substituted,  if  in  order. 

President  McGRATH — The  motion  is  not  in 
order.  The  question  will  be  put  on  the  acceptance 
of  the  report  of  the  committee  and  the  rejection 
of  the  order.  A  vote  to  reject  the  order  will 
be  "yes"  and  a  vote  in  favor  of  the  order  will 
be  "no." 

Coun.  POWER— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  the  councilor  from  Ward  15  (Coun.  Kelly) 
one  question.  Is  there  anything  in  your  order, 
councilor,  that  is  not  in  the  other  order,  the  one 
previously  passed? 

Coun.  KELLY — Yes,  there  are  a  lot  of  words 
in  my  order  that  are  not  in  the  other  order. 

Coun.   POWER — I    would  like   to  know   what. 

Coun.  KELLY — Well,  I  would  inform  the 
councilor  that  in  the  first  order  to  which  he  is 
referring  no  mention  is  made  of  this  particular 
concern,  the  W.  G.  C.  Company,  the  Ward  Com- 
pany, whereas  in  my  order  I  am  specific  and  right 
to  the  point,  and  do  mention  this  chief  offender, 
the  W.  G.  C.  Company. 

Coun.  GREEN— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  the  gentleman  who  has  just  taken  his  seat  a 
question, —  whether  he  has  any  objection  to 
investigating  these  other  contractors? 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  when  I  spoke 
on  the  other  order,  I  specifically  stated  that  I  had 
no  objection,  in  view  of  the  information  furnished 
by  some  of  the  councilors  regarding  other  con- 
tractors not  complying  with  their  contracts  re- 
garding payment  of  wages,  to  their  being  investi- 
gated, and  I  accordingly  voted  so. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  will  you  as 
President  of  the  body  tell  the  Council  whether  or 
not  the  order  already  passed  embodies  the  con- 
templated order  now  being  advocated  by  the 
councilor  from  Ward  15  (Coun.  Kelly)? 

President  McGRATH — If  the  councilor  makes 
that  as  a  point  of  order,  the  President's  ruling 
would  be  that  this  order  is  embodied  in  the  other 
order.  If  the  gentleman  does  not  make  it  a 
point  of  order,  this  being  one  specific  concern, 
we  would  be  voting  with  regard  to  a  specific 
concern. 

Coun.  BURKE— It  is  true,  then,  Mr.  President, 
that  the  order  already  passed  embodies  this  order? 

President  McGRATH— That  is  true. 

Coun.  BURKE— Then,  Mr.  President,  I  sug- 
gest that  you  rule  that  the  order  now  before  the 
Council  be  ruled  out  of  order,  because  it  is  an 
order  that  has  already  been  passed,  and  is  not 
necessary. 

President  McGRATH— The  Chair  has  informed 
the  councilor  under  what  circumstances  he  will 
rule. 


Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  in  regard  to 
this  particular  order,  I  feel  that,  due  to  the  fact 
that  a  report  has  been  made  by  the  Executive 
Committee  "Ought  not  to  pass,"  this  order  can- 
not under  any  consideration  be  ruled  out  of  order, 
because  it  represents  the  vote  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  this  Council.  Therefore,  the 
matter  comes  to  the  floor  to  determine  whether  or 
not  the  vote  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be 
substantiated. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a  point  of 
order.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  this  order  of 
Councilor  Kelly's  is  already  embodied  in  an  order 
of  Councilor  Murray's,  that  we  have  already 
passed,  I  move  that  this  order  be  ruled  out  of 
order. 

President  McGRATH— The  Chair  will  say  that 
the  point  of  order  is  well  taken,  and  that  the 
Chair  rules  that  the  order  is  out  of  order. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  am  forced, 
much  as  I  dislike  to  do  so,  to  appeal  from  the  de- 
cision of  the  Chair  and  to  ask  for  a  roll  call. 

President  McGRATH— Councilor  KELLY 
moves  that  the  ruling  of  the  Chair  be  not  sus- 
tained.    Is  it  seconded? 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  second  the 
motion. 

President  McGRATH— The  question  is,  Shall 
the  ruling  of  the  Chair  stand  as  the  decision  of  the 
body? 

Coun.  GREEN — Mr.  President,  if  we  vote 
"yes"  we  are  voting  to  sustain  the  Chair? 

President  McGRATH— Yes. 

The  Council  voted  by  roll  call  that  the  decision 
of  the  Chair  should  stand  as  the  decision  of  the 
body,  yeas  13,  nays  3:

REPORTED    DEATH   OF    WALTER    LIBBY. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Boston  City 
Hospital  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  investigate  and  report  to  the  City 
Council  with  reference  to  the  telegram  sent  to 
relatives  of  Walter  Libby,  falsely  informing  them 
of  his  death. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  have  here  a 
telegram  signed  by  John  J.  Dowling,  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Boston  City  Hospital,  addressed 
to  Mary  Libby,  52  Elmwood  street,  Roxbury, 
Mass.,  as  follows:  "Walter  Libby  is  dead  at 
Boston  City  Hospital."  As  a  result  of  receiving 
this  telegram,  Mrs.  Libby,  the  wife  of  Walter 
Libby,  engaged  an  undertaker,  and,  lo  and  behold, 
when  investigation  was  made,  when  they  went 
there  to  get  the  body  of  Mr.  Libby,  he  was  found 
to  be  better  than  he  ever  was.  I  cannot  under- 
stand how  a  colossal  error  of  that  type  could  be 
made  at  the  Boston  City  Hospital.  It  certainly 
shows  that  somebody  was  lax  and  inefficient,  and 
I  would  like  to  get  a  detailed  report  showing  who 
is  responsible  for  sending  such  a  telegram  to  a 
man's  wife  stating  that  he  is  dead. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  might  I  suggest, 
if  there  is  no  objection  on  the  councilor's  part, 
that  that  matter  be  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee,  so  that  we  can  get  the  desired  infor- 
mation next  week? 

President  McGRATH— Does  Councilor  Dowd 
have  any  objection? 

Coun.  DOWD — No  objection  whatsoever,  Mr. 
President. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee.

I  will  just 
read  a  bit  of  it.  (Quoting  from  today's  Tran- 
script) : 

"Massachusetts  and  New  England  members  of 
Congress  today  began  to  prepare  for  a  new  fight 
to  save  the  Boston  and  Portsmouth  Navy  Yards. 
The  threat  to  these  two  important  shore  stations 
of  the  Navy  comes  from  the  Bratton  amendment 
to  reduce  all  expenditures  of  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment 5  per  cent  below  the  appropriations  granted. 
With  respect  to  the  Navy,  this  means  in  all  prob- 


ability the  closing  down  of  shore  stations  or  the 
curtailing  of  activities  therein.  The  Boston  and 
Portsmouth  yards,  it  is  believed,  are  two  that 
will  be  earmarked  to  feel  the  axe  of  economy  if 
another  $15,000,000  is  lopped  off  the  Navy  ap- 
propriations." 

The  resolution  was  passed  under  suspension  of 
the  rule.

"This  has  led  me  to  believe  that  he  died  of  dila- 
tion of  the  heart  instead  of  pulmonary  embolism." 

I  am  therefore  satisfied  that  Farren  did  not 
die  as  a  result  of  the  injury  to  his  leg  but  that 
death  resulted  from  heart  trouble  and  I  cannot 
recommend  that  your  Honor  give  your  approval 
to  the  order  of  the  Council.

I  cannot 
see  any  connection  between  the  trauma  in  the 
side  of  his  neck  now  and  the  cancer  of  the  oesopha- 
gus—as  to  the  injury  in  the  side  of  the  neck 
causing  the  cancer  of  the  oesophagus,  I  would 
say  that,  in  my  opinion,  it  is  impossible,  as  the 
oesophagus  is  protected  by  so  many  organs  and 
muscles." 

It  is  apparent,  therefore,  that  McCarthy  died 
from  a  cancer  which  had  no  relationship  to  in- 
juries alleged  to  have  been  received,  and  I  cannot 
recommend  that  your  Honor  give  his  approval  to 
this  order.

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  February  15,  1933. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — During  the  last  two  years  the  City 
Council  appropriated  $20,000  for  the  purpose  of 
providing  portraits,  to  be  placed  in  the  schools  and 
public  buildings,  of  residents  of  Boston  who  lost 
their  lives  in  the  service  during  the  late  war. 
This  appropriation,  together  with  the  money  fur- 
nished by  the  School  Committee,  was  sufficient 
to  provide  for  1,147  portraits,  which  was  the 
number  required  according  to  the  available 
records.  The  work  has  been  completed  and  the 
appropriation  entirely  expended. 

At  the  dedication  exercises  a  number  of  cases 
were  called  to  our  attention  by  the  relatives  of 
veterans,  which  for  one  reason  or  another  had 
been  overlooked,  and  I  am  informed  by  the  Super- 
intendent of  Public  Buildings  that  there  are  some 
twenty  more  veterans  for  which  portraits  are 
required.  The  new  cases  which  were  brought  to 
light  by  the  dedication  exercises  have  been  verified 
as  to  enlistment  and  service,  and  I  accordingly 
recommend  the  passage  of  the  accompanying 
order  appropriating  $1,000  more,  which  I  am 
assured  will  be  sufficient  to  complete  the  work.

INFORMATION  IN  RE  PUBLIC  AID 
RECIPIENTS. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  notify  the  Board  of  Overseers  of  Public  Welfare 
that  information  pertaining  to  persons  receiving 
aid  from  the  City  of  Boston  be  held  absolutely 
confidential  and  that  information  regarding  such 
receipt  of  welfare  aid  shall  not  be  given  to  insur- 
ance companies  or  other  public  service  corpora- 
tions who  seek  such  information. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN — Mr.  President,  it  is  my 
understanding  that  at  the  present  time  the  Welfare 
Department  or  any  of  its  members  or  employees 
are  prohibited  by  law  from  divulging  any  informa- 
tion relative  to  people  who  receive  aid.  Recently 
I  have  come  across  one  or  two  instances  where 
insurance  companies  have  received  information 
from  the  Welfare  Department  in  regard  to  those 
getting  aid  and  the  amount  they  are  receiving. 
It  occurs  to  me  that  there  are  many  sources  where 
information  is  being  given  out  to  various  public 
service  corporations  with  regard  to  beneficiaries 
of  the  Welfare  Department,  entirely  contrary  to 
law.  This  order  is,  therefore,  designed  to  put  a 
stop  to  the  divulging  of  this  confidential  informa- 
tion, because,  in  my  opinion,  it  is  very  unfair  to 
make  public  or  to  allow  any  outside  agencies  to 
obtain  information   as   to   who   is   receiving   aid, 
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thereby  embarrassing  many  people.     I  move  that 
the  order  be  passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 
The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


SIREN  SIGNALS  ON  SQUAD   CARS. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Police  Commissioner  be  re- 
quested by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  install  siren 
signals  on  all  squad  cars. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN— Mr.  President,  just  a 
word  on  this  order.  I  understand  that  at  the 
present  time  the  squad  cars  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment have  no  means  of  letting  autoists  know  that  a 
police  car  is  in  the  vicinity  and  wishes  to  go  by, 
that  when  a  squad  car  is  in  a  hurry,  chasing  a 
criminal,  there  is  no  means  by  which  that  informa- 
tion can  be  communicated  to  other  cars  except 
by  the  usual  automobile  horn.  It  does  seem  to 
me  that  police  squad  cars  chasing  criminals  should 
have  some  means  of  clearing  the  road  so  that  they 
may  get  through. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

President  McGRATH  called  up,  under  unfinished 
business,  No.  1  on  the  calendar,  viz.:

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
have  this  matter  lie  over  for  a  week.  While  I 
realize  that  it  is  rather  late  to  make  any  state- 
ment in  connection  with  this  thing,  I  was  rather 
surprised,  listening  to  the  gentleman  interested  in 
the  sale  of  these  pictures,  to  learn  that  they  were 
made  of  gold,  and  I  was  astounded  to  find  that 
they  cost  in  the  neighborhood  of  $1.10  per  square 
inch.  I  have  a  feeling  that  years  ago,  when  a 
similar  matter  came  up,  the  price  was  consider- 
ably less,  and  I  would  like  to  have  the  matter 
put  over  till  I  have  time  to  look  into  it.  and  see 
what  the  actual  cost  of  the  pictures  has  been. 

The  order  was  laid  on  the  table. 


REDUCTION  OF  REAL  ESTATE 

ASSESSMENTS. 

Coun.  FISH  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Assessors  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  reduce 
the  valuation  on  real  estate  twenty-five  per  cent 
f  or  the  year  nineteen  thirty-three. 


Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  in  a  few  weeks 
the  assessors  will  be  out  on  the  streets  reassessing 
property  for  1933.  We  all  know  that  property 
today  is  over  assessed,  and  I  sincerely  hope  that 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  will  instruct  the  Assessing 
Department  to  make  a  substantial  reduction  from 
the  assessments  this  coming  year. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


HEALTH   UNIT   FOR  JAMAICA   PLAIN. 

Coun.  POWER  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  George 
Robert  White  Fund  be  requested,  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  to  consider  the  advisability  of 
erecting  a  health  unit  in  the  Jamaica  Plain  section 
of  Ward  10. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


SIDEWALK,    WARD    19. 

Coun.  MURRAY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  make  a  sidewalk  along  May  street,  full 
length,  both  sides,  Ward  19,  in  front  of  the  estates 
bordering  thereon;  said  sidewalk  to  be  from  3  to 
10  inches  above  the  gutter  adjoining,  to  be  from 
5  to  12  feet  in  width,  and  to  be  built  of  artificial 
stone,  with  granite  edgestones,  under  the  provi- 
sions of  chapter  196  of  the  Special  Acts  of  1917. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


GRANOLITHIC   PAVING,   WARD    12. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Public  Works  Commissioner 
be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
replace  all  sidewalks  at  present  paved  in  red  brick 
paving  with  granolithic  paving  in  Ward  12. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN— Mr.  President,  at  the 
present  time  there  is  a  bill  pending  before  the 
Legislature  to  do  away  with  the  present  practice 
of  permitting  individuals  to  sue  the  city  for  defects 
in  the  highway,  which  includes  the  sidewalks. 
If  the  bill  were  passed  it  would  be  a  very  unfor- 
tunate thing  for  persona  injured  and  not  able  to 
take  care  of  themselves,  people  perhaps  thrown 
out  of  work  because  of  the  injury.  I  think  most 
of  the  trouble  has  been  due  to  the  old  red  brick 
sidewalks  so  common  in  many  sections  of  the  city 
and  particularly  in  my  district.  They  are  always 
out  of  repair,  with  a  brick  missing  here  and  there, 
and  with  one  brick  raised  above  another.  A 
check-up  on  applications  on  file  as  to  result  of 
accidents  will  show  that  most  of  the  accidents 
have  occurred  on  the  old-fashioned  sidewalks, 
mostly  of  the  red  brick  type.  So  my  order  is 
introduced  with  the  hope  that  a  start  might  be 
made  on  this  matter,  and  I  trust  that  the  Public- 
Works  Department  will  proceed  immediately  to 
take  up  the  old  brick  sidewalks  and  give  us 
granolithic. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


SALE  OF  ELECTRICITY  BY  ELEVATED. 

Coun.  DONOVAN  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
hereby  favors  the  enactment  of  legislation  authoriz- 
ing the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  to  sell 
electricity  to  railroads,  street  railways,  electric 
companies  and  other  public  utilities. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


LEGISLATION    IN    RE    GAS    AND 
ELECTRIC   COMPANIES. 

Coun.  DONOVAN  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
hereby  favors  the  enactment  of  legislation  pro- 
hibiting establishment  or  maintenance  of  charges 
for  use  of  meters  by  corporations  furnishing  gas 
and  electricity. 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
hereby  favors  the  enactment  of  legislation  relative 
to  control  and  supervision  of  gas  and  electric 
companies. 
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Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
hereby  favors  the  anactment  of  legislation  pro- 
hibiting additional  charges  by  corporations 
furnishing  electricity  or  gas. 

Severally  passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


INFORMATION    FROM    SINKINGS    FUNDS 
COMMISSIONERS. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of 
Sinking  Funds  be,  and  hereby  is,  requested  to 
furnish  the  City  Council  with  the  following  in- 
formation: A  schedule  of  investments  purchased 
by  said  Board  in  the  year  1932,  specifying  for 
each  purchase  (1)  date  of  purchase,  (2)  person  or 
firm  from  which  purchase  was  made,  (3)  name  of 
security  purchased,  maturity,  interest  rate  and 
par  value,  (4)  price  at  which  purchase  was  made, 
(5)  total  amount  paid. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


TIME   OFF   FOR   POLICE   FORCE. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  be  requested 
to  consider  the  advisability  of  requesting  the 
Police  Commissioner  of  Boston  to  make  a  study  of 
the  matter  of  allowing  members  of  the  Boston 
Police  Force  one  day  off  in  seven,  provided  no 
additional  expense  is  incurred  to  the  city. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  the  police 
officers  of  Boston  now  receive  one  day  off  in  eight. 
With  the  use  of  the  police  automobiles  and  a 
modern  system  of  communication,  which  science 
has  placed  at  the  disposal  of  our  Police  Depart- 
ment, it  would  seem  that  arrangements  could  be 
made  to  allow  members  of  the  Boston  Police 
Force  one  day  off  in  seven  without  adding  any 
additional  cost  to  the  operation  of  our  Police  De- 
partment. It  would  appear  to  be  a  question  of 
reorganization  in  the  department.  I  opposed  a 
legislative  bill  which  meant  more  expense.  All 
workers  are  entitled  to  one  day  off  in  seven.  This 
has  been  the  custom  throughout  the  civilized 
world  since  the  dawn  of  the  Christion  era.  I 
believe  that  the  Police  Commissioner  of  Boston 
should  be  requested  to  look  into  the  possibilities. 
It  will  mean  a  more  contented  force  of  men.  The 
increased  morale  and  better  feeling  that  will 
result  would  reflect  itself  in  a  more  efficient  Boston 
Police  Force  if  members  of  the  force  were  allowed 
one  day  a  week  to  spend  with  their  families.  "One 
day's  rest  in  seven"  is  a  rule  that  is  as  old  as  civil- 
ization. I  believe  that  modern  science  has  made 
it  possible  for  Boston  to  allow  its  policemen  one 
day  off  in  seven  without  additional  cost  to  the 
taxpayer.  I  am  desirous  of  having  our  police 
officers  treated  with  as  much  consideration  as  any 
other  police  force  in  America.  Police  officers 
on  day  duty  in  Boston  work  ten  hours  a  day  and 
seventy  hours  a  week.  The  police  officers  of 
San  Francisco,  Cleveland,  Detroit,  Chicago  work 
but  forty-eight  hours  a  week,  of  Pittsburgh,  Bal- 
timore and  St.  Louis,  fifty-six  hours  a  week.  The 
police  officer  on  night  duty  in  Boston,  working 
seven  days  in  the  week,  averages  forty-nine  hours, 
but  the  hours  are  broken  up  considerably,  during 
the  night  shifts.  If  cities  such  as  Cleveland, 
Detroit,  Chicago,  Pittsburgh,  Baltimore  and  St. 
Louis  can  arrange  their  police  department 
schedules  so  as  to  allow  the  policemen  forty-eight 
and  fifty-six  hour  weeks,  it  would  seem  that  Boston 
that  now  requires  the  daytime  police  force  to 
work  ten  hours  a  day,  seventy  hours  per  week, 
might  make  some  provision  for  lowering  the  work 
hours  and  allowing  one  day  off  in  seven  instead 
of  one  day  off  in  eight,  as  at  present.  Police 
Commissioner  Hultman  is  quoted  in  the  Boston 
Herald  of  February  19,  1933,  as  stating  that  with 
the  new  police  radio  and  communication  system 
it  would  be  the  equivalent  of  adding  2,200  men 
to  the  Police  Force.  I  respectfully  suggest,  then, 
that  this  is  the  time  to  consider  the  advisability 
of  allowing  the  members  of  the  Boston  Police 
Force  one  day  off  in  seven.  Boston  appears  to 
have  enough  patrolmen  to  do  this.  We  have 
2,150  patrolmen.  Detroit,  with  over  twice  the 
population  of  Boston  and  nearly  three  times  the 
area  to  cover,  has  2,610  policemen,  yet,  in  ordinary 
times,  Detroit  policemen  worked  but  forty-eight 
hours  a  week.  Boston's  day  officers  work  seventy 
hours   per   week.     Cleveland,   with    120,000   more 


people  than  Boston  and  nearly  double  the  area, 
has  only  1,200  police  officers  and  allows  them  a 
forty-eight  hour  week.  Boston  has  2,150  patrol- 
men, police  officers.  Los  Angeles,  almost  double 
the  population  of  Boston,  and  over  ten  times  the 
area  to  cover,  has  but  1,945  patrolmen.  Boston 
has  49  policemen  to  the  square  mile;  Philadelphia, 
33;  St.  Louis,  25;  Detroit,  19;  Baltimore,  12; 
Chicago,  23;  Cleveland,  17;  and  Los  Angeles,  5. 
Mr.  President,  might  I  quote  from  one  of  the 
leading  living  authorities  in  America  on  matters 
of  municipal  government,  Prof.  William  Bennett 
Munro,  formerly  Jonathan  Trumbull  Professor  of 
American  History  and  Government  in  Harvard 
University  and  now  at  Leland  Standford,  Junior, 
University.  Professor  Munro,  in  Volume  II, 
page  200,  of  his  epochal  work  entitled  "Municipal 
Government  and  Administration,"  1928,  states: 
"  .  .  .  no  patrolman  can  do  good  work  if  re- 
quired to  spend  more  than  eight  consecutive  hours 
on  active  duty."  On  page  205,  Volume  2,  of  this 
monumental  work,  Professor  Munro  states: 
"When  corruption  creeps  into  a  municipal  gov 
eminent  the  police  department  is  usually  the  first 
to  feel  its  effects.  .  .  .  The  duty  of  the  public 
towards  the  police  force  is  to  provide  it  with 
honest  and  capable  leadership,  to  give  the  officers 
adequate  pay  and  proper  conditions  of  employ- 
ment, to  be  quick  and  generous  in  the  appreciation 
of  duty  well-performed,  and  to  improve  the  en- 
vironment in  which  the  policeman  does  his  work." 
Mr.  President,  the  French  police  expert,  E.  G. 
Perrier,  in  his  book,  "La  Police  Municipale," 
Col.  Arthur  Woods,  formerly  head  of  the  New 
York  City  police,  in  his  book,  entitled  "Policeman 
and  Public,"  and  Raymond  B.  Fosdick's  dis- 
cussion of  "Police  Administration,"  which  forms 
Part  III  of  the  Cleveland  Foundation's  report  on 
"Criminal  Justice  in  Cleveland,"  speak  of  the 
necessity  of  continually  improving  the  environ- 
ment in  which  the  policeman  does  his  work.  With 
the  aid  of  modern  science,  the  use  of  the  auto- 
mobile and  the  coming  of  police  radio,  it  would 
appear  that  there  may  be  a  possibility  of  allowing 
the  Boston  policemen  one  day  off  in  seven  instead 
of  one  day  off  in  eight  without  increasing  the 
taxpayers'  burden.  I  want  our  Boston  policemen 
to  be  treated  as  well  as  the  police  of  any  other 
large  American  city,  and  with  this  end  in  view 
have  devoted  some  hours  to  preparing  the  above 
data. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


PAYMENT    OF    AID    TO    SOLDIERS    AND 
SAILORS. 

Coun.  NORTON,  for  the  Committee  on  Soldiers' 
Relief,  submitted  report  recommending  passage  of 
order  for  payment  of  aid  to  soldiers  and  sailors 
and  their  families  in  the  City  of  Boston  for  the 
month  of  February. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  BURKE— Mr.  President,  before  that 
order  is  passed,  I  would  like  to  know  whether  the 
chairman  of  the  committee  is  cognizant  of  the 
fact  that  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Department  is  now 
giving  out  coal  orders,  the  same  as  is  done  in 
the  Welfare  Department?  It  is  something  that 
has  never  happened  before  in  the  Soldiers'  Relief 
Department,  and  I  would  like  to  find  out  first, 
before  we  pass  this  order,  whether  they  have  a 
legal  right  to  expend  the  money  in  that  manner. 
It  is  my  opinion  that  the  money  should  be  paid 
in  cash  and  that  the  recipients  of  the  aid  should 
pay  for  their  own  fuel,  food  and  shelter.  I  don't 
think  the  practice  which  I  have  just  referred 
to  has  been  adopted  in  any  other  city  in  the 
Commonwealth  in  the  handling  of  soldiers'  relief. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  there  is  not  a 
soldiers'  relief  or  public  welfare  department  in  the 
world  that  gives  as  much  to  the  families  of  the 
recipients  as  is  given  by  the  City  of  Boston. 
We  spent  more  last  year  on  welfare  in  Boston  than 
the  city  of  Detroit,  with  double  the  population. 
When  it  comes  to  soldiers'  relief,  it  may  be  that 
the  city  can  purchase  fuel  or  other  things  better 
in  the  market  at  the  present  time  than  can  be 
done  by  individuals.  I  wish  we  could  give  more, 
but  from  the  standpoint  of  cash  payments,  if  the 
superintendent  thinks  that  he  can  make  a  better 
bargain  on  coal  on  behalf  of  the  veterans  than 
they  could  make  themselves,  I  don't  know  why  it 
shouldn't  be  done.

I  believe  it  ill  becomes  the  chairman  of  so  impor- 
tant a  committee  as  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands 
to  criticize  a  member  of  the  body  who  is  not  a 
member  of  the  committee  simply  because  he  seeks 
information.  If  the  chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Public  Lands  is,  according  to  his  own  belief, 
the  bright  spot  in  the  City  Council,  I  am  glad  that 
in  his  opinion  I  am  ignorant.

ROBERTS,  to  take  a  recess  subject  to  the 
call  of  the  Chair.  The  members  reassembled  in 
the  Council  Chamber  and  were  called  to  order  by 
President  McGRATH  at  3.41  p.  m. 


FINANCE   COMMITTEE    REPORTS. 

Coun.  KELLY,  for  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
submitted  the  following: 

1.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  January  9)  that  §500,000  be  appropriated 
for  Highways,  Making  of,  under  provisions  of 
chapter  393  of  Acts  of  1906 — that  same  ought  not 
to  pass,  without  prejudice. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  question  came 
on   the   passage   of   the   order. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  in  the  absence 
of  the  chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  I  wish 
to  tell  the  members  of  the  Council  that  the  com- 
mittee has  had  two  meetings  on  these  loan  orders 
of  one  million  dollars  for  sewers  and  $500,000  for 
the  construction  of  streets.  The  Committe  on 
Finance  reported,  with  only  one  dissenter  of  those 
present  at  the  last  meeting,  that  we  ought  to  sub- 
mit this  report  back  to  the  Council,  that  the 
$1,500,000  should  not  pass  at  this  time.  Con- 
sequently we  have  so  submitted  our  report,  ought 
not  to  pass,  without  prejudice.  Perhaps  some  of 
the  reasons  why  the  Committe  on  Finance  so 
reported  should  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
other  members  of  the  Council.  First  of  all,  we 
felt,  so  far  as  the  million  dollars  for  sewers  was 
concerned,  that  that  work  should  be  done  either  by 
day  labor  or  by  men  who  are  now  receiving  aid  from 
public  welfare,  thereby  saving  the  taxpayers 
52  cents  on  every  thousand  dollars'  worth  of 
assessed  property.  We  know  that  in  the  past 
this  work  has  been  distributed  to  pet  contractors, 
that  these  pet  contractors  have  been  allowed  to  go 
out  and  hire  aliens,  nonresidents  of  Boston,  in 
preference  to  citizens  and  residents  of  Boston,  then 
paying  those  men  any  amount  of  money  that  they 
saw  fit  to  pay.  There  is  absolutely  no  stipulation 
in  the  contract  with  these  contractors  which  calls 
upon  them  to  pay  a  decent  wage.  They  can  pay 
absolutely  anything  they  wish.  We  find  that  this 
coming  year  in  Boston  we  are  confronted  with 
very  serious  problems.  Men  connected  with  the 
city  forces  will  probably  have  to  contribute  twice 
as  much  as  they  are  contributing  now.  Also, 
thousands  of  our  property  owners,  who  had  ac- 
cumulated enough  to  obtain  a  small  dwelling, 
people  representing  the  backbone  of  Boston,  are 
facing  the  sorrowful  fact  that  they  will  perhaps 
have  to  lose  their  life's  savings  as  a  result  of  un- 
justifiably increased  taxation.  Therefore,  Mr. 
President,  in  defense  of  those  city  employees, 
and  in  defense  of  those  property  owners  who 
contribute  78  cents  out  of  every  dollar  spent  by 
the  Mayor  of  Boston,  the  members  of  the  Finance 
Committe  feel  that  this  is  not  the  proper  time  to 
spend  this  $1,500,000.  Upon  questioning  the 
Public  Works  Commissioner  in  executive  session, 
he  said  that  perhaps  $250,000  of  this  may  be  used 
for  salaries.  Some  of  the  members  of  the  Council 
may  rise  after  I  am  seated  and  say,  "We  want 
to  keep  those  men  at  work  in  the  Public  Works 
Department."  I  say,  "Of  course  we  want  to  do 
so,"  and  we  will  keep  them  at  work.  Money 
sufficient  to  pay  their  salaries  until  the  first  of 
April  has  been  appropriated.  But  we  want  the 
experienced  men  in  the  Public  Works  Department 
to  supervise  the  work  done  by  day  labor  or  by  those 
from  the  Public  Welfare  Department.  If  that  is 
done,  those  men  can  be  kept  at  work.  The  Finance 
Committee  of  the  Council  wants  to  keep  them  at 
work,  feeling  that  they  are  qualified.  No  member 
of  the  Council  can  tell  the  speaker  that  in  our  Public 
Works  Department  we  have  not  men  who  can  do 
construction  work  and  supervise  construction 
work  on  the  streets.  Also  I  know  men  in  my 
ward  who  are  on  public  welfare  who  would  be 
perfectly  capable  of  working  on  the  streets  or 
sewers  of  Boston  and  would  be  glad  to  take  it  over. 
And  let  no  one  use  the  argument  that  if  those  men 
are  put  on  the  streets  no  street  construction  will  be 


done.     If  you  take  some  of  these  public  welfare 
men — strong,     healthy    fellows — and,    instead    of 
having  them  chase  a  little  pile  of  dirt  and  marking 
time,  have  them  do  some  honest-to-goodness  work  , 
I  know  many  of  them  would  be  more  than  pleased 
to  do  it,  and  we  should  have  in  the  course  of  a 
year    practically    every    unaccepted    street    and 
every   unpaved   street   in   Boston   paved   and   re- 
paired.    But  if  we  are  forced  to  go  outside  of  the 
Public  Welfare  Department  let  the  work  be  done 
by  day  labor,  not  by  a  certain  group  of  pet  con- 
tractors who  come  in,  as  I  said  before,  and  hire 
aliens  and   nonresidents  at  whatever  figure   they 
want  to  give.  Of  course,  the  argument  will  be  used 
in  regard  to  the  few  men  that  the  contractors  re- 
quire— and  there  would  probably  be  only  a  few  in 
this  machine  age — that  if  they  were  not  doing  this 
work  they  would  be  placed  on  public  welfare,  at 
the  expense  of  the  city.     Well,  let  us  see.     I  don't 
think  we  will  have  to  support  nonresidents  of  the 
City  of  Boston  in  the  Public  Welfare  Department. 
I  don't  know  of  any  law  that  compels  us  to  support 
such  men  who  may  be  up  against  it.  and  I  think 
many  of  those  men  working  for  the  pet  contractors 
who   have  had   the   preference   for  a  good   many 
years,  have  saved  up  a  few  dollars  and  will  not  be 
candidates  for  aid   at   the   hands   of   our  Welfare 
Department.     Now,  Mr.  President,  this  particular 
loan   order   needs   fifteen  votes.     Every   city  and 
town  in  the  state  is  economizing.     Something  has 
got  to  be  done.     We  heard  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works  say  that   $4,000,000  of  sewer  con- 
struction has  been  placed  before  him.     If  we  give 
him  a  million    there  must  still  be  three  millions  of 
this    work    that    must    wait.     He    says    that    the 
loan  is    customary.     There     are  a    lot  of    things 
that  have  been  customary    that    will  have  to  be 
dispensed  with  this  coming  year  in  order  for  us 
to  keep  going  and   not  become  a   bankrupt  city 
on  the  hands  of  the  state.     So  I  feel,  Mr.  President, 
in  the  case  of  this  order,  which  needs  fifteen  votes 
for  passage  in  this  Council,  that  this  is  not  a  proper 
time    to    spend    $1,000,000    that    will    be    placed 
under    the    street    and    never    seen.     The    other 
$500,000  is  for  repairs  on  the  streets.     Now,  why 
not  have  these  fellows  who  are  pushing  brooms 
around  do  some  of  the  work  of  repairing  on  the 
different  streets?     They  can  do  it.     The  argument 
will  be  used  that  there  are  no  men  in  the  Public 
Welfare  Department    capable    mentally  or  physi- 
cally of  doing  street  construction.    I  disagree  with 
whoever  may  advance  that  particular  argument. 
Some  of  the  cleverest,  smartest,   hardest-working 
men  in  Boston  are  on  the  Public  Welfare  Depart- 
ment, not  only  in  the  laboring  classes  but  in  the 
white    collar   class.      Jim    Balfe,    our   statistician 
upstairs,  is  compiling  reports  that  are  very  useful 
to  all  members  of  the  Council  and  to  the  city  in 
general,  and  some  of  the  smartest  young  men  in 
Boston  are  receiving  aid  from   the  city   and   are 
up  there  working  eight  or  nine  hours  a  day.     No 
man  can  tell  me  that  they  are  not  doing  good  work, 
and  if  we  put  the  public  welfare  men  at  this  sort 
of  work  we  will  save  a  million  and  a  quarter  dollars. 
Certainly  it  is  better  to  do  that,  giving  it  to  these 
fellows  rather  than  to  pet  contractors.     Let  the 
City  of  Boston  do  the  work,  not  the  contractors. 
Hire  laborers  by  the  day  and  pay  them  a  substan- 
tial day's  pay. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN — Mr.  President,  we  have 
been  talking  economy  for  a  long  time,  and  this 
is  an  opportunity  to  exercise  real  economy  that 
will  help  conserve  the  finances  of  the  city  and 
relieve  the  taxpayers.  The  expenditure  proposed 
here  is  half  a  million.  We  have  trimmed  off 
$10,000  here  and  S5.000  there,  small  amounts  that 
will  not  affect  the  tax  rate  very  much,  but  we  have 
an  opportunity  here  to  cut  off  an  expenditure  of 
half  a  million  dollars  without.  I  believe,  causing 
any  of  the  taxpayers  to  suffer.  I  believe  this 
work  can  wait  for  a  year;  that  things  are  not  in 
such  bad  shape  that  that  will  do  a  great  deal  of 
harm,  and  then  probably  by  the  end  of  the  year 
we  will  be  in  better  condition  to  spend  this  money. 
I  really  think  at  this  time  that  we  would  be  doing 
well  in  voting  against  this  order.  As  far  as  day 
labor  is  concerned,  in  my  opinion  it  would  be  very 
wise  for  the  Street  Laying-Out  Department  to 
consolidate  with  the  Public  Works  Department, 
and  we  would  then  get  the  benefit  of  the  engi- 
neers employed  in  the  Street  Laying-Out  Depart- 
ment, and  under  them  could  put  men  at  work  by 
day  labor.  In  that  way  we  would  be  performing 
a  real  service,  because  we  would  be  employing 
men  on  the  civil  service  list  who  have  been  there 
for  two  and  a  half  years  and  not  taken  off.  For 
that  reason  I  am  going  to  vote  against  this  order. 
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Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  the  way  I 
feel  now  I  am  only  going  to  vote  this  year  for 
pay  rolls,  hospitals  and  welfare.  I  think  what  I 
have  been  talking  about  for  a  long  time  is  going 
to  happen  this  year,  one  of  the  greatest  evils  we 
have  seen.  The  important  question  confronting 
us  will  be  the  pay  rolls  and  taking  care  of  the 
poor  people  of  Boston.  We  can  do  without 
streets  for  the  time  being,  and  I  say  that  although 
coming  from  a  ward  where  the  streets  are  perhaps 
in  worse  condition  than  is  the  case  with  all  the 
other  members  of  the  Council  put  together. 
But  we  can  do  without  streets  for  the  time  being. 
And  we  can  do  without  sewers.  We  have  already 
spent  $100,000  on  sewers,  and  there  are  250  miles 
of  sewers  underground  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
They  offer  a  splendid  opportunity  for  waste  of 
the  city's  money,  because  nobody  knows  anything 
about  them.  But,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, we  are  located  on  the  ocean,  and  if  we  went 
about  that  in  the  right  way,  instead  of  putting 
so  much  into  sewers,  we  could  have  the  ocean 
do  a  great  deal  of  the  work.  The  cost  of  our 
streets  for  the  last  twenty-five  years  has  been 
considerably  larger  than  for  the  average  American 
city.  But  we  can  get  along  without  $1,000,000 
for  sewers  this  year.  The  important  question 
confronting  us,  as  I  say,  is  the  feeding  and 
care  of  the  unemployed  and  taking  care  of  the 
pay  rolls  at  City  Hall.  That  is  a  very  serious 
problem.  BoBton  tried  to  borrow  money  last 
week,  and  Phil  Stockton  refused  to  loan  the 
money  for  the  pay  roll.  But  they  were  able  to 
cover  it  in  some  other  way.  The  moment,  how- 
ever, that  the  First  National  Bank  refuses  a 
temporary  loan,  there  is  no  pay  roll,  and  some 
students  of  financial  matters  in  the  City  of  Boston 
claim  that  after  the  city  has  borrowed  by  next 
August  about  $45,000,000,  the  schools  will  close 
for  the  rest  of  the  year,  because  we  will  do  well 
today  in  Boston  to  collect  $45,000,000  in  taxes. 
We  hear  a  lot  of  talk  about  the  financial  condition 
of  the  city.  My  answer  to  Rupert  Carven  and 
others  who  tell  about  the  fine  financial  condition 
of  the  city  today  is  to  look  out  the  window  to  see 
what  is  going  on  around  you.  The  shows,  the 
theaters,  are  paying.  The  public  monopolies  like 
the  electric  light,  telephone  and  gas  companies 
are  paying.  But  the  City  of  Boston  on  February 
1  of  this  year  asked  for  bids  on  a  temporary  loan 
of  $2,000,000  and  there  were  no  bidders.  The 
financial  situation  in  Boston  is  not  on  a  good 
basis,  because  the  average  building  in  Boston  is 
assessed  for  double  or  more  what  it  is  actually 
worth.  How  can  the  finances  of  the  city  be  good 
when  such  conditions  prevail?  When  the  time 
comes  that  we  ask  for  a  loan  to  pay  our  police- 
men and  firemen,  and  the  loan  is  not  forthcoming, 
there  will  be  payless  pay  days.  As  I  say,  we  got 
no  offers  to  take  that  $2,000,000  loan,  but  on 
February  11,  ten  days  later,  another  bid  was  put 
out  for  $4,000,000,  to  pay  the  policemen,  firemen 
and  others  and  to  provide  food  for  the  needy, 
and  finally  the  Shawmut  Bank  agreed  to  loan 
$4,000,000  at  3  per  cent,  and  that  called  forth 
vigorous  objection  from  the  chairman  of  the 
Finanace  Commission,  since  it  was  the  highest 
rate  of  interest  that  the  city  has  ever  paid  for  a 
temporary  loan  in  anticipation  of  taxes.  Two 
weeks  later  on  February  25, — and  this  is  a  sample 
of  what  we  are  coming  to, — the  City  of  Boston 
asked  for  $3,000,000,  and  no  one  would  bid  on  it. 
Not  a  financial  house  cared  to  lend  the  City  of 
Boston  $3,000,000  on  February  25,  a  few  days 
ago,  on  a  temporary  loan — which  ordinarily  is 
considered  in  itself  a  very  good  risk.  But  through 
a  private  arrangement  with  the  First  National 
Bank,  President  Stockton  agreed  to  loan  the 
money  and  the  City  of  Boston  has  been  able  to 
pay  its  policemen,  firemen  and  other  employees 
this  week,  and  also  to  take  care  of  our  Welfare 
Department.  The  First  National  Bank  finally 
gave  $3,000,000  at  4  per  cent.  If  the  First 
National  Bank  refused  two  days  ago  to  pay  that 
money,  there  would  have  been  no  pay  roll  this 
week  and  no  more  money  to  give  to  the  poor. 
That  is  the  condition,  gentlemen,  that  faces  this 
city  today.  Yesterday  one  of  the  most  brilliant 
writers  in  Boston,  the  editor  of  the  Boston  Post, 
had  a  little  something  to  say  which  I  think  was 
very  good  and  conservative,  gentlemen,  extraordi- 
narily conservative.  Just  imagine  these  words, 
published  in  the  Sunday  Post,  yesterday's  paper: 
"We  are  now  able  to  see  that  the  present  crisis 
is  no  ordinary  breakdown  of  business" — we 
remember  the  bands  about  here  playing  "Happy 
Days  are  Here  Again,"  and  the  cry  that  "Pros- 


perity is  just  around  the  corner" — "we  are  now 
able  to  see  that  the  present  crisis  is  no  ordinary 
breakdown  of  business,  something  to  be  endured 
for  a  brief  period  while  industry  is  getting  ready 
for  a  fresh  start.  It  is  a  vast  readjustment  which 
will  last  over  a  period  of  years.  In  the  process 
of  this  readjustment  millions  of  people  will  be 
badly  hurt.  A  great  deal  of  wealth  has  already 
disappeared."  Dave  Walsh  says  that  two  out 
of  three  homes  are  threatened.  "Thousands  of 
good-sized  income  taxpayers  in  the  past  have  very 
little  income  now."  Frank  Goodwin  says  the  way 
to  get  over  the  present  crisis  is  to  smash  the  rich 
by  taxing  intangibles.  That  sounds  good,  be- 
cause it  doesn't  mean  much  to  most  people  except 
"tax  somebody  else."  Tax  them.  Well,  if  they 
will  show  me  one  single  state  that  taxes  intangibles 
more  than  Massachusetts  does,  I  will  show  them 
a  state  where  the  intangibles  disappear.  Take 
a  thousand-dollar  bond — it  is  the  easiest  thing 
in  the  world  to  place  it  in  Rhode  Island,  where 
there  is  no  tax.  Why  keep  it  here?  Oh,  no  state 
is  going  to  be  able  to  impose  any  such  tax  as  they 
suggest.  Where  they  try  taxing  these  incomes 
any  higher  than  they  are  now  being  taxed,  they 
are  simply  driving  this  intangible  property  out 
of  the  state.  So  it  is  only  an  idle  dream  to  think 
that  you  can  tax  the  wealthy  in  this  way  beyond 
a  certain  point.  When  you  start  out  doing  it 
your  intangible  property  disappears,  as  it  can 
easily  do.     As  the  writer  in  the  Post  said  yesterday : 

"Thousands  of  good-sized  income  taxpayers  in 
the  past  have  very  little  income  now.  Thousands 
of  people  are  living  in  houses  and  can't  even  pay 
the  taxes,  let  alone  mortage  interest.  And  more 
and  more  people  as  their  savings  are  exhausted  are 
compelled  to  seek  help  from  the  city." 

And  what  will  those  110,000  people  now  asking 
for  something  to  eat  do  if  in  the  future  the  First 
National  Bank  refuses  to  loan  money  to  the  city 
as  it  did  a  few  days  ago?  There  is  one  more 
statement  of  the  editor  of  the  Boston  Post  to  which 
I  would  like  to  call  attention.     He  said: 

"Boston  sold  several  thousand  tax  titles  this 
year,  but  what  will  happen  when  there  are  ten 
thousand  and  fifteen  thousand  pieces  of  property 
on  which  the  taxes  are  in  default?  At  that  point 
chaos  in  the  city  finances  is  not  far  off." 

In  other  words,  that  is  what  John  Bantry  says, 
that  when  not  several  thousand  but  ten  thousand 
or  fifteen  thousand  tax  titles  are  sold,  as  may 
happen  this  year  in  this  city,  it  means  chaos. 
Therefore,  Mr.  President,  I  am  voting  against  the 
streets,  sewers  and  contracts.  I  want  to  keep  the 
pay  rolls  going  for  city  employees.  I  don't  want 
to  put  them  in  a  position  where  they  will  not  be 
able  to  carry  on.  Why  should  employees  of  the 
City  Printing  Plant,  for  example,  be  laid  off? 
Why  not  treat  all  alike?  That  is  the  question. 
I  don't  want  to  see  the  day  come  when  our  em- 
ployees will  be  laid  off.  I  want  to  protect  those 
men,  and  in  protecting  them  I  am  asking  that  this 
year  we  eliminate  sewers  and  streets  and  favors 
to  contractors,  everything  that  can  be  eliminated 
for  the  year,  and  that  we  take  care  of  our  pay  rolls 
and  of  our  Welfare  Department.  Our  problem 
is  to  take  care  of  our  employees  and  feed  our  poor. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN— Mr.  President,  may  I 
inquire  whether  we  are  now  acting  on  both  the 
street  and  the  sewer  appropriations,  or  just  one? 

President  McGRATH — Just  highways,  making 
of,  the  order  providing  $500,000.  The  question 
is  on  the  passage  of  the  order.  The  order  was 
rejected  (15  votes  being  required  for  passage), 
yeas  14,  nays  4: 

Yeas:  Coun.  Barker,  Burke,  Cox,  Donovan, 
Englert,  Fish,  Fitzgerald,  Gallagher,  Green,  Hein, 
Lynch,  McGrath,  Power  and  Ruby — 14. 

Nays:  Coun.  Brackman,  Kelly,  Norton,  Roberts 
—4. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  desire  to  offer 
a    substitute  order. 

Councilor  Ruby  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $250,000  be,  and  here- 
by is,  appropriated  for  Highways,  Making  of  under 
the  provisions  of  chapter  393  of  the  Acts  of  1900 
and  that  to  meet  said  appropriations  the  City 
Treasurer  be  authorized  to  issue,  from  time  to 
time,  upon  the  request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or 
certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  city  to  said 
amount. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  feel  that  we 
ought  not  to  pass  this  order,  and  I  think  all  of  the 
four  members  who  voted  "no"  will  feel  the  same 
way  in  regard  to  this  order.  If  this  thing  is  wrong, 
uncalled  for,  nonessential,  something  that  can  be 
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eliminated  in  part,  it  can  be  eliminated  in  whole. 
So,  without  going  into  any  lengthy  discussion, 
I  am  just  going  to  ask  the  members  of  the  Council 
to  vote  "no"  and  to  continue  voting  "no"  on  such 
orders  as  this,  for  I  see  no  reason  why  a  quarter  of 
a  million  dollars  should  be  spent  for  this  purpose. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  this  is  an 
important  matter.  Members  have  been  getting 
up  here  and  talking  about  favored  contractors 
and  here  is  an  opportunity  to  show  where  we  stand. 
It  is  proposed  here  that  we  should  give  S250.000  for 
streets,  under  this  order.  Now,  we  can  keep  that 
money  from  these  contractors,  these  favored  ones. 
It  is  not  today  a  question  of  sewers  or  streets  but 
of  feeding  people  and  taking  care  of  our  pay  roll 
at  City  Hall. 

Coun.  GREEN— Mr.  Chairman,  I  should  like 
to  ask  the  gentleman  from  Hyde  Park  a  question — 
whether  it  is  not  true  that,  if  we  don't  take  some 
action  on  the  loan  order  this  afternoon,  the  pay 
rolls  are  in  jeopardy? 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  thought  it 
was  clearly  understood  that  the  city  pay  rolls 
were  taken  care  of  up  to  April  1.  The  gentleman 
acting  as  chairman  of  the  committee  stated  that 
his  first  interest  was  in  taking  care  of  the  poor 
and  second  in  taking  care  of  the  pay  roll.  Now,  I 
would  like  to  see  whether  the  members  here  are 
sincere,  when  this  S250.000  order  is  presented. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  can  perhaps 
answer  the  colleague  from  Charlestown  (Coun. 
Green).  According  to  Christopher  Carven,  before 
the  Finance  Committee,  he  had  enough  money  to 
take  care  of  the  pay  roll  until  at  least  the  first  of 
April.  There  is  no  necessity  of  letting  a  man  go. 
We  members  of  the  Council  may  be  sure  that  if 
this  money  is  spent  for  day  labor  or  is  spent  upon 
the  Public  Welfare  Department,  which  is  costing 
us  close  to  $12,000,000  a  year,  those  men  in  the 
department  will  keep  on  the  job.  There  is  no 
reason  for  letting  anybody  go.  We  want  them 
all  to  stay;  and  those  of  us  who  voted  against 
the  appropriation  of  S500.000  and  are  now  going 
to  vote  against  this  proposed  appropriation  of 
8250,000,  all  believe  in  keeping  those  men  at 
work.  Their  pay  is  taken  care  of  until  April  1. 
So  let  us  tackle  the  question  that  will  confront  us 
in  that  respect  on  April  1,  if  there  is  then  no 
money  available  to  pay  them. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  like  sometimes 
to  follow  the  logic  of  even  those  who  disagree 
with  me  as  far  as  certain  orders  are  concerned, 
but  I  am  glad  that  this  question  of  the  men  being 
kept  on  the  pay  roll  has  been  kept  up.  We  were 
told  a  while  ago  by  the  acting  head  of  the  depart- 
ment that  there  was  money  enough  to  take  care 
of  certain  employees  until  April  1,  but  that  state- 
ment is  now  modified  by  the  Public  Works  Com- 
missioner himself,  telling  us  that  in  his  opinion 
there  will  not  be  money  enough  to  last  for  the 
month  of  March.  I  believe  good  business  re- 
quires that  we  take  no  chances.  In  fact,  if  there 
is  only  enough  money  to  last  until  April  1,  it 
would  certainly  be  a  very  proper  thing  to  pass 
this  order  now,  because  that  is  not  far  ahead 
of  us,  and  action  before  that  time  will  certainly 
be  necessary.  Even  if  there  should  be  money 
enough  to  last  for  the  next  month  or  so  that  is 
not  like  a  provision  of  means  to  keep  them  going 
until  November  or  December.  It  certainly 
behooves  us  to  take  up  in  proper  time  the  question 
of  meeting  salaries  and  wages.  I  trust,  there- 
fore, that  even  those  who  oppose  the  $500,000 
order,  realizing  that  the  need  is  going  to  arise 
very  soon,  by  April  1  if  not  before,  will  vote 
for  this  appropriation  of  £250,000  to  meet  the 
threatened  emergency.  While  I  agree  with  the 
councilor  from  Ward  18  (Coun.  Norton)  that 
it  is  incumbent  upon  us  to  practice  the  strictest 
economy,  I  don't  believe  it  is  economy  to  im- 
properly postpone  a  necessary  thing;  and,  while 
we  may  differ  as  to  the  immediate  necessity  of 
it,  I  believe  the  largest  city  in  this  Common- 
wealth, with  present  conditions  as  they  are  set 
forth  by  the  councilor  from  Ward  18  (Coun. 
Norton),  should  be  a  bit  forehanded  and  should 
see  that  we  will  still  continue  to  function  as  a 
city.  We  must  keep  our  streets  passable,  in  such 
condition  that  the  people  from  outside  who  wish 
to  visit  us  and  to  stay  here  may  still  come  in 
and  do  what  little  business  they  have  to  transact 
even  if,  looking  at  it  from  a  pessimistic  point  of 
view,  and  I  am  not  yet  pessimistic,  they  may  be 
simply  coming  in  here  to  travel  our  streets.  The 
commissioner  has  told  us  about  certain  streets 
that  are  not  in  good  condition.  This  money  will 
take  care  of  those  streets,  allowing  them  to  be 


repaired.  Therefore,  even  granting  that  in 
voting  for  this  we  are  passing  an  order  which  is 
providing  for  the  near  future,  an  order  which 
is  supposed  to  provide  for  conditions  which 
will  exist  on  April  1,  certainly  cannot  be  long 
delayed.  I  cannot  for  the  life  of  me  see  the 
logic  of  the  reasoning  that  by  taking  welfare 
workers  we  are  going  to  help  the  unemployed. 
Helping  the  poor  unfortunate  people  who  are 
being  aided  by  welfare,  while  very  necessary, 
is  not  helping  people  who  are  not  yet  applying 
for  welfare  aid,  and  who  will  receive  aid  if  we  pass 
the  appropriation  through  the  work  that  they 
will  be  able  to  do.  I  cannot  get  myself  to  believe 
that  a  man  with  four  or  five  children,  getting 
$9  a  week  aid  from  the  Welfare  Department, 
ought  to  replace  a  man  who  should  be  getting 
$5  a  day,  the  usual  laborer's  wage  in  working 
on  the  repair  of  a  street.  When  men  can  be 
employed  on  the  streets  at  sixty-two  and  one  half 
cents  an  hour,  there  is  no  rhyme  or  reason  why  we, 
as  public  officials,  in  the  name  of  the  man  who 
lives  in  your  district,  Mr.  President,  or  my  dis- 
trict, and  who  is  getting  $9  a  week  because  he  has 
a  wife  and  several  children  to  support,  should 
take  action  resulting  in  men  from  the  Public 
Welfare  Department  obtaining  work  for  three 
days,  for  which  they  will  receive  but  $9,  where 
$5  a  day  is  the  usual  pay.  I  am  told  that  the 
welfare  worker  who  gets  $9  for  working  three 
days  cannot  get  the  $15  paid  to  the  ordinary 
laborer.  Be  that  as  it  may,  this  is  an  order 
proposing  to  appropriate  a  quarter  of  a  million 
dollars  for  highways,  making  of,  or  reconstruc- 
tion of  highways,  and  most  of  it  is  for  salaries. 
Therefore,  I  trust  that  the  four  members  who 
voted  against  the  original  order  will  see  the  light 
of  day  in  this  matter.  I  know  that  they  want 
these  men  to  secure  their  weekly  pay,  and  they 
admit  that  there  will  not  be  any  money  there 
after  the  latter  part  of  March.  Assuming  that 
we  adjourn  today  for  two  weeks,  we  will  not 
come  back  here  until  the  13th  of  March,  and 
there  is  a  serious  chance  of  putting  100  or  200 
employees  in  jeopardy.  If  we  pass  this  $250,000 
order,  that  risk  will  be  avoided.  May  I  add  that 
this  does  not  mean  an  increased  tax  rate,  as  we 
would  be  led  to  believe.  This  is  a  loan  order, 
the  money  borrowed  being  paid  for  over  a  period 
of  years;  $250,000  borrowed  today  under  this 
appropriation  will  mean  only  one  half  of  one 
cent  in  the  1933  tax  rate.  While  it  may  be 
argued  thatr  we  have  to  pay  interest  under  the 
serial  indebtedness  plan,  nevertheless  this  will 
extend  over  a  period  of  twenty  years  and  it  will 
not  appear  in  our  present  tax  rate.  Even  if  it 
did  we  have  some  obligation  to  look  after  the 
people  employed  by  the  city,  and  I  see  no  injustice 
to  the  citizens  of  Boston  in  voting  for  this  sub- 
stitute order. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN— Mr.  President,  I  would 
rise  to  a  point  of  information.  Have  we  not 
provided  in  the  budget  for  the  salaries  or  wages 
of  Public  Works  employees?  Isn't  that  a  part  of 
the  appropriation  that  goes  to  salaries? 

President  McGRATH — The  payments  made 
under  the  order  before  us  come  out  of  what  are 
known  as  street  or  sewer  loans,  and  do  not  appear 
in  the  budget. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN— That  is  so  in  the  re- 
paving  of  streets  as  well  as  the  making  of  streets? 
President  McGRATH— That  is  so  in  regard  to 
the  sewer  loan  or  the  making  of  highways  loan. 
Payments  out  of  either  of  them  do  not  come  out 
of  the  regular  budget. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN— Do  I  understand  that 
that  applies  to  all  highways  being  resurfaced,  or 
to  construction  of  new  streets? 

President  McGRATH — The  work  on  a  great 
many  of  the  highways  is  done  by  the  regular  force. 
But  when  it  comes  to  highways,  making  of,  there 
is  a  loan  appropriation  from  which  these  men  re- 
ceive their  salaries  or  wages.  They  depend  en- 
tirely on  the  amount  provided  under  the  loan 
orders. 

Coun.  BURKE— Mr.  President,  I  didn't  anti- 
cipate that  I  would  find  it  necessary  to  ask  the 
question  I  am  now  going  to  ask,  in  view  of  what 
has  been  brought  out  here.  I  am  going  to  ask  a 
specific  question,  Mr.  President.  Do  you  know, 
of  your  own  knowledge,  if  this  money  is  not  forth- 
coming, that  approximately  five  hundred  tem- 
porary employees  of  the  City  of  Boston  will  have 
their  services  with  the  city  terminated? 

President  McGRATH— I  would  not  say  that 
there  are  500,  but  there  are  a  number  of  men 
whose  services   will  be  terminated  in   the   event 
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that  this  loan  order  is  not  passed,  and  it  takes 
fourteen  days,  two  readings,  to  pass  it. 

Coun.  BURKE — And  that  information  came  to 
you  as  President  of  the  Council  from  the  Mayor 
of  Boston? 

President  McGRATH— That  is  true. 
Coun.  BURKE— I  think,   Mr.   President,  that 
any  information  you  get  along  those  lines,  per- 
taining to  such  a  question  as  is  now  before  the 
Council,  should    be   transmitted   to   the   Council, 
so  that  the  members  may  realize  the  seriousness 
of  the  situation.     I,  for  one,  believe  in  economy, 
for  the  Government  as  well  as  for  the  individual. 
At  the  same  time  we  have  to  have  common  sense 
with  economy,  and  I  think  it  would  not  be  com- 
mon sense  if  we  failed  to   pass  an  order  calling 
for   an   expenditure   of   $250,000  in   a   matter  so 
closely  correlated  with  the  work  of  the  City   of 
Boston,    particularly   dealing    with    an   important 
subject  matter  like  this  which  is  brought  before 
the  Council  year  after  year.     Also,  it  is  represented 
in  a  loan  which  is  to  be  paid  for  over  a  period  of 
years,  for  work  which  will  be  beneficial  not  only 
to  us  but  to  those  who  come  after  us,  and  is  to  be 
met  by  serial  bonds  which  will  not  to  any  appre- 
ciable degree  increase  the  tax  rate.     I  believe  the 
arguments     presented      here,     particularly    that 
presented  by  the  gentleman  from  Ward  18  (Coun. 
Norton),  referring  to  the  ordinary  loans  in  anti- 
cipation of  taxes,  should  not  have  any  weight  with 
us  in  dealing  with  this  matter  today.     This  is  not 
the  question  of  the  ordinary  loan  in  anticipation 
of  taxes,  but  it  represents  the  custom,  the  usage  of 
the  City  of  Boston,  from  time  immemorial;    and, 
although  financial  conditions  generally  are  not  as 
strong  as  they  might  be,  an  order  of  this  nature 
is  not  going  to  shatter  the  foundations  or  impair 
the  financial  stability  of  the  city.     It  would   be 
much   worse  to   take   500   employees   and   throw 
them  out  of  work  and  make  them  resort  to  the 
Welfare    Department.     That    would    be    a    much 
more  serious   matter   financially   to   the   City   of 
Boston,  because  every  man  investigated  by  the 
Welfare    Department    requires    the    services    of 
visitors  and  general  detailed  work  by  the  depart- 
ment over  a  period  of  time.     As  for  the  Welfare 
Department,  I  think  I  can  show  you  that  at  the 
present  time  40  per  cent  of  the  people  provided 
for   there  are  not  citizens  at  all,  although   they 
are  entitled  to  the  same  treatment  as  citizens.     I 
understand  that  719  in  one  precinct  of  the  City 
of  Boston  are  receiving  welfare  aid.     Now,  what 
are  you  going  to  do  with  these  men  who  would  be 
employed  if  this  order  is  passed,  if  you  do  not  give 
them  work?     You  will  simply  be  placing  them  in 
the  ranks  of  the  unemployed  and  putting  them  in 
the  Welfare  Department.     Again,  when  you  talk 
about  placing  these  welfare  men  at  work  construct- 
ing streets,  if  those  men  down  there  were  put  on 
such  work  for  eight  hours  a  day,  their  weekly  wages 
would  average  15  or  20  cents  an  hour — and  can 
you  tell  me  what  man  is  going  to  work  on  street 
construction  at  15  to  20  cents  an  hour?     And  if 
you  carried  out  that  sort  of  a  plan  you  would  have 
40  per  cent  of  the  men  on  the  city  work  aliens, 
something  that  we  have  been  talking  against  for 
the  last  year,  ever  since  I  have  been  in  the  Council. 
I  think  the  $250,000  order  offered  by  the  councilor 
should  be  passed,  so  that  the  construction  work  on 
the  streets  can  be  carried  on  this  year  as  in  the 
past. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  however  you 
may  sugarcoat  this  loan,  it  is  not  so  easy  to  pay 
back.  It  is  a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars  in  a  year 
when  people  are  having  cuts  in  their  pay  and  when 
they  are  undergoing  very  serious  hardship.  It  is 
a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars  of  payments  on  the 
installment  plan,  the  same  as  if  you  went  down 
to  a  furniture  store  and  bought  a  piano  on  the 
installment  plan.  It  is  spending  money  that 
people  fifteen  years  from  now  will  be  paying  for. 
It  is  not  a  question  of  streets  or  sewers;  it  is  a 
question  of  taking  care  of  our  pay  rolls  and  feed- 
ing the  unemployed  and  poor  of  Boston  this  year. 
Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  so  that  one 
argument  advanced  by  my  colleague  on  the  left 
(Coun.  Ruby)  will  not  be  misunderstood,  he  made 
a  remark  that  men  with  families  are  working  three 
days  for  the  public  welfare  and  receiving  $9  a 
week.  I  agree  with  him.  But  what  is  to  prevent 
the  men  we  have  there  at  public  welfare  working 
for  the  city  three  days,  eight  hours  a  day,  and 
getting  proper  wages  for  it,  on  this  street  work? 
I  am  very  sure  that  some  of  those  men  would  be 
glad  to  work  each  two  days  on  the  street  and  do 
an  honest-to-goodness  job,  getting  a  day's  pay 
for  it,  rather  than  to  work  three  days  simply 
pushing  a  broom.     We  have  heard  the  statement 


about  this  money  raised  by  loan  being  distributed 
oyer  a  long  period  of  years.  As  I  see  it,  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  with  the  City  Treasurer  and 
Auditor  can  allow  that  money  to  be  borrowed 
on  five-year  or  ten-year  notes,  whatever  they  see 
ht.  It  is  not  necessarily  a  twenty-year  propo- 
sition, but  it  may  be  a  ten-year  or  a  five-year 
proposition. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN— Mr.  President,  I  was 
not  aware  that  there  were  pay  rolls  involved  in 
this  expenditure.  I  would  not  for  one  minute  be 
a  party  to  causing  further  unemployment.  When 
I  am  informed  that  possibly  250  men  will  be  laid 
off  because  of  our  failure  to  provide  the  means  to 
pay  them,  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  vote  for  some  appro- 
priation to  at  least  take  care  of  the  force  at  present 
employed  by  the  city.  Therefore,  I  am  acting 
in  all  good  faith  when  I  vote  for  this  reduced 
expenditure. 

Coun.  ROBERTS— Mr.  President,  I  want  to 
make  an  amendment  to  that  order,  reducing  it 
from  $250,000  to  $100,000. 

Coun.  KELLY— Mr.  President,  so  that  the 
members  of  the  Council  may  understand  this, 
there  are  two  orders  at  the  present  time  before  the 
Council  —  one  the  order  for  $500,000,  recently 
rejected,  for  which  a  substitute  order  involving 
$250,000  has  been  introduced,  and  the  other  the 
$1,000,000  order  for  sewers.  Now,  do  I  under- 
stand correctly,  when  we  are  talking  about  the 
pay  roll  in  the  Public  Works  Department,  that 
that  is  not  affected  at  all  by  this  $250,000  order, 
but  that  that  is  covered  by  the  order  that  we  are 
going  to  discuss  in  the  very  near  future,  the  million 
dollar  loan  order  for  sewers? 

President  McGRATH— That  is  true. 
Coun.  KELLY — Then,  no  member  of  the 
Council  can  get  up  here  and  make  such  claims  as 
have  been  made  in  regard  to  this  proposed  $250,000 
appropriation  or  a  $100,000  appropriation.  If 
such  an  order  is  put  through,  not  one  dollar  of 
that  $250,000  or  $100,000  will  go  for  salaries  in 
the  Public  Works  Department,  but  will  go  for 
contractors.  I  feel  that  the  members  have  not 
understood  that.  They  felt  that  it  was  necessary 
in  order  to  maintain  the  pay  roll,  when  in  reality 
the  pay  roll  in  which  they  are  interested  will  come 
out  of  the  million-dollar  order  that  we  are  going 
to  discuss  in  the  very  near  future. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  is  it  true  that 
all  the  money  appropriated  under  this  order 
would  be  to  carry  out  the  plans  for  construction 
of  the  street,  salaries  of  engineers,  and  so  on? 

President  McGRATH— The  money  for  high- 
ways, making  of,  is  spent  by  the  Street  Commis- 
sion, and  the  salaries  of  certain  employees  in  that 
department,  and  the  money  required  for  the 
preparation  of  the  plans,  would  come  out  of  that. 
The  money  to  be  raised  from  the  sewer  loan,  that 
we  will  later  discuss,  is  to  be  spent  by  the  Public 
Works  Department,  and  the  salaries  of  certain 
employees  of  that  department  also  come  out  of 
that  loan.  There  are  two  appropriations  here, 
but  in  each  the  salaries  are  paid  from  the  loan 
rather  than  from  the  budget  appropriation. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  if  there  is  some 
pay  roll  that  comes  out  of  this  $250,000,  what  is 
the  entire  city  pay  roll  that  will  come  out  of  the 
$250,000? 

President  McGRATH — I  am  not  prepared  to 
state.  That  is  the  reason  why  I  had  Mr.  Rourke 
come  in  today,  and  I  don't  know  how  much  he 
said  the  amount  was  in  his  department. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  could  you  in- 
struct the  City  Messenger  to  get  in  touch  with  the 
Public  Works  Commissioner  and  find  out  how 
much  of  this  is  to  be  spent  in  salaries?  I  think  we 
ought  to  know  before  we  vote,  not  only  in  con- 
nection with  this  order  but  also  in  connection  with 
the  sewer  order. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  he  stated  that 
there  would  be  approximately  $350,000  used  for 
salaries  and  other  expenses  in  the  form  of  pre- 
paring plans. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  disagree  with 
the  colleague.  The  commissioner  did  not  say,  on 
the  question  put  to  him  today,  $350,000  but 
$250,000,  and,  in  my  estimation,  $100,000  is  a  lot 
of  money. 

Coun.  Roberts'  amendment  was  defeated  by 
roll  call,  yeas  4,  nays  13: 

Yeas — Coun.  Brackman,  Kelly,  Norton,  Roberts 
—4. 

Nays — Coun.  Barker,  Burke,  Cox,  Donovan, 
Englert,  Fish,  Fitzgerald,  Gallagher,  Green. 
Lynch,  MeGrath,  Power,  Ruby — 13. 
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Coun.  Ruby's  order,  appropriating  S250.000, 
was  rejected  (15  votes  being  required  for  passage), 
yeas  13,  nays  3: 

Yeas — Coun.  Barker,  Brackman.  Burke,  Cox, 
Donovan,  Englert,  Fish,  Fitzgerald,  Gallagher, 
Green.  McGrath,  Power,  Ruby — 13. 

Nays — Coun.  Kelly,  Norton,  Roberts — 3. 
Coun.   HEIN   moved   a   reconsideration   of   the 
rejection  of  the  order  appropriating  §500,000  for 
Highways,  Making  of. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  this  reconsidera- 
tion motion  is  a  very  peculiar  motion,  especially 
when  it  is  offered  by  a  gentleman  who  was  in  the 
room  wrhen  the  vote  was  taken  and  who,  under  the 
rules  of  the  Council,  should  have  voted  one  way 
or  the  other,  but  refused  to  cast  his  vote.  This 
order  goes  into  effect  after  March  10,  1933,  if  the 
Council  does  not  do  anything  about  it.  This  is 
the  27th  of  February.  The  Council  contemplates 
adjourning  over  for  two  weeks  in  order  to  give 
those  who  wish  to  be  present  at  the  inaugural 
ceremonies  on  March  4  an  opportunity  to  do  so. 
That  means  that  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council 
will  be  two  weeks  from  today,  on  March  13.  In 
other  words,  if  reconsideration  is  allowed  the  order 
w-ould  be  on  the  table,  without  even  a  vote  of  the 
Council  upon  it,  although  it  has  been  defeated 
today.  That  situation  would  arise  under  the 
peculiarity  of  our  law  relating  to  these  loan  orders, 
and  the  S500.000  of  the  taxpayers'  money  would  be 
appropriated,  simply  because  of  the  thing  going 
over  in  this  way.  Is  that  right,  gentlemen  of  the 
Council,  to  allow  a  technicality  like  that  to  defeat 
a  vote  of  this  body?  We  fellows  were  sent  here 
either  to  appropriate  or  not  appropriate  on  matters 
that  come  before  us.  This  order  has  failed  of 
passage  by  the  body.  Those  desiring  its  passage 
now  have  no  right  to  allow  an  order  involving  half 
a  million  dollars  to  become  effective  and  have  the 
money  spent  by  the  Mayor,  simply  under  the 
cloak  of  reconsideration.  I  know,  of  course,  that 
the  proponents  of  reconsideration  of  the  measure 
have  the  votes,  and  all  the  oratory  that  may  come 
from  my  mouth  or  from  other  members  of  the 
Council  will  not  avail.  No  matter  how  long  we 
talk,  the  vote  of  the  majority  here  will  be  for 
reconsideration.  But  I  am  here  to  express  what 
I  feel  are  the  sentiments  of  the  public  of  Boston. 
They  don't  want  a  half  million  of  their  money 
spent  in  this  way  under  any  such  technicality, 
having  carried  out  an  expenditure  which-  we  city 
fathers  have  voted  should  not  be  allowed.  We 
defeated  it  here  today,  and  it  should  stay  defeated. 
The  committee  report  has  simply  dismissed  it 
without  prejudice.  There  is  no  immediate  hurry 
for  such  an  appropriation.  The  pay  roll  is  taken 
care  of  for  a  whole  month.  They  talk  about 
preparedness,  how  it  is  necessary  to  be  forehanded 
in  this  matter.  I  remember  when  we  had  a  vote 
in  this  Council  on  the  question  of  the  continuance 
of  the  Employment  Bureau.  The  bureau  was 
supposed  to  be  discontinued,  was  supposed  to  be 
without  money  to  carry  on.  But  it  is  carrying 
on.  For  that  matter  the  Council  has  a  right  to 
come  in  a  month  afterwards  and  vote  back  pay  for 
city  employees.  We  don't  have  to  allow  a  move- 
ment like  this  for  reconsideration  to  prevail.  The 
thing  should  either  win  or  lose  on  its  merits  today, 
and  on  its  merits  it  was  defeated  today.  In  my 
humble  judgment.  Mr.  President,  reconsideration 
should  not  be  allowed. 

Coun.  ROBERTS— Mr.  President,  there  have 
recently  been  some  bills  before  the  Committee  on 
Cities  at  the  Legislature  dealing  with  charter  revi- 
sion or  amendment,  and  I  think  if  reconsideration 
prevails  in  the  present  instance  and  results  in 
defeating  the  action  we  took  earlier  in  the  day  it 
will  afford  a  striking  example  under  our  City 
Charter  of  what  can  happen  and  how  a  measure 
which  we  have  defeated  can  after  all  prevail, 
under  a  motion  to  reconsider  and  lay  on  the  table, 
which  can  be  adopted  by  a  majority.  I  am  vot- 
ing against  reconsideration  of  the  matter  for  that 
reason  alone. 

Reconsideration  was  declared  carried.  Coun. 
KELLY  doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for  the  yeas 
and  nays. 

Reconsideration  of  refusal  to  pass  the  original 
§500,000  order  prevailed  on  roll  call,  yeas,  14, 
nays  4: 

Yeas — Coun.  Barker,  Burke,  Cox,  Donovan, 
Englert,  Fish,  Fitzgerald,  Gallagher,  Green,  Hein, 
Lynch,  McGrath,  Power,  Ruby — 14. 

Nays — Coun.  Brackman,  Kelly,  Norton,  Rob- 
erts—4. 

Coun.  DONOVAN— Mr.  President,  I  move  to 
lay  the  matter  on  the  table  until  a  future  meeting. 


Coun.  KELLY— At  what  time? 

Coun.  DONOVAN— Not  specified. 

Coun.  KELLY — If  laid  on  the  table  it  goes  into 
effect  automatically  in  ten  days. 

Coun.  DONOVAN — I  know  that,  Mr.  President. 

The  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  was  declared 
carried.  Coun.  KELLY  doubted  the  vote  and 
asked  for  yeas  and  nays. 

The  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  was  carried, 
yeas,  12,  nays,  6:

Brackman,  Burke,  Fish,  Kelly, 
Norton,  Roberts — 6. 

2.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  January  9)  that  sum  of  SI, 000,000  be 
appropriated,  to  be  expended  under  direction  of 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  for  sewerage 
works — recommending  that  same  ought  not  to 
pass,  without  prejudice. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question 
came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN— Mr.  President,  I  under- 
stand that  the  pay  roll  on  this  particular  type  of 
work  amounts  to  about  3350,000.  Therefore,  I 
offer  an  amendment  that  S500.000  be  appropriated. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  according  to 
the  commissioner's  own  statement,  the  pay  roll, 
when  I  asked  him  in  executive  session  what  it 
was,  will  be  coming  out  of  this  61,000,000  for  the 
entire  year  1333  to  the  end  of  December,  S250.000. 
Now,  I  have  no  objection  if  some  member  of  the 
Council  feels  that  otherwise  something  would  be 
taken  away  from  a  city  employee,  to  voting  for 
an  amendment  making  the  amount  $250,000,  if  it 
is  really  felt  that  it  is  a  necessity.  Of  course, 
however,  it  is  not  a  necessity,  as  the  employees 
are  taken  care  of  for  a  month  to  come,  and  eight 
months  after  that  we  can  vote  an  appropriation 
for  that  month.  Accordingly,  I  am  against  an 
appropriation  of  any  kind,  a  million  or  half  a 
million,  unless  there  is  an  amendment  to  the  effect 
that  it  will  be  specifically  spent  for  city  employees 
in  that  department,  and  for  a  specific  time. 

Coun.  LYNCH — Mr.  President,  I  move  that 
the  matter  be  laid  on  the  table. 

Coun.  Lynch's  motion  was  declared  carried. 
Coun.  KELLY  doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for 
the  yeas  and  nays. 

Coun.  Lynch's  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  was 
carried  by  roll  call,  yeas  12,  nays  6: 

Yeas — Coun.  Barker,  Cox,  Donovan,  Englert, 
Fitzgerald,  Gallagher,  Green,  Hein,  Lynch, 
McGrath,  Power,  Ruby— 12. 

Nays — Coun.  Brackman,  Burke,  Fish,  Kelly, 
Norton,  Roberts — 6. 

3.  Report  on  message  and  loan  order  (referred 
February  13)  appropriating  S300.000,  to  be  ex- 
pended under  direction  of  Police  Commissioner, 
for  coordinated  system  of  communication  in 
Police  Department — recommending  passage  of 
order  in  following  new  draft: 

Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  §75,000  be,  and 
hereby  is,  appropriated,  to  be  expended  under 
the  direction  of  the  Police  Commissioner,  for 
police  radio  system,  and  that  to  meet  said  appro- 
priation the  City  Treasurer  be  authorized  to 
issue,  from  time  to  time,  upon  the  request  of  the 
Mayor,  bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of 
the  city  to  said  amount. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question 
came  on  the  rejection  of  the  §300,000  order. 

The  order  was  declared  rejected. 

President  McGRATH — The  question  now  comes 
on  the  passage  of  the  §75,000  order. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  Chairman,  I  have  just  been 
asked  by  the  councilor  from  Ward  17  (Coun. 
Burke) — if  I  may  be  permitted  to  say  so — how  do 
I  know  that  the  Police  Commissioner  is  going  to 
use  it?  Under  the  order  as  it  has  been  drawn  the 
Police  Commissioner  will  either  take  the  §75,000 
for  radio  or  he  cannot  spend  one  dollar  of  it.  I 
sat  at  the  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Finance 
at  which  were  present  more  than  a  majority  of 
the  committee,  as  well  as  Professor  Jackson  from 
the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  and 
Mr.  Hultman,  our  Police  Commissioner.  I  was 
also  in  receipt  on  the  afternoon  of  the  meeting  of 
a  copy  of  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology report  on  the  communication  system,  for 
which  we  spent  $8,000  some  time  ago;  and,  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  in  the  Technology  report 
the  total  of  the  items  recommended  by  the  com- 
mittee was  in  the  neighborhood  of  §425,000,  we 
were  still  informed  that  for  §300,000  he  would 
get   the   communication   system   as  suggested   by 
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the  Police  Commissioner  plus  the  radio.  I  am 
of  the  opinion  that  it  we  accepted  the  Technology 
report  it  would  cost  us  in  Boston  close  to  half  a 
million  dollars.  So,  when  we  come  to  talk  of 
economy  that  we  are  told  is  necessary,  here  is  a 
specific  instance  where  savings  might  be  made. 
The  communicating  system  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment can  well  be  done  from  year  to  year,  appro- 
priating a  certain  sum  each  year  and  thereby 
avoiding  the  necessity  of  appropriating  for  this 
purpose  a  large  sum  at  one  time.  But  we  for  a 
year  and  a  half  have  been  asking  for  radio,  the 
leading  newspapers  of  Boston  have  been  asking 
for  a  radio-equipped  police  system.  They  have 
been  advocating  it;  and  for  that  reason  the  com- 
mittee unanimously  substituted  the  amount  of 
575,000  for  the  larger  amount  that  was  proposed, 
so  that  we  might  be  sure  that  the  Police  Com- 
missioner would  give  us  exactly  what  we  were 
advocating,  a  radio-equipped  syBtem  for  the 
Police  Department.  I  trust  that  the  members 
will  in  their  wisdom  see  fit  to  vote  for  the  $75,000. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  I  maintain  now 
that  $75,000  is  too  much  for  a  radio  here  in  Boston, 
when  the  Commonwealth  has  equipped  its  whole 
police  radio  system  for  $25,000.  So  I  will  move 
to  amend  this  order  to  read  $30,000  instead  of 
$75,000. 

Coun.  Fish's  amendment  was  declared  lost. 

President  McGRATH — The  question  now  comes 
on  the  order  submitted  by  the  committee,  provid- 
ing $75,000. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  don't 
believe  we  will  get  radio  with  the  $75,000.  I 
believe  the  Police  Commissioner  will  prevent  the 
police  from  having  the  radio.  For  some  unknown 
reason  the  Police  Commissioner  for  the  past  three 
years  has  been  against  radio,  and  when  approached 
on  the  matter  he  brings  up  the  question  of  "dead" 
spots,  too  much  concentration  of  buildings  in  the 
city,  and  that  sort  of  thing,  and  also  the  sug- 
gestion that  the  crooks  will  listen  in  on  the  radio 
and  police  work  will  suffer  accordingly.  But  in 
the  interim  other  American  cities  have  come 
forward  and  established  police  radio  systems 
and  consider  the  radio  the  best  method  that  has 
yet  been  devised  to  combat  crime.  It  works 
successfully  in  New  York  City,  where  they  have 
one  hundred  times  the  concentration,  and  sup- 
posedly many  more  "dead"  spots  than  we  have  in 
Boston.  With  all  those  facts  confronting  him, 
the  Police  Commissioner  still  comes  forward  with 
his  plan,  which  he  believes  is  equal  to  if  not  better 
than  radio,  the  red  light  on  the  box  system. 
The  Police  Commissioner  merely  told  the  com- 
mittee of  the  Council  very  plainly  at  the  Finance 
Committee  meeting  that  he  would  consult  experts 
to  ascertain  whether  or  not  an  expenditure  of 
$75,000  such  as  we  propose  would  be  a  waste  of 
money.  Therefore,  under  present  conditions, 
Mr.  President,  until  the  Police  Commissioner  of 
Boston  changes  his  mind  and  does  the  Council 
the  distinct  pleasure  of  putting  in  a  radio  system — 
as  he  extended  to  us  the  courtesy  of  corning  to 
our  meeting! — I  am  of  the  opinion  that  he  will 
do  nothing.  For  three  long  years  American 
cities  have  used  the  radio  in  connection  with 
their  police  work  and  have  stated  that  they 
consider  the  radio  the  greatest  protection  against 
crime,  and  yet  nothing  is  done  in  Boston.  In 
order  to  bolster  up  the  report  of  Technology 
and  to  back  up  the  commissioner  in  the  position 
he  has  taken  for  the  last  few  years,  Prof.  Dugald 
C.  Jackson  was  brought  in.  I  had  a  very  interest- 
ing discussion  this  morning  with  President  Karl 
Compton  of  the  Institute  of  Technology.  I 
said,  "Mr.  President,  I  am  just  a  layman  and 
understand  nothing  about  the  technique  of  radio, 
but  I  am  interested  when  a  proposition  is  made 
to  spend  $250,000  or  $300,000  on  the  police 
telephone  system,  when  what  we  want  and  what 
the  public  wants  is  radio.  Now,  when  they  talk 
about  fixing  up  the  telephone  system  of  the 
Police  Department  of  Boston,  what  has  that  to 
do  with  radio  alongside  of  your  desk?"  Well,  he 
could  not  answer  that,  and  I  don't  believe  there 
is  a  professor  in  Technology  who  can  answer  it. 
I  think  it  is  going  just  a  little  far  when  the  Police 
Commissioner  of  Boston  influences  this  good 
professor  who  is  an  electrical  engineer  to  back 
him  up  in  this  matter.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  it  is 
a  lay  question,  it  is  a  very  practical  and  common- 
sense  question.  I  belive  it  is  really  not  a  question 
that  a  Technology  professor  has  to  be  called 
upon  to  answer.  When  we  want,  and  when  the 
public  wants,  radio  and  not  telephone  wires,  why 
is  this  telephone  wire  question  brought  in  in  this 
way?     That   is   the   question,    and    I    think   any 


member  of  the  body  as  a  practical  man  should  be 
able  to  answer  the  question.  But  it  will  have  to 
be  some  power  greater  than  this  body  that  will 
ask  the  Police  Commissioner  of  Boston  to  put 
the  radio  in,  if  any  success  in  that  line  is  hoped  for. 
We  are  not  going  to  get  it,  Mr.  President.  The 
Police  Commissioner  practically  told  the  com- 
mittee that  unless  he  was  advised  that  it  was  an 
expenditure  of  money  at  the  present  time  which 
would  not  mean  a  waste  he  would  not  spend  it, 
and,  judging  from  the  reports  he  has  already 
made  and  the  manner  in  which  he  has  expressed 
himself  on  police  radio  for  several  years,  we  are 
not  going  to  get  a  police  radio  system — unless 
some  body  of  officials  far  more  important  than  in 
City  Hall  requests  it.  We  have  it  in  the  state,  we 
have  it  in  cities  all  over  the  country,  and  why 
shouldn't  we  have  it  here?  Wherever  it  has  been 
introduced  it  has  been  acknowledged  to  be  a 
great  success.  We  have  all  these  splendid  reports 
coming  from  the  metropolises  of  America,  testifying 
to  the  wonderful  assistance  that  the  radio  affords 
in  police  work,  only  two  weeks  ago  the  House 
of  Representatives  voting  for  it,  and  yet  the 
Police  Commissioner  says  to  this  committee, 
"You  cannot  have  it!"  It  is  simply  another 
splendid  illustration  of  the  one  thing  that  causes 
so  much  trouble  in  the  world,  stubbornness. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  it  is  a  peculiar 
fact  that  we  have  before  us  an  order  for  an  appro- 
priation for  installation  of  a  police  radio  system, 
and  we  don't  know  whether  the  Police  Commis- 
sioner will  use  the  money  for  this  purpose  if  it 
is  appropriated.  I  think,  for  one,  before  we  take 
any  definite  action  on  the  appropriation  we  should 
at  least  find  out  from  the  Police  Commissioner 
whether  or  not  he  is  going  to  use  this  $75,000  for 
the  introduction  of  the  splendid  radio  system  the 
wonderful  results  of  which  have  been  so  well  set 
forth  by  my  colleague  on  the  right  (Coun.  Norton), 
or  whether  he  will  simply  use  the  $75,000  to  make 
further  investigations  at  the  end  of  which  we  will 
find  that  we  have  neither  the  radio  nor  the 
$75,000.  I  believe  that  everybody  here  in  the 
Council  feels  that  we  should  have  a  police  radio 
system  in  the  City  of  Boston.  The  Police  Com- 
missioner himself  thinks  also  that  we  should  have 
the  radio  system,  but  he  thinks  before  we  have 
it  we  should  correct  and  fix  up  in  some  way  the 
wire  or  cable  system  that  we  now  have,  that  it 
should  be  repaired.  Whether  or  not,  from  a 
police  standpoint,  what  he  is  asking  for  in  the 
way  of  completing  the  wire  system  is  more  im- 
portant than  putting  the  radio  system  in,  is 
something  we  should  have  more  knowledge  about. 
The  Police  Commissioner  has  been  in  that  position 
for  some  time  and  undoubtedly  knows  something 
about  radio,  as  well  as  my  colleague  on  the  right, 
and  I  think  we  should  call  the  Police  Commis- 
sioner before  the  Council  and  have  him  tell  us 
exactly  what  he  will  do  with  the  $75,000  before 
we  take  action  on  it. 

President  McGRATH— The  order  reads  that 
the  appropriation  is  to  be  made  for  "police  radio 
system."  The  President  will  rule,  therefore,  that 
under  that  order,  if  the  money  is  to  be  expended 
at  all,  it  can  be  expended  only  for  a  police  radio 
system.  The  Police  Commissioner  has  the 
prerogative  of  not  spending  it  at  all,  of  course, 
but  if  he  spends  it  it  must  be  spent  for  a  radio 
system. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  I  have  every  con- 
fidence in  the  Police  Commissioner  of  the  City  of 
Boston.  I  did  not  have  the  advantage  of  being 
present  in  the  meeting  of  the  Finance  Committee 
when  this  was  talked  over  with  the  Police  Com- 
missioner, however.  Before  voting  for  this 
$75,000  radio  system,  I  would  like  to  hear  from 
the  Police  Commissioner,  who  is  an  engineer  of 
repute  and  I  think  is  sincerely  interested  in  the 
welfare  of  the  City  of  Boston.  He  has  made 
certain  recommendations  in  the  matter  of  a  sys- 
tem of  communication  for  the  department,  recom- 
mendations which  are,  of  course,  worthy  of  con- 
sideration, and  I  would  like  from  him  a  little  more 
information  in  the  matter.  There  are  certain 
members  of  the  Finance  Committee  who  might 
have  had  the  advantage  of  listening  to  the  Police 
Commissioner  and  to  the  professor  from  the 
Institute  of  Technology,  but  there  are  at  least 
fifteen  members  of  the  Council  who  are  not  on 
that  committee  and  who  have  not  had  that  ad- 
vantage. I  think,  if  we  are  asked  to  vote  on 
this  thing,  we  are  entitled  to  know  what  it  is  all 
about.  Therefore,  I  ask  that  the  matter  be  laid 
on  the  table  until  such  time  as  the  engineer  from 
Technology  and  the  Police  Commissioner  may 
appear  here  and  advise  the  members  of  the  Council 
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what,  in  their  opinion,  is  the  proper  thing  for  the 
City  of  Boston.  I  have  every  confidence  that  the 
Police  Commissioner  is  out  for  the  interest  of  the 
City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  Cox's  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  was  lost. 

The  order  was  given  its  first  reading  and  passage, 
j-eas  17,  nays  1:

The  Council  voted  to  take  from  the  table  No.  2 
on  the  calendar,  viz.: 

2.  Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Buildings  be  authorized  to  expend,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Mayor,  a  sum  not  exceeding  81,000 
for  radiotone  photos  of  citizens  of  Boston  who  died 
in  the  service  during  the  World  War,  to  be  placed 
in  school  buildings  or  other  public  buildings;  the 
amount  so  expended  to  be  charged  to  the  Reserve 
Fund. 

President  McGRATH — The  question  is  on  the 
passage  of  the  order,  and  the  clerk  will  call  the  roll. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  like  to  have 
my  picture  taken,  and  I  think  the  colleague  here 
(Coun.  Burke)  does,  too.  But  when  it  comes  to 
S25  or  $40  for  a  picture,  it  is  another  thing.  A 
year  ago  I  opposed  putting  these  pictures  in  the 
school  halls — not  that  I  do  not  want  to  honor 
the  veterans  who  died  for  their  country,  but  I 
claim  that  these  radiotone  pictures  are  not  in- 
destructible. Technology  looked  them  over 
and  decided  that  they  were  destructible.  They 
are  political  pictures,  sold  through  high-pressure 
salesmanship.  Last  year  I  was  informed  by  a 
gentleman  who  formerly  sold  the  pictures  that 
if  you  took  a  little  alcohol  and  put  it  on  them  at 
night,  there  would  be  no  picture  left  in  the  morn- 
ing, and  that  if  they  were  left  out  in  the  sun  for 
three  weeks  there  would  be  no  picture.  There- 
fore I  think,  under  the  circumstances,  it  is  a  waste 
of  the  city's  money,  and  it  is  turning  over  to  a 
favored  concern  money  for  pictures  in  a  year 
when  we  ought  to  be  considering  money  for  some 
relief  of  the  people. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  at  the  last  meeting 
of  the  Council  I  asked  that  this  matter  might 
be  held  up  for  the  purpose  of  looking  into  my  files 
regarding  the  cost  of  these  pictures.  I  find  that 
I  was  in  error,  that  these  pictures  at  the  time 
when  they  were  offered  to  me  were  offered  at  a 
greater  price  than  what  is  asked  today.  In  ad- 
dition to  that,  I  was  also  under  the  impression 
that  this  was  a  simple  process  of  photo-engraving. 
While  that  is  true,  in  order  to  obtain  proper  re- 
sults there  must  be  considerable  preliminary 
work  in  the  way  of  retouching,  and  art-brush 
work,  which  is  a  very  expensive  proposition. 
Therefore,  and  because  this  is  merely  proposing 
to  finish  a  job  that  has  been  almost  completed, 
I  shall  vote  in  favor  of  the  order. 

Coun.  BURKE— Mr.  President,  I  think  I 
ought  to  say  something.  My  friend  from  Ward  8 
(Coun.  Norton)  says  he  likes  to  have  his  picture 
taken,  and  so  do  I,  but  I  don't  like  to  pay  $40 
for  it.  Nevertheless,  w-e  all  remember  the  talk 
in  the  Council  Chamber  of  last  year  in  regard  to 
the  order  for  these  pictures.  I  was  told  that  the 
pictures  were  to  be  of  veterans  who  died  during 
the  World  War  and  were  to  be  memorials  which 
would  be  appreciated  by  the  mothers,  fathers  and 
relatives  of  those  boys  who  gave  their  lives  to  the 
country.  And  I  was,  therefore,  sincere  in  making 
the  patriotic  speech  I  made  on  this  floor  about  a 
year  ago.  At  that  time  the  same  councilor  who 
just  spoke  to  me  leaned  over  and  said,  "Be  care- 
ful," and  I  looked  at  him  and  did  not  know  just 
exactly  what  he  meant.  But  since  then  I  have 
found  out  that  this  picture  business  has  been 
foisted  upon  the  City  of  Boston.  What  was 
intended  at  that  time  has  been  carried  out,  the 
pictures  have  been  made  and  properly  inscribed 
and  accepted  by  the  city,  and  they  are  now  in 
the  proper  places,  where  they  can  be  viewed  by 
the  children  in  the  schools  of  the  City  of  Boston 
and  be  an  inspiration  to  them  from  a  patriotic 
standpoint.  It  does  seem  that  in  the  past  this 
particular  picture  order  should  have  been  scru- 
tinized more  carefully.  It  came  before  the  Council 
some  time  ago,  and  I  then  believed  that  the  $10,000, 


S15,000  or  $20,000  then  proposed  to  be  spent, 
last  year,  would  finish  the  thing  up.  It  was  not 
then  known  that  the  picture  gallery  would  not  be 
complete.  They  now  come  in  and  ask  for  $1,000 
more  to  complete  the  pictures.  I,  for  one,  would 
vote  against  the  order  if  it  was  the  last  thing  I 
did,  if  I  did  not  think  that  this  would  simply 
result  in  completing  the  job,  supplying  the  lacking 
pictures  of  nineteen  deceased  veterans,  so  that 
they  can  be  hung  alongside  of  the  pictures  already 
made.  I  admit  that  I  was  taken  in  previously  by 
some  of  the  information  that  was  given  to  me  by 
a  few  members  of  the  Council.  However,  for  the 
sole  purpose  of  giving  the  same  consideration  to 
all  the  boys'  pictures  thus  displayed,  I  am  going 
to  vote  "yes"  on  this  order. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  I  understand  that 
$500  will  cover  the  necessary  expense,  and  I  there- 
fore move  that  the  order  read  $500. 

President  McGRATH — The  order  is  not  open 
to  amendment.  Councilor  Fish. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  so  that  the 
records  in  the  future  will  always  carry  a  few  re- 
marks from  the  present  speaker  on  matters  of  this 
kind,  showing  his  reason  for  casting  a  vote — on 
this  order  in  the  negative — I  wish  to  say  a  word. 
When  the  two  previous  loan  orders  to  provide 
pictures  in  memory  of  worthy  World  War  veterans 
who  died  for  Uncle  Sam  in  order  that  we  might 
live,  came  into  the  Council,  I  was  forced  to  oppose 
them.  I  did  not  believe  that  we  should  spend 
close  to  $40,000  of  the  taxpayers'  money  at  $42 
per  picture,  when  I  knew  that  each  picture  was 
not  worth  more  than  about  $4.  I  positively  ob- 
jected, and  accordingly  voted  in  the  negative.  I 
know  what  sins  can  be  committed  in  the  name  of 
so-called  patriotism,  that  certain  people  will  stop 
at  nothing,  even  going  over  to  Flanders  Field 
and  resorting  to  all  sorts  of  practices  in  digging 
up  information  about  dead  heroes,  and  I  say  now 
tnat  certain  powers  that  be  in  the  City  of  Boston 
ought  to  be  ashamed  of  themselves  capitalizing 
those  poor  fellows  who  gave  their  all  for  Uncle 
Sam.  Just  think  of  it,  paying  $42  for  a  picture 
approximately  8  by  7!  If  these  poor  boys  lying 
in  their  graves  knew  that  these  pictures  were 
being  bought  at  an  expense  of  $40,000,  if  they 
could  come  to  life  they  would  go  to  war'  again 
before  they  would  allow-  the  grafters  and  thieves  in 
Boston  who  capitalize  those  boys'  services  to  get 
away  with  $40,000  for  pictures  worth  about 
$4,000.  I  say  once  more,  as  a  young  man  who 
respects  the  memory  of  those  boys  who  died  for 
this  country,  that  I  will  not  favor  the  appropria- 
tion of  another  cent,  to  be  taken  from  our  people 
in  the  way  of  taxes,  to  be  appropriated  under  the 
the  guise  of  perpetuating  the  memory  of  heroes. 
That  false  propaganda  will  .never  be  stuffed  down 
Kelly's  throat,  and  I  know  that  the  honest-to- 
goodness  veterans  agree  with  Kelly  in  the  matter. 
Of  course,  I  know  that  this  particular  order  is 
going  to  get  the  customary  vote,  enough  to  pass  it, 
and  that  the  pictures  of  these  boys  will  be  hung 
in  some  school  hall.  I  know  that  my  vote  is  not 
going  to  stop  it.  If  it  were  I  might  have  to  think 
twice.  But  I  wrant  it  to  go  on  the  record  for 
years  to  come  that  certain  grafters  and  corrupters 
resorted  to  this  sort  of  thing,  simply  exploiting 
the  poor  boys,  the  heroes  of  the  late  war. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN— Mr.  President,  just  a 
word.  I  don't  want  to  prolong  the  discussion, 
but  I  take  it  from  the  remarks  of  the  previous 
speaker  that  the  reason  why  he  is  not  going  to 
vote  for  this  order  is  because  he  feels  that  it  is 
going  to  pass  anyway;  that  he  might  otherwise 
vote  for  it  if  he  thought  there  was  danger  of  it 
being  defeated.  I  feel  pretty  much  that  way, 
except  that  I  was  not  a  member  of  the  body  when 
the  original  order  was  passed.  It  might  have  been 
a  very  fine  thing.  I  know  nothing  about  the  value 
of  the  pictures  except  as  explained  to  us  in  the 
committee,  that  they  are  gold-plated  and  are 
supposed  to  be  perpetual.  But  I  do  feel,  as 
practically  every  veteran  in  Boston  who  died  in 
the  service  has  had  his  picture  placed  in  our  school- 
houses,  it  would  be  an  injustice  to  the  remaining 
nineteen  to  have  them  left  out,  even  if  it  does  cost 
something  more  per  picture  than  we  would  other- 
wise be  able  to  get  them  for.  So  I  see  no  reason 
why  I  should  not  vote  to  pass  the  appropriation. 
The  order  was  passed,  yeas,  15,  nays  3: 
Yeas — Coun.  Barker,  Brackman,  Burke,  Cox, 
Donovan,  Englert,  Fish,  Gallagher,  Green,  Hein, 
Lynch,  McGrath,  Power.  Roberts,  Ruby — 15. 
Nays — Coun.  Curtis,  Kelly,  Norton — 3.

Coun.  NORTON,  for  the  Committee  on  Soldiers'

their  families  in  the  City  of  Boston  for  the  month 
of  February,  1933. 

Report  accepted;  said  order  passed. 


PLOWING   OF   WARD    18   STREETS. 
Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,     That    the    Commissioner    of    Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor,  the  Mayor, 
to  plow  all  unaccepted  streets  in  Ward  18. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


LONG  ISLAND  HOSPITAL  INVESTIGATION. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  Finance  Commission 
be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
furnish  the  City  Council  with  a  copy  of  the  report 
of  its  recent  investigation  of  the  Long  Island 
Hospital. 

Passed  under  a  suspension  of  the  rules. 

Later  in  the  session  Coun.  FISH  offered  a  similar 
order. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  I  notice  in  the 
papers  last  week,  in  connection  with  the  investiga- 
tion of  affairs  at  Long  Island,  that  Superintendent 
Higgins  is  going  to  lose  his  job.  I  don't  think  it 
is  fair  for  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  discharge  Super- 
intendent Higgins,  a  man  who  has  performed  his 
duty  so  faithfully  at  Long  Island.  I  think  this  is 
a  matter  into  which  the  Hospital  Committee 
should  make  a  sweeping  investigation,  so  that  we 
may  know  something  about  conditions  at  Long 
Island. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  earlier  in  the 
meeting  I  offered  an  order  to  the  same  effect 
which  was  passed  by  the  Council. 

President.  McGRATH— The  Chair  will  suggest 
that  Councilor  Fish  withdraw  his  order  and  his 
name  will  be  added  on  Councilor  Norton's  order 
as  coofferer. 

The  order  was  withdrawn  by  Coun.  Fish. 


HEATERS  IN  POLICE  CRUISING  CARS. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  consider  the 
advisability  of  requesting  the  Police  Commissioner 
of  Boston  to  consider  the  matter  of  allowing 
heaters  to  be  placed  in  police  cruising  cars. 

Coun.  NORTON^Mr.  President,  on  a  night 
like  last  night  we  can  imagine  how  officers  driving 
around  in  these  cruising  cars  for  seven  hours  must 
have  felt.  The  officers  involved  are  willing  to 
buy,  in  many  instances,  these  heaters,  which  can 
be  installed  for  $7  or  $8.  It  would  seem  that  under 
the  circumstances  they  Bhould  be  allowed  the 
privilege,  if  they  see  fit.  of  installing  at  their  own 
expense  these  heaters.  I  understand  there  is  some 
question  whether  or  not  it  is  legal  to  place  in  the 
police  cars  of  the  city  private  property,  but  that 
objection  would  be  overcome  by  a  vote  making  it 
legal.  It  does  not  Beem  fair,  with  the  weather  we 
have  been  having  in  Boston,  to  ask  men  to  ride 
around  in  any  car  on  cold  nights  for  seven  hours. 
I  feel  that  they  are  at  least  entitled  to  some 
protection. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


DECENTRALIZED    PUBLIC    WELFARE 
OFFICES. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Overseers  of  the 
Public  Welfare  be  requested,  through  his  Honor 
the  Mayor,  to  decentralize  its  activities  by  estab- 
lishing branch  offices  in  the  various  sections  of  the 
city. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  once  again  I 
have  introduced  this  order.  I  certainly  hope  that 
some  time  we  will  have  finally,  in  such  sections  as 
Hyde  Park,  Roxbury  and  Dorchester,  local  offices. 
It  is  a  terrible  thing  to  ask  a  man  who  is  getting 
only  $4  a  week  to  spend  $1  for  carfare  going  and 
coming  to  the  "House  of  Horrors"  on  Hawkins 
street.  It  does  seem  as  if  this  work  should  be 
decentralized,  that  there  should  be  offices  in  some 
of  these  outlying  sections.     But  these  orders  have 


been  introduced  and  nothing  has  been  done. 
There  is  no  doubt,  of  course,  that  of  the  millions 
spent  some  has  been  wasted.  The  editor  of  the 
Boston  Post  said  yesterday  that  a  good  proportion 
of  welfare  relief  is  given  to  fakers.  But  it  is 
necessary,  in  times  like  these,  to  look  after  our 
poor  and  unemployed. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


SIDEWALK  ON  GALENA  STREET. 

Coun.  ENGLERT  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  make  a  sidewalk  along  Galena  street,  full 
length,  both  sides,  Ward  11,  in  front  of  the  estates 
bordering  thereon;  said  sidewalk  to  be  from  3  to  10 
inches  above  the  gutter  adjoining,  to  be  from  5  to 
12  feet  in  width,  and  to  be  built  of  artificial  stone, 
with  granite  edgestones,  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  196  of  the  Special  Acts  of  1917. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


ACCIDENT    TO    DAVID    PENDERGAST. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Boston  City 
Hospital  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  furnish  the  City  Council  with  a  report  of 
the  accident  to  David  Pendergast,  a  patient  at 
the  hospital,  during  the  taking  of  X-rays  on  Janu- 
.  ary  6,  1931. 

Coun.  RUBY — I  might  say,  Mr.  President,  for 
the  information  of  the  councilor  from  Ward  17, 
that  two  or  three  years  ago  I  introduced  an  order 
with  reference  to  the  City  Hospital  giving  us  a 
report  on  the  case  of  David  Pendergast.  I 
understand  also  that  at  one  time  a  claim  in  regard 
to  the  matter  was  pending  in  the  Law  Department. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  have  read 
the  minutes  pertaining  to  the  order  introduced  in 
the  Council.  I  believe  it  was  an  order  seeking 
information  as  to  the  one  who  was  at  fault  in 
causing  the  accident.  This  man  was  at  that  time 
—  January  6,  1931,  I  believe  —  being  X-rayed  by 
an  X-ray  machine.  He  had  one  bad  eye  at  the 
time,  not  blind  but  the  vision  very  poor,  and  as  a 
result  of  the  negligence  of  the  person  running  the 
X-ray  equipment,  it  fell  on  him,  blinding  both 
eyes.  At  the  present  time,  therefore,  he  is  totally 
blind  and  unable  to  earn  a  livelihood.  I  have 
been  further  informed  that  the  man  has  been 
refused  welfare  at  the  Welfare  Department  because 
he  has  a  son  working.  The  son,  by  the  way,  has 
been  endeavoring  to  take  care  of  the  father  and 
doing  everything  he  can  for  him.  He  would  be 
only  too  glad,  if  he  were  in  a  position,  to  look  out 
for  his  needs,  but  such  is  not  the  case.  There  is  a 
procedure  contemplated  and  outlined  by  one  of 
the  representatives  of  the  General  Court,  who 
intends  to  place  an  act  before  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives under  which  this  man  may  be  reim- 
bursed to  some  extent  for  the  great  physical  injury 
he  has  received. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


ALIENS  RECEIVING  AID. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  inform  the 
City  Council  the  number  of  aliens  who  are  receiv- 
ing welfare  from  the  City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  the  latter  part 
of  the  order  I  put  in  in  order  to  obtain,  if  possible, 
the  exact  number  of  aliens  in  Boston  now  receiving 
welfare  money  from  the  city.  Recent  informa- 
tion, from  a  source  that  probably  is  not  as  authen- 
tic as  it  might  be,  is  to  the  effect  that  40  per  cent 
of  the  people  who  live  in  Boston  receiving  welfare 
are  aliens.  If  that  is  so,  perhaps  an  arrangement 
should  be  made  whereby  these  aliens  might  be 
sort  of  isolated  in  some  particular  category  or 
classification  so  that  they  may  be  handled  by  a 
different  method  than  that  which  now  prevails. 
The  amount  of  money  being  spent  by  the  Welfare 
Department  at  the  present  time  is  bo  great  that  it 
seems  almost  impossible  that  the  City  of  Boston 
should  keep  it  up.  I  feel  that  we  ought  to  make 
some  sort  of  investigation  and  treat  the  alien  in  a 
different  manner  than  our  citizens.  I  understand 
that  at  the  present  time  they  receive  the  same 
amount  of  money  that  citizenB  receive,  and  are 
treated  exactly  the  same  as  citizens  are  treated. 
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I  believe  that  information  should  be  furnished  to  the 
City  Council  in  the  matter,  and  when  we  receive 
it  we  can  perhaps  suggest  definite  changes. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  might  I  ask  the 
councilor  his  purpose  in  introducing  the  order? 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  understand 
that  the  Welfare  Department  have  aliens — we  are 
told  by  some  as  many  as  40  per  cent  of  the  total 
number — upon  their  lists.  The  state  is  notifying 
aliens  not  able  to  support  themselves  to  report 
to  the  office,  and  then  they  are  trying  to  make 
arrangements  to  deport  them  to  the  countries 
from  which  they  came.  Under  our  naturalization 
laws,  when  a  man  comes  into  the  country  he  has 
to  have  two  witnesses  who  will  testify  that  they 
have  known  him  and  that  they  are  going  to  be 
responsible  for  him  a  certain  length  of  time.  If 
they  don't  make  arrangements  to  get  employment, 
and  if  before  they  become  citizens  they  become 
public  charges,  the  department  of  immigration 
should  make  arrangements  to  deport  such  a  man, 
send  him  back,  because  he  is  simply  a  charge  on 
the  country.  In  the  event  of  war  the  chances 
are  that  he  will  claim  exemption,  or  perhaps  want 
to  fight  for  his  fatherland.  They  are  not  Bosto- 
nians  or  American  citizens,  they  are  out  of  work, 
and  it  seems  to  me  they  are  in  a  different  category 
from  our  own  citizens.  As  I  say,  I  have  been  led 
to  believe  that  40  per  cent  of  those  being  helped 
by  the  Public  Welfare  are  aliens.  If  that  is  so, 
some  steps  should  be  made  to  take  care  of  them 
in  a  different  manner  than  citizens  of  Boston  and 
taxpayers. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  as  the  son  of  an 
alien — and  I  think  the  member  who  just  spoke  is 
also  a  descendant  of  an  alien — I  don't  think  this 
order  should  receive  any  consideration  in  this 
body,  because  there  are  very  few  members  of  the 
body  who  can  trace  their  lineage  back  to  the  May- 
flower or  to  other  ships  that  came  here  early.  If 
my  father  was  unfortunate  enough  to  have  struck 
this  country  in  1930  instead  of  1846,  under  this 
order  he  would  be  invited  to  go  back  to  that  un- 
fortunate country  from  which  he  came.  The 
history  of  this  country,  the  beautiful  history  of 
this  country,  has  been  made  up  by  the  so-called 
aliens,  and  if  at  this  moment  we  are  unfortunate 
enough  to  be  in  a  depression  it  is  not  the  alien 
that  is  to  blame.  I  have  little  sympathy  with 
any  man  in  a  legislative  body  who  will  attempt  to 
deport  honest,  decent  people,  seeking  a  livelihood 
on  our  shores. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  this  order 
simply  looks  to  getting  information  so  that  plans 
may  be  made  to  take  care  of  these  people  in  a 
better  manner,  treating  them  as  a  class.  But  it 
is  not  class  legislation,  because  it  involves  every- 
body in  that  same  situation  and  treats  them  all 
alike.  It  is  our  duty  as  a  nation,  in  a  republic 
such  as  ours,  to  take  care  of  aliens  who  come  here, 
and  take  care  of  them  as  best  we  can.  We  should 
also  do  our  best  to  take  care  of  then-  families. 
There  is  nothing  in  the  order  I  have  introduced 
that  says  anything  about  deporting  them.  I  said 
that  at  the  state  office,  in  dealing  with  some  aliens, 
they  made  arrangements  to  deport  them. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  I  could  not  help 
being  led  to  believe  that  this  order  asking  for  a 
check-up  on  aliens  in  the  City  of  Boston  had  to  do 
with  some  plan  in  the  gentleman's  mind  for  send- 
ing the  aliens  back  to  their  own  country.  Why 
is  it  necessary  for  us  to  know  how  many  aliens  we 
have  here,  making  a  check-up  on  them?  If  you 
are  going  to  do  that,  you  will  go  a  step  farther  and 
want  to  know  of  what  nationality  they  are.  What 
difference  does  it  make  whether  a  man  is  an  alien 
or  a  citizen,  if  he  has  been  here  long  enough? 
When  a  man  comes  here  and  tries  to  bring  up  a 
family,  why  should  we  set  him  aside  when  we  are 
dealing  with  this  matter?  He  is  entitled  to  eat 
and  to  live,  the  same  as  the  next  man,  and  I  am 
against  any  request  to  segregate  aliens  from  so- 
called  citizens. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rules. 


REINSTATEMENT  OF  THOMAS  J. 
NEWCOMB. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston  here- 
by favors  the  enactment  of  legislation  authorizing 
the  reinstatement   of  Thomas  J.   Newcomb  as  a 
member  of  the  Police  Department  of  said  city. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


THE  NEXT  MEETING. 

Coun.  LYNCH  moved  that  when  the  Council 
adjourn  it  be  to  meet  on  Monday,  March  13,  1933, 
at  2  p.  m. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  understand 
that  this  is  an  order  to  adjourn  for  two  weeks? 

President  McGRATH— Yes. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to 
vote  against  adjournment  for  two  weeks  from 
today,  for  the  simple  reason  that  automatically 
$1,500,000  of  the  taxpayers'  money  will  be  spent 
before  two  weeks  from  today  if  we  adjourn  over, 
because,  although  we  have  defeated  those  orders 
here  today,  there  has  been  a  reconsideration  and 
assignment,  and  technically,  therefore,  we  have 
done  nothing.  The  result  will  be  that  the  orders 
will  go  into  effect  automatically  on  March  10, 
two  or  three  days  before  we  come  together  in 
meeting.  I  believe,  Mr.  President,  that  we  are 
here  to  vote  upon  those  particular  orders  and  to 
have  our  decisive  vote  recorded.  We  did  vote 
today,  but  our  action  is  now  to  be  nullified  because 
of  the  reconsideration  and  assignment,  and  because 
the  orders  will  take  effect  before  we  will  have  a 
chance  to  pass  another  vote.  I  don't  believe  that 
is  a  proper  way  in  which  to  spend  $1,500,000  of 
the  taxpayers'  money.  Accordingly,  I  shall  not 
vote  to  adjourn  to  two  weeks  from  today,  but  to  a 
week  from  today. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  I  am  inclined  to 
agree  with  Councilor  Kelly's  position.  We  have 
before  us  orders  for  streets  and  sewers,  amounting 
to  $1,500,000,  and  it  is  our  duty  to  vote  upon 
them,  and  not  to  allow  them  to  go  by  default. 
If  we  meet  next  Monday  we  can  act  upon  them 
definitely;  if  we  do  not  they  automatically  go 
into  effect.  Therefore,  I  am  opposed  to  adjourn- 
ing to  two  weeks  from  today. 

Coun.  ROBERTS— Mr.  President,  I  wish  to 
be  recorded  against  the  motion  to  adjourn  for 
two  weeks  for  another  reason.  This  is  another 
illustration  of  the  nullification  by  majority  vote 
of  the  two-thirds  rule  of  our  charter,  by  which 
orders  of  this  kind  require  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
the  membership  for  passage.  It  is  now  proposed 
to  nullify  that  rule  by  the  action  suggested  here. 
Therefore,  I  am  against  the  adjournment  for  two 
weeks. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  do  I  under- 
stand that  if  we  do  not  meet  next  Monday  these 
orders  will  go  automatically  into  effect  on  the 
tenth  day  of  March? 

President  McGRATH— Yes. 

Coun.  BURKE — Then,  Mr.  President,  I  shall 
have  to  vote  against  adjournment  for  two  weeks 
because  this  is  certainly  an  attempt  to  bring 
about  a  condition  that  never  should  exist.  These 
orders  have  been  rejected  because  of  the  fact 
that  they  failed  to  receive  a  two-thirds  vote. 
Understand,  I  voted  for  both  of  them.  But 
there  is  a  principle  involved.  A  majority  should 
not  be  able  to  nullify  the  action  that  has  been 
taken  here  today,  whereby  orders  failed  of  passage 
because  they  did  not  receive  the  necessary  two- 
thirds  vote.  If  this  sort  of  thing  is  allowed,  a 
majority  vote  is  sufficient  to  overrule  the  action 
previously  taken  by  the  body,  to  my  mind  un- 
justly. Simply  through  reconsideration  and 
adjournment  for  two  weeks,  by  majority  vote,  we 
are  going  to  allow  these  orders  on  the  tenth  day 
of  March  to  go  automatically  into  effect,  when 
they  have  failed  of  passage  here  today.  That, 
I  think,  is  unfair,  and  I  will  vote  against  adjourn- 
ment for  two  weeks  for  that  reason. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  would  an  amend- 
ment be  in  order  that,  instead  of  adjourning  for 
two  weeks,  we  adjourn  to  March  9? 

President  McGRATH — On  motions  to  adjourn, 
the  question  comes  first  on  the  longest  time, 
which  in  this  case  is  two  weeks.  The  question 
comes  on  adjournment  for  two  weeks. 

The  motion  that  when  the  Council  adjourn  it  be 
to  meet  on  Monday,  March  13,  at  2  p.  m.,  was 
declared  carried. 

Coun.  KELLY— Mr.  President,  I  doubt  the 
vote  and  ask  for  a  roll  call. 

The  roll  was  called,  and  the  Council  voted  that 
when  it  adjourn  it  be  to  meet  on  Monday, 
March  13,  at  2  p.  m.,  yeas  10,  nays  6:

Gentlemen, — I  submit  herewith  an  appropria- 
tion order  covering  the  probable  expenditure 
requirements  of  the  Public  Welfare  and  Soldiers'

Report  on  accident  to  patient  in  the  X-Ray 
Department. 

Patient's  name:  David  Prendergast. 
Age:  53. 
Address:  687  Morton  street,  Dorchester,  Mass. 

Received  in  the  X-Ray  Department  on  January 
6,  1931,  at  2.45  p.  m.  for  X-ray  of  left  lower  leg 
and  both  hips. 

Technician:  Mr.  Victor  Burton. 
Detail  of  Accident: 

Patient  had  just  had  X-ray  of  pelvis  taken, 
lying  flat  on  table  with  X-ray  tube  on  bracket  over 
him,  24  inches  away.  The  technician  had  turned 
from  the  control  box  about  8  feet  away  from 
patient's  table,  and  told  patient  he  would  have 
to  take  his  shoe  off  to  X-ray  the  leg.  Before 
technician  reached  the  patient  to  assist  him, 
patient  quickly  raised  himself  upward  and  forward, 
apparently  not  seeing  the  X-ray  tube  arm  above 
him,  and  before  the  technician  could  move  the 
tube,  patient  struck  his  eye  on  Bome  part  of  the 
bracket.  The  glasses  he  had  on  at  the  time  were 
not  broken.  No  loss  of  consciousness  nor  any 
free  bleeding.  Patient  was  removed  from  the 
table,  complaining  of  no  pain,  in  that  he  could 
not  see  from   that  eye.     Gross  examination  here 
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showed  the  pupil  dilated,  hemorrhagic  swelling, 
with  some  protrusion  of  the  eyeball  whose  in- 
ternal pressure  felt  much  less   than  the    right. 

Doctor  Nerbonne  of  the  Aural  Service  was 
immediately  called  and  saw  the  patient,  who  was 
taken  back,  in  the  meantime,  to  the  accident  floor 
at  3.05  p.  m. 

Patient  at  this  time  told  the  technician  that  he 
could  not  see  well  for  some  time,  and  nothing 
previously  from  his  right  eye.  Patient's  daughter 
also  had  said  her  father's  eyesight  had  been  poor 
for  some  time.

Injury  to  left  eye;  marked  subconjunctival 
hemorrhage  with  edema  both  lids;  marked  in- 
traocular hemorrhage  with  laceration  to  the 
eyeball  (at  about  eleven  o'clock  at  limbus  margin) 
and  laceration  of  the  iris  at  same  location.  Fundus 
seen  indistinctly.  Tension  very  much  decreased. 
Pupil  somewhat  dilated,  but  irregular  with  no 
reaction  to  light.  Cornea  shows  a  central  corneal 
scar  which  did  not  stain  with  fluorescin  and 
appears  to  have  been  due  to  some  previous  con- 
dition. Patient  says  he  had  suffered  from  a 
previous  condition  which  he  thought  was  choroid- 
itis. Eye  tremulus  with  possible  dislocation  or 
rupture  of  lens.

ISLAND   HOSPITAL.

Hospital.

Sir, — The  Finance  Commission  has  recently 
sent  its  investigators  into  the  Institutions  Depart- 
ment to  ascertain  the  administrative  conditions 
that  have  resulted  from  the  reorganization  recom- 
mended by  the  Finance  Commission  a  year  and  a 
half  ago. 

The  commission  has  found  that  considerable 
improvement  has  been  made  in  the  running  of 
the  Long  Island  Hospital,  but  there  are  still  some 
administrative  features  that  should  be  changed  for 
the  twofold  purpose  of  bringing  the  cost  of  main- 
tenance to  a  proper  level  and  of  improving  the 
morale   of  the  institution. 

In  1925,  under  statutory  authority,  an  ordinance 
was  adopted  whereby  the  Institutions  Commis- 
sioner was  made  "executive  and  administrative 
head  of  the  department"  with  power  to  "organize 
it  in  such  manner  as  he  may  find  necessary  for 
its  proper  conduct,"  and  his  powers  and  duties 
limited  to  the  control  of  the  Long  Island  Hospital, 
the  work  of  placing  out  children  who  have  become 
public  charges,  and  the  duty  of  committing  adult 
poor  or  infirm  to  whatever  institution  the  particu- 
lar condition  of  each  warrants.  Both  these  latter 
functions  are  separate  and  distinct  from  the 
Long  Island  Hospital  and  are  carried  on,  the  one 
by  a  deputy  commissioner  and  the  other  by  a 
registrar  or  a  clerk  with  the  standing  of  a  deputy 
commissioner.  Neither  requires  much  of  the  time 
of  the  Institutions  Commissioner  and,  therefore, 
his  greatest  responsibility  is  the  Long  Island 
Hospital. 

Under  the  management  of  the  present  commis- 
sioner, the  physical  cleanliness  of  the  institution 
has  been  placed  above  criticism;  more  and  better 
facilities  have  been  provided  for  the  inmates,  and 
the  food  and  clothing  furnished  have  been  greatly 
improved  in  quantity  and  quality. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  pay  roll  has  been  increased 
far  beyond  any  possible  justification.  Control 
among  the  employees  is  greatly  confused  and  the 
standard  of  the  Training  School  for  Nurses  has  been 
weakened  to  the  point  where  it  is  likely  to  lose  its 
rating  with  the  State  Board  of  Registration  of 
Nurses, 
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1.     Excessive  Pay  Roll. 
The  following  tabic  illustrates  the  point  that  the  pay  roll  has  been  unjustifiably  increased:

A  properly  organized  institution  should  be  able 
to  take  eare  of  an  18  per  cent  expansion  of  the 
inmate  population,  without  material  increase  in 
the  number  of  employees.  Yet  the  above  tables 
show  that  the  18.4  per  cent  increase  in  population 
between  1929  and  1932  was  accompanied  by  a 
55.5  per  cent  increase  in  the  actual  number  of 
employees  and  a  43.5  per  cent  increase  in  their  pay 
roll  cost. 

The  greatest  increase  is  in  the  number  of  nurses 
employed,  though  the  above  figures  show  that  in 
the  period  compared,  the  number  of  hospital  cases 
actually  decreased.  Competent  authority  has 
stated  to  the  Finance  Commission  that  sixty  pupil 
nurses  are  sufficient  for  all  the  needs  of  the  institu- 
tion at  its  present  high  inmate  load.  Yet  there  are 
127  pupil  nurses  at  present  connected  with  the 
Training  School,  twenty-seven  of  whom  are  on 
temporary  service  at  the  City  Hospital.  Reducing 
the  number  of  pupil  nurses  to  the  estimated  re- 
quirement of  sixty  would  mean  a  pay  roll  saving 
alone  of  approximately  $35,000,  to  which  should  be 
added  a  considerable  sum  for  maintenance.  The 
budget  estimate  for  the  year  1933  contained  pro- 
vision for  approximately  thirty  nurses  more  than 
were  provided  for  last  year.  Though  this  estimate 
has  not  been  accepted  as  yet  by  the  city  govern- 
ment, the  commissioner  added  thirty-two  nurses 
to  the  list  in  January.

The  work  performed  by  all  the  new  employees 
is  not  necessarily  work  not  previously  undertaken, 
A  large  part  was  formerly  done  by  those  among 
the  inmates  who  were  able  and  willing  to  perform 
some  service,  and  were  allowed  small  payments  in 
addition  to  their  keep.  The  present  commis- 
sioner abandoned  this  method  of  obtaining  the 
necessary  service  and  has  gradually  built  up  a 
force  of  full-paid  employees. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  depression  the  char- 
acter of  the  inmates  at  the  island  has  changed 
to  some  extent,  many  now  being  forced  to  take 
shelter  at  the  institution  who,  under  more  pros- 
perous general  business  conditions,  could  find 
some  light  work  from  which  they  might  be  able 
to  eke  out  a  livelihood.  It  would  seem,  therefore, 
that  in  view  of  the  necessity  for  cutting  municipal 
expenditures  wherever  possible,  the  Institutions 
Commissioner  ought  to  make  a  special  effort  to 
obtain  service  from  able  inmates  and  thereby 
save  the  larger  pay  as  well  as  maintenance  neces- 
sary for  civilian  employees.  Instead,  he  has  seen 
fit  to  pursue  the  opposite  course. 

2.  Confusion  in  Executive  Control. 
Beginning  in  1897,  when  the  department  was 
headed  by  an  unpaid  Board  of  Trustees,  it  was 
right  and  proper  to  establish  the  position  of 
Superintendent  of  the  Hospital  on  a  scale  that 
would  justify  the  placing  of  the  executive  control 
in  that  official.  Again,  in  1921  the  Board  of 
Trustees  was  abolished  and  the  Long  Island  Hos- 
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pital  became  simply  one  division  of  the  Institu- 
tions Department  headed  by  a  single  paid  com- 
missioner; it  was  right  and  proper  to  continue  the 
executive  management  of  the  Long  Island  Hospital 
in   a   superintendent  with  a  substantial  salary. 

However,  in  1925  an  ordinance  relieved  the 
Institutions  Commissioner  of  much  of  the  work  by 
taking  the  control  of  the  Deer  Island  House  of 
Correction  away  from  the  Institutions  Depart- 
ment. Therefore,  he  now  spends  practically  his 
whole  time  on  the  management  of  the  Long  Island 
Hospital  and  is  paid  a  salary  of  §7,500  per  year  for 
his  services. 

Since  his  assumption  of  his  position,  the  com- 
missioner has,  little  by  little,  taken  away  from  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Hospital,  who  is  resident 
on  Long  Island,  practically  all  executive  power 
and  responsibility.  He  has  also  taken  from  the 
Superintendent  and  Assistant  Superintendent  of 
Nurses  the  authority  and  responsibility  formerly 
considered  as  belonging  to  their  positions.  At 
the  same  time  he  has  given  to  the  resident  physi- 
cian and  to  the  pharmacist  authority  greater  than 
that  of  the  superintendent,  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  the  written  rules  require  that  both  be  respon- 
sible to  the  superintendent. 

In  many  other  ways  the  commissioner  has 
authorized  subordinates  to  function  independently 
of  the  superintendent,  so  that  gradually  the 
superintendent  has  become  little  more  than  a 
figurehead.  The  result  of  this  diffusion  of  au- 
thority has  been  to  breed  a  general  disrespect  of 
the  superintendent  in  the  employees  and  to  cause 
conflict  between  him  and  them,  between  him  and 
the  commissioner  and  among  the  subordinates 
themselves. 

Illustrative  of  this  dissension  is  the  attempt, 
within  a  short  time,  to  have  the  resident  physician 
removed  from  the  island  on  charges  preferred  by 
the  superintendent  to  the  Institutions  Com- 
missioner. The  basis  of  the  charges  was  the  fact 
that,  without  the  knowledge  or  consent  of  the 
superintendent,  the  resident  physician  had  per- 
formed an  operation  on  an  inmate  which  the 
superintendent  claimed  was  in  violation  pf  law. 
The  commissioner's  reply  to  the  superintendent 
was  in  effect  that  the  operation  was  none  of  his 
business.  Whether  or  not  the  operation  was  in 
violation  of  law  is  a  medical  question  upon  which 
the  Finance  Commission  prefers  to  give  no  opinion. 
The  department  records  show  that  frequently 
employees  were  suspended  by  the  superintendent 
for  drunkenness,  absenting  themselves  from  duty 
without  authority  and  similar  offences,  and  were 
reinstated  immediately  by  the  commissioner. 
The  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital  claims  appoint- 
ments to  the  staff  of  employees  were  made  by  the 
commissioner  without  the  requisition  or  knowledge 
of  the  superintendent.  The  latter  claimed  also  he 
often  found  persons  at  work  who  were  employed 
by  the  commissioner  without  his  knowledge. 

Prisoners  from  Deer  Island,  sent  to  the  hospital 
for  treatment,  were  kept  on  Long  Island  unneces- 
sarily long,  in  the  opinion  of  the  superintendent, 
and  against  the  protest  both  of  himself  and  the 
Master  at  Deer  Island.  He  charged  that  one  of 
these  prisoners,  in  particular,  had  apparently  the 
standing  of  a  special  guest  and,  according  to  the 
testimony  of  different  employees,  was  permitted 
to  roam  at  will  through  the  institution,  even  being 
present  during  operations  on  patients. 

Several  employees  have  complained  to  the 
Finance  Commission  investigators  that  the  resi- 
dent physician  and  the  pharmacist  have  interfered 
with  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  other  em- 
ployees over  whom,  according  to  the  superintend- 
ent, they  have  no  control.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  commissioner  supports  these  employees  in 
everything  they  have  done.  It  must  be  obvious, 
therefore,  that  the  continuance  of  both  these 
executive  positions  is  inadvisable.  Either  the 
superintendent  should  be  eliminated  and  the 
institution  run  by  the  commissioner,  or  the  Insti- 
tutions Department  again  consolidated  with  the 
Penal  Institutions  Department  under  a  single 
commissioner,  with  an  office  and  staff  on  the 
mainland  and  the  actual  operation  of  the  two 
institutions  left  to  the  Master  at  Deer  Island 
and  to  the  superintendent  at  Long  Island,  the 
latter  to  have  the  duties  and  responsibilities  which 
he  formerly  enjoyed.  The  Finance  Commission 
believes  that  to  retain  the  present  Institutions 
Commissioner  at  a  salary  of  S7.500  per  year  and 
the  present  superintendent  at  a  salary  of  S4.500 
per  year,  together  with  a  comfortable  house  de- 


tached from  the  institution,  and  all  living  expenses 
supplied,  is  an  unwarranted  disbursement  of  the 
funds  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

3.  Training  School  for  Nurses. 
Many  years  ago  the  Infirmary  Department 
established  a  Training  School  for  Nurses  at  Long 
Island,  in  order  to  provide  necessary  nursing 
service  for  the  institution.  The  conditions  for 
eligibility  and  the  recompense  for  work  performed 
as  members  of  the  school  were  about  the  same  as 
in  most  training  schools  for  nurses.  Because  of 
the  fact  that  the  great  majority  of  the  cases  in  the 
hospital  involve  chronic  ailments  and  very  little 
experience  in  acute  cases  is  obtainable,  the  school 
did  not  attract  girls  desiring  to  take  up  nursing 
and  frequently  the  department  had  difficulty  in 
keeping  its  quota  of  nurses  on  hand.  The  general 
shortage  of  nurses  and  the  higher  wages  paid  after 
the  war  increased  the  difficulty,  so  that  about  five 
years  ago  the  department  decided  to  offer  an 
attractive  salary  to  those  attending  the  School 
for  Nurses  at  the  institution. 

In  addition  to  the  pupil  nurses  at  the  hospital, 
the  staff  includes  thirty-eight  graduate  nurses 
rated  as  head  nurses  and  paid  SI  ,200  per  year 
and  found.  Approximately  one  hundred  stu- 
dent nurses  now  are  receiving  S600  per  year 
plus  all  living  expenses,   uniforms,  books,   etc. 

Until  recently  application  to  this  school  was 
made  to  the  Superintendent  of  Nurses,  a  tech- 
nically trained  person  who  had  a  certain  stand- 
ard of  requirements  and  who  investigated  the 
applicants  very  carefully.  In  the  main,  these 
requirements  were  such  as  would  guarantee 
approval  of  the  school  by  the  State  Board  of 
Registration  of  Nurses,  thus  giving  the  school's 
graduates  a  certain  standing  in  the  profession. 

Although  under  the  rules  the  Superintendent 
of  Nurses  recognized  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Hospital  as  her  superior  officer,  she  had  been 
permitted  to  operate  her  division  without  inter- 
ference. The  present  commissioner  changed 
this  arrangement,  however.  He  notified  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Hospital  that  the  Super- 
intendent of  Nurses  would  thenceforth  be  respon- 
sible directly  to  the  commissioner  and  would 
not  be  responsible  to  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Hospital.  He  then  relieved  the  Superintendent 
of  Nurses  of  her  control  of  the  Training  School. 
He  undertook  to  receive  and  pass  upon  applica- 
tions for  admittance  to  the  Training  School. 
As  a  result  of  these  orders,  the  assignment  and 
direction  of  nurses  is  made  sometimes  by  the  com- 
missioner directly  and  sometimes  by  the  resident 
physician.  Under  such  divided  control,  the 
standard  of  the  school  has  been  lowered,  the  state 
requirements  have  been  ignored  in  several  par- 
ticulars and  the  State  Board  has  warned  the 
hospital  authorities  that  certain  conditions  exist- 
ing do  not  warrant  approval  of  the  school. 

The  graduate  nurses  and  student  nurses  no 
longer  regard  the  Superintendent  of  Nurses  as 
their  director.  The  responsibility  for  the  order- 
ing of  the  meals  which  was  formerly  left  to  a 
dietitian,  as  is  customary  in  most  hospitals,  is 
now  being  exercised  by  many  officials,  but  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Hospital  is  not  among  them. 
In  the  present  depression  many  who  ordinarily 
would  not  apply,  attracted  by  the  pay,  are  seek- 
ing admission  to  the  school  and  the  Superintendent 
of  Nurses  claims  many  are  being  accepted  who 
would  not  ordinarily  be  considered  by  her  as 
fulfilling  the  standards  required  by  the  State 
Board.  It  frequently  happens  that  girls  accepted, 
because  of  their  physical  condition  immediately 
become  patients.  Political  influence  is  now 
dictating  appointments,  rather  than  strict  rules 
of  eligibility. 

In  1929,  as  the  above  figures  show,  there  were 
433  patients  in  the  hospital  and  sixty-five  pupil 
nurses.  In  1933  the  patients  number  432,  and 
the  pupil  nurses  on  duty  number  100.  The 
number  of  head  nurses  has  been  increased  from 
thirty-three  to  thirty-eight. 

It  would  seem  that  the  time  has  come  either 
to  abandon  the  operation  of  a  school  and  provide 
the  nursing  service  through  the  requisite  number 
of  graduate  nurses,  or  to  limit  admission  to  the 
school  to  the  quota  actually  needed. 

The  Finance  Commission  believes  the  school 
should  not  be  continued,  unless  the  standards 
set  by  the  State  Board  in  regard  to  age,  health 
and  previous  education  are  maintained. 
The  Finance  Commission  recommends: 
1.  That  your  Honor  consider  the  advisability 
of  reorganizing  the  Institutions  Department  and 
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the  Penal  Institutions  Department  so  as  to  enable 
the  city  to  eliminate  unnecessary  executive 
positions. 

2.  That  your  Honor  reduce  the  number  em- 
ployed in  connection  with  the  Long  Island  Hospital. 

3.  That  your  Honor  establish  an  orderly  ad- 
ministration of  the  Long  Island  Hospital. 

4.  That  your  Honor  reduce  the  expensive 
maintenance  of  the  Training  School  for  Nurses  at 
Long  Island.

FOR   RENT.

Ordered,  That  the  Overseers  of  the  Public 
Welfare  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  set  aside  an  appropriate  part  of  the 
allowance  of  the  welfare  recipients  for  the  pay- 
ment of  their  rent. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  during  the 
present  banking  emergency  I  think  the  Welfare 
Department  did  yeoman  and  remarkable  service 
in  seeing  to  it  that  no  family  in  need  of  welfare  aid 
was  deprived  of  at  least  something  to  eat  and 
enough  coal  to  keep  their  places  warm.  In  my 
opinion,  the  only  individuals  who  have  suffered  to 
any  great  extent  were  the  landlords,  who  are  now  so 
heavily  burdened  through  inability  to  collect  rent 
and  to  meet  taxes  and  other  payments.  Some  of 
the  money  allotted  in  public  welfare  is  allotted  on 
the  basis  of  a  proportional  part  due  for  rent,  and 
because  the  recipients  of  public  aid  have  not 
recently  received  any  amounts  of  money,  naturally 
the  landlords  have  suffered.  As  I  understand  it, 
the  different  families  receive  a  sufficient  amount 
in  grocery  orders  and  a  supply  of  coal.  There  is 
usually  a  proportionate  allotment  for  rent  pay- 
ments, and  I  believe  when  the  allotments  are  made 
again  these  amounts  ought  to  be  kept  out  until 
the  recipients  of  aid  can  show  a  receipt  or  release 
from  the  respective  landlords.  I  ask  a  suspension 
of  the  rule  and  passage  of  the  order. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 
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ROPING   OFF   STREETS   FOR   MARATHON 
RACE. 

Coun.  ROBERTS  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  City  Messenger  be  authorized 
to  rope  off  such  streets  as  may  be  necessary,  as  in 
former  years,  in  connection  with  the.

the  particular  view  that  all  personal  property  and 
chattels  of  said  companies  which  produce  revenue, 
either  directly  or  indirectly,  be  appropriately 
valued.

One,  if  I 
recollect  aright,  is  a  hoseman  in  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment. Of  course,  I  appreciate  the  fact  that  this 
is  something  unusual,  that  we  have  not  had  this 
sort  of  thing  in  previous  years.  But  the  court 
has  decided  the  cases  and  the  Law  Department 
recommends  the  disbursement,  and  under  the 
circumstances  I  feel  that  we  should  not  refuse  it.

CITY    COUNCIL. 


I  intend  to  introduce  an  order  at  the  next  meeting 
that,  under  tlie  circumstances,  while  we  pay  these 
claims  now,  we  raise  the  question  with  the  Mayor 
whether  we  should  not  carry  insurance  to  cover 
these  cases,  whether  it  would  not  be  cheaper  in 
the  long  run. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  have  the  chairman  enlighten  the  Council 
as  to  what  the  judgments  were  for. 

Coun.  RUBY — If  I  recollect  correctly,  the 
judgment  against  Mr.  Englert,  who  was  driving 
a  truck  in  the  course  of  his  employment,  arose  out 
of  a  collision  he  had  with  an  automobile  in  which 
several  of  the  passengers  were  injured.  Suit 
was  brought  against  Mr.  Englert,  and  judgment 
was  found  for  several  of  the  plaintiffs,  amounting 
to  .$105  or  $100  apiece,  the  total  executions  being 
$651  and  some  odd  cents.  That  was  the  judgment 
against  Mr.  Englert,  and  he  asked  the  city  to  reim- 
burse him.  The  Law  Department,  having  con- 
sidered the  matter,  recommended  to  the  City 
Council,  of  which  the  Claims  Committee  is  a  part, 
that  he  be  reimbursed  for  the  amount  of  the 
judgment.  The  same  is  true  in  the  Hohn  case 
and  in  other  cases.  All  these  cases  have  been 
adjudicated  by  the  courts,  and  these  recommenda- 
tions come  to  us  from  the  Law  Department  for 
reimbursement.  The  committee  met  and  ap- 
proved the  recommendation  of  the  Law  Depart- 
ment that  there  be  reimbursement.  This  is  under 
the  rule  passed  a  year  or  two  ago. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President.  I  introduced 
an  order  three  or  four  months  ago  asking  why 
the  City  of  Boston  could  not  insure  its  automo- 
biles, the  same  as  private  individuals  do,  so  that 
there  would  be  protection  in  the  case  of  accident. 
I  suppose  that  matter  is  still  under  advisement. 
At  least,  I  have  seen  no  report  back  to  us  in  reply. 
It  may  be  that  another  order  should  be  put  in. 
I  would  like  to  ask  the  chairman  if  he  could  find 
out  what  the  answer  was  to  the  order  put  in  two 
or  three  months  ago  asking  for  an  opinion  as  to 
whether  city  automobiles  should  not  be  heard 
insured. 

Report  accepted;  order  passed.

LONG    ISLAND    INVESTIGATION    ORDER. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  in  regard  to  the 
order  I  earlier  introduced,  for  an  investigation  of 
conditions  at  Long  Island,  I  am  going  to  ask  that 
that  order  be  referred  to  its  proper  committee — 
namely,  the  Hospital  Committee,  and  I  am  going 
to  ask  you,  sir,  to  reconsider  your  decision  referring 
it  to  the  Committee  on  Rules. 

President  McGRATH — The  order  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Rules,  and  the  only  way  in 
which  that  action  can  be  rescinded  is  by  asking 
that  the  decision  of  the  Chair  be  reversed. 

Coun.  FISH — I  do  ask  that,  Mr.  President. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  feel,  as  the 
chairman  of  the  Hospital  Committee,  that  that 
committee  should  have  a  right  to  hear  charges 
that  have  been  made  before  the  commissioner  on 
Long  Island  within  the  last  two  weeks.  If  some 
of  the  charges  that  have  been  made  are  true, 
there  is  a  real,  honest-to-goodness  reason  for  an 
investigation.  If  everything  is  as  it  should  be, 
no  one  should  be  afraid  of  an  investigation.  I  am 
not  prejudging  the  case.  A  piece  of  property  is 
purchased  and  thousands  of  dollars  are  paid  for  it, 
and  the  real  value  of  it  is  something  under  $500, 
for  example.  Certainly,  that  transaction  should 
be  gone  into,  and  it  should  not  be  gone  into  by 
the  Mayor  of  Boston  or  by  the  Mayor's  appointee 
as  commissioner  at  Long  Island.  It  should  be 
gone  into  by  members  of  the  Council.  That  is 
our  duty.  If  certain  other  charges  made  by 
Deputy  Superintendent  Higgins  are  correct,  some- 
thing should  be  done  by  the  elected  officials  of 
the  City  of  Boston.  Without  making  any  criti- 
cism at  this  stage,  I  simply  feel  that  this  is  a  matter 
that  should  come  under  the  charge  of  the  Hos- 
pital Committee.  It  involves  people  who  are 
spending  the  last  years  of  their  life  down  there, 
as  we  may  have  to  do  some  day,  and  therefore 
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we  should  look  into  it.  I  feel,  having  in  mind 
the  reputation  of  the  institution  itself  and  of  the 
inmates  there,  as  well  as  the  employees,  that  the 
Hospital  Committee  should  look  into  the  matter 
and  see  what  has  been  going  on,  instead  of  simply 
letting  it  go  with  a  hearing  before  the  commis- 
sioner. As  I  understand  it,  the  commissioner 
fired  a  man  whom  I  understand  was  doing  his 
duty,  for  the  sake  of  economy.  That  may  or 
may  not  be  so,  but  it  seems  to  me  the  proper 
place  for  him  to  be  heard  is  by  the  city  fathers. 
It  does  not  seem  right  that  that  particular  matter 
should  be  heard  before  the  commissioner  who 
fired  the  man.  If  the  disclosures  made  by  the 
man  fired  are  correct,  the  matter  certainly  calls 
for  investigation  by  the  Hospital  Committee  of 
this  honorable  body. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  we  have  a  Hos- 
pital Committee  here,  and  I  believe  this  should  be 
referred  to  the  Hospital  Committee.  Mr.  Higgins, 
the  superintendent  at  Long  Island,  has  been  dis- 
charged. We  want  to  know  why.  Apparently 
he  performed  his  duties  at  Long  Island  very  weli, 
and  let  us  refer  the  matter  to  the  proper  com- 
mittee and  look  into  it. 

President  McGRATH— The  Chair  would  say 
that  the  reason  for  sending  it  to  the  Committee 
on  Rules  was  that  a  few  months  ago  the  Council 
wanted  to  definitely  determine  its  right  to  investi- 
gate the  various  departments  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  and  we  requested  an  opinion  from  the 
Corporation  Counsel.  His  ruling  is  in  the  records 
here,  and  it  was  to  the  effect  that  the  Council  has 
no  power  to  investigate  any  department  of  the 
City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  why  do  you 
appoint  the  committee  if  it  has  no  power? 

President  McGRATH — For  the  purpose  of  pass- 
ing on  appropriations  and  various  things  concern- 
ing the  hospitals  before  they  go  into  effect.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  this  is  a  special  committee,  I  think, 
appointed  on  motion  of  the  councilor  from  Ward  2 
(Coun.  Barker).  There  was  some  question, 
Councilor  Burke,  as  to  our  authority  to  investigate, 
anyway;  but  I  understand  that  it  was  ruled  by  the 
Corporation  Counsel  that  where  there  was  an  ap- 
propriation before  us  affecting  a  particular  de- 
partment, we  then  had  a  right  to  investigate. 

Coun.  BURKE— Well,  Mr.  President,  the 
budget  is  coming  in  to  the  Council,  I  suppose,  per- 
haps within  the  next  two  weeks.  Would  it  be 
proper  then  to  make  an  investigation? 

President  McGRATH— The  time  when  the 
budget  is  before  the  Council  or  when  the  question 
of  some  appropriation  for  a  department  is  before 
the  Council,  is  the  only  time  in  the  year,  I  under- 
stand, when  we  have  power  to  investigate  any 
department. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  only  two  years 
ago,  I  believe,  the  Hospital  Committee  did  func- 
tion in  an  investigation  of  the  City  Hospital. 

President  McGRATH — Since  then  we  have 
asked  for  the  ruling,  and  the  ruling  is  in  the  record. 

Coun.  KELLY— Mr.  President,  I  think  the 
twenty-two  elected  officials  in  this  body  are  not 
going  to  be  concerned  with  a  ruling  made  by  the 
Corporation  Counsel  of  the  City  of  Boston;  and 
I  say  that  because  the  Corporation  Counsel  of 
the  City  of  Boston,  receiving  $10,000  of  the  tax- 
payers' money  every  year,  is  appointed  by  the 
Mayor  of  Boston,  and  every  department  head  in 
the  City  of  Boston  is  appointed  by  the  Mayor  of 
the  City  of  Boston.  So  it  is  natural  that,  if  a 
department  head  is  doing  wrong,  or  is  allowing 
wrong  to  be  done  and  to  continue  in  a  particular 
department,  the  Mayor  of  Boston  does  not  want 
that  particular  department  investigated  by  the 
city  fathers.  It  would,  of  course,  be  a  reflection 
on  his  judgment  in  appointing  a  particular  com- 
missioner. You  and  I,  Mr.  President,  are  in- 
telligent enough,  and  the  members  of  this  honor- 
able body  are  intelligent  enough  to  not  allow  the 
Corporation  Counsel  of  Boston,  drawing  $10,000 
a  year  from  the  taxpayers,  to  give  an  opinion  that 
doesn't  amount  to  a  snap  of  the  finger.  A  boy  in 
the  law  school  could  render  a  much  better  opinion. 
Of  course,  he  would  not  render  an  opinion  that  we 
have  a  right  to  go  into  these  matters.  But  we 
are  not  bound,  we  are  not  forced  by  any  law 
opinion  that  was  ever  rendered  by  a  paid  agent 
of  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  to  give  up  what  rights 
we  may  have.  I  believe  that  when  wrongdoing  is 
going  on  in  the  City  of  Boston  the  people  of 
Boston  want  the  City  Council  to  look  into  the 
particular  wrongdoing  and  find  out  the  facts,  and 
if  we  then  find  that  there  has  been  no  wrongdoing 
as  a  result  of  an  investigation  we  can  bring  in  a 


clean  bill  of  health.  I  do  not  feel  that  the  decision 
of  the  Corporation  Counsel  should  affect  the  mem- 
bers of  this  body  one  iota.  I  feel  that  if  our  com- 
mittees have  no  power  whatever  they  should  be 
abolished,  that  there  is  no  need  of  them.  You 
said,  Mr.  President,  that  the  Hospital  Committee 
was  appointed  to  look  into  appropriations.  With 
all  due  respect  to  you,  I  feel  that  that  is  not  so.  We 
have  a  Committee  on  Appropriations  which,  of 
course,  goes  into  the  matter  of  appropriations,  and 
we  have  a  Finance  Committee  to  look  into  the 
finances  of  the  city  departments.  If  there  is 
wrongdoing  in  connection  with  the  Long  Island 
Hospital,  if  there  are  any  injustices,  the  thing 
should  be  remedied,  and  they  should  go  on  no 
further.  I  honestly  believe,  with  all  due  respect 
to  everybody  concerned,  that  the  matter  of  looking 
into  these  charges  belongs  to  the  Hospital  Com- 
mittee. If  people  have  not  been  used  right,  if 
there  has  not  been  proper  care,  or  if  there  has  been 
negligence  on  the  part  of  employees,  that  is  not  a 
proper  matter  for  discussion  behind  closed  doors, 
but  should  be  considered  in  the  Hospital  Com- 
mittee. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  I  am  glad  to  have 
you  say  here  on  the  floor  of  the  Council  that  the 
Corporation  Counsel  has  ruled  that  this  body  has 
no  power  to  investigate  any  department.  I  can 
appreciate  the  different  interests  that  different 
councilors  have  in  the  various  departments  of  the 
city;  but  I  think  it  should  be  made  clear  to  the 
public  just  how  helpless  this  body  is  as  far  as 
controlling  the  actions  of  this  government  is 
concerned.  I  have  before  me  here,  and  no  doubt 
everyone  of  you  gentlemen  have  received  the  same 
thing,  the  bulletin  of  the  Boston  Municipal  Re- 
search Bureau,  No.  18,  under  date  of  March  9, 
1933.  It  contains  a  chart  which  shows  the  in- 
crease in  the  tax  rate  and  in  the  cost  of  the  govern- 
ment of  our  city,  in  a  period  which  shows  a  de- 
crease in  postal  receipts,  retail  sales,  freight  car 
loadings  and  in  wages  and  building  permits.  They 
go  on  to  say: 

"More  eloquent  than  words  in  showing  the 
predicament  of  the  people  of  Boston,  is  this 
graphic  picture  of  the  increasing  tax  tribute  that 
is  required  by  the  city  treasury  in  a  time  of  de- 
pression. One  glance  reveals  the  tremendous 
problem  facing  the  public." 

They  go  on  further  in  the  second  paragraph  and 
say: 

"A  thorough  re  examination  and  revamping  of 
the  governmental  machinery  appears  the  only 
answer.  In  three  years  of  depression  city  officials 
have  failed  to  do  this  on  their  own  initiative." 

I  would  like  to  say  in  answer  to  that,  that,  so  far 
as  I  can  find  out,  and  so  far  as  it  applies  to  this 
Council,  we  have  no  power  under  the  City  Charter 
to  do  the  first  thing  along  the  line  of  revamping 
the  governmental  machinery  or  doing  anything 
towards  solving  the  tax  problem. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  would  ask 
unanimous  consent  to  make  a  brief  statement.  I 
find  it  necessary  to  agree  with  the  previous  speakers 
with  respect  to  the  functioning  of  the  various 
committees.  Therefore,  I  asked  you  a  specific 
question  as  to  why  this  committee  was  appointed. 
Now,  don't  you  think  when  trouble  starts  up  in  a 
department  that  committee  should  have  some  in- 
formation concerning  it  and  should  be  expected  to 
look  into  the  matter,  so  that  when  appropriations 
are  asked  for  before  the  body  we  may  be  cognizant 
of  the  facts  and  know  whether  the  appropriations 
should  be  made.  You  yourself,  Mr.  President,  I 
believe,  are  not  in  favor  of  merely  taking  the  word 
of  the  Corporation  Counsel  in  so  far  as  the  powers 
of  the  City  Counsel  are  concerned.  I  think  I  have 
heard  you  make  the  statement  that  such  powers 
should  not  be  given  to  the  Corporation  Counsel, 
and  the  City  Council,  carrying  out  the  scope  of  its 
powers  as  understood  by  the  Council,  has  certainly 
in  the  past  investigated  departments  of  the  city. 
I  have  heard  one  of  the  officials  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  one  elected  by  the  City  Council  itself, 
make  a  statement  off  the  record  to  the  effect  that 
he  does  not  agree  with  the  Corporation  Counsel 
in  respect  to  the  powers  of  the  City  Council. 
It  seems  absurd  to  have  a  Corporation  Counsel 
appointed  by  the  Chief  Executive  of  the  City  of 
Boston  overrule  the  decision  of  twenty-two  elected 
officials  here.  There  has  been  some  trouble,  some- 
thing has  happened  on  Long  Island,  and  we  have 
heard  rumors  about  that  trouble.  Probably  you, 
Mr.  President,  know  more  about  it  than  various 
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other  members  of  the  Council,  because  you  are 
President  of  the  Council  and  have  talked  with  the 
Mayor's  office  more  frequently  than  other  members 
of  the  Council.  But  it  is  only  fair  that  the  Council 
should  know  what  is  going  on  down  there,  so  that 
people  living  in  the  various  wards  may  be  defended. 
It  is  our  duty  to  watch  out  for  them,  to  see  that 
they  are  properly  taken  care  of,  given  the  proper 
treatment  that  they  are  entitled  to  under  the  law. 
I  ask  you,  therefore,  Mr.  President,  to  reconsider 
your  decision  in  so  far  as  reference  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Rules  is  concerned,  and  place  the  matter 
before  the  Council  again,  and  if  that  is  done  I 
shall  move  its  reference  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee so  that  it  may  be  argued  from  every  view- 
point and  so  that  we  may  find  out  whether  officials 
and  department  heads  should  not  come  before 
the  Hospital  Committee. 

President  McGRATH — The  question  is  on 
Councilor  Fish's  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the 
Chair. 

Coun.  GREEN— Mr.  President,  if  in  order  I 
would  move  that  if  this  order  is  taken  from  the 
Committee  on  Rules  it  be  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 

President  McGRATH — The  question  comes  first 
on  the  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Chair,  and 
then  afterwards,  if  the  appeal  is  sustained,  a  motion 
to  that  effect  can  be  made. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  will  you  please 
state  the  question? 

President  McGRATH — Shall  the  decision  of 
the  Chair  be  sustained? 

The  Council  voted  to  sustain  the  decision  of  the 
Chair  (that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Rules),  yeas  14,  nays  3: 

Yeas — Coun.    Barker,    Cox,    Donovan,    Dowd, 
Englert,     Fitzgerald,     Gallagher,     Green,     Hein, 
Lynch,  McGrath,  Power,  Roberts,  Ruby — 14. 
Nays — Coun.  Burke,  Fish,  Kelly — 3. 
Coun.  GREEN — Mr.  President,  I  now  request 
the  Chair  to  put  my  motion. 

President  McGRATH — Councilor  Green's  mo- 
tion is  now  out  of  order.  The  matter  is  in  the 
hands  of  the  Committee  on  Rules. 

Later  in  the  session  Coun.  FISH  offered  the 
following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Rules  Committee  be  in- 
structed to  render  its  report  on  the  order  calling 
for  the  investigation  of  the  Institutions  Depart- 
ment by  the  Hospital  Committee  at  the  next 
meeting  of  the  City  Council. 

Coun.  LYNCH — Mr.  President,  I  am  perfectly 
willing  to  call  a  meeting  in  the  immediate  future, 
but  there  is  absolutely  no  way  by  which  I  can 
guarantee  a  quorum  being  present  or  action  on  the 
order  without  having  sufficient  time  to  get  ready 
for  the  meeting.  So  I  think  the  proposed  action  is 
a  little  bit  hasty.  I  was  going  to  suggest  that  we 
should  call  a  meeting  in  the  immediate  future, 
which  would  probably  be  a  week  from  tomorrow. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to  ask 
the  chairman  of  the  Rules  Committee  if  he  will 
call  the  meeting  as  soon  as  he  reasonably  can. 

Coun.  LYNCH— I  shall  be  very  glad  to  call  it 
for  a  week  from  tomorrow,  Mr.  President. 
Coun.  FISH  withdrew  the  above  order. 


SIDEWALK  ON  ALLSTON  STREET. 

Coun.  HEIN  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  PublicWorks 
make  a  sidewalk  along  Allston  street,  both  sides, 
from  Washington  street  to  Warren  street,  Ward  21, 
in  front  of  the  estates  bordering  thereon;  said  side- 
walk to  be  from  3  to  10  inches  above  the  gutter 
adjoining,  to  be  from  5  to  12  feet  in  width,  and  to 
be  built  of  artificial  stone,  with  granite  edgestones, 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  196  of  the  Special 
Acts  of  1917. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


PERMITS  FOR  SIDEWALK  STANDS, 
HARVARD    AVENUE. 

Coun.  HEIN  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners 
be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
revoke  the  permit  for  sidewalk  stands  at  143  and 
145  Harvard  avenue,  Ward  21. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


SHOES  DONATED  BY  COWARD  COMPANY. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Overseers  of  the  Welfare  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
release  for  distribution  to  the  worthy  poor  of  this 
city  the  shoes  which  were  recently  donated  by  the 
Coward  .Shoe  Company. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  on  February  18 
of  this  year  the  Coward  Shoe  Company  was  kind 
enough  to  give  to  the  city  several  hundred  pairs  of 
shoes  for  use  through  the  Welfare  Department 
and  those  shoes  were  put  away  down  at  43  Hawkins 
street  and  are  now  gathering  moth  balls.  I  don't 
know  how  long  they  are  going  to  keep  them  there. 
But  in  this  order  I  am  asking  the  Mayor  to  request 
the  Overseers  to  immediately  release  the  several 
hundred  pairs  of  shoes  down  at  Hawkins  street  so 
that  they  can  serve  some  useful  purpose. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

WEST    ROXBURY. 

President  McGRATH  called  up,  under  unfin- 
ished business,  No.  3  on  the  calendar,  viz.: 

3.  Whereas  the  City  of  Boston,  by  a  Resolve 
and  Order  of  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners, 
approved  by  the  Mayor  of  Boston  April  4,  1927, 
took  for  its  sewerage  works  rights  and  easements 
in  land  situate  in  that  part  of  Boston  called  West 
Roxbury  and  more  fully  described  in  the  said 
instrument  of  taking  recorded  with  Suffolk  Deeds, 
Book  4890,  page  429;  and 

Whereas  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works, 
now  having  charge  of  the  said  rights  and  ease- 
ments taken,  has  notified  the  City  Council  that 
a  portion  thereof  is  no  longer  required  for  public 
purposes; 

Now,  therefore,  it  is  hereby  ordered:  That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be,  and  he  hereby  is,  authorized 
to  abandon  the  said  sewer  easements  and  to 
execute  and  deliver,  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the 
City  of  Boston  and  in  form  satisfactory  to  the 
Law  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston,  to  the 
said  owners  a  release  or  releases  wherein  the  said 
City  of  Boston  releases  the  following  described 
premises  from  all  sewerage  rights  and  easements 
set  forth  in  the  above-mentioned  taking,  namely, 
being  a  portion  of  Board  of  Survey  streets  Nos. 
1705  and  1580,  which  streets  are  shown  on  a  plan 
marked  "City  of  Boston,  Plan  No.  721,  Sewerage 
Works,  Caspar  Street,  Vermont  Street,  West 
Roxbury,  November  1,  1926,  William  J.  Sullivan, 
Chief  Engineer,  Street  Laying-Out  Department," 
and  said  plan  is  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  said 
department.  The  said  parcel  of  land  is  bounded 
northwesterly  by  a  portion  of  said  street  No.  1705, 
ten  and  22-100  feet;  southwesterly  in  part  by  a 
portion  of  the  said  Board  of  Survey  street  No.  1705 
and  in  part  by  a  portion  of  said  Board  of  Survey 
street  No.  1580,  seventy-seven  and  96-100  feet; 
southeasterly  by  a  portion  of  the  said  Board  of 
Survey  street  No.  1580,  by  two  measurements, 
eighty-six  and  50-100  feet  and  one  hundred  forty- 
three  and  49-100  feet  respectively;  northeasterly 
by  a  portion  of  said  Board  of  Survey  street  No.

The  order  was  given  its  second  and  final  reading 
and  passage,  yeas  17,  nays  0. 


POLICE   RADIO   SYSTEM. 

Coun.  RUBY  called  up,  under  unfinished  busi- 
ness, No.  2  on  the  calendar,  viz.: 

2.  Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  S75.000  be,  and 
hereby  is,  appropriated,  to  be  expended  under  the 
direction  of  the  Police  Commissioner,  for  police 
radio  system,  and  that  to  meet  said  appropriation 
the  City  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  issue,  from 
time  to  time,  upon  the  request  of  the  Mayor, 
bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  city  to 
said  amount. 

On  February  27,  1933,  the  foregoing  order  was 
read  once  and  passed,  yeas  17,  nays  1. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  in 
reference  to  No.  2  on  the  calendar,  I  read  an 
article  in  the  Boston  Evening  Transcript  about  a 
week  ago,  an  editorial,  stating  that  the  Radio 
Commission  in  Washington,  D.  C,  disapproved 
this  proposition,  stating  that  at  this  time  it  was 
not  advisable,  that  the  proper  facilities  could  not 
be  afforded  for  now  connecting  Boston  up  with 
the  various  cities  and  towns,  that  the  thing  would 
be  a  rank  failure  and  that  it  should  not  be  acted 
upon  at  this  time,  involving  a  needless  expenditure 
of  money.  In  view  of  that  fact,  I  don't  think  I 
can  afford  to  vote  for  this  §75,000,  at  a  time 
when  Boston  needs  money  so  much  for  various 
worthy  things.  Therefore,  I  am  going  to  vote 
"no." 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  it  is  incon- 
ceivable when  all  the  large  cities  of  the  country 
and  many  cities  and  towns  in  our  own  Common- 
wealth, as  well  as  our  own  state  police,  have  seen 
the  wisdom  of  police  radio  equipped  machinery 
that  we  in  Boston  must  overlook  the  one  method 
that,  I  believe,  can  be  used  to  advantage  to 
decrease  time  and  to  make  more  sure  the  appre- 
hension of  criminals.  It  is  rather  unfortunate 
that  we  in  Boston  cannot  have  this  system, 
because  if  we  did  the  police  system  of  communi- 
cation would  be  just  so  much  quicker.  I  don't 
say  that  if  we  had  radio  installed  in  police  cars  in 
Boston  it  would  be  the  means  of  recovering  the 
two  lost  little  girls,  for  which  thousands  of  dollars 
are  being  spent,  and  justly  so,  in  the  hope  of  their 
recovery  alive  or  their  bodies  if  not  alive.  But 
I  do  say  that  with  proper  radio  communication 
we  can  handle  to  a  far  better  degree  the  necessary 
police  equipment  of  Boston.  While  S75.000  is  a 
lot  of  money  at  this  time,  the  large  sums  of  money 
that  are  being  spent  in  the  endeavor  at  the  present 
time  to  apprehend  criminals  of  whom  we  are  able 
to  find  no  trace  might  by  the  introduction  of 
police  radio  be  saved  to  a  great  extent.  We  can- 
not figure  in  dollars  and  cents  the  value  that 
police  radio  might  be  in  Boston.  But  I  wonder 
if  the  councilor  from  Ward  3  (Coun.  Fitzgerald) 
knows  how  much  it  has  already  cost  the  City  of 
Boston  in  attempting  to  solve  the  recent  murder 
which  has  been  in  the  public  eye  and  of  which  no 
solution  has  up  to  the  present  time  been  reached? 
Probably  it  may  have  cost  as  much  as  it  would 
cost  to  equip  the  police  system  with  radio,  as  here 
proposed,  and  still  nothing  has  been  done.  I  won- 
der if  the  councilor  who  has  just  spoken  knows 
that  in  murders  that  have  been  committed  in 
Boston  in  the  last  three  years   not  one  person  has 


been  apprehended,  unless  the  alleged  murderer  has 
surrendered  himself  to  the  police?  Isn't  that 
argument  enough  in  a  city  like  ours,  which  spends 
S6,000,000  or  S7,000,000  a  year  on  its  police 
budget?  It  is  here  proposed  that  an  expenditure 
of  $75,000  be  made,  and  I  am  satisfied  that  police 
radio  can  be  furnished  for  a  less  amount  in  Boston. 
In  my  opinion,  this  is  the  best  investment  that 
the  city  can  make  at  the  present  time.  While  I 
believe  as  strongly  as  any  member  of  the  Council 
in  economy,  there  is  such  a  thing  as  false  economy, 
w-hich  is  very  expensive,  and  I  believe  if  we  refuse 
to  pass  this  order  at  this  time  it  will  mean  that 
we  are  pursuing  a  false  economy  that  will  retard 
progress.  After  all,  only  this  morning  Police 
Division  1,  one  out  of  twenty  divisions  in  Boston, 
moved  into  a  new  building  that  cost  us  §300,000. 
Less  than  a  month  ago  Police  Divisions  4  and  5 
moved  into  new  quarters  that  cost  upwards  of 
S700.000.  You  might  say,  if  we  are  going  to 
practice  economy,  we  should  not  provide  those 
new  buildings.  But  we  felt  that  it  was  necessary 
to  do  so,  and  did  so.  I  believe  if  this  system  has 
worked  well  in  New  York,  Cincinnati,  Cleveland, 
Detroit,  Chicago  and  other  cities,  and  even  in 
Somerville,  our  adjoining  city,  we  can  well  take 
the  chance  of  spending  §75,000  upon  the  system 
in  a  city  like  ours.  I  asked  that  the  members 
vote  for  this  order  twro  weeks  ago,  and  I  now  ask 
that  they  vote  for  it  today. 

Coun.  ROBERTS — Mr.  President,  I  am  given 
to  understand  that  it  is  not  in  order  to  propose  an 
amendment  to  the  order  at  this  time? 

President  McGRATH— The  Chair  would  say 
that  the  order  cannot  be  amended  on  second 
reading. 

Coun.  ROBERTS— Then,  I  would  like  to  say 
that  I  am  going  to  vote  for  this  order,  for  the 
reason  that  I  think  the  Police  Commissioner  has 
good  enough  judgment  so  that  he  will  receive 
the  official  approval  of  the  Radio  Commission  in 
Washington  before  he  spends  the  money. 

The  order  was  given  its  second  and  final  reading 
and  passage,  yeas  16,  nays,  1: 

Yeas — Coun.  Barker,  Burke,  Cox,  Donovan, 
Dowd,  Englert,  Fish,  Gallagher,  Green,  Hein, 
Kelly,  Lynch,  McGrath,  Power,  Roberts,  Ruby 
—16.

BURKE — Mr.  President,  wasn't  there  a 
motion  passed  last  year,  or  the  first  part  of  this 
year,  calling  upon  the  Rules  Committee  to  report 
upon  orders  within  a  week  from  the  time  they 
received  them? 

President  McGRATH — There  may  have  been 
a  request. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  my  idea  is 
that  the  order  was  passed  unanimously  by  the 
Council  and  that  the  Rules  Committee  are  not 
adhering  to  the  idea  of  that  motion. 

President  McGRATH — I  would  ask  the  coun- 
cilor to  get  the  motion  out  of  the  record,  if  he 
please.

Dear  Doctor, — Received  your  letter  of  March  3, 
1933,  inquiring  as  to  the  condition  of  the  X-ray 
apparatus  in  the  East  Boston  Relief  Station. 

We  have  had  installed  there  for  several  years  a 
portable  X-ray  machine  which  was  transferred 
from  the  main  hospital.  This  machine  does 
perfectly  satisfactory  work  and  is  amply  sufficient 
for  the  needs  of  the  East  Boston  branch.  They 
average  one  case  daily.  From  time  to  time  these 
films  are  referred  to  the  main  hospital  and  we 
find  them  satisfactory  for  careful  diagnosis. 
Whenever  the  machine  gets  out  of  order  I  am 
promptly  notified  and  always  send  a  repair  man 
over  on  the  same  day.  The  repair  man,  who  is  a 
competent  X-ray  mechanic,  informs  me  that  the 
machine  is  in  good  condition  for  the  amount  of 
work  required  of  it. 

I    can   see   no   good   reason   for   replacing   this 
machine  with  new  apparatus.     The  present  ma- 
chine has  done  satisfactory  work  and  is  in  proper 
condition  for  all  the  work  required.     If  the  pur- 
chase of  a  new  machine  is  contemplated  it  should 
be  installed  in  the  main  hospital,  where  require- 
ments are  much  greater  than  in  the  East  Boston 
Relief    Station.     In    the    main    hospital    w_e    are 
averaging   nearly   two   hundred   cases   daily,   and 
all  of  our  machines  are  older  than  the  one  in  East 
Boston,  yet  are  doing  quite  satisfactory  work.

RESTORATION  OF  DILLAWAY  HOUSE.

Gentlemen, — I  have  received  the  attached 
communication  from  the  architect  in  charge  of 
the  restoration  work  at  the  Dillaway  House  in 
Roxbury,  in  which  he  points  out  that  in  order  to 
complete  the  work  so  that  the  building  may  be 
ready  for  occupancy  an  additional  appropriation 
of  §10,000  will  be  required.  Under  the  provisions 
of  the  legislative  act  authorizing  the  expendi- 
ture by  the  city  for  this  work  the  sum  of  $25,000 
was  set  as  a  maximum.  To  date  $15,000  has  been 
appropriated,  so  that  the  amount  requested  by  the 
architect  may  be  appropriated  within  the  pro- 
visions of  the  enabling  act.  As  pointed  out  in  the 
attached  communication,  the  major  portion  of 
the  work  completed  to  date  has  had  to  do  with 
the  exterior  of  the  building.  The  supplementary 
appropriation  now  requested  will  be  used  largely 
for  the  interior  of  the  house.  I  submit  herewith 
the  necessary  appropriation  order  and  respect- 
fully recommend  its  passage  by  your  honorable 
body.

My  dear  Mr.  Mayor,— As  the  unfortunate  ill- 
ness of  Mr.  Louis  K.  Kourke  makes  it  impossible 
to  report  as  to  the  present  condition  of  the  restora- 
tion of  the  old  Dillaway  House  to  your  Honor 
through   him,   I   am   venturing   to   make   such   a 
statement  direct  to  you,  as  it  is  essential  to  secure 
the  remainder  of  the  appropriation,  if  the  work  is 
to  be  completed  this  summer,   and  put  in  such 
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condition  that  it  can  be  made  habitable  for  care- 
takers, and  ready  to  be  taken  over  and  furnished 
by  some  historical  society,  as  was  contemplated. 

The  first  amount  made  available  will  be  entirely 
expended  by  the  ending  of  the  present  contracts, 
about  four  weeks  hence.  The  work  thus  far  done 
includes  the  repair  of  all  foundations,  chimneys, 
fireplaces,  oak  frame,  walls  and  roof,  new  roofing, 
installation  of  all  plumbing  and  heating  piping, 
and  ventilation,  above  basement;  repair  of  old 
ell,  and  rebuilding  and  rehabilitation  of  the  ex- 
terior finish  in  part.  All  the  exterior  walls  and 
the  roof  have  been  completely  insulated,  new  water, 
gas  and  electric  service  brought  to  the  building; 
and  the  interior  gaB  piping  and  wiring  installed 
above  the  basement.  The  contracts  now  under 
way  will  complete  the  exterior  finish,  and  make 
the  building  tight  against  weather.  They  include 
new  sash,  and  glazing  of  same,  repairs  to  old  win- 
dow frames,  clapboards,  cornice,  gutters  and  con- 
ductors, porch  columns,  and  roof  of  porch,  etc. 

The  heater  cannot  be  put  in,  nor  the  plumbing 
and  wiring  contracts  completed,  until  the  final 
appropriation  is  available,  so  that  the  interior 
floors,  woodwork,  plaster,  etc.,  can  be  put  into 
proper  repair,  doors  rehung,  hardware,  fixtures, 
shelving,  stoves,  etc.,  installed;  the  hearths,  rear 
stairway,  blinds,  etc.,  repaired  or  rebuilt;  along 
with  the  exterior  and  interior  painting,  repairs  of 
walks,  grading,  etc.,  and  the  final  connection  of 
the  plumbing  drainage  made  with  the  street  sewer, 
and  the  lavatories,  in  the  cellar,  and  the  sink,  etc., 
in  the  ell  kitchen  completed. 

The  $15,000  that  will  have  been  expended  has 
accomplished  what  was  estimated  originally  as 
costing  $15,425  toward  the  completed  work, 
besides  some  S700  or  bo  which  had  to  be  expended 
for  removal  of  old  dirt  and  debris,  watchman,  etc. 
The  work  still  to  be  done  will  require  the  full 
balance  of  the  $10,000  remaining  upon  the  house 
itself,  and  will  not  probably  permit  anything  to  be 
used  for  such  an  entrance  as  was  at  one  time  pro- 
posed to  carry  the  old  and  the  new  tablets,  and  be 
dedicated,  as  such.  In  order  to  take  the  care  of 
the  building  from  the  city,  it  is  also  necessary  to 
set  up  such  a  Board  of  Trustees,  as  I  believe  your 
Honor  has  had  in  mind,  so  that  it  may  be  leased 
under  some  such  arrangement  as  the  Old  State 
House,  so  that  an  historical  association  may  take 
over  the  structure,  complete  its  furnishing  and 
look  after  its  care  and  preservation,  without  addi- 
tional expense  to  the  city.  This  also  should  be 
done  at  once.

Gentlemen, — I  beg  to  forward  herewith  opinion 
submitted  by  the  Corporation  Counsel,  same  con- 
stituting a  reply  to  the  order  adopted  by  your 
honorable  body  under  date  of  March  13.  The 
Corporation  Counsel  in  substance  states  that  until 
such  time  as  evidence  has  been  produced  that  a 
felony  has  been  committed  within  the  confines  of 
the  City  of  Boston,  neither  the  Mayor  nor  the 
city  government  has  legal  right  to  offer  a  reward.

Dear    Sir, — You    have    asked    to    be    advised 
whether  you  have  the  legal  right  to  comply  with 
the  following  order  of  the  City  Council: 

"Ordered,   That   his   Honor  the   Mayor   be   re- 
quested to  submit  to  the  City  Council    an  order 


offering  a  suitable  reward  for  information  leading 
to  the  finding  of  Helen  Lindemann  and  Jean 
Bolduc,  alive  or  dead,  and  making  the  necessary 
appropriation  therefor." 

I  must  advise  your  Honor  that  there  is  no  legal 
authority  which  authorizes  or  permitB  you  or  the 
City  Council  to  offer  a  reward  as  called  for  by  the 
order  of  the  City  Council.  The  only  authority 
for  a  municipality  to  offer  a  reward  is  that  which 
is  contained  in  section  10  of  chapter  276  of  the 
General  Laws.     This  section  is  as  follows: 

"The  aldermen  or  selectmen,  if  in  their  opinion 
the  public  good  so  requires,  may  offer  a  suitable 
reward  of  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  in 
any  one  case,  to  be  paid  by  the  town  to  any 
person  who,  in  consequence  of  such  offer,  detects 
or  secures  a  person  who  has  committed  a  felony 
in  Buch  place,  either  before  or  after  he  has  been 
charged  therewith,  and  such  reward  shall  be  paid 
by  the  treasurer  upon  the  warrant  of  the  alder- 
men or  selectmen.  If  more  than  one  claimant 
applies  for  the  payment  of  such  reward,  the 
aldermen  or  selectmen  shall  determine  to  whom 
it  shall  be  paid,  and  if  to  more  than  one  person, 
in  what  proportion  to  each,  and  their  determina- 
tion shall  be  final." 

You  will  observe  that  in  Boston  the  City  Coun- 
cil, with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  may  offer  a 
reward  of  not  more  than  $500  to  be  paid  to  any 
one  who  detects  or  secures  a  person  who  has 
committed  a  felony  in  the  City  of  Boston.  There 
is  no  evidence  whatsoever  in  the  present  instance 
that  a  felony  has  been  committed  nor  does  the 
order  of  the  City  Council,  which  has  been  pre- 
sented to  you,  indicate  that  it  is  proposed:  to 
offer  a  reward  to  detect  a  person  who  has  com- 
mitted a  felony.  The  order  of  the  Council  re- 
quests that  your  Honor  submit  an  order  offering 
a  reward  for  information  leading  to  the  finding 
of  the  two  children.  There  is  no  authority  in 
law  to  offer  a  reward  to  a  person  who  secures 
information  which  leads  to  the  discovery  of  lost 
persons.  It  may  be  that  these  children  have  been 
drowned  or  strayed  away  to  some  other  city  and 
if  a  crime  was  committed  it  may  have  been  com- 
mitted in  another  city  or  town. 

I  must,  therefore,  advise  your  Honor  that  until 
you  have  evidence  that  a  felony  was  committed 
within  the  confines  of  the  City  of  Boston  you  have 
no  legal  right  to  offer  a  reward  in  this  case. 

I  refer  your  Honor  to  the  opinion  rendered  by 
this  department  on  June  18,  1930,  in  connection 
with  the  order  of  the  Council  offering  a  reward 
in  the  case  of  Anna  Dorothy  Smith,  who  it  was 
alledged  was  kidnapped  in  Charlestown.

MEAL  TICKETS   TO  WELFARE 
RECIPIENTS. 

Coun.  ROBERTS  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Overseers  of  the  Public 
Welfare  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  make  arrangements  to  issue  meal 
tickets  to  welfare  recipients  which  can  be  used 
in  any  restaurant  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Soldiers' 
Relief  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  make  arrangements  to  issue  meal  tickets  to 
recipients  of  soldiers'  relief  which  can  be  used  in 
any  restaurant  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  have  two  or 
three  orders  of  a  similar  nature,  and  I  would  like 
at  this  time  to  have  all  such  orders  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee  and  have  the  chairmen  of 
the  Welfare  Department  and  Soldiers'  Relief 
Department  called  before  the  Committee.  A 
number  of  complaints  have  been  brought  to  my 
attention  in  the  matter  of  soldiers'  relief  and  wel- 
fare, and  I  find  on  investigation  that  we  have 
people  supposed  to  be  relieved  by  those  depart- 
ments who  are  unable  to  buy  the  necessaries  of 
life  and  who  are  practically  starving  to  death. 
Unless  arrangements  can  be  made  for  more  satis- 
factory distribution  of  welfare  and  soldiers'  relief 
aid  to  such  individuals,  we  will  find  the  whole 
thing  a  boomerang.  We  recently  appropriated 
S4. 000, 000  to  take  care  of  those  beneficiaries. 
Everybody  agrees  that  our  first  duty  is  to  take 
care  of  our  poor.  I  would  move,  therefore,  that 
this  matter  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee 
and  that  those  gentlemen  be  called  before  the 
committee  this  afternoon. 

Coun.  ROBERTS— Mr.  President,  that  is  en- 
tirely agreeable  to  me.  I  understand  that  some 
of  the  recipients  of  welfare  and  soldiers'  relief, 
while  given  their  meal  tickets,  are  told  that  they 
can  only  be  used  in  certain  restaurants,  generally 
chain  restaurants.  It  seems  only  fair  that  others 
running  restaurants  and  spending  thousands  of 
dollars  in  this  city,  paying  much  larger  taxes  than 
the  chains,  certainly  are  entitled  to  recognition. 

Coun.  DO  WD — Mr.  President,  to  show  how 
far  the  city  has  gone  along  helping  the  chain  stores 
and  ignoring  the  independent  man,  who,  after  all, 
pays  the  principal  share  of  the  taxes,  I  have  here  a 
letter  placed  in  the  envelopes  sent  out  to  the 
veterans  by  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Department 
along  with  grocery  orders,  by  the  language  of 
which  they  are  led  to  believe,  while  the  orders  are 
supposed  to  be  good  in  any  store,  that  special 
arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  handling 
of  these  orders  through  the  Economy,  A.  &  P.  and 
First  National  Stores.  That  is,  the  inference 
would  be  drawn  that  the  orders  must  be  taken  to 
such  stores,  although  they  are  supposed  to  be  good 
in  any  store.  So  I  think  that  is  a  matter  that 
should  be  taken  up.

Ordered,    That    the    Police    Commissioner    be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  make 
less  expensive  arrangements  for  the  care  of  the 
material  witnesses  in  the  Charles  Solomon  murder 
case,  who  are  now  being  maintained  at  the  Hotel 
Statler. 
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CITY    COUNCIL. 


Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  most  of  the 
people  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  I  presume  most 
of  the  City  Councilors  were  quite  shocked  to  find 
that  material  witnesses  were  being  wined  and 
dined  at  the  Statler  Hotel  at  great  expense  to  the 
city.  There  has  been  but  one  suspect  in  the 
Solomon  murder  case  caught  so  far  and  they  are 
looking  for  five  others.  But  I  understand  that 
the  expense  of  taking  care  of  these  witnesses  has 
been  some  thousands  of  dollars,  taken  from  the 
taxpayers'  pockets  for  the  hotel  and  other  bills  of 
these  witnesses  who  have  been  boarded,  lodged  and 
taken  care  of  in  a  luxurious  manner  at  the  Hotel 
Statler.  I  am  not  interested  in  any  quarrel 
between  the  District  Attorney  and  the  Police 
Commissioner,  because,  after  all,  it  matters  not, 
if  the  District  Attorney  indicts  them,  whether 
the  expense  of  taking  care  of  these  witnesses  is 
borne  by  the  Police  Department  or  by  the  District 
Attorney's  office.  In  either  case,  our  citizens 
have  to  pay  the  bill  of  holding  these  material 
witnesses  until  such  time  as  the  other  five  are 
caught.  So  it  makes  really  no  difference,  as  far 
as  we  are  concerned,  whether  this  matter  comes 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  District  Attorney's 
office  or  that  of  the  Police  Commissioner.  The 
taxpayers  of  Boston,  as  I  say,  in  either  case,  must 
pay  the  bills,  and  if  the  police  do  not  move  more 
quickly  in  getting  the  other  five  suspects  whom 
they  are  after,  for  all  we  know  we  will  have  a  bill 
of  $25,000  to  $50,000.  I  say  that  the  Police 
Commissioner  of  the  City  of  Boston  has  no  right 
to  squander  the  taxpayers'  money  in  any  such  way, 
furnishing  luxurious  quarters  and  treatment  for 
these  five  witnesses  in  the  best  suite  in  the  Hotel 
Statler,  giving  them  the  very  best  possible  food, 
automobile  rides  and  everything  else.  I  say  that 
they  can  be  held,  if  the  police  so  desire,  in  some 
other  quarters  that  would  be  less  expensive  and 
would  answer  the  purpose  just  as  well  because, 
after  all,  these  people  are  not  used  to  that  mode  of 
living,  and  there  is  no  particular  object  to  be  gained 
by  quartering  them  at  such  a  hotel.  I  hope,  there- 
fore, the  Mayor  and  City  Council  will  pass  the 
order  demanding  that  the  Police  Commissioner 
change  his  tactics.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  there  is  a 
law  on  the  statute  books  that  would  enable  these 
witnesses  to  be  placed  in  the  Charles  Street  Jail 
if  he  so  desired,  if  they  were  material  witnesses 
that  they  wanted  to  keep  under  observation.  I 
do  not  believe  they  should  be  placed  there,  but  I 
believe  there  are  plenty  of  places  in  the  City  of 
Boston  where  those  material  witnesses  can  be 
held  by  the  police  at  least  75  per  cent  cheaper  than 
the  cost  to  the  city  at  the  present  time.  I  reiterate 
that  if  these  witnesses  are  kept  in  the  Hotel  Statler 
until  such  time  as  the  other  suspects  are  caught, 
it  will  probably  cost  the  county  $25,000  to  $50,000 
for  their  bills  at  the  Hotel  Statler. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  I  agree  with  my 
colleague  from  Ward  8.  I  think  it  is  a  crime  that 
the  Police  Commissioner  should  have  allowed  these 
material  witnesses  to  be  put  up  at  the  Hotel  Statler, 
living  on  chicken  and  chops  for  six  or  seven  weeks 
already,  and  probably  going  on  in  that  way  indef- 
initely. I  would  suggest  to  the  Police  Commis- 
sioner that  if  he  cannot  find  cheaper  quarters  they 
might  be  transferred  to  the  Wayfarers'  Lodge, 
where  each  of  them  might  cost  the  city  25  cents  a 
day.  I  have  an  order  here  similar  to  Councilor 
Dowd's,  and  if  there  is  no  objection  I  would  like 
to  make  it  a  joint  matter. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  would  be  de- 
lighted to  accept  it. 

Coun.  FISH  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  City  Auditor  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  not  to  approve  bills 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  witnesses  to  the  murder 
of  Charles  Solomon,  now  being  held  under  the  care 
of  the  police  at  the  Hotel  Statler,  until  such  time 
as  cheaper  quarters  are  provided  by  the  Police 
Department  for  said  witnesses. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  while  I  have 
no  objection  to  material  witnesses  of  this  sort 
being  properly  taken  care  of,  I  do  say  that  the 
amount  of  money  spent  for  that  purpose  should 
be  commensurate  with  the  type  of  individual  who 
is  being  held  and  their  ordinary  mode  of  life.  They 
should  have  everything  that  is  proper,  under  the 
circumstances  and  under  the  law,  everything  that 
they  are  entitled  to,  but  certainly  exorbitant 
prices  should  not  be  paid  for  keeping  material 
witnesses.  Under  the  law,  of  course,  these  people 
are  being  held  because  their  being  held  may  be  of 
benefit  to  the  people  of  Boston,  assisting  in  the 
clearing  up  of  a  crime.  We  cannot  place  them  in 
the  Wayfarers'   Lodge,   of   course,   because   that 


would  be  absurd.  We  must  put  them  in  a  place 
where  they  will  receive  the  food  and  shelter  to 
which  they  are  entitled.  Certainly,  however, 
the  idea  of  their  being  placed  in  the  Wayfarers' 
Lodge  is  out  of  the  question.  I  think  something 
should  be  done  to  cut  down  such  expenses  to  a 
reasonable  amount,  not  paying  out  thousands  of 
dollars  in  any  such  way.  They  should  simply 
receive  proper  treatment,  at  a  reasonable  expense. 

President  McGRATH — If  there  is  no  objection, 
the  orders  offered  by  Councilors  Dowd  and  Fish 
will  be  sent  to  the  Executive  Committee,  and  the 
City  Messenger  will  be  asked  to  get  in  touch  with 
the  Corporation  Counsel's  office  and  also  with 
the  Departments  of  Public  Welfare  and  Soldiers' 
Relief,  and  have  representatives  from  those  offices 
present  at  our  executive  session. 

The  orders  were  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 


AMOUNT  RECEIVED  BY  PUBLIC  WELFARE 
RECIPIENTS. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That  the  Board  of  Overseers  of  the 
Public  Welfare  be  requested,  through  his  Honor 
the  Mayor,  to  pay  the  recipients  of  aid  the  same 
amount  as  they  received  three  weeks  ago. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  some  three 
weeks  ago,  before  the  bank  holidays,  the  budget 
of  the  recipients  of  aid  had  been  cut  down  to  such 
an  extent  that  it  was  hardly  possible  for  them  to 
keep  body  and  soul  together.  They  were  very 
patient,  the  same  as  the  rest  of  us,  during  the 
banking  holidays.  For  example,  a  man  and 
woman  with  two  or  three  children,  who  had  been 
getting  $9  a  week,  with  grocery  orders,  patiently 
took  a  serious  cut  during  the  banking  holidays, 
assuming  that  as  soon  as  possible  they  would  be 
put  back  on  the  previous  basis.  In  the  mean- 
time they  have  received  a  cut  of  35  or  40  per  cent 
without  protest.  Now  the  banking  holidays  are 
over,  and  such  a  family,  which  had  been  getting 
$9  a  week  three  weeks  ago,  is  receiving  only  $ti 
today.  I  ask  you  if  it  is  fair  to  ask  a  man  and 
woman  with  two  or  three  children,  a  family  of 
four  or  five,  to  exist  on  $6  a  week.  I  believe 
personally  that  the  city  is  in  bad  condition,  but 
our  first  duty  is,  of  course,  to  the  poor  of  Boston, 
and  we  are  not  even  feeding  them  by  giving  them 
$6  a  week.  After  all,  who  is  going  to  suffer? 
The  landlord,  the  man  who  owns  the  house,  who 
pays  the  taxes,  which  in  turn  are  used  to  pay  the 
salaries  of  city  employees,  amounts  for  welfare, 
salaries  of  members  of  the  City  Council.  Those 
men  will  not  be  able  to  pay  their  taxes  unless 
sufficient  is  given  in  aid  to  enable  these  poor  people 
to  pay  the  landlord.  They  should  be  given  at 
least  half  a  living  wage.  I  believe  the  members 
of  the  Council  will  agree  with  me  that  even  with 
the  amount  paid  out  three  weeks  ago  it  was  almost 
impossible  for  these  people  to  feed  their  families 
properly,  and  today,  with  a  cut  of  35  to  40  per  cent, 
in  the  amount  received  by  every  man  or  woman 
getting  aid  at  Hawkins  street,  it  is  absolutely 
impossible.  I  say,  Mr.  President,  that  this  sort  of 
thing  is  unfair,  and  I  say  it  is  the  first  duty  of  the 
Welfare  Department,  having  in  mind  the  interest 
of  the  poor  people  of  Boston,  to  restore  immedi- 
ately the  amount  that  was  paid  three  weeks  ago. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  am  very 
much  interested  in  the  remarks  of  the  councilor 
from  Roxbury.  Numerous  cases  in  my  own  dis- 
trict have  been  brought  to  my  attention  where 
people  on  the  Public  Wtlfare  Department,  due  to 
shortage  of  cash,  have  been  unable  to  exist.  One 
very  sad  case  was  brought  to  my  notice  this 
week,  right  in  my  own  district.  It  was  the  case 
of  a  family  that  did  have  ten  children,  and  a 
husband  and  wife.  They  were  placed  on  the 
Public  Welfare  Department.  I  understand  the 
husband  is  the  type  of  gentleman  who  is  willing 
to  work  if  he  can  find  it.  But  through  force  of 
circumstances  they  were  placed  on  the  Public 
Welfare  Department,  receiving  $14  per  week  to 
keep  twelve  of  them  going.  That  was  over  a 
year  ago;  to  be  exact,  it  was  thirteen  months  ago. 
In  that  thirteen  months,  despite  appeals  made 
by  that  woman  and  her  husband  to  the  chief 
executive  of  this  city,  due,  I  claim,  to  starvation, 
three  of  those  little  children  have  been  taken 
away  by  death,  the  last  one  about  a  week  ago, 
a  little  boy  seven  years  of  age.  The  diagnosis  on 
the  death  certificate  says  "Rheumatic  fever"; 
the  diagnosis  on  the  other  two  little  totB'  death 
certificates    say,    "Pneumonia."       But    the    real 
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diagnosis,  the  real  cause  of  the  death  of  those 
three  children,  was  either  starvation,  near  starva- 
tion or  malnutrition,  because  I  claim  that  if  a 
person  is  properly  fed  he  is  in  a  condition  to  fight 
almost  any  kind  of  disease.  To  have  such  things 
occur  in  the  City  of  Boston  or  anywhere  else, 
I  say  is  criminal, — particularly  when  you  starve 
poor  little  ones  and  in  the  next  breath  give  millions 
to  grafting  contractors.  To  have  such  things 
happen,  when  the  Mayor  of  Boston  at  the  same 
time  is  committing  the  crime  of  handing  out  to 
one  of  the  pet  contractors  like  Matt  Cummings, 
SI, 500,000  in  three  years,  S300.000  in  extras: 
allowing  a  thief  like  Matthew  Cummings  to  steal 
over  a  million  and  a  half  dollars  from  the  city,  is 
an  outrage,  and  I  make  this  statement  without 
fear  of  criticism.  I  say  that  the  Mayor  of  the 
City  of  Boston  is  guilty  of  crime  of  the  lowest 
type  when  he  permits  such  a  thing.  Here  is  this 
one  instance  I  have  referred  to.  of  a  family  in 
Dorchester,  three  of  whom  have  been  taken  away 
in  thirteen  months,  but  the  old  grafters  have 
gone  right  along  with  their  large  bank  accounts, 
riding  around  in  their  big  machines,  while  these 
poor  people  in  Boston  are  starving  to  death. 
And  then  the  Mayor  of  Boston  says,  "We  don't 
need  any  soup  kitchens  in  Boston."  I  say  if  we 
had  a  few  more  soup  kitchens  it  would  be  a  won- 
derful thing  for  the  near  starving  people  around 
Boston.  Those  people  may  not  come  around  to 
see  the  Mayor,  because  he  can  choose  the  com- 
pany that  comes  into  his  office.  But  they  do 
come  in  and  talk  with  the  speaker,  and  I  think  it 
fair  to  say  that  it  is  the  same  with  every  other 
member  of  the  City  Council.  Last  night  I  wit- 
nessed the  opening  of  a  soup  kitchen  on  Gleason 
street,  Dorchester.  Anybody  witnessing  that 
could  not  have  claimed  that  there  was  no  need  of 
soup  kitchens  here,  when  you  saw  in  line  those 
poor,  intelligent  people,  and  saw  the  large  num- 
bers that  had  to  be  turned  away.  If  you  saw  the 
situation  there,  you  would  not  say  again  that 
there  was  no  starvation  or  near-starvation  in 
Boston.  Some  of  us  have  contacts  with  people 
who  are  starving  or  who  are  near  starvation  in 
Boston,  and  know  something  about  the  situation, 
and  just  because  we  say  that  a  person  can  be  sent 
to  the  Public  Welfare  and  taken  care  of,  that  is 
not  the  whole  situation,  Mr.  President.  The 
instance  of  this  one  family  I  have  given  shows 
that  there  are  members  of  families  near  starva- 
tion or  being  starved  in  this  city,  that  there  are 
many  families  the  heads  of  which  are  unemployed 
today,  and  who,  in  spite  of  the  efforts  of  the 
Public  Welfare  Department,  under  instructions 
from  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  are  not  receiving 
sufficient  to  buy  the  necessaries  of  life.  And 
while  this  sort  of  thing  is  going  on  in  our  midst 
we  see  appropriations  made  for  antelope  houses 
at  Franklin  Park  and  to  provide  places  for  aviators 
to  land  in  East  Boston,  and  large  appropriations 
made  for  the  grafting  contractors.  I  say,  let  us 
forget  the  grafting,  thieving  contractors,  and 
think  of  the  real  people  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
people  who  are  suffering  in  their  homes  today 
with  their  families  through  no  fault  of  their  own. 
It  is  all  right  to  starve  grown-ups,  it  seems, — 
I  don't  think  it  is,  but  certain  officials  seem  to 
think  it  is, — but  I  say  that  the  cheapest  thing 
we  can  do  is  to  allow  little  children  to  starve 
while  the  pay  to  these  thieving  contractors  about 
the  city  goes  on,  men  who  are  robbing  the  city  of 
millions.  So  I  could  not  help  rising  and  saying  a 
word  in  support  of  the  meritorious  order  offered 
by  the  gentleman  from  Ward  8  (Coun.  Dowd) 
and  expressing  my  views.  I  hope  there  will  be  a 
great  many  more  philanthropic  people  such  as 
those  who  have  opened  the  soup  kitchen  on 
Gleason  street,  the  opening  of  which  I  witnessed. 
I  trust  that  many  of  them  will  be  started  by 
people  who  have  something  of  this  world's  goods 
so  that  starving  men,  women  and  children  may 
step  in  and  get  a  plate  of  soup  or  a  sandwich. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  ask  that  this 
order  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee, 
It  strikes  a  similar  note  to  an  order  offered  by  a 
councilor  from  another  ward.  I  have  here  a  letter, 
dated  March  8,  1933,  addressed  to  the  employees 
of  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Department,  which  says, 
among  other  things: 

"For  the  present  nothing  is  being  allowed  for 
rent.  The  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company 
and  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company 
have  agreed  that  persons  unable  to  meet  their 
bills  will  not  have   their  service  cut  off,  and  the 


life  insurance  companies  have  also  agreed  not  to 
cancel  policies  because  of  failure  of  the  insured  to 
pay  premiums." 

That  is  an  outrageous  lie,  because  the  Boston 
Consolidated  and  the  Edison  Company  have  cut 
off  service  to  at  least  six  people  who  came  to  me 
this  morning  and  complained  about  it.  Of  those 
six  people,  at  least  three  had  families  with  children 
sick  at  home.  They  had  their  gas  and  electricity 
cut  off,  notwithstanding  this  alleged  agreement 
between  those  corporations  and  the  City  of  Boston. 
The  letter  goes  on,  further: 

"The  following  will  be  the  food  schedule  allowed 
during  the  present  crisis: 

"Man  and  wife,  S20  a  month. 
"Widow  and  child,  S20  a  month. 
"Widower  and  child,  S20  a  month. 
"Man,  wife  and  one  child,  $24  a  month. 
"Man,  wife  and  two  children,  S30  a  month. 
"Man,  wife  and  three  children,  S33  a  month. 
"Man,  wife  and  four  children,  $36  a  month. 
"Man,  wife  and  five  children,  S40  a  month. 
"Man,  wife  and  six  children,  $44  a  month." 
Previous  to  this  particular  procedure  being  put 
into  effect,  a  man  and  wife  received  S40  a  month, 
and  $10  a  month  for  each  child,  making  in  the  case 
of  four  children  $S0.     But  the  maximum  here  now 
is  $44.     Mr.  President,  something  must  be  done 
to  cure  this  situation.     Last  week  I  put  an  order 
into  this  Council  showing  that  40  per  cent  of  the 
beneficiaries  in  our  Welfare  Department  are  aliens, 
and  that  they  are  put  on  the  same  basis  absolutely 
as  citizens  and  veterans  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
That,  I  claim,  is  an  unfair  and  inequitable  way  to 
treat  the  citizens  of  our  own  city.      It  is  up  to  us 
as  City  Councilors,  when  we  see  that  these  people 
are  getting  practically  nothing  to  live  on,  to  call 
attention  to  the  fact.     Just  think  of  it,  a  man  and 
wife  and  two  children,  receiving  but  S30  a  month! 
Understand,  nothing  is  coming  in  in  cash,  nothing 
but  grocery   orders,   leaving   no   money   for   rent, 
carfares,   medicine  or  any  other  purpose  whatso- 
ever.    It  is  about  time  that  we  took  some  action. 
So  I  suggest  that  the  order  offered  by  the  councilor 
from  Ward  8  be  referred  with  various  orders  of  the 
same   nature   to   the   Executive   Committee,    that 
the  various  heads  of   the  departments  concerned 
be  called  in,  and  that  we  see  if  some  proper  and 
equitable   arrangement   cannot   be   made   for   dis- 
tribution of  money  to  these  people,  to  enable  them 
to  meet  their  necessities. 

Coun.  Rl'BY — Mr.  President,  it  is  entirely 
regrettable  that  a  meritorious  order  such  as  that 
offered  by  the  councilor  from  Ward  8  (Coun. 
Dowd)  should  be  taken  advantage  of  by  any 
member  of  this  body  to  indulge  in  personal  animus 
against  the  Chief  Executive  of  our  city,  especially 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  it  has  certainly  been 
recognized  throughout  this  country,  outside  of 
Boston,  that  in  our  city  we  have  been  able  to 
handle  this  welfare  matter  and  make  distribution 
to  the  poor  unfortunates  in  a  more  systematic  and 
better  way  than  in  any  other  city  of  the  country 
of  equal  size.  To  the  everlasting  credit  of  the 
Chief  Executive  of  this  city  it  should  be  said, — 
and  this  expresses  my  opinion,  at  least, — that  he 
is  handling  the  welfare  situation  and  the  soldiers' 
relief  problem  up  to  the  present  time  in  nothing 
but  a  meritorious  way,  and  I  believe  that  none  of 
us  should  in  such  a  delicate  and  difficult  situation 
as  is  confronting  the  city  at  present  indulge  in 
such  attacks  on  our  Chief  Executive  when  he  is 
sincerely  trying  to  gain  for  the  poor  unfortunate 
as  well  as  for  others  proper  recognition  in  these 
trying  times.  I  am  in  entire  accord  with  the 
order  offered  by  the  councilor  from  Ward  8, 
because,  as  a  result  of  the  present  situation  in  our 
city,  and  as  a  result  of  the  arrangement  now 
being  carried  out  by  the  Welfare  Department,  the 
one  group  of  citizens  which  is  being  pressed  harder 
than  any  other  group  today,  outside,  of  course, 
of  the  poor  unfortunates,  is  the  real  estate  owner. 
In  spite  of  the  real  estate  depression,  in  spite  of 
the  fact  that  real  estate  at  the  present  time  is 
bearing  between  80  and  90  per  cent  of  the  burdens 
of  the  city's  finances,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  our 
landlords  have  suffered  more  during  the  banking 
holiday  than  any  other  group  in  the  city,  we  must 
all  realize  that  when  a  family  previously  entitled 
to  $9  or  $10  a  week  is  now  receiving  but  $6,  re- 
ceiving with  the  $6  a  week  grocery  order  an  order 
for  coal  and  other  necessities,  the  landlord  is  for 
the'  time  being  left  entirely  out;  and  when  food 
and  coal  are  taken  care  of,  or  partly  taken  care 
of,  in  the  case  of  the  27,000  families  now  receiving 
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aid  from  the  city,  at  the  present  time  the  land- 
lord is  suffering  because  rent  is  not  properly 
provided  for.  We  are  looking  for  taxes  to  pay 
our  bills  from  the  landlord,  and  when  they  have 
no  money,  how  can  they  be  expected  to  bear  the 
tax  burden?  I  think  the  order  is  a  proper  one 
and  should  be  passed  immediately,  because  I 
personally  have  been  in  communication  with  some 
of  the  higher-ups  in  the  Welfare  Department  and 
was  informed  as  late  as  Friday  last  that  they 
were  devising  a  method  by  which  the  recipients  of 
aid  would  receive  a  card,  and  on  that  card  it  will 
be  necessary  for  the  landlord  to  either  sign  his 
name  or  give  the  recipient  a  receipt  showing  that 
the  amount  of  money  allotted  for  the  purpose  by 
the  department  is  paid  to  the  landlord  for  rent. 
There  is  no  reason  why  the  landlord  should  be 
compelled  to  bear  the  burden.  I  personally  know 
of  one  who  owns  an  eight-apartment  house  in 
which  the  rents  vary  from  $16  to  $18  a  month, 
not  expensive  or  extensive  rooms.  Seven  families 
out  of  the  eight  are  recipients  of  welfare  aid,  so 
it  can  be  imagined  how  much  money  that  land- 
lord has  received  this  month  from  tenants  of  the 
building,  despite  the  fact  that  he  has  a  bill  for 
taxes  amounting  to  $700  or  $800.  We  are  obligated 
to  protect  not  only  the  recipient  of  aid  but  the 
landlord  who  is  housing  him.  I  believe  the  Mayor 
of  Boston  deserves  the  utmost  commendation  and 
credit  for  his  systematic  arrangement  of  the  whole 
plan  during  the  last  few  years,  providing  those 
in  need  with  the  necessaries  of  life,  and  it  ill 
becomes  any  of  us  to  use  this  particular  order  as 
a  pretext  to  "lambaste"  and  lacerate  the  Chief 
Executive  of  our  city,  who,  I  think  it  is  generally 
recognized,  has  shown  more  zeal  in  seeing  that 
this  welfare  work  was  properly  carried  on  than 
has  been  shown  by  any  Chief  Executive  in  any 
city  of  the  United  States. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  wanted 
to  ask  Councilor  Burke  a  question  when  the  Chair 
recognized  Councilor  Ruby.  Councilor  Ruby 
has  already  covered  the  ground  of  my  question. 
If  they  haven't  the  money,  how  can  they  pay? 

Coun.  BURKE— Isn't  it  true  that  within  the 
last  month  we  appropriated  $4,000,000  for  the 
Welfare  and  Soldiers'  Relief  Departments? 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— I  understand  that  we 
are  appropriating  money  in  anticipation  of  the 
collection  of  taxes,  and  that  in  all  this  matter  we 
are  looking  forward  to  getting  money  from  the 
banks.  If  we  can't  get  the  money  from  the  banks, 
what  do  all  these  orders  amount  to?  We  must 
assume  in  all  this  matter  that  we  are  going  to  raise 
sufficient  money  from  the  banks.  Of  course,  if 
the  banks  do  not  give  us  the  money,  the  city  can- 
not go  forward  under  these  orders.  I  do  think  it 
would  be  a  good  idea  to  have  all  these  orders 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

President  McGRATH— The  Chair  will  refer 
the  other  orders  to  Executive,  and  then  let 
Councilor  Burke  introduce  his  order. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  cannot  let 
this  pass  without  saying  just  a  word.  The  Public 
Welfare  Department  will  never  be  run  properly 
until  it  is  decentralized.  No  matter  how  much 
money  is  appropriated,  much  will  be  wasted. 
How  can  you  ask  one  investigator  to  handle  500 
cases  a  day,  when  many  times  that  number  are 
needed?  For  over  two  years  I  have  been  asking 
that  something  along  that  line  be  carried  out,  that 
Hawkins  Street  alone  should  not  be  maintained 
as  the  only  headquarters,  but  that  there  should  be 
branches  of  the  work  of  the  department  in  different 
sections  of  the  city.  But  nothing  along  that  line 
has  been  done.  I  would  also  like  to  remind  the 
colleagues  while  we  are  talking  about  welfare 
matters,  that  for  the  past  two  or  three  years  my 
opposition  to  the  administration  has  been  primarily 
based  on  the  fact  that  we  will  not  have  sufficient 
money  to  handle  welfare,  hospitals  and  pay  rolls 
in  this  city  unless  we  stop  the  wasteful  expendi- 
tures for  contractors,  in  one  direction  and  another. 
Within  the  last  two  weeks  we  have  seen  one 
and  one  half  millions  unnecessarily  appropriated 
for  sewers  and  streets.  Imagine  that,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, with  the  crying  needs  of  this  city  in  other 
directions.  My  ward  has  more  bad  streets  than 
any  other  in  the  city,  but  streets  and  sewers  can 
wait  while  more  important  matters  are  being 
attended  to.  We  can  all  put  in  claims  for  streets, 
of  course,  but  the  primary  thing  is  to  feed  our 
people,  to  take  care  of  them  in  times  like  these. 
When  we  are  told  about  the  difficulty  of  saving 
money,  ways  in  which  large  amounts  can  be  saved 
are  evident,  Mr.  President.  Why  appropriate 
these    millions    for    contractors,    the    Singarellas, 


Tomasellos  and  others,  and  then  come  in  and  talk 
about  the  difficulty  of  raising  more  money  for 
welfare?  We  see  that  sort  of  thing  week  in  and 
week  out,  enormous  appropriations  being  made  for 
this,  that  or  the  other,  things  that  could  be  well 
postponed  until  later,  in  view  of  the  absolute  needs 
confronting  us  at  the  present  time.  We  are  now 
coming  pretty  close  to  the  line,  so  far  as  raising 
money  in  this  city  is  concerned.  After  the  city 
borrows  $45,000,000  in  anticipation  of  taxes, 
which  is  the  amount  that  the  bankers  are  figuring 
on— and  they  are  not  a  a  dull  lot — for  this  year, 
watch  out.  There  will  then  be  no  money  for  pay 
rolls;  we  will  then  have  our  payless  weeks  and 
months,  and  it  will  be  of  no  use  to  appeal  to  Philip 
Stockton  of  the  First  National  Bank  or  to  other 
bankers.  There  will  then  be  no  money  for  welfare, 
the  moment  the  First  National  Bank  says  "  No." 
You  can  talk  all  you  like  about  soup  kitchens  and 
everything  else,  but  these  things  move  quickly, 
Mr.  President,  and  before  we  know  it  we  will  find 
that  the  city  is  unable  to  raise  more  money.  And 
still  we  have  been  going  on  as  if  there  were  no  end, 
only  about  three  weeks  ago  appropriating 
$1,500,000  for  sewers  and  streets, — for  sewers, 
forsooth,  under  the  ground,  40  per  cent  of  the 
expenditure  of  that  money  at  this  time  represent- 
ing pure  waste.  And  yet  we  talk  as  if  we  were 
going  to  continue  to  have  enough  money  to  feed 
our  people,  to  take  care  of  our  hospitals  and  to 
meet  our  pay  rolls!  Mr.  President,  we  are  not 
going  to  have  enough  money  for  these  purposes, 
and  I  have  been  trying  for  years  to  save  money 
for  our  hospitals,  for  welfare  and  for  our  pay 
rolls.  But  we  have  still  gone  on  appropriating 
money  for  things  that  we  could  very  well  do  with- 
out for  the  present,  with  some  vague  sort  of  an 
idea  that  somehow  we  are  going  to  come  out  of  it 
all  right.  We  cannot,  Mr.  President  and  col- 
leagues. Anybody  who  has  looked  into  this 
matter  knows  that  we  are  getting  in  worse  and 
worse,  until  it  is  now  difficult  to  see  the  way  out. 
Unless  we  awake  to  the  realities  of  the  situation, 
God  help  the  welfare  recipients  and  those  who  are 
on  the  city  pay  roll,  because  the  appropriations 
we  have  been  making  go  squarely  to  the  grafting 
contractors,  not  men  who  are  getting  $5  a  day, 
but  $10,000,  $15,000  and  $20,000  a  day,  and  we 
are  going  on  here  voting  that  money  for  them. 
The  last  time  when  such  a  matter  was  before  us, 
I  said  that  I  was  going  to  vote  here  for  only  three 
things,  and  I  now  repeat  that  statement — first, 
for  welfare,  second  for  hospitals,  and  third  for 
pay  rolls.  If  you  are  sincere  you  will  also  adhere 
to  that  standard,  and  we  will  then  stop  these 
grafting  contractors  in  a  year  when  we  cannot 
properly  feed  our  people. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 


DISCONTINUANCE   OF   GROCERY 
ORDERS. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Commissioner 
and  the  chairman  of  the  Overseers  of  Public  Wel- 
fare be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  discontinue  issuing  grocery  orders  to  persons 
who  were  receiving  cash  allowances  prior  to  the 
bank  holidays  and  to  return  to  cash  payments  as 
soon  as  possible. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


SIDEWALK  ON  ASPINWALL  ROAD. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  make  a  sidewalk  along  Aspinwall  road, 
Moultrie  street  to  Lindsey  street,  entire  length, 
both  sides,  Ward  17,  in  front  of  the  estates  border- 
ing thereon;  said  sidewalk  to  be  from  3  to  10  inches 
above  the  gutter  adjoining,  to  be  from  5  to  12  feet 
in  width,  and  to  be  built  of  artificial  stone,  with 
granite  edgestones,  under  the  provisions  of  chap- 
ter 196  of  the  Special  Acts  of  1917. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


HEALTH  UNIT   AT   CODMAN   SQUARE. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Health  Commissioner  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  inform 
the  City  Council  as  to  whether  or  not  the  sanitary 
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conditions  now  prevailing  at  the  Health  Unit  in 
the  library  building  at  Codman  square  meet  with 
the  standards  set  by  his  department. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


DRESSING    ROOM,    DORCHESTER    PARK. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Park  Commission  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  imme- 
diately make  available  for  a  dressing  room  in 
connection  with  Dorchester  Park,  the  building  for- 
merly used  as  a  convalescent  home  by  the  Hospital 
Department. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


FIVE-CENT   FARES   IN   DORCHESTER. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  trustees  of  the  Boston  Ele- 
vated Railway  Company  be  requested,  through 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  inaugurate  a  system  of 
five-cent  fares  on  all  lines  in  Dorchester  where  the 
passengers  do  not  enter  subways  or  tunnels. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


RESURFACING   WARD    17   STREETS. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  resurface  the  following  streets  in  Ward 
17: 

Aspinwall  road,  Moultrie  street,  Lindsey  street. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


REPRESENTATIVES  OF  CIVIC  BODIES  AT 
BUDGET  HEARINGS. 

Coun.  HEIN  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Appropriations  consider  the  advisability  of 
inviting  representatives  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, National  Economy  League,  Municipal  Re- 
search Bureau  and  Boston  Finance  Commission 
and  Equal  Tax  League  to  be  present  at  the  com- 
mittee hearings  on  the  budget,  so  that  the  com- 
mittee may  have  access  to  all  possible  information 
in  its  deliberations  of  the  annual  appropriation 
bill. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  stated,  as  set  forth  in  the  morning 
paper: 

"We  believe  that  the  city,  county  and  school 
budgets  of  the  City  of  Boston  should  be  reduced  by 
§15,000,000  as  compared  with  last  year's.  While 
it  is  obvious  that  the  detail  of  working  out  these 
necessary  economies  must  be  determined  by  those 
in  authority,  it  would  appear  that  the  necessary 
saving  could  be  obtained  by  a  25  per  cent  cut  in 
the  amount  of  the  total  pay  roll  by  reduction  in 
salaries  and  unnecessary  personnel,  by  eliminating 
unnecessary  services  and  reducing  purchases  and 
contracts  to  an  absolute  minimum,  by  utmost 
economy  in  the  maintenance  and  administration 
of  schools  and  efficient  operation  of  the  Public 
Welfare  Department.  We  make  this  suggestion 
for  your  serious  consideration." 

So  I  ask  at  this  time  that  these  organizations  be 
invited  in  to  give  to  the  City  Council  the  informa- 
tion they  have,  which  I  believe  the  committee  will 
be  glad  to  receive. 

Coun.  ROBERTS— Mr.  President,  I  might  say, 
although  not  speaking  for  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations,  that  we  have  informally  decided 
to  notify  all  these  organizations,  as  has  been  done 
in  years  past.  They  will  receive  an  invitation  to 
be  present  at  the  hearing,  and  I  am  sure  we  will 
welcome  their  assistance,  and  will  consider  any 
suggestions  they  may  make. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  think  there 
is  no  mystery  as  to  the  way  in  which  the  budget 
should  be  reduced.  I  have  in  the  last  few  years 
suggested  certain  things.  We  have  to  face  facts, 
and  we  have  to  reduce  salaries.  We  must  do  it. 
We  have  20,000  city  employees.  I  don't  want  to 
touch  any  man  who  is  getting  $1,800  a  year  or  less; 
I  don't  want  to  touch  the  laborers.  But  I  don't 
want  to  see  any  man  drawing  over  $6,000  a  year 


this  year.     I  say  that  the  man  who  is  receiving 
above   $6,000— $7,000,    $8,000,    $10,000,    $12,000, 
$15,000  or  more — should  not  receive  over  $6,000 
at   a   time   like   this.     I   believe   a    man   drawing 
between  $1,800  and  S2.500  should  be  reduced  by 
5  per  cent;  from  $2,500  to  $3,500,   10  per  cent; 
between  $3,500  and  $4,500,  15  per  cent;  and  over 
$4,500,  20  per  cent.     What  is  wrong  about  that? 
Put  that  schedule  into  effect  and  you  will  imme- 
diately eliminate  more  than   10  per  cent   of  the 
city's  expenditure.     Then,  the  Traffic  Department, 
spending  over  $150,000  a  year,  is  an  unnecessary 
department;    the    Purchasing    Department,    that 
buys  tires  today  for  the  City  of  Boston  by  the 
hundreds,  paying  more  than  you  as  an  individual 
would  have  to  pay  for  a  single  tire,  should  be  elimi- 
nated.    Eliminate    your    contractors,    with    their 
graft  and  corruption.     I  challenge  you  in  Cincin- 
nati, in  its  palmy  days  of  corruption,  in  Chicago, 
in  the  old  days  in  San  Francisco,  with  the  looting  of 
the  treasury,  to  show  anything  comparable  with 
the   situation   that   today   exists   in   the    City    of 
Boston,  where  $200,000  is  spent  for  a  brand  new 
police  boat  that  cannot  run  and  will  not  run,  where 
a  yacht  engine  is  put  into  a  police  boat  and  where 
we  have  a  white  elephant  on  our  hands  that  we 
cannot  get  rid  of — a  boat  named  after  the  greatest 
Police     Commissioner     that     Boston     ever     had, 
Stephen  O'Meara,  a  man  of  discretion  and  ability, 
who  performed   a   great  public  service,   setting  a 
standard   for  all  police   commissioners   of   Boston 
since.     Mr.   President,   the   naming   of  that   boat 
after  Stephen  O'Meara  is  in  itself  a  disgrace.     The 
organizations  that  mak;  this  request,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, that  there  be  a  drastic  cut  in  our  budget,  are 
correct.     The  budget  can  be  reduced.     I  will  put 
in  recommendations  here  as  an  individual  showing 
that  it  can  be  reduced.     If  I  had  charge  of  the 
situation  as  Mayor  I  would  guarantee  a  reduction 
in  taxes  of  10,  15  or  20  per  cent.     There  should  be 
reductions    all    along    the    line.     Rents    must    be 
reduced,  and  are  being  reduced  all  over  this  city. 
Cooperative  banks  have  to  write  off  losses.     People 
cannot  pay   the  rents  that  are  asked  in  Boston 
today.     They   are    confiscatory,    much   too    high. 
Interest   rates   will   have  to   come  down.     We   are 
entering  upon  a  new  financial  era,  Mr.  President, 
in  which  there  must  be  writing  down  all  along  the 
line,    in    cooperative    mortgage    rates,    and    bank 
interest  rates  generally.     One  of  the  first  things 
we  should  do  here  is  to  reduce  the  budget  by  15  or 
20   per  cent.     We  have  to  do  it,  and  we  can  do  it 
by  eliminating  departments  that  are  unnecessary — ■ 
such  as  the  Traffic   Department,  the  Purchasing 
Department,  other  departments  that  will  readily 
come  to  mind.     Here  we  have  in  this  city  hungry 
children  and  people,  and  instead  of  going  at  this 
matter  as  we  should  we  are  turning  money  over  to 
Mohawk  Packers  and  to  favored  contractors — and 
then  we  hear  the  cry  for  millions  in  the  name  of 
holy   charity.     We   need   money   for   welfare,    we 
need  it  for  the  hospitals,  we  need  it  for  the  pay 
rolls;  and  still,  only  a  few  weeks  ago  we  came  in 
here  and  appropriated   a   million  and   a   half  for 
streets  and  sewers.     We  can  reduce  the  budget, 
Mr.  President,  and  this  is  the  time  to  do  it.  We  can 
reduce  the  appropriations,  but  let  us  go  at  it  in  the 
right  way  this  year.     Let  us  consider  only  those 
things  having  to  do  with  the  pay  rolls,  hospitals 
and  welfare,  and  if  we  do  that  we  can  write  off 
15  or  20  per  cent.     That  will  be  the  first  step 
towards  reducing  the  tax  rate  in  Boston,  and  we 
can  do  it  without  reducing  the  salaries  of  low-paid 
city  employees.     If  the  sort  of  thing  we  have  been 
seeing  here  continues,  we  are  going  to  have  city 
employees   discharged    by    the    wholesale.     They 
have  been  discharged  by  the  hundreds  and  thou- 
sands   in    Philadelphia,     Chicago,     Detroit    and 
Frisco.     The  first  sweep   of   the  wind   came  out 
there.     But    let     us     take    warning.     We    must 
be  careful  here  to  first  provide  the  money  to  pay 
our    employees.     Rather    than    discharge    them, 
let  us  place  them  on  a  five-day  week  or  a  four-day 
week,    if    necessary.     Imagine    people    who    have 
been  working  for  thirty-five  years  or  more  for  the 
city  getting  notice   that  they  ale   laid    off  indefi- 
nitely.    Is    that   fair?     When    we    have   printing 
to  do,  why  not  have  it  done  in  our  own  printing 
establishment,   instead   of   going   out   and   giving 
it  to  favored  private  concerns  by  officials  who  are 
simply  playing  politics  with  the  concerns  receiv- 
ing the  work?     The  request  that  has  been  made 
here  is  a  fair  request.     Personally,  I  feel  that  all 
these  organizations  referred  to  will  be  glad  to  be 
represented  here.     But  much  that  has  been  said 
as  to  the  proposition  to  reduce  the  budget  is  falla- 
cious.    We  are  told  that  it  cannot  be  reduced.

CITY    COUNCIL. 


We  all  know  how  it  can  be  reduced,  and  now  let 
us  show  a  little  courage  and  reduce  it. 

Coun.  ROBERTS— Mr.  President,  I  would  re- 
mind the  Council  that  last  year  representatives 
from  different  organizations  were  invited  to 
come  here,  but  did  not  do  so,  although  they 
afterwards  criticized  what  was  done.  I  was  sur- 
prised that  advantage  was  not  taken  of  the  invi- 
tation last  year.  I  trust  in  this  year  of  emer- 
gency some  of  them  will  be  here  to  make  some 
helpful  suggestions. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  it  is  to  be  very 
greatly  regretted  that  a  member  of  this  City  Coun- 
cil should  stand   on  the  floor  and   advocate  the 
slashing    of    salaries    of    city    employees.     I    can 
agree  with  him  in  some  respects.     It  is  not  common 
sense,  however,  it  is  not  an  intelligent  statement 
he  makes  here,  when  he  says  that  the  budget  can 
be  cut  15  or  20  per  cent,  because,  bear  in  mind, 
that  this  Council  only  votes  on  the  budget  sub- 
mitted by  the  Mayor,  and  bear  in  mind  also  the 
fpct  that  the  Mayor  of  Boston  has  control  over 
only  about  44  per  cent  of  the  money  spent  by  the 
City  of  Boston.     I  will  agree  with  him  that  cer- 
tain salaries  should  be  cut,  but  I  disagree  with 
him   when   he  says   that   men   getting   $2,000   or 
$2,500  should   be   cut.     Let   us   take   the   Police 
Department,  for  example, — some  of  them  today 
are  getting  only  $28  a  week,  and  the  maximum 
paid  is  $2,100  a  year.     Our  Police  and  Fire  De- 
partments   have    been    underpaid    for    years.     I 
say  to  you,  if  you  cut  the  Police  Force  at  the 
present  time,  having  in  mind  the  small  pay  they 
are  getting,  you  are  tempting   the  men  in   the 
Police  Department  to  become  burglars,  and  rightly 
so,   because   they   are   not   getting   enough   now. 
They  should  have  been  getting  at  least  25  per  cent 
more  for  the  past  ten  years.     You  say,  cut  the  men 
getting  over  $1,800  a  year.     I  disagree  with  you. 
I  say,  cut  those  getting  $3,000  or  over.     Those 
men  will  not  feel  it.     But  we  should  not  start  in 
with  that  sort  of  thing  in  the  Boston  City  Council. 
We  should  be  the  last  ones  to  say  cut  the  salaries 
of  any  individuals.     The  members  of  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  and  of  the  Economy  League,  the 
members  of  all  the  economy  organizations,  have 
plenty  to  eat  and  are  living  in  palatial  residences 
with   servants,   in   the   main   outside   of   Boston, 
Seventy  per  cent  of  the  city  employees  and  more 
than  75  per  cent  of  the  people  of  Boston  at  the 
present  time  hardly  know  where  the  next  meal  is 
coming  from.     So  I  say,  don't  interfere  with  those 
getting  low  salaries  or  wages,  people  with  families 
they  have  to  take  care  of,  and  who  are  already 
too  hard  pushed.     They  have  sufficient  burdens 
placed  upon  them  at  the  present  time,  and  they 
should  not  be  added   to.     If  we  had   the  power 
to   go  into  .the   School   Department   where   they 
spend  millions  and  millions  over  which  the  Mayor 
has  no  control  whatever,  that  would  be  one  thing. 
The  City  of  Boston  is  spending  about  $70,000,000, 
of  which  the  Mayor  probably  has  control  of  but 
about    $38,000,000,    and    still    these    reform    and 
economy  organizations  place  the  burden  on  the 
shoulders  of  the  Mayor  of  this  city.     If  you  want 
to  invite  them  in,  all  right,  but  they  have  been 
invited  before  and  have  not  come,  although  they 
have  indulged  in  criticism  afterwards.     Do  they 
cut     themselves,     however?     Oh,     no.     I     agree 
partly   with  Councilor   Norton  in   what  he  says 
to  the  effect  that  a  great  deal  can  be  saved  by 
cutting  the  budget  in  certain  directions.     I  agree 
that  much  can  be  saved  from  the  amounts  now 
being  given  to  pet  contractors.     I  say,  too,  let  us 
cut    not    only    the    contractors    but    the    Supply 
Department  to  the  bone.     But  I  will  never  allow 
myself,  whether  it  means  my  political  success  or 
defeat,  to  vote  for  the  reduction  of  salaries  of  men 
and  women  getting  not  over  $3,000  a  year  at  the 
present  time.     I   will   not   allow   myself   to   vote 
to  reduce  the  salaries  in  the  Police  Department, 
the  Fire  Department,  or  the  wages  paid  to  the 
laboring  men  and  women  working  for  the  City  of 
Boston;    and  it  is  to  be  regretted,  Mr.  President 
and  members  of  the  Council,  that  such  a  sugges- 
tion should  come  from  one  of  the  members  of  our 
own   body.     After  all,   we  are  all  working  men. 
We  know  what  it  is  to  want  for  a  dollar,  and  we 
know  that  in  the  days  of  prosperity  the  city  em- 
loyees  were  not  getting  the  wages  that  those   out- 
side were  getting.     When  you  talk  about  cutting 
the  wages  of  city  employees  10,  15  or  20  per  cent, 
just   remember   what   men   outside   were   getting 
a  few  years  ago,  from  Portland,  Maine,  to  Wash- 
ington, at  a  time  when  our  own  employees  were 
very   much   underpaid,   and   that   the   employees 
of  the  city  never  participated  in  the  prosperity 
of  that  time.     And  so  I  say  to  the  members  of  the 


Council,  don't  let  these  reform  organizations  drive 
us  into  a  corner  and  make  us  attempt  to  cut 
salaries.  Let  us  stand  on  our  own  feet.  Have 
any  of  these  organizations  ever  gone  out  to  any  of 
your  wards  at  election  time  and  given  a  helping 
hand?  Have  they  assisted  in  electing  any  of  us  to 
public  office?  In  justice  to  the  men  and  women 
whose  hearts  beat  the  same  as  ours,  I  say  we  should 
stand  firm  and  should  not  allow  these  reform  or- 
ganizations to  influence  us  to  cut  the  salaries  of 
individuals  who  have  for  years  been  receiving  less 
than  they  should  receive,  employees  now  getting 
under  $3,000  a  year. 

Coun.  GREEN— Mr.  President,  I  would  feel 
that  I  was  a  coward  here  this  afternoon  if  I  did 
not  stand  on  my  feet  and  subscribe  to  every 
statement  the  councilor  from  Roxbury  (Coun. 
Dowd)  has  so  well  made.  I  am  sorry  to  take  issue 
with  the  councilor  from  Hyde  Park,  but  I  do  not 
intend,  as  a  representative  of  Charlestown,  to 
follow  the  recommendations  of  any  bank  presi- 
dent. I  was  elected  by  the  people  of  Charlestown 
to  use  my  own  God-given  judgment  on  matters  of 
this  kind,  and  I  would  never  stand  on  the  floor  of 
this  Council  and  vote  for  a  reduction  in  the  per- 
sonnel of  a  city  department.  I  do  not  intend  by 
my  vote  to  add  2,000  more  families  to  our  bread 
line.  We  know,  if  we  accept  the  statements 
of  our  great  President  as  a  result  of  looking  into 
the  records  of  some  of  these  bank  presidents,  that 
there  will  not  be  enough  penitentiaries  to  hold 
all  of  them  if  they  are  to  be  given  their  just  deserts. 
They  are  responsible  for  many  of  the  conditions 
not  in  Boston  alone  but  all  over  the  country. 
It  is  all  right  for  them  to  investigate  Mayor  Curley 
of  Boston  or  Mayor  Murphy  of  Somerville,  and 
other  mayors  of  our  great  cities,  and  blame  them 
for  the  big  increase  in  the  tax  rate.  But  their 
statements  are  not  true.  The  condition  that 
this  country  is  in  at  the  present  time  is  due  to 
the  Stocktons  and  the  like.  Let  us  stand  on  our 
feet  and  be  counted  this  afternoon.  Let  us  go  on 
record  as  against  any  reductions  in  city  depart- 
ments. There  are  red-blooded  men  in  this  body. 
We  are  not  thinking  of  what  is  going  to  happen 
in  September  or  October.  I  would  rather  go  down 
to  defeat  than  ask  for  the  indorsement  of  any 
of  these  long-haired  men  and  short-haired  women. 
So  let  us  stand  up  here  and  be  counted,  Mr.  Pres- 
ident. There  are  thousands,  of  men  and  their 
families  with  their  lives  at  stake  if  we  accept  the 
recommendations  of  these  men  and  in  conclusion 
let  me  say  that  the  whole  present  situation  in  this 
country  is  one  that  can  be  laid  at  the  door  of  some 
of  the  bank  presidents. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  my  main  object 
in  introducing  the  order  is  that  last  year  while 
these  organizations  were  then  asked  to  sit  in  with 
the  Appropriations  Committee,  I  believe  only 
one  of  the  group  invited  was  present  for  a  part  of 
the  time.  After  the  budget  had  been  passed, 
however,  they  criticized  the  City  Council  because 
they  did  not  reduce  it.  The  councilor  from 
Ward  18  (Coun.  Norton)  says  he  knows  where 
$15,000,000  can  be  slashed  from  the  municipal 
budget.  From  what  departments  is  that  amount 
to  be  slashed?  As  we  have  been  told  by  one  of  our 
colleagues,  the  Mayor  has  control  over  only  about 
44  per  cent  of  the  total  budget.  The  councilor 
may  know,  but  certainly  the  other  members  appar- 
ently do  not.  That  is  why  I  am  requesting  these 
people  to  be  invited  to  come  in  and  tell  us  where 
this  25  per  cent  of  the  budget  is  to  be  cut.  There 
are  police  officers  on  the  pay  roll  of  the  depart- 
ment today  receiving  the  large  amount  of  $22  a 
week.  Do  you  want  to  reduce  them  25  per  cent? 
There  are  employees  on  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment, handling  the  pick  and  shovels,  getting  $22 
a  week.  Do  you  want  to  cut  them  25  per  cent? 
If  so,  they  would  be  no  better  off  in  six  days  with 
the  Public  Works  Department  than  with  three 
days  with  Public  Welfare. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  am  glad  this 
subject  came  up,  because  I  am  already  recorded 
upon  it.  But  I  would  like  to  say  just  a  few  words 
at  this  time.  The  same  order  was  presented  last 
year,  and  the  same  statements  were  then  made  in 
certain  quarters  with  regard  to  possible  cuts  in  the 
salaries  of  the  city  employees  from  certain  quarters. 
At  that  time  I  was  president  of  the  Federal  Em- 
ployees Union,  and  I  had  occasion  to  look  a  good 
deal  into  this  question  of  governmental  salaries. 
Mr. -President,  I  am  not  in  favor  of  any  cuts  in 
salaries  until  other  reductions,  much  more  potent 
and  more  important,  are  made.  Certain  facts  have 
already  come  to  my  attention,  as  the  result  of  the 
work    of    the     National    Economy    League,    the 
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Chamber   of   Commerce   and    other   persons   now 
promulgating  this  statement  which  has  appeared 
in  the  papers  this  morning  advocating  a  25  per 
cent  reduction  in  the  salaries  of  city  employees. 
Those    organizations    by    the    efforts    they    have 
already  made  have  placecLupon  the  City  of  Boston 
the    burden    of    expending    $500,000    additional 
in  the  way  of  expenditures  that  should  be  cared  for 
by  the  Federal  Government.     They  have  succeeded 
in   removing   that   expenditure  from   the   Federal 
Government,  and  the  burden  is  now  to  be  placed 
upon  our  cities  and  towns,  being  shifted  from  the 
Federal  Government.     In  the  case  of  every  man 
whose  disability  allowance  and  compensation  has 
been   cut  from   the   Federal   Government   appro- 
priation, the  money  thus  taken  from  the  Federal 
Government  expenditure  will  be  simply  added  to 
the  expenditure  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  other 
municipalities,     shifting     the     burden     from     the 
Federal  Government,  where  it  belongs,  to  the  tax- 
payers in  our  own  particular  localities,  and  this  will 
probably  mean  an  added  expenditure  in  the  case 
of  the  City  of  Boston  of  S500.000  a  year.     Only 
recently  legislation  was  asked  in  Congress  to  refuse 
to  give  veterans  hospitalization  in  local  hospitals 
at  the  expense  of  the  Federal  Government,  and  if 
that  legislation  goes  through  it  will  be  necessary  to 
appropriate  certainly  §300,000   or  $400,000  more 
in  the  City  of  Boston  to  carry  on  that  work,  which 
the  City  of  Boston  will  have  to  carry  on.     We  will 
have  to  assume  the  responsibility  of  supporting  the 
veterans.     Therefore,  along  that  line  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  and  the  National  Economy  League 
are  costing  the  City  of  Boston  S500.000  a  year  in 
addition  to  what  they  would  otherwise  have  had 
to  pay,  if  their  program  is  successful.     And  so,  Mr. 
President,  we  must  be  cautious  in  these  matters. 
Remember  that  in  1914  these  same  city  employees 
did  not  participate  in  the  increased  wages  that  were 
paid  to  outsiders,  that  ever  since  that  time  as  com- 
pared   with    outside   enterprises   they   have   been 
underpaid;  and  it  is  now  proposed  to  take  from 
them  wages  and  conditions  that  have  been  built 
up  over  a  period  of  fifty  to  seventy  years,  depriving 
them    of    the    merely    decent    standard    wage    to 
which  they  are  entitled.     During  the  war  people 
in  every  other  craft,  outside  of  government  service, 
received   high   wages,   but   Federal,   state,   county 
and    city    employees    continued    to    receive    the 
amount  they  were  receiving  before  the  war  started. 
I  am  glad  to  argue  this  question  on  the  same  floor 
with  the  gentleman  from  Ward  18  (Coun.  Norton). 
I  will  agree  that  we  have  to  economize.     I  agree 
that  the  amounts  paid  to  contractors  should  be 
curtailed.     I  will  agree  that  the  Supply  Depart- 
ment should  be  forced  to  receive  competitive  bids 
for  different  commodities,   getting  the  benefit  of 
market  prices,  and  I  will  agree  that  certain  depart- 
ments  should   be    amalgamated    or    consolidated, 
and   that   others   should   be  taken  from   the  nice 
suites  they  occupy  in  outlying  sections  and  brought 
to   City   Hall.     I    will   agree   that   various   other 
economical  gestures  should  be  made  by  department 
heads  and  that  a  great  deal  of  money  could  be  saved 
thereby  to  the  taxpayers  of  Boston.     But  I  cannot 
agree  with  some  of  the  programs  that  have  been 
advocated  by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  by 
the    National   Economy    League.     What    do    our 
Federal   Government   income   taxes   show?     That 
there  were  4,070.000  people  who  filed  income  tax 
returns  during  1929,  and  that  99  per  cent  of  that 
group,  or  3,000,000  and  some  odd  people,  paid  to 
the  Federal  Government  about  S6.000.000  of  in- 
come taxes,  based  on  an  average  income  of  $4,000  a 
year,  while  the  other  1  per  cent  paid  $906,000,000, 
based  on  an  average  income  of  $150,000.     That  is 
why  the  bankers  want  to  take  this  burden  from 
the  Federal  Government  and  put  it  on  our  local 
taxpayers.     But  you  know  as  well  as  I  do  that  the 
taxpayers  of  the  City  of  Boston  cannot  stand  any 
further  burden.     We  have  already  seen  bow  the 
efforts  of  these  organizations  in  reducing  expendi- 
tures of  the  Federal  Government  are  simply  throw- 
ing those  expenditures  onto  our  local  communities. 
I  believe  there  should  be  no  further  reduction  of 
amounts    paid    to    city    employees,    except    those 
getting  exorbitant  salaries  and  not  earning  what 
they  get.     There  are  no  doubt  certain  departments 
that  can  be  cut  to  the  bone  in  other  ways,  and  there 
are  places  where  reductions  may  very  properly  be 
made,   and   large   reductions,    but   that   reduction 
should  certainly  not  take  the  line  that  has  been 
suggested    here.     Let    us    not    have    a    wholesale 
reduction  in   the  salaries  and   wages   of   our  city 
employees. 

Coun.     NORTON— Mr.    President,    I    do    not 
represent  the  bankers.     I  do  not  represent  any 


organizations  in  Boston,  and  I  certainly  will  not 
be  snowed  under   by  any   oratory  that  seeks  to 
picture  me  as  a  kind  of  person  whom  I  am  not. 
I  claim  to  be  the  friend  of  the  city  employees.     The 
colleague    from    Roxbury    (Coun.    Dowd)    stated 
that  it  was  to  be  regretted  that  such  a  statement 
as  I  have  made  should  come  from  a  member  of 
this    body.     What    should    be    regretted?     What 
have  I  said  that  should  be  regretted?     There  are 
about   20.000    city    employees,    to    whom   certain 
members  of  the  Council  would  like  to  be  placed  in 
the  position  of  saying,  "I  am  your  friend."     Who 
is   their   friend?     I    claim    that    I   am    their    best 
friend.     I  am  told  that  I  am  not,  that  Norton  is  a 
pay  cutter,  that  Norton  and  pay  cuts  are  synony- 
mous.    Is    Norton    a    pay    cutter?     What    do    I 
suggest?     I  simply  suggest  that  employees  getting 
from  $1,800  a  year  up  to  $2,500  be  cut  5  per  cent, 
and  that  the  5  per  cent  cut  be  turned  over  to  the 
Welfare  Department.     Is   that   too  much?     Isn't 
the  man  who  is  getting  between  $6  and  $7  a  day 
willing  to  give  from  S90  to  $125  a  year  to  the 
Welfare  Department?     Does  that  make  me  a  pay 
cutter?     Who  is  the  bluffer  here,  Mr.  President? 
A  man  getting  S6.50  to  S7  a  day  should  be  willing 
to  give  from  S90  to  $125  a  year  for  the  good  of 
the  community,  in  these  times.     Do  you  realize 
how  lucky  a  man  who  has  a  job  is  today?     Do  we 
consider  that?     No,  but  we  are  told  that  this  is  a 
terrible  thing,  that  what   Norton  says  is  an   un- 
democratic thing.     That  is  what  we  are  told  by 
people  refusing  to  look  at  facts  facing  our  people 
and   our  city,   facing   the   predicament   where   we 
will   soon   be   told.    "We   will   give  you   no   more 
money."     Policemen     and     firemen     under     my 
schedule  would  give  25  per  cent  less  than  they  are 
now  giving.     And  I  want  the  man  who  is  getting 
$4,000,  $5,000,  $6,000,  to  give  more  proportionately. 
Why   shouldn't   he?     And    I   want   those   getting 
over   $6,000    and    up    to    S20.000    to    be   reduced 
this  year  to  $6,000.     It  seems  to  me  that   what 
I   have   suggested   is   simple   and   logical   enough, 
— but,   no,   we  have  a   burst   of   oratory  here.     I 
am  against  pay  cuts.     I  don't  touch  a  man  get- 
ting $6  a  day.     I  start  only  between  $6.50  and 
S7,  and   we  ask   the   man   getting   $2,500   a  year 
to    be   reduced    only    S12  5.     Is    that    too    much? 
Is  Norton  a  pay  cutter?     Is  he  against  the  work- 
ingman?     I   am   trying   to   protect   the   city   em- 
ployee, because  there  will  be  no  pay  rolls  unless 
we  face  the  issue.     Even  if   we  face  it,   we  may 
come     up     against     the    same    proposition     next 
August.     Is   it   too   much   to   ask   a   man   getting 
$3,500  to  $4,500  a  year  to  have  the  amount  reduced 
10    per    cent?     Is    that    too    much?     Under    my 
schedule  we  only  start  in  with  the  man  getting 
$1,800.     Now,  is  it  not  fair  and  reasonable  that  a 
man  getting  86.50  to  S7  a  day  from  the  City  of 
Boston  should  be  willing  to  pay  at  most  S125  a 
year?     I  am  fighting  for  the  low-paid  man.    Unless 
something  is  done  they  will  all  be  held  up  right  and 
left  downstairs  in  the  treasurer's  office.     And  is  it 
fair  that  the  man  getting  $10,000  a  year  should 
only  be  reduced  at  the  same  rate  as  the  men  getting 
less?     Who  is  unfair?     And,  for  the  purposes  of 
the  record.  I  would  like  to  ask  why  anybody  should 
say  that   Norton  is  a  pay  cutter?     I  am  simply 
endeavoring  to  see  that  we  are  not  placed  in  a 
position  within  a  few  months  where  we  will  be  in 
the  same  category  as  other  cities  where  employees 
have    received    no    wages    whatever    for    months. 
I  am  the  friend  of  the  city  employee,  and  I  want 
to   have   him    protected.     I    come   from    working 
people,  and  I  represent  a  working  section,  where 
more   homes   have   been   sold   because   of    people 
being  out  of  work  and  being  unable  to  pay  their 
taxes    than    in    any    other    four    wards    together. 
Ward  18  has  more  city  employees  than  any  other 
ward,  and  the  people  of  the  ward  have  had  1,400 
pieces  of  property  put  on  the  block  because  people 
are   out   of   work   and   have   been   unable   to   pay 
their    taxes.     I     want    to    relieve    that    burden. 
I  want  to  help  these  men,  and  when  I  am  trying  to 
help  them  I  am  called  a  pay  cutter.     I  am  called 
everything  because  I  have  the  temerity  to  suggest 
that  if  something  is  not  done  a  far  worse  situation 
awaits  city  employees.     However,  if  I  am  to  be 
written  up  in  the  press  as  a  pay  cutter,  I  am  willing 
to  take  it.     Wait  until  spring  rolls  around,  and 
see  what  the  situation  will  be.     I  have  more  city 
employees  than  any  other  two  wards  put  together, 
over  1,150  of  them.     When  you  take  each  one  of 
those  and  add  two  or  three  of  their  family  and 
friends,  you  can  see  that  it  would  mean  political 
oblivion  for  any  candidate  who  was  not  working  in 
their  interest.     But  I  am  their  friend,  and  I  want 
to  hold  the  pay  roll  through  the  year.     I  don't  want 
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to  see  happening  here  what  has  happened  in 
Detroit,  Cincinnati,  Chicago,  and  even  in  New 
York  of  late,  as  well  as  in  places  in  suburban 
Boston. 

Coun.  GREEN— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  the  councilor  a  question — whether  he 
thinks  it  is  fair  for  the  banks  of  Boston  to  demand 
6  per  cent  for  loans  made  to  the  city  as  against 
2}  per  cent  for  loans  made  to  the  State  of  Massa- 
chusetts?    We    could   start   saving   money    right 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  while  the 
question  is  not  germane  to  the  matter  before  us, 
still  I  will  be  glad  to  answer  it.  The  United 
States,  the  greatest  government  in  the  world,  is 
being  faced  with  the  necessity  at  the  present 
time  of  paying  a  high  rate  of  interest  on  bonds 
that  it  proposes  to  issue.  Now,  I  am  not  here 
arguing  for  the  bankers.  My  interest  does  not 
lie  at  all  with  the  banks.  I  am  here  for  the  worker 
and  the  home  owner.  I  am  not  a  banker,  and  I 
have  no  interest  in  banks.  I  am  not  here  repre- 
senting them,  I  am  not  here  representing  the 
Good  Government  Association,  the  Real  Estate 
Exchange  or  the  Municipal  Research  Bureau. 
If  it  happens  that  their  ideas  coalesce  with  mine 
along  certain  channels,  splendid,  but  I  am  not 
here  representing  them.  I  am  here  charged  with 
the  greatest  responsibility  that  a  human  being 
can  be  charged  with,  representing  that  section 
out  there, — Roslindale,  Hyde  Park,  Clarendon 
Hills,  Mount  Hope,  a  part  of  the  Dorchester  area, 
with  its  home  owners  and  rent  payers,  and  with 
more  city  employees  than  any  other  two  wards 
put  together.  I  don't  represent  the  bankers,  and 
I  challenge  anybody  in  the  body  to  attack  me 
directly  or  indirectly  along  any  such  line.  Do  I 
think  it  is  fair  for  the  bankers  to  charge  6  per  cent? 
I  certainly  do  not.  I  stated  a  short  while  ago 
that  there  must  be  a  lowering  of  interest  rates. 
The  chairman  of  the  Board  of  the  Guaranty 
Trust  Company  of  New  York  recently  reported 
that  all  the  banks  must  write  down  interest  rates. 
Every  study  that  has  been  made  shows  that 
interest  rates  must  be  reduced,  and  that  it  is  evi- 
dently the  economic  tendency  at  the  present  time. 
The  whole  trend  of  economics  is  along  that  line. 
So  I  do  not  believe  that  6  per  cent  is  a  fair  interest 
rate.  I  think  it  is  an  unfair  rate.  I  repeat  that 
I  am  not  representing  the  bankers,  and  we  all 
have  in  mind,  so  far  as  the  bankers  are  concerned, 
the  courageous  utterance  made  by  the  President 
of  the  United  States  in  his  inaugural.  If  anybody 
has  been  guilty  of  highway  robbery — and  I  use  that 
word  advisedly — it  has  been  representatives  of 
some  of  the  banks,  as  has  been  brought  out  recently. 
Nothing  has  been  more  significant  than  testimony 
that  has  come  before  a  Senate  committee  of  the 
United  States  in  connection  with  Charles  E. 
Mitchell,  the  Chelsea,  Massachusetts,  boy,  who 
became  the  head  of  the  greatest  bank  in  America, 
representing  the  Morgan  interests.  We  all  know 
the  testimony  that  was  brought  out  before  Peter 
Norbeck's  committee  of  the  United  States  Senate 
two  weeks  ago,  furnishing  most  illuminating  in- 
formation as  to  the  manner  in  which  the  people 
were  looted.  So  I  do  not  favor  6  per  cent,  no, 
and  I  am  not  here  representing  the  banking  ele- 
ment. I  would  like  to  see  rates  of  interest  go  down, 
and  I  would  also  like  to  see  taxes  put  down.  We 
can  do  it.  We  are  the  highest  taxed  city  in  North 
America  containing  half  a  million  or  more  people. 
We  have  more  fire  stations  in  our  forty-seven 
square  miles  of  Boston  than  can  be  found  in  any 
like  area  in  the  world.  We  have  more  police 
stations  in  that  same  area  than  can  be  found  in 
any  similar  area  in  the  world.  Police  can  reach 
any  house  in  Boston  from  half  a  dozen  stations  in 
ten  minutes.  You  know  that  is  so.  We  spent 
$100,000  on  a  big  police  station  in  Hyde  Park,  at 
Cleary  square.  What  we  really  need  is  a  radio- 
equipped  police  department,  Mr.  President, 
and  not  so  many  stations  scattered  all  over  town. 
With  proper  radio  equipment  and  with  many 
fewer  stations,  the  whole  police  service  could  be 
much  better  taken  care  of,  and  the  city  would 
save  by  the  closing  of  these  excess  stations  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  dollars.  It  is  the  same  also  with 
the  Fire  Department.  I  am  only  pointing  out  a 
few  of  the  high  lights  in  this  matter  of  reducing 
the  number  of  fire  stations  and  police  stations. 
The  unfortunate  thing  is  that  we  might  get  the 
benefits  of  the  radio  system  so  easily  in  Boston,  and 
still  we  are  unable  to  get  the  Police  Commissioner 
to  look  at  it  in  that  way.  Suppose  something  is 
happening  in  or  near  your  home.  You  simply 
call  up  and  in  a  minute  and  a  half  on  the  average 


the  police  will  be  there  or  the  Fire  Department  will 
be  there.  Something  may  come  up  at  two  or 
three  o'clock  in  the  morning.  You  may  see  some- 
thing going  on  outside  of  your  house  that  you 
don't  like  the  looks  of.  Something  may  be  happen- 
ing that  requires  the  attention  of  the  police.  You 
simply  call  up,  and  with  a  proper  radio  system  the 
police  will  be  right  there.  That  is  the  testimony 
of  Commissioner  Mulrooney,  the  head  of  the  New 
York  police  department,  who  thinks  it  the  most 
wonderful  development  in  policing  any  city.  You 
see  a  crime  committed  or  a  fellow  loafing  around 
your  premises,  and  the  telephone  brings  the  police 
in  a  hurry.  Police  officers  are  on  the  ground  in 
one  or  two  minutes,  and  crimes  are  prevented  or 
the  perpetrators  are  immediately  apprehended. 
If  we  had  police  radio,  it  would  not  only  mean 
substantial  reductions  in  other  expenses  in  the 
department,  it  would  not  only  mean  a  tremendous 
saving,  but  would  also  mean  that  the  finest  possible 
protection  was  given  to  people  in  these  trying  times. 
And,  as  I  say,  by  the  closing  of  unnecessary  police 
stations,  we  would  save  several  hundred  thousand 
dollars  a  year.  The  proposed  abolition  of  the 
Purchasing  Department  we  have  already  discussed. 
As  for  the  Welfare  Department,  its  service  to  the 
community  could  be  immensely  improved.  There 
are,  as  I  have  said,  far  too  few  investigators.  In 
place  of  the  sixty-five  they  have,  there  should  be 
500,  and  the  department  should  be  decentralized, 
so  as  to  be  more  efficient  in  handling  the  needs 
of  the  people.  I  have  simply  indicated  a  few  of 
the  ways  in  which  we  could  make  immense  sav- 
ings, and  I  contend  that  my  suggestion  in  the 
matter  of  pay  cuts  is  more  equitable  as  far  as 
policemen,  firemen,  and  other  of  the  lower  paid 
employees  of  the  city  are  concerned,  than  the 
system  under  which  they  are  now  contributing. 
Under  the  present  system  the  highest  salaried  man 
contributes  no  larger  percentage  than  the  little 
fellow.  My  suggestion  is  that  we  do  not  begin 
reducing  until  we  get  up  to  about  the  $6.50  to  $7 
a  day  man.  I  respectfully  suggest  that  that  is 
equitable  and  fair  and  that  above  that  amount 
the  pay  cuts  should  be  proportionately  larger, 
and  that  there  should  be  no  salaries  for  the  present 
above  $6,000  a  year.  By  carrying  out  a  few  such 
suggestions  it  will  be  possible  to  greatly  reduce 
the  budget.  Points  have  been  raised  here  that 
have  no  real  bearing  on  this  question.  We  must 
face  facts.  The  fight  is  on  now.  This  budget 
is  coming  in  during  the  next  few  weeks.  Are 
we  going  to  deal  with  the  contractors  or  with  the 
rent   payers   and   taxpayers? 

President  McGRATH —  The  Chair  will  state 
that  there  are  waiting  in  the  lobby  representatives 
of  the  Law  Department,  the  Welfare  Department 
and  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Department,  whom  we 
have  requested  to  come  before  us  in  committee. 
I  would  suggest,  therefore,  that,  under  the  circum- 
stances, the  remarks  of  the  members  be  as  brief 
as  possible. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  personally  I 
feel  that  the  officials  representing  the  Soldiers' 
Relief  Department  and  the  Public  Welfare  De- 
partment are  getting  well  paid  and  that  they  can 
afford  to  wait  to  come  before  us  in  executive 
session.  It  simply  means  that  representatives 
of  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Department  come  down 
here  from  upstairs  and  of  the  Welfare  Department 
from  downstairs,  and  it  does  not  harm  them  in 
the  least  to  wait  a  little,  particularly  when  we 
are  discussing  an  important  matter  of  this  kind. 
Personally,  so  far  as  I  am  concerned,  they  can 
wait  until  seven  or  eight  o'clock  tonight,  until 
we  get  through  our  important  business. 

President  McGRATH— The  Chair  will  state 
that  there  may  be  somebody  who  will  suffer  a  loss 
through  their  absence  from  their  offices,  and  that 
the  Council  should  not  be  selfish  in  the  matter. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  the  Council  is 
not  selfish,  but  there  are  matters  here  involving 
millions  and  millions  of  dollars.  The  question 
arises,  how  money  can  be  saved.  I  am  not 
one  who  wishes  to  touch  city  employees'  salaries. 
They  are  the  last  things  that  should  be  cut  in 
this  city.  But  I  do  say  that  there  are  many 
millions  of  dollars  that  can  be  saved  to  the  tax- 
payers of  the  City  of  Boston  if  they  will  only 
cut  out  graft  and  waste  in  municipal  projects. 
Let  us  see.  The  City  of  Boston  spends  approxi- 
mately $100,000  a  year  for  the  rental  and  upkeep 
of  four  different  departments  of  this  city  alone, 
namely,  the  Finance  Commission,  the  Transit 
Department,  the  Law  Department  and  the 
Schoolhouse  Buildings  Department.  The  Law 
Department,  at  11  Beacon  street,  is  presided  over 
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by  a  gentleman  to  whom  the  Mayor  gave  a  SI, 000 
increase  less  than  three  years  ago  and  who  now 
receives  $10,000  a  year,  as  much  as  the  Governor 
of  this  Commonwealth,  and  he  is  not  a  big  enough 
man  to  advise  a  little  sick  dog  that  might  be  on 
some  of  the  thoroughfares  of  Boston.  810,000 
he  receives  from  the  taxpayers  of  the  City  of 
Boston.  You  ask,  where  can  we  economize? 
Well,  take  the  Coleman  Brothers  contract  in 
the  Dorchester  district.  They  are  receiving  this 
year  $232,000  of  the  taxpayers'  money  for  the 
collection  of  ashes  in  the  Dorchester  district, 
$30,000  more  than  in  the  year  1932.  Why  is  it. 
Mr.  President  and  members  of  the  Council? 
Why  is  it  that  these  men  who  are  on  public  welfare 
and  who  are  willing  to  work  cannot  be  sent  out 
with  these  teams  a  few  days  in  the  week  to  collect 
ashes  and  save  a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars  on 
that  one  thing  alone?  Why  can't  the  same  thing 
be  done  in  the  West  Roxbury  district,  the  Hyde 
Park  district,  the  East  Boston  district,  where 
that  sort  of  thing  is  let  out  on  contract?  If  the 
Mayor  was  sincere,  it  would  be  done.  Why 
should  the  $1,500,000  that  we  appropriated  with- 
in a  few  weeks  for  sewer  and  street  construction 
not  be  done  by  day  labor  furnished  by  the  Public 
Welfare  Department,  instead  of  having  these 
poor  fellows  chase  a  little  dirt  on  the  street  with 
a  big  broom?  Why  is  it,  Mr.  President,  that 
the  Mayor  of  Boston  stands  for  such  enormous 
rates  of  interest  as  are  put  upon  us  by  the  chief 
of  the  First  National  Bank,  which  controls  the 
banking  situation  in  this  city?  Why  is  it?  Be- 
cause the  Mayor  is  their  friend,  because  Stockton, 
Curley  and  Dolan  are  one  and  the  same  individual. 
That  is  why  the  city  has  to  pay  these  enormous 
rates  of  interest  to  the  First  National  Bank,  while 
other  cities  and  towns  are  paying  smaller  rates 
of  interest.  Let  us  cut  out  buying  any  more 
land  and  paying  enormous  profits  to  the  brother 
of  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  John  Curley,  and  to 
other  real  estate  dabblers.  Oh,  I  could  go  on 
here  indefinitely,  but,  for  fear  that  some  individual 
may  be  suffering  through  our  keeping  the  officials 
of  the  Welfare  Department  and  the  Soldiers' 
Relief  Department  in  the  outer  chamber,  I  am 
going  to  curtail  my  remarks.  But  when  the 
budget  comes  in  here  this  year,  we  ought  to  start 
pruning,  cutting  it  down,  and  when  I  say  pruning, 
I  mean,  let  us  leave  city  employees  alone  and 
get  after  these  grafting  thieves  who  are  personal 
friends  of  the   Mayor  of  Boston. 

President    McGRATH— The    matter     will    be 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


RECESS. 

The  Council  voted  at  3.53  p.  m.,  on  motion  of 
Coun.  BARKER,  to  take  a  recess  subject  to  the 
call  of  the  Chair.  The  members  reassembled  in 
the  Council  Chamber  and  were  called  to  order  by 
President  McGRATH  at  5.51  p.  m.

Coun.  GALLAGHER,  for  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, submitted  reports,  as  follows: 

1.  Report  on  petition  of  Philip  KoLko  (referred 
today)  for  children  under  fifteen  years  of  age  to 
appear  at  Sarah  Greenwood  Hall,  March  17, — that 
permit  be  granted,  on  usual  conditions. 

Report  accepted;  said  permit  granted  on  usual 
conditions. 

2.  Report  on  order  (referred  today)  that  Com- 
mittee on  Appropriations  consider  advisability  of 
inviting  representatives  of  certain  civic  organiza- 
tions to  be  present  at  committee  hearings  on 
budget — recommending  reference  of  said  order  to 
Committee  on  Appropriations. 

Report  accepted;  said  reference  ordered. 

3.  Report  on  order  (referred  today)  that  Com- 
missioner of  Soldiers'  Relief  make  arrangements  to 
issue  meal  tickets  to  recipients  of  soldiers'  relief 
which  can  be  used  in  any  restaurant  in  City  of 
Boston — recommending  that  same  ought  to  pass. 

Report  on  order  (referred  today)  that  Overseers 
of  Public  Welfare  be  requested  to  make  arrange- 
ments to  issue  meal  tickets  to  welfare  recipients 
which  can  be  used  in  any  restaurant  in  City  of 
Boston' — recommending  that  same  ought  to  pass. 

Report  on  order  (referred  today)  that  Board  of 
Overseers  of  Public  Welfare  be  requested  to  pay 
recipients  of  aid  the  same  amount  as  they  received 
three  weeks  ago — recommending  that  same  ought  to 
pass. 


Report  on  order  (referred  today)  that  Soldiers' 
Relief  Commissioner  and  chairman  of  Overseers  of 
Public  Welfare  be  requested  to  discontinue  issuing 
grocery  orders  to  persons  who  were  receiving  cash 
allowances  prior  to  bank  holidays  and  to  return  to 
cash  payments  as  soon  as  possible — that  same  ought 
to  pass. 

Reports  severally  accepted;  said  orders  passed. 

4.  Report  on  order  (referred  today)  that  Police 
Commissioner  be  requested  to  make  less  expensive 
arrangements  for  care  of  witnesses  in  Solomon 
murder  case — recommending  that  same  be  passed. 

Report  accepted;    said  order  passed. 

5.  Report  on  order  (referred  today)  that  City 
Auditor  be  requested  not  to  approve  bills  for 
maintenance  of  Solomon  murder  witnesses  at 
Hotel  Statler — recommending  that  same  ought  to 
pass. 

Report  accepted;    said  order  passed. 

6.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  February  13)  to  reduce  rent  of  Boston 
Fruit  and  Produce  Exchange — recommending 
that  same  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  would  like  a 
ruling  as  to  how  many  votes  are  required  in  order 
to  reduce  the  amount  paid  under  the  lease  during 
the  remainder  of  the  term. 

President  McGRATH— The  Chair  will  rule  that 
a  majority  of  those  present  and  voting  can  modify 
the  lease. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr  President,  due  to  the  fact 
that  this  is  an  interest  in  land,  doesn't  it  require  a 
two-thirds  vote, — 15  votes? 

President  McGRATH — I  am  informed  that  the 
section  of  the  charter  referred  to  applies  to  sales  of 
land. 

Coun.  KELLY — Then,  Mr.  President,  taking  the 
report  of  the  committee,  which  says  that  this  par- 
ticular concern  which  now  has  the  lease,  for  the 
remaining  three  years  of  the  lease  should  have  the 
amount  cut  from  813,350  per  year  to  $10,000  per 
year,  making  it  practically  an  amount  of  810.000 
per  year  for  the  coming  three  years,  with  corre- 
sponding loss  to  the  taxpayers  of  Boston,  I  wish  to 
record  myself  as  opposed,  not  because  I  do  not 
believe  certain  things  that  the  proponents  of  the 
reduction  advance  to  our  Executive  Committee, 
but  because  the  City  of  Boston  in  all  its  leases 
with  outside  concerns — such  as  the  Finance  Com- 
mission quarters  across  the  street,  the  Transit 
Commission  lease,  the  lease  of  the  Law  Department, 
the  lease  of  the  School  House  Commission — is 
expected  to  stand  by  its  agreements  with  these 
parties,  who  have  not  seen  fit  to  cut  these  leases, 
which  amount  to  close  to  $50,000  per  year,  which 
has  to  be  paid  by  the  citizens  of  Boston.  This  con- 
cern now  under  consideration  has  tied  itself  up  in  a 
lease,  and  I  do  not  believe  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
councilors  to  go  behind  the  lease, — which  was 
drawn  up,  we  are  willing  to  admit,  when  times  were 
better, — and  reduce  the  amount  agreed  upon  to  be 
paid  under  the  lease.  If  the  matter  were  now  up 
again,  if  the  lease  had  expired,  I  would  seriously 
consider  cutting  the  amount  that  would  be  exDected 
under  a  new  lease;  but,  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
lease  still  has  three  years  to  run,  that  their  rentals 
down  there  are  sufficient  to  take  care  of  the  amount 
paid  the  city,  and  due  to  the  fact  that  outside 
concerns  have  never  cut  leases  the  city  has  had 
with  them  for  the  benefit  of  the  taxpayers,  I  cannot 
myself,  wishing  to  be  consistent  and  logical,  vote 
in  any  other  way  than  for  the  interest  of  the  city, 
which  I  believe  is  to  retain  the  present  lease  in  full 
effect. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  here  are  mem- 
bers of  the  Boston  Fruit  and  Produce  Exchange 
coming  before  us,  showing  us  their  books  and 
telling  us  things  that  we  all  know — that  conditions 
are  terrible  and  that  the  amounts  to  be  paid  under 
the  lease  they  signed  years  ago  should  be  reduced. 
The  Corporation  Counsel  of  the  City  of  Boston 
has  recommended  to  this  body  reduction  of  the 
amount  to  be  paid  under  the  lease  from  $13,350 
to  $10,000  a  year.  An  agreement  was  made  with 
the  Fruit  and  Produce  Exchange  by  the  Corpora- 
tion Counsel  of  the  City  of  Boston,  that  if  the 
Exchange  would  pay  a  year's  rental  of  $13,000  odd 
the  Corporation  Counsel  would  recommend  to  this 
body  reduction  in  the  amount  paid  under  the  lease 
from  $13,350  to  $10,000  per  year  for  the  next  three 
years  the  lease  has  to  run.  That  being  so,  I 
believe  the  body  should  vote  to  reduce  the  rent. 
Rents  everywhere  have  been  reduced,  and  probably 
will  continue  to  be  reduced.  All  over  the  city  that 
has  been  happening.     Two  years  ago,  in  that  very 
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same  building,  we  reduced  the  rents  for  the  lower 
floor  35  per  cent,  because  of  conditions  with  which 
the  tenents  had  to  contend,  through  competition 
of  the  chain  stores  and  the  setting  up  of  markets  in 
different  sections.  Prices  are  still  going  down. 
That  is  the  story  everywhere  in  private  business 
and  in  private  transactions,  and  the  City  of  Boston 
should  and  must  recognize  it.  These  are  reputable 
people,  Mr.  President,  who  may  have  to  give  up 
the  lease  and  vacate  the  premises  entirely.  If  so, 
what  can  we  do  with  the  property?  I  believe  we 
should  grant  to  the  Boston  Fruit  and  Produce 
Exchange  the  proposed  reduction  from  $13,350  to 
$10,000  a  year  for  the  next  three  years. 

Coun.     RUBY — Mr.     President,    just    because 
I  agree  with  the  councilor  from  Ward  IS  (Coun. 
Norton)    that    we   have   been    shown    the   figures 
of  income  and  expense,  is  the  main  reason  why 
I  shall  vote  not  to  cut  the  amount  of  rental  under 
this   lease.     We   were   shown   actual   figures,   not 
obtained  by  us  but  furnished  by  an  official  of  the 
corporation,    that   the    income    of    late    has    been 
$39,000  and   the  expenses  about  $42,000.     Now, 
you    must    bear    in    mind    that    they    have    been 
getting  that  income  with  only  75  per  cent  of  the 
space  leased  from  the   City   of   Boston   occupied, 
and   also   that   there   have   been   various   officials 
of    the    corporation    and    other    persons    drawing 
high   salaries,   people   who  did   not   have  to   give 
their  entire  time  to  the  concern.     We  were  fur- 
ther informed  that  this  year  they  had  done  away 
with  a  $5,000   man  and  had  reduced  the  salary 
of   a   $4,000   man   to   $2,000.     .So,    on   their   own 
figures,   by   the   process   of   reduction   in   salaries, 
they  have  reduced  the  amount  paid  to  their  per- 
sonnel $7,000.     Had  they  done  that  a  year  ago 
their  expenses  would  have  been  $35,000  and  their 
income   $39,000,    with    only   75   per   cent    of    the 
allocated    space    rented.     They    have    not    done 
that    before,    so    they   have   been    losing    money. 
The  situation,  therefore,  is  vitally  different  from 
what   it   was   in    1930,    when    we   renewed    other 
market  leases  on  a  lower  basis  than  that  which 
had   previously  prevailed.     At   that   time  a   con- 
cern came  to  us  that  had  performed  its  obliga- 
tion, had   carried   out  the   conditions   of   its   ten- 
year   lease,   and    at    the   expiration    of    the    lease 
said  in  effect,  "We  will  take  a  rental  of  this  place 
for  ten  years  more  at  a  certain  specified  figure." 
We  agreed  to  that.     But  here  we  have  a  concern 
with  a  ten-year  lease,  seven  years  of  which  have 
expired,   and    with   three   years   to   go,   and   they 
say  to  us,  "Contribute  $10,000  to  us  so  that  we 
may  continue  for  three  years  at  a   reduction   of 
over  $3,000  a  year."     So  I  say  here,  as  I  said  in 
Executive   Session,  that  if   they  came  in   with   a 
proposition    that    a    reduction    be    made   for    the 
ensuing  three  years  and  offering  to  take  a  five- 
year  additional  lease,  there  might  be  a  different 
situation.     We   cannot   now,   however,   if   we  are 
to  keep  going  in  good  faith,  reduce  one  cent  to 
those  fellows.     I   also  cited  an   instance  in  Exec- 
utive   that    might   well   be  cited   for  the  records 
here.     A     concern    doing    business    in    this    city 
within  six  months  bought  a  piece  of  property  on 
Franklin    street,    in    the    very    business   heart    of 
our  city,  at  public  auction,  for  $27,000,  property 
that  was  assessed  for  $10b\000.     If  the  assessors 
had   been   asked   to   reduce  the   valuation   of   the 
property    $80,000,    of    course    they    would    have 
refused  to  do  it.     It  would  not  be  a  fair  proposition 
that  those  people  who  bought  property  on  Franklin 
street  at  a  bona  fide  price  of    $27,000   should  get 
a    $80,000    reduction    in    valuation.     We    cannot 
do  that.     But  here  is  a  concern  that  came  to  us 
in  the  heyday  of  their  Business,  in  1924  or  1925, 
when  things  were  on  the  bright  side  of  the  ledger, 
when  there  was  no  red  side,  and  made  this  agree- 
ment with  the  city.     They  did  not  then  complain, 
and   we   were  satisfied,  and   we  don't  know   how 
much  money  they  have  made  on  this  arrangement. 
They  did   not  tell   us,   and   it   was   probably   not 
our    business.     They    do    show    today,    however, 
according   to   their   figures,   that   their   income   is 
$39,000   a   year   and   their   expenditures   $42,000, 
but    those    figures    included     these    unnecessary 
expenditures  in  the  way  of  salaries  and  expenses. 
Therefore,  because  of  those  figures  of  their  own, 
I  shall  vote  "No"  on  the  question  of  making  the 
proposed  reduction  in  their  rental. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN — Mr.  President,  it  seems 
to  me  the  Law  Department  has  been  unduly 
industrious  in  trying  to  cut  down  the  amount 
paid  under  lease  by  one  of  our  tenants.  I  think 
if  they  spent  more  of  their  time  in  trying  to  reduce 
the  amount  that  is  paid  in  leases  by  the  City  of 
Boston,  we  would  benefit  by  it  to  a  greater  extent. 


My  attitude,  therefore,  is  that  until  they  do 
something  to  reduce  the  amount  being  paid  by 
the  city  under  leases,  I  shall  vote  against  at- 
tempting to  cut  any  leases  held  bv  private  tenants 
with  the  City  of  Boston.  I,  for  one,  would  not 
be  afraid  that  if  the  premises  were  vacated  the 
property  would  be  left  on  our  hands,  because 
we  could  transfer  to  those  premises  as  tenants 
some  of  our  own  departments.  They  are  large 
enough  to  house  almost  all  of  the  departments 
outside  of  the  hall. 

Coun.  CURTIS— Mr.  President,  there  is  a  great 
difference  between  the  City  of  Boston  paying  rent 
on  its  leases  and  requiring  tenants  of  its  own, 
private  concerns,  to  pay  rent,  because  such  private 
concerns  can  escape  any  rentals  if  they  are  willing 
to  go  into  bankruptcy.  The  City  of  Boston 
cannot  do  that,  and  therefore  we  are  at  a  disad- 
vantage in  some  of  these  situations.  Your  com- 
mittee heard  statements  to  the  effect  that  tenants 
of  adjoining  property  and  similar  property  in  the 
city  have  all  had  their  rents  reduced.  We  know, 
as  a  matter  of  fact,  that  this  exchange  is  up  against 
it,  that  business  is  bad.  In  my  opinion,  the  city 
will  be  lucky  to  get  even  the  proposed  reduced 
rent  from  that  property.  The  Corporation 
Counsel  made  a  bargain  with  this  concern  that  if 
it  would  pay  up  one  year's  rental  the  city  would 
make  a  reduction  for  the  remaining  three  years 
of  the  lease  from  $13,350  to  $10,000  a  year.  I 
think  that  is  a  proper  thing  to  do.  We  have  heard 
on  all  sides  that  rents,  mortgage  interest  rates,  and 
so  forth,  must  come  down.  I  believe  the  city  is 
only  doing  the  proper  thing  and  really  the  best 
thing  in  its  own  interest  in  making  this  proposed 
arrangement  with  the  Fruit  and  Produce  Exchange, 
and,  therefore,  I  intend  to  vote  for  the  measure. 

Coun.  ROBERTS— Mr.  President,  I  dislike  to 
take  the  position  I  do,  voting  against  the  order, 
because  I  believe  this  is  a  first-class  concern  and  I 
do  not  for  a  moment  doubt  that  the  information 
they  gave  us  concerning  rentals  is  accurate.  But 
there  is  something  more  we  must  consider.  One 
of  the  reasons  why  the  Law  Department  recom- 
mended the  reduction  in  the  rent  is  because  they 
could  not  collect  the  rent  for  last  year,  amounting 
to  $13,350,  and  the  information  given  us  by  the 
Corporation  Counsel  was  that  he  said  to  them, 
"Gentlemen,  if  you  pay  the  rental  for  last  year, 
which  is  overdue  and  not  paid,  I  will  urge  the  City 
Council  and  the  Mayor's  office  to  negotiate  a  new 
lease  at  a  lower  figure."  I  think  the  Corporation 
Counsel  made  himself  clear  on  that.  The  idea 
was  solely  to  collect  last  year's  rent.  In  ordinary 
times  I  don't  think  we  would  consider  doing  busi- 
ness with  an  organization,  entering  into  a  lease, 
where  they  admitted  that  there  was  something 
wrong  with  their  own  financial  structure.  There 
are  a  lot  of  sub-tenants  of  the  building,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, and  no  doubt,  at  a  pinch,  some  arrangement 
can  be  made  with  them  to  continue  on  down 
there;  and  there  is  also  a  possibility  of  furnishing 
quarters  for  the  Law  Department,  now  at  11 
Beacon  street,  for  the  Transit  Department  and 
other  departments  of  the  city  now  outside  of  City 
Hall.  But  I  do  feel  that,  with  the  City  of  Boston 
faced  with  large  expenditures,  it  is  our  duty  to 
defeat  an  order  of  this  kind  at  this  time. 

Coun.  POWER — Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to 
oppose  a  reduction  in  the  amount  being  paid  to 
the  city  under  this  lease.  The  gentleman  from 
Hyde  Park  (Coun.  Norton)  says  that  business  is 
terrible.  Business  is  terrible,  Mr.  President,  and 
apparently  the  administration  of  these  people's 
business  is  terrible.  The  annual  rental  for  this 
piece  of  property  is  $13,350,  and  they  take  in 
sufficient  under  sub-leases  to  amount  to  $22,000  or 
$23,000.  So  the  trouble  there  is  not  in  the  rental 
but  in  the  administration  of  their  own  business. 
Why  should  the  City  of  Boston,  under  the  cir- 
cumstances, reduce  the  amount  to  be  paid  under 
this  lease?  If  they  don't  know  how  to  run  their 
business,  let  them  get  out.  We  are  told  that  a 
$5,000  job  has  now  gone.  Well,  that  is  the  sort 
of  thing  they  have  been  doing,  the  sort  of  expense 
they  have  been  working  under,  for  the  last  seven 
years.  They  have  been  paying  for  this  $5,000 
job  that  evidently  was  not  necessary  and  that 
they  have  just  eliminated,  and  I  understand  that 
a  $4,000  job  has  now  been  reduced  to  $2,000.  So 
you  see  there  were  possible  savings  there  which 
they  have  only  recently  availed  themselves  of 
which  would  have  enabled  them  to  go  on  paying 
the  amount  under  this  lease  and  still  make  money. 
So  it  is  evident  that  they  could  make  money  even 
under  the   $13,350  payment  on   the  lease.     Why 
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should  we  cut  them  down  to  $10,000  a  year,  Mr. 
President?  One  of  the  officers  of  this  so-called 
corporation  tells  us  that  even  under  these  condi- 
tions there  is  about  25  per  cent  of  the  premises  not 
now  occupied.  All  right.  Why  cannot  the  City 
of  Boston  run  the  business  itself?  The  Exchange 
could  have  made  money  and  still  have  paid  the 
amount  due  under  the  lease,  even  with  a  part  of 
the  premises  unoccupied,  if  they  had  put  into  effect 
the  savings  that  they  are  now  making,  if  they  had 
run  their  business  as  it  should  be  run,  and  not  paid 
out  money  unnecessarily.  So  I  say  that  they  have 
failed  in  the  administration  of  their  own  corpora- 
tion. They  lost  only  $3,000  last  year,  with  these 
unnecessary  expenses  still  going  on.  So,  Mr. 
President,  I  am  going  to  vote  against  a  reduction 
in  the  amount  paid  under  this  lease. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  out  in  my  ward 
there  was  a  new  development,  where  homes  were 
built  for  people  during  the  boom  period,  and  the 
people  who  bought  that  property  were  compelled 
at  the  time  to  pay,  and  have  since  suffered  from 
the     high     prices     then     prevailing.     Two-family 
houses  were  bought  for  $12,000  to  S14.000,  and 
at  that  time  they  were  able  to  get  $60  or  $70  a 
month    for    the    apartments    or    tenements    that 
they  did  not  use.     Since  that  time,  however,  the 
valuations  have  gone  down  and  the  rents  have 
gone  down  so  that  they  are  getting  but  $35  or  S40, 
where  before  they  got  $60  or  §70  a  month.     Most 
of  Wie  people  have  had  mortgages  on  their  homes 
and  have  been  unable  to  keep  up  the  payments. 
If  we  are  talking  about  fairness,  where  did  the 
fairness  come  to  those  people,  who  have  had  to 
suffer  from  this  immense  shrinkage  in  the  value 
of  their  property  and  in  the  reduced  amount  that 
they  get  for  rent,  and  who  are  still  compelled  to 
pay  high  interest  rates  on  the  full  value  of  the 
mortgages  negotiated  years  ago?     So  why  should 
we    be    particularly    interested    in    this    concern, 
any  more  than  in  anybody  else,  simply  because  they 
are  coming  in  crying  baby,  saying  that  they  can- 
not make  money — although,  as  has  been  said,  they 
could   have   made   money   if   they  had   put   their 
economies    into    effect    earlier?     We    know    that 
nobody   is   making   money   at   the   present   time, 
and  no  doubt  their  business  is   dull.     But  they 
are  paying  out  only  S13.350  to  the  City  of  Boston 
and   are   receiving    §19,000   in   return   from   sub- 
leases in  the  building.     They  are  also  giving  out 
information  in  the   way   of   maps,   and  so  forth, 
and    are    paid    so    much    for    that    information. 
So  if  they  are  losing  money  it  is  not  through  what 
the  City  of  Boston  is  charging  them.     Now,  mark 
you,   Mr.   President,   this  is  an  interest  in  land, 
just  as  much  as  anything  concerning  real  property, 
just   as   much   as   a   transfer   in   the   Registry   of 
Deeds.     It   pertains  absolutely  to  real  property, 
in  my  opinion,  just  as  much  as  a  transfer  of  land, 
and  let  me  tell  you  that  these  people  are  asking 
for   something    that    they    know   in    their   hearts 
they  are  not  entitled  to.     Notwithstanding  what 
has    been    claimed    by    certain    members    of    the 
organization   and   the   picture   presented,   making 
it  appear  as  though  the  city  was  getting  a  good 
deal  from  these  individuals,  as  a  matter  of  fact 
it  seems  to  me  that  the  city  is  giving  these  individ- 
uals a  great  deal.     It  seems  to  me  it  is  proposed 
to  give  them  a  greater  advantage  than  anybody 
else   is   getting   at    the   present   time,   any    other 
people  who  find  it  hard  to  pay  their  bills.     For 
that   reason,  and   that   reason   only,   I   am   going 
to  vote  against  it. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  the  question 
here  is,  what  is  right?  That  is  the  only  question, 
what  is  right?  And  it  is  on  that  question  that  we 
disagree.  This  lease  has  three  years  to  run  at 
§13,350  a  year.  The  reputable  concerns  that 
make  up  this  company — such  as  Chamberlain 
Company,  Chapin  &  Adams  Company,  Thorndike 
&  Gerrish  and  others — are  trying  their  best  to  keep 
going  against  the  chain  store  monopoly,  are 
doing  their  best  down  there  in  the  Quincy  Market. 
Coun.  BURKE — The  chain  stores  buy  off 
them. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  am  glad 
to  be  informed  and  instructed  on  this  matter, 
extraordinarily  glad,  but  I  will  question  that 
statement.  The  chain  stores  control  every  line 
of  the  business  they  are  in.  They  go  right  to  sea 
and  catch  their  fish;  they  control  the  milk  farmer, 
own  the  cows.  The  chain  stores,  according  to  the 
record  of  investigating  committees,  have  complete 
control  and  monopoly;  and  when  you  say  the 
chain  stores  go  to  these  independents  to  buy 
their  stuff,  I  say  that  on  the  record  you  cannot 
prove  it,   that   you   are   wrong.     Thanks  for   the 


opportunity  you  have  given  me  to  make  this 
statement.  Now.  I  am  interested  to  know  that 
there  are  people  down  in  Quincy  Market  making 
money!  It  is  wonderful  to  sit  here  and  hear 
some  things  we  have  been  listening  to.  Mr. 
President,  these  people  are  up  against  it — people 
who  were  in  business  down  there  before  we  were 
born  and  who  have  never  before  asked  for  a 
decrease  in  rent.  It  is  certainly  wonderful  to 
hear  politicians  tell  them  how  to  run  their  business! 
I  BUggest  that  if  they  will  get  a  copy  of  the  City 
Record  and  carefully  study  it,  all  their  troubles 
will  evaporate  in  the  clouds,  once  they  listen  to 
suggestions  we  make!  We  can  tell  them  how  to 
run  their  business!  Mr.  President,  we  don't 
know  how  to  run  their  business.  These  are 
reputable  business  men,  men  who  are  fighting 
these  great  combines,  and  I  know  the  troubles 
they  are  having.  Nobody  is  making  money 
today.  These  people  occupy  the  second  floor. 
Two  years  ago  we  granted  a  reduction  of  35  per 
cent  to  the  occupants  of  the  first  floor.  Why  in 
the  name  of  common  sense  shouldn't  we  give 
like  consideration  to  the  occupants  of  the  second 
floor?  What  objection  is  there  to  it?  Oh,  they 
are  making  money!  Let  us  charge  them  more! 
Let  us  kill  the  goose  that  is  laying  the  golden 
egg!  Soak  them!  The  colleague  speaks  of  a 
building  over  here  that  was  bought  for  §27,000 
and  assessed  for  §106,000  or  §108,000,  and  he 
asks  whether  the  City  of  Boston  in  taxing  property 
is  going  to  recognize  that  §80,000  reduction.  I 
answer  in  the  affirmative,  that  the  City  of  Boston 
is  going  to  recognize  that  reduction.  If  that 
building  is  worth  only  §27.000,  that  fact  must  be 
recognized  by  every  court  and  every  tribunal 
in  the  land,  if  figures  can  be  shown  to  prove  it, 
and  anybody  asking  for  recognition  of  that  extra 
§80,000  in  value,  is  living  in  another  day. 
The  curtain  has  been  drawn  on  those  days,  Mr. 
President. 

Coun.  ROBERTS— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  the  councilor  a  question.  In  light  of  the 
fact  that  the  rent  for  1932,  §13,350,  was  not  paid 
in  installments  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  lease,  and  that  the  matter,  in  view  of  non- 
payments of  rents,  was  turned  over  to  the  Law 
Department  for  collection,  and  in  order  to  collect 
the  money  the  Law  Department  had  to  make  a 
promise  to  come  before  this  body  and  ask  for  a 
reduction  of  rents,  and  in  light  of  the  fact  that 
this  proposition  was  made  in  consideration  of  the 
Exchange  meeting  last  year's  rent,  does  the 
councilor  think  they  will  be  able  to  meet  their 
oDligation  to  the  extent  of  §10,000  this  year?    ' 

Coun.  NORTON— I  doubt  whether  anybody 
doing  business  in  Quincy  Market  on  the  second 
floor  area  will  be  able  to  pay  $10,000  this  year 
but  we  are  bound  by  the  Corporation  Counsel's 
decision.  The  Law  Department  looked  into  the 
matter  and  recommended  this  reduction.  But  we 
all  know  how  poor  business  is  all  around,  and  I 
think  we  should  all  feel  that  these  men  are  entitled 
to  consideration.  They  will  undoubtedly  endeavor 
to  pay  the  §10,000.  So  far  as  the  chain  stores  are 
concerned,  taking  the  First  National  Stores,  for 
instance,  they  have  been  clever  enough  to  get 
out  of  such  quarters  as  they  have  had  in  the  Fruit 
and  Produce  Exchange  and  get  cheaper  rent  over 
at  Fish  Pier  where  they  own  their  own  land , 
catch  their  own  fish,  and  hire  help  at  $1.50  a  night 
for  ten  hours'  work  and  the  poor  fellows  come  over 
there  and  stand  in  line,  and  may  not  get  the  job 
at  that.  If  you  desire,  I  will  be  pleased  to  bring 
in  to  you,  colleague,  the  report  of  the  Congressional 
Committee  on  chain  stores  in  which  a  number  of 
these  instances  were  brought  out  and  proven. 
In  1928,  this  Boston  Fruit  and  Produce  Exchange 
had  900-odd  members.  Today  it  has  under  300 
members.  What  do  the  colleagues  sa  /  to  that, 
when  they  claim  that  the  business  is  good?  I 
might  add  that  there  has  been  a  great  pull  away 
from  the  market  district  in  connection  with  this 
business.  The  Boston  &  Maine  has  opened  a 
fruit  and  produce  exchange,  which  competes  with 
this  exchange,  —  a  fruit  and  produce  exchange  in 
Charlestown.  The  New  York,  New  Haven  & 
Hartford  Railroad  also  has  a  Boston  Fruit  and 
Produce  Exchange  in  South  Boston,  on  th.3  New 
Haven  road.  Here  are  two  sections  pulling  away 
from  this  central  district.  Mr.  President,  all  the 
evidence  in  this  case,  all  the  justice  in  this  case, 
points  to  the  facts  that  we  should  reduce  the  rent 
from  these  people  to  §10,000  a  year,  and  we  should 
be  mighty  glad  to  get  that  amount  for  the  next 
three  years. 
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Coun.  HEIN  moved  the  previous  question,  and 
the  main  question  was  ordered. 

The  order  was  passed,  yeas  10,  nays  8:

PROPOSED   SUIT   AGAINST   POLICE 
COMMISSIONER. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  start 
immediate  suit  to  recover  from  the  Police  Com- 
missioner the  sum  already  paid  by  the  City  of 
Boston  for  board  and  entertainment  at  the  Hotel 
Statler  of  the  witnesses  in  the  Charles  Solomon 
murder  case. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  in  view  of  the 
testimony  offered  by  Mr.  Silverman,  the  Cor- 
poration Counsel,  at  which  he  stated  that  in  his 
opinion  those  material  witnesses  held  at  the  Hotel 
Statler  were  being  held  there  illegally,  and  in 
view  of  the  auditor  being  ordered  to  stop  further 
payments,  I  have  introduced  this  order  that  suit 
be  started  in  the  matter.  I  have  here  bills  from 
the  auditor's  office  amounting  to  $1,757,  which 
have  already  been  paid  for  the  entertainment 
and  care  of  these  witnesses,  and  for  purposes  of 
the  record  I  am  simply  going  to  read  a  few  of 
the  items  on  the  bill  for  the  entertainment  of 
these  five  individuals  at  the  Hotel  Statler.  We 
find  here  food  items,  laundry  items,  valet  services, 
high  figures  for  all  of  these  things.  For  example, 
here  is  a  bill  for  food  services  February  1,  $55.60 
for  five  men,  $11  a  man,  or  about  $4  a  meal, 
Mr.  President.  Just  think  of  it — $4  a  meal  for 
these  material  witnesses.  If  they  were  on  Public 
Welfare,  each  individual  would  get  only  about  $4 
a  week  to  live  on.  On  February  2,  food  services 
$50.45;  on  February  3,  $54.80;  on  February  4, 
$51,  and  on  that  same  day  laundry  $7.27,  and 
valet  service  $4.35,  Mr.  President.  On  February  5, 
food  service  $46.45,  and  on  February  6,  food 
service  $39.75.  And  all  the  way  through  you 
find  laundry,  valet  and  drugstore  items,  swelling 
up  the  grand  totals.  Here  is  an  item  for  valet 
service  of  $27, — they  must  have  had  their  suits 
pressed  every  day  in  the  week!  I  say  it  is  about 
time  that  that  sort  of  thing  was  stopped.  These 
bills  don't  lie.  That  is  the  way  they  go  on  and 
on,  Mr.  President,  for  these  five  individuals. 
And  so  I  say  if  Police  Commissioner  Hultman 
has  done  wrong,  as  he  has  according  to  Mr.  Silver- 


man, this  order  calls  on  Mr.  Silverman  to  bring 
suit  immediately  against  the  Police  Commissioner 
to  get  back  what  we  have  already  paid. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  it  seems  that 
the  Corporation  Counsel,  Slippery  Sam,  the 
$10,000  a  year  man,  has  looked  into  this  caBe 
and  found  out  that  these  bills  at  the  Statler  were 
illegal,  and  these  particular  bills  do  not  meet 
with  Slippery  Sam's  approval.  If  he  feels  that 
there  is  fraud  connected  with  it,  and  there  cer- 
tainly must  have  been,  it  would  seem  to  be  his 
duty  to  take  action.  It  seems  to  have  been  quite 
a  racket!     However,  I  trust  that  the  order  will  be 


Coun.  BRACKMAN— Mr.  President,  I  think 
in  all  fairness  to  the  Corporation  Counsel,  who 
came  in  here  and  disclosed  the  situation  in  regard 
to  this  matter,  that  he  should  not  be  characterized 
as  he  has  been  here  today.  He  came  here  and 
gave  us  the  whole  story  and  said  that,  upon  the 
request  of  the  Mayor,  they  were  stopping  all 
further  payments  of  such  bills.  He  was  not 
asked  the  question  whether  or  not  he  was  going 
to  bring  suit  on  back  payment.  We  don't  know 
whether  he  has  looked  into  that  matter  or  not, 
with  a  view  to  taking  action.  But  I  think  he  is 
at  least  entitled  to  the  credit  of  bringing  it  to  our 
attention,  and  I  want  to  say  that  I  object  to  the 
characterization  given  to  him  here  today. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

Gentlemen, — I  beg  to  return  herewith  without 
my  approval  order  adopted  by  your  honorable 
body  on  March  13,  1933,  providing  for  the  pay- 
ment of  an  annuity  to  the  widow  of  the  late 
Thomas  F.  Goode  of  the  Police  Department. 

The  report  of  the  Corporation  Counsel,  based 
upon  the  reports  of  medical  authorities,  as  here 
submitted,   permits  of  no  other  course.

Dear  Sir. — Your  Honor  has  submitted  to  me  for 
advice  the  following  order  of  the  City  Council: 

"Ordered,  That  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
182  of  the  Acts  of  1930,  as  amended  by  chapter  341 
of  the  Acts  of  1930,  an  annuity  of  one  thousand 
dollars  be  allowed  and  paid  to  Elizabeth  F.  Goode, 
widow  of  Thomas  F.  Goode.  a  member  of  the 
Police  Department,  who  died  on  January  23,  1933, 
from  injuries  received  in  the  performance  of  his 
duty,  said  annuity  to  date  from  January  24,  1933, 
to  continue  so  long  as  said  widow  remains  un- 
married and  to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for 
Police  Department,  Pensions  and  Annuities." 

The  provisions  of  law  authorizing  an  annuity  are 
contained  in  section  1  of  chapter  241  of  the  Acts  of 
1930.  This  section  in  part  provides  that  if  a 
member  of  the  Police  Department  is  killed  or  dies 
within  one  year  from  injuries  received  while  in  the 
performance  of  his  duty  as  such  a  member  and  it 
shall  be  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  that  such  death  was  the  natural  and 
proximate  result  of  an  accident  occurring  during 
the  performance  and  within  the  scope  of  his  duty 
as  such  member,  there  shall  be  paid  an  annuity  to 
his  widow  and  children. 

It  is  quite  apparent  from  the  medical  reports 
submitted  to  your  Honor  in  connection  with  this 
order  that  the  late  Deputy  Superintendent  Goode 
did  not  die  from  injuries  received  in  the  course  of 
his  duty  as  the  result  of  an  accident.  On  the  con- 
trary the  reports  of  the  several  physicians,  as  well 
as  the  report  of  the  Medical  Examiner,  indicate 
most  definitely  that  he  died  from  a  cerebral 
hemorrhage,  with  a  resultant  pneumonia.  There 
is  no  evidence  whatsoever  that  Deputy  Goode  was 
injured  from  an  accident.  His  case  is  no  different 
from  the  many  cases  concerning  which  this  depart- 
ment has  advised  your  Honor,  in  which  death 
ensued  from  a  disease  or  organic  disorder  rather 
than  from  an  injury  resulting  from  an  accident 
during  the  course  of  the  officer's  duty. 

I  refer  your  Honor  to  opinion  of  this  department 
dated  September  22,  1930,  relating  to  the  order  of 
the  City  Council  providing  for  an  annuity  to  the 
widow  of  Frank  L.  Lyons.  See,  also,  opinion 
dated  October  17,  1930,  in  which  this  department 
recommended  that  you  refrain  from  giving  your 
approval  to  an  order  of  the  Council  providing  for 
an  annuity  to  the  widow  of  Frank  H.  Lasky.

GEORGE  L.  WALKER  &  CO. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That    the    Overseers    of    the    Public 
Welfare    be    requested,    through    his    Honor    the 
Mayor,  to  discontinue  any  further  business  with 
the  concern  of  George  L.  Walker  &  Co. 

Coun.  DOWD— Mr.  President,  in  1931  the  New- 
England  Ice  and  Coal  Company,  with  whom  this 
George  L.  Walker  was  then  connected,  was  doing 
business  with  the  Overseers  of  Public  Welfare, 
delivering  coal  to  the  recipients  of  aid,  and  was 
fined  $200  for  short-weighting  persons  receiving  aid 
from  Public  Welfare.  I  don't  know  of  anything 
more  contemptible,  Mr.  President,  than  a  man  in 
business,  who  is  being  paid  a  good  price  by  the 
taxpayers  of  Boston  for  every  ton  of  coal  he  de- 
livers in  that  way  short-weighting  these  poor 
unfortunates  in  the  coal  that  they  have  in  their 
homes  to  keep  them  from  freezing.  Nothing  can 
be  more  contemptible  than  such  deliberate  short- 
weight  grafting.  I  took  the  matter  up  in  the 
Council  and  received  the  assurance  of  the  Over- 
seers of  Public  Welfare  that  George  L.  Walker 
would  never  do  business  again  with  the  City  of 
Boston,  so  far  as  they  were  concerned.  The 
Mayor  advised  us  that  they  would  deal  only  with 
reputable  concerns,  such  as  the  Metropolitan  Coal 
Company,  Whittemore,  and  such  other  reliable 
firms,  in  getting  and  dispensing  coal  for  the  poor  of 
Boston.  But  there  is  more  than  one  way  of  getting 
around  these  things,  and  Mr.  George  L.  Walker 
has  since  been  getting  into  further  trouble  in  this 
way.  I  will  say  in  all  fairness  to  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  that  he  knows  nothing  about  what  has 
been  going  on  in  this  matter,  and  would  not  stand 
for  it.  But  I  find  that  the  concern  of  George  L. 
Walker  has  been  operating  and  during  a  period  of 
three  months  it  received  $70,000  of  business  from 
the  Public  Welfare  Department.  I  don't  know 
who  is  responsible  for  placing  the  Walker  concern 
back  in  the  list,  after  it  was  once  caught  defrauding 
the  poor  of  Boston,  but  I  do  know  this,  that  in 
December  he  was  again  caught  and  his  man  was 
sent  away  for  three  months,  for  short-weighting  by 
200  pounds  a  coal  delivery,  the  200  pounds  being 
found  under  the  seat  after  deliveries  were  made, 
and  the  firm  of  George  L.  Walker  was  fined  $150. 
I  reiterate  that  I  don't  believe  the  Mayor  of  Boston 


knew  anything  about  this.  I  would  also  say  that 
one  of  the  provisions  of  our  City  Charter  specifi- 
cally sets  forth  that  a  person  doing  business  with 
the  city  is  supposed  to  be  a  citizen.  God  knows 
there  are  enough  citizens  pounding  the  bricks  and 
receiving  aid.  But  reference  to  the  records  of  the 
Election  Commission  show  that  the  name  of  George 
L.  Walker  does  not  appear  as  voting  in  the  city, 
according  to  the  card  index  since  1900.  I  have 
checked  the  thing  up  and  I  find  that  Walker, 
despite  the  fact  that  he  has  been  in  the  country 
for  thirty  or  thirty-five  years,  has  only  seen  fit 
within  the  last  few  months  to  take  out  his  first 
papers.  Therefore,  I  ask  that  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  see  to  it  that  the  city  stops  dealing  with 
this  concern  and  deals  only  with  reliable  concerns 
doing  business  in  Boston.  That  is  only  justice  to 
our  poor  and  justice  to  the  taxpayers  of  Boston 
and  to  reliable  business  concerns  in  Boston.  He 
was  caught  only  last  December  in  this  way,  after 
his  previous  record,  and  if  the  Overseers  were  on 
their  jobs  he  would  have  been  crossed  off  the  list. 
But  no,  we  find  that  he  still  goes  on  handling  orders 
for  coal.  Therefore,  I  am  asking  that  the  Mayor 
of  Boston  see  that  the  firm  of  George  L.  Walker 
is  cut  off  from  doing  any  further  business  with  the 
City  of  Boston. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


RECESS. 

The  Council  voted  at  2.30  p.  m.,  on  motion  of 
Coun.  FISH,  to  take  a  recess,  subject  to  the  call 
of  the  Chair.  The  members  were  called  to  order 
in  Council  session  by  President  McGRATH  at 
3.04  p.  m. 


REDUCTION    OF    CITY    EXPENSES    AND 
TAXES. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  be  requested 
to  consider  the  advisability  of  reducing  all  city 
expenses  20  per  cent  at  once,  and  informing  the 
owners  of  dwelling  houses  and  other  property 
in  Boston,  that  their  taxes  will  be  reduced  20 
per  cent,  provided  that  rentals  are  likewise  re- 
duced. 

The  order  was  read  a  second  time  and  the  ques- 
tion came  on  its  passage. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  listened 
with  a  great  deal  of  interest  to  the  address  of  the 
Executive  of  the  City  of  Boston.  I  am  sorry  to 
say  that  I  have  to  take  issue  with  him  on  most 
of  his  statements.  They  sounded  nice  and,  if 
true,  would  be  nice,  but  unfortunately  the  record 
will  show  that  conditions  in  Boston  have  not 
been  as  good  as  have  been  pictured.  The  Mayor 
of  Boston,  if  he  wishes  to  do  something  good 
for  the  people  of  Boston,  will  immediately  cut 
all  city  expenses  20  per  cent  and  will  ask  that 
the  tax  rate  on  property  in  Boston  be  reduced  20 
per  cent.  The  rates  in  this  city  are  altogether 
too  high.  Boston  contains  the  largest  percentage 
of  non-home  owners  of  any  comparable  American 
city.  In  Philadelphia,  52  per  cent  of  the  families 
own  their  own  homes;  in  the  borough  of  Richmond, 
New  York,  50  per  cent  of  the  families  own  their 
own  homes.  Boston,  of  all  the  large  American 
cities,  has  the  smallest  percentage  of  home  owners, 
22.26  per  cent.  The  tax  rate  of  Boston  is  the 
highest  tax  rate.  The  Mayor  spoke  of  Fall  River. 
Fall  River  is  in  no  way  comparable  to  Boston, 
being  very  much  smaller.  The  tax  rate  of  Boston 
is  the  highest  of  any  city  in  America,  taking  cities 
that  are  comparable.  The  Boston  tax  rate  is 
confiscatory.  It  should  not  be  over  $25  on  a 
thousand,  instead  of  $37.50,  if  the  necessary 
economies  were  put  into  effect.  The  statement 
was  made  here  by  the  Mayor,  as  an  outcome 
of  the  hearing  before  Senator  Peter  Norbeck's 
committee,  that  Milwaukee  and  Boston  were 
the  only  large  cities  that  were  not  in  financial 
difficulties.  But  the  whole  New  England  section 
has  maintained  a  position  peculiar  to  itself  in 
this  whole  depression.  We  are  geographically 
the  northeast  section  of  the  country,  with  Canada 
on  one  side  and  the  Atlantic  Ocean  bounding  a 
large  part  of  the  remainder,  and  the  diversity 
of  industries  of  this  particular  section  has  caused 
it  to  suffer  less  than  other  sections  of  the  country 
have  suffered.  Providence,  Rhode  Island,  for 
example,  is  as  well  off  as  Boston;  Bridgeport, 
Connecticut,    is   as   well   off   as   Boston;    Bangor, 
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Maine,  is  as  well  off  as  Boston.  There  are  no 
bread  lines  in  any  New  England  city.  Now, 
what  would  Boston  do  if  it  were  in  a  situation 
comparable  to  Detroit?  Detroit,  from  1910  to 
1920,  doubled  its  population;  in  Boston,  accord- 
ing to  our  own  statistical  department,  the  pop- 
ulation has  been  falling  off.  Los  Angeles,  Cal- 
ifornia, has  doubled  its  population,  going  to 
1,300,000  in  less  than  eight  years.  Our  popula- 
tion has  not  doubled  in  fifty  years.  Imagine,  as 
contrasted  with  Boston,  the  tremendous  amount 
that  has  to  be  spent  for  sewers,  streets  and  school- 
houses  in  these  other  cities  which  have  so  tre- 
mendously increased  in  population,  of  recent 
years.  And,  having  that  in  mind,  just  consider 
what  happens  to  a  city  like  Detroit  when  you 
hit  its  automobile  business,  or  to  Toledo,  when 
its  scale  and  other  types  of  business  upon  which 
it  depends  suffer  a  complete  collapse.  Do  you 
believe  that  the  financial  condition  of  the  city  is 
due  to  anything  the  Chief  Executive  has  done? 
Is  there  a  man  here  who  believes  that  we  have 
been  economizing,  who  can  point  to  one  thing 
that  has  been  done  to  keep  down  our  tremendous 
debt?  Our  police  force,  for  example,  is  the  most 
expensive  in  America.  We  have  more  stations 
per  mile  than  any  other.  It  costs  S150.000  per 
square  mile  to  police  the  City  of  Boston,  and  there 
is  only  one  other  city  in  the  country,  New  York, 
that  has  in  a  part  of  it  the  same  tremendous  con- 
centration of  police  agents  that  we  have  here. 
Detroit,  Cleveland,  Milwaukee,  San  Francisco, 
pay  nothing  like  what  we  pay.  We  have  more 
police  stations  in  our  48  square  mile  area  than  any 
like  city  in  the  world;  we  have  more  fire  stations 
in  that  area  than  will  be  found  in  any  comparable 
area.  Our  schools  here  are  costing  the  City  of 
Boston  more  than  the  schools  of  any  large  American 
city.  So  where  is  the  economy?  The  Mayor 
states  that  he  knew  in  1930  about  the  coming  of 
this  depression.  I  respectfully  submit  to  you 
that  until  yesterday,  when  it  came  up  and  hit  him 
in  the  face,  literally,  bands  have  been  playing 
outside  the  door  here,  "Happy  Days  are  Here 
Again,"  and  "Prosperity  is  around  the  corner." 
Mr.  President,  that  theory  is  put  forth  in  any  large 
American  city  in  these  days  simply  for  one  reason — ■ 
to  spend  millions  on  the  installment  plan.  What 
is  the  Mayor's  remedy?  To  spend  more  money. 
Where  is  the  money  coming  from?  Look  at  the 
vacancies  in  your  business  buildings.  There  is 
not  a  business  in  Boston  that  is  paying  today, 
except  those  dealing  with  public  necessities,  public 
utilities  like  gas,  electricity  and  telephones,  which 
are  public  monopolies,  and  they  are  not  making 
what  they  have  in  the  past.  There  is  not  a  busi- 
ness in  Boston,  with  the  exception  of  those  dealing 
with  public  necessities,  Mr.  President,  that  is 
paying  at  all, — and  yet  the  Mayor  says,  "Spend 
more  money."  Where  is  it  coming  from?  In 
1931  the  Legislature  gave  to  the  City  of  Boston 
the  right  to  spend  over  §30,000,000  on  public 
works.  Did  you  see  any  commensurate  work 
done  as  a  result?  There  was  money  spent  in  1931 
on  that  theory,  however,  the  most  fallacious 
theory  that  was  ever  invented.  How  was  that 
money  spent?  A  handful  of  foreigners  went  to 
work,  and  the  machines  went  to  work.  S100.000 
a  mile  was  spent  on  road  work,  under  the  cry  of 
putting  people  at  work,  and  only  a  few  foreigners 
did  that  work  for  a  short  time,  although  children 
unborn  will  be  paying  the  bills,  because  every- 
thing the  Mayor  spent  on  that  work  was  on  the 
installment  plan.  He  gets  the  money  and  some 
one  else  pays  for  it.  A  golf  course  was  built  in 
Hyde  Park — to  put  men  at  work!  Did  you  hear 
of  anybody  going  to  work  on  that  golf  course? 
Well,  over  half  a  million  was  spent  there,  but 
very  few  men  got  any  work,  although  we  have 
had  these  thousands  here  clamoring  to  get  work. 
The  machines  did  the  work,  and  Brother  Tomasello 
stuck  the  steam  shovel  in.  Putting  men  at  work! 
Mr.  President,  when  Senator  Peter  Norbeck  spoke 
about  Milwaukee  and  Boston,  I  don't  believe 
he  had  in  mind  the  situation  existing  throughout 
New  England  where,  because  of  diversity  of  in- 
dustry, we  have  been  commensurately  better  off 
than  American  cities  depending  on  certain  large 
industries  which  were  pretty  badly  hit.  Mr. 
President,  we  have  $126,000,000  net  debt,  and 
we  are  paying  this  year  nine  and  one  half  milling 
to  pay  off  interest  and  principal.  That  must  be 
paid.  Interest  payments  come  ahead  of  salaries, 
they  come  ahead  of  the  amount  of  money  that 
must  be  spent  for  welfare,  to  meet  the  needs  of 
hungry  people.  That  is  the  thing  that  comes 
first,  payment  on  our  indebtedness,  2  the  financial 


structure  of  our  city  is  to  be  maintained.  The 
Mayor  now  proposes  to  increase  our  debt.  Is 
there  anybody  within  sound  of  my  voice  who 
believes  it  will  help  the  City  of  Boston  this  year 
to  borrow  through  the  Legislature,  outside  of 
our  debt  limit,  §8,200,000,  which  will  have  to  be 
met  on  the  installment  plan,  to  build  another 
road  in  Hyde  Park,  another  road  in  another  sec- 
tion, to  do  something  in  Jamaica  Plain,  Dorchester, 
here  or  there,  simply  putting  a  few  men  at  work 
along  with  the  steam  shovels?  The  idea  that  that 
sort  of  thing  will  help  us  out  in  our  present  emer- 
gency has  been  exploded.  European  countries 
have  gone  into  it  in  the  past  and  have  given  it  up. 
The  editor  of  the  Post  on  Sunday  a  week  ago  came 
out  with  an  article  showing  how  fallacious  it  was 
to  borrow  millions  on  this  theory,  on  the  install- 
ment plan,  which  will  have  to  be  paid  for  for  many 
years  to  dome.  We  have  been  building  the  East 
Boston  Tunnel,  which  will  cost  S31,500,000,  and  it 
will  take  fifty  years  to  pay  for  it,  and  it  is  pro- 
posed to  be  met  by  25  and  50  cent  tolls.  Can  you 
imagine  anybody  coming  from  East  Boston  want- 
ing to  pay  that  amount  to  go  through  that  tunnel 
when  they  can  go  through  Chelsea?  And  we  all 
know  that  the  toll  will  be  done  away  with  eventu- 
ally, and  that  the  whole  obligation  to  pay  will 
come  back  on  the  City  of  Boston.  We  remember 
that  they  had  a  one-cent  toll  for  years  on  the 
East  Boston  Ferry,  but  the  people  of  East  Boston 
carried  on  a  long  fight  to  eliminate  it,  and  they 
eventually  did  And  so  it  will  be  in  the  case  of 
this  tunnel.  East  Boston  will  not  stand  for  this 
25  cent  or  more  toll  It  will  be  eliminated  and 
the  whcle  expense  will  be  carried  on  the  books 
against  the  citizens  of  Boston,  who  are  already 
the  highest  taxed  people  in  the  country.  And  the 
Mayor,  because  he  says  he  wants  to  put  people 
at  work,  favors  the  building  of  another  tunnel 
out  along  Huntington  avenue,  a  tunnel  that  is 
absolutely  unnecessary.  That  is  the  program, 
and  that  is  the  cry, — "Put  people  at  work!"  It  is 
a  fallacious  program  Mr.  President.  He  talks 
about  our  Hospital  Department  costing  us  in 
1916,  $788,000  and  in  1932,  last  year,  §3,670,000. 
Mr.  President,  the  City  Hospital  has  never  been 
properly  run.  The  reports  made  by  the  American 
Medical  Association  and  other  organizations 
cognizant  with  the  situation  make  clear  the  fact 
that  our  hospital  costs  wTill  always  be  exorbitant 
until  we  get  a  proper  organization  there.  There 
are  three  classes  of  patients  — first,  the  acute 
cases,  second  the  convalescent  cases,  and  third, 
the  chronic  cases.  All  that  the  Boston  City 
Hospital  should  be  used  for  is  acute  cases,  and 
until  we  eliminate  the  other  two,  as  far  as  the 
City  Hospital  is  concerned,  and  take  care  of  them 
in  some  other  way,  in  some  outlying  units,  the 
cost  to  the  City  of  Boston  will  be  tremendous. 
But  nothing  is  done.  We  have  100,000  men, 
women  and  children  in  Boston  asking  for  some- 
thing to  eat,  and  there  are  less  than  sixty-five 
investigators  in  our  city,  where  there  should  be 
500.  But  nothing  is  done.  Those  are  a  few  of 
the  things  that  must  be  taken  care  of.  The  City 
of  Boston,  like  every  city  and  town  in  the  com- 
munity, in  this  depression  is  bound  to  face  realities. 
We  have  to  face  them,  whether  we  want  to  or  not. 
Pay  cuts  are  coming;  they  must  come.  The 
fight  should  be  to  save  the  little  fellow  and  make 
the  man  getting  the  bigger  amount  of  pay  to  take 
a  larger  cut  than  the  little  fellow.  What  is  the 
matter  with  that  idea'  Let  the  man  getting 
§1,800  a  year  take  a  5  per  cent  cut;  let  the  man 
getting  83,500  a  year  take  a  15  or  20  per  cent  cut. 
And  relieve  the  laborer.  Isn't  that  fair?  The 
battle  is  coming  in  this  Council  to  put  that  into 
effect.  The  dole  in  England  has  been  criticized 
for  years.  We  are  told,  "We  don't  want  the  dole." 
But  we  have  had  it  here  for  ten  years.  We  have 
had  it  in  the  Welfare  Department,  and  nothing  has 
been  done  about  it.  Hundreds  of  families  are 
today  drawing  welfare  from  the  City  of  Boston 
who  cannot  speak  the  American  language  and 
there  is  no  investigator  who  can  speak  the  language 
of  those  families  or  who  has  ever  interrogated 
them.  For  two  years  on  the  floor  of  the  Council  I 
have  asked  that  the  Welfare  Department  be 
decentralized,  that  we  have  branches  in  East 
Boston,  Charlestown,  Hyde  Park,  and  so  on,  in 
every  community  Can  anyone  tell  me  why  a 
poor  devil  getting  only  a  few  dollars  a  week  from 
the  department  should  be  obliged  to  go  from 
Hyde  Park  to  Hawkins  street,  paying  the  necessary 
carfare,  several  times  weekly?  In  Hyde  Park, 
as  in  other  sections,  school  teachers,  firemen, 
everybody  in  the  employ  of  the  city,  should  be 
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expected  to  cooperate  whoro  there  iB  a  person  or  a 
family  in  need,  so  that  the  aid  would  be  given 
inside  of  ten  hours  at  least,  without  having  to  go 
to  Hawkins  street  before  anything  can  be  obtained. 
And  what  a  ridiculous  sight  it  is  to  see  a  man  out 
with  a  hoe  in  winter,  on  the  frozen  street,  just 
pushing  a  few  leaves  around,  when  perhaps  that 
man  may  be  a  machinist,  may  be  a  carpenter,  may 
be  a  plumber,  or  an  electrical  worker,  and  could 
do  something  useful  for  the  city  and  for  the  com- 
munity while  he  is  waiting  for  something  in  his 
particular  line  to  turn  up.  Just  think  of  them, 
Mr.  President,  fooling  around  as  they  do  on  our 
streets  with  a  hoe.  And  it  is  under  the  plea  that 
they  think  it  would  be  unfair  to  interfere  with 
private  initiative,  with  work  in  private  trades, 
and  yet  today  the  Mayor  comes  out  on  the  front 
page  and  tells  how  he  is  going  to  sift  out  engineers, 
plumbers  and  other  tradesmen,  to  see  if  they  can- 
not be  given  something  to  do  in  their  particular 
lines.  Mr.  President,  there  has  not  been  a  con- 
structive effort  to  cut  down  expenses  in  Boston. 
We  still  have  the  eighteenth  century  system. 
We  still  go  on  with  two  or  three  contractors,  who 
get  millions  of  the  people's  money  and  just  place 
a  few  men  at  work,  the  rest  of  the  work  being  done 
by  machines,  while  men,  women  and  children  in 
Boston  are  in  need  of  something  to  eat.  That 
condition  still  exists  here  in  Boston,  Mr.  President, 
and  it  is  not  being  remedied.  Then,  if  the  Mayor 
of  Boston  is  sincere,  he  will  wipe  out  that  iniqui- 
tous Purchasing  Department,  which  pays  more  for 
automobile  tires,  getting  them  in  large  quantity, 
than  you,  I  or  any  other  individual  in  this  room 
can  buy  them  for  singly.  Then,  what  can  we 
think  of  a  department  that  will  buy  the  ridiculous 
police  boat  that  has  been  purchased  for  this  city, 
paying  $200,000  for  it — a  boat  that  they  cannot 
run  that  is  unable  to  sail  across  the  harbor  with- 
out'sinking.  And  this  man  talks  about  rescuing 
the  starving  poor.  Nothing  is  said  about  what 
is  paid  to  the  Tomasellos  and  the  Singarellas; 
nothing  is  said  about  the  Mohawk  Packing  Com- 
pany, about  the  police  boat,  about  this  system  of 
waste  and  corruption  that  goes  on,  about  the 
$1  500,000  we  appropriated  for  streets  and  sewers 
two  weeks  ago.  Though  men,  women  and  children 
are  starving  in  Boston,  streets  and  sewers,  which 
can  well  be  postponed,  must  go  on.  Why?  Mr. 
President,  we  can  cut  down  these  expenses.  The 
rents  in  Boston  will  have  to  be  cut,  and  they  are 
going  to  be  cut.  The  deluge  is  here.  You  won't 
hear,  "Happy  Days  are  Here  Again"  any  more; 
you  won't  hear  "Prosperity  is  around  the  corner, 
you  won't  see  again  a  casket  being  borne  through 
the  streets  of  Boston  bearing  the  remains  of  Gen- 
eral Depression,  with  the  cry  that  "The  depression 
is  all  over."  No,  you  won't  see  any  more  of  that. 
The  bands  have  stopped  playing,  but  the  con- 
tractor must  be  kept  busily  at  work,  with  a  lot  of 
machinery  and  a  handful  of  men.  And  millions 
have  been  spent  in  that  way,  and  the  Mayor 
comes  here  today  and  recommends  the  spending 
of  more  millions  of  dollars  as  the  only  policy  that 
is  possible.  Just  think  of  it,  Mr.  President!  We 
built  a  post-office  building  here,  and  four  men  put 
in  all  the  lights  of  glass.  How  long  is  this  kidding 
of  the  people  going  to  continue?  The  newspapers 
of  Boston  today  carried  headlines  to  the  effect 
that  beer  was  going  to  put  thousands  of  men  at 
work  in  the  breweries.  Mr.  President,  the  beer 
business,  like  all  others,  has  been  highly  mechan- 
ized in  the  last  few  years.  The  talk  we  have  been 
hearing  is  all  nonsense.  In  six  months  from  now 
we  will  be  disrilusioned,  and  the  glowing  promises 
of  what  is  to  be  brought  about  by  the  manufacture 
of  beer  will  turn  sour.  You  have  barrooms  on 
every  street  in  France  and  England,  along  with 
utter  desolation.  No,  Mr.  President,  the  brewers 
cannot  satisfactorily  answer  the  frantic  plea  of 
the  people  for  employment.  They  will  employ 
in  Boston  and  in  other  parts  of  the  country  very 
few  people,  and  six  months  from  now  the  disil- 
lusion will  come.  Of  course,  people  have  the  right 
to  have  beer,  and  I  have  done  what  little  I  could 
in  my  own  humble  way  to  bring  it  in.  They 
should  have  it  if  they  want  it.  But  the  disil- 
lusion in  regard  to  the  employment  that  it  will 
furnish,  when  it  comes,  will  be  terrible.  The 
breweries — like  the  Standard  Oil,  like  the  chain 
stores,  like  the  Western  Union,  like  the  Telephone 
Company — are  entirely  mechanized,  and  they 
will  not  need  a  handful  of  men.  The  sooner  we 
face  the  fact  that  the  less  money  we  spend  as  a 
city  on  contractors  the  better  off  we  will  be,  the 
sooner  we  realize  the  foolishness  of  the  policy  the 
Mayor  has  pursued,  spending  millions  on  tunnels, 
playgrounds,    rock    gardens,    rose    gardens    and 


pleasure  roads,  the  sooner  we  come  to  a  realization 
that  our  first  duty  today  is  to  reduce  taxes  and  to 
reduce  rents,  the  better  it  will  be  for  everybody. 
The  most  popular  move  that  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
can  make  is  to  reduce  rents,  and  that  can  best  be 
brought  about  by  reducing  taxes  20  per  cent. 
And  that  can  only  be  brought  about,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, through  economies.  The  cooperative  banks, 
all  banks,  investors,  have  got  to  do  what  the 
President  asks  for,  reduce  their  interest  rates  and 
their  investment  rates.  They  have  to  take  social- 
ized losses.     (Applause  from  the  gallery.) 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


PRESCRIPTIONS  TO  RECIPIENTS  OF  AID. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  instruct  the  Board  of  Overseers  of  the 
Public  Welfare  in  all  future  cases  where  prescrip- 
tions for  medicine  are  to  be  given  to  recipients  of 
aid,  arrangements  are  to  be  made  with  Boston  City 
Hospital  to  furnish  same  and  not  through  private 
druggists. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN— Mr.  President,  it  does  not 
seem  that  in  times  like  these,  when  we  are  having 
difficulty  in  raising  the  necessary  amount  for  wel- 
fare, we  should  try  to  conserve  in  every  way  pos- 
sible in  that  department.  ^  We  heard  the  chairman 
of  the  Overseers  of  Public  Welfare  say  last  week 
that  about  .$200  a  month  was  spent  for  prescrip- 
tions. On  checking  up  we  find  that  about  $700 
was  spent  in  this  way  last  month.  It  does  seem 
that  where  these  recipients  of  aid  are  being  treated 
at  the  Boston  City  Hospital  they  could  receive 
their  prescriptions  and  have  them  filled  right  at  the 
hospital,  without  obliging  the  people  to  go  to 
outside  druggists  and  pay  the  cost  of  the  prescrip- 
tion. This  will  probably  mean  a  saving  of  approxi- 
mately $10,000  a  year,  at  the  rate  at  which  the 
prescription  department  is  now  increasing.  I  cer- 
tainly trust  that  the  order  will  pass. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  several  months 
ago  I  introduced  a  similar  order.  We  were  then 
advised  by  the  chairman  of  the  Overseers  that 
there  was  only  a  small  amount  of  money  involved. 
The  amount  of  money  involved,  of  course,  does  not 
make  any  difference,  although  it  appears,  as  the 
councilor  has  stated,  that  over  $700  was  spent  in 
this  way  last  month.  That  means  a  nice  little 
business,  in  so  far  as  druggists  and  prescriptions 
are  concerned.  But  the  thing  that  troubles  me 
the  most  is  the  fact  that  the  gentleman  who 
receives  the  $700  business  is  the  treasurer  of  the 
Board  of  Overseers,  Mr.  Willey.  I  say  it  is 
unfair,  also,  to  make  an  individual  living  in  Hyde 
Park,  Roxbury,  Dorchester  or  East  Boston,  desir- 
ing to  have  a  prescription  filled,  go  to  the  Willey 
store  way  over  in  South  Boston  to  have  it  done. 
I  say  that  any  man  serving  in  the  Welfare  Depart- 
ment should  be  entitled  to  his  own  share  of  that 
business,  and  nothing  more;  that  people  living  in 
Hyde  Park  should  have  a  right  to  go  to  a  Hyde 
Park  druggist,  and  the  same  with  people  living  in 
East  Boston,  Dorchester,  Roxbury,  and  other  sec- 
tions. I  say  it  is  about  time,  also,  that  the  chair- 
man of  the  Overseers,  when  he  appears  before  our 
Executive  Committee,  should  at  least  tell  us  the 
truth.  He  told  us  last  Monday  that  they  paid 
out  only  $200  a  month  for  prescriptions.  There  is 
a  great  deal  of  difference,  Mr.  President,  between 
$200  and  $700,  and  there  is  a  great  deal  of  differ- 
ence between  giving  it  to  the  man  who  is  treasurer 
of  the  Board  of  Overseers  and  distributing  the 
business  among  reputable  druggists  in  different 
sections  who  are  taxpayers  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CLAIMS. 

Coun.  RUBY,  for  the  Committee  on  Claims, 
submitted  report  on  petition  (referred  January  9, 
1933)  of  Alexander  McLaughlin  to  be  reimbursed 
for  execution  brought  against  him  on  account  of 
his  acts  as  an  operator  of  a  motor  vehicle  belonging 
to  the  Public  Works  Department,  Paving  Divi- 
sion, recommending  passage  of  the  accompanying 
order,  viz.: 

Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and 
eight  dollars  and  ninety  cents  ($208.90)  be  allowed 
and  paid  to  Alexander  McLaughlin  in  reimburse- 
ment for  execution  brought  against  him  on  account 
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of  his  acts  as  an  operator  of  a  motor  vehicle  be- 
longing to  the  Public  Works  Department,  Paving 
Division,  said  sum  to  be  charged  to  the  Reserve 
Fund.

Ordered,  That  the  Building  Commissioner  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  fur- 
nish the  City  Council  with  information  as  to  the 
delay  in  removing  old  buildings  to  make  way 
for  the  approach  to  the  East  Boston  vehicular  ' 
tunnel  (Boston  side),  how  many  have  been  re- 
moved to  date,  how  many  are  to  come  down,  and 
whether  all  contracts  for  demolition  of  said  build- 
ings have  been  let,  and  to  whom. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


PAVING  OF  MONUMENT  STREET. 
Coun.  GREEN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That    the    Commissioner    of    Public 
"Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  repave  Monument  street,  Ward  2,  with  smooth 
paving.

Whereas,  Hastily  considered  legislation  on  this 
subject  may  adversely  affect  the  repeal  of  the 
Eighteenth  Amendment  throughout  the  country; 
therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  favors 
no  change  in  the  former  system  of  dispensing 
beer ;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  dispensing  of  New  England 
products  be  made  mandatory;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  each  city  and  town  be  allowed 
to  make  its  own  rules  and  enforce  them  in  relation 
to  this  important  matter.

JOHN  H.   L.   NOYES   PLAYGROUND.

BONDS   OF   CONTRACTORS. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  all  contractors  doing  business 
with  the  City  of  Boston  place  their  bonds  with 
Massachusetts  corporations  instead  of  foreign 
corporations. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  during  the  last 
three  years  we  have  had  a  number  of  pet  eon- 
tractors  doing  work  for  the  City  of  Boston.  We 
have  had  each  one  of  the  pet  contractors,  when 
he  received  the  contract  from  the  Mayor's  office, 
told  that  the  next  step  for  him  to  make  was  over 
to  27  School  street,  which  happens  to  house  his 
notorious  bank-robbing  brother,  John  Curley, 
who  is  in  the  bond  business.  Bonds  must  be 
placed  with  the  companies  represented  by  the 
Mayor's  brother,  and  it  has  been  done  during  the 
course  of  three  years.  And  so  there  has  been 
going  on  this  legitimate  or  illegitimate  graft, 
whatever  it  may  be  termed,  in  connection  with 
bonding  contractors  in  various  insurance  con- 
cerns. I  was  amazed  and  "flabbergasted"  when 
I  studied  and  perused  the  records  to  see  that 
concerns  controlled  by  many  from  other  common- 
wealths and  even  from  Japan  were  getting  the 
business,  instead  of  Boston  and  Massachusetts 
concerns,  concerns  incorporated  in  this  state  and 
under  the  laws  of  the  state.  I  claim,  Mr.  President, 
that  Massachusetts  concerns  are  entitled  to  a 
little  protection.  They  think  enough  of  this 
state  to  incorporate  in  it,  and  surely  the  public 
officials  in  the  state  should  think  enough  of  their 
city  and  their  state  to  compel  that  business  to 
go  to  a  home  corporation.  We  all  hear  the  cry, 
"Buy  American!"  Let  us  now  patronize  American 
concerns,  incorporated  in  our  state.  Let  us 
at  least  see  that  the  tax  money,  paid  out  to  pet 
contractors,  when  it  comes  to  their  furnishing 
bonds,  is  at  least  distributed  to  reputable  Boston 
and  Massachusetts  concerns,  legally  incorporated 
under  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth.  Accord- 
ingly, I  move  that  this  order  be  passed  under 
suspension  of  the  rule. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


WARD  12  IMPROVEMENTS. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That    the    Commissioner    of    Public 
Works    be    requested,    through    his    Honor    the 
Mayor,  to  repave  with  smooth  paving  Hollander 
street.

OLD-TIME   SALOON. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  be  requested 
to  consider  the  advisability  of  .requesting  the 
Governor  and  his  so-called  "Liquor  Commission" 
to  see  to  it  that  the  old-time  saloon  is  never  again 
allowed  in  Boston. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  as  I  have 
commented  before,  it  is  a  serious  question  just 
what  we  can  do  and  what  our  powers  are,  aside 
from  acting  as  a  broadcasting  station,  after  we 
pass  the  budget.  Last  week  we  had  on  the  front 
page  of  the  Boston  Globe  an  article  speaking  of  the 
wonders  of  the  saloon,  saying  that  it  was  the 
hearthstone  of  American  homes.  We  have  now 
at  the  State  House  a  commission  and  legislative 
committees  working  upon  a  possible  plan  for 
bringing  back  beer.  I  am  anxious  to  see  what 
we  can  do  to  eliminate  certain  possible  evils  that 
may  result  from  beer  being  brought  back.  It  is 
a  question  that  is  agitating  many  parts  of  this 
country.  In  New  York  State,  under  Governor 
Lehman,  they  passed  the  "perpendicular  law," 
under  which  a  man  can  no  longer  stand  up  at  the 
bar  in  New  York.  The  Hon.  David  I.  Walsh, 
the  senior  Senator  from  Massachusetts,  has 
brought  out  the  fact,  time  and  time  again,  that 
prohibition  was  brought  upon  America  on  account 
of  the  saloon,  and  that  when  prohibition  was  done 
away  with  the  saloon  must  be  eliminated.  From 
an  East  Boston  senator  we  have  heard  about  the 
grandeur,  if  you  will,  of  the  old-time  saloon!  One 
would  think  that  it  was  one  of  the  finest  institu- 
tions the  world  ever  saw.  Well,  over  there  we 
had  Father  Fitton,  who  organized  an  athletic 
club  primarily  to  cope  with  the  saloons  in  East 
Boston  and  keep  the  boys  out  of  them.  I  think 
it  is  about  time  that  we  stopped  this  glorification 
of  the  most  iniquitous  institution  ever  known  in 
the  public  life  of  America,  and  that  we  do  what 
we  can  by  action  and  words  to  see  to  it  that  it  is 
eliminated  in  the  future. 

President  McGRATH— The  order  will  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules.

Ordered,  That  the  Finance  Commission  be,  and 
hereby  is,  requested  to  furnish  the  City  Council 
with  the  following  information: 

A  schedule  of  investments  purchased  by  Board 
of  Sinking  Funds  Commissioners  in  the  year 
1932,  specifying  for  each  purchase  (1)  date  of 
purchase,  (2)  person  or  firm  from  which  purchase 
was  made,  (3)  name  of  security  purchased,  ma- 
turity, interest  rate  and  par  value,  (4)  price  at 
which  purchase  was  made,  (5)  total  amount  paid. 


Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  three  weeks 
ago  I  asked  the  City  Treasurer  to  give  us  that 
data,  it  being  a  matter  of  interest  to  the  Council 
to  know  just  where  these  bonds  have  been  bought 
and  whom  they  were  bought  from.  That  infor- 
mation may  be  revealing.  As  yet  we  have  re- 
ceived no  answer.  I  understand  that  from  the 
books  down  in  the  treasurer's  office  it  is  possible 
for  a  clerk  in  half  an  hour  to  take  off  this  data, 
but  three  weeks  have  gone  by  and  no  answer  has 
been  received.  I  would  now  like  to  ask  that  the 
Finance  Commission  of  the  City  of  Boston  be 
requested  to  obtain  that  information  for  this 
body.

NAMING   OF  CIRCLE. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,   That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  consider 
the  advisability  of  naming  the  traffic  circle  at  the 
junction  of  Jamaica  way  and  Centre  streets,  after 
the  late  J.  Edward  Murray.

STUDY   OF  PAVING   DIVISION   WORK. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Finance  Commission  be,  and 
hereby  is,  requested  to  inform  the  City  Council 
as  to  whether  its  consulting  engineer  has  made  a 
study  of  the  work  of  the  Paving  Division  for  the 
year  1932  and  that  if  such  a  study  has  been  made 
a  copy  be  furnished  the  City  Council. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  think  it 
would  be  possible  and  might  be  advisable  to  get 
the  advice  of  an  expert  engineer  as  to  how  the 
money  of  the  City  of  Boston  has  been  wasted  on 
the  paving  industry.  I  understand  there  is  a 
report  over  there  that  may  be  very  interesting  to 
the  members  of  the  Council.  You  have  heard 
today  about  the  great  efforts  that  have  been  made 
to  save  the  taxpayers'  money. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


INCREASE  OF  WOOD    PULP  RATE. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  consider 
the  advisability  of  requesting  the  Corporation 
Counsel  to  immediately  file  a  protest  with  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission  against  the 
action  of  the  New  England  Freight  Association 
in  voting  to  increase  the  railroad  rate  on  "Import" 
and  "Intercoastal"  wood  pulp,  2  cents  per  100 
pounds,  which  will  allow  Portland,  Maine,  and 
Baltimore,  Maryland,  to  enjoy  a  rate  two  cents 
lower  than  Boston.

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  consider 
the  advisability  of  requesting  the  Police  Commis- 
sioner to  consider  the  matter  of  calling  a  conference 
to  discuss  the  methods  of  handling  the  youth 
problem  in  Boston  during  the  present  depression. 

In  connection  with  the  above  Coun.  NORTON 
submitted  the  following  and  by  unanimous  consent 
was  allowed  to  have  same  incorporated  in  the 
records: 

December  20,  1932. 
Police  Commissioner  Eugene  Hultman, 
Boston,  Mass. 

Dear  Commissioner, — A  short  time  ago  a 
number  of  boys,  members  of  an  athletic  association 
of  Hyde  Park,  were  arrested  for  gambling  in  their 
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clubroom.  The  boys,  mostly  unemployed,  were 
playing  "penny  ante."  Not  over  S2  was  found  on 
the  entire  group.  The  door  on  the  street  level 
was  open  when  the  police  entered,  made  the 
arrests,  and  called  the  patrol  wagon.  I  have  no 
complaint  whatever  to  make  against  the  police, 
because  they  merely  did  what  they  considered  to 
be  their  duty. 

The  boys  who  were  arrested  were  of  good 
character.  All  of  them  were  born  and  raised  in 
the  district,  and  few,  if  any,  had  ever  been  in  any 
trouble  before.  Some  of  them  told  me  that  they 
had  been  preparing  for  months  to  take  civil  service 
examinations,  and  that  a  police  record  against 
them  would  bar  them  possibly. 

This  incident  brought  to  mind  an  unusual 
condition  that  exists  not  only  in  our  district,  but 
in  all  cities  of  the  country  as  a  result  of  the 
economic  depression.  Hundreds  of  boys  become 
discouraged  at  going  to  Boston  every  day  and 
applying  at  employment  agencies  for  work,  so 
they  remain  at  home.  Never  have  we  had  such 
high-grade  youths  unable  to  obtain  employment. 
In  many  cases,  around  the  house,  the  mother 
finds  fault,  insinuating  that  the  boy  should  be 
out  looking  for  work,  and,  at  night,  the  father 
comes  home  and  often  he  joins  in  nagging  the  boy. 
To  escape  all  this,  the  youngster  takes  to  the 
street  corner  where  he  meets  his  friends. 

When  the  boys  stand  on  a  street  corner,  a 
policeman  may  come  along  or  a  police  car  drive 
up,  and  the  group  is  ordered  to  "move  on!  " 

The  police  are  active  because  perhaps  a  merchant 
has  complained  of  an  idle  crowd  standing  near  his 
business;  or  perhaps  a  woman  has  complained  of 
some  "wise-crack"  that  was  made  as  she  passed 
the  group.  Ninety-nine  out  of  every  one  hundred 
boys  in  the  group  are  good  lads,  but  the  one 
exception  makes  all  suffer  alike.  It  is  hard  for 
the  police  to  tell  just  who  is  who,  so  all  are  told 
to  "move  on!  " 

To  try  to  give  certain  boys  a  place  in  which  to 
meet  for  a  few  hours  at  night  was  one  of  the 
reasons  for  the  establishing  of  quarters  by  the 
athletic  association  referred  to,  but  with  none  too 
good  results. 

Our  district  has  been  severely  affected  by  the 
depression.  All  our  factories  are  shut  down  or  on 
part  time.  Skeleton  forces  of  men  are  employed 
only  a  day  or  two  a  week.  The  boys  at  home, 
being  unable  to  find  work,  naturally  get  discour- 
aged, and  some  of  them  leave,  after  months  and 
months  of  loafing,  for  parts  unknown.  More  than 
one  hundred  boys  have  left  our  district  in  the  past 
year  in  order  to  make  one  less  mouth  to  feed  at 
home,  or  to  try  and  find  a  job  "somewhere." 
Imagine  the  worry  and  suffering  that  this  brings 
to  mothers  and  fathers  who  have  toiled  and 
struggled  for  years  to  raise  a  family  decently  and 
then  see  the  boy  leave  home  under  these  circum- 
stances. 

Apparently  the  problem  is  nation-wide.  Grace 
Abbott,  chief  of  the  Children's  Bureau  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  Labor,  writing  in 
the  August,  1932,  issue  of  "The  Ladies'  Home 
Journal,"  states:  "Unless  there  is  some  con- 
structive planning,  thousands  of  young  people  who 
graduated  into  unemployment  .  .^  .  will  seek 
escape  from  intolerable  home  conditions." 

In  the  same  publication,  Mr.  E.  D.  Rockwell  of 
the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad  is  quoted  as  saying, 
"That  he  has  observed  more  than  ten  thousand 
freight- train  riders  passing  his  post  in  a  month," 
and  he  estimates  that  75  per  cent  of  them  are 
minors.  The  same  issue  quotes  Dr.  W.  A.  Mc- 
Millem  of  the  University  of  Chicago,  who  is 
cooperating  with  the  Children's  Bureau  in  the 
study  of  why  children  are  taking  to  the  "road,"  as 
stating  that  "The  large  number  of  American  youth 
now  on  the  'road'  can  be  compared  only  to  the 
roving  bands  of  Russian  children  that  have  been 
such  a  problem  in  that  country." 

Officials  calculate  that  there  are  over  two  hundred 
thousands  of  American  youth  wandering  along  the 
highways  today. 

Most  of  these  boys  are  not  of  the  old-time  pro- 
fessional loafer  and  itinerant  class.  After  a 
recent  study,  perhaps  the  most  exhaustive  of  its 
kind  yet  made,  Alida  G.  Bowler  of  the  United 
States  Children's  Bureau  states  that  "They  are 
amazingly  good  boys."  Father  Coughlin  and 
Kev.  Jones  I.  Corrigan,  Professor  of  Sociology  at 
Boston  College,  have  also  commented  on  the 
seriousness  of  this  problem. 

The  chief  of  the  Children's  Bureau  states  that 
constructive  planning  is  necessary  or  thousands 
more  of  our  youth  will  seek  escape  from  intolerable 


home  conditions.  I  believe  the  police  may  be  of 
assistance  in  this  planning.  Perhaps  they  can 
suggest  areas  in  which  youth  can  assemble  during 
certain  hours,  and  make  other  suggestions. 

With  this  thought  in  mind,  Mr.  Commissioner, 
might  I  respectfully  suggest  that  you  consider  the 
advisability  of  having  a  study  made  of  this  youth 
problem. 

I  feel  sure  that  public-spirited  citizens,  such  as 
Rev.  George  O'Conor  of  Dedham,  Mass.,  for- 
merly head  of  the  Catholic  Charitable  Bureau  in 
Boston,  and  now  serving  the  American  Legion 
nationally  as  a  specialist  on  certain  problems  of 
youngsters,  Dr.  William  Healy  of  the  Judge  Baker 
Foundation,  Boston,  an  outstanding  expert  on 
certain  phases  of  the  problems  of  youth,  called 
in  by  Attorney  Clarence  Darrow  in  a  world- 
famous  case  and  presented  to  the  Court  as  perhaps 
knowing  as  much  about  certain  of  the  problems 
of  youth  as  any  other  living  man,  would  be  willing 
to  assist. 

No  city  of  America  has  such  a  wealth  of  expert 
knowledge  on  this  youth  problem  as  has  Boston. 
At  the  Deer  Island  Prison  is  Master  George  F.  A. 
Mulcahy,  the  most  successful  master  from  the 
standpoint  of  understanding  the  youthful  prisoner 
and  all-round  executiveship  that  we  have  had  for 
many  a  day.  Where  for  years  there  was  chaos 
and  confusion,  he  has  brought  order  and  dis- 
cipline tempered  with  humanity. 

A  few  miles  from  Boston,  at  Norfolk,  is  the  new 
State  Prison,  with  less  bars  and  cells  than  any 
prison  in  America  if  not  the  world.  I  understand 
that  not  one  revolver  is  kept  inside  the  prison 
walls  by  officers.  Col.  Howard  Gill,  in  charge  of 
this  prison,  handles  prisoners,  especially  the 
younger  ones,  without  a  surplusage  of  dangling 
handcuffs,  massive  locks,  cannon  revolvers,  pro- 
hibitive bars  and  gloomy  cells,  and,  as  a  result, 
sends  the  boys  back  to  society  better  citizens. 
Here  in  Boston  is  Prof.  Sheldon  Glueck  of  Harvard, 
who,  with  his  wife,  collaborated  in  presenting  to 
the  science  of  penology  an  epochal  work  in  the 
study  of  contemporary  reformatory  methods. 
After  an  exhaustive  survey  the  Gluecks  ascer- 
tained that  80  per  cent  of  the  prisoners  released 
from  the  Massachusetts  Concord  Reformatory 
over  a  certain  period  were  not  reformed,  but  years 
later  were  still  carrying  on  their  criminal  activities. 
These  experts  have  studied  youth,  and  perhaps 
some  of  them,  in  some  way,  can  be  of  assistance 
in  the  handling  of  this  problem.  I  am  sure  if  you 
request  their  assistance,  any  or  all  will  be  glad  to 
cooperate  with  you. 

Over  forty-two  thousand  arrests  are  made  in 
Boston  yearly  and  many  of  these  are  mere  youths. 
Perhaps  a  policy  could  be  worked  out  that  would 
save  some  of  these  boys  from  a  public  record. 

It  is  because  I  desire  every  youth  in  my  district 
to  respect  the  police  officer  and  a  continuance  of 
the  cooperative  feeling  that  now  exists,  that  I 
venture  to  suggest  to  you  that  perhaps  this  con- 
ference might  arrive  at  a  formula  that  would 
allow  a  more  lenient  and  scientific  policy  to  be 
pursued  and  one  that  would  redound  to  the  mutual 
benefit  of  the  police,  the  youth  and  the  citizens 
of  our  city.  The  problem  is  nation-wide.  Mere 
discussion  of  it  here  in  Boston  may  tend  to  bring 
a  temporizing  effect.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  RULES. 

Coun.  LYNCH,  for  the  Committee  on  Rules, 
submitted  the  following: 

The  Committee  on  Rules,  to  whom  was  referred 
March  13,  1933,  the  order  to  authorize  the  special 
committee  on  hospitals  to  investigate  the  Long 
Island  Hospital,  having  considered  the  subject, 
respectfully  report  that  the  order  ought  not  to 
pass. 

The  committee  makes  this  recommendation  for 
reasons  which  they  feel  are  based  on  common 
sense  and  a  full  appreciation  of  the  limitations 
imposed  on  the  Council  by  the  City  Charter. 

The  City  Charter  of  1909  provided  a  body,  the 
Finance  Commission,  which  has  the  duty  and  the 
power  to  investigate  the  city  departments  or  the 
acts  of  any  of  its  officers.  It  has  been  uniformly 
ruled  by  each  Corporation  Counsel  since  the  adop- 
tion of  that  charter  that  the  City  Council  was 
thereby  excluded  from  making  formal  investiga- 
tion of  departments  and  expressly  prohibited  from 
investigations  by  the  sections  forbidding  inter- 
ference with  the  executive  or  administrative  work 
of  the  city. 

Whether  or  not  the  individual  members  of  the 
Council  agree  with  this  ruling  is  beside  the  point. 
The  fact  remains  that  the  departments  and  the 
Council  are  bound  by  it.  The  result  of  these 
provisions  of  the  City  Charter  and  the  commonly 
accepted  interpretation  of  them  is  that  the  respon- 
sibility of  the  Council  ends  with  the  appropriations 
of  money  for  city  departments  and  city  purposes. 
The  responsibility  for  the  proper  expenditure  of 
these  appropriations  rests  upon  the  Mayor  and 
his  department  heads. 

For  a  committee  of  the  Council  to  attempt  to 
investigate  the  Institutions  Department  without 
the  power  to  require  the  attendance  of  department 
heads  and  employees  or  other  witnesses  appears 
to  the  committee  to  be  futile  and  inadvisable, 
especially  as  an  investigation  has  already  been 
made  by  the  Finance  Commission,  and  a  report 
submitted  to  the  Mayor  on  February  17,  1933, 
and  to  the  Council  on  March  13,  1933. 

A  much  more  serious  consideration,  however,  is 
involved  in  this  matter  than  the  adoption  or  defeat 
of  the  order. 

As  the  situation  now  stands  the  Council  is 
entirely  relieved,  both  legally  and  in  the  minds  of 
the  public,  from  responsibility  for  the  proper  or 
improper  conduct  of  the  city  departments.  An 
investigation  or  series  of  investigations,  even 
though  handicapped  by  lack  of  authority  to 
summons  witnesses,  gives  the  general  impression 
that  the  Council  not  only  should  not  have  allowed 
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such  faults  as  might  be  discovered,  but  also  had 
the  power  to  correct  them,  which  is  indisputably 
not  a  fact. 

The  committee  therefore  are  opposed  to  assum- 
ing responsibility  without  power,  and  believes  that 
the  Council  and  its  committees  should  confine 
themselves  to  inquiries  of  and  conferences  with  the 
various  departments  on  matters  that  may  require 
correction,  and  should  engage  in  no  formal  investi- 
gations. 

The  committee  accordingly  recommend  that  the 
order  be  rejected.

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  have  listened 
with  interest  to  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Rules,  stating  that  an  order  introduced  by  Coun- 
cilor Fish  about  two  weeks  ago  asking  that  the 
duly  appointed  Hospital  Committee  of  this 
Council  look  into  the  serious  charges  that  have 
been  made  against  the  conduct  and  treatment  of 
the  inmates  of  the  hospital,  charges  made  by  a 
gentleman  of  high  repute  who  has  been  connected 
with  the  establishment  for  a  number  of  years, 
should  not  be  passed.  It  is  all  very  well  and  good, 
Mr.  President,  for  any  member  of  the  Council  to 
rise  and  say  that  hospitals  or  Long  Island  insti- 
tutions are  not  our  business.  But  when  the  people 
elect  us  as  City  Councilors  they  do  so  feeling 
that  we  ought  to  know  the  conditions  in  such 
institutions,  and  that  it  is  ■prima  facie  our  business 
to  have  that  knowledge.  We  have  in  this  city, 
Mr.  President,  the  unique  situation  of  a  Mayor 
appointing  every  department  head  without  con- 
firmation of  any  kind  from  this  honorable  body. 
As  a  result,  we  have  seen  him  appoint  a  Corpora- 
tion Counsel  in  1930  and  give  to  him  an  increase 
from  S9.000  to  510,000  per  annum,  and  in  return 
for  that  Sammie  Silverman,  the  Corporation 
Counsel  of  Boston,  has  to  render  and  submit  to 
the  Mayor  reports  that  the  Mayor  wants  him  to 
submit.  That  is,  in  return  for  his  appointment  by 
the  Mayor  and  the  salary  of  810,000  which  is 
given  him,  he  gives  his  ten  cents'  worth  of  legal 
knowledge  to  the  Mayor.  The  320,000  official 
who  presides  over  us  as  Mayor  appoints  this 
810,000  salaried  Corporation  Counsel,  and  the 
$10,000  Corporation  Counsel  says  what  the  Mayor 
wants  him  to  say. .  We  have  the  Committee  on 
Rules,  naturally  friendly  to  the  Mayor,  who 
wouldn't  want  anything  done  in  connection  with 
Long  Island  which  would  reflect  on  the  adminis- 
tration or  on  the  Commissioner.  And,  of  course, 
we  can't  expect  to  have  anything  done  by  the 
Finance  Commission  across  the  street,  a  useless 
body  that  steals  850,000  a  year  for  supposedly 
protecting  the  taxpayers  of  Boston;  a  body  with 
a  worthless  chairman,  a  personal  friend  of  the 
Mayor  of  Boston,  Frank  A.  Goodwin,  who  re- 
ceives 85,000  a  year,  and  who  has  been,  I  can  say 
publicly  without  contradiction,  for  the  last  three 
years  the  partner  in  crime  of  the  Mayor  of  Boston. 
I  suppose  in  this  matter  the  Finance  Commission 
will  protect  the  Mayor.  But  I  say  conditions  at 
the  Long  Island  Hospital  affect  people  in  my 
district,  that  conditions  affecting  the  old  men  and 
women  at  Long  Island  are  my  business,  and  I 
don't  care  who  disagrees  with  me.  I  say  it  is  my 
business  to  look  out  for  these  elderly  persons  in 
the  sundown  of  life,  to  see  that  they  are  not  abused 
in  this  hospital  that  the  taxpayers  of  Boston  are 
maintaining  and  caring  for;  and  I  care  not  what 
a  half-witted  attorney  at  11  Beacon  street,  named 
Silverman,  receiving  810,000  a  year  of  the  tax- 
payers' money,  may  say.  I  care  not  for  the  opinion 
of  a  half-wit  like  Silverman  on  any  matter.  I 
consider  matters  affecting  the  people  who  sent  me 
to  this  honorable  body_  and  the  conclusions  that 
our  own  intelligence  brings  us  to  far  above  any- 
thing that  Silverman  may  offer.  I  say,  Mr. 
President,  that  there  has  been  a  committee  on 
hospitals  established  in  this  Council,  and  that  I 
had  absolutely  nothing  to  do  with  the  establish- 
ment of  that  committee.  The  committee  was 
established  long  before  I  became  a  member  of  this 
honorable  body.  The  Committee  on  Hospitals, 
when  certain  grave  charges  were  made  some  years 
ago  against  certain  officials  of  the  Boston  City 
Hospital,  saw  fit  to  investigate  and  trace  down 
those  charges  to  the  very  bottom,  and  certain  very 
important  conclusions  were  arrived  at  at  that  time; 


Certainly  the  public  of  Boston  want  to  have  an 
investigation  of  any  grave  charges  of  abuse  or 
mismanagement  made  against  any  high  officials 
in  the  public  life  of  our  city,  matters  dealing 
particularly  with  the  poor  and  unfortunate  of 
Boston,  and  they  want  such  matters  to  be  brought 
out  into  the  open.  They  feel  positive  that  when 
they  recommend  certain  changes  and  certain  things 
to  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  with  the  aid  of  the  Boston 
papers,  any  evils  existing  in  institutions,  so  re- 
ported upon,  will  be  corrected.  Of  course,  unless 
the  Committee  on  Hospitals  is  allowed  to  perform 
its  proper  functions  it  should  be  abolished.  No 
loan  order  dealing  with  hospital  construction  has 
been  referred  to  that  committee,  and  its  only 
apparent  function  as  a  hospital  committee  at  the 
present  time  is  to  look  into  just  such  matters  as 
we  are  now  referring  to.  That  appears  to  be  about 
the  only  function  of  the  committee,  and  if  there 
was  not  something  wrong  down  at  Deer  Island, 
there  would  not  be  an  attempt  on  the  part  of  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  and  his  subordinates  to  hush  the 
affair  up.  I  understand — regardless  of  what 
the  little  law  student  up  the  street  says — that  the 
chairman  of  the  Hospital  Committee  can  at  any 
time  call  a  meeting  of  that  committee  and  ask 
anybody  who  has  complaints  to  offer  to  come 
before  the  committee.  Accordingly,  regardless 
of  how  this  Committee  on  Rules  reports,  regard- 
less of  whether  it  is  accepted  or  rejected, — although 
I  hope  the  report  is  rejected, — regardless  of  how  it 
comes  out,  the  chairman  of  the  Hospital  Com- 
mittee intends  to  call  a  public  meeting  some  day 
this  week  and  let  anybody  who  has  any  complaint 
against  Long  Island  affairs  come  before  that 
committee,  regardless  of  how  the  matter  may 
come  out.  So  I  sincerely  hope,  Mr.  President  and 
members  of  the  Council,  that  this  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Rules,  which  makes  the  Hospital 
Committee  appear  farcical,  like  a  nonexisting 
group  of  men, — although  presumed  to  be  appointed 
by  you,  sir,  as  a  serious  committee  of  this  body, — 
will  be  rejected. 

Coun.  ROBERTS — Mr.  President,  as  a  member 
of  the  committee  who  signed  the  report  with 
reservations  on  the  question  of  the  authority  of 
the  City  Council  to  investigate  these  matters  I 
wish  to  say  that  I  am  firmly  convinced  that  the 
City  Council  has  authority  to  investigate  any 
matters  that  concern  the  appropriations  made  by 
this  body.  The  real  practical  situation,  of  course, 
is  first,  that  the  City  Council  is  provided  with  no 
funds  to  carry  on  such  investigations,  and,  second, 
there  is  also  a  serious  question  whether  we  have 
power  to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses  at 
such  a  hearing.  My  reason  for  signing  the  report 
is  that  on  February  17  of  this  year  the  Finance 
Commission  made  a  report  to  the  Mayor,  a 
detailed  report,  in  regard  to  the  Long  Island 
Hospital,  a  copy  of  which  was  sent  to  the  Council 
on  March  13.  It  covers  quite  a  few  pages  and 
many  recommendations  which  the  Finance  Com- 
mission make  as  a  result  of  the  investigation. 
There  are  four  recommendations  at  the  end  of  the 
report,  as  follows: 

"  1.  That  your  Honor  consider  the  advisability 
of  reorganizing  the  Institutions  Department  and 
the  Penal  Institutions  Department  so  as  to  enable 
the  city  to  eliminate  unnecessary  executive 
positions. 

"2.  That  your  Honor  reduce  the  number 
employed  in  connection  with  the  Long  Island 
Hospital. 

"3.  That  your  Honor  establish  an  orderly 
administration  of  the  Long  Island  Hospital. 

"4.  That  your  Honor  reduce  the  expensive 
maintenance  of  the  Training  School  for  Nurses  at 
Long  Island." 

There  are  four  specific,  concrete  recommenda- 
tions, and  to  back  up  those  recommendations  are 
detailed  reports  of  abuses  by  the  authorities  in 
charge  of  Long  Island  and  as  to  the  excessive 
amount  of  help  at  the  island.  If  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  is  serious  in  regard  to  economy,  there  are 
no  less  than  twenty  specific  cases  pointed  out  in 
this  report  where  he  can  reduce  expense.  There- 
fore, I  am  willing  to  stand  on  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion's report. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  being  the  sponsor 
of  the  order  to  investigate  Long  Island,  I  wish  to 
say  that  I  did  so  because  I  felt  that  there  was 
something  radically  wrong  in  the  administration 
of  the  island.  I,  for  one,  am  not  willing  to  abide 
by  Mr.  Silverman's  decision,  and  I  don't  see  why 
we  should.  We  have  a  hospital  committee. 
What  is  it  for  if  not  to  investigate  anything  that 
goes  wrong  in  our  hospital  institutions?     There  is 
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something  wrong  down  there  and  something 
should  be  done  about  it.  I  sincerely  hope  the 
chairman  of  the  Hospital  Committee  will  call  a 
meeting  for  investigation,  regardless  of  Sam 
.Silverman. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  I  am  just  in 
receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  city  of  Pittsburgh,  a 
city  three  or  four  times  the  area  of  Boston,  and 
with  practically  about  the  same  population. 
Boston  has  about  twenty  thousand  employees; 
Pittsburgh  is  run  with  less  than  ten  thousand 
employees. 

President  McGRATH — The  question  is  on 
accepting  the  report  of  the  committee.  The 
order  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules  and 
that  committee  has  voted  to  reject  the  order. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  somebody 
has  asked  how  the  statement  I  made  was  germane 
to  the  matter  under  discussion.  The  able  councilor 
has  called  attention  to  the  fact  that,  according  to 
the  report  that  has  been  made,  there  is  a  superfluity 
of  employees  at  Long  Island.  It  now  appears 
that  in  one  of  the  other  major  cities  of  America 
of  a  size  comparable  to  that  of  Boston,  they  have 
but  half  the  employees  that  we  have  here. 


Coun.  POWER— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  the  councilor  a  question.  Would  you 
recommend  cutting  the  number  of  city  employees 
of  Boston  from  20,000  to  10,000? 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,,  that  is  a 
very  fair  question,  and  I  do  not  duck  questions. 

1  do  not  recommend  firing  one  city  employee. 
My  answer  is  that  employees  can  be  placed  on  a 
five  or  a  four  day  week.  I  am  interested  in  firing 
nobody,  but,  conversely,  I  am  interested  in  hiring 
nobody. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  rejected. 

Coun.  KELLY  doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for 
the  yeas  and  nays. 

President  McGRATH — The  question  is  on  the 
rejection  of  the  order.  Those  in  favor  of  rejec- 
tion of  the  order  will  sa'y  "yes,"  those  opposed 
"no,"  and  the  clerk  will  call  the  roll.

MANAGER'S    SALARY,    GEORGE    ROBERT 
WHITE  FUND. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested, as  chairman  of  the  Trustees  of  the  George 
Robert  White  Fund,  to  confer  with  the  other 
trustees  relative  to  a  cut  in  the  salary  of  twenty 
thousand  dollars  per  year  paid  the  manager  of 
this  fund,  Gen.  Edward  L.  Logan. 

Coun.  KELLY— Mr.  President,  in  1922  a 
certain  philanthropist  in  Boston,  by  the  name  of 
George  Robert  White,  died,  and  left  the  City  of 
Boston  an  amount  close  to  §5,000,000,  invested 
in  the  business  section  of  Boston.  In  the  will  he 
left,  which  is  a  very  simple  will,  he  said: 

"The  control  and  management  of  said  fund  and 
the  disbursement  of  the  income  shall  be  in  the 
hands  of  a  board  of  five  trustees  to  consist  of  the 
Mayor,  who  shall  be  its  chairman,  the  president 
of  the  City  Council,  the  city  auditor,  the  president 
of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  the  president 
of  the  Bar  Association  of  the  City  of  Boston." 

On  the  next  page  he  makes  this  provision: 

"The  business  of  the  fund  shall  be  transacted 
through  the  regular  departments  of  the  city,  viz., 
the  treasurer,  auditor,  corporation  counsel,  etc., 
and  a  suitable  office  or  offices  for  the  use  of  the 
trustees  shall  be  provided  for  them  by  the  city  in 
the  City  Hall  or  elsewhere." 

There  is  absolutely  no  provision,  Mr.  President 
and  members  of  the  Council,  for  the  establishment 
of  a  paid  manager  at  a  rate  of  $20,000  a  year.  In 
1922,  the  now  Mayor  saw  fit  to  create  a  job,  which 
I  feel  is  a  graft  job,  and  to  pay  to  the  particular 
individual  holding  it  $20,000  a  year,  twice  as  much 
as  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  receives. 
The  Mayor  is  now  talking  economy,  and  still 
his  personal  friend,  Gen.  Edward  L.  Logan,  receives 
$20,000  per  year  for,  as  I  understand  it,  making 
one  visit  per  month  to  City  Hall.  Why,  I  claim 
that  if  this  great  philanthropist,  George  Robert 
White,  ever  knew  that  $20,000  a  year  was  being 
taken  from  this  fund  to  make  payments  on  this 
graft  job,  he  would  turn  over  in  his  grave  and 
revoke  the  conditions  of  the  will,  which  left  the 
income  of  $5,000,000  to  be  spent  for  the  better- 
ment of  the  health  of  the  children  and  women  of 
Boston,  through  the  establishment  of  White  health 
units.     Mr.  President,  an  expenditure  of  this  kind 


is   outrageous.     Perhaps   less   objection   might   be 
made  if  the  gentleman  who  is  appointed  to  this 
place — without  wishing  to  go  into  personalities — 
was  not  also  receiving,  as  I  understand,  S4.500  a 
year  salary  from  the  City  of  Boston  as  judge  of 
the  South  Boston  court,  and  if  he  were  not  also 
a    practicing    lawyer    with    considerable    income, 
being   also    connected    with    certain    financial    in- 
terests in  the  city  and  state.     To  pay  out  $20,000 
a  year,  under  the  circumstances,  for  a  job  like  this, 
when  steps  are  being  taken  to  reduce  the  salaries 
of  the  city  employees,  and  when  many  of  those 
employees  are  already  being  greatly  underpaid — 
the  poor  washerwomen  in  the  City  Hospital,  for 
example,    receiving    but    $10.60    a    week — is    an 
outrageous   thing.     I   say   that  the  first  step   the 
Mayor  should  take,  the  first  thing  the  president 
of  the  Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce  should  do, 
is   to   try   to   stop   just   this   sort   of   thing.     Mr. 
Snyder,  the  president  of  the  Chamber,  is  one  of 
the  trustees  of  this  fund  under  the  will,  one  of  the 
five,  and  he  is  the  gentleman  who  is  advocating 
that  the  wages  paid  to  these  poor  washerwomen 
and  others  be  cut.     He  is  one  of  the  trustees  who 
have    selected    this    manager,    at    the    enormous 
salary  of  $20,000  a  year,  and  should  be  one  of  the 
first   to   say   that   General   Logan   should   not   so 
take  $20,000  a  year  from  this  fund.     I  say  it  is 
next  to  criminal  to  allow  that  $20,000  a  year  to 
go  to  an  individual  who  does  absolutely  no  work 
that  entitles  him  to  receive  it.     The  only  work  in 
that   office   is   done   by   a    paid    servant,    George 
Driscoll,    I    understand.     I    have    gone    into    the 
office  fifty  times  and  have  never  once  seen  there 
this  $20,000   patriot  in   attendance.     I   say   it   is 
not  right.     I  say,  further,  that,  as  a  result  of  this 
$20,000  being  allowed,  Mr.  White's  sister  refused 
to  give  any  more  to  the  fund  from  her  millions. 
She  knew  that  the  work  was  being  done  by  the 
secretary  and  she  objected,  and  the  city  therefore 
got  nothing  from  her  when  she  died  awhile  ago. 
I  think  one  of  the  first  things  that  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  and  Mr.  Snyder  should  do  is  to  cut  out 
this  $20,000  a  year  job  and  apply  the  money  to 
relief  of  the  sick  of  Boston,  and  God  knows  they 
need  it.     I  sincerely  trust  that  the  amount  paid 
for  this  job  will  at  least  be  very  much  cut  in  the 
near  future  by  these  gentlemen  who  are  talking 
about   pay   cuts   for   the   ordinary   everyday   city 
employee. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Rules. 

Later  in  the  session,  Coun.  NORTON  said: 
Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to  say  just  a  word 
with  regard  to  statements  that  have  been  made 
regarding  the  George  Robert  White  Fund. 

President  McGRATH — Is  there  any  objection? 
Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  the  order  has 
been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules.  I 
don't  like  to  object  and  have  not  objected  to 
statements  being  made  upon  matters  coming 
before  this  body  by  other  members,  and  I  will 
not  object  at  this  time  if,  after  the  councilor  gets 
through  with  his  remarks,  I  am  given  unanimous 
consent  to  make  a  statement. 
No  objection  was  expressed. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  as  I  under- 
stand the  status  of  the  George  Robert  White 
Fund,  this  money  does  not  come  out  of  the  City 
of  Boston  but  out  of  the  estate,  being  something 
over  which  we  have  no  jurisdiction.  I  understand 
that  $5,000,000  was  set  aside  by  this  man,  who 
made  most  of  his  money  on  Sanford's  Jamaica 
Ginger  and  Cuticura  soap.  After  a  lifetime  in 
Boston  he  left  the  money  to  the  poor  people  of 
Boston,  and  it  has  since  been  used  for  the  George 
Robert  White  Health  Units  for  the  benefit  of  the 
poor  of  Boston.  It  is  a  well-known  fact,  of  course, 
that  when  $5,000,000  is  left  as  a  fund  in  this  way, 
a  certain  percentage  of  it  goes  to  the  manager  of 
the  fund.  I  believe  any  banker  in  Boston,  in  the 
Old  Colony  Trust  or  any  other  such  institution, 
will  bear  me  out  when  I  say  that  the  amount  paid 
for  management  of  such  a  fund  depends  on  the 
size  of  the  fund.  The  colleague  also  says  that  in 
this  particular  instance  the  present  manager  of 
the  George  Robert  White  Fund  was  objected  to  by 
Mrs.  Bradbury,  the  sister  of  the  late  George  Robert 
White,  and  that  because  of  that  objection  she 
herself  did  not  leave  anything  for  this  work  in  her 
will.  I  do  not  believe  that  statement  is  exactly 
correct.  I  interviewed  the  person  who  was  closest 
to  the  late  Mrs.  Bradbury  in  regard  to  this  fund, 
on  several  occasions.  I  was  interested  in  it. 
Mrs.  Bradbury  had  as  her  manager  the  late 
William  Hamilton  of  Maiden,  whose  son  runs  the 
Potter  Drug  Company  in  Maiden.     As  I  under- 
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stand  it,  there  is  a  very  interesting  reason  why- 
Mrs.  Bradbury  did  not  leave  $5,000,000  more  to 
pay  for  the  doctors,  nurses  and  upkeep  of  the 
White  Units.^  Her  brother  left  $5,000,000  to 
build  those  units,  but  it  cost  the  city  millions  more 
to  keep  them  up,  in  connection  with  doctors, 
nurses,  supplies,  and  so  on.  The  City  of  Boston 
was  extraordinarily  anxious  to  have  the  sister  also 
leave  $5,000,000  or  a  large  amount  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  White  Units  so  philanthropically 
given  to  the  city.  I  was  greatly  interested  in  the 
story  that  the  late  Mr.  Hamilton  told  me  showing 
why  that  was  not  consummated.  It  seems  that 
Mrs.  Bradbury  was  driven  down  town  one  day 
and  examined  the  statue  of  her  brother,  George 
Robert  White.  She  noticed  that  a  few  newspapers 
had  caught  fire  at  the  side  of  the  monument,  and 
that  the  smoke  had  tarnished  the  marble.  So  she 
had  the  driver  turn  the  automobile  up  Beacon 
street  to  the  office  of  the  Park  Commissioners,  at 
No.  33,  and  asked  to  see  the  commissioner.  It 
seems  that  the  commissioner  was  out  on  this  day, 
so  she  failed  in  her  errand.  But  she  finally  wrote 
a  letter  to  see  if  the  statue  erected  to  her  brother 
could  not  be  cleaned  up.  It  seems  that,  under  the 
law,  the  city  had  no  money  for  such  an  expenditure, 
or  so  the  sister  was  advised.  Apparently  no 
money  was  available  for  such  a  purpose  under  the 
ordinances.  And  so  the  sister  of  George  Robert 
White  changed  her  will,  as  a  result  of  this  little 
newspaper  fire  down  at  the  corner  of  Beacon  and 
Arlington  streets,  which  tarnished  one  of  the 
marble  slabs  on  her  brother's  monument.  I  do 
not  understand  at  all  that  the  City  of  Boston  lost 
that  money  on  account  of  a  manager  being  ap- 
pointed for  that  fund.  But  in  any  event,  this  is 
nothing  that  is  paid  by  the  City  of  Boston,  and  it 
is  a  matter  that  should  be  left  to  the  directorship 
of  that  fund.  I  am  as  much  as  anybody  in  favor 
of  cutting  down  tremendous  salaries,  and  I  have 
been  one  of  the  most  urgent  in  that  respect,  at  a 
time  when  to  do  so  was  looked  upon  as  branding 
one  with  ignominy  and  shame.  But  talking  about 
salary  cuts  now  is  about  the  same  as  talking  about 
beer.  I  believe  this  matter  should  be  referred  to 
the  Executive  Committee.  I  don't  like  to  see 
any  of  our  public  citizens  held  up  to  undeserved 
scorn. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  shall  be  very 
brief.  I  wish  merely  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
Council  to  the  fact  that  a  certain  other  philan- 
thropic gentleman,  named  Parkman,  left  a  fund  of 
about  the  same  amount,  and  that  the  Parkman 
Fund  is  conducted  free  of  charge  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council.  I  would  also  remind  the 
councilor  that  anything  that  concerns  the  welfare 
of  the  children  and  the  sickly  people  of  Boston  is 
the  Council's  business.  It  certainly  is  our  busi- 
ness, Mr.  President.  If  not,  a  great  many  of  the 
orders  continually  introduced  here  would  be  ruled 
out  of  order.  There  is  not  a  member  of  the  body 
who  has  not  introduced  orders  asking  that  one  of 
the  George  Robert  White  units  be  established  in 
his  section  of  the  city.  I  believe  it  is  certainly  our 
business  to  look  out  for  money  left  by  such  philan- 
thropic gentlemen  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of 
our  city.  Judging  his  intent  by  his  will — as  all 
wills  must  be  construed,  Mr.  President — he  wanted 
the  fund  administered  by  the  five  men  referred  to 
in  the  will,  free  of  charge.  Therefore,  I  say  that 
it  is  our  business,  regardless  of  what  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  said  yesterday,  regardless  of  what  anybody 
may  say,  George  R.  White  would  certainly  want 
the  members  of  this  Council  to  know  what  was 
going  on  in  connection  with  his  fund,  and  he  would 
certainly  not  favor  $20,000  a  year  being  taken 
from  that  fund  and  spent  in  any  such  way  as  is  done 
in  this  case. 

The  order  stood  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Rules. 


PAINTING    OF   ELEVATED    POSTS. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  be  requested,  through  his  Honor 
the  Mayor,  to  have  all  posts  supporting  the  over- 
head rapid  transit  structure  painted  white,  in 
order  to  avoid  accidents  at  night. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  it  is  a  very 
peculiar  thing  that  these  posts  should  not  be 
painted  in  a  way  that  would  attract  the  attention 
of  drivers  in  the  City  of  Boston,  particularly  when 
we  consider  that  Boston  pays  66  per  cent  of  the 
deficit  of  the  Elevated.  In  spite  of  that  fact, 
under    the    overhead    structures    on    Washington 


street  and  Atlantic  avenue,  absolutely  no  attention 
is  paid  to  this  important  matter.  I  know  of  many 
accidents  that  have  occurred  to  drivers  gcing 
along  n  the  night  time  because  of  these  posts 
not  being  daubed  over  with  white  paint,  and  I 
hope  the  Mayor  will  see  fit  to  ask  the  trustees, 
and,  if  necessary,  compel  them,  to  paint  the  posts 
white  in  order  to  avoid  such  accidents  as  have 
taken  place  in  the  last  few  years. 

The  order  was  passed  under  the  suspension  of 
rule. 


SINGING  TEACHER  AT  HOUSE  OF 
CORRECTION. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Penal  Insti- 
tutions be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  immediately  dispense  with  the  services  of  the 
professional  singing  teacher  who  has  been  engaged 
to  teach  the  inmates  at  the  Suffolk  County  House 
of  Correction  how  to  sing. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  in  these  days 
of  economy,  when  only  last  week,  with  a  stroke  of 
the  pen,  150  men  were  discharged,  and  when  it  is 
now  proposed  to  cut  5  per  cent  from  the  wages  of 
persons  getting  under  $1,000  a  year,  it  is  really 
amusing,  laughable,  to  find  out  what  our  adminis- 
tration is  doing.  Only  last  Monday  this  gentle- 
man— I  don't  care  to  mention  his  name,  but  it 
can  be  very  easily  learned — was  hired  by  the 
Penal  Institutions  Department,  I  assume,  with  the 
consent  of  the  Mayor,  to  go  down  to  Deer  Island 
and  teach  the  inmates  there  for  three  hours  a 
day,  three  days  of  the  week,  for  which  he  receives 
$9  a  day  or  $27  a  week.  I  suppose  they  are  going 
to  learn  to  sing  "Happy  Days  are  Here  Again" 
when  31.000  men  and  women,  with  their  families, 
are  on  the  Public  Welfare.  I  say  that  the  Mayor 
of  Boston  and  the  Penal  Institutions  Commis- 
sioner should  cut  out  their  kidding.  I  wonder 
who  in  the  City  of  Boston  they  think  they  are 
kidding?  Twenty-seven  dollars  a  week  for  three 
days,  Mr.  President.  That  would  keep  eight 
individuals  at  the  present  ratio  of  payment  from 
the  Public  Welfare  fund,  and  it  comes  at  a  time 
when  they  are  discharging  laborers  and  reducing 
wages  of  women  getting  $500  or  $600  a  year. 
But  in  the  same  breath  they  employ  a  man  to  go 
to  Deer  Island  to  teach  the  inmates  to  sing!  Did 
you  ever  hear  anything  so  ridiculous?  I  am 
calling  on  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  cut  out  his 
kidding  and  to  dispense  immediately  with  the 
services  of  this  professional  singer.  You  won't 
find  him  on  the  pay  roll.  If  you  go  to  the  depart- 
ment, they  will  throw  up  their  hands,  don't  know 
anything  about  it.  But  he  is  a  professional  man 
and  he  will  send  his  bill  in  for  professional  service. 
Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  I  understand  that 
the  singing  instructor  was  sent  down  there  to  teach 
the  officers'  children  to  sing,  that  they  have  a 
school  there  on  the  island  for  the  officers'  children. 
Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  may  add  for 
the  information  of  the  councilor  from  Dorchester 
that  my  information  has  come  directly  from  the 
Master  of  the  island,  and  I  assume  that  he  knows 
what  he  is  talking  about,  when  he  so  informs  me. 
It  is  this  man's  duty  to  teach  the  inmates  to  sing 
"Happy  Days  are  Here  Again." 

Coun.  RUBY— Mr.  President,  I  don't  think  this 
should  be  treated  as  a  joking  matter.  Let  us  first 
learn  something  about  this  situation  before  we 
take  action.  I  think  it  should  be  referred  to  the. 
Executive  Committee  and  that  the  head  of  the 
Penal  Institutions  Department  should  be  sent  for, 
to  be  asked  to  appear  before  us  in  executive  session 
this  afternoon.  I  would  make  that  motion. 
_  Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  in  that  connec- 
tion I  might  say  that  I  understand  that  the  head 
of  the  department  is  off  on  a  two  weeks'  vacation. 
Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  still  say  that 
there  must  be  somebody  there  who  understands 
about  the  matter,  on  the  eighth  floor  of  City  Hall 
Annex.  I  ask,  therefore,  that  this  be  referred  to 
Executive,  and  that  some  one  in  authority  in  that 
department  be  asked  to  give  us  the  desired  informa- 
tion today. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee.

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Commissioner

make  back  payments  of  amounts  deducted  from 
veterans'  aid  during  the  bank  holidays,  and  to 
immediately  proceed  to  give  them  the  full  amount 
of  budget  in  force  before  said  bank  holidays. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  know  that  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  has  stated  to  the  Overseers  and 
directors  of  the  Public  Welfare  Department  that 
they  should  proceed  immediately  to  pay  to  the 
recipients  of  aid  the  money  of  which  they  were 
deprived  during  the  bank  holiday.  If  that  is 
true  in  so  far  as  the  Overseers  of  Public  Welfare 
are  concerned,  a  department  taking  care  of  at 
least  55  per  cent  aliens  in  the  City  of  Boston,  then 
I  say  that  the  veterans  are  certainly  entitled 
to  as  much  consideration  as  is  being  shown  by  the 
Overseers  of  Public  Welfare  to  those  whom  they 
are  aiding. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


NAMING  OF  SQUARE  AT  ANDERSON  AND 
CAMBRIDGE  STREETS. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  open  space  at  the  junction  of 
Anderson  and  Cambridge  streets  be  named,  and 
hereafter  known,  as  Sergeant  Anthony  Catalini 
square,  in  honor  of  Anthony  Catalini,  who  died 
in  the  service  of  his  country  during  the  World 
War.

REMOVAL    OF    ELEVATED     STRUCTURE, 
CHARLESTOWN.       ■ 

Coun.  GREEN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  confer  with  his  Excellency,  Governor  Joseph  B. 
Ely,  as  to  the  advisability  and  feasibility  of  re- 
moving the  Elevated  structure  from  the  North 
Station  to  Sullivan  square  and  in  place  of  said 
structure  use  the  system  as  outlined  in  the  plan 
of  Representative  William  P.  Prendergast  of 
Charlestown  or  any  other  plan  that  the  Metropoli- 
tan Transit  Commission  deems  practical  and 
advisable.

These  men 
have  given  a  lifetime  service  to  the  people  of 
Boston  at  a  great  financial  sacrifice  and  to  retain 
their  professional  standing  should  retain  their 
present  rate  of  salary. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


COMMITTEE      ON      CONSTABLES. 

President  McGRATH  announced  the  following 
Committee  on  Constables:  Coun.  Hein,  Ruby  and 
M  urray. 


ADVISABILITY  OF   INSURING   CITY 
AUTOMOBILES. 

Coun.  RUBY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
investigate  the  advisability  of  insuring  all  auto- 
mobiles and  trucks  owned  by  the  city,  and  report 
to  the  City  Council. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  as  chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Claims,  I  have  been  astonished 
to  find  that  for  the  first  two  months  of  this  year 
we  have  been  called  upon  to  pay  in  the  vicinity 
of  $3,000  on  claims  arising  out  of  injury  caused 
by    city   employees   to    automobiles   or   property 


of  others.  I  understand  the  method  that  has 
been  used  in  recent  years,  as  a  result  of  legislative 
enactment,  is  that  if  a  city  employee  is  sued  and 
judgment  is  recovered  the  defendant  in  the 
original  suit  asks  that  the  City  of  Boston  reimburse 
him  for  the  amount  of  the  judgment.  The  Cor- 
poration Counsel's  office  has  then  in  every  case, 
if  I  am  correctly  informed,  asked  the  City  Council 
to  pass  an  order  reimbursing  the  particular  city 
employee.  If  that  method  is  going  to  become 
general  and  is  to  continue,  it  is  barely  possible 
that  the  City  of  Boston  will  be  compelled  to  spend 
hundreds  of  thousands  a  year  arising  out  of  such 
suits  against  employees  because  of  negligence 
in  the  performance  of  their  duties.  I  believe, 
with  the  prospect  that  we  are  to  be  confronted 
with  that  situation,  we  should  take  steps  to  prevent 
an  unlimited  amount  of  the  city's  money  being 
so  spent,  and  that  the  Council  ought  to  find  out 
what  it  would  cost  to  insure  against  this  sort 
of  thing.  We  may  in  that  way  compel  an  em- 
ployee to  be  more  careful  in  the  performance  of 
his  duties.  But  if  we  are  to  continue  in  the  way 
that  we  are  evidently  going,  it  will  mean  a  serious 
burden  on  the  city.  These  matters  that  have 
come  before  us  for  the  first  two  months  of  this 
year  indicate  a  growing  expense  from  this  source, 
and  one  that  should  be,  if  possible,  remedied.  I 
trust,  therefore,  that  the  Corporation  Counsel 
will  make  a  study  of  the  situation,  having  in  mind 
possibly  the  passage  of  an  order  or  ordinance 
suitable  to  the  case.  I  ask  for  a  suspension  of 
the  rule. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  see  myself 
in  a  funny  position  today.  I  think  if  the  proper 
man  were  asked  for  an  expert  opinion,  it  would 
be  a  wonderful  order;  but  I  cannot  see  my  way 
clear  to  voting  to  ask  a  man  who,  they  say,  is 
an  attorney,  Corporation  Counsel  Silverman, 
for  an  opinion  in  a  matter  of  this  kind — the  opinion 
of  a  man  who  is  known  around  the  city  as  a  five 
and  ten  cent  attorney.  Certainly,  I  would  not 
expect  an  opinion  that  I  would  wish  to  be  guided 
by  from  such  a  man.  If  I  am  to  be  guided  by 
an  opinion,  I  would  wish  to  have  it  given  by  some- 
body who  knows  more  than  the  present  $10,000 
patriot,  Samuel  Silverman. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  have  sat 
here  week  after  week  and  have  listened  to  this 
sort  of  harangue  and  character  assassination  of 
our  Corporation  Counsel.  I  hold  no  brief  for 
the  present  Corporation  Counsel  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  but  as  a  public  official  I  am  bound  to 
take  cognizance  of  a  man's  official  position  and 
standing  in  this  community.  And  so  I  desire 
to  make  this  statement,  without  fear  of  con- 
tradiction from  the  learned  councilor  from  Ward 
15  (Coun.  Kelly),  who  not  only  knows  all  there 
is  to  know  about  law,  but  who  knows  everything 
else  there  is  to  know  with  reference  to  the  con- 
duct of  the  city,  and  who  now  stands  up  and 
says  that  he  will  not  vote  for  an  order,  although 
it  is  a  good  order,  because  the  originator  of  the 
order  chooses  the  proper  city  official  to  make 
the  proposed  investigation.  I  repeat  that  I 
hold  no  brief  for  the  Corporation  Counsel.  I 
differ  with  him  on  many  occasions.  But,  so 
far  as  his  ability  is  concerned,  I  bow  to  the  better 
judgment  of  those  who  are  superior  to  me  in 
knowledge,  even  though  they  may  be  less  superior 
to  the  councilor  from  Ward  15:  Nevertheless, 
the  present  Corporation  Counsel  was  appointed 
to  the  Law  Department  by  a  former  Mayor  of 
Boston,  Andrew  J.  Peters,  and  he  has  been  in 
that  office  for  fourteen  years.  He  has  passed  the 
bar,  and  since  that  time  has  devoted  himself 
ably  and  conscientiously  to  his  duties  in  that 
office,  at  II  Beacon  street.  Simply  because  I 
may  have  a  grievance  against  the  Chief  Executive 
of  this  city  is  no  reason  why  I  should  take  it  out 
on  members  of  his  official  family.  I  have  the 
highest  regard  for  the  ability  of  the  Corporation 
Counsel  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  I  believe  that 
same  feeling  will  be  voiced  by  the  majority  of  the 
members  of  this  body.  We  may  not  agree  with 
him  at  all  times  personally.  We  may  think  that 
some  of  his  judgments  are  not  judgments  with 
which  we  might  agree,  because  we  are  on  the 
other  side  of  the  fence.  Nevertheless,  he  is  the 
Corporation  Counsel  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and 
whenever  he  ■  has  come  before  our  Executive 
Committee  he  has  been  able  to  give  snap  judg- 
ments on  interpretations  of  law,  right  on  the 
spur  of  the  moment,  which  is  more  than  has 
been  done  by  a  good  many  lawyers  who  have  held 
this  office  or  who  have  held  inferior  offices  at 
11  Beacon  street.     It  is  not  fair  for  us  to  be  sitting 
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here  week  after  week  and  listening  to  these  ha- 
rangues on  the  Chief  Executive  of  the  city  and 
his  heads  of  departments.  Simply  because  a 
member  does  not  like  the  Mayor,  he  not  only 
attacks  the  Mayor  but  others  connected  with  the 
administration.  General  Logan,  for  example, 
who  has  been  criticized  because  he  receives  $20,000 
a  year  as  manager  of  the  George  Robert  White 
Fund,  is  filling  a  position  that  was  established 
before  the  present  Mayor  became  Mayor  of 
Boston.  Still  he  is  blamed  here,  simply  because 
he  is  considered  a  member  of  the  Mayor's  official 
family.  It  is  time  that  we  got  down  to  business, 
Mr.  President,  and,  forgetting  animosities,  try 
to  do  something  of  value  for  the  taxpayers  of 
Boston,  as  men  who  are  interested  in  the  poor, 
unfortunate  people  of  Boston,  and  who  want  to 
have  something  done  so  that  the  unemployed  in 
our  districts  can  get  aid  and  work,  if  possible. 
Let  the  gentlemen  help  in  saving  money  which 
can  be  used  to  relieve  unemployment,  which  can 
be  used  to  help  out  in  public  welfare,  and  dis- 
regard his  personal  animus  and  feeling.  Let 
him  consider  orders  introduced  here  upon  their 
merits  or  demerits,  not  continually  indulging  in 
these  harangues  to  which  we  are  continually 
compelled  to  listen,  because  he  does  not  like 
little  Sam  Silverman,  our  Corporation  Counsel, — 
who  has  forgotten,  Mr.  President,  in  my  opinion, 
more  than  the  councilor  from  Ward  15  will  ever 
know. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  of  course  the 
councilor  who  has  just  spoken,  from  the  neighbor- 
ing ward,  has  not  been  following  the  taxpayers' 
fight  which  has  been  conducted  for  the  past  two  or 
three  years,  something  which  I  have  followed  very 
closely  from  start  to  finish;  and  during  that  fight 
I  have  been  able  to  observe  the  gentleman  who  has 
been  given  the  title  of  Corporation  Counsel  in  order 
to  supply  him  with  a  little  dignity.  That  title  was 
given  to  him  by  the  Mayor  of  Boston  in  1930,  when 
he  was  appointed  to  this  office  and  given  $1,000 
raise.  This  is  the  gentleman,  this  Corporation 
Counsel,  who  goes  up  to  the  State  House  at  a  public 
hearing  attended  by  the  honest  and  respectable 
people  of  Boston,  who  pay  him  his  salary,  and  when 
they  rise  in  protest  against  graft  and  corruption  are 
termed  by  him  guttersnipes,  products  of  the 
gutter, — this  $10,000  patriot.  He  showed  his 
ignorance  when  he  termed  his  benefactors  gutter- 
snipes, and  I  think  I  am  treating  him  very  fairly, 
more  fairly  than  he  should  be  treated,  when  I 
term  him  here  Slippery  Sam,  the  sparrow  thief 
and  sewer  serpent. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  it  may  seem 
all  right  to  some  members  to  call  names  here,  but  I 
know  of  nothing  that  will  do  more  to  finally 
abolish  this  body  through  legislative  action  than 
the  maligning  of  individuals  in  this  city,  whether 
we  agree  or  disagree  with  them. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


REDUCTION  OF  INTEREST  ON  MORTGAGE 

LOANS. 

Coun.  FISH  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  file  a  bill  in  the  Massachusetts  Legisla- 
ture reducing  the  interest  rate  on  mortgage  loans 
to  four  per  cent. 

Coun.  FISH' — Mr.  President,  last  week  I 
noticed  an  editorial  in  one  of  the  Boston  papers 
recommending  that  the  bankers  reduce  the  rate  of 
interest  on  mortgage  loans  to  4  per  cent.  I  thought 
that  was  a  very  good  idea.  Accordingly,  I  am 
calling  upon  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  file  a  bill  in 
the  Legislature  to  reduce  the  interest  on  mortgage 
loans  to  4  per  cent. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Rules. 


STUDY  OF  PURCHASE  OF  FIRE 
APPARATUS. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  be,  and  hereby  is, 
requested  to  inform  the  City  Council  as  to  whether 
the  committee  appointed  by  him  to  study  the 
present  practices  of  purchasing  fire  apparatus  has 
made  its  report  and  that  if  such  report  is  made  it  be 
transmitted  to  the  City  Council. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


ADVICE     FROM     TECHNOLOGY     IN     RE 
STEAMER  "STEPHEN  J.  O'MEARA." 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  consider 
the  advisability  of  requesting  the  advice  of  the 
Marine  Division  of  the  Massachusetts  Institute 
of  Technology  before  spending  any  money  on  the 
steamer  "Stephen  J.  O'Meara." 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  understand 
that  specifications  have  been  drawn  up  and  that 
bids  have  been  asked  for  in  connection  with  fixing 
up  the  institutions  boat,  "Stephen  O'Meara." 
I  believe  the  "Stephen  O'Meara"  to  be  a  total 
loss  and  that  any  additional  money  spent  on  her 
at  this  time  will  simply  prove  a  further  loss.  We 
have  spent  $200,000  on  a  white  elephant,  which 
is  unable  to  run,  at  a  time  when  the  city  needs 
money  to  feed  the  poor.  To  spend  more  money 
on  the  "Stephen  O'Meara"  would  be  a  crime, 
Mr.  President.  I  believe  if  the  opinion  of  the 
Marine  Division  of  the  Massachusetts  Institute 
is  asked  for  in  this  matter,  that  opinion  will  bear 
out  the  statement  I  have  made. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


INFORMATION   FROM   CITY   TREASURER 
AS  TO   INVESTMENTS. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Treasurer  Edmund  L. 
Dolan  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  furnish  the  City  Council  with  the  following 
information: 

A  schedule  of  investments  purchased  by  the 
City  Treasurer  in  the  year  1932,  specifying  for 
each  purchase  (1)  date  of  purchase,  (2)  person  or 
firm  from  which  purchase  was  made,  (3)  name 
of  security  purchased,  maturity,  interest  rate  and 
par  value,  (4)  price  at  which  purchase  was  made, 
(5)  total  amount  paid. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


SYSTEM    OF   PAY    CUTS. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  be  requested 
to  consider  the  advisability  if  he  is  to  put  into 
effect  a  system  of  pay  cuts,  of  adopting  a  system 
by  which  a  city  official  receiving  say  $5,000  a 
year  will  receive  a  cut  of  five  times  that  given 
the  man  receiving  $1,000  a  year,  with  a  view  to 
giving  the  lower  paid  help  a  smaller  pay  cut  pro- 
portionately. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  do  not 
think  it  is  fair  to  ask  a  man  receiving,  say,  but 
$20  a  week,  to  take  the  same  proportionate  cut  as  a 
man  receiving,  say,  $200  a  week,  and  that  is  the 
present  proposed  plan,  as  I  understand  it.  I 
believe  if  the  higher  salaried  man  is  required  to  take 
a  larger  commensurate  cut,  we  will  then  be  able 
to  take  a  smaller  proportionate  pay  cut  from  the 
lower  salaried  employees.  I  am  not,  however, 
one  of  those  who  believe  we  can  sidestep  this 
question,  that  we  can  go  on  living  in  a  fool's  para- 
dise. It  is,  however,  important  for  us  to  protect 
the  lower  paid  employees.  Having  that  in  view 
I  have  several  times  introduced  a  proposed  schedule 
which  would  protect  the  smaller  paid  employees. 
We  have  6,380  employees  getting  between  $2,000 
and  $2,500;  1,592  getting  between  $2,500  and 
$3,000;  1,278  getting  from  $3,000  to  $4,500;  90 
getting  from  $4,500  to  $5,000;  and  124  receiving 
$5,000  and  up.  I  believe,  Mr.  President,  that  there 
should  be  a  pro-rated  cut  so  that  the  man  getting 
$4,500  a  year  will  be  cut  five  times  the  pro- 
portionate amount  of  the  man  receiving  but  $000  a 
year.  If  the  lower  paid  employee  is  being  cut  5 
per  cent,  for  example,  the  higher  should  be  cut  25 
per  cent.  In  that  way,  you  will  find  it  possible  to 
ease  up  a  little  on  the  smaller  paid  employee.  That 
is  the  New  York  plan  in  salary  cuts.  They  have  a 
very  elaborate  scale  there  prepared  on  that  basis, 
but  carefully  planned,  however,  so  as  to  work  out 
equitably.  For  example,  there  would  be  a  max- 
imum 20  per  cent  cut  on  men  getting  up  to  $4,800 
or  $5,000  and  over  $5,000  a  25  per  cent  cut,  but  the 
whole  tiling  so  arranged  as  to  work  out  equitably  in 
the  different  brackets.  We  spend  between 
$37,000,000  and  $38,000,000  a  year  in  Boston  on 
salaries.  We  have  been  given  to  understand  that 
under  the  cuts  the  Mayor  suggests,  $5,000,000  a 
year  will  be  eliminated  from  the  Boston  pay  roll. 
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I  am  given  to  understand,  however,  that  the 
amount  will  be  less  than  $3,000,000,  three  months 
of  the  year  having  already  gone  by.  So  under  the 
proposed  plan  the  taxpayers  are  not  going  to  be 
relieved  this  year  to  the  extent  of  $5,000,000. 
If.  however,  this  whole  thing  is  worked  out  on  a 
progressive  basis,  the  higher  paid  employees — for 
example,  those  receiving  $5,000  a  year — being 
subjected  to  a  proportional  cut  five  times  as  great 
as  those  receiving  $1,000  a  year — it  will  be  possible 
to  eventually  lighten  the  load  of  the  smaller  paid 
employees. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 


OPPOSITION    TO     PROPOSED     SCHEDULE 
OF  PAY   CUTS. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,     That   the   Boston    City   Council   go 
on   record   against   the   proposed   schedule   of   re- 
ductions in  pay  of  city  and  county  employees  as 
announced  by  the  Mayor  of  Boston. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  while  personally 
I  have  been  against  the  cutting  of  the  salaries  or 
wages  of  employees  receiving  a  small  amount,  as 
the  matter  has  been  taken  out  of  the  hands  of  the 
Boston  City  Council  we  have  no  authority  and 
nothing  to  say.  I  believe  personally  that  the 
schedule  announced  by  the  Mayor  is  absolutely 
unfair,  unjust  and  discriminatory  against  the 
average  employee  of  the  City  of  Boston.  The 
State  of  Massachusetts  has  taken  action  making  a 
cut  of  10  per  cent  in  the  salaries  of  all  employees 
receiving  up  to  $5,200  and  of  15  per  cent  for  those 
receiving  over  $5,200.  We  have  in  Boston  1,704 
employees  working  for  $1,000  a  year  or  less.  The 
Mayor  proposes  to  cut  them  5  per  cent.  We 
should  not  cut  those  employees  unless  necessary, 
because  of  the  fact  that  even  taking  those  figures 
only  $53,000  will  be  saved,  and  I  say  that  it  is 
certainly  unfair  to  cut  men  or  women  receiving  but 
$500  or  $600  a  year.  The  Mayor  says,  further, 
that  those  receiving  from  $1,000  to  $1,600  a  year 
shall  be  cut  10  per  cent.  Well,  I  disagree  with  him 
in  that,  unless  he  is  compelled  to  do  it  because  of 
the  banking  situation  in  Boston.  Then  he  says 
that  all  those  receiving  over  $1,600  and  up  to 
$2,100  a  year  shall  be  cut  15  per  cent.  I  say  that 
is  absolutely  unfair  and  unjust.  Why  should  a 
man  receiving,  say  $1,700  or  $1,800,  be  cut  15  per 
cent,  where  the  man  receiving  $10,000  is  only  cut 
15  per  cent?  Of  those  receiving  $1,600  to  $2,100, 
there  are  6,617;  of  those  receiving  $2,100  to  $3,000 
there  are  4,271.  I  say  to  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
that  I  believe  there  could  be  an  equitable  schedule 
of  5  per  cent  cut  for  those  below  $1,000,  and  of  10 
per  cent  from  $1,000  to  $3,000.  That  would 
include  firemen  and  policemen,  whom  the  Mayor 
now  proposes  to  cut,  in  the  main,  15  per  cent. 
Then,  when  you  come  to  men  getting  $3,000  to 
$5,000,  there  are  now  1,382.  Then  we  come  to  the 
men  getting  $5,000  and  over,  who  number  154. 
Those  154  are  now  receiving  $1,041,922.46.  I  want 
you  also  to  bear  this  in  mind,  that  of  the  154  re- 
ceiving $5,000  and  over,  it  is  safe  to  assume  that 
75  per  cent  are  political  appointments,  without  any 
regard  for  civil  service,  and  it  is  safe  to  assume 
that  50  per  cent  of  the  heads  of  the  Boston  depart- 
ments today  know  nothing  about  their  particular 
departments  when  they  first  enter.  Although  they 
get  from  $5,000  to  $10,000  a  year,  it  is  safe  to  say 
that  50  per  cent  of  the  department  heads  in  City 
Hall,  also,  through  other  connections  are  making 
in  other  ways  perhaps  as  much  as  their  salaries. 
It  is  safe  to  say,  also,  that  some  of  our  department 
heads  have  their  own  relatives  connected  with 
their  departments,  and  I  think  I  am  conservative 
in  saying  that  50  per  cent  of  them  also  have  con- 
nections, through  people  with  whom  they  do 
business,  enabling  them  to  make  good  amounts  in 
addition  to  the  $5,000,  $6,000,  $7,000,  $8,000, 
$9,000,  $10,000  a  year  that  they  receive  from  the 
city.  But  the  Mayor  simply  says,  "Cut  them  15 
per  cent."  Well,  15  per  cent  of  $1,041,922.46 
would  be  $156,208.30.  I  say,  cut  them  25  per 
cent,  which  will  make  $260,480.  And  what  about 
the  men  receiving  $4,000  to  $5,000?  The  Mayor 
says,  "Cut  them  15  per  cent,"  which  would  mean 
$755,111.37.  I  say,  cut  them  20  per  cent,  which 
would  mean  $1,006,670.  Those  figures  would 
represent  a  total  of  savings  of  $356,000.  I  want 
to  protect  the  men  in  the  city  departments  getting 
between  $1,600  a  year  and  $3,000  a  year,  and  we 
have  10,900  of  such  employees.  I  say  that  no 
man  getting  under  $3,000  a  year  should  be  cut  more 


than  10  per  cent.  I  know  that  the  Mayor  cannot 
be  shown,  that  it  does  not  make  any  difference 
what  we  do  or  say  here  in  the  Council  Chamber 
but  I  am  showing  the  Mayor  where  he  can  save 
on  salaries  of  men  getting  $3,500  a  year  and  up 
$356,000.  He  says  that  he  is  going  to  save 
$5,000,000.  All  right,  but  not  this  year.  Perhaps 
in  a  later  year  he  will.  Now,  under  the  schedule  I 
have  drawn  up,  making  cuts  of  5  per  cent  on  em- 
ployees getting  below  $1,000  per  year,  of  10  per 
cent  from  $1,000  to  $1,600,  10  per  cent  on  $1,600 
to  $3,000,  20  per  cent  on  $3,000  to  $5,000,  and 
25  per  cent  on  all  salaries  over  $5,000,  we  will  save 
the  city  $4,187,592,  much  more  than  the  Mayor 
can  save  this  year  through  his  proposed  plan.  Also, 
I  say  that  we  can  probably  save  $375,000  on  tem- 
porary employees  in  the  City  of  Boston.  I  say 
further,  Mr.  President,  that  we  can  save  $2,000,000 
in  our  Supply  Department.  I  say  to  these  reform 
organizations  wThich  are  trying  so  hard  to  cut  down 
the  standard  of  living  of  the  laboring  men  and 
women  that  a  decrease  of  33 -j  per  cent  could  be 
made  in  that  department.  If  they  are  so  anxious 
to  save  money,  why  don't  they  devote  some  atten- 
tion to  the  Purchasing  Department,  which  spends 
$5,000,000  of  your  money,  and  where  33-j  per  cent 
could  be  saved  on  every  commodity  purchased. 
I  say  to  you,  Mr.  President  and  members  of  the 
Council,  that  this  proposed  plan  is  absolutely 
unjust.  So  far  as  the  City  Council  is  concerned, 
I  know  very  well  that  it  will  take  its  cut  and  take 
it  willingly,  but  I  want  you  to  bear  in  mind  that 
the  State  Legislature  has  voted  a  cut  of  10  per  cent 
only  on  every  individual  receiving  $5,200  a  year 
and  under.  I  say  that  this  proposal  here  is  not 
fair,  Mr.  President.  If  there  was  no  other  way 
out  of  it,  I  would  say,  "All  right,  Mr.  Mayor,  it  is 
the  only  thing  to  do."  But  I  say  to  the  Mayor, 
take  more,  20  to  25  per  cent,  out  of  the  men  who 
can  well  afford  it.  Every  member  of  the  City 
Council  knows  that  I  am  telling  the  truth.  Fifty 
per  cent  of  the  department  heads,  getting  from 
$6,000  to  $12,000  a  year  from  the  city  have  rackets 
outside,  have  their  own  families  and  relatives 
working  in  the  department.  I  hope  and  trust 
that  the  Mayor  of  Boston  will  take  my  figures  into 
consideration,  and  that  he  will  take  into  considera- 
tion the  fact  that  on  those  getting  $3,000  and  over, 
he  can  save  $356,000,  which  can  be  used  to  help 
out  that  class  of  employees  receiving  from  $1,600 
to  $3,000.  We  have  18,537  employees  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  and  in  the  classes  between  $1,000  and 
$3,000  we  have  over  $12,000  employees.  It  is  those 
12,000  employees  whom  we  should  at  least  try  to 
protect.  Is  it  right  for  a  man  receiving  $1,800, 
$1,900  or  $2,000  a  year  to  have  to  submit  to  a  15 
per  cent  reduction,  where  men  getting  $7,000, 
$8,000  and  $9,000  have  only  the  same  reduction? 
I  say  to  you  again,  Mr.  President,  that  I  consider 
that  the  cuts  proposed  by  the  Mayor  are  unfair 
and  unjust,  not  only  to  the  policemen,  but  to  the 
firemen  and  others,  men  upon  whom  our  citizens 
are  relying  for  protection,  men  whose  morale 
should  be  kept  up  to  the  highest  point,  and  when 
we  see  what  is  going  on  all  about  us  these  days, 
when  we  see  thieves  so  bold  that,  as  set  forth  in  the 
paper,  last  Saturday  night  they  removed  a  heavy 
safe  from  near  the  corner  of  Beacon  and  Tremont 
streets,  it  becomes  more  and  more  evident  to  us 
that  one  of  the  extremely  important  things  in  this 
city  is  to  keep  up  the  morale  of  our  protective 
departments.  I  certainly  trust,  therefore,  that 
the  Mayor  of  Boston  will  review  his  proposed  cuts 
in  the  salaries  of  city  employees  for  this  year,  will 
reduce  the  cuts  for  the  lower  paid  employees,  and 
will  increase  to  20  and  25  per  cent  the  cuts  on  those 
receiving  $4,000,  $5,000  and  $10,000  a  year.  Let 
us  protect  the  average  workman,  the  man  getting 
from  $1,600  to  $3,000  a  year,  and  I  know  that  all 
such  individual  employees  of  the  city  will  be  only 
too  ready  and  willing  then  to  accept  the  10  per  cent 
reduction.  But  I  do  consider  the  proposed  reduc- 
tion of  15  per  cent  by  the  Mayor  in  the  case  of  those 
employees  an  improper  discrimination. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  do  I  under- 
stand that  Councilor  Dowd  agrees  to  10  per  cent 
cuts  from  $1,000  up  to  $3,000? 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  the  councilor 
understands  correctly. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  did  not 
think  the  switch  on  this  matter  would  come  so 
quickly.  A  few  months  ago,  when  I  was  talking 
salary  cuts,  all  alone,  the  weather  was  very  stormy. 
My  attempt  was  then,  as  it  has  always  been,  to 
protect  the  smaller  paid  employees.  Under  the 
plans  I  have  advanced,  the  smaller  paid  em- 
ployees would  be  protected  and  the  more  highly 
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paid  employees  would  bear  the  greater  burden, 
as  I  feel  that  they  should  do.  I  feel  that  there 
can  be  no  reasonable  objections  to  cuts  in  the 
higher  brackets  to  even  30  or  35  per  cent,  thereby 
helping  out  the  lower  salaried  employee.  But, 
Mr.  President,  the  hard  part  of  this  whole  thing 
is  that  two  or  three  contracts  given  to  favored 
contractors  will  wipe  out  all  the  savings  from 
these  salary  cuts.  Therefore.  I  respectfully  re- 
quest the  councilors  present  to  consider  voting 
only  for  a  month's  budget,  and  then  if  the  Mayor 
insists  on  giving  these  contracts  to  favored  con- 
tractors and  squandering  the  money  we  have 
voted,  we  need  vote  no  more  money  to  him. 
We  have  the  opportunity  here  to  do  something, 
to  withhold  money  from  the  Mayor.  If  we  vote 
only  one  month's  budget  we  can  thereby  eliminate 
the  favored  contractors,  the  favored  sellers  to  the 
Purchasing  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston,  in 
dealing  with  whom  money  which  we  have  saved 
by  salary  cuts  will  be  quickly  wasted.  No,  after 
listening  to  the  fine  address  of  the  councilor  from 
Roxbury  (Coun.  Dowd),  I  think  we  should  keep 
in  mind  the  fact  that  by  holding  back  on  the 
budget  we  will  have  the  power  to  control  the 
expenditure  of  the  city's  money. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 


BIDS  ON  SPECIFICATIONS  SUBMITTED  BY 
SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON  LIGHTING. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Boston  City 
Hospital  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  solicit  bids  on  the  specifications  which 
have  been  submitted  to  them  through  the  Special 
Committee  on  Lighting  of  the  City  Council  by 
its  consulting  engineer. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  the  Committee 
on  Municipal  Lighting,  appointed  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Council,  has  shown  that  it  is  possible 
to  save  $100,000  on  electricity  in  the  Boston 
Sanatorium  in  a  period  of  ten  years.  The  con- 
sulting engineer  who  has  been  acting  with  the 
committee  of  the  Council  has  gone  to  the  trouble 
of  drawing  up  specifications  which  are  now  in 
the  hands  of  the  trustees,  and  I  am  asking  the 
Mayor  to  have  the  trustees  advertise  for  bids 
without  any  cost  to  the  city,  in  order  that  we  may 
make  a  start  on  municipal  plants,  beginning  in 
the  Sanatorium.  I  would  like  to  read  just  a  line 
from  what  was  said  just  a  few  days  ago  by  Arthu  r 
Brisbane  in  the  American,  about  what  could 
be  done  if  "cities,  towns  and  villages  knew 
enough  to  own  their  own  utilities,  light,  power, 
etc.     But  they  don't  know  enough." 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


REDUCTION  IN  PUBLIC  UTILITY  RATES. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  call  upon  his  Excellency  the  Governor  of  the 
Commonwealth  to  demand  that  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  reduce  the  rates  on  gas,  electricity 
and  telephone  service  by  twenty  per  cent 
immediately. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  think  the  time 
has  come  when  cities  and  towns  should  no  longer 
be  expected  to  engage  counsel  to  appear  before  the 
Department  of  Public  Utilities  in  these  matters, 
requesting  that  our  rates  for  light,  telephone  and 
gas  be  investigated  with  a  view  to  reduction. 
What  we  need  now  is  the  application  of  practical 
horse  sense.  That  is  all  that  is  necessary.  Is 
there  any  individual  in  Boston  who  will  claim 
that  the  telephone  company',  for  instance,  is  not 
paying  for  every  commodity  it  uses  from  25  to  50 
per  cent  less  than  in  ordinary  times?  Their 
employees  are  working  on  4  and  5  day  weeks  and 
have  taken  three  cuts  in  the  last  year.  But  we 
are  still  paying  the  same  rate  for  our  telephones. 
And  now  the  City  of  Boston  has  been  forced  to 
reduce  salaries.  The  same  thing  that  applies  to 
the  telephone  company  applies  to  the  Edison 
Company  and  to  the  gas  company.  I  say  to  the 
Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  that  he  owes  a 
bounden  duty  to  the  people  of  this  state.  But,  so 
far  as  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities  are 
concerned,  they  sit  there  and  listen  to  arguments 
pro  and  con,  and  then  nothing  is  done  about  it. 
Isn't  it  about  time  that  these  supposed  to  be 
publicly    controlled    utility    corporations,    which 


have  been  throttling  us,  should  be  compelled  to 
come  down  in  their  rates?  No  one  questions  that 
their  costs  and  overhead  expenses  have  been 
reduced  anywhere  from  25  to  50  per  cent.  I  say 
to  the  Governor  that  there  is  one  thing  he  can  do — 
not  request  the  public  utilities  to  make  a  reduction, 
because  that  it  outside  the  realm  of  possibility,  but 
to  demand  that  they  do  it,  and  if  they  do  not  do  it, 
it  should  be  his  bounden  duty  to  fire  the  commission 
and  appoint  men  on  that  Public  Utilities  Board 
who  will  act  for  the  people  and  not  for  these 
corporations. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  filed  a  bill 
with  the  last  Legislature  asking  for  power  of 
referendum  to  handle  just  such  questions  as  the 
gentleman  from  Roxbury  is  interested  in.  We 
will  never  go  forward  until  the  people  themselves 
have  a  referendum  vote  upon  this  matter  of 
municipal  electric  light,  gas  and  other  public 
utilities. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


ERECTION  OF  FLAGPOLE,  EAST  BOSTON. 

Coun.  BARKER  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That    the    Park    Commission    be    re- 
quested, through  his  Honor   the  Mayor,   to  pro- 
vide for  the  erection  of  a  flagpole  on  the  American 
Legion  Playground,  East  Boston. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


PROPOSED    LOAN    FROM    RECONSTRUC- 
TION  FINANCE   CORPORATION. 

Coun.  GREEN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  consider 
the  advisability  of  applying  for  a  loan  of  eight 
million  dollars  from  the  Reconstruction  Finance 
Corporation  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  new 
houses  to  replace  the  dilapidated  and  unsanitary 
structures  at  present  existing  in  the  congested 
sections  of  our  city. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


ROPING   OFF   AREA. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  City  Messenger  be,  and  he 
hereby  is,  authorized  to  rope  off  an  area  in  front 
of  Faneuil  Hall  on  April  3,  the  expense  incident 
thereto  to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for 
City  Council,  Flags,  Ropes  and  Stakes. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


IMPROVEMENTS   AT    INDEPENDENCE 
PARK. 

Coun.  DONOVAN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Park  Commission  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  make 
the  necessary  improvements  at  Independence 
Park,  such  as  the  installation  of  granolithic  walks, 
sodding,  grading,  etc. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


TRAFFIC   SIGNALS,   WARD   6. 

Coun.  DONOVAN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Traffic  Commissioner  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
install  automatic  traffic  signals  at  the  junction  of 
D  street  and  Broadway,  Ward  6,  and  L  street  and 
Broadway,  Ward  6. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


CONFERENCES   IN   RE   PAY   CUTS. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  arrange  for  further  conferences  regard- 
ing the  proposed  wage  cuts  so  that  the  amount 
taken  from  the  lower  paid  employees  will  be  more 
equitable. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  the  councilor 
from  the  adjoining  ward,  Ward  18  (Coun.  Norton), 
made  the  statement  here  awhile  ago  that  he  was 
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surprised  to  see  the  quick  switch  made  by  some 
members  of  the  Council.  I  happen  to  be  one  of 
the  councilors  who  has  been  against  pay  cutting 
absolutely  since  the  very  beginning.  If  you  will 
recall,  on  April  13,  1932,  when  an  order  was 
introduced  similar  to  the  order  recently  acted 
upon,  I  stood  in  my  place  and  opposed  pay  cutting 
anywhere  among  the  employees  of  the  City  of 
Boston  until  the  Mayor  did  away  with  other 
unnecessary  expenditures,  and  I  think  the  coun- 
cilor from  Ward  18  then  agreed  with  me  that  it 
wqs  necessary  to  stop  leaks  at  that  time  in  the 
treasury  of  the  City  of  Boston  in  connection  with 
the  expenditures  of  the  Public  Welfare  Depart- 
ment, Soldiers'  Relief  Department,  Supply  De- 
partment and  Public  Works  Department.  I 
believe  he  was  also  in  accord  with  me  in  asking 
td  have  work  done,  instead  of  by  contract,  by 
day  labor,  and  I  believe  he  also  agreed  with  me 
on  the  proposition  of  having  the  Welfare  Depart- 
ment decentralized.  I  believe  he  agreed  with  me, 
too,  that  a  number  of  departments  and  activities 
of  the  city  now  housed  outside  of  City  Hall  might 
properly  be  placed  in  City  Hall,  as  well  as  having 
other  economies  made  which  might  render  unneces- 
sary the  proposed  pay  cut,  particularly  for  the 
lower  paid  employees.  He  knows  that  the  lower 
paid  men  suffer  the  most.  In  my  opinion,  if  cuts 
are  to  take  place,  those  receiving  less  than  $1,600 
a  year  should  not  be  cut  one  penny,  because  those 
poor  unfortunate  people  have  been  working  for  the 
city  many  years  and  after  long  struggles  have 
arrived  at  a  stage  where  they  are  getting  a  living 
wage.  Surely  we  do  not  want  now  to  take  it 
away  from  them.  I  want  to  see  the  City  of 
Boston  set  up  a  standard  for  other  organizations, 
such  as  the  Consolidated  Gas  Company,  the 
various  department  stores  and  corporations,  the 
Edison  Company,  the  New  England  Telephone 
and  Telegraph,  the  large  banking  corporations,  all 
of  which  have  cut  their  salaries  down  to  the  bone 
and  are  using  the  subterfuge  resorted  to  by  the 
National  Economy  League,  that  such  cuts  are 
necessary.  Let  us  have  an  investigation  first  of 
the  First  National  Bank  and  of  the  other  banks, 
and  see  what  has  happened  to  all  the  millions 
now  tied  up  in  closed  banks  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
money  that  belongs  to  the  taxpayers  of  the  City 
of  Boston.  Why  hasn't  the  Industrial  Bank  of 
Dorchester  and  Roxbury  been  liquidated,  and 
why  haven't  the  people  been  paid?  Why  hasn't 
the  Bank  Commissioner  stepped  in  and  investi- 
gated banking  conditions  in  the  City  of  Boston 
and  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts?  Why 
hasn't  the  First  National  Bank  focused  its  guns 
on  the  National  Economy  League  or  on  its  own 
organization — an  organization  charging  the  City 
of  Boston  6  per  cent  for  loans  and  paying  less 
than  one  per  cent  on  the  amount  it  receives  on 
deposits  from  the  City  of  Boston?  It  has  been 
stated  here  that  a  number  of  councilors  have 
switched  on  this  question  of  cutting  wages  and 
salaries  in  the  City  of  Boston.  Here  is  one  who 
has  not  switched  one  iota.  I  agree  with  everyone 
here  that  the  expenses  of  the  City  of  Boston  must 
be  cut  down,  that  we  must  pare  the  budget  to 
the  point  where  we  shall  not  spend  more  than  we 
take  in.  But  it  is  not  right  to  start  with  cutting 
city  employees  first.  Savings  should  be  made  in 
other  ways  and  they  should  come  last.  After  all. 
the  lower  paid  city  employees  have  only  a  small 
amount  to  keep  themselves  and  their  families 
going.  Why  not  start  with  the  contractors  who 
are  getting  millions  of  dollars,  with  the  Supply 
Department  that  is  spending  millions  of  dollars, 
with  the  amount  that  is  being  paid  to  people 
furnishing  the  city  with  food  and  other  supplies? 
Let  us  cut  down  in  the  School  Department  budget; 
let  us  do  away  with  the  vocational  department, 
for  which  they  are  spending  $70 ,000  or  over.  But 
you  don't  hear  a  word  about  saving  in  those 
directions,  because  you  are  dealing  with  political 
heads.  Let  us  give  the  employees  of  the  City  of 
Boston  the  same  break  as  everyone  else.  So  I 
want  it  definitely  stated  here  that  we  are  not 
switching  over  to  the  idea  of  pay  cutting,  even 
though  some  may  get  that  idea  from  the  remarks 
of  the  gentleman  from  Ward  18  (Coun.  Norton). 
I  want  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  take  action  that 
will  result  in  more  equitable  reductions,  in  savings 
that  can  be  made  in  different  directions,  and  not 
to  make  pay  cuts  that  will  bear  improperly  on  the 
lower  paid  employees  of  the  city,  those  receiving 
less  than  $1,600  a  year.  Unless  this  thing  is 
properly  done,  the  employees  will  be  upset  to  such 
an  extent  that  they  will  not  have  any  organization 
at  all,  and  outside  corporations  will  use  it  as  a 


means  of  reducing  wages  throughout  the  city  and 
the  state.  The  result  will  be  that  we  will  find 
wages  reduced  to  a  point  where  the  laboring  class 
will  not  be  able  to  earn  enough  to  support  their 
families. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 


LIQUIDATION   OF   CLOSED   BANKS. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  communicate  with  the  Bank  Commissioners  of 
Massachusetts  in  an  effort  to  expedite  the  liquida- 
tion of  closed  banks  in  Boston  so  that  the  depositors 
can  have  the  use  of  their  money. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  ask  unanimous 
consent  to  make  a  statement  in  reference  to  the 
order  just  referred  to  the  Rules  Committee. 

Coun.  HEIN— Mr.  President,  I  object. 

Coun.  BURKE— Mr.  President,  I  would  ask  to 
have  the  objection  stated. 

President  McGRATH — It  is  not  necessary. 


REPAYING  OF  WARD   17  STREETS. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
repave  with  smooth  pavement  the  following  streets 
in  Ward  17: 

Rockwell  street,  Burt  street,  Fuller  street,  Bailey 
street,  Richmond  street. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  a  number  of 
streets  out  in  my  ward  should  be  reconstructed, 
and  if  the  money  tied  up  in  the  closed  banks  in 
the  City  of  Boston  was  available  for  that  purpose 
the  streets  could  be  reconstructed.  We  all  know 
that  there  are  millions  of  dollars  tied  up  in  banks 
in  the  City  of  Boston,  money  belonging  to  the 
people  of  the  City  of  Boston.  The  order  that  I 
introduced  has  been  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Rules,  but  I  ask  that  the  Mayor  compel  the  Bank 
Commissioner,  if  he  can  possibly  do  so,  to  liquidate 
those  banks  as  rapidly  as  possible.  If  that  were 
done  we  would  have  money  available  for  the  Wel- 
fare Department,  Soldiers'  Relief  Department, 
Hospital  Department,  and  also  for  the  recon- 
struction of  streets. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


AMOUNTS  PAID  RECIPIENTS  OF 
SOLDIERS'   RELIEF. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Commissioner 
be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
place  all  recipients  of  soldiers'  relief  on  the  rolls  for 
the  same  amount  that  they  were  receiving  prior  to 
the  bank  holidays. 

President  McGRATH — The  Chair  would  state 
that  that  order  has  already  been  passed  once  today. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  not  an  order 
with  the  same  language  as  this.  There  are  thou- 
sands of  aliens  who  receive  aid  from  the  Welfare 
Department,  people  not  even  citizens  of  the  United 
States.  The  Welfare  Department  Commissioners 
have  seen  fit  to  reinstate  the  cash  statements  in 
lieu  of  the  grocery  orders,  and  yet  upstairs  in  this 
City  Hall  we  have  a  Soldiers'  Relief  Department, 
dealing  with  soldiers,  sailors  and  marines  who 
fought  for  these  United  States,  and  who  receive  less 
than  the  aliens  receive  from  the  Welfare  Depart- 
ment. It  is  about  time  that  our  citizens  were  at 
least  given  the  same  consideration  as  people  who 
are  not  citizens.  I  ask  that  the  order  be  passed 
under  suspension  of  the  rule.

PAYMENT  OF  UNION  WAGES  BY 
CONTRACTORS. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  immediately 
order  all  contractors  doing  city  work  to  pay  full 
union  wages  to  their  employees  as  agreed  upon  in 
their  contracts  and  which  they  are  not  complying 
with. 

Coun.   KELLY — Mr.   President,   it   seems   that 
our  old  friends,  the  grafting  contractors,  headed 
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by  Daddy  Cummings,  are  working  yet.  It  seems 
that  this  "extra"  racket  is  quite  a  racket.  They 
have  worked  it  to  a  fare-thee-well  at  an  expense 
of  millions  of  dollars  of  the  taxpayers'  money — 
to  such  an  extent,  as  I  stated  on  the  floor  of  the 
Council  some  time  ago,  that  city  employees,  poor 
fellows  in  the  ranks,  have  to  pay.  Not  only  do 
they  not  live  up  to  the  specifications  of  their  con- 
tracts, getting  out  of  everything  as  cheaply  as 
possible,  but. now,  as  in  the  past,  they  are  cutting 
the  pay  of  their  employees  so  they  do  not  receive 
the  union  wages  that  were  specified  in  the  con- 
tracts when  they  were  awarded.  I  say  that  it  is 
not  right.  It  is  time  that  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
got  on  to  himself,  called  in  two  or  three  pet  con- 
tractors and  laid  down  the  law,  and  called  the  turn 
on  his  bag  men,  so  far  as  collecting  during  the  rest 
of  the  term  is  concerned. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


LOAN  FOR  WELFARE  PURPOSES. 

Coun.  POWER  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,   That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  consider 
the  advisability  of  petitioning  the  Legislature  to 
allow  the  City  of  Boston  to  borrow  the  sum  of 
$15,000,000  for  welfare  and  soldiers'  relief  purposes 
Coun.  POWER—  Mr.  President,  the  statement 
has  been  made  here  this  afternoon  that  some  of 
the  councilors  have  shifted  their  ideas  in  regard 
to  salary   cuts.     I   am   introducing   this   order   to 
prevent  salary   cuts  of   any   kind   in   the  City   of 
Boston.     I  am  asking  the  people  of  the  City  of 
Boston   to   have   faith   in   the   future   of    Boston, 
to  have  faith  in  the  future  of  the  State  of  Massa- 
chusetts.    His    Honor    the    Mayor    informed    us 
a  week  ago  that,  through  the  pride  of  the  Governor 
or  of  the  state,   we  could  not  go  to  the  Recon- 
struction Finance   Corporation  for  assistance,   as 
forty-one  other  states  in  this  country  have  done, 
borrowing   the   money   to   take   care  of   our   poor 
and    unfortunate.     I    don't    know    why    not.     I 
do  not  understand  why  we  cannot  do  that.     But 
if  we  cannot,  we  can  at  least  go  to  the  Legislature 
and  borrow  an  amount  of  money,  $15,000,000  to 
take    care    of    our    Welfare    and    Soldiers'    Relief 
Departments.     I    am    asking    the    Mayor    to    do 
this  with  two  thoughts  in  mind.     One  is  the  main 
argument  against  salary  cuts  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
and  the  second  is  relief  of  the  taxpayers.     If  we 
go  to  the  Legislature  and  get  $15,000,000  outside 
the  debt  limit,  there  need   be  no  salary  cuts  of 
any  kind.     We  don't  want  a  salary  cut  in  this 
city.     Economically,    I    say    it    is    wrong.     That 
is  my  opinion.     I  am  not  an  economist;     I  admit 
that   I   am   not  an   economist.     But  we  have   all 
kinds   of   economists   in   this   country.     One  says 
one  thing,  and  another  another  thing.     They  both 
disagree.     In    twenty-four    hours    one    is    proven 
to   be   right   and   in   the   next   twenty-four   hours 
he  is  proven  to  be  wrong,  and  then  we  have  another 
one  come  along.     So  I  am  not  an  economist.     But 
I   do   say   this.     Everyone   knows   that   we   have 
plenty  of   goods  in  this  country;      everyone  also 
knows  that  we  have  more  money  in  this  country 
than  there  is  in  any  other  country.     The  trouble 
is,  however,  that  we  have  not  enough  purchasing 
power.     The  trouble  does  not  lie  in  over-produc- 
tion, but  the  real  trouble  is  under-consumption. 
I  said  the  same  thing  a  year  ago  as  a  member  of 
the    Appropriations    Committee,    when    I    voted 
against  salary  cuts,  and  I  say  it  today.     If  you 
take  the  purchasing  power  from  a  great  number 
of  men,  you  have  depression;      and  if  you  take 
the  purchasing  power  from  your  city  employees 
how   are   you   going   to   help   out   in   overcoming 
the  depression?     The  Governor,   the   Legislature, 
the    President,    everyone   says    that    this    present 
condition    is    temporary.     The    bill    before    the 
Legislature  is   to   give  the   Mayor   the   power  to 
cut  salaries  for  only   a  year  and   a   half   or  two 
years.     All   right.     We  are  told   that   everything 
will  be  all  right  in  a  year  and  a  half  or  two  years, 
and    I   agree.     But  you   say   that  the  city   must 
have   some   money.     All   right.     Then,    why    not 
save  this  year?     You  say  that  the  proposed  cuts 
will  save  $5,000,000.     That  would  mean  a  saving 
of  about  $2.50  on  the  tax  rate.     If  this  $15,000,000 
is  borrowed,  it  will  mean  a  saving  of  $6.50  on  the 
tax  rate.     Why   not  do  it  in   that  way?     Can't 
we  have  faith  in  our  people,  in  this  city,  in  this 
state?     The  President  of  the  United  States  only 
last  week  said,  "I  am  going  to  recommend  that 
Congress  give  the  power  to  let  cities  and  towns 
borrow    for    their    welfare    and    soldiers'    relief." 


If   the   President   recommends   that,   why   should 
not   this   power   be   given   by    the   Legislature   to 
thiB  Commonwealth?     A  big  cry  went  up  a  week 
and  a  half  ago,  when  the  Legislature  started  in 
to  cut  state  salaries.     They  cut  two  millions  off. 
That  came  out  with  big  headlines  all  through  the 
papers,  and   I   noticed   myself  in  small  type,  set 
off  where  few  could  see  it,  a  statement  that  leave 
to   withdraw   had   been  granteil   on  the  proposed 
investigation    of    public    utilities.     There    was    a 
chance  to  do  a  good  thing,  but  they  simply  gave 
leave  to  withdraw.     When  you  really  get  at  the 
men  who  are  behind  this  sort  of  thing,  who  are 
they?     The  National  Economy  League,  the  Real 
Estate  Exchange,  the  Municipal  Research  Bureau, 
the    Chamber    of    Commerce.     They    say,    "This 
is  a  time  of  depression.     Now  is  the  time  to  cut 
salaries."     Have     they     ever     taken     any     other 
position?     Can    anybody     in    the    Council    ever 
remember  when  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the 
Real    Estate    Exchange,    the    Good    Government 
Association,   have  said   in   good   times,    "Now   is 
the   time   to   increase   salaries?"     No,   you   never 
heard  them  say  anything  about  increasing  salaries. 
But  they  say  the  same  thing,  whether  times  are 
good  or  bad, — cut  salaries!     It  is  all  the  "bunk," 
all   a   bluff.     That   is   what   we   are   up   against. 
They   are   organized.     Now,    who   do   they    have 
on   their   side?     The   bankers   come   in   and   say, 
"If   you  don't  cut  the  salaries   of   the  city   em- 
ployees, we  will  not  give  you  any  money."     Mr. 
President,  this  is  a  democratic  form  of  government. 
I    read    back    in    my   school   days    the   inaugural 
address  of  a  President  who  said,  "This  is  a  govern^ 
ment  of  the  people,  for   the  people  and   by   the 
people."     That  was  a  long  time  ago,  but  it  still 
sticks  in  my  mind.     But  right  here  in  the  City  of 
Boston  today  it  is  not  a  government  of  the  people 
or  by  the  people.     It  is  a  government  of  bankers. 
The  bankers  are  supposed  to  be  the  bright  men 
of  our  country.     But,  Mr.  President,  the  bankers 
are    the    men    responsible   for    the    depression,    I 
say,  and  they  tell  us,  "If  you  don't  cut  salaries 
we  don't  care  whether  crimes  are  committed,  we 
don't  care  if  your  school  children  are  uneducated, 
we   will  cut   off  your  funds."     There  will  be  no 
policemen,   there   will   be   no   firemen,   there   will 
be    no    school    teachers.     As    the    Mayor    said    a 
week  ago,  10,000  banks  in  this  country  have  failed, 
but  not  one  city.     But  those  are  the  people  who 
are  telling  us  what  we  have  to  do,  not  leaving  it 
to  us  to  do  what  we  think  best.     Well,  we  have 
seen  something  of  bank  failures  in  the  last  few 
years,    and    we    have    a    right    to    question    their 
judgment,   and   to   very   seriously   question   their 
dictation  to  us.     They  say  that  city  bonds  will 
not  be  any  good,  but  at  the  same  time  they  have 
been  saying,   "Invest  in  Peruvian  bonds,  invest 
in  South  American  bonds."     Well,  many  of  our 
people   did    so,    and    what   has   been    the   result? 
They  say,   "Come  to  us,  and  we  will  show  you 
where  to  put  your  money — not  in  city,  state  or 
government   bonds,   but   in   Peruvian   and   South 
American  bonds,  so  that  we  can  get  plenty  more!" 
And  these  are  the  people  who  are  telling  us  what 
we   have   to   do!     I   get   my   authority   from   the 
three  greatest   men   in   the   country   that  we  are 
at  war,  Mr.  President,  that  we  are  at  war  with 
depression,    a   war   the   same   as   any   other   war. 
My    first   authority   is   former   President   Hoover 
who  in  October,  1931,  said,  "I  want  a  war  finance 
corporation."     That    is    what    President    Hoover 
said.     Then  President  Roosevelt  in  his  inaugural 
said,  "Give  me  the  powers  that  you  would  give 
to    any    war    President."     And    two    weeks    ago, 
Alfred   E.    Smith  said,   "I   have  said   right  along 
that  we  are  at  war  with  this  depression."     More 
damage  has  been  done  to  the  people  of  this  country 
in  the  last  few  years  than  was  ever  done  in  1917 
or  1918.     If  we  are  at  war,  and  the  bankers  are 
playing    with    the   savings   of   the   people   to    the 
extent    of    millions    and    millions    of    dollars,    why 
are  they  not  tried  for  larceny?     Webster  defined 
treason    against    the    United    States    in    times    of 
war.     If  you  aid   and   abet  the  common   enemy, 
you  are  guilty  of  treason.     If  we  are  at  war  with 
this  depression,  if  the  country  is  at  war  at  this 
time,   why   not  try   the  bankers   who   are   taking 
the    blood    out    of    our    people    for    treason — not 
simply    imposing    $5,000    fine,    but    sending    them 
away  for  a  year?     There  is   a   way   out   of  this, 
Mr.    President,   without   resorting   to   wage   cuts. 
By  doing   what   I   suggest   in  this   order   we  can 
save  more  than  $6  in  the  tax  rate  and  can  help  out 
the  poor  at  Hawkins  Street  and  help  out  all  the 
city's  activities.     This  is  a  way  by  which  we  can 
raise  more  than  $12,000,000. 
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Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  agree  with  the 
councilor  in  his  remarks  to  a  very  substantial 
degree.  I  agree  that  this  city  does  not  represent 
government  of,  for  and  by  the  people,  but  govern- 
ment by  one  man.  That  is  positively  the  truest 
phrase  that  I  ever  heard  the  councilor  utter  on  the 
floor  of  the  Council.  Boston  is  in  a  peculiar 
position,  Mr.  President  and  fellow  members.  You 
don't  need  me  to  enlighten  you  in  that  regard. 
We  are  in  the  position  we  are. in  through  no  fault 
of  our  own — or  perhaps  through  the  fault  of  our 
own  in  the  municipal  election  held  in  November, 
1929.  The  Governor  and  the  State  Legislature,  I 
think  perhaps  rightly,  don't  want  to  entrust 
enormous  sums  of  money  to  a  loose-fingered 
Mayor 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  order,  that  the  councilor  is  not  speaking  to  the 
order  offered  by  the  councilor  from  Ward  10. 

President  McGRATH — The  point  of  order  is 
well  taken. 

(The  order  was  read,  at  request  of  Coun.  Kelly.) 

Coun.  KELLY— Mr.  President,  I  shall  try  to' 
keep  to  the  order.  I  think  the  councilor  is  more 
worried  about  remarks  that  may  be  made  about 
his  good  friend  the  Mayor  than  he  is  about  my 
getting  off  the  order.  Of  course,  I  know  that  the 
truth  hurts,  but  the  councilor  knows  that  what  I  say 
is  true.  But  he  has  to  go  through  his  little  act, 
and  afterwards  he  will  go  down  and  help  himself 
with  the  Mayor  and  perhaps  be  invited  out  by  him. 
Now,  it  is  very  nice  for  the  state  to  come  to  Boston's 
assistance,  very  nice  for  the  Federal  Government 
to  come  to  the  assistance  of  Boston.  But  there 
is  that  stumbling  block,  and,  regardless  of  whom 
you  talk  with,  experienced  legislators  will  all  tell 
you  the  same  thing.  The  sooner  you  get  rid  of  the 
present  Mayor  of  Boston  the  sooner  they  will 
come  to  your  aid.  That  is  the  situation  that  is 
confronting  the  poor  taxpayers  of  Boston,  and  I 
say  that  the  greatest  favor  the  honorable  President 
of  the  United  States  could  do  to  the  people  of 
Boston  and  of  Massachusetts  would  be  to  recognize 
the  man  who  almost  lost  him  the  State  of  Massa- 
chusetts by  sending  him  to  some  small  appointive 
office  where  he  would  have  nothing  to  do,  and 
where  he  could  do  no  harm — some  place  like 
the  Virgin  Islands,  for  instance,  or  Siam.  The 
greatest  thing  the  President  of  the  United  States 
could  do  would  be  to  recognize  his  biggest  enemy 
in  Massachusetts  by  sending  him  into  exile. 
(Applause  in  the  galleries.) 

President  McGRATH— The  Chair  will  state, 
as  he  has  stated  on  numerous  occasions  before, 
that  it  is  only  through  the  courtesy  of  the  President 
of  the  body  that  our  guests  are  allowed  in  the 
gallery.  They  are  very  welcome,  but  under  the 
rules  of  the  Council  there  can  be  no  demonstra- 
tions of  any  sort.  If  they  continue,  we  must  clear 
the  gallery.  Therefore,  I  will  ask  our  guests  to  act 
in  orderly  fashion. 

Coun.  RUBY— Mr.  President,  I  would  not 
refuse  an  invitation  from  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to 
have  breakfast,  lunch  or  supper  with  him.  But  I 
will  say  to  the  councilor  from  Ward  15  (Coun. 
Kelly)  that  I  don't  think  he  properly  represents 
the  taxpayers  of  Boston  by  continually  attempting 
to  convey  the  impression  through  the  Press  that 
ours  is  not  a  well-governed  city,  that  we  don't 
know  how  to  spend  the  taxpayers'  money;  because, 
after  all,  if  he  was  broadminded  enough  to  see  the 
implication  of  the  remarks  he  makes,  he  would 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  possibly  his  district 
has  made  a  mistake  in  selectin'g  its  representative 
to  this  body.  The  City  of  Boston  can  well  be 
judged  by  the  men  it  elects  to  public  office,  and  we. 
as  members  of  this  body,  as  well  as  the  Chief 
Executive  of  our  city,  of  course  are  subjected  to 
any  bit  of  propaganda  that  may  be  leveled  against 
us  by  our  constituency  or  by  the  city  as  a  whole 
for  our  acts  in  the  performance  of  our  duty.  The 
people  of  the  City  of  Boston  have  a  right  to  criticize 
us  when  we  come  here  on  a  Monday  afternoon, 
as  we  have  been  doing,  and,  because  of  a  nasty ■ 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  order.  I  would  like  to  know  whether  the 
gentleman  is  talking  to  a  point  of  order,  whether 
he  is  making  a  little  half-witted  political  speech, 
or  whether  he  is  talking  to  the  order  offered  by  the 
councilor  from  Ward  10? 

President  McGRATH — The  Chair  requests  the 
councilor  to  keep  within  the  scope  of  the  order. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  believe  the 
councilor  from  Ward  10  has  the  same  right  as  any 
other  councilor  to  introduce  such  orders  as  he  deems 
of  interest  to  the  city.  If  any  order  he  intro- 
duces is  a  good  one,  I  have  no  right  to  question  his 


purpose  in  offering  it,  and  a  vote  for  or  against 
the  order  should  not  be  prejudiced  by  silly  and  un- 
educated remarks. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  order.  I  think  the  gentleman  from  the  neighbor- 
ing ward,  who  receives  but  30  out  of  100  votes 
when  he  was  sent  back  to  this  body,  is  away  out 
of  order,  that  he  is  not  speaking  on  the  order 
offered  by  the  councilor  from  Ward  10. 

President  McGRATH— The  point  of  order  is 
well  taken.  The  Chair  will  request  the  gentleman 
to  keep  within  the  scope  of  the  order. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  believe  if  we 
are  to  pass  upon  such  orders  as  this  which  has  been 
introduced  by  the  gentleman  from  Ward  10, 
the  orders  should  not  be  prejudiced  by  such  re- 
marks from  a  member  of  the  body  as  will  have  a 
tendency  to  discredit  the  gentleman  who  offers  the 
order. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  POWER,  the  rule  was  sus- 
pended and  the  order  was  passed. 


FIVE-DAY  WEEK  BASIS. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  consider  the  advisability  of  placing  permanent 
employees  on  a  five-day  week  basis,  or  less,  before 
discharging  any  of  said  permanent  employees. 
Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee.

The  Council  voted  at  4.12  p.  m.,  on  motion  of 
Coun.

The  records  in  this  office  show  that  on  February 
23,  1933,  applications  were  filed  by  the  Atlantic 
Wrecking  Company  of  Lynn  to  take  down  twenty- 
seven  (27)  buildings  in  the  market  district  to  make 
way  for  the  Boston  approaches  to  the  East  Boston 
vehicular  tunnel.  These  applications  were  ap- 
proved on  February  25,  and  permits  taken  out  on 
February  27,  on  all  these  buildings,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  two  groups  located  at  83-101  and  108-122 
North  street. 

Applications  for  these  two  groups  were  approved 
and  permits  issued  on  March  17,  with  the  proviso 
that  necessary  precautions  and  safeguards  be  pro- 
vided by  the  contractor  before  beginning  work. 

Four  of  these  buildings  are  completely  razed  in 
the  area  bounded  by  Faneuil  Hall  square,  North

Dear  Mr.  Benson, — In  reply  to  your  letter  of 
March  23  in  regard  to  five-cent  fares  in  Dorchester, 
the  matter  has  been  presented  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees. 

The  facts  are  that  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway 
carried  291,753,825  revenue  passengers  in  1932. 
Of  this  number  220,884,856  were  ten-cent  pas- 
sengers, 64,321,902  were  five-cent  passengers, 
6,333,011  were  five-cent  school  passengers,  and 
206,682  were  special  car  and  coach  passengers. 

If  the  ten-cent  passengers  had  been  five-cent 
passengers  the  revenue  would  have  been  $11,044- 
242.80  less  than  it  was.  If  sufficient  additional 
passengers  had  been  carried  to  have  kept  the  rev- 
enue the  same  it  would  have  required  additional 
riders  to  the  extent  of  220,884,856,  making  the 
total  number  of  revenue  passengers  512,638,681. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  in  1917,  before  the  in- 
crease of  the  automobile  and  the  change  in  economic 
conditions  and  in  the  middle  of  war  time  activities, 
the  highest  number  of  revenue  passengers  carried 
under  a  flat  five-cent  rate  was  381,017,338,  it  can 
be  seen  why  under  existing  conditions  the  Board 
of  Trustees  cannot  further  extend  the  five-cent 
fare  privilege.

Ordered,   That  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  in- 
struct the  Park  Commission  to  lay  out  a  baseball 
diamond   for  the  use  of  all  competitive   baseball 
teams  at  Franklin  Park. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


INVESTIGATION   OF  TELEPHONE   RATES. 

Coun.  ROBERTS  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel,  through 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  instructed  to  file  a  com- 
plaint with  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  of  the 
Commonwealth  under  General  Laws,  chapter  159, 
section  24,  with  respect  to  the  charges  made  by 
the  New  England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Com- 
pany in  the  metropolitan  district  for  the  use  of  the 
so-called  "French"  'phones,  extensions  and  other 
charges  made  for  service  which  the  said  company 
chooses  to  classify  as  additional  or  special  and  to 
request  the  said  commission  to  investigate  the 
manner  in  which  the  said  company  makes  charges 
for  extra  and  overtime  calls  in  the  several  ex- 
changes within  the  city;  and  to  investigate  in 
general  the  regular  and  special  charges  of  said 
company. 

Coun.  ROBERTS— Mr.  President,  this  order  is 
identical  with  the  one  passed  by  the  body  Novem- 
ber 28,  1932.  At  that  time  I  called  attention  to 
the  fact  that  the  telephone  company  workers  had 
already  received  one  cut  and  it  was  anticipated 
that  they  would  receive  another.  Since  that 
time,  as  we  all  know,  the  basic  raw  materials  that 
go  into  the  make-up  of  these  charges  have  been 
very  greatly  reduced  in  price.  Nothing  has  been 
done  by  the  Mayor  and  the  Corporation  Counsel 
with  reference  to  the  order  adopted  by  the  body. 
I  took  it  upon  myself  to  call  up  the  Corporation 
Counsel  and  was  informed  by  him  that  he  was 
told  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  that  if 
such  a  complaint  were  filed,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  statute,  it  would  be  over  a 
year  before  a  hearing  would  be  obtained  upon 
such  complaints.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  in  New 
York  State,  under  date  of  April  6,  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  reduced  the  charge  on  the 
French  'phone  from  25  to  15  cents.  Having  in 
mind  that  the  charge  in  the  metropolitan  area 
here  for  use  of  the  'phone  is  50  cents,  it  is  clear 
that  our  charge  at  this  time  is  more  than  three 
times  the  charge  made  in  New  York,  and  I  don't 
think  anybody  would  claim  that  the  commission 
in  that  state  has  radical  tendencies.     This  means, 
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of  course,  that  the  New  York  Commission  is 
passing  over  to  the  people  of  the  state  of  New 
York  through  this  reduction  a  large  amount  of 
money,  while  we  are  still  paying  the  50-cent  charge 
here. 

Coun.  BURKE— Mr.  President,  Philip  Stockton, 
the  president  of  the  First  National  Bank,  is  also  a 
director  of  the  New  England  Telephone  and  Tele- 
graph Company,  and  he  is  backing  up  the  National 
Economy  League  in  asking  for  reductions  of  wages 
and  encouraging  wage  slashing  of  municipal  em- 
ployees in  general,  as  well  as  taking  away  large 
amounts  from  the  unfortunate  disabled  veterans. 
Certainly,  we  will  get  no  decrease  in  cost  of  tele- 
phone service  at  the  hands  of  the  New  England 
Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  until  some 
leader  of  the  people  steps  into  the  breach  and 
brings  them  before  the  proper  tribunal.  We 
should  bear  in  mind,  however,  that  the  First 
National  Bank  and  the  New  England  Telephone 
and  Telegraph  Company  are  one  and  the  same 
organization,  each  influenced  by  the  other.  But 
until  the  people  bring  them  up  with  a  round  turn 
they  will  refuse  to  reduce  charges  for  service, 
which  are  a  great  deal  more  than  they  should  be. 
While  they  have  reduced  the  wages  of  their  em- 
ployees, they  still  continue  to  pay  dividends  on 
stock  at  the  same  rate  that  they  have  always  paid, 
and  to  take  from  the  people  these  same  amounts 
in  service  charges.  The  New  England  Telephone 
and  Telegraph  Company  should  reduce  telephone 
rates  40  per  cent,  and  they  seem  to  forget  that  if 
they  succeed  in  having  salaries  reduced  all  around, 
cutting  the  income  of  people  in  the  community, 
most  of  them  will  take  their  telephones  out  of  their 
homes.  They  will  find  that  the  reaction,  so  far 
as  their  operation  is  concerned,  will  be  terrific,  and 
that  they  have  made  a  mistake  in  reducing  salaries 
and  wages,  because  by  so  doing  they  are  lowering 
the  standard  of  living  of  people  and  compelling 
them  to  economize  by  cutting  out  telephones,  as 
well  as  in  other  directions. 

Coun.  ROBERTS— Mr.  President,  recently 
hearings  were  held  before  a  legislative  committee 
at  which  complaints  were  made  by  over  five 
hundred  women  coming  from  various  walks  of  life, 
who  spent  their  valuable  time  in  coming  before  the 
committee  and  setting  forth  in  no  uncertain  terms 
the  reasons  why  they  were  appealing  to  the 
Legislature  for  a  fair  deal  from  these  companies; 
and  they  stated  that  they  could  not  at  the  present 
time  obtain  fair  treatment  at  the  hands  of  the 
Commission  on  Public  Utilities,  because  so  much 
time  was  taken  for  hearings  and  the  petitioners 
were  held  up  to  such  technical  rules  that  only  a 
few  experts  in  the  Commonwealth  could  properly 
present  a  case,  at  a  cost  perhaps  of  hundreds  of 
thousands.  We  have  had  an  experience  of  the 
City  of  Boston  being  represented  before  the 
department  in  a  case  which  took  years  and  which 
cost  the  city  hundreds  of  thousands.  The  com- 
mittee reported  on  the  petition  brought  before 
the  Legislature,  "Ought  not  to  pass."  But  the 
Legislature  by  a  very  close  vote  reversed  that 
action.  I  think  if  the  present  procedure,  so  far 
as  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities  is  concerned, 
goes  on,  the  whole  thing  will  finally  become  a 
compaign  issue  in  this  state,  Mr.  President. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


CONTRACTS   WITH   MATTHEW 
CUMMINGS. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
abrogate  the  two  contracts  to  Matthew  Cum- 
mings — namely,  building  at  City  Hospital  and 
the  new  Dorchester  High  School  for  Girls  at  Grove 
Hall,  due  to  the  fact  that  he  is  not  paying  union 
wages  to  his  employees  according  to  the  terms 
of  his  contract  with  the  city. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  it  was  inter- 
esting to  see  in  the  Boston  newspapers  at  the  end 
of  last  week  how  the  union  officials  finally  caught 
the  champion  of  champions,  Daddy  Cummings, 
the  young  man  who  has  taken  over  $5,000,000 
of  the  money  of  the  taxpayers  of  the  City  of 
Boston  in  three  years.  They  have  finally  caught 
him  not  paying  union  wages.  It  was  interesting 
to  hear  this  professional  chiseler  at  the  State 
House  say  that  he  always  paid  union  wages  to 
his  help,  and  seeing  him  stand  up  and  slander, 
in  the  course  of  his  remarks,  honest  public  officials, 


by  whom  charges  were  made  against  him,  stating 
in  regard  to  a  certain  speaker  that  he  was  going 
to  the  District  Attorney  and  have  him  prosecuted 
for  libel,  that  he  was  going  to  make  the  speaker 
vomit  certain  words  that  he  uttered  before  the 
Legislative  Committee  on  Rules.  The  public  of 
Boston  have  finally  found  out  that  Kelly  was  once 
again  right  when  he  said  that  Daddy  Cummings, 
Boston's  menace  No.  2,  has  not  been  paying  the 
poor  workingman  the  union  wage  that  he  agreed 
to  pay  when  he  took  the  contract.  But  he  has 
now  finally  been  caught  by  the  union  officials, 
and  I  say  that  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  if  he  is  sincere 
in  the  friendly  feeling  that  he  proclaims  toward 
the  workingmen  of  Boston,  should  abrogate  these 
contracts.  I  have  had  occasion  to  study  the 
City  Record  in  the  last  few  weeks,  and  I  see  that 
this  millionaire  contractor  has  put  in  considerable 
bills  for  extras,  and  when  he  puts  in  bills  for  extras 
he  makes  sure  that  he  is  paid  for  so  many  hours 
at  the  union  wage.  But  he  has  now  finally  been 
tripped  up  and  it  has  been  shown  to  the  public 
that  he  is  not  living  up  to  the  terms  of  his  contract. 
Mr.  President,  failure  to  live  up  to  the  terms  of  a 
contract  is  ample  justification  for  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  to  immediately  rescind  the  two  contracts 
that  are  outstanding  with  the  Matthew  Cum- 
mings concern,  making  an  example  of  this  gentle- 
man, so  that  in  the  future  no  other  concern  will 
dare  to  rob  the  poor  workingmen  of  Boston. 
I  sincerely  trust,  therefore,  that  the  order  will  be 
passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  have  no  objec- 
tion to  the  order  offered  by  the  gentleman  from  the 
adjoining  ward,  but  I  would  like  more  than  the 
say-so  of  the  councilor  in  this  matter.  I  would 
like  some  substantiation  of  the  facts.  Therefore 
I  hope  this  will  go  to  the  Executive  Committee 
so  that  we  may  get  the  facts  before  we  vote  upon 
it  one  way  or  the  other. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  have  no  objec- 
tion to  its  going  to  the  Executive  Committee  if 
we  can  have  before  that  committee  somebody  in 
authority,  who  can  tell  us  whether  or  not  the 
union  officials  in  Boston  have  found  Matthew 
Cummings  guilty  of  not  complying  with  the  terms 
of  his  contract. 

President  McGRATH— The  Chair  will  refer  the 
order  to  the  Executive  Committee  and  will  in- 
struct the  City  Messenger  to  get  in  touch  with 
the  School  Department  and  with  the  City  Hospital 
trustees,  in  order  that  representatives  of  those 
departments   may   appear   before   our   committee. 

Coun.  KELLY — And  I  trust  that  there  will  be  a 
labor  representative  from  the  Boston  Central 
Labor  Union  present,  Mr.  President. 

President  McGRATH— The  City  Messenger 
will  also  call  up  the  Boston  Central  Labor  Union 
and  see  if  they  will  send  a  representative  down  here. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 

ittee. 


RELIEF  HOSPITAL,   FOREST   HILLS. 

Coun.  MURRAY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Boston  City  Hospital  be  requested,  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  to  establish  a  relief  hospital  in 
the  vicinity  of  Forest  Hills,  and  that,  pending 
establishment,  arrangements  be  made  with 
private  hospitals  in  that  section  to  care  for  emer- 
gency cases. 

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  President,  I  might  say 
in  regard  to  that  order  that  anybody  acquainted 
with  the  situation  in  Jamaica  Plain,  Forest  Hills, 
Hyde  Park,  Readville  or  West  Roxbury,  knows 
that  to  get  a  person  who  is  injured  to  the  City 
Hospital  takes  from  twenty-five  minutes  to  half 
an  hour.  They  are  held  up,  of  course,  by  the  red 
lights  on  Centre  street  and  in  other  places,  and  no 
matter  how  much  they  may  try  to  hurry,  the 
distance  is  so  great  that  the  life  of  a  person  who  is 
injured  might  ebb  away.  There  are,  however,  a 
number  of  hospitals  in  the  vicinity  of  Forest  Hills, 
Jamaica  Plain  and  West  Roxbury,  with  which  I 
think  arrangements  might  be  made  to  take  care  of 
such  persons  until  money  can  be  raised  to  build  a 
relief  hospital  in  the  neighborhood  of  Jamaica 
Plain  or  Forest  Hills  to  take  care  of  persons  injured 
or  maimed  in  our  district  or  surrounding  districts 
until  they  can  be  moved  to  the  City  Hospital.  In 
that  way  undoubtedly,  lives  will  be  saved. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  am  not 
criticizing  the  Licensing  Board,  as  I  think  they 
have  done  a  splendid  job.  But,  due  to  the  large 
influx  of  applicants  for  beer  licenses,  the  office  up 
there  has  got  into  a  very  bad  condition.  Hun- 
dreds and  hundreds  of  people  have  come  there  and 
there  has  not  been  a  sufficient  force  to  take  care  of 
them,  and  many  have  been  forced  to  stand  in  line 
under  unsanitary  conditions  for  four  or  five  hours, 
and  in  some  cases  all  day.  They  have  been  unable 
to  get  information  or  assistance  from  the  clerks, 
due  to  the  fact  that  they  have  been  busy  on  other 


work.  I  am,  therefore,  introducing  this  order, 
trusting  that  the  Mayor  may  be  able  to  send  up 
some  temporary  officers  to  assist  in  this  licensing 
work,  so  that  those  who  want  to  do  some  business 
in  the  beer  line  can  get  to  work  right  away. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


REDUCTION   IN   ELECTRIC   RATES. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  peti- 
tion the  Public  Utilities  Commission  for  an  imme- 
diate reduction  in  the  rates  now  charged  for  electric 
current. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  am  submitting 
that  order  so  that  it  may  go  along  at  the  same  time 
as  the  New  England  Telephone  and  Telegraph 
order  introduced  earlier  in  the  meeting.  This 
public  utility  corporation  we  have  here  furnishing 
electricity  is,  I  believe,  overcharging  for  its  service. 
I  believe  that  it  should  give  a  reduction  of  approxi- 
mately 40  per  cent.  At  the  present  time  I  under- 
stand that  they  are  selling  electricity  to  their  sub- 
sidiaries for  three  mills  per  kilowatt  hour  and 
charging  citizens  of  Boston  8  and  10  tens  per  kilo- 
watt hour.  So  I  think  it  is  time  that  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Utilities  should  make  arrangements 
to  give  a  proper  reduction  to  the  home  owners  of 
Boston,  particularly.  I  understand  that  reduc- 
tions have  been  given  to  business  concerns  and  to 
power  plants,  and  I  think  they  should  be  given  to 
the  users  of  electricity  in  the  homes. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

Gentlemen, — In  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  of  the 
Acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and   thirty- 


three,  I  hereby  notify  you  that,  effective  as  of 
Friday,  April  twenty-first,  nineteen  hundred  and 
thirty-three,  and  continuing  for  the  period  ending 
December  thirty-first,  nineteen  hundred  and 
thirty-three,  I  have  by  executive  order  reduced 
the  salary  of  every  office  and  position,  the  salary 
of  which  is  paid  from  the  treasury  of  the  City  of 
Boston  in  whole  or  in  part,  and  whether  such 
salary  is  fixed  by  statute,  city  ordinance  or  other- 
wise, and  whether  or  not  such  office  or  position 
is  subject  to  civil  service  or  classified  under  the 
civil  service  rules  or  under  the  county  classifica- 
tion plan,  except  the  members  of  the  City  Council, 
and  its  employees,  the  officers  and  employees  of 
the  Police  Department,  the  School  Department, 
the  Department  of  School  Buildings,  the  Licensing 
Board,  the  Finance  Commission,  the  Boston  Port 
Authority,  and  scrubwomen,  in  accordance  with 
the  following  schedule : 

1.  For  every  office  and  position  the  salary  of 
which  on  an  annual  basis  is  less  than  $1,000,  a 
reduction  of  5  per  cent  shall  be  made. 

2.  For  every  office  and  position  the  salary  of 
which  on  an  annual  basis  falls  within  the  range 
of  $1,000  to  $1,600,  both  inclusive,  a  reduction 
of  10  per  cent  shall  be  made,  but  no  salary  in  this 
group  shall  be  reduced  below  $950. 

3.  For  every  office  and  position  the  salary  of 
which  on  an  annual  basis  is  in  excess  of  $1,600,  a 
reduction  of  15  per  cent  shall  be  made,  but  no 
salary  in  this  group  shall  be  reduced  below  $1,440.

Here  is  a 
case  where  this  permit  was  granted  to  the  corpora- 
tion, the  White  Fuel  Company,  to  store  over 
3,000,000  gallons  of  fuel  oil  in  the  residential  part 
of  South  Boston.  The  only  reason  why  the  Mavor 
of  Boston  revoked  the  permit  after  he  granted  it 
was  that  he  knew  the  South  Boston  citizens  were 
up  in  arms,  that  they  had  a  monster  protest  meet- 
ing over  there,  if  I  am  informed  correctly,  and  if 
the  Mayor  had  not  decided  to  revoke  the  permit 
they  were  going  to  enter  City  Hall  the  next  day  and 
forcibly  remove  the  Mayor  and  throw  him  into 
School  street. 

Coun.  DONOVAN — Mr.  President,  so  far  as 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  is  concerned,  I  want  to  say 
that  I  had  a  conference  with  him  last  week  and  laid 
before  him  some  facts  that  he  had  not  learned  in 
regard  to  the  White  Fuel  Corporation.  He  then 
stated  specifically  to  me  that  if  he  had  known  be- 
forehand those  facts  he  never  would  have  granted 
the  permit  for  the  corporation.

Gentlemen, — As  has  been  the  custom  for  several 
years  past,  I  submit  herewith  a  report  relating  to 
the  street  paving  done  by  contract  during  the 
season  of  1932,  including  areas  of  different  types 
of  pavement  built  during  the  season,  contract 
costs  of  the  same,  method  used  in  awarding  con- 
tracts, and  recommendations  for  further  improve- 
ment of  the  quality  of  the  work  done.     Of   the 
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total  area  of  pavements  laid,  as  shown  by  the 
following  table,  86.8  per  cent  was  built  by  the 
Public  Works  Department,  4.23  per  cent  by  the 
Park  Department,  and  9.02  by  'the  Transit 
Department. 

The  figures  of  this  report,  as  with  previous 
reports,  do  not  represent  the  entire  costs  of  the 
various  contracts,  as  it  is  impossible  at  the  present 
time  to  secure  such  costs,  especially  the  cost  of 
engineering  expenses,  materials  furnished  by  the 
city  and  land  damages.  The  figures  do  show, 
however,  approximately  the  amounts  paid  to 
contractors  for  completed  street  pavements, 
exclusive  of  repair  and  sidewalk  construction, 
figures  showing  these  costs  being  included  in 
special  chapters,  pages  fourteen  to  sixteen, 
inclusive. 

Contracts  Awarded  Without  Advertising,  Not 
Awarded  to  Lowest  Bidder,  Etc. 

Of  a  total  of  forty-eight  contracts  let  by  the 
Paving  Service  of  the  Public  Works  Department, 
forty-five  appear  to  have  been  publicly  advertised. 
Three  contracts,  aggregating  in  total,  according  to 
the  figures  of  the  awards,  $43,468.52,  were  made 
without  competition. 

Of  the  forty-five  contracts  that  were  advertised, 


ten,  aggregating  in  total  cost,  as  shown  by  the 
bids.  $334,601.12,  were  awarded  to  other  than 
the  lowest  bidders  at  a  total  bid  of  $329,573.97, 
or  $5,027.15  above  the  total  of  the  lowest  bids. 

In  connection  with  several  advertised  contracts, 
the  rather  unusual  procedure  was  adopted  of 
awarding  extra  work  on  account  of  work  on 
streets  not  connected  with  the  streets  included 
in  the  original  contract,  for  example.  $2,400,  was 
paid  for  paving  on  Shawmut  avenue  as  extra  work 
in  connection  with  a  contract  for  repaving  a  part 
of  Newbury  street  in  the  Back  Bay  district. 

In  connection  with  a  contract  for  repaving 
with  granite  blocks  Austin  and  Chapman  streets 
in  the  Charlestown  district  and  Staniford  street 
in  the  West  End  district,  there  was  paid  extras  of 
$1,800  for  repaving  Elm  street  and  $3,400  for 
Washington  Street  North. 

In  other  cases  substantial  extras  were  paid  for 
paving  streets  not  included  in  the  original  con- 
tract, but  having  physical  connections  with 
them. 

Of  three  paving  contracts  awarded  by  the 
Transit  Department,  two,  aggregating  in  cost 
approximately  $24,501,  were  awarded  without 
advertised  competition.

The  total  number  of  completed  contracts  is 
fifty-three,  including  100  streets. 

By  comparing  the  above  figures  with  the  figures 
given  on  page  2  of  the  report  for  1931,  you  will 
note  that  the  number  of  contracts  was  about 
one  fourth  only  of  the  number  of  contracts  for 
the  previous  year,  that  is,  208,  and  that  the  total 
expenditures  were  less  than  one  half  of  the  expendi- 
tures for  1931. 

The  practice  of  preparing  the  subgrade  of 
streets  by  the  day  labor  force  of  the  department 
and  awarding  the  contracts  for  the  wearing  sur- 
face to  certain  contractors  having  plants  for 
preparing  hot  mixed  asphalt  pavements  has 
apparently  been  discontinued,  as  no  such  contracts 
appear  to  have  been  awarded. 

The  street  work  done  by  the  day  labor  force  of 
the  department  has  included  the  wearing  surface 
of  the  streets  which  have,  with  the  exception  of 
Chestnut  Hill  avenue  in  Brighton,  been  surfaced 
with  bituminous  macadam.  The  exception  above 
noted  was  a  part  of  Chestnut  Hill  avenue  adjoin- 
ing the  paving  yard  of  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment. There  is  installed  in  this  yard  a  small 
asphalt  mixing  plant  and  the  area,  aggregating 
6,910  square  yards  of  bituminous  concrete,  was 
manufactured  by  this  plant  and  laid  by  the  day 
labor  force  of  the  department,  the  greater  number 
of  the  working  force  being  "Welfare  workers," 
so  called. 

As  has  been  the  increasing  custom  during  the 
past  few  years,  the  ratio  of  the  hot-mixed  asphalt 
pavements,  that  is,  sheet  asphalt  and  Warrenite- 
Bitulithic,  as  compared  with  other  types  of  pave- 
ment has  increased.  The  areas  and  percentages 
of  the  different  types  of^pavement  are  shown  in 
the  following  table:

Bituminous  Pavements. 

The  hot-mixed  bituminous  pavements,  that  is, 
sheet  asphalt  and  Warren-Bitulithic,  constitute 
94.8  per  cent  of  the  total  area  as  compared  with 
85.25  per  cent  in  1931.  The  same  methods  of 
securing  contractors  for  hot-mixed  bituminous 
pavements  for  surfacing  streets  have  been  followed 
as  described  in  previous  reports.  Contracts  with 
few  exceptions  have  been  awarded  to  the  lowest 
bidders,  whether  or  not  they  possessed  the  neces- 
sary machinery  for  manufacturing  the  street- 
surfacing  materials.  Successful  bidders  not  pos- 
sessing such  machinery  of  necessity  made  sub- 
contracts for  mixing  and  laying  the  street  surface 
with  one  of  the  same  four  subcontractors  that  did 
such  work  in  previous  years.  No  publicly  ad- 
vertised competitive  bids  were  required  from  this 
coterie  of  specialists.  Prices  paid  to  these  special- 
ists appear  to  have  been  slightly  lower  than  for 
1931.  The  prices  given  to  principal  contractors 
by  the  subcontractors  at  the  beginning  of  the 
season  appear  to  have  been  substantially  the  same 
as  for  the  previous  season,  that  is,  about  $1.70  per 
square  yard.  During  the  latter  part  of  the  season 
the  subcontractors  did  work  as  low  as  $1.59  per 
square  yard  and  in  one  case,  for  sheet  asphalt 
to  be  laid  during  the  season  of  1933,  a  contract 
was  let  for  laying  sheet  asphalt  for  $1.51  per 
square  yard.  This  price,  I  believe,  contained 
no  profit  for  the  principal  contractor.  It  may  be 
that  this  bid  presages  substantially  lower  prices 
for  the  season  of  1933.  Figures  based  on  the 
actual  cost  show  that  the  reduction  in  average 
cost  per  unit  of  the  pavement  was  not  as  much 
as  would  have  been  warranted  by  reduction  in 
the  cost  of  materials  used,  and  therefore  the 
profit  per  unit  of  area  to  the  four  specialists  was 
probably  substantially  more  than  for  the  previous 
season. 

Following  is  a  table  show-ing  areas  in  square 
yards  of  hot-mixed  bituminous  pavements  laid 
during  the  season  of  1932,  by  each  of  the  specialists 
for  such  work,  together  with  the  percentages  of 
the  total  area  laid  by  each  specialist.

This  table  Bhows  that  the  total  amount  of 
bituminous  pavement  laid  was  distributed  among 
the  four  specialists  in  approximately  the  same 
percentage  as  for  the  years  1930  and  1931. 

Of  the  four  subcontractors,  Warren  Brothers 
Roads  Company,  Central  Construction  Company 
and  John  McCourt  Company  were  awarded  all 
of  the  pavement  laid  by  them  as  subcontractors 
under  the  principal  contractors  who  obtained  the 
contracts  for  the  entire  work.  In  the  case  of 
Gaddis  however,  of  the  total  52,930  square  yards, 
44  627  square  yards,  or  74.3  per  cent  were  laid  as 
principal  contractor  on  jobs  for  which  he  secured 
the  entire  contract  under  open  competition, 
leaving  only  two  small  jobs  aggregating  8,303 
square  yards,  or  25.7  per  cent  for  which  he  ap- 
parently had  no  competition. 

Prices  from  Other  Municipalities  and   State 
Departments. 

As  already  stated,  the  unit  prices  paid  to  the 
subcontractors  during  the  season  of  1932  were 
somewhat  lower  than  those  of  the  previous  season. 

I  have  experienced  some  difficulty  in  obtaining 
prices  for  the  cost  of  such  pavements  in  other 
cities  to  compare  with  the  prices  m  Boston,  on 
account  of  the  fact  that  a  number  of  the  cities  com- 
municated with  and  information  was  obtained 
from  in  previous  years  have  laid  practically  no 
similar  pavements  during  the  past  Beason.  in 
other  cases  pavements  were  laid  at  a  price  that 
included  both  the  surface  and  the  foundation, 
and  the  excavation  pertaining  to  the  foundation. 
There  is  no  way  to  separate  these  figures.  Other 
cities  have  laid  only  the  cheaper  types  of  bi- 
tuminous pavements.  Some  of  the  cities  and 
towns,  however,  have  submitted  to  me  prices  that 
are  susceptible  of  direct  comparison  with  the 
Boston  prices. 

For  example,  the  city  of  TJtica,  N.  Y.,  reports 
bids  for  sheet  asphalt  of  $1.37  per  square  yard; 
for  Warrenite-Bitulithic,  $1.37  per  square  yard; 
for  asphalt  concrete,  $0.98  per  square  yard. 
These  compare  with  prices  received  in  the  same 
city  for  1930  as  follows:

Hartford,  Conn.,  for  3-inch  sheet  asphalt,  14- 
inch  binder,  lj-inch  top,  the  same  as  laid  in 
Boston,  $1.21  per  square  yard,  the  same  as  for 
1930  and  1931. 

Providence,  R.  I.,  3-inch  Standard  sheet  asphalt, 
$1.06  per  square  yard,  as  compared  with  $1.20  to 
$1.30  per  square  yard  in  1931.  ... 

Auburn,  N.  Y.,  3-inch  Standard  sheet  asphalt, 
$1.35  for  a  small  area. 

In  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  during  the 
early  part  of  the  season  of  1932,  large  areas  of 
sheet  asphalt  pavements  were  aid  at  a  price  of 
85  cents  per  square  yard.  Inquiry  of  the  Borough 
President  regarding  the  reason  for  this  seemingly 
low  price  was  answered  by  the  secretary  to  the 
Borough  President  on  July  21,  1932.  He  stated 
that  there  appears  to  have  existed  a  price  war 
among  contractors,  but  that  recently,  however 
bids  were  received  showing  a  decided  increase  and 
that  it  would  appear  that  the  contractors  had 
at  last  adjusted  their  differences  He  also  stated, 
"Our  opinion  is  that  a  fair  price  for  asphalt  pave- 
ment, not  repaving,  should  be  in  the  vicinity  of 
$1.10  a  square  yard."  _.. 

Recent  figures  taken  from  the  New  York  City 
record  show  that  the  engineers  estimates  for 
paving  various  streets  with  sheet  asphalt  vary 
from  $1.05  to  $1.35  per  square  yard  for  surfaces 
substantially  of  the  same  type  as  those  laid  in  the 
City  of  Boston. 


Careful  cost  accounts  have  been  kept  of  the 
work  done  in  Boston  during  the  past  season. 
The  results  obtained  indicate  that  the  prices 
quoted  for  Providence,  Hartford,  and  the  other 
cities  with  approximately  the  same  prices,  contain 
a  fair  margin  of  profit. 

During  the  past  season  there  was  constructed 
by  the  Public  Works  Department  of  the  Common- 
wealth, under  authority  given  by  chapter  420  of 
the  Acts  of  1930,  two  important  highways,  entirely 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
known  as  the  Canterbury  street  widening,  in  the 
Dorchester  district,  and  Brook  Farm  road,  in  the 
West  Roxbury  district.  Both  will  be  important 
traffic  arteries  and  carry  a  heavy  automobile 
traffic. 

In  both  cases  the  roadways  were  built  of  7- 
inch  bituminous  macadam,  consisting  of  a  44- 
inch  foundation  course,  covered  with  a  wearing 
course  of  2§  inches  of  the  conventional  type  of 
bituminous  macadam.  The  cost  of  the  7-inch 
roadway  for  Canterbury  street,  as  given  by  an 
engineer  of  the  Public  Works  Department,  was 
85.8  cents  per  square  yard,  not  including  earth 
excavation,  and  the  cost  of  the  Brook  Farm  road 
was  86.2  cents  per  square  yard. 

The  Park  Department  of  the  city  is  now  build- 
ing an  extension  of  the  Brook  Farm  road  from  the 
end  of  the  work  constructed  by  the  Public  Works 
Department  of  the  Commonwealth  at  the  West 
Roxbury  Parkway,  to  Centre  street.  This  high- 
way is  an  entirely  new  one,  passing  through 
territory  of  the  same  character  as  the  Brook  Farm 
road.  Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  state 
highway  experts  selected  bituminous  macadam  for 
the  street  built  under  their  charge,  the  roadway  in 
the  extension  being  built  by  the  City  of  Boston  is  to 
have  a  6-inch  cement  concrete  base,  with  a  surface 
of  3-inch  sheet  asphalt.  The  comparative  cost  of 
the  two  roads  will  be,  as  previously  stated,  87 
cents  per  square  yard  for  the  part  built  by  the 
Commonwealth  and  approximately  $2.11  per 
square  yard  for  the  part  being  built  by  the  city. 
The  amount  and  character  of  the  traffic  will  be 
the  same  in  both  streets,  as  the  part  being  built 
by  the  city  is  simply  an  extension  of  the  part 
built  by  the  Commonwealth.  The  completed 
highway  will  furnish  at  least  an  opportunity  to 
make  a  fair  comparison  between  the  wearing 
qualities  of  the  pavement  built  by  the  Common- 
wealth and  the  pavement  being  built  by  the  city. 

Another  interesting  instance,  both  as  regards 
price  and  wearing  qualities,  is  furnished  by  the 
work  done  by  contract  during  the  paBt  season 
under  the  direction  of  the  Metropolitan  District 
Commission  in  paving  Memorial  Drive  along  the 
Charles  River,  between  Brookline  street  and 
Fowler  street.  This  street  is  of  a  rather  unusual 
type  of  construction,  although  a  similar  type  has 
been  built  to  some  extent.  It  consists  of  a  founda- 
tion 4  inches  thick  of  bituminous  macadam, 
covered  with  a  layer  of  bituminous  concrete.  The 
bituminous  concrete  is  built  in  two  layers  of 
different  sizes  of  stone  and  with  a  rough,  open 
surface,  to  furnish  non-skid  properties.  A  careful 
examination  of  the  specifications  indicates  that 
the  cost  to  the  contractor  of  the  bituminous  con- 
crete surface  must  have  been  at  least  as  much  as 
the  2-inch  machine-mixed  pavements  laid  by  the 
City  of  Boston.  Nevertheless,  the  price  paid  the 
contractor  for  the  2-inch  Burface  layer  was  48 
cents  per  square  yard,  with  a  five-year  guaranty, 
whereas  the  cost  of  the  2-inch  pavements  laid  by 
the  City  of  Boston  has  been  in  the  neighborhood 
of  $1.65  paid  to  the  subcontractor,  plus  whatever 
additional  profit  was  added  to  that  price  by  the 
principal  contractor.  The  total  cost  of  the 
Memorial  Drive  pavement,  including  both  the 
bituminous  macadam  foundation  and  the  bitumin- 
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ous  concrete  surface,  appears  to  have  been  approxi- 
mately SI  .02  per  square  yard. 

The  recommendations  of  the  report  of  1931, 
favoring  the  greater  use  of  cheaper  forms  of  bi- 
tuminous pavements  on  suburban  residential 
streets,  appears  to  have  been  adopted  to  some 
extent.  During  the  last  year  two  suburban 
streets  in  the  West  Roxbury  districts  were  paved 
with  the  penetration  type  of  bituminous  macadam. 
The  area  of  these  two  streets  was  not  sufficient  to 
warrant  a  definite  conclusion  regarding  the  aver- 
age cost  of  such  pavements  if  they  were  built  in 
larger  areas. 

Of  the  two  streets  mentioned,  one  street  with 
an  area  of  about  2,700  square  yards,  under  rather 
expensive  conditions,  the  depth  of  excavation 
required  being  18  inches  below  the  surface  level 
of  the  street  and  a  12-inch  gravel  refill,  was  built 
■ — including  all  expenses — at  a  cost  of  approximately 
$1.12  per  square  yard. 

Assuming  the  cost  of  the  hot  mixed,  smooth 
type  of  pavement  at  $1.70  per  square  yard  and  a 
4-inch  concrete  base,  the  minimum  thickness  used, 
and  adding  the  cost  of  the  other  items  at  the  unit 
prices  actually  paid,  would  indicate  a  cost  for  the 
smooth  types  of  pavement  of  approximately  $3 
per  square  yard.  The  actual  cost  of  the  pave- 
ment as  built  was  approximately  $1.12,  a  saving 
of  $1.88  per  square  yard. 

As  regards  the  other  street,  with  an  area  of 
approximately  4,100  square  yards,  the  conditions 
were  such  as  to  require  less  excavation  and  no 
gravel  fill.  Therefore,  the  price  for  the  finished 
pavement  amounted  to  approximately  67  cents 
per  square  yard,  or  $2.33  per  square  yard  less  than 
the  cost  of  hot  mixed  type  of  pavement,  or,  ex- 
pressed in  percentages,  the  cost  of  the  pavement 
was  but  22.33  per  cent  of  what  the  street  would 
have  cost  had  the  conventional  pavement,  that  is, 
either  sheet  asphalt  or  Warrenite-Bitulithie  on  a 
concrete  base,  been  used. 

Specifications. 

The  same  specifications  for  bituminous  pave- 
ments have  been  used  as  for  several  years  past 
and  no  attempt  has  been  made  to  revise  them 
according  to  the  latest  up-to-date  provisions  that 
have  been  prepared  and  recommended  for  use 
by  the  expert  committees  appointed  by  various 
technical  societies  interested  in  such  matters. 

As  in  previous  years,  a  detailed  examination  has 
been  made  of  the  reports  of  the  city"  chemist, 
showing  defects  in  the  work  of  the  various  con- 
tractors. The  total  of  402  reports  made  by  the 
city  chemist  have  been  examined  as  regards  the 
work  of  the  various  contractors.  As  regards  the 
work  of  the  John  McCourt  Company  for  the 
season  of  1932,  10.7  per  cent  of  the  total  number 
of  tests  made  show  mixtures  not  allowed  by  the 
provisions  of  the  specifications.  This  compares 
with  38.9  per  cent  for  the  season  of  1931.  The 
Central  Construction  Company's  work  had  16.1 
per  cent  in  1932,  as  compared  with  28.9  per  cent 
in  1931;  M.  F.  Gaddis,  21.7  per  cent  as  compared 
with  29.3  per  cent  in  1931. 

The  figures  on  the  whole  show  either  an  increas- 
ing tendency  on  the  part  of  the  contractors  to 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  specifications, 
or  more  rigid  inspection. 

The  tests  made  of  the  Warren  Brothers  Roads 
Company  product  were  not  analyzed,  as  their 
specifications  are  so  wide  in  their  limits  that 
probably  very  few  departures  from  these  limits 
would  have  been  found. 

Selection  of  Pavements. 

In  my  report  for  the  year  1931,  page  8,  attention 
was  called  to  the  apparent  neglect  of  the  authorities 
at  City  Hall  of  the  well-established  principles  ordi- 
narily considered  in  determining  the  type  of  pave- 
ment to  be  used  in  streets,  particularly  as  regards 
the  custom  in  the  City  of  Boston  of  selecting  in 
recent  years  for  practically  all  streets,  smooth  sur- 
face, bituminous  pavements,  either  sheet  asphalt 
or  Warrenite-Bitulithie.  The  work  of  the  past 
season,  1932,  indicates  at  least  a  tacit  recognition 
of  the  validity  of  the  criticisms  made. 

The  custom  of  building  smooth  bituminous 
pavements  has  been  .continued  and  in  fact  the  ratio 
of  the  total  area  of  such  pavements  to  the  total 
area  laid  was  increased,  so  that  the  percentage  of 
such  pavements  was  in  1932,  99.3  per  cent  of  all 
pavements  built  as  compared  with  97.6  per  cent 
for  the  year  1931.     The  practice  of  laying  such 


pavements  on  streets  with  steep  grades  seems  to 
have  been,  to  some  extent  at  least,  curtailed. 

The  danger  of  using  smooth  pavements  on  streets 
designed  for  comparatively  high  speed  traffic  has 
been  strikingly  demonstrated  by  experience  since 
the  opening  to  traffic  of  the  Centre  Street  Boule- 
vard in  the  West  Roxbury  district.  An  unusually 
large  number  of  accidents  have  happened  and  are 
still  happening  at  short  intervals  on  account  of 
high  speed  over  the  smooth  pavement  on  this 
street. 

Attempts  have  been  made,  since  the  dangerous 
condition  of  this  street  was  demonstrated,  to  re- 
surface the  steeper  grades  of  the  street  with  a 
"non-skid"  surface,  consisting  of  fine  gravel  or 
crushed  stone,  coated  with  asphalt,  but  without 
sufficient  of  the  finer  aggregate  to  completely  fill 
the  voids  in  the  mixture  and  leave  a  smooth  sur- 
face. Consequently  a  somewhat  open  and  rough 
surface  is  secured. 

This  type  of  surface  has  been  used  to  a  limited 
extent  in  Boston  in  previous  years  and  to  a  greater 
extent  in  some  other  cities.  If  the  surfacing  mate- 
rial is  applied  when  the  under  layer  is  still  warm 
and  in  a  somewhat  plastic  condition,  a  better  job 
appears  to  be  secured  than  in  cases  where  the 
original  top  surface  has  become  completely  cooled 
and:  hardened. 

This  form  of  construction  has  not  been  in  use  for 
sufficient  time  satisfactorily  to  demonstrate  its 
wearing  qualities.  So  far,  the  present  season  has 
been  particularly  favorable  for  this  construction 
as  there  has  been  very  little  snow  or  ice  to  require 
chains  on  motor  vehicles,  particularly  heavy  com- 
mercial trucks  and  motor  buses.  Nevertheless, 
examination  at  the  present  time  indicates  that  the 
type  of  construction  has  not  been  entirely  success- 
ful, the  difficulty  being  that  in  the  "non-skid" 
layer  the  material  used  is  so  open  that  little  support 
is  given  by  interlocking  of  the  adjoining  stones  and 
the  durability  of  the  surface  layer  depends  almost 
entirely  on  the  adhesion  furnished  by  the  asphaltic 
binder. 

On  several  of  the  heavily  traveled  streets  on 
which  this  form  of  pavement  has  been  built,  the 
so-called  "non-skid"  layer  has  been  loosened 
already  and  worn  away  to  a  considerable  extent. 
Unquestionably  this  action  will  have  a  rapid  in- 
crease when  conditions  develop  that  require  the 
use  of  chains  on  motor  vehicles. 

At  the  present  time  there  is  unquestionably  a 
movement  among  city  officials  to  build  "non-skid  " 
pavements  of  coarse  mineral  aggregate  without  the 
smooth  seal  coat  formerly  considered  to  be  neces- 
sary, on  account  of  the  additional  safety  furnished 
to  rapidly  moving  vehicles  with  rubber  tires,  and 
ordinarily  lower  cost.  This  tendency  is  shown  by 
the  policy  of  state  departments  and  suburban 
cities  in  using  almost  exclusively  the  penetration 
type  of  macadam,  or  the  Portland  cement  type  of 
pavement  where  conditions  and  available  funds 
allow  a  more  expensive  type  of  pavement.  During 
the  past  twenty  years  the  development  of  the  auto- 
mobile and  the  almost  universal  change  from  iron 
tires  to  rubber  tires  have  rendered  the  coarse  aggre- 
gate type  of  pavement  of  greater  suitability  for 
traffic  purposes.  The  reason  for  formerly  valid 
objections  to  using  the  coarse  aggregate  pavement 
was  on  account  of  the  tendency  of  the  large  stones 
in  the  wearing  surface  to  be  crushed  under  the 
impact  of  iron  tires.  This  difficulty  has  practically 
disappeared,  so  that  at  the  present  time  this  action 
is  not  of  great  importance  as  a  consideration  in 
connection  with  the  selection  of  pavements  for 
suburban  residential  streets  and  high  speed 
thoroughfares. 

Rapid  advances  have  been  made  in  the  technical 
features  of  building  such  pavements,  so  that  their 
durability  at  the  present  time  has  been  greatly 
increased  as  compared  with  the  earlier  types. 

It  is  my  firm  belief  that  the  City  of  Boston,  in  its 
continued  use  of  smooth  surface  types  of  bituminous 
pavements,  has  not  kept  up  to  date  with  the  natural 
development  of  pavements  and  that  for  the  future 
a  larger  percentage  of  coarse  aggregate  pavements, 
either  of  the  penetration  type  of  bituminous 
macadam  or  machine-mixed,  coarse  aggregate  con- 
crete, should  be  used.  By  the  adoption  of  such 
pavements  not  only  will  danger  of  accidents  to 
rapidly  moving  vehicles  be  largely  eliminated,  but 
a  very  great  decrease  in  cost  will  be  obtained. 

The  smooth  type  of  pavement  will,  however, 
continue  to  be  suitable  for  traffic  conditions  in 
urban  streets  where  speed  is  not  the  principal 
essential  and  where  high  speed  is  impossible. 
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Sidewalks. 
During  the  past  season  there  were  built  under 
various  appropriations  artificial  stone  sidewalks  as 
follows:

About  73  per  cent  of  the  area  laid  in  1931. 

Unfortunately,  as  I  believe,  the  recommendation 
made  in  the  1931  report,  that  one-layer  sidewalks 
be  built  instead  of  two-layer  sidewalks,  as  has  been 
the  universal  custom  in  the  past,  was  not  accepted, 
even  to  the  extent  of  building  an  experimental 
sidewalk.  The  price  for  sidewalks  during  the  past 
year  has  been  remarkably  low,  in  some  cases  lower 
than  the  actual  cost  of  materials,  according  to 
figures  furnished  by  dealers  in  such  materials.  It 
therefore  appears  that  in  order  to  secure  profit  for 
such  construction,  wages  paid  to  laborers  must 
have  been  greatly  below  the  price  generally 
considered  as  the  prevailing  rate  and  the  definite 
figures  in  some  cases  agreed  upon  by  the 
contractors. 

As  regards  this  matter  there  appears  in  bids  for 
all  street  work  an  increasing  tendency  to  approve 
the  contractor's  bid  for  "prevailing  rates,"  rather 
than  requiring  a  definite  price  to  be  inserted.  In 
Item  9  of  the  proposal  attached  to  the  contract 
there  appears  the  following: 

Item  9.  Wages  for  Laborers. — For  wages  for 
laborers  experienced  in  the  class  of  work  to  be 
done  under  this  contract  the  Contractor  agrees  to 
pay  not  less  than dollars. 

The  tacit  permission  given  to  substitute  for  a 
definite  figure  the  words  "prevailing  rate"  elimi- 
nates any  importance  that  may  have  been  attached 
to  this  item. 

The  information  gained  by  the  inspectors  of  the 
Finance  Commission  indicates  that  in  many  cases 
there  has  been  a  tendency  to  use  less  thickness 
in  two-layer  sidewalk  pavements  than  the  specifica- 
tions require  and  also  in  some  cases  the  wages 
paid  by  the  contractor  seem  to  be  no  more  than 
50  per  cent  of  the  price  usually  considered  to  be  the 
prevailing  rate. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  custom  above  outlined 
should  be  prevented,  even  were  it  necessary  to 
reject  the  bids  of  contractors  who  do  not  insert 
in  their  bids  a  definite  figure  of  dollars  and  cents, 
but  instead  bid  "prevailing  rate." 

Annual  Contract  for  Repairing  Bituminous  Paved 
Streets  Upon  which  the  Guaranty  has 
Expired. 

In  my  report  covering  the  work  done  in  the 
season  of  1931,  I  expressed  the  opinion  that,  on 
account  of  the  unusually  large  amount  of  repairs 
made  during  1930  and  1931,  the  bituminous 
paved  streets  were  in  such  a  condition  that  the 
amount  of  repairs  found  to  be  actually  necessary 
for  the  season  of  1932  would  be  so  small  as  to 
make  it  feasible  to  eliminate  the  annual  contract 
for  repairs  and  have  whatever  work  found  to  be 
necessary  done  by  the  day  labor  force  of  the 
department,  as  was  done  for  the  seasons  of  1927 
and  1928. 

The  practice  followed  in  the  previous  years 
was,  however,  followed  and  two  contracts  were 
let  after  a  form  of  competition.  The  estimated 
yardage  of  repairs  to  be  done,  as  estimated  for 
bidders,  was  less  than  one  half  the  amount  actually 
done  during  the  season  of  1931.  Bids  were 
received  on  March  23,  1932,  as  follows,  the  bids 
being  the  same  for  each  of  the  two  sections  into 
which  the  city  was  divided: 

Simpson  Brothers  Corporation $60,050 

M.  F.  Gaddis 61,730 

Central  Construction  Company 61,845 

McCourt  Company 64,750 

The  Simpson  Company  bids  were  rejected  and 
the  contracts  given  to  the  Central  Construction 
Company  and  M.  F.  Gaddis,  as  for  the  two  pre- 
vious years.  The  reason  given  for  the  rejection 
of  the  lowest  bid,  as  explained  by  a  letter  attached 
to  the  official  copy  of  the  contract,  is  as  follows: 

This  award  is  made  to  M.  F.  Gaddis  for  the 
reason  that  this  concern  has  done  very  satis- 
factory work  for  several  years  and  we  feel  that  the 
low  bidder  would  not  render  such  satisfactory 
service.

It  is  impossible  at  the  present  time,  on  account 
of  the  different  items  of  the  contract,  to  make 
comparisons  of  the  square  yards  done  in  the 
different  years.

These  figures  indicate  approximately  that  the 
area  repaired  under  both  contracts  in  1932  was 
49  per  cent  of  the  amount  done  in  1931,  a  reduc- 
tion of  51  per  cent.  It  will  also  be  seen  that  the 
total  area  repaired  in  1932  by  the  above-named 
contractors  is  approximately  one  half  of  the 
amount  repaved  by  each  contractor  in  1931. 
therefore,  in  the  immediate  future  there  is  no 
logical  reason  why  more  than  one  contract  should 
be  made,  if  any. 

The  Finance  Commission  has  maintained  during 
the  past  season  an  inspector,  who  has  given  a 
large  part  of  his  time  to  this  work.  On  account 
of  the  reports  of  this  inspector  and  my  personal 
observations,  it  is  my  opinion  large  areas  have 
been  removed  and  replaced  with  new  material 
that  might  have  economically  remained  for  one 
or  two  years,  perhaps  more,  without  noticeable 
impairment  of  street  conditions 

On  account  of  the  present  financial  stringency, 
and  on  account  of  the  increased  necessity  for 
funds  for  other  activities,  I  renew  the  recom- 
mendation made  for  the  season  of  1932,  that  for 
the  season  of  1933  the  annual  contracts  for  repairs 
of  bituminous  paved  streets  be  omitted  and  the 
work  found  to  be  absolutely  necessary  be  done 
by  the  day  labor  force  of  the  department,  using 
either  hot-mixed  material  from  some  one  of  the 
city's  mixing  plants,  or  one  of  the  various  cold- 
mi*ed  materials  that  are  available  and  being  used 
by  the  highway  departments  of  states,  cities  and 
towns  in  increasing  areas  each  year  for  both 
repair  work  and  for  new  streets.  By  adopting 
this  recommendation  a  very  large  percentage  of 
the  annual  expenditures  could  be  saved. 

The  practice  of  placing  on  unimportant  suburban 
streets,  streets  that  were  not  thoroughfares,  and 
streets  through  undeveloped  private  property, 
expensive  types  of  pavement  on  concrete  founda- 
t'0';s  has  apparently  been  abandoned,  for  during 
1932  at  least  few  such  streets  appear  as  having 
been  paved. 

I  have  attempted  to  make  a  rough  estimate  of 
the  amount  of  money  that  might  have  been  saved 
had  a  judicious  selection  been  made  of  the  street 
surface  and  a  cheaper  form  of  pavement  than  was 
used,  used  on  the  streets  built  during  the  past 
season.  Such  an  estimate,  however,  must  be  in 
large  degree  a  matter  of  personal  opinion.  It  is 
my  opinion,  however,  that  at  least  80,000  yards 
of  the  total  area  built  in  1932  might  have  been 
properly  paved  with  a  cheaper  form  of  pavement 
than  was  used  without  detriment  to  the  interests 
of  the  abutting  property  owners  and  with  a  saving 
of  at  least  $120,000. 

The  unit  prices,  exclusive  of  the  prices  for 
bituminous  street  surfaces,  bid  by  principal  con- 
tractors and  paid  to  them  by  the  city,  have  been 
during  the  past  season  very  low,  in  some  cases, 
especially  as  regards  cement  concrete,  covering 
less  than  the  actual  cost  consisting  of  labor, 
hauling  and  plant  charges.  The  reasons  for 
these  remarkably  low  prices  are  credited  by  con- 
tractors to  various  conditions,  among  them 
unusually  sharp  competition,  the  necessity  of 
keeping  their  organizations  together  in  anticipa- 
tion of  better  prices  in  the  future,  the  possibilities 
of  extra  work  at  the  usual  margin  of  profit,  and 
in  some  cases  the  hope  of  being  able  to  reduce  the 
amounts  of  quantities  used  without  reduction  in 
payment,  and  so  to  secure  a  margin  of  profit. 

As  regards  the  work  done  by  the  four  specialists 
for  bituminous  pavements,  acting  as  sub- 
contractors, while  there  has  been  a  nominal 
reduction  in  the  unit  price  per  square  yard  of 
pavement  charged  to  the  principal  contractor,  no 
such  adequate  reduction  in  prices  has  been  made 
as  would  be  warranted  by  the  reduction  in  the 
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C08t  of  labor  and  materials.  The  indications  are 
that  the  profit  of  these  specialists  has  not  been 
reduced  and  may  have  been  substantially  increased, 
depending  on  the  amount  of  reduction  in  wages 
that  has  been  made  by  them. 

At  the  present  time  of  great  financial  stringency, 
when  prices  are  being  reduced  by  principal  con- 
tractors and  wages  of  employees  are  being  reduced, 
both  as  regards  contractors'  employees  and  the 
employees  of  the  city,  it  would  seem  that  these 
specialists  should  also  reduce  the  cost  of  their 
pavements  to  an  amount  containing  not  more  than 
a  fair  margin  of  profit. 

The  Finance  Commission  has  frequently  pointed 
out  the  methods  by  which  it  believed  a  reduction 
in  the  prices  for  bituminous  pavements  might  be 
obtained,  in  fact,  its  theory  was  at  one  time  suc- 
cessfully demonstrated.  Briefly  stated,  the  method 
was  to  allow  open  competition  for  areas  of  sufficient 
size  as  would  warrant  contractors  having  the 
necessary  mixing  plants  moving  such  plants  to 
Boston.  See  Finance  Commission's  Reports, 
Volume  XX,  page  120.  If  such  a  method  should 
not  prove  effective,  then  the  character  of  the 
pavement  should  be  changed  to  types  that  could 
be  built  by  any  competent  local  contractor  with- 
out the  necessity  of  owning  an  expensive  mixing 
plant. 

The  unusually  large  areas  of  new  street  pave- 
ments that  have  been  built  each  year  for  several 
years  past  has  put  the  main  and  secondary  traffic 
highways  of  the  city  in  excellent  condition.  There 
are  still  many  residential  streets  in  which  the 
surface  conditions  compare  unfavorably  with  the 
surfaces  of  the  recently  paved  streets.  The 
streets,  however,  are  not  in  dangerous  condition. 
If  considered  desirable  to  effect  financial  economies 
by  reductions  in  the  appropriations  for  1933  as 
compared  with  previous  years,  substantial  reduc- 
tions in  the  appropriations  might  be  made  without 
subjecting  abutting  residents  and  property  owners 
to  undue  hardships  in  the  near  future.  This 
is  particularly  true  as  regards  the  loan  appropria- 
tions for  reconstruction  and  repair  of  streets  of 
the  Public  Works  Department  and  the  appropria- 
tion from  taxes  of  the  Park  Department. 

Under  present  conditions,  however,  when  the 
importance  of  effecting  the  greatest  financial 
economies  possible  is  modified  by  the  elements  of 
the  demands  of  charity  and  the  necessity  of  fur- 
nishing the  greatest  possible  amount  of  employ- 
ment for  laborers  and  artisans,  it  is  difficult,  if 
not  impossible,  to  recommend  a  policy  that  would 
not  be  open  to  criticisms  of  some  degree  of  merit. 

Whatever  policy  is  adopted,  substantial  savings 
can  be  made  by  changes  in  the  past  policies  of  the 
city  and  without  detriment  to  the  interests  of 
citizens,  except  perhaps  a  few  city  contractors,  as 
follows:  First,  by  securing  adequate  reductions 
in  the  prices  of  the  types  of  pavements  that  have 
been  almost  exclusively  built,  during  recent  years; 
and  second,  by  substituting  for  such  pavements, 
where  suitable,  cheaper  types  of  pavements. 

Assuming  the  area  of  pavements  built  in  1932 
as  the  amount  to  be  built  in  1933,  it  is  my  opinion 
that  a  total  reduction  in  the  cost  of  the  types  of 
pavements  now  favored  should  be  at  least  8200,000 
for  the  season  1933.  This  should  be  secured  by 
allowing  free  competition  and  by  advertising  bids 
for  larger  areas,  as  already  explained.  If  a  policy 
were  adopted  of  using  the  cheaper  types  of  pave- 
ments on  streets  for  which  they  are  suitable,  then 
the  saving  might  be  increased  to  at  least  $300,000.

I  think 
this  is  a  matter  that  we  of  the  City  Council  should 
interest  ourselves  in.

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  School  Committee  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  dis- 
continue the  practice  of  charging  a  fee  for  the 
examination  of  teachers  for  either  temporary  or 
permanent  service  in  the  Boston  public  schools. 

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  President,  in  this  year 
of  depression  it  seems  that  the  School  Committee 
wishes  to  charge  these  men  and  women  who  are 
unfortunately  out  of  a  position,  $2  for  taking  an 
examination  for  a  temporary  job  and  $5  for  taking 
an  examination  for  a  permanent  job.  They  have 
never  made  these  charges  before,  and  it  does  not 
seem  to  me  that  they  should  be  made  at  a  time 
like  this.  I  believe  that  practice  should  be 
stopped.  It  appears  that  applicants  are  told  that 
they  cannot  take  an  examination  until  they  have 
paid  the  money,  and  they  must  pay  the  money 
before   making   the   application.

STAGGER  SYSTEM,  CITY  DEPARTMENTS. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  provide  so-called  "stagger  schedule" 
in  those  departments  not  placed  on  a  five-day 
basis  by  the  recent  executive  order  which  will 
allow  the  employees  of  such  departments  a  five- 
day  week  without  detriment  to  the  public  business. 
Coun.  KELLY— Mr.  President,  I  feel  that  the 
Legislature  in  its  wisdom,  when  it  passed  the  act 
giving  the  Mayor  of  Boston  authority  to  slash 
salaries  at  will,  wished  to  have  all  city  employees 
considered  as  one  class.  It  did  not  wish  to  make 
an  example  of  one  department  and  allow  another 
department  to  get  extra  time.  In  other  words, 
it  did  not  wish  that  one  department  should  have 
a  five-day  week,  another  a  five  and  one-half  day 
week,  another  a  six-day  week  and  another  a  seven- 
day  week.  The  Legislature  specifically  made  the 
reduction  agreed  upon  according  to  the  salary 
paid.  Therefore,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  city 
employees  have  been  forced  to  take  a  reduction 
in  wages  due  to  graft  and  corruption  in  the  past 
three  years,  bearing  out  the  prediction  made  by 
me  two  years  ago  that  graft  and  corruption  in 
this  city  would  cost  millions  of  dollars  to  the 
taxpayers,  I  sincerely  believe  that  one  department 
should  not  be  discriminated  against  as  compared 
with  another  department.  We  have,  for  example, 
the  Police,  Fire,  Institutions  and  Hospital  Depart- 
ments, and  a  few  other  departments  that,  in  my 
estimation,  have  been  discriminated  against.  A 
city  employee  working  for  the  Fire  Department, 
the  Institutions  Department,  the  Police  Depart- 
ment, or  the  Hospital  Department,  should  be 
treated  just  as  fairly  as  an  employee  in  another 
department  of  the  city.  I  know  from  conversation 
with  men  and  women  in  different  departments  that 
have  been  slighted,  that  they  are  willing  to  go 
on  a  stagger  system  in  order  that  they  may  be 
treated  equally  with  city  employees  in  other 
departments.  So  I  trust  that  this  order,  which  I 
believe  is  a  very  important  one,  of  which  the  Mayor 
should  take  immediate  official  cognizance,  should 
be  passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


PROVISIONS  OF  CONTRACT  FOR  ALBANY 
STREET  TUNNEL. 
Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That    the    Commissioner    of    Public 
Works    be    requested,    through    his    Honor    the 
Mayor,  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  the  contract 
for  a  tunnel  under  Albany  street  which  requires 
that  one  half  the  width  of  the  street  be  left  open 
for  traffic. 

Coun.     KELLY — Mr.     President,     now     that 
Boston's  menace  No.  1  has  considered  it  his  duty 
to  bore  the  taxpayers  of  Boston  with  his  presence 
in  this  city  for  another  eight  months,  may  we  call 
upon   him  to   see  that  Boston's  menace   No.   2, 
Matthew    Cummings,    his    pet    contractor,    lives 
up  to  the  terms  of  his  contracts?     I  want  you 
to  see,  Mr.  President  and  members  of  the  Council, 
what  Mr.  Cummings  has  been  getting  away  with. 
First  of  all,  I  have  conclusive  proof  that  he  has 
not  lived  up  to  the  specifications  of  this  contract; 
second,  I  have  proof  beyond  all  reasonable  doubt 
that  he  is  not  paying  to  his  employees  the  union 
wages  that  he  is  supposed  to  pay  under  the  terms 
of  the  contract,  and  that  he  agreed  to  pay  when 
he  bid  for  the  job.     I  am  going  to  show  that  up 
on  Albany  street — and  let  anybody  deny  this  if 
he  can — for  the  past  fifteen  days  Albany  street, 
one  of  the  principal  highways  of  Boston,  has  been 
completely  closed  between  Massachusetts  avenue 
and   East  Newton  street,   back   of  the  hospital. 
In  other  words,  when  Mr.  Cummings  bid  on  the 
contract,  one  of  the  provisions,  as  I  understand 
it,    was   that    the    contractor    who    received    the 
contract  should  keep  one  half  of  Albany  street 
open  at  all  times,  so  that  those  going  to  and  fro 
could  do  so  without  unnecessary  inconvenience, 
expenditure  and  annoyance,   without  also  losing 
the  time  that  would  necessarily  be  lost  by  going 
around  by  way  of  East  Newton  street  and  Harrison 
avenue,  across  the  traffic  lights,  ^  because  of  the 
roundabout  way  they  were  required  to  take.     I 
say  that  it  was  unfair,  just  to  save  Mr.  Cummings 
a  few  dollars  on  his  contract,  to  close  up  such  a 
street    as    Albany    street,    particularly    when    he 
specifically   agreed    to    keep    it    open    under    his 
contract.     It  has  been  closed  for  exactly  fifteen 
days,   and   nobody   can   deny   it,   just   to   enrich 
Matthew     Cummings,     who    has    received    over 
$5,000,000   of   the   Boston   taxpayers'    money   in 
three  years.       The  City  Hospital  ambulance  serv- 
ice, for  example,    has    been    interfered  with  and 
has  had  to  be  re-routed  because  of  conditions  on 
Albany  street.     As  you  may  recall,  the  ambulance 
station  is  on  the  East  Newton  street  side.     The 
tie-up  is  just  at  the  Massachusetts  avenue  side 
of  the  ambulance  station.     In  other  words,  when 
a  resident   of  Dorchester,   Roxbury,   or,   in  fact, 
Hyde    Park,    has    called    for   ambulance   service, 
instead  of  an  ambulance  going  straight  through 
Albany  street  headed  for  Hyde  Park,  Dorchester 
or  South  Boston,  it  has  been  necessary  for  it  to 
go  around   by   way   of   East   Newton  street  and 
Harrison    avenue,    then    Massachusetts    avenue, 
and  wait  for  other  lights  on  Massachusetts  avenue 
and  Albany  street,   necessitating  a  delay  of  ten 
minutes    at    least.     That    has    been    particularly 
annoying  and  troublesome  at  such  times  as  5  to 
5.30  in  the  afternoon,  when  it  was  impossible  to 
avoid  traffic  tie-ups  and  delays,   and  all  simply 
to   enrich   the   grafting   and    thieving   contractor, 
Matthew   Cummings.     In  other  words,  this  sort 
of  thing  has  been  going  on,  this  street  has  been 
kept  closed,  simply  to  enable  Mr.  Cummings  to 
make  more  money,  at  the  expense  of  autos  and 
vehicles  from  all  parts  of  Boston,  the  result  being 
that  the  ambulance  and  hospital  service  in  general 
has   been  "delayed   and   tied    up.     But   Matthew 
Cummings  does  not  care  and  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
does  not  care.     I  say  that  it  is  high  time  that  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  got  on  to  himself  and  stopped 
this  kidding  and  camouflaging,  and  ordered  Mr. 
Matthew  Cummings  to  live  up  to  the  terms  of  his 
contract.     I    certainly   hope   that   this   most   im- 
portant order  to  the  people  of  Boston  will  pass 
under  suspension  of  the  rule. 

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  President,  I  am  not 
standing  up  here  in  defence  of  Matthew  Cummings 
or  the  Mayor,  but  I  certainly  do  feel  in  this  matter 
that  instead  of  placing  all  the  blame  on  either 
the  Mayor  or  Matthew  Cummings,  blame  should 
be  placed  on  the  Traffic  Commission  for  the 
closing  up  of  those  streets.  Let  us  place  the 
blame  where  it  belongs.  If  the  five  people  who 
are  supposed  to  have  control  of  street  traffic 
under  these  circumstances  have  closed  up  Albany 
street,  I  think  we  should  find  out  why  and  how 
they  did  it. 
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Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  that  sounds 
very  well,  but  let  me  say  for  the  enlightenment  of 
the  speaker  and  other  gentlemen  here  who  may 
be  in  doubt,  that  these  minor  officials  are  simply 
carrying  out  orders.  The  Traffic  Commission, 
for  example,  has  placed  three  detour  signs  at 
Albany  and  Massachusetts  avenue,  three  at  East 
Newton  and  Albany,  two  farther  down  on  Albany 
street,  and  also  signs  at  the  corner  of  East  Newton 
and  Harrison  avenue.  But  we  are  all  practical 
fellows.  We  all  understand  that  when  a  depart- 
ment head  orders  a  street  closed,  he  is  carrying 
out  the  orders  of  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  the  man 
who  appointed  him.  If  he  does  not  carry  out 
orders  he  is  immediately  dismissed.  So  I  say  it 
is  unfair  to  blame  the  head  of  a  department  in  a 
matter  of  this  kind,  because  he  is  under  duress. 
He  does  not  even  have  the  right  to  have  a  hearing 
and  to  be  represented  by  counsel,  if  the  Mayor 
wants  to  oust  him.  So  I  don't  think  it  is  fair  to 
lay  the  blame  on  the  Traffic  Commission  for  closing 
streets  in  this  way.  Such  heads  of  departments 
are  only  carrying  out  instructions  from  the  Mayor, 
instructions  emanating  from  Matthew  Cummings' 
partner  in  crime,  James  M.  Curley. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


EDISON    CONTRACT    FOR    EAST    BOSTON 
TUNNEL. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  cancel  the  three-year  contract  with  the 
Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company  of  Boston, 
which  was  signed  recently,  for  furnishing  light 
and  power  for  the  new  East  Boston  Tunnel,  and 
to  consider  the  advisability  of  installing  Diesel 
engines  for  this  purpose. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  it  is  very 
interesting  to  read  how  the  Mayor  of  Boston  is 
planning  to  do  so  much  for  the  taxpayers  of 
Boston,  now  that  the  possibility  of  the  Mayor 
leaving  Boston  and  making  way  for  the  President 
of  the  City  Council  to  be  Mayor  of  this  city  has 
passed.  I  would  like  to  know  why  the  Mayor 
of  Boston,  if  he  is  not  a  power  trust  man, — which, 
of  course,  he  is, — specifically  entered  into  a  three- 
year  contract  with  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminat- 
ing Company  of  Boston  at  an  approximate  cost 
for  current  of  $24,000  per  year,  as  stated,  and 
with  a  good  chance  of  its  running  to  a  much 
higher  figure.  He  entered  into  this  three-year 
contract  for  the  furnishing  of  power  and  light  to 
the  new  East  Boston  Tunnel,  which  will  be  open 
some  time  about  the  first  of  the  coming  year, 
without  properly  examining  into  what  could  be 
done.  Why  did  not  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  with 
the  City  Council  Committee  on  Municipal  Light- 
ing, look  into  the  practicability  of  using  the 
Diesel  engine,  knowing  how  easily  it  could  fur- 
nish light  and  power  at  very  reasonable  rates — 
far  cheaper  than  the  rate  charged  by  the  Edison 
Electric  Illuminating  Company?  Why  didn't  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  consider  that  possibility  before 
signing  up  with  the  power  trust  for  three  years 
for  an  amount  of  at  least  $24,000  a  year,  and 
probably  amounting  to  close  to  $100,000  in 
three  years,  on  the  Transit  Commission's  figures, 
when  he  must  have  known  that  he  could  have 
installed  the  Diesel  engine  and  have  carried  the 
current  for  about  20  per  cent  of  the  actual  expense 
that  will  now  have  to  be  borne  by  the  people  of 
Boston?  In  other  words,  for  a  few  thousand 
dollars  the  Mayor  of  Boston  could  have  installed 
the  Diesel  engines  in  the  power  plant  of  the  East 
Boston  Tunnel  and  furnished,  according  to  experts, 
all  the  power  which  will  be  required  for  the  East 
Boston  Tunnel — and  for  which  we  are  now  to  pay 
at  least  $24,000  a  year— for  $5,000.  And  this  at  a 
time  when  the  city  employees  have  to  take  a  5, 
10  and  15  per  cent  cut.  This  is  the  gentleman 
who  says  that  Boston  needs  Curley!  The  real 
fact  is  that  Boston  needs  to  get  rid  of  Curley! 

Coun.  BRACKMAN— Mr.  President,  may  I  ask 
that  this  matter  be  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee? 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  have  no 
objection  to  its  being  referred  to  a  committee, 
but  we  have  a  committee  on  Municipal  Lighting. 
If  the  councilor  will  withdraw  his  motion,  I  would 
like  to  have  the  matter  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Municipal  Lighting. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN — Mr.  President,  my  pur- 
pose in  suggesting  reference  to  the  Executive 
Committee  is  that  there  have  been  a  lot  of  facts 


and  figures  presented  and  that  we  have  no  means 
of  knowing  whether  they  are  true  or  not.  I  feel 
that  we  should  be  informed,  and  I  am  merely 
asking  that  that  information  be  given  us  in  execu- 
tive committee. 

Coun.  KELLY — Then,  Mr.  President,  may  I 
ask  that  Colonel  Sullivan  and  any  others  who 
may  be  involved  with  the  East  Boston  Tunnel, 
be  sent  for,  so  that  we  can  interview  them  in 
executive  session? 

President  McGRATH— The  matter  can  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Municipal  Lighting 
very  properly,  and  then,  if  the  committee  wishes 
to  have  Colonel  Sullivan  or  others  come  before  it, 
such  men  can  be  invited. 

The  matter  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Municipal  Lighting. 


REPAVING    OF    MT.    EVERETT    STREET, 
WARD  15. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That    the    Commissioner    of    Public 
Works    be    requested,    through    his    Honor    the 
Mayor,   to  repave  Mt.  Everett  street,   Ward   15, 
with  smooth  paving.

Coun.  FISH  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  remove  from  office  the  present  chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Street  Commissioners. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  the  oil  matter  in 
South  Boston  has  been  referred  to,  and  I  might 
say  in  this  connection  that  in  Dorchester  last 
week  the  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Street  Com- 
missioners saw  fit  to  grant  a  permit  in  my  ward 
for  the  storage  of  40,000  gallons  of  oil,  against  the 
protests  of  seven  hundred  taxpayers  and  residents 
of  the  section.  I  don't  think  it  was  fair  for  the 
Street  Commissioners  to  do  that,  Mr.  President, 
and  for  that  reason  I  call  upon  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  to  discharge  Chairman  Teddy  Glynn,  the 
butcher  boy,  from  office  immediately. 

President  McGRATH— The  Chair  will  rule  the 
order  out  of  order. 


CITY   MONEY   IN   CLOSED   BANKS. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  be  requested 
to  transmit  to  the  City  Council  a  list  of  all  banks 
which  are  now  closed  in  which  money  belonging 
to  the  City  of  Boston  was  deposited  and  also  the 
amount  of  money  in  each  of  such  closed  banks. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  believe  a 
considerable  amount  of  money  of  the  city  has 
been  tied  up  in  the  closed  banks  of  Boston  and 
that  a  special  effort  should  be  made  at  this  time 
to  liquidate  those  banks  so  that  that  money  may 
be  available  to  the  citizens  during  this  time  of 
need.     I  understand  that  more  than  a  million   is 
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tied  up  in  closed  banks.  The  City  of  Boston  can 
use  that  money  now  to  advantage,  and  if  the 
Mayor  will  take  the  proper  steps  I  am  very  certain 
that  liquidation  of  the  banks  can  be  expedited. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


LAND   FOR   THOMAS   ROBERTS 
PLAYGROUND. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following:

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  request  the 
commissioner  of  the  Boston  Police  Department  to 
secure  proper  legislation  so  that  policemen  will  be 
allowed  one  day  off  in  six. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


STEP-RATE   INCREASE   FOR   POLICE 
AND   FIREMEN. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  be  requested 
to  grant  the  step-rate  increase  to  all  police  and 
firemen  who  are  entitled  to  it. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  this  is  a  matter 
of  great  importance  at  the  present  time,  particularly 
as  it  affects  the  members  of  the  Police  Department 
who  have  not  arrived  at  their  maximum  amount 


under  the  law.  If  they  have  to  sustain  this  pro- 
posed reduction  in  their  pay  it  will  bring  their  per 
diem  rate  to  less  than  S3.80.  We  know  that  the 
police  of  Boston  cannot  afford  to  work  at  the  low 
rate  of  S3. 80  a  day.  That  is  less  money  than 
they  pay  night  watchmen,  who,  I  understand,  re- 
ceive $5  a  day  and  work  five  days  a  week.  In 
other  words,  by  depriving  these  members  of  the 
Police  Department  of  the  proper  step  increases 
that  they  had  every  right  to  expect,  they  will  not 
make  enough  to  support  themselves  and  their 
families.  I  understand  that  they  were  started  in 
at  the  rate  of  SI  ,700  a  year  and  that  each  year 
they  were  to  receive  S100  increase,  until  they 
attained  the  maximum  of  $2,100.  But  this  step- 
rate  was  terminated  for  reasons  of  economy. 
Now,  I  believe  in  economy,  but  I  believe,  when  it 
comes  to  reductions  in  salaries,  it  should  not  take 
place  to  the  extent  of  reducing  salaries  and  wages 
to  the  point  where  men  cannot  support  their 
families.  And  I  am  not  in  favor  of  pay  cuts,  so 
far  as  the  great  body  of  employees  of  the  City  of 
Boston  are  concerned,  until  such  time  as  other 
proper  economies  are  made  in  departments  where 
they  can  be  made.  If  the  Mayor  sees  fit  to  make 
reductions  in  salaries  of  employees  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  I  think  the  reductions,  also,  should  be 
equitable  and  uniform,  and  that  the  various  classes 
of  individuals  in  the  larger  groups  should  be  treated 
the  same.  We  know  that  the  men  in  the  Police 
Department  and  Fire  Department,  particularly 
those  members  who  are  the  newer  men,  are  not 
receiving  a  square  deal,  are  being  treated  unfairly; 
and  the  Mayor,  in  view  of  such  conditions,  should 
take  immediate  action  to  grant  to  the  new  arrivals 
in  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments  step-rate  in- 
creases until  they  get  the  maximum  that  they  are 
allowed.  It  is  unfair  for  policemen  to  be  placed 
out  at  work  on  the  streets  for  $3.80  a  day.  You 
know  that  those  men  cannot  do  their  work  properly 
under  such  conditions;  that  it  must  upset  the  morale 
of  the  department.  Also,  it  will  subject  them  to 
temptation,  which  they  probably  have  not  had  in 
the  past,  to  accept  gratuities  and  enter  into  col- 
lusion with  offenders  against  the  law,  and  other- 
wise bring  disgrace  on  the  Police  Department  of 
the  City  of  Boston  in  its  relation  with  crime  and 
criminals.  I  ask  a  suspension  of  the  rule  so  that 
the  Mayor  may  be  given  an  opportunity  to  exer- 
cise his  prerogative  and  allow  step-rate  increases 
in  both  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN— Mr.  President,  I  had  in- 
tended to  introduce  an  order  similar  to  the  one 
introduced  by  the  colleague  who  has  just  spoken, 
and,  if  he  does  not  object,  I  would  move  to  amend 
his  order  so  that  the  Mayor  will  reconsider  his 
proposal  to  cut  the  men  in  the  Boston  Police  De- 
partment 15  per  cent.  My  purpose  in  so  doing 
is  not  that  I  wish  to  favor  any  particular  class  of 
city  employees  over  another,  but  I  believe  these 
men  are  not  now  on  a  par  with  other  city  em- 
ployees. They  are  obliged,  in  the  first  place,  to 
work  seven  days  a  week,  as  against  the  present 
five-day  a  week  schedule  applied  to  other  municipal 
employees.  Besides  having  to  work  seven  days  a 
week,  they  are  obliged  to  do  extra  detail  duty.  We 
know  that  during  the  bank  moratorium  they  were 
subject  to  twenty-four  hours'  duty  call.  I  have 
known  of  many  instances  where  the  police  of  Bos- 
ton after  their  last  shift  of  duty  at  night  have  been 
obliged  to  lose  sleep  the  following  morning  by 
reason  of  going  to  court  to  testify  against  offenders 
arrested  the  night  before.  I  certainly  trust  that 
action  may  be  taken  so  that  the  Boston  police 
officers  may  at  least  have  an  opportunity  to  be 
brought  up  to  their  maximum  scale  before  any  re- 
duction is  put  in  effect  against  them;  because, 
besides  the  proposed  15  per  cent  cut  they  are 
obliged  to  contribute  4  per  cent  toward  their 
pension  system,  making  a  total  of  19  per  cent 
coming  out  of  their  yearly  pay.  I  certainly  feel 
it  to  be  my  duty  as  a  member  of  the  City  Council 
to  stand  up  and  object  to  this  proposition,  because 
I  feel  that  our  mothers  and  sisters  are  entitled  to 
all  the  protection  they  can  possibly  get  at  the 
hands  of  the  Police  Department,  and  I  feel,  taking 
into  consideration  the  present  standing  of  our  Police 
Department,  one  of  the  finest  in  the  country,  that 
it  would  be  a  shame  to  do  anything  which  would 
tend  to  destroy  the  morale  of  the  force.  So  I  rise 
here  today  to  ask  the  honorable  Mayor  to  recon- 
sider the  pay  cut  in  the  Police  Department,  be- 
cause I  believe  he  has  not  given  the  matter  full 
and  formal  consideration.  Otherwise,  I  don't 
believe  he  would  have  asked  that  they  be  treated 
on  the  same  basis  as  other  city  employees.  I 
think    it    unfortunate    that    any    employee's    pay 
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should  be  cut,  particularly  so  in  the  case  of  the 
Police  Department,  with  their  scale  of  wages  in- 
ferior to  that  in  most  cities  of  the  United  States 
today.  The  Boston  papers  have  commented  on 
the  hardship  that  this  will  work  if  it  goes  into 
effect.  The  Boston  Post  only  this  morning  had 
a  lengthy  argument  in  regard  to  it,  quoting  figures 
and  facts  showing  that  the  police  force  of  the  City 
of  Boston  is  not  being  paid  an  amount  commen- 
surate with  that  paid  by  other  cities  in  the  United 
States.  I  hope  the  body  will  go  on  record  as 
favoring  this  order  and  my  amendment. 

President  McGRATH— The  Chair  will  have  to 
rule  that  the  amendment  is  out  of  order,  because 
the  legislation  as  passed  by  the  Legislature  says: 
"Provided  that  such  reduction  in  compensation 
applies  uniformly  to  all  persons  of  the  same  grade 
or  classification  and  receiving  the  same  salary." 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  think  the 
order  I  have  put  in,  looking  to  the  securing  of 
proper  legislation  in  this  matter,  will  undoubtedly 
cover  what  the  councilor  has  in  mind.  I  am 
glad  that  he  got  up  and  spoke  on  the  order,  because 
I  know  in  doing  so  he  expressed  a  very  strong, 
popular  opinion.  A  great  many  men  on  the  streets 
of  Boston,  everybody  with  whom  I  have  spoken, 
are  against  the  proposed  reduction  in  the  pay  of 
the  Boston  police  until  they  receive  the  maximum, 
so  that  they  will  at  least  secure  an  amount  upon 
which  their  families  can  be  supported. 

Coun.  MURRAY— Mr.  President,  I  think  the 
cut  itself  is  not  right.  I  believe  if  there  were 
such  a  scale  as  this  in  effect — up  to  $1,000  a  year 
no  reduction,  from  $1,000  to  $1,560  inclusive, 
5  per  cent  reduction,  from  $1,560  to  $2,700  inclu- 
sive, 10  per  cent  reduction,  from  $2,700  to  $4,000, 
15  per  cent  reduction,  and  over  that  20  per  cent, 
— it  would  be  fairer  to  the  police  officers  and  to 
everybody  else. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


DISCHARGE   OF   CERTAIN   EVENING 
SCHOOL  TEACHERS. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That   the    School    Committee   be    re- 
quested to  discharge  the  following  class  of  persons 
now  employed  in  the  evening  school  centers: 

1.  Married  women  whose  husbands  are  working 
and  capable  of  supporting  them. 

2.  School  teachers  who  are  permanently 
employed  as  school  teachers  in  day  schools. 

3.  Persons  who  are  not  residents  or  citizens  of 
Boston. 

President  McGRATH— The  order  will  be 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  BURKE— Mr.  President,  I  wonder  if  I 
might  say  a  word  on  that  now? 

President  McGRATH— You  will  have  an 
opportunity  when  it  comes  back  from  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Coun.  BURKE— Mr.  President,  I  would  ask 
unanimous  consent  to  make  a  statement. 

President  McGRATH — If  there  is  no  objection, 
the  councilor  may  proceed. 

Coun.  BURKE — I  have  introduced  that  order 
as  a  result  of  an  investigation  that  I  made  into 
the  workings  of  the  Dorchester  evening  school 
centers,  in  the  Dorchester  High  School.  It  was 
brought  to  my  attention  that  married  women 
were  being  employed  by  the  School  Department 
as  matrons  in  the  Dorchester  High  School,  women 
with  husbands  well  able  to  support  them,  in  spite 
of  the  fact  that  there  are  hundreds  of  widows 
unable  to  get  work  to  support  their  families  and 
entirely  competent  to  do  the  work  that  is  now 
being  done  by  these  others.  One  woman  that 
works  out  there  is  the  wife  of  a  former  office  holder 
in  Ward  17,  a  former  city  official  of  the  City  of 
Boston.  She  is  working  there  and  her  husband 
enjoys  a  splendid  job  that  brings  him  in  con- 
siderable money.  I  believe  he  is  entirely  capable 
of  supporting  her  without  any  necessity  for  her 
working,  and  still  she  is  taking  a  job  and  thereby 
keeping  food  out  of  the  mouths  of  widows  and 
children.  I  might  mention  the  name, — Mrs. 
Harrison  Atwood, — the  wife  of  Harrison  Atwood, 
now  holding  this  job,  at  a  good  compensation,  a 
job  that  might  well  be  taken  by  some  able  and 
deserving  widow  who  needs  it  to  support  herself 
and  her  children.  I  also  call  to  mind  people 
working  in  the  Dorchester  schools  who  live  out- 
side of  the  City  of  Boston.  For  example,  there 
is  Hope  Rogerson,  living  in  Milton.  I  say  that 
girl  should   be  discharged  and   that  there  should 


be  put  in  her  place  somebody  now  out  of  employ- 
ment in  the  City  of  Boston,  a  citizen  of  this  city. 
In  addition,  I  found  teachers  permanently  em- 
ployed as  day  teachers  in  the  schools  of  Boston 
who  also  work  in  the  Dorchester  school  center 
evenings,  holding  two  jobs,  while  there  are  hun- 
dreds of  young  ladies  equally  qualified,  and  out 
of  work,  who  should  be  given  an  opportunity  to 
take  one  of  the  jobs.  Therefore,  Mr.  President,  I 
ask  the  School  Committee  to  investigate  these 
things,  to  fire  married  women  whose  husbands 
are  perfectly  able  to  support  them,  to  fire  teachers 
who  live  outside  the  City  of  Boston,  and,  where 
there  are  teachers  now  taking  two  jobs,  to  make 
them  give  up  one  of  those  jobs.  Such  action  is 
only  fair  to  the  other  people  of  Boston. 

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  President,  I  would  also 
like  to  have  this  include  the  Jamaica  Plain  schools 
and  school  centers.  We  have  there  also  people 
working  days  and  nights.  We  fought  for  a  long 
time  for  residents  of  Boston  as  teachers  in  the 
schools  of  Boston,  and  it  is  now  specified  by  the 
School  Committee  that  from  now  on  nobody  but 
citizens  of  Boston  shall  be  employed  in  the  Boston 
schools.  And  I  don't  think  what  is  criticized  here 
applies  only  to  the  School  Committee. 

Coun.  BURKE — No,  I  believe  in  every  depart- 
ment of  the  City  of  Boston  there  are  married 
women  whose  husbands  are  working  and  who 
should  support  them. 

The  order  stood  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 


Coun.  LYNCH  in  the  chair. 


RETAIL   SALE   OF   BEER. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  favor 
legislation  which  will  enable  every  reputable  store 
in  Boston  which  desires  to  sell  beer  by  bottles  at 
retail  prices  to  do  so  and  the  limitation  of  178  be 
removed. 

Coun.  KELLY" — Mr.  President,  we  now  have, 
it  seems,  a  peculiar  law  in  regard  to  this  matter  on 
our  statute  books.  At  least  in  my  estimation  it  is 
a  peculiar  law,  limiting  the  number  of  stores  that 
can  sell  beer  at  retail  in  this  city  to  178.  I  believe 
that  is  class  legislation,  and  that  if  tested  before 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  Commonwealth  it  would 
be  found  to  be  so.  I  certainly  believe  it  is  unfair 
to  limit  the  number  to  178  stores,  picked  out  of  the 
many  thousands  of  stores  whose  owners  pay  taxes 
to  the  city,  men  of  high  reputation  and  who  should 
be  allowed  to  sell  beer  at  retail.  Why,  Mr. 
President,  people  in  my  district,  if  they  want  to 
buy  beer  in  the  case,  or  to  buy  a  few  bottles,  in 
many  eases  have  to  go  down  ten  or  twelve  streets 
to  get  it.  I  ask,  is  that  fair?  They  should  be 
entitled  to  purchase  beer  from  their  grocer  or 
retail  man,  a  man  in  whom  they  have  confidence. 
I  accordingly  ask  that  this  resolve,  which  puts 
the  Boston  City  Council  on  record  as  favoring 
equal  rights  for  every  store  owner  in  the  City  of 
Boston,   be  passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 

Chairman  LYNCH — The  order  is  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Rules. 


REPAVING   OF  WARD   10   STREETS. 
Coun.  POWER  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That    the    Commissioner    of    Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  repave  Creighton  street,  Ward  10,  with  smooth 
paving. 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  repave  South  Huntington  avenue,  from  Floydell 
street  to  Perkins  street,  Ward  10,  with  smooth 
paving. 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  repave  Sunnyside  street,  Ward  10.

SCHEDULE   OF   AID. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  in- 
struct   the    Overseers    of    the    Public    Welfare    to 
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revise  the  present  schedule  of  aid  increasing  said 
schedule  over  the  one  recently  promulgated. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN — Mr.  President,  recently 
there  was  a  schedule  put  into  effect  with  regard  to 
the  recipients  of  welfare  aid,  running  something 
like  this, — for  a  family  of  three  people,  $7  a  week; 
for  a  family  of  four  people,  .19  a  week;  for  a  family 
of  five  people,  $10  a  week;  for  a  family  of  six 
people,  $12  a  week,  and  so  on.  I  have  been 
unable  to  understand  up  to  the  present  time  how 
a  great  many  families  in  Boston  have  succeeded  in 
carrying  on  with  the  small  stipend  they  have  been 
receiving  from  the  Welfare  Department.  Under 
this  new  schedule  to  which  I  have  referred,  a 
schedule  which  I  understand  has  recently  been 
put  into  effect,  I  am  at  an  utter  loss  to  know  how 
people  are  going  to  live.  Just  think  a  family  of 
three  people  receiving  from  the  City  of  Boston 
only  $7  a  week.  The  average  rental  would  be  $4 
a  week  for  a  family  of  that  size,  and  that  is  over 
$16  a  month.  That  would  give  them  but  $3  a 
week  for  food  and  clothing  for  three  people,  or  $1 
per  person  per  i  week  for  clothing  and  food.  I  sub- 
mit that  that  is  less  than  three  cents  a  meal  for  a 
person  to  live  on.  There  is,  too,  absolutely  no 
provision  in  the  event  that  one  of  these  individuals 
becomes  sick  or  has  to  make  some  unusual  ex- 
penditure during  the  course  of  that  week.  I  feel 
that  this  schedule  is  entirely  out  of  proportion  to 
what  it  should  be.  There  are  certainly  some  cases 
that  should  be  considered  on  their  actual  merits, 
but  I  understand  that  under  this  scale  all  cases 
are  treated  100  per  cent  alike,  whether  there  is 
sickness  in  the  family,  total  disability  on  the 
part  of  the  wageearner,  or  other  circumstances. 
I  certainly  trust  that  the  Mayor  will  reconsider 
and  will  give  these  unfortunates  enough  to  keep 
body   and   soul   together. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


INFORMATION   FROM   FINANCE 
COMMISSION. 

Coun.  ROBERTS  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Finance  Commission,  through 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  instructed  to  furnish  the 
Council  immediately  all  information  and  data 
with  reference  to  their  present  investigation  of 
the  personnel  and  expenditures  of  the  city  as 
affecting  the  budget  appropriation  for  1933  of  the 
city  and  to  furnish  from  time  to  time,  as  soon  as 
such  information  becomes  available,  further  in- 
formation gathered  by  the  commission  and  its 
investigators  in  order  that  such  information  may 
be  made  immediately  available  for  the  Committee 
on  Appropriations  and  the  Council. 

Coun.  ROBERTS— -Mr.  President,  I  have 
always  thought  it  very  unusual  that  all  the  in- 
formation we  ever  receive  from  the  Finance  Com- 
mission is  simply  received  by  us  upon  request. 
It  has  sometimes  occurred  to  me  that  we  never 
would  have  any  information  from  that  commis- 
sion if  we  did  not  request  it.  I  understand  by  the 
newspapers  that  at  the  present  time  the  Finance 
Commission  investigators  are  making  an  extensive 
investigation  of  all  the  departments  of  the  city 
with  a  view  to  determining  whether  they  have  too 
great  personnel,  as  well  as  other  facts  concerning 
them.  We  continually  see  reference  to  that  sort 
of  thing  in  the  newspapers.  Now,  my  order 
simply  asks  the  Finance  Commission  to  send  the 
information  that  it  is  thus  obtaining  to  the  Coun- 
cil, so  that  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  in 
particular  may  be  able  to  go  into  the  questions 
thus  raised,  aB  information  is  brought  out  from 
time  to  time.  It  seems  to  me  this  is  particularly 
important  at  the  present  time,  because  when  we 
do  get  the  budget  we  will  have  to  act  upon  it  very 
hurriedly. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


WHITE   WAY   ON   COLUMBUS   AVENUE. 

Coun.  ROBERTS  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  include  in  the  current  budget  a  sum 
sufficient  to  provide  for  the  installation  of  a 
"white  way"  lighting  system  along  Columbus 
avenue,  from  Park  square  to  Massachusetts 
avenue.

OF   GASOLENE  AND   FUEL  OILS. 

Coun.  DONOVAN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Street  Commis- 
sioners be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  give  members  of  the  City  Council  due 
notice  of  hearings  to  be  held  on  petitions  for  the 
storage  and  sale  of  gasolene  in  their  respective 
districts.

Ordered,    That    his   Honor   the   Mayor    be    re- 
quested to  consider  the  advisability  of  fixing  the 
streets  of  Boston  by  the  labor  of  able-bodied  men 
on  the  rolls  of  the  Welfare  Department. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rules. 


TARIFF  ON  FISH. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  be  re- 
quested to  consider  the  advisability  of  organizing 
a  committee  and  sending  the  Corporation  Counsel 
or  assistants  to  Washington,  opening  up  a  Washing- 
ton headquarters,  from  which  to  vigorously  pre- 
sent the  Boston  side  of  the  tariff  on  fish. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  'President,  I  respect- 
fully ask  permission  to  have  this  statement  included 
in  the  records,  as  I  do  not  wish  to  take  up  the 
time    of    the    body    unnecessarily.     There    is    a 
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conference  on  in  Washington  that  may  lead  to 
eliminating  the  tariff  on  fish.     If  that  results,  it 
will  practically  mean  the  wiping  out  of  our  fish 
industry.     The  Boston  fish  market  is  the  largest 
fish  market  on  this  continent.     In  1930  over  two 
hundred    eighty-nine    million    pounds    of    fresh 
fish  were  landed  at  Boston,  about  two  hundred 
fifty    million    pounds    will    be    handled    in    1933. 
Over  440  fishing  boats,  of  over  five  tons,  land  at 
the  Boston  Fish  Pier,  about  3,000  fisherman  are 
employed  on  the  boats,  and  about  2,500  in  help 
are  employed   about  the  Boston   Fish  Pier.     At 
the  present  time  there  is  a  tariff  on  fish  coming 
into  the  United  States  from  foreign  lands.     For 
instance,  cod  or  haddock,  skinned  and  boned  and 
wrapped    in    cellophane  paper  is  today    paying 
a  tariff  of  2£  cents  a  pound,  frozen  or  fresh,  if 
shipped    from    Canada    into    the    United    States. 
A  strong  movement  is  on  foot  to  eliminate  the 
tariff  on  Canadian  fish.     If  this  tariff  is  eliminated 
it   practically   means   the   wiping   out   of   one   of 
Boston's   oldest  industries,   the   fishing  industry. 
Even   with  the  present  tariff,   conditions  at  the 
Boston   Fish   Pier    have    been    very    bad   during 
the  past  year.     Not  a  fisherman  has  made  money. 
Fish  has  brought  1  cent  and  1J  cents  a  pound, 
and   the  fishermen  who  go   out  in  all   kinds   of 
weather,  who  perform  one  of  the  most  perilous 
and  hazardous  forms  of  work,  find,  at  the  end 
of  the  voyage,  they  owe  themselves  money  and 
their    families    must    go    without    the    amenities 
of  life.     The  holy  season  of  Lent  has  just  passed, 
the  one  period  of  the  year  when  fish  should  be 
sold  here  in  Boston,  and  yet  the  fishermen  were 
practically  destitute  through  this  period.     What 
will   conditions   be  for  the   fishermen,   now   that 
the  season  of  Lent  is  over,  and  what  little  demand 
there  has  been  will  have  dropped  off?     What  will 
become  of  the  fish  industry  if  the  tariff  that  we 
now  have  on  fish  from  Canada  and  other  foreign 
lands  is  taken  off?     Even  with  the  tariff  the  fisher- 
men have  suffered.    What  will  become  of  Boston's 
great   fish   market  and   fish   pier  if   the  tariff  is 
eliminated?     In  the  normal  year,   Massachusetts 
sells  about  one  hundred  million  dollars'  worth  of 
fish,    retail.     This    year,     because    of    abnormal 
conditions,  the  industry  will  do  well  to  sell  fifty 
million  dollars'  worth  of  fish.     There  are  25,000 
fishermen    in    Massachusetts,    when    we    include 
those   attached    to    the    Boston    Fish    Pier,    and 
shell,    clam    and    lobster    fishermen    from    other 
parts  of  the  state.     One  third  of  the  fish  landed 
at  Boston  are  "filleted,"  that  is,  the  bone  and 
skin  are  eliminated  and  are  shipped  to  the  West. 
Even   with   the   present   tariff,   large   chain-store 
outfits  have  been  importing  "fillets"  from  Canada, 
paying  a  duty   of   2-J   cents  a  pound,   frozen  or 
fresh,  and  selling  the  fish  in  the  Chicago,  Detroit 
and  western  market  for  1  cent  a  pound  cheaper 
than  the  Boston  fish  dealers  can  sell  the  same  for 
in    that    market.     Canadians    in    the  Maritime 
Provinces  are  able  to  produce  fish  cheaper  than 
does  the  average  American  fisherman  from  Boston. 
Our  men  have  to  go  a  long  distance  up  north  to 
catch  the  fish  and  must  transport  it  back  to  Boston. 
The    Canadian    fisherman,    invariably    takes    up 
fishing    as    an    avocation,    not    a    vocation.     He 
generally  is  a  farmer,  works  the  land  and  fishes 
on  the  side.     He  is  near  at  home;     he  does  not 
have  to  depend  upon  what  he  gets  from  fish  to 
keep  him  and  his  family.     He  lives  on  a  cheaper 
scale  of  living  than  does  the  American  fishermen. 
This  makes  it  possible  for  the  large   American 
"  chain"  store  representatives  to  buy  the  Canadian 
fish,  pay  a  small  price  for  it,  pay  a  tariff  on  the 
"fillets"  of  2j  cents  a  pound,  and  put  the  Canadian 
fish  into  cities,  such  as  Detroit,  Chicago,  Cleveland, 
etc.,  for  1  cent  a  pound  cheaper  that  our  Boston 
fisherman  can  do  it.  for.     Most  of  the  Boston  fish 
is    sent    outside    Massachusetts.     We    depend    a 
great  deal  on  the  western  market.     Even  with  the 
tariff   on   fish,   forty-one   million   pounds   of  salt 
fish  were  imported  into  the  United  State  last  year, 
1932.     To  make  this  salt  fish  required  125  million 
pounds  of  fresh  fish.     Our  fishermen  claim  that 
the   loss   of   this   salt-fish   market   to   take   their 
surplus  fish  was  quite  a  factor  in  the  industry 
losing  money  last  year.     They  formerly  received 
$2  to  $2.25  per  100  pounds  for  fish  to  salt.     Last 
year,  they  received  hardly  $1  for  the  same  amount, 
and  most  of  the  time,  they  had  no  offers  whatever. 
This   condition   existed   even   with   a   tariff   of   2 
cents  a  pound  on  boneless  salt  fish  and  J   cent  a 
pound    tariff    on    raw    salt    fish.     Today    is    the 
mackerel  season.     Schools   of  mackerel  show  up 
about  April  first,  each  year,  off  Cape  Hatteras. 
They  move  north  to  Cape  Breton,  and  many  of 
our  fishermen  follow  the  schools.     Today,  out  of 


sixty  mackerel  fishing  boats  at  the  Boston  Fish 
Pier,  scarcely  thirty  are  working,  the  others  being 
tied  up.  Premier  Richard  Bennett  of  Canada 
has  asked  the  United  States  to  drop  the  tariff 
on  Canadian  fish.  He  desired  the  Canadian 
Maritime  Provinces  to  ship  their  fish  into  the 
United  States  duty  free.  Under  the  "modus 
vivendi"  clause,  between  Canada  and  the  United 
States,  this  tariff  can  be  dropped.  Canada  offers 
the  United  States  a  free  market  in  Canada  for  our 
automobiles  from  Detroit,  provided  we  will  give 
her  a  free  market  for  her  fish.  Even  with  a 
tariff,  last  year,  1932,  Norway  sent  fourteen 
million  cases  of  sardines  to  the  United  States. 
The  Japanese  land  scallops  in  California  for 
SI. 25  a  gallon  and  the  best  price  that  we  can 
land  scallops  in  California  for,  from  the  east 
coast  of  the  United  States  to  the  west  coast,  is 
S3  to  S3. 25  a  gallon  Scallops  in  Boston,  today, 
cost  $1.75  to  $2  a  gallon.  Japan  can  send  salmon 
to  the  United  States  and  sell  it  for  44  cents  a 
case.  The  cheapest  that  we  can  produce  salmon 
for  in  the  United  States  is  SI  a  case.  1932  was 
the  first  year  that  Japan  sent  scallops  to  the 
Californian  market.  My  friend,  Robert  Lincoln 
O'Brien,  chairman  of  the  United  States  Tariff 
Commission,  asserts  that  depreciated  currency  is 
not  to  blame  for  the  flooding  of  the  American 
market,  but  I  am  inclined  to  believe  that  the 
depreciation  of  the  Japanese  yen  from  around 
50  cents  to  22  cents,  is  a  factor  in  this  situation. 
Prime  Minister  Bennett  of  Canada  will  reach 
Washington  in  the  near  future,  bent  upon  this 
mission.  Fishermen  from  Gloucester,  Boston  and 
other  points  have  sailed  a  regular  fishing  vessel, 
the  "Thebaut,"  up  the  Potomac  river  to  Wash- 
ington, and  are  now  there  to  protest  against  the 
United  States  eliminating  the  tariff  on  fish.  Boston 
has  more  to  lose  than  any  other  American  city 
if  a  tariff  is  taken  off  fish.  It  means  that  we  will 
lose  our  great  fish  industry.  What  are  we  doing 
about  it?  Little  if  anything.  The  Mayor  of 
Boston,  the  Corporation  Counsel  of  Boston,  and 
others  should  make  arrangements  to  go  to  Wash- 
ington and  assist  in  this  matter.  Boston  should 
open  up  an  office  in  Washington,  headed  by  the 
ablest  people  we  have,  to  stay  right  on  the  job 
down  there  until  a  definite  decision  is  given  one 
way  or  the  other.  A  month,  a  week  from  now 
may  be  too  late!     Wake  up  Boston!

REMOVAL  OF  BOSTON   &  ALBANY 
ACCOUNTING   DEPARTMENT. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  be  re- 
quested to  consider  the  advisability  of  protesting 
to  the  New  York  Central  Railroad  against  the 
removal  of  the  Accounting  Department  of  the 
Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  to  Cleveland. 
Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules. 


FREEDOM     FROM     TAXATION     TO     NEW 
INDUSTRIES. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  be  re- 
quested to  consider  the  advisability  of  requesting 
the  Legislature  to  grant  the  power  to  the  city  of 
allowing  a  certain  period  of  free  taxation  to  new 
industries,  under  certain  prescribed  conditions. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rules. 


ALLOWANCE  BY  OVERSEERS  OF  PUBLIC 
WELFARE. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Overseers  of  the  Public 
Welfare  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  provide  at  least  a  sum  sufficient,  to 
families  on  the  welfare  list,  that  will  insure  the 
minimum  subsistence  as  determined  by  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture  and  the 
Children's  Bureau. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  understand 
that  a  family  of  four  at  the  present  time  are 
allowed  $1  a  day  to  live  on.  The  Department  of 
Agriculture  and  Children's  Bureau  state  that 
from   $7.50    to   $10.50   is   the   minimum   weekly 
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budget,  for  food  alone  for  a  family  of  five,  specify- 
ing that  that  cannot  continue  long  without  danger. 
I  certainly  think  that  the  proper  amount  for  sub- 
sistence of  families,  as  set  forth  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  and  the  Children's  Bureau, 
should  be  allowed  by  our  Department  of  Public 
Welfare,  and  with  the  amount  necessary  to  pro- 
cure food  alone,  I  don't  see  what  there  is  left  to 
be  spent  for  other  necessities  within  the  amounts 
now  allowed. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.  » 


STATEMENT    REGARDING    CONSTABLES. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  ask  unanimous 
consent  to  make  a  statement. 

Chairman   LYNCH — If   there   is   no   objection, 
the  councilor  may  proceed. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  am  quite 
interested  in  the  appointment  of  some  constables 
in  the  City  of  Boston  whose  terms  expire  on 
April  30,  the  end  of  this  week.  I  believe,  if  I  am 
correctly  informed,  that  there  has  been  a  change 
in  the  position  of  the  chairman  of  the  committee, 
who  does  not  intend  to  present  any  additional 
names  for  confirmation  today.  That  is  the  pre- 
rogative, I  presume,  of  the  chairman  of  a  com- 
mittee and,  of  course,  I  would  be  the  last  one  to 
criticize.  But  I  wonder  if  the  fact  is  being  borne 
in  mind  that  among  these  constables  who  are 
applying  for  reappointment  there  are  many 
against  whom  there  are  no  complaints,  and  that 
by  not  taking  action  we  are  putting  them  right, 
into  the  army  of  the  unemployed — as  if  we  did 
not  have  enough  unemployed  citizens  today; 
that  unless  the  present  procedure  is  changed,  we 
will  be  adding  175  more,  with  their  families,  to 
the  vast  army  of  the  unemployed  after  April  30 
of  this  week.  If  that  is  done,  it  means  that  the 
earliest  time  at  which  confirmation  can  be  given 
is  the  second  or  third  day  of  May,  and  it  will 
then  take  a  week  for  bonds  to  be  received  through 
surety  companies,  and  another  week  before  we 
can  confirm  the  bonds.  So,  for  more  than  two 
or  three  weeks,  innocent  men  and  their  families, 
men  depending  for  their  livelihood  on  this  pro- 
fession, will,  through  no  fault  on  their  part,  be 
barred  from  earning  a  livelihood.  I  regret  that 
I  must  admit  that  I  am  a  part  of  the  committee 
this  year  charged  with  the  duty  of  investigating 
the  appointments.  I  sought  such  appointment 
and  am  pleased  with  the  consideration  given  me 
by  the  President  of  the  body  in  having  me  made 
a  member  of  this  committee.  So  I  don't  want 
to  be  misunderstood.  I  have  had  nothing  what- 
ever to  do  with  the  matter,  however,  other  than 
the  fact  that  I  was  invited  to  come  in  and  listen 
to  imaginary  complaints,  with  one  constable  on 
one  side  of  the  chairman  and  another  on  the 
other  side,  if  my  information  is  correct,  sitting  in 
at  executive  sessions  with  the  members  of  the 
committee  and  passing  upon  the  question  of  what 
constables  should  be  confirmed.  I  have  no 
objection  if  there  is  a  complaint  in  regard  to  any 
individual.  In  that  case  such  a  man  should  be 
held  up.  That  is  the  way  I  acted  when  I  was 
chairman,  and  it  was  done  previous  to  my  becom- 
ing chairman.  I  am  simply  talking  now  about 
fairness.  The  councilor  from  Ward  19  has  just 
informed  me  that  there  was  no  reference  to  who 
should  be  confirmed  or  otherwise.  But  that 
question,  also,  is  a  prerogative  of  the  chairman. 
What  I  am  saying  now  I  am  not  saying  in  direct 
criticism;  but  I  do  say  where  there  are  men  on 
the  list  against  whom  there  has  been  no  complaint, 
that  fact  might  well  be  considered  prima  facie 
evidence  that  their  appointments  should  be 
confirmed.  Under  the  circumstances,  why  should 
such  men  not  be  confirmed  today,  in  order  that 
they  may  work  at  their  business,  and  so  that 
there  may  be  no  lapse  between  the  bond  that 
expires  April  30  and  the  one  that  they  can  get 
for  qualification  next  Monday.  I  have  a  lot  of 
friends  in  the  Sheriff's  office,  men  who  might  get 
some  of  this  work  if  a  number  of  these  appoint- 
ments are  not  confirmed,  but  I  think  the  sheriffs 
of  Suffolk  County  are  faring  pretty  well  today, 
anyway.  A  constable  can  only  serve  a  writ 
with  an  ad  damnum  up  to  $300.  I  don't  think 
we  ought,  even  for  two  weeks,  to  subrogate  that 
privilege  to  the  sheriffs  of  Suffolk  County,  and 
that  is  what  we  are  doing  by  holding  these  men 
up.  I  can  see  no  reason  for  holding  the  men  up. 
I  attended  an  investigation  meeting,  so  called, 
last  Thursday,   when  men  came  in.     I  made  no 


suggestions,  because  I  was  not  asked  to  make 
any,  but  there  were  cases  there  where  it  would 
have  taken  an  attorney  to  know  the  right  or 
wrong  in  connection  with  the  acts  of  a  constable 
who  had  been  appointed.  The  constable  carries 
out  his  instructions,  the  instructions  of  the  attorney, 
there  is  the  required  bond,  and  later  the  constable 
is  sued,  and  the  plaintiff  recovers  from  the  con- 
stable on  the  bond  which  comes  from  the  attorney. 
The  constable  has  done  no  wrong,  and  still  that 
may  result  in  holding  him  up.  I  think  that  is 
not  the  right  way  to  do  business.  I  believe  that 
these  constables  who  have  served  us  long  and 
faithfully,  who  have  served  the  city  faithfully, 
who  have  served  attorneys  faithfully,  ought  not 
to  be  held  up.  I  believe  the  committee  should 
get  together  between  now  and  the  executive 
session  and  decide  to  report  in  favor  of  those 
constables  against  whom  there  are  no  complaints, 
so  that  their  names  may  be  presented  to  us  for 
our  confirmation.  Of  course,  that  was  done  in 
previous  years.  I  was  chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Constables  last  year,  with  our  honor- 
able President  as  a  co-member,  and  we  consulted 
with  each  other  in  regard  to  all  these  matters. 
I  believe  we  should  hold  no  one  up  at  this  late 
stage  of  the  game  unless  there  is  a  complaint. 
I  trust  that  the  chairman  of  the  committee  will 
not  take  these  suggestions  of  mine  as  a  criticism, 
because  they  are  not  so  intended,  but  I  would 
like  an  opportunity  to  vote  for  the  confirmation 
of  some  constables  in  whom  I  am  interested. 
I  am,  however,  making  these  remarks,  not  in 
behalf  of  the  constables  in  my  district,  but  on 
behalf  of  constables  throughout  the  entire  city, 
men  who  are  merely  waiting  for  the  notice  of 
their  appointment,  and  whose  families  are  waiting 
until  they  may  be  confirmed,  so  that  they  may 
be  able  to  support  their  households.  I  have  had 
coming  to  my  office  men  against  whom  there  are 
no  complaints,  and  I  would  ask  the  chairman  to 
sit  down  with  other  members  of  the  committee 
and  pass  on  some  of  these  applications.  I  trust 
that  that  may  be  done  this  afternoon. 

Chairman  LYNCH — Don't  you  think  this  mat- 
ter can  be  ironed  out  during  the  recess,  there  being 
nothing  before  the  body  at  the  present  time? 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  I  would  ask 
unanimous  consent  to  make  a  statement. 

Chairman  LYNCH — If  there  is  no  objection, 
the  councilor  may  make  a  statement. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  Chairman,  I  asked  for  the 
same  unanimous  consent  the  other  day,  and  the 
councilor  was  ungentlemanly  enough  not  to  allow 
me  to  make  the  statement.  But  I  am  going  to 
let  him  make  his  statement. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  the  Committee  on 
Constables  held  a  meeting  last  Tuesday  and  went 
into  this  matter,  and  passed  on  thirty-four  or 
thirty-five  constables,  with  Councilor  Ruby  sitting 
in.  Thursday  we  had  another  hearing  and  some 
sixty  applications  were  considered.  There  were 
two  constables  in  the  room  with  us,  it  is  true. 
They  belonged  to  a  grievance  committee  of  a 
constables'  association.  Councilor  Ruby  at  the 
time  apparently  thought  the  idea  was  a  good  one. 
Only  ten  minutes  ago  he  said  to  me  that  he  wrould 
like  to  look  at  the  list  of  constables  that  we  were 
going  to  confirm  here  today,  and  I  gladly  showed 
it  to  him.  Up  to  that  time  I  thought  he  was 
satisfied.  Only  last  Friday  in  the  Messenger's 
office  he  wanted  one  particular  constable  to  get  by, 
with  a  record  against  him,  and  now  apparently  he 
does  not  want  to  have  any  of  them  get  by  unless 
those  he  is  in  favor  of  are  acted  upon.  We  intended 
to  have  a  meeting  of  the  committee  before  the 
meeting  of  the  body  today,  but  were  unable  to  do 
so.  Of  course,  if  members  want  to  get  up  here  and 
make  a  grand  stand  play  on  beTtalf  of  certain  con- 
stables, they  can  do  it,  but  I  am  not  going  to  let 
the  thing  get  by  without  having  the  facts  under- 
stood. 

Coun.  MLTRRAY — Mr.  President,  as  a  member 
of  the  committee  I  sat  in,  and  some  of  the  men 
whose  names  were  considered  had  complaints 
against  them.  We  have  tried  to  act  fairly,  but 
we  did  not  have  a  chance  to  act  upon  as  many 
as  we  would  like,  because  these  things  take  time. 
There  were  two  constables  on  the  grievance  com- 
mittee of  the  constables'  association,  who  sat  in 
with  us  and  everybody  felt  that  it  was  all  right 
that  that  should  be  so.  Of  course,  these  are  times 
of  depression,  and  people  do  need  a  job,  but  I  have 
had  many,  many  complaints  brought  to  my 
attention  about  constables  who  were  unruly,  who 
were  very  impudent  and  overbearing  with  poor 
people  from  whom  they  were  trying  to  collect.     So 
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I  think  it  is  nothing  but  right  that  we  should  take 
the  time  for  proper  consideration  of  names  of 
constables  coming  before  us,  under  the  circum- 
stances. If  some  of  these  men  are  going  to  insult 
our  citizenry  the  committee  should  certainly 
examine  into  it.

STATEMENT     ABOUT     FIRST     NATIONAL 
STORES,  INC. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  unanimous  consent  to  make  a  statement. 

Chairman  LYNCH — If  there  is  no  objection, 
the  gentleman  may  proceed. 

Coun.  NORTON — About  a  month  ago  I  made 
a  statement  concerning  the  First  National  Stores 
about  their  fishing  vessels  and  their  quarters  at 
the  Fish  Pier,  about  their  warehouse  and  employees. 
I  am  sorry  that  in  making  the  statement  I  ap- 
parently was  not  aware  of  the  facts,  which  have 
been  called  to  my  attention  by  the  First  National 
Stores.  In  their  communication  to  me  they  say, 
"We  have  no  property  at  the  Fish  Pier,  we  do 
not  catch  fish,  nor  do  we  hire  help  at  the  rate  of 
$1.50  for  ten  hours'  night  work.  You  surely  have 
our     company     confused     with     somebody     else. 

.  .  .  We  extended  a  helping  hand  in  every 
direction  where  it  was  possible  during  the  recent 
banking  emergency,  to  manufacturers,  to  the 
public,  and  reasonable  credit  and  cooperation  in 
the  supply  of  food  stuffs  all  through  New  England. 
We  tied  up  hundreds  of  thousands — yes,  more 
than  a  million  from  Saturday  morning  until 
Thursday  night  in  this  form  of  assistance.  We 
accepted  food  orders  of  cities  and  towns,  charitable 
organizations,  mercantile  scrip  to  a  point  where 
the  greater  part  of  our  working  capital  was  tied 
up  in  this  sort  of  credit.  We  shipped  currency 
all  over  the  United  States  to  keep  food  stuffs 
moving  from  primary  markets,  furnished  railroads 
with  indemnity  bonds  to  release  food  stuffs  en 
route  at  the  time  the  moratorium  was  declared. 
Some  time  we  would  like  to  tell  you  the  story 
of  that  famous  week  as  related  to  our  business 
and  our  customers.  A  single  day's  partial  re- 
strictions of  the  arrival  of  fresh  pork  to  this  market 
permitted  the  wholesale  price  to  be  advanced 
from  7\  cents  to  17  cents  per  pound.  This  could 
have  happened  on  every  other  perishable  food 
commodity  had  not  uniform  and  regular  ship- 
ments been  maintained."  Of  course,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent and  gentlemen,  I  wish  to  be  fair  to  every- 
body, and  therefore  I  make  this  statement  pub- 
licly, so  that  justice  may  be  done.  I  do  believe 
that  some  form  of  taxation  will  eventually  have 
to  come  for  chain  stores  and  other  such  organiza- 
tions. But  in  all  our  debates  and  controversies 
we  must  be  fair  in  the  presentation  of  facts;  and, 
having  been  in  error,  I  now  wish  as  far  as  possible 
to  set  the  thing  right.

BUDGET  FOR  COUNTY  OF  SUFFOLK. 

The  following  was  received:

Gentlemen, — I  submit  herewith  my  budget 
recommendations  for  the  County  of  Suffolk  for 
the  fiscal  year  1933  in  full  segregated  form,  in 
substitution  for  the  lump  sum  recommendations 
submitted  on  January  26,  1933. 

The  allowances  as  recommended  total 
S3 ,500 ,590.96.  This  total  represents  a  reduction 
of  $489,104.51  in  the  estimates  as  originally 
submitted  and  is  $448,454.04  less  than  the  total 
county  appropriations  for  1932.  The  following 
table  indicates  in  comparative  form  the  main 
points  of  difference  between  the  appropriations  of 
1932  and  my  budget  recommendations  for  the 
current  year.

The  decrease  shown  in  the  Personal  Service 
group  may  be  attributed  to  three  factors:  salary 
reductions  made  in  conformity  with  the  provisions 
of  chapter  121  of  the  Acts  of  1933;  vacancies  which, 
wherever  possible,  will  remain  unfilled;  and  va- 
cancies, in  key  positions,  which  will  be  filled  at 
lower  rates  than  those  paid  former  incumbents. 
It  is  estimated  that  savings  of  approximately 
$205,000  will  be  effected  as  a  result  of  the  executive 
order  issued  on  May  21,  and  that  savings  slightly 
in  excess  of  837,000  will  be  secured  through  the 
policy  of  handling  vacancies  as  previously  de- 
scribed. Reductions  of  $20,600  and  $2,900  have 
been  made  in  the  allowances  for  temporary  em- 
ployees and  for  overtime,  respectively. 

In  the  Contractual  Service  group  the  decrease 
reflected  has  been  secured  largely  by  reductions 
in  two  items,  namely:  Jurors  and  Plant  Repairs. 
There  is  every  indication  that  the  Legislature 
will  enact,  at  its  current  session,  a  law  reducing 


the  compensation  of  jurore  from  $7  to  $6  in  capital 
cases  and  from  $6  to  $5  in  all  other  cases.  The 
total  appropriations  for  jurors,  as  recommended 
in  the  current  budget,  is,  therefore,  $50,000  less 
than  in  1932.  Reductions  of  approximately 
$29,000  have  been  made  in  the  allowances  for 
repairs  to  plant  and  equipment,  because  of  the 
practice  of  providing  only  for  those  repairs  con- 
sidered absolutely  necessary.  Savings  have  also 
been  reflected  in  the  items  for  the  printing  and 
binding  of  county  documents;  traveling  expenses 
of  county  employees;  and  stenographic  and  expert 
service.  A  slight  increase  is  shown  in  the  ap- 
propriation for  masters'  and  auditors'  fees  as  a 
result  of  the  policy  now  in  vogue  in  the  Superior 
Court,  of  assigning  a  larger  number  of  cases  for 
adjudication  by  masters  and  auditors,  in  an  attempt 
to  relieve  congestion  in  the  trial  lists. 

The  decrease  shown   in   the  Equipment  group 
has  been  effected  by  reducing  equipment  allowances 
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so  as  to  provide  only  for  the  barest  necessities. 
In  the  Supply  and  Material  groups  the  decrease 
has  been  secured  largely  because  of  the  low  market 
prices  now  prevailing,  and  the  savings  resulting 
from  bulk  purchasing  of  foodstuffs  and  fuel. 
In  the  Special  Items  group  a  reduction  in  pension 
allowances  has  been  made  possible  because  of  the 
deaths,  in  the  early  part  of  the  current  year, 
of  two  retired  officials,  who,  prior  to  their  deaths 
were  receiving  pensions  from  the  county.  Since 
no  county  loans  were  issued  during  1932  and 
since  a  portion  of  the  outstanding  serial  debt 
was  retired  it  has  been  possible  in  the  current 
year's  budget  to  reduce  the  amount  provided  for 
County  Debt  Requirements. 

Because  of  the  complications  surrounding  the 
salary  reductions  which  were  put  into  effect  on 
April  21,  it  has  been  necessary  to  omit  the  detail 
concerning  the  various  offices  and  positions  in  the 
county.  Ordinarily  this  summary  would  be 
incorporated  in  the  budget  and  would  appear 
under  Schedule  A.  In  order  that  there  may  be 
no  sacrifice  of  control  in  regard  to  the  personnel, 
however,  adequate  supervision  over  rates  and 
numbers  will  be  exercised,  on  the  basis  of  the 
1932  Schedule  A,  by  both  the  Budget  Commissioner 
and  the  County  Auditor. 

This  year,  your  study  of  the  county  budget 
will  be  facilitated  by  the  two  exhibits  which  are 
appended  thereto  and  which  compare  the  differ- 
ences between  the  1932  and  1933  departmental 
and  item  allowances.  This  budget  is  submitted 
in  advance  of  the  city  budget  in  order  that  you 
may  have  an  opportunity  of  starting  an  immediate 
review  of  the  county  allo%vances  and  thus  expedite 
the  passage  of  both  budgets.  I  therefore  re- 
spectfully recommend  adoption  of  the  accompany- 
ing orders  by  your  honorable  body.

Ordered,  That  the  appropriations  hereinafter 
specified  be  met  out  of  the  money  remaining  in 
the  treasury  at  the  close  of  business  on  December 
31,  1932,  exclusive  of  the  money  raised  by  loan  or 
needed  to  carry  out  the  requirements  of  any  statute, 
gift,  trust  or  special  appropriation,  and  by  the  in- 
come of  the  financial  year  beginning  January  1, 
1933,  and  taxes  to  the  amount  of  $3,500,590.96 
and  that  said  amount  be  raised  by  taxation  on  the 
polls  and  estates  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Ordered,  That  all  sums  of  money  which  form  no 
part  of  the  income  of  the  city  but  shall  be  paid 
for  services  rendered  or  work  done  by  any  depart- 
ment or  division  for  any  other  department  or 
division,  or  for  any  person  or  corporation  other 
than  the  City  of  Boston,  be  paid  into  the  general 
treasury,  and  that  all  contributions  made  to  any 
appropriation  be  expended  for  the  objects  and 
purposes  directed  by  the  several  contributors 
thereof. 

Ordered,  That  all  taxes  raised  to  meet  the  appro- 
priations of  the  city  and  county  and  all  taxes 
assessed  for  meeting  the  city's  proportion  of  the 
state  tax  for  the  year  1933  be  due  and  payable 
on  the  fifteenth  day  of  September,  1933;  that 
interest  shall  be  charged  on  all  taxes  remaining 
unpaid  after  the  second  day  of  October,  1933,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  59, 
section  57,  of  the  General  Laws,  until  paid,  except 
the  taxes  assessed  upon  shares  of  national  banks, 
which  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  12  per  cent 
per  annum  from  the  fifteenth  day  of  September, 
1933,  until  paid;  and  that  all  interest  which  shall 
have  become  due  on  taxes  shall  be  added  to  and 
be  part  of  such  taxes.

MEETINGS  ON  COUNTY  BUDGET. 

Coun.  ROBERTS— Mr.  President,  on  behalf  of 
the  Committee  on  Appropriations  I  might  say  that 
we  will  not  wait  for  the  city  budget.  I  propose  to 
call  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations 
for  Wednesday  next  to  conduct  our  hearings  on  the 
county  budget.  I  would  say  that  we  propose  to 
invite  representatives  of  every  organization  that 
shows  any  interest  in  the  items  in  the  budget,  and 
if  they  have  any  suggestions  to  present,  they  will 
be  privileged  to  do  so  at  that  time. 


RENTAL  CARDS. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Overseers  of  the  Public  Wel- 
fare be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  discontinue  the  present  form  of  rental  card. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  this  order  is 
introduced  because  of  the  latest  new-fangled 
idea  of  the  Overseers  of  Public  Welfare,  who  evi- 
dently have  nothing  else  to  do  but  sit  down  and 
conjure  up  in  their  brains  some  way  whereby 
they  may  be  able  to  impose  a  little  further  on  the 
poor  of  Boston.  So,  lo  and  behold!  while  we 
have  a  state  statute  that  specifically  says  that  no 
individual  shall  know  who  is  receiving  public 
welfare  assistance — by  reason  of  which  neither 
you,  Mr.  President,  nor  any  other  member  of 
the  Council  can  go  down  to  that  department  and 
find  out  who  in  your  districts  is  receiving  aid — 
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they  have  handed  out  cards  to  the  recipients, 
rent  cards,  providing  that  every  recipient  of  aid 
before  going  to  get  his  weekly  dole  must  present 
the  card  to  his  landlord  and  have  the  landlord 
sign  it,  then  presenting  it  himself  to  the  Public 
Welfare  Department.  In  the  first  place,  I  say 
that  is  a  direct  violation  of  the  state  statute 
concerning  the  Overseers  of  Public  Welfare,  and 
in  the  second  place  it  requires  a  very  improper 
thing.  I  wonder  if  any  individual  here  would,  if 
forced  to  go  to  Public  Welfare  for  aid,  like  to  be 
compelled  to  go  to  his  landlord  and  ask  the  land- 
lord to  sign  such  a  card  before  he  could  get  any 
aid  whatsoever?  I  say  that  65  per  cent  of  the 
people  being  aided  today  would  never  a  year  ago 
have  gone  down  there  for  aid,  and  they  are  not 
desirous  of  letting  their  landlords  know  that  they 
are  compelled  to  apply  to  Public  Welfare.  When 
the  landlord  receives  notice  that  a  tenant  of  his 
is  obtaining  public  aid,  he  would  generally  be 
desirous  of  getting  rid  of  that  tenant.  I  am  in 
full  sympathy  and  accord  with  having  something 
done  for  the  landlords  of  Boston,  but,  at  the  same 
time,  I  don't  see  why  the  state  statute  should 
be  violated,  why  the  poor  of  Boston  should  be 
compelled  to  have  themselves  paraded  as  paupers 
in  the  eyes  of  the  real  estate  men  of  the  City  of 
Boston.  Neither  is  the  sort  of  thing  that  is 
being  done  here  necessary  in  the  interest  of  the 
landlords.  I  can  remember  awhile  ago  when  the 
present  Mayor  of  Boston  decided  to  stop  city 
wagons  going  round  delivering  grocery  orders  to 
the  poor  of  Boston,  because  he  did  not  feel  that 
the  poor  should  be  thus  held  up  to  ridicule  as 
being  recipients  of  public  welfare.  I  believe  that 
anybody  getting  public  welfare  should  pay  their 
rent,  but  that  can  be  accomplished  through  the 
tenants  receiving  a  receipt  from  the  landlord  and 
snowing  that  receipt  to  the  Public  Welfare  De- 
partment. That  answers  the  whole  purpose  of 
these  cards  and  does  not  hold  up  to  ridicule  those 
receiving  aid.  And  that  does  not  violate  the 
public  statutes.  So  I  feel  that,  from  every  point 
of  view,  the  Public  Welfare  Department  should 
be  required  to  dispense  with  these  damnable 
cards,  that  they  should  not  say  to  the  poor  of 
Boston  who  look  for  public  welfare,  "We  are 
going  to  parade  you  up  and  down  the  streets 
and  in  your  neighborhoods  as  paupers."  Mr. 
President,  all  of  us  are  here  today  in  a  position 
where  we  do  not  have  to  apply  for  public  wel- 
fare, but  we  may  be  in  that  position  tomorrow. 
This  is  a  world  of  changes,  of  ups  and  downs. 
Certainly,  if  we  should  be  placed  in  the  position 
of  these  people  we  would  like  to  be  treated  as 
human  beings;  and  I  say  to  you,  Mr.  President 
and  members  of  the  Council,  that  it  is  unfair  to 
ask  the  recipients  of  public  welfare  to  go  to  their 
landlords  and  have  the  landlords  sign  these  cards. 
The  people  receiving  aid  can  themselves  go  to 
their  landlords  and  pay  the  rent  and  get  a  receipt, 
and  they  can  show  that  receipt  to  the  Public 
Welfare  officials.  Also,  when  the  Public  Welfare 
Department  requires  this  of  public  welfare  re- 
cipients, what  happens?  If  you  are  paying 
$5  a  week  for  rent,  they  will  allow  $3.50  a  week, 
and  is  it  fair  to  the  landlords  of  Boston,  where  a 
man  has  been  paying  $5  a  week  or  $20  a  month, 
to  offer  $3.50  a  week  and  say  that  is  all  the  City 
of  Boston  will  allow?  Why  should  they  not 
mind  their  own  business  and  let  the  recipients 
spend  their  budget  as  they  see  fit,  as  long  as 
they  are  not  exceeding  the  budget  allowance? 
I  say  it  is  about  time  that  we  had  somebody 
down  there  with  just  one  brain  in  his  head,  some 
practical  person,  who  could  sense  the  heart  and 
pulse  of  the  people  of  Boston.  We  should  not 
only  try  to  protect  the  landlord,  but  should  also 
protect  the  33,000  people  who  are  receiving  aid, 
and  should  protect  them  from  undue  publicity 
in  so  doing.  Also,  the  whole  object  aimed  at 
would  be  gained  by  the  recipients  simply  obtain- 
ing a  receipt  from  their  landlord  and  showing  that 
receipt  to  the  department. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  cannot  agree 
with  the  order  in  this  form  or  with  the  first  re- 
marks of  the  councilor  from  Ward  8  (Coun. 
Dowd).  I  agree  with  him  heartily  that  we  have 
not  yet  arrived  at  the  time  when  the  Overseers 
of  Public  Welfare  should  attempt  to  establish 
the  amount  of  rent  to  be  paid  the  owner  of  prop- 
erty in  this  city.  In  other  words,  I  believe  the 
owner  of  property  has  a  right  to  let  a  flat  for  any 
rent  he  desires  within  reason,  and  if  a  tenant  in 
good  faith  hires  that  place  he  should  pay  the 
rent  that  the  landlord  and  he  have  agreed  upon. 
For   that   reason    I   called    on    Mr.    Murphy    last 


Tuesday,  when  these  rent  cards  first  came  out, 
and  suggested  that  it  was  unfair  for  the  Public 
Welfare  Department  to  tell  the  tenant  who  pays 
rent  on  the  basis  of  $20  a  month  that  he  is  to 
pay  the  landlord  $3  or  $3.50  a  week,  because  then 
the  Public  Welfare  Department  would  be  estab- 
lishing the  amount  of  rental  that  the  taxpayers 
of  Boston  are  obliged  to  pay;  and,  following  that 
out  to  its  logical  conclusion,  the  Overseers  of 
Public  Welfare  would  be  taking  action  pending 
to  reduce  the  valuation  of  residence  properties  in 
Boston.  I  cannot,  however,  follow  the  line  of 
reasoning  of  the  councilor  from  Ward  8  (Coun. 
Dowd)  with  reference  to  the  rent  card.  I  have  in 
mind  the  three  weeks'  bank  holiday  when  not  a 
landlord  in  Boston  renting  quarters  to  these 
30,000-odd  families  was  getting  one  penny  for 
rent,  and  I  know  that  the  landlords  had  occa- 
sion to  go  to  the  Welfare  Department  and  make 
inquiries  in  regard  to  that  matter.  It  is  rather 
unfortunate  that  not  all  the  recipients  of  public 
welfare  are  acting  on  the  level  with  their  land- 
lords. That,  however,  is  human  nature,  and 
long  after  we  are  gone  and  after  new  recipients 
of  welfare  aid  have  come  in,  that  situation  will 
continue.  There  is,  however,  no  reason  why  the 
overburdened  landlord  in  Boston  today  should  be 
taken  advantage  of  by  the  recipients  of  public 
welfare.  I  have  in  mind  one  piece  of  property  in 
the  North  End  of  Boston  with  eight  apartments. 
They  are  the  ordinary  cheap  apartments  paying 
$18  and  $20  a  month.  Seven  of  the  eight  apart- 
ments in  that  piece  of  property  are  occupied  by 
recipients  of  public  welfare,  and  during  the  three 
weeks  of  the  month  of  March  when  the  bank 
holiday  was  declared,  that  landlord  did  not 
receive  one  dollar  from  seven  of  those  tenants. 
Now,  Mr.  President,  it  is  unfortunate,  of  course, 
that  a  person  must  become  a  recipient  of  public 
welfare.  But  it  is  not  a  disgrace.  Today,  if  a 
person  is  on  the  level  and  cannot  get  a  job,  it  is 
no  longer  considered  a  disgrace,  pauperism,  or 
shameful,  for  him  to  resort  to  public  welfare  in 
order  to  protect  his  family.  The  day  when  that 
might  have  been  considered  a  disgrace  has  gone. 
But  the  landlord  should  be  protected.  He  also 
has  a  right  to  some  protection,  and  prior  to  the 
issuance  of  these  cards,  if  a  recipient  of  public 
welfare  saw  fit  not  to  pay  even  the  amount 
allotted  for  rent,  he  got  away  with  it.  At  the 
instigation  of  the  landlords  of  Boston,  however, 
who  have  a  right  to  be  protected,  this  plan  has 
been  adopted.  After  all,  it  is  between  the  two 
individuals,  the  tenant  and  the  landlord,  and  in 
999  cases  out  of  1,000  the  landlords  know  from  the 
recipient's  own  mouth  that  he  or  she  is  getting 
aid.  There  is  no  reason  why  we  should  continue 
to  penalize  the  landlord.  I  think  this  is  a  pro- 
tection and  a  legitimate  protection  of  the  land- 
lord. For  that  reason  I  shall  vote  against  the 
order. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  think 
the  time  has  come  when  other  means  than  those 
which  have  been  adopted  in  the  dispensing  of 
public  welfare  in  this  city  should  be  adopted. 
We  are  facing  a  crisis.  We  have  had  this  public 
welfare  business  considered  and  discussed  here 
meeting  after  meeting,  with  all  the  things  con- 
nected with  it,  until  it  has  become  almost  a  public 
scandal.  In  the  ward  that  I  have  the  honor  to 
represent  4,275  people  are  receiving  public  wel- 
fare. Members  here  are  talking  about  the  land- 
lords. But  it  is  not  even  the  landlord  alone,  or 
many  of  the  people  who  are  now  receiving  aid, 
who  should  be  considered.  I  wonder  what  hap- 
pens to  the  man  who  has  been  able  through  hard 
work  to  raise  a  family,  perhaps  got  married  and 
have  their  own  homes,  and  who  then  finds  himself 
in  a  position  where  he  is  unable  to  pay  his  taxes? 
There  is  no  pity  for  that  man.  His  name  is 
public  property.  For  three  consecutive  weeks 
it  is  published  in  the  City  Record  and  it  is  posted 
on  the  outside  of  the  building,  and  everybody 
knows  it.  There  is  a  man  who  has  labored, 
who  has  perhaps  deprived  himself  in  order  to 
bring  up  his  family,  and  in  order  to  accumulate 
a  little  money,  who  was  not  a  spendthrift,  who 
was  not  a  gambler,  who  saved  what  little  he 
could,  and  now,  because  of  present  circumstances, 
his  home  is  advertised  for  sale  because  he  cannot 
pay  the  taxes,  and  everybody  knows  it.  Is  there 
any  sympathy  for  him?  I  say,  Mr.  President, 
having  in  mind  some  of  the  4,275  recipients  of 
public  welfare  in  my  ward,  that  there  is  something 
wrong — particularly  when  we  have  on  public 
welfare  relatives  of  men  elected  to  public  office, — 
as  I  am  informed,  although   I  have  not  got  the 
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proof, — blood  relations  of  those  men  on  public 
welfare.  The  time  was  when  men  elected  to 
public  office  would  die  with  shame  if  anybody 
was  able  to  say  to  them  that  they  were  sending 
down  some  of  their  relatives  to  Public  Welfare. 
But  it  has  now  become  a  political  racket,  Mr. 
President,  and  a  machine  is  being  built  up  here 
from  those  getting  pubUc  welfare.  I  say  that 
we  have  going  down  there  women  dressed  in  the 
height  of  fashion.  I  have  been  told  of  one  such 
woman  who  has  three  in  her  family  who  are  well 
employed,  drawing  money  from  Public  Welfare. 
If  there  were  an  investigation  we  could  have  a 
showdown  in  this  city  and  find  out  about  some  of 
these  people  who  at  the  present  time  are  on  pub- 
lic welfare,  and  about  some  of  their  families.  I  re- 
ceived an  anonymous  letter  recently,  saying  "Why 
don't  you  show  this  thing  up  on  the  floor  of  the 
Council?  The  wife  of  so-and-so,  drawing  a  good 
salary,  is  getting  public  welfare."  Men  are 
being  taken  on  there  without  investigation  of 
any  kind,  through  influence,  and  things  are  being 
done  that  ought  not  to  be  done.  We  have  now 
got  to  a  point  in  this  city  where  the  man  who  is 
employed  finds  himself  paying  the  penalty  of  this 
sort  of  thing,  and  when  young  boys,  young  men 
of  eighteen  to  twenty-one,  men  who  ought  to  be 
furnished,  if  they  need  it,  at  least  some  temporary 
employment  in  the  city,  are  simply  going  down 
there  and  getting  money  from  the  city  in  this 
way.  Is  that  a  good  sort  of  thing  for  our  citi- 
zens? Have  we  come  to  that,  Mr.  President? 
People  are  going  there  who  should  not  go  there 
at  all;  people  who  have  other  income  are  going 
there;  and  many  who  are  really  needy  are  not 
getting  the  help  they  should  have.  I  say  it  is 
about  time  that  this  sort  of  thing  stopped.  Of 
course,  everybody  knows  what  has  been  going  on. 
We  can  all  see  it  in  our  different  districts.  I 
claim  that  Precincts  1  and  2  of  my  ward  are  two 
of  the  richest  precincts  in  Boston  outside  of  the 
Back  Bay  wards.  Still  I  find  in  those  two  pre- 
cincts nearly  seventeen  hundred  people  getting 
public  welfare,  and  there  are  men  who  are  engaged 
in  business,  people  who  do  not  really  need  it  at 
all,  who  are  getting  this  aid.  There  is  no  ques- 
tion about  it.  I  know  the  district  as  well  as  any- 
body. Take  what  is  known  as  the  silk-stocking 
precinct  of  my  ward,  near  the  State  House,  almost 
four  hundred  people  are  getting  public  welfare; 
and  if  you  go  to  Precinct  8,  where  most  of  the 
people  are  in  business,  there  are  four  hundred  and 
twenty-seven.  I  received  a  letter  the  other  day 
about  one  person  who  had  S4.000  in  the  bank, 
the  family  owning  automobiles,  and  that  family 
is  receiving  aid.  I  say,  Mr.  President  and  gentle- 
men, that  this  is  a  dangerous  situation.  The 
entire  structure  of  our  government  is  about  to 
fall,  due  to  this  sort  of  thing,  and  yet  we  stand 
for  it.  Of  course,  there  are  men  who  are  obliged 
to  go  to  Public  Welfare,  and  many  of  those  people, 
able-bodied  men,  should  be  put  to  work,  should 
be  given  a  certain  amount  of  work,  at  any  rate. 
They  could  be  given,  for  example,  three  days' 
work  in  the  week,  and  be  encouraged  to  maintain 
their  self-respect.  But  it  is  becoming  a  racket, 
is  getting  to  a  point  where  a  good  many  people 
don't  want  to  work,  but  simply  rely  on  public 
welfare.  The  bottom  must  fall  out  some  day. 
We  are  already  spending  §12,000.000  a  year, 
it  will  soon  be  $15,000,000,  and  within  a  year, 
unless  the  racket  is  stopped,  it  will  cost  820,000,000 
annually.  I  spoke  to  a  member  of  the  Council 
about  this  situation  some  time  ago,  but  he  wasn't 
interested.  All  right!  There  is  a  machine  being 
built  up  here,  as  I  say,  of  people  who  do  not  repre- 
sent worthy  cases,  and  many  worthy  cases  are 
not  being  taken  care  of.  Many  of  these  men  are 
simply  using  the  money  they  get  to  drink.  Three 
weeks  ago  the  police  were  forced  to  clean  out  the 
Leverett  street  headquarters  because  the  drinking 
that  was  going  on  there  was  scandalous.  Men  are 
receiving  on  the  Public  Welfare  pay  roll  $20  a 
week  in  some  cases,  more  than  they  ever  received 
in  regular  employment,  while,  as  a  matter  of  fact, 
those  who  should  receive  aid  are  in  many  cases 
being  denied  it.  I  was  given  to  understand  that 
four  men  assigned  to  the  Public  Welfare  Depart- 
ment in  City  Hall  were  able  to  go  to  Washington 
and  take  part  in  the  inauguration  parade,  and  no 
doubt  an  investigation  would  show  that  that 
sort  of  thing  is  being  done  through  somebody  in 
authority,  somebody  with  great  influence.  I, 
for  one,  don't  tolerate  this  thing.  I  say  that 
it  has  got  to  stop.  I  talked  with  a  young  man 
the  other  day,  a  man  who  was  getting  a  good  deal 
from  the  Public  Welfare,  and  asked  where  he  lived. 


He  told  me,  and  it  was  a  few  doors  from  where  I 
live.  He  said  he  had  left  another  place  about  a 
month  or  so  before,  because  he  was  advised  to  look 
for  better  quarters.  Well,  the  rent  there  is  about 
$50  a  month.  Many  of  these  people  don't  want 
to  live  in  poorer  sections,  but  wish  to  live  where 
the  rent  is  high,  wish  to  be  up-to-date.  The 
trouble  is  that  nobody  wants  to  live  within  his 
means.  They  don't  wish  to  live  as  they  used  to 
live,  but  they  want  to  have  everything  that  is 
going  and  have  somebody  else  pay  for  it.  The 
fact  is,  Mr.  President,  that  we  have  started  some- 
thing in  this  city  that  it  will  take  years  to  clean 
up.  Real  estate  is  bled  to  death  in  this  city,  and 
people  owning  property  are  up  against  it.  We 
ought  to  use  common  sense  and  judgment  here. 
Take  a  look  at  East  Boston,  where  there  are 
2,893  on  the  welfare  lists,  and  Ward  9,  Roxbury, 
where  there  are  2,801,  and  you  will  discover 
where  the  millions  are  going.  It  is  the  same  in  al  1 
sections  of  the  city.  How  long  are  we  going  to 
stand  it?  You  talk  with  fellows  and  ask  them 
what  they  are  doing  or  what  they  are  planning 
to  do,  and  you  will  find  that  they  don't  even  think 
of  getting  a  job.  They  simply  go  down  there 
to  Public  Welfare.  They  don't  want  to  do  work, 
are  not  looking  for  it.  It  is  a  racket.  Now,  I  am 
opposed  to  this  sort  of  thing,  and  the  councilor 
from  Ward  14  (Coun.  Ruby)  has  joined  in.  This 
whole  problem  should  be  treated  in  a  common- 
sense  way.  We  should  stop  encouraging  people 
who  simply  look  on  this  as  a  racket.  If  men 
really  need  work  and  are  anxious  to  work,  let  us 
try  to  find  some  employment  for  them,  even  if 
it  is  only  for  three  days  a  week,  so  that  they  will 
not  get  to  depending  on  public  welfare.  There 
are,  of  course,  many  who  properly  should  be  taken 
care  of  through  public  welfare,  who  are  not  now 
getting  the  assistance  they  should  have.  But, 
on  the  other  hand,  we  have  men  and  women  who 
have  means,  who  are  employed  in  one  way  or 
another,  and  who  still  go  dowrn  there  seeking  aid 
and  having  their  cards  stamped.  And  we  have 
many  men  who  get  assistance  and  simply  use  the 
money  for  drink.  It  is,  of  course,  impossible, 
with  the  limited  number  of  visitors,  to  cover  the 
ground.  And  there  are  poor  old  people  of  70, 
75  or  80,  some  nearly  at  death's  door  who  are 
not  receiving  the  aid  they  should.  The  number 
of  visitors  should  be  increased.  I  had  one  party 
tell  me  this  morning  that  they  had  not  been  visited 
for  a  year.  Of  course,  it  is  impossible  for  a  few 
visitors  to  make  the  rounds.  But  it  is  about 
time,  with  all  the  agitation  we  have  had  about 
public  welfare,  the  way  it  has  been  paraded  in 
the  newspapers,  the  situation  we  see  in  our  own 
districts,  to  take  the  thing  in  hand  and  do  some 
constructive  work.  Let  us  find  means  to  have 
those  who  should  be  employed  properly  employed. 
There  is  plenty  of  work  to  be  done  if  it  is  prop- 
erly apportioned.  Give  them  three  days  a  week, 
the  same  as  is  done  in  the  state.  Take  them  off 
of  public  welfare  and  give  them  three  days  a  week, 
five  hours  a  day  or  eight  hours  a  day,  which  will 
give  them  something  to  keep  going  until  these 
times  change.  I  am  satisfied  that  at  the  present 
time,  however,  there  is  something  radically  wrong 
not  only  in  my  own  section  but  in  other  sections 
of  Boston 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  was  very 
much  interested  in  the  remarks  of  the  previous 
speaker,  from  Ward  3  (Coun.  Fitzgerald),  because 
a  short  time  ago  in  the  State  House,  when  we 
asked  for  an  investigation  of  every  department 
within  the  City  of  Boston,  he  was  conspicuous 
by  his  absence — this  man  who  now  cries  out 
that  we  should  have  an  investigation  of  the  Wel- 
fare Department  of  the  City  of  Boston.  We  all 
know  that  the  real  cause  for  public  welfare  recipi- 
ents being  cut  and  for  city  employees  being  cut 
is  graft  and  corruption  in  city  affairs;  and  when  I 
say  graft  and  corruption  I  don't  put  it  on  the 
public  welfare  recipients.  There  may  be  a  few 
of  them  to  whom  that  term  would  apply,  but  I 
put  it  right  in  the  laps  of  the  thieving  contractors, 
the  thieving  land  sharks,  the  gentlemen  who 
control  these  notorious  closed  banks.  They  are 
the  ones  to  blame  for  the  conditions  that  Boston 
now  finds  itself  in — not  the  public  welfare  recipi- 
ents, not  the  home  owners.  They  are  the  ones 
who  have  to  suffer.  It  would  be  nice  to  have 
an  investigation  of  the  affairs  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton, and  I  had  hoped  to  assist  in  bringing  about 
such  an  investigation,  not  only  cf  Public  Welfare, 
but  of  all  the  departments  in  the  city,  an  inves- 
tigation of  the  city  affairs  generally,  in  the  interest 
of    our    home    owners    and    our    people.     But,    lo 
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and  behold,  they  did  not  want  any  of  my  investi- 
gation, because  it  would  show  up  such  people  as 
the  notorious  thieving  Edward  T.  McKnight, 
the  original  partner  of  James  M.  Curley.  They 
didn't  want  anything  of  that  sort  to  come  to 
pass  in  the  City  of  Boston.  That  would  not  be 
in  the  interest  of  the  thieving  contractors  or 
John  J.  Curley,  the  notorious  bank-robbing  brother 
of  the  Mayor,  with  his  land  deals,  and  the  notori- 
ous banking  trust.  The  public  should  know  what 
is  going  on  in  this  city  with  regard  to  those  gentle- 
men. If  I  am  in  life  this  coming  November  they 
will  hear  it  from  the  stump  and  over  the  radio 
and  their  eyes  will  be  opened,  and  they  will  then 
put  the  blame  where  it  belongs, — on  the  thieving 
executive  of  this  city  and  his  thieving  partners  in 
crime. 

Coun.  BARKER. — Mr.  President,  I  listened 
attentively  to  the  gentleman  who  put  this  order 
in  today,  and  I  am  in  accord  with  the  idea  that 
there  should  be  an  investigation  of  this  matter. 
Last  Thursday  I  had  a  delegation  come  to  my 
home,  a  mob  of  welfare  recipients,  and  they  gave 
an  exhibition  in  ray  home  that  I  have  never  seen 
equalled  in  the  district.  I  could  not  get  them 
out  of  my  house.  I  took  the  names  and  addresses 
of  the  five  whom  I  called  in  and  found  that  they 
were  noncit.izens.  I  checked  up  with  the  certified 
voting  list  and  found  that  none  of  them  were 
voters  in  the  district.  I  also  checked  up  with 
the  police  captain  of  the  district  and  found  that 
one  of  them,  a  man  named  Cosimo  Carvotta,  of 
77  London  street,  East  Boston,  was  under  an 
investigation  some  time  ago  by  the  police  as  a 
radical,  and  seven  sticks  of  dynamite  were  found 
in  his  home.  Finally  they  left  my  house,  making 
threats  that  they  were  going  to  call  at  the  home 
of  everyone  of  the  councilors.  I  don't  know  who 
will  come  next.  I  was  first.  I  see  that  they  had 
a  demonstration  on  Boston  Common  Friday. 
I  now  have  a  police  guard  at  my  home.  My  wife, 
naturally,  was  pretty  badly  scared.  I  presume 
they  will  next  call  on  my  good  friend  Tom  Green, 
and  will  then  go  the  rounds.  I  hope  Tom  will  be 
prepared,  as  I  am.  I  am  thoroughly  in  favor  of 
a  proper  investigation  to  rid  the  department  of 
those  who  are  not  worthy  of  welfare  aid. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
ask  the  City  Clerk,  through  you,  whether  under 
the  law  the  Welfare  Department  is  allowed  to  pay 
for  rent  or  not? 

President  McGRATH— The  City  Clerk  informs 
the  Chair  that  the  Welfare  Department  makes  the 
allowance,  and  the  recipient  pays  the  rent. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  believe  that 
we  have  got  far  away  from  the  question.  For 
seven  long  years  I  have  stood  on  the  floor  of  this 
Council,  receiving  the  hatred  of  both  former 
Mayor  Nichols  and  the  present  Mayor  because  of 
the  fact  that  I  stood  for  protection  of  the  home 
owners  and  the  taxpayers  and  at  the  same  time 
have  tried  to  give  justice  to  those  who  were  com- 
pelled to  receive  aid.  So  I  am  rather  surprised 
at  this  time  that  any  councilor  should  feel  that, 
because  of  this  order  I  have  introduced,  it  was 
necessary  for  him  to  defend  the  taxpayers. 
Nobody  has  tried  at  all  times  to  defend  the  home 
owners  and  the  taxpayers  more  than  I  have,  and 
this  order  is  not  at  all  what  some  have  conceived 
it  to  be.  It  is  simply  a  question  of  method,  and 
my  point  is  that  all  that  i6  claimed  for  this  present 
card  system  relating  to  the  rent  can  be  achieved  by 
having  the  tenant  get  a  receipt  from  his  landlord, 
and  then  show  that  receipt  to  the  department. 
That  is  all  that  this  order  means.  It  is  not  a 
question  of  increasing  taxes.  I  am  not  asking  for 
anything  radical.  I  myself  asked  for  an  investiga- 
tion a  year  and  a  half  ago,  but  it  was  voted  down. 
I  know  that  there  are  wrong  conditions  in  the 
Public  Welfare  Department,  just  the  same  as  in 
any  other  department  or  the  same  as  you  may  find 
anywhere.  Even  under  the  best  of  conditions 
anywhere,  where  conditions  may  be  98  per  cent 
right,  you  will  find  them  perhaps  2  per  cent 
wrong.  I  agree  with  what  Councilor  Fitzgerald 
has  said  to  a  great  extent,  and  also  with  Councilor 
Ruby.  But  here  is  my  intent  and  motive.  It  is 
nothing  radical,  and  it  will  accomplish  what  the 
department  is  trying  to  accomplish  through  this 
card  and,  I  feel,  in  a  much  better  way.  Is  there 
anything  in  the  world  to  prevent  a  man  who  is 
getting  public  welfare,  and  who  is  a  tenant,  from 
having  the  landlord  sign  his  rent  receipt,  which  he 
can  then  show  to  the  department?  And  in  that 
connection,  as  I  say,  we  have  a  state  statute  cover- 
ing welfare  which  says  specifically  that  no  indi- 
vidual   shall  know  about  another  individual  who 


receives  public  welfare.  Neither  you  nor  I,  nor 
the  rest  of  the  members  of  the  Council,  can  find 
out  who  is  receiving  aid,  but  the  minute  the 
tenant  is  obliged  to  have  this  card  signed  by  his 
landlord,  the  landlord  knows  that  the  tenant  is  a 
recipient  of  aid,  and  not  only  should  the  landlord 
not  know  that,  but  it  does  not  do  the  tenant  any 
good.  It  is  apt  to  do  him  a  distinct  harm.  Not 
only  that,  but,  as  Councilor  Ruby  has  well  stated, 
what  right  has  the  Welfare  Department  to  say 
practically  to  the  landlord,  through  the  tenant, 
"You  are  receiving  .$20  a  month  for  this  place,  or 
$5  a  week,  and  you  must  come  down,  because  we 
will  pay  only  $3.50  a  week."?  I  say  that  the 
system  is  all  wrong.  All  I  ask  is  to  dispense  with 
this  card,  which  I  say  is  unlawful,  and  then  have 
the  tenant  go  to  his  landlord,  get  his  receipt,  and 
the  tenant  can  then  show  that  receipt  to  the  Public 
Welfare,  and  they  can  pay  him  the  money.  If  the 
tenant  does  not  present  the  receipt,  very  well,  they 
don't  need  to  pay  him  the  money.  But  I  do  con- 
tend that  this  card  violates  the  state  statute 
covering  our  Public  Welfare  Department,  and  I, 
for  one,  if  I  am  the  only  individual  here  who  does 
so,  will  vote  for  the  order. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN — Mr.  President,  I  am  in- 
clined to  think  that  this  card  system  may  be  a 
great  convenience  to  the  Welfare  Department. 
The  cards  can  be  placed  on  file  in  the  department 
and  I,  for  one,  do  not  see  any  objection  to  the 
method.  I  think  the  idea  of  presenting  the  receipt 
to  the  department  affords  a  good  protection  to  the 
landlords  who  have  been  suffering  through  welfare 
recipients  not  paying  their  rent.  I  think,  too, 
there  is  a  practical  side  to  it,  also.  I  see  no  real 
hardship  to  the  recipients  in  this  system  in  times 
like  these.  Also,  I  understand  that  there  have 
been  many  cases  where  recipients  of  aid  have  not 
paid  rent  for  three  or  four  months,  and  when  the 
thing  has  piled  up  they  have  been  compelled  to 
move,  and  the  Welfare  Department  has  then  been 
obliged  to  move  them  to  another  place,  thereby 
incurring  greater  expense.  I  believe  the  system 
they  have  inaugurated  now  is  a  fair  one. 

Coun.  MURRAY— Mr.  President,  I  think  there 
is  something  wrong  with  a  system  under  which  a 
man  and  wife  receive  only  $6  a  week,  and  a  man, 
wife  and  one  child  $7  a  week.  I  certainly  don't 
see  how  they  can  buy  food,  pay  their  rent,  pay 
for  their  light  and  their  various  needs,  medicine 
and  otherwise,  out  of  any  such  allowance.  I  think 
the  last  slash  they  made  was  too  great.  How  can  a 
man,  wife  and  child  get  along  for  $7  a  week  when 
they  are  paying  $15  a  month  for  rent?  I  think 
that  is  really  where  the  trouble  comes. 

The  rule  was  declared  suspended.  Coun 
Ruby  doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for  a  rising 
vote. 

The  Council  refused  to  suspend  the  rules  by  a 
rising  vote,  and  the  order  was  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee. 


OPPOSITION     TO     PROPOSED     STATE 
TAXATION   BILL. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  Boston  City 
Council  the  proposed  plan  to  raise  twenty-five 
million  dollars  by  taxation,  as  outlined  in  news- 
paper reports  by  the  Committee  on  Taxation  of 
the  Massachusetts  Legislature,  is  not  calculated  to 
distribute  the  burden  equally  among  the  people 
and  would  be  very  disastrous  to  the  wage  earner. 
Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  was  rather 
surprised  to  read  the  outline  of  the  plan  of  the 
Committee  on  Taxation  of  the  Massachusetts 
Legislature.  As  usual,  it  appears  that  the  bur- 
den is  again  being  placed  on  the  shoulders  of 
the  poor  people  of  Boston.  You  find  in  the  out- 
line a  proposed  sales  tax  of  2  per  cent.  The  sales 
tax  was  defeated  in  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States  last  year.  With  125,000  persons  on  our 
Public  Welfare  at  the  present  time,  it  would  mean 
that  less  food  can  be  bought  than  is  now  bought. 
Going  down  farther,  we  find  that  there  is  to  be  a 
tax  of  one-twentieth  of  one  per  cent  per  kilowatt 
hour  on  the  current  furnished  by  the  Edison 
Electric  Illuminating  Company.  We  are  already 
paying  to  the  Federal  government  a  tax  on  our 
electricity,  and  I  say  to  the  Legislature,  instead 
of  increasing  the  tax  on  electricity,  they  would  be 
doing  better  if  they  slashed  the  rates  of  the  Edi- 
son company,  thereby  saving  to  the  people  a 
considerable  amount  of  money,  as  we  are  now 
paying   the  largest   rate   of   any   city   in   America 
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for  our  electricity.  Going  along  still  farther,  we 
find  a  head  tax  of  $2  on  women.  Well,  we  have 
accorded  our  women  equal  rights  so  far  as  political 
and  public  life  are  concerned,  but  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  some  distinction  should  be  made 
in  this  matter  so  far  as  the  women  are  concerned, 
because,  after  all,  if  a  tax  of  $2  is  placed  on  the 
women,  it  means  that  80  per  cent  of  the  men  of 
Boston  and  Massachusetts  will  be  compelled  to 
pay  the  tax.  For  these  reasons,  I  am  asking  the 
Council  to  go  on  record  as  expressing  our  opinion 
against  the  proposed  tax  bill. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 


DISCONTINUANCE   OF   NORTH   FERRY. 

Coun.   BARKER  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  views 
with  disfavor  the  discontinuance  of  the  North 
Ferry,  and  protests  against  the  action  depriving  the 
citizens  of  Boston  of  this  transportation  facility. 

Coun.  BARKER — Mr.  President,  if  this  resolu- 
tion should  be  passed,  I  would  say  that  I  have  here 
also  5,000  names  on  a  petition  which  I  will  present 
later  on  to  the  clerk. 

The  resolve  was  passed  under  suspension  of 
the  rule. 


TELEPHONE   SERVICE  GIVING   TIME. 

Coun.  BARKER  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  favors 
the  restoration  of  the  service  formerly  accorded 
its  subscribers  by  the  New  England  Telephone 
and  Telegraph  Company  in  giving  them  the  correct 
time  without  charge. 

Coun.  BARKER — Mr.  President,  some  time 
ago  we  had  the  privilege  and  courtesy  extended 
to  us  through  the  telephone  company  of  being 
allowed  to  call  from  our  local  telephone  stations 
and  get  the  correct  time.  Yesterday  morning, 
after  the  clocks  were  turned  around,  my  home 
was  called  quite  frequently  to  see  if  I  would  do 
what  I  could  to  have  that  courtesy  again  ex- 
tended customers  by  the  telephone  company, 
instead  of  the  customer  being  compelled  to  pay 
5  cents  to  call  up  some  other  office  in  order  to  be 
recognized. 

The  resolve  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Rules. 


RESURFACING  WARD  3  STREETS. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That    the    Commissioner    of    Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  resurface  Irving  street,  Ward  3,  with  a  smooth 
surface. 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
resurface  Lynde  street,  Ward  3,  with  a  smooth 
surface. 

Severally  passed   under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


SAND  FOR  DEWEY  BEACH. 

Coun.  GREEN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,     That    the    Park    Commission    be   re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  include 
in  their  budget  for  this  year  a  sum  sufficient  to 
furnish  sand  for  Dewey  Beach. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee.

Coun.  ROBERTS  offered  the  following:

SPEAKERS   ON   BOSTON   COMMON. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  consider  the  advisability  of  asking  the  Police 
Commissioner  to  be  as  lenient  as  possible  with 
those  desiring  to  speak  on  the  Boston  Common. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  it  strikes  me 
that  about  this  time  every  year  we  have  con- 
siderable trouble  regarding  the  right  of  individual 
speech.  This  year  we  are  in  the  midst  of  labor 
troubles  and  other  activities,  and  there  is  also 
considerable  agitation  regarding  the  right  of  indi- 
viduals who  assemble  to  discuss  the  problems  of 
the  day.  It  would  seem  to  me  that  on  Boston 
Common  we  should  have  a  condition  similar  to 
that  which  prevails  in  Hyde  Park,  London,  where 
anybody  who  wishes  to  speak  can  do  so.  Each 
year,  especially  at  this  time,  we  read  stories  of 
police  intervention  and  trouble,  and  the  breaking 
up  of  meetings.  I  wonder  what  harm  is  done  by 
allowing  individuals  to  talk  freely  on  Boston 
Common,  provided  they  stay  within  the  rules  of 
common  decency. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  dislike  very 
much  to  disagree  with  the  colleague,  but  if  I  had 
the  authority  and  power  I  would  hire  ten  ships 
and  send  these  individuals  preaching  socialism 
and  communism  on  Boston  Common,  creating 
such  trouble  also  as  we  have  been  told  about  by 
Councilor  Barker,  back  to  where  they  came  from. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule 


DECENTRALIZING  WELFARE 
DEPARTMENT. 
Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  be  requested 
to  consider  the  advisability  of  decentralizing  the 
Welfare  Department  office  so  that  all  clerical  pro- 
cedure and  payments  will  be  done  in  the  various 
sections   of   Boston   so  that   recipients   of   welfare 
shall  not  have  to  spend  money  for  car  fare  reporting 
so  many  times  a  week,  but  can  report  to  the  head- 
quarters in  their  home  sections. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  have  intro- 
duced this  order  perhaps  for  the  twentieth  time. 
We  are  told  that  if  you  keep  repeating,  through 
constant  repetition  you  may  eventually  get  some- 
where. We  have  heard  a  lot  of  talk  today  about 
the  Public  Welfare  Department.  I  wish  those 
individuals  who  have  talked  so  eloquently  today 
would  bear  the  facts  in  mind  when  they  come  to 
handling  the  budget.  Talk  means  nothing,  just 
fools  people,  but  we  can  remedy  the  situation  there 
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by  just  providing  the  Mayor  with  a   one  month's 
budget  and,  unless  he  agrees  to  remedy  conditions, 
giving  him  no  more  money.     We  have  less  than 
sixty    investigators    in    the    Welfare    Department 
handling  over  100,000  cases.     What  else  can  we 
expect  under  the  circumstances  and  present  condi- 
tions?    Three-fourths   of   the    bootleggers   in   my 
ward  are  on  welfare.     What  else  can  we  expect? 
Two  inspectors  trying  to  handle  a  situation  involv- 
ing one  thousand  families!     How  do  you  expect 
the   situation   to   be   handled   under   the   circum- 
stances?    Here  (holding  up  paper)  is  a  list  made  up 
mainly  of  residents  of  Ward  18,  and  I  have  counted 
about  five  hundred  names  on  it.     I  don't  know 
who  circulated  this,  and  I  realize  that  oftentimes 
petitions     are     futile.     Nevertheless,     these     are 
legitimate  names,  and   they   are  individuals  who 
are   on   the   welfare  list   of   the   City   of   Boston. 
•Scanning  the  list  I  recognize  the  names  of  men  who 
have  been  honorable  men  and  who  have  had  higli 
standing  through  the  years.     Some  of  them  get  $4 
a  week  per  family,  and  they  spend  a  dollar  a  week 
in  carfare.     But  nothing  is  done  about  it.     The 
Bureau  of  Economics  of  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture of  our  government  two  months  ago  issued 
a  report  to  the  effect  that  it  cost  a  family  of  five, 
just  for  the  necessities  of  life,  at  the  present  time 
in  this  country,  between  $7.50  and  $10  per  week. 
That  is  the  minimum  for  subsistence,  and  yet  here 
in  Boston  we  are  asking  families  of  five  to  live  on 
$5    a    week.     Mr.    President,    just    imagine    this 
Council,  under  these  conditions,  with  thousands  of 
people  actually  hungry,  with  thousands  of  children 
in  this  city  without  proper  food  or  clothing,  voting 
for    contracts,    for   playgrounds    and    streets   and 
sidewalks!     We  have  the  power  here  to  stop  this 
terrible  condition.     The  power  lies  in  our  voting 
of  money.     There  are  five  thousand  children  in  my 
ward  without  proper  shoes  or  clothes;  there  are 
hundreds   of   families   today   not   getting   enough 
to  eat.     If  any  of  you  men  are  interested,  I  will 
be  glad  to  show  you  at  least  one  hundred  families 
who   never  knew   what  want   was   formerly   now 
asking  for  help — and  we  say  to  a   family  of   five, 
"  You  can  have  $5  a  week."     Here  are  five  hundred 
names,  and  two  thousand  or  five  thousand  could 
be  easily  procured.     I  ask  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to 
consider  the  situation,  and  I  ask  the  Council  not  to 
vote  a  dollar  for  anything  except  hospitals,  salaries 
and  welfare,  until  that  condition  is  done  away  with. 
Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  cannot 
agree  with  the  previous  speaker  that  we  should 
stop  all  public  works  and  improvements.     I  cer- 
tainly cannot  agree  with  that  policy,  because  there 
are  certain  things  that  have  to  go  on,  that  must 
go  on.     It  is  true  that  something  should  be  done 
in  regard  to  Public  Welfare.     It  has  already  got  to 
a  point  where  the  city  is  spending  $12,000,000  a 
year,  and  it  will  soon  be  $15,000,000  and  probably 
$20,000,000.     I  am  not  here  to  defend  the  Mayor, 
and   I   am  not  his  spokesman.     There  are  those 
whose  duty  it  is  to  do  that,  who  owe  more  to  the 
Mayor  than  I  do.     But  the   Mayor  introduced  a 
bill   into    the    Legislature    last   year,    which    was 
defeated  through  log-rolling,  which   I  feel  would 
have  put  the  Public  Welfare  Department  and  the 
giving  out  of  welfare  aid  on  a  better  basis,  through 
paid   commissioners.     The  thing  is  mounting   by 
leaps  and  bounds.     Where  once  we  spent  perhaps 
$100,000  a  year,  we  are  now  spending  $12,000,000, 
with  the  amount  continually  growing,  and  we  have 
cut  down  honest  families  to  $6  a  week,  because  of 
amounts   that   are   paid    to   others   who   are   un- 
deserving.    The   city   has   been  forced   into   that 
condition  because  of  the  large  inroads  made  by 
those  who  are  not  entitled  to  aid.     Cuts  are  now 
being   made   in   salaries   and   in    other   directions 
because  of  these  large  amounts  that  are  being  paid 
for  public  welfare.     Much  of  the  trouble  and  un- 
necessary expenditures  could  be  saved  by  improv- 
ing the  organization   of   the  department.     Under 
the  Mayor's  bill  there   would   have  been  a  paid 
commissioner   and   deputies,   always   on   the   job, 
men   who  could  take  care  of  the  thing  properly. 
But  to  say  that  we  shall  not  continue  with  any 
public    improvement    is    all    wrong.     Of    course, 
money   has   been   squandered   in   the  building   of 
schoolhouses,  in  connection  with  the  courthouse, 
and  in  other  ways,  large  amounts  have  been  paid 
out  for  extras,  amounts  that  the  Council  has  no 
control  over.     That  is  where  the  trouble  has  come. 
And  the  city  has  gone  into  things  that  were  not 
needed.     I  admit  that  the  Council  has  made  mis- 
takes— for  instance,  taking  the  money   spent  on 
Stations  4  and  5,  Berkeley  street,  on  the  same  street 
as  police  headquarters,  an  absolute  waBte  of  money. 
But,  no  matter  how  much  money  may  be  saved, 
unless  great  care  is  exercised  in  the  administration 


of  public  welfare,  much  of  the  money  spent  there 
will  be  wasted.  30  to  40  per  cent  of  the  people 
receiving  aid  should  not  receive  it,  but  the  other 
60  per  cent  are  entitled  to  more  than  the  starvation 
amounts  such  as  they  are  now  getting.  A  man, 
wife  and  child  certainly  cannot  live  on  $7  a  week. 
I  agree  with  the  councilor  who  brought  that  out; 
and  I  believe  in  saving  in  different  directions. 
But  when  you  talk  about  cutting  out  all  public 
work  and  public  improvements,  that  is  quite 
another  thing.     Much  of  that  work  must  go  on. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  believe  we 
should  stop  all  building,  all  contracts,  all  non- 
essentials, for  the  present.  I  believe  the  first 
and  foremost  essential  at  the  present  time  is  to 
feed  men,  women  and  children  in  Boston.  I 
believe  it  is  wrong  to  tell  a  family  of  five  that 
they  can  have  only  a  dollar  each  a  week,  while 
we  are  spending  hundreds  of  thousands  on  work 
that  need  not  be  done  or  that  could  well  be  post- 
poned. You  speak  of  putting  men  at  work  on 
street  work  in  this  city.  Mr.  President,  fifteen 
foreigners  built  Hyde  Park  avenue  in  three  weeks. 
It  is  about  the  same  story  on  schoolhouses.  Then, 
so  far  as  the  Federal  government  is  concerned, 
take  the  post  office  in  Boston.  Four  men  put  in 
all  the  fights,  and  one  hundred  and  four  wanted  the 
job.  Machinery  today  is  eliminating  the  indi- 
vidual worker  to  a  terrific  extent.  While  we  have 
100,000  people  in  Boston  who  need  food  and 
clothes,  let  us  stop  spending  money  for  play- 
grounds, streets,  sewers.  Spend  money  for 
nothing  except  welfare,  hospitals  and  pay  rolls. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  supplementing 
what  Councilor  Norton  has  said,  it  may  be  inter- 
esting to  note  that  last  year  $667,465  was  spent 
on  reconstruction  of  streets  and  it  is  very  amusing 
to  see  who  got  the  money, — M.  F.  Gaddis,  John 
Iozzo  Company,  Tufo  &  Yebba,  C.  Struzziery, 
Baker,  Matz  Company,  A.  Singarella,  S.  J.  Toma- 
sello,  C.  Repueci  &  Company,  B.  Falegra,  P.  Sil- 
verii.  And  when  the  gentleman  from  Hyde  Park 
says  that  fifteen  foreigners  built  Hyde  Park  avenue 
he  is  absolutely  correct. 

The  order  was  passed  under  a  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


RECESS.

Stertz-Ruby  Dancing  School,  Hollis  Theatre, 
May  23;  Mildred  C.  Sacco,  Jordan  Hall,  May  12  — 
recommending  that  leave  be  granted,  on  usual 
conditions. 

Report  accepted;  leave  granted  on  usual  con- 
ditions. 

2.  Report  on  order  (referred  today)  that 
meetings  of  citizens  be  held  on  Tuesday,  June  13, 
1933,  for  purpose  of  electing  delegates  to  a  con- 
vention to  act  upon  proposed  amendment  to  Con- 
stitution of  United  States  relative  to  repeal  of 
Eighteenth  Amendment,  and  that  City  Clerk  be 
directed  to  give  notice  of  said  meetings  according 
to  law — that  same  ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  said  order  passed. 

3.  Report  on  order  (referred  today)  that  in 
opinion  of  Council  the  proposed  plan  to  raise 
$25,000,000  by  taxation  by  state  is  not  calculated  to 
distribute  the  burden  equally  among  the  people 
and  would  be  disastrous  to  wageearner — that 
same  ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  resolve  passed. 

4.  Report  on  order  (referred  today)  that  over- 
seers of  Public  Welfare  be  requested  to  discontinue 
the  present  form  of  rent  card — that  same  ought  to 
pass. 

Coun.  RUBY— Mr.  President,  I  regret  that  I 
was  not  in  executive  session  when  this  order 
was  before  the  committee,  but  I  shall  now  oppose 
the  order,  as  I  did  in  the  early  part  of  the  after- 
noon. I  feel  that  this  is  of  a  more  serious  nature 
than  some  of  the  members  imagine.  Sometimes 
we  allow  orders  to  go  through  without  expressing 
our   feelings,    but    I    don't   think   that   should   be 
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done  in  this  case.  This  particular  order  in  and  of 
itself  would  do  away  with  a  certain  protection 
of  the  landlords  in  Boston.  While  on  the  face 
of  it  it  may  seem  to  some  that  this  order  should 
pass,  that  there  is  sufficient  protection  to  the 
landlord  without  the  card  that  at  present  is  being 
used,  to  my  mind  the  obtaining  of  the  landlord's 
signature  by  the  tenant,  who  then  shows  the 
receipt  to  the  Public  Welfare  officials,  would  not 
do  the  work  of  the  card,  which  would  be  filed  in 
the  department.  They  would  not  necessarily 
be  sure  of  a  signature  presented  in  that  way, 
whereas  with  the  cards  filed  away  in  their  folders 
they  could  compare  the  signature  at  one  time  and 
another  with  the  signature  on  their  files.  I  cer- 
tainly think  the  present  card  does  fulfill  a  neces- 
sary and  important  purpose.  For  that  reason  I 
shall  oppose  the  order  as  presented. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  passed. 

5.  Report  on  petition  of  Bridget  A.  Mooney 
(referred  December  19, 1932)  to  be  paid  an  annuity 
on  account  of  the  death  of  her  husband,  Robert  C. 
Mooney,  late  member  of  the  Police  Department, 
recommending  passage  of  the  accompanying  order, 
viz.: 

Ordered,  That  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
182  of  the  Acts  of  1930,  as  amended  by  chapter  241 
of  the  Acts  of  1930,  an  annuity  of  SI  ,000  be  allowed 
and  paid  to  Bridget  A.  Mooney,  widow  of  Robert 
C.  Mooney,  a  member  of  the  Police  Department, 
who  died  on  July  27,  1932,  from  injuries  received 
in  the  performance  of  his  duty;  said  annuity  to 
date  from  July  28, 1932,  to  continue  so  long  as  said 
widow  remains  unmarried  and  to  be  charged  to  the 
appropriation  for  Police  Department,  Pensions  and 
Annuities.

HEIN — Mr.  President,  there  are  more 
complaints  against  Salvatore  Grassa  than  all  the 
other  constables  of  Boston  put  together,  barring 
none. 

The  question  came  on  confirmation  of  the 
names  reported  by  the  committee.  Committee, 
Coun.  Barker  and  Gallagher.  Whole  number  of 
ballots  17,  yeas  17,  and  the  appointments  were 
confirmed.

DISCUSSION   OF  PROPOSED 
ADJOURNMENT. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  I  move  that  when 
the  Council  adjourn  it  be  for  two  weeks. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  hope 
the  Council  will  not  adjourn  for  two  weeks.  There 
is  a  matter  in  which  I  am  vitally  interested  that 
has  been  hanging  fire  for  four  months,  and  I  would 
ask  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Public 
Lands  what  the  idea  is  in  delaying  action  on  this  land 
on  Nashua  street.  The  land  has  been  turned  over 
by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and, 
because  of  our  delay  in  acting,  the  filling  in  is 
being  held  up  at  this  time. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  as  chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands,  I  would  simply 
say  that  we  gave  the  proponents  of  this  measure 
considerable  of  our  valuable  time  last  Friday, 
going  from  two  to  quarter  past  three,  taking  a 
little  time  aw_ay  from  the  scheduled  meeting  of 
the  Finance  Committee.  The  members  of  the 
committee  are  deeply  interested  in  this  project, 
so  deeply  that  they  decided  some  day  to  give  close 
to  a  day  of  their  time,  going  down  to  this  section 
and  inspecting  the  big  project.  So  in  the  very 
near  future,  after  we  have  considered  the  matter 
in  executive  session,  I  think  within  two  weeks,  we 
can  positively  have  some  action  on  the  proposi- 
tion. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  it  is 
very  interesting  to  hear  the  statement  of  this 
gentleman,  who  for  the  past  two,  three  or  four 
years  has  filled  the  Council  chamber  with  charges 
and  counter-charges  against  men  whom  he  has 
accused  of  being  dishonest.  I  charge  now  that 
he  is  not  honest  and  sincere  in  this  matter.  The 
fellow  who  always  hollers  "Stop  thief!"  bears 
watching.  I  hesitated  today  to  speak  on  this 
most  important  question  but,  representing,  as  I 
do,  a  district  that  has  suffered  so  long  at  the  hands 
of  some  individuals  who  have  been  actuated  either 
by  personal  spite  and  animosity  or  private  gain, 
I  feel  that  now  I  must  speak.  Is  this  personal 
animosity  against  me  or  is  it  private  gain?  Is 
this  position  taken  because  certain  people  here 
cannot  always  get  their  hands  on  certain  things? 
I  want  to  say  that  the  gentleman  is  dishonest  in 
this  matter.  He  told  me  that  the  reason  why  he 
would  not  vote  for  this  or  bring  it  in  was  because 
he  wanted  to  know  who  the  contractor  was.  He, 
sir,  is  one  of  those  people  who  is  always  crying 
"Graft."  always  denouncing  the  Mayor.  I  am 
not  here  to  defend  the  Mayor.  There  are  others 
in  the  Chamber  who  can  do  that,  men  for  whom 
the  Mayor  has  done  a  great  deal,  for  whom  he 
has  perhaps  done  much  for  which  he  will  never 
get  a  return.  But  this  order  does  not  mean  one 
dollar.  The  money  has  been  already  appropriated. 
The  state  has  given  certain  land  to  the  city  in 
connection  with  this  park  proposition,  and  it  is 
now  simply  up  to  the  city  to  act.  Anybody  who 
will  go  down  to  the  Charlesbank  park,  along  the 
waterfront,  can  see  the  disgraceful  conditions 
existing  there  today,  conditions  which  should   be 
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at  once  remedied.     And   there  is  no  reason,  Mr. 
Chairman   and   gentlemen,   why   they   should   not 
be    immediately    remedied,    why    this    committee 
should  not  report  so  that  the  work  may  proceed. 
We  have  had  this  matter  before  us  since  the  first 
part  of  January,  and  no  attempt  has  been  made 
to  do  anything  except  to  stifle  it.     If  the  gentle- 
man was  honest,  he  would  put  in  the  report  of  the 
committee.     But   he   knows   he   is   not   honest   in 
this  matter.     He  says  that  he  may  take  a  day  off 
and     look     up     the    situation.     What    situation? 
There  is  no  reason  on  earth  why  there  should  be 
the  slightest  delay.     The  State  of  Massachusetts 
has  done  its  part  and  it  is  now  up  to  the  City  of 
Boston.     Give  an  opportunity  to  have  something 
done.     Here  the  State  of  Massachusetts  is  giving 
this  land  under  a  long-time  lease,  and  it  is  up  to 
us  to  get  busy,  so  that  it  may  be  filled  and  used. 
We  all  know   what  is  going  on   over  there,  how 
much  money  Mrs.  Storrow  has  been  spending  to 
put  things  in  shape  so  as  to  have  an  attractive 
park.     The  season  is  coming  along,  and  we  hope 
soon  to  have  the  playground   running,  and   with 
that   a  proper  place   to   park   cars  coming   there. 
Many  will  come  there  from  all  parts  of  the  city 
and  from  all  parts  of  the  country,  and  an  oppor- 
tunity should  be  afforded  to  park  cars,  so  that  the 
place   may   be   properly   enjoyed.     The   land   has 
not  been  filled,  and  the  whole  thing  is  being  held 
up.     It  should  have  been  done  long  ago,  but  the 
Council  has  held  it  up  because  the  Committee  on 
Public  Lands  has  not  reported.     There  is  no  money 
involved    in   this,   Mr.   President  and   gentlemen; 
it  is  an  honest  proposition,  and  I  plead  with  the 
members  of  the  body  to  show  their  independence 
and  to  give  to  the  people  of  that  section  some  con- 
sideration.    This    is    something    that    is    needed, 
something  they  should  have,  and  there  is  no  reason 
on  earth  why  it  should  not  have  been  acted  upon 
before  this.     It  not  only  affects  the  people  of  the 
West  End  but  the  people  of  the  entire  Common- 
wealth.    People    come    there    from    all    over    the 
state,  and  from  other  parts  of  the  country,  and 
they    use    our   great    boulevards    in    going    there. 
The  state  has  been  willing  to  go  ahead,  and  so 
are  the   city   authorities,   but   the   thing   has   not 
been   completed.     Certainly   some   of    the    condi- 
tions   we    see    there    today    should    be    remedied. 
Take  sewer  conditions,  at  the  lower  part  of  Beacon 
street;    see  the  filth  coming  in  there,   and  see  the 
children  going  in  bathing  in  that  filth.     Two  lost 
their  lives  last  summer,  and  while  present  condi- 
tions continue  they  will  always  be  a  menace.     And 
I  say  again  that  the  councilor  is  not  honest  in 
holding  this  up,  because  he  told  me  that  he  wanted 
to  know  who  the  contractor  was  who  was  going 
to  do  the  filling.  That   was   the  only   thing  that 
concerned  him,  and  that  is  his  reason  for  holding 
the  proposition  up.     Members  of  the  committee 
tell  me  that  they  don't  want  to  wait,  but  he  is 
the   one   who   is   holding   the   proposition   up.     Is 
he  running   the   Council?     Is   he  dictating   terms 
here?  Is  there  to  be  no  consideration  paid  to  the 
desires   of   the  people   of  the  West  End?     When 
Dorchester  was  a  struggling  section,  when  West 
Roxbury,  Brighton  and  Jamaica  Plain  were  being 
built  up,  the  money  was  taken  out  of  the  taxable 
property  of  the  downtown  section  and  very  largely 
from  our  ward.     We  helped  pay  for  those  improve- 
ments, and   we  helped   to  pay  for  improvements 
in  South  Boston  and  other  sections.     Mrs.  Stor- 
row has  given  a  million  dollars  towards  this  im- 
provement, and  still  everything  is  lying  there  as 
you  see  it,  just  mud  flats.     Are  you  going  to  stop 
us  from  having  this  thing  go  through?     Now,  sir, 
I  challenge  the  gentleman  to  deny  that  he  made 
that  statement  to  me.     He  knows  what  he  said, 
and  that  can  be  his  only  motive.     I   hesitate  to 
say  what   I  have  said   here  today.     Ordinarily   I 
would  be  the  last  man  to  say  it.     But  it  is  some- 
thing  that   needed   to   be  said,   and   I   cannot  sit 
here  quietly  or  simply  go  over  to  my  constituents 
and  say  that  the  thing  is  going  to  go  over,  that 
nothing  will  be  done  this  summer,  that  we  have 
to  lose  all  this  valuable  time.     Is  it  fair,  Mr.  Pres- 
ident and  gentlemen?     It  isn't  as  though  it  were 
a  land  deal.     The  land  is  coming  to  us  from  the 
state  for  ninety-nine  years,  and  it  is  now  up  to 
us  simply  to  complete  our  part  of  it.     Will  anyone 
deny  that  it  is  a  good  thing?     Can  there  be  any 
excuse  for  retarding  it?     People  will  flock  in  here 
in  a  couple  of  weeks,  Mr.  President,  we  all  know 
that  this  is  nothing  but  a  reasonable  proposition, 
and  I  am  going  to  ask  that  it  be  taken  from  the 
committee    and    passed.     There    is    not    a    dollar 
involved;    this  simply  means  giving  the  right  to 
go  ahead  and  fill  in.     I  would  not  object  if  there 
was     money     involved     here.     Neither     would     I 


object  to  any  member  investigating  the  thing. 
They  have  a  right  to  do  that.  But  time  has  gone 
by,  and  nothing  has  been  done,  and  it  is  now  time 
that  something  should  be  done  immediately. 
There  is  not  a  dollar  concerned.  Please  be  fair. 
These  are  not  pleasant  things  for  me  to  say.  But 
this  is  a  delay  without  any  legitimate  reason  what- 
ever. I  have  played  politics,  and  I  have  no  objec- 
tion to  men  playing  politics  if  they  do  so  fairly 
and  if  there  is  a  reason  for  it.  But  there  is  no 
honest  reason  for  it  here,  and  there  is  every  reason 
in  the  world  why  immediate  action  should  be 
taken,  and  why  it  should  have  been  taken  long 
before  this.  But  there  are  a  lot  of  people  in  pol- 
itics who  will  watch  for  fear  that  somebody  will 
get  some  little  petty  advantage,  while  there  are 
$25,000,000  or  $30,000,000  going  out  the  window. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  knew  that  this 
barrage  was  coming.  It  was  forecasted  to  me 
by  one  of  the  Mayor's  personal  friends  that  I 
was  to  be  annihilated  on  the  floor  of  the  Council 
today  by  none  other  than  the  notorious  councilor 
from  the  West  End  known  as  "Slippery,"  the  man 
who  calls  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Public  Lands  dishonest! 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  order.  Certain  statements  have  been 
made  here  in  the  past  on  the  floor  of  the  body 
that  were  stricken  from  the  record,  and  still  we 
hear  the  remarks  that  are  being  made  here  today. 
So  I  insist  on  this  particular  question,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, that  members  confine  themselves  to  the 
question  itself  and  indulge  in  no  personalities 
whatsoever. 

President  McGRATH— The  Chair  would  sug- 
gest that  the  councilor  stay  within  the  rules  of  the 
Council. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  will  try  to  do 
so,  but  I  did  not  notice  any  objections  when  the 
councilor  from  Ward  3  (Coun.  Fitzgerald)  attacked 
me,  and  I  did  not  myself  object,  although  I  could 
have  done  so  under  a  point  of  order.  There  was 
no  objection  made  to  the  accusations  of  a  scandal- 
ous nature  made  against  the  present  speaker. 
But  I  am  always  glad  to  answer  charges.  I  have 
always  given  members  of  the  Council  a  chance 
to  answer  charges  made  by  me,  and  I  think  that 
opportunity  should  be  extended  to  me  when  they 
are  made  against  me.  But  the  councilor  from 
Ward  3  has  been  pretty  well  disturbed  this  year . 
He  has  not  what  is  known  as  an  important  com- 
mittee. But  this  is  the  first  time  in  three  and 
one  half  years  that  it  has  been  intimated  on  this 
floor  that  I  was  dishonest  

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a  point  of 
information.  I  would  like  the  order  read,  or 
would  like  a  little  information  as  to  what  the 
members  are  talking  about. 

President  McGRATH— The  Chair  will  simply 
state  that  Councilor  Hein  made  a  motion  that 
when  we  adjourn  it  be  for  two  weeks.  Coun- 
cilor Fitzgerald  then  talked,  with  unanimous 
consent,  and  Councilor  Kelly  is  now  talking. 
There  is  no  order  before  the  Council  at  this  time, 
simply  a  motion  to  adjourn. 

Coun.  KELLY — I  don't  know  why  the  coun- 
cilor from  Ward  3  is  so  much  interested  in  this 
land  down  on  Nashua  street,  back  of  the  Manger 
Hotel,  up  against  the  North  Station.  There  is 
another  place  on  this  side  of  the  street,  handier  to 
the  residential  section,  and  a  far  preferable  place 
for  a  playground.  But  the  councilor  from  Ward  3 
would  have  the  members  of  the  Public  Lands 
Committee  vote  for  this  particular  playground, 
necessitating  the  little  tots  crossing  the  street 
against  tremendous  traffic  going  to  and  from  the 
North  Station.  Little  he  cares  about  the  lives  of 
the  children  in  the  West  End.  No.  He  is  inter- 
ested in  some  contractor  who  is  going  to  fill  in  that 
waste  land.  The  members  of  the  Committee  on 
Public  Lands  want  to  go  into  this  matter  thoroughly 
before  casting  their  vote  on  such  an  important 
proposition.  At  two  o'clock  last  Friday  we  had  a 
meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands,  and  at 
three  o'clock  there  was  a  meeting  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance.  The  committee  believed  in 
every  opportunity  being  given  to  the  councilor  to 
bring  everybody  he  wants,  concerned  with  that 
particular  project,  explaining  it  in  detail  to  the 
members  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands;  and 
we  were  so  much  interested  in  the  matter  that 
before  we  got  through  we  were  ten  minutes  past 
three.     Certain   members   of   that   Committee   on 
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Public  Lands  are  also  on  certain  other  important 
committees,  like  the  Finance  Committee,  and  the 
Finance  Committee  had  a  meeting  on  that  day. 
We   had   serious   matters   to   consider  relative  to 
the  poor  people  at  the  City  Hospital,  and  he  would 
want  us  to  cancel  the  meeting  of  the  Committee 
on  Finance  in  order  to  take  care  of  him  and  his 
petty  land  project  down  at  the  West  End.     The 
Committee   on   Public   Lands  did   not   have  time 
that  day.     So  on  Friday  at  3.10  we  took  up  finance 
matters  and  we  were  here  until  close  to  5.30  o'clock, 
the    Finance    Committee    of    the    Council.     The 
gentleman  may  think  it  is  all  right  for  him  to  stand 
up  here  and  make  statements,  as  spokesman  of  the 
Mayor  of  Boston,  that  even  the  Mayor  does  not 
care  to  make  against  the  speaker,  so  that  he  may 
get  into  the  head  lines  of  the  papers  endeavoring  to 
hurt    my    honest    reputation    in    the    community. 
Now,  Mr.  President,  we  are  going  to  look  into  this 
matter   very   thoroughly.     We   are   not   going   to 
vote  for  a  proposition  including  perhaps  $75,000 
worth  of  fill  to  be  put  into  this  land  in  order  to  make 
a  playground  out  of  it  without  proper  considera- 
tion.    That  is  money   that  must  come  from  the 
taxpayers  of  Boston.     We  are  entitled  to  a  little 
time.     As  for  the  accusation  that  Kelly  is  running 
the  City  Council,  how  absurd,  when  you  examine 
the  records  of  this  body,  and  realize  the  obstacles 
that  have  been  placed  in  the  way  of  things  I  was 
interested  in.     As  for  the  West  End,  I  have  always 
voted  in  the  interest  of  the  people  of  the  West  End, 
but  I  am  not  going  to  allow  myself  to  be  dictated 
to  by  officials  who  simply  come  here  because  they 
get  the  votes  of  the  mattress  voters  of  the  ward. 
I  am  not  going  to  allow  the  mattress  councilor  to 
criticize  a  duly  and  properly  elected  official,  such 
as  the  one  now  speaking,  who  can  go  out  into  his 
ward  despite  the  Mayor's  opposition  and  get  75 
per  cent  of  the  votes  of  the  honest  and  respectable 
people  of  the  ward.     Why,  who  ever  heard  of  such 
absurd  and  laughable  clownishness,  if  not  effront- 
ery, as  that  exhibited  by  the  gentleman  from  the 
West  End  in  this  matter.     He  will  be  the  laughing 
stock  of  the  entire  city  tomorrow.     But,  as  long  as 
this  discussion  is  being  printed,  I  want  to  ask  the 
councilor,  when  the  mothers  and  fathers  of  Dor- 
chester were  fighting  for  a  proper  location  for  a 
school  out  there  in  Dorchester  recently,  how  did 
he  vote?     He  voted  for  the  Boston  Elevated,  for 
the  Grove  Hall  site,  so  that  the  people  in  my  ward 
would  have  to  pay  ten-cent  fares  for  their  children 
to  go  to  the  site  thus  selected,  and  in  the  interest  of 
the     thieving     contractor     Matthew     Cummings. 
Was  he  looking  after  the  interest  of  the  people  of 
Dorchester    in    that    matter,    necessitating    their 
paying  railroad  fares  so  that  the  children  could  go 
to    that    school    and    compelling    them    to    cross 
Columbia  road?     Was  he  interested  in  the  children 
of  Dorchester  in  the  action  he  took  at  that  time? 
No,  and  he  is  not  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the 
children  of  his  section  now.     He  is  simply  inter- 
ested in  the  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  of 
real  estate  that  he  owns  in  the  West  End.     That  is 
what  the  councilor  from  the  West  End  is  inter- 
ested in,  because  in  these  days  the  rents  are  not 
coming  in  as  they  should  be  and  because  there  are 
not  so  many  land  grabs  as  there  used  to  be.     And 
then  he  has  the  audacity,  gall,  whatever  you  call  it, 
to  get  up  here  as  a  spokesman  for  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  who  is  afraid  to  say  it  himself  and  endeavor 
by  direct  or  indirect  verbiage  to  calumniate  a  man 
like  the  speaker,  saying  that  he  is  dishonest.     I  say 
that  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands — and  I  say 
it  with  the  full  approval  of  the  committee — have 
asked   for   more   time.     They   did   not  see   fit   to 
report  this  out  today;  they  asked  for  more  time 
to  look  into  it  thoroughly  and  I,  as  chairman,  must 
abide  by  the  desires  and  wishes  of  my  fellow  mem- 
bers of  the  important  Committee  on  Public.  Lands. 
The  Committee  on  Public  Lands  will  in  the  very 
near  future,  just  as  quickly  as  it  possibly  can,  make 
a  personal  visit  to  this  particular  land,  the  location 
of  which  as  a  playground  may  jeopardize  the  lives 
of  the  little  children  in  the  West  End,  just  to  enrich 
some  contractor.     There  is  no  money  involved  in 
the  transfer   of  the  land — I   will  agree  with   the 
councilor  in  that;  but  before  that  park  is  finished 
up  they  will  take,  in  addition  to  the  some  $140,000 
already    appropriated,    at    least,    conservatively, 
$75,000  more,  and  that  money  is  to  be  spent  for 
contractors;  and  when  it  comes  to  those  contractors 
leveling  up  land   and  building  walls,  there  is  no 
limit.     Nobody   has   ever   challenged    Kelly   with 
being  interested  in  any  contractor,  because  if  he 
was  he  would  have  been  exposed  by  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  a  long  time  ago.     I  am  not  interested  in 
any   contractors,   never   was   and   never   will   be. 


I  am  interested  in  the  people  of  Boston,  and  I 
maintain  that  interest  year  in  and  year  out.  And 
I  am  interested  in  those  people  who  are  not  in 
agreement  with  the  councilors  from  their  district. 
I  am  in  agreement  with  those  people,  not  with  the 
mattress  element,  the  cause  of  the  election  of  the 
man  who  has  challenged  my  reputation  for  truth- 
fulness and  honesty,  at  the  direction  of  the  Mayor 
of  Boston.  I  am  not  interested  in  mattress  voters, 
some  of  whom  reside  in  my  ward.  As  far  as  the 
mattress  voters,  such  as  they  have  in  Ward  3, 
are  concerned,  I  always  want  them  against  me, 
everyone  of  them,  in  my  campaigns  for  the  Council 
or  for  any  other  office.  I  say  in  conclusion  that  the 
Committee  on  Public  Lands  will  not  be  rushed,  will 
not  be  bullied  by  any  man  who  has  commercial 
interests  in  mind,  not  the  interests  of  the  little 
children.  Did  he  ever  tell  you  about  some  land 
deals  he  was  in  down  in  that  section,  in  connection 
with  the  East  Boston  Tunnel,  that  he  was  inter- 
ested in  enormous  sums  paid  for  street  widenings? 
He  never  can  accuse  Kelly  of  any  interest  in  a  land 
deal,  a  street  widening  or  a  contract. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  so  far 
as  the  statement  the  member  has  made  on  the 
floor  in  regard  to  mattress  voters  is  concerned, 
if  he  has  any  complaint  to  make  about  them  let 
him  go  to  the  proper  authorities.  I  don't  know 
anything  about  them  and  have  had  no  connec- 
tion with  them.  At  any  time  when  I  have  been 
elected  to  any  office  in  my  ward  I  was  elected 
by  the  honest  voters,  the  honest  people  of  the 
ward.  And  I  now  reiterate  what  I  said  before. 
If  there  is  any  slippery  man  in  this  Council,  it  is 
the  gentleman  from  Ward  15.  He  may  cry  out 
loud  about  his  not  being  interested  in  contractors, 
but  I  know  that  he  is.  We  know  how  his  voice 
was  raised  here  awhile  ago  in  regard  to  a  contract- 
ing firm  in  this  city  for  some  years,  when  it  was 
claimed  that  they  were  being  deprived  of  an 
opportunity  to  at  least  compete.  But  there  will 
be  a  time  and  a  place,  Mr.  President,  and  I  want 
to  warn  the  gentleman  now.  He  may  abuse  the 
Mayor  of  this  city  and  others,  as  he  has  abused 
many,  but  before  he  ends  his  term  in  this  body 
he  will  surely  regret  it.  My  hands  are  clean. 
I  have  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  East  Boston 
Tunnel.  It  is  true  that  I  own  property — yes, 
and  I  am  proud  of  it.  Thank  God,  I  do.  I  have 
earned  my  living,  and  have  earned  it  honestly, 
and  I  will  earn  a  dollar  where  I  can  do  so  legiti- 
mately, but  nobody  can  put  a  finger  on  me.  As 
for  the  Grove  Hall  site,  I  voted  for  it  because 
the  majority  of  the  members  voted  for  it.  I 
voted  for  it  because  the  School  Committee  recom- 
mended it.  And  I  hold  no  brief  for  Matthew 
Cummings.  But  why  doesn't  he  go  to  the  Dis- 
trict Attorney  with  the  charges  he  has?  But 
there  are  lots  of  things  that  might  be  said  about 
the  gentleman  himself.  I  have  heard  it  stated 
that  he  gets  his  gasolene  from  the  Hancock  street, 
yard.  I  have  no  proof  of  that,  but  there  have 
been  statements  to  that  effect. 

Coun.  KELLY — Name  the  contractor  that  I  am 
interested  in  if  you  can.  You  can't  do  it,  vou 
thief! 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— The  gentleman  is  very 
free  in  his  statements  about  others,  but  there  are 
statements  that  have  been  made  about  him 

Coun.  KELLY — You  are  a  thief! 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  move  tha-t  the 
Council  do  now  adjourn. 

President  McGRATH — Councilor  Hein's  mo- 
tion is  before  the  body. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  I  withdraw  my 
motion. 

President  McGRATH — The  question  now  comes 
on  Councilor  Ruby's  motion  to  adjourn.  All  in 
favor  say  aye,  opposed  no,  and  it  is  a  vote,  and 
the  Council  stands  adjourned. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  doubt  the 
vote  on  adjournment  and  ask  for  a  rising  vote. 

The  Council  stood  divided,  and  the  motion 
to  adjourn  was  lost. 

Coun.  BARKER— Mr.  President. 

President  McGRATH— Councilor  Barker. 

Coun.  BARKER — Mr.  President,  I  would  just 
like  to  make  a  statement,  being  the  member  from 
East  Boston. 
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President  McGRATH — Councilor  Barker  asks 
unanimous  consent  to  make  a  statement.  Is  there 
any  objection?  (Pausing.)  The  Chair  hears 
none.     Councilor  Barker. 

Coun.  BARKER — Mr.  President,  being  the 
member  from  East  Boston, — and  the  East  Boston 
Tunnel  having  happened  to  have  been  mentioned 
in  this  fiery  debate, — I  simply  wish  to  state  that 
I  was  not  a  member  of  the  body  at  the  time  when 
this  East  Boston  land  business  was  going  on, 
and  I  would  like  to  simply  have  it  appear  in  the 
records  that  Councilor  Barker  was  not  a  member 
of  the  body  at  the  time  and  had  nothing  to  do 


with  land  operations  or  anything  else  in  connec- 
tion with  the  tunnel. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  move  that  the 
Council  adjourn  to  meet  next  Monday  at  two 
o'clock. 

Coun.  BURKE-     Mr.  President. 

President  McGRATH — The  question  is  on  the 
motion  to  adjourn,  and  no  debate  is  in  order. 

Coun.  Ruby's  motion  prevailed.

My  opinion  is 
unchanged  and  I  do  not  think  it  would  be  advis- 
able for  the  City  of  Boston  to  insure  automobiles 
and  trucks  owned  by  the  city.

Dear  Sir. — You  have  asked  me  to  make  an 
investigation  and  report  as  to  the  advisability  of 
you  giving  your  approval  to  the  following  order 
of  the  City  Council: 

Ordered,  That  section  100A  of  chapter  41  of  the 
General  Laws,  inserted  therein  by  section  4  of 
chapter  458  of  the  Acts  of  1931,  entitled  "An  Act 
Relative  to  the  Indemnification  or  Protection  of 
Officers  and  Employees  of  the  Commonwealth, 
the  Several  Counties  and  the  Cities  and  Towns

for  Damages  Sustained  on  Account  of  the  Operation 
of  Publicly  Owned  Motor  Vehicles"  be,  and  hereby 
is,  accepted. 

Chapter  458  contains  two  related  sections  on 
the  subject  matter  of  indemnifying  and  protecting 
officers  and  employees  of  cities  and  towns  for 
damages  sustained  on  account  of  the  operation  of 
publicly  owned  motor  vehicles.  By  these  two 
sections,  3  and  4,  the  Legislature  enacted  legisla- 
tion to  this  end,  by  authorizing  cities  and  towns 
to  appropriate  money  to  insure  its  officers  and 
employees  against  liability  for  damages  caused  by 
motor  vehicle  accidents  which  occurred  in  the 
performance  of  a  public  duty  while  publicly 
owned  vehicles  were  being  used,  or,  in  the  alter- 
native, by  authorizing  the  city  to  indemnify  an 
officer  or  employee  under  similar  circumstances 
for  expenses  or  damages  incurred  by  him  in  the 
defense  or  settlement  of  a  claim  against  him  pro- 
vided the  Mayor  of  the  city  is  satisfied  that  the 
officer  or  employee  was  at  the  time  the  claim 
arose  acting  within  the  scope  of  his  official  duties 
or  employment,  and  provided,  further,  that  the 
defense  or  settlement  of  the  claim  is  made  by  the 
Corporation  Counsel.  In  substance  these  two 
sections  were  enacted  to  protect  officers  and 
employees  against  personal  liability  due  to  acci- 
dents on  the  highways  by  reason  of  motor  vehicles 
owned  by  the  city  and  used  by  these  officers  and 
employees  in  the  performance  of  their  duties 
.  .  .  Section  3,  which  gives  the  city  the  right 
to  appropriate  money  for  insuring  such  officers 
and  employees,  does  not  require  acceptance  by  the 
City  Council  or  Mayor.  Section  4,  which  author- 
izes a  city  in  its  discretion  to  appropriate  money 
to  indemnify  officers  and  employees  against 
damages,  requires  the  acceptance  and  approval  of 
the  City  Council  and  Mayor. 

I  believe  that  it  is  in  the  best  interests  of  the 
city  not  to  provide  insurance  for  the  indemnifica- 
tion of  officers  and  employees  in  these  cases  for 
it  will  be  more  economical  for  the  city  to  make 
payment  out  of  its  own  treasury  to  indemnify 
these  officers  and  employees.  While  the  accept- 
ance of  this  act  will  place  an  additional  burden 
upon  the  city  government  and  taxpayers,  I  believe 
that  your  Honor  would  be  warranted  in  accepting 
this  burden  because  of  the  fact  that  it  has  gener- 
ally been  accepted  by  the  public  that  a  person 
injured  in  the  highway  by  a  municipal  vehicle 
ought  to  be  protected  against  loss  and  suffering 
in  such  cases  and  that  these  cases  should  be  placed 
in  the  same  category  as  cases  arising  from  other 
motor  vehicles  in  the  highway  which  are  now 
required  to  carry  compulsory  insurance.  Indeed 
this  legislation  was  enacted  because  of  the  claim 
that  if  we  are  to  have  compulsory  insurance  in 
thiB  Commonwealth  it  ought  to  be  made  to  apply 
to  the  Commonwealth  and  municipalities  as  well 
as  to  privately  owned  motor  vehicles. 

Section  4  has  placed  proper  safeguards  around 
municipalities  by,  first,  making  it  discretionary 
for  cities  to  indemnify;  second,  by  requiring  that 
the  Mayor  be  satisfied  that  the  officer  or  employee 
was  acting  within  the  scope  of  his  official  duties 
or  employment;  third,  that  the  defense  or  settle- 
ment of  the  case  shall  be  made  by  the  Law 
Department. 

At  the  hearing  before  the  Legislature,  which  I 
attended,  the  question  was  raised  as  to  the  ad- 
visability of  municipalities  accepting  this  addi- 
tional burden  at  this  time,  but  the  Legislature  felt 
that  the  question  of  protecting  the  public  was  of 
such  sufficient  importance  that  the  additional 
burden  to  municipalities  could  very  well  be 
imposed  and  accepted. 

It  should  be  noted  that  this  section  does  not 
change  the  common  law  theory  that  municipalities 
are  not  liable  for  damages  caused  by  officers  or 
employees  engaged  in  the  performance  of  govern- 
mental duties  from  which  no  profit  is  gained  by 
the  city,  such  as  the  Park  Department,  the  Health 
Department  and  similar  departments,  but  merely 
authorizes  the  city  in  its  discretion  to  pay  such 
damages  if  it  so  desires,  despite  the  fact  that  there 
is  no  common  law  liability  upon  the  city  because 
of  the  nature  of  the  work  performed  by  the  officer 
or  employee.  Of  course,  in  each  case  before  pay- 
ment is  made  this  department  will  have  to  be 
satisfied  that  the  officer  or  employee  was  negligent 
and  that  the  injured  person  did  not  contribute  to 
the  accident  by  being  negligent  himself.

Ordered,  That  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
182  of  the  Acts  of  1930,  as  amended  by  chapter  241 
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of  the  Acts  of  1930,  an  annuity  of  81,000  be 
allowed  and  paid  to  Bridget  A.  Mooney,  widow 
of  Robert  C.  Mooney,  a  member  of  the  Police 
Department,  who  died  on  July  27,  1932,  from 
injuries  received  in  the  performance  of  his  duty; 
said  annuity  to  date  from  July  28,  1932,  to  con- 
tinue so  long  as  said  widow  remains  unmarried 
and  to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  Police 
Department,  Pensions  and  Annuities. 

An  examination  of  the  death  certificate  filed 
with  the  Registry  Department  of  the  City  of 
Boston  indicates  that  Robert  C.  Mooney,  a  late 
police  officer  of  the  City  of  Boston,  died  on  July  27, 
1932,  from  angina  pectoris  and  coronary  sclerosis.

REDUCTION  OF   SALARIES   UNDER

salary  of  each  office  and  position  under  its  control 
or  jurisdiction,  except  scrubwomen,  effective  as  of 
Friday.  April  twenty-one,  nineteen  hundred  and 
thirty-three,  upon  the  same  uniform  basis  and  for 
the  same  period  of  time  as  the  reduction  put  into 
effect  by  me  by  virtue  of  my  executive  order 
dated  said  April  twenty-one,  I,  as  Mayor  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  granted 
to  me  by  the  provisions  of  chapter  one  hundred 
and  twenty-one  of  the  Acts  of  nineteen  hundred 
and  thirty-three,  do  hereby  order  and  direct  that 
the  salary  of  every  office  and  position  under  the 
control  or  jurisdiction  of  said  City  Council,  except 
scrubwomen,  the  salary  of  which  is  paid  from  the 
treasury  of  the  City  of  Boston  in  whole  or  in  part 
and  whether  such  salary  is  fixed  by  statute,  city 
ordinance  or  otherwise,  and  whether  or  not  such 
office  or  position  is  subject  to  civil  service  or 
classified  under  the  civil  service  rules  or  under  the 
county  classification  plan,  be,  and  hereby  is, 
reduced  for  the  period  beginning  on  Friday,  April 
twenty-one,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-three, 
and  ending  December  thirty-one,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  thirty-three,  in  accordance  with  the 
following  schedule: 
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1.  For  every  office  and  position  the  salary  of 
which  on  an  annual  basis  is  less  than  .$1,000,  a 
reduction  of  5  per  cent  shall  be  made. 

2.  For  every  office  and  position  the  salary  of 
which  on  an  annual  basis  falls  within  the  range  of

TAKING.

Gentlemen, — In  reply  to  the  order  adopted  by 
your  honorable  body  on  April  24,  requesting  the 
Finance  Commission  to  submit  information  regard- 
ing the  taking  of  a  parcel  of  land  for  playground 
purposes  at  Dunbar  avenue,  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion finds  that  it  appears  in  the  records  of  the 
Street  Commissioners  that  on  September  4,  1930, 
the  Street  Commissioners  made  a  taking  of  108,104 
square  feet  from  the  Buchanan  Construction  Com- 
pany for  a  site  for  this  playground  and  awarded 
the  sum  of  $24,863.92.

MORE   POLICE   FOR   DORCHESTER. 

Coun.  FISH  offered  the  following.: 

Ordered,  That  the  Police  Commissioner  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  furnish 
the  Dorchester  district  with  more  police. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  last  week  in  my 
ward  there  was  an  incursion  of  one  of  the  greatest 
gangs  from  outside  the  ward  in  the  history  of 
Dorchester,  resulting  in  a  collision  between  the 
gang  from  Meeting  House  Hill  and  the  gang  from 
my  own  ward.  I  understand  that  the  Meeting 
House  Hill  gang  got  the  worst  of  it,  and  that  five 
landed  in  the  City  Hospital.  That  is  one  thing 
showing  the  necessity  of  having  proper  police 
protection  for  the  district.  There  should  cer- 
tainly be  no  criticism  of  the  captain  of  Station  11; 
he  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  wonderful  service 
that  he  and  his  men  are  continually  performing, 
and  they  really  did  a  fine  job  at  that  time,  as  they 


have  always  done.  But  there  are  not  enough  men 
in  that  station  to  properly  handle  situations  that 
may  arise  there  at  times,  and  I  therefore  call  on 
the  Police  Commissioner  to  furnish  us  more 
protection. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  have  heard 
the  section  that  I  have  the  honor  to  represent 
referred  to  here  today.  In  the  first  place,  I  can- 
not believe  that  the  boys  from  Meeting  House  Hill 
got  the  worst  of  it,  because  they  usually  come  out 
on  top;  secondly,  I  think  the  whole  thing  was 
overrated.  I  think  if  the  boys  go  to  a  field  and 
have  a  little  amusement  and  exercise  it  is  a  fine 
thing  for  them,  as  long  as  they  do  not  destroy 
property  or  seriously  injure  people.  I  think  they 
might  well  go  to  such  lots  as  are  owned  by  the 
city  at  Tenean  Beach  and  Coulter's  Beach  and 
have  a  little  fun  with  no  annoyance  to  the  public. 
It  sometimes  leads  to  a  little  exercise,  of  course, 
like  a  baseball  or  football  game. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  happen  to  be 
a  councilor  from  one  of  the  Dorchester  wards, 
and  I  will  have  to  disagree  with  the  gentleman 
from  Ward  15  (Coun.  Kelly).  It  is  all  right  to 
have  friendly  meetings,  but  when  the  boys  are 
out  for  a  fight  in  a  field  or  a  lot  anywhere  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  I  think  it  should  not  be  allowed. 
I  know  that  we  do  not  have  in  my  district  notorious 
gangs.  The  boys  in  my  district  obey  the  law  and 
the  police  have  little  trouble  with  them.  I  do 
know  very  well  the  police  captain  of  Station  11, 
and  he  is  a  fine  officer  and  has  a  wonderful  and 
efficient  corps  of  police  officers  under  him.  He 
conducts  the  business  of  his  station  in  a  very 
efficient  manner,  and  I  think  it  might  be  well, 
instead  of  introducing  this  order  at  this  time,  to 
first  ask  the  Police  Commissioner  whether  or  not 
in  his  opinion  more  police  officers  are  needed  in 
that  district.  Some  time  ago  I  introduced  an 
order  similar  to  this,  and  in  a  personal  letter  I 
received  from  the  Police  Commissioner  was  in- 
formed that  an  additional  force  was  not  needed 
in  Station  11.  I  would  again  like  to  have  it  made 
plain  before  I  sit  down  that  the  section  of  Dor- 
chester I  have  the  honor  to  represent  is  a  law- 
abiding  section;  that  we  have  there  a  very  high 
class  of  young  American  manhood  who  do  not 
indulge  in  such  activities  as  were  in  evidence  in 
the  recent  affair  that  has  been  referred  to.  I  be- 
lieve the  councilor  from  Ward  15  (Coun.  Kelly) 
was  jesting  when  he  said  it  was  a  fine  idea  and 
for  the  welfare  of  these  young  men  to  have  them 
go  into  an  open  field  and  start  a  riot  to  the  detri- 
ment of  property  owners  and  people  living  in 
that  district.  I  do  not  care  to  have  such  things 
said  even  in  jest,  and  I  feel  certain  that  the 
councilor  will  agree  with  me  that  such  tactics 
should  not  be  allowed,  resulting  in  some  of  these 
young  fellows  being  sent  to  the  City  Hospital, 
because  our  City  'Hospital  is  a  place  that  is  needed 
for  people  who  are  sick  or  who  have  met  with 
some  serious  accident,  and  its  facilities  should  not 
be  taken  up  by  people  who  are  there  simply 
because  of  their  own  misconduct. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  just  to  clear 
the  record  I  want  it  understood  that  I  favor 
more  police  for  the  Dorchester  district,  but  not 
because  of  any  alarm  over  the  affair  referred  to 
between  a  few  boys  of  sixteen,  seventeen  and 
eighteen  years  of  age.  I  have  been  informed  by 
reputable  men,  some  residing  in  the  district  of  the 
councilor  who  has  just  spoken,  a  neighboring 
ward,  that  they  have  witnessed  some  of  these 
occurrences  in  Dorchester,  and  they  tell  me  that 
they  are  more  worth  watching  than  many  events 
for  which  they  pay  $3.30  for  ringside  seats.  They 
get  more  action  for  nothing,  watching  these  boys 
getting  exercise  on  a  vacant  field  than  they  can 
get  from  expensive  ringside  seats. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


ACCEPTANCE   OF  CHAPTER  138. 

Coun.  COX  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  chapter  138  of  the  Acts  of  1933, 
entitled  "An  Act  Authorizing  the  City  of  Boston 
to  Compensate  Certain  Persons  for  Damage  to 
their  Property  by  the  Explosion  of  Dynamite  used 
in  Connection  with  Sewer  Construction"  be,  and 
hereby  is,  accepted. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  this  is  a  case  where 
a  contractor  putting  in  a  sewer  in  Edgemere  road 
in  my  district  had  an  accident  which  occurred 
from  dynamite  he  had  stored  there  and  which 
blew  up,   causing  some  abutters  serious  damage. 
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There  was  no  recourse  that  they  had  under  the 
law.  The  contractor  was  simply  bonded  for  SI, 000 
and  the  damages  ran  up  to  some  S15.000  or  S20.000, 
or  more.  There  was  no  way  under  the  law  by 
which  the  city  could  reimburse  these  abutters 
except  through  an  act  of  the  Legislature,  for 
which  I  am  now  asking,  and  I  trust  that  the  order 
will  be  passed  by  the  Council. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 


APPROPRIATION  FOR   GRANOLITHIC 
SIDEWALKS. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  be  requested  not  to 
strike  out  of  the  budget  for  1933  the  item  of 
$25,000  for  granolithic  sidewalks. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN— Mr.  President,  it  has 
come  to  my  attention  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
a  few  days  ago  stated  that  he  intended  to  strike 
out  of  the  budget  an  item  of  525,000  for  grano- 
lithic sidewalks.  In  my  opinion,  that  would  be  a 
very  unwise  move.  Some  time  ago  I  made  a 
statement  on  the  floor  of  the  Council  to  the  effect 
that  approximately  $100,000  a  year  was  paid  out 
by  the  City  of  Boston  for  damages  in  law  suits 
because  of  defects  in  some  of  our  old-fashioned  red 
brick  sidewalks,  which  got  into  such  shape  that 
many  people  were  injured  and  thereupon  brought 
suit  against  the  city.  I  think  it  would  be  very 
unwise  from  a  business  standpoint  not  to  replace 
these  ancient  sidewalks,  which  are  constantly  get- 
ting out  of  repair  and  which  cost  us  so  much,  with 
sidewalks  that  are  more  up  to  date.  I  think  that 
in  the  long  run  the  city  would  save  considerable 
money  by  replacing  these  archaic  sidewalks  with 
better  ones;  and  I  hope  that  the  order  will  pass. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


SAFETY   ISLAND,  KILBY   AND    MILK 
STREETS. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners 
be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,   to 
place  a  safety  island  in  Kilby  street,  at  its  junction 
with  Milk  street. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


DISCONTINUANCE   OF  CERTAIN   STREET 
LIGHTS. 

Coun,  ROBERTS  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  is 
opposed  to  the  discontinuance  or  shutting  off  of 
any  street  lights  in  the  city,  believing  that  in  the 
interest  of  public  safety  such  a  practice  would  tend 
to  increase  crime  and  render  travel  upon  our 
highways  extremely  hazardous  and  that  the  saving 
effected  by  such  discontinuance  is  essentially  false 
economy. 

Coun.  ROBERTS— Mr.  President,  I  agree  that 
the  Council  should  stand  for  economy,  particularly 
in  times  like  these,  but  I  think  the  one  thing  we 
should  stand  for  more  than  anything  else  is  sensible 
economy.  Last  year  the  Committee  on  Appro- 
priations considered  at  length  the  appropriation 
for  electric  lights  for  the  city,  and  it  was  then 
felt  that  the  city  should  negotiate  a  contract 
which  would  result  in  a  considerable  saving.  At 
no  time  has  the  shutting  off  of  street  lights  been 
advocated  in  this  body,  and  I  think  it  is  the  general 
feeling  of  the  members  that,  particularly  on 
main  traffic  streets,  it  is  imperative  that  we  get 
as  much  light  as  possible.  People  going  through 
Beacon  street,  in  the  vicinity  of  Audubon  road, 
outside  of  my  ward,  have  been  considerably  agi- 
tated this  year  because  there  was  not  more  light; 
and  Columbus  avenue,  with  no  traffic  signals 
and  very  little  patrolling  by  the  police,  is  absolutely 
unprotected.  To  take  out  one  light  of  every 
two  on  Columbus  avenue  would  certainly  result 
in  making  it  a  breeding  place  of  crime,  which 
would  not  only  result  in  injury  and  trouble  to 
our  citizens,  but  additional  expense.  I  think 
for  the  safety  of  the  people  we  should  keep  our 
street  lights  on,  even  if  we  have  to  economize  in 
everything  else. 

The  resolution  was  passed  under  suspension 
of  the  rule. 


INFORMATION    FROM    BOSTON    TRAFFIC 
COMMISSION. 

Coun.  HEIN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That  the  Boston  Traffic  Commission 
be  requested,   through   his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
furnish  the  Boston  City  Council  with  the  following 
information: 

(1.)  How  many  traffic  signal  lights  have  been 
installed  in  the  City  of  Boston  from  January  1, 
1932,  to  date,  the  location,  and  the  cost  of  in- 
stallation. 

(2.)  How  many  "stop"  signs  have  been  in- 
stalled in  the  City  of  Boston  from  January  1,  1932, 
to  date,  the  location,  and  the  cost  of  installation. 

(3.)  How  many  "slow"  signs  have  been  in- 
stalled in  the  City  of  Boston  from  January  1,  1932, 
to  date,  the  location,  and  the  cost  of  installation. 

(4.)     How  many   white  traffic  lines  have  been 
painted  in  the  City  of  Boston  from  January  1,  1932, 
to  date,  the  location,  and  the  cost  of  such  painting. 
Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  some  time  earlier 
in  the  year  I  sent  a  letter  to  Mr.  Conry,  requesting 
a  traffic  light  at  Audubon  road  and  Beacon  street. 
The  Mayor  took  the  matter  up  with  Mr.  Conry, 
and  a  very  nice  note  was  sent  back  to  the  Mayor 
stating  that   he  did   not  see  any  reason   why   he 
should  put  a  traffic  light  at  this  particular  spot, 
because  the  accidents  there  were  so  few.     That  is 
Mr.    Conry's    version.     Only    three    weeks    ago. 
Mr.    President,    we    had    another    fatal    accident 
there  to  a  lady  crossing  from  one  side  of  Beacon 
street  to  the  other.     She  was  to  become  a  mother 
within  two  weeks.     This  sort  of  thing  is  going  on, 
Mr.  President,  and  yet   Mr.   Conry  does  not  see 
fit  to  install  traffic  lights.     If  it  were  your  mother, 
Mr.   President,   or   my   mother,   would   he   install 
traffic   lights    there?     He   surely    would.     But    in 
a  letter  to  me  under  date  of  April  26,  he  goes  on 
to  enumerate  the  various  places  in  Boston  where 
accidents    have   occurred,    giving   the   number    of 
such  accidents.     He  says  that   on   Centre  street, 
from  Church  street  to  Spring  street,  from  January 
1.    1928.    there   were    149    accidents;    on    Chelsea 
street,    from    City   square   to    Chelsea   line,    251; 
on  Tremont  street,   from   Broadway   to  Roxbury 
Crossing,  533;  on  Shawmut  avenue,  from  Broad- 
way  to   Roxbury  street,   465;   on   Beacon  street, 
from   Arlington   street   to    Kenmore   square,    121. 
Why    didn't    he    continue    farther    along    Beacon 
street  to  Audubon  road?     The  number  of  accidents 
would  have  been  so  great  as  to  contradict  his  own 
statement.     But.    while   he   sent    this   list   giving 
the  number  of  various  accidents  throughout  the 
city,  his  report,  nevertheless,  does  not  agree  with 
that  of  the  Police  Department,  when  it  comes  to 
demonstrating  the  danger  there  is  to  the  public 
in  the  neighborhood  of  Beacon  street  and  Audubon 
road.     The    Police    Department     have    reported 
numerous   accidents   there   at   various   times   and 
have  convicted  many   people   of  speeding.     It  is 
one  of  the  great  arteries  of  the  City   of   Boston 
today  upon  which  speeding  is  particularly  indulged 
in.     But  the  Traffic  Commissioner  does  not  even 
see  fit  to  put  white  lines  there.     If  you  go  down  to 
the  market  district  you  will  find  the  white  lines 
looking  as  if  there  had  just  been    a    snowstorm. 
But  no  attention  is  paid  to  our  district.     If  you 
think  there  is  no  congestion  and  no  trouble  with 
traffic  out  there,  you  should  have  seen  conditions 
all    along    there    this    morning,    when    everything 
was   tied   up,   and   the  situation   is   the   same   on 
Massachusetts    avenue.     But    apparently    he    is 
not  interested  in  investigating  the  need  for  lights 
in  places  like  that.     All  he  is  interested  in  is  the 
traffic  engineer,  and  in  having  the  Finance  Com- 
mission    immediately     discharged.     That    is     his 
sole   hobby.     Only    the   second    of    May    I    asked 
him   to   place  two   "Slow"   signs   out   there,   but 
all    he    wrires — very    nicely — is    that    he    has    no 
money.     I    asked    why   these   white   lines   should 
not  be  painted  in  Boston  as  well  as  in  Brookline. 
Coun.     FISH — Mr.     President,     the     councilor 
from  Ward  21   asks  where  Mr.  Conry  is.     I  will 
tell  him.     You  can  find  Mr.  Conry  at  almost  any 
time  with  his  gilded  cane  parading  around  Peacock 
alley,   in   Copley   square.     I   have   requested   him 
to  put  up  lights  in  my  ward,  but  I  cannot  get  them. 
Coun.    BURKE— Mr.    President,    I    have    fre- 
quently thought   it  would   be  a  good  investment 
for  the  City  of  Boston  to  put  in  more  money  in 
traffic    lights    and    signal    lights — including    these 
reflecting    button    signs    as    they    are    sometimes 
called — at  the  intersection  of  different  streets  in 
this  city.     Now,     I   don't   want  to  get  into  any 
argument   as   to   where   Mr.   Conry's   rendezvous 
happens  to  be.     I  don't  care  whether  it  is  Peacock 
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alley  or  the  Public  Garden.  But  I  do  want  to 
speak  upon  this  matter  from  another  angle — that 
is,  that  the  traffic  light  situation  in  the  City  of 
Boston  is  one  of  the  greatest  modern  rackets  ever 
brought  into  the  city.  The  expense  of  these 
button  signs  or  lights  is  so  great,  as  well  as  the 
expense  of  the  other  lights,  that  the  Traffic  De- 
partment, of  course,  has  little  money  to  install 
them,  and  apparently  it  has  no  money  left  to  buy 
paint  to  put  white  lines  at  important  squares  and 
corners  in  the  city.  I  have  endeavored  to  obtain 
some  information  upon  this  matter  and  am  await- 
ing a  reply  from  the  Traffic  Department  regard- 
ing the  amount  of  money  spent  for  these  traffic 
lights  in  the  city  and  for  these  signs.  They  told 
us  when  these  traffic  lights  were  put  up  that  the 
Police  Department  would  be  relieved  from  duty 
as  traffic  officers,  that  police  would  no  longer  be 
required  at  intersections  and  that  consequently 
the  amount  of  money  spent  by  the  Police  Depart- 
ment would  be  greatly  reduced.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  the  traffic  light  system  has  caused  greater 
expense  so  far  as  the  Police  Department  is  con- 
cerned, because  the  lights  cannot  be  run  correctly 
without  having  two  police  officers  where  they  used 
to  have  only  one.  It  might  be  a  good  idea  in 
connection  with  the  order  to  call  the  attention  of 
the  Council  to  the  fact  that  all  this  business  is 
controlled  by  one  of  the  greatest  corporations  of 
the  kind  in  the  entire  world,  in  connection  with 
the  button  lights  and  so  on,  so  that  it  is  almost 
impossible  for  any  others  to  get  the  business. 
As  a  result,  Boston  is  called  upon  to  pay  more  for 
that  type  of  signal  than  if  it  was  bought  from 
somebody  else.  I  am  awaiting  a  report  showing 
the  amount  that  these  particular  devices  cost  the 
City  of  Boston. 

Coun  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  have  been  in- 
terested in  this  traffic  commission  business  for  a 
number  of  years,  in  fact  since  its  inception,  and 
the  criticism  I  have  to  make  of  it  is  that  they  have 
awarded  on  numerous  occasions  large  contracts 
the  expense  of  which  has  been  paid  by  the  tax- 
payers of  Boston.  I  want,  however,  to  be  fair 
with  the  Traffic  Commissioner.  I  realize  that 
that  gentleman  is  appointed  by  the  Mayor  of 
Boston.  He  gets  his  job  through  the  Mayor  and 
therefore  has  to  do  what  the  Mayor  wants  him  to 
do.  There  is  no  need  of  blaming  a  poor  individual 
like  the  Traffic  Commissioner  when  the  man  who 
is  really  to  blame  is  the  present  Mayor  of  Boston. 
I  don't  know  where  the  Traffic  Commissioner 
spends  his  time,  or  how.  That  is  none  of  my 
business.  But  I  called  to  the  mind  of  the  mem- 
bers of  this  Council  a  short  time  ago  what  the 
pet  contractor  named  Matthew  Cummings  was 
allowed  to  do  in  the  matter  of  closing  Albany 
street.  His  contract  with  the  city  required  him 
at  all  times  to  keep  at  least  half  of  Albany  street 
open  for  traffic.  He  asked  the  permission  of  the 
trustees  of  the  City  Hospital  to  close  it,  and  the 
trustees  unanimously  refused  to  support  him  in 
that  request.  I  interrogated  them  the  other  day 
when  I  was  on  a  tour  of  inspection  of  the  City 
Hospital,  and  obtained  that  information.  The 
architect,  Mr.  Ritchie,  also  refused  Mr.  Cummings 
the  right  to  close  Albany  street.  I  understand 
that  the  Public  Works  Commissioner  also  refused 
that  permission  to  close  Albany  street.  Still,  the 
Traffic  Commissioner  of  the  City  of  Boston  ordered 
Albany  street  closed.  So  detour  signs  were  placed 
at  Albany  street  and  Massachusetts  avenue,  East 
Newton  and  Albany  streets,  East  Newton  street 
and  Harrison  avenue,  and  the  streets  adjoining, 
closing  those  streets  to  traffic.  I  don't  think  it 
was  a  fair  thing  for  the  Traffic  Commissioner  to 
do  that.  Certainly  it  was  against  the  interests  of 
the  people  of  my  district  whose  business  might 
carry  them  through  Albany  street,  and  who  were 
obliged  to  go  around  by  way  of  East  Newton 
street  and  Harrison  avenue.  Also,  it  jeopardized 
the  lives  and  the  safety  of  3,000  people  who  visited 
the  hospital  every  day  and  of  the  many  cripples 
who  go  to  and  from  the  Out-Patient  Department 
every  morning.  I  certainly  do  not  think  it  was 
fair  to  take  all  the  traffic  away  from  Albany  street 
and  compel  people  to  detour  in  any  such  way,  as 
well  as  subjecting  to  such  great  risk  those  wishing 
to  see  their  friends  at  the  City  Hospital  and  those 
who  were  required  to  go  to  and  from  the  Out- 
Patient  Department.  But,  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  the  contract  required  half  of  Albany  street 
to  be  kept  open  all  the  time,  we  have  had  the 
street  completely  closed  for  a  month,  and  I  under- 
stand that  it  will  continue  to  be  closed  for  another 
month,  interfering  with  the  ambulance  service, 
greatly  retarding  it  in  case  of  accidents,  by  com- 


pelling them  to  go  in  this  roundabout  way,  par- 
ticularly delaying  them  when  they  come  from  the 
direction  of  Dorchester.  It  certainly  is  not  fair, 
Mr.  President,  and  the  Traffic  Commissioner  cer- 
tainly erred  when  he  allowed  the  pet  contractor 
Matthew  Cummings  to  close  Albany  street  at  the 
expense  of  Dorchester  citizens  and  property 
owners  and  those  from  other  sections,  obliging 
them  to  take  this  roundabout  route,  as  well  as 
jeopardizing,  as  I  say,  the  thousands  of  people 
who  enter  and  leave  the  City  Hospital  daily, 
besides  retarding  the  ambulance  service,  which 
means  so  much  to  the  poor  and  sick  of  the  city. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  I  do  not  agree  with 
Councilor  Kelly  when  he  says  that  the  Traffic 
Commissioner  got  his  orders  from  his  Honor  the 
Mayor.  The  Traffic  Commissioner  in  this  matter 
in  which  I  was  interested  would  make  it  appear 
that  I  wanted  to  put  in  eight  or  ten  lights,  when 
all  I  was  asking  for  was  one,  which  certainly  would 
not  have  cost  82,000.  Still,  Mr.  Conry  was  not 
willing  to  put  it  there,  at  such  a  small  expense. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


PAYMENT   OF  AID   TO   SOLDIERS  AND 
SAILORS. 

Coun.  NORTON,  for  the  Committee  on  Sol- 
diers' Relief,  submitted  report  recommending 
passage  of  order  for  payment  of  aid  to  soldiers 
and  sailors  and  their  families  in  the  City  of  Boston 
for  the  month  of  May,  1933. 

Report  approved;  order  passed  under  suspension 
of  the  rule. 


ACTION  IN  RE  BOSTON  ELEVATED. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Legislative  Committee  of  the 
Boston  City  Council  be  requested  to  consider  the 
advisability  and  necessity  of  petitioning  the 
Legislature  at  this  session  either  for  a  repeal  of 
the  Public  Control  Act,  or  exercise  of  the  option 
of  purchasing  the  stock  of  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railway. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  some  few  years 
ago  the  Legislature  in  its  wisdom  passed  a  Public 
Control  Act  to  last  for  3b  long  years,  guarantee- 
ing the  stockholders  of  the  Elevated  road  a  cer- 
tain percentage  of  dividend  regardless  of  whether 
the  road  made  or  lost  money.  Now,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, there  is  not  a  corporation  in  the  entire 
country  that  during  the  last  few  years  has  not 
felt  the  depression.  There  is  not  a  corporation 
in  the  country  that  has  not  been  forced  to  cut  its 
dividends  in  the  last  few  years.  But  here  we 
have  in  Boston  a  peculiar  situation.  This  year 
the  deficit  of  the  Boston  Elevated  will  run  close 
to  $3,000,000,  of  which  the  City  of  Boston  will  be 
compelled  to  pay  about  82,000,000,  and  still  these 
dividends  are  guaranteed  to  the  stockholders  of  a 
defunct  organization.  I  say  to  you,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent and  members  of  this  Council,  that  if  we, 
as  members  of  the  City  Council,  had  voted  for 
that  notorious  steal,  the  Public  Control  Act,  we 
would  never  have  been  returned  to  office.  But 
the  Massachusetts  State  Legislature  voted  for  it 
to  continue  for  36  long  years;  and  we  will  now 
have  to  meet  a  $2,000,000  deficit  this  year.  And 
every  reform  organization  in  Boston  is  crying 
out  that  the  Mayor  is  responsible  for  the  situa- 
tion in  which  the  city  finds  itself,  while  we  must 
bear  in  mind  the  fact  that  the  Mayor  has  full 
control  over  a  very  minor  part  of  the  money  spent 
by  the  City  of  Boston.  It  is  a  notorious  fact  that 
this  Elevated  situation  will  cost  the  taxpayers  of 
Boston  $1.04  per  thousand  in  increased  tax  rate 
because  of  the  fact  that  we  are  guaranteeing  the 
stockholders  of  the  Elevated  a  certain  percentage 
of  dividend.  I  say  to  the  Legislature  and  to  the 
Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  that  it  is  about 
time  that  we  practiced  what  we  preached.  They 
are  cutting  down  the  wages  of  public  employees, 
are  taking  money  away  from  scrubwomen  and 
everybody  else,  and  still  the  officers  of  the  Ele- 
vated are  allowed  to  gather  in  enormous  salaries 
for  doing  almost  nothing.  That  organization  is 
nothing  but  a  defunct  organization,  Mr.  President. 
We  are  paying  ten  cents  to  ride  in  their  cars,  we 
are  guaranteeing  to  every  individual  who  holds 
stock  a  certain  percentage  of  dividend,  whether 
the  Elevated  loses  $2,000,000  or  $5,000,000. 
Boston  pays  the  bill.  I  say  to  the  Governor, 
I  say  to  the  Senate,  and  I  say  to  the  House  of 
Representatives,   that  it  is   about   time  they   got 
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on  to  their  job  and  did  something  to  relieve  the 
situation  in  the  City  of  Boston.  Is  there  any 
individual  here  who  can  truthfully  say  that  any 
corporation  in  the  country  today  has  not  either 
cut  down  its  dividends  or  wiped  them  out  entirely? 
Then,  why  in  the  name  of  Heaven,  should  the 
people  of  Boston  pay  to  guarantee  to  the  stock- 
holders of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  certain 
dividends,  whether  they  make  or  lose  money? 
Therefore.  I  am  asking  the  Legislative  Committee 
of  the  City  Council  to  consider  the  advisability 
and  the  necessity  of  asking  the  Governor  and  the 
Legislature  to  repeal  this  notorious  Public  Control 
Act  or  to  buy  the  stock,  so  that  we  may  control 
the  road,  so  that  the  taxpayers  of  the  City  of 
Boston  may  be  relieved  from  this  present  unjust 
situation. 

The  order  was  referred   to  the  Committee   on 
Legislative  Affairs. 


REPAYING   OF   COBDEN   STREET, 
WARD   11. 

Coun.  ENGLERT  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That    the    Commissioner    of    Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  repave  Cobden  street,  Ward  11,  with  smooth 
paving.

ALLOWANCES  TO   VETERANS. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,  It  has  come  to  the  attention  of  the 
City  Council  of  Boston  that  unwarranted  misery 
and  suffering  will  be  caused  disabled  veterans  of 
the  Spanish-American  and  World  Wars,  due  to 
the  operation  of  the  act  to  curtail  current  expenses 
of  benefits  to  war  veterans  recently  enacted  by 
tha  Federal  government,  including  many  veterans 
who  incurred  their  disabilities  or  disease  in  line 
of  duty  while  in  the  active  military  service;  and, 
Whereas,  The  reduction  in  benefits  from  the 
Federal  government  will  compel  many  benefi- 
ciaries to  apply  to  our  local  relief  agencies  to 
enable  their  families  to  obtain  sufficient  sustenance, 
thereby  shifting  the  burden  of  providing  for  ex- 
soldiers  from  the  national  government  to  the  local 
government,  thus  departing  from  the  established 
custom  which  has  been  in  existence  since  the  days 
of  the  Revolutionary  War,  that  men  who  served 
the  Federal  government  in  time  of  stress  should 
be  cared  for  by  the  United  States;  and, 

Whereas,  This  Council  believes  that  these  un- 
warranted and  drastic  cuts  in  compensation  now 
being  paid  to  veterans  does  not  meet  with  the 
approval  of  the  American  public  in  general,  and 
believing  that  if  the  matter  was  brought  to  the 
personal  attention  of  the  President  of  the  United 
States  that  immediate  legislation  would  be  enacted 
to  bring  about  a  more  equitable  and  fair  adjust- 
ment of  veterans'  benefits;  therefore, 

Be  it  resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
hereby  goes  on  record  in  favor  of  a  study  of  the 
entire  matter  of  veterans'  legislation  in  the  hope 
that  such  study  will  bring  about  a  favorable  ad- 
justment, to  the  end  that  no  veteran  suffering  from 
a  disability  incurred  in  line  of  duty  while  in  the 
active  military  and  naval  service  of  the  United 
States  shall  be  called  upon  to  bear  a  greater 
sacrifice  than  other  classes  of  the  American  public, 
bearing  in  mind  the  hardships  and  tribulations 
that  they  endured  during  the  period  of  war,  and 
Be  it  further  resolved,  That  a  copy  of  these 
resolutions  be  forwarded  to  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  United  States  Senators  from  Massa- 
chusetts, and  the  members  of  the  United  States 
House  of  Representatives  from  this  city. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  about  five 
months  ago  I  introduced  an  order  into  the  Council 
asking  the  Council  to  go  on  record  as  not  favoring 
the  program  of  the  National  Economy  League. 
At  that  time  I  warned  the  members  of  the  Council 
that  if  that  program  was  put  into  effect  it  would 
shove  on  to  the  cities  and  towns  the  burden  of 
caring  for  the  veterans.  A  short  time  after  that 
the  Commissioner  of  Soldiers'  Relief  was  before 
the  Executive  Committee,  and  I  asked  him  what, 
in  his  opinion,  it  would  cost  the  City  of  Boston 
if  that  program  was  put  into  effect,  and  he  esti- 
mated that  it  would  mean  an  additional  expense 
on  the  city  of  $500,000  directly,  and  in  addition 
to  that  he  was  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  cost 
the  city  8500.000  more  for  the  Boston  City  Hos- 
pital.    At   that   time   the   contemplated   program 


referred   to   a   great   extent   to   veterans  suffering 
from  disabilities  not  incurred  in  the  service;    but 
under    the    recent    law    which    has    been    passed, 
sponsored    by    bankers    and    very    wealthy    indi- 
viduals under  the  guise  of   organizations  seeking 
economy,  veterans  who  served  during  the  World 
War,   the   Spanish-American  War,   the  Philippine 
insurrection,   the   Boxer  Rebellion,   and   even   the 
Civil    War,    who    contracted    disabilities    in    the 
service,  were  forced  to  submit  to  a  cut  in  their 
compensation,   and   in   many   thousands   of   cases 
have  been  wiped  off  the  pay  roll  entirely.     It  was 
not  generally  recognized  that  the  act  was  to  be  so 
drastic    and    far-reaching    in    its    nature,    but    it 
appears  that  poor  unfortunate  veterans  suffering 
mental  disability  are  to  be  taken  off  the  rolls  of 
the  Federal  government  and  left  to  local  charity; 
and  up  to  the  present  time  no  action  has  been 
taken  by  this  body  or  any  other  body  protesting 
against  that  action.     It  seems  to  me  that,  because 
this  is   a   vital   matter   and   seriously   affects   the 
City   of   Boston   to   the   tune   of   SI .000.000,   this 
Council  should  go  on  record  as  not  favoring  the 
legislation,   but  calling  the  fact   to  the  attention 
of  the  President,  pointing  out  to  him  how  this  is 
adversely   affecting    veterans    of    all    our    wars. 
Undoubtedly    the    President    has    been    so    busy 
on  the  program   he  is  inaugurating  that  he  has 
not  had  this  matter  properly  called  to  his  atten- 
tion.    But  it  is   only   by  such  action  as  is  here 
proposed    that    the    drastic    nature    of    the    new 
measure  can  be  properly  presented  to  the  public. 
I  have  in  mind  a  young  man  in  Dorchester  who 
is  permanently  disabled.     In  1921   he  contracted 
such  a  dread  disease  that  it  left  him  permanently 
disabled   to   carry   on  any   pursuit.     It   was   con- 
strued at  the  time  that  the  disability  resulted  from 
the  service.     The  man  is  now  helpless,  bedridden, 
needs  an  attendant  to  dress  and  undress.     Still, 
he  has  been  arbitrarily  taken  from  the  rolls,  and 
you  will  find  him  in  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Depart- 
ment, and  it  will  cost  the  city  S50  a  month.     There 
are  thousands  of  other  cases  of  a  similar  nature. 
I  know  that  this  Council  is  interested,  from  the 
standpoint   of  economy,   in   having  veterans  who 
fought    for    the    government    and    who    incurred 
serious  disabilities  in  so  doing,  supported  by  the 
Federal  government;    and  I  know  the  members 
of    this    body    do    not    think    that    the    National 
Economy    League    or    these    other   selfish    people 
should  be  allowed  to  shove  such  burdens  upon  the 
poor  people  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  of  smaller 
cities  and  towns,  subdivisions  of  the  state,  burdens 
that  should  be  borne  in  such  cases  by  the  Federal 
government. 

The  resolution  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Rules. 


STAGNANT   WATER,   HYDE   PARK. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Public  Works  Commissioner 
be  requested  to  consider  the  advisability  of  drain- 
ing off  the  waste  stagnant  water  near  the  corner 
of  Thatcher  street  and  Huntington  avenue,  Hyde 
Park. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  we  have  a 
number  of  children  in  that  particular  district, 
and  this  is  a  health  menace. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


NO  TEMPORARY   HELP,    PUBLIC    WORKS 
DEPARTMENT. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  be  requested 
to  consider  the  advisability  of  placing  no  temporary 
help  in  the  Public  Works  Department  of  the  city 
this  year. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  at  a  time 
like  this,  when  the  City  of  Boston  has  thousands 
of  its  unemployed  on  its  hands,  people  to  whom 
it  is  giving  a  dollar  a  week  apiece,  at  a  time  when 
it  is  cutting  down  on  mothers'  aid,  and  when  the 
question  of  how  it  shall  feed  and  clothe  the  people 
who  are  dependent  upon  it  is  becoming  an 
extremely  serious  one,  when  we  are  asking  city 
employees  to  take  a  pay  cut  and  time  off,  it  cer- 
tainly is  not  a  time  to  be  talking  of  placing 
temporary  employees  at  work  in  the  Public  Works 
Department  on  our  sewers,  streets,  and  so  forth. 
It  is  unfair,  Mr.  President.  We  have  plenty  of 
help  in  the  City  of  Boston  upon  which  we  can 
draw,  in  the  Public  Welfare  Department,  on  the 
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Public  Welfare  rolls.  We  have  engineers,  me- 
chanics, architects,  people  in  almost  every  walk 
of  life.  Those  men  can  and  should  assist,  help 
out.  These  men  now  going  on  as  temporary 
m,en  in  the  Public  Works  Department  are  men 
whose  work  there  at  the  present  time  is  unnecessary 

Coun.  GREEN— Mr.  President,  I  don't  think 
this  order  should  be  passed  under  suspension 
of  the  rule.  I  don't  like  to  take  issue  with  my 
colleague  from  Hyde  Park,  but  I  believe,  if  there 
is  a  chance  to  appoint  temporary  men  for  the 
summer,  they  should  go  on.  I  do  not  believe 
in  false  economy.  I  do  not  believe  in  these  times 
that  there  will  be  a  chance  for  people  to  get  work 
here  unless  they  go  on  temporarily.  I  do  not 
care  to  waste  the  time  of  the  Council,  but  I  trust 
that  this  may  go  to  a  vote  today  and  that  it  will 
be  defeated. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee.

I  went  to  the 
scene  myself  and  found  that  rain  water  and  surface 
water  naturally  runs  in  there,  settles  and  becomes 
stagnant,  bringing  in  its  train  filth  and  very 
unhealthy  conditions,  and  in  the  summer  time  it 
will  be  a  great  source  of  mosquito  breeding.  The 
City  of  Boston  has  accomplished  a  great  deal  of 
sewerage  work  in  that  vicinity.  There  is  a  sewer 
running  from  Dorchester  avenue  to  Washington 
street  and  one  running  from  Old  Morton  street  to 
New  Morton  street,  leaving  a  distance  of  approxi- 
mately 1,000  feet  between  the  two  systems  which 
has  not  been  encompassed.  Therefore,  I  would 
like  to  submit  this  petition,  to  be  sent  to  the 
Mayor  of  Boston,  calling  his  attention  to  the 
fact  that  the  people  of  that  district  are  greatly 
interested  in  having  this  work  completed  as  soon 
as  possible,  because  of  health  conditions. 

President  McGRATH— The  Chair  suggests 
that  the  petition  be  sent  to  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works,  Councilor. 

Coun.  BURKE— That  I  send  it,  myself? 

President  McGRATH— Yes.

REPORT     OF     COMMITTEE     ON     PUBLIC 
LANDS. 

Coun.  KELLY,  for  the  Committee  on  Public 
Lands,  submitted  the  following: 

1.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  January  19)  in  re  exchange  of  rights 
with  Commonwealth  as  to  land  on  Charles  and 
Nashua  streets  to  be  used '  for  park  purposes — 
that  same  ought  to  pass. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  GLEASON— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
a  little  explanation  of  that  order.  We  heard  the 
head  of  the  committee  last  week  get  up  here  and 
call  the  councilor  from  the  West  End  a  liar  and 
a  thief,  talk  about  larceny,  and  then  this  week  his 
commttee  votes  in  favor  of  this  order.  I  cer- 
tainly would  like  to  have  him  explain  why  he  has 
pushed  the  thing  over  so  quickly  this  week. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  for  the  benefit 
of  the  councilor  from  Ward  9  I  wish  to  say  that 
the  Committee  on  Public  Lands  met  this  week 
on  Thursday,  at  2  p.  m.  The  members  have  all 
viewed  the  piece  of  property  which  was  the  sub- 
ject of  so  much  discussion  here  last  week,  and 
after  viewing  it  decided — at  least,  four  out  of  five 
members  of  the  committee  decided — that  the  order 
should  be  reported  out  "Ought  to  pass"  today. 
I,  as  chairman,  could  do  nothing  more  than  report 
out  this  order  representing  the  particular  view 
of  the  other  members.  I  have  been  informed 
since  last  week,  when  careless  and  unwarranted 
charges  were  made  against  the  chairman  of  the 
Public  Lands  Committee,  that  this  particular 
piece  of  land  is  to  be  used  for  playground  purposes 
for  boys  of  ages  ranging  from  sixteen  to  twenty- 
one,  and  perhaps  over.  It  is  not  to  be  used  as  a 
playground  for  the  small  children,  as  I  understand 
it.  The  money  appropriated  in  this  case  is  to  be 
spent  mostly  in  grading  and  filling.  There  was 
comment  made  last  week  to  the  effect  that  the 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands  was 
interested  in  some  particular  contractor.  When 
the  chairman  called  upon  the  person  making  the 
accusation  to  name  the  contractor — and  naturally 
it  would  be  a  contractor  dealing  in  fill,  in  loam, — 
that  person  was  very  peculiarly  silent.  That,  in 
itself,  was  of  course,  sufficient  to  prove  the  absur- 
dity of  the  charges.  The  Committee  on  Public 
Lands  do  not  wish  to  hold  up  any  particular  piece 
of  business  they  have  before  them.  They  have 
seen  fit  to  report  "Ought  to  Pass"  on  this  order, 
and  I,  as  their  chairman,  have  brought  it  forward 
for  the  committee.  I  hope  I  have  given  sufficient 
information  to  the  councilor  from  Ward  9  (Coun. 
Gleason). 

Coun.  GLEASON— Mr.  President,  the  chair- 
man of  that  committee  states  that  he  does  not 
want  to  hold  up  this  matter.  If  I  understand 
correctly,  it  has  been  before  the  committee  for 
some  time,  and  I  wonder  why,  after  one  week,  with 
the  debate  we  had  on  it  at  the  last  meeting,  they 
come  in  this  week  and  want  to  push  it  over.  I 
am  going  to  ask  the  President  of  the  Council  to  lay 
this  matter  on  the  table  for  one  more  week,  until 
we  can  all  investigate  it. 

The  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  was  lost. 
The  order  was  given  its  first  reading  and  passage, 
nays,  20.  nays  0. 

2.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  March  20)  that  Mayor  be  authorized  to 
sell  at  public  auction  at  upset  price  of  S400  land 


on  southwesterly  side  of  Parker  place,  Roxbury — 
that  same  ought  to  pass. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  I  would  like  a 
little  further  information  from  the  chairman 
of  the  committee. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  as  I  under- 
stand it,  this  particular  piece  of  property  is  of 
absolutely  no  use  to  the  City  of  Boston  the  way 
it  is  situated.  A  hospital  in  that  vicinity  has 
asked  for  the  right  to  bid  at  the  public  auction. 
The  members  of  the  committee  could  see  no  in- 
justice to  the  taxpayers — in  fact,  justice  would  be 
done  to  them — in  selling  the  property  at  a  fair 
price,  this  vacant  land  where  there  are  no  taxes 
coming  in  to  the  city  at  the  present  time.  So  we 
voted  unanimously  to  have  the  land  sold.  But  it 
must  be  advertised  for  sale  at  public  auction, 
with  an  upset  price  of  $400.  We  have  given  to 
this  particular  hospital,  the  same  as  to  anybody 
else  who  may  be  interested,  an  opportunity  to  bid. 
President  McGRATH— The  clerk  will  read  the 
communication  from  the  Law  Department  in 
regard  to  this  matter. 

The  clerk  read  the  following; 

City  of  Boston, 
Law  Department,  March  20,  1933. 
Hon.  James  M.  Curley,  Mayor., 

Dear  Sir, — I  am  enclosing  herewith  an  order 
for  the  City  Council  authorizing  the  sale  of  the 
parcel  of  land  therein  described.  These  premises 
are  among  the  many  of  which  the  City  of  Boston 
was  the  owner  of  a  tax  title.  Foreclosure  pro- 
ceedings have  been  brought  and  completed  upon 
the  said  tax  title,  and  the  City  of  Boston  is  now 
the  owner  of  the  premises. 

It  is  desirable  that  the  said  parcel  of  land  be 
sold  as  the  city  has  no  need  of  it.  It  is  assessed 
in  the  amount  of  five  hundred  (500)  dollars.  The 
taxes  which  have  remained  unpaid  from  1910  to 
1932,  inclusive,  amount  to  $384.94,  which,  with 
interest  and  costs,  make  a  total  of  $621.21. 

The  said  parcel  of  land  is  situated  at  the  end 
of  Parker  place,  adjacent  to  the  property  of  the 
New  England  Baptist  Hospital.  The  lot  can  be 
used  in  connection  with  the  property  of  the  hos- 
pital, but  is  of  no  value  to  any  other  party.  Said 
hospital  is  desirous  of  purchasing  this  parcel  of 
land  for  the  sum  of  four  hundred  (400)  dollars, 
and  it  is  my  opinion  that  it  is  for  the  best  interest 
of  the  City  of  Boston  that  it  be  permitted  so  to  do. 
If  this  order  meets  with  your  Honor's  approval, 
please  have  it  introduced  in  the  City  Council.

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  in  view  of  that 
communication  it  would  seem  to  me,  wThen  the 
upset  price,  S400,  is  $100  less  than  the  assessed 
valuation  of  the  property,  there  might  be  some 
question.  As  far  as  the  hospital  being  interested 
is  concerned,  I  approve  of  an  addition  to  any 
hospital.  Under  the  conditions  I  see  no  reason 
for  selling  the  land  at  public  auction  if  they  want 
it  to  go  to  the  hospital.  If  it  is  advertised  for 
public  auction,  anybody  can  come  in  and  bid,  and 
afterwards  shake  the  hospital  down  for  the  pur- 
chase of  the  land.  I  would  gladly  vote  for  an 
order  to  sell  the  land  at  private  sale  to  that  hospital, 
but  I  hesitate  to  vote  for  an  order  to  sell  for  $400 
a  piece  of  land  that  the  City  of  Boston  assesses  at 
$500. 

Coun.  KELLY— Mr.  President.  I  want  it 
distinctly  understood  that  the  Committee  on 
Public  Lands  did  not  abide  by  the  ruling  of  the 
Law  Department.  The  Law  Department  wanted 
it  sold  for  the  figure  of  $400  to  the  hospital.  We 
thought  there  was  a  possibility,  if  a  public  auction 
sale  was  advertised,  that  the  piece  of  land  might 
bring  as  much  as  $1,000  or  perhaps  $600  or  $700. 
We  did  not  think,  however,  that  there  should  be  a 
sale  to  any  particular  individual  or  institution 
simply  for  $400.  We  felt  that  there  should  be  a 
public  auction,  that  in  order  to  protect  the  public 
of  Boston  an  opportunity  to  bid  should  be  given 
to  everybody  and  that  the  land  should  be  sold  to 
the  highest  bidder. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  in  view  of  that 
statement,  I  don't  see  why  the  argument  is  ad- 
vanced here  that  the  hospital  is  the  cause  of 
selling  the  land.  If  we  want  to  sell  the  land 
to  the  hospital,  very  well;  but  here  it  is  proposed 
to  sell  at  public  auction,  with  an  upset  price  of 
$400,  a  piece  of  land  that  is  assessed  for  $500, 
and  the  hospital  is  out  of  it  according  to  the  com- 
mittee's own  argument. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  was  given 
its  first  reading  and  passage,  yeas  21,  nays  0. 
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CITY    COUNCIL. 


LOANS    TO    CITIES    AND    TOWNS. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  favors 
the  enactment  of  legislation  by  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States  relative  to  loans  to  cities  and 
towns  on  anticipated  tax  notes. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN— Mr.  President,  it  has 
been  called  to  my  attention  that  the  City  of 
Boston  in  the  last  year  or  so  had  considerable 
difficulty  in  borrowing  money  on  anticipated  tax 
notes.  This  has  resulted  in  the  bankers  of  Boston 
getting  together  and  holding  up  the  city  for 
exorbitant  interest  rates,  as  high  as  6  per  cent. 
It  is  a  matter  of  common  knowledge  that  every 
city  and  town  must  borrow  in  anticipation  of 
taxes  to  be  collected  in  the  future.  Because  of 
the  extreme  difficulty  of  borrowing  from  the 
bankers  of  Boston  who,  as  I  have  said  before, 
have  virtually  banded  together,  forming  an 
alliance,  so  as  not  to  allow  the  City  of  Boston  to 
borrow  money  unless  they  receive  a  certain  high 
rate  of  interest,  the  present  situation  has  re- 
sulted in  the  school  teachers  of  Boston — who 
receive  their  pay  every  week — being  held  up 
recently  as  much  as  two  weeks  at  a  time.  I  can 
see  that  employees  of  the  city  will  be  held  up  in 
receiving  their  pay  possibly  three  or  four  weeks 
unless  some  steps  are  taken  to  enable  the  City  of 
Boston  to  procure  necessary  funds.  The  only 
hope  we  see  on  the  horizon  is  for  the  United  States 
Government  to  come  to  the  assistance  of  the  cities 
and  towns  by  making  these  loans  in  anticipation 
of  taxes.  That  will  serve  a  double  purpose, — 
first,  it  will  enable  the  cities  and  towns  to  borrow 
money  at  a  reasonable  rate  of  interest,  and  even 
such  a  rate  on  an  amount  going  as  high  as 
$30,000,000  will  run  into  considerable  money; 
and,  secondly,  it  will  enable  us  to  pay  our  em- 
ployees at  the  proper  time,  so  that  they  can 
support  their  families  and  themselves.  I  hope 
that  this  resolve,  putting  the  City  of  Boston 
on  record  in  favor  of  such  legislation,  will  pass 
unanimously. 

The  resolve  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Rules. 


REPAIRS  AT  MISSION  HILL  PLAYGROUND. 

Coun.  POWER  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  request  the 
Park  Commissioner  to  make  the  necessary  repairs 
to  the  fences  and  roll  the  baseball  diamond  at  the 
Mission  Hill  Playground. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


STATEMENT   ON   SINKING   FUNDS. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  would  ask 
unanimous  consent  to  make  a  statement. 

President  McGRATH — If  there  is  no  objection, 
the  gentleman  may  proceed. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  I  recently  put 
in  an  order  asking  the  City  Treasurer  to  report  to 
the  Council  in  reference  to  the  Sinking  Fund  pur- 
chase of  securities  for  the  year  1932.  A  statement 
had  come  to  me,  or  rather  a  rumor,  that  the  bonds 
and  other  securities  bought  with  the  Sinking 
Funds  had  been  in  some  instances  purchased  from 
favored  security  houses.  I  would  like  to  say  that 
after  a  thorough  check-up  I  find  that  such  is  not 
the  case.  The  expert  who  looked  into  the  matter 
of  the  purchases  sums  up  the  case  in  these  words: 
"Most  of  the  purchase  prices  were  clearly  within 
the  range  of  market  quotations  or  estimates." 


REQUEST   FOR  BUDGET   SHEETS. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  some  time  within 
the  last  three  or  four  months,  the  councilor  from 
Hyde  Park  (Coun.  Norton)  introduced  a  request 
that  the  members  of  the  Council  be  furnished 
with  the  budget  sheets  at  least  two  weeks  before 
they  were  called  upon  to  act. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  order.  I  don't  think  the  gentleman  has  a  right 
to  speak. 

President  McGRATH — I  understand  that  the 
gentleman  wishes  unanimous  consent  to  make  a 
statement.  Is  there  any  objection?  (No 
objection.) 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  did  not  hear 
him  ask  for  unanimous  consent. 


Coun.  COX — As  I  have  stated,  Councilor 
Norton  requested  that  the  members  of  the  Council 
be  furnished  with  the  budget  sheets.  I  don't 
know  that  there  has  ever  been  any  reply  showing 
whether  the  Budget  Commissioner  intends  to 
comply  with  that  request,  but  I  would  like  to 
ask  the  Budget  Commissioner  to  supply  each  and 
every  member  of  the  Council  with  the  same  budget 
sheets  that  are  going  to  be  furnished  the  Committee 
on  Appropriations,  so  that  later  I  and  other  mem- 
bers will  not  be  asked  to  vote  on  a  budget  when 
we  don't  know  just  what  it  contains.  I  feel  that, 
in  justice  to  the  people  whom  we  represent,  we 
should  at  least  know  upon  what  we  are  voting. 
Therefore,  I  request  that  those  sheets  be  furnished 
the  other  members  of  the  Council  at  the  same 
time  that  they  are  furnished  to  the  members  of 
the  Committee  on  Appropriations. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  with  unani- 
mous consent,  if  the  councilor  from  West  Roxbury 
will  agree,  I  believe  this  order  that  I  have  prepared 
embodies  his  request. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  budget  sheets  for  1933  be  fur- 
nished each  member  of  the  Council  at  the  time 
they  are  furnished  to  the  Appropriations  Com- 
mittee, allowing  reasonable  time  for  examination 
before  budget  is  passed. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  in  previous 
years  we  have  been  rushed  in  the  matter  of  deal- 
ing with  the  budget  because  under  the  statute  law 
only  one  third  of  the  allowance  for  the  year  could 
be  expended  before  the  passage  of  the  budget. 
This  year,  however,  the  departments  can  use  up 
one  half  of  their  budgets  before  the  passage  of  the 
appropriation  orders.  In  other  words,  the  Council 
will  have  just  so  much  more  time  to  pass  on  the 
budget,  and  will  not  be  subjected  to  the  rush  and 
hurry  of  past  years.  As  I  understand  the  law  at 
present,  the  Public  Works  Department,  for 
example,  can  spend  up  to  one  half  the  amount 
allotted  under  the  present  budget  before  the 
passage  of  the  same. 

The  order  offered  by  Coun.  Norton  was  passed 
under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


CONFIRMATION   OF   CONSTABLES. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  for  the  Committee 
on  Constables,  I  desire  to  say  that  the  committee 
reports,  in  favor  of  the  confirmation  of  the  name  of 
William  P.  Maginnis,  in  No.  1  on  the  calendar. 

President  McGRATH — The  question  is  on  con- 
firmation of  William  P.  Maginnis.  The  Chair 
will  appoint  as  a  committee  Councilors  Hein  and 
Barker. 

The  committee  collected  and  counted  ballots 
and  reported  sixteen  in  favor  of  confirmation, 
none  opposed,  and  William  P.  Maginnis  was  con- 
firmed.- 

Later  in  the  session  Coun.  HEIN  called  up,  for 
the  Committee  on  Constables,  the  remaining 
names  of  men  appointed  by  the  Mayor  on  April 
3,  1933,  as  constables, — these  being  the  names  of 
those  still  unconfirmed  in  No.  1  on  the  calendar — 
recommending  that  same  be  rejected,  viz.: 

Philip  Bernstein,  William  E.  Broderick,  Fred 
C.  Burracker,  William  U.  Cahill,  Stephen  J. 
Dunleavy,  William  H.  Flynn,  Paul  A.  Freed, 
Abner  Goulston,  Charles  F.  Hale,  Spiros  Kaliris, 
Alexander  Levy,  Allen  Libby,  Russell  T.  Mann, 
James  Pietrafitta,  John  J.  Sullivan  and  Max 
Wortsman. 

The  question  came  on  confirmation. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  may  I  suggest 
to  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Constables 
that  he  omit  from  the  list  the  name  of  Charles  F. 
Hale?  It  was  suggested  at  a  meeting  of  the  com- 
mittee, if  the  councilor  remembers,  that  he  was 
seriously  ill.  I  think,  therefore,  as  a  matter  of 
courtesy,  his  name  should  not  be  included  in  this 
list. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  I  have  no  objec- 
tion to  that  whatsoever.  I  am  glad  that  the 
councilor  drew  it  to  my  attention. 

The  name  of  Charles  F.  Hale  was  omitted  from 
the  list  upon  which  the  committee  recommended 
rejection. 

The  above  names,  with  the  exception  of  Charles 
F.  Hale,  were  rejected  by  voice  vote.

2.  If  the  answer  is  in  the  affirmative,  what  are 
the  powers  and  duties  conferred  upon  the  City 
Council  under  Title  VI.,  chapters  34  and  35  of  the 
General  Laws? 

3.  If  the  answer  is  in  the  negative  what  is 
your  opinion  as  to  the  liability  of  councilors  for 
failure  to  so  exercise  its  powers  and  duties  as 
county  commissioners  under  section  22,  chapter  34 
of  the  General  Laws?

Dear  Sir, — I  am  replying  to  the  following  order 
of  the  City  Council: 

That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be  requested  to 
submit  an  opinion  to  the  City  Council  in  answer 
to  the  following  questions: 

1.  Is  it  necessary  under  the  General  Laws, 
Title  VI.,  chapters  34  and  35,  for  the  City  Council, 
acting  as  county  commissioners,  to  assume  the 
powers  and  perform  the  duties  of  county  com- 
missioners? 

2.  If  the  answer  is  in  the  affirmative,  what  are 
the  powers  and  duties  conferred  upon  the  City 
Council  under  Title  VI.,  chapters  34  and  35  of 
the  General  Laws? 

3.  If  the  answer  is  in  the  negative  what  is  your 
opinion  as  to  the  liability  of  councilors  for  failure 
to  so  exercise  its  powers  and  duties  as  county 
commissioners  under  section  22,  chapter  34  of 
the  General  Laws? 

The  first  question  propounded  has  been  very 
carefully  answered  in  a  previous  opinion  dated 
May  10,  1922,  addressed  to  John  E.  Baldwin, 
Esquire,  Clerk  of  Committees,  by  E.  Mark  Sullivan, 
the  then  Corporation  Counsel.  For  your  con- 
venience I  am  attaching  a  copy  of  that  opinion 
and  refer  you  specifically  to  the  third,  fourth  and 
fifth  pages  of  the  opinion. 

I  am  fully  in  accord  with  the  opinion  of  my 
predecessor  and  observe  no  further  duties  imposed 
by  chapter  35,  which  relates  wholly  to  the  county 
treasurers  and  county  finance. 

Section  22,  chapter  34  of  the  General  Laws, 
referred  to  in  question  No.  3,  provides  a  penalty 
for  the  willful  breach  or  neglect  of  duty  imposed 
by  law  upon  county  commissioners.  If  the 
Council  continues  to  perform  those  duties  which 
devolve  upon  it  as  county  commissioners,  as  set 
forth  in  the  opinion  referred  to,  I  can  conceive 
of  no  situation  wherein  any  of  its  members  could 
become  liable  under  this  section.

Dear  Sir, — This  is  in  reply  to  your  letter  of  May 
4,  1922,  in  which  you  ask  my  opinion  on  three 
questions  propounded  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Committee  on  Appropriations. 

The  first  question  is  that  of  Chairman  Moriarty, 
and  is  as  follows: 

"We  are  wondering  by  what  right  the  Printing 
Department  was  put  under  civil  service  without 
vote  of  the  city  government." 

My  answer  to  this  question  is  that  the  city 
government  is  not  required  to  vote  on  the  matter 
of  putting  the  Printing  Department  under  civil 
service.  Section  3  of  chapter  31  of  the  General 
Laws  provides  that: 

"Section  3.  The  board  (civil  service)  shall,  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  governor  and  council, 
from  time  to  time  make  rules  and  regulations  which 
shall  regulate  the  selection  of  persons  to  fill 
appointive  positions  in  the  government  of  the 
commonwealth,  the  several  cities  thereof,  and  any 
such  towns  as  have  been  placed  under  its  juris- 
diction by  any  act  of  the  general  court  or  by 
accepting  provisions  of  this  chapter  or  correspond- 
ing provisions  of  earlier  laws,  and,  except  as  other- 
wise provided  in  section  forty-seven,  the  selection 
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of  persons  to  be  employed  as  laborers  or  otherwise 
in  the  service  of  the  Commonwealth  and  said  cities 
and  towns.  Such  rules  shall  be  of  general  or 
limited  application,  shall  be  consistent  with  law 
and  shall  include  provisions  for  the  following: 

(a)  The  classification  of  the  positions  and 
employments  to  be  filled. 

(fc)  Open  competitive  and  other  examinations 
to  test  the  practical  fitness  of  applicants. 

(c)  The  selection  of  persons  for  public  positions 
and  employments  in  accordance  with  the  results 
of  such  examinations,  or  in  the  order  of  application, 
or  otherwise. 

(d)  Promotions,  if  practicable,  on  the  basis  of 
ascertained  merit  in  the  examination  and  seniority 
of  service. 

(e)  A  period  of  probation  before  an  appoint- 
ment or  employment  is  made  permanent. 

(/)  Preference  to  veterans  in  appointment  and 
promotion,  not  inconsistent  with  this  chapter. 

The  present  rules  of  the  Board  so  far  as  they  are 
consistent  with  law  shall  continue  in  force  until 
changed." 

By  the  authority  vested  in  them  by  this  section 
the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  voted  on  March  4, 
1921,  that  the  positions  and  employments  in  the 
Printing  Department  be  classified  under  the 
civil  service.  This  ruling  of  the  commission 
automatically  placed  the  Printing  Department 
employees  within  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Civil  Service  Commission. 

The  second  question  is  that  of  Councilor 
Donoghue,  and  is  as  follows: 

"And  will  you  also  look  up  the  question  whether 
the  City  Council,  as  county  commissioners,  have 
the  right  to  instruct  county  officers  to  allow  the 
Printing  Department  to  bid  on  any  work  that  they 
let  out." 

I  answer  this  question  in  the  negative.  By 
section  4  of  chapter  34  of  the  General  Laws  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Boston  and  the  Munici- 
pal Council  of  Chelsea,  in  their  respective  cities, 
except  as  otherwise  provided,  have  the  powers 
and  perform  the  duties  of  county  commissioners. 
By  section  14  of  said  chapter  34  the  duties  and 
powers  of  county  commissioners  are  provided, 
and  among  other  things  they  have  "authority  to 
represent  their  county,  and  to  have  the  care  of  its 
property  and  the  management  of  its  business  and 
affairs  in  cases  where  not  otherwise  expressly 
provided  ...  .  " 

Section  17  of  said  chapter  34  makes  provision 
concerning  contracts  for  repair  of  public  works, 
purchase  of  supplies  and  in  general  how  all  other 
contracts  should  be  made. 

None  of  the  provisions  of  these  sections  apply 
to  the  City  Council  of  Boston  for  it  is  provided 
by  section  8  of  chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909 
(amended  City  Charter)  that: 

"Neither  the  city  council,  nor  any  member  or 
committee,  officer,  or  employee  thereof  shall,  except 
as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act,  directly  or 
indirectly  on  behalf  of  the  city  or  of  the  county 
of  Suffolk  take  part  in  the  employment  of  labor, 
the  making  of  contracts,  the  purchase  of  materials, 
supplies  or  real  estate;  nor  in  the  construction, 
alteration,  or  repair  of  any  public  works,  buildings, 
or  other  property;  nor  in  the  care,  custody  and 
management  of  the  same;  nor  in  the  conduct  of  the 
executive  or  administrative  business  of  the  city  or 
county;  nor  in  the  appointment  or  removal  of  any 
municipal  or  county  employee;  nor  in  the  expendi- 
ture of  public  money  except  such  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  contingent  and  incidental 
expenses  of  the  city  council." 

The  city  councilors  both  as  city  officials  and 
when  acting  as  county  commissioners  are  pre- 
cluded from  taking  any  part  in  the  executive  or 
administrative  business  of  the  county,  and  from 
taking  any  part  in  the  making  of  contracts,  pur- 
chase of  materials,  supplies  or  real  estate,  and 
generally  are  forbidden  to  transact  any  of  the 
business  of  the  county.  I  am,  therefore,  of  the 
opinion  that  the  City  Council,  acting  as  county 
commissioners,  has  no  right  to  instruct  the  county 
officers  to  allow  the  Printing  Department  to  bid 
on  any  work,  for  such  instruction  would  be  an 
interference  with  the  conduct  of  the  executive 
and  administrative  business  of  the  county  and 
would  in  addition  thereto,  be  directly  or  indirectly 
taking  part  in  the  making  of  contracts. 

The  third  question  is  that  of  Councilor  Hagan, 
and  is  as  follows: 

"Another  suggestion.  We  would  like  to  find 
out  whether  the  City  Council,  as  officials,  have 
any  authority  whatsoever,  and,  if  so,  to  find  out 
what  authority  we  do  have." 


Section  4  of  chapter  34  of  the  General  Laws 
provides  that  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Boston  and  the  Municipal  Council  of  Chelsea 
shall,  in  their  respective  cities,  except  as  otherwise 
provided,  have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties 
of  county  commissioners.  Since  by  section  8  of 
chapter  486  of  the  acts  of  1909  the  City  Council 
is  forbidden  directly  or  indirectly  on  behalf  of 
the  county  to  take  part  in  the  employment  of 
labor,  the  making  of  contracts,  the  purchase  of 
materials,  supplies  or  real  estate,  and  in  the  con- 
struction, alteration  or  repair  of  any  public  works, 
buildings  or  other  property;  and  is  further  for- 
bidden to  take  part  in  the  care,  custody,  and 
management  of  the  same;  and  in  the  conduct  of 
the  executive  and  administrative  business  of  the 
county;  and  since  it  can  take  no  part  in  the 
appointment  or  removal  of  any  county  employees; 
nor  in  the  expenditure  of  public  money,  I  am  of 
the  opinion  that  the  City  Council  as  the  county 
commissioners  of  Suffolk  County,  are  precluded 
from  exercising  any  of  the  powers  or  performing 
any  of  the  duties  of  county  commissioners  as 
provided  in  chapter  34  of  the  General  Laws. 

The  City  Council,  as  county  commissioners, 
therefore,  have  only  such  powers  and  duties  as 
may  otherwise  be  conferred  or  imposed  upon 
them  by  law  not  inconsistent  with  chapter  486 
of  the  acts  of  1909  (amended  City  Charter). 

The  City  Council,  acting  with  the  Mayor,  as 
county  commissioners,  by  section  1  of  chapter  126 
of  the  General  Laws  are  the  inspectors  of  the 
prisons  in  Suffolk  County,  and  have  the  powers 
and  duties  contained  in  sections  1  to  3,  inclusive, 
of  said  chapter  126  of  the  General  Laws,  which 
are  as  follows: 

"Section  1.  The  county  commissioners  shall 
be  inspectors  of  the  prisons  in  their  counties. 
They  shall  twice  in  each  year,  at  intervals  of  not 
exceeding  eight  months,  themselves  or  by  a 
committee  of  two  of  their  members,  visit  all  the 
prisons  in  their  county,  and  fully  examine  into 
everything  relative  to  the  government,  discipline 
and  police  thereof;  and  as  soon  as  may  be  after 
each  inspection,  the  committee  shall  make  and 
subscribe  a  detailed  report  to  the  commissioners 
of  the  condition  of  each  prison  as  to  health,  clean- 
liness and  discipline  at  the  time  of  inspection, 
the  number  of  prisoners  confined  there  within  the 
preceding  six  months  or  since  the  last  inspection, 
the  causes  of  confinement,  the  number  of  prisoners 
usually  confined  in  one  room,  the  distinction,  if 
any,  usually  observed  in  the  treatment  of  the 
different  classes  of  prisoners,  the  punishments 
inflicted,  any  evils  of  defects  in  the  construction, 
discipline  or  management  of  such  prisons,  the 
names  of  prisoners  who  have  been  discharged  or 
pardoned  or  who  have  died  or  escaped,  and  any 
violation  or  neglect  of  law  relative  to  such  prisons, 
with  the  causes,  if  known,  of  the  violation  or 
neglect. 

Sect.  2.  When  the  commissioners  or  any  of 
them  visit  any  of  said  prisons,  the  sheriff,  master, 
keeper  or  other  officer  in  charge  thereof  shall 
admit  them,  when  required,  into  every  apartment 
of  such  prison,  exhibit  all  books,  precepts,  docu- 
ments, accounts  and  papers  relative  to  the  affairs 
of  the  prison  or  to  the  detention  or  confinement 
of  any  person  therein,  which  may  be  required, 
and  give  such  aid  as  they  request  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  duties.  The  commissioners 
or  their  committee  may  examine  on  oath,  ad- 
ministered by  one  of  them,  either  by  written 
interrogatories,  to  be  answered  in  writing  and 
subscribed,  or  otherwise  as  they  may  direct,  any 
officer,  keeper  or  other  person  relative  to  the 
affairs  or  management,  of  any  prison,  and  they 
may  also  converse  with  any  prisoner  apart,  and 
without  the  presence  of  any  officer  or  keeper. 

Sect.  3.  If  it  appears  to  the  commissioners, 
from  the  report  of  their  committee  or  otherwise, 
that  any  law  relative  to  prisons  has  been  violated 
or  neglected  in  their  county,  they  shall  forthwith 
give  notice  thereof  to  the  district  attorney." 

The  powers  and  duties  provided  in  that  statute 
are  not  precluded  by  the  provisions  of  section  8 
of  chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909  as  these  sec- 
tions of  chapter  126  are  not  in  conflict  with  any 
of  the  provisions  of  the  City  Charter. 

By  section  8  of  chapter  233  of  the  General 
Laws  the  City  Council  may  summons  witnesses 
to  appear  before  it,  and  this  includes  the  officials 
of  the  prisons  in  the  county  whom  the  Council 
may  desire  to  have  appear  before  it. 

It  is  thus  seen  that  the  City  Council,  acting  as 
county    commissioners,    have    very    few    powers 
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and  duties  to  perform,  for  the  Legislature  in  its 
discretion  has  invested  the  city  government  as 
provided  by  the  amended  charter  of  1909  with 
power  to  conduct  the  business  of  the  County  of 
Suffolk,  except  as  it  otherwise  specifically  pro- 
vided in  the  case  of  the  various  county  officials, 
with  the  authority  to  conduct  their  respective 
branches  of  the  county  government.

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  Chairman,  I  would 
like  to  answer  this  reply  which  has  come  to  us 
from  the  Traffic  Department.  The  Traffic  Com- 
missioner says:  "At  the  meeting  of  the  depart- 
ment heads  in  the  office  of  the  Mayor  on  Satur- 
day. May  6,  1933.  your  Honor  gave  instructions 
that  no  more  street  white  lines  be  painted." 
Mr.  President,  I  think  that  represents  very  poor 
judgment  on  the  part  of  the  executive.  Cer- 
tainly I  believe  our  school  children  have  a  right 
to  the  protection  afforded  by  the  white  lines. 
If  the  Mayor  has  given  instructions  that  no  more 
street  white  lines  be  painted,  I  think  he  has  gone 
too  far.  There  should  at  least  be  sufficient 
money  appropriated  to  paint  white  lines  for  the 
protection  of  school  children. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  it  may  be,  as 
the  Traffic  Commissioner  says,  that  it  is  impos- 
sible to  spend  much  money  for  traffic  improve- 
ments, because  of  the  fact  that  the  money  is  not 
available.  But  I  don't  see  why  they  cannot  put 
white  lines  in  congested  districts  so  that  people 
will  be  afforded  some  safety  in  crossing  streets. 
In  Codman  square  there  have  been  three  or  four 


deaths  at  least  within  the  last  two  or  three  years, 
and  there  is  the  same  situation  at  Pierce  square, 
Dorchester  Lower  Mills.  I  agree  with  my  col- 
league that  certainly  the  school  children  are 
entitled  to  have  safety  zones  furnished  so  that 
they  can  travel  from  one  side  of  the  street  to 
the  other  without  danger.  Therefore,  I  think 
his  Honor  should  be  asked  to  reconsider  his  posi- 
tion, so  that  white  lines  may  be  painted  in  cer- 
tain places  at  least  in  the  outlying  sections. 
There  are  many  places,  intersections  of  busy 
streets,  for  example,  where  such  action  would  go 
far  for  the  protection  not  only  of  the  school  chil- 
dren but  of  men  and  women. 

Coun.  MURRAY— Mr.  President,  I  would  also 
state  that  two  years  ago,  I  believe,  $100,000  was 
appropriated  for  traffic  lines  and  signs  in  our 
highways.  I  don't  think  that  money  was  spent, 
and  I  think  this  would  be  a  good  use  for  the 
money.

In  reply  to  attached  order  in  Council,  by  Coun- 
cilor Fitzgerald,  "That  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
request  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  to 
keep  the  underpass  at  Charles  and  Cambridge 
streets  open  evenings  until  midnight  and  on  Sun- 
days and  holidays  from  7  a.  m.  to  midnight," 
while  we  appreciate  the  advantage  of  having  this 
underpass  open  for  longer  hours,  yet  our  experi- 
ence with  underpasses  is  that  they  are  only  safe 
while  protected  by  police  or  other  attendants, 
or  during  periods  when  there  is  likely  to  be  con- 
siderable use.  At  other  times  people  have  been 
held  up,  insulted  or  exposed  to  other  annoyances, 
so  we  do  not  think  that  it  is  advisable  to 
increase  the  hours  of  opening. 

Incidentally,  about  25  per  cent  of  the  people 
going  to  and  from  this  island  from  each  side  use 
the  underpass.  All  others  use  the  street  even 
during  heavy  traffic, — so  we  see  no  hardship  for 
people  awaiting  their  chances  to  cross  the  street 
safely  at  hours  when  the  underpass  is  closed.

APPROVAL  OF  INCREASED  ALLOTMENT. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  ap- 
proves the  action  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Public 
Welfare  in  raising  the  amount  of  the  allotment  of 
money  given  the  recipients  of  aid. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  suppose  there 
is  hardly  any  member  of  the  Council  who  has  so 
severely  criticized  the  Welfare  Board,  when  I  have 
felt  justified  in  doing  so  during  the  last  few  years, 
as  myself;  but,  due  to  the  passage  of  the  Costigan- 
LaFollette  bill,  and  due  to  the  remarks  and  the 
orders  in  this  body  informing  the  Mayor  and  the 
Overseers  that  the  recipients  of  aid  have  not  been 
getting  enough  to  keep  body  and  soul  together, 
the  Board  of  Overseers  in  their  wisdom  last  week 
decided  to  increase  the  allotment  of  those  receiving 
public  welfare.  I  say,  therefore,  that  they  are  to 
be  commended  for  that  action,  and  I  hasten  to 
express  at  this  time  my  commendation.  I  think  it 
should  be  the  duty  of  the  Council  to  economize 
in  handling  the  budget  now  so  that  this  good  work 
may  be  kept  up.  I  understand  that  payments 
to  a  family  of  two,  which  have  been  $6  a  week, 
have  been  increased  to  $7 ;  that  the  allowance  to  a 
family  of  three  has  gone  from  $7  to  $9;  for  a 
family  of  four,  from  $9  to  $10;  for  a  family  of  five, 
from  $10  to  $12;  for  a  family  of  six,  from  $12 
to  $13;  for  a  family  of  seven,  from  $13  to  $15; 
and  for  a  family  of  eight  and  over,  $17.  I  repeat, 
therefore,  that  the  Board  of  Overseers  of  Public 
Welfare  should  be  commended  by  this  Council  for 
their  action  in  raising  the  allotment.

OPPOSITION  TO  PERMIT  TO  WHITE  FUEL 
CORPORATION. 

Coun.  DONOVAN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
hereby  opposes  the  granting  of  a  permit  to  the 
White  Fuel  Corporation  for  the  keeping,  storage 
and  sale  of  3,200,000  gallons  of  fuel  oil  on  East 
First  street,  South  Boston. 

Coun.     DONOVAN — Mr.     President,     several 
weeks   ago   the    Board    of    Street    Commissioners 
saw  fit  to  grant  a  permit  to  the  White  Fuel  Cor- 
poration to  store  3,200,000  gallons  of  fuel  oil  in 
South     Boston.     Fortunately,     his     Honor     the 
Mayor  overruled   the  action  of  the  Street  Com- 
missioners   and    later    on    revoked    the    permit. 
The  White   Fuel   Corporation   have   again,    how- 
ever,   petitioned    the    Board    of    Street    Commis- 
sioners, and  a  public  hearing  is  to  be  held  next 
Friday.     I   am    therefore    asking   this    honorable 
body  to  stand  with  the  people  of  South  Boston 
in  opposing  the  granting  of  this  permit  for  that 
district.     It  may  be  of  interest  to  note  by  whom 
that  section   is   proposed   to   be   invaded   in   this 
way.     None  of  these  people  live  in  Boston.     The 
president    of   the   corporation,    Elijah   M.    Sands, 
lives  in  Marblehead;  the  vice  president,  James  L. 
Brown,  lives  in  Cambridge;  the  treasurer,  Joseph 
F.  White,  lives  in  Cambridge;  one  of  the  assistant 
treasurers,    George    F.    Fitzgerald,    lives    in    Bel- 
mont,   another,    John    P.    Birmingham,    liveB    in 
Waltham;   and   Joseph   J.    Courtney,   one   of   the 
directors,  lives  in  Watertown.     I   would  suggest 
that  these  people  erect  their  oil  farm  in  Marble- 
head,  in  Cambridge,  or  along  the  Charles  river  in 
Belmont  or  Watertown.     There  are  several  rea- 
sons why  the  people  of  South  Boston  are  objecting 
to  this  oil  plant.     One  is  that  a  very  large  amount 
of  money  has  been  expended  in  the  City  Point 
section,   millions   of  dollars,   within   the  last  few 
years,  and  if  this  sort  of  thing  is  to  be  allowed  all 
that  money   will  be  wasted.     Secondly,   the  dis- 
trict   comprises   a    great   many    dwelling    houses, 
and  these  dwelling  houses,  by  such  action  as  is 
proposed,   will  be  placed  in  great  danger  of  fire, 
there  not  only  being  the  threat  to  property  but 
to  life.     I   have  here  a   quotation  from  remarks 
made   by   the   Reverend   Patrick   J.    Waters,   the 
pastor  of  St.   Eulalia  Catholic   Church  in   South 
Boston,  in  a  protest  against  the  erection  of  these 
oil  tanks  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  church. 
He  said:  "Our  church  is  on  the  eve  of  celebrating 
its  silver  jubilee,  but  I  have  the  authority  of  the 
Cardinal  to  say  that  there  will  be  no  church  here 
in  which  to  celebrate  our  golden  jubilee  if  this  oil 
nuisance  in  our  midst  is  granted."     I  am  count- 
ing   upon    the    Board    of    Street    Commissioners, 
composed  of  Mr.  Theodore  A.  Glynn,  Mr.  John  J. 
O'Callaghan  and  Mr.  Charles  F.  Bogan,  to  stand 
by   the   people   of   South   Boston  in   this   matter. 
I   ask   them   whether  they   would   rather  see  the 
people  of  that  section  suffer  from  the  introduction 
of  oil  tanks  containing  3,200,000  gallons  of  fuel  oil, 
or  would   prefer  to  see  a  house   of   God  remain 
there. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  in  connection  with 
this  order  I  might  say  that  they  have  tried  to 
inflict  this  sort  of  thing  upon  my  ward  in  the 
past  five  years,  but  so  far  we  have  been  able  to 
keep  that  sort  of  thing  out  of  the  district.  So 
I  heartily  favor  Councilor  Donovan's  order.

My 
suggestion  is  that  the  collector's  office  check  up  on 
this  matter  with  the  Welfare  Board,  to  see  how 
many  of  these  delinquents  are  on  the  welfare  list 
and  are  therefore  ineligible  to  pay.

Granite  avenue,  Dorchester,  the  smoke  from  which 
constitutes  a  health  menace  to  residents  of  the 
district. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  the  Roxbury  Iron 
and  Metal  Company,  located  on  Granite  avenue — 
controlled  by  one  Marks  Angel — has  a  junk  yard, 
and  from  2  to  4  o'clock  afternoons  there  are  fires 
there  sending  big  clouds  of  smoke  over  the  dis- 
trict.

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  last  Friday  or 
Saturday  two  children  about  ten  years  old  were 
drowned  in  the  abandoned  sand  pit  on  Gardner 
street,  Ward  20.  There  are  a  number  of  aban- 
doned sand  pits  in  that  locality,  and  also  nearby 
there  is  an  abandoned  quarry  hole  filled  up  with 
water.  I  don't  know  what  the  Commissioner 
of  Public  Health  can  do  about  this,  but  it  seems 
a  terrible  thing  that  children  from  eight  to  ten 
years  of  age  should  lose  their  lives  in  any  such 
way.  I  hope,  therefore,  that  something  will  be 
done  to  correct  the  present  conditions.

LEASE   OF   STOUGHTON   SCHOOL   TO 
POST. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  School  Committee  be  re- 
quested to  take  up  the  matter  of  leasing  the 
Stoughton  School  on  River  street,  Dorchester, 
at  a  nominal  rental,  to  the  Dorchester  Post  No. 
498,  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  for  purposes 
of  the  record  I  would  like  to  state  that  that  Post 
now  has  quarters  in  an  old,  dilapidated  school 
building,  about  to  be  condemned,  and  it  is  neces- 
sary for  them  to  secure  another  place.  I  under- 
stand that  the  Stoughton  School  on  River  street  is 
available;  and  I  sincerely  trust,  therefore,  that 
the  School  Committee  will  take  immediate  action 
so  that  they  will  have  quarters  after  the  building 
where  they  now  are  is  condemned.

SWEAT  SHOPS  IN  BOSTON. 
Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Ordinances  of 
the  City  Council  be  requested  to  draft  an  ordi- 
nance prohibiting  sweat  shops  of  any  kind  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  and  also  an  ordinance  providing 
for  a  penalty  to  all  persons  or  firms  found  guilty 
of  violating  the  Minimum  Wage  Law. 
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Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  in  the  press 
during  the  last  few  weeks  there  has  been  a  cam- 
paign waged  to  do  away  with  the  so-called  sweat 
shops  of  the  City  of  Boston.  By  "sweat  shop"  I 
understand  is  meant  a  place  conducted  by  the 
kind  of  despicable  business  men  who  earn  their 
livelihood  at  the  expense  of  the  sweat,  blood  and 
health  of  persons  whom  they  employ  at  small 
wages.  It  is  true  that  the  Minimum  Wage  Law- 
is  one  of  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts, but  I  think  if  we  had  an  ordinance  of  the 
City  of  Boston  along  this  line  it  would  be  an  in- 
spiration to  the  Police  Department  to  close  up 
these  places  and  compel  persons  running  them  to 
at  least  live  up  to  health  and  minimum  wage 
regulations. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

PAINTING   OF   TRAFFIC   LINES. 

Coun.  HEIN  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Traffic  Commissioner  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
direct  that  traffic  lines  shall  be  painted  in  uniform 
width. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  it  is  very  in- 
teresting to  sit  here  and  hear  our  Traffic  Com- 
missioner, Mr.  Conry,  say  that  he  has  not  the 
money  for  traffic  signs  or  for  traffic  lights.  But 
it  does  seem  as  if  there  might  be  some  uniformity 
in  the  way  these  traffic  lines  are  painted.  Down 
here  in  the  market  and  in  other  parts  of  the  city 
we  see  painted  bands  15  inches  wide;  in  various 
other  parts  of  Boston  they  range  from  i\  to  13 
inches  in  width,  and  Mr.  Conry  has  them  painted 
out  by  Brookline  10J  inches  wide.  It  does  seem 
that  it  would  be  a  simple  matter  to  have  something 
in  the  way  of  uniformity;  but  the  only  answer  we 
get  when  we  make  any  request  from  Mr.  Conry  is 
that  he  hasn't  any  money.  That  is  just  another 
smoke  screen,  Mr.  President.  Only  last  week  the 
councilor  at  my  left  was  able  to  obtain  twenty- 
three  parking  signs  in  his  district.  I  would  like  to 
know  where  Mr.  Conry  obtained  the  money  for 
those? 

Coun.  MURRAY— Mr.  President,  I  would 
simply  state  to  the  councilor  that  those  signs  have 
already  been  in  existence  for  some  time,  and  that 
it  was  only  a  question  of  putting  them  into  use.  I 
suppose  the  gentleman  refers  to  the  13-point  signs. 
Those  have  been  in  existence  for  some  time,  and  it 
is  simply  a  question  of  getting  them  and  using 
them.  He  can  go  to  Mr.  Conry,  just  the  same  as 
any  other  member,    and  get  some  of  those  Bigns. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


TRANSFER   OF   MEN   TO   BOSTON 
NAVY   YARD. 

Coun.  BARKER,  GREEN>nd  FITZGERALD 
offered  the  following:

TRANSFER   FOR   JOHN   H.   L.    NOYES 
PLAYGROUND. 

Coun.  BARKER  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  transfer  the  sum  of  $5,000  from  the 
William  Amerena  Playground,  East  Boston,  to 
the  John  H.  L.  Noyes  Playground,  for  grading, 
resurfacing,  and  tennis  courts  on  an  undeveloped 
area  adjacent  to  the  park.

Coun.  BARKER  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That    the    Park    Commission    be    re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  resur- 
face the   Paris   Street   Playground,   Ward   1,   and 
make  it  suitable  for  a  children's  play  yard. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


SCENIC  HIGHWAY,  NORTH  END. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  consider  the  advisability  of  advising  the  trustees 
of  the  George  Robert  White  Fund  that  at  this 
time  it  would  be  unwise  to  build  a  so-called  scenic 
highway  in  the  North  End  section  of  Boston. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  the  news- 
papers have  within  a  few  days  carried  a  story  to 
the  effect  that  the  expenditure  of  approximately 
$400,000  is  contemplated  for  the  building  of  a 
scenic  highway  in  the  North  End,  along  the  lines 
of  Havana's  Prado,  the  expense  to  be  met  out  of 
the  George  Robert  White  Fund.  I  think  at  a 
time  like  this  we  might  very  well  consider  the 
advisability  of  using  any  money  that  may  be 
available  from  that  fund  for  more  humanitarian 
purposes.  All  over  the  United  States  charitable 
bequests  have  been  very  liberally  construed  under 
the  cy  pres  doctrine.  I  can  give  you  here  the 
citations  of  a  number  of  cases  that  have  been 
decided  within  the  last  five  years,  set  forth  in  a 
law  digest,  showing  wherein  the  courts  have 
allowed  charitable  bequests  to  be  construed  in  a 
very  liberal  way,  when  it  came  to  a  question  of 
applying  them  for  charitable  purposes.  Last  year 
the  question  arose  whether  we  could  use  certain 
money  in  the  Parkman  Fund  to  pay  men  to  work 
on  projects  on  Boston  Common,  and  it  has  sinna

been  determined  that  that  would  be  all  right. 
Now,  we  have  an  expenditure  of  $400,000  pro- 
posed here  for  a  scenic  highway,  at  a  time  of  dire 
need  of  our  citizens.  I  do  not  believe  there  is  a 
court  in  the  land  but  would  allow  a  liberal  inter- 
pretation of  the  George  Robert  White  will,  so 
that  some  of  the  money  in  that  fund  might  be 
used  to  alleviate  the  sufferings  of  our  people  at 
the  present  day.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  we  know 
that  a  famous  minority  of  our  Federal  Supreme 
Court  are  favorable  to  a  liberal  construction  of 
such  wills.  The  extent  to  which  we  have  gone 
in  this  proposed  scenic  highway  matter,  and  the 
extent  to  which  various  housing  associations  are 
interested,  can  be  gleaned  from  one  of  the  Boston 
papers  of  last  Saturday,  in  which  the  executive 
director  of  one  of  such  associations  is  quoted  as 
saying  that  the  carrying  out  of  the  proposition 
would  help  the  unemployment  situation  in  Boston. 
He  went  back  into  ancient  times,  pointing  out 
that  in  the  past  the  Romans  built  baths  to  give 
the  people  work,  although  he  adds  that  the  baths 
were  too  expensive  to  keep  up  and  fell  into  ruins. 
When  it  comes  to  this  old  argument  about  giving 
employment,  I  might  also  refer,  taking  our  own 
present  times,  to  the  East  Boston  vehicular 
tunnel.  This  same  gentleman  went  on  to  say 
that  the  ancient  Egyptians  solved  a  similar 
situation  by  building  the  Pyramids,  at  almost 
no  cost,  and  that  they  have  served  as  a  source 
of  revenue  to  Egypt  ever  since.  But  Professor 
Petrie,  recognized  as  an  authority  on  the  Pyramids, 
states  that  they  were  built  by  slave  labor,  and  that 
we  have  never  been  able  to  find  out  how  the 
human  labor  was  applied  in  placing  those  huge 
blocks  of  granite.  But  I  don't  see  how  a  parallel 
can  be  drawn  between  the  placing  of  men  at  work 
under  serfdom  and  the  proposed  building  of  the 
so-called  Boston  Prado.  Mr.  President,  as  we 
all  know,  we  have  a  very  serious  situation  in 
Boston  today.  The  situation  in  many  wards 
of  our  city  is  acute.  Conservatively  speaking, 
there  are  5,000  children  in  my  ward  alone  with 
no  shoes,  and  at  least  5,000  families  not  getting 
enough  to  eat.  With  the  allowance  of  SI  per 
week  per  person,  a  family  of  four  in  their  little 
home  have  but  $4  a  week,  and  80  cents  of  that  is 
paid  for  carfare,  although  the  Department  of 
Home  Maintenance  of  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture at  Washington  states  that  today  it  is  im- 
possible for  such  a  family  to  live  on  less  than 
87.50  a  week,  at  the  minimum  requirements.  So 
I  think  that  the  Mayor  may  well  consider  at  this 
time  the  advisability  of  making  some  other  dis- 
position of  this  fund  than  would  be  involved  in  the 
construction  of  the  proposed  scenic  highway. 

Coun.  BURKE— Mr.  President,  I  would  like  at 
this  point  to  say  just  a  word  in  regard  to  the 
gentleman's  reference  to  the  cy  pres  doctrine, 
because  I  don't  think  it  applies  in  this  particular 
case.  As  I  understand  the  cy  pres  doctrine,  when 
the  particular  purpose  of  the  testator  in  his  will 
can  no  longer  be  carried  out,  the  court  has  the 
right  to  decide  whether  the  money  may  not  be 
used  for  some  other  similar  charitable  purpose. 
The  George  Robert  White  will  does  not  set  forth 
any  particular  public  works  to  be  accomplished, 
in  connection  with  the  expenditure  of  this  money. 
That  is  left  to  the  discretion  of  those  handling 
the  fund.  It  simply  prescribes  that  the  expend- 
iture may  be  for  any  purpose  that  is  valuable 
to  the  City  of  Boston.  I  am  in  favor  of  continu- 
ing the  George  Robert  White  health  units.  I 
think  such  continuation  is  particularly  important 
at  the  present  time,  having  in  mind  the  health 
and  well-being  of  the  people  of  our  city,  and  I 
hold  that  opinion  notwithstanding  the  fact  that 
the  Finance  Commission  a  few-  weeks  ago  suggested 
the  termination  of  the  use  of  the  George  Robert 
White  fund  for  health  units,  baby  clinics  and 
tubercular  clinics  in  the  City  of  Boston.  Mr. 
President,  I  think  their  suggestions  at  that  time 
were  in  the  line  of  an  absolutely  false  economy. 
To  my  mind,  the  money  should  be  used  to  con- 
tinue the  George  Robert  White  health  units,  and 
I  think  the  next  one  should  be  placed  in  Codman 
square,  a  section  that  has  been  forgotten  for  the 
last  eight  or  ten  years.  I  now  call  on  the  Mayor 
of  Boston  to  continue  the  erection  of  the  George 
Robert  White  health  units,  placing  one  in  Codman 
square,  Dorchester. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  am  in  hearty 
accord  with  the  remarks  of  the  last  speaker  in 
favor  of  placing  one  of  these  George  Robert 
White  health  units  in  the  Codman  square  section 
of  Dorchester.  I  think  this  health  unit  work 
should   be  continued.     We  have  already  four  or 


five  health  units,  in  every  part  of  the  City  of 
Boston  but  the  Dorchester  district.  And  the  aged 
councilor  from  Ward  20  has  just  informed  me  that 
there  is  not  one  in  his  district,  either.  I  under- 
stand that  his  district  has  not  benefitted  in  the 
way  of  a  health  unit,  but  that  district  comprises 
only  one  ward  as  compared  with  five  wards  in  the 
Dorchester  district.  The  real  reason  why  the 
Mayor  wants  to  spend  the  money  as  proposed 
down  in  the  North  End  is  because,  according  to 
his  own  figures,  of  the  $400,000  $300,000  is  to  be 
spent  in  land  grabs.  We  can  see  the  Curley 
brothers  at  work,  the  land  specialists,  using 
$300,000  of  this  amount  for  the  purchase  of  land. 
If  it  was  a  question  simply  of  letting  out  a  con- 
tract to  the  pet  contractor.  Matthew  Cummings. 
$150,000  or  $200  000  would  be  used  up  in  the 
contract  work;  but  when  $300,000  of  it  is  spent 
for  land,  that  is  something  else.  One  hundred 
thousand  dollars  for  beautifying  would  be  just 
a  little  bit  of  money  for  the  Curley  boys.  And 
don't  forget  that  $400,000  is  just  a  conservative 
estimate  of  what  will  be  spent  there.  Perhaps 
it  will  run  up  to  $600,000  or  $700,000  before 
it  is  done.  We  all  know,  when  these  things  are 
once  started,  how,  in  order  to  protect  the  invest- 
ment, they  have  to  sometimes  spend  100  per  cent 
more  than  the  original  appropriation.  I  believe 
that  the  North  End  should  be  beautified,  but  I 
don't  believe  that  it  should  be  given  $400,000 
from  this  fund  when  the  money  can  be  much 
better  spent  in  benefitting  the  taxpayers  and 
citizens  of  Boston,  keeping  them  in  good  health. 
We  need  something  of  the  sort  in  the  Dorchester 
district,  and  it  is  high  time  that  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  stopped  his  land  steals,  characteristic  of  all 
his  administrations,  even  if  he  should  allow  his 
pet  contractor,  Matthew  Cummings,  to  erect  a 
health  unit  in  the  Dorchester  section. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  while  I  would,  of 
course,  like  to  see  a  health  unit  in  the  Codman 
square  section  of  Boston,  to  take  care  of  the  needs 
of  the  five  Dorchester  wards,  I  also  believe  that 
this  proposed  improvement  that  has  been  sug- 
gested for  the  North  End  is  imperative.  I  be- 
lieve when  we  are  considering  the  question  of 
preservation  of  health  and  life,  other  things  even 
than  feeding  have  to  be  considered.  It  is  exceed- 
ingly important  that  in  every  section  of  our  city 
light  and  air  should  be  afforded  to  the  people.  I 
wonder  if  some  of  the  members  who  have  spoken 
have  been  down  into  that  part  of  the  North  End 
and  have  noticed  the  congested  area  that  the  poor 
unfortunates  there  have  to  live  in?  Should  not 
we  who  live  in  parts  of  the  city  where  people  have 
a  reasonable  enjoyment  of  light  and  air — such 
as  Dorchester,  where  we  have  Franklin  Park  and 
Franklin  Field,  such  as  Hyde  Park  and  West 
Roxbury,  where  there  are  playgrounds  and  places 
for  recreation  —  have  some  consideration  for  these 
older  sections  of  Boston,  which  so  greatly  lack 
what  we  have?  I  hate  to  refer  to  such  sections 
as  the  one  under  consideration  as  the  slums  of 
Boston;  but,  nevertheless,  they  are  the  poor  and 
congested  areas,  and  the  children  there  have  not 
the  same  opportunities  that  are  afforded  the 
children  in  the  outlying  parts  of  the  city.  I  lived 
in  the  North  End  of  Boston  for  over  thirty  years, 
and  I  think  I  know  that  section  as  well  as  any 
member  of  this  body.  For  the  benefit  of  the 
councilor  on  my  right,  who  is  always  referring  to 
land  grabs  and  implicating  certain  individuals, 
might  I  remind  him  that,  according  to  the  papers, 
a  few  days  ago  some  of  the  owners  of  property  in 
that  section  were  in  the  Mayor's  office,  as  I  under- 
stand, and  had  a  conference  in  regard  to  property 
along  the  line  of  the  contemplated  improvement, 
in  which  the  assessed  value  of  property  there  was 
discussed.  I  don't  think  property  in  that  area 
of  Boston  is  over-assessed.  I  am  familiar  with 
the  area.  The  property  along  the  line  is  owned 
by  men  who  have  worked  for  years  —  some  of 
them  aliens,  if  you  please,  mostly  of  Italian  ex- 
traction —  and  who  have  accumulated  a  few  thou- 
sand dollars  and  have  put  their  all  into  the  homes 
in  which  they  live.  I  think  an  investigation  will 
show  that  they  spent  much  more  for  the  properties 
in  question  than  will  ever  be  paid  by  the  city  or 
than  they  can  ever  hope  to  realize  at  the  present 
time.  There  is  nothing  new  about  this  proposi- 
tion. I  remember  when  I  lived  in  the  North  End 
of  Boston,  well  over  eighteen  years  ago,  that  a 
certain  element  in  the  city  —  like  the  Storrows, 
men  and  women  of  that  kind,  who  had  money  and 
who  took  an  interest  in  the  advancement  of  cer- 
tain sections  of  Boston  —  then  contemplated  a 
garden  idea  in  the  North  End  and  proposed  taking 
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blocks  of  property  and  transforming  them  into 
little  parks,  so  that  the  boys  and  girls  in  that  con- 
gested part  of  the  North  End  would  have  the  same 
opportunity  to  obtain  sunlight  and  fresh  air  that 
is  enjoyed  by  our  children  in  outlying  districts. 
How  can  we  compare  the  North  End  section  with 
the  sections  represented  by  other  members  of  this 
body?  In  Dorchester  we  have  Franklin  Park  and 
Franklin  Field.  Can  that  section  be  compared 
with  Webster  avenue.  Hanover  street,  Salem  or 
Prince  streets,  in  the  North  End?  Can  we  com- 
pare the  Hyde  Park  section,  represented  here  by 
our  colleague,  or  the  West  Roxbury  section,  with 
that  congested  district?  It  is  true  that  in  times 
like  these  we  should  adopt  the  strictest  economy 
and  that  we  should  give  the  most  careful  attention 
to  the  needs  of  our  citizens  in  the  way  of  food  and 
clothing.  But  there  are  other  humanitarian  con- 
siderations also  to  be  borne  in  mind,  and  there  is 
such  a  thing  as  a  constructive  economy.  We  have 
here,  too,  a  fund  that  cannot  be  used  as  freely  in 
ways  in  which  we  might  like  to  use  it,  as  the  tax 
funds  that  come  into  our  city  treasury.  It  can- 
not be  spent  in  feeding  people,  in  giving  work  to 
the  unemployed,  but  its  use  is  restricted  to  the 
terms  of  the  will  under  which  it  comes  to  us.  But 
if  it  can  be  spent  as  is  proposed  here,  on  a  humani- 
tarian project,  something  that  is  for  the  good  and 
the  advancement  of  that  section,  is  there  any 
reason  why  we  should  object  to  it?  I  think  the 
Mayor  of  Boston,  the  President  of  our  City  Coun- 
cil, and  the  other  three  directors  of  the  White 
Fund  are  to  be  commended  for  their  consideration 
of  such  a  worthy  enterprise.  It  is  something 
which  is  worthy  of  a  fund  of  this  kind  and  it  will 
be  to  the  everlasting  credit  of  the  directors  of  the 
fund  if  what  is  proposed  can  be  accomplished. 
As  I  have  said,  I  know  the  district;  I  have  lived  in 
it.  I  know  that  the  young  people  there,  and  the 
older  people,  too,  have  no  proper  place  for  rest 
and  recreation  without  walking  to  Boston  Common 
and  the  Public  Garden,  through  congested  traffic. 
It  is  true  that  they  have  had  a  small  North  End 
•  Park  for  years,  but  it  is  only  good  for  a  dangerous 
swimming  beach,  and  aside  from  that  they  have 
nothing.  Those  who  come  from  the  North  End 
of  Boston  are  proud  of  it.  We  North  Enders  are 
proud  of  the  section,  proud  of  its  history  and  tra- 
ditions. I  was  particularly  pleased  recently  to 
attend  a  reunion  of  the  graduates  of  the  old  Eliot 
School,  getting  together  with  men  like  Judge 
Walter  L.  Collins  and  the  late  Judge  David  A. 
Lourie,  men  like  Deputy  Superintendent  James 
McDevitt.  Capt.  John  Driscoll,  Capt.  John 
Murphy,  Chief  Walter  McLean  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment; and  there  were  also  present  men  like  Hon. 
John  F.  Fitzgerald.  It  was  a  very  interesting 
thing  to  find  in  the  gathering  men  of  that  type, 
men  who  originated  in  that  old  and  historic  section 
of  our  city;  and  I  believe  we  should  now  be  far- 
sighted  enough  to  see  that  the  young  boys  and 
girls  of  Italian.  Polish  and  other  extraction  may 
have  some  of  the  opportunities  that  are  afforded  in 
communities  where  there  is  more  room  and  more 
chance  for  outdoor  recreation.  Those  desiring  to 
further  anything  of  that  sort  should  be  com- 
mended for  it.  Certainly,  this  S400.000  will  not 
be  squandered,  and  it  seems  to  me  to  represent  a 
very  proper  and  commendable  use  of  some  of  the 
money  in  the  White  Fund. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  did 
not  intend  to  say  anything  upon  this  matter. 
The  first  I  knew  anything  about  it  was  from  the 
newspapers  within  the  past  few  days.  I  would 
perhaps  not  favor  taking  this  particular  site  for 
the  purpose  suggested,  except  that  I  know  it  is 
in  the  interest  of  the  preservation  of  the  historic 
traditions  of  the  North  End  and  for  the  benefit 
of  the  people  there.  This,  Mr.  President,  as  has 
been  said,  is  no  new  proposition.  Under  the 
administration  of  Mayor  Nichols  something  of 
the  sort  was  suggested,  something  in  the  way  of 
renovating,  improving  and  preserving  the  historic 
monuments  of  the  old  North  End.  It  was  through 
the  Protestant  element,  not  the  Catholic  element  of 
this  city,  that  money  was  given  to  remodel  the 
old  St.  Stephen's  Church  on  Hanover  street. 
That  has  one  of  the  few  Bulfinch  fronts  remaining  in 
Boston.  It  is  now  desired  to  have  this  boulevard 
extend  from  St.  Stephen's  Church  on  Hanover 
street  along  Webster  avenue  to  Unity  street  and 
the  rear  of  the  old  North  Church.  It  would  be 
very  enlightening  and  educational  for  some  of  the 
members  of  the  body  to  go  down  to  the  old  North 
End  and  to  witness  conditions  existing  there 
today  that  should  not  be  tolerated  in  a  civilized 
community.  It  would  certainly  be  very  instruc- 
tive to   members   representing   outlying   districts 


with    their   beautiful    wide    avenues    to    go    down 
there  and  see  conditions  that  prevail.     Much  of 
the  property  built  in   the   North   End  was   built 
when  immigration  was  at  its  height,  and  much  of 
the  property  not  only  in  the  North  End  but  in  the 
West  End  was  built  in  direct  violation  of  the  law. 
We  don't  know  why  such  thingB  were  allowed, 
but   it   seems   as   though   building   inspectors,   for 
one  reason  or  another,  allowed   a  great  deal   of 
crooked    building    to    go    on    there.     There    are 
houses  there   where  they  never  see   the  sunlight, 
rookeries    that    are    a    disgrace.     What    the    true 
story   may   have   been,    we   do  not  know,   and   I 
am  not  here  to   defend  anybody  unless  I  know 
they  are  right.     The  old  Webster  House,  famous 
at  one  time  as  a  hotel,  is  owned  by  an  old  American 
family  that  does  not  want  to  sell  it.     I  think  this 
is  certainly  one  of  the  times  when  we  have  here  a 
proposition    with    which    no    graft    is    connected. 
There  is  some  other  property  owned  by  an  old 
American    family    connected    with    the    Guilds. 
Their  grandfather  lived  there,  one  of  the  owners 
of  the  old  gas  company.     They  own  two  parcels 
along  by  Hanover  street.     Some  of  the  property  as 
you  go  into  Webster  avenue  is  a  positive  disgrace, 
and  something  should  be  done  to  remedy  present 
conditions.     But  there  is  no  suggestion   or  idea 
of  graft  connected  with  the  property  along  the 
line,   or  of  people  improperly  receiving  a  dollar. 
Some  of  the  property  cannot  even  be  sold.     They 
will  have  to  go  to  court  for  permission  to  sell  it. 
under  a  will.     Much  of  it,  however,  is  free,  with- 
out any  encumbrances  whatever.     As  I  have  said, 
if  I  had  my  way  I  would  not  follow  this  particular 
route.     But  there  are  some  awful  holes  there  that 
might  well  be  wiped  out.     I  would  be  the  first 
one  to  make  an  outcry  today  if  I  did  not  know 
that  the  whole  thing  was  on  the  up  and  up.     I 
know  that  it  is  an  absolutely  honest  deal.     And, 
as  has  been  said,  it  is  no  new  proposition.     They 
have  tried  to  do  it  before.     I  am  not  going  to 
take  issue  with  any  gentleman  here  on  the  ques- 
tion of  whether  this  fund  can  be  diverted  to  this 
or   that   use.     I   do   know,    however,    that   theBe 
health  units,   which   we  have  heard  commended 
here    so    much,    have   gone    astray.     They    have 
never  been  used  for  the  purpose  that  the  founder 
of    the    fund    intended.     They    are    purely    and 
simply  chain  hospitals  operated  contrary  to  the 
terms  and  the  spirit   of  the  wilL     Why,   in   one 
of    these    places    they    have    an    X-ray    machine 
that   cost   $52,000.     They   were   supposed   to   be 
established  for  one  purpose — to  teach  people  the 
laws  of  health.     That  was  the  idea  in  the  case  of  the 
first  one  operated  in  the  West  End,   to  furnish 
health  education  to  the  people.     But  they  are  now 
turned   into   chain   hospitals.     In  the  West   End 
they  added  another  story,  entirely  used  by  private 
organizations   which  formerly   paid  rent   outside. 
We   heard   here   from   the   councilor   from   Hyde 
Park  the  story  about  how  Mrs.  Bradbury  felt  in 
regard  to  the  use  of  the  money  left  by  her  brother, 
that  she  was  not  at  all  in  agreement  with  things 
that    were    being    done.     While    there    was    dis- 
agreement   here    with    what    the    councilor    from 
Hyde  Park  said,  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  she 
was  not  in  accord  with  what  was  being  done  in 
the    matter    of    these    health    units.     She    went 
around  to  the  West  End  health  unit  in  her  auto- 
mobile, and  did  not  even  desire  to  get  out.     She 
came  down  there  simply  to  pay  tribute  to  the  mem- 
ory of  her  brother.     But  she  saw  what  was  going 
on,  what  was  being  done,  and  she  did  not  leave  her 
money  to  the   City  of  Boston.     As  far  as  these 
proposed    land    takings    are    concerned,    there   is 
no  question  of  going  to  court  in  the  matter.     The 
owners  have  to  agree,  each  owner,  that  they  will 
take  so  much   money  for   their   property,   and   I 
assure  the  councilors   here  that  no  one  can  find 
one  single  taint  of  fraud,  one  iota,  in  the  whole 
thing.     I    am    not    taking    issue    here    with    the 
position  that  may  be  taken,  as  a  question  of  law, 
by  any  attorney.     I   do   not   claim  to   have  any 
authoritative   knowledge   in    that   respect,    and    I 
don't  know  whether  the  money  can  be  used  for  the 
proposed  purpose  or  not. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  the  questions 
submitted  here  are  plain, — first,  whether  it  is 
proper  and  logical,  under  the  terms  of  the  will, 
to  provide  this  proposed  beautiful  spot  in  the 
North  End;  second,  whether  it  is  not  a  more 
economical  and  humane  act  to  place  one  of  these 
George  Robert  White  Health  Units  in  a  section 
of  Dorchester  where  it  is  greatly  needed  and 
where  people  will  thereby  be  enabled  to  secure  the 
medical  treatment  they  should  have.  I  do  not 
agree   with     the   councilor   from    the   West   End 
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(Coun.  Fitzgerald)  when  he  says  that  these  health 
units  are  chain  hospitals.  I  might  agree  that  it 
comes  within  the  intent  of  the  will  to  teach  health 
to  the  people  in  the  neighborhoods  where  these 
George  Robert  White  Health  Units  are  located; 
and  at  the  same  time  to  diagnose  the  illnesses 
from  which  people  are  suffering  and  to  afford 
some  remedy.  It  is  certainly  proper  and  neces- 
sary to  have  facilities  afforded  for  such  pur- 
poses; and  it  is  also  certain  that  one  of  the  modern 
necessary  things  in  such  work  is  an  X-ray  machine, 
one  of  the  greatest  things  ever  invented  for  the 
location  of  hidden  troubles  through  disease  or 
accident,  and  without  which  any  hospital  could 
not  give  service,  would  be  antiquated  and  would 
not  meet  at  all  the  purposes  for  which  it  was 
created.  I  have  in  the  past  favored  wide  boule- 
vards throughout  the  city,  places  rendered  beauti- 
ful by  shrubbery  and  flowers,  beautiful  buildings 
and  I  know  that  the  North  End  needs  beautiful 
spots.  But  this  is  not  the  time  to  balance  a 
scenic  boulevard  in  the  North  End  against  a 
health  unit  in  the  Dorchester  section,  nor  to  con- 
sider a  beauty  spot  as  against  a  place  that  will 
serve  poor  unfortunate  people  who  have  no  money 
to  get  good  medical  treatment,  a  place  that  will 
help  save  lives  and  prevent  people  from  getting 
diseases  like  tuberculosis  and  other  troubles  com- 
ing through  malnutrition.  We  have  to  be  prac- 
tical and  logical  in  our  arguments  and  in  our 
point  of  view  at  a  time  like  this,  Mr.  President. 
Such  beautiful  spots  as  have  been  well  outlined 
by  the  councilor  from  Ward  14  (Coun.  Ruby) 
are  all  very  fine,  but  I  believe  even  he  will  admit 
that  in  times  like  these  such  propositions  should 
not  be  put  through.  We  do  need,  and  urgently 
need,  additional  hospital  accommodations,  we  do 
need  just  such  places  as  are  afforded  by  these 
health  units.  I  was  talking  the  other  day  with 
the  officer  in  charge  at  the  City  Hospital,  and  he 
told  me  that  there  were  so  many  people  coming 
in  there  that  it  was  impossible  to  find  beds  for 
them,  that  it  was  impossible  even  with  their  large 
personnel  to  take  care  of  those  continually  arriv- 
ing, sometimes  numbering  several  thousand  a 
day.  By  establishing  these  George  Robert 
White  Health  Units,  we  avoid  the  necessity  of  so 
many  people  being  sent  in  to  the  Boston  City 
Hospital.  Medical  attention  is  provided  and 
hundreds  and  thousands  of  lives  are  saved.  So 
far  as  the  question  of  providing  a  Prado  in  the 
North  End  is  concerned,  that  is  all  very  well  in 
different  times  than  these;  but  I  say  that  this  is 
not  the  proper  time  to  construct  Prados  in  the 
North  End  or  other  sections,  as  against  health 
units;  that  the  lives  and  welfare  of  our  people  are 
more  important  and  deserving  of  immediate  atten- 
tion. Providing  hospitals  where  people  can  go  in 
time  of  need  is  as  important  as  providing  shelter 
and  food  and  putting  clothes  on  their  backs. 
But  all  these  things  are  extremely  important  in 
times  like  these,  Mr.  President,  much  more  im- 
portant than  any  scenic  highway.  I  will  agree 
that  any  such  scheme  as  the  one  proposed  here 
would  be  a  good  scheme  in  good  times,  when 
people  have  plenty  of  money  and  when  the  City 
of  Boston  does  not  need  the  money  to  provide 
for  its  poor  and  unfortunate.  But  such  projects 
are  not  for  times  when  we  need  millions  for  public 
welfare  and  for  soldiers'  relief — when,  in  fact,  the 
need  in  these  directions  is  so  great  that  we  have 
been  told  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  go  to  the 
Legislature  to  make  provisions  outside  of  the  debt 
limit.  If  we  have  not  money  enough  to  take  care 
of  our  poor,  certainly  we  have  not  money  enough 
to  provide  beautiful  scenic  boulevards  in  the 
City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  will  the  coun- 
cilor yield  for  a  question? 

Coun.  BURKE— Yes,  Mr.  President. 

Coun.  RUBY — I  would  like  to  ask  the  gentle- 
man whether  in  his  opinion  the  money  in  the 
George  Robert  White  fund  can  be  transferred  and 
used  for  ordinary  charitable  purposes?  I  am  not 
asking  the  opinion  of  the  gentleman  from  Ward  IS 
(Coun.  Norton),  but  your  opinion,  councilor. 
When  I  want  to  ask  the  councilor  from  Ward  IS 
a  question,  I  will  direct  my  question  to  him. 

Coun.  BURKE— Mr.  President,  I  am  glad  to 
offer  my  opinion  on  the  question  asked  by  the 
councilor  from  Ward  14.  I  don't  think  the 
cy  pres  doctrine  has  anything  to  do  with  this 
proposed  use  of  the  George  Robert  White  Fund.  I 
suppose  the  trustees  can  divert  it  for  construction 
of  the  Prado  if  they  see  fit,  because  that  does  relate 
to  beautifying  the  City  of  Boston.  It  may  be 
that  judges  on  the  bench  of  the  Supreme  Court 


might  say  that  it  could  be  used  for  the  Welfare 
Department  if  the  time  ever  came  when  it  was 
necessary  to  divert  this  particular  fund,  because 
the  will  provides  that  it  can  be  used  for  anything 
serviceable  to  or  for  the  beautification  of  the  City 
of  Boston.  But  it  is  hard  to  tell  what  a  Massa- 
chusetts Court  would  do  if  the  case  was  placed 
before  them.  I  do  feel,  however,  that  if  the 
judges  on  the  Massachusetts  bench  were  con- 
fronted with  the  question  of  whether  the  money 
should  be  used  for  the  Welfare  Department, 
providing  people  with  food  to  eat  and  a  place  to 
sleep,  or  whether  it  should  be  spent  on  a  Prado, 
or  for  a  health  unit,  they  would  say,  "Use  the 
money  for  health  units,  as  representing  more 
nearly  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  intended!"  I 
certainly  do  not  believe,  if  that  question  ever 
came  up,  that  they  would  recommend  using  it 
for  the  Prado,  considering  the  language  of  the  will. 

President  McGRATH— The  Chair  would  re- 
mind the  councilor  that  one  of  the  members  of 
the  George  Robert  White  Board,  handling  the 
fund,  is  Robert  G.  Dodge,  president  of  the  Bar 
Association,  and  I  am  under  the  impression  that 
he  is  a  reasonably  good  attorney. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  I  am  opposed  to 
rock  gardens,  roof  gardens  and  antelope  houses. 
What  we  need  is  a  health  unit  in  the  section  of 
Dorchester  that  has  been  referred  to. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  the  coun- 
cilor from  Dorchester  stated  or  inferred  that  I 
was  interrupting  when  he  was  asking  the  colleague 
from  Dorchester  who  sits  next  to  me  a  question, 
intimating  that  I  was  trying  to  answer  the  question. 
For  the  information  of  the  councilor  from  Dor- 
chester I  would  say  that  I  was  not  attempting  to 
answer  the  question.  I  simply  said  to  my  col- 
league, "Yes,  answer  it."  But  when  it  comes  to 
the  question  of  legality  of  transferring  the  White 
Fund  money,  I  have  nothing  to  say.  I  would 
simply  state  that  I  happen  to  have  here  a  few 
citations  taken  from  a  late  work  on  wills,  by 
Alexander,  Volume  2,  page  53; — 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  if  the  councilor 
will  yield  for  a  question,  will  he  kindly  state  to  the 
Council  where  he  got  an  idea  that  352,000  was  a 
fair  price  to  pay  for  an  X-ray  machine? 

Coun.  NORTON — There  is  not  a  court  in  the 
land,  I  believe,  if  the  proposition  were  put  up  to 
them,  but  would  agree  in  these  times,  that  wher- 
ever possible  an  interpretation  of  the  law  that  will 
help  to  feed  hungry  people  should  be  made.  And 
it  seems  to  me  that  such  an  interpretation  can 
well  be  made  under  the  language  of  the  will.  In 
states  that  the  money  is  to  be  for  the  use  and 
enjoyment  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  City  of 
Boston.  What  do  you  suppose  that  Justices 
Brandeis  and  Cardozo  would  say  if  this  matter 
came  up  before  them  at  such  a  time  as  the  present 
—  the  proposed  use  of  $400,000  of  this  fund  for  a 
scenic  highway  in  the  North  End,  with  statues  and 
monuments?  The  idea,  Mr.  President  and  gentle- 
men, of  spending  §400,000  for  scenic  highways  and 
monuments,  when  so  many  of  our  people  are  in 
need  of  something  to  eat!  Now,  if  members  of 
the  body  insist,  I  would  be  pleased  to  read  nota- 
tions I  have  here  of  twenty-five  cases  dealing  with 
the  cy  pres  doctrine,  showing  that  the  courts  are 
construing  liberally  bequests  like  the  George 
Robert  White  bequest.  We  have  spent  millions 
for  street  widenings  and  improvements  of  that 
sort  from  the  funds  of  this  city.  Much  money  has 
been  spent  to  improve  that  area.  Millions  are 
being  spent,  in  which  the  North  End  very  largely 
participates,  on  the  vehicular  tunnel  between  that 
section  and  East  Boston.  At  a  time  like  this, 
however,  the  great  need  that  confronts  us  is  to  feed 
and  clothe  our  people.  I  am  sorry  that  in  all  these 
discussions  the  question  of  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
and  what  is  called  his  personal  interest  has  to  be 
thrown  in.  It  is  unfair.  From  the  information 
I  have  received  from  a  representative  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  as  lately  as  this  noon  time, 
there  is  not  a  piece  of  property  on  the  proposed 
route  that  has  been  handed  over  to  a  straw  buyer. 
We  must  be  fair  in  this  whole  thing,  Mr.  President. 
But  personally  I  am  in  favor  of  a  use  of  this  fund 
which  will  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  people  in  this 
city,  children  and  otherwise,  who  need  it.  That  is 
the  objection  I  raise  to  this  scenic  highway  propo- 
sition. I  believe  it  is  unfair  at  this  time  to  spend 
§400,000  on  a  scenic  highway. 

President  McGRATH— The  order  will  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to  ask 
some  of  the  gentlemen  who  have  spoken  on  this 
matter,  or  I   would  like  to  ask  the  City   Clerk, 
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through  the  Chair,  whether  or  not  this  body  has 
anything  to  do  with  the  disposition  of  this  fund, 
outside  of  passing  a  general  order? 

President  McGRATH — The  Chair  will  answer 
the  question  by  saying  that  no  member  of  the 
Council  other  than  the  President  has  anything  to 
do  with  the  White  Fund. 


SWIMMING    POOL    AT    SMITH    FIELD 
PLAYGROUND. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  consider 
the  advisability  of  requesting  the  Park  Com- 
mission to  turn  a  portion  of  the  Smith  Field 
Playground,  Ward  18,  into  a  swimming  pool. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  there  is  now 
a  swimming  pool  there,  a  natural  lake.  We  have 
already  spent  a  good  deal  of  money  trying  to  make 
it  into  a  baseball  diamond,  but  instead  of  that 
it  is  a  lake,  and  we  should  have  a  life  Baver  there! 
When  we  lately  asked  what  our  powers  were  over 
such  matters  after  the  City  Council  had  voted 
money,  we  found  that  we  had  absolutely  nothing 
to  do  with  the  situation.  Ninety-nine  out  of 
one  hundred  orders  here  attempt  to  deal  with 
matters  with  which  we  really  have  nothing  to  do 
legally;  but  the  City  Council  is  a  broadcasting 
station.  We  do  have  a  good  deal  of  power  in  that 
way.  Why,  the  papers  of  Boston  give  more 
publicity  to  our  doings,  to  any  one  of  us,  than 
they  do  to  three  senators  or  half  a  dozen  repre- 
sentatives from  Boston.  If  we  lose  our  broad- 
casting rights,  an  opportunity  to  appear  in  the 
press,  we  might  as  well  fold  up  and  go  home. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  our  President 
has  answered  a  question  by  Councilor  Cox  on  the 
point  of  whether  the  Council  has  anything  to  do 
directly  or  indirectly  with  the  White  Fund. 
The  President  answered  that  the  Council  did  not. 
I  now  desire  to  ask  our  President  a  question. 
You,  Mr.  President,  are  a  representative  of  the 
City  Council  of  Boston  on  that  particular  board. 
We  elected  you  president  of  the  City  Council,  and 
as  a  result  of  holding  that  office  you  function  as  a 
member  of  the  board.  Now,  such  being  the  case, 
are  you  not  bound  to  listen  to  our  opinions  upon 
this  matter,  we  having  chosen  you  President  of  the 
Council? 

President  McGRATH — The  councilor  is  asking 
a  question  that  it  is  very  difficult  to  answer.  If 
you  are  making  a  speech  I  suggest  that  you  ask 
unanimous  consent  to  make  a  speech. 

Coun.  BURKE — Is  it  not  true  that  you,  as 
President  of  the  City  Council,  hold  the  office  of 
director  of  the  George  Robert  White  Fund  and, 
for  that  reason,  we  having  elected  you  President 
of  this  body,  is  it  not  true  that  your  position  as 
one  of  the  directors  of  that  fund  came  to  you  as  the 
result  of  your  election  to  the  office  of  President 
by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Council? 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  order,  that  my  order  with  regard  to  that 
pond  out  there  is  still  before  the  body.  I  don't 
see  what  this  statement  lias  to  do  with  it. 


President  McGRATH — The  point  of  order  is 
well  taken,  The  question  is  on  suspension  of  the 
rule  for  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  Norton's  order  was  passed  under 
suspension  of  the  rule. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  now  again 
request  the  information  that  I  requested  before. 

President  McGRATH— If  Councilor  Burke 
wishes  to  ask  the  question,  the  Chair  will  simply 
state  that  he  acts  ex  officio  as  a  member  of  the 
board  of  directors  of  the  George  Robert  White 
Fund. 


POLICE  PROTECTION  FOR  DORCHESTER. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  I  ask  unanimous 
consent  to  make  a  statement. 

President  McGRATH — The  Chair  hears  no 
objection.     The  gentleman  may  proceed. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  has  the  Police 
Commissioner  answered  my  question  in  regard 
to  more  police  protection  for  Dorchester? 

President  McGRATH — The  clerk  informs  the 
Chair  that  he  is  not  in  possession  of  any  reply 
from  the  Police  Commissioner. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  last  Saturday 
night  in  Codman  square,  Dorchester,  adjoining 
my  ward,  in  the  presence  of  2,000  people  who 
were  witnessing  a  Democratic  rally  in  Ward  17 — 
I  think  it  was  a  Democratic  rally — at  nine  o'clock 
at  night,  another  gang  row  broke  out,  and  in 
place  of  the  weapons  that  had  been  used  in  the 
previous  affray,  a  lot  of  Babe  Ruth  bats  were 
used,  resulting  in  a  lot  of  home  runs! 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  would  advise 
the  councilor  to  come  down  occasionally  into 
Roxbury,  Charlestown,  or  some  of  the  other  in- 
town  wards,  and  he  wUI  find  gang  fights  going 
on  every  night  in  the  week.  But  we  don't  bring 
them  into  the  City  Council,  and  I  don't  think  he 
has  a  right  to  do  so. 

Coun.  FISH — Well,  Mr.  President,  we  have  got 
to  have  protection  there.  I  don't  blame  the  police. 
They  are  doing  a  fine  job;  but  we  need  to  have 
more  police  protection  in  Dorchester. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  ask  unani- 
mous consent  to  make  a  statement. 

President  McGRATH — If  there  is  no  objection 
the  councilor  may  proceed. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  the  gentleman 
from  Ward  16  (Coun.  Fish)  made  a  mis-statement 
of  fact — I  believe  unintentionally — when  he  said 
that  there  was  a  political  rally  going  on  at  that 
time  in  Codman  square.  I  would  state  that 
it  was  not  a  political  rally,  but  simply  a  ballyhoo 
of  the  Ward  17  Democratic  Club  in  connection 
with  a  ball  that  they  were  running  in  the  Brad- 
ford Hotel.  The  police  of  Station  19  very  effi- 
ciently handled  the  situation  and  should  be  com- 
mended for  their  work.  I  believe  that  if  there  are 
any  more  gang  fights  or  fracases  that  crop  up  in 
that  Dorchester  section,  the  police  of  Station  19 
will  take  care  of  them  and  see  that  the  hoodlums 
participating  are  run  out  of  our  town  and  sent  to 
sections  where  they  belong.

Office  of  the  Mayor,  May  22,  1933. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — In  compliance  with  section  3  of 
the  amended  city  charter,  I  submit  herewith  in 
segregated  form,  and  in  substitution  for  the  lump 
sum  recommendations  submitted  on  January  26, 
1933,  my  budget  recommendations  for  the  fiscal 
year  1933  covering  three  main  appropriation 
divisions,  namely: 

City  department  allotments  within  the  appro- 
priation limit. 

City  Debt  Requirements. 

Revenue  department  requirements. 

The  appropriations  recommended  for  the  first 
two  divisions  will  be  included  in  the  computation 
of  the  tax  rate  by  the  Board  of  Assessors,  while  the 
appropriations  for  the  last  division  will  be  met 
from  the  income  received  by  the  several  revenue 
departments  of  the  city. 

Change  in  Budget  Form. 
The  form  of  segregation  under  which  the  accom- 
panying budget  recommendations  have  been  com- 


piled represents  a  distinct  departure  from  that 
followed  in  former  years.  This  change  has  been 
made  necessary  because  of  the  extraordinary  con- 
ditions surrounding  the  preparation  of  this  year's 
budget.  The  pay  roll  reductions  put  into  effect  on 
April  21  have  so  complicated  the  pay  schedules  of 
the  city  that  it  has  been  deemed  expedient  for  this 
year,  at  least,  to  omit  the  detail  formerly  carried  in 
Schedule  A  concerning  the  various  offices  and  posi- 
tions in  city  departments.  The  action  of  the 
Legislature  in  reducing  the  appropriation  limit 
request  of  the  city  by  8750,000  has  made  necessary 
substantial  reductions  in  departmental  allowances 
for  equipment,  supplies,  materials,  and  con- 
tractual service.  By  consolidating  the  various 
item  allowances  under  these  groups,  it  is  felt  that 
the  resulting  flexibility  will  afford  department 
officials  a  better  opportunity  to  absorb  the  reduc- 
tions than  if  the  highly  segregated  form  of  former 
years  was  retained.  Another  beneficial  result  of 
the  change  should  be  a  marked  reduction  in  the 
number  of  adjustments  or  transfers  which  have 
been  necessary  in  former  years  because  of  the  high 
degree  of  segregation  followed  in  the  preparation 
of  the  budget. 

It  is  not  contemplated  that  the  change  in  the 
form  of  the  budget  will  lessen  in  any  degree  the 
control  over  departmental  expenditures  which  has 
been  an  important  element  in  the  financial  policy 
of  the  city  since  the  adoption  of  the  segregated 
budget  system  in  1916.  Departments  will  con- 
tinue to  segregate  their  expenditures  under  the 
regular  budget  classification  of  items,  the  records 
of  the  auditor's  office  will  be  maintained  as  in 
former  years,  and  the  Budget  Commissioner  will 
exercise  a  rigid  check  to  see  that  in  so  far  as  is 
possible,  the  individual  item  allowances  upon 
which  the  group  appropriations  are  based  are 
respected.  In  so  far  as  departmental  personnel  is 
concerned,  adequate  supervision  over  rates  and 
numbers  will  be  exercised  on  the  basis  of  the  1932 
Schedule  A  by  both  the  City  Auditor  and  the 
Budget  Commissioner. 

City  Maintenance  Appropriations. 

The  allowances  recommended  for  city  depart- 
ments within  the  appropriation  limit  total  $26,- 
550,000.  This  total  is  exclusive  of  appropriations 
totaling  57,850,000  which  have  '  already  been 
authorized  by  your  honorable  body  for  the  Public 
Welfare  and  Soldiers'  Relief  Departments.  This 
latter  amount  when  combined  with  the  total  of 
departmental  allowances  herein  recommended  still 
leaves  the  sum  of  $2,350,000  available  for  appro- 
priation within  the  appropriation  limit  fixed  by  the 
Legislature.  In  view  of  the  possibility  of  the  city 
receiving  financial  assistance  from  outside  sources, 
I  have  deemed  it  expedient  to  postpone  recommend- 
ing until  later  on  in  the  year  the  actual  appro- 
priation of  this  sum,  and  have  therefore  labeled  it 
in  the  table  of  departmental  allowances  as  "Re- 
served for  Supplementary  Appropriations." 

The  total  of  departmental  allowances  represents 
a  reduction  of  $5,016,318.81  from  the  estimates 
submitted  by  department  officials,  and  is  $4,545,- 
537.17  less  than  the  total  of  similar  appropriation 
recommendations  submitted  in  1933.  The  follow- 
ing table  indicates  by  groups  the  distribution  of 
this  latter  reduction:

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Acting  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
chapter  121,  of  the  Acts  of  1933,  an  executive 
order  providing  for  reductions  ranging  from  5  per 
cent  to  15  per  cent  in  the  salaries  and  wages  of 
municipal  employees  was  issued  under  date  of 
April  21.  On  a  full  year  basis  it  is  estimated  that 
the  announced  schedule  of  reductions  would  effect 
pay  roll  savings  in  city  departments  of  $2,675,000. 
From  the  effective  date  of  the  executive  order,  it 
is  estimated  that  actual  savings  to  be  realized 
during  the  balance  of  the  current  fiscal  year  will  be 
approximately  $1,900,000.  The  balance  of  the 
reduction  indicated  in  the  Personal  Service  group 
has  been  secured  in  the  main  by  allowing  vacancies 
existing  in  the  personnel  of  city  departments  to 
remain  unfilled  wherever  possible,  and  by  reducing 
pay  roll  appropriations  of  the  larger  departments 
in  anticipation  of  savings  which  will  result  during 
the  year  through  retirements,  resignations,  and 
other  causes.  In  connection  with  Personal  Service 
appropriations,  I  deem  it  necessary  to  mention  the 
fact  that  during  the  first  three  and  one-half  months 
of  the  current  year,  city  employees  made  voluntary 
pay  roll  contributions  of  approximately  $400,000 
for  the  relief  of  unemployment.  While  this 
amount  is  included  in  the  total  shown  as  being 
appropriated  for  Personal  Service,  in  a  strict  sense, 
because  of  the  actual  purpose  for  which  it  will  be 
utilized,  it  should  be  shown  under  the  heading  of 
welfare  disbursements.  In  ^  other  words,  the 
actual  appropriations  which  will  be  used  for  pay  roll 
purposes  by  city  departments  during  the  current 
year  are  $400,000  less  than  the  total  shown  in  the 
above  table.  A  comparison  with  pay  roll  appro- 
priations of  former  years  indicates  that  the  total 
actual  pay  roll  appropriations  in  the  current 
year's  budget  are  the  lowest  to  be  made  by  the 
city  since  1925. 

In  the  Contractual  Service  group  the  reduction 
indicated  may  be  attributed  in  the  main  to  three 
factors — marked  reductions  in  allowances  for 
repairs  to  departmental  equipment  and  property, 
lower  street  lighting  costs,  and  a  single  contract 
charge  for  the  disposal  of  waste  as  compared  with 
a  double  charge  in  1932.  In  the  Equipment 
group  city  departments  have  been  limited  in  their 
allowances  to  the  barest  necessities.  No  new  fire 
apparatus  will  be  purchased  this  year,  the  allow- 
ance for  new  automobiles  in  the  Police  Department 
has  been  sharply  reduced,  allowances  for  uniforms 
in  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments,  and  wearing 
apparel  in  the  hospitals  and  institutions  of  the 
city  have  been  curtailed,  and  allotments  for  the 
purchase  of  furniture  in  all  departments  have  been 
sharply  decreased.  In  the  Supplies  and  Materials 
groups,  despite  the  very  evident  possibility  of  a 
marked  up-turn  in  market  prices,  sharp  reductions 
in  departmental  allotments  have  been  made. 

Following  the  announcement  of  the  salary  re- 
duction schedule,  a  large  number  of  employees 
who  were  eligible  for  pensions  under  existing 
statutes  filed  applications  for  retirement.  These 
retirements  have  increased  the  number  of  pen- 
sioners on  the  noncontributory  pension  rolls  of  the 
city,  and  have  made  necessary  an  increase  in  the 
budget  appropriations  of  the  various  departments 
involved.  This  increase  explains  the  upward 
movement  in  the  Special  Items  group.  In  the 
Miscellaneous  group  a  marked  reduction  has  been 
made  in  investigational  activities  of  the  City 
Planning  Board  since  it  would  appear  that  for  the 
time  being,  at  least,  little  if  anything,  is  to  be 
gained  through  the  development  of  plans  looking 
toward  the  future  development  of  the  city.  In 
the  Special  Appropriations  group,  the  discon- 
tinuance of  activities  at  Rainsford  Island,  curtail- 


ment in  Public  Celebrations  programs  and  in 
allotments  for  Conventions,  and  the  elimination  .,1 
allowances  for  Granolithic  Sidewalks  and  Street 
Signs,  represent  some  of  the  factors  which  have 
contributed  to  the  savings  in  this  group.  The 
necessity  for  providing  an  increased  allowance  for 
Snow  Removal  has  served  to  offset  the  total 
savings  reflected  in  the  group. 

City  Debt  Requirements. 
The  appropriations  recommended  in  this  budget 
for  Debt  Requirements  of  the  city  during  the 
current  year  cover  payments  which  must  be  made 
during  the  course  of  the  year  to  the  Sinking  Funds 
of  the  city,  amounts  necessary  to  meet  serial  loans 
which  will  become  due,  and  interest  obligations  on 
the  long-term  debt  of  the  city.  Because  of  the 
uncertainty  surrounding  the  interest  rates  which 
the  city  will  have  to  pay  during  the  year  on  tem- 
porary loans,  no  provision  has  been  made  for  this 
item  in  the  Debt  Requirements  herein  submitted. 
Like  last  year,  the  actual  determination  of  the 
appropriation  required  for  temporary  loan  interest 
will  be  deferred  until  later  on  in  the  year.  The 
total  amount  recommended  in  this  budget  for 
appropriation  for  Debt  Requirements  is  $9,233,- 
944.25.  This  is  an  increase  of  8113,174.48  over  the 
total  appropriations  for  interest  requirements  in 
1932.  A  further  increase  will  naturally  result 
when  the  appropriation  for  temporary  loan  interest 
has  been  determined. 

Revenue  Departments. 
Appropriations  for  the  Printing  Department, 
Publication  of  the  City  Record,  and  for  the  Water 
Service,  show  a  reduction  of  $430,663.56  over  the 
appropriations  for  last  year.  Reductions  in 
salaries  and  wages  of  employees,  together  with 
sharp  reductions  in  allowances  for  Equipment, 
Supplies,  and  Materials  are  the  important  con- 
tributing factors  to  this  decrease. 

Conclusion. 

While  I  have  no  desire  or  intention  of  infringing 
upon  the  prerogative  of  your  honorable  body  with 
reference  to  your  study  and  review  of  the  accom- 
panying budget  recommendations,  nevertheless,  I 
feel  it  incumbent  upon  me  to  point  out  that  these 
recommendations  reflect  the  most  substantial 
reductions  made  in  maintenance  appropriations  of 
city  departments  over  a  long  period  of  years.  It  is 
highly  questionable  whether  any  further  reductions 
can  be  made  without  seriously  impairing  the 
administration  of  the  various  services  and  activities 
of  the  city.  While  the  nature  and  spirit  of  the 
times  call  for  a  reduction  in  the  tax  burden  now 
resting  upon  real  estate,  nevertheless,  in  seeking 
and  securing  such  a  reduction  we  must  be  careful 
not  to  injure  or  interfere  with  the  vital  services 
and  activities  of  the  municipality. 

When  the  history  of  the  period  from  which  we 
are  now  emerging  is  written,  no  municipality  will 
be  able  to  point  to  a  better  record  of  services  and 
accomplishment  than  our  own  city.  The  budget 
has  been  the  medium  through  which  the  sinews  and 
tools  used  in  the  development  of  this  record  have 
been  furnished.  Let  us  assure  the  maintenance  of 
this  record  during  the  current  year  by  making 
certain  that  the  1933  budget  provides  the  depart- 
ments of  the  city  with  the  funds  which  they  must 
have  if  they  are  to  function  properly  and  efficiently. 

I  respectfully  recommend  adoption  of  the  appro- 
priation and  tax  orders  submitted  herewith.

during  the  year,  upon  the  City  of  Boston  or  County 


of  Suffolk,  or  the  departments  or  officers  thereof 
and  to  meet  the  obligations  for  interest  on  debt, 
sinking  fund  requirements  and  maturing  debt  not 
provided  for  by  sinking  fund,  the  respective  sums 
of  money  specified  in  the  tables  and  schedules 
hereinafter  set  out  be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby 
appropriated  for  the  several  departments  and  for 
the  objects  and  purposes  hereinafter  stated.

Ordered,  That  the  appropriations  for  Water 
Service,  current  expenses,  and  the  payment  to  the 
state  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  488  of  the 
Acts  of  1895,  and  acts  in  addition  or  amendment 
thereto,  and  for  the  interest  and  debt  requirements 
for  loans  issued  for  water  purposes  be  met  by  the

Coun.  ROBERTS— Mr.  President,  the  Com- 
mittee on  Appropriations  of  the  Council  would  like 
to  announce  that  the  earliest  day,  apparently,  by 
which  we  can  have  the  budget  schedules  put  in 
shape  for  consideration  will  be  Thursday  of  this 
week,  when  we  propose  to  commence  hearings  on 
the  budget  at  10.30  a.  m.  We  have  already  held 
and  closed  our  hearings  on  the  county  budget.  The 
committee  wishes  to  have  as  many  members  as 
possible  attend  the  hearings.  We  expect  more 
interest  this  year  than  has  been  shown  at  times  in 
the  past,  and  we  are  going  to  invite  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  the  Good  Government  Association,  the 
Boston  Finance  Commission,  the  Boston  Real 
Estate  Exchange,  the  Massachusetts  Real  Es- 
tate Exchange,  the  Massachusetts  Property 
Owners  Associations,  and  the  Municipal  Research 
Bureau.

RESTORATION  OF  DILLAWAY  HOUSE.

Gentlemen, — It  is  extremely  desirable  that 
immediate  action  be  taken  by  your  honorable  body 
upon  the  order  providing  for  an  appropriation  of 
$10,000  for  the  completion  of  the  historical 
Dillaway  House  in  Roxbury.  The  legislative  act 
made  provision  for  the  expenditure  of  $25,000 
for  the  restoration  of  this  historical  structure  and 
your  honorable  body  saw  fit  to  make  available  but 
$15,000  of  the  amount  required.

and  add  one  more  to  the  historical  treasures  for 
which  Boston  is  world-famous.

REPORT    OF  FINANCE   COMMISSION    ON 
PRISONS. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Finance  Commission,  May  22,  1933. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — The  Finance  Commission  recently 
completed  a  survey  of  the  operating  methods  of 
the  Charles  Street  Jail  under  the  administration  of 
Sheriff  John  A.  Keliher.  During  the  progress  of 
the  survey  the  Finance  Commission  received  the 
hearty  cooperation  of  all  the  officials  connected 
with  the  jail. 

The  Finance  Commission  makes  herewith  certain 
comments  which  are  presented  to  your  Honor  and 
to  your  honorable  body  so  that  in  your  capacity  as 
county  commissioners  you  may  make  such  neces- 
sary provisions  in  connection  therewith  as  may 
seem  to  you  proper, 
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In  general  the  commission  found  the  conditions 
good  and  wholesome.  It  was  apparent,  however, 
that  the  officials  of  the  jail  were  functioning  with- 
out many  of  those  checks  and  practices  which  are 
now  considered  absolutely  essential  to  the  successful 
operation  of  a  public  institution. 

The  jail  differs  from  the  County  House  of  Correc- 
tion in  that  all  committed  to  the  jail  have  not  been 
found  guilty  of  criminal  offenses.  Approximately 
70  per  cent  of  the  population  at  any  time  consists 
of  persons  awaiting  trial,  persons  held  on  appeal 
or  for  the  Grand  Jury,  or  witnesses  confined  for 
safe-keeping.  The  number  of  inmates  has  varied 
very  little  from  year  to  year.  In  1929  the  average 
daily  population  was  312,  and  the  administrative 
cost  was  $246,503.56.  In  1932  the  average  daily 
population  was  302  and  the  administrative  cost 
was  $235,073.32.  Of  this  302,  the  number  serving 
sentences  after  conviction  was  under  100.  Approxi- 
mately 50  of  the  302  were  women. 

It  was  found  that  the  purchasing  methods 
employed  are  antiquated  and  are  open  to  the 
possibility  of  abuse,  though  no  abuse  was  found. 
Purchases  are  made  over  the  telephone,  without 
written  order.  Purchases  are  made  without  com- 
petition, and  no  effective  use  is  made  of  the  bulk 
purchasing  power  of  the  city  Supply  Department. 
As  a  result,  the  prices  paid  at  the  jail  are  higher 
than  the  prices  paid  by  the  city  Supply  Depart- 
ment. 

For  instance,  in  coal  purchases  the  jail  paid  $6 
per  ton  for  bituminous  coal,  while  the  city  Supply 
Department  paid  $4.78,  and  $12  per  ton  for 
anthracite,  when  the  city  Supply  Department 
paid  only  $10.34. 

The  commission  believes  that  money  could  be 
saved  if  the  officials  of  the  jail  purchased  meats, 
groceries,  paints,  varnishes,  cleaners,  hardware, 
fuel  and  other  large  items  through  the  city  Supply 
Department. 

The  quality  of  the  food  needs  little  comment. 
Because  of  inadequate  ice-box  facilities,  foodstuffs 
must  necessarily  be  immediately  consumed. 
Inspection  for  quality  is  not  part  of  the  ordinary 
routine.  Meat  found  on  hand  which  was  tested 
by  the  Finance  Commission  proved  to  be  choice  or 
No.  1  grade,  but  canned  goods  were  found  to  be  of 
a  decidedly  lower  grade  than  those  furnished  the 
city  institutions  through  the  city  Supply  Depart- 
ment. 

The  Finance  Commission  wishes  also  to  point 
out  a  lack  of  proper  records  through  which  a 
sufficient  check  can  be  made  of  the  administrative 
functioning  of  the  jail,  not  only  for  purposes  of 
examining  the  activities  during  a  year  then  current, 
but  also  for  historical  purposes  and  for  purposes  of 
comparison.  Except  for  an  analysis  according  to 
the  city  budget  classifications  and  a  firm  ledger  kept 
in  detail,  there  are  very  few  records.  Stock 
records  made  in  the  storeroom  are  destroyed 
weekly.  No  annual  inventory  or  periodical  listing 
of  supplies  and  equipment  is  made.  As  previously 
stated,  there  is  no  written  order  for  purchases. 
There  is  no  book  upon  which  receipt  of  goods  can 
be  entered.  Weight  slips  are  destroyed.  In 
general,  the  commission  believes  that  a  more 
thorough  system  of  bookkeeping  and  analysis  of 
expense  should  be  installed,  and  that  machinery 
for  an  adequate  inspection  of  purchases  should  be 
set  up. 

In  the  following  two  instances  the  commission 
believes  that  the  annual  costs  merit  your  considera- 
tion. The  first  is  the  cost  of  roofing  repairs  and  of 
removal  of  snow  from  the  roofs.  This  item  for 
1932  exceeded  $5,500,  of  which  labor  costs  were 
$3,800  and  materials  about  $1,700.  For  ten 
months  last  year  the  roof  repairs  averaged  $560 
per  month.  These  expenses  were  incurred  with- 
out a  contract  and  without  competition.  The 
second  is  the  cost  of  the  repairs  to  locks  in  the  jail. 
Last  year  the  expenditure  was  about  $3,900,  and 
this  expenditure  is  typical  of  the  usual  annual 
expense.  Again  the  expenditures  were  made 
without  contract  or  competition.  The  Finance 
Commission  believes  that  work  of  the  character  of 
these  two  items  should  not  be  given  out  in  the 
manner  now  in  vogue.  A  comprehensive  plan  for 
the  future  and  a  careful  attempt  to  obtain  the  best 
prices  should  be  the  subject  of  your  consideration. 

The  officials  of  the  jail  have  refrained  from  asking 
for  funds  with  which  to  replace  old  equipment 
because  they  realized  the  necessity  of  postponing 
expenditures  where  possible.  That  such  replace- 
ment will  soon  become  necessary,  especially  in 
the  matter  of  the  laundry  equipment  and  the 
kitchen  equipment,  both  of  which  are  old-fashioned 
and  nearing  the  end  of  their  usefulness,  is  apparent. 


Plans  must  therefore  be  laid  for  such  replace- 
ments in  the  near  future.  Is  should  also  be  borne 
in  mind  that  the  wall  which  separates  the  jail  yard 
from  the  Public  Works  Department  yard  on  North 
Grove  street  will  need  attention  in  the  next  few 
years.  This  wall  has  been  considerably  damaged 
by  the  carelessness  of  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment employees  on  their  side. 

The  Finance  Commission  recommends  to  your 
Honor  and  to  your  honorable  body  that  the  matters 
hereinbefore  detailed  be  given  careful  considera- 
tion in  order  that  the  changes  in  method  necessary 
to  place  the  jail,  in  the  matters  hereinbefore  out- 
lined, upon  a  more  up-to-date  and  economical 
basis,  be  devised  and  put  into  effect.

REPORT   OF    COMMITTEE   ON   FINANCE_ 

Coun.  DOWD,  for  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
submitted  the  following- 

1.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  orders 
(referred  April  10)  that  $120,000  be  appropriated 
to  be  expended  by  Trustees  of  Boston  City  Hospit- 
al for  Kitchen  Building,  etc.,  and  that  $40,000  be 
appropriated  to  be  expended  by  Trustees  of  Boston 
City  Hospital  for  Old  Laundry  Building,  Re- 
modeling, etc., —  that  same  ought  not  to  pass, 
without  prejudice. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  orders. 

Coun.  DOWD— Mr.  President,  I  might  say  that 
the  committee  has  not  committed  itself  one  way  or 
the  other  for  or  against  these  loan  orders.  To- 
gether, they  represent  $160,000.  There  is  already 
available  about  $345,000  for  the  hospital,  and 
this  will  bring  the  total  amount  available  to  about, 
half  a  million  dollars.  Bids  were  called  for  at  one 
time,  and  ten  contractors  bid,  the  amount  of  the 
lowest  bid  being  $450,000.  So  they  are  now  asking 
for  additional  money.  The  committee  feel  that, 
having  in  mind  the  time  limit,  we  are  desirous  of 
having  two  more  weeks  to  consider  the  matter. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  dissented  from 
the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  last 
Friday,  because  I  believed  it  was  at  this  time 
unwise  to  hold  up  this  appropriation  of  $160,000 
to  help  complete  that  important  agency  of  the 
hospital  work.  The  committee  have  given  careful 
consideration  of  the  matter,  and  I  am  in  sympathy 
with  the  members  who  are  opposed  to  the  orders 
at  the  present  time.  Nevertheless,  we  have  just 
spent  millions  of  dollars  in  adding  to  the  facilities 
for  patients  in  the  hospital,  and,  having  in  mind  that 
we  should  give  the  patients  and  the  staff  at  the 
hospital  every  possible  accommodation,  I  believe 
it  will  be  unwise  to  hold  up  orders  so  vitally 
affecting  the  work  of  the  hospital.  The  members 
of  the  committee  a  few  weeks  ago,  at  the  invitation 
of  the  Trustees  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital,  were 
asked  to  inspect  the  part  of  the  building  where 
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these  improvements  are  contemplated.  With  the 
chairman  of  the  committee,  we  went  through  the 
Old  Laundry  Building,  which  it  is  intended  to 
demolish  and  replace  with  a  receiving  room,  and 
we  also  visited  the  kitchen,  which  is  supposed  to 
accommodate,  as  I  understood,  3,000  men,  women 
and  children  patients  and  hospital  officials,  han- 
dling approximately  10,000  meals  a  day.  I  think 
I  can  safely  state  without  contradiction  that  the 
present  City  Hospital  kitchen,  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  the  3,000  people  who  are  fed  four  meals  a 
day,  three  regular  meals  and  a  meal  for  the  night 
shift  of  the  hospital,  is  smaller  and  less  Banitary 
than  is  the  kitchen  of  our  Charles  Street  Jail,  which 
accommodates  a  few  over  two  hundred  inmates. 
There  is  no  reason,  Mr.  Chairman,  why  this  appro- 
priation should  be  held  up.  The  work  should  be 
completed  so  that  our  hospitalization  program  may 
properly  continue.  They  have  $345,000.  They 
cannot  commence  work  unless  this  additional  sum 
is  given  to  them.  I  have  made  an  investigation 
and  study  of  the  situation,  and  have  come  to  the 
conclusion  that,  even  in  times  like  these,  it  would 
be  very  unwise  to  hold  up  these  loan  orders. 
It  is  extremely  important  that  the  appropriations 
should  be  made  so  that  the  work  of  the  hospital, 
which  will  be  immediately  ready  to  proceed  in 
accordnace  with  the  recent  plans,  may  continue. 
All  the  members  of  this  body  should  have  been 
present  last  Saturday  morning  at  the  hospital,  to 
have  inspected  the  building,  and  to  see  what  is 
being  done.  It  would  have  done  your  hearts  good. 
If  we  are  to  stand  foremost  in  hospitalization  work, 
as  compared  with  other  cities  of  this  country,  it  is 
our  duty  not  to  retard  the  promised  progress; 
and  I  trust,  therefore,  that  these  loan  orders  will 
today  receive  their  first  reading  and  passage. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  regret  exceed- 
ingly that  there  is  any  controversy  in  so   far    as 
these   loan   orders   are   concerned,   today.     I   feel 
that  at  this  time  the  expenditure  of  half  a  million 
dollars  means  something  to  the  citizens  of  Boston. 
I  am  not  saying  that  the  Hospital  Trustees  should 
not  have  this  money  for  this  work.     I  will  agree 
that  the  kitchen  is  in  such  shape  that  we  should 
have  a  new  kitchen.     But  we  are  merely  asking  for 
more  time,  Mr.  President    and    members  of  _  the 
Conncil.     As  long  as  the    controversy  has  arisen, 
however,   I   want   to   state   definitely   why   I   am 
opposed  to  the  passage  of  these  orders  at  the  present 
time  or  until  such  time  as  there  may  be  an  under- 
standing either  with  the  trustees  or  the  Mayor. 
Mr.    President,    every    scrubwoman    in    Boston, 
every   city   employee   and   every   member   of  the 
Council,  has  taken  a  cut  in  salary.     Now,  on  such 
matters  as  we  are  considering  the  trustees  employ 
architects,  and  on  this  proposed  job  we  find  the 
same    architects    have    completed    millions    and 
millions   of    work   for   the   city.     I    say    to    you, 
gentlemen,  before  I  will  vote  for  these  orders  I  am 
going   to   have  it   stated   definitely,   through   the 
trustees,  that  the  architects  are  going  to  take  a  cut. 
Is  there  any  reason  on  this  remodeling  of  the  old 
laundry,  a  $100,000  proposition,   why  the  archi- 
tects should  get  10  per  cent,  or  $10,000?     And  is 
there  any  reason  on  the  $400,000  estimated  for 
the  new  kitchen,   why  the  architects  should  get 
$24,000?     In   other    words,     on   these   jobs   it  is 
proposed  to  pay  $34,000  to  the  architects.     I  say, 
if  we  are  going  to  economize  let  us  economize  with 
everyone  doing  business  for  the  City  of  Boston. 
I  dare  say  there  is  not  a  man  working  for  the 
architects   on   these   jobs   who   has  not   been   cut 
20  to  35  per  cent  in  his  wages.     I  say  to  you,  Mr. 
President  and  gentlemen  of  the  Council,  that  we 
should  have  an  understanding  with  the  Mayor  of 
Boston,  with   the  trustees,   with   these  architects, 
or  with  any  architects  on  public  buildings  at  the 
present  time,  so  that  they  will  take  a  cut  of  20  per 
cent,  and  in  that  way  we  would  here  save  the  city 
$7,000.     There  are  other  grounds  for  criticism  up 
there,  Mr.  President.     We  have  heard  it  said  that 
there  are  certain  individuals  up  there  in  the  hospital 
who  have  quarters  there  and  send  their  bills  from 
there,  and  who  control  certain  accommodations  in 
certain  wards  for  their  patients,  who  may  come 
from  in  or  out  of  town.     Some  beds  seem  to  be 
reserved  for  certain  doctors.     So  I  think  before  we 
give  the  trustees  carte  blanche  to   spend  so  many 
thousands  of  dollars,  we  ought  to  give  this  matter 
some    consideration.     I    am    not    against    a    new 
kitchen.     I  believe  they  should  have  it.     But  I 
believe  if  we  can  save  $7,000  on  the  job  we  ought 
to  do  it.     And  so  I  now  ask  the  Council  to  stand 
with  the  city  on  this  matter,  so  that  we  may  have  a 
conference  with  the  trustees  and  see  if  we  cannot 
get  the  fees  of  the  architects  reduced  20  per  cent. 


And  that  is  something  that  should  apply  to  other 
architects,  also,  and  not  these  architects  alone. 
We  find  that  the  lowest  bidder  here  bid  $450,000. 
Now,  is  there  any  reason  why  we  should  give  them 
$50,000  extra  to  play  with?  Not  only  that,  but, 
as  I  say,  there  should  be  this  saving  on  the  archi- 
tects' fees.  I  understand  that  the  lowest  bidder 
was  Matthew  Cummings,  with  a  bid  of  $450,000. 
I  am  in  accord  with  the  councilor  from  Dorchester 
(Coun.  Ruby)  in  so  far  as  treatment  of  the  hospital 
is  concerned.  It  is  in  my  district.  I  have  voted 
for  the  last  seven  years  for  every  dollar  that  was 
needed  for  hospitalization  work.  But  I  am  not  at 
this  time  going  to  allow  action  to  be  taken,  with 
my  consent,  that  I  feel  is  not  in  the  interest  of  the 
people  of  Boston.  I  certainly  think  the  archi- 
tects' fees  should  be  reduced,  as  I  have  suggested, 
and  when  I  ask  on  behalf  of  the  committee  that 
there  may  be  a  reasonable  delay  that  we  may 
look  farther  into  that  matter,  I  think  there  should 
not  be  a  murmur  of  protest  from  anybody  here. 
I  simply  ask  that  we  be  given  sufficient  time,  and 
we  will  make  our  report  this  week. 

Coun.  FISH— Mr.  President,  I  agree  with  the 
councilor  who  has  just  spoken.  All  city  employees 
have  taken  a  cut  of  from  10  to  20  per  cent,  and  I 
believe  architects  should  take  their  cuts  along  with 
others.  I  am  not  opposed  to  the  proposed  new 
kitchen.  I  believe  in  it  and  would  like  to  see  it  go 
through.  But  I  believe  the  architects  should  take 
their  cut;  and  I  am  going  to  introduce  an  order 
looking  to  a  cut  in  architects'  fees  on  city  work. 

Coun.  ROBERTS — Mr.  President,  as  a  member 
of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  I  voted  against  it 
for  another  reason.  We  find,  from  the  budget 
figures  just  submitted  to  us,  that  the  financial 
condition  of  the  city  will  not  warrant  the  proper 
lighting  of  our  streets  this  year,  that  every  third 
arc  light  in  the  city  is  to  be  shut  off.  If  that  is  the 
condition  confronting  us,  I  do  not  believe  we  can 
afford  this  year  to  do  this  new  building,  but  that 
we  should  delay  it  for  at  least  another  year.  I  be- 
lieve if  there  is  any  one  thing  we  should  have  in 
this  city  for  the  protection  of  the  citizens,  it  is 
proper  street  lighting. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  hate  to  rise 
again  on  this  proposition,  but  it  seems  to  me,  with 
all  due  respect  to  the  chairman  of  the  committee, 
that  this  is  not  a  half  million  dollar  appropriation, 
but  an  appropriation  of  $160,000.  I  will  agree 
with  the  chairman  of  the  committee,  for  the  sake 
of  argument,  that  the  architects  ought  to  take  a 
cut  commensurate  with  the  cuts  that  have  been 
given  to  other  city  officials,  as  well  as  to  this 
honorable  body.  But,  Mr.  President,  cannot  we 
readily  imagine  that  a  kitchen  built  some  years  ago 
is  not  now  adequate,  with  the  fast  increasing 
population  we  have  there?  I  don't  care  if  every 
light  in  the  City  of  Boston  is  shut  off  tonight, 
I  say  that  the  defeat  of  these  orders  represents 
unwise  economy.  I  still  insist  that  we  owe  a  duty 
to  the  sick  and  unfortunate  of  Boston  to  properly 
take  care  of  them;  and  we  should  all  remember, 
Mr.  President,  that  while  there  has  been  a  depres- 
sion throughout  our  city  there  has  been  no  depres- 
sion at  the  Boston  City  Hospital  in  the  sense  that 
there  has  been  any  decrease  in  the  demands  made 
upon  it.  Those  demands  in  these  times  have 
increased.  That  is  easy  to  understand  when  we 
realize  that  all  the  other  hospitals  of  a  private 
nature  throughout  the  city  are  handicapped  be- 
cause patients  cannot  afford  to  go  to  them.  The 
result  is  that  our  City  Hospital  is  over-run  with 
patients,  and  there  are  there  today  probably  four 
hundred  to  five  hundred  patients  more  than  the 
hospital  should  under  ordinary  conditions  accom- 
modate. Of  course,  people  generally  have  been 
hit  by  the  depression  and  are  unable  to  go  to  the 
private  hospitals  where  money  is  charged.  It  is 
rather  unfortunate  that  the  chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance  should  upon  this  proposition 
use  the  argument  that  there  are  private  doctors 
using  the  City  Hospital  for  private  gain.  That  is 
something  which  should  not  be  injected  into  this 
proposition,  but  ought  to  be  referred  under  an 
order  to  our  Committee  on  Hospitals  for  investiga- 
tion, if  investigation  is  necessary.  But  it  should 
not  be  used  as  an  argument  against  the  completion 
of  an  important  function  of  the  City  Hospital, 
This  $160,000  is  to  help  take  care  of  the  laundry 
and  receiving  room  of  the  hospital,  and  also  of  the 
kitchen.  Those  are  the  only  things  involved  here. 
I  say,  with  all  due  respect  to  the  councilor  from 
Ward  4  (Coun.  Roberts),  that  the  kitchen  is 
necessary,  that  it  is  vital  to  the  health  and  welfare 
of  the  patients  and  the  officials  of  the  hospital. 
1   think   if   we   have   any  grievances   as   to  some

internal  conditions  at  the  hospital,  those  ought  not 
to  be  used  as  an  argument  against  the  passage  of 
these  orders.  That  is  another  issue.  The  Com- 
mittee on  Finance  had  two  or  three  meetings  on 
this  matter,  and  the  trustees  and  architects  have 
been  in.  These  questions  that  have  been  raised 
here  were  not  there  raised.  They  are  simply 
collateral  issues.  We  have  had  these  orders  before 
us  since  the  13th  of  April.  Is  this  matter  of 
appropriating  $160,000  so  important  today  when 
in  the  last  few  years  we  have  spent  $5,000,000  on 
the  hospital,  in  connection  with  which  such  col- 
lateral questions  have  never  been  raised?  I  be- 
lieve we  should  pass  these  orders  to  their  first 
reading  today,  because  they  cannot  have  a  second 
reading  until  two  weeks  have  elapsed.  In  the 
meantime  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance  can,  in  his  wisdom,  call  in  the  architects 
and  trustees,  and  can  interview  the  Mayor  of  this 
city.  Then  if  we  find  things  that  need  investiga- 
tion we  can  refuse  to  give  the  orders  a  second 
reading  two  weeks  from  today. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  hope  no  smoke 
screen  will  be  thrown  around  the  orders.  The 
councilor  is  correct  in  saying  that  these  orders  pro- 
vide only  $160,000,  but  don't  let  us  forget  the  fact 
that  the  trustees  have  8345,000  more  at  their  dis- 
posal for  use  at  the  City  Hospital — which,  I  admit, 
cannot  be  used  for  anything  else  but  hospital  work. 
I  think  there  are  hardly  any  members  of  the  com- 
mittee, with  the  possible  exception  of  one  or  two, 
who  will  really  say  that  we  do  not  need  a  new 
kitchen  at  the  hospital.  I  agree  that  we  need  a 
new  kitchen,  but  I  also  say  that  we  have  another 
duty  to  perform.  If  we  can  save  money  for  the 
city  by  waiting  another  week  or  two,  I  believe  it  is 
the  duty  of  the  Council  to  do  so.  We  have  had 
several  meetings  on  this  important  matter.  They 
advertised  for  bids,  and  the  lowest  was  $450,000. 
They  are  now  asking  for  $160,000  more.  It  is  a 
question  whether  or  not  the  committee  in  its 
wisdom  desires  to  give  them  the  $160,000  extra. 
Ordinarily,  I  would  vote  for  these  orders,  but  where 
I  see  a  possible  chance  for  an  important  saving  to 
the  city  I  think  there  should  be  some  delay.  Of 
course,  it  is  not  in  the  power  of  the  committee  to 
deal  with  the  architects,  but  that  is  in  the  power 
of  the  Mayor  and  the  trustees,  and  if  we  delay  this 
matter  for  awhile  and  give  them  a  chance  to  take 
it  up  with  the  architects,  possibly  they  will  do  so,  as 
I  believe  they  should.  There  is  a  good  chance  here 
to  save  $7,000,  and  $7,000  is  a  lot  of  money  in 
these  days;  and  I  say  that  that  is  a  question  that  is 
directly  involved  in  this  proposed  appropriation. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  orders, 
and  the  clerk  called  the  roll.  The  order  was  de- 
clared rejected  (fifteen  affirmative  votes  being  re- 
quired for  passage),  yeas  14,  nays  6: 

Yeas — Coun.  Barker,  Brackman,  Burke,  Dono- 
van, Englert,  Fitzgerald,  Gallagher,  Green,  Hein, 
Lynch,  McGrath,  Murray,  Power,  Ruby — 14. 

Nays — Coun.  Curtis,  Dowd,  Fish,  Kelly, 
Norton,  Roberts — 6. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  move  recon- 
sideration and  assignment  to  the  next  meeting. 

Reconsideration  prevailed,  and  the  question 
came  on  assignment  to  the  next  meeting. 

Coun.  KELI<Y — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  information.  I  understand,  according  to  our 
calendar,  that  this  order  will  be  in  effect  after 
June  9,  1933.  Will  the  Chair  please  rule  on  that 
point? 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  order.  As  the  order  now  stands,  it  is  rejected  by 
this  Council. 

President  McGRATH — The  rejection  has  been 
reconsidered,  Councilor  Dowd. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  another  point  of 
order.  I  understand  that  June  9  is  the  final  day 
when  the  order  will  go  into  effect  without  action 
on  our  part.  Will  the  Chair  advise  me  as  to 
whether,  if  the  Council  adjourns  for  two  weeks 
from  today,  the  final  day  for  action  being  June  9, 
what  the  status  of  the  order  will  be  at  our  next 
meeting? 

President  McGRATH — Unless  the  order  is 
definitely  rejected  by  the  Council  at  this  time,  or 
unless  definite  action  is  taken  by  the  Council 
before  June  9,  it  will  then  go  into  effect. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  some  time  ago 
we  had  a  happening  of  this  very  kind  in  ^  the 
Council.  As  the  law  specifically  says,  as  contained 
in  the  Boston  city  charter,  that  a  loan  order  like 
this  requires  fifteen  votes  for  passage,  it  seems  to 
me  that  the  object  of  the  Legislature  in  giving  us  an 
opportunity  to  act  upon  these  matters  is  defeated 
if  this  is  allowed  to  lie  on  the  table  and  go  into 


effect  immediately  on  June  9,  without  further 
action  on  our  part.  You  will  always  have  votes 
enough  here  for  reconsideration  and  will  always 
have  votes  enough  to  carry  a  motion  to  lay  on  the 
table.  The  result  will  be,  if  this  sort  of  thing  con- 
tinues, that  the  Council  will  simply  be  a  laughing 
stock  in  this  city,  allowing  a  $500,000  proposition 
to  go  through  without  a  vote  of  its  members. 

President  McGRATH— The  Chair  would  state 
that,  in  the  event  of  the  Council  adjourning  today 
for  two  weeks  by  reason  of  the  holiday,  we  will 
meet  again  on  the  5th  of  June,  and  that  this  order 
does  not  go  into  effect  until  the  9th  of  June.  So 
there  will  be  an  opportunity  for  the  Council  to  act 
between  now  and  the  time  when  the  order  would 
automatically  go  into  effect. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  don't  want  a 
mistaken  impression  to  prevail  here.     I  don't  want 
to  be  a  party  to  the  defeat  of  this  measure  in  the 
legislative   branch,   so   far  as   the   necessary   two 
readings  are  concerned,  and  I  don't  want  to  be 
charged    with    unfair    parliamentary    procedure. 
I  did  not  move  to  lay  this  matter  on  the  table. 
I  asked  for  reconsideration,  and  if  the  members  of 
this  body  are  of  the  same  mind  when  we  reconvene 
prior  to  June  9,  they  can  express  their  disapproval 
of  this  $160,000  proposed  measure,  and  defeat  it. 
I  desire  to  have  this  measure  given  every  possible 
bit  of  legislative  opportunity  for  passage.     I  am 
not  going  to  move  to  adjourn  for  two  weeks.     I  am 
willing  to  come  in  next  Monday.     I  simply  wanted 
this  measure  reconsidered  so  that  those  members  of 
the  committee  who  have  voted  against  it  may  be 
given  an  opportunity  to  study  it  further,  availing 
themselves  of  the  chance  to  go  to  the  hospital,  as  we 
did  ,  and  look  into  the  situation  for  themselves.     It 
may  then  be  possible,  even  in  this  time  of  depres- 
sion, that  some  of  the  members  who  have  voted 
"No"  on  the  passage  of  the  orders,  may  vote  with 
the  fourteen  wrho  have  favored  passage,  so  that 
action  may  be  taken  before  June  9.     I  have  only 
asked  for  reconsideration,  and  that  does  not  in  any 
way,  manner  or  form,  tend  to  defeat  the  orders 
under  the  sixty-day  rule.     We  will  have  an  oppor- 
tunity, whether  we  adjourn  to  next  week  or  for 
two  weeks,  to  again  express  our  opinion  in  the 
matter;  and,  of  course,  if  there  is  more  than  a  two- 
thirds   vote  for   the   orders   before   June   9,   what 
difference  does  it  make  whether  we  have  the  two 
readings  before  then  or  not?     We  will  have  had  an 
opportunity  to  make  an  honest  and  fair  inspection 
of  the  premises  and  form  an  opinion  as  to   the 
urgent  necessity  of  the  passage  of  this  loan  order. 

Coun.  CURTIS— Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
ask  a  question.  If,  when  this  matter  is  voted  on 
two  weeks  from  today,  it  fails  to  receive  a  two- 
thirds  vote,  is  it  not  then  true  that  a  bare  majority 
could  again  move  and  carry  reconsideration  and  lay 
the  matter  on  the  table,  thereby  ensuring  its  final 
passage  under  the  rule?  I  would  like  to  ask  the 
gentlemen,  if  it  fails  to  receive  a  two-thirds  vote, 
if  they  will  again  reconsider  and  place  the  matter 
on  the  table,  letting  it  rest? 

President  McGRATH— The  Chair  would  say 
that  the  matter  can  be  reconsidered  only  once. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  said  in  my 
opening  remarks  that  I  wanted  the  orders  passed 
or  rejected  after  fair  consideration,  and  if  it  does 
not  receive  a  two-thirds  vote  at  the  next  meeting, 
I  will  not  resort  to  any  parliamentary  tactics. 
I  simply  repeat  that  if  the  matter  is  assigned,  it  will 
properly  come  before  the  body  again  for  final  action 
before  the  sixty-day  rule  will  go  into  effect. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  don't  desire  to 
have  anybody  get  me  wrong,  either,  and  I  cer- 
tainly have  no  illusions  in  regard  to  what  is  likely 
to  happen.  With  the  fourteen  votes  that  have 
already  been  cast  for  these  orders  today,  I  realize 
that,  with  the  reconsideration  and  assignment, 
between  now  and  the  next  meeting  wires  will  be 
pulled  on  two  of  the  other  councilors,  so  that  the 
necessary  two-thirds  vote  for  passage  will  be 
obtained. 

The  matter  was  assigned  to  the  next  meeting  by 
a  rising  vote. 


REDUCTION  OF  ARCHITECTS'  FEES. 

Coun.  FISH  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  hiB  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  reduce  architects'  fees  on  new  work  from  6  per 
cent  to  4  per  cent,  and  on  alteration  work  from  10 
per  cent  to  6  per  cent. 

Coun.  DOWD— Mr.  President,  I  trust  that 
every  member  of  the  Council  heard  the  order  just 
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read,  presented  by  Councilor  Fish,  that  all  archi- 
tects' fees  be  cut.  But  remember  this,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent and  members  of  the  Council,  that  you  have 
voted  not  to  cut  architects'  fees  if  you  vote  to 
allow  these  architects  to  get  their  $34,000,  although 
you  are  now  ostensibly  voting  in  favor  of  the 
cutting  of  architects'  fees. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


REPORT     OF     COMMITTEE     ON     PUBLIC 
LANDS. 

Coun.  KELLY,  for  the  Committee  on  Public 
Lands,  submitted  the  following: 

1.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  January  9),  transferring  land  of  Dor- 
chester avenue  together  with  buildings  thereon, 
known  as  Convalescent  Home,  to  custody  of  Park 
Department — that  same  ought  not  to  pass,  without 
prejudice. 

Report  accepted;  order  rejected. 


BATHING   FOUNTAINS  FOR  SMALL 
CHILDREN. 

Ooun.  NORTON  offered  the  following:. 

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  be  requested 
to  consider  the  advisability  of  recommending  to 
the  Trustees  of  the  George  Robert  White  Fund 
first:  "That  the  present  surplus  of  $400,000  be 
held  until  a  larger  amount  accumulates."  If  this 
is  not  satisfactory,  and  the  $400,000  must  be  spent, 
that  the  trustees  consider  the  erection  of  fountains, 
at  congested  areas  in  the  city,  where  small  children 
could  bathe  during  the  summer  months. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  don't  know 
of  what  use  it  will  be,  but  I  do  want  to  again  voice 
my  objection  to  spending  $400,000  for  the  proposed 
scenic  highway  in  the  North  End.  I  would  prefer 
to  see  such  work  held  up,  or  not  even  proposed, 
till  we  can  see  a  little  light  through  the  present 
depression.  When  so  much  money  is  needed  to 
feed  our  people,  certainly  projects  of  that  sort 
should  not  be  entertained.  But  if  this  money  must 
be  spent,  why  not  consider  the  idea  of  fountains  in 
parts  of  our  city  where  the  youngsters  will  be  able 
to  take  a  little  swim  on  the  hot  days  of  summer? 
Every  year,  when  the  warm  weather  is  with  us,  we 
see  a  number  of  young  children  unable  to  swim  who 
are  drowned,  because  they  are  looking  for  a  chance 
to  get  into  the  water.  ■  It  is  a  very  unfortunate 
situation.  So,  if  we  must  spend  this  money — 
although  it  seems  like  more  or  less  of  a  crime  to 
spend  it  at  this  time — I  would  at  least  ask  for 
consideration  of  the  idea  embodied  in  this  order. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


BUILDING  STREETS  BY  WELFARE  MEN. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  consider  the 
advisability  of  having  Welfare  men  build  streets  in 
Boston. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  we  have  338 
streets  in  Ward  18,  unaccepted  streets  that  should 
be  built,  to  say  nothing  of  the  large  number  of  such 
streets  in  the  other  suburban  wards.  I  under- 
stand that  it  does  not  require  a  technical  man  to 
build  such  streets,  that  it  is  wholly  a  matter  of 
putting  on  the  bituminous  product,  and  that  it  can 
be  done  perfectly  well  by  men  getting  welfare  from 
the  city.  As  I  say,  we  have  these  338  streets  in 
Ward  18  alone,  which  are  simply  mud  holes,  lined 
with  houses  and  property  on  which  people  have  paid 
taxes  for  years.  It  would  seem  that,  using  this 
bituminous  product,  men  from  the  Welfare  Depart- 
ment could  be  put  on  those  streets. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


REPORT  ON  NUMBER  OF  RESIDENTS. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  be  re- 
quested to  consider  the  advisability  of  requesting 
the  Police  Commissioner  to  thoroughly  investigate 
and  report  on  all  hotels,  lodging  houses  and  resi- 
dences reporting  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of 
residents,  residing  at  said  address  on  April  1  of  this 
year,  as  compared  with  the  number  reported  as 
living  at  said  address  on  April  1  of  last  year. 


Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  all  the 
figures  tend  to  show  that  the  population,  in  the 
in-town  wards  of  Boston  in  particular,  has  fallen 
off  in  the  last  two-year,  four-year  and  eight-year 
periods.  The  United  States  Government  census 
figures  for  1930  indicate  that,  and  the  preliminary 
figures  for  1932  point  the  same  way.  It  might  be  a 
good  idea,  in  this  mayoralty  year,  to  ask  the  head 
of  the  Police  Department  to  check  up  on  these 
hotels  and  lodging  houses,  which,  peculiarly 
enough,  while  many  of  the  owners  of  them  are 
unable  to  pay  taxes  and  are  losing  money,  show  on 
the  first  of  April  a  larger  number  of  inmates  than 
at  other  times  in  the  year. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


PUBLIC   LANDS   ORDERS. 

President  McGRATH  called  up,  under  un- 
finished business,  Nos.  4  and  5  on  the  calendar,  viz. : 

4.  Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be,  and 
he  hereby  is,  authorized,  in  the  name  and  behalf  of 
the  city,  to  sell  at  public  auction,  at  an  upset  price 
of  four  hundred  (400)  dollars,  a  parcel  of  land 
situated  on  the  southwesterly  side  of  Parker  place, 
in  that  part  of  Boston  called  Roxbury,  containing 
7,468  square  feet,  more  or  less,  and  upon  the  pay- 
ment of  the  selling  price  obtained  at  said  auction  to 
execute  and  return  to  the  purchaser  thereof  a  deed 
of  the  said  premises  in  form  satisfactory  to  the  Law 
Department. 

On  May  8,  1933,  the  foregoing  order  was  read 
once  and  passed,  yeas  21,  nays  0. 

5.  Whereas,  The  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts, under  the  authority  of  section  2,  chapter 
371,  Acts  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
for  the  year  1929,  conveyed  to  the  City  of  Boston 
two  certain  parcels  of  land,  one  of  said  parcels 
situate  on  the  northerly  side  of  Nashua  street  in 
said  Boston  and  the  other  parcel  situate  on  the 
southerly  side  of  Nashua  street;  and 

Whereas,  By  an  indenture  dated  December  11, 
1930,  entered  into  by  the  Metropolitan  District 
Commission  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts and  the  City  of  Boston,  there  was  granted 
to  the  City  of  Boston  for  park  purposes,  for  the 
term  of  ninety-nine  years,  a  certain  parcel  of  land 
and  flats  containing  17,615  square  feet,  more  or 
less,  adjacent  to  the  parcel  of  land  above  mentioned 
as  situated  on  the  northerly  side  of  said  Nashua 
street;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  is  desirous  of  using 
and  occupying  additional  land,  containing  ap- 
proximately 32,260  square  feet  of  land  and  flats 
adjacent  to  the  parcel  of  land  above  mentioned  as 
containing  17,815  square  feet,  for  park  purposes 
and  also  desires  the  right  to  slope  the  filling  upon 
the  land  and  flats  of  the  Commonwealth  adjacent  to 
and  east  of  the  last  mentioned  parcel  of  land  and 
flats;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston,  by  virtue  of  owning 
the  upland  and  the  fee  of  said  Nashua  street,  may 
have  certain  rights  as  a  riparian  owner  over  the 
flats  owned  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts adjacent  to  and  to  the  east  of  the  parcel  of 
land  containing  32,260  square  feet  of  land  above 
mentioned;  now,  therefore,  it  is  hereby 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be,  and  he 
hereby  is,  authorized,  in  consideration  of  one 
dollar  paid  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts, to  grant  to  the  said  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts by  an  instrument  in  writing,  satisfactory 
to  the  Law  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston,  all 
rights,  if  any,  which  the  City  of  Boston  acquired 
by  a  conveyance  to  it  of  two  parcels  of  land 
situate  on  Nashua  street  in  Boston  described  in  a 
deed  from  said  Commonwealth  to  the  City  of 
Boston,  recorded  with  Suffolk  Deeds,  Book  5191, 
page  632,  over  the  land  and  flats  adjacent  to  and  to 
the  east  of  the  parcel  of  land  and  flats  containing 
32,260  square  feet  as  above  set  forth;  and  as  a 
further  consideration  on  condition  that  the  said 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  grants  to  the 
City  of  Boston  and  its  assigns  a  license  to  fill  the 
said  parcel  of  land  above  mentioned  as  containing 
17,815  square  feet  of  land  to  slope  the  said  filling 
upon  the  land  of  the  said  Commonwealth  adjacent 
to  and  easterly  of  the  said  parcel  of  land  last  men- 
tioned above  as  containing  17,815  square  feet  of 
land,  and  also  to  fill  the  parcel  of  land  granted  to 
the  City  of  Boston  by  the  indenture  between  the 
Metropolitan  District  Commission  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts  and  the  Park  De- 
partment of  the  City  of  Boston  as  above  men- 
tioned.

Coun.  MURRAY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  consider  the  advisability  and  feasibility  of 
establishing  a  municipal  coal  yard  for  the  purpose 
of  selling  fuel  at  cost  to  the  poor  of  Boston. 

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  President,  this  order 
requests  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  consider  the 
advisability  and  feasibility  of  establishing  a 
municipal  coal  yard  in  Boston  which  can  sell  coal 
to  the  poor  of  the  city.  They  are  consuming 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  tons  of  coal  in  the  year, 
and  the  claim  is  made  that  many  of  the  coal  people 
have  been  giving  them  short  weight.  By  having  a 
municipal  coal  yard  we  can  save  to  the  people  of 
the  City  of  Boston  in  the  neighborhood  of  $3  or  $4 
a  ton.  I  think  it  would  be  a  wonderful  thing  to 
have  such  a  yard  to  which  the  people  of  Boston 
could  go  and  obtain  coal  at  cost. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


SALE    OF    LAUNCH    "JAMES    J.    MINOT." 

Coun.  BARKER  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Institutions  Commissioner  be 
authorized,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  sell  at 
public  auction,  at  an  upset  price  of  $500,  the  launch 
"James  J.  Minot." 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands. 


MONEY        FROM        CONCESSIONAIRES, 
SULLIVAN  SQUARE  PLAYGROUND. 

Coun.  GREEN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  direct  that  all  money  received  from  the  con-

AND   POLICEMEN. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  consider  the  advisability  of  restoring 
the  amounts  recently  cut  from  the  salaries  of  the 
Fire  and  Police  Departments. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  have  intro- 
duced this  order  asking  the  Mayor  to  restore  the 
cut  in  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments  simply 
because  of  the  great  amount  of  interest  in  this 
matter  on  the  part  of  the  public  of  Boston.  I  know 
of  no  individual  in  Boston  who  favors  the  cutting 
of  the  salaries  of  our  police  and  firemen.  The 
Budget  Commissioner  has  advised  us  that  it  means 
a  saving  of  approximately  $400,000  a  year.  I  made 
the  statement  here  on  the  floor  of  the  Council  a 
short  time  ago  to  the  effect  that  cuts  of  this  sort 
would  demoralize  both  the  Fire  and  Police  De- 
partments, and  we  have  seen  over  this  past  week- 
end what  has  happened  in  the  way  of  breaks  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  which  have  been  attributed  in 
certain  cases  to  some  of  our  police.  I  say  that 
these  men,  who  are  already  underpaid,  should  not 
have  been  cut  in  the  way  they  have  been;  and  I  say 
to  the  Mayor  that  the  $400,000  which  it  is  claimed 
has  been  saved  in  the  budget  by  these  cuts  could 
easily  be  made  up  by  reducing  the  pay  of  employees 
getting  $6,000  a  year  and  over. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN — Mr.  President,  I  am  very 
glad  that  the  councilor  has  introduced  that  order, 
because  I  am  in  entire  accord  with  the  sentiments 
he  has  expressed.  The  salaries  of  the  police 
officers  in  particular  today  are  less  than  the  wages 
laborers  are  receiving,  if  they  do  receive  what  the 
City  of  Boston  requires  under  contracts  the  city 
has  made.  Laborers  are  supposed  to  receive 
about  $5  a  day,  while  today  police  officers  in  the 
City  of  Boston  are  receiving  $26  a  week,  unless 
they  have  received  their  maximum  pay — and  the 
great  percentage  of  them  have  not  received  their 
maximum.  Not  only  is  this  sort  of  thing  demoraliz- 
ing, but  these  men  are  having  extreme  difficulty 
in  trying  to  fulfill  their  financial  obligations  to  their 
families.  Certainly,  if  they  are  not  put  back  on 
the  salaries  that  they  are  scheduled  to  receive,  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  should  at  least  put  into  effect 
the  step  increases  again. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  want  to  rise 
at  this  time  to  voice  my  sentiments  in  favor  of  the 
orders  offered  by  the  councilor  from  Roxbury. 
Over  the  week-end  we  have  seen  a  peculiar  thing 
happen  in  the  Police  Department.  We  have  seen 
two  police  officers  accused  of  stealing  $70  to  $80 
worth  of  tires.  The  police  have  not  only  for  two 
or  three  years  been  refused  their  step-rate  in- 
crease, but  they  have  now  been  forced  to  take  a  15 
per  cent  cut.  Certainly,  it  is  false  economy  when 
it  is  the  cause  of  subjecting  the  police  officers  to 
these  temptations.  I  think,  also,  that  perhaps  the 
public  do  not  know  that  the  patrolmen  of  Boston 
are  178  under  the  regular  quota.  Altogether,  it  is 
hardly  to  be  wondered  at  that  some  of  the  police 
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are  amenable  to  the  temptation  of  stealing  some- 
thing on  their  route  in  their  attempt  to  make  both 
ends  meet.  I  say  that  the  public  of  Boston  are 
entitled  to  decent  protection,  to  at  least  the  same 
amount  of  protection  that  is  afforded  in  outlying 
cities  and  towns.  We  know  that  many  of  the 
small  towns  and  cities  of  the  Commonwealth  pay 
their  patrolmen  a  maximum  of  $2,200,  and  many  of 
them  attain  the  maximum  in  a  period  of  three 
years.  Boston  starts  them  at  $1,600  a  year,  and 
then  for  the  consecutive  years  has  been  supposed 
to  give  them  step-rate  increases  of  $100  a  year, 
until  they  reach  a  maximum  of  $2,100.  I  say  that 
these  cuts  break  the  morale  of  the  Boston  Police 
Department,  and  I  say,  after  conversation  with  a 
number  of  members  of  the  department,  that  I 
think  the  Mayor  of  Boston  should  give  back  the 
amount  that  has  been  taken  from  the  men  in  those 
departments.  They  protect  our  life  and  property 
when  we  sleep,  and  we  should  at  least  subject  them 
to  as  little  temptation  as  possible.  We  should 
treat  them  fairly.  It  can  hardly  be  wondered  at 
that  the  average  officer,  receiving  but  $26  a  week, 
with  all  the  demands  that  are  made  upon  him  in  his 
family,  should  succumb  to  the  temptation  to  steal 
something  when  the  opportunity  presents  itself. 
So  I  think  his  Honor  the  Mayor  should  take  cog- 
nizance of  this  matter  and  restore  to  these  men 
the  amount  that  has  been  taken  from  them  in 
these  cuts — and  I  also  think  that  the  salary  of 
every  other  city  employee  could  be  maintained  by 
cutting  out  graft  and  corruption  in  the  city  instead 
of  cutting  salaries. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  about  three 
weeks  ago  I  put  in  a  similar  order,  which  was 
unanimously  passed  by  this  body,  and  set  forth  my 
reasons  for  increasing  the  wages  of  the  policemen 
and  firemen  of  Boston.  Do  you  realize,  Mr. 
President  and  gentlemen,  that  these  men  who  have 
not  been  getting  their  step-rate  increases  are  re- 
ceiving but  29  cents  an  hour  and  that  the  old  fire- 
men, after  money  has  been  deducted  for  their 
pensions,  receive  but  32  cents  an  hour?  And  in 
the  Police  Department  they  receive  for  salaries 
less  than  $3.80  a  day.  It  stands  to  reason  that  no 
man  with  the  responsibilities  of  those  jobs  should 
be  called  upon  to  work  for  such  a  low  rate  of  wage. 
I  think,  unless  something  is  done,  the  result  will  be 
the  demoralization  of  both  departments.  I  think 
the  Police  Department  will  not  function  to  any 
extent  at  all  unless  the  Mayor  makes  arrange- 
ments to  give  step  increases  and  to  give  back  to 
men  the  money  taken  away  from  them,  both  in 
the  Police  and  Fire  Departments.  If  something 
is  not  done  along  this  line,  the  departments  will  be 
of  no  use  to  the  city  at  all.  I,  as  one  member  of 
the  Council,  was  not  in  favor  of  pay  cuts  at  all,  and 
I  had  the  courage  to  get  up  and  say  so.  I  cer- 
tainly believe  they  should  not  have  been  put 
into  effect  to  the  extent  that  they  have  been,  but 
that  the  firemen  and  policemen,  as  well  as  laborers, 
should  be  given  a  proper  wage. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


LABORERS'  WAGES  IN  CONTRACTS  WITH 
CITY. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  stipulate  in  all  future  contracts  for  city  work 
that  a  wage  of  fifty-five  cents  an  hour  shall  be 
paid  laborers  employed  on  such  work. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  have  intro- 
duced this  order — I  know  with  a  waste  of  paper 
and  time  on  the  typewriter — because  of  the  fact 
that  on  Gertrose  street,  in  Ward  8,  a  contractor 
has  been  paying  men  at  the  rate  of  25  cents  an 
hour.  After  I  heard  of  that  I  went  to  the  job  the 
next  morning  with  one  of  my  constituents,  and  the 
foreman,  not  knowing  me,  put  the  man  at  work  at 
25  cents  an  hour.  Now,  there  is  no  reason  why 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  instead  of 
putting  into  the  contract  the  phrase  "the  prevail- 
ing rate  of  wages"  should  not  state  a  definite  sum, 
because  after  all  it  is  pretty  hard  for  the  Cor- 
poration Counsel  or  anybody  else  to  find  out  or 
define  what  the  prevailing  rate  of  wages  is.  Per- 
sonally, I  would  suppose  that  the  prevailing  rate 
of  wages,  as  I  would  interpret  it,  would  be  the  rate 
of  wages  received  by  our  own  laborers.  But  unless 
some  definite  provision  is  made  these  men  who 
get  the  contracts  will  not  pay  their  men  a  fair  day's 
wage.  Can  you  imagine  any  individual  working 
for  these  contractors  being  obliged  to  put  in  eight 


hours  for  $2  a  day?  I  say  to  you,  Mr.  President, 
and  I  say  to  the  Public  Works  Commissioner,  that 
Mr.  DeMatteo  and  other  contractors  should  be 
called  in  and  told  to  pay  the  men  55  cents  an 
hour.  I  have  simply  instanced  the  situation  in 
connection  with  one  of  these  contracts.  But  if 
such  action  as  is  proposed  in  this  order  is  taken  it 
will  stop  this  slavery  among  our  laborers. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


HOT  SHOWER  BATHS  ON  PLAYGROUNDS 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That    the    Park    Commission    be    re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the   Mayor,   to  con- 
tinue the  hot  shower  baths  on  the  various  play- 
grounds throughout  the  coming  summer  season. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


INVESTIGATION    OF    COLLECTION 
AGENCIES. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  petition  for  legislation  for  the  investigation  of 
collection  agencies  so  called. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN— Mr.  President,  it  has 
come  to  my  attention  that  in  the  past  year  or  two 
there  have  arisen  many  collection  agencies  in 
Boston  to  which  quite  a  bit  of  suspicion  has  been 
attached,  and  that  there  have  actually  been  a  great 
many  cases  where  people  have  been  mulcted  by 
these  agencies.  They  have  turned  over  to  them 
accounts  to  collect,  and  the  agencies  have  taken 
from  these  people  more  than  the  actual  accounts 
called  for  in  the  way  of  expenses  and  costs.  There 
have  been  several  instances  where  proprietors  of 
these  so-called  collection  agencies  have  gone  to  jail 
because  of  some  of  their  malpractices.  These 
agencies  are  licensed  by  the  State  of  Massachu- 
setts, and  I  believe  there  has  been  sufficient  sus- 
picion to  warrant  an  investigation  by  the  Legis- 
lature into  them,  to  see  whether  or  not  they  are 
violating  their  licenses  and  are  liable  on  their 
bonds. 

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  President,  might  I  say 
that  it  has  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
Committee  on  Constables  that  this  sort  of  thing 
has  been  going  on,  and  some  of  the  names  of 
constables  have  been  turned  down  by  the  com- 
mittee because  we  found  that  they  were  im- 
properly using  their  authority  in  working  for  these 
collecting  agencies. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 

SIDEWALK  ON  COPELAND  STREET, 
WARD    12. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  make  a  sidewalk  along  Copeland  street, 
full  length,  one  side,  Ward  12,  in  front  of  the 
estates  bordering  thereon;  said  sidewalk  to  be  from 
3  to  10  inches  above  the  gutter  adjoining,  to  be 
from  5  to  12  feet  in  width,  and  to  be  built  of  arti- 
ficial stone,  with  granite  edgestones,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  196  of  the  Special  Acts  of  1917. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


REPAVING    OF   WARD    10   STREETS. 

Coun.  POWER  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That    the    Commissioner    of    Public 
Works    be    requested,    through    his    Honor    the 
Mayor,  to  repave  Walden  street,  Ward  10,  with 
smooth  paving. 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  repave  Bynner  street,  Ward  10,  with  smooth 
paving. 

Severally  passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


IMPROVEMENTS  AT  MOZART  PLAY- 
GROUND. 

Coun.  POWER  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That    the    Park    Commission    be    re- 
quested, through  hi3  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  erect 
gates  and  benches  at  the  Mozart  Playground. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 
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DRINKING    FOUNTAINS,     PARKER    HILL 
PLAYGROUND. 

Coun.  POWER  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That   the    Park    Commission    be   re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  install 
drinking  fountains  at  the  Parker  Hill  Playground. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


COMMISSION  TO  STUDY  POSSIBLE  PUBLIC 
IMPROVEMENTS. 

Coun.  CURTIS  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  appoint  a  commission  to  include  officials  and 
persons  representing  the  public,  to  make  studies 
and  plans  for  useful  public  improvements  for  the 
City  of  Boston  and  for  the  best  possible  utilization 
of  funds  that  may  become  available  under  the 
Industrial  Recovery  Acts  for  that  purpose;  such 
plans  to  include  a  long-term  program  for  such 
improvements,  and  giving  particular  attention  to 
works  which  will  provide  the  maximum  amount  of 
employment. 

Coun.  CURTIS — Mr.  President,  this  order  seeks 
the  appointment  of  a  special  commission  by  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  to  investigate  the  subject  of  long- 
term  planning  for  capital  expenditures  and  public 
improvement  in  the  City  of  Boston.  I  believe 
some  such  program  is  of  special  importance  at  this 
time,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment is  going  to  make  available  to  the  cities  and 
states  of  this  country  large  sums  of  money  for 
public  improvements,  under  the  Industrial  Re- 
covery Act.  The  President  in  his  message  to 
Congress  not  long  ago  said  concerning  the  act: 

"A  careful  survey  convinces  me  that  approxi- 
mately $3,300,000,000  can  be  invested  in  useful 
and  necessary  public  construction,  and  at  the  same 
time  put  the  largest  possible  number  of  people  to 
work.  Provision  should  be  made  to  permit  states, 
counties  and  municipalities  to  undertake  useful 
public  works,  subject,  however,  to  the  most  effec- 
tive possible  means  of  eliminating  favoritism  and 
wasteful  expenditures  on  unwarranted  and  un- 
economical projects." 

Mr.  President,  this  is  something  new  in  Federal 
Government.  In  the  other  appropriations  to  be 
used  for  helping  out  in  public  welfare,  the  Federal 
Government  deals  only  with  the  states,  and  the 
money  is  to  be  allocated  by  the  states.  It  is 
understood,  however,  that  in  this  case  it  is  going 
to  be  possible  for  counties  and  municipalities  to 
secure  money  from  the  Federal  Government  which 
will  enable  them  to  put  men  at  work  on  municipal 
public  improvements.  The  City  of  Boston  will 
undoubtedly  be  in  a  better  position  to  take  full 
advantage  of  this  program  and  get  everything  it  is 
entitled  to  get  if  at  the  earliest  moment  it  provides  a 
well-thought-out  program  of  public  improvements 
for  which  this  money  can  be  used.  If  the  money 
were  to  be  merely  loaned,  there  would  be  some 
question  as  to  whether  it  should  be  availed  of, 
but  where  it  is  to  be  an  outright  grant  there  would 
seem  to  be  not  much  question  about  it.  It  is  not 
for  this  body  to  decide  whether  this  sort  of  grant  by 
the  Federal  Government,  to  be  met  in  large  part 
through  taxation  of  the  Eastern  States,  is  or  is  not 
advantageous  to  this  Commonwealth.  That  is  a 
question  for  others  to  pass  upon.  But  if  this 
money  is  to  become  available,  it  is  certainly  the 
part  of  wisdom  for  us  to  make  plans  right  away  for 
the  best  possible  utilization  of  it.  It  seems  to  me 
that  the  matter  is  of  sufficient  importance  so  that 
a  commission  of  experts  should  be  appointed  right 
away  who  will  sit  down  and  make  far-sighted  plans 
for  comprehensive  developments.  I  think  there  is 
now  an  unexcelled  opportunity  afforded  to  get 
through  some  projects  for  which  there  has  been  a 
crying  need  for  a  long  time.  There  is  nothing  new 
in  this  suggestion.  Mr.  Frederic  H.  Fay,  the 
chairman  of  the  City  Planning  Board,  said  some 
time  ago: 

"Two  needs  are  outstanding  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  average  American  city  today, — first, 
a  comprehensive  plan  to  guide  its  physical  growth 
and  development;  and,  second,  a  long-term  pro- 
gram of  capital  expenditures  based  upon  such 
a  comprehensive  plan." 

And  in  an  article  written  by  a  student  of  city 
government  it  was  said: 

"We  suggest  that  the  best  way  in  which  to 
insure  the  wisest  possible  use  of  the  city's  money  is 
to  prepare  and  carry  out  a  long-term  financial  pro- 
gram for  public  improvements.     There  is  nothing 


new  in  this  suggestion.  It  means  simply  the 
application  of  sound  budgeting  principles  to  capital 
outlays.  It  means  looking  ahead  for  a  longer 
period,  such  as  five  or  ten  or  twenty  years,  rather 
than  for  only  a  year  at  a  time.  It  means  a  definite 
orderly  development  of  the  city  according  to  a  plan 
and  with  proper  regard  for  the  ability  to  pay." 

I  believe  our  difficulty  in  voting  these  moneys  for 
the  construction  desired  at  the  City  Hospital  fur- 
nishes an  example  of  the  importance  of  such  a  plan 
as  this.  At  meeting  after  meeting  we  have  pre- 
sented to  us  unrelated  plans  contemplating  large 
expenditures,  of  which  it  is  impossible  for  the 
members  of  this  Council  or  others  who  must  pass 
upon  such  plans  to  have  any  comprehensive  view. 
If  we  vote  S1,000,000  for  hospital  buildings  today, 
we  don't  know  whether  three  weeks  or  six  months 
from  now  we  will  have  another  request  presented 
for  850,000  or  8100,000  more  for  the  necessary 
equipment  for  the  building.  So,  while  this  is 
something  that  has  been  needed  for  a  long  time, 
it  seems  to  me  that  now  the  need  is  so  crying  that 
we  should  bestir  ourselves  and  prepare  a  plan 
for  the  best  possible  use  of  the  money  that  may  be 
available.  We  already  have  a  thoroughfare  plan. 
And,  in  my  opinion,  the  present  traffic  congestion 
in  Boston  is  a  serious  matter.  The  loss  occasioned 
by  the  delay  of  vehicles  and  the  blocking  of  traffic, 
in  our  streets,  the  waste  of  time  and  the  waste  of 
money,  is  appalling.  Then,  there  are  our  un- 
accepted streets  in  certain  parts  of  the  city,  with 
the  sewer  construction  that  is  necessary.  That 
represents  a  type  of  work  and  development  on 
which  a  large  part  of  the  expenditure  would  be  for 
labor.  Therefore,  I  urge  the  passage  of  this  order 
under  suspension  of  the  rule,  and  I  hope  that  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  will  pick  out  the  most  able  and 
far-sighted  men  he  can  command  to  sit  down  and 
figure  out  the  best  use  that  can  be  made  of  any  fund 
available,  so  that  wacan  put  the  maximum  num- 
ber of  men  at  work  in  carrying  out  such  plans  for 
the  development  of  this  city. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


INDORSEMENT  OF  HOUSE  BILL  1051. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  favor  the 
passage  of  House  Bill  1051  known  as  the  Housing 
Bill. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  it  seems 
very  fitting  that  this  order  should  now  be  intro- 
duced following  Councilor  Curtis'  order  with 
relation  to  city  planning,  and  I  have,  accordingly, 
introduced  an  order  favoring  the  passage  of  the 
Housing  Bill  that  was  introduced  in  this  session  of 
the  Legislature  and  is  now  awaiting  action  in  the 
Senate.  The  city  of  New  York  has  obtained 
$8,000,000  to  revamp  the  old  housing  conditions 
in  the  city  of  New  York.  Boston  now  has  an 
opportunity  to  get  this  money,  that  has  been 
referred  to  by  our  colleagues  as  coming  from  the 
Federal  Government,  and  to  renovate  some  of  the 
old  parts  of  the  city — places  that  may  be  found  in 
South  Boston  and  the  South  End,  in  parts  of  the 
West  End  and  the  North  End,  and  in  Roxbury, 
where  property  has  become  old  and  delapidated. 
There  are  many  such  places  that  should  be  put  in 
proper  condition,  and  it  seems  that  the  money  is 
now  available.  But  Massachusetts  cannot  receive 
her  share  and  the  City  of  Boston  particularly  can- 
not obtain  what  it  should  unless  the  Legislature 
passes  this  Housing  Bill.  The  bill  carries  an 
appropriation.  It  is  now  on  the  table  in  the 
Senate.  When  Councilor  Curtis  introduced  his 
order  a  few  minutes  ago,  the  thought  occurred  to  me 
that  the  action  proposed  in  this  Housing  Bill, 
which  is  now  in  the  Senate,  was  along  the  same  line. 
I  certainly  trust  that  we  will  be  able  to  obtain  some 
of  the  money  that  has  been  referred  to  from  the 
United  States  government. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  think  the 
suggestion  about  eliminating  slum  conditions  is 
one  of  the  best  that  we  can  consider.  We  have 
never  been  able  to  obtain  money  on  such  conditions 
as  it  seems  we  are  now  going  to  be  able  to  obtain  it. 
Plans  for  the  betterment  of  housing  conditions  have 
previously  been  carried  out,  but  they  have  turned 
out  to  be  more  for  the  benefit  of  the  medium  class 
people  and  not  for  the  poorer  ones.  It  now  appears, 
however,  that  something  can  be  done  for  the  poor 
people  in  our  community  along  this  line.  The 
Federal  Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation  is 
spending  close  to  $500,000,000,  and  the  83,500,- 
000,000  bill  is  now  being  considered.     As  long  as 
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this  money  is  being  handed  about,  Massachusetts 
might  as  well  take  it.  We  will  have  to  pay  the 
bill,  anyway.  We  have  up  to  the  present  time 
had  a  great  deal  of  pride  in  the  fact  that  Massa- 
chusetts paid  its  bills  and  took  care  of  itself,  not 
resorting  to  loans.  But  that  time  has  passed.  So  far 
as.  appropriations  made  by  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment for  the  benefit  of  the  individual  states  are 
concerned,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  Massachusetts  pays 
$22  for  every  dollar  it  gets  back;  while  Idaho,  for 
every  dollar  it  receives,  pay  25  cents.  Certainly, 
when  these  amounts  are  being  distributed  all  over 
the  country,  and  when  Massachusetts  has  to  bear 
such  a  large  share  of  the  bill,  we  should  get  some- 
thing back  for  what  we  pay  out.  Boston  is  the 
seventh  industrial  city  of  America,  and  in  one  of 
the  large  industrial  sections  of  the  country.  Taking 
the  over  three  thousand  counties  in  America,  three 
hundred  and  forty-two  of  them,  including  our  own, 
pay  the  principal  proportion  of  the  taxation  im- 
posed by  the  United  States  government.  So  I  am 
heartily  in  favor  of  spending  this  public  money  for 
the  elimination  of  slum  housing. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee.

ROBERTS,  to  take  a  recess  subject  to  the 
call  of  the  Chair.  The  members  reassembled  in 
the  Council  Chamber  and  were  called  to  order  by 
PresidentMcGRATH  at  4.15  p.m. 


EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  REPORTS. 

Coun.  GALLAGHER,  for  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, submitted  the  following: 

1.  Report  on  petitions  (referred  today). 

For  children  under  fifteen  years  of  age  to  appear 
at  places  of  public  amusement,  viz. : 

Gertrude  Dolan  DePetro,  Repertory  Theatre, 
June  15;  H.  B.  Simpson,  Jordan  Hall,  June  7; 
Marie  Ryan,  Recital  Hall,  May  29;  Lavinia  A. 
Hogan,  Repertory  Theatre,  June  5;  Phyllis 
Warden,  Eliot  Hall,  May  31, — recommending 
that  leave  be  granted  under   usual  conditions. 

Report  accepted;  leave  granted  under  usual 
conditions. 

2.  Report  on  order  (referred  today)  that 
Council  favors  the  passage  of  House  Bill  1051 
known  as  the  Housing  Bill — that  same  ought  to 
pass. 

Report  accepted;  said  order  passed. 

3.  Report  on  communication  and  order  from 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  (referred  May  8)  calling  for 
the  appropriation  of  $14,000,  to  be  expended  by 
the  Municipal  Employment  Bureau, — recommend- 
ing passage  of  the  accompanying  new  draft,  viz. : 

Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $5,000  be,  and  the 
same  hereby  is,  appropriated,  to  be  expended  by 
the  Municipal  Employment  Bureau,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Mayor,  in  the  prosecution  of  its 
duties,  said  sum  to  be  charged  to  the  Reserve 
Fund,  when  made. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  the  original 
order  introduced  for  the  Employment  Bureau 
called  for  $15,000.  It  has  been  the  habit  of  the 
Council  in  the  last  few  years  on  every  appro- 
priation coming  here  for  that  department,  to  cut 
it  down  one-third  or  two-thirds.  This  time  the 
Council  saw  fit  to  cut  it  down  to  $5,000,  which 
means  that  when  this  $5,000  is  expended  they 
would  again  come  in  and  make  another  request. 
Now,  I  am  going  to  be  consistent.  I  cannot  allow 
myself  to  vote  to  have  this  organization  continue, 
under  the  circumstances.  We  as  councilors  have 
consistently  voted  that  any  married  woman  whose 
husband  is  in  a  position  to  support  her  should  be 
discharged  from  a  position  in  this  city.  We  have 
consistently  voted  in  that  way,  and  the  Mayor  has 
replied,  "I  cannot  discharge  them,  because  they 
are  governed  by  Civil  Service."  But  here  is  a 
case  of  a  political  appointee,  as  has  been  admitted 
by  the  director  of  the  Municipal  Employment 
Bureau,  in  that  department,  a  woman  whose 
husband  is  in  the  Fire  Department.  At  a  time 
when  33,000  families  are  on  public  welfare,  we  find 
such  individuals  on  the  pay  rolls  of  the  City  of 
Boston.  If  the  members  of  the  Council  are  going 
to  be  consistent  with  the  votes  they  have  already 
taken,  they  cannot  allow  this  appropriation  to  go 
through.  I  know  as  well  as  anybody  that  the 
appropriation  is  going  to  pass,  of  course.  When 
the  director  was  before  us  and  I  asked  him  how 
many  jobs  he  had  procured  during  his  term  of  office, 
he  gave  the  astounding  reply,  "16,000."  Is  there 
anybody  who  can  believe  the  veracity  of  that 
statement,  when  he  states  to  us  that  he  has  placed 
16,000  people  at  work?  I  asked  the  Executive 
Committee  to  send  out  questionnaires  to  100  persons 
in  each  ward,  to  see  what  the  answer  would  be. 
If  the  truth  were  known,  during  the  entire  exist- 
ence of  the  Municipal  Employment  Bureau  I 
doubt  if  he  has  placed  1,600  people  at  work.  I  will 
admit  and  I  know  that  70  per  cent  of  those  working 
down  there  are  efficient  and  are  trying  to  do  their 
best,  but  the  other  30  per  cent  practically  insult 
anybody  who  walks  in  there  looking  for  a  position. 
Do  you  think  it  is  fair,  Mr.  President  and  members 
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of  the  Council,  for  an  applicant  to  be  sent  to 
Watertown,  Maiden,  Melrose,  on  a  wild  goose 
chase?  In  many  cases  when  they  go  to  such 
places  they  find  that  there  are  no  jobs  there.  I  say 
to  you,  Mr.  President,  and  to  the  members  of  the 
Council  who  have  been  constantly  crying  "Econ- 
omy," if  you  want  to  cut  down  expenses  now 
is  the  opportunity  for  you  to  do  it,  right  here. 
They  are  spending  $35,000  a  year,  and  the  director 
admitted  that  they  were  all  political  appointments. 
I  don't  know  how  many  of  you  gentlemen  have 
been  successful  in  procuring  jobs  for  your  con- 
stituents, but  I  do  know  what  Mr.  Manning,  the 
chairman  of  the  Trustees,  and  Doctor  Dowling, 
the  Superintendent  of  the  City  Hospital,  say — that 
they  would  rather  have  their  own  employment 
agency  at  the  City  Hospital,  so  as  to  obtain  the 
type  of  men  and  women  they  need  to  get  to  work 
there.  Of  course,  I  realize,  after  taking  the  posi- 
tion I  am  against  the  appropriation,  that  no  con- 
stituent of  mine  can  procure  employment  there. 
But  that  does  not  bother  me,  because  as  a  matter 
of  fact  nobody  can  secure  employment  from  that 
office,  and  you,  Mr.  President  and  members  of  the 
Council,  realize  it  as  well  as  I  do.  Eighty  per  cent 
of  the  persons  who  have  been  at  work  through  that 
Bureau  have  been  put  at  work  at  the  City  Hospital, 
and  the  other  20  per  cent  have  been  placed  with 
contractors  and  everybody  else  doing  city  business. 
I  have  said  time  and  time  again  that  I  would  vote 
for  an  appropriation  for  this  department  if  they 
would  eliminate  certain  individuals,  and  I  know 
that  some  of  you  gentlemen,  if  you  are  sincere,  will 
feel  the  same  way.  But  I  cannot  vote  for  an 
appropriation  for  a  department  that  employs,  for 
example,  a  man  from  Milton,  so  registered  in  the 
telephone  book,  while  thousands  and  thousands 
of  Boston  boys  and  girls  are  walking  the  streets. 
I  say  that  that  is  nothing  but  a  political  office  and 
should  be  wiped  out.  If  it'is  not  wiped  out  in  this 
administration,  I  hope  there  will  be  one  individual 
among  the  fifteen  or  twenty  candidates  for  Mayor 
who  will  have  the  courage  when  he  gets  into  office 
to  wipe  it  out.  If  we  are  to  put  ourselves  on  a 
business  basis,  we  must  stop  the  sort  of  thing  that 
goes  on  there.  When  the  city  is  cutting  out  hot 
water  from  the  baths,  when  it  is  reducing  its  ex- 
penditures in  connection  with  the  beaches  in  the 
summer  months,  when  it  is  cutting  out  arc  lights 
to  the  tune  of  many  thousands  of  dollars,  why 
should  it  allow  this  organization  to  be  carried  on 
by  that  fakir,  who  four  years  ago  could  not  get  a 
job  for  himself  and  who  comes  up  here  every  time 
he  wants  an  appropriation  and  gives  us  the  same 
old  story,  and  we  fall  for  it?  So,  as  I  say,  I  cannot 
allow  myself  to  vote  for  this  under  the  conditions 
that  now  exist  in  this  city.  I  will  take  it  upon 
myself  to  send  out  500  inquiries  to  those  who  he 
says  he  has  placed  at  work,  and  I  am  willing  to 
gamble  right  now  that  there  will  not  be  seventy-five 
who  will  truthfully  say  that  they  have  been  put 
at  work  by  the  Employment  Bureau. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  I  cannot  see  my 
way  to  voting  for  this  order,  either.  The  gentle- 
man from  Ward  8  (Coun.  Dowd)  has  referred  to 
the  headquarters  as  a  fakir's  headquarters.  I 
would  refer  to  them  as  a  clubhouse  where  they  have 
been  playing  cards  and  nigger  pool  every  day 
I  have  been  over  there.  I  cannot  see  myself  voting 
for  such  an   outfit,   where   they  employ  married 


women  with  husbands  capable  of  supporting  them, 
and  where  they  employ  a  man  who  does  not  live  in 
Boston  but  in  Milton. 

The  order  failed  of  passage  on  roll  call  (fifteen 
votes  being  required  for  passage),  yeas  13,  nays  5:

I  shall  not  vote  another  penny 
for  that  department  until  that  condition  is  cor- 
rected.

REQUIREMENTS  FOR   PHYSICAL 
INSTRUCTOR. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following ; 

Ordered,  That  the  Park  Commission  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  eliminate 
the  entrance  requirement  that  "applicants  must 
be  college  graduates  who  have  had  college  ex- 
perience in  sports"  from  the  civil  service  examina- 
tion to  be  held  for  physical  instructor  and  coach 
for  the  City  of  Boston  on  June  15,  1933. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  it  seems  to  me 
that  our  Park  Department  is  going  just  a  trifle  too 
far  in  including  among  the  qualifications  for 
athletic  instructors  that  only  men  shall  be  taken 
off  the  civil  service  list  and  appointed  to  such 
positions  who  are  graduates  of  some  college. 
These  positions  pay  S30  a  week,  and  for  years  men 
have  been  taken  from  the  list  and  have  qualified 
as  athletic  instructors  who  were  not  college  gradu- 
ates. It  would  seem  that  they  are  now  planning 
to  take  for  those  positions  men  who  are  college 
graduates,  who  are  getting  a  good  year's  salary, 
and  who  wish  to  be  taken  care  of  in  the  summer 
months.  I  say  to  you,  Mr.  Chairman  and  fello  w 
members,  that  it  is  ridiculous  to  make  require- 
ments of  this  kind,  calling  for  college  graduates, 
for  work  of  this  type;  and  I  certainly  trust  that 
our  Park  Commissioner  —  who  is  evidently  now 
very  friendly  with  college  men  as  opposed  to  the 
ordinary  run  of  man  who  has  had  to  work  for  his 
living,  but  who  is  just  as  capable  of  teaching  ath- 
letics, as  has  been  proven  in  Boston  for  the  past, 
fifty  years  —  will  see  that  this  ruling  is  changed. 
While  I  have  nothing  against  college  graduates,  I 
merely  say  that  they  should  be  put  on  the  same 
footing  as  others,  that  all  should  be  allowed  to 
participate,  and  that  those  who  pass  and  are  evi- 
dently the  best  men  should  get  the  appointments. 
I  certainly  do  not  believe  that  the  Park  Commis- 
sioner or  anybody  else  should  in  a  case  of  this  sort 
insist  upon  a  college  graduate;  and  I  do  not  believe 
that  a  college  graduate,  simply  because  he  is  a 
college  graduate,  should  be  allowed  to  take  a  job 
away  from  somebody  who  is  competent  to  do  the 
work,  who  has  been  loafing  all  the  year,  and  who 
would  be  glad  to  get  this  three  months'  work. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


CITIZEN   APPOINTEES   OF   SCHOOL 
DEPARTMENT. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Boston  School  Committee 
be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
prepare  legislation  whereby  all  future  appoint- 
ments in  the  School  Department  shall  be  of  bona 
fide  residents  of  Boston,  and  providing  that  such 
residence  in  Boston  shall  continue  during  the 
life  of  said  appointments  and  making  mandatory, 
as  a  provision  of  present  employees  of  the  School 
Department  not  living  in  Boston  continuing  in 
said  employment,  that  they  establish  a  bona  fide 
residence  in  Boston  before  reopening  of  school  in 
September. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  this  matter  has 
been  a  bone  of  contention  for  a  great  _number  of 
years.  I  was  certainly  rather  surprised  in  check- 
ing up  on  this  matter  to  find  out  that,  of  5,400 
employees  of  the  School  Department,  24  per  cent, 
or  1,616  live  outside  of  Boston,  the  male  members 
not  even  paying  a  S2  poll  tax  to  the  City  of  Boston. 
I  have  here  a  list  of  nonresidents  by  towns  as  of 
June  6,  1932.  I  realize,  of  course,  that  the  School 
Committee  has  now  passed  a  regulation  to  the 
effect  that  those  now  appointed  must  live  in 
Boston,  but  there  is  no  further  provision  that 
they  must  continue  to  live  in  Boston.  That  is, 
if  the  School  Committee  should  appoint  100 
teachers  today  they  can  move  outside  of  Boston 
tomorrow.  I  have  here  a  list  of  98  cities  and  towns 
where  these  1,616  employees  reside,  and  I  am  now 
going  to  ask  the  permission  of  the  Council  to 
read  them,  because  I  think  the  matter  is  suffi- 
ciently important  to  have  this  incorporated  in 
the  record.  I  certainly  trust  that  the  School 
Committee,  some  of  whose  membership  come  up 
for  election  this  fall,  will  do  something  to  eliminate 
these  employees  from  the  service.  There  are  in 
Arlington,  55;  Abington,  4;  Acton,  1;  Andover,  1; 
Ayer,  1;  Ashland,  2;  Brookline,  191;  Bridgewater, 
5;  Billerica,  2;  Beverly,  4;  Burlington,  1;  Bel- 
mont, 51;  Braintree,  15;  Brockton,  12;  Ballard- 
vale,  1;  Chelmsford,  2;  Cohasset,  2;  Chelsea,  11;

Mr.  President,  here  are  1,616  employees  of  the 
School  Department,  who  are  paid  over  $3,000,000 
a  year  by  the  City  of  Boston,  and  then  people 
want  to  know  what  is  the  matter  with  our  city 
government!  The  only  trouble  with  our  govern- 
ment is  the  fact  that  the  time  has  come  when 
we  have  to  weed  out  of  existence  those  men  in 
authority  who  are  to  blame  for  the  existing  situa- 
tion. I  say  that  when  you  find  over  1,600  em- 
ployees in  one  department,  24  per  cent  of  the 
entire  department,  getting  salaries  of  over 
$3,000,000  and  not  residents  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton, it  must  be  evident  that  the  time  has  come 
to  do  something.  Bear  in  mind  the  fact  that 
the  salaries  in  our  School  Department  are  some 
$13,000,000  and  that  the  amount  paid  to  these 
1,616  employees  is  24  per  cent.  I  now  say  to 
the  School  Committee  through  this  Council  that 
if  they  do  not  do  something  to  remedy  this  situa- 
tion between  now  and  November,  when  some  of 
them  will  be  candidates  for  re-election  I  will 
myself  personally  stump  the  entire  city  against 
any  one  of  them  who  will  not  come  out  and  say 
it  is  about  time  that  people  receiving  money 
from  the  taxpayers  in  Boston  in  this  way  should 
at  least  live  in  Boston.  We  have  confronting  us 
a  situation  where  thousands  of  girls,  graduates  of 
our  Teachers  College,  are  unable  to  get  one  day's 
work  for  the  School  Department  of  the  City  of 
Boston.  I  know  that  some  people  are  going  to 
say  that  it  is  unfair  to  ask  these  people  to  move 
into  Boston,  that  they  moved  to  these  cities  and 
towns  and  bought  their  homes  there.  Yes,  they 
did.  They  bought  their  own  homes,  but  bought 
them  at  the  expense  of  the  Boston  taxpayers. 
The  male  members  do  not  even  pay  a  poll  tax  to 
Boston.  So  I  am  going  to  ask  the  School  Com- 
mittee to  change  their  regulation  so  that  it  will  be 
against  this  sort  of  thing,  and  then  get  in  touch 
with  these  1,616  individuals  and  demand  of  them 
that  they  move  back  to  Boston.  Being  paid 
by  the  Boston  taxpayers,  the  people  of  Boston 
should  at  least  enjoy  a  small  portion  of  the  amount 
they  are  receiving. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  am  greatly 
interested  in  the  proposition  brought  before  the 
Council  by  the  councilor  from  Ward  8,  because 
on  many  occasions  I  have  brought  in  similar  orders. 
The  councilor  is  now  bringting  out  just  exactly 
the  same  points  that  I  have  brought  out  on  various 
occasions  in  regard  to  employees  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  and  particularly  those  employees  who 
are  under  the  School  Committee.  Not  only 
are  they  employing  people  who  live  outside  of 
Boston  and  keeping  them  on  the  pay  roll  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  but,  in  addition  to  that  they 
have  married  women  in  their  employ  whose 
husbands  are  also  working  for  the  City  of  Boston. 
Mr.  President,  if  you  will  apply  this  same  test  to 
the  other  departments  of  the  city,  you  will  find 
at  least  15  per  cent  of  all  employees  of  the  city 
living  beyond  the  confines  of  Boston.  There- 
fore, I  want  to  congratulate  the  gentleman  from 
Ward  8  for  getting  these  statistics  and  bringing 
the  information  before  the  City  Council.  I 
hope  the  School  Committee  will  take  cognizance 
of  his  efforts  and  arrange  to  discharge  all  these 
people  who  fail  to  move  into  Boston  inside  a 
certain  reasonable  time,  and  also  that  in  the 
future  they  will  only  place  on  the  pay  roll  teachers 
who  do  live  in  Boston.  Not  only  should  this 
apply  to  the  School  Department,  but  I  feel  that 
the  same  treatment  should  be  accorded  by  the 
heads  of  all  departments  to  employees  of  the 
city  in  their  departments. 


Coun.  MURRAY— Mr.  President,  I  con- 
gratulate the  gentleman  from  Ward  8  upon 
introducing  this  order,  bringing  this  situation 
to  the  attention  of  the  citizens  of  this  city.  I 
have  taken  the  same  position  that  the  councilor 
takes  a  number  of  times  on  the  floor  of  this  body. 
If  Boston  is  good  enough  to  work  in,  it  is  good 
enough  to  live  in. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  agree 
thoroughly  with  the  idea  of  the  order.  I  believe 
that  people  drawing  money  from  the  City  of 
Boston  should  live  in  Boston.  But  never  yet 
have  I  heard  it  explained  how  you  can  insure 
their  living  here.  That  thought  comes  to  my 
mind  in  view  of  the  fact  that  many  hotels  in 
this  city,  which  cannot  pay  their  taxes,  will  be 
found  to  be  full  on  April  1,  so  that  the  occupant 
may  be  recorded  as  living  in  Boston  on  April  1. 
But  how  can  you  differentiate  between  a  person 
who  actually  lives  here,  with  no  subterfuge,  and 
one  who  simply  registers  for  a  short  period  and 
pays  a  poll  tax,  then  claiming  to  be  a  resident, 
here  which,  under  existing  circumstances,  is  an 
easy  thing  to  do?  A  large  percentage  of  people 
working  for  the  city  and  claiming  to  be  residents 
of  Boston  spend  four,  five  and  six  months  of  the 
year  down  at  Scituate  or  on  the  South  Shore. 
The  difficulty  comes  in  making  sure  of  the  fact 
that  people  really  live  here. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  will  agree 
with  the  councilor  that  it  is  very  easy  to  be  a 
mattress  voter.  But  these  1,600  and  more  in- 
dividuals of  whom  I  have  spoken  do  not  even 
consider  Boston  sufficiently  as  a  place  of  residence 
to  be  mattress  voters  here.  They  do  not  even  pay 
a  poll  tax,  the  male  members, — do  not  even  pay 
a  $2  poll  tax  to  the  city. 

Coun.  NORTON — Well,  assuming,  just  to  raise 
the  question,  that  the  so-called  employees  do 
really  live  outside  of  the  city,  while  conforming 
to  the  regulation,  that  puts  them  in  the  class 
of  so-called  mattress  voters.  It  is  an  extra- 
ordinarily easy  thing  for  them  to  establish  legal 
residence  in  Boston,  although  they  really  do  not  live 
here  at  all;  and  if  they  do  so  in  what  way  will 
the  city  benefit  outside  of  our  receiving  the  poll 
tax  and  their  perhaps  living  in  the  city  not  over 
two  months  in  the  year? 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  do  not  believe 
that  we  are  now  discussing  that  situation,  and 
we  should  not  discuss  it  until  such  time  as  it 
comes  to  us.  These  people  are  not  even  police- 
listed  in  the  City  of  Boston.  I  was  going  to 
agree  with  the  councilor.  While  there  happens 
to  be  a  great  many  more  of  these  people  in  one 
department,  the  School  Department,  than  there 
are  in  other  departments,  the  situation  in  other 
departments  of  the  city  is  bad  enough.  But 
they  can  easily  become  mattress  voters  and 
say,    "We    are   registered    and   live   in    Boston." 

1  think  we  will  all  agree  that  if  they  do  that  there 
is  very  little  we  can  do  in  the  situation.  But 
that  is  not  the  thing  we  are  now  discussing.  Here 
are  all  these  people  who,  according  to  our  records 
are  not  even  police-listed  or  paying  a  poll  tax 
in  this  city.  I  believe  it  is  about  time  that  our 
School  Department  and  every  other  department 
took  action  in  the  matter.  I  have  also  here 
some  figures  for  other  departments.  For  example, 
there  are  57  nonresidents  of  Boston  in  the  Library 
Department,  5  in  the  Public  Works  Department, 

2  in  the  Printing  Department,  22  in  the  Transit 
Department,  1  in  the  Water  Division,  4  in  the 
Board  of  Zoning  Adjustment,  and  6  in  the  Police 
Department.  One  in  the  Police  Department  even 
comes  from  the  wilds  of  Colorado!  But  I  believe 
the  School  Department  is  the  biggest  offender, 
and  there  is  where  we  should  start  to  clean  up. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN— Mr.  President,  it  is  only 
in  very  recent  months  that  the  School  Committee 
has  taken  any  steps  to  insist  that  school  teachers 
or  other  employees  of  the  School  Department 
shall  have  a  residence  in  Boston,  and  it  was  only 
after  a  great  deal  of  pressure  was  brought  to 
bear  by  this  City  Council  that  the  rule  was  pro- 
mulgated at  the  time  of  their  appointment  as 
school  teachers,  at  least,  they  must  be  residents 
of  the  City  of  Boston.  But  they  did  not  guard 
against  the  loophole  that  people  today  having  a 
residence  here  can  in  fact  move  out  next  week  or 
next  month.  The  order  offered  by  the  councilor, 
I  understand,  is  directed  against  that  very  thing, 
against  people  who  will  take  advantage  of  that 
loophole  in  the  School  Committee  rule.  There 
is  no  reason  why  the  present  situation  should  not 
be  corrected.     We  used  to  get  the  story  that  they 
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wanted  the  best  available  teaching  talent,  irre- 
spective of  where  it  was  to  be  found,  and  did  not 
wish  to  confine  themselves  to  residents  of  the 
City  of  Boston.  But  we  are  all  aware  that  that 
is  a  foolish  argument,  because  in  the  City  of 
Boston  we  have  all  kinds  of  talent,  certainly 
sufficient  to  fill  our  schools  with  a  proper  teaching 
staff.  Therefore,  I  hope  that  the  councilor's 
order  will  pass. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


LOAN    FOR    CITY    HOSPITAL    BUILDING. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  RUBY,  the  Council  took 
up  assignment,  viz. : 

5.  Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  §120,000  be,  and 
the  same  hereby  is,  appropriated,  to  be  expended 
by  the  trustees  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital,  for 
Kitchen  Building,  etc.,  and  that  to  meet  said 
appropriation  the  City  Treasurer  be  authorized  to 
issue,  from  time  to  time,  on  request  of  the  Mayor, 
bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  City  of 
Boston  to  said  amount. 

Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $40,000  be,  and  the 
same  hereby  is,  appropriated,  to  be  expended  by 
the  trustees  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital,  for  Old 
Laundry  Building,  remodeling,  etc.,  and  that  to 
meet  said  appropriation  the  City  Treasurer  be 
authorized  to  issue,  from  time  to  time,  on  request 
of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness 
of  the  City  of  Boston  to  said  amount. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  two  weeks  ago 
I  made  a  fight  against  this  appropriation,  because 
of  the  fact  that  all  employees  of  the  City  of  Boston 
have  had  to  take  substantial  reductions  in  their 
pay  and  I  feel  that  the  architect  on  this  work  for 
the  City  Hospital  should  also  take  a  reduction. 
At  the  time  I  simply  asked  for  a  delay  until  I 
could  find  out  whether  or  not  a  reduction  in  the 
architect's  fees  could  be  made.  I  accordingly 
took  the  matter  up  with  the  Board  of  Trustees  and 
they  took  the  matter  up  with  Mr.  Ritchie,  and  I 
will  now  simply  read  one  paragraph  from  a  letter 
addressed  by  Mr.  Ritchie  to  Superintendent 
Dowling  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital  under  date 
of  May  29,  1933.  The  language  of  this  letter 
settles  the  matter  as  far  as  I  am  concerned. 

"This  organization  has  a  contract  with  the 
City  of  Boston  for  the  design  and  supervision  of 
construction  of  certain  buildings,  and  this  contract 
contemplates  the  expenditure  of  about  $3,000,000 
and  has  been  in  force  since  August  16,  1929." 

Because  of  the  fact  that  the  architect  has  had 
this  contract  with  the  Trustees  of  the  City  Hospital 
it  is  evidently  impossible  to  ask  them  to  break  the 
contract  if  they  cannot  get  a  lower  rate.  So  I  am 
going  to  change  my  vote,  and  vote  "yes." 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  two  weeks 
ago  I  was  one  of  the  minority  who  opposed  this 
hosiptal  appropriation.  In  the  interim  I  went  to 
the  hospital  and  viewed  the  kitchen  and  laundry. 
It  seemed  to  me  as  an  individual  and  as  a  layman, 
not  an  expert  on  the  subject,  simply  using  the 
commonsense  we  are  all  supposed  to  show  on 
occasions,  that  the  laundry  and  so-called  kitchen 
are  in  a  dilapidated  and  bad  condition.  If  there 
is  one  thing  I  think  we  should  be  interested  in,  it  is 
in  making  the  Boston  City  Hospital  the  finest 
place  of  the  kind  in  all  America,  because  that  is 
where  the  poor  of  Boston  must  go  for  attention 
when  they  are  sick.  Doctor  Dowling,  one  of  the 
most  competent  hospital  officials  in  America,  and 
a  trustee  of  the  hospital,  also  stated  to  me  their 
personal  view  that  at  the  present  time  the  kitchen 
at  the  hospital  is  in  such  a  condition  that  they  are 
unable  to  properly  feed  the  1,300  patients.  For 
these  reasons,  and  since  it  is  a  hospital  and  since 
it  seems  to  me  only  a  nominal  expenditure  under 
the  circumstances,  when  we  consider  what  is 
proposed  to  be  done,  I  am  going  to  vote  for 
the  order. 

The  order  was  passed,  yeas  19,  nays  0. 


OPEN   BUDGET   MEETING. 

Coun.  ROBERTS— Mr.  Chairman,  for  the 
Committee  on  Appropriations  I  would  like  to 
make  an  announcement.  We  finished  on  Friday 
last  the  hearings  given  to  the  heads  of  depart- 
ments on  their  budget  items,  and  we  have  agreed 
to  hold  an  open  meeting  on  Thursday  next  at  two 
p.    m.    in    the    Council    Chamber.     Although    we 


previously  extended  an  invitation  to  the  civic 
organizations  to  which  I  referred  at  the  last  Council 
meeting  to  sit  in  with  us,  few  have  shown  up  at  the 
meetings.  We  earnestly  hope  and  expect,  however, 
that  they  will  be  represented  at  the  meeting  on 
Thursday.  It  is  not  a  meeting  particularly  where 
questions  will  be  asked,  but  recommendations 
may  be  made.  Therefore,  we  are  sending  out 
this  notice  to  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the 
other  organizations  to  which  I  have  referred : 

"Because  of  the  apparent  interest  in  the  munic- 
ipal budget  for  the  year  1933  of  your  organization 
and  others,  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  of 
the  City  Council  has  decided  to  hold  an  open 
meeting  on  Thursday  next  in  the  Council  Chamber 
at  City  Hall  at  two  o'clock  p.  m.,  for  the  purpose 
of  receiving  recommendations  of  your  organiza- 
tion, and  others,  in  so  far  as  they  pertain  to  the 
budget  which  this  committee  has  under  considera- 
tion. We  not  only  will  welcome  such  suggestions 
as  your  representatives  may  be  able  to  bring 
before  our  body,  but  are  urgently  desirous  that 
you  be  represented  in  order  that  we  may  have  the 
benefit  directly  of  any  suggestions  that  you  may 
have  to  offer." 

You  will  recall  that  there  were  some  recom- 
mendations sent  to  the  Committee  on  Appropria- 
tions of  the  Council,  but  these  recommendations 
were  made  before  the  Legislature  acted  on  the 
budget  and  before  the  Mayor  and  Budget  Com- 
missioner substantially  reduced  the  budget  items. 
So  we  would  now  like  to  receive  from  these  organi- 
zations any  recommendations  they  may  have  to 
make,  with  reference  to  the  budget  and  will  take 
such  recommendations  and  suggestions  under 
consideration. 


TENNIS   COURTS   ON  PINE   BANKS 
PLAYGROUND. 

Coun.  MURRAY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That    the    Park    Commission    be    re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  place 
the  tennis  courts  on  the  Pine  Banks  Playground, 
Ward  19,  in  suitable  condition  for  use. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


LEGISLATION     IN     FAVOR     OF     SPANISH 
WAR   VETERANS. 

Coun.  HEIN  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  American  military  and  naval 
forces  in  the  War  with  Spain  constituted  the 
greatest  volunteer  army  and  navy  the  world  has 
ever  seen,  and 

Whereas,  The  successful  prosecution  of  that  con- 
flict made  the  United  States  a  world  power  and  the 
mightiest  nation  of  modern  times,  and 

Whereas,  The  veterans  of  that  war  have  long 
passed  their  prime,  and  are  walking  injthe  shadows 
of  the  afternoon  of  their  lives,  be  it  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  favors, 
as  a  tribute  from  a  grateful  nation,  that  the  veter- 
ans of  the  Spanish- American  War  be  accorded  the 
same  consideration  by  Congress  and  the  President 
in  the  granting  of  pensions  as  is  now  extended  to 
the  veterans  of  the  Civil  War. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules. 


USE   OF  PUBLIC   PLAYGROUNDS. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  inform  the  Police  Commissioner  that 
the  public  playgrounds  of  the  City  of  Boston  may 
be  used  by  children  without  the  necessity  of  ob- 
taining a  permit  to  play  on  same. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President  and  gentlemen, 
as  you  all  know,  last  Saturday  was  Dorchester 
Day.  You  also  know  that  because  of  the  depres- 
sion and  because  of  the  economies  the  City  of 
Boston  has  been  compelled  to  resort  to  as  a  con- 
sequence, no  money  whatsoever  was  contributed 
by  the  city  towards  the  celebration  of  Dorchester 
Day.  In  view  of  that  fact,  one  of  the  military 
organizations  of  my  ward  decided  to  celebrate 
Dorchester  Day  and,  in  so  far  as  possible,  to  give 
the  inhabitants  of  that  district  such  entertainment 
as  was  possible  when  the  city  itself  contributed 
towards  the  celebration  of  Dorchester  Day,  by 
holding  some  sort  of  a  field  day.  In  1932  such  a 
plan  was  carried  out  very  successfully,  and  it  was 
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proposed  again  for  this  year.  So  last  Saturday 
the  Thomas  J.  Roberts  Post  of  the  American 
Legion  attempted  to  run  a  field  day  at  the  Roberts 
Playground,  named  after  the  man  for  whom  the 
post  was  named,  a  war  hero  who  died  in  France. 
Due  to  some  misunderstanding  on  the  part  of  the 
Park  Department,  who  felt  that  they  were  oper- 
ating a  carnival  and  not  really  a  field  day,  a  pre- 
viously existing  permit  which  had  been  granted 
was  canceled  on  Thursday,  and  when  members  of 
the  organization  appeared  they  were  told  that  the 
field  could  not  be  used.  I  understand  that  the 
Park  Commissioner  called  up  the  Police  Depart- 
ment and  informed  them  that  such  was  the  fact 
and  that  they  were  not  to  let  anybody  go  on  the 
field.  So,  working  under  an  order  telephoned 
from  the  Park  Department,  the  Police  Depart- 
ment sent  officers  to  the  playground  and  instructed 
them  to  turn  people  away,  arbitrarily  refusing 
them  the  use  of  the  Thomas  J.  Roberts  park  —  a 
very  un-American  and  unpatriotic  position  for 
anyone  to  take.  So  I  am  now  asking  the  Mayor 
of  Boston  to  instruct  the  Police  Commissioner 
that  the  playgrounds  of  the  City  of  Boston  are 
maintained  by  the  people  of  the  City  of  Boston 
so  that  children  and  their  elders  may  enjoy  them, 
and  that  under  no  circumstances  shall  the  Police 
Department  or  anybody  else  turn  them  away  as 
though  they  were  criminals,  chasing  them  onto 
the  streets.  I  am  very  sorry  that  this  mix-up 
took  place  on  Dorchester  Day,  and  when  it  was 
brought  to  my  attention  I  immediately  took  it 
upon  myself  to  straighten  the  thing  out  by  appeal- 
ing to  the  Mayor.  I  now  want  to  pay  tribute  to 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  of  Boston  who  very  kindly, 
after  obtaining  the  facts,  granted  a  permit  to  the 
Koberts  Post  to  carry  out  its  field  day.  The 
Mayor  was  very  kind  and  did  everything  in  his 
power  to  make  Dorchester  Day  a  success;  and  I 
want  everybody  to  know,  every  member  of  the 
post  and  all  the  citizens  of  Boston  that  the  Mayor 
came  across  and  gave  us  an  opportunity  to  prop- 
erly celebrate  Dorchester  Day.  It  has  been  said 
that  somebody  else,  not  connected  with  the  gov- 
ernment, brought  about  the  cancelation  of  the 
permit.  If  there  is  anybody  so  mean  and  despic- 
able as  to  adopt  such  tactics  in  order  to  get  back 
at  some  private  individual,  because  of  personal 
animosity,  that  person  should  be  ferreted  out  and 
exposed.  I  have  no  knowledge  that  such  is  the 
fact,  but  if  it  is  true  I  want  such  a  person  to  under- 
stand, as  I  want  all  of  our  citizens  to  understand, 
that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  of  Boston  believes  in 
fairness  and  squareness,  and  I  simply  trust  that 
this  order  may  be  passed  and  that  in  the  future, 
after  a  permit  has  been  granted  for  a  celebration 
of  this  sort,  it  will  not  be  canceled  at  the  eleventh 
hour,  almost  preventing,  as  it  did  in  this  case,  the 
carrying  out  of  the  Dorchester  Day  celebration. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  as  a  duly  elected 
representative  from  the  great  Dorchester  district, 
I  must  take  exception  to  a  few  of  the  remarks  that 
the  councilor  from  Ward  17  (Coun.  Burke)  has 
just  made.  I  agree  with  many  of  the  things  he 
has  said,  but  I  desire  to  have  it  appear  in  the 
record  that  the  Mayor  of  Boston  is  entitled  to 
absolutely  no  consideration  from  the  good  people 
of  Dorchester.  May  I  say  at  the  beginning  that 
if  the  Mayor  of  Boston  really  was  interested  in  the 
largest  section  of  Boston  he  would  have  seen  that 
the  measly  amount  of  $2,000  was  appropriated  to 
celebrate  Dorchester's  230th  anniversary,  this 
year  the  same  as  in  other  years.  An  amount  was 
appropriated  by  the  city  for  the  celebration  of 
South  Boston's  day,  on  the  17th  of  March,  the 
same  as  in  other  years,  and  an  amount  will  be  de- 
voted to  the  celebration  of  Charlestown's  day,  the 
17th  of  June,  they  also  receiving  an  appropriation 
from  the  City  of  Boston.  But  an  appropriation  to 
celebrate  Dorchester  Day  was  refused.  And  so  I 
rise  here,  Mr.  Chairman,  as  one  councilor  from 
Dorchester  to  publicly  resent  Dorchester  being 
discriminated  against.  An  appropriation  of  $2,000 
for  Dorchester  Day  would  have  brought  happiness 
to  the  children  on  every  playground  in  the  five 
Dorchester  wards  on  that  day.  Perhaps  the 
Mayor  should  be  commended,  as  the  councilor 
says,  but  I  say  that  he  should  be  publicly  de- 
nounced, and  I  rise  here  as  a  representative  of  the 
Dorchester  people  to  publicly  denounce  him. 
Yes,  your  racketeering  contractors  can  get  millions 
of  dollars,  millions  can  be  spent  on  an  airport, 
rose  gardens,  antelope  houses,  golf  courses,  but 
the  poor  people  of  Dorchester  cannot  have  a 
measly  $400  in  each  Dorchester  ward  to  celebrate 
their  birthday.  If  the  Mayor  of  Boston  is  to  be 
commended    for   that,    very    well,    go   ahead   and 


commend  him,  I  don't  like  to  disregard  what  the 
worthy  colleague  from  Ward  17  (Coun.  Burke) 
has  said,  but  I  say  that  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
stooped  to  the  lowest  point  when  he  took  that 
$2,000  away  from  the  poor,  defenseless  children 
of  the  Dorchester  district,  who  have  harmed  no- 
body. I  know  that  the  fat  gentleman  on  my 
right  is  sobbing,  and  so  I  don't  wish  to  go  any 
further,  but  I  know  that  when  the  time  comes  the 
people  of  Dorchester,  the  people  of  South  Boston, 
the  people  of  Charlestown.  the  people  of  every 
other  section  of  Boston,  will  agree  that  the  Dor- 
chester constituency  has  been  discriminated 
against  —  not  on  account  of  hard  times,  but  in 
order  that  that  $2,000  that  the  poor  kiddoes  might 
get  if  the  money  was  appropriated  should  go  into 
some  contractor's  profit,  in  order  that  a  certain 
percentage  may  be  returned  to  a  certain  man  on 
Jamaicaway. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  wish  to  say 
as  a  matter  of  record,  that  I  have  in  the  past 
criticized  the  Mayor  because  of  his  position  on  the 
appropriation  for  Dorchester  Day  on  two  occa- 
sions, as  I  remember,  because  of  his  termination 
of  the  appropriation  of  money  usually  appro- 
priated for  that  day.  On  that  particular  matter  I 
think  the  Mayor  was  properly  criticized.  I  think 
he  should  have  given  the  money  for  the  celebra- 
tion of  that  day  to  Dorchester,  the  same  as  he 
gave  it  for  the  celebration  of  other  special  days  in 
other  parts  of  the  city.  But  just  because  a  man 
does  one  thing,  that  I  don't  think  is  correct, 
that  does  not  mean  that  I  will  not  stand  on  my 
feet  and  give  him  credit  that  is  due  him.  He  must 
have  had  a  very  good  reason  for  not  giving  the 
money  to  Dorchester.  We  all  know  that  we  are 
going  through  a  period  of  depression  such  as  was 
never  known  before  in  the  world,  and  if  that 
money  that  he  took  away  from  Dorchester,  money 
that  has  previously  been  appropriated  for  Dor- 
chester Day,  was  to  be  used  in  the  Welfare  Depart- 
ment, for  the  upkeep  of  hospitals  or  health  units, 
I  would  be  the  last  one  to  complain.  It  would 
be  far  better  for  me  to  take  $150  out  of  my  own 
pocket  and  buy  ice  cream  for  the  children  in  my 
ward  on  that  day  than  to  have  $2,000  appropriated 
for  the  district  which  might  otherwise  be  more 
advantageously  used  in  taking  care  of  people 
at  the  City  Hospital,  in  the  Welfare  Department 
or  in  the  health  units.  And  so  I  am  not  at  this 
moment  criticizing  the  Mayor  for  the  action  he 
took  at  this  time.  But  I  am  giving  him  due 
credit  for  intervening  at  the  eleventh  hour  in  a 
situation  out  there  which  would  have  absolutely 
prevented  the  celebration  that  was  planned  for 
that  day,  and  by  his  action  he  brought  sunshine 
to  thousands  of  people  in  Dorchester  on  Dor- 
chester Day.  The  action  of  the  Mayor  at  the 
eleventh  hour  made  it  possible  for  thousands  of 
people  out  there  to  enjoy  themselves,  made  pos- 
sible a  mammoth  parade,  a  band  concert,  playing 
on  the  ball  ground  and  a  ten-mile  Marathon  race, 
so  that  100,000  people  directly  and  indirectly  were 
benefited  by  it.  The  Mayor  saw  fit  to  give  to  the 
councilor  from  Ward  17  a  permit  for  the  use  of 
that  park,  and  I  now  wish  to  thank  him  for  the 
people  of  the  section  and  for  myself,  from  the 
bottom  of  my  heart,  because  if  it  had  not  been 
for  the  Mayor  the  arbitrary  action  of  the  Park 
Commissioner  would  have  stood.  But  a  city  ordi- 
nance recently  passed,  chapter  38  of  section  183, 
takes  away  from  the  Park  Commissioner  the 
power  that  previously  resided  in  him  and  places 
it  in  the  hands  of  the  Mayor.  So  I  want  again 
to  thank  the  Mayor  for  giving  the  permit. 

Coun.  KELLY' — Mr.  President,  just  to  clear  the 
records,  a  representative  of  the  Dorchester  dis- 
trict introduced  an  order  some  time  ago  asking 
for  an  appropriation  of  $2,000  for  the  celebration 
of  Dorchester  Day.  As  I  recall,  it  was  passed 
unanimously,  voted  for  by  every  member  of  this 
body.  The  Mayor,  without  consulting  the  elected 
officials  from  the  Dorchester  district  or  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Council,  saw  fit  to  simply  disregard 
our  order  as  a  wasted  effort,  and  accordingly 
would  not  appropriate  the  $2,000.  Now,  I  want 
to  inform  the  councilor  from  Ward  17  (Coun. 
Burke)  that  there  will  not  be  an  appointed  or  an 
elected  official  ever  come  into  the  district  I  have 
been  elected  to  represent  and  stop  children  from 
entering  a  playground  in  that  district.  No  ap- 
pointed official,  regardless  of  who  he  may  be,  no 
elected  official,  regardless  of  the  particular  office 
he  may  hold,  will  come  to  a  public  playground 
in  that  district,  maintained  by  the  taxpayers  of 
Boston,  and  refuse  to  allow  children  to  exercise 
themselves  on  that  particular  piece  of  property. 
Such  playgrounds,  Mr.  President,  are  not  owned 
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by  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  but  they  are  owned  by 
the  taxpayers  of  Boston.  I  would  soon  see,  and 
enough  redblooded  he-men  from  my  district  would 
see,  that  such  playgrounds  were  conducted  for 
the  benefit  of  the  children.  I  would  not  have 
to  go  around  chasing  the  Mayor  or  anybody  else. 
And  so  I  don't  see  why  anybody  should  stand  here 
and  eulogize  the  Mayor  of  Boston  for  doing  some- 
thing for  which  he  absolutely  deserves  no  credit; 
and  when  the  proper  time  comes  I  will  debate 
that  subject  with  my  worthy  colleague  before  the 
good  people  of  Dorchester  in  any  hall  in  the 
Dorchester  district  or  in  any  part  of  Boston. 
I  say  that  $2,000  was  taken  away  from  the  chil- 
dren of  Dorchester — and  let  the  councilor  from 
Ward  17  deny  it  if  he  can — in  order  to  pay  some- 
thing extra  to  the  grafting  contractors,  Coleman 
Brothers,  who  are  charging  for  collecting  garbage 
and  refuse  $30,000  more  to  the  taxpayers  of 
Boston  in  1933  than  they  did  in  1932,  with  less 
garbage  and  less  ashes  to  collect,  and  with  the  rate 
of  wages,  according  to  the  contract,  having  gone 
down  from  62 1  cents  to  50  cents  an  hour.  That 
is  where  the  $2,000  went,  to  pay  the  grafting 
contractors,  Coleman  Brothers,  money  taken 
from  the  poor  children  of  my  district;  and  I  defy 
anybody  to  defend  those  figures  of  Coleman 
Brothers  this  year  for  the  disposal  of  ashes  and 
garbage  in  the  Dorchester  district.  The  gentleman 
speaks  about  the  money  taken  away  from  the 
poor  children  being  used  for  a  worthy  purpose. 
If  I  knew  that  it  was  going  to  the  recipients  of 
public  welfare,  if  I  knew  that  it  was  going  to  be 
6pent  on  poor  unfortunates  at  the  hospital,  I 
would  be  the  last  one  to  say  that  we  should  keep 
it  for  Dorchester,  because  while  it  might  mean 
an  injury  to  the  children  out  there,  if  it  were 
to  be  given  for  welfare  or  for  the  sick,  we  would 
make  no  complaint.  But  when  it  is  going  to 
racketeers  such  as  Coleman  Brothers,  in  the 
Dorchester  district,  then  I  say  that  the  Mayor 
of  Boston  is  entitled  to  nothing  in  the  form  of 
credit,  and  nothing — and  I  say  this  impartially — 
nothing  good  can  be  said  for  our  racketeering 
Mayor. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


REDUCTION  OF  ELEVATED  SERVICE. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following : 

Ordered,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  Company  be  requested,  through 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  prevent  the  contemplated 
reduction  in  service  about  to  be  put  into  effect 
throughout  the  City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  have  been 
informed  that  this  summer  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railway  is  going  to  effect,  beginning  some  time 
during  this  month,  certain  reductions  in  the 
service,  that  the  service  to  be  given  to  the  people  of 
Boston  is  to  be  reduced  on  most  of  the  lines.  At 
the  last  meeting  I  put  in  an  order  calling  for  a 
five-day  week  on  the  Boston  Elevated,  believing 
that  it  would  help  to  prevent  the  laying  off  of  300 
additional  blue  uniform  men.  I  am  hoping  that 
in  this  way  the  present  service  can  be  maintained, 
so  that  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  lay  off  a  greater 
number  than  300.  I  certainly  trust,  Mr.  President, 
that  the  order  will  pass. 

The  order  was  passed,  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


WARD   17   IMPROVEMENTS. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Street  Commis- 
sioners be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  accept  and  lay  out  Alteresko  avenue, 
Ward  17,  as  a  public  highway. 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  repave  with  smooth  pavement  the  following 
streets  in  Ward  17:  Rockwell  street,  Bailey  street, 
Fuller  street,  Alpha  road,  Greenbrier  street, 
Moultrie  street,  Lyndhurst  street. 

Severally  passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


DORCHESTER   AVENUE,    WARD    17. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following : 
Ordered,    That    the    Commissioner    of    Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  reconstruct  Dorchester  avenue,  from  Peabody 
square  to  Pierce  square,  Ward  17. 


Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  in  view  of  the 
bus  license  granted  to  the  Boston  Elevated  to  go 
through  the  avenue  from  Peabody  square  to  Pierce 
square,  it  now  becomes  extremely  important  that 
that  part  of  Dorchester  avenue,  now  uncompleted, 
should  be  completed  as  soon  as  possible.  The 
road  there  at  the  present  time  is  so  rocky  that 
people  are  almost  knocked  off  their  feet  in  riding 
from  River  street  to  Dorchester.  So  I  certainly 
hope  that  in  the  near  future  Dorchester  avenue 
will  be  reconstructed  from  Ashmont  street  to 
Pierce  square.  It  is  very  important  that  this 
action  be  taken. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


DAMAGES    ARISING     FROM     CONSTRUC- 
TION OF  ALBANY   STREET   TUNNEL. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  instruct 
the  Corporation  Counsel  to  take  necessary  legal 
action  to  recover  for  the  City  of  Boston  damages 
that  have  arisen  against  the  rights  of  the  citizens 
of  Boston  by  Contractor  Matthew  Cummings  in 
his  construction  of  tunnel  under  Albany  street' 
in  which  he  violated  the  terms  of  his  contract 
which  called  for  Albany  street  to  be  kept  open  for 
passage  twenty-four  hours  a  day  during  con- 
struction  of   this   tunnel. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  once  again  I 
rise  to  voice  my  protest.  I  don't  wish  to  be 
boresome,  because  the  matter  has  come  up  before, 
but  it  seems  that  some  time  ago  bids  were  sent 
out  and  a  contract  was  made  for  the  construction 
of  a  tunnel  going  from  one  side  of  Albany  street 
to  the  other,  at  the  former  site  of  the  Curtis  & 
Pope  Lumber  Company.  It  seems  that  the 
pet  contractor,  Matthew  Cummings,  who  has 
received  over  S5, 000,000  in  three  years  under  the 
present  administration,  although  he  was  not  a 
low  bidder  obtained  the  award  of  the  contract. 
It  seems  that  the  contract  also  called  for  one 
half  of  Albany  street  during  the  period  of  con- 
struction being  left  open  for  the  passage  of  auto- 
mobiles. It  seems  that  when  Matthew  Cummings 
got  the  job,  in  order  that  he  might  save  no  doubt 
$4,000  or  $5,000,  he  had  Albany  street  entirely 
closed,  from  April  10  to  date,  because  it  was 
cheaper  and  easier  for  him  to  do  so.  I  under- 
stand that  the  Trustees  of  the  City  Hospital, 
the  architect  and  the  Traffic  Commissioner, 
refused  to  grant  a  permit  to  Matthew  Cummings 
to  violate  his  contract  with  the  city,  but  somehow 
or  other  Matthew  Cummings  was  allowed  to 
close  Albany  street  entirely,  necessitating  thou- 
sands of  residents  of  Dorchester  and  the  Roxbury 
sections,  instead  of  going  directly  through  Albany 
street,  having  to  detour  by  way  of  East  Newton 
street,  up  Harrison  avenue  and  up  Massachusetts 
avenue,  at  a  great  loss  of  time  and  loss  of  gas  and 
oil,  besides  the  danger  to  the  life  of  the  patients 
visiting  the  Out-Patient  Department  and  to 
people  visiting  their  sick  at  the  City  Hospital. 
It  seems  also  that  the  closing  of  Albany  street 
caused  an  interference  with  the  ambulance  service 
of  the  City  Hospital  located  on  Albany  street, 
compelling  a  delay  in  that  service,  to  the  detri- 
ment of  people  of  Dorchester,  Roxbury  or  South 
Boston,  who  were  being  served,  by  reason  of  the 
detour  that  had  to  be  made  and  the  delay  because 
of  heavy  traffic  up  Harrison  avenue  and  waiting 
for  the  lights  at  the  corner  of  Harrison  avenue 
and  Massachusetts  avenue.  Delays  of  from  five 
to  ten  minutes  have  been  caused  in  that  service 
between  the  Dorchester  district  and  the  City 
Hospital,  according  to  figures  given  me  by  em- 
ployees driving  the  ambulance.  I  believe  that 
sort  of  thing  is  wrong.  Perhaps  I  am  wrong, 
Mr.  President!  It  may  be  all  right  for  these 
racketeering  contractors  to  do  this  sort  of  thing. 
I  do  not  think,  however,  that  the  pubhc  of  Boston 
beheve  that  they  should  be  allowed  to  continue. 
I  don't  see  why  the  people  of  this  city  should 
be  put  to  inconvenience  in  order  that  the  pet 
contractor  may  make  thousands  of  dollars  extra 
on  his  job.  I  am  accordingly  introducing  this 
order  calling  upon  our  $10,000  public  servant  to 
at  least  do  one  good  act  in  his  entire  four  years 
of  pubhc  service — referring,  namely,  to  Samuel 
Silverman,  the  Corporation  Counsel,  the  five- 
and  ten-cent  attorney,  the  gentleman  who  had 
the  audacity  to  term  the  people  of  Boston  at  a 
State  House  hearing  products  of  the  gutter,  and 
whom  I  shall  term,  giving  him  his  proper  name, 
something  a  little  lower  than  a  product  of  the 
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gutter, — a  serpent  of  the  sewer.  I  say  that 
Sammie  should  in  the  closing  six  months  of  his 
term  of  office — after  which,  unless  he  has  saved 
enough,  he  will  no  doubt  be  on  the  public  welfare 
rolls  of  the  city — get  out  and  take  proceedings 
against  Matthew  Cummings  as  the  legal  repre- 
sentative of  the  city,  the  Corporation  Counsel  of 
Boston.  And  I  am  very  much  interested  to  see 
whether  his  Honor  the  Mayor  will  order  Silverman 
to  take  steps  against  the  Mayor's  privileged  pet 
contractor,  Matthew  Cummings.  It  will  be  very 
interesting  for  me  to  watch  and  for  the  people  of 
Boston  to  watch,  to  see  what  will  go  on  in  City 
Hall  with  reference  to  Matthew  Cummings. 
Coleman  Brothers  and  others,  at  the  hands  of 
this  notorious  student  of  the  law,  this  Woolworth 
five-and-ten-cent  lawyer.  And  so  I  move  that 
this  order  be  passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 
President  McGRATH— The  order  will  be  re- 
ferred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules. 


LEAVE    OF    ABSENCE    FOR    VETERAN 
DELEGATE   EMPLOYEES. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  instruct  all  department  heads  to  grant

leading  professors  and  for  which  there  is  no  charge 
whatsoever.

APPROPRIATION    FOR    WEST     ROXBURY 
PARKWAY. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  June  12,  1933. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — I  am  in  receipt  of  the  attached 
request  from  the  chairman  of  the  Park  Commis- 
sioners for  an  additional  appropriation  of  §24,000 
to  complete  the  construction  and  development  of 
the  West  Roxbury  Parkway.  Under  the  authority 
of  chapter  420  of  the  Acts  of  1930,  the  city  was 
authorized  to  spend  outside  the  debt  limit  for  the 
construction  of  this  parkway,  $130,000.  It  now 
develops  that  this  amount  is  not  sufficient  to 
permit  the  completion  of  the  project  in  a  proper 
manner.  With  the  additional  amount  it  is  pro- 
posed to  construct  walks,  erect  safety  guard 
fences,  install  a  boulevard  system  of  lighting, 
plant  trees  and  shrubbery,  and  relocate  the  old 
bridle  path.  These  items  are  considered  neces- 
sary in  order  that  the  boulevard  when  completed 
will  conform  to  the  standard  and  type  of  other 
boulevards  in  the  Park  System.  I  respectfully 
recommend  adoption  of  the  accompanying  order. 
Respectfully,

Dear  Sir, — With  respect  to  the  order  of  the  City 
Council  dated  June  5,  1933,  which  reads: 

Ordered,  That  the  Traffic  Commission  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
install  automatic  traffic  control  signals  at  Columbus 
avenue  and  West  Newton  street,  and  at  Columbus 
avenue  and  Dartmouth  street,  Ward  4 — 
our  financial  clerk  shows  a  balance  of  $5,811.36 
remaining  after  the  installation  of  Unit  II  (Massa- 
chusetts avenue  system). 

It  was  the  original  intention  that  this  unit 
would  be  extended  along  Columbus  avenue  in  a 
manner  similar  to  the  extensions  that  were  made 
on  Tremont  street. 

Contemplating  such  an  extension,  the  balance 
of  $5,811.36  is  sufficient  to  install  one  of  the 
independent  units  mentioned  above  and  it  may  be 
possible  that  the  amount  will  be  sufficient  to 
install  both. 

There  have  been  fifty-three  personal  injury 
accidents  at  the  intersection  of  Columbus  avenue 
and  West  Newton  street  from  January  1,  1928,  up 
to  date. 

There  have  been  thirty-three  personal  injury 
accidents  at  the  intersection  of  Columbus  avenue 
and  Dartmouth  street,  with  one  fatality,  in  the 
same  period  of  time. 

Dartmouth  street  and  West  Newton  street  both 
carry  heavy  cross-town  traffic,  and  since  the  new 
surface  was  placed  on  Columbus  avenue  the 
volume  of  traffic  on  that  avenue  has  increased 
enormously. 

Unless  objections  are  interposed  as  to  the  use 
of  the  balance  above  referred  to,  arrangements 
will  be  entered  into  without  delay  to  begin  the 
work  of  installing  the  signals  on  the  West  Newton 
street  intersection.  Upon  receipt  of  final  esti- 
mates from  the  Edison  Company  if  enough  money 
is  available  the  system  will  be  extended  to  Dart- 
mouth street.

REPORT    OF    FINANCE    COMMISSION    ON 
HERALD-TRAVELER   PROPERTY. 
The  following  was  received : 

City  of  Boston, 
Finance  Commission,  June  6,  1933. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — As  the  result  of  facts  which  hap- 
pened to  come  to  my  attention,  indicating  that  the 


Boston  Herald-Traveler  Corporation  was  not  pay- 
ing its  just  share  of  taxes,  due  in  part  to  palpable 
favoritism  by  the  Assessing  Department  of  Boston, 
I  called  the  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  Finance 
Commission  with  a  request  for  an  investigation. 
It  was  decided  by  the  other  members  of  the  com- 
mission, with  my  consent,  that  they  would  investi- 
gate and  that  I  should  take  no  part  in  either  the 
investigation  or  the  report  to  be  subsequently 
made. 

The  commission  made  the  investigation  and  filed 
a  report  which,  in  my  opinion,  is  incomplete, 
because  it  does  not  make  any  recommendation 
to  remedy  what  is  apparently  an  extraordinary 
evasion  of  taxes.  The  evidence  brought  out  the 
fact  that,  although  $1,172,000  was  paid  for  the 
site  of  the  new  Herald  Building  and  $1,880,686 
was  spent  for  the  new  building,  making  a  total  of 
$3,052,686,  within  a  year  or  two  the  land  and 
building  is  only  assessed  for  $1,200,000. 

This  under-valuation  is  further  accentuated  by 
testimony  from  the  president  of  the  Boston  Five 
Cents  Savings  Bank  that  his  bank  carries  a  mort- 
gage of  $2,000,000  on  this  real  estate.  In  view  of 
the  fact  that  the  law  does  not  permit  savings  banks 
to  lend  more  than  sixty  per  cent  of  the  value  of  a 
piece  of  property,  the  bank  officials  must  have 
estimated  the  real  value  of  the  property  at 
$3,333,000  at  least,  and  the  president  of  the  bank 
so  testified. 

It  further  appeared  in  evidence  that  the  ma- 
chinery owned  by  the  Herald-Traveler  Corporation 
was  only  assessed  for  $315,000  in  1932,  notwith- 
standing the  fact  that  the  representative  of  the 
corporation  admitted  that  in  1931  new  machinery 
was  purchased  and  installed  at  a  cost  of  $1,043,000. 
In  1930  the  old  machinery  was  assessed  for  $346,000 
and  in  1932  the  old  machinery  plus  the  new  ma- 
chinery costing  $1,043,000  was  assessed  for  $315,000 
only. 

The  only  recommendation  made  by  the  Finance 
Commission  was  that  the  report  be  turned  over 
to  the  Assessing  Department. 

I  am  sending  to  you  this  supplementary  report 
with  a  request  that  you  direct  the  Assessing  De- 
partment to  make  an  honest  valuation  of  the 
property  owned  by  this  corporation.  In  these 
days  when  so  much  is  being  said  about  tax  dodging, 
and  when  tens  of  thousands  of  home  owners  who 
have  scraped  and  saved  over  a  period  of  years  to 
buy  a  home  are  now  faced  with  the  loss  of  their 
savings,  it  would  seem  to  me  that  the  Assessing 
Department  of  the  City  of  Boston  should  be 
severely  condemned  for  allowing  the  Herald- 
Traveler  Corporation  to  get  away  without  paying 
its  just  share  of  the  cost  of  the  government  of  the 
City  of  Boston.

Ordered,  That  to  meet  the  current  expenses  pay- 
able during  the  financial  year  beginning  •with  the 
first  day  of  January,  1933,  for  performing  the 
duties  and  exercising  the  powers  devolved  by 
statute  or  ordinance,  or  by  vote  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil during  the  year,  upon  the  City  of  Boston  or 
County  of  Suffolk,  or  the  departments  or  officers 
thereof,  and  to  meet  the  obligations  for  interest 
on  debt,  sinking  fund  requirements  and  maturing 
debt  not  provided  for  by  sinking  fund,  the  respec- 
tive sums  of  money  specified  in  the  tables  and 
schedules  hereinafter  set  out  be,  and  the  same  are, 
hereby  appropriated  for  the  several  departments 
and  for  the  objects  and  purposes  hereinafter 
stated. 

Ordered,  That  the  appropriations  for  Water 
Service,  current  expenses,  and  the  payment  to  the 
State  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  488  of  the 
Acts  of  1895,  and  acts  in  addition  or  amendment 
thereto,  and  for  the  interest  and  debt  requirements 
for  loans  issued  for  water  purposes  be  met  by  the 
income  of  said  works  and  any  excess  over  income 
from  taxes;  that  the  appropriation  for  Printing 
Department  be  met  by  the  department  income 
and  any  excess  over  income  from  taxes;  and  the 
appropriation  for  City  Record  be  met  by  the  in- 
come of  said  publication  and  any  excess  over 
income  from  taxes;  that  the  other  appropriations 
hereinafter  specified  be  raised  by  taxation  to  the 
amount  of  $39,284,535.21  upon  the  polls  and 
estates  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Ordered,  That  all  sums  of  money  which  form  no 
part  of  the  income  of  the  city  but  shall  be  paid 
for  services  rendered  or  work  done  by  any  depart- 
ment or  division  for  any  other  department  or 
division,  or  for  any  person  or  corporation  other 
than  the  City  of  Boston,  be  paid  into  the  general 
treasury,  and  that  all  contributions  made  to  any 
appropriation  be  expended  for  the  objects  and 
purposes  directed  by  the  several  contributors 
thereof. 

Ordered,  That  all  taxes  raised  to  meet  the 
appropriations  of  the  city  and  county  and  all 
taxes  assessed  for  meeting  the  city's  proportion 
of  the  state  tax  for  the  year  1933,  be  due  and 
payable  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  September,  1933; 
that  interest  shall  be  charged  on  all  taxes  remain- 
ing unpaid  after  the  second  day  of  October,  1933, 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  59, 
section  57,  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended  by 
chapter  151  of  the  Acts  of  1933,  until  paid,  except 
the  taxes  assessed  upon  shares  of  national  banks, 
which  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  12  per 
cent  per  annum  from  the  fifteenth  day  of  Septem- 
ber, 1933,  until  paid;  and  that  all  interest  which 
shall  have  become  due  on  taxes  shall  be  added  to 
and  be  part  of  such  taxes. 

Ordered,  Tha't  except  as  the  appropriation  for 
any  purpose  or  item  shall  be  increased  by  addi- 
tional appropriations  of  transfers  lawfully  made, 
no  money  shall  be  expended  by  any  department 
for  any  of  the  purposes  or  items  designated  in  the 
tables  and  schedules  hereinafter  set  out  in  excess 
of  the  amount  set  down  as  appropriated  for  such 
specific  purpose  or  item. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  orders. 

Coun.  ROBERTS— Mr.  President,  the  majority 
of  the  members  of  the  Committee  on  Appropria- 
tions have  voted  for  the  passage  of  the  municipal 
budget  for  the  year  1933  as  submitted  by  his 
Honor  the  Mayor.  In  signing  the  majority  report, 
however,  leave  has  been  reserved  by  the  chairman 
and  by  Councilor  Curtis  to  oppose  passage  of  the 
budget  on  the  floor  of  the  Council.  In  the  case 
of  those  members  of  the  committee  who  are  in 
the  minority,  the  Chair  is  given  to  understand 
that  they  will  submit  individual  schedules  object- 
ing to  individual  items  in  the  budget,  and,  in  the 
case  of  the  chairman  and  Councilor  Curtis,  leave 
to  oppose  the  passage  of  the  budget  was  reserved 
in  order  that  we  might  avail  ourselves  of  the 
longest  possible  time  to  make  up  our  minds  in 
consideration  of  the  numerous  items  presented  in 
the  budget  for  our  consideration.  With  reference 
to  the  Boston  Traffic  Commission,  the  committee 
feels  that  there  is  no  place  where  we  can  officially 
reduce  the  items  contained  in  this  budget  without 
affecting  the  personnel,  which  amounts  to  $101,000. 
We  feel  that  the  department  could  be  conducted 
at  much  less  expense  to  the  city,  and  earnestly 
recommend  that  consideration  be  given  by  the 
proper  authorities  to  the  matter  of  reducing  this 
item  for  the  next  calendar  year,  in  view  of  the 


lessened  activity  of  the  department  and  the  im- 
nediate  need  for  economy.  It  appears  to  the 
committee,  in  considering  the  item  for  personal 
service  in  the  Building  Department  that,  in  view 
of  the  lessened  activity  in  the  building  industry 
in  the  city,  consid  eration  should  be  given  by  the 
administration  to  effecting  the  transfer  of  some  of 
these  employees  to  the  Welfare  Department  or 
some  other  department  where  their  services  would 
be  of  greater  value  to  the  city.  The  committee 
feels  that  a  study  should  be  given  by  the  Rules 
Committee  of  the  City  Council  to  the  problem 
presented  by  the  extensive  amount  of  printing 
necessitated  by  the  City  Council  Proceedings, 
in  that  the  record  be  abridged  and  some  money 
saved  on  this  item.  The  committee  desires  to 
call  attention  to  the  gradual  increase  in  expendi- 
tures in  the  Health  Department  brought  about 
by  the  maintenance  of  the  seven  Health  Units, 
amounting  to  approximately  $140,000.  With 
respect  to  the  item  for  temporary  employees, 
Hospital  Department,  the  committee  feels  that 
the  trustees  and  superintendent  should  make  an 
effort  to  reduce  this  item  during  the  year,  if 
conditions  at  the  institution  warrant  same.  The 
committee  is  not  unmindful  of  the  excellent 
supervision  which  the  trustees  have  exercised  over 
the  staff,  but  feel  that,  as  retrenchments  have 
been  made  in  this  item  in  other  departments, 
consideration  should  be  given  to  reducing  this 
item  this  year.  The  committee  also  feels  that 
the  employment  of  all  help  should  be  left  in  the 
hands  of  the  trustees  exclusively.  The  committee 
feels  that  consideration  should  be  given  to  having 
care  and  upkeep  of  roads  in  the  parks  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  other  departments  doing  that 
work.  The  committee  recommends,  with  regard 
to  the  items  in  the  budget  of  the  Sanitary  Service 
of  the  Public  Works  Department,  that  under 
Item  B  the  administration  should  make  an  effort 
to  see  if  certain  of  the  work  now  done  by  con- 
tract could  not  be  done  by  city  employees  or 
welfare  recipients.  The  Committee  on  Appro- 
priations recommends  to  those  charged  with  the 
administration  of  the  Courthouse  and  Jail  that 
the  same  steps  be  taken  as  have  been  taken  in 
other  departments  of  the  City  of  Boston  with  a 
view  to  not  replacing  persons  who  leave  the 
service  on  account  of  resignation,  retirement  or 
death.  The  committee  this  year  has  held  long 
and  extended  hearings  on  every  phase  of  the 
current  budget,  and  the  Chair  desired  to  take 
this  opportunity  to  thank  every  member  of  the 
committee  and  the  Council  as  a  whole  for  the 
interest  which  they  have  manifested  in  the  impor- 
tant matter  which  we  have  had  for  consideration. 
In  spite  of  what  has  been  said  and  what  may  be 
said  on  the  floor  of  the  Council  today,  the  chair- 
man of  this  committee  is  convinced  that  it  is  the 
purpose  of  every  individual  member  of  the  Council 
to  effect  any  sound  and  sensible  economy  which 
will  not  interfere  with  the  proper  running  of  the 
city  government.  The  committee  have  extended, 
from  time  to  time,  invitations  to  those  organiza- 
tions in  our  city  which  have  manifested  an  in- 
terest in  our  budget  and  it  is  with  deep  regret 
that  the  committee  reports  that  but  two  of  those 
organizations  saw  fit  to  have  any  representatives 
attend.  It  was  a  matter  of  sincere  regret  to  the 
committee  that  on  that  occasion  but  one  repre- 
sentative appeared  before  the  committee,  and 
she  made  no  constructive  suggestions  of  any 
kind  and  admitted  before  the  committee  that 
she  had  very  little,  if  any,  knowledge  of  our 
budget.  Two  of  the  other  organizations  kindly 
furnished  the  committee  with  copies  of  recom- 
mendations which  they  had  made  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Municipal  Finance,  Massachusetts 
House  of  Representatives,  and  the  Chair  specific- 
ally refers  to  the  recommendations  of  the  Finance 
Commission  and  the  Municipal  Research  Bureau. 
However,  consideration  of  these  two  reports  was 
given  by  your  committee  and  these  suggestions 
were  considered  in  the  light  of  the  fact  that  the 
budget  had  been  substantially  changed  since  their 
recommendations  had  been  made  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Municipal  Finance.  With  no  intention 
of  being  critical  in  any  sense  of  the  word,  it  is 
not  unnatural  that  this  year  we  should  have 
several  organizations  interested  in  the  problem  of 
expenditures  of  the  city  which  did  not  exist 
several  years  ago,  and  that  other  organizations, 
while  existing,  either  made  no  recommendations 
in  years  gone  by  but  have,  in  fact,  been  the  actice 
advocates  of  improvements  involving  the  ex- 
penditure of  money  by  the  city  in  prosperous 
times.     The  Municipal  Research  Bureau  did  not 
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come  into  existence  until  comparatively  recently. 
The  Finance  Commission  has  for  the  first  time  in 
recent  years  shown  an  interest  in  the  budget 
appropriation.  The  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
Boston  Real  Estate  Exchange  and  Massachusetts 
Real  Estate  Exchange  have  in  the  past  been  the 
sponsors  of  new  developments  and  improvements 
in  general  within  the  city,  to  the  end  that  real 
estate  might  be  of  greater  value,  that  business 
might  be  attracted  to  the  city,  and  other  laudable 
purposes.  They  now  appear  in  times  of  depression 
in  an  entirely  different  role.  The  public-spirited 
people  connected  with  these  organizations  are  not 
to  be  criticized  but  rather  commended  for  their 
interest,  and  those  who  go  to  make  up  the  mem- 
bership of  these  several  bodies  should  be  thanked 
by  the  taxpayers  of  the  City  of  Boston  for  the 
truly  constructive  suggestions  which  they  have 
made,  and  my  only  regret  is  that  I  do  feel  that  it 
is  not  within  the  power  of  this  body  to  put  their 
suggestions  into  immediate  effect.  This  is, 
fundamentally,  an  executive  problem  and  not 
one  coming  within  the  functioning  of  this  body, 
whose  limited  powers  are  esssentially  negative.  I 
have  personally  given  thorough  consideration  to. 
the  recommendations  made  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mission, and  the  Municipal  Research  Bureau . 
Taking  the  recommendations  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission first,  they  recommended  the  abolition  of 
the  Art  Department,  the  Market  Department  and 
the  City  Planning  Board.  It  is  further  recom- 
mended in  this  report  that  substantial  changes  in 
the  matter  of  operation  of  the  Assessing  Depart- 
ment, Building  Department,  Traffic  Commission, 
City  Council,  Election  Department,  Fire  Depart- 
ment, Health  Department,  Hospital  Department, 
Institutions  Department,  Library  Department, 
Police  Department  (over  which  this  Council 
has  no  control  whatever),  Public  Buildings  De- 
partment, Mayor's  Office,  Public  Celebra- 
tions Department,  Park  Department,  Public 
Works  Department  be  made,  and,  in  order  to 
effect  the  economies  suggested,  it  would  be  neces- 
sary to  eliminate  hundreds  of  positions  and  throw 
many  people  who  have  been  for  years  of  service 
to  the  city  out  of  employment.  To  this  proposi- 
tion I  am  unwilling  to  accede  without  first  mak- 
ing a  diligent  attempt  to  see  whether  these  men 
and  women  could  be  placed  in  other  positions 
within  the  city  service  where  their  services  would 
be  more  worthwhile  to  the  citizens  of  Boston.  In 
this  wave  of  economy  let  us  not  forget  our  obliga- 
tions to  the  trusted  city  employee,  who  has  given 
years  of  his  service  to  the  citizens  of  the  City  of 
Boston  and  who  has  stayed  on  the  job  through 
times  of  prosperity  when,  with  higher  wages,  he 
might  have  sought  a  position  elsewhere.  And  let 
us  not  forget  the  cheerful  spirit  of  cooperation 
shown  by  these  employees  in  their  voluntary 
contributions  to  the  Welfare  Department  and 
their  willingness  to  carry  on  when  practically  all 
considerations  of  promotion,  step-rate  increases, 
and  so  forth,  had  been  taken  from  them.  So 
much  for  the  Finance  Commission's  report.  With 
regard  to  the  report  of  the  Municipal  Research 
Bureau,  I  would  say  that,  in  my  opinion,  a  con- 
siderably longer  time  has  been  spent  on  drawing 
up  the  recommendations  of  the  Municipal  Bureau 
as  contracted  with  those  of  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion, some  of  the  recommendations  of  the  latter 
having  apparently  been  very  hurriedly  drawn 
and  without  the  study  that  has  been  given  to  the 
subject  by  the  Municipal  Research  Bureau,  as 
shown  in  its  report.  That  some  of  the  sugges- 
tions in  the  brief  of  the  Municipal  Research 
Bureau  have  merit  is  a  matter  of  common  knowl- 
edge. It  is  suggested  that  the  Institutions 
Department,  the  Market  Department,  the  Regis- 
try Department,  the  City  Messenger's  Depart- 
ment and  the  Municipal  Employment  Bureau — 
which  latter  department  is  not  under  control  of 
this  committee — be  abolished  and  the  Institutions 
Department  be  merged  with  the  Public  Welfare 
Department  and  the  Hospital  Department;  also 
that  the  activities  of  the  Public  Celebrations 
Department  be  substantially  curtailed.  With 
regard  to  these  suggestions  I  have  come  to  the 
conclusion  tna$.t  while  they  have  merit,  they 
present  a  distinct  problem  of  administration 
which  cannot  possibly  be  dealt  with  by  a  legisla- 
tive body.  Whereas  this  committee  has  authority 
to  cut  items  from  the  budget,  it  has  no  authority 
whatsoever  to  transfer  or  give  an  appropriation 
from  one  department  to  another  so  as  to  increase 
the  appropriation  of  the  department  which  is  to 
undertake  the  work  formerly  done  by  the  first 
department.     I    have   accordingly    come    to    the 


conclusion  that  it  is  for  the  best  interest  of  the 
taxpayers  of  Boston  that  the  Council  should 
recommend  to  the  Mayor  that  consideration  be 
given  to  the  reorganization  of  the  departments 
mentioned.  In  most  of  the  departments  men- 
tioned, the  actual  saving  by  the  abolition  of  the 
department  in  question  to  the  taxpayers  of  the 
City  of  Boston  would  be  a  relatively  small  amount. 
In  the  case  of- the  Institutions  Department,  this 
might  amount  to  a  larger  saving  on  the  part  of 
the  city.  With  particular  regard  to  the  Institu- 
tions Department.  I  should  like  to  call  this  to 
the  attention  of  the  Council  that  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  the  population  of  the  Long  Island  Hos- 
pital has  increased  but  slightly  in  the  past  three 
years  the  tmount  of  permanent  and  temporary 
help  has  iancreaBed  to  the  extent  that  I  am  led  to 
the  conclusion  that  this  department  should  be 
thoroughly  reorganized  and  put  in  the  hands  of 
either  a  board  of  trustees  or  be  under  the  authority 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  City  Hospital. 
In  1929  there  was  a  total  average  number  of  300 
employees  at  the  Long  Island  Hospital.  In  1930 
this  number  increased  to  322,  in  1931  to  370  and 
in  1932  to  450;  and  when  we  consider  that  in 
1929  there  was  a  population  of  1,031,  in  1930, 
1,167,  in  1931,  1,229,  and  in  1932,  1,211,  it  is  not 
difficult  to  understand  that  something  should  be 
done  to  stem  the  tide  of  a  constantly  rising  per- 
sonnel. However,  to  drastically  reduce  the 
personnel  service  item  of  the  Institutions  Depart- 
ment, without  any  thought  or  power  of  reorgan- 
ization of  the  department,  would  be  a  dangerous 
thing  to  do,  particularly  when  we  consider  that 
a  substantial  part  of  the  money  in  this  item  has 
been  already  spent,  and  if  this  item  is  reduced 
further  by  the  Council  those  unfortunates  who 
were  under  the  care  of  this  department  would 
be  the  victims.  With  regard  to  the  Hospital 
Department  itself,  I  personally  believe,  Mr. 
President,  that  there  are  numerous  changes  which 
might  be  profitably  put  into  effect  and  effect  a 
substantial  saving  to  the  citizens  of  Boston. 
But  here  again  it  is  a  problem  for  the  executive 
department  of  the  city  government  and  not  of 
the  Council  itself.  The  Hospital  Trustees  them- 
selves, while  appearing  before  the  Committee 
on  Appropriations,  acknowledged  the  fact  that 
politics  play  too  large  a  part  in  the  selection 
and  appointment  of  the  employees  of  this  depart- 
ment and  expressed  the  opinion  that  a  substantial 
saving  might  be  effected  were  they  allowed  to 
make  the  choice  without  influence  of  any  kind. 
And  here,  again,  I  make  a  suggestion  to  the  Mayor 
that  means  be  undertaken  to  correct  this  situa- 
tion of  which  the  Hospital  Trustees  complain. 
The  committee  or  the  Council  cannot  undertake 
to  bring  thiB  result  about  by  reducing  the  per- 
sonnel item,  for  we  have  no  authority  to  control 
the  expenditure  of  the  money  once  appropriated 
and  such  a  step  would  only  tend  to  demoralize 
the  hospital  staff  and  work  a  hardship  on  the 
innocent  patients.  In  the  case  of  the  Park 
Department  and  the  Public  Works  Department, 
I  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  maintenance 
items  have  already  been  cut  to  the  bone  and  have 
been  substantially  reduced  over  the  expenditures 
of  previous  years.  They  have,  in  my  opinion, 
been  cut  to  the  point  where  a  serious  question 
may  well  be  entertained  by  the  department 
heads  as  to  whether  their  departments  may  be 
properly  able  to  function,  maintain  their  equip- 
ment and  personnel  and  preserve  the  property 
of  the  citizens  of  Boston.  If  we  are  going  to 
maintain  our  present  personnel,  it  is  absolutely 
necessary  that  we  provide  them  with  the  tools 
and  equipment  necessary  to  do  their  work;  other- 
wise the  citizens  and  taxpayers  of  the  city  will 
receive  nothing  in  return  for  the  services  of  those 
employed  and  the  property  of  the  city  will  be 
decreased  in  value,  necessitating  in  the  near 
future  large  expenditures  for  which,  in  my  opinion, 
the  taxpayers  of  the  city  will  pay  dearly.  It 
may  be  interesting  to  note  in  the  budget  that 
appropriations  for  equipment  have  been  reduced 
since  1930,  when  they  totaled  $1,459,511.04,  to 
$697,430.10 — a  reduction  of  over  $750,000,  or 
approximately  50  per  cent  in  three  years.  With 
regard  to  appropriations  for  materials  used  by 
department  mechanics  in  the  repair  and  main- 
tenance of  departmental  property,  they  have 
fallen  from  $632,265  in  1930  to  $378,845  in  the 
current  year.  This  represents  a  reduction  of 
over  $250,000,  or  approximately  40  per  cent. 
In  my  opinion,  if  we  should  reduce  any  of  these 
items  further  the  property  of  the  City  of  Boston 
might   be  seriously   in   danger.     The   question   as 
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to  whether  the  Park  Department  and  the  several 
divisions  of  the  Public  Works  Department  and 
the  Street  Laying-Out  Department  and  the 
Library  Department  are  overmanned,  is  again 
a  problem  for  the  executive  and  not  the  legis- 
lative division  of  our  city  government.  No 
matter  how  intimate  our  individual  knowledge 
of  conditions  existing  in  these  departments,  it  is 
almost  impossible  for  the  Council  to  say  wherein 
these  reductions  in  personnel  should  be  made. 
In  the  case  of  the  Building  Department,  Street 
Laying-Out  Department  and  certain  divisions  of 
the  Public  Works  Department,  wherein  the  work 
has  been  substantially  reduced,  I  believe  the 
Council  can  be  of  greater  service  to  the  citizens 
and  taxpayers  of  Boston  by  calling  attention  to 
the  fact  that  thorough  consideration  should  be 
given  by  the  Mayor  to  effect  economies  by  trans- 
fer of  personnel  to  other  departments  wherever 
this  is  possible.  Most  of  the  other  recommenda- 
tions which  were  made  to  us  by  these  bodies  are 
matters  entirely  within  the  control  of  the  executive 
department, — such  as  the  matter  of  contracts,  the 
Municipal  Employment  Bureau,  conduct  of  the 
city  purchasing  department,  printing  of  docu- 
ments deemed  to  be  essential,  payments  of  rents 
and  the  hire  of  miscellaneous  services.  All  of 
these  are  hardly  within  the  control  of  the  Council, 
although,  in  some  instances,  they  can  be  dealt 
with  by  this  Council  when  they  come  before  it 
during  the  year.  In  conclusion,  I  personally  feel 
that  I  must  vote  for  this  appropriation  in  order 
that  our  city  government  may  properly  function. 
I  am  convinced,  in  view  of  the  experience  of  the 
committee  last  year,  wnen  a  minority  report  and 
recommendations  were  made  by  Councilor  Curtis 
and  myself  and  when  practically  every  recom- 
mendation we  made  in  the  minority  report  was 
eventually  put  into  effect  by  the  Mayor,  that 
this  year  the  recommendations  of  the  committee 
and  of  the  Council  will  be  given  fair  consideration 
by  the  Mayor.  I  refer  to  the  savings  effected  in 
City  Hospital  and  other  items,  as  can  be  found 
by  referring  to  the  record  of  last  year.  I  think, 
in  view  of  the  experience  we  then  had  with  refer- 
ence to  the  recommendations  we  made,  that  the 
Mayor  of  the  city  will  give  full  considerations  to 
any  recommendations  we  make  this  year.  Be- 
cause I  feel  that  it  is  necessary  to  pass  this  budget 
at  the  present  time  in  order  to  furnish  the  ma- 
chinery necessary  to  run  the  City  of  Boston,  I 
propose  to  vote  for  this  budget. 

Coun.  CURTIS— Mr.  President,  I  wish  to  offer 
the  following  amendments: 

Ordered,  That  the  following  schedule  of  reduc- 
tions be  made  in  the  budget  items : 

Building  Department,  A-l,  reduce $10,000 

Health  Department,  A-l,  reduce 10,000 

Long  Island  Hospital,  A-l,  reduce 20,000 

Long  Island  Hospital,  A-2,  reduce 10,000 

Long  Island  Hospital,  D,  reduce 20,000 

Public  Celebrations,  reduce 10,000 

Park  Department,  A-l,  reduce 40,000 

Park  Department,  D,  reduce 10,000 

Reconstruction  Parkways,  reduce 15,000 

Public  Works  Department : 

Bridge,  A-l,  reduce 20,000 

Ferry,  A-l,  reduce 20,000 

Paving,  A-l,  reduce 30,000 

Sanitary,  A-l,  reduce 30,000 

Sewer,  A-l,  reduce 10,000 
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Mr.  President,  the  chairman  of  the  committee 
has  called  our  attention  to  certain  matters  that 
seem  to  require  amendment  in  this  budget,  but  he 
recommends  passing  the  order  as  submitted.  It 
seems  to  me  if  we  find  things  that  we  consider 
wrong  in  certain  items,  the  budget  should  be 
changed  in  those  items.  In  regard  to  the  Long 
Island  Hospital,  for  example,  the  figures  show  that, 
although  the  hospital  population  has  increased  but 
15  per  cent  or  so  in  the  last  three  years,  the  per- 
sonnel, the  number  employed  down  there,  has 
increased  over  50  per  cent.  In  the  examination 
of  that  department  we  found  it  difficult  to  receive 
data  as  to  the  number  of  temporary  employees  and 
what  they  were  doing,  at  the  Long  Island  Hospital. 
So  I  have  moved  that  that  budget  be  cut  $50,000. 
It  is  now,  as  submitted  by  the  Mayor,  $689,983. 
I  believe  that  that  institution  can  be  run  for  $50,000 
less  than  that  with  a  little  care,  and  without  their 
really  feeling  it.  I  have  suggested  taking  that 
out  of  the  three  largest  items.  With  regard  to  the 
Building  Department,  there  is  a  department  whose 


function  is  to  have  supervision  over  and  look  out 
for  new  construction,  and  everybody  knows  that 
new  building  construction  around  the  City  of 
Boston  has  practically  reached  the  vanishing  point. 
The  total  allowed  in  the  budget  for  that  depart- 
ment is  $220,000,  of  which  the  personal  items  are 
$213,000  out  of  the  $220,000.  So  it  is  obvious 
that  no  real  saving  can  be  made  there  without 
cutting  into  the  personal  item.  So  I  am  merely 
suggesting  taking  $10,000  out  of  $213,000.  Tha't 
shows  what  small  amounts  are  suggested  in  my 
amendment,  and  yet  these  small  amounts  in  the 
aggregate  total  a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars. 
Public  Celebrations  has  already  been  reduced  from 
$50,000  to  $30,000,  but  it  is  my  opinion  that  in 
these  days  it  can  and  should  be  reduced  $10,000 
more.  When  it  is  a  question  of  saving  our  citizens 
from  starvation,  we  cannot  go  into  this  matter 
of  public  celebrations  as  we  otherwise  might.  I 
also  suggest  a  few  decreases  in  the  Park  Depart- 
ment. Their  budget  is  very  large,  over  a  million 
dollars,  and  the  decreases  I  have  suggested  is  only 
$50,000.  It  does  seem  to  me  that  in  these  days  it 
might  be  possible  to  limit  the  number  of  new 
shrubs  and  plants  purchased.  In  days  like  these 
we  should  make  such  cuts  and  save  money  for  the 
citizens  of  Boston.  There  is  also  the  Public  Works 
Department,  which  is  the  large  employment  de- 
partment of  the  city,  whose  personal  service  items 
in  the  budget  run  up  to  a  million  dollars.  I  am 
suggesting  a  cut  here  in  the  A-l  items  of  $110,000. 
I  realize  that  it  is  a  disagreeable  thing  to  suggest 
any  cuts  in  the  personal  items  of  the  budget.  I 
would  not  wish  to  displace  any  city  employee  who 
has  been  on  the  list  in  important  service  of  the  city 
for  a  considerable  time.  But  we  have  seen  these 
departments  constantly  increasing  in  size,  and  they 
cannot  always  continue  to  grow  in  one  way.  These 
proposed  reductions  are  very  small,  and  can  prob- 
ably be  largely  met  by  not  filling  vacancies,  in 
accordance  with  the  announced  policy  of  the 
Mayor.  But,  with  all  due  regard  to  the  city 
employees,  we  must  also  be  fair  to  people  who  have 
been  losing  their  houses  all  over  this  city,  and  by 
making  these  reductions  we  can  be  of  assistance  to 
them  through  reducing  their  taxes.  I  think  these 
small  reductions  can  be  made  without  hurting 
the  working  force  of  the  city,  and  that  it  might  also 
be  possible  to  initiate  ideas  that  have  been  worked 
out  in  other  cities,  along  the  line  of  transferring 
employees  from  one  department  to  other  depart- 
ments; and  if  legislation  is  necessary  to  affect  this 
result  in  some  instances,  it  can  be  asked  for.  So, 
Mr.  President,  I  offer  these  suggestions.  I  believe 
that  the  budget  has  been  very  thoroughly  gone 
into  this  year,  and  if  this  body  does  not  see  fit  to 
adopt  the  suggestions  I  have  offered,  I  don't  see 
that  any  useful  purpose  is  to  be  served  by  holding 
up  the  passage  of  the  budget  order.  I  believe  the 
suggestions  are  good  ones  and  that  they  should  be 
adopted.  If  not,  I  shall  vote  to  pass  the  budget  as 
submitted. 

Coun.  MURRAY— Mr.  President,  for  Coun- 
cilor Ruby  and  myself  I  wish  to  offer  the  following 
amendment.  We  move  to  amend  the  county 
budget  by  laying  on  the  table  the  following  items: 
Superior  Civil  Court,  Civil  Session,  Clerk's  Office, 
B-l,  Printing  and  Binding,  $9,000;  D-l,  Office, 
$11,000;  Superior  Court,  Criminal  Session,  B-l, 
Printing  and  Binding,  $600;  D-l,  Office,  $8,500; 
Probate  Court,  B-l,  Printing  and  Binding,  $450; 
D-l,  Office,  $8,000;  Registry  of  Deeds,  B-l,  Print- 
ing and  Binding,  $1,200;  D-l,  Office,  $4,200.  I 
might  say,  Mr.  President,  that  in  submitting  this 
amendment  we  are  not  asking  for  a  cut.1  We  are 
simply  asking  these  county  departments  to  have 
their  printing  and  binding  done  by  the  plant  that 
comes  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
We  have  a  department  there  that  is  well  qualified 
to  do  any  printing  and  binding  that  needs  to  be 
done  at  the  Courthouse.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
the  Printing  Department  has  in  the  past  done 
much  of  this  same  work,  and  has  done  it  satis- 
factorily. But  these  departments  are  not  send- 
ing their  work  to  the  City  Printing  Department, 
with  the  result  that  the  men  in  that  department 
in  the  fall  are  apt  to  be  laid  off  for  six  or  seven 
weeks.  They  have  already  taken  serious  cuts, 
and  a  lengthy  lay-off  is  awaiting  them  in  the  near 
future.  Our  Printing  Department  can  do  this 
work,  and  when  it  has  undertaken  to  do  it  has  not 
failed,  but  has  furnished  work  of  the  highest 
standard  of  efficiency  promptly.  For  that  reason 
I  offer  this  amendment. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  in  joining  with 
the  councilor  from   Ward   19  (Coun.  Murray)  in 
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this  amendment,  I  do  not  wish  to  have  any  members 
of  the  body  feel  that  I  have  any  quarrel  whatever 
with  the  particular  officials  connected  with  the 
county  offices,  nor  do  we  at  all  question  the 
amount  of  the  items  involved.  But  in  the  annual 
address  of  the  Mayor  this  year  there  was  a  recom- 
mendation that  all  moneys  appropriated  by  the 
City  of  Boston  for  printing  be  spent  in  our  City 
Printing  Department.  There  is  no  question  in  my 
mind,  Mr.  President,  but  what  we  have  today  the 
most  up-to-date,  the  best  equipped  and  most  com- 
petent printers  who  can  be  found  in  any  part  of 
Boston,  men  capable  of  doing  any  kind  of  printing 
work  that  may  be  ordered.  There  is,  therefore, 
absolutely  no  reason  why  these  different  officials 
should  not  spend  for  their  printing  the  money 
appropriated  by  the  city,  having  the  work  done  in 
the  best  equipped  printing  plant  that  can  be  found 
in  any  part  of  the  city.  There  is  no  reason  why 
the  men  employed  by  the  City  of  Boston  in  the 
Printing  Department  should  bear  any  greater 
burdens,  even  in  this  depression,  than  are  borne 
by  other  employees  of  the  city,  and  I  think  I  can 
say  without  fear  of  contradiction  that,  with  the 
possible  exception  of  the  Police  Force,  no  other 
group  of  employees  of  our  city  have  suffered  so 
much  because  of  decreases  and  lay-offs  as  have  the 
employees  of  the  City  of  Boston  Printing  Depart- 
ment. With  an  original  salary  of  $42.25  per  week, 
they  were  the  only  department,  if  you  please, 
placed  on  a  thirty-hour  a  week  basiB,  with  a  salary 
cut  to  $26  or  $27  and  ,  in  spite  of  that,  they  are 
further  told  by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing 
that  unless  business  increases  every  one  of  those 
125  employees,  90  per  cent  of  whom  are  married 
and  with  families,  will  be  compelled  to  take  an 
enforced  vacation  of  anywhere  from  three  to  ten 
weeks  this  wear.  You  don't  hear  of  anything  of 
that  sort  connected  with  any  other  department  of 
the  City  of  Boston,  and  as  a  member  of  this  body 
I  cannot  see  why  these  men,  who  do  a  decent  and 
honest  day's  work  for  what  they  receive,  should  be 
brought  face  to  face  with  this  unfortunate  situation. 
This  matter  was  presented  to  the  Mayor  today 
and  felt  in  sympathy  with  this  suggestion  of 
Councilor  Murray  and  myself.  He  had  already 
made  every  possible  effort  to  help  remedy  the 
situation  through  a  bill  in  the  Legislature,  intro- 
duced on  his  own  recommendation.  The  appro- 
priation of  this  amount  of  money  is,  of  course, 
necessary,  and  I  would  be  the  last  one  as  a  member 
of  the  bar  to  get  in  wrong  with  these  competent 
officials.  But,  Mr.  President,  it  is  of  vital  import- 
ance to  the  salvation  of  the  125  members  who 
work  in  this  department  and  their  families,  who 
have  already  suffered  a  greater  deprivation  than 
the  ordinary  city  employee,  that  something  should 
be  done  along  the  line  proposed  in  this  amendment. 
If  we  do  not  force — and  I  use  the  word  advisedly — 
the  Clerks  of  the  Superior  Criminal  and  the 
Superior  Civil  Courts,  the  Register  of  Probate  and 
the  Register  of  Deeds,  to  have  their  printing  done 
by  the  City  Printing  Plant,  these  skilled  mechanics 
will  be  getting  less  pay  than  the  ordinary  man  who 
works  on  the  street  or  who  works  in  one  of  our 
Public  Works  Department  yards.  It  is  not  fair, 
Mr.  President.  We  do  not  ask  that  these  items 
be  eliminated  entirely,  because  they  are  necessary, 
and  if  these  departments  are  to  properly  function 
they  must  have  them.  We  are  not  quarreling  with 
the  men  in  charge  of  these  departments  spending 
this  money,  so  far  as  they  are  personally  concerned. 
They  are  all  good  fellows.  But  we  cannot  under- 
stand why  the  $46,000  or  $47,000  covered  in  this 
amendment  should  not  be  spent  in  our  City 
Printing  Department.  Therefore,  we  simply  ask 
that  these  items  be  laid  on  the  table  until  these 
gentlemen  will,  by  letter  or  otherwise,  inform  us 
through  you,  Mr.  President,  that  they  are  willing 
to  do  their  printing  in  the  Printing  Department  of 
City  of  Boston.  At  that  time,  I  am  sure,  the 
councilor  from  Ward  19  (Coun.  Murray),  as  well 
as  myself,  will  be  glad  to  take  the  matter  from  the 
table  and  ask  this  honorable  body  to  act  favorably 
upon  these  items.  But  in  the  meantime  we  ask 
every  member  of  the  body,  in  fairness  to  those  125 
or  more  employees  of  the  Printing  Department,  to 
lay  these  items  on  the  table.  If  within  the  coming 
week  these  gentlemen  agree  to  have  the  work  done 
where  it  properly  belongs,  so  that  it  may  help  the 
men  in  that  department  to  secure  a  fair  deal,  we  will 
favor  the  passage  of  the  item.  But  I  now  want  to 
ask  every  member  of  the  body  if  they  think  it  is 
fair  for  us  to  pass  these  items  when  men  in  your 
district  and  in  my  district,  with  wives  and  families, 
are  coming  to  us  and  telling  us  that  they  will  get  a 
six  or  seven  weeks'  enforced  vacation  without  pay 


unless  we  force  these  officials  of  Suffolk  County  to 
have  their  printing  done  where  it  belongs.  I 
sincerely  trust  that  the  members  of  the  body — 
with  due  deference  to  the  chairman  and  to  the 
Committee  on  Appropriations — will  lay  these 
items  on  the  table  until  such  time  as  those  men  tell 
us,  either  through  the  Mayor  of  Boston  or  through 
some  official  connected  with  the  body,  that  they 
will  be  glad  and  willing  to  have  their  printing  done 
in  the  place  where  it  should  properly  be  done, 
the  Printing  Department  of  this  city. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  have  an 
amendment  that  I  would  like  to  offer,  with  the 
consent  of  the  Chair.  Its  adoption  will  mean 
cutting  $2,552,886.50  off  the  budget,  without 
laying  off  even  one  city  employee.  The  amend- 
ment consists  in  cutting  the  following  items, — 
B-10,  Rent,  $83,000.  This  will  mean  cutting  the 
rent  paid  to  outside  firms.  I  believe  we  have 
plenty  of  room  in  City  Hall,  or  could  make  room, 
to  house  every  city  department.  We  have  plenty 
of  municipal  buildings,  plenty  of  city-owned  land. 
So  I  believe  this  $83,000  for  rents  paid  outside  of 
City  Hall  might  well  be  saved.  Then,  B-14,  for 
outside  auto  repairs,  $169,236,  can  well  be  elim- 
inated, having  our  auto  repairing  done  at  the 
city  garage  on  Albany  street.  We  have  there 
everything  to  do  with.  Then  we  can  cut  from 
B-15,  Wagon  Repairs,  $10,575,  in  the  same  way, 
and  from  B-16,  Care  of  Animals,.  $11,425.  Per- 
sonally, I  believe  it  is  more  important  to  give 
poor  children  food  and  care  than  to  spend  money 
on  care  of  animals.  Then,  B-18,  Cleaning,  $68,631. 
I  understand  that  most  of  that  item  is  for  laundry, 
and  I  believe  a  proper  arrangement  can  be  made 
with  the  laundry  at  the  City  Hospital  to  take 
care  of  that  item,  which  now  goes  to  outside  laundry 
concerns.  Then,  B-19,  Removal  of  Waste, 
$343,820.  That  takes  in  the  outside  pet  con- 
tractors, such  as  Coleman  Brothers,  in  Dorchester, 
and  others  throughout  the  city.  I  don't  know 
so  much  about  the  others  as  I  do  about  Coleman 
Brothers,  who  have  the  Dorchester  contract,  for 
which  we  are  paying  this  year  $232,000.  The 
entire  amount  of  the  item  is  $343,820.  I  believe 
that  entire  figure  should  be  eliminated  from  this 
year's  budget,  and  that  that  work  should  be  done 
by  day  labor  of  city  laborers,  or,  in  some  cases, 
such  men  as  are  well  able  to  do  it  who  are  now 
connected  with  the  public  welfare  rolls.  Then, 
General  Plant,  B-39,  for  general  repairs, 
$475,034.50, — close  to  half  a  million  dollars,  Mr. 
President  and  members  of  the  Council.  That 
is  where  some  of  the  graft  goes.  Then,  C-4,  for 
new  autos,  the  entire  item  being  $122,000,  can 
have  $50,000  taken  off  it.  That  would  allow  the 
other  automobiles  to  get  along  this  year,  at  least. 
Then,  C-7,  covering  new  furniture  for  the  City  of 
Boston.  Let  the  city  get  along  without  that  this 
year.  There  is  close  to  $100,000,  and  I  claim 
that  the  furniture  that  the  city  now  has  is  good 
enough  for  awhile.  I  claim  that  this  furniture 
right  here  in  the  Council  Chamber  today  is  good 
enough  furniture  for  us  to  have  the  next  year, 
and  the  same  is  true  of  the  other  departments. 
I  don't  want  a  new  desk,  and  I  say  that  if  depart- 
ments in  these  days  spend  money  by  getting 
furniture  from  some  furniture  concern,  it  is  simply 
graft,  and  is  not  necessary.  Then,  tools,  under 
C-13,  $81,920.  Just  imagine  how  much  of  that  is 
actually  spent  for  tools.  Just  imagine  how  much 
of  that  goes  into  the  Mayor's  own  bag.  Agricul- 
ture, D-10,  $18,525, — that  could  be  eliminated. 
General  Plant,  D-16,  $48,310—  that  simply  rep- 
resents overflow  of  different  kinds,  paid  to  pet 
contractors,  coming  in  for  their  little  donations. 
Highway  materials,  E-2,  $138,000,  should  be 
eliminated.  Bridge  repair,  E-3,  $18,900, — that 
is  simply  paid  to  outside  contractors  and  should 
be  eliminated.  I  claim  that  that  work  could  be 
done  by  our  own  employees,  and  would  be  so  done 
if  the  Mayor  was  really  interested  in  economy, — 
and  I  know  he  is  not.  Ferry  repairs,  E-4,  $7,000, 
the  same  thing.  E-10,  electrical  bulbs,  $20,595. 
I  understand  that  most  of  that  is  spent  for  electric 
light  bulbs.  Picture  the  ridiculousness  of  return- 
ing bulbs  to  the  Edison  Company  and  giving  them 
over  $20,000  a  year.  Crushed  stone  for  the  parks, 
E-12,  $33,600, — that  item  could  be  eliminated 
practically  in  its  entirety.  General  Plant,  E-13, 
$93,365.  There  is  some  more  graft.  That  does 
not  even  specify  what  it  is  for.  They  cannot  even 
cover  it  up  by  saying  "  Care  of  animals,"  but 
simply  say  "General  Plant,"  shooting  that  in. 
We  have  here  three  such  items,  simply  called 
"General  Plant,"— B-39,  $475,034.50,  D-16, 
$48,310,    and    E-13,    $93,365.     Then,    I    do    not 
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believe  that  the  city  fathers  of  Boston  should  vote 
to   appropriate  almost  $1,200,000   to   the   Edison 
Electric  Illuminating  Company  of  Boston  for  the 
lighting  of  the  city,  under  buildings  and  streets. 
This  year  and  last  year  we  have  had  a  committee 
on  city  lighting  that  has  been  studying  this  subject, 
a  committee  reappointed  by  you   this  year,   Mr. 
President,  and  we  have  had  experts  appear  at  our 
committee   meetings   and   state   that   the   Edison 
Electric  Illuminating  Company  of  Boston  is  rob- 
bing  the   city,   actually  robbing   it;   that   with   a 
municipally   owned   plant    we    could    furnish    the 
electricity  now  being  supplied  by  the  Edison  Com- 
pany at  81,200,000  for  S200.000,  saving  close  to 
$1,000,000.     Just   picture   that  saving!     And   see 
what  a  saving  there  might  be  in  the  $18,000,000 
that   the    127,000   users   of   electricity   in   Boston 
pay  yearly  to  the  Edison  Company,  if  we  had  a 
city-owned   plant   and   if   the   Mayor   was   really 
interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  people  of  Boston. 
We  could  then  make  such  a  saving  as  is  made  by 
over  50  per  cent  of  the  cities  and  towns  in  this 
country,     which     have     established    municipally- 
owned  plants.     We  have  been  informed  by  experts 
that  that  $18,000,000  paid  by  the  honest,  respect- 
able  people   of   Boston  to   the   Edison   Company 
each  year  could  be  reduced  to  $2,000,000.     There 
is  graft   to   the   extent   of   $16,000,000,— and  yet 
the  Mayor  of  Boston  was  interested  in  putting  on 
a  little  camouflage  here  a  short  time  ago,  after 
the   members   of   the   Council   got   after   him   on 
this  matter,  managing  to  get  a  little  reduction  of 
6  or  7  per  cent  from  the  Edison  Company,  when 
the  cost  of  electricity  in  this  city  might  easily  be 
cut  80  or  90  per  cent,  still  saving  money.     Then, 
Mr.    President,   as   a   member   of   this   important 
Appropriations   Committee,    I    conceive   it   to   be 
my  duty  as  a  member  of  the  minority  not  to  vote 
for   the   approximately    $50,000   for   maintenance 
of  one  of  the  most  useless  commissions  ever  known 
in  the  history  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts,  the 
Boston  Finance  Commission,   a  commission  that 
was   intended   and   is   supposed   to   supervise   the 
expenditures  of  the  City  of  Boston.     The  chairman 
of  that  commission  has  been  one  of  Boston's  pay- 
roll patriots  for  the  past  nineteen  years — a   great 
little  character  assassin,  a  great  little  slander  and 
propaganda   gentleman,    receiving    $5,000    of    the 
taxpayers'   money  after   we  vote  it,   sitting   over 
there  and  doing  nothing  but  protecting  the  present 
administration.     Just    picture    this,    members    of 
the  Council,  if  you  can,  the  ridiculousness  of  it! 
We  invited  him   over   here  on  two   different  oc- 
casions,  the   Committee   on   Appropriations.     He 
refused    to    come    over    at    our    invitation.     We 
asked  for  a  ruling  of  the  Law  Department,  not 
too   friendly    to    the   City   Council,    because   the 
head  of  the  department  is  a  man  appointed  to 
that  position  by  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  but  still 
the  head  of  the  Law  Department  ruled  that  we 
had  the  power  to  summons  Mr.  Goodwin  to  come 
before    our    committee;    so    accordingly    one    day 
last  week  we  did  summons  him  to  come  before  our 
honorable  committee  to  be  asked  questions  relative 
to  his  duties  in  connection  with  his  department, 
the  Finance   Commission,   and  then   we  had  the 
disgraceful  spectacle  here  of  this  gentleman,  who 
is  so  nice  when  things  are  coming   his  way  but  is 
so  different  when  he  is  slandering  somebody  else, 
when  Kelly  asked  him  a  few  questions,  which  the 
chairman  ruled  were  in  order  and  relevant  to  the 
issue,  standing  up  here,  taking  his  hat  and  walking 
out  of  the  room,  because  he  knew  that  if  he  con- 
tinued to  remain  here  to  be  asked  questions  rela- 
tive to  the  budget  and  relative  to  his  employment 
by  the  City  of  Boston,  for  which  he  is  paid  by 
the  people  of  Boston,  he  would  very  shortly  have 
been   compelled   to   refuse   to   answer   and   would 
have  had  to  give  the  reason.     He  refused  to  answer, 
Mr.  President,  because  the  answer  might  incrimi- 
nate him.     His  attitude  was  referred  to  by  two 
of  the  papers,  one  as  shameful,  and  the  other  as 
disgraceful.     Just    imagine,    Mr.    President     and 
gentlemen,  that  gentleman,  an  appointed  official 
of  this  city,  walking  out  on  the  representatives  of 
the  people,  because  he  could  not  answer  the  proper 
questions  that  were  put  to  him.     If  any  of  you 
gentlemen  think  it  is  proper  to  vote  $50,000  for 
such  a  department,  you  can  do  so,  but  I  certainly 
will  not.     It  may  be  that  somebody  will  rise  here 
and  in  a  nice  tone  say  that  we  have  got  to  vote  for 
it.     All  I  have  got  to  say  in  reply  to  such  a  gentle- 
man is  this:     There  is  not  a  corporation  counsel 
or  a  judge  in  the  Commonwealth  that  can  make  a 
duly  elected  official  of  this  City  Council  vote  for 
this  appropriation  that  is  being  squandered  here. 
It  is  about  time  that  this   Goodwin  gentleman, 


who  has  so  much  to  say  364  days  in  the  year,  so 
that  he  may  have  his  name  continually  before  the 
people  and  get  the  anti-vote  against  other  candi- 
dates, should  be  placed  in  his  true  light  before 
the  people  of  Boston.  It  is  time  that  the  Coun- 
cil should  show  the  people  of  Boston  that  we  are 
going  to  do  our  duty  here  by  voting  against  the 
appropriation  for  this  department.  If  the  depart- 
ment cannot  be  abolished,  at  least  let  them  serve 
without  pay  like  certain  other  commissions  of  this 
city  or,  in  this  case,  let  the  chairman  serve  without 
pay.  I  shall  not  take  any  further  time  in  support 
of  this  amendment,  Mr.  President,  an  amendment 
which  will  cut  $2,552,886.50  from  the  budget  on 
these  specific  items  I  have  mentioned,  without 
hurting  one  city  employee — and  we  all  know 
that  the  city  employees  are  underpaid  now.  Just 
picture  the  result,  Mr.  President!  This  will  cut 
$2.50  per  thousand  from  the  tax  rate,  if  we  adopt  it 
this  afternoon.  Some  of  the  councilors  say  that 
the  budget  has  been  cut  to  the  bone.  Let  them 
take  these  items  and  then  tell  me  that  the  budget 
has  been  cut  to  the  bone.  I  know,  of  course, 
that  they  will  not  adopt  the  amendment;  but  I 
simply  offer  it  as  representing  the  people  of  Boston 
who  elected  me  here  as  their  representative,  and, 
as  such  representative,  if  proper  amendments  are 
not  adopted,  I  am  prepared  to  vote  against  the 
entire  budget. 

Coun.  HEIN-— Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
offer  an  amendment,  reducing  Item  A-l  of  the 
Institutions  Department  by  $4,500.  That  repre- 
sents personal  service.  While  ordinarily  I  don't 
like  to  see  anybody  cut  in  personal  service,  I  do 
believe  that  that  cut  is  a  perfectly  proper  one  in 
this  case.  I  believe  that  Mr.  Maguire's  salary 
might  well  be  cut  that  amount,  for  the  balance  of 
this  year.  Many  of  us  were  present  in  the  com- 
mittee and  heard  his  statement  in  regard  to  his 
department,  and  I  think  that  those  who  were 
present  formed  their  own  opinion  of  him.  And 
so  I  say,  if  we  desire  to  practice  economy,  instead 
of  merely  preaching  it,  let  us  take  $4,500  off  Mr. 
Maguire's  salary. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
ask  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Appro- 
priations whether  or  not  any  of  the  items  read 
off  by  the  councilor  from  Dorchester  (Coun. 
Kelly)  were  recommended  to  be  cut  from  the 
budget  by  any  of  the  civic  organizations  that 
appeared  before  your  committee?  I  should  also 
like  to  ask  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations  if  he  can  tell  the  Council  how 
many  cuts  have  already  been  made  in  this  budget 
since  the  time  when  it  was  originally  submitted, 
and  what  the  total  that  has  been  cut  from  the 
budget  amounts  to? 

Coun.  ROBERTS — Mr.  President,  in  answer  to 
the  councilor  who  has  just  spoken,  so  far  as  the 
amendment  offered  by  Councilor  Kelly  is  con- 
cerned, I  might  say  that,  so  far  as  I  know  at  the 
present  time,  the  cuts  he  suggests  were  not  recom- 
mended to  the  committee  by  anybody.  In  an- 
swer to  the  second  question,  I  am  given  to  under- 
stand that  the  budget  as  originally  issued  has  been 
cut  about  seven  times.  The  original  total  was 
$31,566,318.81.  The  amount  that  the  Mayor  has 
now  allowed  is  $26,550,000,  a  reduction  of  $5,016,- 
318.81.  And  it  is  interesting  to  note  in  relation 
to  these  figures  that  I  referred  some  time  back  to 
reduction  in  maintenance  items  since  1930  of 
approximately  40  per  cent  and  in  equipment  items 
of  50  per  cent. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
ask  Councilor  Ruby,  in  connection  with  the 
Suffolk  County  budget,  if  he  knows  whether  or 
not  the  clerks  of  the  courts  and  the  Register  of 
Deeds  are  forced  to  pay  any  more  money  to  the 
outside  contractors  to  whom  they  give  their  work 
than  they  would  have  to  pay  to  our  Printing 
Plant? 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  might  answer 
that  I  attended  the  different  meetings  at  which 
the  clerks  were  present,  as  well  as  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Printing,  and  I  was  informed  that  there 
was  never  a  question  of  their  having  to  pay  any 
increased  price  to  our  Printing  Department,  that 
they  could  get  the  work  done  by  the  Printing 
Department  for  as  low  an  amount  as  they  paid 
outside,  and  sometimes  even  lower. 

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  President,  I  would  now 
press  for  my  amendment,  to  lay  these  county 
printing  items  on  the  table,  at  this  time. 

President  McGRATH—  The  Chair  will  say  that 
we  intend  to  take  up  all  amendments  and  vote 
upon  them  at  once,  in  consecutive  order. 
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Coun.  MURRAY' — Mr.  President,  I  want  my 
amendment  voted  upon  separately. 

Coun.  NORTON— And  I  would  like  another 
amendment  voted  on  separately,  Mr.  President. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  order.  While  I  am  very  much  in  accord  with 
the  amendment  presented  by  Councilors  Murray 
and  Ruby,  I  doubt  very  much  whether  we  have 
any  control  over  the  matter  whatsoever.  If  we 
leave  the  matter  on  the  table,  those  gentlemen 
can,  according  to  law,  go  out  and  do  as  they 
please  and  tell  us,  as  members  of  the  Council, 
that  we  have  nothing  to  do  with  it.  I  believe  that 
we  will  be  placing  outselves  in  a  very  embarrass- 
ing position.  They  can  simply  go  out  and  con- 
tract these  bills,  and  the  auditor  and  the  treasurer 
will  be  forced  to  accept  and  pay  them. 

President  McGRATH— The  Chair,  in  order  to 
get  the  opinion  of  the  Council,  will  ask  those  who 
favor  waiting  and  voting  on  all  amendments  at 
one  time,  to  please  rise. 

The  Council  voted  to  pass  upon  the  different 
amendments  at  one  time. 

President  McGRATH— The  Chair  will  put  the 
amendments  in  the  order  in  which  they  have  been 
submitted  to  the  Chair. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  do  I  understand 
that  the  amendments  will  have  to  be  put,  under 
the  rules  of  the  Council,  in  order  of  their  size,  the 
largest  first? 

President  McGRATH— No.  They  will  be 
taken  up  in  the  order  in  which  they  have  been 
introduced.  The  question  first  comes  on  the 
amendment  submitted  by  Councilor  Curtis. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
ask  whether  we  are  combining  the  city  and  the 
county  budgets  at  this  time?  They  were  sub- 
mitted to  us  separately  by  the  Mayor. 

President  McGRATH— The  Chair  will  say  that 
we  are  now  voting  on  amendments.  Having  dis- 
posed of  all  amendments,  we  will  then  take  up 
the  budget  as  a  whole.  The  question  now  comes 
on  Councilor  Curtis'  amendment. 

Coun.  CURTIS— Mr.  President,  isn't  it  the 
usual  rule  to  have  all  the  amendments  offered,  and 
to  then  vote  upon  the  amendments  separately, 
and  then  on  the  bill? 

President  McGRATH— The  Chair  will  continue 
to  receive  amendments,  but  the  Chair  asked  for  an 
expression  of  opinion  as  to  voting  on  all  amend- 
ments, and  the  Council  decided  to  vote  on  all 
amendments  at  one  time  and  then  upon  the  bill. 

Coun.  CURTIS— I  think  that  vote  should  be 
doubted,  Mr.  President.  I  don't  think  the  mem- 
bers understood. 

President  McGRATH — If  there  are  any  further 
amendments  the  Chair  will  continue  to  receive 
them. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following : 

Ordered,  That  the  Council  consider  the  matter  of 
returning  the  1933  budget  to  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
with  the  request  that  he  cut  $1,000,000  more  from 
it. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  do  I  under- 
stand that  I  will  have  an  opportunity  to  have  a 
roll  call  on  this  particular  amendment? 

President  McGRATH— The  Chair  will  state  that 
this  is  not  an  amendment  to  the  budget.  Should 
the  councilor  insist,  we  can  have  a  roll  call. 

Coun.  NORTON— Then,  Mr.  President,  I  will 
introduce  that  as  an  order  later  on. 

President  McGRATH— All  right. 

Coun.  NORTON — I  understand  that  later  on  I 
will  have  an  opportunity  to  present  that? 

President  McGRATH— The  Chair  will  rule  that 
later  on  would  be  too  late.  The  order  can  be  con- 
sidered as  presented  at  this  time,  and  can  be  voted 
upon  later.  There  is  no  objection  to  the  councilor 
speaking  now. 

Coun.  NORTON — I  simply  desire  to  take  this 
opportunity,  Mr.  President,  of  saving  some  more 
money  for  the  City  of  Boston.  Mr.  President,  the 
President  of  the  United  States  is  cutting  25  per 
cent  from  the  Federal  budget,  and  it  seems  to  me 
that  the  Mayor  of  Boston  should  cut  our  present 
budget  down  15  per  cent.  That  is  all  that  I  ask. 
Up  to  date  that  has  not  been  done.  We  cannot 
tell  where  they  shall  cut  it.  That  does  not  come 
within  our  province.  But  at  various  times  coun- 
cilors have  introduced  orders  here  showing  where 
they  thought  the  budget  could  be  cut.  I  feel, 
therefore,  that  the  budget  should  be  sent  back  to 
the  Mayor  this  afternoon  with  a  request  that  he 
reduce  it  by  $1,000,000  at  least. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  desire  to  pre- 
sent an  amendment  to  the  original  budget.  I 
would    move    that    the    amount    for    the    Boston

Schedule  C,  from  $86,000  to  $50,000;  Schedule  D, 
from  $31,750  to  $20,000;  Mayor:  Public  Celebra- 
tions, from  $30,000  to  $10,000;  Conventions  and 
Entertainment  of  Distinguished  Guests,  from 
$15,000  to  $5,000;  Park  Department:  Schedule  B, 
from  $143,000  to  $50,000;  Schedule  C,  from  $25,750 
to  $15,000;  Schedule  D,  from  $97,000  to  $50,000; 
Schedule  E,  from  $52,000  to  $25,000;  Park  Depart- 
ment, Reconstructing  and  Repairing  Parkways  and 
Roadways  by  Contract,  eliminate  the  $25,000 
entirely;  Sanitary  Division:  Schedule  B,  from 
$11,500  to  $5,000;  Schedule  E,  from  $6,200  to 
$3,000;  Public  Buildings  Department:  Schedule  B, 
from  $140,000  to  $40,000;  Schedule  D,  from 
$38,500  to  $20,000;  Ferry  Service:  Schedule  B, 
from  $45,000  to  $25,000;  Schedule  D,  from  $54,000 
to  $25,000;  Schedule  E,  from  $8,000  to  $5,000; 
Paving  Service :  Schedule  B,  from  $60,000  to 
$30,000;  Schedule  C,  from  $28,000  to  $20,000; 
Schedule  D,  from  $41,000  to  $25,000;  Schedule  E, 
from  $132,300  to  $75,000;  Sanitary  Service: 
Schedule  B,  from  $895,000  to  $795,000;  Schedule  C, 
from  $40,000  to  $25,000;  Schedule  D,  from  $85,000 
to  $50,000;  Schedule  E,  from  $30,000  to  $20,000; 
Sewer  Service:  Schedule  C,  from  $16,500  to  $8,000; 
Schedule  D,  from  $28,500  to  $15,000;  Schedule  E, 
from  $11,800  to  $5,000;  Water  Service  :  Schedule  B, 
from  $213,000  to  $150,000;  Schedule  C,  from 
$31,500  to  $15,000;  Schedule  D,  from  $23,500  to 
$15,000;  Schedule  E,  from  $169,000  to  $100,000  — 
making  a  total  reduction  of  $1,168,200.  Today, 
Mr.  President  and  gentlemen,  we  are  going  to  vote 
on  the  only  matter  that  during  the  whole  year  we 
have  any  jurisdiction  over  whatsoever.  After  we 
vote  on  the  budget  today,  in  so  far  as  actual  work 
is  concerned,  we  might  as  well  suspend  for  the  rest 
of  the  year.  I  know  before  introducing  these 
amendments  that  it  is  impossible  to  cut  down  any 
of  the  items  that  the  Mayor  has  presented.  But 
this  is  the  only  day  in  the  year  when  we  have  an 
opportunity  to  show  whether  or  not  this  is  a 
government  of  one  man  or  of  twenty-two  members 
of  the  City  Council  and  the  Mayor  of  Boston. 
I  have  been  in  the  Council  a  little  too  long  and  I 
understand  the  workings  in  connection  with  the 
budget  too  well,  to  have  any  illusions  in  this  matter. 
I  know  only  too  well  that  the  Mayor  has  sufficient 
votes  in  this  body  today  to  pass  the  budget  as  is. 
But  I  say  to  you,  Mr.  President  and  members  of  the 
Council,  that  if  we  are  to  vote  entirely  as  the  Mayor 
tells  us  to  do  we  may  as  well  abolish  this  body. 
The  reductions  I  have  proposed  here  do  not  touch 
one  member  of  any  department,  do  not  affect  the 
personnel  in  any  way  whatever.  They  simply 
affect  the  plant  items  in  each  schedule  of  the  differ- 
ent departments  affected.  We  all  realize  only  too 
well  that  if  a  contractor  is  called  in  by  any  depart- 
ment, even  if  it  is  only  to  put  on  a  washer  or  to  put 
in  a  pane  of  glass,  there  is  a  charge  of  $25  today  for 
anything  whatever,  and  I  say  that  we  can  suspend 
much  of  this  maintenance  and  equipment  work  for 
the  period  of  one  year.  If  any  of  us  own  a  house, 
we  know  that  we  are  struggling  along  and  are  not 
buying  anything  or  putting  anything  in  that  is 
going  to  add  greatly  to  the  cost  of  the  property. 
There  are  some  other  items  that  I  might  go  into. 
For  example,  there  is  one  item  in  the  Park  Depart- 
ment of  $25,000  for  the  hire  of  teams.  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, in  every  barn  of  the  City  of  Boston  we  have 
plenty  of  teams  available.  But  they  don't  want 
to  use  the  city  teams.  They  want  to  help  out  the 
contractors.  Every  five-cent  piece  I  have  cut  from 
the  budget  comes  from  contractors  from  East 
Sandwich  to  East  Gelati.  What  I  am  proposing 
is  for  the  benefit  of  the  City  of  Boston,  the  tax- 
payers of  Boston,  and  not  of  the  contractors. 
$1,168,200  is  a  lot  of  money,  Mr.  President.  It 
means  something  like  65  cents  per  thousand  in  the

tax  rate  of  the  City  of  Boston.  I  cannot  bring 
myself  to  vote  for  this  budget  as  presented  by  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  simply  because  the  Mayor  has 
definitely  decided  that  he  wants  the  budget  as 
presented  to  go  through,  and  no  other  budget  will 
do  for  him.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  Institu- 
tions Department  at  Long  Island,  the  Public  Works 
Department  in  the  collection  of  garbage  and  other- 
wise, can  employ  some  of  the  men  who  are  on  the 
Public  Welfare — a  department  upon  which  we 
are  spending  so  many  millions  of  dollars.  Is  there 
any  real  logical  reason  why  some  of  those  men 
cannot  be  put  at  work  on  some  useful  projects 
that  will  save  money  to  the  taxpayers  of  the  City 
of  Boston?  But  there  seems  no  attempt  in  any 
department  whatever  to  save  money  in  that  way. 
You  say  that  the  budget  has  been  slashed  $5,000,000 
as  compared  with  what  it  was  when  it  first  reached 
us.  I  will  agree  with  you  there,  but  bear  in  mind 
that  every  department  submitted  to  the  Mayor  an 
inflated  budget,  knowing  that  the  Mayor  would 
cut  it  to  the  bone.  I  know,  of  course,  that  my 
introducing  these  amendments  is  only  a  waste  of 
time.  I  know  that  the  amendments  will  not  be 
accepted.  But  I  want  to  reiterate  that  the  reduc- 
tions suggested  in  this  amendment  will  come  out  of 
the  contractors,  and  that  not  one  of  the  personnel 
of  the  City  of  Boston  will  be  touched.  This  is  a 
vote  that  the  people  of  Boston  are  going  to  watch. 
Are  we  going  to  be  subservient  to  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  or  are  we  going  to  exercise  our  God-given 
right  to  vote  as  our  conscience  dictates?  Bear  in 
mind  all  the  men  and  women  in  this  city  owning 
their  little  homes  and  struggling  along  trying  to 
keep  what  they  have,  while  we  are  sitting  here 
voting  away  this  money  just  for  a  few  contractors. 
I  realize,  of  course,  that  there  is  a  sufficient  number 
of  votes  here  to  pass  the  budget  as  it  has  been 
reported  but,  nevertheless,  I  feel  that  I  have  to 
vote  against  the  budget  submitted  by  the  Mayor. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  have  here 
a  minority  report  which  I  will  ask  the  privilege  of 
putting  in  without  reading. 

The  minority  report  submitted  by  Coun. 
Norton  at  this  point  is  as  follows: 

The  total  cost  of  running  the  government  of  the 
City  of  Boston  for  the  year  1932,  was  578,967,000. 
In  1929,  a  so-called  prosperity  year,  the  cost  was 
$71,172,000.  In  1932,  a  depression  year,  it  cost 
over  $7,500,000  more  to  run  the  city  than  in  the 
prosperity  year  of  1929.  Taking  into  considera- 
tion the  increased  cost  of  public  welfare,  the  cost 
of  our  city  government,  outside  the  W  elfare  Depart- 
ment, has  increased  altogether  too  much.  This 
means  increased  taxes  and  increased  rents.  We 
are  unable  to  ascertain  at  the  present  time,  June 
12,  1933,  just  what  the  total  cost  of  running  the 
city  government  of  Boston  will  be  for  the  year 
1933,  because  we  do  not  know  as  yet  just  what 
the  state  tax  will  be,  the  total  amount  that  the 
city  will  receive  from  the  state,  what  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railroad  deficit  will  be,  and  other  items. 

But  for  the  year  1933  we  do  know  that  the 
amount  of  money  which  the  Mayor  of  Boston  has 
requested  to  run  the  city  is  altogether  too  high. 
In  1932,  in  the  Mayor's  budget  alone,  $40,662,000 
was  spent.  This  included  supplementary  appro- 
priations. For  the  year  1933  the  Mayor  requested 
the  Legislature  to  allow  him  to  spend  in  his  own 
budget  the  sum  of  $37,500,000.  The  Legislature 
cut  him  down  to  $36,750,000,  a  cut  of  $750,000. 
This  is  not  enough.  The  President  of  the  United 
States  ha9  set  out  to  cut  governmental  expendi- 
tures by  25  per  cent;  the  Mayor  of  Boston  should 
at  least  cut  expenses  15  per  cent. 

It  is  a  very  serious  question  just  how  much 
money  the  City  of  Boston  can  collect  in  taxes 
in  the  year  1933.  In  1930  the  city  set  out  to  col- 
lect $61,279,000.  By  December  31st  of  that 
year  the  city  collected  $51,620,000,  leaving  $9,- 
483,000  unpaid  on  that  date.  In  1932  the  city 
set  out  to  collect  in  taxes  $67,598,000,  but  up  to 
December  31,  1932,  had  only  collected  $49,604,000, 
leaving  on  that  date  $17,714,000  unpaid.  It 
would  appear  that  we  have  reached  the  saturation 
point  in  the  ability  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  keep 
increasing  taxes.  The  law  of  "diminishing  re- 
turns" seems  to  have  set  in.  After  three  years 
of  depression  the  pay  roll  of  the  City  of  Boston 
is  greater  than  in  prosperity  years.  The  salaries 
of  public  employees  constitute  almost  50  per  cent 
of  the  total  cost  of  running  the  government  of  the 
City  of  Boston. 

Regardless  of  the  depression,  the  city  has  kept 
on  increasing  the  cost  of  government  out  of  pro- 
portion to  the  ability  of  the  tax  and  rent  payers 
to   pay.     In   1920   the   total  amount  required   to 


run  the  City  of  Boston  was  $50,633,000.     In  1932 
it  was  $78,968,000,  an  increase  of  56  per  cent. 

Thousands  of  Boston  taxpayers  have  been  unable 
to  pay  their  taxes  for  the  year  1931,  and  the  city 
has  sold  the  tax  titles.  On  January  20,  1933,  over 
$500,000  remained  unpaid  on  city  water  bills.  An 
unprecedented  condition,  which  illustrates  the 
manner  in  which  the  depression  has  hit  Boston 
property  owners. 

John  Bantry,  managing-editor  of  the  Boston 
Post,  writing  on  December  11,  1932,  said:  "Boston 
is  in  for  a  tough  time  in  the  next  few  years.  Look 
at  all  those  vacant  buildings  hardly  more  than  a 
stone's  throw  from  City  Hall.  See  the  forest  of 
"To  Let"  signs  on  the  once  thriving  business 
streets.  .  .  .  Taxes  on  all  this  idle  property 
are  higher  than  when  every  foot  of  it  was  profitably 
rented.     .     .     ." 

Mr.  Martin  Lomasney  was  quoted  in  the  Boston 
Herald  of  December  4,  1932,  page  16,  as  follows: 
"Thousands  couldn't  pay  their  taxes  last  year, 
they  can't  pay  them  now,  and  where  are  they 
going  to  get  the  money  next  year  unless  action  is 
taken  to  lighten  the  load,  is  an  important  question. 
.  Take  a  walk  down  State  street  or 
through  the  district  where  values  are  very  high 
and  you  will  see  conditions  that  demand  remedy 
immediately." 

The  Boston  Finance  Commission  in  a  report 
to  the  Legislative  Committee  on  Municipal  Finance, 
dated  April  18,  1933,  states:  "It  is  freely  admitted 
by  the  city  authorities  that  on  the  present  basis  of 
taxation  the  prospect  of  total  collection  this  year 
is  much  worse  than  it  was  last  year,  and  that  in- 
stead of  a  73.38  per  cent  collection  by  December 
31,  1933,  it  is  doubtful  if  60  per  cent  can  be 
collected." 

The  cost  of  the  city  government  of  Boston  is 
excessive.  Our  tax  rate  is  the  highest  adjustable 
tax  rate  in  the  land  for  a  city  of  Boston's  size. 
The  United  States  Bureau  of  the  Census  for  the 
year  1929  shows  a  per  capita  cost  of  city  govern- 
ment in  Boston  amounting  to  $69.17.  New  York 
showed  a  cost  of  $55.82;  Chicago,  $44.71;  Phila- 
delphia, $47.76;  St.  Louis,  $40.80;  Baltimore, 
$37.53.  The  preliminary  1930  report  shows 
Boston's  cost  of  city  government  still  the  highest. 

It  cost  the  people  of  Boston,  in  the  tax  levy  on 
real  and  personal  property,  $67,598,000  to  run  the 
city  for  the  year  1932.  The  city  of  St.  Louis  was 
run  in  1932  for  $49,990,207.70,  a  tax  levy  almost 
$18,000,000  less  than  Boston,  although  St.  Louis 
has  approximately  40,000  more  in  population  than 
Boston,  and  is  half  again  as  large  as  Boston  in  area. 

The  city  government  of  Cleveland,  during  the 
year  1932,  cost  the  taxpayers  of  that  city,  in  the 
form  of  a  tax  levy  on  real  and  personal  property,  a 
total  of  $47,000,000  to  operate.  Yet  Cleveland 
has  approximately  120,000  more  people  than 
Boston  and  is  seventy-one  square  miles  in  area  as 
against  Boston's  forty-three  square  miles.  The 
city  of  Detroit  cost  the  people  of  Detroit  to  operate 
all  departments,  approximately  $72,632,990  for  the 
year  1932-33.  Less  than  $5,000,000  more  than 
it  did  Boston,  although  Detroit  has  about  double 
the  population  of  Boston  and  over  three  times  the 
area  to  cover.  The  city  of  Los  Angeles,  for  the 
fiscal  year  1932-33,  will  cost  the  citizens  $60,648,- 
866.67  to  operate  in  the  form  of  a  tax  levy.  This 
includes  the  city,  county,  school,  food  control 
and  metropolitan  water  district  taxes.  Los 
Angeles  has  over  450,000  more  in  population  than 
Boston,  and  is  over  ten  times  the  area  of  Boston. 

These  comparative  figures  should  tend  to  show 
that  the  cost  of  city  government  in  Boston  is  more 
expensive  than  the  cost  of  city  government  in 
other  cities.  Boston  is  a  business  and  industrial 
center.  Our  industry  and  commerce  cannot  thrive 
when  subjected  to  such  high  taxation,  especially 
when  competitors  in  other  cities  do  not  pay  the 
high  rates  of  taxation  that  are  paid  in  Boston. 
No  doubt  this  fact  accounts  for  much  of  the  business 
and  industry  that  Boston  has  been  losing  in  the 
past  few  years.  In  the  light  of  this  fact  should  we 
keep  on  increasing  the  tax  rate  in  Boston? 

Boston,  in  addition  to  having  the  largest  adjust- 
able tax  rate  of  any  city  of  similar  size  in  America, 
$35.50  per  $1,000  last  year,  is  also  very  largely 
over-assessed.  The  real  estate  in  Boston  for  the 
year  1932,  for  the  purpose  of  taxation,  was  assessed 
as  being  worth  $1,753,824,300.  Competent  experts 
have  declared  that  this  amount  should  be  reduced 
from  $200,000,000  to  $450,000,000.  From  1920 
to  1930  the  assessed  value  of  Boston's  real  estate 
increased,  according  to  the  city's  assessors,  25  per 
cent. 
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A  comparison  with  other  cities  that  are  larger 
than  Boston,  with  more  homes  and  buildings,  more 
pieces  of  property  than  Boston,  would  tend  to  show 
that  our  assessments  on  buildings  and  homes  are 
too  high.  For  instance,  the  total  amount  of  real 
estate  that  was  assessed  for  taxation  last  year  in  St. 
Louis  amounted  to  $1,208,266,120;  Baltimore, 
$1,182,904,212;  Cleveland,  $1,076,872,000.  All 
these  cities  are  larger  than  Boston  in  population 
and  area,  yet  their  total  real  estate  assessments  for 
taxation  purposes  last  year  was  $500,000,000  or 
more,  less  than  Boston's  total  real  estate  assessment 
for  taxation.  Pittsburgh,  which  has  a  metropolitan 
area  population  somewhat  similar  to  that  of  Boston, 
in  1932  assessed  a  real  estate  tax  on  $1,208,266,120 
worth  of  property.  Over  $500,000,000  under  that 
of  Boston.  This  evidence  should,  at  least,  raise  a 
question  in  the  minds  of  our  city  officials  to  the 
effect  that  our  buildings  and  homes  in  Boston  are 
over-assessed. 

The  proceedings  before  the  State  Board  of  Tax 
Appeals  would  seem  to  bear  out  the  contention  that 
real  estate  in  Boston  is  over-assessed  and,  hence, 
over-taxed.  Frantic  home  and  property  owners, 
struggling  against  increased  taxation  in  Boston, 
have,  in  many  cases,  appealed  to  this  Board  for 
relief.  From  December,  1930,  to  March  31,  1933, 
1,417  appeals  were  filed  with  this  Board  by  City  of 
Boston  property  owners.  This  property  repre- 
sented a  total  value  of  $439,000,000.  The  abate- 
ments which  this  Board  granted  tend  to  prove  that 
Boston's  property  is  over-assessed.  For  instance, 
the  Epstein  Drug  Store  property  in  Scollay  square, 
Boston,  was  estimated  by  the  assessors  of  the  City 
of  Boston  to  be  worth  $400,000,  and  the  city 
attempted  to  collect  taxes  on  this  amount.  The 
State  Board  of  Tax  Appeals  found  that  it  was  only 
worth  $275,000  on  May  17,  1933,  and  taxes  will  be 
paid  on  this  amount  instead  of  $400,000.  The 
appeals  from  the  1932  assessments  in  Boston  are 
not  yet  being  heard  by  the  Board,  but  the  chances 
are  the  appeals  this  year  will  be  more  than  ever. 

In  my  own  ward,  Ward  18,  in  1929  all  real  estate 
was  assessed  by  the  city  as  being  worth  $43,352,000. 
In  1932  the  city  claimed  it  was  worth  $46,257,000. 
The  tax  rate  in  1929  was  $28  per  $1,000;  in  1932 
it  was  $35.50. 

Clearly,  the  property  in  Ward  18  is  not  worth 
near  $3,000,000  more  in  1932  than  it  was  in  1929. 
In  addition  to  this  inequality,  property  owners 
are  also  faced  with  an  increased  tax  rate. 

The  homes  in  my  ward  are  not  worth  what  they 
are  assessed  for.  Property  throughout  the  city 
is  not  worth  what  it  is  assessed  for.  Here  are  a 
few  examples:  Patten's  Restaurant,  buying  two 
buildings  on  South  Market  street  awhile  ago,  paid 
less  than  25  per  cent  of  the  assessed  valuation  for 
them.  A  cellar  at  the  corner  of  South  Market 
street  and  Merchant's  row,  recently  rented  for 
$1,200  a  year.  In  1929  the  rent  was  $4,500  a  year. 
A  residential  building  at  313  Commonwealth 
avenue,  built  twelve  years  ago,  modern  in  every 
respect,  at  a  cost  of  $110,000,  was  sold  in  1933 
by  Mr.  John  C.  Kiley  for  the  sum  of  $18,600.  It 
was  assessed  by  the  city  as  being  worth  $60,000. 

Boston  refuses  to  face  the  facts,  and  as  a  result 
our  financial  structure  as  a  city  would  appear  to 
be  built  upon  an  unsound  foundation  that  must 
eventually  crumble. 

Chicago  has  dropped  the  assessments  against 
real  estate  about  25  per  cent  from  the  peak  of 
1930.  Buffalo  has  reduced  assessments  for  1933 
by  one  hundred  million  dollars.  The  St.  Louis 
Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  recom- 
mends that  realty  assessments  be  reduced  about 
20  per  cent  under  1931.  Fall  River  valuations 
on  realty  have  been  cut  over  24.2  per  cent  for 
1932  as  compared  with  1930,  and  more  this  year. 
Boston  should  take  similar  steps  immediately. 

About  twenty-two  pages  of  the  City  Record  were 
used  this  year  to  list  the  homes  in  my  ward  alone 
that  were  to  be  sold  by  the  City  of  Boston  because 
the  owners  were  unable  to  pay  their  1931  taxes. 
Each  home  sold  meant  the  dream  of  a  lifetime 
shattered;  it  meant  a  tragedy.  A  mother  and 
father  perhaps  had  struggled  through  a  lifetime 
raising  a  family,  hoping  to  have  a  home,  a  roof 
over  their  heads  in  old  age,  and  now  the  home  had 
to  go.  Is  there  anything  more  tragic?  Is  it  not 
a  supreme  challenge  to  our  city  officials  to  cut  down 
assessments  and  cut  down  taxes  and  rents  for  the 
year  1933? 

The  following  recommendations  are  made; 

Art  Department. 
Calls  for  an  appropriation  of  $510.     Too  small 
to  be  a  separate  department.     Could  be  joined  to 


the  Mayor's  Office  with  the  unpaid  commission 
operating  just  as  at  present.  Clerical  work  could 
be  done  by  the  Mayor's  Office. 

Assessing  Department. 

The  second  assistants  in  this  department  are  no  t 
needed.  The  chairman  of  the  Assessing  Depart- 
ment states : 

"In  my  opinion  the  least  essential  division  in 
this  department  is  the  second  assistant  assessors. 
The  saving  would  amount  to  $35,880.  The  entire 
clerical  force  here  is  tremendously  overmanned. 
A  handful  of  workers  carrying  on  the  work  of 
the  entire  department.  .  .  .  The  others  do 
nothing." 

Auditing  Department. 

Outside  auditing  should  be  discontinued. 
Boston  Port  Authority. 

Steps  should  be  taken  by  the  city  to  have  the 
State  pay  at  least  a  portion  of  the  expense  of  the 
Boston  Port  Authority. 

Traffic  Commission. 
This  department  is  overmanned.  Attempts 
have  been  made  by  law  to  consolidate  the  Traffic 
Commission  with  other  departments.  This  matter 
does  not  appear  to  be  one  for  the  Legislature.  The 
Chief  Executive  of  the  City  of  Boston  has  the 
power  to  name  one  of  the  Street  Commissioners 
of  Boston  as  the  Traffic  Commissioner  at  the  dollar 
a  year  extra  in  salary.  In  this  manner  the  Mayor 
can  informally  consolidate  the  department  of  the 
Traffic  Commissioner  with  that  of  the  Street  Com- 
mission. This  will  lead  to  a  large  saving  in  opera- 
tion expense. 

Budget  Department. 
No  cut  is  recommended  because  other  duties 
should  be  given  to  this  department.  This  depart- 
ment should  have  a  form  of  control  over  orders  for 
city  supplies.  It  should  make  sure  that  money  is 
spent  for  the  particular  reason  for  which  it  was 
appropriated  by  the  City  Council,  so  that  at  the 
end  of  the  year  it  would  not  be  necessary  to  transfer 
sums  as  at  the  present  time. 

Building  Department. 
The  work  has  fallen  off  from  one-half  to  two- 
thirds  of  what  it  was  in  the  prosperous  years,  yet 
practically  the  same  working  force  is  retained.  No 
employee  need  be  discharged.  But  some  form  of 
reorganization  and  transfer  should  take  place. 

City  Clerk  Department. 
No  reduction  in  appropriation  or  personnel   is 
recommended. 

City  Council  Proceedings  (City  Council  Sessions 
and  Hearings). 

Instead  of  a  word-for-word  report  of  our  hearings 
a  general  summary  should  suffice.  The  Massa- 
chusetts Legislature  follows  this  procedure. 

City  Documents. 
There  should  be  a  nominal  charge  made  for  City 
Documents. 

City  Planning  Board. 
Should  be  put  on  a  purely  skeleton  basis.     Plans 
we  already  have  outrun  our  ability  to  spend  money. 

Collecting  Department. 

No  reduction  recommended. 

Election  Department. 

Precinct  lines  throughout  the  city  should  be 
re-examined  and  drawn  so  that  voting  booths,  per- 
sonnel and  rental  of  buildings  where  booths  are 
not  used,  will  be  at  a  minimum.  At  the  present 
time,  in  many  precincts,  a  voter  living  across  the 
street  from  a  voting  booth  will  have  to  walk  a  mile 
or  more  to  another  booth  just  because  the  lines 
have  not  been  properly  drawn.  In  a  precinct  such 
as  Charlestown  there  may  be  eleven  or  twelve 
voting  booths  within  a  square  mile.  It  does  seem 
that  for  such  a  small  area  centrally  located  voting 
booths  would  properly  take  care  of  this  area.  This 
would  make  it  easier  to  administer  the  machinery 
of  elections,  besides  saving  money  in  rentals  and 
in  salaries  for  election  booth  officials. 

Fire  Department. 

There  are  too  many  fire  stations;   many   were 

placed  in  a  day  when  fire  engines  were  drawn  by 

horses.     They  are  poorly  located.     There  are  too 

many  divisions;  there  is  top-heavy  supervision  and 
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the  department  is  overmanned.  Those  who  are 
physically  incapacitated  for  fire  duty  should  be 
pensioned  off  with  an  adequate  pension  to  live  on. 
In  this  way  no  one  would  be  discharged,  savings 
would  be  accomplished  and  fire-fighting  efficiency 
would  actually  be  increased. 

Wire  Division  of  the  Fire  Department. 
The  exterior  division  of  this  department  dupli- 
cates much  of  the  work  that  is  done  by  the  Public 
Utilities  Corporations,  such  as  looking  for  fallen 
wires,  fallen  poles,  and  the  investigation  of  exterior 
wiring.  This  work  could  be  dispensed  with  for 
the  rest  of  the  year. 

Hospital  Department. 
The  City  Hospital  will  not  be  properly  operated 
until  we  first  make  arrangements  to  care  for  only 
acute  cases  at  the  Main  Hospital.  Convalescent 
and  chronic  cases  should  be  taken  care  of  else- 
where. The  cost  of  taking  care  of  acute  cases  is 
much  higher  than  of  the  other  two  classes,  but 
where  we  have  all  three  classes  being  taken  care 
of  in  one  institution  the  result  is  that  the  cost  of 
caring  for  the  convalescent  and  the  chronic  types 
are  so  much  the  higher  on  account  of  being  taken 
care  of  at  a  hospital  where  only  acute  cases  should 
be  handled.  Another  condition  at  the  City  Hos- 
pital needs  remedy.  Many  people  go  there  and 
get  free  service  who  really  should  pay  for  it.  This 
reacts  two  ways: 

1.  It  costs  the  city  money. 

2.  It  takes  up  space  and  spends  the  city's 
money  on  people  who  could  pay  for  service,  thus 
denying  to  the  real  poor  the  opportunities  they 
should  have.  Much  of  the  congestion  at  the 
Boston  City  Hospital  in  recent  years  that  we  have 
heard  about  could  have  been  eliminated  by  helping 
only  those  who  could  not  pay  for  treatment  in 
private  hospitals.  The  poor  have  been  put  out  in 
the  "hallway,"  or  turned  away,  or  told  to  come 
back  months  later,  while  those  with  political  influ- 
ence and  wealth  have  been  taken  care  of  at  the 
city's  expense.  At  the  present  time  it  takes  many 
months  for  certain  cases  of  tonsils  and  adenoids 
in  children  to  be  taken  care  of  at  the  City  Hospital. 
This  is  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  we  have  spent 
millions  of  dollars  for  our  City  Hospital  facilities. 
Influential  politicians,  well  able  to  pay,  and  their 
families,  think  nothing  of  using  the  facilities  of  the 
City  Hospital  and  no  payment  is  ever  made. 

Institutions  Department. 
The  work  of  this  department  falls  along  two  lines, 
hospital  and  welfare.  Logically  the  work  of  this 
department  should  be  divided  between  the  Hospital 
Department  and  the  Welfare  Department  and  the 
department  itself  abolished.  The  department  is 
overmanned.  It  is  unfortunate  that  this  depart- 
ment accepted  the  steamboat  "Stephen  J. 
O'Mearac"  which  is  a  "white  elephant"  to  the  city 
and  the  city  is  now  called  upon  to  appropriate 
additional  money  to  run  this  boat. 

Law  Department. 
There  has  been  a  considerable  increase  in  the 
personnel  of  this  department  in  the  last  few  years. 
There  is  no  reason  for  the  City  of  Boston  employing 
two  legislative  counsels. 

Library  Department. 
The  location  of  branch  libraries  should  be  con- 
stantly studied.  A  smaller  number  of  branches 
properly  located  would  eliminate  some  of  the  need 
for  rented  quarters  and  give  the  public  better 
service. 

Licensing  Board. 
In  view  of  the  passage  of  recent  legislation,  no 
reduction  is  recommended. 

Market  Department. 
There  is  no  justification  whatever  for  this  depart- 
ment being  a  separate  department.  It  should  be 
put  in  with  the  Public  Buildings  Department 
which  now  maintains  the  upkeep  of  public  build- 
ings. Practically  the  entire  amount  spent  for  the 
Market  Department  could  be  saved. 

Mayor's  Office. 
For  public  celebrations  and  conventions  no 
further  appropriations  should  be  made.  The 
Mayor  of  Boston  is  allowed  $15,000  for  incidentals. 
This  amount  should  take  care  of  public  celebra- 
tions and  conventions  this  year.  The  office  ex- 
penses of  the  Mayor  are  entirely  too  high  and  out 
of  line  with  expenses  for  similar  cities  of  America, 
namely,  $79,200. 


Park  Department. 

A  large  part  of  the  work  of  this  department  is 
purely  of  a  luxury  nature,  such  as  intricate,  fancy 
floral  designs  on  the  Boston  Common,  and  in  the 
Public  Garden  and  elsewhere.  There  is  consider- 
able landscape  engineering,  expensive  trimming 
of  trees  and  shrubbery.  The  expenditure  of  over 
a  million  dollars  this  year  on  our  Park  Department 
is  out  of  line  with  similar  expenditures  by  other 
large  cities  in  America.  I  believe  that  the  expenses 
of  this  department  should  at  least  be  cut  50  per 
cent  this  year.  We  have  thousands  of  men  on 
the  Welfare  Department  who  are  competent  and 
able  to  do  the  work  such  as  this  department  re- 
quires. In  1930  Boston  had  a  per  capita  expense 
of  $4.12  for  parks  and  recreations,  which  is  over 
double  that  of  any  other  city  in  America  of  over 
500,000  in  population. 

$25,000  is  appropriated  this  year  for  the  Park 
Department  to  spend  in  reconstructing  and  repair- 
ing parkways  by  contract.  It  would  seem  that 
the  Paving  Division  of  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment could  do  this  work  with  the  aid  of  men  from 
the  Public  Welfare  Department.  No  further 
expenditure  under  this  item  should  take  place 
this  year. 

Police  Department. 
Boston  is  the  only  city  in  the  country,  with  the 
exception  of  New  York,  where  it  costs  over  $100,000 
per  square  mile  to  police  the  city.  We  have  more 
police  per  acre  than  any  city  of  America  with  a 
population  of  500,000  or  more.  There  should  be 
a  good  use  of  the  automobile  patrol.  The  idea 
of  a  policeman  walking  is  a  relic  of  the  nineteenth 
century.  What  chance  has  a  policeman  on  foot 
with  a  gangster  in  a  high-powered  automobile? 
Younger  men  should  be  encouraged.  Elderly, 
disabled  officers  should  be  pensioned  off  with  an 
adequate  pension. 

Public  Buildings  Department. 
This  department  has  been  overmanned,  as  shown 
originally  in  1927  by  a  survey  of  building  engineers. 
Welfare  Department  men  should  be  used  more  for 
cleaning  purposes. 

Public  Welfare  Department. 

1.  Investigation  and  distribution  of  welfare 
should  be  decentralized. 

2.  There  should  be  centralization  of  the  Central 
administration.  The  Mayor  has  the  power  to 
bring  about  these  recommendations  by  appointing 
a  dictator,  a  head  of  the  department. 

3.  There  should  be  an  efficient  check  of  the 
manner  in  which  Welfare  Department  allowances 
are  spent.  It  is  all  very  well  for  the  Welfare  De- 
partment to  figure  out  how  much  people  need  to 
live  on,  to  figure  out  the  amount  of  calories  of  food 
that  are  necessary  and  to  make  schedules,  but  so 
long  as  they  have  no  opportunity  whatever  to 
check  how  the  money  is  actually  spent  the  entire 
system  falls.  Last  year,  1932,  the  City  of  Boston 
gave  out  over  $12,000,000  in  its  Welfare  Depart- 
ment without  having  any  proper  check  on  what 
was  done  with  the  $12,000,000.  The  idea  should 
be  to  give  speedy  adequate  relief  to  every  worthy 
case. 

Public  Works  Department. 

This  department  is  overmanned  throughout. 
We  are  an  old  city  performing  a  tremendous 
amount  of  public  work  year  after  year.  There  is 
a  large  amount  of  money  spent  and  we  are  not 
getting  anywhere.  Why  should  the  City  of  Boston, 
a  city  which  has  been  in  existence  since  1630,  with 
a  population  which  is  falling  off,  still  be  faced  by 
a  paving  problem  amounting  to  $60,000,000? 
Why  should  we  have  six-inch  paving  on  residential 
streets  that  have  little  traffic?  Why  should  the 
City  of  Boston  turn  its  back  on  all  the  progress 
that  has  been  made  in  low-cost  pavement  of  the 
last  few  years?  Now  that  we  are  running  short 
of  money  it  simply  means  that  a  few  streets  will 
be  repaired,  that  a  few  streets  will  be  extravagantly 
paved,  while  the  many  remain  in  a  bad  condition. 
Why  should  the  City  of  Boston,  with  one  single 
exception,  have  a  monopoly,  give  all  bituminous 
paving  to  a  few  companies?  The  City  of  Boston 
pays  prices  ranging  from  50  per  cent  to  100  per 
cent  higher  than  that  paid  by  other  cities.  This 
fast  has  been  brought  out  year  after  year  without 
any  change. 

Sidewalks. —  Why  should  the  City  of  Boston  in 
laying  its  sidewalks  still  lay  two  layers,  when  every 
other  large  city  in  the  country  lays  only  one? 
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Snow  Removal. —  $105,000  has  been  set  aside 
this  year,  most  of  which  has  been  spent  already. 
This  amount  is  too  much.  Welfare  workers  can 
assist  in  this  work. 

Garbage. — The  city  is  paying  an  exorbitant 
amount  of  money  for  the  next  eight  years  for  the 
removal  of  garbage  from  certain  sections  of  Boston. 
I  was  the  only  member  of  the  Boston  City  Council 
to  oppose  granting  this  ten-year  contract  for  the 
removal  of  garbage.  The  President  of  Technology 
and  other  experts  have  pointed  out  that  we  have 
less  garbage  today  than  ever.  Because  of 
favoritism  alone,  the  City  of  Boston  is  paying  more 
for  this  ten-year  period  than  for  the  last  period. 
The  City  of  Boston  let  the  contract  to  the  Brookline 
Ash  and  Disposal  Company,  who  were  the  low 
bidders.  This  low  bidder  immediately  transferred 
to  the  second  low  bidder,  the  Coleman  Disposal 
Company,  which  is  just  an  indication  of  the  exorbi- 
tance of  the  price,  when  it  is  noticed  that  the  con- 
cern that  was  the  second  low  bidder  now  sees  fit  to 
take  the  contract  at  a  lower  price  than  all,  from  the 
Brookline  Ash  and  Disposal  Company.  The  City 
of  Boston  is  now  paying  for  regular  collections  of 
garbage.  The  contractors  are  not  collecting  the 
garbage  as  they  should.  They  do  not  make 
collections  regularly.  They  do  not  perform  the 
work  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  For  instance,  in 
Ward  18  the  contractor  who  collects  the  garbage  is 
paid  to  collect  it  once  every  week.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  he  only  collects  it  once  in  ten  days  in  many 
instances.  If  the  citizens  of  Hyde  Park  are  able 
to  get  along  on  a  ten-day  collection  of  garbage  then 
the  payment  to  the  contractor  should  be  cut  down 
accordingly. 

Registry  Department. 

There  is  no  particular  reason  why  this  work 
should  not  be  done  by  the  City  Clerk's  office. 
In  most  cities  of  the  United  States  the  city  clerk 
handles  it.  Here  the  use  of  the  photostatic 
method,  instead  of  copying  birth  and  marriage 
certificates,  should  result  in  an  economy. 

Reserve  Fund. 
If  the  Council  truly  believes  that  the  Municipal 
Employment  Bureau  should  be  abolished  a  corre- 
sponding reduction  should  be  made  in  the  Reserve 
Fund.  Such  an  item,  to  run  the  Municipal 
Employment  Bureau,  should  not  be  hidden  away 
in  a  fund  of  this  nature. 

Soldiers'  Relief  Department. 
There  is  need  here  for  more  supervision  of  the 
manner  in  which  expenditures  are  made,  much  as 
in  the  Public  Welfare  Department. 

Statistics  Department. 
The  entire  department  can  be  abolished.     Much 
of  the  work  could  be  carried  on  by  the  Budget 
Department.     The      Budget      Department,      the 
greater  part  of  the  year,  has  little  to  do. 

Street  Laying-Out  Department. 
Proposes  to  spend  $160,700  this  year.  The  City 
of  Boston  cannot  afford  this  expense.  When  we 
cannot  afford  it,  why  should  we  have  the  depart- 
ments? Until  streets  are  economically  built  in 
Boston  and  the  work  allotted  to  competent  low 
bidders,  instead  of  a  favored  few  contractors,  this 
work  should  be  stopped. 

Supply  Department. 
The  pay  roll  of  this  department  is  not  too  large 
for  a  city  the  size  of  Boston.  However,  I  object 
to  the  methods  that  are  used  in  purchasing. 
Favoritism  costs  the  City  of  Boston  unnecessary 
thousands  of  dollars  yearly. 

Treasury  Department. 
No  suggestions. 

Weights  and  Measures  Department. 
Ought  to  be  made  more  nearly  self-supporting 
by  making  the  charges  more   in  conformity  with 
the  service  rendered.     Officials  of  the  department 
will  admit  this  fact. 

Temporary  Employees. 
Why  should  the  City  of  Boston  spend  $450,000 
this  year  on  temporary  employees  when  most  of  the 
departments  are  overmanned  already  and  the 
depression  has  eliminated  work  for  many  depart- 
ments and  with  hundreds  of  competent  men  on  the 
Welfare  rolls  who  can  assist  in  this  work? 


Trucks. 
It  is  proposed  to  spend  $49,000  in  the  hiring  of 
trucks.     A  transfer  of  trucks  between  the  depart- 
ments would  eliminate,  to  a  great  extent,  this  need. 

Rents. 
Rental    allowances    in    the    budget    amount    to 
$83,000.     Rents   have  fallen  during   the  last   few 
years,  yet  the  rents  that  the  city  must  pay  have 
remained  unchanged  for  the  year  1933. 

Auto  Repairs. 
It  is  proposed  to  spend  $169,000  this  year  on 
auto  repairs.  Much  of  this  is  done  by  small  orders 
to  individual  garages.  Why  should  not  this  work 
be  done  by  annual  contract  or  on  a  yearly  cost 
basis?  The  idea  of  having  a  little  job  done  on  a 
city  machine  where  the  city  official  happens  to 
have  a  friend  in  some  small  garage,  doing  the  work 
and  sending  in  a  bill  is,  to  say  the  least,  a  nine- 
teenth century  method. 

Cleaning. 
It  is  proposed  to  spend  $68,000  on  cleaning,  in 
spite  of  the  abnormally  large  janitorial  forces  in 
the  city.  This  $68,000  is  to  be  used  for  cleaning 
the  windows  of  municipal  buildings  and  other 
public  buildings.     Welfare  men  can  do  this  work. 

Expert  Services. 

$105,000  is  to  be  spent  on  expert  services. 
Certainly  among  the  22,300  city  employees  we 
should  have  experts  in  every  line.  I  recognize  that 
part  of  this  expenditure  is  legitimate.  For  in- 
stance, the  Port  Authority  employs  experts  on 
interstate  commerce  laws  to  fight  questions 
involving  the  Port  of  Boston.  Expenditures  of 
this  nature  are  necessary,  but  there  are  many 
other  expenditures  that  could  be  dispensed  with. 
The  City  of  Boston  is  spending  nearly  $99,000  for 
stenographic  copying  and  listing  when  we  have 
already  an  overmanned  clerical  force  and  many 
stenographers  and  clerks  on  the  Welfare  rolls  who 
could  do  this  work. 

President  McGRATH — The  question  comes  on 
Councilor  Curtis'  amendment. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN— Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  say  a  word  in  regard  to  all  these  amend- 
ments, including  practically  every  amendment 
offered  here  today.  It  is  very  easy  to  come  in 
here  and  offer  amendments  to  cut  the  budget. 
Last  year  was  my  first  year  as  a  member  of  this 
body,  and  I  was  somewhat  confused  by  the  enor- 
mousness  of  the  budget  that  came  in  here.  I  did 
not  fully  realize,  as  I  do  now,  that  this  is  a 
$100,000,000  corporation,  and  that  the  expenses 
of  the  City  of  Boston  must  necessarily  be  very 
large.  I  was  sufficiently  interested  last  year  and 
this  year  to  sit  in  at  the  hearings  of  the  Appro- 
priations Committee,  headed  by  Councilor  Roberts , 
and  was  much  impressed  with  the  time  and  work 
that  that  committee  put  in,  and  I  am  thoroughly 
satisfied  that  the  chairman  and  the  committee 
checked  and  re-checked  and  combed  every  item 
in  the  budget.  Amendments  have  been  offered 
here  today  to  cut,  cut,  cut,  regardless  of  where 
the  cuts  would  bring  us  or  what  department  or 
particular  people  would  suffer  through  the  accepts 
anee  of  the  amendments.  First,  in  regard  to 
Councilor  Curtis'  amendment,  which  hits  par- 
ticularly at  the  Long  Island  Institutions,  our  poor- 
house.  I  think  that  is  the  wrong  place  to  cut. 
That  department  has  already  been  severely  cut, 
and  I  know  from  my  personal  knowledge  that 
many  of  the  people  employed  there  have  been 
let  go,  until  today  they  have  what  is  really  a 
skeleton  force  compared  with  what  it  was  before . 
I  don't  think  we  can  afford  to  accept  any  of 
Councilor  Curtis'  amendments  here  today,  while 
we  all  appreciate  his  sincerity  in  offering  them. 
I  certainly  think  it  is  wrong  to  cut  on  personal 
service,  thereby  simply  increasing  the  number  of 
people  out  of  employment  who  might  naturally  be 
put  on  welfare.  As  far  as  Councilor  Kelly's 
amendment  is  concerned,  Mr.  President,  I  think 
it  was  offered  without  any  thought  on  the  subject. 
I  think  it  was  very  loosely  drawn,  without  con- 
sideration, and  I  do  not  hesitate  to  make  that 
statement.  I  have  sat  here  day  after  day  and 
listened  to  arguments  tending  to  bring  members 
into  dispute  because  they  had  not  followed  the 
lead  of  that  particular  councilor;  and  he  knows 
as  well  as  I  do  that  it  would  be  impossible  for  us 
to  follow  some  of  the  recommendations  he  has 
made  here  today — particularly  when  he  referred 
to  cutting  out  electric  light.     He  knows  that  you 
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cannot  cut  out  that  item.  We  have  had  a  com- 
mittee appointed  to  study  our  electric  lighting. 
We  found  that  it  would  be  cheaper  for  the  people 
of  Boston  to  own  a  municipal  plant,  and  I  will 
agree  with  him  there;  but  the  moment  we  try  to 
put  a  municipal  plant  into  effect  we  are  met  with 
a  positive  statutory  clause  requiring  the  City  of 
Boston  to  purchase  all  the  equipment  of  the 
Edison  Company  before  it  can  enter  into  the 
business,  and  before  it  even  gets  to  that  point 
certain  votes  must  be  passed  under  the  statute. 
That  purchase  of  the  Edison  would  involve  many, 
many  millions  of  dollars.  The  City  of  Boston 
simply  cannot  afford  at  this  time,  when  we  are 
hearing  the  cry  of  economy  everywhere,  to  pur- 
chase this  expensive  and  tremendous  amount  of 
apparatus  and  equipment  owned  and  controlled 
by  the  Edison  Company.  The  councilor  has  also 
asked  us  to  cut  out  all  rents  by  the  Public  Build- 
ings Department  of  quarters  outside  of  City  Hall. 
What  are  you  going  to  do  with  leases  already 
signed  up  by  the  departments?  The  Law  Depart- 
ment of  the  City  of  Boston  has  an  entire  floor  at 
11  Beacon  street,  under  a  lease  with  the  owners 
of  that  building.  If  we  should  not  pay  the  money 
due  from  the  City  of  Boston  under  the  lease,  the 
city  would  simply  be  sued  in  court,  and  judgment 
for  the  entire  amount  due  under  the  lease  would 
be  recovered  from  the  city.  That  is  practically 
true  of  every  department  that  exists  outside  of 
City  Hall  today.  Take  also  the  situation 
in  regard  to  the  Finance  Commission.  That 
body  was  established  and  is  controlled  by  the 
Legislature  of  Massachusetts,  and  its  functions 
and  duties  are  settled  by  that  body,  regardless  of 
what  we  may  think  about  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion. It  must  function  under  the  legislative  act, 
rightfully  or  wrongly,  and  continue  to  spend  the 
money  allowed  it  regardless  of  the  action  of  the 
City  Council.  There  are  many  meritorious  things 
in  Councilor  Dowd's  amendment,  but  I  cannot 
see  why,  for  the  65  cents  per  $1,000  reduction  in 
the  tax  rate,  we  should  jeopardize  the  mainte- 
nance of  some  of  our  important  plants,  hospitals 
and  institutions  that  we  are  obliged  to  carry  on. 
If  we  should  cut  the  maintenance  item  to  the 
point  where  the  machinery  would  get  out  of  order, 
if  a  roof  should  go,  or  something  of  the  kind  should 
happen,  we  would  be  unable  to  raise  the  funds  to 
take  care  of  that  situation.  I  understand  that  the 
maintenance  items  have  been  cut  this  year  so  as 
to  include  only  emergency  matters  that  must  be 
taken  care  of,  because  of  the  extreme  emergency. 
Otherwise,  these  items  have  been  cut  considerably. 
I  am  just  as  much  in  favor  of  economy  as  any 
member  of  the  Council,  and  I  think  I  have  shown 
that  on  many  occasions  in  the  last  two  years. 
Regardless  of  what  the  Mayor  of  Boston  or  other 
officials  wanted,  I  have  frequently  stood  in  thi9 
body  and  opposed  measures  that  I  thought  would 
impose  an  unnecessary  expense  on  the  taxpayers. 
But  this  budget  has  already  been  very  materially 
reduced,  and  I  certainly  would  not  want  to  do 
anything  that  would  seriously  cripple  the  depart- 
ments of  our  city.  Therefore,  I  am  going  to  stand 
by  the  majority  report  of  the  committee. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  just  a  word. 
I  have  been  criticized  for  putting  my  amendments 
together  in  a  very  loose  fashion 

Coun.  ROBERTS— Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  order,  that  the  gentleman  is  not  speaking 
on  the  Curtis  amendment. 

President  McGRATH — The  Curtis  amendment 
is  now  before  the  body. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  simply  want 
unanimous  consent  to  make  a  statement. 

President  McGRATH — If  there  is  no  objection, 
the  gentleman  may  proceed. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  as  I  just  said, 
I  have  been  criticized  for  putting  my  amendments 
together  very  loosely  here  today.  I  want  to  inform 
the  gentleman  that  my  report  here  today  is  the 
result  of  hours  and  hours  of  careful  study,  and  I 
made  it  also  as  a  member  of  the  Appropriations 
Committee — I  might  say  one  of  the  few  members 
present  at  practically  every  hearing.  I  believe  I 
have  at  least  an  ounce  of  intelligence,  and  I  think, 
therefore,  it  is  fair  to  say  that  I  am  able  to  put  my 
report  together  in  a  fairly  logical  manner.  That  I 
attempted  to  do,  and  I  think  I  did  do  it.  I  would 
further  inform  the  worthy  colleague  from  Ward  12 
(Coun.  Brackman)  that  when  he  has  been  a 
councilor  as  long  as  I  have  been,  he  will  be  able  to 
pass  upon  these  questions  in  a  little  better  fashion 
than  he  is  at  the  present  time. 

Coun.  ROBERTS — Mr.  President,  in  regard  to 
Councilor  Curtis'  amendments,  let  me  say  that  I 
am  in  sympathy  with  most  of  the  items  contained 


in  it.  I  do  not  feel  that  I  can  vote  for  any  amend- 
ments cutting  down  personal  service  items. 
Practically  every  department  head  who  came 
before  us  promised  that  he  would  make  no  replace- 
ments in  case  of  death  or  retirement  from  the 
service,  and  no  allowances  have  been  made  for  such 
a  purpose.  So  I  question  whether  we  can  effect 
a  saving  in  the  personal  service  item.  I  might  also 
say  that,  whereas  our  paramount  responsibility  is 
to  the  taxpayers  of  Boston,  still  we  have  a  responsi- 
bility to  the  individual  employees  of  the  city. 
There  are  many  of  these  people  who  might  possibly 
be  placed  in  jeopardy  in  their  positions,  many  of 
whom  have  served  the  city  for  a  long  period,  and 
they  are  entitled  to  a  certain  degree  of  protection, 
under  the  circumstances.  For  fear  that  they 
might  be  possibly  unjustly  interfered  with,  if  theTe 
were  a  reduction  of  that  item,  I  shall  be  forced  to 
vote  against  that  amendment. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  this  issue 
should  not  be  confused.  This  is  the  most  impor- 
tant day  in  the  year  for  us,  the  only  day  when  we 
have  any  authority.     Let  us  not  lose  sight  in  a 

Niagara  of  words 

Coun.  ROBERTS— Mr.  President,  is  the  gentle- 
man discussing  Councilor  Curtis'  amendment? 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  am  dis- 
cussing the  amendment  submitted  by  Councilor 
Curtis. 

President  McGRATH — The  amendment  offered 
by  Councilor  Curtis  is  under  discussion. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  we  expect  to 
have  interruptions,  of  course.  That  is  only 
natural.  Nevertheless,  this  is  the  one  day  in  the 
year  when  this  Council  has  some  authority.  It  is 
useless  to  stand  here  on  other  days  and  talk  about 
waste  and  about  the  necessity  for  cutting  down 
expenditures.  This  is  the  day  when  the  taxpayers 
and  rentpayers  should  be  considered.  Who  is  the 
man  who  says  this  budget  is  all  right,  that  it  should 
pass  as  it  stands? 

Coun.  ROBERTS— Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  order.  I  question  whether  the  councilor 
is  talking  on  Councilor  Curtis'  amendment. 

President  McGRATH— The  Chair  would  sug- 
gest again  that  Councilor  Norton  talk  on  the 
amendment. 

Coun.  NORTON — I  am  talking  on  the  amend- 
ment, Mr.  President.  Even  the  reductions  asked 
for  by  Councilor  Curtis  are  not  enough,  not  nearly 
enough.  They  ought  to  be  increased  at  least  a 
million  more.  We  are  appropriating  in  this  budget 
money  for  favored  contractors,  providing  money 
for  wasteful  expenditures  through  the  Supply 
Department  of  the  City  of  Boston.  This  is  the  one 
time,  Mr.  President,  when  those  interested  in  the 
people  of  Boston,  the  rent  and  tax  payers,  have  the 
opportunity  to  render  distinct  service.  The  issue 
here  this  afternoon  is  clear.  We  either  stand  with 
the  Mayor  with  the  favored  contractors  and  the 
favored  sellers,  or  we  stand  on  the  side  of  the 
people  of  Boston.     (Applause  in  the  galleries.) 

President  McGRATH— The  Chair  would  state 
that  those  in  the  gallery  are  our  guests  and  are 
very  welcome  here;  but  the  rules  of  the  City 
Council  allow  demonstrations  of  no  character,  and 
we  will  appreciate  it  if  the  guests  stay  within  the 
rules  of  this  body.  The  question  now  comes  on  the 
amendment  offered  by  Councilor  Curtis. 

Coun.  Curtis'  amendment  was  rejected  by  roll 
call,  yeas — Coun.  Curtis — 1,  nays  20. 

The  question  came  on  the  amendment  offered  by 
Coun.  Murray  and  Coun.  Ruby. 

Coun.  BURKE  moved  as  a  further  amendment 
that  all  printing  and  binding  items  in  the  County 
budget  be  reduced  99  per  cent. 

Coun.  Burke's  amendment  was  declared  lost. 
Coun.  BURKE  doubted  the  vote,  and  the  clerk  was 
directed  to  call  the  roll. 

Coun.  BURKE— Mr.  President. 

President  McGRATH — No  discussion  is  now  in 
order,  while  we  are  solving  the  doubt.  The  clerk 
will  call  the  roll. 

Coun.  BURKE— Mr.  President. 

President  McGRATH — Councilor  Burke  doubted 
the  vote,  and  we  are  now  solving  the  doubt. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  don't  I  have  the 
privilege  of  talking  on  the  amendment? 

President  McGRATH — No;  the  question  before 
the  house  now  is  on  solving  the  doubt.  The  Chair 
has  ruled  that  the  amendment  was  lost.  Coun- 
cilor Burke  doubts  the  vote,  and  the  clerk  will  now 
call  the  roll. 

Coun.  Burke's  amendment  was  rejected,  yea  — 
Coun.  Burke — 1,  nays  21. 
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President  McGRATH — The  question  now  comes 
on  the  amendment  offered  by  Councilors  Murray 
and  Ruby. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  information.  I  would  ask  whether  or  not, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  City  Clerk,  this  body  has  any 
authority  at  this  time  to  pass  on  this  matter. 

President  McGRATH— The  City  Clerk  has  no 
opinion  to  render  on  this  particular  question. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  want  to 
protect  the  Printing  Plant.  I  want  to  know 
whether  if  we  pass  this  amendment  it  is  law. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  merely  wish  to 
say  to  the  two  councilors  on  my  right,  with  all  due 
deference  to  their  sincerity,  that  if  they  are  inter- 
ested in  the  Printing  Plant  they  will  vote  for 
Councilors  Murray's  and  Ruby's  amendment 
without  further  debate.  This  has  been  offered 
after  consulting  those  who  are  the  best  authorities 
in  the  city,  in  my  opinion. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  that  may  be 
good  advice,  but  I  did  not  seek  the  advice  of  the 
councilor  from  Ward  14  (Coun.  Ruby)  in  this 
matter.  I  say  this,  and  I  say  it  without  fear  of 
contradiction.  If  they  want  the  City  Printing 
Plant  to  get  the  advantage  of  the  money  we  appro- 
priate here  they  should  vote,  in  accordance  with 
the  order  I  offered,  to  reduce  the  Suffolk  County 
printing  and  binding  items  by  99  per  cent.  Other- 
wise, those  county  officers  will  go  ahead  and  incur 
bills  outside,  and  our  financial  officers  will  have  to 
provide  the  money.  I  am  basing  my  opinion  on  a 
statement  made  by  an  official  who,  I  believe,  knows 
whether  or  not  such  a  thing  can  be  done.  I  want 
to  reiterate  that  it  is  possible  for  the  Council  to 
reduce  the  item,  either  in  whole  or  pro  tanto, 
and  if  they  do  so,  it  will  then  be  impossible  for  the 
officials  of  these  departments  to  give  the  work  to 
anybody  else  but  the  City  Printing  Plant.  But  if 
you  do  not  do  this  in  the  way  I  have  suggested, 
these  officials  can  go  ahead  and  give  the  business 
to  these  outside  chiseling  printers  who  do  not  do 
the  business  themselves  at  all;  and  our  City 
Printing  Plant  will  not  get  the  work.  If  you  want 
to  help  the  men  at  the  City  Printing  Department, 
vote  to  reduce  this  amount  by  99  per  cent,  and  then 
only  one  per  cent  can  go  to  these  outside  chiseling 
printers.  The  advice  given  by  the  gentleman  from 
Ward  14  (Coun.  Ruby)  might  be  good  advice  under 
some  circumstances;  but,  as  the  gentleman  from 
Ward  18  (Coun.  Norton)  has  said,  this  is  our 
crucial  day,  and  what  we  do  today  will  govern  the 
money-spending  policy  for  the  rest  of  the  year.  So 
I  think  if  some  such  action  as  I  have  suggested 
here  is  not  taken,  our  City  Printing  and  Binding 
Department  will  be  plumb  out  of  luck. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  my  experience 
aB  a  member  of  this  body  has  at  least  convinced  me 
that  it  is  well  for  us  at  all  times  to  be  informed  on 
certain  matters.  When  I  think  it  is  helping  out  in 
a  situation  I  am  always  willing  to  take  advice  from 
other  members  of  the  body.  But  I  say  this,  and  I 
think  without  fear  of  contradiction,  that  this 
budget  as  submitted  by  the  departments  affected 
and  in  the  reduced  form  in  which  it  appears  before 
us  at  the  present  time  is  a  legitimate  budget  and 
100  per  cent  honest.  Let  me  say  also  that  I  am  at 
a  loss  to  understand,  acting  here  in  my  humble 
capacity,  how  any  public  official  can  spend  $20,000 
if  that  item  is  not  provided  for.  If  every  bit  of  this 
budget  is  cut  to  the  core,  and  an  item  of  $20,000  is 
left  out,  I  am  at  a  loss  to  understand  how  any 
county  officials  are  to  spend  that  $20,000  until 
further  action  is  takan.  They  may  seek  to  resort 
to  the  Contingent  Fund  that  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
has,  but  I  can  say  this — and  I  believe  again  without 
fear  of  contradiction — that  the  Mayor  of  Boston  is 
in  hearty  accord  with  the  amendment  offered  by 
Councilor  Murray  and  myself,  and  feels — although 
I  have  no  authority  to  speak  for  him — that  those 
county  officials  should  have  their  printing  done 
at  the  City  of  Boston  Printing  Plant.  And  so,  if 
we  cut  out  this  particular  item,  unless  the  Mayor 
finds  it  for  them,  I  don't  know  where  they  can 
get  it,  unless  they  take  it  out  of  other  items  in  their 
own  budget. 

Coun.  ROBERTS— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  say  for  the  benefit  of  the  Council  that  I  under- 
stand, through  the  Budget  Commissioner,  that 
about  half  of  the  money  for  printing  has  already 
been  expended. 

Coun.  CURTIS— Mr.  President,  as  half  the 
money  has  been  spent,  it  seems  to  me  that  we  will 
only  be  causing  confusion  if  we  do  not  pass  certain 
items.     I   also   understand   that  it  is  not  in  our 


power  to  say  to  county  officials  how  they  shall  run 
their  departments.  So  I  shall  vote  against  the 
amendment. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  am  sorry 
that  the  other  councilors  here  do  not  see  this 
proposition  the  way  I  see  it.  However,  I  am 
honest  in  presenting  my  arguments  here,  and 
what  I  have  said  has  been  said  after  due  consider- 
ation and  after  getting  the  best  advice  and  opinion 
I  could  obtain.  I  feel  very  sure  that  the  only 
action  we  can  take  which  would  look  towards 
having  this  money  spent  in  the  City  Printing 
Plant  is  the  action  I  have  suggested.  The  only 
way  in  which  we  can  prevent  it  being  spent  outside 
is  to  refuse  to  give  them  this  money.  But  if  they 
secure  the  money,  if  they  get  it  for  their  use,  I  am 
certain  that  they  will  give  it  to  outside  printers, 
and  that  our  City  Printing  Plant  will  not  get  the 
business  at  all.  So  I  believe  we  should  take  it 
away  in  its  entirety  until  they  make  up  their 
minds  that  they  will  spend  the  money  as  we  believe 
it  should  be  spent — at  our  City  Printing  Plant 
for  the  benefit  of  employees  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
We  all  know  that  any  income  that  the  City  Print- 
ing Plant  gets  helps  to  pay  the  bills  of  the  city, 
through  the  revenue  that  comes  into  the  city 
treasury.  If  we  vote  to  give  the  money,  however, 
the  Printing  Plant  will  not  get  the  money  any- 
way, but  if  we  vote  to  take  away  for  the  present 
99  per  cent  of  it,  not  more  than  one  per  cent, 
anyway,  will  be  spent  on  outside  chiseling  printers. 
I  am  going  to  ask  the  chairman  of  the  Appropri- 
ations Committee  if  the  officials  of  these  depart- 
ments were  not  asked  whether  they  would  use 
that  money  in  our  City  Printing  Department, 
and  what  their  answer  was.  I  hope  he  will  answer 
that  question. 

Coun.  ROBERTS— Mr.  President,  as  I  recall 
it — we  have  the  official  notes  of  the  proceedings, 
but  as  I  recall  it — we  received  various  answers 
from  the  heads  of  the  departments.  Some  prom- 
ised to  give  some  of  their  work  to  the  City  of 
Boston,  and  one  or  two  were  frank  enough  to  say 
that  they  wouldn't  give  any  of  it.  I  believe  the 
Clerk  of  the  Superior  Criminal  Court  said  he 
would  give  consideration  to  the  matter  of  giving 
the  City  Printing  Plant  some  business,  whereas 
the  Clerk  of  the  Superior  Civil  Court  said  he 
wouldn't  give  any  business  to  them  because  they 
didn't  do  satisfactory  work.  That  was  the  answer 
at  least  from  those  two  officials  of  Suffolk  County. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  I  wonder  if  any 
of  the  members  of  the  Council  besides  myself 
would  be  interested  to  know  whether  the  City 
Printing  Plant  ever  did  any  of  -  the  court  work, 
and,  if  so,  for  how  long,  and  why  it  was  taken 
away  from  the  Printing  Plant? 

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  President,  I  might  say 
that  the  department  heads  of  the  county,  and 
also  the  head  of  our  Printing  Department,  said 
that  much  of  this  work  had  always  been  done 
by  the  Plant;  that  our  Printing  Plant  did  the 
work  of  the  Superior  Criminal  Court  until  the 
last  two  years,  when  it  was  taken  away.  It  was 
shown  in  the  records,  by  testimonials  from  different 
quarters,  that  the  Printing  Department  has  done 
work  of  the  very  highest  and  finest  type,  not  only 
for  city  and  county  departments,  but  also  for 
outside  people;  and  there  were  introduced  into 
our  records  recommendations  of  different  people, 
expressing  their  satisfaction  with  the  work  done 
by  the  Plant  at  different  times,  and  saying  that  the 
work  compared  more  than  favorably  with  work 
done  by  outside  concerns.  I  would  also  say  that 
we  are  not  asking  to  take  money  away  from  them, 
that  we  simply  want  the  matter  laid  on  the  table, 
until  we  can  see  if  they  will  agree  to  give  a  square 
deal  to  the  125  men  employed  in  our  Printing 
Plant. 

The  amendment  offered  earlier  in  the  session 
by  Coun.  Murray  and  Coun.  Ruby,  to  lay  on  the 
table  the  B-l  and  D-l  items  in  the  Superior  Civil 
Court,  Civil  Session,  Clerk's  Office,  in  the  Superior 
Court,  Criminal  Session,  Clerk's  Office,  in  the 
Probate  Court  and  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds, 
prevailed,  yeas  21;  nay — Coun.  Curtis — 1. 

While  the  roll  call  was  in  progress,  Coun. 
BURKE  said : 

Mr.  President,  I  desire  to  say  why  I  am  going 
to  vote  "Yes"  on  this  amendment 

President  McGRATH — The  gentleman  is  out 
of  order.  There  can  be  no  interruption  to  a  roll 
call.  The  question  next  comes  on  Councilor 
Kelly's  amendment. 

Coun.  Kelly's  amendment  was  rejected,  yeas — 
Coun.  Fish,  Kelly — 2;  nays  20. 
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President  McGRATH — The  question  next 
comes  on  Councilor  Hein's  amendment  to  reduce 
A-l  item  for  Institutions  Department  by  §4,500. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  cannot  allow 
myself  to  vote  to  reduce  any  personnel  item. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  this  is  just  the 
commissioner's  salary,  only. 

Coun.  Hein's  amendment  was  rejected,  yeas — 
Coun.  Hein — l;nays  21. 

President  McGRATH — The  question  next 
comes  on  Councilor  Norton's  order  that  the 
Council  consider  the  matter  of  returning  the  1933 
budget  to  the  Mayor  of  Boston  with  the  request 
that  he  cut  S1,000,000  more  from  it.  The  clerk 
will  call  the  roll. 

Coun.  Norton's  order  was  rejected,  yeas  5, 
nays  17:

—5. 

Nays — Coun.  Barker,  Brackman,  Burke,  Cox, 
Donovan,  Englert,  Pitzgerald,  Gallagher,  Gleason, 
Green,  Hein,  Lynch,  McGrath,  Murray,  Power, 
Roberts,  Ruby — 17. 

President  McGRATH — The  question  now 
comes  on  the  amendment  offered  by  Councilor 
Dowd. 

Coun.  Dowd's  amendment  was  rejected,  yeas  4, 
nays  18: 

Yeas — Coun.  Dowd,  Fish,  Kelly,  Norton — 4. 

Nays — Coun.  Barker,  Brakeman,  Burke,  Cox, 
Curtis,  Donovan,  Englert,  Fitzgerald,  Gallagher, 
Gleason,  Green,  Hein,  Lynch,  McGrath,  Murray, 
Power,  Roberts,  Ruby — 18. 

President  McGRATH — The  question  now 
comes  on  the  passage  of  the  budget  as  amended, 
and  the  clerk  will  call  the  roll. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  do  I  under- 
stand now  that  our  vote  includes  the  county  and 
city  budgets? 

President  McGRATH— The  total  budget,  for 
city  and  county. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  may  I  ask,  first 
of  all,  that  they  be  segregated,  that  we  vote  sepa- 
rately on  the  county  budget  and  the  city  budget? 
I  think  certain  members  perhaps  feel  that  the 
county  budget  is  down  to  rock  bottom  and  are 
ready  to  vote  for  the  county  budget,  but  will 
refuse  to  vote  for  the  city  budget. 

President  McGRATH— We  will  vote  first  on  the 
city  budget. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  desire  to 
speak  very  briefly  on  the  city  budget.  I  realize 
that  it  is  really  a  waste  of  time  for  the  clerk  to  even 
call  the  roll,  that  the  result  will  be  eighteen  in  favor 
and  four  against.  I  am  pretty  sure  that  that  will 
be  the  vote.  In  fact,  if  anyone  thinks  otherwise, 
I  am  willing  to  lay  a  little  wager  on  it,  because 
I  know  what  has  been  going  on.  The  boys  were 
called  into  the  Mayor's  office  this  morning  and 
given  a  pat  on  the  back  and  told  to  go  into  the 
Council  Chamber  like  good  little  boys  this  after- 
noon and  vote  "Yes"  on  this  budget,  so  that  the 
Mayor  can  go  away  Thursday  on  another  one  of 
his  little  traveling  jaunts,  I  understand  this  time 
to  Europe.  The  gentleman  spends  more  time 
outside  the  City  of  Boston  than  inside  the  city, 
but  he  simply  requests  the  boys  to  give  their 
whole  time  to  the  city  to  vote  "Yes"  on  this 
matter.  So  there  is  going  to  be  a  nice  class  here 
of  eighteen  obedient  boys,  voting  with  the  graft- 
ing Mayor,  and  there  will  simply  be  the  four  real 
friends  of  the  taxpayers  who  will  be  against  this 
budget,  realizing  that  it  can  be  reduced  two  and 
one  half  to  three  millions  more,  a  reduction  very 
much  in  the  interest  of  the  rentpayers  and  tax- 
payers of  this  city. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN— Mr.  President,  if  the 
colleague  includes  himself  in  that  four,  I  say,  God 
help  the  City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  BURKE— Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
ask  the  gentelman  from  Ward  15  if  he  was  called 
in  this  morning. 

Coun.  CURTIS — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  order.  The  gentleman  is  not  speaking  to 
the  question  before  the  house. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  think  I  have 
a  right  to  ask  that  question. 

President  McGRATH — It  is  the  prerogative  of 
members  of  the  Council  to  ask  questions  and  of 
other  members  to  refuse  to  answer  them. 

The  city  budget  was  passed,  yeas  19,  nays  3: 

Yeas — Coun.  Barker,  Brackman,  Burke,  Cox, 
Curtis,  Donovan,  Englert,  Fish,  Fitzgerald, 
Gallagher,  Gleason,  Green,  Hein,  Lynch,  Mc-

Nays — Coun.  Dowd,  Kelly,  Norton — 3. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  simply  want 
to  say  that  I  came  pretty  close,  very  close! 


Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  in  view  of  the 
inaccuracy  of  the  statement  to  the  councilor  from 
Dorchester  (Coun.  Kelly)  previous  to  the  vote 
just  taken,  I  ask  that  his  remarks  be  stricken 
from  the  record.     (Laughter.) 

President  McGRATH — The  gentleman  is  out 
of  order.  The  question  comes  on  the  passage  of 
the  county  budget  as  amended. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to 
vote  against  the  county  budget — not  on  account 
of  the  money  involved,  but  because  of  the  fact 
that  practically  every  county  department,  with 
the  exception  of  one,  is  infested  with  nonresidents 
of  Boston  or  Suffolk  County.  Until  such  time  as  I 
can  see  that  Boston  or  Suffolk  County  residents 
are  employed  there,  I  absolutely  refuse  to  vote  for 
the  appropriation. 

Coun.  BURKE— Mr.  President,  while  I  shall 
vote,  under  the  circumstances,  for  the  Suffolk 
County  budget,  I  do  wish  to  state  as  a  matter  of 
record,  that  I  do  not  favor  the  passage  of  the 
printing  items,  at  least  in  the  manner  prescribed. 

President  McGRATH — The  question  is  on  the 
passage  of  the  county  budget  as  amended. 

The  county  budget  as  amended  was  passed, 
yeas  19,  nays  3: 

Yeas — Coun.  Barker,  Brackman,  Burke,  Cox, 
Curtis,  Donovan,  Englert,  Fish,  Fitzgerald, 
Gallagher,  Gleason,  Green,  Hein,  Lynch,  Mc-

Nays — Coun.  Dowd,  Kelly,  Norton — 3.

ROBERTS,  at  4.30  p.  m.,  to  take  a  recess  subject' 
to  the  call  of  the  Chair.  The  members  reassembled 
in  the  Council  Chamber  and  were  called  to  order 
by  President  McGRATH  at  4.55  p.  m.

Coun.  GALLAGHER  for  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee submitted  the  following: 

1.  Report  on  petition  (referred  today)  for 
children  under  fifteen  years  of  age  to  appear  at 
places  of  public  amusement,  viz. :

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  have  consist- 
ently voted  against  that  appropriation,  primarily 
because  of  the  fact  that  there  is  one  married  woman 
who  is  working  at  the  Municipal  Employment 
Bureau,  whose  husband  is  actively  engaged  in  the 
employ  of  the  city.  I  feel  that,  because  of  that 
fact,  this  order  should  not  be  passed.  I  find  upon 
investigation  that  all  the  personnel  of  the  depart- 
ment have  the  same  idea  in  this  respect  that  I  do, 
that  no  married  woman  whose  husband  is  capable 
of  supporting  her  should  be  employed  in  the  de- 
partment. Although  I  am  not  condoning  the 
fact  that  the  Mayor  keeps  the  married  woman  in 
that  employment,  I  cannot,  however,  make  others 
suffer.  I  am,  therefore,  going  to  vote  for  the  order, 
so  that  no  innocent  person  in  the  employ  of  the 
bureau  will  lose  employment. 

Coun.  ROBERTS— Mr.  President,  I  move  to 
amend  the  order  of  reducing  the  amount  from 
§14,000  to  $5,000. 

Coun.  Roberts'  amendment  was  rejected,  yeas  6, 
nays  16: 

Yeas — Coun.  Cox,  Curtis,  Dowd,  Fish,  Norton, 
Roberts — 6. 
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NayB — Coun.  Barker,  Brackman,  Burke, 
Donovan,  Englert,  Fitzgerald,  Gallagher,  Gleason, 
Green,  Hein,  Kelly,  Lynch.  McGrath,  Murray, 
Power,  Ruby — 16. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 
Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  am  rather 
surprised  at  any  councilor,  particularly  the  coun- 
cilor from  Dorchester  (Coun.  Burke),  who  for 
some  time  has  been  placing  orders  in  this  Council 
requesting  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  discharge 
married  women  from  employment  where  their 
husbands  are  employed  as  fireman  or  others  by 
the  city — should  state  on  the  floor  of  this  Council 
that  nevertheless  he  intends  to  vote  for  this  order, 
because  he  does  not  desire  to  see  anybody  suffer 
through  lack  of  employment.  I  want  to  say  to 
you,  Mr.  President  and  members  of  the  Council 
that  neither  does  anybody  else  desire  to  see  any 
person  out  of  employment,  but  whenever  we  have 
a  situation  such  as  we  see  in  this  employment 
bureau  in  that  respect,  I  say  that  you  have  to 
take  your  stand  one  way  or  the  other.  There  is 
no  need  of  ducking  or  dodging.  I  admire  a  man 
who  stands  up  in  this  Council  and  votes  the  way  he 
thinks  he  should  vote,  whether  I  agree  with  him  or 
not,  but  when  we  see  the  wishy-washy  man  come 
in  one  week  against  a  thing,  and  come  in  the  next 
week  trying  to  apologize  for  his  vote,  I  say  that 
there  must  be  some  ulterior  motive  behind  it.  I 
heard  Mr.  Manning  say  within  ten  days  that 
the  type  of  help  he  got  was  not  up  to  the  standard 
he  desired.  This  bill  has  been  rejected  two  dif- 
ferent times  by  the  Council.  I  wonder  what 
they  are  trying  to  do,  with  the  Council — make 
it  a  laughing  stock?  I  understand  that  the  last 
time  we  stopped  it  all  they  had  to  do  was  to  put 
in  a  bill  later,  and  I  suppose  that  that  is  what 
they  will  do  now,  collect  for  the  past  two  weeks. 
The  action  of  the  Mayor  will  be  considered  as 
making  it  retroactive,  although  I  feel  that  if  this 
should  be  passed  today  Buch  action  would  be 
illegal.  But  I  have  stated  my  views  on  this  matter 
consistently,  and  am  not  changing  my  mind  at 
the  present  time.  I  have  stated  that  under  no 
circumstances  shall  I  help  out  nonresidents.  We 
were  told  the  other  day  of  a  gentleman  living  in 
Milton,  and  also  there  is  this  married  woman 
whose  husband  is  a  fireman  in  the  employ  of  the 
city.  I  am  not  going  to  allow  myself  to  vote  one 
cent  additional  to  the  employment  office,  under 
the  circumstances. 

Coun.  BURKE— Mr.  President,  I  thought  I 
made  my  position  clear.  I  went  to  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  and  asked  him  to  dispense  with  the  services 
of  this  employee  of  the  Municipal  Employment 
Bureau,  whose  husband  was  also  working  for  the 
City  of  Boston.  But  the  Mayor,  using  his  pre- 
rogative, refused  to  discharge  the  employee.  I 
have,  however,  had  numbers  of  men  and  women 
working  for  the  Municipal  Employment  Bureau 
come  and  tell  me  that,  because  of  the  fact  that 
the  appropriation  has  not  been  passed,  they  have 
been  forced  to  borrow  money  or  go  without  money 
to  buy  food  for  their  families.  I  believe  in  prin- 
ciple, and  I  have  not  deviated  one  iota  from  the 
principle  I  expounded  when  I  said  I  did  not  believe 
that  married  women  whose  husbands  are  gain- 
fully employed  by  the  city  should  themselves 
also  be  employed  by  the  city.  I  believe  that  is 
an  injustice.  But  when  I  saw  these  poor  un- 
fortunate persons  employed  by  the  city  forced 
to  go  without  pay  because  this  married  woman 
was  working  there,  I  felt — while  not  condoning 
the  act  of  the  Mayor  in  allowing  the  woman  to 
stay  there — that  it  would  be  an  act  of  justice  to 
change  my  vote  so  that  those  unfortunate  people 
employed  there  might  receive  their  salaries.  I 
am  still  opposed  to  the  employment  by  the  city 
of  married  women  when  their  husbands  are  also 
employed  by  the  city  and  are  able  to  support  them. 
I  cannot,  however,  let  an  attainder  of  blood  affect 
thi8  situation,  allowing  innocent  people  to  suffer 
because  the  Mayor  of  Boston  is  keeping  such  people 
on  the  job. 

Coun.  CURTIS—Mr.  President,  I  believe, 
under  present  conditions  of  employment,  that  this 
bureau  has  ceased  to  serve  any  useful  purpose 
and  should  be  done  away  with.  I  feel  that  it  is 
not  proper  for  us  to  vote  any  more  money  to  it. 
I  do  hope  that  those  people  can  be  used  in  some 
other  department  of  the  city,  if  possible.  But  it 
does  seem  to  me  time  to  close  that  bureau  as  now 
conducted. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN— Mr.  President,  I  think 
this  is  not  a  time  for  us  to  close  this  bureau.  I 
believe  we  ought  to  try  to  keep  the  department 


alive  and  give  to  it  at  the  present  time  every 
assistance  in  fulfilling  its  functions. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  it  is  not  my 
purpose  to  take  a  job  away  from  anybody,  but  the 
fact  is  that  the  work  of  this  department  has  been 
negative.  For  that  reason,  it  seems  to  me  it  might 
be  desirable  to  eliminate  this  expense.  We  have 
on  this  side  heavy  expenses  of  the  City  of  Boston  in 
connection  with  people  whom  we  are  trying  to  feed, 
and  on  that  side  a  huge  pay  roll. 

The  order  was  passed,  yeas  16,  nays  6:

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  know  it  is 
useless  to  oppose  this  order,  but  it  does  seem  to  me 
at  this  time,  when  so  many  demands  are  being  made 
upon  us  to  relieve  the  poor  people  and  the  tax- 
payers of  this  city,  we  should  not  spend  $10,000  on 
the  Dillaway  House,  even  if  it  is  the  laudable  and 
patriotic  intention  to  repair  this  historic  eighteenth 
century  place.  We  simply  have  not  the  money  to 
do  it  this  year,  Mr.  President. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  it  is  surprising  to 
me  to  hear  the  remarks  just  made  by  the  councilor 
from  Ward  18,  to  the  effect  that  we  have  not  got 
the  $10,000  available  to  put  in  condition  the  old, 
historic  Dillaway  House.  It  is  especially  sur- 
prising to  me,  Mr.  President,  because  my  mind 
goes  back  to  a  perfectly  good  lease  that  the  City  of 
Boston  held,  and  the  councilor  who  has  just 
spoken  advocated  the  reduction  of  that  lease  bv 
some  $11,000.  It  seems  strange  that  we  haven't 
the  money  to  preserve  this  historical  place,  and 
yet  we  have  sufficient  money  so  that  we  can  reduce 
a  lease  that  the  city  has  made  with  other  parties, 
and  that  has  some  few  years  to  run. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  these  analo- 
gies drawn  by  some  of  the  boys  are  very  far  apart 
from  the  actual  facts. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  order.  I  object  to  the  word  "boys."  That 
word  should  not  be  used  when  applied  to  the 
speaker  who  spoke  before  the  last  speaker! 

President  McGRATH — The  point  of  order  is 
not  well  taken. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  just  a  word 
for  purposes  of  the  record.  The  day  is  hot,  so  I  will 
take  but  a  second.  But  the  record  lives  on.  I 
favored  the  $11,000  decrease  in  the  Quincy  Market 
rentals  for  an  organization  that  was  practically 
bankrupt,  a  corporation  made  up  of  Boston  con- 
cerns in  the  market  district,  which  could  not  afford 
to  pay  the  rent  due  under  the  city  lease,  when  also 
the  city  itself  on  the  first  floor  had  allowed  a 
decrease  of  30  per  cent  to  other  tenants,  and  these 
persons  upstairs  a  year  later  asked  for  a  smaller 
decrease  in  rent;  and  when  our  own  Corporation 
Counsel,  representing  the  City  of  Boston,  tenta- 
tively agreed  that  those  tenants  could  not  afford 
to  pay  the  stipulated  sum  and  recommended  to 
city  officials  a  decrease  in  the  rents  in  question. 
Is  that  favoritism?  Is  that  the  same  as  favoring 
some  contractor  who  is  taking  from  the  City  of 
Boston  money  that  should  not  be  taken?  The 
gentleman  on  the  left  (Coun.  Cox),  referring  to 
that  incident,  ties  it  up  with  this  proposed  expendi- 
ture of  $10,000,  an  expenditure  which  is  absolutely 
unnecessary  this  year,  in  an  irrelevant  way. 
Teh  thousand  dollars  to  fix  up  an  old  house  in 
Roxbury  compared  with  an  attempt  to  relieve  to 
a  certain  extent  worthy  tenants  of  ours  under 
lease  the  terms  of  which  they  could  not  afford  to 
meet! 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  passed, 
yeas  19;  nays — -Coun.  Curtis,  Kelly,  Norton — 3. 
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SOLDIERS'    RELIEF. 

Coun.  NORTON,  for  the  Committee  on  Soldiers' 
Relief,  submitted  report  recommending  passage 
of  order  for  payment  of  aid  to  soldiers  and  sailors 
and  their  families  in  City  of  Boston  for  month  of 
June,  1933. 

Report  accepted;  said  order  passed  under 
suspension  of  the  rule. 


FINANCE   COMMITTEE   REPORT. 

Coun.  DOWD,  for  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
submitted  the  following : 

1.  Report  on  order  (referred  February  6)  for  a 
loan  of  $500,000  to  be  expended  by  Commissioner 
of  Public  Works  for  reconstruction  of  streets, — 
recommending  that  said  order  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  $500,000  to 
repair  the  streets  of  Boston? 

Coun.  DOWD— That  is  correct. 

Coun.  NORTON — I  would  ask  if  there  has  been 
any  stipulation  whatsoever  looking  to  the  pro- 
tection of  the  taxpayers  against  the  so-called 
favored  contractors? 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  might  advise 
the  councilor  that  the  Council  has  no  jurisdiction 
in  that  matter.  Once  we  appropriate  the  money, 
it  then  becomes  an  executive  matter,  with  which 
we  have  nothing  to  do  whatsoever. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  I  understand 
that  technically  we  have  nothing  to  do  with  the 
matter,  aside  from  the  appropriation  of  the  money, 
but  I  wondered  whether  or  not,  as  a  result  of 
months  and  months  of  battering  away  at  these 
favored  contractors,  some  understanding  might 
have  been  arrived  at  with  the  Mayor  this  year. 
When  we  spend  $100,000  on  a  roadway,  the  work 
can  be  done  by  fifteen  men.  That  was  dem- 
onstrated by  Frederick  Stewart  Greene,  who  was 
the  road  builder  for  Pershing  in  France  and  later 
for  Alfred  E.  Smith  in  New  York.  So  it  can  hardly 
be  argued  that  you  are  putting  any  number  of 
men  at  work  when  you  are  spending  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  dollars  in  that  way  and  ostensibly 
for  that  purpose. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  can  the  councilor 
from  Ward  18  (Coun.  Norton)  suggest  any  other, 
better  or  fairer  way  of  advertising  for  contracts  on 
this  kind  of  work  than  the  method  that  is  being 
employed  by  the  Mayor  and  the  different  depart- 
ments of  the  City  of  Boston? 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  if  you  will  go 
400  yards  up  the  hill  you  will  find  that  the  state, 
laying  out  five  times  the  amount  of  roadway 
under  contract  than  is  being  laid  out  through 
City  Hall,  is  having  the  work  done  much  more 
cheaply  and  efficiently.  That  is  all  I  have  to  say 
— just  go  up  here  to  the  State  Public  Works 
Department  and  see  what  they  are  doing.  I 
simply  suggest  this,  furthermore, — eliminate 
Singarella  and  Tomasello. 

Coun.  RUBY — That  is  not  the  question. 

Coun.  NORTON— Well,  we  will  not  argue  that 
point.  I  will  drop  that  particular  phase  of  it. 
Perhaps  it  has  been  unfair  for  me  to  even  mention 
it.  But  I  do  think  that  I  am  answering  fairly  the 
question  of  the  councilor  when  he  asks  for  any 
recommendation  or  suggestion  on  my  part,  when 
I  in  turn  ask  this  question, — Why  is  it  that  in  the 
building  of  roads  carried  on  400  yards  up  the 
street  here,  at  the  State  House,  where  much  more 
road  building  is  done  than  is  done  in  this  city,  and 
more  cheaply  and  efficiently  done,  the  names  of 
the  contractors  there  employed  are  never  found  in 
connection  with  Boston  City  Hall  contracts? 
Why  is  it? 

Coun.  RUBY— Has  the  gentleman  finished? 

Coun.  NORTON — No,  I  am  still  answering  the 
question,  and  I  will  be  through  in  just  thirty 
seconds.  Mr.  President,  we  can  eliminate  much 
of  this  $500,000,  which  is  simply  going  to  favored 
contractors,  by  taking  men  on  our  welfare  and 
having  them  build  streets,  especially  in  cases 
where  it  is  a  simple  matter  of  putting  on  a  bitumin- 
ous surface.  There  are  no  doubt  many  men  on 
welfare  who  have  been  engineers,  men  who  are 
familiar  with  the  kind  of  work  that  would  be 
required,  and  who  could  be  used  in  that  way,  for 
their  own  benefit  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  city. 
I  understand  that  that  is  not  a  complicated 
technical  problem. 


Coun.  CURTIS — Mr.  President,  it. seems  to  me 
with  the  prospect  we  have  of  getting  money  and 
materials  from  the  Federal  government,  with  the 
possibility  that  the  City  of  Boston  may  want  to 
recruit  some  sort  of  a  working  army,  as  is  being 
done  by  the  Federal  government,  with  the  antici- 
pated ways  of  offering  work  to  men  on  the  welfare 
list  and  gradually  solving  that  difficult  problem  in 
the  future,  it  is  improper  to  vote  half  a  million 
dollars  at  this  time  for  this  purpose.  I  believe  this 
work  can  be  accomplished  in  some  other  way  that 
will  be  better  for  the  city.  Incidentally,  this 
means  voting  under  a  loan  order  for  something 
that  is  not  a  capital  improvement — reconstruction 
of  streets.  If  it  is  possible  to  get  Federal  money 
for  this  purpose,  and  also  to  use  welfare  work,  I 
certainly  think,  until  we  find  out  what  the  possi- 
bilities are,  we  should  not  act  hastily.  I  would, 
therefore,  favor  laying  this  matter  on  the  table, 
not  voting  upon  it  today. 

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  President,  is  it  not  a  fact 
that  the  men  working  on  these  contracts  are  sup- 
posed to  receive  50  cents  an  hour? 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  states  that  under  these  contracts  50  cents 
an  hour  will  be  paid.  We  have  had  several  hear- 
ings on  this  half  million  dollar  proposition.  Mr. 
Rourke  says  that  he  will  not  allow  welfare  men 
to  build  the  roads,  that  if  he  did  we  would  be  paying 
100  per  cent  more  than  is  being  paid  to  the  con- 
tractors. He  stated  specifically,  in  regard  to  all 
contractors  who  have  been  working  for  the  last 
year,  that  thirty-two  out  of  thirty-three  were  the 
lowest  bidders,  and  he  contends,  and  rightly  so, 
that  after  all  the  city  is  only  interested  in  having  the 
contractor  who  is  the  lowest  bidder  to  do  the  work. 
He  showed  me  that  the  lowest  bidder  has  been 
awarded  the  job,  so  far  as  the  record  is  concerned, 
in  the  last  two  years. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  was  rather 
astounded  at  hearing  a  statement  that  was  made 
by  the  head  of  the  Public  Works  Department.  He 
stated  to  the  committee — and  please  correct  me  if  I 
am  wrong — that,  so  far  as  he  was  concerned ,  he  did 
not  consider  that  the  welfare  men  were  proper  men 
to  build  roads.  I  would  like  to  present  to  him  data 
from  departments  all  over  the  United  States  show- 
ing where  welfare  men  have  built  roads  and  have 
done  it  in  a  proper  way,  men  who  would  otherwise 
be  on  soldiers'  relief,  for  example.  So,  while  he 
argues  that  these  men  are  not  proper  men  to  do  it, 
the  fact  remains  that  that  has  been  done  in  other 
parts  of  the  country.  I  would  also  say  that  the 
engineer  of  the  Finance  Commission  has  drawn  to 
our  attention  the  manner  in  which  a  road  was 
being  built  in  West  Roxbury,  costing  the  City  of 
Boston  over  $2  a  square  yard,  when  alongside  of  it 
a  road  was  being  built  by  the  Commonwealth  for 
under  70  cents  a  square  yard.  It  does  seem  that 
something  is  wrong.  In  view  of  the  favoritism 
that  has  been  shown  on  city  contracts,  particularly 
in  the  matter  of  building  streets,  I  feel  that  at  this 
time  we  should  go  slow. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  I  think  a  word 
should  be  said  in  support  of  the  Public  Works 
Commissioner,  who  is  not  here,  lest  there  be  some 
misapprehension  of  what  the  Public  Works  Com- 
missioner has  actually  said  in  regard  to  the  use  of 
welfare  workers  on  the  streets.  The  Public  Works 
Commissioner  does  not  say  that  the  public  welfare 
workers  cannot  build  streets,  but  he  sets  up  the 
claim  that  the  cost  of  so  building  the  streets  is  pro- 
hibitive; that  he  could  build  three  miles  of  streets 
under  ordinary  contracting  conditions  for  the  cost 
of  one  mile  of  street  done  by  work  of  the  welfare 
men.  Another  thing,  when  half  a  million  dollars 
is  mentioned  for  reconstruction  work  on  the  streets 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  the  impression  would  be 
given  to  us  that  it  is  a  lot  of  money.  It  is  not  a  lot 
of  money. 

The  ordinary  residential  street  will  cose  $50,000. 
So  half  a  million  will  build  only  ten  ordinary 
residential  streets.  It  is  not  an  excessive  amount 
of  money.  It  has  been  my  policy  to  defend  every 
measure  that  came  in  here  in  the  line  of  street 
construction.  I  am  particularly  interested  be- 
cause of  my  own  district.  When  I  took  office  we 
had  306  unaccepted  streets  in  Ward  20.  We  have 
in  that  ward  over  80  miles  of  streets,  as  many 
miles  as  there  are  in  the  city  of  Springfield.  Under 
the  policy  followed  by  the  city  in  past  years  of 
making  an  appropriation  of  $500,000  yearly  for 
new  streets,  covering  the  entire  City  of  Boston, 
it  would  take  at  least  forty  or  fifty  years  before 
the  streets  of  my  district  would  finally  be  accepted . 
In  addition  to  that,  if  a  residential  street  is  not

accepted  by  the  city  they  will  not  keep  it  clear 
in  the  winter.  The  councilor  from  Hyde  Park 
(Coun.  Norton)  when  he  first  came  into  this  body 
agreed  with  me  in  this  matter,  having  in  mind  the 
great  number  of  unaccepted  streets  in  his  district. 
I  am  not,  of  course,  attempting  to  dictate  his 
policy,  but.  I  feel  that,  in  justice  to  his  people, 
he  should  support  every  measure  that  comes 
before  this  Council  looking  to  better  streets.  It 
is  all  very  well  for  the  councilor  from  the  Back 
Bay  to  get  up  and  say  we  can  set  this  aside,  be- 
cause we  have  been  building  up  the  Back  Bay 
streets  for  as  many  years  as  I  can  remember. 
But  in  my  district,  and  in  the  district  of  the 
councilor  from  Hyde  Park,  as  well  as  in  other 
sections  of  Boston,  this  is  a  real  problem.  You 
cannot  expect  to  ask  people  to  pay  taxes  unless 
you  give  them  proper  streets,  and  you  cannot 
build  streets  without  money — and  you  cannot 
build  them  with  welfare  labor  at  as  a  low  a  cost 
as  you  can  build  them  through  general  contractors. 
I  was  interested  to  hear  the  councilor  from  Hyde 
Park  refer  to  "up  the  street,"  and  I  presume  that 
by  "up  the  street"  he  means  the  State  House. 
In  regard  to  the  contracts  let  at  the  State  House, 
it  is  an  odd  thing  that  only  the  day  before  yesterday 
I  was  told  that  a  contract  was  let  by  the  state 
to  a  contractor  somewhere  in  Worcester  county, 
that  he  failed  up,  and  that  the  thing  has  been 
thrown  back  on  the  bond.  It  has  been  generally 
recognized  during  all  this  administration  that  we 
have  built  better  streets  than  have  ever  been  built 
in  Boston  before,  and  at  a  less  cost  than  has  ever 
before  prevailed  in  Boston. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  I  move  the  pre- 
vious question. 

The  main  question  was  ordered. 

Coun.  CURTIS— Mr.  President,  I  would  ask 
unanimous  consent  to  make  a  very  brief  statement. 

President  McGRATH — If  there  is  no  objection, 
the  gentleman  may  proceed. 

Coun.  CURTIS — Mr.  President,  in  answer  to 
the  last,  speaker  I  would  say  that  my  remarks  were 
made  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  one  of  the 
streets  which  it  is  proposed  to  reconstruct  is  Ray 
State  road,  in  the  ward  I  represent,  a  street  which 
needs  reconstruction  as  badly  as  any  street  in  the 
city. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  ask  unanimous 
consent  to  make  a  statement- 
President  McGRATH — Councilor  Kelly  asks 
unanimous  consent.     Is  there  objection? 

Coun.  HEIN— Yes,  Mr.  President. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  don't  know 
why  the  "p.  q. "  man  should  object.  Five  hundred 
thousand  dollars  is  a  lot  of  money,  and  yet  we  are 
not  allowed  to  talk. 

President  McGRATH — Well,  we  are  simply 
following  the  rules  of  the  Council.  The  question 
is  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

The  order  was  given  its  first  reading  and  passage, 
yeas  19,  nays  3:

BEACHES. 

Coun.  DONOVAN  and  Coun.  LYNCH  offered 
the  following : 

Ordered,  That  the  Park  Commission  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  place 
two  motor  boats  in  service  to  patrol  the  unguarded 
sections  of  the  South  Boston  beaches,  namely, 
from  Carson  Beach  to  the  women's  bath  house  at 
L  street,  and  from  the  boys'  bath  house  at  L  street 
to  the  Yacht  Club. 

Coun.  DONOVAN— Mr.  President,  there  has 
been  a  lot  of  talk  today  in  regard  to  saving  money. 
I  think  it  is  proper  that  we  should  give  some 
thought  to  the  saving  of  lives.  In  the  past  years 
it  has  been  customary  to  appoint  100  deserving 
young  men  to  serve  as  lifeguards  on  the  beaches 
of  Boston,  but  in  the  interest  of  economy  only 
twenty-nine  are  going  to  work  this  summer.  Over 
in  South  Boston,  among  other  resorts,  we  have 
Strandway  Beach.  Thousands  of  people  use  that 
stretch  of  beach  every  day  in  the  summer  season 
for  bathing  purposes,  and  I  believe  there  should 
be  some  one  there  to  guard  and  protect  the  lives 
of  those  bathers.  I  realize  that  it  is  quite  a  stretch 
to  patrol,  and  I  think  if  motor  boat  service  were 
put  on  there  it  would  result  in  saving  many  lives. 
Last  year  six  people  lost  their  lives  over  there  by 
drowning,  and  I  believe  this  protection  is  a  duty 
that  is  owed  to  our  fellow  citizens  who  are  paying 
taxes.  This  is  a  joint  order,  introduced  by  Coun. 
Lynch  and  myself. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


ARC   LIGHT   ON   GRAMPIAN   WAY. 

President  McGRATH  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  install  an  electric  arc  lamp  on  Grampian  way, 
Ward  13,  at  about  number  one  hundred  ten, 
opposite  the  city  park.

QUESTION   OF  PRIVILEGE. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to 
ask  unanimous  consent  to  make  a  statement. 

President  McGRATH — If  there  is  no  objection, 
the  gentleman  may  proceed. 


Coun.  KELLY — I  am  sorry  that  some  of  the 
councilors  are  in  a  hurry  but,  as  we  sit  here  only 
one  afternnon  in  the  week,  I  feel  that  it  is  not 
too  much  to  expect  of  elected  officials  to  have 
them  sit  here  and  listen  at  times  to  the  views  of 
other  elected  officials.  They  should  certainly  be 
willing  to  accord  to  any  elected  official  an  oppor- 
tunity to  express  his  views,  especially  when  they 
relate  to  half  a  million  dollars  which  is  to  be  paid 
out  of  the  taxpayers'  money.  A  few  minutes  ago 
I  was  refused  that  permission.  I  don't  know 
whether  it  was  purposely  done,  or  why  the  par- 
ticular councilor  who  objected  to  my  speaking  did 
not  wish  to  have  me  express  my  views  on  expendi- 
tures involving  $500,000,  because  I  know  that  I 
never  interrupted  anybody  else  who  wanted 
unanimous  consent  to  make  a  statement.  I  simply 
want  to  say  now,  concerning  my  vote  on  that  loan 
order,  that  I  do  not  feel  that  this  is  the  proper 
time  to  burden  the  taxpayers  of  Boston  with  a 
loan  of  half  a  million  dollars — not,  as  previous 
speakers  would  have  you  believe,  for  the  repair 
of  suburban  streets,  but  for  the  repair  of  streets 
in  the  downtown  district,  particularly  when  for 
the  most  part  the  expense  must  be  borne  by  the 
poor  property  owner  in  every  part  of  the  City  of 
Boston.  We  have  people  in  Boston  who  are 
starving  and  whose  homes  are  being  taken  away, 
and  still,  today,  with  the  vote  of  our  Council — 
thank  God,  not  my  vote — another  half  million 
burden  has  been  placed  upon  them.  The  way 
that  things  have  been  going  along  here  today  is 
mighty  funny.  The  Council  has  pushed  through 
a  budget  involving  over  $30,000,000  because  the 
Mayor  called  the  boys  in  and  told  them  to  do  it; 
and  that  half  million  order  went  through  because 
the  Mayor  sent  out  his  emissaries  and  said  he 
wished  it,  so  that  before  he  gets  away  he  will  be 
able  to  see  that  it  is  given  to  pet  contractors.  I 
was  glad  to  see  that  two  other  councilors  stood 
up  and  were  counted  today  on  that  matter  of  such 
extreme  importance  to  the  people.  The  people 
today  don't  want  better  downtown  streets.  People 
on  welfare  have  told  me,  "Let  the  streets  alone; 
give  my  family  enough  to  eat,  enough  to  exist  on." 
The  people  of  Dorchester,  whether  they  own  a 
car  or  not,  say,  "Let  the  intown  streets  alone;  let 
us  have  the  taxes  reduced,  so  that  rents  may  be 
brought  down,  so  that  I  may  have  money  enough 
to  meet  the  interest  on  mv  mortgage."  And  so  I 
say  for  the  record — and  the  records  will  live  long 
on  this  particular  vote  today — that  I  am  glad  to 
be  one  of  the  three  who  remained  loyal  to  the 
people  today  on  this  particular  loan  order,  the  same 
as  on  the  budget.  I  am  very  glad  to  have  voted 
against  this  half  million  expenditure  to  pet 
contractors.

REDUCTION  IN  ELECTRIC  RATES. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be 
requested  to  intercede  with  the  Edison  Electric 
Illuminating  Company  to  secure  a  reduction  in  the 
electric  rates  so  that  the  former  lighting  service 
may  be  restored. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN — Mr.  President,  we  have 
recently  seen  one  third  of  our  street  lights  shut 
off  as  an  economy  measure.  As  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  was  obliged  to  cut  an  additional  $800,000 
out  of  the  budget,  through  action  of  the  Legislature, 
this  cut  was  made  among  others  because  of  that 
action.  I,  like  other  members  of  the  City  Council, 
have  had  numerous  complaints  showing  the  hard- 
ship caused  by  the  shutting  off  of  these  lights  all 
over  the  City  of  Boston,  and  resulting  danger  and 
risk  that  have  been  occasioned.  I  am  also  mindful 
of  the  fact  that  prior  to  this  cut  taking  place  the 
City  Council  went  on  record  as  opposed  to  the 
shutting  off  of  lights,  under  an  order  offered  by 
Councilor  Roberts,  which  this  body  unanimously 
favored.  Now  that  this  action  has  been  taken, 
however,  the  only  chance  I  see  to  have  the  service 
restored  is  through  intercession  with  the  Edison 
Company  by  which  the  city  may  obtain  a  cut  of  at 
least  a  third  in  its  rate  up  to  the  first  of  the  year,  in 
that  way  enabling  us  to  again  resume  our  full 
lighting  facilities.  I  believe  the  Edison  Company 
owes  it  to  the  city  and  its  inhabitants  to  cooperate 
with  us  to  that  extent,  so  that  the  present  hazard 
to  life  and  limb  of  the  people  of  Boston  from 
accidents,  because  of  accidents  and  robberies, 
holdups,  because  of  inadequate  lighting  of  the 
streets,  may  not  continue.  The  way  in  which  the 
city  has  been  left  in  almost  absolute  darkness  in 
places  is  a  shame,  especially  in  sections  where  there 
are  many  trees  in  the  vicinity,  because  of  the  pres- 
ent cut  in  our  lighting  service.  People  cannot  see 
where  they  are  walking  in  many  cases.  I  certainly 
trust  that  the  Acting  Mayor  will  take  this  matter 
up  immediately  with  the  Edison  Company  and  try 
to  obtain  a  reduction  in  rates  which  will  enable 
the  previous  lighting  service  to  be  continued. 

Coun.  DONOVAN— Mr.  President,  I  am  in 
hearty  accord  with  the  order  offered  by  the 
councilor  from  Ward  12.  I  have  here  a  letter  in- 
forming me  that  a  man  in  his  seventies  was  struck 
by  a  hit-and-run  driver  and  badly  injured,  at  H 
street  and  Broadway,  in  my  district.  I  believe  the 
accident  was  caused  by  lack  of  lighting  facilities. 

(Coun.  DONOVAN  presented  the  letter  referred 
to,  as  follows: 

"Non-Partisan  Club  of  South  Boston, 

June  17,  1933. 
Councilor  George  P.   Donovan, 
City  Hall,  Boston. 

Dear  Sir, — On  June  9  a  hit-and-run  driver  was 
able  to  get  away  through  the  'Economy  Light 
System'  as  used  by  the  City  of  Boston  on  many 
of  its  heavy  trafficked  streets.  This  unfortunate 
case  was  a  pensioner  (Mr.  Young),  in  his  seventies, 
and  was  very  badly  injured.  The  place  of  acci- 
dent, H  street  and  Broadway — the  scene  of  several 
other  very  unfortunate  accidents. 

The  Non-Partisan  Club  of  South  Boston  went  on 
record  at  its  last  regular  meeting  opposing  the 
discontinuance  of  intersecting  lights  from  being 
shut  off,  instructing  their  secretary  to  so  write 
the  Mayor's  office  and  South  Boston's  Council 
representatives,   in   the   hope   that   they    will   see 


fit  to  retain  all  lights  at  Broadway  and  intersecting 
streets  as  a  safety  measure. 

There  is  not  economy  where  we  fill  a  hospital 
bed.

Coun.  ROBERTS— Mr.  President,  on  May  8,  as 
has  been  referred  to  by  Councilor  Brackman,  I 
introduced  an  order  relative  to  street  lights,  and 
I  then  had  occasion  to  point  out — what  we  have 
since  had  occasion  to  realize — the  situation  that 
would  arise  from  the  cutting  off  of  light.  We 
now  have  the  Rotarian  Convention  in  this  city, 
meeting  at  Mechanics  'Building  on  Huntington 
avenue.  To  those  visitors  from  different,  parts 
of  the  country,  and  also  from  outside  the  United 
States,  is  now  presented  the  sorry  spectacle 
we  have  on  Huntington  avenue,  caused  by  the 
shutting  off  of  lights.  It  is  time  that  we  practiced 
sensible  economy,  and  it  is  time  we  realized  that 
the  only  way  in  which  we  can  afford  safety  to 
our  citizens  is  to  have  proper  street  lighting.  At 
present  we  have  a  pretty  bad  situation. 

Coun.  MURRAY— Mr.  President,  I  am  in 
accord  with  what  the  councilors  have  said.  I 
realize  at  the  same  time  that  the  only  thing  that 
will  justify  the  Acting  Mayor  in  taking  a  stand 
upon  the  matter  at  this  time  is  an  emergency. 
I  believe,  however,  that  this  is  an  emergency 
order.  If  there  has  been  any  time  in  our  city  when 
%ve  have  had  an  emergency,  it  is  now  and  in  this 
matter.  Therefore,  I  sincerely  hope  and  trust 
that  this  order  may  be  passed  and  sent  to  our 
Acting  Mayor  as  an  emergency  order,  under 
which  he  can  act,  so  that  the  people  may  have 
some  safety  afforded  them.  With  all  the  trials 
and  tribulations'  our  people  are  going  through 
at  the  present  time,  I  believe  they  should  at  least 
have  sufficient  light  to  make  their  way  on  these 
streets  at  night,  going  to  and  from  their  homes, 
and  having  also  especially  in  mind  nurses,  doctors 
and  girls,  who  should  at  least  have  this  protection 
afforded  to  them  in  the  night  and  morning  hours. 
I  sincerely  trust  that  the  Acting  Mayor  will  see 
fit  to  consider  this  an  emergency  order.

AID  TO  STUDENTS.

Ordered,  That  the  Acting  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
Boston  be  requested  to  consider   the    advisability 
of  consulting  with  our  own  school  authorities  and 
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officials  of  the  various  universities  in  and  near 
Boston,  with  a  view  to  attempting  to  work  out  a 
schedule  whereby  a  certain  number  of  worthy 
students  who  are  unable  to  enter  college  because 
of  the  depression,  or  who  are  in  college  and  unable 
to  continue,  because  of  the  same  reason,  may  have 
an  opportunity  of  obtaining  a  college  education. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  there  are 
thousands  of  worthy  students  in  Boston  who  will 
graduate  this  year  and  will  be  unable  to  continue 
on  to  college  because  of  the  depression.  Thousands 
more  have  been  out  of  high  school  for  a  year  or 
more  and  are  still  awaiting  an  opportunity  to  con- 
tinue their  education  in  college.  Boston  is  world 
renowned  as  one  of  the  greatest  college  centers  of 
the  world.  Governmental  agencies  are  now 
taking  steps  to  help  industry,  to  help  business,  to 
assist  farmers  and  others.  It  does  seem  that 
something  might  be  done  here  in  Boston  to  work 
out  a  plan  whereby  a  certain  number  of  capable, 
worthy  students  might  be  assisted  in  their  desire 
to  attend  college.  For  four  years  or  more  they 
have  prepared  for  college,  in  high  school.  Now  to 
have  to  drift,  to  come  to  a  stop,  is  a  very  serious 
problem.  A  student  very  quickly  gets  away  from 
study.  Time  is  important.  Allow  a  student  who 
has  prepared  for  college  to  remain  loafing  around 
for  two  or  three  years,  and  he  quickly  loses  the 
knowledge  that  is  required  for  entrance  to  college, 
or  to  continue  in  college,  once  he  gets  there.  This 
"in  between"  period  is  the  most  important  period 
in  the  lives  of  thousands  of  Boston's  boys  and 
girls.  City  authorities  should  take  cognizance  of 
this  condition  and  seek  to  work  out  a  plan  whereby 
many  of  them  could  be  benefited.  The  Common- 
wealth conducts  a  number  of  normal  schools  and  a 
state  college  at  Amherst,  Massachusetts.  Perhaps 
arrangements  could  be  made,  in  conjunction  with 
the  City  of  Boston,  whereby  private  colleges  in  and 
about  Boston,  would  agree  to  take  a  certain 
number  of  our  worthy  students,  yearly,  under 
certain  conditions.  This  year,  in  Boston  alone,  we 
will  graduate  5,875  students  from  our  high  schools, 
and  14,262  from  our  Boston  school  system  as  a 
whole.  Thousands  of  these  students  have  spent 
years  preparing  for  college  and  now,  because  of  the 
depression,  are  unable  to  enter  college.  It  does 
seem  that  city,  state  and  college  authorities  could 
work  out  some  plan  whereby  outstanding,  worthy 
students  would  be  allowed  to  continued  on  with 
their  college  education  during  this  depression. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


REDUCTION  OF  ASSESSMENT. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Assessors,  througli 
his   Honor   the   Acting   Mayor,    be   requested   to 
immediately    consider    the    matter    of    reducing 
assessments  in  Boston. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  we  have 
about  87,000  homes  and  apartments  in  Boston, 
separate  buildings,  in  which  people  live.  In 
addition,  we  have  about  5,000  buildings  used 
for  factories,  stores  and  office  buildings.  This 
real  estate  appears  to  be  over-assessed.  I  doubt 
if  there  are  a  dozen  homes  in  my  ward  which  would 
bring  today  anywhere  near  the  value  at  which 
they  are  assessed  by  the  city  for  the  purposes  of 
taxation.  In  addition  to  having  the  highest 
adjustable  tax  rate  of  any  large  American  city, 
$35.50  per  $1,000  in  1932,  Boston's  home  and 
property  owners  are  saddled  with  a  double  load 
in  that  our  assessments  are  notoriously  too  high 
in  many  instances.  The  highest  adjustable 
tax  rate  of  any  large  American  city  and  the  highest 
assessments  must  mean  high  rents  for  the  130,000- 
odd  Boston  families  who  pay  rent,  at  a  time  when 
many  families  are  months  behind  in  their  rent 
payments.  Not  all  cities  levy  taxes  up  to  90  per 
cent  of  the  valuation  of  property  as  in  Boston. 
The  ratio  of  assessed  value  to  legal  value  vary 
in  different  cities,  but  it  is  interesting  to  compare 
the  total  amounts  which  other  large  cities  claim 
their  homes  and  real  estate  are  worth,  for  purposes 
of  taxation,  as  compared  with  Boston.  Boston, 
in  1932,  for  the  purpose  of  taxation,  assessed 
homes  and  real  estate  at  $1,753,824,300.  Pitts- 
burgh, with  a  metropolitan  area  population 
somewhat  similar  to  that  of  Boston,  collected 
taxes  on  a  total  of  $1,208,266,120.  Over 
$545,000,000-odd  less  than  Boston.  St.  Louis, 
in  1932,  with  a  population  40,000-odd  more 
than  Boston,  for  the  purposes  of  taxation,  collected 
taxes  on  $1,190,883,810  worth  of  property.     Over 


$562, 000,000-odd  less  than  Boston.  Baltimore, 
in  1932,  with  25,000  more  in  population  than 
Boston,  collected  taxes  on  $1,201,457,902  worth 
of  property,  $594,917,603  less  than  Boston.  Cleve- 
land, in  1932,  with  120,000-odd  more  people  than 
Boston,  collected  taxes  on  a  total  of  $1,076,872,000 
worth  of  real  estate,  over  $676,952,300  less  than 
Boston.  These  figures  tend  to  show  that  the 
Boston  assessments  are  too  high.  One  authority 
declares  the  "downtown"  assessments  are 
$200,000,000  too  high.  Another  that  the  city  is 
over-assessed  $450,000,000,  or  more.  With  these 
high  rates  it  is  no  wonder  that  Boston  has  the 
smallest  percentage  of  home  owners  of  any  large 
American  city.  Out  of  near  180,000  families 
in  Boston  in  1930  approximately  74  per  cent  pay 
rent,  only  26  per  cent  own  their  own  homes. 
Compare  this  percentage  of  home  owners  in  Boston 
with  Philadelphia,  where  over  50  per  cent  of  the 
families  own  their  homes.  With  the  Boroughs  of 
Richmond  and  Queens,  New  York  City,  where 
over  50  per  cent  of  the  families  own  their  homes. 
The  decisions  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Board 
of  Tax  Appeals  tend  to  bear  out  the  contention 
that  Boston's  property  is  over-assessed  for  pur- 
poses of  taxation.  This  Board  is  granting  many 
property  owners  substantial  decreases  in  property 
values.  For  instance,  the  property  in  Scollay 
square,  Boston,  in  which  the  Epstein  Drug  Store 
is  located,  was  assessed  by  the  City  of  Boston 
as  being  worth  $400,000.  On  May  17,  1933,  the 
State  Board  of  Tax  Appeals  rendered  a  decision 
to  the  effect  that  the  property  was  worth  but 
$275,000.  Hundreds  of  Boston's  home  owners 
now  seek  relief  from  this  Board.  A  short  time 
ago  there  were  958  controversies  on  Boston  prop- 
erty before  the  State  Board  of  Tax  Appeals  and 
only  eleven  from  Cambridge  and  ten  from  New 
Bedford,  although  Boston  represents  but  26  per 
cent  of  the  total  state  assessments.  In  forty-five 
Boston  cases  the  Board  abated  the  assessment  21 
per  cent.  The  homes  in  my  ward  are  much 
over-assessed.  It  is  ridiculous  to  talk  of  lowering 
the  tax  rate  if  we  increase  assessments.  In  my 
own  ward,  Ward  18,  the  people  paid,  in  1929, 
the  prosperity  year,  a  total  of  $1,214,000  in  taxes 
to  the  City  of  Boston.  In  1932,  the  depression 
year,  they  were  asked  to  pay  $1,642,000,  an  in- 
crease of  over  $400,000.  In  1929,  the  city  valued 
the  real  and  personal  property  in  Ward  18  as 
being  worth  $43,352,000.  In  1932,  $46,257,000. 
Instead  of  the  property  being  worth  $3,000,000-odd 
more  in  1932  than  1929,  the  actual  fact  is  that  the 
property  in  Ward  18  was  worth,  in  1932,  much 
less  than  it  was  in  1929.  Boston's  real  estate, 
for  purposes  of  taxation,  was  assessed  as  being 
worth  in  1929,  $1,808,316,000.  In  1932,  $1,753,- 
824,300,  a  reduction  of  less  than  $55,000,000. 
It  is  not  enough.  It  should  have  been  reduced 
at  least  $200,000,000,  or  more,  by  1932.  Buffalo 
a  much  smaller  city  than  Boston,  reduced  assess- 
ments in  1933  by  $100,000,000.  Fall  River's 
valuations  were  reduced  24.2  per  cent  from  1920 
to  1932.  Los  Angeles  is  lowering  assessments 
22  per  cent.  Chicago  announces  probable  reduc- 
tions of  28  per  cent  from  the  1928  valuations. 
Mr.  John  L.  Zangerle,  regarded  as  the  dean  of 
scientific  assessors,  recently  announced  reductions 
of  40  per  cent  in  assessed  valuations  in  downtown 
Cleveland.  Boston  should  immediately  take 
steps  to  relieve  the  home  and  property  owner 
from  the  unfair  system  of  assessments  now  in  force. 
A  recent  issue  of  the  Boston  City  Record  contained 
twenty-two  full  pages  listing  the  homes  and  pieces 
of  property  in  my  ward  alone  that  were  to  be 
sold  because  the  owners  were  unable  to  pay  the 
1931  taxes.  I  speak  principally  for  the  small 
home  owner.  I  represent  a  small  home  owning 
ward.  I  represent  good  men  and  women  who 
have  struggled  through  a  lifetime  to  own  a  roof 
over  their  heads  in  old  age,  and  to  properly  raise 
children  in  their  own  homes.  Their  assessments 
are  too  high;  their  taxes  are  too  high.  They 
must  be  reduced.  The  tragedy  of  a  family  losing 
the  home  should  be  enough  to  make  city  officials 
immediately  lighten  the  load  by  reducing  assess- 
ments. This  can  be  done  if  waste  and  extrava- 
gance  are   eliminated  in   city   departments. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


SURVEY  OF  STREET  LIGHTING. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Acting  Mayor  of  Boston  be 
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requested  to  consider  the  advisability  of  appoint- 
ing a  committee  of  experts  to  make  a  survey  of 
the  present  street  lighting  in  Boston. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  there  is  a 
question  in  my  mind  as  to  whether  we  may  not 
have  enough  street  lights  in  Boston,  if  they  were 
put  in  the  proper  places.  There  is  a  large  number, 
for  example,  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  library 
and  also  a  large  number  in  parts  of  the  business 
district  at  night,  which  might  perhaps  be  de- 
creased, placing  the  lights  that  would  thus  be  made 
available  in  sections  of  the  city  where  they  were 
more  needed.  All  this  might  be  brought  out  by 
a  study,  a  survey  of  the  situation.  In  this  way 
it  might  be  possible,  with  the  number  of  lights 
we  now  have  in  Boston,  to  have  properly  lighted 
streets.  I  believe,  before  spending  more  money 
on  lights,  it  would  be  well  to  make  a  survey,  to 
see  if  we  cannot  in  some  way  reorganize  the  light 
structure  of  the  city. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


SIDEWALK  CONSTRUCTION. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That,  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  make  a  sidewalk  in  front  of  Nos.  47  and 
49,  inclusive,  and  Nos.  63  to  71  Hunneman  street, 
Ward  8,  in  front  of  the  estates  bordering  thereon 
said  sidewalk  to  be  from  3  to  10  inches  above  the 
gutter  adjoining,  to  be  from  5  to  12  feet  in  width, 
and  to  be  built  of  artificial  stone,  with  granite 
edgestones,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  196 
of  the  Special  Acts  of  1917. 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  make  a  sidewalk  in  front  of  Nos.  13  to  17, 
inclusive,  Nos.  21  to  39,  inclusive,  Nos.  55  to  61, 
inclusive,  and  Nos.  58  to  60,  inclusive,  Yeoman 
street,  Ward  8,  in  front  of  the  estates  bordering 
thereon;  said  sidewalks  to  be  from  3  to  10  inches 
above  the  gutter  adjoining,  to  be  from  5  to  12  feet 
in  width,  and  to  be  built  of  artificial  stone,  with 
granite  edgestones,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
196  of  the  Special  Acts  of  1917. 

Severally  passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


CLOSING  OF  ALBANY  STREET. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Traffic  Commissioner  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  report 
to  the  City  Council  as  to  the  commissioner's  reason 
for  keeping  Albany  street,  from  East  Newton 
street  to  Massachusetts  avenue,  closed  to  vehicular 
traffic  since  April  10,  which  is  causing  a  tremendous 
amount  of  trouble  to  autoists  and  placing  patients 
and  visitors  at  the  Boston  City  Hospital  in  the 
danger  of  life  and  limb. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


LOAN  FOR  STREET  RECONSTRUCTION. 

Coun.  DOWD  called  up,  under  unfinished  busi- 
ness, No.  5  on  the  calendar,  viz.: 

5.  Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $500,000  be,  and 
the  same  hereby  is,  appropriated,  to  be  expended 
by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  for  Recon- 
struction of  Streets,  and  that  to  meet  said  appro- 
priation the  City  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  issue, 
from  time  to  time,  upon  the  request  of  the  Mayor 
bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  city  to 
said  amount. 

On  June  12,  1933,  the  foregoing  order  was  read 
once  and  passed,  yeas  19,  nays  3. 

Coun.  CURTIS— Mr.  President,  I  ask  that  No. 
5  on  the  calendar  be  not  acted  upon  until  after  we 
have  had  our  executive  meeting,  so  that  it  may 
possibly  be  discussed  there.  I  believe  that  the 
new  proposed  legislation  and  the  new  public 
works  program  may  have  a  big  influence  on  this 
item,  and  that  it  ought  to  be  considered  by  this 
body  before  we  vote  for  the  order. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  appreciate  the 
fact  that  we  expect  to  get  a  sum  of  money  from  the 
government  for  a  public  works  program,  but  I 
cannot  see  why  on  that  account  the  amount  of 
money  we  are  proposing  to  provide  for  recon- 
struction of  streets  should  be  held  up  any  longer. 
This  order  will  provide  for  reconstruction  of 
streets  now  in  horrible  condition  and  will  give  work 
to  men  who  are  sadly  in  need  of  it.     I  trust,  there- 


fore, that  there  will' be  no  dilatory  action,  and  I 
feel  that  the  request  for  a  delay  in  passage  of  the 
order  should  be  voted  down.  I  believe  the  order 
should  now  be  taken  up  and  passed. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  the  councilor  from 
the  Back  Bay  has  only  asked  that  action  be  held 
up  until  after  our  executive  meeting  today,  and  I 
think  he  is  entitled  to  that.  I  otherwise  would 
have  no  objection  to  passing  the  order  now,  but, 
in  view  of  the  councilor's  request,  if  action  is  to  be 
forced  at.  this  time,  I  shall  vote  against  the  order. 

The  Council  voted  to  assign  action  on  the  order 
until  after  the  recess. 


RECONSTRUCTION  OF  WARD  17 
STREETS. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That,  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  reconstruct  the  following  streets  in 
Ward  17: 

Melville  avenue,  Ashmont  street.  Mora  street, 
Burt  street,  Bailey  street,  Ocean  street,  Mellen 
street,  Stockton  street,  Rockwell  street,  Milton 
avenue. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


DAMAGE  ON  SCHOOL  STREET,  WARD  17. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  repair  the  damage  done  to  property  on  School 
street,  Ward  17,  when  granolithic  sidewalks  were 
laid  there  last  year. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  have  been 
informed  by  the  abutters  on  the  street  that  the 
Public  Works  Department,  in  placing  some  grano- 
lithic sidewalks  on  that. street  last  year,  left  the 
property  in  a  damaged  condition.  I  think  it  is 
only  fair  that  the  Public  Works  Department 
should  be  called  upon  to  place  the  property  in  the 
condition  in  which  they  found  it  before  they  started 
to  work. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


PAYMENT  OF  AID  TO  SOLDIERS  AND 
SAILORS. 

Coun.  NORTON,  for  the  Committee  on  Soldiers' 
Relief,  submitted  report  recommending  passage  of 
order  for  payment  of  aid  to  soldiers  and  sailors  and 
their  families  in  the  City  of  Boston  for  the  month 
of  June,  1933. 

Report  accepted;  said  order  passed  under  sus- 
pension of  the  rule.

1.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  June  12)  appropriating  .$24,000  to  be 
expended  under  direction  of  Park  Commissioners 
for  West  Roxbury  Parkway, — that  same  ought 
to  pass.

The  order  will  take  its  second  reading  and  pas- 
sage in  not  less  than  fourteen  days. 


STREET  RECONSTRUCTION  LOAN. 

Coun.  DOWD  called  up  assignment,  viz.: 

5.  Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $500,000  be,  and 
the  same  hereby  is,  appropriated,  to  be  expended 
by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  for  Recon- 
struction of  Streets,  and  that  to  meet  said  appro- 
priation the  City  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  issue, 
from  time  to  time,  upon  the  request  of  the  Mayor, 
bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  city  to 
said  amount. 

On  June  12,  1933,  the  foregoing  order  was  read 
once  and  passed,  yeas  19,  nays  3. 

The  question  came  on  the  second  and  final 
reading  and  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  CURTIS — Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to 
vote  against  this  order  because  I  think  there  will 
undoubtedly  be  money  available  under  the  new 
Federal  legislation  for  such  purposes  as  are  here 
contemplated.  I  think  the  reconstruction  of 
streets  is  one  of  the  best  purposes  for  which  that 
money  can  be  used.  I  understand  that  the  Mayor 
has  requested  $2,000,000  for  that  purpose,  and  I 
hope  that  particular  item  may  receive  precedence 
over  some  others.  If  so,  I  think  this  loan  order 
will  become  unnecessary.  For  that  reason,  I 
shall  vote  against  the  order  at  the  present  time. 

Coun.  KELLY— Mr.  President,  I  would  state 
also  that  I  am  going  to  be  consistent  with  my  vote 
as  a  member  of  the  Finance  Committee,  and  also 
two  weeks  ago,  and  vote  against  this  appropriation 
of  half  a  million  dollars,  most  of  which  will  go  to 
a  certain  group  of  pet  contractors  in  this  city. 
I  feel  that  $500,000  could  be  better  spent  in  public 
welfare,  or  for  the  sick  and  afflicted  at  Long  Island 
or  at  the  City  Hospital,  or  for  the  relief  of  the 
taxpayers  of  Boston.  The  taxpayers  seem  to  be 
given  no  consideration  in  such  loan  orders  as  this. 
We  hear  a  great  deal  of  talk  in  favor  of  loan  orders 
which  simply  keep  a  few  men  at  work,  while  in 
the  meantime  the  burden  of  raising  the  $500,000, 
as  proposed  under  this  order,  will  personally  affect 
every  property  owner  in  this  city.  It  is  this  kind 
of  orders  that  are  the  cause  of  city  employees  being 
forced  to  take  a  15  per  cent  cut,  and  it  is  in  the 
interest  of  the  city  employees  to  kill  such  an  order. 
The  Public  Works  Commissioner  himself  said 
today,  when  questioned,  that  he  felt  that  if  this 
money  were  appropriated  it  would  simply  be  used 
for  emergencies,  on  streets  that  badly  needed  to 
be  fixed.  Now,  if  emergency  work  is  contemplated, 
I  have  to  agree  with  the  councilor  from  the  Back 
Bay  (Coun.  Curtis)  who  has  just  spoken,  that  the 
Federal  act  will  take  care  of  such  emergencies, 
and  this  $500,000  can  be  saved  and  not  levied  as 
a  burden  on  city  employees,  taxpayers  and  rent- 
payers  of  Boston. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  I  have  listened 
with  interest  to  the  previous  speakers.  They  seem 
to  have  lost  sight  of  the  fact  that  one  of  the  obli- 
gations of  this  city  is  to  keep  its  highways  in  good 
condition.  If  we  are  to  allow  the  highways  of 
Boston  to  become  a  menace  to  safety,  it  will  cost 
us  far  more  to  settle  lawsuits  as  a  result  than  it. 
would  to  repair  the  streets.  Regarding  Federal 
money,  or  money  that  we  may  or  may  not  get 
from  the  Federal  Government,  I  read  only  recently 
in  the  papers  that  none  of  this  money  was  to  be 
spent  exclusively  for  street  work  in  any  munici- 
pality; in  other  words,  that  it  was  not  to  be  spent 
to  relieve  the  general  course  of  public  works  in  a 
municipality.  The  question  as  to  whether  or  not 
we  will  receive  it  is  also  in  the  air.  I  have  pre- 
viously called  the  attention  of  this  body  to  the 
fact  that  a  half  million  dollars  for  reconstruction 
of  streets  in  this  city,  with  650  miles  of  streets, 
is  not  a  drop  in  the  bucket  as  compared  with  what 
is  actually  necessary.  If  it  were  not  necessary, 
various  councilors  here  would  not  be  interested 
to  see  the  list,  to  see  whether  or  not  their  par- 
ticular streets  were  included.  '  The  Public  Works 


Commissioner,  who  is  a  man  well  versed  in  his 
business,  told  you  in  Executive  Committee  that 
if  the  Department  of  Public  Works  undertook  to 
fix  up  all  the  streets  in  this  city,  it  would  cost 
$30,000,000.  So  if  we  do  get  $2,000,000  from  the 
government  and  add  half  a  million  dollars  to  it 
here,  the  amount  will  then  be  nothing  whatever 
in  comparison  with  the  necessity  for  streets.  I 
do  not  rise  here  very  often  or  on  very  many  ques- 
tions, but  I  feel  forced  to  rise  when  it  comes  to 
the  matter  of  streets.  We  have  in  my  ward  alone 
surely  as  many  streets  as  there  are  in  the  city  of 
Springfield.  We  had,  when  I  took  office,  306 
unaccepted  streets,  and  128  or  138  partly  accepted 
and  partly  not.  I  say  that  it  would  take  in  the 
neighborhood  of  $30,000,000  to  build  the  streets 
of  West  Roxbury.  West  Roxbury  today  has 
practically  trebled  in  valuation  over  the  past  ten 
years.  West  Roxbury  is  receiving  at  the  hands 
of  the  city  less  money  in  welfare  than  any  other 
community.  If  we  receive  less  in  welfare,  for 
God's  sake  give  it  to  us  in  streets! 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  I  am  opposed 
to  this  order  for  streets,  first,  because  there  is 
nothing  in  the  long  list  of  criticism  of  city  govern- 
ment that  is  any  more  direct  than  that  of  favoritism 
and  waste  in  the  street  department.  We  have 
heard  for  years  about  .the  favored  contractors. 
Here  is  an  opportunity  to  stop  those  favored 
contractors.  Why  should  the  City  of  Boston 
today,  as  much  as  we  need  streets,  pay  so  much 
more  than  is  necessary?  The  engineer  of  the 
Finance  Commission  has  pointed  out  time  and 
again  in  the  last  ten  years  the  manner  in  which 
streets  are  over-paid  for  in  Boston.  He  states  in 
this  last  report; 

"The  price  paid  in  other  cities  of  New  England 
and  in  New  York  State,  where  prices  are  secured 
by  public  competition,  are  substantially  less  than 
for  the  same  type  of  pavement  in  Boston." 

I  don't  know  of  any  issue  in  City  Hall  in  the  last 
four  years  that  has  more  strongly  embodied  the 
charge  of  waste  and  favoritism  than  in  the  letting 
of  these  contracts  for  street  improvements. 
I  represent  a  ward  that  has  333  mud  holes  of 
streets.  So,  if  you  want  to  make  a  comparison 
of  the  streets  in  Hyde  Park  with  the  streets  in 
many  of  the  suburban  cities  and  towns  about 
Boston,  there  are  none  such  that  have  more 
streets  than  we  have.  Just  imagine,  Boston 
has  been  settled  for  over  three  hundred  years,  and 
still  we  have  this  enormous  number  of  streets 
that  are  almost  impassable  in  winter  or  in  wet 
weather.  And  Boston  is  the  smallest  in  territory 
of  any  of  the  American  cities  of  large  population. 
We  have  but  forty-seven  square  miles.  I  asked 
the  Public  Works  Commissioner  in  regard  to  the 
expenditure  that  had  been  made  on  Boston  streets, 
but  he  was  unable  to  give  it  to  us.  I  understand 
that  there  has  been  spent  $100,000,000  on  sewers, 
in  spite  of  the  fact  that  we  are  located  here  on  the 
ocean,  where  it  would  seem  to  be  the  easiest 
thing  in  the  world  to  discharge  our  sewage,  having 
a  much  more  fortunate  situation  in  that  respect 
than  almost  any  of  the  other  large  cities  of  the 
country.  And  yet  we  have  these  untold  millions 
spent  on  these  sewers  that  are  underground  where 
we  cannot  see  them.  With  all  these  millions 
that  have  been  spent  on  sewers  in  this  city,  a  city 
with  an  area  of  but  forty-seven  square  miles 
and  with  650  miles  of  streets,  what  is  proposed 
here  would  be  simply  a  drop  in  the  bucket,  and 
would  merely  result  in  extending  some  more  favor- 
itism to  a  certain  small  circumscribed  group  of 
contractors.  Mr.  President,  what  is  the  use  or 
the  sense  of  passing  orders  like  this,  which  will 
simply  result  in  handing  over  for  the  next  few 
months  these  sums  to  favorites?  We  need  streets 
badly  enough  in  our  ward,  but  what  is  the  use? 
We  are  not  going  to  get  what  we  need  through  the 
appropriation  of  half  a  million  dollars  here.  I 
looked  over  the  list  and  saw  a  list  favored  by  the 
Street  Commissioners,  a  street  near  the  Dedham 
line,  with  a  mere  handful  of  homes  on  it,  starting 
nowhere  and  ending  nowhere,  completely  ignoring 
such  a  thoroughfare  as  Hyde  Park  avenue,  which 
is  in  terrible  condition,  and  has  been  that  way 
for  years.  And  still  they  propose  to  go  away 
out  near  the  Dedham  line  to  fix  up  a  street  of  the 
character  I  have  referred  to.  I  am  interested  to 
know  why  that  particular  street  should  be  selected. 
It  is  probably  a  situation  somewhat  similar  to 
what  we  found  in  Franklin  Hill  avenue  and 
Chisholm  terrace — beautiful  sidewalks,  a  beautiful 
street,  and  not  a  home  or  house  on  it!  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, here  is  a  chance  to  stop  that  sort  of  thing. 
With  all  the  demands  upon  us  to  assist  those  in 
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need,  why  spend  this  half  million  dollars  inside 
the  debt  limit  when  we  may  need  it  to  feed  our 
people  this  winter?

Coun.  MURRAY,  for  the  Committee  on  Jitney 
Licenses,  submitted  the  following: 

1.  Report  on  petition  (referred  May  15)  of 
Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  to  operate 
motor  vehicles  between  junction  of  Dorchester 
avenue  and  Savin  Hill  avenue  and  Dudley  station 
— that  leave  be  granted. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  came 
on  granting  the  permit. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
get  a  little  information  on  this,  such  information  as 
the  chairman  of  the  Jitney  Committee  can  give 
relative  to  this  particular  bus  line,  which  affects 
the  tail  end  of  mv  ward. 

Coun.  MURRAY— Mr.  President,  I  would  say 
in  answer  that  we  had  a  hearing  on  the  matter,  and 
I  believe  the  President  of  the  body,  the  Acting 
Mayor,  can  inform  the  councilor  from  Dorchester 
why  this  bus  permit  should  be  granted. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  will  ask  you, 
if  it  is  not  too  embarrassing,  to  explain  it. 

President  McGRATH— The  Chair  would  say 
that  when  the  rails  were  covered  over  with  smooth 
paving  bus  service  became  necessary  between 
Fields  Corner  and  the  Dudley  street  station.  At 
the  present  time,  there  is  no  bus  service  between 
the  junction  of  Dorchester  avenue  and  Savin  Hill 
avenue  and  the  Dudley  street  terminal.  With  the 
smooth  paving  there  can  be  through  bus  service 
to  the  terminal  from  Savin  Hill,  and  it  is  therefore 
desirable  that  this  permit  should  be  granted. 

The  permit  was  granted. 


DEDUCTION  FOR  SICKNESS. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  all  department  heads  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  in  cases  where  em- 
ployees are  absent  through  sickness  or  other  cause, 
to  deduct  one  day's  pay  from  their  w-ages  instead 
of  one  and  one-fifth  days  as  at  present. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  understand 
that  the  result  of  the  change  from  the  five  and  one- 
half  day  week  to  the  five-day  week  has  been  that 
in  certain  departments,  when  an  employee  is 
absent  through  sickness  or  other  cause,  a  deduc- 
tion of  one  and  one-fifth  days  instead  of  one  day 
is  made  from  his  wages.  I  feel  that  that  is  the  re- 
sult of  an  error,  that  when  a  man  is  absent  for  such 
cause  but  one  day  should  be  deducted  from  his 
wages.  That  is  the  reason  for  the  submission  of 
this  order. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


EMPLOYEES    IN    TREASURER'S    AND 
AUDITOR'S  DEPARTMENTS. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  City  Treasurer  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Alayor,  to  allow  employees 
of  his  department  Saturdays  off,  or  the  equivalent 
number  of  hours  on  any  other  day  during  the  week, 
to  conform  to  the  five-day  week  plan  which  has 
been  placed  in  operation  in  other  city  departments. 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Auditor  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  allow  employees 
of  his  department  Saturdays  off,  or  the  equivalent 
number  of  hours  on  any  other  day  during  the  week, 
to  conform  to  the  five-day  week  plan  which  has 
been  placed  in  operation  in  other  city  departments. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  understand 
that  these  two  departments  are  affected  by  the 
change  from  the  five  and  one-half  day  to  the 
five-day  week,  and  I  believe  when  the  matter  is 
called  to  the  Mayor's  attention  and  proper  investi- 
gation is  made  he  will  feel  justified  in  granting 


to  the  employees  of  these  departments  the  same 
privileges  that  other  department  employees  have. 
I  believe  if  it  is  impossible  to  let  them  off  Saturday 
mornings  because  of  necessity,  arrangements  might 
be  made  to  give  them  equivalent  time  off  at  some 
other  time  in  the  week. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  because  I  believe 
the  City  Auditor  and  the  City  Treasurer  are  well 
able  to  take  care  of  their  own  employees,  I  ask 
that  these  orders  be  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 

The  orders  were  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 


SIDEWALKS,   WARD    17. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  make  a  sidewalk  along  Gallivan  Boulevard 
(both  sides),  Dorchester  avenue  to  Washington 
street,  Ward  17,  in  front  of  the  estates  bordering 
thereon;  said  sidewalk  to  be  from  3  to  10  inches 
above  the  gutter  adjoining,  to  be  from  5  to  12  feet 
in  width,  and  to  be  built  of  artificial  stone,  with 
granite  edgestones,  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  196  of  the  Special  Acts  of  1917. 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public

inches  above  the  gutter  adjoining,  to  be  from  5  to 
12  feet  in  width,  and  to  be  built  of  artificial  stone, 
with  granite  edgestones,  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  196  of  the  Special  Acts  of  1917.

HOURS   OF   DRAWTENDERS. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Public  Works  Commissioner, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  look  into  the  matter 
of  drawtenders  working  fifty-six  hours  per  week  and 
more. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  understand 
that  some  drawtenders  employed  by  the  City  of 
Boston  are  working  seven  days  a  week,  in  fact 
putting  in  more  than  fifty-six  hours  a  week, 
while  others  are  stationed  at  bridges  where  there  is 
little  work  and  relatively  short  hours.  It  does 
seem  as  though  some  rearrangement  would  make 
it  possible  in  these  times  to  allow  these  men  the 
same  hours  of  weekly  work  that  other  employees 
are  allowed. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


ACCEPTANCE  OF  CHAPTER  99. 

Coun.  KELLY  and  Coun.  CURTIS  offered  the 
following: 

Ordered,  That  chapter  99  of  the  Acts  of  1933, 
entitled  "An  Act  Providing  for  Advance  Payments 
on  Account  of  Taxes  for  the  Years  Nineteen 
Hundred  and  Thirty-three  and  Nineteen  Hundred 
and  Thirty-four  in  Certain  Cities  and  Towns, "  be, 
and  hereby  is,  accepted. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  this  is  an  order 
for  the  acceptance  of  an  act  that  was  passed  by 
the  Legislature  this  year.  In  fact,  I  feel  that  if 
there  is  one  thing  that  can  stop  the  banks  from 
getting  hold  of  the  City  of  Boston  it  is  the  enact- 
ment into  law  of  this  particular  act.  Briefly,  it 
gives  the  taxpayers  of  Boston  the  right  to  pay 
their  taxes  early,  if  they  see  fit,  and  the}'  will  be 
allowed  a  suitable  sum,  determined  by  the  City 
Treasurer  and  the  Mayor,  for  their  advance  pay- 
ments. If  the  Mayor  is  sincere  in  his  claim  that 
the  banks  have  got  him  cornered  and  are  doing 
this  and  that  to  the  City  of  Boston,  here  is  a  way 
to  protect  us.  There  is  no  reason  why  we  should 
go  down  on  State  street  any  more  and  pay  4,  5  and  6 
per  cent,  such  as  we  have  paid  for  loans,  when  we 
know  there  are  many  people  in  Boston  owning 
property  who  would  be  glad  to  pay  their  taxes  in 
advance  and  be  allowed  3  and  4  per  cent  for  their 
money.  It  is  positively  one  act  that  should  be 
accepted,  and  this  is  the  last  day  we  have  in  which 
to  pass  it.  Otherwise,  it  is  rejected.  I  hope  the 
order  passes  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  has  the  councilor  a 
copy  of  the  act? 
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Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  ahall  be  glad 
to  read  the  act  if  the  councilor  desires  it  read. 

Coun.  COX — No,  but  can  you  tell  me  whether 
there  is  anything  in  the  act  which  compels  the  City 
Treasurer  to  give  these  people  interest  on  the 
money   or  to   refund  the  interest? 

Coun.  KELLY — As  I  understand  the  act,  the 
amount  of  interest  paid  was  to  be  discretionary 
with  the  City   Treasurer  and  the   Mayor. 

Coun.  COX — But  there  would  be  an  amount 
allowed? 

Coun.  KELLY— Yes. 

Coun.  COX — Not  compulsory? 

Coun.  KELLY — No,  not  compulsory. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  KELLY,  the  rule  was  sus- 
pended and  the  order  was  passed. 


USE  OF  MATHER  SCHOOL  YARD. 
Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  School  Committee  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  authorize 
the  use  of  the  Mather  School  yard  as  a  playground 
for  the  children  of  that  district  during  the  summer 
vacation  period. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


ACTS    REQUIRING    ACCEPTANCE    BY 
COUNCIL. 

Coun.  CURTIS  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be 
directed  to  advise  the  City  Council  of  all  acts 
passed  by  the  Legislature  requiring  acceptance 
by  the  City  Council  in  order  to  become  effective 
for  the  City  of  Boston.

The  purpose  of 
this  order  is  merely  to  have  the  Corporation  Counsel 
bring  to  the  attention  of  this  body  such  acts,  so 
that  we  can  act  upon  them.

ADVANCE    PAYMENT    OF    TAXES. 
The  following  was  received:

Gentlemen, — I  am  advised  by  the  Corporation 
Counsel  that  the  order  passed  by  your  honorable 
body  on  June  26,  1933,  for  the  acceptance  of 
chapter  99  of  the  Acts  of  1933,  concerning  advance 


payment  of  taxes,  does  not  come  within  the  class 
of  matters  upon  which  the  Acting  Mayor  can 
properly  act. 

Accordingly  I  have  returned  the  order  to  the 
City   Clerk   without    action    on    my    part.     The 
opinion    forwarded    at   my    request    by    the  Cor- 
poration Counsel  is  transmitted  herewith.

Dear  Sir, — You  have  asked  me  to  advise  you 
as  to  what  authority  you  have  as  Acting  Mayor 
to  take  action  on  the  following  order  passed  by 
the  City  Council  on  June  26,  1933: 

"Ordered,  That  chapter  99  of  the  Acts  of  1933, 
entitled  '  An  Act  Providing  for  Advance  Payments 
on  Account  of  Taxes  for  the  Years  Nineteen 
Hundred  and  Thirty-three  and  Nineteen  Hundred 
and  Thirty-four  in  Certain  Cities  and  Towns,'  be, 
and  hereby  is,  accepted." 

Section  47  of  -chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909 
(Amended  City  Charter)  provides  in  referring  to 
the  duties  of  the  person  who  is  the  Acting  Mayor 
of  the  city  as  follows: 

"The  person  upon  whom  such  duties  shall 
devolve  shall  be  called  'acting  mayor'  and  he 
shall  possess  the  powers  of  mayor  only  in  matters 
not  admitting  of  delay,  but  shall  have  no  power 
to  make  permanent  appointments  except  on  the 
decease  of  the  mayor." 

You  will  observe,  therefore,  that  the  sole  question 
confronting  you  as  Acting  Mayor  is  whether  or 
not  you  are  required  to  take  some  action  with 
reference  to  this  order  of  the  City  Council  because 
the  subject  matter  is  one  that  does  not  admit  of 
delay. 

The  legislation  which  is  the  subject  of  the  City 
Council's  order  became  effective  as  of  March  28, 
1933.  The  Mayor  of  Boston  was  cognizant  of  the 
existence  of  this  legislation  from  its  effective 
date  and  took  no  action  to  present  it  to  the  City 
Council  for  its  consideration.  In  other  words, 
the  Mayor  did  not  deem  it  expedient  that  the 
city  government  give  its  approval  to  this  legisla- 
tion and  it  must  be  assumed,  therefore,  that  it 
was  his  desire  that  the  city  government  refrain 
from  adopting  and  accepting  this  legislation. 

The  provision  of  the  City  Charter  with  reference 
to  the  duties  and  powers  of  the  Acting  Mayor  in 
my  opinion  cannot  be  construed  as  authorizing 
the  Acting  Mayor  to  commit  the  city  to  a  financial 
policy  which  is  contrary  to  that  adopted  by  the 
Mayor  of  the  city.  It  is  only  in  cases  of  emergency 
or  necessity  that  the  Acting  Mayor  is  called  upon 
to  commit  the  city  government  to  a  policy  during 
the  absence  of  the  Mayor  of  the  city.  The  fact 
that  the  City  Council  on  June  26  approved  the 
legislation  by  its  order  does  not,  in  my  opinion, 
change  the  situation.  Before  a  matter  may  be 
determined  as  being  one  that  does  not  admit  of 
delay  it  must  be  apparent  that  it  is  necessary  and 
vital  to  the  well-being  and  proper  administration 
of  the  city  government  or  of  such  an  emergency 
nature  as  to  require .  the  Acting  Mayor  to  take 
action  immediately.  In  my  opinion  the  order  of 
the  City  Council  is  not  such  a  matter. 

I  must  advise  you,  therefore,  that  you  have  no 
legal  authority  to  take  any  action  whatsoever  in 
the  premises  and  that  since,  in  my  opinion,  you 
are  not  authorized  under  the  provisions  of  the 
chapter  to  either  approve  or  disapprove  the  order 
adopted  by  the  Council,  you  should  return  the 
same  to  the  City  Clerk  without  further  action 
on  your  part.

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  may  I  ask  the 
status  of  the  action  of  our  body  on  June  26  relative 
to  the  act? 

President  McGRATH — That  the  acceptance 
failed,  action  not  having  been  completed  before 
July  1. 

Coun.  KELLY— Well,  now,  Mr.  President,  I 
want  to  take  exception — and  I  want  it  to  be  a 
matter  of  public  record  that  I  do  take  exception 
— to  the  ruling  of  the  Corporation  Counsel, 
Samuel  Silverman.  This  act  had  to  be  accepted 
by  the  Council  and  by  the  Mayor — through  you 
Mr.  President,  acting  in  the  capacity  of  the 
Mayor  in  the  Mayor's  absence — before  July    1. 
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It  seems  to  me  mighty  funny  that  the  Mayor  did 
not  send  that  particular  act  in  to  the  Council. 
Due  to  the  fact  that  I  carefully  go  over  matters 
pertaining  to  the  city  government,  I  discovered 
that  this  matter  was  not  brought  before  the 
Council  for  action,  and  when  it  was  so  brought 
it  was  accepted.  In  my  opinion,  this,  being  an 
emergency  act,  comes  within  the  powers  of  the 
Acting  Mayor.  That  is,  in  acting  upon  this  he  is 
acting  upon  matters  that  do  not  permit  of  delay. 
It  is  certainly  a  shame  that  the  Corporation 
Counsel  has  made  such  a  ruling,  invalidating  the 
intent  of  the  Legislature  to  grant  relief  to  the 
overburdened  taxpayers  of  Boston,  through  their 
being  allowed  to  pay  their  taxes  in  advance  and 
get  a  suitable  amount  of  interest,  to  be  deter- 
mined by  the  City  Treasurer  and  the  Mayor. 
But  this  act  is  now  being  thrown  down,  by  action 
operating  the  same  as  a  veto  by  the  Mayor, 
putting  the  City  of  Boston  of  this  year  at  least, 
and  perhaps  next  year,  in  the  hands  of  the  banks. 
The  banks  of  Boston  can  charge  on  the  loans  we 
have  to  make  between  now  and  the  time  when 
our  taxes  come  due,  October  5,  as  much  as  they 
please.  That  is,  the  people  of  Boston  are  to 
be  placed  in  the  power  of  the  banks.  If  the 
Mayor  was  sincere  he  would  have  sent  it  in  before. 
The  Corporation  Counsel,  created  by  the  Mayor 
of  Boston  and  receiving  $10,000  per  year  of  the 
taxpayers'  money,  is  not  acting  in  the  best  interests 
of  the  taxpayers  of  Boston  when  he  renders  an 
opinion  that  you  have  not  the  power  as  Acting 
Mayor  in  Buch  an  emergency  to  sign  such  an  act. 
The  communication  from  the  Acting  Mayor  was 
placed  on  file.

These  are  petitions  of  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railway  Company  that  the  department  alter, 
amend  or  revoke  certain  rules  and  regulations 
governing  the  operation  of  motor  vehicles  under 
chapter  159A  of  the  General  Laws  adopted  by  the 
licensing  authorities  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  the 
City  of  Cambridge.  The  rules  and  regulations 
objected  to  are  those  which  prohibit  the  standing 
of  passengers  in  motor  vehicles  operated  by  the 
company.  The  rules  of  this  department  regulat- 
ing the  operation  of  motor  vehicles,  operated 
under  a  certificate  of  public  convenience  and 
necessity,  authorize  standees  to  a  limited  extent 
under  certain  conditions.  The  company  seeks  to 
have  the  rules  adopted  by  this  department  apply 
to  their  vehicles  operated  in  Cambridge  and 
Boston.  The  standees  are  permitted,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  rules  of  this  department,  in  all  other 
communities  served  by  the  system.  Repeated 
applications  have  been  made  to  various  city 
councils  of  both  Cambridge  and  Boston  for  a 
modification  of  the  present  rules. 

The  City  of  Boston  was  represented  at  the 
hearing  by  its  Corporation  Counsel  and  the  City 
of  Cambridge  by  its  City  Solicitor.  Both  remon- 
strated against  this  department  dealing  with  the 
question  until  application  had  been  made  to  the 
present  city  councils  of  the  respective  cities,  it 
being  pointed  out  that  no  application  had  ever 
been  made  to  either  by  the  company. 

We  have  some  sympathy  with  the  company's 
petition,  but,  on  the  other  hand,  we  think  that 
the  objection  made  by  the  Corporation  Counsel 
and  the  City  Solicitor  is  entitled  to  weight.  As  a 
consequence  we  think  these  two  petitions  should 
be  dismissed  without  prejudice,  with  the  under- 
standing that  the  company  may  reapply  if  the 
present  city  councils  of  Boston  and  Cambridge 
refuse  its  application  or  unreasonably  delay  to  act 
thereon. 

Accordingly,  it  is 

Ordered,  That  the  petitions  be  and  hereby  are 
dismissed.

STANDEES   IN   BUSES. 
The  following  was  received: 

Boston  Elevated  Railway, 

Public  Trustees,

To  the  Honorable  City  Council, 
Boston,  Mass. 
Gentlemen, — In  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  I  am 
writing  to  request  that  the  rules  and  regulations 
governing   the   operation    of   motor    buses   of   the 
City  of  Boston  be  amended  so  as  to  permit  carry- 
ing  standing   passengers   in   conformity   with   the 
rule  of  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities. 
This  rule  (49)  reads  as  follows: 
49.     Standees.     Passengers  in  excess  of  25  per 
cent  above  the  seating  capacity  of  a  motor  bus 
shall  not  be  habitually  carried  where  the  inside 
length  of  the  bus  is  less  than  23  feet,  or  the  inside 
height  is  less  than  74  inches,  or  the  width  of  the 
aisle  is  less  than  18  inches.     Passengers  in  excess 
of  40   per  cent  above   the  seating   capacity   of  a 
motor  bus  shall  not  habitually  be  carried   where 
the    dimensions    are    in    excess    of    the   foregoing. 
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Where  the  number  of  passengers  regularly  apply- 
ing for  transportation  exceeds  that  above  pro- 
vided for,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner  to 
furnish  additional  facilities  to  carry  such  passenger. 
In  no  event  shall  standing  passengers  be  carried 
for  a  distance  in  excess  of  15  miles. 

In  the  practical  operation  of  motor  bus  lines 
of  this  railway  there  are  periods  of  time  where 
fluctuation  in  movement  of  passengers  for  short 
distances  make  it  impossible  to  operate  buses  in 
sufficient  number  to  provide  seats  for  all  except 
at  a  greatly  increased  expense.  We  believe  that 
undoubtedly  passengers  prefer  to  stand  rather 
than  to  be  left  on  streets  or  at  terminals  waiting 
for  another  bus. 

The  ordinances  in  the  towns  of  Arlington,  Bel- 
mont, Brookline  and  Watertown,  and  the  cities  of 
Medford,  Maiden  and  Somerville  provide  for 
standing  passengers  to  meet  the  very  conditions 
to  which  I  am  calling  attention. 

It  is  a  manifest  burden  upon  the  taxpayer  under 
present  conditions  to  carry  the  expense  involved 
of  additional  operators,  buses,  etc.,  to  provide 
seats  for  all  in  the  rush-hour  periods;  and  it  is 
impossible  to  forecast  fluctuations  in  riding  at 
any  time.  The  inconvenience  now  caused  pas- 
sengers of  waiting  for  following  buses  can  be 
obviated  if  the  ordinance  is  modified  to  coincide 
with  the  regulations  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Utilities  now  in  effect. 

It  would  seem  that  the  action  requested  would 
be  in  the  interest  of  those  who  ride  as  well  as  the 
taxpayers. 

Accordingly  the  Board  of  Trustees  request  that 
section  101  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1925  of 
the  City  of  Boston  be  amended  to  read  sub- 
stantially as  follows: 

Section  101.  Passengers  in  excess  of  25  per 
cent  above  the  seating  capacity  of  any  such  motor 
vehicle  shall  not  be  habitually  carried  where  the 
inside  length  of  such  vehicle  is  less  than  23  feet, 
or  the  inside  height  is  less  than  74  inches,  or  the 
width  of  the  aisle  is  less  than  18  inches.  Passen- 
gers in  excess  of  40  per  cent  above  the  seating 
capacity  of  any  such  motor  vehicle  shall  not 
habitually  be  carried  where  the  dimensions  are  in 
excess  of  the  foregoing.  Where  the  number  of 
passengers  regularly  applying  for  transportation 
exceeds  that  above  provided  for,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  owner  to  furnish  additional  facilities 
to  carry  such  passengers.  In  no  event  shall 
standing  passengers  be  carried  for  a  distance  in 
excess  of  fifteen  miles.  No  person  shall  stand  or 
sit  upon  any  running  board,  steps,  fender,  dash 
or  hood  thereof,  or  ride  on  such  motor  vehicle 
outside  the  body  thereof;  provided,  however,  that  in 
addition  to  the  number  of  passengers  which  such 
motor  vehicle  is  permitted  to  carry,  children  under 
seven  years  of  age  may  be  carried  therein  in  arms 
or  seated  on  the  laps  of  adult  persons  accompanying 
them.

President  McGRATH— The  matter  will  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ordinances. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  before  the  matter 
is  referred  to  its  appropriate  committee,  might  I 
say  that  I  attended  the  hearing  before  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  when  the  Boston  Elevated 
tried  to  get  the  Public  Utilities  to  so  amend  its 
rules  that  it  might  take  from  cities  and  towns 
the  right  to  regulate  its  standees.  At  that  time 
it  was  suggested  on  behalf  of  this  Council  by  your 
humble  servant,  that  we  felt,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  there  had  been  no  request  of  this  nature 
since  1930,  that  we  ought  to  have  the  right  to 
pass  on  it  first,  to  at  least  consider  it.  In  view 
of  the  fact  also  that  in  1930,  as  well  as  in  1929  or 
1928,  when  this  matter  came  before  this  honorable 
body,  we  saw  fit  in  our  judgment  to  reject  it. 
I  might  suggest  that  when  it  is  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Ordinances  they  consider  the 
advisability  of  holding  a  public  hearing  to  get 
the  views  of  those  in  our  respective  districts  as  to 
whether  it  meets  with  their  approval  or  other- 
wise, and  after  finding  out  the  wishes  of  those 
whom  we  represent  we  can  act  accordingly.  I  say 
this  bearing  in  mind  the  fact  that  in  my  district 
there  are  very  few  buses;  but  I  do  feel,  in  view 
of  the  discussions  we  had  in  the  years  when  this 
was  requested  of  us,  we  ought  to  get  the  opinions 
of  those  interested  in  our  respective  districts. 
We  can  in  that  way  be  guided  by  their  wisdom. 
I  suggest  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 


Ordinances,   therefore,   that   when   the   hearing   is 
held  it  be  in  the  form  of  a  public  hearing.

CONSTRUCTION   OF    MUNICIPAL   POWER 
PLANT. 

Coun.  ROBERTS  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  consider  the  advisability  of  applying 
some  portion  of  the  money  made  available  by 
Federal  Loan  to  the  construction  of  a  municipal 
power  plant,  to  the  end  that  all  streets  and  high- 
ways of  the  city  will  be  properly  illuminated  at 
the  lowest  possible  cost  to  the  citizens  and  tax- 
pavers  of  the  city. 

Coun.  ROBERTS— Mr.  President,  according  to 
the  best  available  information,  we  learn  that  the 
Federal  Government  will  probably  approve  of  a 
loan  for  a  Federal  power  plant.  There  has  recently 
been  a  lot  of  activity  along  the  line  of  the  advis- 
ability of  our  establishing  a  municipal  electric 
light  plant,  sufficiently  large  to  cover  the  needs 
of  the  city  in  respect  to  its  buildings  and  the 
lighting  of  its  streets.  In  an  effort  to  save  $100,000 
this  year  we  cut  off  in  our  streets  one  light  in 
every  three,  in  every  section  where  there  are  arc 
lights.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  we  have  in  conse- 
quence received  so  many  complaints  in  all  sec- 
tions, and  having  in  mind  the  amount  of  money 
that  will  probably  be  available  to  the  city  through 
Federal  loans,   it  seems  that  we  might  use  such 
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money  for  the  erection  of  a  plant  which   would 
light  our  streets  and  our  municipal  buildings. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


RESTORING   FULL  CITY  LIGHTING 

SYSTEM. 

Coun.  MURRAY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Acting  Mayor  be  requested 
to  provide  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  to  be  applied  solely  to  restoring  the  light- 
ing system  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  full  strength 
as  it  was  before  the  recent  darkening  of  one  third 
of  the  street  lights. 

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  President,  I  have  intro- 
duced this  order  feeling  that  in  this  matter  we 
are  facing  a  real  emergency.  There  have  been 
so  manv  complaints  in  my  district,  as  well  as  in 
other  districts  of  Boston,  that  I  think  there  is 
evidently  a  demand  on  the  part  of  the  people  of 
this  city  that  the  lighting  of  our  streets  be  put 
back  in  its  full  strength.  I  believe  if  there  is 
anything  that  will  relieve  the  different  parts  of 
our  community  from  a  serious  handicap  that 
exists  at  the  present  time,  it  is  this  order,  and 
I  hope  that  the  Acting  Mayor  will  take  cognizance 
of  the  fact. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  two  or  three 
days  ago  I  forwarded  a  letter  to  you  calling  upon 
you,  as  Acting  Mayor  of  Boston,  to  have  an 
immediate  investigation  made  to  determine 
whether  or  not  the  diminution  of  the  lights  in  our 
streets  through  lessening  of  their  number  has 
made  it  unsafe  for  the  people  to  go  about  after 
dark.  At  the  same  time  I  sent  a  letter  to  the 
Commissioner  of  Police,  Mr.  Hultman,  asking  him 
to  make  a  survey  from  the  police  standpoint  and 
to  render  an  opinion  in  the  matter,  in  the  exercise 
of  his  police  power.  I  maintain,  Mr.  President, 
that  the  Mayor  or  Boston  should  place  the  lights 
back  as  they  were  before  the  economy  order  went 
through.  I  have  received  hundreds  and  hundreds 
of  complaints  out  in  Ward  17,  where  the  problem 
is  perhaps  more  serious  than  in  many  of  the  other 
wards,  due  to  the  fact  that  my  ward  is  made  up 
almost  entirely  of  residences,  there  not  being 
many  business  centers  in  the  ward.  I  think  it  is 
absurd  for  the  Mayor  of  Boston  or  any  other 
officials  in  charge  to  take  away  service  of  this 
kind,  to  which  the  people  are  absolutely  entitled. 
In  the  first  place,  the  situation  in  Dorchester,  as 
in  other  sections,  is  more  serious  than  it  has  been 
in  the  past  from  the  crime  standpoint.  Only 
recently  we  have  called  upon  the  police  authorities 
to  send  more  officers  to  the  Dorchester  district, 
and  the  demand  for  action  is  continually  becom- 
ing more  and  more  urgent,  as  criminals  thrive  on 
darkness.  I  have  had  letters  from  constituents 
of  mine,  from  women  who  are  afraid  to  leave  their 
homes  after  dark,  who  are  afraid  to  send  their 
children  to  the  stores  to  obtain  provisions  for  the 
following  day;  letters  pointing  out  the  situation 
in  the  nieghborhood  of  Dorchester  avenue,  a 
portion  of  which  is  now  under  construction,  where 
conditions  are  so  bad  on  account  of  lack  of  light 
that  it  is  almost  impossible  to  go  back  and  forth 
without  the  risk  of  breaking  your  neck,  and  where 
the  lights  are  so  poor  that  you  take  your  life  in 
your  hands.  I  have  had  many  letters  from 
mothers  telling  me  of  their  children  being  molested 
by  young  men  in  the  vicinity  of  Dorchester  Park, 
where  there  is  a  considerable  space  not  lighted  at 
all;  that  many  young  men  use  that  section  for  a 
hangout  and  many  young  ladies  going  to  and 
from  their  homes  or  to  and  from  church,  or  attend- 
ing other  functions,  are  insulted  by  young  fellows, 
who  can  so  easily  get  away  in  the  darkness  that 
it  is  impossible  for  police  officers  200  or  300  yards 
away  to  see  what  is  going  on.  I  think  it  is  a  dis- 
grace for  the  City  of  Boston  to  be  known  through- 
out the  land  as  the  city  of  darkness.  Chicago  is 
the  windy  city,  Pittsburgh  the  smoky  city,  and 
Boston  is  fast  acquiring  the  name  of  the  city  of 
darkness.  Mr.  President,  it  is  up  to  you  as 
Acting  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  take  some 
action  in  this  matter.  I  believe,  as  an  emergency, 
it  clearly  comes  within  the  scope  of  your  power 
and  that  as  Mayor  of  this  city  it  is  your  duty  to 
restore  these  lights. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
register  my  protest  in  the  matter  of  the  lighting 
situation.  I,  too,  have  received  numerous  com- 
plaints about  the  streets  throughout  the  city 
being  dark.  I  understand  that  in  the  surround- 
ing cities  and  towns  the  lights  are  all  turned  on, 


and  I  see  no  reason  why  the  City  of  Boston  should 
have  to  suffer  from  the  turning  off  of  street  lights. 
So  I  shall  certainly  register  my  vote  as  in  favor  of 
turning  on  the  street  lights. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  while  I  agree 
with  the  purpose  of  the  order  offered  by  Councilor 
Murray,  I  simply  rise  to  state  that  I  believe  under 
the  circumstances  the  burden  of  blame  for  not 
turning  on  the  lights  should  not  be  directly  made 
at  the  door  of  the  Acting  Mayor  of  Boston.  We 
have  just  heard  the  opinion  given  by  the  Corpora- 
tion Counsel.  I  would  state  that  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  is  very  familiar  with  the  situation.  While 
I  was  not  desirous  of  spoiling  his  vacation,  I  did 
send  a  radiogram  to  his  vessel  shortly  after  he 
sailed,  telling  the  Mayor  the  true  circumstances 
and  facts  in  regard  to  the  lighting  situation  in 
Boston.  I  say  that  something  has  to  be  done. 
Every  organization  in  Boston  is  up  in  arms  in 
this  matter.  I  would  also  say  to  you,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, as  Acting  Mayor,  that,  while  I  fully  appre- 
ciate the  position  you  are  in,  I  myself,  if  I  were 
Acting  Mayor,  would  order  the  lights  to  be  turned 
on  and  would  then  let  the  Supreme  Court  test  and 
decide  my  authority  for  so  doing.  I  would  not 
take  the  opinion  of  the  Corporation  Counsel 
wThile  the  Mayor  is  away,  because  he  is  paid  to 
protect  the  Mayor  of  Boston  and  will  not  in  any 
way  allow  to  you  as  Acting  Mayor  any  leeway,  if 
his  opinion  is  asked.  I  therefore  hope  and  trust 
that  you,  in  your  wisdom  and  with  your  knowledge 
of  municipal  affairs — while  I  would  not  try  in 
any  w7ay  to  lay  the  matter  at  your  door — will  not 
rely  upon  the  opinion  of  the  Corporation  Counsel, 
but  will  order  the  Comm'ssioner  of  Public  Works 
to  replace  the  lights.  Then,  when  the  Mayor 
comes  back  let  him  handle  the  matter  as  he  wishes. 
In  the  meantime,  we  have  enough  money  to 
handle  the  situation  until  the  Mayor  comes  back 
— and  then  let  him,  and  not  you,  air,  take  the 
blame  for  any  action  which  the  public  do  not 
consider  in  their  interest. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  do  not  like  to 
take  the  position  that  the  opinion  of  the  Corpora- 
tion Counsel  will  necessarily  be  contrary  to  what 
we  desire,  if  we  ask  for  it.  I  would  like  an  opinion 
of  the  Corporation  Counsel  on  this  matter,  because 
I  believe  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance.  Those 
having  the  lighting  of  the  streets  of  this  city 
have  in  their  wisdom  seen  fit  to  cut  out  a  number 
of  the  lights  on  our  thoroughfares,  important 
thoroughfares  in  this  city  over  which  there  is 
much  travel.  That  is  the  case  on  such  highways, 
for  example,  as  Blue  Hill  avenue  and  Glenwood 
street,  where  there  are  both  non-Jewish  and  Jewish 
streets,  and  where  lights  are  necessary  for  the 
security  of  the  men,  women  and  children  of  the 
district.  I  would  like  to  know  if,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Corporation  Counsel,  the  Acting  Mayor  of 
Boston  has  not  the  authority  to  order  the  lights 
we  are  discussing  turned  on.  The  people  of  every 
organization  and  every  board  of  trade  in  Boston 
are  up  in  arms.  I  have  received  communications 
— as  I  assume  you  have,  Mr.  President — from  our 
own  Board  of  Trade  in  Dorchester,  raising  this 
issue  because  of  its  importance  to  the  community. 
I  would  like  to  have  our  Corporation  Counsel 
called  into  executive  session  this  afternoon  and 
asked  whether  or  not  the  lighting  of  our  city  is  an 
emergency  such  that  the  Acting  Mayor  should 
have  the  right,  in  his  wisdom,  to  order  the  lights 
restored.  I  feel  personally  that  the  shutting  off 
of  the  lights  in  Boston  is  constituting  a  menace 
and  a  danger  to  the  men,  women  and  children  of 
Boston,  and  I  would  like  to  have  the  Corporation 
Counsel  this  afternoon  inform  us  whether  you,  as 
Acting  Mayor  of  Boston,  have  the  right  to  order 
the  lights  turned  on  because  of  an  emergency  that 
necessitates  it  being  done. 

Coun.  MURRAY— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask,  because  of  the  importance  of  this  matter 
at  the  present  time,  a  suspension  of  the  rule  and 
the  passage  of  the  order. 

President  McGRATH— The  Chair,  unless 
objection  is  made,  will  refer  the  matter  to  the 
Executive  Committee  and  will  request  the  attend- 
ance of  the  Corporation  Counsel. 

Coun.  MURRAY— Mr.  President,  I  don't 
believe  we  ought  to  wait.  I  have  talked  with 
some  of  our  past  corporation  counsels,  men  who  I 
think  are  far  superior  to  this  one.  I  believe  this 
is  an  emergency,  and  that  action  should  be  taken 
without  waiting  any  longer.  As  Councilor  Dowd 
says,  the  lights  can  be  ordered  turned  on,  and 
then  if  the  power  of  the  Acting  Mayor  to  do  that 
is  questioned  the  burden  of  proof  will  be  upon 
those  questioning  it. 
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Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  this  being  an 
emergency  order,  I  agree  with  Councilor  Dowd 
that  something  should  be  done  right  away. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  in  answer  to  the 
councilor  from  Ward  19  (Coun.  Murray),  the  fact 
that  I  believe  this  is  an  emergency  and  that  I  be- 
lieve action  should  be  taken  immediately  is  the 
reason  for  my  requesting  that  the  Corporation 
Counsel  be  sent  for  this  afternoon  rather  than 
passing  the  order  and  then  possibly  adjourning 
for  several  weeks,  during  which  time  the  Corpora- 
tion Counsel  may  give  an  opinion  that  will  tie 
the  hands  of  the  Acting  Mayor  of  Boston.  If  we 
can  bring  the  Corporation  Counsel  here  this  after- 
noon, however,  we  will  then  know  what  his  opinion 
is  and  can  be  guided  accordingly  in  possibly 
doing  something  that  will  take  effect  immediately. 
For  that  reason  I  am  asking  that  this  matter  be 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  for  settle- 
ment today,  rather  than  several  weeks  from  today. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  as  far  as  the 
Corporation  Counsel  being  summoned  down  here 
is  concerned,  while  I  respect  his  wisdom  and 
judgment  very  much,  I  know  as  well  as  other 
members  of  the  Council  know,  what  his  opinion 
will  be.  He  is  going  to  state  that  the  Acting 
Mayor  has  no  jurisdiction  over  the  thing  whatso- 
ever. My  contention,  howrever,  is  that  in  the 
budget  this  year  we  have  appropriated  so  much 
for  lighting  the  streets  of  Boston — not  so  much 
per  week  or  per  month,  but  for  the  year.  But 
little  more  than  half  the  year  has  gone  by,  and 
there  is  sufficient  money  in  that  budget  at  the 
present  time,  if  the  Acting  Mayor  with  the  Budget 
Commissioner  takes  action  looking  toward  the 
turning  on  of  the  lights  immediately,  to  meet  the 
necessary  bills,  and  after  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
returns  the  additional  money  for  the  rest  of  the 
year  can  be  found  somewhere.  I  object  very 
much  to  the  CorP°ration  Counsel  being  called 
down  to  this  meeting.  I  say  that  the  order  should 
be  passed  and  that  the  Public  Works  Commis- 
sioner should  be  ordered  to  turn  on  the  lights 
immediately,  because  we  have  the  money  available. 

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  President,  I  move  the 
previous  question. 

Coun.  ROBERTS— Mr.  President,  with  respect 
to  this  order,  I  would  simply  like  to  call  the  atten- 
tion of  the  citizens  of  Boston  to  the  activity  of  the 
Council  in  this  situation.  Some  people  may  have 
the  impression  that  the  Council  only  awoke  to 
the  importance  of  the  situation  after  the  lights 
had  been  turned  off.  But  let  me  say  that  on 
May  8  this  body  passed  a  resolution,  which  I 
happened  to  introduce  in  the  Council — before  the 
lights  were  turned  off  or  before  the  matter  had 
even  been  considered  in  the  budget — as  follows: 

"Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  is 
opposed  to  the  discontinuance  or  shutting  off  of 
any  street  lights  in  the  city,  believing  that  in  the 
interest  of  public  safety  such  a  practice  would 
tend  to  increase  crime  and  render  travel  upon  our 
highways  extremely  hazardous  and  that  the  saving 
effected  by  such  discontinuance  is  essentially  false 
economy." 

Since  that  time  the  lights  have  been  shut  off, 
and  I  now  think,  especially  in  some  centers  of 
Boston,  there  is  enough  emergency  to  warrant  us 
in  acting. 

President  McGRATH— The  Chair  will  now  ask 
unanimous  consent  to  withdraw  the  proposed 
reference  to  the  Executive  Committee.  The 
question  comes  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 

The    rule    was    suspended    and    the    order    was 


REQUEST   THAT   EDISON   COMPANY 
HELP   CITY. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following : 
Ordered,  That  the  Acting  Mayor  of  Boston 
request  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company 
to  contribute  to  the  welfare  of  the  people  of  the 
City  of  Boston  in  this  their  time  of  need  to  light 
all  the  lights  that  are  now  in  darkness. 

Coun.  KELLY— Mr.  President,  the  Edison 
Electric  Illuminating  Company,  together  with 
other  public  utilities,  are  getting  away  with  nothing 
short  of  murder  in  this  city.  Everything  ebe 
comes  down,  but  rates  for  electricity  stay  up. 
Here  we  have  in  this  city  237,000  subscribers  pay- 
ing to  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company 
each  year  approximately  $18,000,000  for  uHe  that 
experts   will  tell  you   is   worth  about  $2,000,000. 


We  have  this  concern,  no  doubt  making  profits 
of  $16,000,000,  much  of  it  going  to  residents  of 
outside  cities  and  towns  owning  stock  of  the 
Edison  Company,  and  not  only  to  such  people, 
but  to  people  outside  the  state.  Now,  we  have 
appropriated  a  little  over  a  million  dollars  on  top 
of  this  $18,000,000  paid  by  the  consumers  in  the 
homes,  just  for  the  lighting  of  our  streets  and 
public  buildings.  They  tell  me  that  the  amount 
involved,  at  the  exorbitant  figure  that  the  Edison 
would  charge  the  City  of  Boston  for  the  rest  of 
the  year,  would  mean  a  saving  of  $50,000  or 
$60,000.  But  don't  let  them  use  the  argument 
that  they  would  thereby  be  giving  up  any  such 
amount.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  it  would  mean  a 
reduction  that  they  would  hardly  feel.  They,  as  a 
public  utility  company,  are  receiving  $18,000,000 
from  the  consumers  of  Boston  and  over  $1,000,000 
from  the  City  Treasurer,  which  is  also  from  the 
people  of  Boston,  or  $19,000,000;  and  let  them 
not  say  that  they  will  not  in  Boston's  time  of 
need  make  this  small  sacrifice.  My  view,  if  they 
speak  of  $60,000  that  it  costs  them,  while  they 
may  claim  that  that  is  an  unreasonable  amount 
of  money,  men  in  the  electrical  game  from  A  to  7t 
have  informed  me  that  that  $60,000  of  power  will 
cost  the  Edison  Company  less  than  $3,000.  For 
an  expenditure  of  $3,000  on  their  part  every  light 
in  Boston  can  be  lit.  Is  that  the  solution?  Isn't 
that  the  way  in  which  the  Council  should  go  on 
record  today,  as  saying  that  we  are  unanimously 
behind  this  move  to  have  this  corporation,  that 
is  making  its  living  at  the  hands  of  the  people 
of  Boston,  donate  $3,000,  which  will  take  care  of 
the  lights  in  every  part  of  the  city?  I  claim  that 
that  is  the  solution,  and  that  every  member  of 
the  Council  should  go  on  record  as  in  favor  of 
passing  this  order  under  suspension  of  the  rule; 
and  that  you,  Mr.  President,  as  Acting  Mayor, 
should  call  in  the  representatives  of  the  Edison 
Company  and  see  if  they  will  not  agree  to  light 
these  lights  in  Boston.  So  I  ask,  under  the  con- 
ditions existing,  that  this  order  be  passed  under 
suspension  of  the  rule. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

ASSESSMENT   OF  EDISON   PROPERTY. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be 
requested  to  inform  the  City  Council  what  the 
present  status  of  the  investigation  is  that  was 
started  to  determine  the  proper  assessment  of  the 
property  of  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Com- 
pany which  is  taxable  by  the  City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  remember 
that  some  time  ago  they  had  an  investigation  of 
the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company's  property, 
and  as  a  result  of  the  investigation  by  the  Cor- 
poration Counsel  an  agreement  was  reached  as  to 
the  proper  assessed  valuation  of  the  Boston  Con- 
solidated Gas  Company's  property.  Following 
that  investigation  a  similar  investigation  was 
started  regarding  the  property  of  the  Edison 
Company.  It  has  been  said  many  times  that  the 
property  which  the  Edison  Company  admitted 
belonged  to  it  was  a  good  deal  less  than  was 
found  by  investigators,  but  up  to  the  present 
time  no  report  of  that  investigation  has  been 
made  either  to  the  Mayor  or  the  City  Council. 
For  that  reason  I  am  asking  the  Corporation 
Counsel  to  advise  us  as  to  the  present  status  of 
the  investigation  commenced  three  months  ago 
with  regard  to  the  taxable  valuation  of  the  property 
of  the  Edison  Company.  It  has  been  said  publicly 
at  the  State  House  that  the  property  of  the  Edison 
Company  in  Boston  is  many  million  dollars  more 
than  is  admitted  by  the  company;  and  if  the 
Edison  Company  are  going  to  continue  to  charge 
the  people  the  amount  of  money  that  they  have 
been  charging  for  service,  and  to  charge  the  City 
of  Boston  the  great  amount  that  is  charged  us 
for  our  lighting  facilities,  it  is  only  fair  that  the 
City  of  Boston  should  compel  the  Edison  Com- 
pany to  pay  every  penny  in  taxes  that  it  right- 
fully should  pay  to  the  City  of  Boston.  It  is 
only  another  case  similar  to  that  of  the  Boston 
Herald.  You  will  remember  that  in  that  particu- 
lar case  there  was  a  sworn  statement  to  the  City 
of  Boston  admitting  so  much  property,  and  then 
they  went  to  the  State  House  and  placed  on 
record  another  sworn  statement  showing  that 
there  was  a  different  amount  of  property  than  they 
had  in  the  City  of  Boston.  Certainly  when  these 
statements  are  in  conflict  and  inconsistent,  the 
Corporation  Counsel  should  take  steps  to  correct 


the  situation,  so  that  we  may  receive  a  proper 
amount  in  taxes  from  these  corporations.  I  under- 
stand that  the  Edison  Company  has  a  great  deal 
more  property  in  Boston  than  it  is  taxed  for,  and 
I  feel  that  it  should  be  made  to  pay  its  share  of 
taxes. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


EXECUTIVE   COMMITTEE   REPORTS. 

Coun.  GALLAGHER,  for  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, submitted  the  following: 

1.  Report  on  order  (referred  June  26)  that 
there  be  allowed  and  paid  to  Peter  F.  Coleman 
the  sum  of  $200  a  year,  to  date  from  June  26,  1933, 
as  part  compensation  for  extra  services  rendered

"Section  1.  A  national  emergency  productive 
of  widespread  unemployment  and  disorganization 
of  industry,  which  burdens  interstate  and  foreign 
commerce,  affects  the  public  welfare,  and  under- 
mines the  standards  of  living  of  the  American 
people,  is  hereby  declared  to  exist.  It  is  hereby 
declared  to  be  the  policy  of  Congress  to  remove 
obstruction  to  the  free  flow  of  interstate  and 
foreign  commerce  which  tend  to  diminish  the 
amount  thereof;  and  to  provide  for  the  general 
welfare  by  promoting  the  organization  of  industry 
for  the  purpose  of  cooperative  action  among  the 


trade  groups,  to  induce  and  maintain  united 
action  of  labor  and  management  under  adequate 
government  sanctions  and  supervision,  to  eliminate 
unfair  competitive  practices,  to  promote  the  fullest 
possible  utilization  of  the  present  productive 
capacity  of  industries,  to  avoid  undue  restriction 
of  production  (except  as  may  be  temporarily  re- 
quired), to  increase  the  consumption  of  industrial 
and  agricultural  products  by  increasing  purchasing 
power,  to  reduce  and  relieve  unemployment,  to 
improve  standards  of  labor,  and  otherwise  to 
rehabilitate  industry  and  to  conserve  natural 
resources."

The  supplementary  allotments  for  city  depart- 
ments are  made  from  the  unappropriated  balance 
still  available  within  the  appropriation  limit 
authorized  by  this  year's  Legislature.  The 
following  brief  summary  is  submitted  in  explana- 
tion of  the  allotments  recommended: 

Boston  Port  Authority. — The  unexpected  action 
of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  in  holding 
hearings  on  the  petition  of  the  city  with  reference 
to  lighterage  charges  in  various  ports  has  depleted 
the  original  investigation  allowance  of  this  Board, 
and  a  supplementary  allowance  of  $7,000  is 
deemed  necessary  to  provide  for  the  activities  of 
the  Board  for  the  balance  of  the  year. 

Boston  Retirement  Board. — The  amendment 
made  by  the  Legislature  this  year  permitting 
the  Retirement  Board  to  spread  the  liquidation 
of  the  city's  prior  service  obligation  over  a  longer 
period  of  time,  and  thus  reducing  the  amount  to 
be  included  in  the  tax  levy  each  year,  necessitated 
the  use  of  increased  actuarial  service  in  connection 
with  the  computation  of  the  revised  requirements. 
An  appropriation  of  $1,000  is  recommended  to 
provide  for  this  extra  service. 

Health  Department. — The  expenditures  of  the 
first  six  months  of  the  current  year  indicate  a 
probable  deficit  in  excess  of  $30,000  in  the  budget 
item  of  this  department  providing  for  the  payment 
to  the  state  for  the  care  of  Boston-settled  cases 
in  state  sanatoria  and  institutions. 
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Hospital  Department. — To  strengthen  certain 
budget  items  in  which  it  is  evident,  from  the 
experience  of  the  first  six  months  of  this  year,  that 
original  allowances  will  not  be  sufficient  to  cover 
full  year  requirements,  supplementary  appro- 
priations totaling  §34,000  are  recommended. 

Institutions  Department. — For  the  same  reason 
as  explained  in  the  Hospital  Department,  supple- 
mentary appropriations  of  815,000  and  811,000, 
respectively,  have  been  made  in  the  Child  Welfare 
and  Long  Island  Hospital  Divisions  of  this 
department. 

Licensing  Board. — The  additional  work  imposed 
upon  this  department  by  the  modification  of  laws 
pertaining  to  the  sale  of  beer  makes  necessary  a 
supplementary  appropriation  of  8860  to  meet 
expenses  not  foreseen  at  the  time  of  making  the 
original  budget  allowances. 

Public  Celebrations. — It  is  evident  from  the 
experience  of  the  first  six  months  of  the  year  that 
the  reduction  made  in  the  original  allotment  for 
this  item  was  too  severe,  and  that  to  provide  for 
the  requirements  of  the  current  year  an  additional 
allotment  of  89,000  is  necessary. 

Public  Welfare  Department. — Supplementary 
appropriations  totaling  S605.990  are  recommended 
for  this  department.  The  principal  recommenda- 
tions included  in  this  total  are  875,000  to  provide 
for  increased  personnel  requirements,  and  8525,190 
allocated  to  the  relief  item,  Care  of  Dependents. 
With  this  appropriation  there  will  have  been 
allotted  to  the  department  during  the  current 
year  for  this  particular  form  of  relief,  approxi- 
mately 87,350,000.  At  the  present  rate  of  expendi- 
ture, disbursements  by  the  department  under  this 
item  will  closely  approximate  811,000,000  for  the 


year.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  appropriation 
limit  legislation,  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  city 
to  issue  bonds  for  approximately  83,500,000  in 
order  to  meet  the  total  requirements  of  the  depart- 
ment under  this  item. 

Public  Works  Department, —  Sanitary  Service. — 
Supplementary  appropriations  totaling  S26.150  are 
recommended  for  this  division  in  items  where  it 
is  apparent  the  original  budget  allotments  will 
prove  inadequate  before  the  close  of  the  current 
year. 

Reserve  Fund. — In  order  to  provide  a  sufficient 
amount  to  meet  probable  charges  against  this 
fund  for  the  balance  of  the  year,  and  also  to  have 
available  an  ample  contingent  reserve  to  meet  the 
increased  prices  which  city  departments  will 
undoubtedly  be  required  to  pay  during  the  balance 
of  the  year  for  equipment,  supplies  and  materials, 
a  supplementary  allotment  of  S225.000  is  recom- 
mended for  the  Reserve  Fund. 

County  Departments. 
The  relatively  small  supplementary  appro- 
priations recommended  for  three  county  depart- 
ments are  intended  to  strengthen  items  in  which 
it  appears,  from  the  experience  of  the  first  six 
months  of  the  year,  that  original  budget  allotments 
will  not  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
the  full  year. 

I  submit  herewith  the  necessary  appropriation 
and  tax  order  in  connection  with  the  supplementary 
budget  and  respectively  recommend  its  adoption 
by  your  honorable  body.

Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  two  thousand  five 
hundred  sixty-eight  dollars  and  thirty-two  cents 
be  allowed  and  paid  to  Wayland  F.  Tripp  in 
reimbursement  for  the  amount  of  a  judgment 
issued  against  him  on  account  of  his  acts  as  a 
member  of  the  Boston  Police  Department,  said 
sum  to  be  charged  to  the  Reserve  Fund. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— I  would  like  to  ask  the 
committee  why  that  large  amount  for  a  police 
officer  to  be  reimbursed? 

Coun.  RUBY — I  am  glad  that  this  question  is 
being  asked,  because  I  have  personally  the  same 
views  as  the  councilor  from  Ward  3  has.  My 
personal  opinion  is  these  claims  ought  not  to  come 
to  us  in  this  form,  but  Tripp  was  a  police  officer 
attached  to  one  of  the  divisions  of  the  City  of 
Boston  and  while  patroling  one  of  the  beats  a 
few  years  ago  and  while  calling  the  station  house 
he  was  ordered  by  Lieutenant  Connolly  to  go  to 
a  home  where  there  had  been  a  telephone  call 
concerning  some  assualts.  He  went  to  that 
aforesaid  home  and  arrested  one  or  two  of  the 
participants.  As  a  result  of  that  arrest  there  was 
an  assault  and  battery  charge  made  by  the  defend- 
ant in  the  original  case  against  the  two  officers. 
It  was  discontinued  against  one  of  the  officers  and 
there  was  secured  a  judgment  in  the  Superior 
Civil  Court  in  Boston  of  this  amount  against 
Tripp.  The  approval  of  this  execution  was  made 
by  the  Law  Department  and  simply  comes  to  us 
as  a  matter  of  routine  and  for  that  reason  the 
Committee  on  Claims  has  sent  it  on  to  this  body 
for  approval. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— I  think  I  read  something 
in  the  newspaper  at  the  time  of  this  unwarranted 
assault  committed  by  this  police  officer  on  the 
petitioner  in  question  and  I  think  he  knocked  this 
man's  eye  out  with  his  club.  I  read  in  the  news- 
paper that  he  assaulted  this  man  so  badly  he  lost 
his  eye.  Now,  this  has  been  held  for  a  long  time, 
and  I  would  like  to  know  if  this  Council  is  going 
on  record  to  pay  a  police  officer  this  amount  of 
money  who  would  assault  a  man  enough  to  cause 
the  loss  of  his  eye.  I  read  that  in  the  papers  at 
the  time  and  I  for  one  will  not  vote  to  reimburse 
him  that  amount  of  money. 

Coun.  RUBY — The  councilor  from  Ward  3  was 
mixed  up  in  the  cases.  That  is  not  the  case  in 
question.  In  this  case  the  officer  who  had  com- 
mitted the  assault  was  not  the  officer  in  question, 
but  for  some  reason  and  because  the  question 
arises  now,  I  believe  there  ought  to  be  an  ordi- 
nance passed  by  our  body  compelling  the  Law 
Department  to  defend  every  one  of  these  actions. 
I  find  that  the  present  system  today  is  to  allow 
some  of  these  cases,  justifiable  or  unjustifiable,  to 
go  by  default.  This  case,  I  understand,  was  tried, 
but  there  are  cases  that  have  come  to  this  com- 
mittee's attention  that  are  defaulted  in  the  courts 
of  Boston  and  then  the  execution  passed  on  to  us. 
But  let  me  read  in  this  case  a  letter  sent  to  Samuel 
Silverman,  Esq: 

"This  is  a  claim  for  indemnification  against  an 
execution  obtained  against  him  for  personal  in- 
juries, caused  by  him  in  the  course  of  his  duty  as 
a  police  officer. 

As  a  result  of  a  complaint  received  by  Lieutenant 
Connolly  of  Division  13,  on  August  5,  1928,  this 
petitioner  was  ordered  to  go  to  the  home  of  one 
Drew,  at  93  Brookside  avenue,  Jamaica  Plain. 
Obeying  the  instructions  of  his  superior,  he  went 
to  the  above  numbered  street,  and  upon  seeking 
admittance  was  attacked  by  the  man  who  came 
to  the  door.  Upon  further  complaint  of  noises 
at  this  place  another  officer  was  sent  there  and 
also  officers  from  the  station  with  a  wagon.  Arrests 
were  finally  made  and  three  men  were  brought  to 
the  station.     Later,  these  men  were  found  guilty 


upon  trial  in  the  West  Roxbury  Court,  but  ap- 
pealed and  had  a  trial  in  the  Superior  Court  and 
were  found  not  guilty." 

I  a,m  informed  that  the  case  was  discontinued 
against  the  other  officer  because,  unfortunately  for 
Tripp,  he  owned  real  estate. 

"Suit  was  brought  against  the  petitioner  and 
another  officer  by  Grover  C.  Drew,  and  later  was 
discontinued  against  the  brother  officer.  Mean- 
time this  petitioner  was  arrested  for  assault  and 
battery  and  was  found  not  guilty  in  the  West 
Roxbury  District  Court. 

Upon  trial  in  the  Suffolk  Superior  Court  a  verdict 
was  rendered  against  the  petitioner  in  the  sum  of 
$2,500  and  $68.32  and  execution  issued  for 
$2,568.32. 

The  execution  in  this  case  was  obtained  against 
the  petitioner  for  injuries  caused  by  him  in  the 
course  of  his  duty  as  a  police  officer  and  I  recom- 
mend that  he  be  indemnified  in  the  sum  of 
$2,568.32.

Coun.    BURKE — I   might   have   misunderstood 
when  the  councilor  read  that  the  officer  who  is  now 
being  reimbursed  was  found  not  guilty  in  the  lower 
court.     I  was  wondering  whether  or  how  he  came 
up  in  the  Superior  Court? 

Coun.  RUBY — He  was  sued  civilly  in  spite  of  the 
fact  he  was  found  not  guilty  in  West  Roxbury. 

Coun.  COX — I  would  like  to  ask  the  chairman  of 
the  Claims  Committee  whether  or  not  this  case 
was  tried  before  a  jury  in  the  civil  action? 

Coun.  RUBY — I  assume  so.  It  was  tried  in  the 
Suffolk  Superior  Civil  Court,  and  it  is  hard  to  say 
whether  tried  before  a  single  justice  or  a  jury,  but 
I  assume  it  was  tried  before  a  judge  and  jury. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  in  view  of  that, 
whether  tried  before  a  jury,  or  whether  it  was  tried 
before  a  justice  of  the  Superior  Court,  they  cer- 
tainly have  found  this  man  guilty;  certainly  have 
found  him  guilty  when  they  entered  a  judgment  of 
$2,500  against  him,  and  I  don't  think  this  Council 
should  encourage  negligence  or  an  assault  on  the 
part  of  any  city  employee.  There  has  been  a  long 
fist  here  of  one  hundred  or  two  hundred  items 
through  negligence  because  these  cases  go  to  court 
and  they  are  found  negligent  and  now  we  have  a 
judgment  of  over  $5,000  which  you  are  asking  the 
citizens  of  the  city  to  pay  a  police  officer  for  beating 
up  a  poor  defenceless  person. 

Coun.  RUBY — Might  I  say  for  the  protection  of 
the  committee  that  we  do  not  want  to  be  left 
carrying  the  bag.  If  the  councilor  from  Ward 
20  would  have  listened  to  my  opening  remarks, 
I  said  that  while  I  did  not  approve  of  this  method 
of  reimbursement,  nevertheless  if  these  orders 
will  come  to  us  as  recommended  from  the  Law 
Department  for  payment,  and  while  a  man 
who  was  found  not  guilty  of  assault  and  battery 
in  the  criminal  court  for  Boston  and  was  sued 
civilly  and  a  jury  might  have  awarded  this  amount 
of  money,  it  does  not  necessarily  admit  that  he  was 
guilty  of  the  assault. 

Coun.  BURKE — Might  I  ask  a  question  through 
the  Chair? 

President  McGRATH— Yes,  if  the  councilor  will 
answer. 

Coun.  RUBY — Yes,  I  will  answer. 
Coun.    BURKE — Do    you    think    it    would    be 
possible  for  either  a  justice  of  the  court  or  a  jury 
acting  with  the  justice  of  a  court  to  find  a  man  not 
guilty  if  he  was  not  guilty? 

Coun.  RUBY — I  don't  want  to  be  critical  of  the 
councilor's  question,  but  as  a  lawyer  he  ought  to 
know  that  I  might  be  arrested  for  assault  and  bat- 
tery and  taken  to  the  Dorchester  Court  tomorrow 
morning  and  be  found  not  guilty.  However,  it 
would  not  preclude  me  from  being  sued  civilly  and 
judgment  obtained  against  me.  That  is  a  common, 
ordinary  matter  that  comes  up  every  day,  and,  of 
course,  I  might  not  be  guilty  even  though  a  judg- 
ment is  awarded  against  me  in  the  civil  court 
arising  out  of  a  criminal  assualt  on  which  I  am 
found  not  guilty.  Those  things  happen  every  day, 
and  in  this  case, — and  I  am  not  fighting  for  the 
award, — I  don't  want  this  to  be  misunderstood, — 
in  this  case  I  have  been  informed  that  the  assaulting 
officer  in  this  particular  case,  his  action  was  dis- 
continued only  because  plaintiff  in  the  civil  action 
felt  that  he  could  not  recover  against  him  because 
he  was  recovery  proof,  and  because  Tripp  had 
property  they  proceeded  against  him  and  recovered 
civilly  this  $2,500;  and  he  comes  here  as  an  execu- 
tive doing  work  for  the  city  and  asks  to  be  reim- 
bursed because  of  the  fact  that  he  was  performing 
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his  duty  on  orders  from  his  superior.  He  went  to 
this  home,  as  a  result  of  which  suit  is  brought 
against  him. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Might  I  ask  the  chair- 
man of  the  committee  if  he  can  give  the  Council 
information  as  to  what  this  man  was  sued  on;  what 
kind  of  an  assault? 

President  McGRATH— The  matter  will  be 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


INCREASED    WELFARE    ALLOWANCE. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Overseers  of  Public  Welfare 
be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
rearrange  their  payments  to  beneficiaries  so  that 
they  will  receive  increases  in  their  allowances  to 
make  up  for  the  increased  cost  in  living  due  to 
a  rise  in  the  prices  of  ordinary  commodities  and 
that  such  payments  be  increased  20  per  cent. 

Coun.  BURKE — The  Mayor  of  Boston  this 
very  day  requested  additional  money  for  the 
budget  of  the  City  Hospital  due  to  the  fact  that 
the  prices  of  commodities  have  arisen  to  the  point 
where  it  is  beginning  to  be  felt  by  the  Purchasing 
Agent  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  I  think  if  the 
budget  for  the  City  of  Boston  in  the  maintenance 
of  their  other  departments  should  be  increased  to 
purchase  food  supplies,  then  the  budget  of  the 
Welfare  Department  should  also  be  reviewed  and 
a  substantial  increase  given  to  provide  for  the 
increased  cost  of  food. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN — I  was  about  to  offer  a 
similar  order  calling  upon  the  Welfare  Department 
to  increase  their  budget  20  per  cent.  The  Mayor 
today  stated  some  of  our  hospitals  have  asked  for 
a  supplementary  budget  to  the  extent  of  approxi- 
mately 20  per  cent  for  foodstuff  and  I  think 
we  ought  to  be  consistent  and  call  upon  the  Welfare 
Department  to  increase  their  allotment  by  20 
per  cent  and  I  would  like  to  offer  that  amendment 
for  that  increased  20  per  cent. 

President  McGRATH — Any  objection,  Councilor 
Burke? 

Coun.  BURKE — I  accept  the  amendment. 

The  order  was  passed  under  the  suspension  of 
the  rules. 


CONTRACT  FOR  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 
RADIO. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Police  Commissioner  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  take 
immediate  steps  to  award  the  contract  for  the 
installation  of  a  radio  system  in  the  Police  Depart- 
ment. 

Coun.  BURKE — During  the  last  three  weeks  it 
was  broadcasted  in  the  newspapers  in  the  City  of 
Boston  that  the  Commissioner  of  Police  has  failed 
to  advertise  for  the  purchasing  of  radio  equipment. 
Since  that  time  a  committee  has  been  appointed 
by  the  Governor  for  the  purpose  of  investigating 
criminal  activities  in  the  City  of  Boston  and  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  and  I  believe 
the  Police  Commissioner  should  be  compelled  by 
the  Governor  to  obtain  a  radio  as  promptly  as 
possible  so  the  prevention  of  crime  in  so  far  as 
radio  equipment  is  concerned  can  be  of  benefit  to 
the  City  of  Boston  in  reducing  crime  in  the  City  of 
Boston. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rules. 


TENNIS  COURTS  IN  DORCHESTER  PARK. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Park  Commissioner  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  install 
tennis  courts  in  Dorchester  Park  immediately,  so 
that  they  will  be  available  for  the  balance  of  the 
season.

Ordered,  That  the  space  at  the  intersection  of 
Richfield  street  and  Columbia  road  be  named 
Walter  R.  White  square,  in  honor  of  said  White, 
late  veteran  of  the  World  War,  and  that  suitable 
signs  be  placed  on  same. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rules. 


CUT  IN  SALARY  OF  MANAGER  EDWARD 
L.  LOGAN. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  as  chairman  of  the 


George  Robert  White  Fund  compel  Manager 
Edward  L.  Logan  to  take  the  same  cut  in  his  salary 
of  820,000  as  all  city  employees. 

Coun.  KELLY — Now  that  the  world's  champion 
traveling  mayor  has  returned  to  Boston,  I  am 
going  to  ask  him  through  the  Council  as  chairman 
of  the  George  Robert  White  Fund,  that  he  compel 
the  man  whom  he  had  appointed,  to  wit,  Manager 
Judge  Edward  L.  Logan,  to  take  the  same  cut  in 
his  salary  that  every  other  city  employee  has  taken. 
You  might  remember,  Mr.  President,  that  Mr. 
Logan  receives  $20,000  a  year  from  the  estate  of 
George  Robert  White,  who  left  it  for  the  benefit 
of  the  people  of  Boston.  It  seems  to  me  that  a  man 
receiving  such  an  amount  of  money  should  at 
least  take  a  15  per  cent  cut  the  same  as  an  indi- 
vidual taking  32,000  or  over.  18,500  employees 
have  taken  a  cut  of  5  to  15  per  cent.  Washer- 
women in  the  City  Hospital  who  receive  but  S12 
or  S13  a  week  taking  a  5  per  cent  cut,  and  so  on 
to  the  18,500  employees.  Here  is  a  gentleman 
with  a  five-year  job  receiving,  as  I  said,  $20,000 
and  nobody  seems  to  be  making  any  attempt  at 
all  to  compel  him  to  do  the  same  as  the  $2,000  or 
$1,000  city  employee.  I  wouldn't  mind  if  this 
gentleman  had  only  one  occupation,  but  the  City 
of  Boston  also  pays  him  as  a  judge  of  the  South 
Boston  Court.  I  recall  also  that  he  is  a  supposedly 
prominent  attorney  with  a  good  income  from  a 
profession.  I  recall  that  he  is  a  man  that  has  had 
considerable  to  do  with  the  Federal  National  Bank 
and  many  other  enterprises,  and  I  don't  believe 
that  compelling  a  gentleman  receiving  this  amount 
of  money  to  give  back  15  per  cent  of  his  salary  is 
anything  but  fair.  I  intend  to  bring  this  to  the 
attention  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor  if  I  have  to  do 
it  by  registered  mail.  You  may  say  that  this  has 
no  bearing  on  the  City  Council.  The  President 
of  the  Council  is  one  of  the  trustees,  and  we  have 
to  express  our  views  through  you  to  the  other  four 
members,  calling  upon  the  Mayor  because  he  is 
the  chairman  of  the  Board,  and  I  hope  that  my 
order  will  not  be  sidetracked  by  any  of  that 
famous  Committee  on  Rules  we  have  in  the 
Council  or  any  other  committee.  It  is  a  thing 
that  the  people  of  the  City  of  Boston  are  with, 
the  public  servants  of  Boston,  to  see  that  every- 
body is  treated  fairly.  Why  should  a  man  receiv- 
ing 82,000,  taking  his  life  in  his  own  hands  and 
devoting  ten  hours  a  day  to  his  work,  be  taking  a 
15  per  cent  cut,  whereas  downstairs  there  is  a  man 
receiving  twice  as  much  as  the  Governor  of  the 
Commonwealth  and  he  is  not  asked  to  contribute. 
There  are  plenty  of  people  needing  medical  atten- 
tion who  are  unable  to  get  the  carfare  to  go  to  the 
City  Hospital.  That  cut  should  be  taken  and 
donated  back  to  the  fund  and  spent  properly  and 
I  hope  the  Mayor  of  Boston  and  the  trustees  if 
they  are  sincere  will  compel  this  man  of  many 
incomes  to  do  the  same  and  contribute  the  same 
amount  of  money  as  the  fifteen  thousand  employees 
of  the  City  of  Boston  at  the  present  time,  and 
I  request,  Mr.  President,  that  this  order  be  passed 
under  suspension  of  rules. 

Coun.  COX — I  would  like  to  ask  a  point  of 
information.  Has  the  City  of  Boston  anything  to 
do  with  the  private  corporation  of  the  White  Fund? 

President  McGRATH — Except  the  President  of 
the  Council  is  a  member  of  the  Board. 

Coun.  COX — I  mean  regarding  the  cut? 

President  McGRATH— No. 

Coun.  COX — Then  that  order  is  out  of  order? 

President  McGRATH — It  is  a  request  of  the 
Mayor.  Councilor  Kelly  asked  suspension  of 
the  rules. 

Order  passed  under  suspension  of  rules. 


IMPROVEMENTS    IN    WARD    17. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,

RESTORATION  OF   SALARY   CUTS. 

Coun.  HEIN  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  restore  to  the  city  and  county  employees 
the  amounts  which  have  been  cut  from  their 
wages  during  the  period  of  depression. 

Coun.  HEIN — The  reason  for  the  order  at  the 
present  time  is  President  Roosevelt's  Industrial 
Reconstruction  program  which  has  an  effect  on  this 
city  and  every  large  city  in  the  entire  country. 
Before  the  tax  bills  go  out  the  Mayor  might  see 
his  way  clear  to  restore  wages  to  those  who  had 
the  cut. 

Order  passed  under  suspension  of  the  rules. 


DEFENSE  BY  CORPORATION  COUNSEL  OF 
CITY   EMPLOYEES 

Coun.  RUBY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be  re- 
quested by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  assign  a 
member  of  his  staff  to  defend  and  represent  all 
employees  against  whom  there  may  be  claims 
and  which  by  statute  the  city  may  be  required  to 
reimburse. 


Coun.  COX — I  would  like  to  hear  the  order  read 
again. 

The  order  was  read  again  by  the  clerk. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  might  I  just,  for 
the  sake  of  the  councilor  from  Ward  20,  say  I  will 
approve  that  order  because  information  has  come 
to  me  as  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Claims 
that  through  inadvertence  or  otherwise,  certain 
claims  of  this  kind  that  we  have  been  acting  on 
today  are  allowed  to  go  by  default  in  the  civil 
court  in  our  city  and  then  the  citizens  of  Boston 
are  compelled  to  reimburse.  I  think  in  all  these 
cases  where  the  City  of  Boston  becomes  a  party, 
because  it  is  obliged  to  pay  out  the  money,  we 
ought  to  have  the  opportunity  of  defending  the 
actions  with  proper  counsel,  and  I  am  introducing 
this  order  for  just  that  reason, — that  the  Corpora- 
tion Counsel  shall  take  due  notice  of  the  fact  that 
we  want  some  one  in  his  department  defending  any 
claims  that  we  may  be  compelled  to  reimburse 
and  I  ask  suspension  of  the  rules. 

President  McGRATH — Rules  have  been  sus- 
pended and  the  order  passed. 

Coun.  COX — In  reply  to  the  chairman  of  the 
Claims  Committee  I  do  not  feel  that  the  taxpayers 
of  the  City  of  Boston  should  be  asked  to  defend 
any  of  its  employees  that  go  into  court  and  are 
found  guilty.  I  don't  think  it  is  up  to  the  tax- 
payers to  defend  a  man  who  is  found  guilty  of 
negligence,  whether  he  is  in  the  Sanitary,  Health, 
Police  or  Fire  Department.  We  have  these  little 
matters  coming  up  here  week  after  week  of  $100 
and  $200  and  now  a  judgment  of  $2,000  for  a  police 
officer.  Now,  the  way  to  discourage  that  is  to  let 
them  pay  their  own  way.  There  isn't  any  reason 
why  the  taxpayers  should  defend  them  in  court  or, 
after  they  are  found  guilty,  compensate  them  for 
the  just  verdicts. 

Coun.  RUBY — The  councilor  must  bear  in 
mind  that  up  to  within  two  years  ago  a  fireman  or  a 
policeman  could  come  into  this  body  and  ask  for 
reimbursement.  By  statute  passed  by  one  of  the 
legislatures  within  the  last  three  years,  any  em- 
ployee can  come  in  now  and  if  we  are  to  protect 
the  taxpayers  of  Boston,  this  is  the  method  by 
which  the  protection  can  come.  If  they  have  a 
right  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature  to  come  to  us 
surely  we  want  to  say  that  only  those  who  are  not 
responsible  ought  to  be  reimbursed  and  this  is  the 
method  to  do  it. 


RECESS. 

The  Council  took  a  recess  at  4.50  p.  m.  and  were 
called  to  order  in  the  chamber  by  President 
McGRATH  at  5.45  p.  m.

Report  accepted;  said  order  passed,  yeas  20, 
naysO. 

2.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  today)  appropriating  $1,000  for  codifica- 
tion of  building  laws, — that  same  ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  said  order  passed,  yeas  20, 
nays  0. 

3.  Report  on  the  petition  of  Josephine  Martin 
(referred  January  11,  1932)  to  be  paid  an  annuity 
on  account  of  the  death  of  her  husband,  Frank  L. 
Martin,  late  member  of  the  Fire  Department, — 
recommending  the  passage  of  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
182  of  the  Acts  of  1930,  as  amended  by  chapter  241 
of  the  Acts  of  1930,  an  annuity  of  $1,600  be 
allowed  and  paid  to  Josephine  Martin,  widow  of 
Frank  L.  Martin,  a  member  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, who  died  December  1,  1931,  on  account  of 
injuries  received  in  the  performance  of  his  duty; 
said  annuity  being  made  up  of  allowances  as 
follows: 

For  the  widow,  Josephine  Martin,  so  long  as 
she  remains  unmarried,  $1,000  per  annum; 

For  each  of  the  following-named  children,  during 
such  time  as  he  or  she  is  under  the  age  of  eighteen 
or  over  said  age  and  physically  or  mentally  incapac- 
itated from  earning,  $200  per  annum : 
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Francis  Martin,  born  July  17,  1925;  Eugene 
Martin,  born  February  19,  1928;  Eileen  Martin, 
born  May  17,  1931, 

the  payments  to  date  from  December  2,  1931,  and 
to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  Fire  Depart- 
ment, Pensions  and  Annuities. 

Report  accepted;   order  passed. 

4.  Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  (referred 
today)  on  supplementary  city  and  county  appro- 
priations amounting  to  $1,676,100, — that  same 
ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  DOWD — I  am  going  to  move  you,  sir, 
that  we  vote  on  one  individual  item  there,  the 
item  of  $80,000  for  lighting  purposes.  Vote  on 
that  separately  if  there  is  no  objection. 

President  McGRATH— Councilor  Dowd  asks 
that  we  take  up  the  $80,000  item  for  lighting  and 
vote  on  it  at  this  time. 

Coun.  KELLY — I  want  to  make  a  statement.  I 
am  going  to  vote  for  the  $80,000,  but  I  feel  that 
the  Mayor  should  comply  with  the  order  passed 
by  the  honorable  body  a  few  weeks  ago,  and, 
incidentally,  which  he  promised  to  do  today.  He 
should  call  in  the  officials  of  the  Edison  Company 
and  ask  them  as  their  part  to  donate  current, — 
juice  that  was  supplied  for  every  third  light  instead 
of  taking  from  the  taxpayers  of  Boston  $80,000. 
They  are  taking  enough  every  year, — $18,000,000 
from  the  consumers  of  Boston,  and  over  $1,000,000 
in  round  figures  from  the  City  of  Boston  for  the 
lighting  of  streets  and  public  buildings.  I  under- 
stand, and  I  think  I  am  correctly  informed,  and 
not  contradicted  by  the  gentlemen  who  have  more 
knowledge  of  electricity  than  myself,  that  it  will 
cost  the  Edison  Company  practically  nothing  to 
turn  that  third  light  on.  The  pole  is  there  and  the 
bulb  is  there  and  all  it  needs  is  the  juice  to  be  con- 
tacted at  that  particular  point.  I  am  informed 
also  that  the  energy  is  wrasted  and  thrown  away 
after  it  has  gone  its  distance  and  it  is  a  wonder 
to  me  that  the  Mayor  of  Boston  does  not  call  in 
the  officials  of  the  Edison  Company  and  ask  them 
to  contribute  to  the  welfare  of  the  City  of  Boston 
this  thing  that  is  not  costing  them  anything.  It 
is  a  shame  that  he  allows  $80,000  to  be  paid.  We 
all  agree  that  we  need  the  lights,  but  the  Mayor 
of  Boston  before  he  allows  the  $80,000,  which  I 
will  vote  for,  I  hope  that  he  will  do  as  he  promised 
me  in  his  office  when  he  said  he  thought  it  was  a 
worthy  suggestion  and  that  he  will  call  in  the 
Edison  officials  and  ask  them  will  they  not  con- 
tribute lighting  for  the  rest  of  the  year. 

Coun.  NORTON — I  believe  that  if  a  study  was 
made  of  the  lighting  structure  in  Boston  it  will 
be  possible  to  eliminate  the  lights  for  the  business 
section  during  the  night  to  a  greater  extent  than 
has  been  done;  to  cut  out  lights  in  the  business 
and  warehouse  sections  of  the  city  as  is  now  taken 
out  of  the  residential  areas.  There  has  been  a 
survey  made  of  American  cities,  so  far  as  deleting 
lights  is  concerned,  by  the  Leland  Stanford  Uni- 
versity of  California,  in  which  they  say  it  is  possible 
to  cut  down  in  the  night  hours  in  the  business 
sections.  I  represent  a  home-owning  ward  where 
people  are  in  need  of  lights  and  where  I  walk  along 
a  street  where  there  is  hardly  a  house  and  find 
lights  stuck  up  in  trees  which  shows  there  has 
been  no  scientific  survey  made  of  this  lighting 
situation.  With  regard  to  what  Councilor  Kelly 
says  regarding  the  Edison  Company,  we  are  paying 
them  more  money  for  a  city  of  our  size  than  any 
other  city  in  America  pays  for  lighting  its  streets, 
but  under  the  present  circumstances  as  we  need 
the  lights,  I  think  it  is  possible  to  properly  light 
the  city  if  they  will  make  a  study  of  the  downtown 
business  and  warehouse  areas,  a  study  as  was 
made  by  the  Department  of  Government  in  that 
great  western  university  some  time  ago. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  lighting 
item  and  it  was  passed,  yeas  19,  nays  (Coun. 
Norton)  1. 

Coun.  DOWD — I  now  move  you  that  the  fol- 
lowing items  be  stricken  from  the  supplementary 
budget, — $7,000  for  the  Port  Authority,  because 
I  am  of  the  opinion  that  while  I  have  been  in  this 
Council  they  have  accomplished  nothing  so  far  as 
I  can  see.  Also  the  item  of  $9,000  stricken  out 
for  the  Public  Celebrations,  because  in  these  days 
we  should  curtail  and  not  entertain  to  the  extent 
of  the  expenditure  of  $9,000. 

President  McGRATH — The  question  now  comes 
on  the  motion  by  Councilor  Dowd  to  strike  out  the 
$7,000  for  Port  Authority,  and  $9,000  for  Public 
Celebrations. 


The  question  was  taken  and  the  Chair  declared 
the  motion  lost. 

Coun.  FISH — I  ask  that  those  two  items  shall 
be  voted  on  separately. 

Coun.  KELLY — I  don't  know  who  the  public 
celebrations  are,  but  a  year  or  two  ago  it  used  to 
be  $9,000  to  entertain  the  Japanese  prince  and 
princess  and  some  more  distinguished  people  that 
come  from  nowhere  across  the  sea.  I  understand 
that  $9,000  is  going  to  be  spent  mostly  on  digni- 
taries from  Washington  who  will  have  occasion 
to  visit  this  city  in  the  next  three  or  four  months 
to  study  something  in  connection  with  the  Federal 
Government  and  the '  Mayor  of  Boston  is  going 
to  give  them  a  reception  at  the  expense  of  the 
people  of  Boston  so  that  they  can  go  back  and 
perhaps  after  a  while  they  will  be  able  with  the 
good  reports  that  they  bring  back  of  the  nice 
reception  which  they  no  doubt  think  the  Mayor 
is  giving  them  personally,  but  it  will  be  at  the 
hands  of  the  taxpayers, —  they  will  go  back  to 
their  post  in  Washington  and  perhaps  they  will 
be  able  to  get  the  gentleman  a  job. 

Coun.  ROBERTS — I  ask  a  separate  vote  on 
those  two  items. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  $7,000 
for  Port  Authority.  The  item  was  adopted,  yeas 
17,  nays  3: 

Yeas  —  Coun.  Barker,  Brackman,  Burke,  Dono- 
van, Englert,  Fitzgerald,  Gallagher,  Gleason,  Green, 
Hein,  Lynch,  McGrath,  Murray,  Norton,  Power, 
Roberts,  Ruby— 17. 

Nays  —  Dowd,  Fitzgerald,  Kelly — 3. 

The  question  then  came  on  the  passage  of  the 
$9,000  appropriation  for  Public  Celebrations. 

Coun.  RUBY — Just  a  word  in  explanation  and 
I  hope  the  councilor  on  my  right  will  pardon  me 
for  so  doing,  but  I  don't  think  that  the  explanation 
given  by  the  councilor  from  Ward  13  is  correct 
because  I  assume  we  are  asked  to  vote  for  $9,000 
for  public  celebrations,  which  I  assume  will  be 
expended  on  Labor  Day,  Columbus  Day  and  those 
different  holidays  with  reference  to  which  cele- 
brations are  carried  but  under  the  suggestion 
made  by  the  councilor  from  Ward  15  it  would 
have  been  an  item  under  conventions  and  enter- 
tainment of  distinguished  guests  and  which  items 
are  not  being  voted  on. 

Coun.  KELLY — I  might  say  that  we  had  this 
order  in  executive  and  I  made  some  inquiries  from 
the  chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  and 
from  the  other  members  of  the  Council  and  no- 
body seemed  to  know  what  the  $9,000  was  for  at 
this  particular  time.  Of  course,  this  reference 
that  the  previous  speaker  made  to  a  previous 
budget  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  budget  passed 
a  few  months  ago  and  nothing  to  do  with  the  sup- 
plementary budget.  It  seems  to  me  that  if  it  was 
for  patriotic  celebrations,  observances  of  patriotic 
days,  somebody  from  the  Public  Celebrations 
Department  should  have  come  forward  and  ad- 
vanced the  reason  and  what  these  items  were  for 
instead  of  submitting  us  just  $9,000  for  public 
celebrations.  I  presume  this  is  $9,000  that  will 
not  be  spent  in  observance  of  patriotic  holidays  to 
come  the  rest  of  the  year,  but  it  is  spent  in  observ- 
ance and  in  celebrations  given  to  these  visitors 
that  come  on  here  from  Washington  as  members 
of  the  new  administration,  and  in  the  absence  of 
any  explanation  by  anybody  in  authority  on  this 
$9,000  I  am  forced  to  vote  against  it. 

Coun.  NORTON— $9,000  for  public  celebrations 
for  taking  somebody  over  to  the  Parker  House  and 
entertaining  them  in  this  year  when  we  have  a 
line  that  would  reach  from  Orient  Heights  to 
Readville  with  people  asking  for  charity  shows  how 
far  out  of  step  some  officials  are  with  actual  con- 
ditions. The  Mayor  of  Boston  talks  about  $9,000. 
I  may  be  wrong,  but  his  Honor  the  Mayor  said  I 
was  the  author  of  more  darned  fool  pet  theories 
than  anybody  he  knew  of.  Well,  if  you  take  the 
most  of  things  for  the  last  twenty  years  and  look 
over  the  things  he  has  espoused,  when  you  look 
through  this  record  of  the  objections  made  to  his 
Honor's  programs  and  howr  week  after  week  he  has 
turned  completely  around, — $9,000  of  public  cele- 
brations when  recipients  of  public  welfare  pour 
into  that  "house  of  horrors,"  and  the  Mayor 
sitting  there  complacently, — a  handsome  looking 
chief  executive  and  talking  with  an  air  of  finality 
and  tone  of  voice  tend  to  prove  he  represented  all 
that  was  excellent  in  executiveship  said  that 
nothing  could  be  done  about  that  public  welfare 
condition.  Now  he  comes  and  asks  for  $9,000  for 
this  office  out  here  that  officially  entertains.  It. 
does  seem  that  we  have  enough  millionaires  in 
Boston  to  entertain  the  so-called  social  leaders  to 
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put  their  hand  in  their  own  pockets  and  perform 
this  public,  duty.  I  cannot  understand  any  man 
asking  for  that  amount  of  money  today  when  we 
have  so  many  people  in  need.  There  are  5,000 
children  in  my  ward  alone  that  need  shoes  tonight, 
— or  tomorrow  somebody  remarked,  there  will  be 
more  tomorrow.  This  winter  is  going  to  be  the 
worst.  There  is  no  question  about  it.  A  year 
from  today,  gentlemen,  you  will  no  more  hear  a 
man  talking  about  public  works  than  you  will 
hear  them  talking  about  prosperity  is  around  the 
corner, — happy  days  are  here  again.  Only  yester- 
day they  were  hollering  out  to  play  it  up  again, 
boys.  The  leaders  who  would  start  that  today 
would  be  mobbed.  Prosperity  was  going  to  come 
around  in  three  months  from  now,  and  we  are 
flatter  on  our  backs  more  than  ever  and  a  study 
of  economics  will  prove  that  this  winter  is  going 
to  be  a  terrible  winter.  We  were  years  going 
into  this  depression  and  we  will  be  years  coming 
out,  even  giving  the  President  the  greatest  praise. 
Politics  is  not  the  answer,  so  I  cannot  vote  for  the 
$9,000.  I  voted  for  the  Port  Authority  because 
they  a.re  fighting  a  battle  which  may  mean  the  life 
of  our  port.  They  have  to  hire  attorneys  in 
Washington  and  that  costs  money.  I  vote  for 
that  because  it  may  mean  the  future  of  our  port 
and  the  future  of  our  city,  but  wrhen  it  comes  to 
voting  .$9,000  with  these  terrible  conditions  with 
120,000  families  in  Boston  asking  for  something  to 
eat,  I  cannot  vote  for  it. 

Coun.  BURKE — Last  May  the  question  of 
Dorchester  Day  celebration  came  up  and  I  being  a 
Dorchester  ward  councilor  went  to  the  Mayor  and 
asked  him  if  it  would  be  possible  to  give  some 
money  towards  the  celebration  of  Dorchester  Day 
and  I  was  informed  it  would  be  impossible;  that 
the  money  was  needed  for  the  Welfare  Depart- 
ment; if  it  was  true  then,  it  is  true  now,  and  I 
believe  somebody  in  the  Celebrations  Department 
has  taken  the  Mayor  at  a  time  when  he  has  been  in  a 
position  to  be  swayed.  I  don't  believe  his  answer 
today  would  be  any  different  than  in  May  when  he 
said  money  is  needed  for  the  Welfare  Department 
and  I  feel  bound  to  say  that  the  Celebrations  De- 
partment can  get  along  without  the  money  now  as 
well  as  they  could  in  June  because  it  is  just  as  much 
needed  at  the  present  time  as  it  was  in  June  for  the 
Welfare^.  Department,  and  for  that  reason  I  am 
going  to  vote  against  it. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN — I  am  going  to  vote  in 
favor  of  this  appropriation.  In  the  past  this 
appropriation  was  extremely  larger,  running  into 
many  thousand  dollars.  It  has  been  cut  to  prac- 
tically nothing  in  comparison  with  the  amounts 
spent  previously.  I  don't  believe  in  these  days 
of  the  depression  every  nickel  should  be  cut  out 
for  public  celebrations  and  that  the  city  should 
put  up  black  flags  and  everybody  go  into  mourning. 
We  have  to  keep  up  the  courage  of  the  people  in 
spending  a  small  amount  of  money  which  is 
spread  over  the  entire  City  of  Boston  and  as 
borne  by  the  entire  number  of  taxpayers  in  the 
city  amounts  to  practically  nothing.  I  don't 
think  we  ought  to  have  this  great  speech  about 
welfare.  I  think  we  are  fortunate  in  being  able 
to  meet  our  welfare  budget  and  I  think  that 
$9,000  can  be  spent  for  this  purpose  at  this  time. 

Coun.  DOWD — At  the  outset  of  this  year  the 
Public  Celebrations  Committee  was  asked  to 
submit  their  budget,  which  they  did,  and  this 
Council  gave  them  the  money  which  they  asked 
for.  Now,  they  come  back  and  ask  for  $9,000 
more.  The  reason  I  am  not  voting  for  it  is  that 
there  is  rank  discrimination  in  the  Public  Cele- 
brations Committee, — and  I  am  not  blaming  the 
man  at  the  head  of  the  department.  There  are 
twenty-two  wards  in  the  city  and  twenty-two 
men  elected  to  represent  them  and  there  isn't 
any  logical  reason  why  any  one  ward  should  be 
given  more  money  on  a  public  holiday  than  a 
man  in  another  ward.  Every  individual  pays 
their  taxes  the  same  as  every  other  individual 
and  if  there  is  $500  to  be  spent  in  each  ward  it 
should  be  given  the  same  in  every  ward,  but  the 
children  living  in  the  poorer  sections  do  not  receive 
the  courtesies  or  favors  or  the  money  that  the 
children  living  in  other  sections  who  are  better 
able  to  procure  them  for  themselves,  and  there- 
fore I  am  voting  against  it  because  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  there  is  rank  discrimination  and 
therefore  I  am  not  voting  for  the  order. 

Coun.  ROBERTS — I  do  not  desire  to  continue 
the  discussion  any  further,  but  would  simply  like 
to  say  that  one  of  the  most  criticized  departments 
is  the  Department  of  Public  Celebrations  and  at 
the  time  we  had  this  under  consideration  in  the 


Committee  on  Appropriations  we  had  objections 
from  practically  every  outside  organization  that 
had  an  interest  in  the  budget.  We  passed  one 
budget.  I  don't  think  there  is  any  reason  to 
increase  this  by  an  additional  appropriation. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  item 
of  $9,000  for  Public  Celebrations.  The  item  was 
passed,  yeas  15,  nays  5: 

Yeas — Barker,  Brackman,  Donovan,  Englert, 
Fish,  Fitzgerald,  Gallagher,  Gleason,  Green,  Hein, 
Lynch,  McGrath,  Murray,  Power,  Ruby— 15. 

Nays — Burke,  Dowd,  Kelly,  Norton,  Roberts — 5. 

The  question  then  came  on  the  passage  of  all 
the  remaining  items. 

Coun.  NORTON — I  rise  on  a  point  of  informa- 
tion. How  much  is  in  this  budget  for  the  Public 
Welfare,  if  any? 

President  McGRATH— 8525,000. 

Coun.  NORTON — I  respectfully  ask  that  that 
particular  item  be  voted  on  separately,  Mr. 
President. 

President  McGRATH — Councilor  Norton  asks 
that  we  take  up  at  this  time  the  item  of  $525,000 
for  Public  Welfare. 

The  item  was  passed,  yeas  20,  nays  0. 

Coun.  NORTON; — I  rise  to  a  point  of  informa- 
tion. In  the  remaining  items  is  there  any  item 
for  hospital? 

President  McGRATH— $34,000  for  hospitals. 

Coun.  NORTON — I  respectfully  request  a  vote 
on  that  separately.  The  question  came  on  the 
passage  of  the  item  of  $34,000  for  hospitals. 

The  item  was  passed,  yeas  20,  nays  0. 

Coun.  NORTON— I  would  like  to  have  read 
the  remaining  items. 

President  McGRATH— The  clerk  will  read  the 
remaining  items. 

The  clerk  read  the  remaining  items  of  the 
supplementary  budget- 
President  McGRATH — Those  are  the  remaining 
items. 

Coun.  KELLY — If  it  is  in  order,  I  would  like 
to  have  voted  on  separately, — in  fact,  I  make  a 
motion  that  the  vote  on  the  Health  Department, 
$30,000,  $15,000  for  the  Institutions,  and  the  item 
for  the  Long  Island  Hospital  separately,  but 
together. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  said 
three  items. 

The  said  three  items  were  passed,  yeas  20,  nays  0. 

Coun.  FISH — I  move  that  the  balance  of  the 
budget  lay  on  the  table  for  a  week. 

A  motion  to  lay  the  balance  of  the  budget  on 
the  table  for  one  week  lost. 

The  question  then  came  on  the  passage  of  the 
balance  of  the  budget. 

The  remaining  items  in  the  budget  passed,  yeas 
17,  nays  3:

COUNTY  APPROPRIATIONS   ORDER. 

Coun.  HEIN  called  up,  under  unfinished 
business,  No.  4  on  the  calender,  viz.: 

4.  Ordered,  That  to  meet  the  current  expenses 
payable  during  the  financial  year  beginning  with 
the  first  day  of  January,  1933,  for  performing  the 
duties  and  exercising  the  powers  devolved  by 
statute  or  ordinance,  or  by  vote  of  the  City  Council 
during  the  year,  upon  the  County  of  Suffolk  or  the 
departments  or  officers  thereof,  the  respective 
sums  of  money  specified  in  the  tables  and  schedules 
hereinafter  set  out  be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby 
appropriated  for  the  several  departments  and  for 
the  objects  and  purposes  hereinafter  stated, 
that  the  same  be  raised  by  taxation  to  the  amount 
of  $42,950  upon  the  polls  and  estates  in  the  City 
of  Boston,  and  that  all  orders  heretofore  passed 
by  the  City  Council  relating  to  appropriations  and 
taxes  and  the  interest  thereon  apply  to  the  taxes 
herein  provided  for. 

The  question  came  on  taking  the  order  from 
table. 

The  motion  was  lost. 


SPECIAL   SESSION  OF  THE  LEGISLATURE. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Boston  City 
Council   that   his   Honor  the   Mayor  request   the 
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Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  to  call  a  special 
session  of  the  Legislature  to  make  provision  for 
the  City  of  Boston  in  the  elimination  of  the  so- 
called  slum  housing. 

Coun.  NORTON— The  Mayor  of  Boston  pro- 
posed an  important  question  when  he  asked  what 
I  would  do  with  the  323,000,000.  The  first  thing 
I  would  do  with  it,  instead  of  spending  it  for  play- 
grounds and  pleasure  roads  around  Castle  Island 
and  parking  spaces  in  the  South  Boston  dumps, — 
the  first  thing  I  would  do  would  be  to  provide 
for  the  elimination  of  the  slums. 

Coun.  DONOVAN — I  object  to  the  "dumps." 

Coun.  NORTON — I  don't  know  what  you 
would  call  it, —  with  the  Young  Barrel  Company 
dumping  in  that  area  filled  by  the  Commonwealth. 

Coun.  DONOVAN— They  are  not  dumps,  but 
the  dredging  that  has  been  done  has  been  covered 
by  a  cinder  fill  to  keep  the  dust  down. 

Coun.  NORTON — I  would  ask  the  councilor  to 
differentiate  between  a  dump  fill  and  a  dump, 
but  since  we  haven't  a  dictionary  here  at  the 
present  time,  I  won't  press  that  question.  I  am 
not  reflecting  upon  the  glory  of  South  Boston, 
but  they  have  a  tremendous  area  used  to  fill  in 
and  I  will  accept  that  correction.  Instead  of 
spending  this  money  for  park  improvements, 
beach  improvements,  with  a  line  of  hungry  people, 
I  would  use  that,  Mr.  President,  to  eliminate  the 
slums  in  Boston  and  $23,000,000  isn't  any  too 
much  to  start  with,  and  with  that  start  in  mind, 
I  believe  the  Mayor  of  Boston  should  demand 
that  the  Governor  call  a  special  session  in  these 
acute  times  when  we  think  the  Legislature  under 
the  present  circumstances  would  favorably  look 
upon  the  allowance  of  anything  spent  in  Boston 
for  the  elimination  of  the  slums. 

Order  passed  under  suspension  of  the  rules. 


AIR-CONDITIONING,    BOSTON    CITY 
HOSPITAL. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  be  requested 
to  consider  the  advisability  of  requesting  the 
Trustees  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital  to  air-con- 
dition, refrigerate,  a  section  of  one  of  the  new 
hospital  buildings. 

Coun.  NORTON — A  year  ago  in  the  Boston 
City  Hospital  I  had  rccasion  to  visit  a  patient 
who  complained  of  the  extreme  heat.  In  the 
period  that  has  gone  on  since  that  time  I  have 
asked  the  American  Medical  Association  to  col- 
laborate for  me  information  from  a  medical  stand- 
point regarding  the  cooling  off  of  a  certain  section 
and  they  have  collaborated  with  the  Harvard 
School  of  Public  Health.  I  think  that  during  the 
hot  weeks  of  the  summer  the  Boston  City  Hospital 
is  one  of  the  hottest  points  in  the  city, — although 
the  Mayor  felt  it  was  very  cool  there  at  night. 
I  have  had  occasion  to  go  down  to  that  battery 
of  red  brick  and  concrete,  baking  in  the  sun,  and 
have  seen  thousands  of  patients  suffering  from 
fever  and  it  does  seem  we  could  artificially 
refrigerate  it  for  these  unfortunates.  Now,  I  had 
anticipated  from  the  medical  authorities  objections 
to  central  heating  of  homes  150  years  ago  and  they 
said  to  heat  the  homes  in  Boston  the  health  would 
be  undermined  and  here  is  the  last  word  from  the 
American  Medical  Association,  Harvard,  in  which 
they  say  that  certain  patients  are  in  need  of  a 
room  where  the  air  has  been  air-conditioned  in 
Boston  during  the  hot  weeks  of  the  summer  and 
I  ask  that  this  order  be  sent  to  the  trustees  of  the 
hospital. 

Order  passed  under  suspension  of  the  rules. 


JOSEPH   A.  LOGAN   SQUARE. 
Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,   That   the   square   at   the   junction   of 
River  street  and  Fairmount  avenue,  Hyde  Park, 
now   known   as   Everett   square,    be    named    and 
hereafter  known  as  Joseph  A.  Logan  square. 

Coun.  NORTON — I  have  requested  that  the 
statement  I  have  sent  to  the  clerk  be  incorporated 
in  the  record  regarding  the  life  of  the  late  Joseph 


A.  Logan.  In  past  years  I  have  spoken  on  about 
every  subject  in  this  honorable  body  and  it  has 
been  extremely  kind,  but  this  is  one  occasion 
when  I  am  unable  to  properly  describe  the  life 
and  character  of  perhaps  the  best  friend  I  had, — 
the  man  who  sent  me  here  to  the  Council  and 
without  whose  help  I  would  not  have  received  five 
votes.  Some  one  has  said  that  the  greatest  feel- 
ings of  the  human  heart  had  never  been  expressed 
in  writing  or  in  words  and  I  will  allow  this  state- 
ment to  go  at  that.  I  have  sent  to  the  clerk  a 
statement  regarding  the  life  of  the  late  Repre- 
sentative Joseph  A.  Logan  and  ask  that  this  square 
named  Edward  Everett,  which  was  named  when 
we  were  inc  rporated  as  a  town,  that  this  square 
where  Joseph  worked  and  spent  his  time  be  named 
after  our  late  friend.  He  was  the  first  boy  from 
the  district  to  go  to  the  war.  He  organized  the 
American  Legion  Post  there.  How  can  we  better 
teach  the  plain  principles  of  pure  Americanism 
than  erecting  a  monument  in  that  square  depict- 
ing Joe  as  he  stepped  forth  to  go  to  war  in  1917 
in  answer  to  the  call  of  President  Wilson  and  was 
the  first  boy  from  that  section  to  set  his  foot  upon 
the  soil  of  France. 

Order  passed  under  suspension  of  the  rules. 

The  following  is  the  statement  submitted  by 
Coun.  Norton: 

Great  men  die,  but  the  memory  of  their  good 
deeds  five  forever,  said  a  great  ancient,  Cicero. 
A  few  weeks  ago  the  late  Representative  Joseph  A. 
Logan  of  Hyde  Park  passed  on.  He  was  a  leading 
citizen  of  our  district.  More  than  this,  he  made 
an  outstanding  contribution  to  the  public  weal, 
to  the  common  poor  people,  over  a  period  of 
years.  His  public  service  was  that  of  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  people  who  never  betrayed  their 
interests. 

Gifted  by  the  Almighty  with  an  extraordinary 
mental  capacity,  he  used  this  God-given  gift  in  the 
interest  of  the  friendless,  the  unknown  and  the 
poor.  Practicing  law  in  his  home  section  for  over 
ten  years,  enjoying  a  lucrative  practice,  what 
more  eloquent  thing  can  be  said  of  him  than  the 
fact  that  he  died  poor.  He  never  refused  a 
worthy  request  for  charity.  No  one  ever  appealed 
to  him  who  went  away  empty-handed.  He  made 
thousands  upon  thousands  of  dollars,  but  passed 
on  a  poor  man,  as  he  desired  to.  He  loved  his 
people  and  his  people  loved  him.  This  was  evi- 
denced by  one  of  the  greatest  outpourings  of  a 
people,  when  thousands  lined  the  streets  in  a  mark 
of  tribute  and  respect,  the  day  that  he  was  buried. 

In  1917,  when  the  late  Woodrow  Wilson  called 
the  youth  of  America  to  arms,  our  Joe  was  the 
first  boy  to  reach  France  in  answer  to  that  call, 
ready  and  willing  to  lay  down  his  life  for  his 
country.  He  typified  the  finest  of  American 
ideals,  as  the  late  General  Edwards  on  one  occa- 
sion remarked.  He  returned  home,  organized  the 
American  Legion  in  our  district  and  was  the  first 
commander.  His  unselfish  efforts  in  the  interests 
of  the  public  weal,  was  responsible  for  my  coming 
to  the  Council.  Without  his  aid,  I  never  could 
have  been  a  member  of  this  honorable  body.  I 
was  only  one  of  many  that  he  assisted. 

These  are  times  when  most  eloquent  words 
cannot  convey  poignant  human  feelings.  The 
deeper  feelings  and  longings  of  the  human  heart 
have  never  been  expressed  in  writing.  This  is  one 
occasion  when  I  feel  that  my  feeble  efforts  to  por- 
tray in  words  a  great  character  is  an  utter  futility. 
It  would  take  the  tongue  of  a  Cicero,  the  genius 
of  a  Michelangelo  to  do  so. 

The  power  of  example  is  mighty.  By  naming 
the  square  after  a  friend,  by  holding  up  to  the 
people  of  our  district,  to  thousands  yet  unborn, 
the  ideals  which  the  life  of  the  late  Joseph  A.  Logan 
exemplified,  we  will  be  perpetuating  real  Ameri- 
canism in  its  higher  form. 

In  Boston,  today,  we  have  two  squares  named 
after  the  late  eminent  Edward  Everett.  This 
order  proposes  that  the  square  named  after  this 
great  man  in  Hyde  Park  be  renamed  Joseph  A. 
Logan  square.  In  this  square  and  close  by  it  Joe 
spent  much  of  his  life.  He  had  his  office  in  this 
square.  He  was  to  be  found  of  a  night  standing 
about  it,  hearing  the  requests  and  appeals  of  his 
people.  He  loved  this  area.  His  friends  propose 
that  if  this  square  is  renamed,  a  fitting  monument 
be  erected  to  the  honor  and  memory  of  one  of  the 
most  eminent  citizens  our  district  has  ever  pro- 
duced,— our  Joe. 
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We,  the  undersigned,  respectfully  request  that 
f  ho  Slreet  Commissioners  favorably  consider  the 
matter  of  renaming  Everett,  square,  Hyde  Park, 
to  that  of  Joseph  A.  Logan  square,  since  there 
are  two  Everett  squares  in  Boston.

FINANCE    COMMITTEE    REPORT. 

Coun.  DOWD,  for  the  Finance  Committee, 
submitted  a  report  on  order  of  the  Mayor 
(referred  July  31),  submitting  public  works 
program  of  $23,500,000, — recommending  order 
ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question 
came  on   passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  the  Committee 
on  Finance  held  meetings  every  day  last  week 
and  a  public  hearing  this  morning  on  the 
$23,000,000  as  submitted  by  the  Mayor  of  Bos- 
ton. It  is  absolutely  impossible  to  get  a 
majority  of  the  committee  to  agree  on  the 
individual  items,  so  in  order  to  bring  this 
program  to  the  attention  of  the  Council,  we 
are  bringing  it  in,  "Report  ought  to  pass," 
but  I  want  you,  Mr.  President,  and  members 
of  the  Council,  to  understand  that  that  is 
not  the  sense  of  the  committee.  We  are  simply 
doing  that  in  order  that  we  might  bring  it 
before  the  Council  today  and  act  one  way 
or  the  other.  Mr.  President,  we  are  asked 
to  expend  $23,500,000.  Seventy  per  cent  of 
that  will  be  paid  by  the  taxpayers  of  Boston 
over  a  period  of  twenty  years,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  tunnel,  which  will  have  a  bond 
isslue  of  forty-five  years.  Thirty  per  cent  will 
be  an  outright  grant  by  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment. Now,  gentlemen,  let  us  disillusion  our- 
selves. The  $17,000,000  we  are  borrowing,  the 
City  of  Boston  has  got  to  pay  back.  That 
means  that  for  the  next  twenty  years,  accord- 
ing to  Mr.  Carven  and  information  he  gave 
our  committee,  coming  out  of  the  tax  levy 
of  the  citizens  of  Boston  will  be  the  sum  of 
$1,250,000,  or  about  66  cents  in  your  tax 
rate  every  year  for  the  next  twenty  years. 
In  addition  to  that,  we  find  in  the  first  item, 
namely,  the  tunnel,  for  which  we  are  asked 
$8,500,000, — it    seems    to    be   the    consensus    of 
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opinion  of  the  committee  that  this  is  the 
one  item  we  should  pass.  We  had  before  us 
Mr.  Rothwell,  chairman  of  the  Elevated  di- 
rectors, and  he  stated  that  in  his  opinion  it 
was  absurd  to  spend  any  great  amount  of 
money,  but  those  who  listened  to  Mr.  Roth- 
well were  listening  to  him  talk  about  his  own 
program,  which  would  be  underpasses  and 
overpasses  for  Huntington  avenue  and  that 
would  cost  over  $4,000,000.  He  was  in  accord 
with  that  program,  but  was  not  in  accord 
with  this  program.  The  other  director  who 
attended,  Mr.  Richards,  said  he  would  un- 
doubtedly vote  for  the  Huntington  Avenue 
Tunnel.  Personally,  as  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee, that  is  one  project  that  I  intend  to 
vote  for,  and  I  intend  to  give  the  members 
of  the  Council  my  reasons  from  the  informa- 
tion that  I  have  received.  Let  us  take  the 
Governor  Square  Tunnel.  That  was  built  by 
day  labor.  Labor  organizations,  the  American 
Legion  and  other  organizations  were  before 
us.  They  were  satisfied  with  the  way  the 
tunnel  was  constructed.  Of  the  $5,000,000 
expended,  $2,600,000  was  paid  to  day  labor, — 
paid  off  the  city  pay  roll.  Commissioner  Lydon 
said  that  job  alone  saved  his  department 
$2,000,000.  We  are  faced  now  with  $8,500,000. 
Two  and  one-half  millions,  which  is  an  out- 
right grant  by  the  Federal  Government,  and 
the  other  six  millions  over  a  bonded  period  of 
forty-five  years.  $6,000,000,  and  if  the  statistics 
we  have  received  are  correct,  then  it  is  safe 
to  assume  that  $4,600,000  of  the  $6,000,000 
that  we  are  going  to  spend  will  be  paid  in 
day  labor.  There  is  no  contractor  in  this 
racket  whatsoever,  and  I  want  to  state  very 
plainly,  despite  what  we  have  seen  in  the 
papers,  that  Dowd  was  now  a  supporter  of 
the  Mayor, — that  Dowd  and  Curley  had  buried 
the  hatchet, — it  can  never  be  so  so  long  as 
the  Mayor  of  Boston  wants  to  give  to  con- 
tractors what  he  wants  to  give  them  on  this 
program  from  $17,000,000.  I  am  satisfied  to 
vote  for  every  item  on  that  program  if  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  says  we  will  spend  the  money 
the  same  as  we  are  spending  it  on  the  subway 
in  day  labor.  Let  us  get  back  to  the  tunnel 
for  just  a  moment.  The  tunnel  project  ac- 
cording to  Commissioner  Sullivan  would  put 
3,000  men  to  work.  At  the  present  time  we 
have  2,700  on  the  Soldiers'  Relief  roll.  Fifty 
per  cent  would  not  be  able  to  work  on  that 
project.  That  means  we  have  got  to  go  to 
the  Civil  Service  and  take  the  remaining  men. 
The  Building  Trades  Council  said  we  will  work 
under  the  Federal  code,  which  was  thirty  hours 
a  week,  and  4,000  men  would  be  put  to  work 
according  to  their  estimate.  Then  we  are 
asking  you  to  do  this  :  Put  4,000  men  to  work 
at  an  estimated  cost  of  $6,000,000,  partly  on 
the  Government.  $4,500,000  will  be  paid  to 
day  laborers  and  not  to  any  contractor.  Mr. 
Rothwell  says  it  is  not  going  to  increase  the 
riding  public.  It  might  increase  the  deficit. 
Mr.  Richards,  the  other  director,  disagrees 
with  him.  I  say  there  is  no  man  who  can  tell 
us  what  rapid  transit  in  that  section  will  do. 
We  have  seen  what  it  has  done  in  other  sec- 
tions and  if  it  does  nothing  more  than  give 
4,000  men  a  chance  to  earn  an  honest  dollar 
instead  of  pauperizing  themselves,  then  I  say 
we  should  give  it  to  them  in  so  far  as  we 
can  possibly  do  so.  There  is  one  thing  I 
want  to  call  to  the  attention  of  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  and  to  the  Transit  Commissioner  and 
that  is  this  :  That  on  the  Governor  square  job 
they  paid  to  two  concerns,  without  any  bid- 
ding whatsoever,  because  there  were  only 
two  in  the  business,  $370,000  for  mixed  con- 
crete. The  labor  organizations  state  that 
concrete  can  be  mixed  on  the  job  with  a 
saving  of  20  per  cent  and  that  20  per  cent 
more  men  can  be  placed  to  work,  and  when 
that  loan  order  comes  'before  us  I  am  going 
to  insist  that  no  mixed  concrete  be  used  on 
the  tunnel  job.  So  much  for  the  tunnel. 
The  next  item  is  sewerage  construction, — 
$3,000,000.  The  committee  heard  Commissioner 
Rourke  when  he  said  this  was  a  big  sewerage 
job  and   we  have   got  to  use  machines.     What 


is  the  interpretation  of  this  order  ?  What  did 
the  President  mean  when  he  forced  Congress 
to  pass  $3,300,000,000?  He  wanted  to  create 
employment  and  every  individual  here  knows 
that  on  a  $3,000,000  sewerage  job  with  ma- 
chinery 300  men  at  the  outset  will  go  to 
work  and  those  300  men  will  be  relatives ; 
will  be  relatives  of  the  contractors  that  gets 
the  jobs,  and  for  that  reason  I  am  voting 
against  the  $3,000,000  sewerage  job.  Now, 
on  the  reconstruction  of  streets,  if  I  had 
my  way  about  it,  I  would  take  the  other 
$16,000,000  that  is  left  over  and  I  would  take 
from  the  city  pay  rolls  7,500  men.  The 
Federal  code  would  'be  around  60  cents  an 
hour,  or  $18  a  week.  7,500  men  could  be 
put  to  work  on  the  streets  of  Boston  with 
the  expenditure  of  $16,500,000,  and  I  do  not  . 
mean  by  that  to  give  it  to  contractors.  I 
mean  to  have  our  own  force  do  it  and  when 
they  tell  you  we  cannot  do  it,  they  are  incon- 
sistent, because  if  we  can  build  tunnels, 
then  surely  we  can  build  street  construction, 
and  I  say  to  the  Mayor,  while  I  am  voting 
against  everything  but  his  subway  and  hos- 
pitals, I  will  gladly  vote  for  $17,000,000  to 
employ  7,500  men  for  fifteen  months, —  total 
$9,000,000,  allowing  for  $5,000,000  more  which 
would  pay  for  machinery  and  everything  else 
they  desired  to  use  on  the  job.  No.  4, — 
hospital  buildings, — I  am  going  to  vote  for 
that,  not  because  it  is  going  to  employ  labor. 
It  isn't.  We  have  seen  million-dollar  schools 
in  Boston  before.  They  employed  how  many 
men  ?  I  have  got  the  figures, — ninety-three  men 
employed  on  the  last  school  and  I  also  found 
out  where  they  came  from.  Fifty-three  came 
from  anywhere  from  Chicopee  to  Holyoke, — 
North  Adams,  Quincy,  Hudson  and  Maynard, 
and  so  forth.  Only  about  thirty-five  or  forty 
men  got  employment  for  all  that  million 
dollars.  If  we  are  going  to  vote  this  money, 
then  we  have  got  to  vote  on  some  project 
that  would  place  men  to  work.  The  Mayor 
of  Boston  and  Mr.  Rothwell  are  not  interested 
in  the  tearing  down  of  that  eyesore  structm-e 
from  Charlestown  to  Forest  Hills,  and  I  am 
in  sympathy  with  the  councilors  from  Jamaica 
Plain  and  West  Roxbury  where  they  ask  to 
have  their  branch  railroad  electrified.  They 
are  entitled  to  some  consideration  out  there, 
but  you  are  getting  none  in  the  program  of 
the  Mayor.  Place  a  tunnel  through  the  heart 
of  the  city  and  increase  taxable  property  at 
least  25  per  cent.  The  sixth  item, — an  item 
of  $800,000  for  high  service  pipe  extension, 
which  I  am  voting  against.  Sixth, — South 
Boston  Strandway  improvements,  costing  a 
million  and  a  half  dollars.  Joe  Rourke,  now 
retired,  said  to  us,  "The  Park  Department, 
gentlemen,  that  is  nothing  but  a  luxury"  and 
the  Mayor  of  Boston  would  have  you  spend 
$1,500,000  on  the  luxury  to  build  the  lagoon, 
flower  gardens,  plazas,  benches  and  tables, 
and  how  many  men  are  going  to  work  on  it? 
This  is  not  a  program  to  relieve  unemploy- 
ment. This  is  the  last  dying  gasp  and  most 
daring  attempt  ever  made  on  the  part  of 
the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  raid  the  city  treasury 
in  the  last  few  months  of  his  administration. 
I  say  to  you,  bear  in  mind  that  these  projects 
are  not  going  to  be  undertaken  within  two 
or  three  months.  They  will  probably  be  six  or 
seven  months.  Then  why  should  we  take  and 
give  all  this  money  to  this  Mayor  when  the 
incoming  Mayor,  whoever  he  may  be,  will  be 
the  man  who  will  direct  the  policies,  but 
he  won't  be  the  man  who  lets  the  contracts? 
Is  there  anybody  here  who  can  justify  voting 
for  this  when  you  look  over  that  program 
and  see  $8,000,000  worth  of  public  buildings ; 
$8,000,000  and  the  first  item  we  come 
to  is  the  architect,  $480,000,  given  immediately 
to  the  architect.  Is  that  going  to  relieve  un- 
employment any  ?  I  don't  think  it  is,  gentle- 
men. Now  Item  7, — and  he  wants  to  build 
swimming  pools  throughout  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton and  we  invited  Doctor  Mahoney  to  come 
here,  but  the  doctor  didn't  appear.  He  knew 
what  I  wanted  to  ask  him ;  that  I  was  going 
to  ask  him,  "Wasn't  it  you,  Doctor,  that 
condemned  certain  outdoor  swimming  pools  in 
Boston    some    years   ago,"    and   I   refer    to    the 
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one  in  my  district,  Orchard  Park, — and  now 
they  want  to  spend  money  on  wading  pools. 
In  the  Memorial  High  School  they  spent 
$80,000  and  it  is  holding  ground  for  a  couple 
of  aeroplanes.  Schoolhouse  construction,  I  am 
against  for  the  reason  it  won't  place  any- 
body to  work,  for  the  reason  that  the  building 
trades  of  Boston  tell  the  contractors  who  shall 
go  to  work  and  as  I  pointed  out  to  you  on  a 
million-dollar  project,  there  are  not  forty  men 
from  the  City  of  Boston  that  get  work.  If 
you  say  that  is  creating  employment,  then  I 
am  afraid  I  will  have  to  disagree  with  you. 
Construction  of  buildings  in  various  yards  of 
the  Public  Works  Department  at  an  estimated 
cost  of  $500,000.  They  want  to  spend  a  half 
a  million  dollars  so  they  can  put  their  tools 
and  old  teams  and  old  junk  in  the  various 
public  yards  of  Boston  in  these  proposed  build- 
ings while  the  taxpayers  of  Boston  are  stag- 
gering under  the  load.  The  construction  of  new 
police  stations,  $600,000.  I  am  against  that 
for  the  reason  it  won't  place  men  to  work  and 
they  can  wait  until  times  are  better.  Then 
I  come  to  the  joker  of  them  all, — No.  12', — 
construction  of  new  prison  building  and  din- 
ing hall  at  the  House  of  Correction,  Deer 
Island,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $800,000. 
Mayor  Curley  says  Douglas  is  an  ass  and 
that  Norton  has  pet  theories  that  are  not 
worth  a  damn.  Well,  I  don't  know  what  we 
should  call  ourselves  if  we  voted  $800,000  to 
build  a  dining-room  or  anything  else  at  the 
Deer  Island  institution.  Those  men  are  get- 
ting better  treatment  than  40  per  cent  of  our 
population  at  the  present  time.  So,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, I  say  to  you  that  I  am  personally  of 
the  opinion  that  these  projects  should  be  sent 
back  to  the  Mayor  of  Boston.  I  am  willing  to 
vote  for  three  things.  This  program  that  we 
have  now  is  a  piecemeal  proposition.  After 
they  are  all  done  and  accomplished,  what  have 
we  got?  I  say  to  the  councilors  from  West 
Roxbury  and  Jamaica  Plain  I  think  their 
idea  in  electrifying  the  railroad  from  Forest 
Hills  out  is  a  splendid  one.  You  people  should 
be  given  some  consideration.  I  will  vote  to 
spend  the  balance  of  $14,000,000  or  $15,000,000 
on  the  tearing  down  of  the  elevated  and  start- 
ing a  tunnel  either  at  the  Charlestown  end  or 
the  Forest  Hills  end.  I  will  vote  for  $15,000,000 
for  street  work.  I  will  vote  for  anything 
providing  the  contractor  hasn't  got  his  hand 
into  the  affair.  This  is  not  a  program  to 
relieve  the  unemployment  situation,  gentlemen. 
When  you  stop  to  think,  the  tunnel  will  place 
4,000  men  to  work  and  the  other  $17,000,000 
won't  place  2,500  men  to  work;  the  other 
$17,000,000  given  over  to  the  hands  of  the 
contractors.  All  real  estate  and  land  sharks 
and  bag  men  are  on  this  project  seeing  what 
they  can  get  their  hands  on.  I  pay  my  compli- 
ments to  a  few  of  the  organizations  that  have 
been  screeching  economy  for  the  last  year  and 
when  they  got  the  opportunity  of  coming  in 
here  on  a  $23,000,000  proposition  they  failed 
to  appear.  I  am  referring  to  the  Equal  Tax 
League,  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Na- 
tional Economy  League,  the  Boston  Finance 
Commission,  Boston  Real  Estate  Exchange  and 
the  Massachusetts  Real  Estate  Exchange  who 
failed  to  appear  at  the  public  hearing  this 
morning.  So,  Mr.  President  and  members  of 
this  Council,  in  closing  I  say  we  have  two 
things  to  think  of :  What  is  the  financial 
burden  on  the  City  of  Boston  for  the  next 
twenty  years, — $1,250,000, — and  bear  in  mind 
that  this  very  program  we  are  now  voting 
on  might  be  the  cause  of  forcing  the  incom- 
ing Mayor  to  cut  further  city  salaries.  It 
might  be  the  cause  of  cutting  the  public  wel- 
fare. We  owe  a  duty  first  to  feed  the  poor 
and  take  care  of  our  institutions  and  not  to 
take  care  of  any  of  the  contractors  in  the  City 
of  Boston.  Is  there  anybody  who  can  justify 
his  vote  on  these  projects?  I  don't  think 
there  is.  I  think  it  is  about  time.  We  have 
only  a  few  months  to  go.  We  are  all  can- 
didates for  re-election.  You  are  not  going 
to  put  anybody  to  work  on  a  million-dollar 
school.  You  are  not  going  to  put  anybody 
to  work  on  a  million-dollar  sewerage  job.  You 
know  that  just  as  well  as  I  do.  Go  to  any 
sewerage    job     and    see    how    many    men    are 


working  and  see  how  many  can  speak  the 
language  you  and  I  speak.  The  same  thing 
will  happen  here  unless  we  put  the  clamps 
on  them.  I  disagree  entirely  with  the  pro- 
gram as  outlined  by  the  Mayor  of  Boston. 
I  want  to  cooperate  with  him,  but  I  cannot 
under  the  circumstances.  I  will  vote  for  any- 
thing that  the  Mayor  wants  that  will  be  work 
for  the  individuals  and  not  money  for  the 
contractors. 

Coun.  KELLY — May  I  ask  a  question, — if 
we  are  going  to  put  those  different  items  to 
a   vote  individually. 

President  MoGRATH — We  will  take  the  items 
up    separately. 

Coun.  KELLY — Then  I  suppose  I  may  as 
well  make  whatever  remarks  I  have  and  then 
vote  accordingly.  As  a  member  of  the  Finance 
Committee  of  the  Council  I  believe  that  part 
of  this  program  is  worthy  of  serious  con- 
sideration :  worthy  of  the  approval  of  the 
Federal  'Board  appointed  by  the  President  of 
the  United  States  to  O.  K.  these  particular 
measures.  I  am  in  favor  of  the  tunnel  for 
the  simple  reason, — not  because  I  believe  it 
is  going  to  relieve  traffic  or  going  to  bring 
any  heavy  revenue  to  the  city, — but  because 
I  have  been  assured  that  3,000  men  will  be 
placed  to  work  for  three  years.  These  men 
will  come  from  the  Civil  Service  lists  guarantee- 
ing them  to  be  residents  of  Boston,  not  like 
on  other  jobs  that  have  been  going  on  in 
the  past  four  years.  Then  another  reason : 
The  debt  is  spread  over  forty-five  years,  and 
over  such  a  period  of  years  it  will  not  be 
such  a  burden  to  the  taxpayers.  I  am  bear- 
ing in  mind  if  we  put  3,000  men  to  work 
they  are  either  tenants  or  home  owners.  If 
they  are  tenants,  it  is  helping  the  taxpayer 
because  it  is  insuring  him  of  his  month's  rent. 
If  a  home  owner,  it  will  help  him  to  pay 
his  taxes.  $2,000,000  for  hospitals:  As  chair- 
man of  the  Hosipital  Committee,  perhaps 
visiting  the  hospital  five  or  six  times  a  week, 
I  know  how  overcrowded  that  institution  is ; 
that  we  can  readily  use  $2,000,000  to  build  a 
new  building  to  handle  surgical  cases.  It  is 
essential.  It  is  necessary  to  the  welfare  and 
the  good  health  of  the  people  of  Boston ;  so 
I  must  agree  with  my  colleague  from  Ward  8 
and  I  will  cast  my  vote  in  the  affirmative  for 
the  $2,000,000  alone.  Now  the  rest  of  the 
program  in  my  opinion  is  just  a  plot  and  I 
hope  it  is  nipped  in  the  bud  by  the  State  and 
Federal  Board.  It  is  just  a  plot  to  make 
a  millionaire  Mayor  a  multi-millionaire  Mayor. 
Now  the  people  of  Boston  made  him  a  mil- 
lionaire. He  hasn't  done  a  day's  "work  for 
twenty  or  thirty  years,  leaving  office  after 
having  earned  the  reputation  of  being  the 
world's  champion  traveling  Mayor ;  leaving  it 
he  wants  to  leave  it  as  a  multi-millionaire 
at  the  expense  of  the  people  of  Boston.  I 
remember  a  few  years  ago  looking  over  the 
records  when  the  Mayor  advocated  a  municipal 
lighting  plant  for  Boston  which  would  save 
millions  of  dollars  to  the  people  of  Boston. 
If  the  Mayor  is  really  interested  and  really 
sincere  in  the  expenditure  of  this  large  amount 
of  money  he  would  advocate  a  municipal  light- 
ing plant.  We  have  the  right  under  eminent 
domain,  with  certain  restrictions,  to  take  over 
the  Edison  Electric  Company.  Certain  legis- 
lation must  be  passed,  but  if  the  Mayor  was 
interested  in  the  people's  interest  at  the  present 
time  he  could  have  the  Governor  call  in  the 
Legislature  and  give  that  permission  to  Bos- 
ton. While  we  have  this  money  at  our  dis- 
posal, give  us  the  right  to  take  over  the  Edison 
Electric  Company  and  conduct  our  own  munic- 
ipal lighting  plant.  The  237,000  consumers 
in  Boston  paying  $18,000,000  for  juice  that  is 
worth  no  more  than  $2,000,000.  The  very 
first  year  the  Mayor  of  Boston  could  save 
$16,000,000  to  the  people  of  Boston  in  electric 
rates.  He  could  save  practically  the  entire 
$1,000,000  he  pays  to  the  Edison  Company 
for  the  lighting  of  street  lights  and  our 
public  buildings.  If  he  was  interested  in  a 
worth-while  proposition  that  would  pay  for 
itself    in   no    time,    that    is   the   proposition    he 
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should  go  into  with  this  large  amount  of 
money  that  he  has  at  his  disposal.  I  cannot 
see  enriching  this  collection  of  contractors  we 
have  had  on  the  city  pay  roll  for  the  past 
four  years.  I  know  what  happens  if  we 
allow  a  building  to  be  built. — a  school  building 
or  something  else. — the  contractor  hires  resi- 
dents of  other  cities.  Now  the  two  proposi- 
tions I  am  voting  for :  I  am  positive  that 
the  Huntington  Avenue  Subway  will  employ 
residents  of  Boston  because  that  is  one  of  the 
essentials,  to  be  on  the  Civil  Service  list, 
and  I  am  going  to  make  an  attempt  to  see 
whoever  gets  the  contracts  for  the  erection 
of  the  City  Hospital  buildings, — see  that  they 
employ  only  bona  fide  residents  and  citizens 
of  Boston.  I  hope  those  are  the  only  two 
items  that  will  be  passed  this  afternoon,  but 
hoping,  although  knowing  particularly  foolish 
to  hope  for  such  a  thing, — I  hope  the  Federal 
Board  will  strike  every  other  one  of  these 
items  because  we  can  get  along  without  them. 
If  we  didn't  have  this  money  I  wonder  if 
the  Mayor  of  Boston  would  do  any  building 
to  the  extent  of  $800,000  at  Deer  Island  and 
$3,000,000  for  sewers.  Who  wants  sewers? 
Streets  ?  Yes,  we  want  streets.  But  if  the 
Mayor  was  interested  in  giving  good  streets 
to  the  people  of  Boston  at  a  minimum  ex- 
pense and  practically  mothing,  he  could  take, 
as  other  cities  are  doing,  men  from  our  public 
welfare  homes  who  are  able  to  do  that  kind 
of  work  constructing  accepted  streets,  and  I 
hope  the  only  two  items  that  will  pass  that  will 
be  of  any  benefit  are  the  items  for  $8,500,000 
for  the  subway  and  the  $2,000,000  for  the 
hospital    buildings. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— I  would  like  to  ask 
the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Finance 
if  he  would  enlighten  the  Council  what  is 
chapter   366  we   are  voting   on. 

Coun.  DOWD — An  act  passed  by  the  State 
Government. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— The  act  passed  by  the 
legislature   of    1933? 

Coun.  DOWD — Yes,  in  accordance  with  the 
President's  program. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— I  think  it  is  un- 
fortunate the  committee  didn't  have  this  act 
before  them. 

Coun.  NORTON— I  don't  know  what  this 
particular  act  is.  but  I  will  give  a  guess  as 
to  what  it  is.  We  don't  know  much  of  any- 
thing regarding  this  entire  matter.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  it  is  all  in  its  formative  stage. 
Part  1,  chapter  366,  of  the  Acts  of  1933  is 
merely  the  general  statute  which  was  passed 
enabling  the  cities  to  accept  money  for  certain 
projects.  Mr.  President,  I  am  opposed  to 
most  of  the  expenditures  in  this  list  because 
I  feel  they  are  unnecessary  and  I  made  a  sort 
of  a  pledge  with  certain  members  to  restrict 
myself  to  ten  minutes  at  the  outset.  We  are 
going  to  be  put  in  the  light  of  opposing  the 
United  States  flag.  We  are  going  to  be  put 
in  the  light  of  op|->osing  the  Chief  Executive 
of  the  United  States  because  we  dare  to 
criticize  the  President's  chief  executive  of  the 
City  of  Boston.  Greater  men  than  ourselves 
have  opposed.  Read  the  last  statement  from 
the  Hon.  Alfred  E.  Smith, — and  this  is  what 
he  says  regarding  our  right  to  criticize  this 
project: 

"In  the  long  run  those  in  authority  in  a 
democracy  are  best  off  when  their  acts  are 
subject  to  constant  and  impartial  analysis  and 
criticism.  Every  thinking  person  will  come 
to  this  conclusion  before  we  are  through  with 
the  present   crisis." 

Now,  Mr.  President,  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior  who  is  in  direct  charge  of  most  of 
these  expenditures,  Mr.  Ickes,  had  this  to 
say    in    the    Boston    Globe    of    yesterday : 

"Undoubtedly  strong  pressure  will  be  brought 
to  bear  in  support  of  doubtful  projects.  It 
will  be  as  much  a  duty  of  these  boards  to 
say  no  as  it  it  will  he  to  say  yes." 
And  I  believe  his  boards  will  turn  this  down. 
"The  project  must  be  socially  desirable.  It 
must    be    feasible    from    an    engineering    and 


technical  standpoint.  Local  budgets  must  be 
carefully  scrutinized.  There  will  be  no  orgy 
of  spending  this  fund  simply  for  the  sake 
of   spending   it." 

Mr.   President,    the    President   of   the   United 
States  believes  in  economy  and  time  and  again 
has   drawn    his    attention   to   the   fact   that   we 
should   only    engage   in   useful    projects.      That 
is    why   I  believe   his    boards,   the   State   Board 
and  the  New   England  Board,  regional  director 
and   his   national  director  will  turn   down    most 
of  these  projects.     I  don't  believe  the  Tomasel- 
los   and   Singarellas   are  anything   to   be  feared 
or    other    favored    contractors,    because    there 
are    going    to    be    restrictions    on    the    job    in 
Boston.     They  are  not  going  to  take  the  money 
of    the    Federal    Government    and    use    it    for 
the    Tomasellos    and    Singarellas.      I    doubt    if 
Mr.     Singarella     or     Tomasello     will     get    one 
cent    out    of    this    expenditure    because    Uncle 
Sam's    representative    will    be    here    in    Boston 
and   Lewis   Douglas    in    Washington    and   he    is 
not    going    to    allow    the    city    to    waste    this 
money.      So   I   cannot  agree   that   this   is   going 
to    be    an    orgy    of    expenditures    of    the    local 
money  on  the  local  contractors  here.     Now,  Mr. 
President,   the  subway   under   Huntington   ave- 
nue :      Mr.    Bernard  Rothwell   says   there   is    no 
hinterland  built  up,   and   the  people  of   Boston 
will  have  to  pay  for  it ;  that  we  have  twenty- 
eight  electric  cars  an  hour  now  using  Hunting- 
ton  avenue.      The  traffic   congestion   at  Massa- 
chusetts   avenue    and    Huntington    avenue    will 
not    be   relieved,    since   of    the   seventy    vehicles 
that    pass    that    intersection    only    one    is    an 
electric    car.      Take    one    out    of    seventy    and 
put     it    underground,     are    you    lessening    the 
traffic    congestion    there?      Another    thing,    it 
will  tend  to   destroy  the   entire  property   value 
there     from     a     merchandising    standpoint    on 
Hunting-ton  avenue.     The  same  thing  has  taken 
place    through    Kendall    square.       The    subway 
was    supposed    to    put    to    work    thousands    of 
men.      It    is    the   most   costly    piece   of   subway 
in   all  the  world.      The   East   Boston    Vehicular 
Tunnel    was    placed   under    Boston    Harbor    for 
less    than    five    million    and    yet    it    took    over 
$5,000,000    to    place   a    tunnel    under    Governor 
square  not  half  as  long.     It  is  the  most  costly 
piece  of  tunnel  in  the  world.     I  told  the  Mayor 
that.       The    Mayor    said    that    Norton's    ideas 
were    petty    ideas    of    his    own    and    were    not 
worth   a   darn,  but  he   has   accepted  every  idea 
I  have  .proposed  here.     In  that  record  you  will 
see  he  has  taken  the  idea  three  or  four  months 
later   from    the   time   I   suggested   one   cent   on 
a    dollar    contribution    by    city    employees    four 
years  ago  which   he  sent  back   as  double  taxa- 
tion   and    unconstitutional,    and    a    few    years 
later    he    grabs    $15,000,000    on    top    of    that. 
"Couldn't    be    done;    unconstitutional    and    he 
had   no   right  to   do   it."     Now  the  director  of 
the    Elevated    has    shown    us    where   the   traffic 
does   not   call   for    a   subway    but    favors   over- 
passes   and    underpasses    which    will    eliminate 
traffic   congestion   and   put   more   men   to   work 
on    the    overpasses    and    underpasses    for    the 
amount  of  money  we  are  going  to  spend.     We 
already    have    fifty-eight    miles    of    subways    in 
Boston ;    more    subways    than    any    other    city 
in    the    world.      The    Elevated    cannot    pay   the 
bills   and    the    citizens    are   going    to   be   called 
upon     to    pay     it.       Why    should    we    build    a 
subway  to  take  care  of  Brookline  and  Newton  ? 
Ask    yourselves    can     we    afford    to    pay    this 
extra  amount  of  money.     Alfred  Smith  doesn't 
think  prosperity   is   around   the  corner   because 
of  this  last  line:      "Every  thinking  person  will 
come  to  this   conclusion  before  we  are  through 
with    the    present    crisis."      It    is    not    around 
the    corner    and    the    question    is    how    we    are 
going  to  feed  our  people  here  in  Boston.     Now, 
Mr.    President, — as    to    the   sewerage    construc- 
tion.    We  have  over  $100,000,000  invested.     We 
dump   our  sewerage   into  the   harbor,   which   is 
easy  compared  to  the  cities   in  the  inland  sec- 
tion, and  yet  wei  have  spent  over  $100,000,000. 
No    one    knows    what    is    underground.      It    is 
underground.     We  have  Metcalf  and   Eddy,  the 
foremost   sewerage   experts    in    the    world,    but 
the    Mayor    of    Boston    loves    to   spend    money 
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on  sewers.  I  am  going  to  leave  it  to  your 
own  judgment  why  he  does.  Now  reconstruc- 
tion of  streets :  We  need  streets.  If  any 
streets  are  built,  Mr.  Ickes,  the  agent  in 
Boston,  will  see  that  Tomasello  and  Singarella 
will  have  no  more  to  do  with  these  streets. 
I  think  it  is  possible  to  take  men  from  the 
welfare  and  build  streets.  Joe  Rourke  says 
it  cannot  be  done.  I  could  cite  fifty  cities 
doing  it  with  welfare  men.  Governor  Horner 
in  Illinois  puts  30,000  men  to  work  on  the 
road.  Our  chief  of  the  department  says  it 
cannot  be  done.  I  ask  how  Governor  Horner 
is  doing  it.  Now,  Mr.  President,  we  come 
along  down  to  the  new  hospital  buildings. 
We  have  all  we  can  use  on  the  present  site. 
We  cannot  jam  any  more  on  that  site.  You 
can  put  in  a  few  buildings  in  the  outlying- 
wards  where  we  can  get  service.  Let  me 
quote  what  our  last  expert  reported.  Dr.  S.  S. 
Goldwater  said  in  the  last  report  brought  in 
by  the  trustees  of  the  City  Hospital  in  that 
report    of    February    10,    1931 : 

"I  am  informed  that  the  managers  are  disposed 
to  fix  2,000  beds  as  the  ultimate  limit  of  the  hos- 
pital's growth.  It  would  be  physically  possible 
to  crowd  more  beds  upon  the  available  site,  but 
the  disadvantage  of  such  crowding  would  be  so 
great  that  I  concur  in  the  belief  of  the  managers 
that  it  should  not  be  attempted,  and  that  when 
the  need  arises  for  more  hospital  beds,  a  second 
municipal  hospital  (not  a  mere  emergency  unit 
or  relief  station)  should  be  started  in  a  locality 
chosen  with  relation  to  population  trends  at  that 
time." 

Now,  Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to  be  against 
the  idea  of  building  $2,000,000  more  of  buildings 
on  a  site  already  congested.     Now  regarding  this 
high  service  water  pipe  extension:  We  have  enough 
pipes  for  water  at  the  present  time.     I  don't  see 
anything  particularly  wrong  with  our  water  sys- 
tem.    They  are  underneath  the  ground  and  no- 
body known  much  about  it  and  it  makes  a  job 
to  expend  money  on.     A  million  and  a  half  dollars 
for   fountains   and   playgrounds,   and  approaches 
to   the    beaches,    solariums    and    aquariums — my 
God,  in  such  a  time,  when  the  poor  stretch  from 
Orient   Heights  to   Readville,  if  they   were  lined 
up, — the   people  asking   for  something  to   eat, — 
and  yet  we  are  asking  for  a  solarium  and  aquarium 
and  fountains  and  approaches  to  the  beach  and 
walks  and  plazas  and  the  steam  shovels  of  Sin- 
garella step  in  there  so  that  ten  men  can  do  the 
whole    business.     Park    improvements:     We    are 
spending  more  money  on  parks  than  any  city  in 
America.     Sehoolhouse    construction,    $2,000,000: 
I  am  going  to  favor  schoolhouse  construction  and 
streets,  because  it  is  going  to  be  under  the  United 
States  Government,  and  from  the  reports  we  need 
in  some  of  the  suburban  wards  new  school  facil- 
ities.    Construction  of  new  police  stations:     We 
already  have  more  police  stations  than  any  other 
city  in  America,  erected  at  a  time  when  the  police- 
men walked  on  foot.     You  can  have  a  policeman 
from  any  one  of  a  dozen  stations  at  any   home 
in   the   city    within   ten   minutes.     Why   do   you 
want  any  more  at  a  cost  of  $600,000?     St.  Louis 
has  fourteen  stations,  with  61  square  miles.     Balti- 
more seven   main  stations  and   fourteen  substa- 
tions,   Pittsburgh    ten    stations,    Milwaukee    one 
police    headquarters    and    six    substations,    Los 
Angeles    fifteen, — all    those    places    larger    than 
Boston.     What   do    we    need   those   extra    police 
stations   for?     The   Wickersham   report   says    we 
are  one  of  the  most  law-abiding  communities  in 
the    world.     Today    with   the    new    police    radio 
coming  into  existence,  it  is  only  a  matter  of  time 
when  we  will  eliminate  many  of  the  present  police 
stations  in  this  city.     It  will  be  unnecessary  be- 
cause of  new  procedure.     Now  we  have  an  item 
here  for  new  fire  stations.     We  have  more  pieces 
of  fire  apparatus  and  stations  than  you  can  shake 
a  stick  at.     Mr.  Carven  says  "Don't  compare." 
What  are  we  going  to  do?     He  says  that  com- 
parisons are  unfair,  but  how  are  we  to  know  about 
our  city  if  comparing  with  other  cities  is  unfair. 
How  can  we  go  through  life  but  through  com- 
parison  with   others?     We   have  in   the   City   of 
Boston   sixty-eight   fire   stations.     Cleveland   has 
only  forty-two;    and  here  is  the  peculiar  part  of 
it:   The  Boston  fire  loss  is  the  greatest  of  any  city 
in  America.      The  total  fire  loss  in  Boston  in  1931 
was    over   $4,000,000.     Our    per    capita   is    $5.14; 
St.  Louis,  $1.77;   Chicago  only  $2.73;  Philadelphia 
$2.12,   with  all  the  fire  apparatus,   and  then  we 


have  those  who  come  in  here  and  literally  holler 
"Fireman,  save  my  child;    build  another  station; 
would  you  be  responsible  for  the  life  of  one  child?" 
Now,  Mr.  President,  there  is  no  one  who  wants 
to  see  a  child  harmed  by  fire,  but  if  fire  stations  are 
going  to  help,  then  we  have  enough  fire  stations 
now  in  Boston  and  more  than  any  other  city  in 
America  of  like  size.     Now,   Mr.   President,   the 
construction  of  a  new  prison  building  and  dining 
hall:    My  thoughts  are  the  same  as  the  councilor 
from  Roxbury.     The  Mayor  said,   "What  would 
you  do  with  the  $23,000,000?"     The  first  thing 
I  would  do  would  be  this:   If  you  have  got  to  spend 
the  money,  the  first  thing  should  be  slum  elimi- 
nation.     Take    some    of    those    people    who    are 
now  living  in  houses  where  they  have  no  light  or 
air  and  put  them  in  the  suburbs  where  the  children 
will  have  an  opportunity  to  grow  up  in  the  right 
environment.     That    is   the  first   place   to    spend 
the  money  and  you  will  find  that  is  the  best  place 
some  of  the  leading  thinkers   of  America   would 
spend   the   money, — slum   clearance.     The   build- 
ing of  homes  puts  men  to  work.     You  at  least 
put  more  men  to  work  in  the  building  of  a  home 
than   a   street   where  the   steam   shovel   and   the 
automatic    machinery    does    most    of    the    work. 
Slum   clearance, — the   Mayor   of   Boston  said   he 
has  three   outs.     One  is   that   the  auditor  down 
stairs   doesn't   approve   of   it.     Decentralize   wel- 
fare.    The   first   obstacle   on   the   welfare  is   Mr. 
Fox  in  name  and  action  and  he  has  said  that  it 
cannot  be  done,  and  he  knows.     Now  just  think 
of  that  for  an  answer,  when  every  other  city  has 
decentralized    people.     The    Mayor    people    says 
it  cannot  be  done  and  the  reason  it  is  not  done 
is  if  we  put  a  substation  in  Roslindale,  for  instance, 
we  will  have  more  people  asking  for  aid.     That 
is  the   reason   I   want  it  there, — because   worthy 
people  are  not  receiving  aid  and  cannot  come  over 
and  won't  come  to  that  house  of  horrors  to  be 
tossed  around.     Now,  Mr.  President,  the  City  of 
Boston  should  spend  money  for  slum  clearance. 
The  Mayor  says,   "I  have  applied  three  times." 
What  he  has  done  is  this:    Corporation  Counsel 
has  stepped  up  and  been  in  favor  of  it;   no  aggres- 
sive action.     They  could  accept  this  money  from 
the     Federal     Government     without     legislative 
authority,  because  you  may  have  read  the  con- 
troversy  over  the   right  of  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment to  come  in  and  give  the  city  or  municipality 
money  without  the  authority  of  the  State  Board. 
The  Federal  Government   has  the   right  to   give 
Boston  a  certain  amount  of  money  regardless  of 
the  state  authority  of  this  Commonwealth,  because 
here  is  the  law:    "The  law  provides  that  the  Pres- 
ident in  his  discretion  and  under  such  terms  may 
extend  the  benefit  of  this  title  to  any  state,  and 
so  forth,   notwithstanding  any  constitutional  re- 
striction  or  limitation   upon  the  right   or  power 
of  such  state  to  borrow  money  or  incur  debts." 
The  law  says  the  Mayor  of  Boston  has  the  right, 
if  he  will,  to  ask  the  Federal  Government  for  a 
loan  of  $6,000,000  here  for  slum  clearance  regard- 
less  of   legislative   authority.     There   is  the  law. 
Yet  the   Mayor  says   with  a  gesture  of  futility: 
"It  cannot   be  done;    we  have  had  that  up  for 
three  years."     Well,  it  can  be  done.     It  is  being 
done.     Joe   McKee   of   New   York  requested   the 
Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation  not  to  loan 
to  a  private  concern  for  the  clearing  up  of  the 
slum  district  and  was  told  to  mind  his  own  busi- 
ness.    Now,    Mr.   President,   if   we  are   going   to 
spend  this  money,    let  us  spend  it  for  the  most 
useful    business.     We    are    throwing    away    the 
money   here.     It   is   not   necessary.     We   haven't 
got  the  money  in  the  city  and  cannot   pay  the 
taxes  even  now.     The  councilor  from  South  Boston 
spoke  of  the  relative  debt.     Let  me  read  you  the 
last  figures  from   Uncle  Sam   regarding  the  debt 
of  our  city.     Does  the  best  friend  of  his  Honor 
downstairs  claim  he  has  ever  tried  to  save  money? 
Every  year  he  has  been  up  to  the  State  House 
for  millions;   this  year  the  only  mayor  of  any  city 
demanding    money    over    the    legislative    limit. 
According  to  the  1931  census  by  the  Department 
of  Commerce  Boston  here  has  a  debt  at  the  present 
time  of  $122,000,000.    A  gross  debt  of  $160,000,000. 
St.  Louis  with  more  people  and  a  net  debt  of  only 
$61,000,000.     Cleveland  with  100,000  more  people 
has  a  debt  of  only  $143,000,000.     So  we  are  not 
the  lowest  in  debt,  nor  the  highest,  but  when  you 
take  in  the  debt  we  call  self-supporting  now  going 
to  be  thrown  upon  the  city,  this  debt  for  subways, 
you  are  going  to  find  you  have  a  high  debt  for 
the  city  of  Boston  to  pay.     We  are  not  opposing 
the  President's  program,  but  trying  to  stop  waste 
of    money.     I     have     quoted     Alfred     Smith.     I 
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would  like  to  quote  more  and  more,  but  I  am  not 
going  to  take  any  more  time  because  I  am  now 
over  the  limit. 

Coun.  ROBERTS — -Many  things  the  councilor 
from  Hyde  Park  says  I  am  inclined  to  agree  with 
except  about  the  subway  on  Huntington  avenue 
following  the  passage  of  the  act  by  the  General 
Court  enabling  the  city  to  borrow  money  for  the 
purpose  of  building  this  particular  subway.  Now, 
during  the  last  three  or  four  years,  we  have  seen 
from  our  own  experience  people  on  the  Welfare 
rolls  and  Soldiers'  Relief  and  the  work  we  can  get 
them  to  do  in  return  for  the  service  they  get  from 
the  City  of  Boston  and  I  say  it  is  about  time  we 
gave  the  taxpayer  a  break  in  this  matter.  With 
the  building  of  the  Huntington  Avenue  Subway, 
in  the  experience  we  had  with  the  Governor  Square 
Subway,  at  least  the  taxpayer  is  going  to  get  some- 
thing in  return.  I  don't  know  how  many  men  will 
be  put  to  work,  but  there  isn't  any  question  that 
here  is  one  project  that  probably  within  three  or 
four  weeks  men  will  be  put  to  work.  We  already 
understand  the  President's  program  and  have 
seen  it  in  operation  in  a  number  of  other  states. 
Massachusetts  is  still  lagging  behind;  not  a  job 
under  this  act  as  yet,  but  here  is  one  thing  I  believe 
we  can  do.  If  we  can  pass  this  particular  pro- 
vision today  we  can  be  assured  within  a  reasonable 
length  of  time  men  will  be  put  to  work  on  this  job. 
In  answer  to  the  councilor  from  Hyde  Park  that  it 
won't  relieve  traffic  congestion,  I  submit  from  our 
own  experience  it  is  going  to,  even  if  it  is  not  to  the 
great  degree  we  might  expect,  but  I  say  to  you,  Mr. 
President,  one  reason  they  do  not  get  revenue  is 
they  do  not  provide  the  service,  and  I  leave  it  to 
my  colleagues  who  have  had  experience  with  the 
Elevated  and  the  type  of  service  they  provide. 
Do  you  think  we  would  have  the  automobile 
problem  in  Boston,  ears  parked  on  streets,  if  it  were 
not  for  the  fact  the  Elevated  provides  inadequate 
service?  If  there  were  adequate  service,  the  people 
from  Power's  ward  and  Murray's  ward  wouldn't 
use  the  automobile.  Comparing  this  particular 
section  of  Huntington  avenue  with  Governor 
square,  I  submit  they  are  not  the  same  territory. 
They  present  an  entirely  different  program.  On 
Huntington  avenue  we  have  Mechanics  Building, 
the  Arena  and  the  Christian  Science  Church,  and 
I  say  if  we  look  over  all  the  rest  of  the  program 
submitted  by  the  Mayor,  this  is  the  one  particular 
proposition  where  we  could  put  men  to  work  and  it 
will  be  subject  to  the  regulation  of  the  Governor 
and  the  Transit  Department  to  see  that  citizens  of 
Boston  are  employed  and  that  veterans  are  given 
the  preference.  Without  discussing  further  the 
matters  for  consideration, — in  building  a  school  we 
all  know  about  that.  I  have  tried  to  put  people  to 
work  on  schools  and  have  found  it  is  impossible 
and  I  do  know  that  when  they  start  on  Huntington 
avenue  it  will  put  men  to  work  and  that  is  what  I 
am  for. 

Coun.  BURKE — I  sat  here  this  forenoon  with 
the  Finance  Committee  and  heard  some  of  the 
interesting  remarks  made  by  numerous  organiza- 
tions which  are  interested  in  keeping  the  tax  rate 
down  to  the  point  where  the  people  of  Boston  can 
continue  to  pay.  In  that  group  were  some 
individuals  who  were  honest  and  sincere  and 
believed  in  low  taxation  and  fair  and  honest 
government.  Among  them  were  some  un- 
American  citizens  who  believed  in  taxing  the 
churches  and  charitable  amusements  contrary  to 
the  governmental  principles  of  our  country  since 
its  inception  and  I  call  them  ungrateful,  un- 
American  individuals  who  should  have  been 
ushered  from  this  chamber  and  Drought  down  to 
the  port  of  Boston  and  sent  over  to  Russia  or  China 
where  they  couldn't  understand  what  they  were 
talking  about.  Now  this  is  one  of  the  most 
important  propositions  that  has  come  before  our 
body  during  the  past  fifteen  or  twenty  years. 
This  is  a  part  of  a  program  coming  from  the 
President,  brought  about  as  a  result  of  one  of  the 
worst  depression  periods  this  Government,  or  the 
world,  has  ever  seen.  This  is  a  part  of  the  Recovery 
Act  and  his  entire  program  is  more  or  less  like  a 
crossword  puzzle, — piece  by  piece, — and  after  they 
are  all  put  together  it  will  be  impossible  to  tell 
whether  these  projects  will  be  successful  in  over- 
coming the  depression  that  has  come  upon  us. 
The  National  Economy  League  at  Washington 
submitted  a  program  which  pertained  entirely  to 
the  veteran  question  and  as  a  result  of  that  program 
millions  of  dollars  were  taken  away  from  the 
defenders  of  our  country  and  they  were  forced  to 
come  from  the  Federal, Government  to  local  govern- 
ment and  it  was  stated   by   the   Soldiers'   Relief 


Commissioner  that  it  would  cost  the  city  $500,000 
more  a  year,  which  will  add  to  our  tax  rate  in  the 
City  of  Boston.  It  was  also  said  by  Doctor 
Dowiing  as  a  result  of  taking  away  the  hospitaliza- 
tion of  those  wounded  veterans,  it  would  cost 
$500,000  more  to  operate  the  City  Hospital,  making 
a  direct  expenditure  of  $1,000,000  from  the  tax- 
payers of  the  City  of  Boston  who  own  their  homes, 
and  by  doing  that,  the  powers  that  be — one  per 
cent  of  the  people  in  the  United  States  that  own 
99  per  cent  of  the  gold  are  the  only  ones  that  are 
going  to  benefit  as  a  result.  The  First  National 
Bank  of  Boston  gave  birth  to  the  National  Economy 
League;  paid  the  expenses  for  carrying  on  the 
work;  paid  lobbyists  in  Washington  high  salaries 
to  go  to  Washington  and  lobby  the  members  of 
Congress  and  those  who  bring  about  that  deplorable 
condition.  The  veterans  have  suffered  and  today 
it  is  common  knowledge  there  are  many  of  them 
committing  suicide  because  the  United  States 
failed  to  take  care  of  the  veterans, — the  defenders 
of  their  country, — but  the  rank  and  file  of  the 
veterans  are  American  citizens  and  they  are  willing 
to  give  the  President's  program  a  fair  trial  and 
this  project  comes  to  us  following  legislation 
affecting  agriculture,  banks,  railroads,  interstate 
commerce  and  the  Home  Loan  Corporation,  all  for 
the  purpose  of  balancing  the  Federal  budget  and 
brings  to  us  one  piece  of  that  puzzle  to  allow  us 
to  assist  him  in  bringing  back  better  days.  Now  I 
am  not  going  to  talk  about  the  program  of  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  because  I  haven't  made  up  my 
mind  whether  I  will  vote  for  any  items  except 
those  which  will  take  the  men  from  the  streets  of 
Boston  and  put  them  to  work.  I  disagree  with 
the  councilor  from  Ward  18,  who  doesn't  believe 
in  spending  money  and  allow  them  to  take  it  in  the 
line  of  dole.  I  believe  that  the  only  way  that  we 
will  come  out  of  the  depression  is  by  giving  them 
work.  We  are  faced  with  the  proposition  here 
today  that  is  very  important.  How  can  we  deter- 
mine whether  any  of  these  projects  is  going  to 
alleviate  unemployment  or  drive  out  depression; 
so  I  say,  be  careful  in  your  consideration  and  only 
vote  for  those  items  that  will  bring  work  to  those 
who  are  out  of  employment.  Now  regarding  the 
public  works  program,  particularly  with  reference 
to  money  to  be  expended  for  street  construction, 
I  believe  if  the  money  was  given  to  the  Public 
Works  Department,  and  if  sufficient  money  was 
given  to  them  to  buy  equipment,  sufficient  money 
to  get  experts  that  are  easily  obtainable  as  inspec- 
tors and  supervisors,  they  could  put  around  10,000 
men  to  work  doing  the  streets  in  Boston.  There  is 
a  street  job  in  my  ward  being  now  constructed  and 
I  had  the  opportunity  to  put  forty-two  men  to 
work  there  and  those  forty-two  men  are  starting 
to  work  for  approximately  nine  weeks  and  I 
believe  if  the  City  of  Boston  handled  that  job 
they  could  have  put  twice  as  many  men  to  work 
because  of  the  fact  that  the  city  wouldn't  be  in  it 
to  make  a  profit  such  as  the  contractor's  profit, 
which  in  my  opinion  will  reach  20  per  cent  of  the 
amount  allowed,  and  would  put  many  more  men 
to  work.  Regarding  the  subway:  Last  year  I 
was  criticized  because  I  talked  for  the  enactment 
of  proper  legislation  by  this  body  in  order  to  allow 
the  subway  to  be  built.  It  was  necessary  for  me 
after  that  particular  order  was  turned  down  by 
this  Council  to  ask  for  reconsideration  and  I  believe 
the  record  will  show  it  went  by  a  very  small 
margin.  I  was  in  favor  of  the  subway  last  year, 
and  I  am  in  favor  of  it  now  because  I  believe  that 
the  tunnel  built  in  the  manner  in  which  the  other 
tunnel  was  built  will  put  men  to  work  and  I  want 
to  state  I  want  to  do  everything  I  can  to  relieve 
unemployment  and  put  people  back  to  work  and 
give  them  a  chance  to  earn  their  livelihood  and  I 
am  going  to  vote  item  by  item  for  those  things 
that  will  accomplish  that  purpose  and  all  of  those 
items  in  this  program  that  will  not  accomplish 
that  purpose,  I  am  going  to  vote  against. 

Coun.  POWER — I  hope  I  will  not  take  up  much 
of  the  time.  I  am  interested  in  a  few  of  these 
projects.  On  the  whole  this  is  a  Federal  propo- 
sition. The  City  of  Boston  is  oniy  one  small 
part  of  this.  The  President  says  that  we  either 
give  this  money  out  to  the  public  welfare  in  the 
form  of  a  dole  or  put  the  money  in  the  hands  of 
the  men  who  have  been  unfortunate  enough  not 
to  have  any  wages  for  the  last  six  months,  or  a 
year  or  two  years.  Now  it  is  either  one  thing  or 
the  other.  We  are  either  going  along  with  the  dole 
at  the  Welfare  or  going  to  operate  public  works 
to  the  extent  of  three  billion  and  a  half.  The 
City  of  Boston  is  only  spending  $23,000,000, — 
not  three  billion,  but  $23,000,000,  which  is  a  sma  / 
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part  of  this.  The  councilor  from  Ward  18  men- 
tioned the  name  of  Alfred  Smith  and  I  think  if  I 
am  not  mistaken  Alfred  Smith  recommended 
himself  a  little  while  ago  the  expenditure  of  money 
for  public  works  to  put  people  back  to  work  instead 
of  welfare.  As  I  say,  I  am  interested  in  some  of 
these  projects.  Personally  I  have  one  reason  on 
buildings, — I  am  a  member  of  the  Building  Trades 
myself,— probably  one  of  the  strongest  unions 
in  the  City  of  Boston, — the  structural  ironworkers. 
In  the  building  trades  we  hear  a  lot  about  machin- 
ery being  used  here  and  there.  There  is  less 
machinery  \ised  on  a  building  than  probably  any 
project  in  this  whole  country.  You  might  have  a 
steam  shovel  to  dig  the  foundation,  but  in  this 
act  they  say  no  machinery,  only  day  labor,  so  we 
eliminate  the  steam  shovel  in  the  building.  We 
eliminate  that  mixed  concrete,  mixed  out  ;n  some 
other  factory.  We  are  going  to  mix  the  concrete 
by  machines  on  the  job,  so  on  these  buildings  we 
are  going  to  have  day  iabor  on  every  part  of  it. 
N  w  in  a  building, — and  I  say  it  is  a  Federal  propo- 
sition,— the  President  didn't  look  to  see  how 
many  men  would  be  placed  on  that  building  in  the 
city,  looking  behind  that,  thinking  of  the  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  tons  of  steel  that  go  to  make  the 
building,  the  fabrication  that  has  got  to  be  done 
somewhere  else.  They  have  got  to  make  bricks 
and  cut  stone.  The  actual  work  on  a  building 
takes  very  few  men.  That  is  why  I  am  in  favor  of 
buildings,  hospitals,  schoolhouses,  public  works, 
new  police  stations  and  new  fire  stations  and  I 
might  say  to  the  councilor  from  Ward  18, — I 
imagine  I  was  the  one  he  had  reference  to  because  I 
did  make  that  remark  in  the  Council — I  might 
ask  him  if  he  lived  in  a  section  where  there  was 
no  fire  apparatus,  where  the  nearest  piece  was  on 
the  Brookline  line,  and  when  by  actual  experience 
he  saw  children  thrown  out  of  windows,  not  in 
the  fireman's  arms,  but  into  the  arms  of  neighbors 
where  the  Fire  Department  couldn't  reach  the 
building,  would  he  say  "Fireman,  save  my  child"? 
On  Parker  Hill,  where  I  live,  when  the  Fire  De- 
partment gets  stuck  on  the  hill,  would  he  say 
"Fireman,  save  my  child"?  Or  would  he  say — 
would  he  let  it  pass  and  say  it  is  all  right  to  have  a 
child  burned  to  death,  but  don't  spend  the  money? 
So  I  am  in  favor  of  new  fire  stations,  because  I 
know  that  if  they  need  them  they  should  have 
them.  The  same  councilor  says  we  have  too 
many  police  stations;  more  police  stations  than 
other  cities,  but  the  Police  Commissioner  comes 
in  and  says  we  are  going  to  consolidate  the  police 
stations.  We  are  living  up  to  his  own  proposition 
when  we  do  that.  One  of  the  police  stations  I 
know  of  particularly  is  in  a  very  unsanitary  con- 
dition now.  West  Roxbury  is  the  first  police 
station  to  be  built  and  if  anybody  knows  anything 
about  that  station — my  understanding  is  it  was 
an  old  clubhouse  about  thirty  years  ago.  Station 
10  was  there  probably  thirty-five  years, — probably 
forty  years.  Now,  we  are  going  to  consolidate 
that  with  Station  9,  another  old  police  station. 
In  fact,  one  poor  soul  out  there  was  unfortunate 
enough  to  be  arrested  and  fell  up  against  some 
fixtures  and  they  fell  off  and  he  was  hauled  into 
Court  because  they  said  he  did  it  with  a  hammer. 
Isn't  that  a  necessary  proposition?  Isn't  the 
proposition  in  West  Roxbury  necessary,  if  it  was 
a  clubhouse  before  it  was  a  station  house?  The 
Penal  Institutions  Commissioner  said  the  other 
day  that  at  Deer  Island  the  sick  bay  is  over  the 
laundry.  Supposing  they  are  unfortunate,  but 
still  we  must  consider  they  are  human  beings  and 
there  is  no  reason  in  the  world  if  we  have  a  cent  of 
money  why  anybody  who  is  sick  should  be  quart- 
ered in  quarters  over  a  hot  laundry  especially  in 
the  weather  we  are  having.  Now  about  the  sub- 
way construction:  I  probably  know  as  much 
about  the  conditions  as  anybody  because  I  live 
there.  I  know  the  traffic  down  Huntington 
avenue.  I  know  how  long  it  takes  to  go  to  Park 
street  from  where  I  live  and  you  are  not  doing  it 
in  ten  or  fifteen  minutes  or  half  an  hour.  You 
are  doing  it  in  three-quarters  of  an  hour  in  rush 
hours  and  even  longer.  This  has  been  advocated 
for  ten  years  and  last  year  the  Legislature  saw  fit 
to  give  us  the  subway  at  Huntington  avenue. 
This  Council  passed  it  18  to  2.  Only  two  coun- 
cilors voted  against  this  proposition,  but  the 
Federal  Government  says,  "Do  something  that 
is  necessary  and  we  will  help  you  out  with  30  per 
cent."  So  if  it  was  necessary  ten  years  ago  and 
one  year  ago,  now  it  is  time  to  do  it.  They  do 
not  take  into  consideration  the  new  highway 
coming  to  Huntington  avenue,  the  new  Worcester 
highway.     That  is  where  it  is  coming  in,    through 


Brookline  Village  into  Huntington  avenue.  They 
all  admit  traffic  conditions  are  terrible  now  along 
Huntington  avenue.  Even  Mr.  Rothwell  suggested 
we  build  overpasses  and  underpasses.  Well,  if 
we  have  that  traffic  now,  what  traffic  are  we  going 
to  have  when  we  have  the  new  state  highway 
coming  in  there?  No  wonder  they  can  only  run 
twenty-eight  street  cars  an  hour.  Just  get  into 
one  of  those  street  cars  during  the  rush  hour,  or 
fight  your  way  in,  and  then  take  a  ride  for  an  hour 
on  a  stuffy  summer's  evening,  and  then  fight 
your  way  out  again,  and  the  other  members  of 
the  Council  have  brought  out  the  proposition 
where  we  are  saving  money.  We  are  saving 
money  when  we  relieve  the  Soldiers'  Relief  De- 
partment and  so,  Mr.  President  and  councilors, 
let  us  pass  this  proposition.  It  is  not  a  City  of 
Boston  proposition  except  to  a  very  small  extent. 
It  is  important  to  the  rest  of  the  country  as  well 
as  to  Boston.  The  President  thinks  it  is  a  good 
thing  and  why  don't  we? 

Coun.  COX — I  would  like  to  ask  the  chairman 
of  the  Finance  Commission  a  question.  He  made 
reference  to  when  these  matters  come  back  as  loan 
orders, — whether  or  not  he  knows  this  will  ever 
come  back?  I  wish  to  call  to  his  mind  the  East 
Boston  Tunnel  where  we  passed  an  Act  of  the 
Legislature  that  never  came  back  to  this  body  for 
this  to  be  passed  upon . 

Coun.  DOWD — The  Finance  Committee  has 
taken  that  under  consideration  and  we  have  been 
advised  by  the  City  Clerk  and  Auditor  they  will 
come  back.  Today  we  are  voicing  our  approval 
or  disapproval. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  I  wish  to  say  that  I 
do  not  feel  that  I  can  bring  myself  to  vote  for  the 
expenditure  of  $8,500,000  for  a  tunnel  at  Hunting- 
ton avenue.  I  am  sorry,  I  am  placed  in  that 
position  because  some  very  good  friends  of  mine  in 
this  Chamber  are  deeply  interested  in  it;  but  I 
stood  here  or  sat  here  and  heard  Mr.  Rothwell,  a 
director  of  the  Elevated  Railway,  say  that  a  tunnel 
costing  $8,500,000  would  add  a  deficit  of  $375,000 
to  the  $2,800,000  already  this  year.  I  am  against 
this  tunnel  for  the  reason  that  the  Town  of  Brook- 
line and  the  City  of  Newton  is  going  to  be  aided 
even  more  than  the  City  of  Boston  and  they  don't 
pay  one  cent  towards  its  cost.  Friends  of  mine 
say  that  the  construction  of  this  will  put  men  to 
work.  Well,  there  are  thousands  of  ways,  and 
better  ways,  of  using  $8,500,000  where  less  cement 
and  less  brick  and  wood  and  lumber  would  be  used. 
The  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  made  the  state- 
ment here  that  it  would  take  over  $35,000,000 
to  build  the  streets  of  the  city.  Then  we  could 
well  put  men  to  work  building  the  streets,  so  that 
would  take  care  of  the  question  of  the  thousand-odd 
men  that  might  go  to  work  on  this  tunnel  in  the 
course  of  a  year  or  two.  Director  Rothwell  made 
the  statement  that  twenty-eight  cars  an  hour 
passed  the  corner  of  Massachusetts  avenue  and 
Huntington  avenue;  that  in  the  winter  19,000 
passengers  a  day  was  carried  and  in  the  summer 
10,000  passengers  a  day.  I  want  to  call  your 
attention  that  this  is  a  total  of  4,685,000  passengers 
a  year.  Based  on  a  ten-cent  fare,  this  income  is 
less  than  $47,000  a  year.  Taking  the  entire 
income  of  $47,000  a  year,  it  would  take  181  years  to 
clear  the  cost  of  that  tunnel.  Director  Rothwell 
says  he  has  a  plan  of  the  building  of  underpasses 
that  could  be  put  in  at  a  cost  of  one  half  of  the 
$8,500,000  and  he  says  that  during  the  construction 
if  traffic  was  diverted  that  this  tunnel,  or  these 
underpasses,  could  be  built  at  a  cost  of  $2,600,000. 
Now,  I  am  not  against  rapid  transit  for  the 
Huntington  avenue  section,  but  I  am  against  any 
$8,500,000  expenditure  there  for  this  reason : 
The  burden  of  that  money  must  be  carried  by  every 
section  of  the  city.  We  have  built  the  Elevated 
Railroad  which  has  helped  Everett,  Maiden, 
Melrose,  Stoneham  and  all  the  other  outlying 
towns.  We  have  built  the  Cambridge  Subway 
that  enables  the  residents  of  Arlington  and  Belmont 
to  come  from  their  homes  to  Park  street  in  twenty 
or  twenty-five  minutes  when  it  takes  me  thirty 
minutes  to  come  from  my  home  in  Boston  to 
Forest  Hills.  I  am  against  the  construction  of  the 
tunnel  for  this  reason:  That  by  a  system  of  under- 
passes at  a  cost  of  $2,600,000,  or  by  a  system  of 
underpasses  that  would  cost  $4,000,000,  it  would 
leave  a  balance  of  $4,000,000  or  more  that  could 
readily  be  expended  for  the  continuation  of  the 
Boston  Elevated  Railroad  over  the  branch  line, 
the  West  Roxbury  branch  line  to  Readville  and  be 
connected  with  the  Rapid  Transit  on  the  other 
side  of  the  city  and  therefore  form  a  belt  line.     I 
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was  pleased  to  hear  Mr.  Richard,  one  of  the  direct- 
ors of  the  Elevated,  whose  opinion  I  think  a  great 
deal  of,  voice  his  opinion  that  the  taking  over  of 
the  New  Naven  branch  road  would  be  a  very  good 
thing;  that  in  that  case  he  figured  it  would  in- 
crease the  Elevated  revenue,  but  he  was  doubtful 
as  to  how  much  revenue  could  be  increased  by  a 
tunnel  out  Huntington  avenue.  I  wish  to  call  to 
your  attention  that  this  subway  is  intended  to  run 
to  Gainsboro  street  only.  The  traffic  from  Gains - 
boro  street  on  to  South  Huntington  avenue  is 
just  almost  as  bad  as  at  the  lower  end,  so  that  this 
subway  will  not  in  any  way  relieve  the  congestion. 
Therefore,  I  do  not  feel  that  I  can  vote  for  this 
subway. 

Coun.  POWER — I  wish  to  remind  the  councilor 
that  the  subway  is  Huntington  to  Longwood 
avenue. 

President  McGRATH — Question  comes  on  the 
separate  items  and  the  clerk  will  read  the  item. 

Coun.  DOWD — Before  Item  1  is  read,  there  is 
an  Act  from  the  Legislature  for  us  to  accept  on  the 
tunnel,  and  while  I  have  stated  all  will  come  back 
in  the  form  of  loan  orders  I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
once  the  Tunnel  Act  is  accepted  and  passed  that 
is  all  the  Council  has  to  do  with  it.  Am  I  correct 
in  that  assumption? 

President  McGRATH— The  Chair  will  state 
that  is  his  understanding. 

Coun.  DOWD — We  must  bear  in  mind,  when 
we  vote  on  the  tunnel,  that  is  the  last  of  it,  so  far 
as  the  Council  is  concerned,  but  the  other  items 
will  come  back. 

Coun.  DOWD,  for  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
submitted  a  report  on  the  message  of  the  Mayor 
and  order  (referred  July  31)  for  the  acceptance 
of  Part  II  of  Chapter  366  of  the  Acts  of  1933, 
authorizing  the  construction  of  the  Huntington 
Avenue  Subway — that  the  order  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  accepted,  and 
the  order  was  passed,  yeas  19,  nays  2 :

I  feel  that  the  Mayor, 
who  I  believe  doesn't  know  anything  about  it 
would  order  these  women  reinstated  im- 
mediately.

I  am  calling  the  attention 
of  the  City  Council  to  this  fact  so  that  if  it  is 
possible,  it  can  be  stopped   in  the  future.

TRUCKING    ON    CENTRE    STREET. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following :

Commissioners  to  restrict  trucks  and  heavy 
vehicles  on  Centre  street,  from  Codman  square 
to  Dorchester  avenue,  by  diverting  them  along 
Talbot   avenue.

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Council  to  pass  it,  we  assumed  he  was  sincere  in 
doing  so,  but  now  we  find  after  we  have  defeated 
three  of  the  orders  amounting  to  two  and  one-half 
million  dollars,  there  is  a  loophole  according  to 
the  rules  of  the  Council  whereby  a  majority  of 
the  votes  of  those  present  can  go  on  record  as 
favoring  the  very  orders  which  we  defeated.  I 
say  it  is  bad  business,  because  you  are  only  holding 
up  that  part  of  the  program,  which  if  defeated  and 
sent  to  the  Mayor  today,  he  probably  will  send 
some  other  items  up.  I  say  the  only  thing  we  can 
do  if  this  order  is  passed  bv  a  majority  of  these 
votes  is  tc  bring  it  to  the  Federal  authorities'  atten- 
tion and  I  intend  to  do  it  showing  that  we  have 
been  deceived.  We  take  the  Mayor  at  his  word 
that  two  thirds  of  the  Council  are  necessary . 
We  defeat  three  of  those  items  and  now  they  are 
going  to  pass  it  under  subterfuge.  I  don't  believe 
Mr.  Fuller  or  the  other  gentlemen  when  they 
realize  the  political  trickery  used  here  todav  will 
pay  any  attention  to  those  items. 

Coun.  RUBY — I  don't  think  that  the  fact  that 
we  ask  now  that  a  majority  vote  be  made  so  that 
we  may  submit  three  propositions  for  consideration 
is  taking  advantage  of  anybody.  I  think  it  is  not  a 
question  of  personal  feeling  with  reference  to  any 
of  these  matters.  We  who  feel  that  these  matters 
ought  to  be  considered  by  the  duly  constituted 
body  feel  that  by  the  majority  vote  we  ought  to 
have  the  right  to  submit  these  items  for  considera- 
tion. It  is  not  a  question  of  where  we  are  trying  to 
do  something  that  will  be  used  as  an  expenditure 
of  the  city's  money.  I  believe  if  we  are  fortunate 
enough  to  secure  a  majority  vote, — 12  votes  out  of 
21, — there  is  nothing  unfair  about  it.  I  don't  see 
why  any  man  should  be  disturbed  unless  it  is  of  a 
personal  nature.  We  may  differ  on  certain  prob- 
lems. This  is  a  program  recommended  for  con- 
sideration. The  President  of  the  country  is  trying 
to  do  something  for  evey  city  and  town  in  the 
United  States  and  there  is  no  guarantee  that  any 
of  these  propositions,  even  those  that  might  have 
been  accepted  20  to  1  will  come  back  to  us  ap- 
proved by  the  Federal  Board.  Truly,  those  of  us 
who  feel  that  these  matters  ought  to  be  given  some 
consideration  have  a  right  to  ask  that  this  Council 
pass  by  a  majority  vote  and  send  it  on  to  that  duly 
constituted  Federal  body  or  State  body,  if  you 
please,  before  it  goes  to  the  Federal  body.  What  is 
wrong  about  that?  Why  should  anyone  be  dis- 
turbed? There  is  no  underlying  motive,  and  I 
say  if  I  had  known  prior  to  the  commencement 
of  the  meeting,  I  would  have  suggested  that  the 
present  order  be  put  in  first  because  we  were  not 
voting  the  expenditure  of  money.  That  will  neces- 
sitate a  two-thirds  vote  and  if  we  do  not  get  the 
fifteen  votes  when  the  orders  come  back  to  us  if 
approved  by  the  Federal  agencies,  then  there  will 
be  time  enough  to  argue  that  there  might  be  unfair 
advantage  taken;  but  in  this  vote  we  are  only 
asking  that  where  thirteen  members  out  of  twenty- 
one  voted  to  pass  it  on  for  consideration,  why 
should  the  minority  be  distrubed.  There  has  been 
argument  made  by  the  councilor  from  Ward  8  that 
a  minority  have  been  able  to  delay  propositions  on 
the  floor  of  this  Council  and  why  should  a  minority 
now  try  to  defeat  a  suggestion  of  the  minority, 
and  I  don't  think  the  President  of  the  United 
States  would  say  it  is  unfair  for  a  majority  to  try 
and  send  back  for  consideration  something  that 
may  come  back  with  some  merit  to  it  after  it  is 
discussed  by  the  proper  Federal  authorities  and  I 
don't  think  that  any  of  us  ought  to  be  disturbed, 
about  any  unfair  advantage  being  taken  by  any- 
body. This  is  a  construction  program  to  put 
people  to  work,  and  I  maintain  I  am  for  any  reason- 
able expenditure  that  will  put  people  to  work,  and  I 
maintain  that  these  estimates  we  are  now  seeking 
to  send  along  will  put  men  to  work,  and  for  that 
reason  I  think  no  one  ought  to  be  disturbed  about 
the  fact  that  a  majority  is  now  trying  to  defeat  a 
minority. 

Coun.  ROBERTS — I  am  going  to  vote  against 
them  for  the  same  reason  as  before.  $2,800,000 
won't  put  a  handful  of  people  to  work  and  if  the 
authorities  at  Washington  allow  these  propositions 
to  exist  we  will  agree  it  was  a  mistake  to  spend 
$800,000  for  a  building  at  Deer  Island  that  will 
only  put  a  few  men  to  work. 

Coun.  KELLY — Just  a  word.  As  I  understand 
it  the  Federal  Government  has  made  a  ruling  that 
two  thirds  of  the  city  councils  throughout  the 
country  can  accept  the  act.  When  it  came  before 
us  in  the  early  part  of  the  afternoon  it  failed  of  the 
two-thirds  vote.  I  don't  think  the  Federal 
Government  is  interested  that  a  majority  of  the 
Council  favors  theBe  three  items.     I  don't  think 


the  Boston  City  Council  should  look  ridiculous  in 
the  eyes  of  the  President  and  his  Board  who  are 
going  to  be  the  final  judges.  I  think  so  long  as  we 
cannot  send  it  back  approved  by  a  two-thirds  vote 
we  shouldn't  attempt  to  tell  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment that  we  cannot  get  a  two-thirds  vote  for 
the6e  projects, — but  here  is  a  majority  vote.  It 
will  positively  make  us  look  ridiculous  and  as 
though  we  didn't  understand  the  provisions  of  the 
act  as  laid  down  by  the  Federal  Government. 

President  McGRATH  —Question  comes  on  item 
No.  7  and  the  clerk  will  call  the  roll. 

Coun.  KELLY — I  doubt  that  you  can  split  those. 
In  Executive  we  voted  on  the  three  together. 

President  McGRATH — The  question  must  be 
divided  i  f  a  member  so  requests  councilor.

LOAN  FOR  TAX  RATE  PURPOSES. 

The    following    was    received : 

City   of    Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  August  14,  1933. 
To  the   City   Council. 

Gentlemen, — Under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
307  of  the  Acts  of  1933  municipalities  are  au- 
thorized to  borrow  for  the  relief  of  the  current 
year's  tax  rate  sums  not  exceeding  the  excess 
cost  represented  by  the  difference  between 
budget  appropriations  in  1929  for  public 
welfare  and  soldiers'  relief  and  similar  ap- 
propriations in  1932.  Since  the  Board  of 
Assessors  is  rapidly  approaching  the  point 
where  a  definite  declaration  of  the  tax  rate 
will  be  possible,  I  feel  that  it  is  desirable  for 
the  city  government  to  take  action  at  this 
time  in  the  manner  provided  by  law.  The  first 
step  in  the  machinery  established  in  chapter 
307  is  the  passage  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
the  City  Council  of  an  order  fixing  the  amount 
to  be  borrowed.  Subsequently,  this  order  must 
receive  the  approval  of  the  Emergency  Finance 
Board   of   the   State. 

On  the  basis  of  information  received  from 
state  officials,  it  is  now  evident  that  the 
shrinkage  in  the  city's  share  of  receipts  from 
corporation,  income  and  gasolene  taxes  to  be 
distributed  by  the  state,  plus  the  increase  in 
the  Elevated  Railway  deficit,  will  mean  the 
imposition  of  an  additional  tax  burden  this 
year  on  the  taxpayers  of  the  city  of  approx- 
imately $3,800,000.  In  my  opinion  this  addi- 
tional burden  should  be  offset  if  possible,  and 
I  therefore  have  decided  to  recommend  to  your 
honorable  body  that,  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  307,  an  amount  closely  approximating 
this  increased  burden  be  borrowed.  I  submit 
herewith  an  appropriation  order  providing  for 
the  borrowing  of  $3,500,000  for  the  relief  of 
this  year's  tax  rate.  Approval  of  this  order 
by  your  honorable  body  will  mean  a  reduction 
in  this  year's  tax  rate  as  against  that  of  last 
year    of    at    least    $2.50. 

The  legislative  act  in  question  permits  muni- 
cipalities to  horrow  either  from  the  state  or 
from  any  outside  sources.  If  borrowings  are 
made  from  the  state,  however,  the  act  provides 
that  the  State  Emergency  Finance  Board  shall 
exercise  direct  control,  until  all  loans  have  been 


repaid,  over  the  budget  appropriations  of  the 
cities  involved.  Since  Boston  is  the  only  mu- 
nicipality in  the  Commonwealth  which  is  now 
required  to  secure  legislative  approval  of  its 
annual  budget,  I  am  not  anxious  to  take  any 
step  which  will  place  the  city  under  further 
domination  by  the  state.  It  is  my  purpose, 
therefore,  in  the  event  the  amount  provided 
in  the  accompanying  order  be  approved  by 
all  agencies  concerned,  to  negotiate  with 
sources  other  than  the  state  for  the  borrowing 
of   the    desired    amount. 

I  respectfully  recommend  adoption  by  your 
honorable  body  of  the  accompanying  order. 
Since,  under  the  provisions  of  our  City  Charter, 
this  order  requires  two  readings  with  an  in- 
terval of  fourteen  days  between  each  reading, 
I  recommend  that  the  first  reading  be  given  the 
order  today  in  order  that  an  early  declaration 
of   the  tax   rate   may   be   possible.

Of  the  amount 
already  authorized  by  your  honorable  body, 
namely,  $35,000,000,  approximately  $32,000,000 
has  been  issued,  leaving  an  available  balance  of 
approximately  $3,000,000  until  taxes  begin  to 
be    paid. 

In  view  of  existing  conditions,  it  is  highly 
questionable  whether  this  balance  will  be  suffi- 
cient to  meet  the  temporary  borrowing  needs 
of  the  city  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  In 
order  to  provide  for  any  contingencies  which 
may  arise,  the  City  Treasurer  deems  it  wise, 
as  a  precautionary  measure,  to  secure  the 
additional  authority  covered  by  the  attached 
order.

Gentlemen, — Under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
159  of  the  Acts  of  1933,  the  city  is  authorized, 
in  cases  of  emergency,  to  exceed  the  appropria- 
tion limit  fixed  in  this  act  for  the  maintenance 
appropriations  of  city  departments.  In  the 
Public  Welfare  Department  an  emergency  now 
exists  requiring  the  making  of  an  appropria- 
tion as  provided  under  this  legislative  act.  In 
the  budget  item  F-9,  Gare  of  Dependents,  there 
have  been  included  in  the  budget  of  the  current 
year,  appropriations  totaling  $6,525,190.  In 
addition,  there  have  been  made  available  the 
voluntary  contributions  made  by  city,  school 
and  county  employees  up  to  April  21st  of  the 
current  year,  totaling  $744,869.41,  or  a  grand 
total  available  for  dependent  aid  disbursements 
of  $7,270,059.41.  Actual  expenditures  under 
this  item  during  the  first  seven  months  of  the 
current  year  have  been  $6,592,325.72.  A  com- 
parison of  these  last  two  amounts  makes  it 
evident  that  by  the  end  of  the  current  month 
all  available  appropriations  in  the  item  will  be 
exhausted. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  total  expenditures 
for  the  year  under  this  item  will  amount  to 
approximately  $11,000,000,  or  an  amount  $3,- 
800,000  in  excess  of  the  total  appropriations 
which  have  been  made  available  up  to  date. 
Since  the  disbursements  under  this  item  are 
vitally  connected  with  the  health  and  welfare 
of  thousands  of  our  citizens,  I  feel  that  it  is 
absolutely  necessary  that  immediate  arrange- 
ments should  be  made  to  provide  the  amount 
necessary  for  the  balance  of  the  year.  Acting, 
therefore,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Legis- 
lative act  previously  mentioned,  I  submit 
herewith  an  appropriation  order  providing  for 
the  raising  of  $3,800,000  to  meet  the  estimated 
requirements  of  the  Public  Welfare  Department 
for  the  balance  of  the  year.  I  respectfully 
recommend  adoption  of  the  accompanying  order 
by   your    honorable   body.

Dear  Sir, — You  have  submitted  to  me  for  my 
opinion  and  advice  the  following  order  of  the  City 
Council: 

"Ordered,  That  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
182  of  the  Acts  of  1930,  as  amended  by  chapter 
241  of  the  Acts  of  1930,  an  annuity  of  81,600  be 
allowed  and  paid  to  Josephine  Martin,  widow  of 
Frank  L.  Martin,  a  member  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, who  died  December  1,  1931,  on  account  of 
injuries  received  in  the  performance  of  his  duty; 
said  annuity  being  made  up  of  allowances  as 
follows : 

For  the  widow,  Josephine  Martin,  so  long  as 
she  remains  unmarried,  SI ,000  per  annum. 

For  each  of  the  following-named  children,  dur- 
ing such  time  as  he  or  she  is  under  the  age  of 
eighteen  or  over  said  age  and  physically  or  mentally 
incapacitated  from  earning,  S200  per  annum. 

Francis  Martin,  born  July  17,  1925;  Eugene 
Martin,  born  February  19,  1928;  Eileen  Martin, 
born  May  17,  1931; 

the  payments  to  date  from  December  2,  1931,  and 
to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  Fire  De- 
partment, Pensions  and  Annuities." 

Before  the  widow  and  children  of  a  deceased 
member  of  the  Fire  Department  may  be  entitled 
to  an  annuity  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  182 
of  the  Acts  of  1930,  as  amended  by  chapter  241 
of  the  Acts  of  1930,  it  must  be  definitely  estab- 
lished that  the  fireman  died  as  a  result  of  injuries 
received  in  an  accident  in  the  course  of  his 
employment. 

I  have  examined  all  the  medical  reports  in 
this  case  and  in  every  instance  a  very  serious 
omission  is  made  in  these  reports.  Doctor  Riley 
reports  that  a  fall  sustained  by  the  deceased  fire- 


man was  the  direct  cause  of  a  mass  which  ended 
in  his  death  and  that  said  fall  occurred  on  May  7, 
1931.  Doctor  Bailey,  Acting  Medical  Examiner, 
accepting  the  report  of  Doctor  Riley,  sustains 
him  in  his  conclusions. 

I  have  had  an  investigation  made  by  a  mem- 
ber of  my  own  medical  staff  and  he  reports  to 
me  that  Lieutenant  Martin  entered  the  hospital 
on  May  6,  1931,  a  day  before  the  alleged  fall, 
and  was  examined  for  some  internal  disorder. 
An  X-ray  taken  on  May  6,  1931,  disclosed  the 
fact  that  Martin  the  day  before  the  alleged  ac- 
cident or  fall  was  suffering  from  a  tumor  in  the 
pelvis  and  a  diagnosis  made  on  the  following  day. 
May  7,  1931,  disclosed  "a  retro-peritoneal  sar- 
coma." In  other  words,  my  own  investigation 
disclosed  that  Martin  entered  the  hospital  on 
May  6,  claiming  that  he  was  not  feeling  well, 
and  submitted  to  an  X-ray  examination  which 
showed  that  he  was  suffering  from  a  cancerous 
tumor.  All  this  occurred  prior  to  the  date  of 
Martin's  alleged  fall.  It  is,  therefore,  absurd  for 
any  physician  to  contend  that  Martin  died  as  a 
result  of  a  tumor  received  from  a  fall  on  May  7, 
1931,  when  as  a  matter  of  fact  the  tumor  existed 
prior  to  that  date  and  was  disclosed  by  an  X-ray 
examination  made  on  May  6,  1931. 

I  must  advise  you,  therefore,  that  Martin  did 
not  die  from  injuries  received  in  an  accident  in 
the  course  of  his  duties  but  that  his  death  was  the 
result  of  a  tumor  or  sarcoma  which  existed  for 
some  time  prior  to  May  7,  1931,  the  date  of  the 
alleged  accident.  I,  accordingly,  advise  your 
Honor  that  as  a  matter  of  law  you  must  refuse  to 
give  your  approval  to  the  order  of  the  C  ity  C  ouncil.

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  feel  called 
upon  at  this  time  to  introduce  an  order  asking 
the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  repave  approximately 
one  hundred  and  twenty  streets  in  Dorchester 
which  need  repaving.  The  reason  I  am  introduc- 
ing this  order  at  this  time,  Mr.  President  and 
members  of  the  Council,  is  because  the  Mayor 
of  Boston  saw  fit  a  week  ago  to  order  the  street 
that  I  have  the  honor  of  living  on,  Topliff  street, 
repaved.  I  agree  with  him  that  Topliff  street 
needs  repaving.  It  is  a  thoroughfare,  and  it 
certainly  needs  repair  just  as  much  as  these  other 
one  hundred  and  twenty  streets  that  I  have 
enumerated.  But  I  claim  that  behind  the  order 
to  his  Public  Works  Commissioner  to  repave 
Topliff  street  is  a  sneaky  and  underhanded  mean- 
ing. His  idea  is  to  embarrass  the  speaker  in 
whatever  contest  he  may  be  in  this  coming  Novem- 
ber, whether  it  be  city-wide  or  local,  and  to  at- 
tempt to  arouse  the  residents  of  the  other  one  hun- 
dred twenty  streets  that  need  repairing  against 
Kelly.  Two  years  ago  he  attempted  to  sneak 
out  on  the  radio  twelve  hours  before  the  people 
of   Ward   15   were  to   vote,   and   attempt   by  lies 
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and  insinuations  to  discredit  Councilor  Kelly. 
Two  years  ago  the  councilor  invited  the  Mayor 
of  Boston  by  registered  letter,  a  copy  of  which 
was  printed  at  that  particular  time,  and  the 
return  receipt  for  which  I  have  now  in  my 
possession,  if  he  had  any  good  reason,  as  a  public 
servant,  why  Councilor  Kelly  should  not  have  a 
second  term,  to  come  out  before  the  public  of 
Dorchester  as  a  S20.000  a  year  public  servant  and 
tell  the  people  there  why  I  should  not  be  re-elected. 
After  the  expenditure  of  530,000  and  a  sneaky, 
underhanded  speech,  the  people  of  Ward  15  went 
to  the  polls  and  allowed  rae  the  privilege  of  carry- 
ing every  one  of  the  fifteen  precincts  for  re-election, 
something  that  was  unheard  of  in  that  section  of 
Dorchester.  The  Mayor  of  Boston  was  once 
referred  to  by  a  very  prominent  man  in  this  country 
as  crooked  and  tricky.  I  could  go  a  step  further, 
but  I  want  to  be  a  gentleman  here.  I  have"  some 
respect  for  the  people  that  I  have  the  honor  of 
representing,  and  I  think  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
should  stop  operating  in  the  dark,  attempting  to 
belittle  the  public  record  of  a  man  who  is  trying 
to  do  his  best,  whom  he  cannot  get  anything  on 
to  date — and  he  has  tried  hard  enough — and  the 
Finance  Commission  cannot  get  anything  on  to 
date,  although  they  have  been  instructed  to 
follow  me  up  and  down  the  street  for  the  past 
four  years,  with  two  investigators.  Mr.  Goodwin 
is  his  partner  in  crime.  But  I  have  just  come  to 
the  time  where  I  am  getting  sick  of  being  followed 
around  the  streets  of  Boston  by  the  investigators 
paid  by  the  taxpayers  of  Boston,  in  an  attempt 
to  get  something  on  me.  The  Mayor  is  not  going 
to  get  away  with  repaying  my  street  and  having 
the  work  done  right  at  election  time.  I  understand 
the  job  of  the  reconstruction  of  the  street  is  going 
to  take  two  and  a  half  months,  just  so  opponents 
of  mine  in  a  state-wide  or  local  fight  can  point  and 
say,  "All  Kelly  can  do  is  to  have  his  own  street 
paved.  He  did  not  have  anything  done  to  the 
other  streets  in  the  other  sections  of  the  ward." 
It  is  very  embarrassing,  and  many  things  the  Mayor 
has  done  he  thought  were  embarrassing  to  the 
respectable  people  of  Ward  15,  but  they  always 
got  over  them,  and  about  all  he  could  rally  to 
his  support  in  Ward  15  in  Dorchester,  or  any 
part  of  Dorchester,  in  fact,  is  a  bunch  of  thugs, 
thieves  and  burglars.  And  so  I  say,  Mr.  Chair- 
man, I  wish  this  order  passed  under  suspension 
of  the  rules,  and  I  want  to  know  what  the  Mayor 
has  to  say  when  this  order  is  passed  under  suspen- 
sion of  the  rules,  calling  for  the  repaving  of  ap- 
proximately one  hundred  and  twenty  streets  in 
my  district,  which  need  repaving  just  as  well  as 
Topliff  street,  the  street  where  I  reside. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


EMPLOYEES   OF  CONTRACTOR,   CITY 
HOSPITAL. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  City  Hospital  Trustees  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
submit  to  the  City  Council  each  week  the  names 
and  addresses  of  all  men  who  are  employed  by 
the  contractor  who  is  erecting  the  new  kitchen 
and   remodeling   the   old   laundry. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  regret  very 
much  to  have  to  be  compelled  to  introduce  an 
order  of  that  type.  For  years  it  has  been  the  same 
old  battle  up  here,  with  nobody  paying  any  atten- 
tion to  it  whatsoever — spending  millions  of  the 
taxpayers'  money,  and  men  from  every  other  town 
and  hamlet  in  the  Commonwealth  being  placed  to 
work  except  Boston  men,  the  Boston  men  walking 
the  streets  and  being  forced  to  go  to  the  employ- 
ment office  or  to  the  welfare.  I  am  referring  to 
this  order,  and  I  do  not  desire  to  mince  any  words 
on  it,  Mr.  President.  It  was  only  a  short  time  ago 
when  we  checked  up  on  the  contract  which  this 
same  man  had  for  work  on  the  City  Hospital — a 
man  who  never  should  have  a  city  contract,  a 
man  by  the  name  of  Bowen — and  we  found  that  of 
eighty-five  men  employed  in  the  erection  of  that 
building  sixty-two  of  them  came  from  every 
other  section  of  Massachusetts  except  Boston. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  Boston  men  were  fired,  and 
fifteen  minutes  later  a  man  from  Methuen  or 
Lynn  was  placed  to  work,  because  of  the  fact 
that  that  man  might  work  5  or  10  cents  cheaper 
an  hour  than  the  Boston  man.  We  have  heard 
Mr.  Manning,  the  chairman  of  the  trustees,  say 
to  us  time  and  time  again,  "I  am  in  sympathy 
with  you,  I  agree  with  you  that  only  Boston  men 


should  be  placed  to  work,  but  when  they  get  the 
opportunity,  when  this  Council  gives  them  the 
money,  then  they  ignore  us  entirely."  Now,  Mr. 
Bowen  is  handed  a  contract  for  almost  half  a 
million  dollars,  which  should  place  some  men  to 
work,  but  I  am  very  fearful,  as  he  is  very  un- 
scrupulous, that  he  will  not  live  up  to  his  speci- 
fications. He  was  more  than  530,000  lower  on 
this  job  than  the  next  lowest  bidder,  so  I  fear 
he  cannot  live  up  to  his  specifications,  and  that 
he  is  going  to  do  the  same  thing  in  the  erection 
of  this  building  that  he  has  done  in  the  past. 
If  the  trustees  are  on  the  level,  and  they  should 
be,  then  they  will  submit  to  this  Council  every 
week  a  list  of  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  men 
that  are  employed  on  that  building.  I  say  to  you, 
Mr.  President  and  members  of  this  Council, 
that  it  is  about  time,  regardless  of  who  is  Mayor 
of  this  city,  regardless  of  whatever  might  enter  - 
into  it,  that  we  absolutely  refuse  under  the  present 
circumstances  and  situation,  to  vote  a  5-cent  piece 
to  any  of  these  contractors  who  have  done  what 
they  have  done  in  the  past. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


CHECK-UP     ON     EMPLOYEES     OF     CITY 
CONTRACTORS. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  check  up  on  all  contractors  who  are 
doing  work  on  contracts  with  the  City  of  Boston 
for  the  purpose  of  determining  whether  or  not 
all  their  employees  are  citizens  and  residents  of 
Boston. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  this  is  another 
old  story.  I  don't  know  how  we  are  going  to 
remedy  it.  It  certainly  should  be  taken  care  of. 
I  don't  care  what  street  you  go  into,  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  where  a  contractor  has  a  job,  the  situation 
is  the  same.  For  example,  on  Hemman  street 
there  are  nineteen  men  employed,  and  not  over  two 
can  speak  the  English  language,  and  the  same 
situation  exists  all  over  the  City  of  Boston.  For 
the  benefit  of  the  Public  Works  Commission  I 
desire  to  name  a  man  by  the  name  of  Coughlin, 
who  has  a  contract  with  the  Sewer  Department. 
He  has  twenty-one  men  working,  sixteen  of  them 
living  outside  of  Boston. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


CLOSING  OF  CITY  AND  COUNTY  DEPART- 
MENTS  AT   FOUR  O'CLOCK. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  consider  the 
advisability  of  closing  all  city  and  county  depart- 
ments at  four  o'clock  daily  instead  of  five  o'clock 
as  at  present. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  in  conformity 
with  the  policy  being  pursued  by  our  national 
administration,  and  because  of  the  fact  that  it  is 
almost  impossible  to  grant  any  more  pay  to  any 
city,  county  or  even  state  employees,  I  am  respect- 
fully requesting  the  Mayor  to  consider  the  ad- 
visability of  closing  all  county  and  city  depart- 
ments at  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  instead  of 
five.

LEGISLATION      FOR      QUARTERLY      PAY- 
MENTS   OF   TAXES. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That   the   Committee  on  Legislative 
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CITY    COUNCIL. 


Matters  of  the  City  Council  be  requested  to  peti- 
tion for  legislation  making  taxes  payable  in  quar- 
terly installments  instead  of  annually,  as  at  present. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN — My  reason  for  offering 
this  order  is  our  recent  experience,  where  we  were 
called  upon  to  pass  upon  the  expenditure  of 
$3,000,000  for  interest  indebtedness  on  anticipation 
warrants.  I  believe  that  if  the  City  of  Boston 
were  authorized  to  collect  its  taxes  quarterly 
rather  than  annually,  as  it  now  does,  it  would  be 
unnecessary  for  the  city  to  borrow  in  anticipation 
of  its  collection  of  taxes  in  September.  In  that 
way  we  would  eliminate  a  great  deal  of  expenditure 
in  the  way  of  interest,  and  I  respectfully  hope 
this  order  will  pass. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  might  remark 
that  the  councilor  has  introduced  an  order  which 
should  have  been  law  in  this  city  four  years  ago. 
The  Mayor  of  Boston  does  not  want  such  a  law. 
The  Mayor  of  Boston  knows  that  that  takes 
away  his  graft  with  the  banks  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
As  the  councilor  well  stated,  if  taxes  were  payable 
quarterly  there  would  be  no  occasion  to  pay  the 
First  National  Bank  the  enormous  amounts  in 
interest  for  amounts  that  we  are  forced  to  borrow 
in  anticipation  of  incoming  taxes.  The  Mayor  of 
Boston  has  had  four  years  to  do  this — paying  a 
corporation  counsel  out  of  the  coffers  of  the  city 
$10,000  a  year,  paying  it  to  that  slippery  Sam 
Silverman,  a  man  that  is  worth  about  15  cents 

Coun.  RUBY — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  The 
gentleman  should  confine  himself  to  the  order 
before  us  and  not  enter  into  personalities. 

President  McGRATH— The  point  of  order  is 
well  taken. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  am  referring 
to  the  $10,000  that  is  being  paid  by  the  City  of 
Boston.  Perhaps  it  is  of  no  interest  to  my  col- 
league from  Ward  14,  but  it  is  of  interest  to  the 
councilor  from  Ward  15,  whose  constituents  con- 
tribute to  slippery  Sam's  salary  of  $10,000  per 
year.  I  say  these  are  some  of  the  things  that  Mr. 
Silverman  should  be  interesting  himself  in.  They 
have  a  legislative  counsel  up  there,  paid  $5,000  a 
year,  not  by  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  not  by  the 
councilor  on  my  left,  not  by  myself,  but  by  the 
City  of  Boston.  Those  are  the  things  they  should 
be  interesting  themselves  in,  instead  of  how  they 
can  maneuver  through  legislation  that  will  cause 
the  expenditure  perhaps  of  millions  of  dollars  in 
land  grafts.  That  is  the  only  kind  of  legislation 
the  present  administration  is  interested  in.  For 
four  long  years  they  have  had  that  opportunity, 
and  all  I  can  say  is  that  during  the  coming  year 
perhaps  the  next  Mayor  of  Boston  will  go  to  the 
Legislature  and  get  the  rights  that  the  people  of 
Boston  are  entitled  to,  which  will  necessitate 
their  saving  close  to  $3,000,000  a  year  that  is  paid 
in  interest. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


PAYMENT     FOR    TREATMENT     AT    CITY 
HOSPITAL. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  trustees  of  the  City  Hospital 
be  requested,   through   his  Honor  the   Mayor,   to 
enforce  the  payment  of  bills  for  treatment  at  the 
hospital  in  cases  where  patients  are  able  to  pay. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN — Mr.  President,  we  have 
seen  our  hospital  grow  to  the  extent  where  there 
are  practically  fifteen  thousand  cases  treated  in 
the  Out-Patient  Department  a  day.  Those  are 
the  official  statistics.  I  have  not  these  statistics 
on  the  patients  who  are  confined  in  the  hospital, 
but  we  know,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  that  we  have 
been  called  upon  to  appropriate  considerable  sums 
of  money  from  time  to  time  for  the  construction 
of  new  buildings  that  are  being  built  there  from 
year  to  year.  I  believe  that  the  taxpayers  of 
Boston  could  be  saved  considerable  sums  of  money 
if  the  Social  Service  Department  of  the  Boston 
City  Hospital  could  check  up  on  a  great  many  of 
these  cases  that  can  well  afford  to  pay  for  the 
treatment  they  receive  there.  A  great  number  of 
people  receive  free  treatment  who  own  property 
and  could  well  afford  to  pay  for  this  treatment, 
and  their  treatment  affects  the  treatment  given  to 
those  who  cannot  pay.  In  other  words,  they 
cannot  give  the  service  that  they  ought  to  give, 
because  of  the  great  numbers  that  daily  congest 
the  City  Hospital.  I  believe  it  would  be  in  the 
interest  of  the  City  of  Boston  if  the  Social  Service 
Department  there  could  be  enlarged,  if  necessary 
and  this  matter  gone  into  at  some  length,  to  make 


those  who  can  well  afford  to  bear  the  burden  pay 
their  proportionate  share  of  the  cost  of  upkeep  of 
the  City  Hospital. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  desire  to  dis- 
agree in  part  with  the  previous  councilor.  Any- 
one that  is  familiar  with  our  social  service  at  the 
City  Hospital  can  well  understand  that  every 
individual  that  is  able  to  pay  for  it  is  compelled 
to  pay  for  treatment  at  the  present  time.  I  have 
known  of  cases,  and  so  have  you,  where  the  Law 
Department  of  the  City  of  Boston  has  entered 
suit,  and  for  that  reason,  Mr.  President,  I  cannot 
allow  myself  at  this  time  to  vote  for  it,  and  I 
accordingly  move  that  it  be  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Hospitals. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Hospitals. 


BOSTON   ELEVATED   TRANSPORTATION 
STUDY. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  request  the  Trustees 
of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  to  make  a  study  of 
the  transportation  problem  in  Boston,  with  the 
end  in  view  of  providing  proper  transportation  and 
to  change  the  equipment  now  used,  to  modern 
equipment. 

Coun.    MURRAY— I    would    like    to    offer    an 
amendment  to  that,  that  it  take  in  the  whole  of  the 
city,  if  acceptable  to  the  councilor. 
Coun.  BURKE— All  right. 

President  McGRATH — Councilor  Burke  accepts 
the  amendment. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  submitted 
this  order  because  of  the  fact  that  I  have  studied 
to  some  extent  the  transportation  problem  in  the 
part  of  Dorchester  that  I  represent  as  City  Coun- 
cilor. During  the  past  two  months  twenty  public 
improvement  associations  and  civic  improvement 
bodies  have  contacted  me  and  asked  me  what 
could  be  done  in  order  to  make  the  necessary 
changes  in  the  transportation  system,  and  to 
secure,  if  possible,  some  modern  buses,  instead 
of  the  antequated  ones  they  now  have  in  use  in 
Dorchester.  I  understand  that  the  buses  now 
being  used  on  the  Dorchester  avenue  line,  going 
up  to  Mattapan  Hospital,  were  purchased  by  the 
Boston  Elevated  as  far  back  as  1921.  These 
buses  are  the  old  Mack  type,  similar  in  con- 
struction to  a  tank  that  they  have  in  the  army, 
and  similar  in  their  movement  along  the  street. 
The  other  day,  just  to  make  certain  as  to  the 
complaints  that  I  received  regarding  the  ride  that 
the  people  have  in  those  buses,  I  got  on  a  bus  at 
the  Mattapan  Hospital  and  rode  to  the  Ashmont 
Station,  and  it  reminded  me  of  a  time  when  I  was 
at  a  carnival  and  they  had  an  Irish  jaunting  cart 
that  you  could  ride  on  around  a  route  for  10  cents, 
and  it  is  the  greatest  ride  that  anybody  ever 
received.  I  have  ridden  down  through  some  of 
the  side  streets  in  Maine,  and  also  some  of  the 
side  streets  in  some  of  the  smaller  towns  of  Massa- 
chusetts, and  without  any  exaggeration  at  all  the 
ride  you  receive  here  in  Boston  on  the  Boston 
Elevated  1921  Mack  trucks  haB  all  the  rides  that 
you  receive  on  the  side  streets  of  those  small 
towns  stopped.  We  all  know  from  a  medical 
standpoint  that  those  people  suffering  from 
tuberculosis  must  have  comfort  in  riding.  There 
is  nothing  worse  for  their  physical  welfare  than 
having  them  shaken  up  and  tossed  around.  By 
the  time  they  get  off  the  car  their  condition  is 
much  worst  than  when  they  started.  I  am  ask- 
ing the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  take  a  personal  interest 
in  this  matter,  as  it  is  something  that  is  very 
important  to  the  City  of  Boston.  I  am  asking  him 
to  order  the  Trustees  of  the  Boston  Elevated  to 
make  a  study  of  the  transportation  problem,  and 
as  soon  as  possible  to  place  on  the  various  bus 
routes  in  Dorchester  buses  that  are  of  modern 
type,  and  buses  that  are  fit  to  be  used  and  fit  to 
be  driven  upon  the  streets  of  Boston. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule.

RESERVE  SIGNAL  EQUIPMENT,  FIRE 
ALARM   OFFICE.

Gentlemen, — When  the  Fire  Alarm  Station 
was  constructed  in  the  Fens,  space  was  provided 
within  the  building  for  expansion  of  the  system 
when  the  facilities  of  the  original  signal  equipment 
were  completely  utilized. 

I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from  the 
Fire  Commissioner  in  which  he  informs  me  that 
of  the  one  hundred  box  circuits  originally  installed, 
ninety-eight  are  now  in  service  and  one  more  will 
be  made  up  shortly,  thus  reducing  the  expansion 
facilities  of  the  station  to  one  circuit. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  commissioner  steps  should 
be  taken  immediately  to  provide  additional  reserve 
equipment  in  the  Fire  Alarm  Office  to  allow  for 
necessary  and  natural  expansion.  According  to 
estimates  received  an  appropriation  of  $50,000  is 
required  to  provide  for  the  expansion  the  commis- 
sioner has  in  mind.  This  sum,  if  made  available, 
will  permit  the  installation  of  additional  equipment 
for  forty  box  circuits.  With  this  reserve  equipment 
all  subsequent  expansional  needs  of  the  Fire  Alarm 
System  will  be  provided  for  for  many  years  to 
come. 

Since  an  adequate  Fire  Alarm  System  is  essential 
and  necessary  for  the  proper  and  efficient  function- 
ing of  the  Fire  Department,  I  submit  herewith  a 
loan  order  in  the  desired  amount  and  respectfully 
recommend  adoption  by  your  honorable  body.

Dear  Sir, — At  the  present  time  there  is  equip- 
ment for  one  hundred  box  circuits  in  the  fire  alarm 
office,  with  ninety-eight  circuits  now  in  service  and 
one  more  to  be  made  up  shortly,  leaving  equip- 
ment but  for  one  more  circuit. 

It  is  very  apparent  that  if  the  fire  alarm  system 
is  to  be  maintained  in  its  present  high  standard  a 
sufficient  amount  of  apparatus  must  be  available 
to  use  as  the  service  expands,  therefore  an  expendi- 
ture is  necessary  at  this  time. 

A  very  thorough  and  careful  study  has  been 
made  in  order  that  the  city  might  be  able  to  carry 
out  an  extension  of  the  fire  alarm  system  at  the 
lowest  possible  figure.  Three  propositions  have 
been  carefully  considered  and  one  for  $50,000  is 
the  only  one  which  I  would  care  to  recommend  for 
this  very  valuable  part  of  the  Fire  Department 
service. 

Without  doubt  and  by  acknowledgment  of  the 
greatest  fire  engineers  in  the  country,  the  City  of 
Boston  today  possesses  the  finest  and  best  equipped 
fire  alarm  station  in  the  country. 

When  the  station  was  built  several  years  ago 
allowance  was  made  to  provide  for  the  normal 
growth  of  the  fire  alarm  system.  As  the  city  has 
grown  it  has  become  necessary  to  install  addi- 
tional fire  alarm  boxes  with  the  consequent  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  circuits  and  facilities  must 
now  be  provided  for  additional  box  circuits.  Space 
has  been  .provided  for  these  future  expansions 
and  the  work  should  be  done  to  carry  out  the 
original  plan. 

I  respectfully  request  therefore  that  your  Honor 
ask  for  a  special  loan  of  $50,000  to  take  care  of  the 
additional  circuits,  storage  boards,  box  line  panels, 
protector  boards,  etc.,  necessary. 

This  addition  to  the  fire  alarm  system  is  abso- 
lutely necessary  at  the  present  time.  Any  delay 
in  providing  this  extension  to  the  system  will 
seriously  interfere  with  the  efficient  operation  of 
the  system. 

I  will  be  glad  to  furnish  any  further  information 
that  may  be  desired.

PROPOSED   PURCHASE   OF   YOUNG'S 
HOTEL. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  September  11,  1933. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — I  have  received  from  the  present 
owners  of  the  Young's  Hotel  property  an  offer  to 
sell  this  property  to  the  city  at  an  exceptionally 
low  figure.  The  property  has  been  occupied 
temporarily,  during  the  construction  of  the  new 
Federal  Building,  by  the  Post  Office  Department 
and  the  Federal  Courts.  Prior  to  their  occupancy, 
however,  the  Federal  Government  expended  in 
excess  of  $100,000  in  alterations  in  order  that  it 
might  be  available  for  office  purposes. 

Acceptance  by  the  city  of  this  offer  would  per- 
mit the  housing,  in  city-owned  property,  of  eight 
important  municipal  departments,  which,  at  the 
present  time,  are  occuping  quarters  outside  of 
City  Hall  and  for  which  the  city  is  required  to 
pay  annually  in  rentals  the  sum  of  $68,920.  The 
eight  departments  are  as  follows: 

School  Buildings,  Transit  Department,  Medical 
Examiner  Service,  Northern  Division,  Finance 
Commission,  Law  Department,  Licensing  Board, 
Boston  Port  Authority,  Traffic  Department. 

Purchase  of  the  Young's  Hotel  property  would 
not  only  result  in  a  saving  to  the  city  of  the  rentals 
now  paid  for  the  offices  of  these  eight  depart- 
ments, but  would  also  centralize  the  activities 
of  municipal  departments. 

Action  along  this  line  is  desirable  at  the  present 
time  in  view  of  the  fact  two  of  the  departments 
previously  mentioned  are  facing  the  problem  of 
securing  either  new  or  enlarged  office  accom- 
modations. Due  to  the  natural  expansion  of  the 
activities  of  the  licensing  Board  as  a  result  of 
the  legalization  of  the  sale  of  beer  and  the  probable 
repeal  of  the  Eighteenth  Amendment,  the  quarters 
now  occupied  by  this  department  are  wholly 
inadequate.  I  have  received  several  communica- 
tions from  the  Board  requesting  my  approval 
of  the  rental  of  additional  quarters,  but,  at  my 
request,  no  action  has  been  taken  on  the  matter 
to  date.  I  have  also  received  requests  from  the 
Police  Commissioner  that  the  quarters  now 
occupied  at  police  headquarters  by  the  Traffic 
Commission  be  vacated  in  order  that  contem- 
plated rearrangement  of  office  space  within  the 
Police  Department  might  be  carried  out.  The 
Traffic  Commission  has  not  been  required  to  pay 
any  rental  for  its  present  quarters  so  that  if, 
following  the  request  of  the  Police  Commissioner, 
this  department  is  forced  to  secure  new  quarters 
an  additional  rental  burden  will  be  imposed  upon 
the  city. 

It  is  estimated  that  approximately  40,000 
square  feet  of  office  space  is  now  occupied  by  the 
eight  municipal  departments  previously  mentioned. 
According  to  the  plans  on  file  in  the  office  of  the 
Building  Commissioner,  approximately  58,500 
square  feet  of  office  space  is  available  in  the 
Young's  Hotel  property.  It  would,  therefore, 
not  only  be  possible  to  house  these  eight  depart- 
ments, but  additional  office  space  would  be  made 
available  for  other  municipal  departments,  the 
present  quarters  of  which  are  admittedly-inade- 
quate. I  have  in  mind  particularly  the  Collecting 
Department.  During  the  period  for  the  collection 
of  real  and  personal  property  taxes  the  present 
facilities  of  the  Collecting  Department  are  greatly 
overtaxed.  The  space  is  so  small  that  taxpayers 
are  forced  to  stand  in  long  lines  and  waste  con- 
siderable time.  Moreover,  proper  ventilating 
facilities  for  so  large  a  number  of  people  are  not 
available,  and,  as  a  result,  many  complaints  of 
these  unsatisfactory  conditions  are  received 
annually.  The  ground  floor  of  Young's  Hotel 
would  make  an  ideal  location  for  the  Collecting 
Department  and  would  certainly  relieve  the 
disagreeable  features  which  at  present  attend  the 
annual  collection  of  taxes. 

According  to  the  records  of  the  Assessing 
Department  the  property  in  question  covers 
17,553  square  feet  of  land  and  is  assessed  for 
$1,300,000.  The  owners  of  this  property  have 
offered  to  sell  it  to  the  city  for  $700,000—  an  amount 
slightly  in  excess  of  50  per  cent  of  the  assessed 
valuation.  Because  of  the  location  of  this  prop- 
erty, the  fact  it  may  be  readily  utilized  for  office 
purposes,  and  the  added  fact  that  its  occupancy 
by  the  city  would  permit  the  annual  saving  of 
approximately  $70,000  in  rentals,  it  appears  to 
me  that  the  city  should  take  advantage  of  this 
exceptionally  low  figure  at   which  the  property 
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is  now  being  offered.  I  therefore  submit  a  loan 
order  providing  for  the  purchase  of  the  property 
at  the  offered  figure  and  respectfully  recommend 
adoption  by  your  honorable  body.

REPORT  ON  CITY  TRUCKS. 

The  following  was  received : 

Boston,  August  31,  1933. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — The  Finance  Commission  submits 
the  following  reply  to  the  order  adopted  by  the 
City  Council  on  August  7  requesting  that  the 
commission  "look  into  the  matter  of  the  recent 
purchase  of  reflectors  for  City  of  Boston  trucks." 

The  Finance  Commission  has  found  that  the 
purchase  of  these  reflectors  was  necessitated  by 
the  operation  of  a  requirement  that  on  and  after 
July  1  trucks  be  so  equipped. 

The  city  purchased  a  reflector  made  by  a  Con- 
necticut manufacturer,  which  reflector  is  one  of  a 
small  number  approved  by  the  State  of  Massa- 
chusetts. The  list  price  of  this  reflector  is  $3. 
The  city  purchased  280  at  a  cost  of  SI. 75  each. 
It  is  cadmium-plated,  water-tight,  dust-proof  and 
rust-proof,  spot-welded,  and  has  large  eyes  set 
firmly  in  sockets. 

The  Finance  Commission  has  not  felt  it  necessary 
to  investigate  the  cost  of  manufacture  which  of 
necessity  entails  an  expense  that  the  commission 
believes  is  not  warranted.  It  has  been  stated, 
however,  in  your  honorable  body,  in  criticism  of 
the  city's  purchase,  that  the  state  was  able  to  buy 
reflectors  for  80  cents  apiece.  As  far  as  the 
Finance  Commission  has  been  able  to  learn,  the 
state  has  purchased  350  of  an  entirely  different 
type  which  lists  for  SI. 25. 

The  reflector  purchased  by  the  state  is  of  enamel 
and  held  together  by  machine  screws  without  nuts. 
It  does  not  appear  to  have  any  of  the  important 
advantages  mentioned  above  in  connection  with 
the  reflector  purchased  by  the  city.  The  reflector 
purchased  by  the  city  is  to  be  used  on  the  large 
city  trucks.  The  commission  believes  the  type 
purchased  by  the  state  would  not  meet  the  require- 
ments of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Members  of  the  Council  who  are  in  doubt  about 
the  relative  merits  of  the  two  reflectors  can  inspect 
samples  at  the  office  of  the  Supply  Department.

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CITY  AUTHORIZED  TO  BORROW  $3,500,000. 

A  communication  was  received  from  Secretary 
Theodore  N.  Waddell,  of  the  Emergency  Finance 
Board,  State  House,  Boston,  under  date  of  August 
31,  1933,  inclosing  the  following  signed  vote 
authorizing  the  City  of  Boston  to  borrow  the  sum 
of  $3,500,000  under  provisions  of  chapter  307,  Acts 
of  1933: 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Emergency  Finance  Board 
of  the  Commonwealth  the  following  vote  was 
unanimously  passed: 

Voted,  To  approve  the  borrowing  by  the  City 
of  Boston  of  the  sum  of  $3,500,000  under  chapter 
307  of  the  Acts  of  1933.  Bonds  or  notes  to  be 
given  by  the  City  to  the  Commonwealth  or  to  any 
other  purchaser  of  the  same  shall  be  payable 
serially  in  not  more  than  five  years,  and  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  loan  be  applied  to  keeping  the  appro- 
priations made  for  welfare,  soldiers'  benefit,  or 
maturing  debt.  The  assessors  are  authorized  to 
use  the  amount  received  as  available  funds  in 
fixing  the  tax  rate  for  the  year  1933.  If  the  loan 
is  made  by  the  Commonwealth,  the  bonds  or  notes 
shall  bear  in  interest  at  the  rate  of  3 \  per  cent 
payable  semi-annually.

POLICE  RADIO  DESIRED. 

Coun.  RUBY  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  be 
requested  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  immediately 
instruct  his  appointee,  the  Police  Commissioner, 
to  police  radio  equip  the  Police  Department  of  the 
City    of   Boston. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  much  as  I  regret 
introducing  an  order  like  this  at  this  time,  I  do  so 
because  I  feel  that  every  other  method  that  could 
possibly  be  adopted  by  members  of  the  City 
Council  to  obtain  the  object  desired  has  failed. 
In  spite  of  the  fact  that  in  1931  this  honorable 
body  went  on  record  as  being  desirous  of  doing 
everything  possible  to  furnish  radio  equipment 
for  the  Police  Department,  and  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  months  ago  $75,000  was  appropriated  for  this 
purpose,  nothing  has  as  yet  been  done.  While  I 
agree  that  some  delay  might  possibly  be  desirable 
and  necessary,  in  order  to  examine  thoroughly 
into  the  best  possible  equipment  for  the  Police 
Department,  the  fact  remains  that  nothing  seems 
to  have  been  started.  Several  months  ago  we 
read  items  of  news  to  the  effect  that  the  Police 
Commissioner  had  agreed  on  two-way  radio 
equipment  for  the  department.  But  still  nothing 
has  as  yet  been  done.  With  all  due  respect  to  the 
Police  Commissioner,  with  whom  I  have  no 
quarrel,  I  believe  it  is  time  that  something  should 
have  been  begun  looking  to  radio  equipment  for 
the  department.  Certainly  it  seems  to  me  that  a 
start  should  be  made.  While  I  agree  that  a  cer- 
tain amount  of  cable  system  reconstruction  may 
be  necessary  in  the  Police  Department,  I  do  not 
think  it  is  fair  to  ask  the  members  of  this  body  to 
appropriate  at  this  time  the  sum  of  $300,000  in 
one  year,  especially  when  the  members  of  the 
body  and  the  Mayor  are  the  subjects  of  such 
strenuous  appeal  to  reduce  taxes,  and  when  they 
have  already  succeeded  in  reducing  the  tax  $2.70 
per  thousand.  I  believe  that  if  a  considerable 
expenditure  for  cable  equipment  for  the  Police 
Department  is  necessary,  it  should  be  spread 
over  a  period  of  years.  If  the  work  were  carried 
out  over  four  or  five  years  the  burden  in  any 
single  year  would  not  be  great,  which  would  be 
particularly  important  if  the  money  is  to  be  taken 
out  of  the  tax  levy.  I  certainly  believe,  however, 
that  the  Police  Commissioner  should  not  wait 
until  some  catastrophe  occurs,  such  as  the  murder 
of  that  venerable  gentleman,  which  we  all  remem- 
ber, a  year  or  two  ago,  or  a  similar  occurrence  at 
about  the  same  time  near  Forest  Hills.  I  cer- 
tainly feel  that  some  progress  should  be  made 
by  the  Police  Commissioner  with  radio  equip- 
ment for  his  department.  If  it  cannot  all  be  done 
at  once,  at  least  let  us  have  a  start  made.  We 
have  done  all  that  we  can  do.     We  have  supplied 
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money,  and  we  are  now  simply  waiting.  The 
Police  Departments  in  every  large  city  of  the 
country  are  radio-equipped,  and  it  is  the  consensus 
of  opinion  that  police  departments  so  equipped 
have  increased  their  efficiency  one  hundred  per 
cent  in  the  detection  and  prevention  of  crime. 
I  think  the  PoUce  Commissioner  is  in  duty  bound 
to  the  citizenry  of  Boston  to  immediately  proceed 
to  the  radio  equipment  of  his  department.  Money 
has  been  furnished  by  the  Chief  Executive  of  our 
city  and  by  the  City  Council,  and  a  start  at  least 
should  be  made.  Therefore,  I  respectfully  re- 
quest a  suspension  of  the  rule  and  the  passage  of 
the  order. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  am  having 
prepared  at  the  present  time  an  order  asking  for 
the  appropriation  of  a  definite  sum  of  money  to  be 
given  to  the  Police  Department  in  order  to  at  least 
install  part  of  the  cables  that  will  be  necessary  to 
replace  the  worn-out  underground  cables  of  the 
department.  I  believe  installation  of  the  radio 
system  is  absolutely  essential  for  the  proper  pro- 
tection of  the  people  of  Boston.  It  seems  to  me, 
also,  that  we  must  be  bound  by  the  opinion  of 
many  experts  who  have  investigated  the  situation 
in  Boston,  having  in  mind  the  necessity  of  radio 
equipment.  As  I  understand  it,  there  are  two  or 
three  of  those  experts  believe  that,  a  cable  system 
should  be  installed  as  an  auxiliary  to  the  radio 
system.  I  have  been  informed  by  Mr.  Hayes  of 
the  Police  Department — who,  I  believe,  is  the  man 
who  is  making  the  investigation  for  the  depart- 
ment— that  a  radio  system  can  be  installed  for 
$75,000,  but  that  it  will  not  be  100  per  cent  efficient 
unless  cables  are  replaced  in  certain  parts  of  the 
city.  He  stated  that  when  a  cruising  car  is  out 
perfect  reception  could  not  be  had  at  the  central 
office  at  Berkeley  street  unless  a  trunk  line  were 
run  to  a  local  station  in  that  vicinity,  having  the 
message  carried  from  there  to  the  central  office, 
with  the  return  message.  It  seems  that  the  City 
Council,  the  Mayor  and  the  Police  Commissioner 
are  at  loggerheads  in  regard  to  what  should  be 
done.  I  have  expressed  my  opinion  sufficiently  in 
the  past,  to  the  effect  that  a  radio  system  is  abso- 
lutely necessary  in  the  Police  Department  to  make 
the  department  one  hundred  per  cent  efficient. 
I  believe,  therefore,  that  we  should  cooperate  with 
the  Police  Commissioner,  giving  him,  say,  $50,000 
a  year,  so  that  the  cable  work  can  be  carried 
through  over  a  period  of  years  and  such  a  radio 
system  may  be  installed  in  the  department  as  will 
give  the  citizens  of  Boston  proper  police  protection. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  I  have  been 
one  of  those  members  of  the  Council  who  have 
believed  that  the  City  of  Boston  has  been  very  lax 
in  not  taking  action,  through  the  installation  of  a 
modern  radio  system,  that  would  place  this  city 
on  a  par  with  other  cities  in  the  country  which 
have  already  installed  a  radio  system.  But  during 
the  last  few  weeks  I  have  changed  my  mind  to  this 
extent,  that  I  believe  when  the  Police  Board  of 
Boston  installs  a  radio  system  it  should  be  one 
second  to  none  in  America.  The  Police  Commis- 
sioner made  it  clear  to  me  a  few  weeks  ago  that 
wonderful  results  can  be  obtained  with  a  two-way 
car.  There  are  certain  dead  spots  where  it  is 
impossible  with  the  ordinary  radio  reception  to  get 
proper  communication  with  the  department;  but 
it  seems  that  with  this  two-way  car  it  is  possible  to 
talk  back  and  forth  with  headquarters  continually 
under  the  most  extraordinary  circumstances — for 
example,  overcoming  the  difficulties  that  arise  in 
connection  with  subways  and  in  other  places, 
getting  high-grade  reception  in  places  where  there 
are  usually  the  most  horrible  conditions  to  combat. 
With  such  a  system  it  will  be  possible  to  carry  on 
perfect  communication  between  the  car  and  head- 
quarters in  any  place  in  Boston.  If  the  Police 
Commissioner  gives  the  City  of  Boston  that  won- 
derful system,  it  will  certainly  be  worth  what  we 
pay  for  it.  I  believe  the  Police  Commissioner  is 
working  along  the  right  line.  I  went  to  the 
Institute  of  Technology  and  talked  with  Professor 
Dugald  C.  Jackson,  supposed  to  be  the  best 
authority  on  police  radio,  and  even  with  President 
Karl  Compton;  and  when  I  saw  the  line  along 
which  Commissioner  Hultman  is  working  I  was 
ready  to  retract  what  I  had  formerly  said.  I  be- 
lieve, if  the  Police  Commissioner  is  going  to  give 
Boston  this  two-way  system  we  are  going  to  get 
the  best  system  in  the  world,  and  therefore  I  am 
in  favor  of  giving  him  a  few  more  weeks  to  work  ■ 
the  thing  out. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  I  have  been  very 
much  interested  and  pleased  in  listening  to  the  last 
speaker  eulogizing  the  work  of  our  Police  Commis- 


sioner. I  remember  the  criticism  directed  by  the 
speaker  a  short  time  ago  towards  the  Police  Com- 
missioner, and  I  remember  having  at  that  time 
said,  "If  we  hire  a  man  to  do  a  job,  why  not  let 
him  do  it?"  I  am  awfully  glad  to  hear  the  coun- 
cilor from  Ward  18  (Coun.  Norton)  today  eulogiz- 
ing the  Police  Commissioner  of  Boston,  who,  I 
think,  is  a  very  capable  man. 

The  resolution  was  passed  under  suspension  of 
the  rule. 


PROPOSED   DELAY   IN   TAX   SALES. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  order  the 
City  Collector  not  to  sell  any  real  estate  for  failure 
to  pay  taxes  until  the  Home  Owners  Loan  Corpora- 
tion appointed  by  President  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt 
have  an  opportunity  to  pass  on  all  applications  of 
home  owners  now  before  them  for  loans. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  in  asking  the 
members  of  the  Council  to  go  on  record  as  favoring 
this  particular  order  I  have  introduced,  which  calls 
upon  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  order  the  City  Col- 
lector to  sell  no  more  pieces  of  real  estate  in  this 
city  until  the  applications  of  the  home  owners  have 
been  acted  upon  either  favorably  or  unfavorably 
by  the  Federal  Board  known  as  the  Home  Owners 
Loan  Corporation.  I  believe  in  the  case  of  such 
mortgaged  property,  where  the  home  owners  are 
now  paying  interest  and  part  payment  on  the 
principal  from  year  to  year,  if  they  continue  with 
their  payments  on  the  mortgage  and  interest,  no 
harm  will  be  done  to  anybody  if  there  is  this  re- 
quested delay,  where  there  is  no  violation  of  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  the  mortgage,  and  I  think 
it  is  in  the  public  interest  in  times  like  these  that 
there  should  not  be  immediate  foreclosures  in 
such  cases.  There  are  many  thousands  of  appli- 
cations pending  before  the  board  referred  to,  and 
I  believe  the  action  suggested  in  this  order  will 
benefit  the  home  owners  of  Boston.  I  feel  that 
we  should  give  to  them  every  possible  chance,  that 
they  should  not  be  unnecessarily  embarrassed  under 
the  present  circumstances,  and  I  think  that  object 
will  be  attained  if  the  Mayor  of  Boston  orders  the 
City  Collector,  one  of  his  appointees,  not  to  sell 
real  estate  until  the  owners  have  been  given  this 
opportunity — •particularly  as  we  always  have  a 
lien  against  anybody  for  unpaid  taxes.  We  cer- 
tainly ought  to  give  these  people  this  chance  until 
their  petitions  are  passed  upon  one  way  or  the 
other  by  the  Home  Owners  Loan  Corporation, 
appointed  by  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt,  who,  I  must 
say,  is  doing  good  work. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


PROPOSED     DELAY     IN    FORECLOSURES

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  of 
Boston,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  re- 
quested to  draft,  a  bill  to  be  presented  to  the  Legis- 
lature to  permit  judges  to  grant  stays  not  exceeding 
one  year  in  mortgage  foreclosure  proceedings 
against  homes.  Also  to  prohibit  the  forced  sale  of 
any  such  property  for  a  sum  less  than  its  appraised 
or  assessed  valuation,  whichever  is  the  greater. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  various 
states  in  the  Union  are  passing  laws  giving  the 
home  owners  am  opportunity  to  at  least  recover 
their  homes  after  foreclosure  proceedings.  It  is 
certainly  important  in  times  like  these  to  grant 
whatever  relief  we  can.  In  New  York  State, 
through  the  initiative  of  Governor  Lehman,  a 
moratorium  of  a  year  has  been  granted.  I  would 
like  to  see  the  Mayor  of  Boston  bring  this  matter 
up  before  the  Legislature  through  a  bill  to  ac- 
complish the  end  sought  for,  so  that  the  home 
owners  of  Boston  may  be  given  the  relief  that  is 
allowed  in  other  states  of  the  Union. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


PAST   ASSESSMENTS   ON   YOUNG'S 
HOTEL. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Assessors,  through 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  requested  to  furnish  the 
Council    with    the    assessments    on    the    Young's 
Hotel  property  for  each  of  the  past  ten  years. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule.

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  this  in  an 
order  requesting  the  Corporation  Counsel  to 
inform  this  body  regarding  the  leases  of  property 
by  city  departments  or  about  property  rented  by 
the  city  departments,  wherever  the  rent  is  paid 
by  the  city.  We  are  going  to  hear  a  good  deal 
in  the  next  few  weeks  about  buying  property 
alongside  of  City  Hall,  and  the  information  I  have 
asked  for,  which  is  merely  preliminary  to  the  final 
action  in  that  matter,  to  possibly  prevent  wasting 
the  city's  money  at  this  time  in  acquiring  un- 
necessary buildings.

PROPOSED   ADDITION   TO   POLICE 
FORCE. 

Coun.  RUBY  offered  the  following: 
,    Ordered,  That  the  Police  Commissioner  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  appoint 
immediately  300  patrolmen  in  the  Police  Depart- 
ment. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  have  introduced 
this  order  requesting  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  ask 
the  Police  Commissioner  to  immediately  appoint 
three  hundred  more  men  to  the  Police  Depart- 
ment of  the  city  because  I  believe,  in  spite  of 
what  we  may  hear  or  read  to  the  contrary,  that 
the  Police  Department  of  our  city  is  undermanned 
by  seven  hundred  or  eight  hundred  men,  as  com- 
pared with  what  it  should  be.  The  day  before 
the  schools  opened  I  requested  the  captains  of 
three  stations  in  my  district — Divisions  9,  11 
and  19 — to  station  men  at  certain  dangerous 
street  intersections  in  the  district,  where  there  is 
heavy  automobile  travel,  prior  to  the  morning 
sessions  of  the  schools  and  after  the  close  of  the 
afternoon  sessions,  for  a  short  time,  for  protection 
of  the  children.  I  was  informed  that  they  did 
not  have  men  available  for  this  purpose.  If  we 
do  not  have  sufficient  policemen  so  that  a  few 
can  be  spared  for  such  a  purpose,  to  safeguard 
small  children  who  are  obliged  to  go  across  dan- 
gerous crossings  on  their  way  to  and  from  schools, 
I  say  it  is  about  time  that  that  situation  is 
remedied.  Even  if  these  are  times  when  economy 
is  necessary,  times  when  we  have  to  closely  scruti- 
nize expenditures  and  attempt  to  reduce  the  tax 
rate  of  the  City  of  Boston,  it  is  certainly  criminal 
for  us  to  economize  to  an  extent  where  the  lives 
or  the  safety  of  our  children  going  to  the  public 
schools  is  endangered.  I  am  informed  that  the 
personnel  of  any  particular  police  division  in  this 
city  should  comprise  from  115  to  120  men.  In 
one  division  in  my  district,  Division  19, — which 
covers  the  section  from  Dorchester  Lower  Mills 


through  the  heart  of .  the  Roxbury-Dorchester 
section,  from  Columbia  road  to  American  Legion 
Highway  to  Mattapan  square, — there  are  at  the 
present  time,  with  the  exception  of  the  captain, 
sergeants  and  lieutenants,  a  little  over  seventy 
men,  working  on  three  shifts  in  twenty-four  hours. 
There  are,  therefore,  available  for  police  duty  in 
that  section,  covering  miles  in  extent,  less  than 
twenty-five  men  in  an  eight-hour  shift.  Every 
man  in  that  division  is  covering  four  or  five  beats, 
and  those  of  us  who  know  the  length  of  the  beat 
of  an  ordinary  policeman  can  see  that  it  is  physic- 
ally impossible,  under  the  circumstances,  for  a 
police  officer  of  our  city  to  do  proper  work  if  he 
has  to  do  the  work  of  three  or  four  men.  The 
result,  as  I  have  said,  is  that  the  police  captains 
will  tell  you  that  they  cannot  spare  men  for  duty 
at  crossings  to  protect  the  school  children — such 
crossings,  for  example,  as  Morton  street  and 
Wellington  Hill,  where  700  children  must  cross 
Morton  street,  a  traffic  highway  which  is  a  race- 
track for  automobiles.  Certainly,  children  in  such 
places  should  be  safeguarded,  and  I  say  that  an 
economy  which  prevents  such  safeguarding  is 
unwise  and  criminal.  I  believe  that  in  every 
section  of  Boston — because  I  do  not  talk  alone 
for  my  district — there  are  large  numbers  of  chil- 
dren who  must  cross  dangerous  thoroughfares  in 
order  to  get  to  and  from  their  respective  schools, 
and  that  at  certain  times  of  the  day  they  should 
be  properly  safeguarded  by  the  police.  We  must 
safeguard  children  going  to  school,  as  we  try  to 
do  while  they  are  in  the  school.  With  auto- 
mobiles traveling  as  they  do  today,  it  is  not  an 
uncommon  thing  for  a  child  leaving  his  or  her 
home  to  be  never  heard  from  again — BUch  cases  as 
we  have  recently  heard  about  in  Somerville. 
I  feel  that  we  are  in  duty  bound  to  use  every 
precaution  and  safeguard  in  taking  care  of  our 
children  under  such  circumstances.  I  have  stood 
at  the  corner  of  Morton  street  and  Wellington 
Hill  myself  and  assisted  children  in  getting  across; 
but  the  children  all  over  our  city  are  not  able  to 
get  the  assistance  of  the  ordinary  citizen  in  cross- 
ing the  street  to  go  to  school.  I  dare  say  that  the 
condition  I  have  referred  to  there  is  prevalent 
throughout  our  city.  It  is  not  a  situation  that 
exists  in  my  district  alone.  In  1926  we  gave  to 
the  former  Police  Commissioner  300  additional 
men.  That  was  six  years  or  more  ago,  and  it 
was  then  stated  that  the  suburban  police  divisions 
were  being  neglected  and  entirely  undermanned. 
In  spite  of  that  fact  the  then  commissioner  took 
the  300  men  and  put  them  on  traffic  duty  in  the 
heart  of  the  city.  A  year  later,  when  some  of  the 
members  of  the  body  thought  that  the  pay  of 
the  policemen  should  be  increased,  he  told  us 
that  if  we  would  give  him  125  additional  men  he 
would  increase  the  salaries;  and  this  body  voted 
for  125  additional  men,  and  those  men  were  again 
put  on  the  traffic  department  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
Since  that  time,  in  spite  of  resignations,  in  spite 
of  suspensions,  in  spite  of  deaths,  in  spite  of  men 
retiring  on  pensions,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the 
department  is  so  greatly  undermanned,  no  addi- 
tional police  officers  have  been  appointed  in  this 
city.  Even  if  it  should  be  claimed  that  crime  is 
not  prevalent  in  our  city,  even  assuming  that  we 
were  free  of  crime,  certainly  it  cannot  be  claimed 
that  our  Police  Force  is  adequate  when  even  a 
few  men  cannot  be  assigned  to  dangerous  cross- 
ings at  certain  times  in  the  day  to  protect  our 
children  going  to  and  from  school.  It  is  time  for 
us  to  realize  that  one  of  the  most  important 
things  in  this  city  is  to  bring  our  Police  Depart- 
ment up  to  a  100  per  cent  personnel.  For  that 
reason  I  am  asking  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  request 
the  Police  Commissioner  to  place  300  or  more  men 
in  the  department,  having  in  mind  largely  the 
needs  of  the  suburban  district — Hyde  Park,  Dor- 
chester, Roxbury  and  West  Roxbury,  every  other 
section  where  men  are  needed  to  meet  the  legiti- 
mate needs  of  the  department.  Let  us  bring 
those  divisions  up  to  the  point  where  they  should 
be  brought,  so  that  when  we  make  a  decent,  fair 
and  proper  request,  looking  simply  to  the  safety 
of  the  children  in  our  respective  districts,  we  can 
get  the  help  and  safeguarding  that  are  needed. 
Therefore,  Mr.  President,  I  ask  for  suspension  of 
the  rules  and  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  President,  while  I  agree 
with  the  gentleman  in  his  stand  in  regard  to  the 
Police  Department,  I  believe  also  that  the  Fire 
Department  should  be  brought  up  to  the  point 
where  it  will  be  a  proper  fire-fighting  force.  I 
would  therefore  ask  of  the  gentleman  to  accept  an 
amendment  to  that  effect.  The  Fire  Department 
today  is  not  up  to  the  point  of  efficiency  in  numbers 
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that  it  was  several  years  ago.  I  ask,  therefore,  that 
the  gentleman  accept  an  amendment  which  will 
include  the  Fire  Department  in  his  order;  that  that 
department  be  added. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  while  I  have  no 
objection  to  that  being  done,  and  will  vote  for  a 
similar  order  which  relates  to  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, I  believe  the  two  orders  should  be  distinct, 
because  they  refer  to  two  distinct  and  separate 
departments.  I  shall,  however,  be  pleased  to  vote 
for  an  order  similar  to  the  one  suggested  by  the 
gentleman  from  Ward  19. 

Coun.  MURRAY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Fire  Commissioner,  through 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  requested  to  bring  the 
Fire  Department  up  to  its  full  quota  of  men. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  when  it  comes 
to  putting  300  extra  policemen  on  our  force,  I 
simply  wish  to  say  that  I  do  not  think  that  is  a 
step  that  will  necessarily  prevent  crime  or  add  to 
the  efficiency  of  our  Police  Department.  For 
purposes  of  the  record  I  would  like  to  say  that  the 
policing  of  this  city  now  costs  us  8100,000  a  square 
mile  for  47  square  miles  in  this  city,  more  than  the 
cost  in  any  other  city  except  New  York.  If  I 
thought  that  placing  these  additional  police  in  the 
department  would  prevent  crime,  I  would  not 
have  a  word  to  say,  but  there  is  no  evidence  to  the 
effect  that  merely  adding  to  the  force  in  Boston  in 
this  way  will  aid  in  the  prevention  of  crime.  Such 
a  conclusion  is  not  warranted  according  to  the 
views  of  former  Chief  Vollmer  of  Berkeley,  Cali- 
fornia, who  wrote  the  Wickersham  Report.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  Mr.  President,  Boston  is  a  law- 
abiding  city.  We  have  here  no  such  crimes  as  the 
Leopold  and  Loeb  murder,  or  crimes  of  that 
character.  And  certainly,  Mr  President,  this  is  a 
matter  that  we  in  Boston  can  well  leave  in  the 
hands  of  our  Police  Commissioner. 

The  orders  offered  by  Coun.  Ruby  and  Coun. 
Murray  were  passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


PROPOSED  LEASE  OF  BO  STON  ELEVATED 
LAND. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Park  Commission  be  directed, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  confer  with  the 
Trustees  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railroad,  for 
the  purpose  of  leasing  the  vacant  land  owned  by 
the  Boston  Elevated  Railroad,  bounded  by 
Willard,  Barton  and  Brighton  streets,  in  the  West 
End,  and  to  negotiate  with  them  to  lease  same 
for  §1  per  year  for  playground  purposes.

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  during  many 
years  as  a  member  of  this  body  I  have  never  before 
introduced  an  order  asking  that  any  officials  be 
removed  from  office.  But  conditions  have  got 
to  such  a  point  in  the  Boston  City  Hospital  that 
an  assistant  matron  by  the  name  of  Cutler  has 
been  acting  in  a  way  that  calls  for  the  introduction 
of  such  an  order.  Before  anybody  can  obtain 
a  position  there  they  must  present  a  voting  certifi- 
cate; but,  lo  and  behold!  Miss  Cutler,  who  has 
direct  charge  of  some  1,200  employees  there, 
has  never  voted  in  the  City  of  Boston,  according 
to  the  records  of  the  Election  Department,  which 
must  be  correct.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  this  same 
Miss  Cutler  is  the  largest  taxpayer  in  the  town  of 
Natick  where  she  votes  yearly.  Still,  she  has  a 
splendid  position  in  this  city.  I  don't  mind  that. 
Somebody  has  to  fill  those  positions.  But  when 
anybody  is  so  arrogant,  so  insulting  that  one  is 
led  to  believe  that  the  days  of  slavery  have  come 
back  again;  when  an  individual  who  goes  to  work 
there  and  through  sickness  is  forced  to  stay  out 
one  day  must  present  a  doctor's  certificate  stating 
that  he  or  she  was  sick  on  that  day,  I  say  it  is  a 
ridiculous  situation.  A  person  who  may  be  out 
one  day  with  a  heavy  cold  or  anything  else  must 
send  for  a  doctor  and  pay  him  $2  or  S3  to  get  a 
certificate  showing  that  he  or  she  was  really  sick. 
When  a  girl  is  working  there,  if  Miss  Cutler  does 
not  take  a  fancy  to  her,  regardless  of  the  work  she

is  supposed  to  do,  she  puts  her  down  on  her  hands 
and  knees,  giving  to  the  girl  work  that  she  is 
not  suited  for.  I  say  it  is  about  time  that  Miss 
Cutler  realized,  what  is  realized  elsewhere  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  that  better  results  are  obtained 
with  a  friendly  smile  and  a  kindly  spirit  than 
through  the  lash  of'  a  whip.  There  is  just  room 
for  criticism  of  some  of  this  spirit  that  is  being 
displayed  in  the  City  Hospital.  Miss  Cutler  is 
not  the  only  one  to  be  criticized,  and  if  conditions 
are  not  corrected  I  shall  go  down  the  line  and 
name  each  individual  there.  They  are  there 
because  the  taxpayers  of  Boston  are  paying  them 
their  salary,  and  they  ought  to  be  thankful  to  the 
Almighty  that  they  have  their  positions,  instead 
of  driving  poor  unfortunates  as  if  they  were  not 
human  beings.  We  cannot  get  much  satisfaction 
out  of  the  trustees,  we  cannot  get  much  satis- 
faction out  of  those  in  charge  at  the  hospital, 
because  it  is  very  evident  that  even  the  maids  are 
afraid  of  this  same  Nellie  Cutler,  the  mattress 
voter  from  Natick.  Does  any  individual  here 
believe  that  if  this  city  is  good  enough  to  make 
a  living  in,  obtaining  a  nice  salary  from  the  city, 
it  is  n  nt  good  enough  to  vote  in?  Some  apparently  do 
not  believe  so,  and  that  is  the  sort  of  thing  that 
we  have  been  fighting  for  years.  The  Mayor  of 
Boston  is  well  acquainted  with  Miss  Cutler.  He 
knows  her,  as  well  as  every  member  of  the  City 
Council  knows  her.  You  know  how  she  treats 
those  who  go  to  her  with  a  letter  from  what  she 
calls  a  politician.  I  say  it  is  about  time  that  the 
trustees,  who  spend  millions  and  millions  of  our 
money,  should  have  backbone  enough  to  stand  up 
and  tell  Miss  Cutler  from  now  on  that  she  has  got 
to  use  the  1,200  or  1,300  employees  working  there 
like  human  beings  and  not  like  slaves.

SEPTEMBER    11,     1933. 
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ACTION   URGED   ON   HUNTINGTON 
AVENUE   SUBWAY. 

Coun.  POWER  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor 
instruct  the  Emergency  Finance  Board  to  recon- 
sider its  action  on  the  proposed  Huntington  Avenue 
Subway,  in  order  that  the  people  of  that  district 
may  receive  adequate  car  service,  and  in  order  to 
reduce  the  enormous  expenditures  of  the  Public 
Welfare  and  Soldiers'  Relief  Departments. 

Coun.  POWER— Mr.  President,  I  hesitate  to 
talk  upon  this  resolution,  so  much  has  been  said 
for  some  time  past  about  the  Huntington  Avenue 
Subway,  but  in  the  last  week  or  so  the  hearts 
have  been  taken  out  of  three  thousand  veterans  in 
the  City  of  Boston,  and  so,  as  a  Democrat  coming 
from  a  Democratic  district,  I  am  appealing  to  a 
Democratic  Governor  to  give  to  Boston  the  home 
rule  which  he  was  advocating  when  he  was  seek- 
ing election.  The  chairman  of  the  Emergency 
Finance  Board  says  that  the  Huntington  Avenue 
Subway  is  not  a  necessary  proposition.  Well, 
about  half  an  hour  ago  I  wish  he  could  have 
walked  out  there  and  seen  five  starters  and  about 
five  car  inspectors  of  the  Boston  Elevated  trying 
to  herd  five  thousand  or  ten  thousand  schoolchil- 
dren on  the  cars,  while  at  the  same  time  two  or 
three  hundred  women  with  children  in  their  arms 
were  trying  to  get  on  the  cars  at  Huntington 
avenue.  This  would  be  a  good  time  to  go  out 
there  and  see  whether  we  need  better  transporta- 
tion facilities  on  Huntington  avenue.  Ten  years 
ago  this  proposition  came  up  and  was  killed  in 
the  Legislature.  At  that  time  the  cost  was  esti- 
mated to  be  about  112,000,000.  A  year  ago  it 
came  before  the  Legislature  and  the  Legislature 
passed  it  and  our  Governor  signed  it;  and  now  his 
Board,  appointed  by  him,  the  Emergency  Finance 
Board,  appointed  by  that  same  Governor,  insults 
the  Governor,  saying  to  him,  "You  were  wrong 
a  year  ago;  the  Huntington  Avenue  extension  is 
not  necessary."  They  say  that  no  really  impres- 
sive appeal  was  made  in  the  matter  for  the  car 
riders.  Well,  I  don't  know  what  else  could  have 
been  done  in  representing  the  wishes  of  the  people. 
Many  others  appeared  there  besides  myself — 
other  councilors,  fifteen  representatives  and  four 
senators — but  we  are  told  that  no  really  impressive 
appeal  was  made  for  the  car  riders!  We  could 
have  herded  five  thousand  or  ten  thousand  car 
riders  into  the  Gardner  Auditorium,  but  I  felt 
and  others  felt  that  we  were  properly  represent- 
ing the  people  whom  we  serve  in  the  matter. 
The  car  riders  were  certainly  represented.  People 
living  in  my  district,  as  a  rule,  do  not  own  automo- 
biles. They  have  to  ride  for  a  mile  and  a  quarter 
and  probably  two  miles  distance  from  Park 
square,  and  it  takes  them  three  quarters  of  an 
hour.  People  can  go  to  Newton  and  Belmont  in 
far  less  time  than  it  now  takes  to  travel  that  short 
distance.  And  still  we  are  told  that  this  pro- 
posed extension  is  not  necessary.  We  were  not 
born  with  silver  spoons  in  our  mouths  out  there. 
We  have  to  count  our  dimes.  We  need  better 
service,  There  is  no  question  about  that.  We 
have  there  the  best  hospital  center  in  the  country 
if  not  in  the  world,  at  Longwood  and  Huntington 
avenues;  we  have  the  greatest  school  center  in 
the  world.  And  yet  we  are  told  that  we  do  not 
need  this  extension.  Next  year  they  will  finish 
the  Worcester  Turnpike  coming  in  to  Huntington 
avenue.  And  it  is  admitted  that  things  are  pretty 
bad  now,  but  what  will  happen  when  that  is  fin- 
ished and  this  additional  travel  is  put  into  Hun- 
tington avenue?  And  they  say  this  extension 
is  not  necessary!  And  so,  Mr.  President,  I  am 
asking  the  Governor  in  this  resolve  to  speak  a 
word  to  this  Emergency  Finance  Board  appointed 
by  him,  so  that  they  may  not  insult  him  and  may 
not  insult  the  Legislature  of  a  year  ago,  or  the 
City  Council  and  the  Mayor  of  Boston.  I  am 
asking  them  to  reconsider  that  disapproval  and  to 
approve  of  this  proposition.  It  was  estimated  ten 
years  ago  that  this  would  cost  about  $12, 000,000. 
Under  the  present  set-up  it  is  estimated  that  it 
will  cost  about  eight  and  one-half  millions  today. 
This,  with  the  30  per  cent  for  public  works  there 
will  be  two  millions  off  of  the  eight  and  one-half 
millions.  It  will  put  about  three  thousand 
veterans  at  work  for  the  next  two  years,  and  thus 
will  reduce  the  amount  that  would  otherwise  be 
spent  for  veterans'  aid  by  two  millions.  Mr. 
President,  let  us  go  ahead  and  do  it,  and  let  the 
Democratic  Governor  recognize  this  Democratic 
district  that  gives  him  ten  thousand  votes  every 
year.     This  whole  thing  will  be  a  wonderful  help 


to  Roxbury,  Jamaica  Plain  and  other  districts. 
I  trust  that  the  resolution  will  be  passed  under 
suspension  of  the  rule,  Mr.  President.

The  question  came  on  the  motion  to  take  from 
the  table. 

The  question  came  on  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  nothing  has 
happened  since  the  submission  of  the  budget  that 
would  make  me  change  my  attitude  with  reference 
to  No.  9  on  the  calendar.  On  the  contrary,  I  was 
quite  interested  to  see  a  notice  in  one  of  the  lead- 
ing papers  in  Boston  yesterday  morning  to  the 
effect  that  a  certain  clerk  in  one  of  our  courts — 
and  I  was  at  once  interested,  as  a  practicing 
attorney,  with  offices  in  the  very  same  county  — 
was  without  paper  and  without  the  necessary 
supplies;  that  he  had  something,  and  there  was 
an  intimation  that  he  might  be  compelled  to  go 
to  the  Supreme  Court  to  compel  the  members  of 
this  body  to  pass  this  particular  item  in  the 
budget.  I  say  to  you,  Mr.  President,  and  to 
every  member  of  this  body  who  is  interested  in 
the  fair,  honest  and  decent  employees  of  this  city, 
that  we  should  all  stand  up  here  and  continue  to 
take  the  same  position  that  we  took  originally 
when  we  held  this  item  up,  some  time  in  March 
or  April.  What  has  brought  about  the  change 
that  necessitates  taking  this  from  the  table  and 
passing  it?  Is  it  because  Councilor  Ruby  has 
been  threatened  by  someone  in  the  Suffolk  County 
Court  House,  that  some  one  might  go  out  into 
Ward  14  and  help  lick  Ruby  in  the  Council  fight 
because  of  his  not  voting  for  this  order?  Mr. 
President,  they  can  go  out  there  if  they  want  to 
do  so.  We  are  not  holding  this  up  for  any  per- 
sonal reason.  We  say  to  them,  as  to  every  other 
department  head  of  our  city,  that  if  the  taxpayers 
of  Boston  are  going  to  pay  for  printing  and  office 
supplies  it  is  the  duty  and  obligation  of  every 
department  head  in  the  City  of  Boston  or  in  the 
county  to  have  his  printing  work  done  in  the 
printing  establishment  that  is  paid  for  and  sup- 
ported by  the  City  of  Boston.  I  say  to  the  coun- 
cilor who  has  called  this  up  from  the  table  that  I 
dare  say  some  of  his  constituents  are  working  in 
our  Printing  Plant.  There  are  140  men  working 
in  that  department,  and  they  are  now  working  on 
a  three  or  four  day  week.  There  is  absolutely  no 
reason  why  they  should  not  be  earning  the  same 
week's  pay  that  is  earned  in  every  other  depart- 
ment in  the  City  of  Boston.  But  because  certain 
men  have  flaunted  the  thing  in  our  faces,  have 
been  adamant  and  stubborn,  we  have  held  this 
thing  on  the  table.  We  are  not  saying  that  we 
are  holding  the  appropriation  up  because  it  is  not 
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necessary,  that  the  money  is  not  being  spent 
properly.  On  the  contrary,  I,  personally,  have,  as 
I  know  other  members  of  the  Council  have,  the 
highest  regard  for  every  county  official  in  the 
Suffolk  County  Court  House.  But  they  will  have 
difficulty  in  convincing  me  that  they  have  a  right 
to  take  this  item  of  $50,000  or  $60,000  of  the  tax- 
payers' money  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  give  work 
to  private  personal  friends  when  the  City  of 
Boston  is  running  a  printing  plant  that  is  sup- 
ported by  the  citizens  and  that  is  entitled  to  this 
work.  If  they  can  convince  me  that  that  is  fairer 
than  to  allow  our  Printing  Department  to  do  the 
work,  I  shall  be  ready  to  quit  and  vote  with  them. 
But  nothing  in  this  situation  has  changed.  When 
they  say  to  us  that  they  are  willing  to  spend  the 
money  with  the  Printing  Department  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  of  course,  we  will  give  them  the  money. 
We  are  not,  however,  to  be  scared,  threatened  or 
cajoled  in  this  matter.  We  voted  in  good  faith 
months  ago  to  lay  this  matter  on  the  table,  simply 
in  the  interest  of  men  who  are  employees  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  and  believing  that,  even  if  these 
court  officials  are  county  officers  we  pay  the 
freight  and  that  they  should  recognize  the  claim 
of  these  140  men  in  the  Printing  Department  of 
our  city,  a  union  plant,  properly  equipped  to 
handle  any  kind  of  work  of  either  a  public  or  a 
private  nature.  I  believe  there  is  no  better 
equipped  printing  plant  in  our  city  than  the  new 
City  Printing  Plant  in  the  North  End,  an  up-to- 
date  plant  fully  equipped  to  do  any  kind  of  print- 
ing; and  when  we  ask  these  officials  to  spend  the 
money  we  appropriate  in  our  own  department, 
are  we  not  making  a  fair  request?  I  say  to  the 
councilor  from  Ward  20  (Councilor  Cox)  that  in 
our  respective  districts  we  try  to  get  the  people 
to  trade  with  the  tradesmen  there;  and  certainly  in 
our  city  work,  where  we  have  a  city  department 
that  handles  certain  work,  it  is  nothing  but  right 
that  the  money  of  the  taxpayer  should  be  used  for 
the  support  of  such  a  department.  Therefore, 
are  we  unfair  to  the  clerks  of  these  courts  when 
we  say  to  them,  help  us  to  keep  these  140  city 
employees  employed,  so  that  their  wives  and 
families  may  get  a  square  meal  three  times  a  day, 
the  same  as  your  family  and  my  family.  These 
men  are  city  employees,  as  entitled  to  a  living  as 
the  councilors  and  their  families.  This  order  has 
been  laid  on  the  table  in  their  interest.  I  certainly 
am  not  willing  to  admit  that  any  man  working  in 
the  City  Printing  Plant  has  not  the  same  right  as 
every  other  city  employee.  For  these  reasons  I 
feel  that  at  the  present  time  the  matter  should  not 
be  taken  from  the  table.  My  feeling  in  the 
matter  is  not  a  personal  one.  Perhaps  as  an  at- 
torney I  should  be  on  the  other  side  of  the  fence. 
But  with  me  it  is  a  question  of  principle.  I  think 
we  should  be  fair  to  all  of  our  city  employees,  and 
I  ask  the  members  of  the  Board,  in  fairness  to  the 
140  employess  of  the  Printing  Department  not  to 
take  this  matter  from  the  table. 

Coun  FISH — Mr.  President,  I  move  that  the 
matter  be  put  back  on  the  table. 

Coun.  MURRAY— Mr.  President,  I  still  take 
my  original  position  on  this  question,  as  a  matter 
of  fair  play.  If  this  same  question  should  arise 
in  regard  to  some  of  the  clerks  themselves,  I  wonder 
how  they  would  feel  about  it,  if  they  were  to  be 
laid  off?  The  employees  of  the  Printing  Depart- 
ment are  in  our  official  family  and  they  should  all 
be  treated  alike.  I  believe,  in  fairness  to  our- 
selves, that  if  some  of  these  clerks  want  to  push 
the  matter,  they  should  be  allowed  to  go  to  the 
highest  court  in  the  land.  Let  us  stand  by  the 
employees  of  the  Printing  Department,  and  let 
us  help  them  so  far  as  possible  to  get  a  living  wage, 
because  they  really  need  it. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  am  heartily 
in  favor  of  what  has  been  said  by  the  councilor 
from  Ward  14  (Coun.  Ruby)  and  the  councilor 
from  Ward  19  (Coun.  Murray).  I  wonder  how 
these  different  clerks  in  their  various  departments 
would  like  it  if  the  work  they  are  doing  was  farmed 
out  to  private  concerns  in  Boston?  Mr.  President, 
we  have,  I  believe,  the  finest  printing  plant  in 
America,  and  we  have  there,  I  understand,  143 
men,  some  of  whom — men  like  John  Cosgrove, 
Patrick  Keefe  and  Robert  Hunter— have  worked,  in 
that  department,  in  that  plant,  for  the  last  twenty- 
five  or  thirty  years.  Just  imagine  the  feelings  of 
such  men  when  they  get  only  a  few  days'  work 
in  a  week  and  then  are  simply  told  that  there  is 
no  money  to  pay  them,  that  the  plant  has  to  close 
down.  Why  should  not  such  men  be  recognized 
as  city  employees?  Why  should  not  work  that  is 
paid  for  by  the  city  be  done  through  a  city  plant 


established  for  just  that  purpose?  Let  us  give 
proper  recognition  to  the  employees  of  that  plant, 
some  of  whom  have  been  there  for  twenty-five 
and  thirty  years,  or  over. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  in  moving  that  this 
matter  be  taken  from  the  table  I  did  so  with  no 
intention  of  creating  a  disturbance.  Neither 
have  I  any  objection  to  the  boys  getting  up  and 
telling  how  laying  this  item  on  the  table  was  in 
the  interest  of  the  employees  of  the  Printing 
Plant.  But,  Mr.  President,  we  have  here  an  item 
of  $42,950,  and  out  of  that  there  is  about  $11,250 
allotted  for  printing  and  the  balance  of  $31,700 
is  for  office  supplies.  Certainly  that  sum  will 
not  take  care  of  143  men.  I  did  not  read  any- 
thing in  the  paper  yesterday  about  any  clerk, 
or  what  he  proposed  to  do,  and  I  know  nothing 
about  that.  I  am  not  a  practicing  attorney, 
but  I  have  been  told  that  it  is  not  possible  to  go 
into  some  of  these  offices  and  get  a  sheet  of  paper 
on  which  to  make  a  notation.  I  certainly  do  not 
think  that,  under  the  guise  of  protecting  the  City 
Printing  Plant,  we  have  any  reason  to  hold  up 
$32,000  worth  of  office  supplies.  This  item  is 
divided  between  $31,700  for  office  supplies  and 
$11,250  for  printing.  But  all  I  have  heard  here 
is  about  140  printers.  I  feel  that  the  clerks  of  the 
courts  should  send  their  printing  to  the  City 
Printing  Plant,  but  I  don't  feel  like  taking  the 
responsibility  of  holding  up  the  business  of  the 
courts  of  this  Commonwealth. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  for  purposes 
of  the  record,  no  one  wants  to  hold  up  the  business 
of  the  courts.  Every  member  of  the  body  wants 
to  stand  back  of  the  courts.  But  here  is  the 
opening  wedge.  There  may  be  $31,700  here  for 
stationery,  but  when  you  buy  stationery  you  also 
buy  printing.  There  may  be  only  $11,250  for 
printing.  But  this  is  only  the  opening  wedge 
in  the  battle  to  have  the  Printing  Plant  of  the 
City  of  Boston  perform  strictly  city  work — that 
is,  work  for  which  the  City  of  Boston  pays.  That 
is  the  question.  We  wish  to  keep  on  the  job 
men  who  have  been  working  for  the  city  faithfully 
and  well  for  twenty-five  years  or  more. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  in  regard  to  keep- 
ing men  out  of  the  job  I  understand  that  this 
work  has  never  gone  to  the  City  Printing  Plant. 

Coun.  MURRAY— Mr.  President,.  I  would 
like  to  say  that  for  twenty  years  previous  to  the 
coming  of  the  councilor  here  four  years  ago  this 
work  was  done  by  the  City  Printing  Plant  and 
done  satisfactorily.  There  have  been  many 
recommendations  and  indorsements  to  that  effect. 
But,  of  course,  you  cannot  blame  the  councilor 
for  what  he  did  not  know  before  those  four  years! 

The  motion  to  take  the  order  from  the  table 
was  declared  lost.

Dear  Sir, — I  am  in  receipt  of  an  order  from  the 
City  Council  that  the  Park  Commission  be  re- 
quested to  build  additional  tennis  courts  at  Frank- 
lin Park.  I  will  be  pleased  to  make  a  personal 
investigation  of  conditions,  and  if  it  is  possible 
to  comply  with  this  request,  it  will  be  a  pleasure 
to  do  so. 

The  area  at  Franklin   Park  devoted  to  tennis 
courts  at  the  present  time  is  quite  large,  and  in 
order  to  lay  out  additional  courts  a  considerable 
amount  of  grading  would  have  to  be  done.

TRAFFIC   LIGHTS,   NORTH   END. 

The  following  was  received : 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  September  18,  1933. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — I  am  advised  by  the  members  of 
the  Boston  Traffic  Commission  that  the  installa- 
tion of  signal  lights  in  Keany  square  and  on  Han- 
over street  are  deemed  necessary  in  order  to  con- 
trol automobile  traffic  in  these  locations  and  to 
protect  pedestrians.  Statistics  complied  by  the 
Traffic  Commission  indicate  that  a  number  of 
serious  accidents  have  occurred  at  these  spots 
because  of  the  heavy  flow  of  motor  vehicle  traffic 
and  the  absence  of  any  system  of  control  of  such 
traffic.  According  to  estimates  prepared  by  the 
Traffic  Commission  the  installation  of  lights  in 
these  locations  will  involve  an  expenditure  of 
approximately  $20,000.  There  is  available  at  the 
present  time  in  the  appropriation  for  the  installa- 
tion of  lights  on  Commonwealth  avenue,  between 
Arlington  street  and  Governor  square,  an  unex- 
pended and  unencumbered  balance  of  $8,435.44. 
Since  the  work  for  which  this  loan  was  authorized 
has  been  completed,  I  propose  to  transfer  this 
unexpended  balance  to  the  North  End  project  and 
secure  the  remainder  of  the  amount  necessary  for 
this  latter  project,  namely  $12,000,  by  the  issuance 
of  a  loan  order. 

I  accordingly  submit  herewith  two  orders,  one 
providing  for  the  transfer  of  the  unexpended 
balance  on  the  Commonwealth  avenue  installation, 
and  the  other  for  a  loan  in  the  amount  of  $12,000. 

I  respectfully  recommend  adoption  of  these  two 
orders  by  your  honorable  body.

SALE     OF     LAND     TO     MASSACHUSETTS 
GENERAL  HOSPITAL. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  September  18,  1933. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — Under  date  of  August  15,  1931,  I 
submitted  to  your  honorable  body  an  order 
authorizing  the  sale  of  certain  property  in  the 
vicinity  of  Fruit  and  North  Grove  streets,  formerly 
used  by  the  Fire  and  Public  Works  Departments, 
to  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital.  This 
order  provided  for  the  sale  of  approximately 
25,000  square  feet  of  land  at  a  price  of  $6  per 
square  foot.  This  order  was  approved  by  the  City 
Council  under  date  of  October  19,  1931.  Because 
of  financial  complications  no  action  was  ever  taken 
on  this  order  and  ownership  of  the  property  still 
rests  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

I  am  now  in  receipt  of  an  offer  from  the  Trustees 
of  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  for  the  pur- 
chase of  this  property  at  a  price  of  $4  per  square 
foot.  This  reduced  tender  is  made  by  the  trustees 
because  of  the  more  or  less  general  depreciation 
in  real  estate  values  which  has  occured  in  the  city 
during  the  past  two  years.  I  am  advised  by 
experts,  with  an  intimate  knowledge  of  real  estate 
values  in  the  West  End  section  of  the  city,  that  in 
view  of  existing  conditions  the  present  offer  of  the 
Hospital  Trustees  is  reasonable  and  fair.  In  view 
of  the  fact  that  the  property  in  question  is  no 
longer  needed  for  public  purposes  and  that  its  sale 
at  the  price  offered  will  afford  the  city  approxi- 
mately $100,000  in  revenue,  I  submit  herewith  a 
new  order  providing  for  its  sale  at  the  proffered 
figure.

THE  YOUNG'S  HOTEL  PROPERTY. 

The  following  was  received: 
The  Finance  Commission  of  the  City  of  Boston, 

Boston,  September  13,  1933. 
To  the  Committee  on  Finance,  Boston  City  Council. 
Gentlemen, — The  Finance  Commission  desires 
to  submit  the  following  facts  in  regard  to  the 
proposal  now  before  your  honorable  body  to 
borrow  $700,000  for  the  purchase  of  the  old 
Young's  Hotel  property  and  to  make  use  of  that 
building  as  a  second  City  Hall  Annex. 

It  has  been  stated  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  that 
the  purchase  and  remodeling  of  this  parcel  will 
enable  the  city  to  house  in  its  own  building  depart- 
ments which  now  pay  approximately  $68,000  a 
year  for  rent  of  leaBed  quarters. 
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In  the  first  place,  it  is  not  agreed  between  the 
Mayor  and  the  departments  he  has  mentioned 
that  it  is  advisable  to  place  all  of  these  departments 
in  the  same  building  with  numerous  other  municipal 
activities. 

Next,  in  the  matter  of  economy,  the  saving  of 
this  S68.000  expenditure  will  be  more  than  offset 
by  the  overhead  cost  of  the  proposal,  including 
approximately  828,000  a  year  for  interest  on  the 
loan.  The  taxes  on  the  Young's  Hotel  property 
for  the  year  1932  amounted  to  345,500.  The  cost 
of  remodeling  and  renovating  to  meet  the  city's 
requirements  and  the  cost  of  janitors,  light  and 
heat  would  put  an  actual  annual  expense  upon 
the  city  of  from  S25.000  to  §50,000. 

The  Finance  Commission  believes  that  within  a 
short  time  there  would  be  an  agitation  which  city 
officials  would  not  combat  to  tear  down  this  old 
structure  and  replace  it  with  a  new  building. 

The  valuation  of  the  Young's  Hotel  property 
at  present  totals  $1,300,000  of  which  $116,200  is  on 
the  building  and  81,183,800  on  the  land.  The 
Finance  Commission  does  not  believe  the  assessors' 
valuation  is  a  correct  indication  of  the  real  value 
of  the  parcel,  as  the  following  facts  in  regard  to  its 
purchase  a  year  ar.o  by  the  interests  that  are  now 
trying  to  sell  it  to  the  city  will  show: 

The  Young's  Hotel  parcel  was  acquired  by  the 
Y.  H.  Realty  Corporation  in  a  swap  for  the  parcel 
known  as  the  Province  Building. 

Three  real  estate  operators — William  J.  Mc- 
Donald, Max  Shoolman  and  Bernard  Goldfine — 
found  that  the  Olympia  Realty  Company  would 
sell  its  equity  in  the  Province  Building  for  8240,000 
cash  plus  a  second  mortgage  to  be  placed  by  the 
speculators  on  the  Young's  Hotel  property  after 
acquisition  by  them  in  the  sum  of  8180,000,  which 
second  mortgage  would  be  subject  to  a  first 
mortgage  of  $270,000,  also  to  be  placed  by  them, 
plus  1,000  shares  or  40  per  cent  of  the  preferred 
stock  in  the  Realty  Company,  which  would  hold 
the  equity  in  the  Young's  Hotel  property. 

They  then  induced  the  Fifty  Associates  who 
owned  the  Young's  Hotel  free  and  clear  to  agree 
to  swap  the  property  with  them  for  the  Province 
Building  subject  to  the  then  existing  mortgages 
upon  it,  plus  $100,000  in  cash. 

The  deal  was  completed  by  the  Fifty  Associates 
transferring  title  to  Young's  Hotel  to  a  straw 
designated  by  the  real  estate  operators.  The 
straw  then  executed  a  first  mortgage  on  the 
property  in  the  amount  of  $270,000  to  the  real 
estate  operators  who,  in  turn,  pledged  it  and 
Liberty  Bonds  as  collateral  with  the  First  National 
Bank  for  a  loan  of  $145,000,  so  that  without 
paying  out  any  money  themselves  the  real  estate 
operators  took  the  $100,000  from  the  Fifty  Asso- 
ciates and  the  $145,000  raised  from  the  First 
National  Bank  on  the  first  mortgage  on  the 
Young's  Hotel  property,  totaling  $245,000,  and 
paid  the  Olympia  Realty  Company  $240,000  and 
had  $5,000  for  incidental  expenses. 

The  straw  at  the  same  time  gave  the  second 
mortgage  of  $180,000  to  the  Olympia  Company 
as  agreed  and  then  transferred  the  equity  in  the 
Young's  Hotel  property  to  the  Y.  H.  Realty 
Corporation  in  exchange  for  all  of  its  stock, 
designating  that  the  Olympia  Company  should 
receive  40  per  cent  of  the  preferred  stock,  or  1,000 
shares,  and  the  real  estate  operators  should  receive 
the  remaining  60  per  cent  of  the  preferred  stock 
'  and  all  of  the  common  stock.  So,  when  the 
transaction  was  complete  the  real  estate  operators 
had  a  first  mortgage  on  the  Young's  Hotel  property 
of  8270,000,  pledged  for  a  loan  of  $145,000,  and 
all  the  common  stock  and  60  per  cent  of  the  pre- 
ferred stock  in  the  corporation  that  owned  the 
equity  in  the  Young's  Hotel  property,  without  the 
outlay  of  a  dollar. 

Thereafter,  in  the  summer  of  1933,  the  real 
estate  operators  paid  $5,000  and  securities  of  a  face 
value  of  $130,000  to  the  Olympia  Company,  or  its 
assignee,  the  New  England  Theatres,  Inc.,  for  a 
discharge  of  the  second  mortgage  on  the  Young's 
Hotel  property  and  its  1,000  shares  of  preferred 
stock  in  the  Y.  H.  Realty  Corporation. 

The  First  National  Bank  acquired  as  further 
security  upon  the  loan  of  $145,000  an  assignment 
of  the  rents  paid  by  the  United  States  Government. 
As  a  result  of  this  assignment  of  rents,  the  obligation 
of  the  operators  had  been  reduced  from  $145,000 
to  the  present  figure  of  $69,875.83. 

In  short,  the  only  expense  the  real  estate  opera- 
tors have  been  to  in  acquiring  the  Young's  Hotel 
property  has  been  $5,000  in  cash  and  securities  of 
a  face  value  of  $130,000  plus  the  balance  of  their 


obligation  to  the  First  National  Bank  in  the  amount 
of  $69,875.83.  Therefore,  if  the  city  pays  the 
real  estate  operators  S700.000,  they  stand  to  make 
half  a  million  dollars. 

The  Finance  Commission  has  been  aware  for 
many  months  that  efforts  were  being  made  to 
unload  the  Young's  Hotel  property  on  the  city. 

The  new  Post  Office  Building  is  completed  and 
the  Federal  Government  is  now  relinquishing 
occupancy  of  Young's  Hotel.  The  Federal 
Government  paid  rental  for  Young's  Hotel  of 
$115,000  a  year.  The  prospects  of  obtaining 
another  tenant  are  and  were  so  poor  that  a  rep- 
resentative of  the  Fifty  Associates  admitted  that 
they  were  very  anxious  to  dispose  of  the  parcel. 

The  Finance  Commission  has  been  informed 
that  one  of  the  conditions  named  by  them  before 
they  agreed  to  take  the  Province  Building  in  a 
swap  was  that  the  assessment  on  the  Province 
Building  parcel  must  be  reduced,  as  they  con- 
sidered it  too  high.  A  reduction  of  the  assessment 
from  a  total  of  82,790,000  to  $2,247,900  was 
speedily  obtained  in  1932  by  the  interests  now 
owning  Young's  Hotel,  but  no  reduction  was 
obtained  on  the  assessment  of  the  Young's  Hotel 
property  at  that  time  or  since. 

The  Finance  Commission  is  of  the  opinion  that 
this  is  another  case  of  the  city  being  asked  to  pay 
a  handsome  profit  to  real  estate  speculators  for 
property  that  will  add  to  the  taxpayers'  burdens 
and  be  of  little  or  no  advantage  to  the  city,  at  this 
time.

CHARTERS  OF   CLUBS. 

The  following  was  received: 

The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 
Officer  of  the  Secretary 

Boston,  September  16,  1933. 
Board  of  Aldermen, 
Boston. 

Gentlemen, — This  letter  concerns  the  matter  of 
charters  in  your  city  for  the  carrying  on  of  clubs 
and  other  organizations  incorporated  under  the 
provisions  of  chapter  180  of  the  General  Laws, 
and  is  sent  because  of  the  apparent  failure  of  local 
officials  in  some  cities  and  towns  to  understand 
their  responsibilities  concerning  such  organizations. 

Please  consider  this  as  sent  not  in  the  spirit  of 
criticism  but  rather  in  the  hope  that  better  coopera- 
tion may  result  in  the  control  of  chartered  resorts. 

As  you  know,  this  office  has  no  police  powers 
and  any  action  taken  in  granting  such  charters  or 
revoking  them  is  based  on  reports  received  from 
you. 

Section  five  of  said  chapter  provides  for  inves- 
tigation and  report  by  the  mayor  and  aldermen, 
selectmen  or  police  commissioner  of  Boston,  of  all 
incorporators  and  officers  of  any  new  club  that  is 
proposed,  and  also  whether  the  location  is  a 
suitable  one.  No  charters  are  issued  from  this 
office  unless  the  report  is  favorable.  This  inves- 
tigation should  not  be  a  perfunctory  one  but 
should  be  thorough  and  the  report  should  fully 
state  your  findings  and  recommendations. 

Section  twenty-seven  of  said  chapter  makes  it 
mandatory  for  city  and  town  officers  to  imme- 
diately give  notice  to  this  office  of  convictions  for 
violations  of  liquor  or  gambling  laws  on  the  prem- 
ises of  any  club  that  the  charter  may  be  revoked, 
but  this  office  has  no  authority  to  revoke  the 
charter  unless  your  local  authorities  give  the 
required  notice. 

Rather  frequently  in  the  news  appears  the 
report  of  a  raid  upon  some  chartered  club  but 
there  is  no  authority  to  take  away  its  charter 
until  the  final  conviction  in  the  courts.  If  there 
is  such  a  conviction  in  your  city  and  the  imme- 
diate notice  is  sent  as  required  by  law,  this  office 
will  take  immediate  action  in  declaring  such 
corporation  void. 

Knowing  every  city  and  town  official  is  desir- 
ous of  cleaning  up  any  disreputable  chartered 
resorts  in  his  own  community,  I  am  calling  atten- 
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tion  to  these  provisions  of  the  law  in  order  that 
this  office  may  have  sufficient  authority  to  take 
prompt  and  effective  action.

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  information  has 
come  to  me  that,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  we  have 
spent  about  $300,000  for  one  of  the  most  beautiful 
buildings  in  the  city — namely,  the  recreation  build- 
ing at  Long  Island — even  though  the  nurses  and 
doctors  are  off  duty  after  that  time  and  are  still 
obliged  to  be  on  the  island,  they  are  unable  to  use 
the  recreation  building  because  of  an  order  of  the 
commissioner.  I  understand  that  the  inmates  of 
Long  Island  are  out  of  that  building  by  eight 
o'clock  at  night.  In  view  of  that  fact,  and  in  view  of 
the  further  fact  that  the  building  has  facilities  for 
partial  entertainment,  at  least,  of  the  employees 
and  attaches  at  the  island,  who  are  obliged  to  be 
on  the  island  twenty-four  hours  a  day  and  who 
should  be  allowed  some  form  of  entertainment, 
that  building  cannot  be  used  by  them.  I  cannot 
understand  why  the  building  is  not  thrown  open, 
because,  as  a  member  of  the  committee  considering 
the  nature  of  that  building  at  the  time,  we  were 
informed  that  it  could  be  made  availiable  for  the 
inmates  of  the  hospital  and  the  attaches  as  well. 
I  understand  that  the  nurses  and  doctors  might 
use  a  part  of  the  building  for  entertainment  in  the 
form  of  dances,  bridge  parties,  games  or  other  such 
amusements,  but  are  not  now  able  to  do  so.  It  is 
not  available  after  eight  o'clock  at  night.  I  think 
unless  the  commissioner  has  some  good  reason  to 
the  contrary,  the  building  should  be  thrown  open 
to  the  attaches  of  the  hospital  after  eight  o'clock, 
when  the  doctors  and  nurses  are  not  on  duty. 
Therefore,  I  ask  a  suspension  of  the  rule  and  passage 
of  the  order. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


INFORMATION    FROM    POLICE    COMMIS- 
SIONER. 

Coun.  RUBY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Police  Commissioner  be  re- 
quested through  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  furnish 
the    Boston    City    Council    with    the    following 
information: 

1.  The  number  of  mounted  patrolmen  on  duty 
in  1928. 

2.  Number  of  patrolmen  resigned,  removed,  or 
retired  or  vacancies  created  through  death  from 
1928  to  September  1,  1933. 

3.  Amount  of  patrolmen  in  each  division  on 
September  1,  1933. 

4.  Amount  of  patrolmen  assigned  to  stations 
outside  of  1,  2,  3,  4,  and  5  by  the  abolition  of 
Stations  20  and  21. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  Chairman,  information  I 
have  received,  if  it  is  correct,  has  convinced  me 
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that  there  are  at  the  present  time  five  or  more  less 
police  officers  in  the  City  of  Boston  now  than  there 
were  in  1927,  the  last  time  when  the  City  Council 
authorized  an  increase  of  125  men,  which  was  in 
addition  to  300  men  authorized  the  year  previous. 
Those  425  men  at  that  time  were  placed  in  the 
Traffic  Division  and  stationed  on  traffic  duty  in 
the  heart  of  Boston.  Up  to  that  time  there  had 
not  been  an  additional  man  put  in  the  suburban 
Boston  stations — referring  now  to  Charlestown, 
South  Boston,  Roxbury,  Dorchester,  or  Hyde 
Park,  West  Roxbury  and  Jamaica  Plain.  In  fact, 
even  as  far  back  as  1926  there  has  not  been  an 
additional  man  put  on  in  any  of  these  station 
houses,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  men  have  resigned, 
have  died,  have  been  removed  and  retired.  In 
spite  of  the  fact  that  all  these  men  have  left  the 
service,  not  one  additional  man  has  been  put  into 
the  department.  Nevertheless,  there  have  been 
men  who  were  charged  particularly  to  the  so-called 
suburban  station  houses,  assigned  to  different 
parts  of  downtown  Boston,  like  the  Police  Head- 
quarters and  other  parts  of  our  Police  Department. 
If  that  is  a  fact,  and  I  understand  that  it  is,  I 
cannot  understand  the  statement  made  by  the 
Police  Commissioner  last  Tuesday  morning — and 
I  still  have  no  quarrel  with  the  Commissioner — to 
the  effect  that  he  did  not  have  enough  money  with 
which  to  put  on  the  300  men  asked  for  by  the  City 
Council.  I  don't  know  how  the  budget  of  the 
Police  Department  is  run,  but  I  do  know  that 
around  April,  May  or  June  a  budget  is  submitted 
to  us  for  the  entire  personnel  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment, and  included  in  that  is  every  possible  man 
employed  in  our  police  service.  If  there  are 
vacancies  arising  through  death,  retirement, 
resignation,  removal  or  advancement,  it  occurs  to 
me  that  that  money  should  be  available  in  the 
budget.  I  don't  think  we  are  asking  that  the  tax 
burden  on  the  city  be  increased  when  we  ask  the 
Police  Commissioner  to  keep  his  personnel,  be- 
cause, after  all,  the  captains,  lieutenants  and 
sergeants  have  no  performance  of  duty  which 
brings  them  in  direct  contact  with  the  matter  of 
protection  of  the  citizenry  of  Boston.  It  is  the 
patrolmen  who  is  charged  with  the  duty  of  such 
protection,  not  only  with  the  apprehension  of 
crime,  but  the  protection  of  the  small  girl  or  boy 
in  the  public  schools  of  our  city.  So  it  is  not  a 
question  of  whether  we  can  afford  to  safeguard 
the  lives  and  safety  of  the  children  who  live  in  our 
city.  To  make  a  statement  that  it  is  would  be 
absolutely  unwarranted,  especially  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  our  Police  Commissioner  is  asking  us  for 
3300,000  simply  for  the  radio  equipment  of  the 
Police  Department.  That  is,  if  my  information  is 
correct,  one  of  the  newspapers  of  Boston  quotes 
him  today  as  asking  for  $300,000  in  order  to  furnish 
radio  equipment  to  the  department.  For  the  in- 
formation of  that  newspaper,  if  it  so  stated — and  I 
have  not  read  the  article — and  for  the  information 
of  the  Police  Commissioner,  if  it  is  true  that  he 
says  he  does  request  $300,00  for  two-way  radio 
equipment  for  the  department  I  might  say  that 
we  have  been  informed  that  $75,000  will  pay  for 
the  two-radio  equipment,  and  that  the  other 
money  required  will  be  for  the  relaying  of  cables, 
so  that  there  may  be  connection  not  only  between 
the  automobile  and  the  station  house  but  between 
the  various  police  boxes  of  the  city.  Even  if  it 
would  cost  $300,000  for  two-way  radio  equipment 
I  would  not  hesitate  to  so  vote  in  this  body,  be- 
cause I  believe  such  equipment  is  essential  and 
that  it  would  represent  wise  economy  to  spend  the 
$300,000  if  necessary  for  two-way  radio  police 
equipment.  But  that  is  not  what  we  have  been 
told  by  the  Technology  experts.  We  have  been 
told  that  the  bulk  of  the  amount  needed  would  go 
for  cables.  I  do  believe,  however,  that  every 
station  house  in  Boston  should  be  properly  manned 
and  equipped  for  police  protection,  and  for  that 
reason  I  am  asking  for  this  information.  I  trust 
that  the  order  will  be  passed  under  suspension  of 
the  rule. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

LEASING  OF  FIRE  STATION,  LONGWOOD 
AVENUE. 

Coun.  KELLY,  for  the  Committee  on  Public 
Lands,  submitted  the  following: 

The  Committee  on  Public  Lands,  to  whom  was 
referred  September  11,  1933,  the  order  with  refer- 
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ence  to  leasing  the  fire  station  at  the  corner  of 
Longwood  and  Brookline  avenues,  when  vacated, 
to  Oliver  Ames  Post  No.  117,  American  Legion, 
having  considered  the  same,  respectfully  recom- 
mends the  passage  of  the  accompanying  order. 

Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Buildings  of  the  City  of  Boston  be,  and  he  hereby 
is,  authorized  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  and  in  form  satisfactory  to  the 
Law  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston,  to  lease 
for  post  headquarters  to  Oliver  Ames  Post  No. 
117,  the  American  Legion,  for  the  term  of  five 
years,  at  an  annual  rental  of  one  dollar  a  year, 
fire  station  at  the  corner  of  Longwood  avenue  and 
Brookline  avenue,  when  vacated,  with  the  right 
to  cancel  said  lease  by  giving  thirty  days'  notice 
in  writing  of  its  intention  so  to  do. 

Report  accepted;  order  passed. 


EXTENSION    OF   WATER    MAINS. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  under  authority  of  section  1, 
chapter  324,  of  the  Acts  of  1914,  the  sum  of 
$600,000  be,  and  hereby  is,  appropriated,  to  be 
expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Commissioner 
of  Public  Works,  for  extension  of  water  mains, 
and  that  to  meet  said  appropriation  the  City 
Treasurer  be  authorized  to  issue  from  time  to 
time,  upon  request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or  certifi- 
cates of  indebtedness  of  the  city  to  said  amount, 
the  same  to  be  issued  outside  the  statutory  limit 
of  indebtedness. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN— Mr.  President,  this  is 
not  a  new  order  in  this  body.  On  July  11,  1932, 
the  Mayor  of  Boston  sent  to  the  Council  a  message 
and  order  concerning  extension  of  water  mains, 
and  in  the  message  he  said: 

"Gentlemen:  I  am  advised  by  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Works  that  he  desires  to  rein- 
force and  supplement  the  water  service  of  the  Elm 
Hill  section  of  Roxbury  and  the  entire  Dorchester 
district  by  the  construction  of  a  48-inch  main  to 
connect  with  the  Metropolitan  District  Commis- 
sion's high  service  main  at  the  Arborway  and 
Pond  street,  and  extending  from  that  point  to  the 
existing  36-inch  high  service  main  at  Geneva 
avenue  and  Columbia  road.  This  extension  will 
provide  much  better  domestic  service  and  will 
greatly  improve  fire  protection  facilities.  Accord- 
ing to  the  Commission  the  estimated  cost  of  this 
extension  is  $600,000.  In  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  section  1,  chapter  324,  of  the  Acts 
of  1914,  the  loan  covering  this  project  may  be 
issued  outside  the  debt  limit  and  financed  from 
water  income." 

This  is  a  situation  that  has  existed  in  one  of  the 
finest  residential  sections  of  Boston  for  many 
years.  We  have  a  situation  there  wherein  a 
tenant  living  in  an  apartment  house  cannot  get 
sufficient  water  for  his  or  her  needs,  a  condition 
that  should  not  exist  in  these  days  of  proper  plumb- 
ing facilities.  There  are  a  great  many  complaints 
made  because  of  the  situation.  First,  people  were 
able  to  put  larger  pipes  into  the  houses.  This, 
however,  did  not  remedy  the  difficulty,  and  we 
had  the  ridiculous  spectacle  of  people  carrying 
buckets  of  water  in  these  enlightened  days  to  their 
homes  for  their  use.  For  years  the  situation 
existed  until  I  finally  introduced  two  orders  asking 
for  an  investigation  and  calling  upon  the  Public 
Works  Commissioner  to  make  a  report  to  this 
body,  and  then  the  Mayor  saw  fit  to  introduce  an 
order  to  expend  $600,000  for  the  purpose.  At 
that  time,  because  of  some  negotiation  with  the 
state,  involving  a  tacking  in  to  the  main  line,  there 
seemed  to  be  a  possibility  of  saving  $100,000,  and 
the  bill  was  dismissed  without  prejudice.  The 
next  time  we  see  it  appear  here  in  the  Council  in 
connection  with  the  Federal  appropriation  of 
$23,000,000,  in  the  Mayor's  schedule  submitted 
to  the  body,  wherein  an  amount  was  set  apart  for 
this  purpose.  We  all  know  that  that  plan  has  been 
withdrawn,  and  the  situation  now  is  that  there  is 
no  money  in  sight  for  it.  I  think  it  would  be  a 
serious  slight  to  the  people  of  Roxbury,  Dorchester 
and  Jamaica  Plain  to  permit  this  condition  to 
exist  another  week,  because  in  those  parts  of 
Boston  practically  the  highest  taxes  are  paid. 
The  people  out  there  are  entitled  to  at  least  ade- 
quate water  service  when  they  are  paying  high 
water  bills.  This  should  not  really  cost  the  City 
of   Boston   a   penny.     It   will   be   financed   out  of 


water  income.  If  we  get  the  proper  means  to 
which  we  are  entitled  the  people  will  use  more 
water  and  there  will  accordingly  be  more  income 
for  the  city.  I  have  taken  the  initiative  in  filing 
this  order.  I  have  not  taken  the  opportunity  of 
consulting  with  the  Mayor  with  the  idea  of  intro- 
ducing another  loan  order  to  cover  this  project, 
but  I  feel  that  if  the  body  will  pass  this  order  the 
Mayor  will  approve  it,  because  I  think  he  is  truly 
cognizant  of  the  situation  that  exists  and  knows 
that  it  should  not  exist  any  longer.  I  respectfully 
request,  therefore,  that  we  suspend  the  rule  and 
pass  the  order  and  send  it  along  for  the  Mayor's 
signature. 

The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

The  clerk  started  to  call  the  roll,  when  Coun. 
Brackman  said:  Mr.  President,  as  the  attendance 
is  very  scanty  at  the  present  time,  may  I  move 
that  the  matter  be  assigned  to  the  next  meeting? 

The  order  was  assigned  to  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Council.

RECLAIMING     HARBOR     FRONT     LANDS. 

Coun.  McGRATH  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  confer  with  Secretary  Ickes  for  the  purpose  of 
submitting  a  plan  for  the  Federal  Government  to 
purchase  all  the  land  between  the  Mile  road,  the 
tracks  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad,  and  the  line  running  along  from  the  end 
of  Dillingham  street  to  the  junction  of  Old  Colony 
road,  and  to  erect  a  seawall  from  the  property  at 
the  end  of  the  Mile  road,  now  or  formerly  owned 
by  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company,  to  a 
point  at  the  Old  Colony  Boulevard,  near  the  junc- 
tion of  Old  Colony  terrace,  then,  by  the  use  of 
suction  pumps  on  either  side  of  the  Mile  road,  to 
fill  in  the  area  which  is  now  filled  in  great  part  by 
numerous  dumps. 

This  would  reclaim  practically  640  acres  of  land 
which  could  be  then  sold  aB  harbor  front  building 
lots  on  a  basis  of  about  five  lots  to  the  acre.  The 
return  from  these  desirable  lots  would  pay  off  the 
entire  cost  of  the  construction  work,  and  would, 
in  the  meantime,  give  employment  to  hundreds 
of  our  unemployed.

RE  PURITY  OF  BOSTON'S  WATER. 
Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Health  Commissioner, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  advise  the  Council 
regarding  an  editorial  appearing  in  the  "New 
England  Journal  of  Medicine"  for  September  14, 
1933,  regarding  the  purity  of  Boston's  water. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  the  foremost 
medical  journal  in  New  England,  I  understand,  is 
the  "New  England  Journal  of  Medicine,"  and 
under  date  of  September  14,  1933,  they  made  this 
statement  in  regard  to  the  condition  of  Boston's 
water,  editorially,  under  the  caption,  "Boston's 
Lead  Poison  Problem."  This  editorial  deals  with 
the  condition  of  a  patient  in  the  Children's  Hospital 
in  Boston  recently,  which  led  to  repeated  X-ray 
examination  of  the  child.  As  the  result  of  the 
examination  the  question  of  lead  poisoning  was 
raised.  The  case  was  reported  to  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Health  and  an  examination 
of  the  water  supply  of  the  house  in  Dorchester  in 
which  the  patient  lived  was  requested.  The  facts 
found  were  that  the  connection  to  the  street  water 
main  was  by  a  one-inch  lead  pipe  approximately 
100  feet  long,  with  house  service  of  brass  pipe. 
An  analysis  of  the  water  standing  in  the  pipe  of 
this  house  over  night  showed  a  lead  content 
greater  than  that  which  is  known  to  cause  lead 
poisoning.  Substitution  of  cement-line  pipe  for 
the  lead  pipe  was  recommended.  The  editorial 
goes  on  to  say, 

"More  or  less  general  conditions  in  Boston 
relating  to  the  use  of  lead  pipe  are  disconcerting, 
because  it  was  the  custom  in  earlier  years  to  make 
house  connections  to  street  water  mains  by  lead 
pipes  and  the  Deputy  Commissioner  of  the  City 
Health  Department  has  informed  the  Journal  that 
many   of   these   connecting  lead   pipes   still   exist; 


further,  that  analyses  of  water  from  various 
localities  in  Boston  have  demonstrated  the  presence 
of  lead  to  an  objectionable  degree.  Standing  water 
in  the  house  in  which  the  case  cited  lived  showed 
.0657  parts  of  lead  to  100,000  of  standing  water 
with  .0314  parts  in  running  water.  Other  samples 
of  water  supplied  to  the  City  of  Boston  show  about 
the  same  proportion  of  lead,  the  highest  proportion 
being  0.114  to  100,000  parts  of  water.  Two  systems 
of  water  supply  to  Boston  are  employed,  a  high  and 
a  low  pressure  system.  An  example  of  water  taken 
from  a  house  supplied  by  the  high  pressure  system 
showed  0.124  parts  of  lead  per  100,000,  and  the 
supply  contained  free  chlorine.  The  Deputy  Com- 
missioner of  Health  of  Boston  states  that  'The 
water  which  most  of  the  people  of  Boston  are 
drinking  contains  an  amount  of  lead  which  cannot 
be  ignored.  Furthermore,  the  amount  may  be 
increased  because  the  action  of  chlorine  in  water 
is  to  dissolve  in  the  old  lead  water  main  connections 
the  protective  coating  which  was  built  up  before 
the  water  was  chlorinated.  At  present  new  water 
main  connections  are  copper  pipes,  but  a  very 
small  proportion  of  buildings  in  Boston  have  such 
connections.'  The  danger  of  the  use  of  lead  pipe 
for  conducting  drinking  water  has  been  '  confirmed 
by  the  United  States  Public  Health  Service  in  a 
communication  received  from  Surgeon-General 
Cumming  under  date  of  July  11,'  by  the  Boston 
Health  Department.  In  a  reprint  of  the  United 
States  Public  Health  Report  July  28,  1922,  a 
summary  is  given  which  states,  'No  water  to  be 
used  for  drinking  purposes  should  contain  lead 
compounds  in  a  quantity  greater  than  what  would 
correspond  to  a  half  a  part  of  lead  to  a  million  of 
water.  Lead  to  the  extent  of  0.025  per  100,000  is 
sufficient  to  condemn  a  potable  water  and  0.36  per 
1,000,000  may  be  poisonous.'  As  the  Deputy 
Commissioner  further  has  stated  in  his  report 
that  '  We  are  finding  in  Boston  water  from  0.60  to 
1.14  parts  of  lead  per  million  of  water.'  This 
amount  certainly  justifies  the  statement  that  the 
amount  of  lead  in  Boston  water  is  near  the  danger 
point  and  that  a  comparatively  small  increase 
would  bring  it  up  to  an  amount  which  has  been 
known  to  cause  wholesale  symptoms  of  poisoning 
from  a  public  water  supply." 

So  I  am  simply  asking  the  Health  Commissioner 
of  Boston  to  be  good  enough  to  answer  this 
editorial  emanating  from  the  organization  of 
which  he  and  all  his  fellow-workers  in  the  Health 
Department  are  members,  and  that  he  advise  the 
Council  of  the  best  way  to  meet  the  situation.  If 
this  is  correct,  it  might  well  be  that  the  Mayor 
should  take  these  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars 
that  it  is  proposed  to  expend  for  Young's  Hotel, 
and  use  them  to  benefit  the  health  of  the  people 
of  the  City  of  Boston  through  purifying  their  water 
supply. 

Coun.  HEIN — Does  it  mention  there  that  the 
Deputy  Commissioner  wrote  this  article? 

Coun.  NORTON — It  does  not  say  that,  but  he 
is  mentioned  here  in  this  connection,  as  I  have 
quoted.

SURVEY  OF  SPACE  AT  CITY  HALL. 
Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That    the    Finance    Commission    be 
requested  to  make  a  survey  of  space  at  City  Hall 
with  a  view  to  recommending  whether  or  not  in 
their  opinion  more  space  is  necessary.  s 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  we  already 
have  more  space  in  our  Boston  City  Hall  than 
there  is  in  any  City  Hall  in  a  city  of  the  same  size 
in  America.  Therefore,  I  claim  that  if  the  depart- 
ments will  properly  use  the  space  at  their  disposal 
we  will  find  that  there  is  too  much  instead  of 
too  little  space  at  present.  A  comparison  with 
Cleveland,  Pittsburgh,  Baltimore,  St.  Louis,  or  any 
other  city  of  about  the  size  of  Boston,  will  show 
that  we  have  25  to  40  per  cent  more  space  for  our 
city  departments  than  any  of  these  other  cities, 
performing  the  same  municipal  functions  that 
Boston  performs.  Therefore,  I  am  asking  the 
Finance  Commission  to  make  such  a  survey  and 
find  out  whether  the  space  we  have  is  properly  used 
and  whether  it  is  necessary  to  involve  the  City  of 
Boston  in  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  of  more 
expense  through  buying  the  Young's  Hotel 
property.

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  some  months 
ago  I  introduced  the  same  order  that  the  councilor 
has  introduced  today  and  received  back  from  the 
Public  Buildings  Commissioner  a  report  to  the 
effect  that  the  space  now  used  in  Boston  City  Hall 
is  so  allocated  that  the  various  departments  are 
cramped.

Honor  for  the  Board  of  Appeal  under  A-l  Members 
was  but  $7,000,  although  the  maximum  compensa- 
tion allowed  by  law  is  $10,000.  In  addition  to  the 
original  reduction,  another  reduction  of  S500  was 
made  making  the  actual  compensation  granted  the 
Board  for  the  year  $7,000.

WAGES   PAID   BY   JOHN   BOWEN 
COMPANY. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following  : 

Ordered,  That  the  subcontractor  employed  by 
the  John  Bowen  Company  on  the  destruction  of 
the  old  laundry  building  at  the  City  Hospital  be 
compelled  to  pay  the  rate  of  wages  as  stipulated, 
namely,  50  cents  an  hour. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  some  weeks  ago 
I  introduced  an  order  into  this  Council  asking  the 
trustees  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital,  because  of 
conditions  existing  among  contractors,  to  furnish 
the  City  Council  with  a  list  of  names  and  addresses 
of  every  individual  working  on  any  city  job.  Up 
to  date  they  have  failed  to  comply  with  that  re- 
quest. I  have  i  n  hand  a  pay  envelope  of  a  sub- 
contractor hired  by  the  John  Bowen  Company,  it 
being  stipulated  in  the  contract  that  they  shall 
pay  50  cents  per  hour.  This  subcontractor,  having 
charge  of  the  destruction  of  the  old  laundry,  is 
paying,  and  has  paid  employees  37 %  cents  an  hour. 
I  say  to  you,  Mr.  President,  and  to  the  Mayor  of 
Boston,  that  if  the  Mayor  is  sincere  in  the  love  he 
claims  to  have  for  laboring  men  and  women  he 
will  call  in  Mr.  Bowen  and  say,  "Either  you  will 
pay  to  the  men  the  wages  they  should  receive, 
or  we  will  cancel  your  contract," — for  in  Bowen's 
contract  is  the  stipulation  that  every  laboring 
man  shall  be  paid  50  cents  an  hour.  I  offer  in 
proof  that  but  37^  cents  an  hour  is  being  paid  this 
pay  envelope,  and  I  feel  that,  either  the  trustees 
of  the  hospital  or  the  Mayor  of  Boston  should 
be  called  upon  to  cancel  Bowen's  contract  or  at 
least  see  that  these  men  receive  the  wages  they 
are  justly  entitled  to. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  agree  with 
the  remarks  of  the  previous  speaker,  and  I  think 
while  the  Mayor  is  performing  that  act,  if  he  will 
do  so,  he  should  also  call  in  another  notorious 
contractor  in  Boston,  a  gentleman  by  the  name  of 
Matthew  Cummings,  a  gentleman  who  hires 
citizens  of  adjoining  cities  and  towns  in  preference 
to  Boston  men  on  his  jobs,  which  are  paid  for  by 
the  taxpayers  of  Boston.  That  gentleman  also  is 
paying  his  men  less  than  the  contract  calls  for. 
That  gentleman  should  be  put  in  the  same  position 
as  the  contractors  in  every  other  city  are  being 
put  by  their  respective  mayors  and  compelled  to 
live  up  to  the  terms  of  their  contracts.  I  know 
that  it  is  not  legal,  that  you  cannot  compel  a  con- 
tractor under  the  law  to  hire  residents  of  the  City 
of  Boston.  But  the  Mayor  of  Boston  can  do  the 
same  as  is  done  by  mayors  of  other  cities, — call 
in  a  contractor  and  say  to  him,  "Mr.  Contractor, 
if  you  do  not  hire  only  citizens  and  residents  of 
Boston,  I  will  not  approve  another  contract  for 
you."  What  is  wrong  about  that?  I  understand 
that  this  grafting  contractor,  Matthew  Cummings, 
has  announced  that  he  will  spend  $10,000  in  Kelly's 
ward  to  defeat  him.  I  welcome  Matthew  Cum- 
mings and  every  member  of  his  thieving  organiza- 
tion there.  I  invite  them  to  come  down  to  Ward 
15,  along  with  Coleman  Brothers,  another  con- 
tracting firm  that  is  not  complying  with  the  terms 
of  its  contract  with  the  City  of  Boston.  The 
result  in  my  ward  will  be  the  same  as  it  was  two 
years  ago,  when  the  greatest  fakir  of  all,  like 
Judas  himself,  Mayor  Curley,  came  into  the  ward 
and  tried,  with  the  aid  of  city  employees  and  others, 
to  bring  about  my  defeat.  But  they  would  not 
listen  to  him.  They  are  used  to  his  cheap,  sneak- 
ing propaganda,  through  men  who  have  absolutely 
no  standing  in  the  community.  I  say  that  the 
sooner  the  Mayor  desists  and  tries  to  forget  his 
idea  of  playing  with  the  mayors  and  powers  that 
be  in  other  cities  and  towns,  the  better.  He 
simply  does  it  because  he  is  going  to  be  a  candidate 
for  some  state-wide-elective  position.  President 
Roosevelt  has  got  tired  of  him,  and  would  like  to 
see  contributions  that  he  received  in  the  presidential 
fight  that  he  has  not  turned  over.  Alfred  E. 
Smith  has  his  experience  with  him.  But  he  is 
simply  acting  in  this  way  because  he  has  in  mind 
being  a  candidate  for  some  state-wide  position, 
and  he  hasn't  the  courage  to  fire  these  men  on 
contracting  jobs  who  do  not  pay  to  their  employees 
the    amount    required    under    their    contract.     If 
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Curley  is  sincere — and  I  know  he  isn't — he  should 
fire  some  of  them,  and  give  Boston  money  to 
Boston  residents. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


ALLOTMENT   FOR   PUBLIC   WORKS. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  be  requested 
to  immediately  present  to  the  State  Emergency 
Finance  Board  proposals  for  spending  part  or 
all  of  the  $10,000,000  for  public  works  allotted 
to  Boston. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  the  Mayor 
of  Boston  requested  the  State  Emergency  Finance 
Board  to  allow  him  to  spent  $8,000,000  on  the 
so-called  Huntington  Avenue  Subway  Extension. 
That  was  some  weeks  ago.  The  State  Board 
turned  down  the  Huntington  avenue  project, 
and  the  Mayor  of  Boston  has  since  said  nothing 
or  done  nothing,  I  understand,  but  promise  to 
bring  the  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  President 
of  the  United  States.  The  President  of  the  United 
States  says  that  all  requests  of  Mayors  must  go 
first  to  the  State  Emergency  Finance  Boards. 
We  hear  much  about  work  and  wages  for  the 
unemployed.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  when  it  comes 
to  this  subway  work,  it  means  mostly  using  ready- 
mixed  concrete,  putting  simply  a  few  people  at 
work  and  spending  the  rest  in  land  damages.  A 
great  argument  has  been  put  up  about  how  this 
would  help  out  the  veterans,  surrounding  it  with 
the  American  flag,  and  take  a  large  number  of 
people  off  of  the  welfare  list.  But,  as  a  matter 
of  fact,  Mr.  President,  most  of  the  money  would 
go  for  ready-mixed  concrete,  for  the  employment 
of  comparatively  few  men,  and  for  land  damages. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  we  all  know,  and  I  have  had 
occasion  many  times  to  call  to  the  attention  of 
this  body,  the  condition  of  streets  in  Boston. 
We  have  650  miles  of  streets  and  it  has  been  es- 
timated by  good  authority  that  it  would  take 
$60,000,000  to  put  them  in  condition.  There  is 
work  that  might  well  and  profitably  be  done, 
and  that  would  employ  men,  work  on  the  repair 
of  the  streets.  Where  is  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
the  last  few  weeks,  when  public  projects  that 
would  result  in  employment  and  also  in  work  for 
the  public  benefit,  have  not  been  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  State  Emergency  Finance  Board? 
The  Huntington  avenue  proposition  has  been 
turned  down,  but  the  Mayor  can  still  suggest 
to  the  State  Board  public  works  that  might  be  well 
done  both  for  the  profit  of  the  unemployed  and 
of  the  city.  So  I  have  introduced  this  order 
requesting  the  Mayor  to  present  to  the  State 
Board  proposals  for  spending  a  part  or  all  of  the 
810,000.000  for  public  works  alloted  to  Boston. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


REPAIRING      BOSTON      STREETS      WITH 
HAND   LABOR. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered.  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  be  requested 
to  consider  the  advisability  of  requesting  per- 
mission from  the  State  Emergency  Finance  Board 
and  the  Federal  Emergency  Finance  Board  to 
spend  at  once,  $5,000,000,  repairing  the  streets 
of  Boston,  with  hand  labor. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


DECENTRALIZING  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 
DEPARTMENT. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Public  Welfare  Department 
of  the  City  of  Boston  be  decentralized. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  have  intro- 
duced this  order  no  less  than  fifty  times  in  the  last 
few  years.  At  last  we  seem  to  be  beginning  to  get 
somewhere.  At  the  Hyde  Park  Municipal  Build- 
ing we  now  have  perhaps  a  dozen  welfare  employees, 
and  they  tell  me  .that  they  are  going  to  do  most 
of  the  Hyde  Park  work  there.  That  is  a  help  and  an 
encouragement.  But  there  is  one  little  chance  for 
improvement  yet,  because  the  folks  out  there  still 
have  to  come  down  to  the  central  Public  Welfare 
headquarters  to  make  their  original  application. 
As  I  have  long  contended,  and  it  can  be  forcibly 
supported  by  argument  as  well  as  by  the  practice 


of  every  other  welfare  department  in  any  large 
city  of  this  country,  we  need  a  real  decentraliza- 
tion of  our  Welfare  Department.  There  is  not  a 
city  anywhere  passing  out  relief  to  its  citizens  that 
compels  the  recipients  to  go  in  the  first  instance  to 
a  central  department.  Just  imagine  people  seek- 
ing welfare  in  South  Boston  obliged  to  go  elsewhere 
than  to  their  own  municipal  building,  the  people 
of  Roslindale  being  not  allowed  to  go  to.  the 
Roslindale  Municipal  Building,  and  the  same  with 
residents  of  other  outlying  sections  of  this  city. 
Doesn't  all  the  logic  of  the  situation  point  to  the 
necessity  for  decentralization  of  welfare  work,  to 
the  importance  of  residents  of  different  sections 
going  to  municipal  quarters  in  those  sections?  We 
have,  as  I  say,  made  a  start  in  Hyde  Park.  Wel- 
fare work  is  being  done  there  now,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  original  application  or  request,  and  I 
trust  that  there  will  now  be  a  complete  decentrali- 
zation. I  advise  members  of  the  Council  from 
other  outlying  districts  to  make  the  same  request 
for  their  section.  Why  should  a  man  from  East 
Boston  be  required  to  go  down  to  this  house  of 
horrors?  Why  shouldn't  he  go  to  some  municipal 
headquarters  in  East  Boston  to  make  his  applica- 
tion? Now  that  the  start  has  been  made,  I  am  in 
hopes  that  before  two  months  have  gone  by  we  will 
have  local  accommodations  in  every  ward  of  Boston 
in  connection  with  this  welfare  work. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


ADDITIONAL   CITY   HALL   ACCOMMODA- 
TIONS. 

Coun.  CURTIS  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  order  for  $700  000  for  addi- 
tional accommodations  for  City  Hall,  etc.,  be 
withdrawn  from  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

Coun.  CURTIS — Mr.  President,  it  seems  to  me 
that  we  ought  to  act  on  this  $700,000  Young's 
Hotel  proposition  today.  The  offer  has  been  with- 
drawn, and  we  don't  want  the  thing  to  go  by 
default.  The  order  is  on  our  calendar  today,  to 
be  in  effect  after  November  10,  1933.  In  my 
short  experience  in  City  Hall,  I  have  seen  orders  go 
into  effect  here  because  they  have  not  been  acted 
upon  by  the  body.  That  order  has  been  heard  at 
length  by  the  Committee  on  Finance,  and  the  offer 
has  now  been  withdrawn.  I  think,  therefore,  that 
the  committee  should  report  recommending  the 
defeat  of  this  order  today,  so  that  the  thing  may  be 
settled. 

President  McG RATH— The  Chair  would  say 
that  there  has  been  a  call  from  the  Mayor  asking 
that  the  matter  be  held  here  for  the  time  being, 
until  it  has  been  officially  withdrawn.  Of  course, 
the  owners  of  the  property  having  withdrawn  their 
offer,  as  I  understand  it,  there  is  nothing  to  do 
ultimately  but  to  defeat  the  order.  But  I  suppose 
we  should,  as  a  matter  of  courtesy,  pay  some  atten- 
tion to  the  request. 

Coun.  CURTIS — Mr.  President,  the  matter  was 
sent  to  the  Council  and  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Finance,  and  I  think,  in  order  to  protect  the 
people  and  the  voters  of  Boston,  there  is  nothing 
to  do  at  the  present  time,  the  offer  having  been 
withdrawn,  except  to  defeat  the  order.  Conse- 
quently, I  would  like  to  see  it  killed  by  the  body 
today.  I  see  no  reason  for  waiting  any  longer. 
We  know  what  we  want  to  do  on  the  measure,  and 
I  suggest  that  it  be  taken  up  now  on  the  floor  of 
the  Council  and  acted  upon. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  as  one  who 
has  fought  the  project  very  vigorously  from  the 
start,  and  who  feels  that  there  is  not  a  member 
of  the  body  who  will  vote  for  it,  I  still  feel  that 
we  should  honor  the  Mayor's  request.  So  far  as 
the  fate  of  the  order  is  concerned,  I  think  it  is 
already  defeated.  But  I  don't  want  to  be  unfair 
to  the  Mayor  or  to  anybody.  I  think  every 
member  of  the  body  is  ready  to  defeat  the  propo- 
sition, and  it  has  now  been  killed  by  the  with- 
drawal of  the  offer  itself.  As  for  the  Committee 
on  Finance,  I  cannot  speak  for  the  chairman,  but 
it  seems  to  me  that  in  effect  the  order  is  as  dead 
as  it  can  be. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  might  I  say,  as 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  that  we 
have  given  the  matter  very  thorough  consideration. 
We  had  two  preliminary  hearings  and  we  even 
went  bo  far  as  to  call  a  public  hearing.  We  held 
that  public  hearing,  and  the  result  seemed  to 
indicate  that  after  all  it  was  nothing  but  a  political 
football.  We  saw  men  appearing  here  and  having 
their  say  upon  the  matter  who,  if  they  were  not 
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candidates  for  office,  would  not  have  come.  As 
far  as  I  am  personally  concerned,  I  feel  as  Coun- 
cilor Norton  does.  I  called  a  meeting  of  the 
Committee  on  Finance  today  to  consider  the 
matter.  Because  of  the  fact  that  the  Mayor  has 
sent  to  us  a  message  requesting  that  the  matter 
be  held  up  until  he  has  an  opportunity  to  get  back 
to  his  office,  we  feel  that  he  is  at  least  entitled  to 
that  consideration.  For  that  reason,  and  for  that 
reason  alone,  it  has  been  held  up.  If  it  were  not 
for  the  Mayor's  desire  to  hold  the  matter  up,  it 
certainly  would  have  been  reported  upon  this 
afternoon,  and  the  report  would  have  been  unfavor- 
able. 

President  McGRATH — Does  Councilor  Curtis 
desire  to  press  his  motion? 

Coun.  CURTIS— No,  Mr.  President. 


LOAN      FOR      EXTENSION      OF      WATER 

MAINS. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN  called  up  assignment,  viz.:

WIDENING   OF  SHIRLEY   GUT. 

Couns.  BARKER  and  GREEN  offered  the 
following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  take  up  with  the  proper  authorities  the 
matter  of  obtaining  an  appropriation  for  the 
widening  and  deepening  of  Shirley  Gut,  between 
Deer  Island  and  Winthrop,  for  the  improvement 
of  navigation  and  for  the  better  protection  of  the 
county  institutions  on  Deer  Island. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


WELFARE  COST. 
Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  foUowing: 
Ordered,  That  the  Finance  Commission  of  th« 
City  of  Boston  be  requested  to  make  an  investiga- 
tion and  report  to  the  Council  as  to  why  welfare 
costs  in  thirty-eight  cities  of  the  Commonwealth, 
since  April,  1933,  have  dropped  from  40  to  60  per 
cent,  while  the  drop  in  Boston  has  amounted  to 
but  4  per  cent. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  the  State 
Commissioner  of  Public  Welfare  has  drawn  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  some  thirty-eight  cities  of  the 
Commonwealth,  and  some  of  those  that  have  been 
hardest  hit  by  the  depression, — such  as  New 
Bedford.  Fall  River,  Lynn,  Lawrence  and  Lowell, — 
have  since  April  1st  dropped  their  welfare  costs 
from  40  to  60  per  cent,  while  I  understand  that 
that  expenditure  in  Boston  shows  the  smallest 
decrease  of  any  large  city,  only  4  per  cent,  although 
thousands  of  young  men  have  been  sent  into  the 
Reserve  Corps  of  the  Forestry  Division  and  their 
families  have  been  taken  off  the  welfare  roll.  I 
would  like  to  know  why  there  is  no  greater  diminu- 
tion in  the  amount  spent  for  welfare  in  Boston. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  so  far  as  the  cities 
which  the  councilor  has  referred  to  by  name  are 
concerned,  most  of  them  are  cotton  mill  cities, 
and  the  cotton  industry  has  picked  up  a  good  deal 
in  the  last  six  months.  That  is  why  their  welfare 
list  has  decreased.  Unfortunately,  or  fortunately 
for  us  in  Boston,  we  are  not  an  industrial  city, 
and  as  a  result  we  have  not  seen  the  boom  that 
Fall  River,  New  Bedford  and  other  cities  in  Mass- 
achusetts and  some  in  New  Hampshire,  have 
experienced,  resulting  in  a  reduction  of  their 
public  welfare  expenditures. 

Coun.  DOWD— Mr.  President,  while  I  shall 
vote  for  the  councilor's  order,  it  seems  to  me  it 
must  be  very  evident  to  anyone  who  has  studied 
the  situation  throughout  the  country  why  welfare 
costs  are  what  they  are  at  the  present  time.  I 
don't  think  the  councilor  believes  that  people  who 
are  on  welfare  should  not  receive  proper  aid. 
The  fact  that  Boston  is  paying  more  today  than 
some  other  cities  simply  means  that  we  are  paying 
to  our  welfare  men  and  women  the  highest  rate 
that  is  paid  by  any  large  city  in  America,  some- 
thing to  which  I  believe  nobody  should  object  if 
those  payments  are  properly  made.  But  I  believe 
we  are  not  paying  them  an  amount  which  is  in 
accordance  with  the  higher  cost  of  living  in  the 
last  four  months.  I  cannot  allow  myself  to  take 
any  action  which  would  look  to  a  decrease  in  the 
proper  payment  we  are  making  for  welfare.  If 
we  are  told  that  we  are  paying  the  highest  amount 
of  any  city  in  America,  the  statement  which  the 
councilor  from  Hyde  Park  has  made  on  this  floor 
time  and  time  again,  I  for  one  want  to  say  that  I 
would  like  to  see  those  poor  unfortunates  given 
an  increased  amount,  which  will  accord  with  the 
increased  cost  of  living. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  want  to  say 
a  few  words  on  this  order,  myself.  I  have  been  in 
welfare  work  the  past  fourteen  years,  and  I  think 
the  greater  part  of  our  duty  as  city  councilors  at 
the  present  time  deals  with  welfare  work.  I  have 
stood  in  my  place  here  on  many  occasions  and 
introduced  orders  asking  that  appropriations  be 
made  so  that  men  and  women  out  of  employment 
could  be  put  at  work,  and  I  have  sat  here  and  heard 
other  councilors  from  other  districts  oppose  the 
work  and  wage  program  that  the  Mayor  has  sent 
out,  with  the  backing  of  many  great  economists. 
The  Boston  Welfare  Department  probably  has 
not  been  able  to  take  advantage  of  opportunities 
that  have  presented  themselves  to  many  other 
cities,  because  Boston  is  not  primarily  an  industrial 
city,  and  many  industries  have  found  it  impossible 
to  do  business  in  Boston  and  have  gone  to  other 
cities  and  towns  where  they  have  been  able  to  do 
business  and  to  secure  labor  at  a  much  lower  rate. 
I  might  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  United 
States  Government  a  short  time  ago,  through 
the  program  of  the  National  Economy  League, 
threw  an  additional  burden  on  the  City  of  Boston, 
in  so  far  as  the  work  of  relief  was  concerned,  and 
in  so  far  as  the  City  of  Boston  was  concerned. 
Many  of  those  men  using  that  money  from  the 
Federal  Government  use  it  for  the  purpose  of 
supporting  relatives  and  persons  dependent  upon 
them,  who,  because  of  lack  of  cooperation  from  the 
Federal  Government,  are  obliged  to  have  those 
relatives  and  dependents  go  to  the  Welfare  De- 
partment.    Two  or  three  weeks  ago  I  introduced 
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an  order  asking  the  Mayor  to  give  20  per  cent  addi- 
tional to  the  recipients  of  welfare  due  to  the  in- 
creased cost  of  living  at  the  present  time.  I  did 
that  because  the  Mayor  himself  submitted  an 
order  asking  that  the  Hospital  Department  be 
allowed  20  per  cent  more  for  food,  due  to  the 
additional  amount  of  money  that  has  to  be  paid 
for  food.  If  it  was  true  that  the  hospital  needed 
additional  money  for  food  because  of  increased 
prices,  in  order  to  carry  on  the  work  of  their 
department,  it  was  also  true  that  the  Welfare 
Department  needed  more  money  to  carry  on  its 
work  and  supply  the  wants  of  the  welfare  recipi- 
ents. I  find  that  in  the  last  six  months  a  number 
of  people  who  had  previously  been  fortunately 
able  to  keep  away  from  the  Welfare  Department, 
due  to  the  fact  that  they  had  been  able  to  save 
enough  in  boom  days  to  support  themselves  up  to 
that  time,  have  been  obliged  to  appeal  to  the 
department  because  of  the  depression.  I  believe 
also  that  we  have  to  realize  that  conditions  are  no 
better  now  than  they  were  a  year  or  two  years  ago, 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that  every  effort  is  being 
made  by  the  President  of  the  United  States  under 
the  N.  R.  A.  to  bring  prosperity  back  to  this 
country  through  increased  employment.  We  have 
to  face  the  fact  also  that  the  Mayor  of  Boston  has 
failed  up  to  the  present  time  in  his  effort  to  initiate 
public  works  that  would  take  many  men  off  of  our 
welfare  roll;  we  have  to  face  the  fact  that  the 
State  Emergency  Finance  Board  has  turned  down 
one  of  the  greatest  propositions  that  the  Mayor 
put  up  to  them,  the  Huntington  Avenue  Tunnel; 
and  we  have  to  face  the  fact  that  we  are  not  getting 
cooperation  from  the  Governor  of  the  Common- 
wealth or  his  executives  along  public  works  lines. 
We  must  also  face  the  fact  that  the  Governor  him- 
self has  failed,  in  connection  with  the  action  taken 
by  the  Legislature  at  the  last  session,  to  furnish 
work  to  the  unemployed  through  public  works  to 
be  undertaken  by  the  state.  The  Public  Welfare 
Department  of  the  City  of  Boston,  in  my  opinion, 
is  doing  the  best  it  can  under  present  circum- 
stances. I  understand  that  a  great  number  have 
been  taken  off  the  rolls  in  the  Welfare  Depart- 
ment, but  in  certain  directions  the  demands  upon 
the  department  because  of  increased  prices  have 
increased.  If  the  amount  expended  by  the  depart- 
ment has  been  cut  down  4  per  cent,  I  am  glad  to 
hear  it,  but  I  know  that  a  great  deal  still  remains 
to  be  done  along  the  line  of  helping  out  the  unfor- 
tunates who  have  to  go  to  the  Welfare  Department. 
When  I  went  down  there  the  other  day  I  found  it 
almost  impossible  to  walk  through  the  corridors  or 
to  get  up  to  the  second  and  third  floors,  because 
there  were  hundreds  of  people  crowding  the  corri- 
dors and  the  staircases  waiting  for  a  little  money 
that  they  wanted  to  take  home.  I  don't  want  to 
see  the  Finance  Commission  go  down  there  at  this 
time.  Some  time  ago  I  took  the  stand  that  the 
Finance  Commission  should  go  down  there,  and  at 
that  time  the  chairman  of  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion told  me  that  he  had  made  investigations  down 
there  and  had  brought  about  certain  changes  in  the 
system,  certain  improvements  in  the  way  of  carry- 
ing out  the  work.  There  have  been  certain  plans 
inaugurated  and  carried  out  in  the  Welfare  Depart- 
ment. There  has  been  a  certain  amount  of  de- 
centralization and  additional  investigators  have 
been  put  on  and,  while  there  have  probably  been 
some  things  that  should  have  been  corrected  there, 
I  am  sure  that  in  a  short  period  of  time  they  will 
have  been  corrected  by  the  welfare  officials.  I 
think  that  we  should  call  upon  our  public  Welfare 
Department  to  give  us  the  information  we  seek, 
and  if  we  find  that  the  explanation  they  give  us  is 
not  satisfactory,  if  they  do  not  properly  point  out 
why  the  decline  in  their  expenditures  has  been 
only  4  per  cent  as  compared  to  40  to  60  per  cent  in 
other  cities  and  towns,  we  can  then  ask  the  Finance 
Commission  to  give  us  that  information.  For 
these  reasons  I  am  going  to  vote  against  the  order 
introduced  bv  the  gentleman  from  Ward  18. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  had  thought 
that  it  must  be  very  clear  to  everybody  that  my 
activity  during  the  last^  two  years  in  opposing 
certain  proposed  expenditures  of  money  by  the 
Mayor  has  been  due  to  my  feeling  that  the  depres- 
sion would  be  prolonged  and  that  we  should  be 
very  careful  in  the  expenditures  that  we  made. 
It  is,  of  course,  very  easy  for  certain  councilors  to 
twist  my  remarks  and  try  to  make  it  appear  that 
I  am  against  the  work  that  is  being  done  by  the 
Welfare  Department.  That  certainly  is  not  so. 
I  do  think,  however,  in  view  of  some  things  that 
have  been  brought  to  our  attention,  from  time  to 
time,    that  careful   scrutiny   should   be   observed. 


We  know  what  our  President,  when  Acting  Mayor 
of  Boston,  brought  out  some  months  ago  in  regard 
to  a  number  of  the  cases  that  have  been  handled 
in  that  department,  and  we  know  of  a  number  of 
other  things  that  have  been  brought  out  in  the 
last  three  years.  In  the  light  of  such  publicity, 
in  the  light  of  what  has  been  presented,  in  light  of 
the  fact  that  a  local  judge  in  one  of  our  courts  said 
recently  that  there  was  "evidently  a  very  bad 
condition  down  there  in  dealing  out  dole,"  it  does 
seem  to  me  that  a  great  deal  of  care  should  be 
exercised.  Now,  Councilor,  I  don't  want  to  stop 
a  child  from  getting  one  pair  of  shoes  or  two  or 
three  pairs  of  shoes,  if  necessary.  I  probably  get 
more  letters  from  people  who  are  in  need  than  any 
other  member  of  the  Council.  I  have  here  a  letter 
asking  me  to  please  try  to  put  an  order  through 
which  will  enable  this  person  to  get  shoes  and 
rubbers  for  his  children  from  Public  Welfare, 
because  the  children  all  go  to  school  and  the  shoes 
are  starting  to  wear  out,  and  there  are  no  rubbers 
that  they  can  wear  Nobody  sympathizes  more 
than  I  do  with  those  who  are  in  that  situation,  and 
when  I  opposed  the  Young's  Hotel  order  I  did  so 
that  there  would  be  more  money  available  to  these 
poor  people  for  just  that  sort  of  thing.  We  have 
these  demands  from  Orient  Heights  to  Hyde  Parke 
from  people  needing  something  to  eat  and  some- 
thing to  wear,  and  it  is  more  important  to  meet 
demands  of  that  kind,  from  thousands  of  families, 
than  it  is  to  turn  over  large  sums  to  racketeers. 
So  when  you  interpret  my  order  to  mean  that  I  am 
asking  for  a  decrease  of  money  to  be  allowed  for 
the  unfortunates,  you  are  wrongly  interpreting  it; 
and,  along  that  line,  I  ask  you  to  read  my  remarks 
in  this  body  for  the  last  few  years.  No.  Mr. 
President,  I  want  the  Finance  Commission  simply 
to  investigate  and  to  tell  us  more  about  the  graft 
down  there.  The  Boston  newspapers  have  been 
publishing  some  articles  based  on  information 
that  they  have  been  able  to  collect,  showing  the 
condition  that  is  said  to  exist  at  the  present  time, 
indicating  that  this  welfare  business  has  become  a 
source  of  graft  and  rackets.  We  are  told  that 
there  is  a  work  card  racket  by  which  large  numbers 
of  recipients  of  welfare  have  been  able  to  collect 
aid  money  without  working  for  it,  through  the 
connivance  of  foremen  and  of  other  sub-officials 
of  various  city  departments  who  have  stamped  or 
punched  their  cards  for  them,  and  that  the  matter 
is  being  investigated  by  high  officials  at  City  Hall; 
that  in  some  of  the  cases  of  fraudulent  stamping 
of  these  cards,  welfare  officials  believe,  the  men 
receiving  the  money  have  actually  paid  small 
sums  of  graft  to  the  persm  who  marked  them. 
And  officials  admit  that  they  have  no  accurate 
gauge  on  the  situation  and  cannot  estimate  how 
widespread  the  racket  has  become.  I  want  to 
drive  those  men  out  of  that  department.  I  want 
to  drive  officials  responsible  for  or  assisting  in 
that  sort  of  thing  out  of  that  department.  Our 
Welfare  Department  is  the  most  important  depart- 
ment in  the  city  government  and  will  be  for  a  long 
time.  That,  Mr.  President,  has  been  my  effort. 
Then,  I  have  a  statement  here  from  one  of  the 
judges  of  our  municipal  court,  to  which  I  have 
already  referred,  speaking  of  the  bad  condition 
down  there  in  dealing  out  dole.  I  also  submit  a 
statement  here  from  one  of  the  leading  newspapers 
of  Boston,  referring  to  conditions  that  exist  in 
that  department.  I  am  not  here,  Mr.  President, 
trying  to  decrease  the  amount  spent  for  welfare, 
but  to  increase  it  if  it  can  be  done  in  deserving 
cases,  and  I  think  the  way  to  do  that  is  to  drive 
these  grafters  out  of  the  department.  I  have 
asserted  for  years  that  the  department  was  wrongly 
run,  lacked  executorship,  and  I  believe,  taking  into 
consideration  what  the  President  of  this  body 
found  when  he  was  Acting  Mayor  of  Boston,  what 
the  judge  in  one  of  our  local  courts  found,  and  what 
has  been  set  forth  in  newspaper  headlines,  as  well 
as  statements  that  have  been  made  to  members  of 
this  body,  there  is  a  serious  condition  there  which 
should  be  promptly  corrected.  What  I  want  is  an 
investigation  and  the  stopping  of  some  of  the 
present  practices  so  that  we  may  have  more 
money  for  the  worthy  eases  and  less  for  the  un- 
worthy. 

Coun.  GREEN — Mr.  President,  I  arrived  in 
time  to  hear  a  part  of  the  speaker's  statement, 
and  I  would  like  to  hear  a  clarification  by  the 
honorable  and  courageous  gentleman  who  has 
just  taken  his  seat  of  his  statement.  I  want  to 
ask  him  a  question.  I  think  he  has  been  quoted 
wrongly.  I  don't  think  it  is  the  intent  of  the 
gentleman  who  has  introduced  this  order  to  de- 
crease the  amount  to  be  received  by  recipients  of 
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public  aid  in  worthy  cases.  So  I  would  like  to 
have  him  speak  a  few  words  qualifying  his  position, 
for  purposes  of  the  record. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  think  if  the 
councilor  had  heard  all  of  my  remarks  he  would 
realize  that  I  fully  qualified  them.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  the  State  Emergency  Finance  Board  also 
stated  recently  in  plain  language  that  the  pay- 
ments by  the  Boston  Welfare  Department  are  not 
properly  supervised,  something  that  I  have  main- 
tained for  a  long  period  of  time.  I  have  also  felt, 
Mr.  President,  for  a  long  period,  that  it  would 
have  been  a  great  improvement,  and  that  there 
would  be  better  supervision,  if  we  had  decentraliza- 
tion of  the  department,  and  something  is  now 
being  attempted  in  that  line.  I  have  tried  not  to 
be  unreasonable  in  this  matter,  but  I  do  feel  that 
with  proper  supervision  much  more  work  might  be 
done  by  the  department  and  more  suffering  might 
be  alleviated,  and  that  the  unworthy  cases  could 
be  eliminated.  Much  could  be  done  overnight, 
but  so  far  it  has  not  been  done.  The  good  work 
is  going  on  very,  very  slowly.  So  I  think  there  is 
no  disagreement  in  the  Council  or  on  the  record 
as  to  where  I  stand  with  reference  to  welfare 
recipients.  My  idea  is  to  get  the  racketeers  and 
the  grafters  out  of  the  department,  and  I  also 
feel  that  with  a  proper  working  out  of  the  de- 
centralization idea,  handling  in  different  districts 
— Dorchester,  East  Boston,  Hyde  Park,  and  so  on , 
— the  cases  belonging  in  those  districts,  and  not 
compelling  people  to  go  down  to  that  pest  house 
in  the  W  est  End,  relief  can  be  very  much  expedited, 
that  the  cases  can  be  quickly  brought  to  the 
attention  of  officials  of  the  department  in  different 
sections  and  attended  to  promptly  without  the 
present  delay,  a  delay  which  in  many  instances 
results  in  continued  and  unnecessary  suffering. 
There  is  no  reason  why  relief  should  not  be  afforded 
in  worthy  cases  in  a  few  hours  at  the  longest. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


PROPOSED    RESIGNATION    OF    WELFARE 
BOARD    MEMBERS. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  be  re- 
quested to  consider  the  advisability  of  requesting 
the  resignation  of  the  chairman  and  members  of 
the  Welfare  Board  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  believe,  as 
a  result  of  the  exposures  recently  of  graft  and 
improper  things  going  on  in  the  Welfare  Depart- 
ment of  the  City  of  Boston,  the  Mayor  should 
ask  for  the  resignation  of  the  chairman  and  every 
member  of  the  Welfare  Board  of  this  city. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  cannot  stand 
by,  in  view  of  what  is  said  in  this  order  that  we 
have  just  heard  read,  without  saying  something 
about  it.  I  have  the  highest  regard  for  the 
chairman  of  the  Board  of  Overseers  of  Public 
Welfare.  For  years  he  has  given, understanding^ 
and  without  pay,  his  services  to  our  city,  and  in 
all  the  investigations  of  the  Welfare  Department 
that  have  gone  on — first,  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mission, then  by  the  Mayor's  own  secret  board 
and  then  through  the  police  of  Boston — at  no 
time  has  anybody  intimated  that  the  chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Overseers  had  done  anything  which 
even  the  minutest  way  suggested  graft  in  the 
department.  I  believe  the  chairman  of  that 
Board  stands  100  per  cent,  so  far  as  his  reputation 
is  concerned,  personally  and  as  the  head  of  the 
department.  And  I  think  that  the  same  holds 
true  of  every  member  of  that  Board.  I  think  the 
same  thing  holds  true  of  everyone  there  giving  his 
or  her  time  without  paying,  if  you  please  Mr. 
President,  to  see  that  the  unfortunates  of  our  city 
are  properly  taken  care  of.  I  do  not  believe  that 
at  any  time  any  of  the  investigations  we  have 
had  have  disclosed  a  thing  that  could  be  laid  at 
the  door  of  the  Board  of  Overseers  of  Public 
Welfare.  So  it  is  not  fair,  Mr.  President,  to  have 
these  orders  coming  in  here,  orders  that  may  leave 
a  blemish  on  the  reputation  of  noble  men  and 
women,  who  have,  in  spite  of  scurrilous  attacks 
that  have  been  made  upon  them,  refused  to 
resign.  I  think  that  shows  the  high  type  of  man- 
hood and  womanhood  we  have  in  that  depart 
ment.  Might  I  mention  that  there  is  one  woman 
on  the  Board  of  Overseers  of  Public  Welfare  who 
lives  in  my  district,  and  whom  I  am  proud  to  have 
as  a  constituent.  I  refer  to  an  elderly  lady  by 
the  name  of  Mrs.  Gookin.  There  is  not  a  man 
in   Boston   who   can  connect   her   with   anything 


unfair  or  wrong  with  reference  to  the  millions  of 
dollars  that  have  been  distributed  in  the  city  in 
public  welfare.  When  we  have  accusations  made 
here,  we  want  to  have  the  proof.  Noble  men  and 
women  should  not  be  indicted  and  have  aspersions 
cast  upon  them  because  of  scurrilous  statements, 
made  on  the  floor  of  this  body.  It  is  unfair  to 
them.  They  are  an  unpaid  group  of  public- 
spirited  citizens  giving  of  their  time  and  energy 
to  see  that  the  poor  of  Boston  get  what  little  we 
can  give  them.  Tnese  accusations  are  not  fair, 
because  they  leave  a  feeling  of  suspicion,  which  I 
don't  think  the  councilor  from  Ward  18  is  war- 
ranted in  arousing.  There  is  not  a  man  or  woman 
on  the  Board  of  Overseers  of  Public  Welfare  to 
whom  any  member  of  this  body  can  point  the 
finger  of  suspicion.  For  that  reason,  I  dcn't 
think  an  order  of  this  kind,  accompanying  the 
statement  that  we  have  heard  here,  is  fair.  It 
ought  not  to  be  forgotten  that  during  the  past 
session  of  the  Legislature  the  chief  executive  of 
this  city  tried  to  create  a  paid  executive,  so  that 
there  could  be  put  on  the  shoulders  of  an  in- 
dividual any  possible  responsibility  that  might  be 
connected  with  the  work  of  that  department.  But 
the  Legislature  in  its  wisdom  saw  fit  to  defeat 
that  bill.  The  Mayor  of  Boston  has  done  every- 
thing he  can.  So  I  sincerely  hope  that  no  man  or 
woman  on  this  Board,  which  has  worked  during 
all  these  investigations  and  refused  to  quit,  will 
be  subjected  to  the  stigma  that  might  arise  from 
the  passage  of  such  an  order.  I  trust  that  we  will 
not  even  suggest  the  advisability  of  the  Mayor 
asking  for  the  resignation  of  those  noble  men  and 
women,  who  have  done  so  much  for  this  city 
without  one  cent  of  pay. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  go  down  to 
the  Welfare  Department  frequently  and,  as  I  have 
said  before,  I  know  something  about  welfare  work 
Now,  how  are  you  going  to  blame  the  executives 
of  the  Welfare  Department  if  one  or  two  or  a 
greater  group  of  individuals  are  dishonest?  It  is 
absurd,  in  my  opinion,  to  ask  for  the  removal  of 
anybody  when  it  may  appear  that  some  recipient 
or  somebody  else  happens  to  be  dishonest,  with- 
out the  knowledge  of  the  executive  who  has  charge 
of  theparticular  individual,  or  group  of  individuals. 
Walter  McCarthy  is  an  expert  in  the  welfare  field. 
The  Overseers,  as  the  councilor  from  Ward  14 
(Coun.  Ruby)  has  said,  are  public-spirited  men 
and  women,  citizens  of  this  city,  working  without 
compensaton.  They  should  be  commended  in- 
stead of  being  reprimanded  or  having  an  order 
of  this  kind  brought  before  the  City  Council 
without  any  basis  for  the  charges  against  them. 
Of  course,  I,  and  I  trust  that  the  same  is  true  of 
other  members  here,  are  going  to  vote  against  the 
order. 

Coun.  GREEN — Mr.  President,  I  move  refer- 
ence of  the  order  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  vote  was  put,  and,  the  Chair  being  in 
doubt,  a  rising  vote  was  ordered,  by  which  vote 
the  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


APPROPRIATION  FOR  WELFARE  DEPART- 
MENT. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  make 
arrangements  to  have  fifty  thousand  dollars  ap- 
propriated for  the  use  of  the  Welfare  Department 
to  purchase  shoes  and  clothing  for  recipients. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  was  down 
at  the  Welfare  Department  the  other  day  with  a 
man  who  has  six  children  unable  to  go  to  school 
because  they  have  no  shoes,  and  I  was  told  that 
they  have  no  money  there  for  shoes.  I  think 
it  is  the  duty  of  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  in  con- 
formance with  his  inaugural  promise  to  take  care 
of  every  needy  person  in  Boston,  to  give  an  ade- 
quate appropriation  for  this  purpose.  I  think 
that  $50,000  would  be  sufficient  to  provide  shoes 
for  children  who  are  forced  to  stay  home  because 
of  lack  of  them. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  cannot 
understand  my  colleague.  At  one  moment  he 
tells  us  that  everything  is  fine  in  the  Welfare 
Department,  and  hands  them  a  great  compliment, 
and  the  next  moment  he  is  asking  for  an  appropria- 
tion for  shoes.  I  don't  remember  about  the 
Welfare  Department  asking  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
for  extra  money  for  shoes  in  the  last  few  months. 
We  have  just  listened  to  praise  of  the  Welfare  De- 
partment. Everything  is  fine.  As  far  as  orders 
I  introduce  are  concerned,  I  don't  expect  that 
any  order  I  introduce  here  will  receive   unanimous 
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approval.  On  practically  every  order  that  is 
introduced  into  the  body,  an  order  of  any  impor- 
tance, there  is  a  controversy.  But  there  seems  to 
be  one  department  that  there  should  be  nothing 
said  against,  and  that  is  the  Welfare  Department, 
which  is  headed,  as  my  colleague  says,  by  such 
fine  people.  Mr.  President,  if  that  department- 
needs  more  money  for  a  purpose  of  this  sort,  why 
do  they  not  ask  for  it?  I  ask  the  colleague,  when 
lias  that  department  asked  the  Mayor  for  money  to 
enable  it  to  furnish  shoes?  And  if  they  have  not 
done  so,  and  money  is  needed  for  that  purpose,  I 
would  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  they 
have  been  lax.  I  am  told  that  by  passing  such 
an  order  as  I  introduced  we  would  be  impugning, 
the  personal  character  of  the  Overseers  of  the 
Welfare  Department.  No,  Mr.  President.  I 
raise  no  question  of  the  character  of  the  folks 
holding  the  offices  in  question.  I  am  not  question- 
ing their  personal  character  at  all,  but  their  acts 
as  officials  at  the  head  of  the  department.  As  I 
remember,  Mr.  Hecht  and  others  resigned  in  a 
body  in  the  previous  administration.  So  there  is 
nothing  new  to  them  in  the  matter  of  resignations. 
They  are  used  to  that.  And  we  are  told  that  this 
is  an  unpaid  Board.  Mr.  President,  what  differ- 
ence does  it  make  whether  a  board  is  paid  or 
unpaid,  so  far  as  the  performance  of  the  duties  it 
has  assumed  are  concerned?  What  difference  can 
it  make  when  they  are  supposed  to  perform  their 
duty,  whether  they  are  paid  or  unpaid?  Woodrow 
Wilson  fired  100  men,  dollar-a-year  men,  and 
leaders  of  industry  through  the  country.  Re- 
gardless of  the  fact  that  they  were  unpaid,  they 
were  simply  told  to  get  out.  The  boys  were 
waiting  for  eighteen  months  at  the  front  for  air- 
planes, and  were  not  getting  them.  The  boys 
were  there  but  without  the  planes,  and  he  de- 
manded that  these  men  get  out.  And  while 
many  of  our  people  are  hungry  and  their  children 
need  shoes,  we  have  the  colleague  from  an  ad- 
joining ward  standing  here  and  telling  us  what  a 
fine  welfare  board  this  is,  that  it  is  doing  its  best. 
And  then  he  says  that  the  Governor  is  a  bad  man, 
that  he  has  failed  deplorably.  He  objects  to 
any  criticism  of  the  Boston  Welfare  Board,  and 
then  attacks  the  Governor.  What  justification 
is  there  for  that,  Mr.  President?  The  Governor 
has  had  a  good  record  in  these  depressing  times, 
and  I  feel  that  there  is  no  justification  for  writing 
the  word  deplorable  into  that  record,  particularly 
in  light  of  the  way  that  he  stands  and  of  conditions 
at  City  Hall.  No,  Mr.  President,  the  Governor 
has  not  failed  deplorably.  He  has  been  a  good 
Governor,  with  a  heart  for  the  poor.  He  has  not 
failed  deplorably.  We  at  City  Hall  have  failed 
deplorably,  and  I  think  we  must  feel  when  we  see 
the  criticism  that  has  been  made  of  our  Welfare 
Department  by  judges  of  courts,  by  leading  news- 
papers, and  by  the  State  Emergency  Finance 
Board,  that  there  has  been  laxness  in  the  depart- 
ment. We  must  also  remember  the  fact  that  a 
few  years  ago  the  Mayor  of  Boston  demanded 
the  resignation  of  every  member  of  the  Board  on 
account  of  conditions  there,  when  we  did  not 
have  a  tenth  of  the  load  that  we  have  today. 
Therefore,  I  am  at  a  loss  to  understand  the  col- 
league's order  calling  for  more  money  to  purchase 
more  shoes,  when  a  few  minutes  previous  he  stated 
that  everything  was  fine  so  far  as  the  executorship 
of  the  Welfare  Department  was  concerned. 

Coun.  BURKE. — Mr.  President,  they  say  that 
iteration  and  reiteration  makes  its  imprint  even 
upon  the  dullest  mind.  I  am  not  trying  to  intimate 
that  the  councilor  from  Ward  18  (Coun.  Norton) 
has  a  dull  mind,  but  I  do  think  he  was  either 
reading  some  of  the  newspaper  statistics  he  has 
in  front  of  him  or  was  not  paying  attention  to 
what  I  said,  when  he  makes  this  commentary 
upon  it.  I  did  not  say  that  everything  was  all 
right  in  the  Welfare  Department.  I  hardly 
think  it  is  necessary  for  me  to  repeat  to  the  other 
members  of  the  body  what  I  did  say.  I  am  an 
experienced  welfare  worker,  for  fourteen  years 
with  the  United  States  Veterans'  Bureau,  and  he 
knows  it. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  order.  In  light  of  the  statement  of  the 
gentleman  in  regard  to  what  he  said  in  his  remarks, 
I  would  like  to  be  allowed  to  read  into  the  record, 
verbatim,  the  statement  he  made  in  regard  to 
this  matter  of  welfare. 

Coun.  BURKE— Mr.  President,  I  said  that 
there  wasn't  a  system  that  could  be  brought  forth 
by  the  human  mind — 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  order. 


Coun.  BURKE — You  have  asked  a  question, 
and  I  will  answer  it  at  the  present  time. 

President  McGRATH — So  far  as  the  point  of 
order  is  concerned,  there  is  no  objection  to  your 
later  reading  into  the  record  whatever  the  councilor 
from  Dorchester  said. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  said  that 
there  never  was  a  system  of  welfare  work  that 
was  not  subject  to  fraud,  so  that  certain  gold- 
brickers,  as  we  call  them,  might  get  around  it 
dishonestly.  He  knows  that  as  well  as  I  do. 
That  applies  to  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Department 
and  to  the  Welfare  Department,  in  both  of  which 
departments  there  are  men  receiving  aid  who  are 
not  entitled  to  it.  I  do  not  deny  that,  but  I  do 
say  that  the  Welfare  Department  are  doing  the 
best  they  can  under  the  circumstances  and  that 
the  executives  of  the  Welfare  Department  scruti- 
nize carefully  every  claim  that  comes  before  them. 
And  if,  after  a  careful,  honest  diligent  investigation 
by  men  who  are  supposed  to  be  experts  in  that 
particular  line,  it  is  found  as  a  result  that  the 
people  are  entitled  to  the  money,  they  receive  it. 
But  I  say  that  the  most  clever  social  workers  in  all 
the  land  would  find  it  impossible  to  investigate 
thoroughly  every  welfare  case,  so  that  a  certain 
percentage  of  individuals  not  entitled  to  what 
they  are  asking  for  would  get  by.  Of  course, 
under  any  system  there  are  some  not  entitled  to 
welfare  who  will  get  it.  But  I  reiterate  what  I 
said  about  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts,  that  he  should  cooperate  with 
the  Mayor  of  Boston,  and  the  Mayor  should 
cooperate  with  him,  and  with  the  efforts  of  both 
of  them  immediate  action  might  be  invoked  and 
carried  out  in  a  public  works  program  that  would 
result  in  putting  a  large  number  of  people  at  work, 
thus  taking  them  off  of  the  welfare  and  soldiers' 
relief  rolls.  I  am  not  giving  the  Emergency 
Finance  Commission  at  the  State  House  any  credit 
for  turning  down  the  Huntington  Avenue  Tunnel 
project,  because  I  think  in  doing  so  they  made  a 
big  mistake.  I  think  it  was  the  greatest  project 
we  had  on  the  program  to  put  men  at  work  im- 
mediately, and,  in  so  far  as  the  veterans  are 
concerned,  it  would  have  allowed  the  City  of 
Boston  to  take  a  large  number  of  them  off  the 
pay  roll,  and  would  have  also  resulted  in  taking 
many  of  the  recipients  of  welfare  off  the  roll. 
In  regard  to  this  order,  the  situation  is  simply  that 
the  department  at  the  present  time  needs  this 
additional  money.  They  have  been  doing  their 
best  to  relieve  unemployment,  with  the  result 
that  there  is  not  enough  money  at  the  present 
time  to  buy  shoes  and  clothing  for  these  children. 
This  is  not  in  any  sense  a  criticism  of  the  depart- 
ment. There  is  simply  not  the  money  available 
for  shoes  and  clothing  for  children  who  need  them, 
in  order  to  go  back  to  school,  because  it  has  been 
used  for  the  relief  of  unemployment.  You  cannot 
blame  the  welfare  officials  for  that,  because  I 
know  as  a  positive  fact  that  they  do  ask  for  the 
money,  and  that  the  Mayor  of  Boston  is  at  the 
present  time  endeavoring  to  secure  money  for  that 
purpose.  But  these  children  should  not  be 
required  to  wait  any  longer.  The  money  is  needed 
now,  so  that  they  may  not  be  forced  to  stay  home 
from  school  at  the  present  time.  I  have  differed 
with  the  councilor  from  Ward  18  (Coun.  Norton) 
on  other  occasions.  I  at  times  have  not  believed 
in  waiting,  and  he  has.  He  does  not  believe  in 
public  works  projects,  and  I  do.  I  believe  that 
one  of  the  best  ways  to  take  the  country  out  of 
the  depression  is  to  put  men  at  work  and  pay  them 
wages.  He  may  believe  in  cutting  wages.  If  I 
disagree  with  him,  I  want  him  to  know  that  I  have 
a  basis  for  my  opinion,  which  I  formulate  and 
express  here,  as  I  Buppose  he  must  have  for  his. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,,  I  was  inter- 
ested to  hear  the  last  statement.  Fine!  He  was 
interested  in  cutting  wages 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  order.  The  gentleman's  statement  is  incorrect. 
I  was  not  in  favor  of  cutting  wages,  and  am  not  now. 

Coun.  NORTON — I  am  going  to  assume  that  the 
gentleman  on  my  left  at  least  understands  the 
English  language.  I  used  the  personal  pronoun, 
third  person  singular,  when  I  said  that  the  coun- 
cilor said  "He  favors  cutting  wages."  If  you 
don't  understand  that  I  meant  myself,  I  don't  know 
any  way  of  explaining  it.  It  was  plain  English 
Now,  that  sounds  nice,  to  intimate  that  "he 
favored  cutting  wages."  Alexander  Sullivan,  you 
will  remember,  said  that  only  a  fool  would  fail  to 
recognize  the  fact  that  reductions  had  to  come,  so 
far  as  city  employees  were  concerned.  But  you 
will  remember  the  ground  on  which  I  fought  that 
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question.  While  I  recognized  that  reductions  had 
to  be  made,  I  favored  grading  them  according  to 
the  amount  received  by  the  employee,  that  those 
getting  $1,600  a  year,  for  example,  should  be  cut 
only  one  fifth  of  the  percentage  of  those  getting 
$5,000  a  year.  In  other  words,  I  tried  to  have  my 
colleague  and  the  other  members  of  the  Council 
demand  from  the  Mayor  of  Boston  that  when  he 
put  the  pay  cut  into  effect  he  would  say  to  a  man 
getting  $5,000  a  year,  "I  am  going  to  cut  you  five 
times  as  much  as  I  cut  the  man  getting  $1,000  a 
year."  So  I  put  in  a  schedule,  a  list,  figured  mathe- 
matically on  the  22,000  employees  of  the  city, 
providing  that  no  city  official  should  collect  more 
than  $6,000  a  year,  and  that  the  man  getting  $5,000 
should  be  cut  five  times  as  much  as  the  man  getting 
$1,000.  Wasn't  that  fair?  But  you  provided 
that  scrubwomen  should  be  cut  the  same  per- 
centage as  the  man  getting  $10,000  a  year  was  cut. 
It  was  my  contention  that  those  who  could  best 
afford  to  bear  it  should  take  tfie  best  percentage 
cut,  and  there  were  members  here  who  wanted  to 
literally  murder  me  at  that  time.  So  I  finally 
stood  on  this  floor  and  agreed  to  a  10  per  cent  cut. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  will  the  councilor 
yield  for  a  question. 

Coun.  NORTON  —No,  Mr.  President,  I  will  not 
yield  just  now.  So  there  is  my  answer  to  this 
colleague.  He  stood  for  a  15  per  cent  cut  for  lower 
paid  employees  of  Boston. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  order.  The  utterances  that  are  being  made  at 
the  present  time  will  become  matters  of  public 
record,  and  it  is  unfair  for  the  councilor  from  Ward 
18  to  stand  on  the  floor  of  this  honorable  body  and 
intimate  to  the  citizenry  of  Boston  that  this  City 
Council  voted  salary  reductions  such  as  he 
suggests.  That  is  entirely  unfair  to  the  other 
twenty-one  members.  We  had  nothing  to  with 
the  salary  reductions  and  did  not  vote  5,  10  or  15 
per  cent  reductions.  It  is  certainly  unfair  to  the 
other  twenty-one  colleagues  for  the  member  to 
make  these  utterances  as  a  matter  of  public 
record. 

President  McGRATH — The  point  is  well  taken. 
I  will  ask  the  councilor  to  explain  what  he  means 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  what  I  mean 
is  this,  that  if  this  Council  had  refused  to  vote  $5, 
except  for  hospitals,  welfare  and  pay  rolls,  if  they 
had  supported  the  position  I  took  in  that  matter, 
within  a  week  we  would  have  had  such  a  schedule 
as  I  have  suggested  submitted  by  the  Mayor  so 
that  the  underpaid  city  employees  would  have  only 
a  5  per  cent  reduction,  and  those  better  able  to 
afford  it  would  have  had  to  submit  to  a  larger  per- 
centage of  reduction.  I  have  stood  here  time  and 
again  and  tried  to  get  the  Council  to  take  action 
along  that  line.  How  long  would  it  take  the  Mayor 
of  Boston  to  do  something  of  that  sort 

Coun.  ROBERTS— Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  order.  The  councilor  is  making  another 
statement  about  the  power  of  this  body,  what  this 
body  could  do.  It  is  the  Mayor  who  has  the  power 
to  deal  with  salaries  of  city  employees.  The 
Council  has  no  right  to  raise  or  decrease  salaries. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  have  not 
been  talking  about  raising  salaries.  I  have  been 
talking  about  the  rearrangement  of  the  pay  rolls, 
so  that  the  lower  paid  employees  would  not  have 
to  stand  such  a  great  proportional  cut  as  those 
getting  more.  That  was  my  contention,  and  if  we 
had  taken  the  stand  I  suggest  on  that  matter  I 
think  we  would  have  seen  results.  But  I  did 
not  bring  the  matter  into  the  discussion.  It  was 
brought  in  by  the  colleague.  I  could  go  into  the 
matter  at  greater  length  and  show  that  that  was 
so,  but  I  do  not  wish  to  unnecessarily  take  up  the 
time  of  the  body.  The  colleague  says  that  I  was 
against  public  works  projects.  I  have  been  against 
such  projects  as  I  thought  were  unnecessary  that 
would  not  really  furnish  any  employment  to  speak 
of.  I  was  against  Huntington  avenue.  I  believed 
it  was  unnecessary.  I  wanted  to  put  men  at  work 
and  give  them  plenty  of  work,  repairing  streets. 
When  you  are  talking  of  spending  over  $8,000,000 
on  that  subway,  the  major  portion  of  the  money 
was  going  for  ready-mixed  concrete  and  for  land 
damages.  I  am  not  ready  at  the  present  time  to 
spend  over  $S, 000, 000  on  a  subway  that  is  un- 
necessary, when  we  can  employ  men  on  necessary 
work.  I  had  not  intended  to  go  into  the  Hunting- 
ton Avenue  Subway,  but  the  colleague  brought  it 
up  here.  Now,  regarding  another  statement  that 
the  colleague  made  here  in  reference  to  the  Welfare 
Department,  I  took  down  the  statement  of  the 
gentleman  from  Dorchester  verbatim.  It  was  to 
the  effect  that  the  Welfare  Department  is  doing 


the  best  it  can  under  the  circumstances  and  that 
the  executives  of  the  Welfare  Department  scruti- 
nize every  expenditure.  Well,  I  believe  the 
evidence  presented  to  a  judge  of  our  court  suf- 
ficiently repudiates  that  statement. 

The  order  was  passed,  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 

LIGHTING    OF    THOMAS    J.    ROBERTS 
PLAYGROUND. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  School  Committee  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  co- 
operate with  the  Park  Commission  by  allowing  the 
spotlights  at  the  Dorchester  High  School  for  Boys 
to  be  used  in  lighting  the  Thomas  J.  Roberts  Play- 
ground evenings  for  football  practice. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  last  year  we 
had  some  difficulty  in  getting  these  two  depart- 
ments to  cooperate.  At  the  Dorchester  High 
School  for  Boys  there  are  two  spotlights  which 
could  easily  be  turned  around  on  occasion,  simply 
by  turning  a  knob,  on  the  football  playing  field. 
The  schoolhouse  custodian  wanted  to  charge  a  fee 
of  $8  or  $9  an  evening  for  taking  care  of  that.  I 
believe  it  would  be  economical  for  the  city  to  have 
some  agreement  made  between  the  School  Com- 
mittee and  the  Park  Commission,  allowing  the 
custodian  to  receive  his  money  from  some  appro- 
priation. That  would  be  a  very  fine  thing  to  do 
for  the  next  two  months,  using  the  spotlights  in 
that  way,  and  I  am,  therefore,  asking  that  the 
departments  get  together  so  that  some  such  arrange- 
ment can  be  put  into  effect. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


ELEVATED    BUSES   ON   ASHMONT 
STREET. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  trustees  of  the  Boston  Ele- 
vated Railway  Company  be  requested,  through 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  stop  Elevated  buses  from 
running  through  Ashmont  street,  from  Dorchester 
avenue  to  Washington  street,  Ward  17. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  some  time  ago 
the  Elevated  received  a  permit  to  run  buses  over 
Ashmont  street,  and  at  that  time  they  promised 
that  they  would  make  a  study  of  transportation 
facilities  in  that  area  and  as  soon  as  possible  take 
the  buses  off  Ashmont  street,  which  is  a  residential 
street.  They  have  so  far  failed  to  carry  out  the 
promise  they  have  made.  I  have  therefore  re- 
quested in  this  order,  through  the  Mayor,  that 
they  kindly  take  some  action,  removing  the  buses 
from  that  residential  street. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


HOLES   ON   CODMAN    STREET. 
Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That    the    Commissioner    of     Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  repair  the  numerous  holes  on  Codman  street, 
Ward  17. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


RESURFACING    OF     WARD     17     STREETS. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  resurface  the  following  streets  in  Ward  17: 

Claybourne  street,  Allston  street,  Mora  street. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor, — Referring  to  our  letter  in 
which  we  offered  to  sell  to  the  city  the  so-called 
Young's  Hotel  property,  with  an  assessed  value  of 
SI, 300, 000,  comprising  17,553  square  feet  of  land 
with  the  buildings  thereon,  for  the  sum  of  §700,000. 

We  realized  that  this  purchase  would  mean  a 
large  immediate  saving  to  the  city  by  the  very 
considerable  amount  of  rents  now  paid  to  private 
owners  for  the  departmental  quarters.  We  be- 
lieved further  that  the  addition  of  this  large  area 
to  the  present  site  of  City  Hall  Annex  and  City  Hall 
would  permanently  keep  City  Hall  in  its  present 
location.  We  thought  that  this  result  would  be 
approved  of  and  commended  by  the  taxpayers  and 
real  estate  interests  generally  because  it  would 
stabilize  and  maintain  down-town  real  estate  values 
with  resultant  benefit  to  the  city  and  its  citizens 
and  taxpayers.  For  these  reasons  we  agreed  to  a 
price  of  $700,000,  which  we  believed  to  be  far 
below  the  fair  value  of  the  property. 

While  we  know  that  the  criticisms  of  the  proposal 
are  unjust  and  utterly  unwarranted,  the  publicity 
given  to  it  has  brought  about  negotiations  which 
may  lead  to  the  transfer  of  this  property  to  other 
interests. 

Under  these  circumstances,  the  Y-H  Corpora- 
tion hereby  withdraws  its  offer  to  accept  from  the 
city  §700,000  for  the  so-called  Young's  Hotel 
property. 

As  taxpayers  we  are  sorry  that  this  course  seems 
necessary,  as  when  the  city  later  is  compelled  to 
take  these  premises  it  is  probable  that  it  will  have 
to  pay  §1,500,000  or  more  for  the  property  which 
by  prompt  action  might  have  been  obtained  for 
S700.000.

RESTORATION  OF  PAY  CUTS. 

Coun.  RUBY  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  hereby 
respectfully  petitions  his  Excellency  the  Governor 
to  convene  the  Legislature  in  special  session  to 
authorize  the  restoration  of  the  amounts  cut  from 
the  pay  of  employees  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  since  the  time 
that  the  employees  of  the  City  of  Boston  have  been 
decreased  in  salary,  the  cost  of  living  has  increased 
to  even  a  greater  extent  than  the  amount  of  the  cut. 
In  view  of  that  fact  and  further  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  our  government  has  been  ready  and  willing  at 
all  times  to  start  such  projects  and  expend  such 
sums  of  money  as  will  relieve  the  calls  upon  our 
Welfare  and  Soldiers'  Relief  Departments,  I 
respectfully  urge  the  passage  of  this  resolution,  with 
a  view  to  having  the  pay  cuts  restored  immediately 
through  action  to  be  taken  at  a  special  session  of 
the  Massachusetts  Legislature. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  may  be  wrong, 
but  as  I  understand  the  law,  the  restoration  of 
salaries  is  entirely  optional  with  the  in-coming 
Mayor. 

Coun.  RUBY — Yes,  Mr.  President,  but  I  ask 
that  it  be  done  at  once  before  December  31.  After 
December  31  the  restoration  will  be  encumbent  on 
the  new  chief  executive,  but  I  understand  that  the 
present  situation  will  remain  in  effect  until  Decem- 
ber 31  unless  some  contrary  action  is  taken  by  the 
Legislature.  Therefore,  trusting  that  action  may 
be  taken  as  soon  as  possible,  I  have  introduced  this 
resolution. 

The  resolve  was  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 


LIGHTS  AT   CAR   STOPS. 

Coun.  RUBY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Boston  Ele- 
vated Railway  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  install  a  light  of  some  kind  at  every  car 
stop. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


CIVIL  SERVICE   RULES. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  communicate  with  his  Excellency  the 
Governor  to  have  him  request  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  not  to  suspend  their  rules  as  asked 
by  the  Police  Commissioner. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  it  appears  from 
the  communication  which  the  Police  Commissioner 
has  sent  to  the  Civil  Service  Commission  that  he 
desires  to  set  himself  apart  from  other  city  and 
state  departments,  saying  to  the  commission  in 
effect  that  "I,  the  Police  Commissioner,  should 
have  the  right  to  take  any  man  I   wish  off  the

list  and  appoint  him  lieutenant,  captain,  or  what- 
ever the  position  may  be."  Let  me  say  to  the 
Police  Commissioner  that  his  first  duty  is  the 
protection  of  the  lives  and  property  ot  the  people 
of  Boston,  a  duty  which  to  my  mind  he  has  not 
performed  or  accomplished  during  his  administra- 
tion. Through  this  order  I  am,  through  the 
Mayor,  asking  the  Governor,  through  the  Civil 
Service  Commission,  not  to  allow  the  Police 
Commissioner  to  appoint  any  individual  whom  he 
desires  to  these  positions.  He  has  refused  to 
appoint  as  captain,  Jack  Dalton,  who  has  served 
faithfully  year  in  and  year  out,  a  man  who  is  now 
at  the  top  of  the  list  but,  because  of  the  fact  that 
Commissioner  Hultman  does  not  like  him,  cannot 
be  advanced.  I  don't  know  whether  the  refusal 
to  make  such  an  advance  is  because  of  creed  or 
not.  But  the  commissioner  now  wants  carte 
blanche  to  go  down  the  line  and  say  who  shall  be 
captain  or  lieutenant  in  the  Police  Department 
without  any  hindrance  from  the  Civil  Service 
Commission.  I  say  to  the  Mayor  that  we  as 
citizens  and  representatives  in  Boston  are  all 
vitally  interested,  because  after  all  we  pay  all  the 
bills;  and  I  say  that  Commissioner  Hultman's 
duty  is  first  to  act  as  Police  Commissioner,  and 
that  the  duties  now  expected  of  the  Police  Com- 
missioner will  take  all  of  his  time.  I  certainly 
hope  that  the  Civil  Service  will  not  break  their 
custom  of  years  and  allow  a  person  who  happens 
to  be  the  commissioner  in  that  department  to 
appoint  whomsoever  he  desires,  whether  efficient 
or  inefficient.  These  men  at  the  head  of  the  list 
have  taken  examinations  and  are  in  line  for 
appointment.  If  they  did  not  have  ability  they 
would  not  occupy  that  position  at  the  head  of  the 
civil  service  list.  But  Commissioner  Hultman 
doesn't  want  to  appoint  them,  for  some  unknown 
reason.  Certainly,  we  don't  know  the  reason. 
But  we  do  know  that  he  wants  to  go  down  the 
list  and  appoint  whomsoever  he  pleases,  whether 
it  is  the  hundredth  or  the  two  hundredth  man. 
I  certainly  hope  that  the  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sioners in  their  wisdom  will  absolutely  ignore  his 
request. 

The     order     was     referred    to     the     Executive

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  make  a  sidewalk  alorg  Kenilworth  street, 
entire  length,  both  sides,  Ward  9,  in  front  of  the 
estates  bordering  thereon;  said  sidewalk  to  be 
from  3  to  10  inches  above  the  gutter  adjoining, 
to  be  from  5  to  12  feet  in  width,  and  to  be  built  of

LAND    FOR    MASSACHUSETTS    GENERAL 
HOSPITAL. 
Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  be  requested 
to  advise  the  Council  why  the  city  never  offered  a 
deed  to  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  for 
the  25,000  square  feet  of  land  the  hospital  desired 
to  buy  in  order  to  eliminate  a  city  stable  located 
in  close  proximity  to  the  hospital. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  on  July  10, 
1931,  through  a  letter  sent  by  the  Massachusetts 
General  Hospital  to  Mr.  John  Beck,  real  estate 
appraiser  for  the  City  of  Boston,  the  hospital 
offered  to  buy  from  the  city  at  $6  a  square  foot 
approximately  25,000  square  feet  of  land,  one  lot 
being  on  the  corner  of  North  Grove  and  Fruit 
streets  and  the  other  being  the  old  engine  house 
lot  on  North  Grove  street.  In  pursuance  of  that 
offer  the  City  Council  in  October,  1931,  passed  an 
order  authorizing  the  conveyance  of  said  property 
to  the  hospital  at  that  price,  but  at  no  time  since 
the  passing  of  the  order  has  a  deed  been  tendered 
to  the  hospital.     I  was  rather  surprised  recently 


to  find  that  such  was  the  fact.  On  January  18  of 
this  year  the  hospital,  in  a  letter  to  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Works,  stated  that  it  "does  not 
desire  to  have  a  continual  offer  outstanding,  and 
it  is  informed  that  the  order  of  the  City  Council  is 
now,  in  effect,  in  abeyance  and  is  unlikely  to  be 
acted  upon  without  further  action  by  the  City 
Council."  The  hospital,  therefore,  revoked  its 
offer  of  1931.  I  have  now  offered  this  order  so 
that  we  may  get  some  information  upon  the 
matter,  so  that  we  may  find  out  why  it  is  that, 
since  the  passage  of  the  order  authorizing  the 
conveyance  by  the  City  Council  in  October,  1931, 
no  deed  has  been  tendered  to  the  hospital. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that,  as  I  understand,  we  now  have  before  the 
Committee  on  Public  Lands  an  order  involving 
the  sale  of  land  to  the  Massachusetts  General 
Hospital,  I  would  now  like  to  know  whether  this 
letter  which  the  councilor  refers  to  concerns  the 
original  order  we  passed,  for  the  sale  of  land  to  the 
hospital  at  $6  a  foot,  and  whether  that  refers  to  the 
land  concerning  which  we  have  an  order  now  pend- 
ing for  sale  at  §4  a  foot. 

Coun.  NORTON— -Mr.  President,  this  letter  to 
which  I  am  referring  is  dated  January  18,  1933, 
and  just  came  to  my  notice.  I  will  read  the  letter 
if  desired.     It  is  perfectly  clear. 

Coun.  RUBY — I  raise  this  question  because  it 
is  only  recently,  within  two  or  three  weeks,  that 
we  have  had  submitted  to  us  by  the  Mayor  an 
order  concerning  the  sale  of  land  to  the  Massa- 
chusetts General  Hospital.  I  understand  that  to 
be  the  case. 

President  McGRATH — Coun.  Ruby  is  correct. 
That  order  is  now  pending  before  the  Committee 
on  Public  Lands,  proposing  to  sell  land  to  the 
Massachusetts  General  Hospital  for  $4  a  foot. 

Coun.  RUBY — And  if  that  refers  to  this  same 
land,  the  recent  order  could  not  have  been  intro- 
duced unless  the  previous  offer  had  been  with- 
drawn. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  think  if  I 
read  this  letter  in  full  it  will  be  self-explanatory. 
Massachusetts  General  Hospital, 
1  Federal  street,  Boston,  January  18,  1933. 
Mr.  Joseph  A.  Rourke, 

Commissioner  of  Public  Works. 
Dear  Sir, — On  July  10,  1931,  through  a  letter 
sent  by  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  to 
Mr.  John  Beck,  real  estate  appraiser  for  the  City 
of  Boston,  the  hospital  offered  to  buy  from  the 
city,  at  S6  a  square  foot,  approximately  25,000 
square  feet  of  land,  one  lot  being  on  the  corner  of 
North  Grove  and  Fruit  streets  and  the  other  being 
the  old  engine  house  lot  on  North  Grove  street,  the 
boundaries  of  the  two  lots  being  more  fully  des- 
cribed in  the  above  mentioned  letter. 

In  pursuance  of  said  offer  the  City  Council  of  the 
City  of  Boston  in  October,  1931,  passed  an  order 
authorizing  the  conveyance  of  said  property  to  the 
hospital  at  that  price,  but  at  no  time  since  the 
passing  of  said  order  has  a  deed  been  tendered  to 
the  hospital. 

The  hospital  does  not  desire  to  have  a  continual 
offer  outstanding  and  it  is  informed  that  the  order 
of  the  City  Council  is  now,  in  effect,  in  abeyance 
and  is  unlikely  to  be  acted  upon  without  further 
action  by  the  City  Council. 

The  hospital,  therefore,  sends  you  this  notice 
revoking  its  offer  contained  in  the  letter  of  July 
10,  1931,  to  Mr.  Beck. 

Will  you  kindly  acknowledge  receipt  of  this 
revocation.

President  McGRATH— The  Chair  would  sug- 
gest that,  if  the  councillor  is  willing,  that  letter 
might  be  turned  over  to  the  chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Lands. 

Coun.  NORTON— Well,  Mr.  President,  my  in- 
tention in  requesting  this  information  was  to  find 
out  why  the  City  of  Boston  did  not  turn  over  this 
property  to  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital, 
after  the  action  taken  by  the  City  Council  in  au- 
thorizing the  sale.  It  certainly  seems  very  strange 
to  me,  when  the  hospital  has  asked  the  city  to  re- 
move the  menace  coming  from  manure,  from  the 
presence  of  a  stable  near  that  wonderful  instutition, 
that  the  city  did  not,  following  the  action  that  was 
taken  in  1931,  when  the  hospital  had  offered  $6  a 
foot  for  this  land,  even  tender  a  deed  to  the  hospital. 
When  it  comes  to  a  question  of  proper  treatment  of 
such  an  institution  as  the  Massachusetts  General 
Hospital,  which  is  continually  engaged  in  a  work 
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of  relieving  suffering  humanity,  when  they  wish  to 
have  a  stable  removed,  with  its  menace  of  manure, 
horses,  flies,  and  when  it  has  offered  $6  a  square 
foot  for  that  property,  and  the  City  Council  has 
passed  an  order  authorizing  the  conveyance  of  the 
property,  it  would  seem  to  me  that  the  city  should 
immediately  have  acquiesced  and  should  have 
tendered  a  deed  to  the  hospital,  turning  the  land  in 
question  over  to  them. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  I  move  that  this 
matter  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  NORTON — Let  us  not  get  the  issues  here 
confused.  I  am  simply  asking  for  information. 
I  want  to  know  why,  under  the  circumstances,  at 
the  time  when  this  action  was  taken,  a  deed  was 
not  tendered  to  the  hospital. 

Coun.  GREEN— Mr.  President,  I  think  we 
should  not  act  definitely  upon  this  matter  today  in 
the  absence  of  the  councilor  from  Ward  3  (Coun. 
Fitzgerald).  I  think  he  should  be  here,  because 
he  is  vitally  interested.  He  was  interested  when 
the  matter  was  under  discussion  some  time  ago. 
Therefore,  in  his  absence  I  am  going  to  ask  that 
this  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  think  the 
members  misunderstand  my  position.  My  order 
simply  requests  information,  asks  why  the  order 
passed  by  the  Council  in  1931  was  not  put  into 
effect  and  why  the  deed  at  that  time  was  not 
tendered. 

Coun.  GREEN— Mr.  President,  I  still  think 
that'the  councilor  from  Ward  3  (Coun.  Fitzgerald) 
should  be  present  before  we  take  any  action  upon 
this  order.  I  trust  that  this  will  be  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 


MORTGAGE   MORATORIA. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  request  the 
Corporation  Council  to  draw  up  a  suitable  bill  to 
be  presented  to  the  incoming  Legislature  that  will 
allow,  under  certain  circumstances,  mortgage 
moratoria  in  Massachusetts. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  every  day  we 
have  small  home  owners  in  the  suburban  wards  of 
Boston  losing  their  homes,  unable  to  pay  their 
taxes  or  their  mortgage  principal  and  interest. 
It  does  seem  that  Massachusetts  should  do  some- 
thing for  the  relief  of  these  home  owners,  some- 
thing that  will  result  in  their  holding  their  homes 
as  long  as  possible.  I  would  like  to  place  in  the 
record  some  of  this  foreclosure  moratoria,  as  relat- 
ing to  moratoria  legislation  in  different  states  of 
the  Union.  It  does  seem  to  me  that,  where  all 
the  states  here  set  forth  have  passed  legislation 
looking  to  the  relief  of  home  owners  and  farmers 
who  cannot  at  the  present  time  meet  their  interest 
and  tax  charges,  Massachusetts  should  take  action 
along  the  same  line.

Coun.  BURKE— Mr.  President,  I  think  the 
order  is  a  good  order.  Some  time  ago  the  Home 
Loan  Bank  system  was  inaugurated  by  the  Federal 
Government,  and  we  thought  that  the  work  of  the 
banks  would  be  in  cooperation  with  and  sup- 
plementary to  the  work  of  that  department  of  the 
government,  in  order  to  help  out  poor  people  who 
were  hard  pressed  in  meeting  mortgage  payments 
on  their  homes.  But  I  have  had  a  case  called  to 
my  attention  today  of  a  man  about  to  lose  his  home, 
a  man  who  has  been  out  in  my  district  for  fourteen 
or  fifteen  years.  He  applied  for  relief  at  the  Home 
Loan  Bank  and  they  informed  him  that  he  could 
get  the  relief  he  desired  by  application  to  his  bank. 
But  he  found  that  the  bank  refused  to  cooperate, 
perhaps  because  they  could  thereby  get  an  oppor- 
tunity to  foreclose.  Apparently,  unless  it  is  for 
the  interest  of  the  bank  to  do  so,  they  will  not  co- 
operate.    So  I  say  that  teeth  should  be  put  into 
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the  law  so  that  there  would  be  the  proper  co- 
operation from  the  banks  and  so  that  people  will 
not  lose  their  homes.  I  am  therefore  in  favor 
of  the  order  offered  by  the  councilor. 

Coun.  MURRAY— And  I,  Mr.  President,  am 
entirely  in  accord  with  the  order.  I  know  person- 
ally of  a  man  who  was  dealing  with  one  of  the 
largest  banks  in  Boston,  paying  interest  on  a  mort- 
gage; and  it  was  a  good  prospect  for  the  bank, 
with  a  chance  to  foreclose  and  make  a  good  profit, 
and  they  did  not  want  the  thing  turned  over  to 
the  Home  Loan  Bank.

SALE  OF  HOMES  FOR  TAXES. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  consider  the 
advisability  of  not  selling  homes  for  taxes,  over  a 
period  to  be  defined  by  him,  where,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Board  of  Assessors,  the  owners  have  made 
every  reasonable  effort  to  pay  the  taxes,  but 
through  no  fault  of  the  owner  or  owners,  has  or 
have  been  unable  to  do  so. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  Boston  as  a 
city  steps  in  and  sells  a  home  after  a  certain  period 
for  nonpayment  of  taxes.  Many  of  the  large 
cities  of  America  allow  the  home  owner  to  retain 
his  home  for  a  certain  space  of  time,  giving  him  an 
opportunity  to  meet  his  obligation.  I  would  like 
to  refer  to  the  position  taken  in  this  matter  in 
Jersey  City,  New  Jersey,  the  Mayor  of  which  is 
Frank  Hague.  This  will  throw  some  light  on  what 
is  done  in  at  least  one  of  the  large  cities  of  the 
country,  and  I  think  it  furnishes  a  very  good  idea 
to  us.  I  wrote  to  Mayor  Hague,  accordingly,  and 
received  from  his  secretary  this  answer  under 
date   of   September  21 : 

"Under  our  state  law  we  are  required  to  ad- 
vertise all  property  on  which  taxes  have  not  been 
paid  for  two  years  and  dispose  of  it  at  public  sale. 
Because  of  the  depression  and  unemployment 
Mayor  Hague  took  it  upon  himself  to  ignore  this 
mandatory  law  in  the  hope  that  the  situation 
would  improve  and  it  would  not  be  necessary  to 
sell  out  the  many  small  home  owners  who  were 
delinquent." 

Mr.  President,  this,  I  understand,  is  merely 
symbolical  of  the  procedure  that  is  followed  in 
many  of  the  large  cities  of  America.  But  we  in 
Boston  have  been  cold-blooded  and  have  put 
homes  up  for  sale.  I  think  we  can  all  imagine 
what  that  means  to  these  home  owners.  If  other 
cities  have  been  more  lenient  than  we  have  been  to 
home  owners,  it  seems  to  me  we^should  consider 
following  such  a  policy  in  cases  where  the  assessors 
feel  that  the  owners  have  made  every  reasonable 
effort  to  pay  the  taxes  and  through  no  fault  of 
their  own  have  been  unable  to  do  so. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


WORK   FOR  BOSTON  CITIZENS. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  be  requested 
to  immediately  make  provisions  for  spending  the 
money  now  available  to  him  to  spend  in  order  that 
work  and  wages  mey  be  given  to  a  maximum  num- 
ber of  Boston 's  citizens. 

Coun  NORTON— Mr.  President,  when  the 
Council  was  in  the  Mayor's  office  some  months 
ago  he  said  in  answer  to  my  question  as  to  what  he 
would  do  with  $20,000,000,  that  work  and  wages 
were  the  one  remedy  he  knew  for  the  depression. 
America's  foremost  protagonist  of  that  theory  said 
that  "work  and  wages"  was  the  answer,  that  he 
wanted  to  put  men  at  work.  On  September  5  the 
State  Emergency  Finance  Board  announced,  that 
Boston  would  be  permitted  to  borrow  a  maximum 
of  $10,000,000  for  public  works  projects  under  the 
N.  R.  A.  but  that  it  would  not  approve  the  Hunt- 
ington Avenue  Subway.  Incensed  at  the  rejection 
of  the  subway,  the  Mayor  withdrew  his  application 
for  money  for  sewers  and  streets,  and  he  has  since 
announced  that  he  will  not  apply  for  permission 
to  carry  on  any  public  works  until  the  sub- 
way is  approved.  Therefore,  although  there  is 
$10,000,000  thus  available,  he  has  made  no  appli- 
cation for  it.  The  Mayor  wants  work  and  wages; 
the  State  Emergency  Finance  Board  says  that  it 
will  not  approve  the  Huntington  Avenue  Subway, 


but  asks  the  Mayor  to  look  over  the  different 
projects  and  decide  on  other  things  for  which  the 
money  might  be  expended.  But  the  Mayor,  who 
believes  in  work  and  wages,  will  not  apply  for  this 
money  for  any  other  purpose.  What  is  the  trouble, 
Mr.  President?  What  is  the  matter?  What  has 
become  of  that  "work  and  wageB"  slogan? 
$60,000,000  should  be  spent  on  the  streets  of 
Boston.  I  am  not  asking  for  that  amount,  but 
the  Mayor  can  ask  for  money  to  be  spent  for  that 
purpose.  It  will  put  men  at  work,  and  it  will  give 
them  wages,  on  Boston's  streets.  But  why  has 
nothing  been  done?  Why  is  the  Mayor  waiting? 
The  Mayor  had  available,  under  the  debt-incurring 
power  of  the  city  on  August  31,  $1,728,000.  That 
means  that  today  the  Mayor  can  spend  $1,728,000 
on  any  project  he  sees  fit.  Why  hasn't  it  been 
done?  Winter  is  coming  on,  and  it  cannot  be 
spent  next  month.  What  is  the  matter?  What 
is  the  trouble?  On  April  26,  1932,  a  loan  order  of 
$550,000  was  passed  for  the  making  of  highways 
by  this  Council,  and  signed  by  the  Mayor.  Again 
on  March  11,  1933,  an  additional  loan  order  of 
$500,000  was  passed.  Those  two  orders  totaled 
$1,050,000.  Only  $200,000  has  been  borrowed 
from  this  total  for  the  making  of  highways,  and 
that  was  only  last  week.  Why?  On  March  11, 
1933,  an  order  was  passed  for  borrowing  $800,000 
for  sewerage  works.  Only  half  of  this  has  been 
borrowed, — and  that  was  only  borrowed  last  week. 
Unused  authorizations  exist  in  a  number  of  smaller 
items,  which,  though,  small  in  each  case,  make  a 
large  total.  Now,  here  is  an  opportunity  for  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  to  spend  over  $10,000,000,  in 
addition  to  these  amounts  which  he  has  been  given 
the  authority  to  borrow.  And  nothing  has  been 
done.  Work  and  wages?  Put  men  at  work? 
What  is  the  matter?  What  is  the  trouble?  He  has 
the  money  down  there,  and  he  has  the  right  to  apply 
for  this  large  amount  of  money.  And  he  has  the 
right  to  borrow  this  large  amount  of  money,  to 
which  I  have  referred,  through  the  State  Emergency 
Finance  Board,  $10,000,000  for  public  works 
projects  under  the  N.  R.  A.  There  is  besides  the 
debt-incurring  power  of  the  city  on  August  31  of 
this  year  of  $1,728,000  in  addition  to  the  loan 
order  of  $550,000  of  April,  1932,  for  the  making 
of  highways  and  the  $500,000  allowed  in  March 
of  this  year  for  highways,  of  which  only  $200,000 
has  been  borrowed;  and  the  authorization  in 
March  of  this  year  for  borrowing  $800,000  for 
sewerage  works,  only  half  of  which  has  been 
borrowed.  And  yet  the  Mayor  says  he  is  in  favor 
of  wages  and  putting  men  at  work.  What  is  the 
trouble?  I  would  like  an  answer.  Therefore  I 
have  made  the  request  emobdied  in  this  order. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


INFORMATION   REQUESTED   FROM    CITY 
TREASURER. 
Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  City  Treasurer,  through  his 
Honor   the   Mayor,    be   requested    to   advise    the 
Council    regarding    the    alleged    charge    that    an 
advertisement  depicting  the  financial  condition  of 
the  City  of  Boston,  appearing  in  newspapers  on 
September   26,    1933,    over   the    signature   of    the 
City    Treasurer    and    the    Mayor,    contained    in- 
accurate statements. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  there 
appeared  in  various  papers  under  date  of  Sep- 
tember 26,  1933,  an  advertisement  purporting  to 
be  a  financial  statement  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
signed  by  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Treasurer. 
The  statement  itself  is  so  inaccurate  in  many 
places  as  to  lead  one  of  the  leading  financial  papers 
in  the  country,  the  New  York  Herald-Tribune,  to 
state  that  it  had  glaring  inaccuracies  in  it,  and  to 
wonder  in  what  position  Boston  would  be  if  this 
were  used  to  sell  bonds  under  the  new  securities 
code  which  has  been  drawn  up.  Without  desiring 
to  take  up  the  time  of  the  Council  by  reading  in 
full  all  these  inaccuracies,  nine  in  number,  I  might 
perhaps  refer  at  this  time  simply  to  the  first  one, — ■ 
"Net  bonded  debt  (service  to  be  met  from  taxeB) 
$53,701,771.37."  The  correct  figure,  as  shown  in 
the  Auditor's  monthly  exhibit  dated  August  31, 
1933,  page  55,  is  $66,754,640.01— or  $13,052,868.64 
more.  Error  is  due  to  subtracting  gross  "enter- 
prise debt"  instead  of  net  "enterprise  debt"  on 
the  line  above.  This  in  effect  results  in  the 
double  subtraction  of  rapid  transit  sinking  funds 
in  the  table.     In   addition,   of   course,   the   rapid 
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transit  debt  is  not  truly  self-supporting,  nor  will 
the  tunnel  debt  be.  For  these  reasons  also  the 
computation  is  misleading.  But  I  have  here 
these  nine  inaccuracies  in  this  advertisement  that 
was  issued  on  September  26,  and  I  would  like  to 
have  the  City  Treasurer,  through  the  Mayor,  advise 
us  in  regard  to  the  matter. 

Coun.  BURKE— Mr.  President,  I  wonder  if 
many  of  the  financial  statements  that  are  put  out 
in  this  city  by  banks  and  other  financial  institu- 
tions are  one  half  as  accurate  as  the  statements 
that  are  issued  by  the  city.  While  mistakes  may 
sometimes  be  made  in  statements  issued  by  the 
city,  there  is  not  the  dishonesty  that  appears  in 
what  bankers  of  this  city  and  of  the  United  States 
have  had  to  say  in  statements  they  have  issued 
to  the  public.  Time  and  time  again  we  have 
seen  statements  issued  from  these  financial  con- 
cerns that  were  entirely  inaccurate  and  misleading, 
particularly  in  so  far  as  many  of  the  closed  banks 
are  concerned,  and  it  is  the  fault  of  the  banks 
themselves  that  many  people  have  been  deprived 
of  their  bread  and  butter  and  are  in  a  state  of 
poverty  at  the  present  time.  That  has  happened 
because  of  the  inaccurate  and  false  statements 
that  have  been  issued  to  the  people  of  Boston 
and  other  communities,  by  which  people  have 
been  induced  to  bring  their  money  in  and  then 
have  it  thrown  to  the  winds  and  to  see  the  bank 
closed.  Many  people  in  my  section  and  in  other 
parts  of  Boston  have  lost  their  life's  savings 
through  these  dishonest  banks  in  Boston  and 
other  places  and,  certainly,  if  the  city  is  to  be 
criticized  for  perhaps  having  made  in  some  cases 
inaccurate  statements,  certainly  the  bankers 
should  be  criticized  for  the  not  only  inaccurate 
but  dishonest  statements  they  have  made,  and 
which  have  resulted  in  much  more  damage  to 
the  people  than  any  statements  that  could  have 
been  issued  by  the  city. 

Coun.  NORTON-— Mr.  President,  I  find  it 
rather  hard  to  see  what  the  colleague  is  driving  at. 
I  would  ask  him  if  he  approves  of  these  erroneous 
statements? 

Coun.  BURKE— No. 

Coun.  NORTON— Then,  Mr.  President,  I  don't 
see  what  all  the  firing  is  about.  I  am  not  going 
to  stand  here  and  make  a  political  stump  speech 
about  bankers.  While  I  will  agree  that  what  the 
gentleman  has  said  about  them  is  undoubtedly 
correct  

Coun.  BURKE— All  right. 

Coun.  NORTON— What  has  it  got  to  do  with 
this? 

Coun.  BURKE— Only  that  the  Herald-Tribune 
is  quoting  what  the  bankers  have  had  to  say  about 
this  statement,  and  I  take  exception  to  that.  I 
say  that  what  they  have  done  is  far  worse  than 
what  officials  of  the  City  of  Boston  have  done, 
because  the  dishonest  and  inaccurate  statements 
issued  by  the  bankers  have  in  the  final  analysis 
done  much  more  injury  to  the  people  in  general, 
while,  if  there  are  any  inaccuracies  in  the  state- 
ment issued  by  the  city,  to  which  the  gentleman 
refers,  they  were  probably  due  to  no  fault  of  the 
officials  of  the  City  of  Boston.  As  for  the  bankers, 
the  phony  statements  that  they  have  issued  are 
still  doing  injury,  and  have  been  in  large  part  the 
entire  cause  of  the  depression. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  my  fight  is 
not  against  the  bankers.  I  am  simply  asking  why 
that  statement  was  put  out  in  this  erroneous 
fashion.  The  gentleman  replies  by  saying  that 
the  bankers  have  made  not  only  inaccurate  but 
dishonest  statements.  Admitting  that  that  is  so, 
and  while  I  am  not  apologizing  for  the  bankers, 
that  has  nothing  to  do  with  this  matter  to  which  I 
am  calling  attention.  We  all  agree  with  what  you 
say  in  regard  to  the  bankers,  but  I  want  to  know 
why  this  official  statement  was  put  out  by  responsi- 
ble officials  of  the  City  of  Boston  with  these 
errors  in  it.     Two  and  two  do  not  make  six. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  regarding  this 
statement  which  was  issued,  and  which  is  being 
critized,  the  published  criticism,  I  suppose,  was 
really  from  some  bonding  house  that  was  attempt- 
ing to  discredit  the  bonds  of  the  city.  We  are  not 
at  all  sure  that  the  errors  referred  to  are  important. 
It  is  fairly  possible  that  they  may  be  minor  errors, 
such  errors  as  frequently  occur  in  newspaper  offices 
in  setting  up  articles  or  advertisements.  T  he 
question  is,  how  much  do  they  really  amount  to? 
If  we  are  attacking  minor  errors  that  do  not  really 
affect  the  standing  of  the  city,  I  cannot  see  the 
importance  of  that. 


Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  will  the 
gentleman  yield  for  a  question? 

President  McGRATH — Does  the  gentleman 
yield? 

Coun.  COX — When  I  get  through. 

President  McGRATH — The  gentleman  does 
not  yield. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  I  don't  think  it 
behooves  us  to  come  in  here  in  regard  to  published 
statements  of  this  sort,  when  we  don't  know  how 
accurate  the  criticism  may  be,  or  how  important 
the  errors  criticized  are,  and  take  public  action 
in  this  chamber  which  may  cast  discredit  on  the 
financial  standing  of  the  city.  A  proofreader  on 
the  best  paper  in  the  country  can  easily  go  over 
an  article  or  an  advertisement  and  find  inac- 
curacies which  may  or  may  not  be  important. 
But  why  blame  it  on  the  city,  when  we  don't  even 
know  whether  the  inaccuracies  complained  of  are 
important  or  not?  Why  take  action  or  make 
statements  here  that  may  affect  the  credit  of  the 
city?  The  main  issue  here  is  this,  is  the  credit 
of  the  City  of  Boston  sound?  Regardless  of  two 
or  three  errors  of  more  or  less  importance  that  may 
be  found  in  an  advertisement  of  this  kind,  I  feel  that 
the  credit  of  the  City  of  Boston  is  sound,  and  I  feel 
that  any  bonds  that  the  City  of  Boston  has  issued 
or  will  issue  will  be  backed  up  by  the  City  of 
Boston  and  will  be  redeemed  by  the  city  at  its  full 
face  value,  with  the  help  of  God. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  the  Boston 
Tribune  here  states  on  page  1  that  "an  item  of 
SI  3,000,000  was  subtracted  by  somebody  twice 
to  arrive  at  a  figure  purported  to  show  the  net 
bonded  debt  of  the  municipal  government  as 
853,701,771.37,  whereas  the  correct  amount  on 
this  obligation  is  $66,754,640.01.  Considerable 
mystery  surrounds  the  mistake  at  City  Hall, 
what  with  City  Auditor  Rupert  Carven,  who 
usually  passes  his  expert  eye  over  all  such  state- 
ments, telling  the  Tribune  reporter  that  he  had 
not  even  seen  the  statement  until  it  was  published. 
'Go  and  see  Mr.  Dolan,  the  City  Treasurer,  and 
let  him  explain,'  said  Mr.  Carven.  Edmund  L. 
Dolan,  the  portly  treasurer,  whose  signature 
accompanies  that  of  Mayor  James  Michael  Curley 
on  the  statement,  declared  as  he  ran  up  the  stairs 
from  his  own  office  to  that  of  the  Mayor,  that 
there  was  no  mistake  in  the  statement."  I  don't 
want  to  take  the  time  of  this  body  to  go  in  detail 
into  the  nine  glaring  errors  that  appear  in  this 
financial   statement. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  believe  in 
regard  to  that  $13,000,000  item,  why  it  was  not 
added  to  the  total  debt  has  been  explained.  They 
expect  to  get  that  money  back,  and  I  think  that 
has  been  gone  into. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  I  did  not  under- 
stand from  the  councilor  from  Ward  18  (Coun. 
Norton)  in  referring  to  the  paper  from  which  he 
quoted  originally,  that  there  was  any  difference 
of  $13,000,000  as  compared  with  the  advertised 
statement.  But  he  is  now  quoting  what  is  re- 
ferred to  as  the  Boston  Tribune.  This  is  a 
different  paper.  I  understood  that  he  was  at 
first  talking  about  some  inaccuracies  in  the  adver- 
tised statement  that  were  brought  out  by  a  finan- 
cial paper,  and  I  did  not  know  that  it  was  there 
claimed  that  there  was  this  discrepancy  of 
$13,000,000.  Does  he  mean  to  say  that 
$13,000,000  should  be  added  to  the  published 
statement?         • 

Coun.  NORTON— This  Boston  Tribune, 
from  which  I  have  just  been  quoting  happened  to 
be  here  on  my  desk.  But  it  is  also  true  that,  ac- 
cording to  the  statement  in  the  Herald-Tribune  of 
New  York  that  this  $13,000,000  should  be  added. 
You  can  get  the  Herald-Tribune  of  last  Saturday 
and  find  the  whole  statement  there  in  regard  to 
the  inaccuracies  of  this  published  statement  of 
the  City  of  Boston.  It  says  here  that  the  Rapid 
Transit  Debt  is  not  truly  self-supporting,  nor  will 
the  tunnel  debt  be.  For  these  reasons  also  the 
computation  is  misleading.  You  have  the 
$19,000,000  tunnel  debt;  and  imagine  the  foolish- 
ness of  claiming  that  that  is  going  to  be  paid  for 
through  tunnel  tolls.  In  order  to  have  such  the 
case,  there  would  have  to  be  13,500  cars  passing 
through  that  tunnel  every  day,  the  number  of 
passenger  vehicles  that  passes  the  "Metropolitan" 
in  a  day.  Where  could  anybody  get  the  idea  that 
there  was  going  to  be  that  amount  of  traffic 
through  the  tunnel?  Where  would  it  come  from? 
So  when  they  say  that  the  traffic  is  going  to  pay 
for  the  upkeep,  you  can  see  the  foolishness  of  any 
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such  statement.  But  this  incorrect  statement  in 
regard  to  the  net  bonded  debt  is  only  one  of  nine 
inaccuracies  set  forth  here.  It  says  here  on  the 
first  page  of  the  Boston  Tribune  that  "according 
to  Carven's  figures,  shown  on  page  55  of  the 
auditor's  monthly  exhibit,  August  31,  1933,  the 
net  bonded  debt  is  achieved  by  combining  the  net 
city  debt  of  $65,818,990.95  with  the  net  county 
debt  of  $935,649.06,  giving  a  total  of  $66,754,- 
640.01.  Only  by  figuring  the  Rapid  Transit  Debt 
in  twice,  and  an  obvious  error,  could  the  figure  of 
$53,701,771.37,  the  one  which  was  published,  have 
been  obtained."  And  when  it  comes  to  the  tunnel 
debt,  how  can  anybody  claim  that  it  is  self-sup- 
porting in  light  of  the  facts?  The  Elevated  is  not 
self-supporting;  the  subways  are  not  self-support- 
ing. Then  it  says,  pointing  out  No.  2  in  these 
errors,  the  statement  that  "there  are  no  loans, 
temporary  or  term,  outstanding  against  uncollected 
taxes,"  that  "the  city  on  September  26,  the  date 
of  the  statement,  had  already  sent  out  tax  bills 
due  on  September  15,  1933,  and  outstanding 
against  the  uncollected  taxes  of  the  1933  levy 
were  temporary  notes  totaling  approximately 
$35,000,000."  Well,  it  is  too  warm  a  day  to  con- 
tinue with  all  of  these  inaccuracies  that  have  been 
pointed  out  here.  So  I  will  simply  close  by  asking 
for  the  passage  of  the  order  under  suspension  of 
the  rule. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  I  move  reference 
to  the  Committee  on  Rules. 

The  motion  to  refer  was  lost,  and  the  order  was 
passed,  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


EXPENDITURE    OF    $10,000,000. 
Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  be  requested 
to  immediately  present  to  the   State  Emergency 
Finance  Board,  projects  for  spending  part  or  all  of 
the    $10,000,000    which    said    Board    .will    allow 
Boston  to  spend  under  the  N.  R.  A. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


HUNTINGTON   AVENUE   SUBWAY. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  communicate  with  his  Excellency  the 
Governor,  asking  him  to  instruct  the  Emergency 
Finance  Board  to  approve  the  Huntington  Avenue 
Subway  project  in  connection  with  the  national 
public  works  program. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  "work  and 
wages,"  I  have  heard  that  cry  before  this  after- 
noon! I  have  heard  the  councilor  from  Ward  18 
(Coun.  Norton)  ask  why  the  Mayor  has  not  been 
able  to  put  men  at  work.  Some  time  ago  the  City 
Council  passed  an  order  calling  for  the  construc- 
tion of  the  South  Huntington  Avenue  tunnel,  and 
we  passed  it  because  of  the  fact  that  it  would  put 
men  at  work.  We  expected  that  3,000  men  would 
thereby  be  put  at  work  for  a  period  of  two  years, 
and  that,  although  most  of  those  would  be  veterans, 
there  would  also  be  money  with  which  others 
could  be  put  at  work,  and  that  the  whole  thing 
would  result  in  lightening  the  load  of  the  Soldiers' 
Relief  and  Welfare  Departments.  The  Mayor  had 
that  idea  when  he  placed  that  item  in  his  program. 
There  was  an  effort  made  to  induce  the  State 
Emergency  Finance  Corporation  to  assist  in  put- 
ting men  at  work  in  this  way.  But  no,  that  com- 
mission turned  to  State  street,  to  the  bankers,  the 
First  National  Corporation,  and  through  the 
dictation  of  such  interests  the  project  was  blocked, 
so  that  it  is  now  difficult  for  people  in  this  city 
to  get  money  to  live  on.  I  am  therefore  asking 
the  Governor  to  request  the  State  Emergency 
Board  to  review  their  decision,  so  that  there  may 
still  be  an  opportunity  to  put  3,000  men  at  work 
on  this  important  proposed  project  at  Huntington 
avenue.  If  we  can  get  that  started,  giving  the 
veterans  the  preference  on  that  job,  with  the 
millions  we  will  have  otherwise  available  we  can 
put  other  men  at  work,  and  therefore  go  a  long 
way  towards  solving  the  unemployment  problem. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  we  have  heard 
a  lot  of  talk  about  work  and  wages.  I  don't 
think  the  putting  through  of  the  Huntington  ave- 
nue tunnel  is  going  to  result  in  providing  any  great 


amount  of  work.  This  talk  about  the  thousands 
who  will  be  put  at  work  for  a  long  period  of  time 
is,  of  course,  all  foolishness.  On  the  other  hand, 
if  in  Councilor  Burke's  district,  Councilor  Norton's 
district  and  my  own  district,  we  could  have  work 
done  in  connection  with  the  numerous  unaccepted 
streets  that  get  so  blocked  up  in  the  winter-time 
that  people  cannot  get  out  of  their  homes,  and  the 
city  cannot  afford  to  plough  them  out,  we  would 
be  accomplishing  something.  And  there  are  not 
only  those  streets,  but  there  is  much  sewer 
work  that  should  be  done,  and  I  know  of  no 
better  way  to  put  men  at  work  than  by  having 
them  dig  sewers  and  put  in  cracked  stone  for  the 
repairing  and  building  of  the  streets.  I  know  of 
no  way  in  which  the  taxpayers  of  those  streets 
will  get  a  better  break  for  their  dollar.  In  that 
way  more  men  can  be  put  at  work,  doing  street 
work  in  the  City  of  Boston,  than  could  by  any 
possibility  be  put  at  work  in  that  proposed  sub- 
way, which  can  progress  only  as  fast  in  con- 
struction as  the  bridging  and  the  concrete  work. 
We  can  do  away  with  a  great  overhead  of  concrete 
in  street  construction,  but  you  cannot  do  away 
with  it  in  tunnel  construction.  It  would  be  an 
easy  matter  with  eight  and  a  half  million  dollars 
to  put  at  least  10,000  men  at  work  on  different 
streets  throughout  our  city,  but  it  is  not  a  physical 
possibility  to  put  3,000  men  at  work  in  the  Hun- 
tington Avenue  Subway. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  during  the 
past  year  out  in  my  ward  a  number  of  str  eets 
have  been  constructed.  There  is  Norfolk  st  reet, 
one  mile  long,  Dorchester  avenue,  one  mile  long, 
in  addition  to  many  shorter  streets — for  example, 
Tonawanda  street,  Bloomfield  street,  School  street, 
Owencroft  road,  Alicia  road,  Croftland  avenue, 
Richmond  street,  Adams  street,  Groveland  street, 
New  Morton  street,  Lithgow  street,  Aspinwall 
road,  Darlington  street  and  Codman  stree  t 
There  are  also  other  streets  that  I  cannot  bring  to 
mind  on  the  spur  of  the  moment.  But  let  me  tell 
you  that  there  have  not  been  seventy-five  men 
placed  at  work  on  any  one  of  those  jobs,  even  on 
the  one-mile  jobs.  Samuel  Tomasello,  on  work 
costing  in  the  vicinity  of  $73,000,  did  not  at  any 
time  have  more  than  forty-three  men  at  work. 
Now,  I  am  in  fa-vor  of  putting  all  the  streets  of 
Boston  in  proper  condition,  if  we  have  the  money 
to  do  it.  That  work  is  needed,  and  Councilor 
Cox,  Councilor  Norton,  myself  and  all  the  rest 
of  the  councilors  have  in  our  wards  a  lot  of  streets 
that  should  be  attended  to,  a  number  that  should 
be  reconstructed.  In  the  Mayor's  program  there 
is  ample  money  to  take  care  of  those  streets.  But 
when  you  come  to  real  public  works,  something 
that  will  give  employment  to  thousands,  you  have 
to  look  to  something  else.  What  is  the  use,  if 
you  want  to  give  men  work,  of  spending  a  couple 
of  million  dollars  on  streets  and  simply  putting  a 
couple  of  hundred  men  at  work  at  most  for  six  or 
seven  weeks?  No  doubt  if  the  Huntington  avenue 
tunnel  was  started,  3,000  men  could  be  kept  at 
work  for  a  period  of  two  years,  and  many  of  those 
poor  fellows  would  be  able  to  secure  much  needed 
employment  that  would  help  them  and  their 
families  out.  It  would  be  what  might  be  con- 
sidered a  real  public  works  program  if  by  an  under- 
taking of  that  sort,  with  other  work  that  might 
well  be  carried  out,  we  could  put  6,000  or  7,000 
men  at  work.  Of  course,  I  am  in  favor  of  having 
streets  fixed  up,  the  same  as  the  rest  of  the  coun- 
cilors, but  that  will  not  put  men  at  work  in  any 
great  number.  You  have  to  have  some  big  public 
works  program  that  will  absorb  thousands  of  men 
who  will  then  be  taken  off  the  rolls  in  the  Welfare 
and  Soldiers'  Relief  Departments  and  thus  help 
to  cut  down  the  current  expenses  of  the  City  of 
Boston. 

The  order  was  passed,  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


FIVE-DAY   WEEK. 
Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,     That     his     Honor     the     Mayor     be 
requested  to  place  in  operation  in  all  city  depart- 
ments a  five-day  week  for  engineers  and  firemen. 
Coun.    BURKE — Mr.    President,    I    have   been 
informed  by  a  number  of  firemen  and  engineers 
that   the   five-day   week,   given   to   all   the   other 
municipal  employees,  was  not  extended  to  them. 
I  am,  therefore,  calling  upon  the  Mayor  to  make

sion paint  white  lines  on  all  street  crossings 
in  Ward  19,  especially  where  there  are  traffic 
lights   and   in  front  of  all  schools." 

There  are  approximately  500  street  crossings 
at  intersections  in  Ward  19.  Under  date  of 
May  8  the  City  Council  adopted  an  order  of 
similar  nature  "requesting  the  Traffic  Com- 
mission to  paint  safety  lanes  in  front  of  all 
school  houses  in  Ward  19."  Under  date  of 
May  11  the  Traffic  Commissioner  reported  that 
there  were  seventeen  public  and  private  schools 
in   the  ward. 

At  the  meeting  of  department  heads  held  in 
the  office  of  the  Mayor  on  Saturday,  May  6, 
1933,  your  Honor  gave  instructions  that  no 
more  street  white  lines  be  painted.  As  a 
result  of  this  executive  order  the  budget  item 
for  paint  supplies  was  reduced   to  a  minimum.

INCREASED  ASSESSMENTS. 

Coun.    KELLY    offered    the    following : 

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  instruct  the  Assess- 
ing Department  not  to  increase  assessments 
on  real  estate  that  have  been  improved  by  the 
owners. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  word  has 
come  to  me  officially  that  pieces  of  property 
that  have  been  improved  by  the  owners  since 
a  year  ago  have  had  their  assessments  in- 
creased. I  believe  that  is  a  very  poor  policy 
for  the  city  to  pursue.  I  think  home  owners 
should  be  encouraged  to  paint  their  homes,  to 
make  alterations  and  improvements,  repairs, 
in  order  to  not  only  keep  up  their  property  but 
to  cooperate  with  the  N.  R.  A.  program  of 
putting  men  at  work  at  this  time.  Property  in 
this  city  is  overjassessed  today.  There  is  not 
an  average  piece  of  property,  the  average 
home,  that  would  bring  at  public  auction  what 
it  is  assessed  for.  So  I  am  calling  upon  the 
Mayor  to  instruct  the  Assessing  Department 
not  to  increase  the  assessment  on  any  home 
that  has  been  improved  since  a  year  ago. 
Let  us  encourage  home  owners  to  make  re- 
pairs, puting  men  at  work  in  doing  so.  I 
move  that  the  order  be  passed  under  suspen- 
sion  of  the   rule. 

Coun.  BEACKMAN^Mr.  President,  I  am 
very  glad  to  say  a  word  in  support  of  this 
order.  In  my  ward  in  the  past  year  there 
have  been  many  pieces  of  property  increased  in 
assessed  valuation  without  any  increased  in- 
come from  them.  It  is  hard  for  me  to  under- 
stand the  policy  that  has  been  pursued  by 
the  Assessing  Department  in  that  respect,  con- 
sidering the  great  number  of  vacancies  and  the 
impossibility  of  collecting  rent  in  many  cases. 
Certainly,  under  the  circumstances,  it  is  very 
difficult  to  understand  why  the  Assessing  Office 
has  seen  fit  to  increase  assessments  in  that 
district,  and  I  assume  that  the  same  policy 
may  have  been  followed  in  other  districts. 
Therefore,  I   hope  this  order  will  be  passed. 
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Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  President,  the  order 
that  has  been  offered  is  a  good  one.  The  co- 
operative banks  holding  mortgages  on  property 
have  been  urging  owners  to  paint  and  fix  up 
their  houses  when  they  could  not  afford  to  do 
it.  If  mortgages  have  to  be  foreclosed,  when 
the  houses  are  not  painted  or  kept  in  repair, 
the  valuation  is  naturally  much  lower.  There- 
fore, home  owners  have  been  encouraged  to 
keep  their  property  improved,  and  it  is  then 
submitted  to  an  increased  assessment.  I  think 
it  is  double  taxation   without  representation. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


CITY  LEAVE  FOR  HOSPITAL  EMPLOYEES. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following : 

Ordered,  That  the  trustees  of  the  Boston 
City  Hospital  be  requested,  through  his  Honor 
the  Mayor,  to  grant  all  employees  of  the  Hos- 
pital thirty  days  sick  leave  when  necessary. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  the  introduc- 
tion of  such  orders  as  this  in  reference  to 
the  hospital  would  not  be  necessary  if  we  had 
humane  individuals  in  charge  of  the  depart- 
ment. But  we  have  had  in  charge  of  help  at 
the  hospital  an  individual  to  whom  I  have 
had  occasion  to  refer  before,  who  is  the 
largest  taxpayer  in  Natick,  and  who  does 
not  vote  in  Boston.  If  I  had  my  way.  she 
would  be  tarred  and  feathered  and  sent  back 
to  Natick,  where  she  belongs.  I  don't  think 
the  citizens  of  Boston  generally  believe  that 
when  an  employee  is  sick  in  bed  for  two  weeks 
his  pay  should  be  stopped  and  his  family  suffer. 
I  think  there  is  no  place  in  the  city  or  in 
the  county  which  has  any  such  practice.  So 
we  have  a  case  "where  there  is  a  special  hard- 
ship placed  on  a  certain  class  of  our  em- 
ployees, and  many  of  the  employees  of  our  in- 
stitutions are  the  lowest  paid  employees  of  the 
City  of  Boston.  I  have  introduced  several 
orders  referring  to  this  head  matron,  Nellie 
Cutler,  who  constantly  requires  an  individual 
who  is  out  sick  for  one  day  to  present  a  doc- 
tor's certificate  before  being  able  to  get  a 
day's  pay.  Imagine  the  foolishness  of  that 
sort  of  thing,  Mr.  President,  realizing  that 
when  a  doctor  is  called  into  a  home  it  very 
likely  costs  more  than  the  individual  at  the 
Boston  City  Hospital  will  get  in  a  day's  pay. 
I  am  asking  the  trustees  to  be  fair  and  to  give 
the  underpaid  employee  the  same  considera- 
tion that  is  given  to  other  employees  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  the  same  courtesy  that  is 
extended  to  the  $10,000  or  So, 000  men.  I 
wonder  whether,  if  any  head  of  department  in 
City  Hall  was  out  for  four  or  five  months,  his 
pay  would  not  still  continue?  If  a  39,000 
head  of  department  is  away  traveling  for  a 
month  or  two  months,  has  pay  still  goes  on. 
But  if  the  scrubwoman  or  the  porter,  making 
only  a  few  dollars  a  "week,  is  out-  sick  for  a 
day,  the  pay  is  cut,  unless  there  is  a  doctor's 
certificate.  I  say  that  the  same  consideration 
should  be  given  to  every  employee  in  the  en- 
tire   city    and    county.

Dear  Sir, — Pursuant  to  an  order  passed  in  the 
City  Council  of  Boston  on  September  18,  1933, 
and  received  by  me  on  October  2,  directing  the 
Health  Commissioner,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  "advise  the  Council"  relative  to  an 
editorial  appearing  in  the  "New  England  Journal 
of  Medicine"  for  September  14,  1933,  "regarding 
the  purity  of  Boston's  water,"  I  am  transmitting 
herewith  the  memoranda  and  letters,  marked 
A,  B,  C  and  D,  which  I  trust  will  make  the  situa- 
tion clear. 

"A'*  is  a  copy  of  the  original  report  to  the 
Health  Commissioner  from  the  Deputy  Com- 
missioner whose  duty  it  had  become  to  investigate  a 
reported  case  of  chronic  lead  poisoning  in  a  patient 
at  the  Children's  Hospital. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  also  sent  to  the  City 
Water  Department  and  the  matter  became  the 
subject  of  conferences  between  Mr.  Carven  and 
Doctor   Mahoney. 

The  results  of  our  investigation  naturally  be- 
came known  to  the  physicians  on  the  staff  of  the 
Children's  Hospital,  some  of  whom  have  had 
examinations  made  of  the  water  supply  in  their 
own  homes. 


The  results  of  our  investigation  also  became 
known  to  the  editor  of  the  "New  England  Journal 
of  Medicine"  and  was  made  by  him  the  basis  of  his 
editorial  of  September  14,  herewith  inclosed, 
marked   "B." 

"C"  is  a  clipping  from  the  "New  England 
Journal  of  Medicine"  of  September  28,  showing  a 
letter  from  Dr.  George  H.  Bigelow,  State  Com- 
missioner of  Public  Health,  in  further  reference  to 
the  matter. 

"D"  is  a  copy  of  a  letter  prepared,  after  the 
appearance  of  Doctor  Bigelow's  letter,  by  the 
Acting  Health  Commissioner  of  Boston  for  the 
"New  England  Journal  of  Medicine"  in  an  effort 
to  bring  out  the  facts  in  the  situation  more  clearly. 
This  letter  has  not  yet  been  published. 

In  direct  compliance  with  its  order,  the  Acting 
Health  Commissioner  would  advise  the  Boston 
City  Council  as  follows: 

Presumably  owing  to  the  construction  work 
about  the  watershed  whence  the  Boston  water 
supply  is  derived  there  would  appear  to  be  a  danger 
of  contamination  of  the  water  by  workmen  suf- 
ficient to  make  the  state  officials  want  to  chlori- 
nate our  water  in  order  to  avoid  the  criticism 
which  would  inevitably  fall  upon  them  if  a  water- 
borne  typhoid  fever  epidemic  should  occur  in 
Boston  through  their  failure  to  chlorinate  our 
water. 

The  Boston  Health  Department  does  not  know 
whether  the  patient  in  the  Children's  Hospital 
really  had  lead  poisoning,  or  if  so  how  he  got  it. 
We  did  not  make  the  diagnosis  nor  do  we  know 
the  evidence  on  which  the  decision  was  based  that 
his  condition  was  due  to  his  drinking  water  at 
home.  We  accept  the  State  Department's  con- 
clusions with  respect  to  both  of  these  matters. 

The  case  served  to  cause  us  to  make  examina- 
tions of  Boston  drinking  water  for  lead  and  our 
analysis  have  confirmed  the  State  Department's 
findings  with  respect  to  the  amount  of  lead  in  the 
drinking  water  at  this  patient's  house  and  else- 
where in  Boston  where  both  the  state  officials  and 
we  have  made  examinations.  Examinations  of 
samples  of  water  where  the  Boston  Health  De- 
partment has  alone  made  them  have  given  similar 
results. 

We  find  no  appreciable  amount  of  lead  in  the 
tap  water  in  houses  in  Boston  which  have  no  lead 
pipe  connections  with  the  water  main. 

Where  there  are  such  lead  pipe  connections  we 
find  a  much  greater  amount  of  lead  than  our 
records  show  that  we  did  in  the  past  before  the 
chlorination  of  our  water  was  begun.  We  cannot 
prove  that  this  is  due  to  an  increase  in  the  solvent 
action  of  the  water  on  lead  as  a  consequence  of 
the  chlorination  of  the  water  or  to  some  other 
possible  but  less  plausible  cause.     Nobody  can. 

There  is  certainly  no  danger  of  acute  lead 
poisoning  from  Boston  water,  such  as  shows 
itBelf  as  lead  colic,  for  example.  The  capacity  of 
the  human  body  to  eliminate  lead  is  limited  and 
proceeds  slowly,  although  it  varies  greatly  in 
different  individuals.  Chronic  poisoning  may 
result  from  the  constant  absorption  of  compara- 
tively small  amounts  of  lead  in  excess  of  the 
capacity  of  the  individual  to  eliminate  lead. 
According  to  the  State  Health  Department,  quoted 
in  "A",  and  from  the  report  of  the  United  States 
Public  Health  Service,  also  referred  to  in  "A", 
it  seems  justifiable  to  conclude  that  the  amount 
of  lead  to  be  found  in  Boston  drinking  water  at 
present  is  approaching  the  danger  point  in  this 
respect.  Whether  there  be  actual  danger  remains 
to  be  demonstrated. 

Practically  no  lead  is  found  in  Boston  water 
which  has  not  passed  through  lead  pipe  water 
main  connections.  The  Boston  Water  Depart- 
ment no  longer  uses  lead  pipe  in  its  connections 
from  the  street  main  to  the  house  shut-off.  House 
connections  beyond  are  to  some  extent  still  made 
with  lead  pipe  and  the  city's  old  lead  pipe  still 
remains.  Whether  the  removal  of  lead  pipe  con- 
nections by  the  city  and  by  house  owners  and  the 
replacement  of  these  pipes  by  pipes  of  other  metal 
offers  the  only  means  of  avoiding  such  possible 
danger  as  may  arise  from  the  amount  of  lead  to 
be  found  in  lead  pipe  conducted  water  in  Boston 
at  present  the  Acting  Health  Commissioner  is 
unprepared  to  say.

FINANCE    COMMISSION    REPORT    IN    RE 
PUBLIC  WELFARE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  following  was  received: 

Boston,  October  10,  1933.

Sir, — On  July  12  the  Acting  Mayor  requested 
the  Finance  Commission  to  investigate  "the  pay- 
ments by  the  Welfare  Department  in  certain 
specific  cases,"  contained  in  a  list  turned  over  to 
the  commission.  Subsequently  the  Acting  Mayor 
stated  orally  that  he  believed  these  cases  to  be 
questionable  on  one  or  more  of  the  following 
grounds : 

1.  That  the  names  of  the  recipients  could  not 
be  found  at  the  addresses  given  by  the  Welfare 


Department,  either  on  the  police  list  of  1933  or  in 
the  City  Directory  of  1932. 

2.  That  automobiles  were  registered  in  1932 
or  1933  in  the  names  of  recipients  of  welfare  aid. 

3.  That  at  the  addresses  given  by  the  Welfare 
Department  as  the  residences  of  the  recipients  of 
aid,  such  recipients  were  unknown. 

4.  That  aid  received  by  certain  recipients  was 
receipted  for  on  the  pay  roll  by  a  cross  denoting 
that  the  recipient  could  not  write,  yet  evidence 
was  in  possession  of  the  Acting  Mayor  that  these 
persons  were  able  to  write  their  names. 

Except  in  a  few  cases,  the  ground  of  suspicion 
given  was  either  Ground  1  or  Ground  3. 

Many  of  the  listed  recipients  were  women.  It  is 
well  known  that  the  City  Directory  does  not 
contain  the  names  of  all  the  women  living  in 
Boston.  It  is  also  well  known  that  persons  of 
the  kind  who  ordinarily  would  receive  aid  from 
the  City,  and  particularly  persons  who  during  this 
depression  have  been  receiving  aid,  might  very 
easily  and  unintentionally  escape  police  listing. 
The  breaking  up  of  homes,  the  frequent  moving 
from  lodging  house  to  lodging  house,  and  the  time 
necessarily  spent  away  from  the  place  of  residence 
in  seeking  employment  explain  these  omissions. 

The  Finance  Commission  investigated  all  the 
cases  on  the  list  submitted  by  the  Acting  Mayor. 
Various  explanations  of  the  grounds  for  the  Acting 
Mayor's  suspicions  were  found.  In  some  cases  a 
name  was  misspelled;  in  some  the  person  aided 
had  originally  applied  from  one  address  and  had 
moved  to  another;  in  some  the  person  aided  was  a 
roomer  at  a  lodging  house,  the  keeper  of  which  had 
failed  to  give  his  or'  her  name  to  the  police;  and 
in  others  the  person  aided  had  owned  an  auto- 
mobile in  1932  and  even  at  one  time  in  1933,  but 
by  force  of  circumstances  had  been  compelled  to 
lay  it  up  or  get  rid  of  it  and  subsequently  to  apply 
for  aid.  Nothing  was  found  in  any  case  to  warrant 
the  conclusion  that  it  should  not  have  received  city 
aid. 

The  Finance  Commission  does  not  by  the  fore- 
going wish  it  to  be  inferred  that  the  time  and 
effort  spent  under  the  direction  of  the  Statistics 
Department  in  the  accumulation  of  information 
concerning  recipients  of  public  aid  is  not  valuable. 
It  does,  however,  desire  to  point  out  that  the 
grounds  for  suspicion  advanced  by  the  Acting 
Mayor,  even  when  proved  correct,  do  not  neces- 
sarily lead  to  the  conclusion  that  the  giving  of  aid 
in  the  particular  case  was  improper. 

Nevertheless,  the  investigation  established  anew 
the  existence  of  a  situation  of  which  this  commis- 
sion has  repeatedly  complained  in  the  last  three 
years,  namely,  that  the  records  and  clerical 
work  of  the  Welfare  Department  were  extremely 
unreliable  and  that  its  methods  of  pperation, 
although  showing  some  improvement,  since  the 
previous  investigation  by  the  commission,  are 
still  very  far  from  the  perfection  essential  if  the 
city  is  to  reduce  materially  and  promptly  the 
heavy  cost  of  welfare  aid.  As  a  result  of  the 
facts  disclosed,  the  Finance  Commission  then, 
on  its  own  initiative,  extended  its  investigations 
by  picking  out  one  or  more  sections  of  the  city 
and  by  making  an  intensive  investigation  into  a 
substantial  number  of  cases  in  each. 

The  results  of  this  broader  investigation  con- 
firm the  conclusion  previously  reiterated  by  the 
Finance  Commission,  that  not  only  is  the  system 
wide  open  to  fraud,  but  also  that  fraud  is  actually 
existing,  although  the  exact  extent  in  comparison 
with  the  total  number  of  cases  being  aided  by  the 
city  cannot  be  determined  without  an  examina- 
tion of  each  case  and  a  careful  statistical  recapit- 
ulation of  the  data  thus  obtained. 

The  state  of  the  records  in  the  Public  Welfare 
Department  is  one  of  the  chief  reasons  why  the 
system  is  wide  open  to  fraud.  The  department 
still  lacks  a  reliable  central  index  of  the  cases 
being  aided.  The  frequent  misplacement  of 
records  or  the  delay  in  returning  them  which 
naturally  result  when  a  large  number  of  em- 
ployees have  ready  access  to  and  may  withdraw 
files  from  a  central  repository,  renders  it  impos- 
sible to  set  up  and  maintain  a  central  index  which 
can  be  relied  upon. 

In  an  organization  like  the  Public  Welfare 
Department  the  keeping  of  accurate  records  is 
as  important  as  the  visitation  of  the  cases  recorded. 
Failure  in  the  first  instance  to  make  accurate 
records  and  in  the  second  instance  to  keep  them 
constantly  available  when  made  will  vitiate  the 
most  heroic  efforts  in  the  field.  This  deficiency 
has  been  called  to  the  attention  of  the  department 
so  frequently  and  from  so  many  sources  that  the 
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failure  to  remedy  it  after  so  long  a  lapse  of  time  is 
inexcusable.  Certain  specific  instances  and  causes 
are  herein  enumerated.  The  necessity  of  proper 
qualifications  for  the  kind  of  work  to  be  done  has 
been  overlooked  and  persons  of  little  or  no  expe- 
rience at  small  pay  have  been  assigned  to  the 
keeping  of  records.  This  condition,  however,  is 
not  necessarily  due  to  the  fault  of  the  overseers; 
it  may  be  traced  to  the  failure  of  the  city  govern- 
ment to  realize  that  the  personnel  of  the  depart- 
ment must  be  high  in  quality  as  well  as  great  in 
quantity.  Irrespective  of  the  cause,  however, 
the  result  is  unfortunate.  Errors  abound  far 
beyond  due  allowances.  In  a  total  of  536  cases 
investigated  by  the  Finance  Commission,  mistakes, 
other  than  trivial  and  unimportant  ones,  occurred 
in  128  cases.  The  errors  were  in  names  or  addreses 
or  date  of  receipt  of  aid  or  the  like.  Errors  of 
this  sort  result  in  a  wholly  unnecessary  waste  of 
time  and  effort. 

Furthermore,  the  handling  of  the  assignments  of 
welfare  recipients  to  the  various  departments  is 
loose  and  unbusinesslike.  The  system  is  simple. 
The  Public  Welfare  Department  furnishes  a 
recipient  with  a  work  card  which  must  be  stamped 
by  the  responsible  official  of  the  department  to 
which  the  recipient  is  assigned  and  for  which  he 
worked,  and  later  shown  so  stamped  to  the  pay- 
master at  the  Public  Welfare  Department  before 
aid  can  be  received.  In  practice,  however,  the 
system  is  breaking  down.  A  department  to  which 
recipients  are  assigned  is  not  provided  with 
information  either  as  to  the  number  or  the  identity 
of  the  persons  assigned  to  it,  and  there  are  far  too 
many  instances  of  improper  or  unauthorized  use 
of  stamps.  There  are  112  work  stamps  scattered 
through  the  city  which  are  accessible  to  too  many 
persons,  and  instances  of  petty  graft  in  regard  to 
their  use  have  grown  altogether  too  numerous. 

Furthermore,  in  the  matter  of  the  choice  of 
the  department  of  jobs  to  which  aid  recipients 
are  assigned,  there  is  cause  for  just  criticism. 
The  city  department  heads  generally  report  that 
no  attempt  is  made  to  classify  the  aid  recipients 
in  accordance  with  their  training,  experience  or 
ability,  so  that  often  men  are  sent  out  entirely 
unsuited  to  the  work  required  of  them.  Due 
in  part  to  this  condition  and  in  part  to  the  atti- 
tude of  the  aid  recipients,  the  department  heads 
examined  by  the  Finance  Commission  were 
unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  the  welfare 
workers,  particularly  in  the  departments  requiring 
manual  labor,  demoralized  the  regular  city  em- 
ployees to  such  an  extent  that  they  were  about  as 
much  hindrance  as  they  were  help. 

Furthermore,  considerable  time  is  lost  through 
confusion  resulting  from  the  lack  of  a  uniform 
office  system  for  the  visitors.  To  draw  off  a  list 
of  cases  in  the  hands  of  any  visitor,  or  to  check  an 
individual  name  among  the  cases  of  any  one 
visitor,  requires  reference  to  index  cards,  history 
records,  pay  orders,  and  pay  cards,  instead  of  to  a 
single  accurate  and  complete  file. 

In  the  field,  also,  the  work  of  the  Public  Welfare 
Department  is  of  a  character  such  as  to  lay  itself 
wide  open  to  fraud.  The  scope  of  the  work  can 
be  judged  by  the  following  figures:  In  1932  the 
highest  number  of  cases  (the  week  of  December  26) 
was  28,168.  In  1933  it  had  risen  (week  of  April  10) 
to  32,404,  and  in  spite  of  all  efforts,  local  and 
national,  to  reduce  unemployment,  stood  on  the 
week  of  September  11,  1933,  at  31,058.  The  staff 
of  visitors  necessary  to  keep  in  touch  with  these 
cases  is  insufficient.  A  test  case  of  several  of  the 
fifteen  districts  as  to  the  approximate  case  load 
carried  resulted  as  follows : 

In  the  Dorchester  district  approximately  2,176 
cases  are  handled  by  a  senior  visitor  of  not  quite 
five  years'  experience  with  the  Overseers.  His 
staff  consists  of  three  Assistant  Visitors,  one  of 
two  years'  experience,  and  the  others  with  about 
a  year  each. 

The  South  Boston-Dorchester  district,  in  charge 
of  a  senior  visitor  of  two  years  and  three  months' 
experience  and  with  three  assistant  temporary 
visitors,  one  with  two  years  and  two  with  one 
years  experience,    has  a  case  load  of  about  2,100. 

One  Roxbury  district  carries  about  1,650  cases, 
in  charge  of  a  senior  visitor  of  six  years'  experience, 
aided  by  three  assistants,  one  of  whom  has  been 
in  the  department  since  May,  1931,  another  since 
October,  1932,  and  the  third  since  April,  1933. 

In  Brighton,  Allston  and  the  West  End,  in  charge 
of  a  senior  visitor  of  six  years'  service,  assisted  by 
one  assistant  of  three  years'  service,  a  temporary 


assistant  of  one  year's  service  and  a  recent  tem- 
porary appointee  of  a  few  weeks,  there  are  2,100 
cases. 

The  South  Boston  district  has  about  1,933  cases, 
in  charge  of  a  senior  visitor  of  the  department  for 
nine  years,  with  assistants  who  have  had  a  year 
and  a  half,  a  year,  and  a  few  weeks'  experience, 
respectively. 

In  a  second  Roxbury  district,  in  charge  of  a 
senior  visitor  who  has  been  with  the  department 
since  May,  15  1931,  and  has  two  assistant  tem- 
porary visitors  of  about  the  same  experience,  the 
case  load  is  about  2,500  cases. 

From  the  above  it  can  be  seen  that  the  average 
case  load  of  a  district  is  about  2,100  eases  with  an 
average  of  four  visitors  to  the  district.  This 
volume  would  severely  tax  the  time  and  ability 
of  the  best  case  workers  or  visitors;  and  this  de- 
partment has  not  been  able  to  employ  the  best 
obtainable. 

The  effect  of  this  case  load  is  such  that  after  the 
initial  visit  the  visitor  seldom  sees  the  aid  recipient 
within  a  period  of  six  months.  It  is  obvious  that 
many  and  important  changes  in  the  condition  of  an 
average  recipient  of  unemployed  relief  may  take 
place  in  such  a  period.  It  is  easily  possible  for  a 
malingering  aid  recipient  to  remain  on  the  welfare 
list  long  after  a  change  of  circumstances  should 
require  a  severance  therefrom. 

It  should  be  added,  however,  that  the  overhead 
cost  of  the  Public  Welfare  Department  is  extremely 
low.  It  averages  between  three  and  four  per  cent 
of  the  sum  expended.  Therein,  however,  lies  to  a 
large  extent  the  explanation  of  the  heavy  ease  load 
borne  by  the  visitors.  This  is  accentuated  also 
by  the  fact  that  the  department  has  been  adding 
as  visitors  persons  of  little  or  no  previous  experience 
in  this  work  at  a  compensation  sometimes  less  than 
half  the  current  wages  which  experienced  visitors 
would  expect. 

On  the  question  of  actual  fraud,  the  Finance 
Commission  found,  in  the  536  cases  investigated, 
twenty-four,  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  com- 
mission's investigators,  should  not  have  been  re- 
ceiving city  aid.  These  cases  are  as  follows: 

1.  Case  No.  65,886. 

Aid — $15  weekly.  Basis:  Man,  wife,  ten 
children. 
This  was  a  case  of  misuse  of  work  stamps  by 
someone  not  determined.  Work  card  was  stamped 
at  Boston  City  Hospital,  but  foreman  in  charge 
of  Boston  City  Hospital  work  crew  gave  a  written 
statement  that  this  man  never  worked  there. 
Recipient  has  constant  use  of  Packard  sedan, 
Reg.  No.  724,986,  garaged  in  rear  of  his  house  in 
city,  although  actual  registration  is  in  name  of  a 
Bridgewater  man.  Recipient  is  president  of  a 
local  club  which  buys  groceries  and  resells  them 
to  welfare  recipients  at  a  5  per  cent  margin. 
Bootlegging  activities  may  be  connected  with  this 
case  as  well. 

2.  Case  No.  98,730. 

Aid — $12  weekly.  Basis:  Man,  wife,  three 
children  (7-5-2). 
Investigation  disclosed  man  not  reporting  for 
work  but  work  cards  apparently  stamped.  State- 
ments obtained  from  foreman  of  city  yards  con- 
cerned with  work  cards  that  man  never  reported 
there  for  work.  Strong  evidence  man  was  working 
outside. 

3.  Case  No.  56,449. 

Aid — $15  weekly.  Basis:  Man,  wife,  seven 
children. 
Case  on  and  off  rolls  since  February  4,  1925. 
Investigation  located  a  Hudson  sedan,  Reg.  No. 
742,979,  registered  for  1932  and  1933  in  maiden 
name  of  wife.  Also  a  truck,  Reg.  B10, 265,  regis- 
tered in  name  of  another  but  actually  belonging 
to  recipient.     Aid  stopped  July  6,  1933. 

4.  Case  No.  63,907. 

Aid — $15  weekly.     Basis:  Woman,  seven 

children  (22-19-15-12-9-8-7). 

Investigation  disclosed  two  daughters  working 

for  better  part  of  last  two  years.     Home  conditions 

highly  indicative  of  bootlegging,  as  still  found  to 

be  in  operation  upon  visit. 

5.  Case  No.  102,133. 

Aid — $10  weekly.  Basis:  Man,  wife,  two 
children  (1-3). 
Investigation  developed  man  separated  from 
family  and  not  supporting  them.  Always  stated 
they  were  about  to  return  and  live  with  him. 
Facts  would  indicate  that  for  period  of  April  17- 
July  17  man  should  have  been  allowed  at  maximum 
only  $4  or  $5  weekly.     Unable  to  contact  case. 
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"Stop"  notice  put  on  pay  card  by  visitor,  and  man 
has  not  shown  up  at  Overseers  since. 

6.  Case  No.  54,446. 

Aid — $11  weekly.  Basis:  Widow,  three 
children  (21-17-15). 
Case  seems  to  be  one  of  bold  fraud.  Recipient 
working  nights  earning  $13  a  week  since  May, 
1931.  One  son  in  Conservation  Corps  for  May 
and  June,  1933.  Same  son  went  to  work  for  Edi- 
son Company  on  August  25,  1933.  Visitor  now 
has  wage  reports  and  has  stopped  aid  pending 
further  investigation. 

7.  Case  No.  68,136. 

Aid — $13  weekly.  Basis:  Man,  wife,  four 
children. 
Case  where  investigator  satisfied  himself  woman 
was  working  nights.  On  August  30,  woman  re- 
ported husband  working  and  aid  no  longer  needed. 
No  question  that  attention  of  investigator  forced 
case  off  rolls. 

8.  Case  No.  99,258. 

Aid — $7  weekly.     Basis:  Man,  wife. 
Case  where  investigator  established  fact  woman 
was  working. 

9.  Case  No.  82,611. 

Aid — $9  weekly.  Basis:  Man,  wife,  one  child  (3). 
Case  where  investigator  established  fact  man 
working  Sundays  and  week  days.  Apparently  a 
forged  rent  receipt  being  used,  as  landlord  com- 
plained of  no  rent  and  rent  card  was  apparently 
properly  signed. 

10.  Case  No.  105,622. 

Aid — $4  weekly.     Basis:  Woman  (deserted). 
Case    disclosed    bank   account   of   $2,071.52    in 
Provident  Institution  for  Savings. 

11.  Case  No.  104,078. 

Aid — $4  weekly.     BasiB:  Man  (divorced). 
The  recipient   could  not  be  located,   but  after 
visit  of  investigator  to  address  given  the  recipient 
is  reported  to  have  advised   visitor  he  no  longer 
needed  aid  and  aid  stopped. 

12.  Case  No.  99,364. 

Aid — $7  weekly.     Basis:  Man,  wife. 
Many  calls  failed  to  find  this  recipient  at  home. 
Evidence   was   to   effect   man   was   working.     Re- 
ferred to  visitor  and  recipient  never  returned  for 
aid. 

13.  Case  No.  101,105. 

Aid — $10  weekly.  Basis:  Man,  wife,  two 
children  (17-11). 
Case  showed  family  moved  to  Boston  from 
Everett  to  get  on  aid  list  there.  Man  is  a  con- 
tractor and  investigation  disclosed  he  unques- 
tionably was  working.  He  owns  a  dump  truck, 
1933  Reg.  No.  A21.072,  also  a  cement  mixer. 
St.  Vincent  de  Paul  Society  stopped  aiding  this 
family  after  finding  liquor  used  extensively. 

14.  Case  No.  97,496. 

Aid — $7  weekly.     Basis:  Man,  wife. 
Investigation    established    ownership    of    auto- 
mobile  which   when   inquired   about   of   recipient 
immediately    caused    his    withdrawal    from    the 
Overseers'  lists. 

15.  Case  No.  79,083. 

Aid — $9  weekly.  Basis:  Man,  wife,  three  children 
(21r18-12). 
Case  where  information  was  that  aid  was  squand- 
ered on  women  and  that  recipient  was  always 
driving  an  auto  registered  No.  693,899.  Further 
investigation  by  visitor  disclosed  registration  of 
another  car  in  name  of  recipient.  Case  closed  by 
visitor. 

16.  Case  No.  63,526. 

Aid — $7  weekly.     Basis :  Man,  wife. 
Recipient     found     working     and     investigator 
advised  visitor  and  aid  closed,  July  27,  1933. 

17.  Case  No.  63,285. 

Aid — $13  weekly.     Basis:  Man,  wife,  four  children. 
Recipient    working.     Visitor    advised    and    aid 
stopped. 

18.  Case  No.  96,693. 

Aid — $10  weekly.     Basis:  Man,  wife,  two  children 
(3-2). 
Unable  to  locate  this  recipient  at  home.     In- 
formation found  indicated  recipient  is  working. 

19.  Case  No.  73,267. 

Aid — $10  weekly.     Basis:  Man,  wife. 
Wife  working.     Visitor  advised  and  case   closed 
August  13,  1933. 


20.  Case  No.  68,239. 

Aid — $9  weekly.  Basis:  Man,  wife,  one  child  (3). 
Case  investigated  from  angle  of  man  getting 
work  card  stamped  without  working.  Fact  not 
established  but  case  closed  by  visitor  on  basis  of 
bootlegging  and  working. 

21.  Case  No.  89,278. 

Aid — $7  weekly.     Basis:  Man,  wife. 
Recipient  found  working.     Visitor  advised  and 
case  closed  August  28,  1933. 

22.  Case  No.  94,159. 

Aid — $7  weekly.     Basis:  Man,  wife. 
Recipient     found      working.     Visitor     advised. 
Aid  stopped. 

23.  Case  No.  86,134. 

Aid — $9  weekly.     Basis:  Man,  wife,  one  child  (1). 
Investigation      developed      recipient      working. 
Visitor  advised.     Aid  stopped. 

24.  Case  No.  45,061. 

Aid — $8  (food  order)  weekly.  Basis:  Man,  wife, 
four  children.  (19-17-12). 
Case  developed  ownership  of  automobile,  regis- 
ter No.  732,822,  in  1933.  When  ownership  was 
questioned  the  plates  were  turned  in  to  Registry 
and  case  withdrawn  from  Overseers.  Case  pre- 
sented questionable  real  estate  equities. 

In  addition  to  these  twenty-four  cases  there 
were  twenty-six  other  cases  in  each  of  which 
either  the  actual  necessity  of  giving  any  aid  at  all, 
or  the  actual  necessity  of  giving  the  sum  paid, 
was  in  doubt. 

The  expenditures  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Welfare  are  one  of  the  chief  problems  facing  the 
City  of  Boston.  From  an  average  of  $2,159,310.30 
for  the  five  years  ending  December  31,  1929, 
they  have  risen  as  follows: 

For  1930 $3,881,388  24 

For  1931 7,383,021  43 

For  1932 12,535,583  81 

For  first  six  months  of  1933  7,106,839  05 
Of  this  sum  a  portion  was  contributed  in  1931, 
1932  and  in  the  early  part  of  1933  by  city  em- 
ployees. Contributions  from  other  sources  also, 
notably  in  1932,  served  to  reduce  the  burden  upon 
the  taxpayer.  But  these  contributions  have  now 
substantially  ceased,  and  except  to  the  extent  of 
Federal  aid,  the  whole  burden  of  relief  must  fall 
upon  the  taxpayers  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

To  reduce  these  expenditures  properly  and 
fairly  is  a  most  difficult  problem.  For  conven- 
ience, it  may  be  subdivided  into  two  parts:  The 
first  and  most  obvious  is  the  problem  of  the  pre- 
vention of  waste,  extravagance  and  fraud  in  the 
daily  operations  of  the  department;  the  second 
involves  the  policy  of  gradual  reduction  of  the 
number  aided  as  business  revives  and  the  chances 
of  employment  multiply. 

Concerning  the  first,  the  commission  recom- 
mends: 

1.  That  the  city  government  provide  the 
means  that  will  enable  the  Welfare  Department 
to  engage  experienced  visitors  or  case  workers. 

2.  That  the  department  retain  the  services  of 
an  expert  in  Welfare  Department  work  to  sys- 
tematize this  department. 

3.  That  capable  and  experienced  office  help  be 
placed  in  charge  of  the  clerical  work. 

4.  That  more  attention  be  paid  to  the  assign- 
ment of  welfare  workers  to  other  departments  to 
the  end  that  the  men  may  fit  the  jobs. 

5.  That  your  Honor  require  city  departments 
using  welfare  workers  to  supervise  more  closely 
the  work  of  the  men  assigned  and  require  a  fair 
day's  work  from  each  assigned. 

6.  Finally,  in  general ,  the  Finance  Commission 
believes  that  the  most  rapid  progress  toward 
eliminating  the  deficiencies  of  the  present  depart- 
ment will  be  made  by  the  substitution  for  the  un- 
paid twelve  overseers  of  a  high-class  business 
manager  who  will  not  be  handicapped  either  by 
the  traditions  of  the  department  or  by  long  asso- 
ciation with  the  present  personnel  and  consequent 
reluctance  to  make  the  radical  changes  necessary 
to  perfect  the  system.

FREE    PASSAGE    IN    TUNNEL    FOR    EAST 
BOSTON  VEHICLES. 

Coun.  BARKER  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  arrange  for  free  passage  through  the  East 
Boston  Vehicular  Tunnel  for  all  automobiles  and 
trucks  owned  and  registered  in  East  Boston. 

Coun.  BARKER — Mr.  President,  for  a  great 
many  years  the  people  of  East  Boston  have  been 
faced  with  a  toll  of  one  kind  or  another.  For  many 
years  they  paid  a  ferry  toll  and  for  a  period  of 
approximately  ten  years  after  the  tunnel  was  built 
they  also  had  to  pay  a  toll.  East  Boston  is  one  of 
the  oldest  annexations  to  the  City  of  Boston  and 
it  certainly  is  as  much  entitled  to  a  highway  into 
the  city  proper  as  is  either  Chelsea,  Cambridge  or 
South  Boston.  The  population  of  East  Boston  is 
as  great,  if  not  greater,  than  any  other  ward  in 
Boston.  It  has  an  amount  of  taxable  property 
that  is  probably  larger  than  any  other  ward  except- 
ing the  Back  Bay  ward  and  Ward  3,  which  is  the 
city  proper.  The  majority  of  the  citizens  of  East 
Boston  are  in  ordinary  circumstances  and  the  pro- 
position of  charging  a  toll  to  these  people  for  the 
use  of  the  new  tunnel  is  certainly  an  injustice. 
In  practically  every  other  part  of  Boston  the 
Boston  Elevated  have  a  car  line  running  for  which 
they  charge  a  fare  of  five  cents.  East  Boston  has 
the  shortest  run  of  any  district  in  Boston,  the 
time  of  a  trip  through  the  tunnel  being  but  two 
minutes  and  a  half,  and  they  have  to  pay  a  ten-cent 
fare.  My  proposal  that  all  residents  of  East 
Boston  who  own  automobiles  or  trucks  registered 
therein  shall  be  accorded  the  privilege  of  free 
transportation  through  the  tunnel  is  only  right  and 
proper.  If  the  City  of  Boston  can  maintain  three 
bridges  to  Cambridge,  one  enormous  bridge  to 
Chelsea  and  pay  part  of  the  cost  of  the  Cambridge 
Tunnel,  certainly  for  its  own  citizens  in  East 
Boston  it  can  allow  them  to  use  the  tunnel  free  of 
charge.  Therefore,  Mr.  President,  I  ask  for  a 
suspension  of  the  rule  and  the  passage  of  the  order. 
The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


PLANS   FOR   MILLION   DOLLAR 
STRANDWAY. 
Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That    the    Park    Commission   be   re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  submit 
to  the  City  Council  the  plans  for  the  proposed 
million  dollar  strandway  in  East  Boston   before 
letting  contracts  for  same. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  realize,  of 
course,  as  well  as  any  other  member  of  the  Council, 
that  once  this  Council  accepts  an  act  of  the  Legis- 
lature, we  have  nothing  more  to  do  with  it  what- 
soever, that  it  is  then  entirely  an  executive  matter. 
On  June  29,  1931,  this  act  came  before  the  City 
Council  and  in  executive  session  the  question  was 
asked  by  Councilor  Curtis  and  by  other  members 
of  the  Council  whether,  if  we  accepted  the  act, 
the  Mayor  would  be  compelled  to  send  in  a  loan 
order  for  a  million  and  we  were  advised  that  he 
would  be.  It  was  felt  in  regard  to  this  order,  as  in 
regard  to  acts  in  general  passed  by  the  Legislature, 
that  after  we  had  accepted  the  act  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  would  send  in  a  loan  order  and  thereupon 
the  merits  of  the  matter  could  be  discussed.  But 
this  million  was  passed  under  a  subterfuge  and 
after  we  had  accepted  the  act  we  were  given  no 
further  right  to  pass  upon  the  merits  of  the  bill. 


On  the  floor  of  the  Council  on  July  13,  1931,  that 
question  was  raised,  and  it  was  charged  by  various 
members  of  the  Council,  including  myself,  that  it 
was   nothing   more   than   a   subterfuge.     At   that 
time  the  matter  was  discussed  at  length  and  the 
Mayor  stated  that  in  his  mind  conditions  were  not 
ripe  and  that  he  would  not  avail  himself  of  the 
proposition.     But  now,  in  1933,  at  the  fag  end  of 
the    administration,    we   see    a    report   from    the 
Finance   Commission.     Vre  don't   know   whether 
it  is  correct  or  not,  but  if  it  is  correct,  I  say  that 
this  City  Council  should  have  an  opportunity  to 
examine  and  study  the  proposed  plan  of  the  Park 
Department  before  the  thing  becomes  a  contract. 
And   why   shouldn't   we   have   that   opportunity? 
Who  is  behind  this  thing,  Mr  President  and  fellow 
members?     W.   J.   McDonald,   who  a  short  time 
ago  came  out  in  the  Boston  papers  with  head  lines 
in  regard  to  this  huge  project  in  East  Boston  that 
he    stated    would    give    work    to    thousands    and 
thousands   of    men,    a   project   on    which   it   was 
expected  that  Federal  money  would  be  expended. 
And  what  happened?     The  Government  said  to 
Mr.  McDonald  and  his  colleagues,  "Your  land  is 
too   high  in  price,   and   we   will  not   buy."     We 
don't  have  to  tell  you,  Mr.  President  and  members 
of  the  Council,  about  the  time  when  this  same  Mr. 
McDonald    received    $106,000    for    land    in   East 
Boston  that  was  assessed  for  $25,000,  and  it  is  the 
same  man  who  received  a  large  abatement  on  land 
at  the  rear  of  the  Copley-Plaza  Hotel.     I  could 
go    on   and    enumerate   various   steals   in    which 
this  gentleman  has  been  implicated  before,  but  I 
don't  think  it  is  necessary  in  this  body.     Let  us  go 
back  only  a  short  time  ago,   to  the  case  of  the 
Boston  Port  Development  Company's  land;  and 
this   gentleman   has   appeared   the   same   way   in 
many  other  land  deals.     Certainly,  at  a  time  like 
this,  the  city's  money  should  not  be  wasted  by 
paying    large   sums    to    Mr.    McDonald   and    bis 
colleagues,   500   per  cent  more  than  the  land  is 
worth.     We  need   whatever  money  the  city  can 
spend  for  public  welfare  relief,  and  for  other  things. 
I   objected  in   1931,  and  I  objected  to  the  Park 
Commissioner.     I   sincerely   hope  at   a  time  like 
this,  when  all  classes  of  our  people  are  crying  for 
relief,   when  not  only  recipients  of   welfare  need 
additional  assistance,  but  when  the  taxpayers  are 
also  demanding  a  lightening  of  their  burdens,  we 
should  not  allow  people  to  come  in  and  mulct  the 
City  of  Boston  in  the  sum  of  at  least  $285,000,  if 
the  Fin  Com  report  is  correct — and  I  assume  that 
it  must  be,  or  they  would  not  take  the  action  they 
have  taken  in  the  matter.     If  it  is  correct,  I  say 
that  this  body,    while  legally  we  may   have   no 
right  to  inspect  the  plans,  is  a  part  of  the  city 
government  and  morally  should  have  the  right  to 
look   over   the   proposed   plans   before   the   thing 
becomes  law.     We  have  a  right  to  know  what  the 
Park  Department  is  going  to  pay  Mr.  McDonald 
for  that  land,  and  we  have  a  right  to  know  some- 
thing about  what  is  proposed  in  the  matter.     For 
that  reason  I  am  asking  the  Park  Department  to 
submit  to  the  Council  before  the  contract  is  made 
just  what  is  proposed  to  be  done  and  what  price  is 
to  be  paid.     Don't  let  us  be  misled.     Don't  let 
them  tell  you  that  this  money  is  to  be  spent^  to 
relieve  unemployment,   when  it  is  simply   going 
into  the  pockets  of  land  sharks.     Don't  let  them 
again  get  under  cover  with  that  old  phrase.     We 
have  had  three  years  of  this  sort  of  thing,  deals  of 
this  kind  being  put  through  under  the  guise  of 
relieving  unemployment,  and  I  say  to  you,   Mr. 
President,  and  to  the  members  of  the  Council  that 
I  am  not  going  to  sit  here  quietly  and  allow  Mr. 
McDonald  or  any  other  individual  to  loot  the  city 
at  this  time.     If  the  Park  Department  does  not 
submit  the  required  information  next  Monday  or  in 
two  weeks,   I  intend  as  an  individual  and   as  a 
citizen,    not    merely    as   a    member   of    the   City 
Council,   to  take  action  which  will  result  in  ten 
taxpayers  bringing  an  injunction  against  looting 
the  city  treasury  of  $285,000  that  will  otherwise 
simply  getto  Mr.  McDonald  and  his  colleagues. 
The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


AMBULANCE  DRIVERS'  QUARTERS. 
Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Boston  City  Hospital  be  requested,  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  to  provide  more  suitable 
quarters  for  the  ambulance  drivers  in  the  new 
ambulance  building. 

Coun.   DOWD — Mr.  President,  some  time  ago 
this  Council  without  any  dissenting  vote  passed 
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an  order  looking  to  a  new  ambulance  station  in 
connection  with  the  Pathological  Building  at  the 
Boston  City  Hospital.  We  assumed  at  that  time 
that  it  would  be  an  ambulance  station  in  which 
provision  would  be  made  for  our  ambulance 
drivers;  but  I  find  after  a  thorough  investigation 
that  only  one  third  is  to  be  allotted  to  the  hospital 
ambulances  and  that  two  thirds  is  to  be  allotted  to 
private  individuals,  who  can  then  place  their  cars 
there.  In  other  words,  it  is  getting  to  be  nothing 
but  a  monster  Harvard  laboratory,  for  Harvard 
men  to  go  in  there  at  the  expense  of  the  City  of 
Boston.  A  committee  of  the  drivers  waited  on 
the  architect  and  asked  that  they  be  given  suit- 
able quarters,  but  we  now  find  that  very  Bmall 
quarters  are  assigned  to  the  ambulance  drivers, 
not  suitable  at  all.  While  quarters  are  assigned 
to  others  where  they  can  rest  and  be  taken  care 
of,  there  are  no  such  suitable  quarters  for  the 
ambulance  drivers.  Therefore,  Mr.  President, 
I  am  asking,  through  the  Mayor  and  the  trustees, 
that  those  men,  who  are  rendering  service  for 
twenty-four  hours  in  the  day,  be  given  suitable 
quarters  where  they  may  rest  and  eat  their  meals. 
The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


RADIOS   FOR   POLICE   AUTOS. 

Coun.  RUBY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Police  Commissioner  be  re- 
quested to  appear  before  the  City  Council  this 
afternoon  to  inform  the  members  what  progress 
has  been  made  in  the  installation  of  radio  commu- 
nication in  the  police  automobiles  of  the  City  of 
Boston. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  this  is  an  order 
along  similar  lines  to  orders  I  have  introduced 
previously.  We  appropriated  some  time  ago 
money  for  police  radio  equipment  in  our  city, 
and  we  have  received  no  information  about  what 
is  being  done  or  what  progress  is  being  made. 
It  has  got  to  a  point  where  the  smaller  cities  and 
towns  of  the  Commonwealth  are  referring  to  the 
laxity  of  the  slow-moving  City  of  Boston  and 
are  insisting  on  police  radio  being  introduced  in 
their  towns  without  regard  to  what  we  are  doing 
in  our  city.  I  believe  the  time  has  come  when 
there  should  be  a  showdown.  I  don't  know  what 
can  be  done.  We  have  requested  his  Excellency 
the  Governor  to  ask  the  Police  Commissioner  to 
install  a  radio  system.  I  believe  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  from  a  statement  he  made  some  time  ago, 
is  in  entire  accord  with  the  members  of  this  body  in 
advocacy  of  the  installation  of  police  radio  in  the 
City  of  Boston.  Certainly,  I  believe  the  time  has 
come  when  we  ought  to  know  what  is  being  done 
or  what  is  proposed  to  be  done  with  the  money 
we  have  appropriated  for  this  specific  purpose. 
If  nothing  is  to  be  done  in  the  way  of  installing 
police  radio,  certainly  there  are  purposes  for 
which  any  available  money  can  be  used  in  Boston. 
As  members  of  this  body  we  have  unanimously 
taken  the  attitude  that  police  radio  is  necessary 
in  our  city,  but  the  Police  Commissioner  has  con- 
stantly refused  to  accede  to  our  wish  to  obtain 
information.  Personally,  I  have  no  quarrel 
with  the  Police  Commissioner,  but  I  believe  there 
are  times  when  we  or  any  other  group  of  public 
officials  have  a  right  to  demand  information  that 
we  should  properly  have.  I  believe  we  ought  not 
to  be  obliged  to  wait  until  we  have  a  bank  holdup 
similar  to  what  we  have  seen,  for  example,  in 
Brookline  within  a  short  time;  and  I  do  not  believe 
we  should  wait  until  the  gangsters  murder  another 
old  man  in  our  city,  or  until  we  wake  up  and  find 
that  some  other  outrage  has  been  perpetrated. 
I  do  not  believe  we  should  wait  until  the  gangsters 
visit  hospitals  and  other  institutions,  commit 
robberies,  and  make  their  getaway,  because  we  do 
not  have  proper  police  equipment.  I  believe 
the  time  has  arrived  when  the  Police  Commis- 
sioner should  tell  us  point-blank  whether  or  not 
he  is  ready  to  equip  the  department  with  up-to-date 
facilities  for  the  proper  functioning  of  the  Police 
Force.  For  that  reason  I  am  asking  that  the 
Police  Commissioner  appear  this  afternoon  before 
our  body  and  state  what  his  intentions  are  in  the 
matter  of  radio  equipment  for  the  department. 
Therefore,  I  ask  a  suspension  of  the  rule  and  the 
passage  of  the  order. 

President  McGRATH— The  order  will  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Executive  Committee,  and  the 
City  Messenger  will  be  instructed  to  notify  the 


Police  Commissioner's  office  of  our  desire  to  have 
the  Police  Commissioner  appear  before  us. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 


EAST  BOSTON  TUNNEL  TAKINGS. 

Coun.   KELLY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Transit  Department  and 
Law  Department  submit  to  the  Council  the 
amounts  of  money  that  are  to  be  paid  to  owners 
of  property  in  relation  to  the  East  Boston  Tunnel 
and  takings  by  the  City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  within  the 
past  week  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  with  the  aid  of 
his  notorious  City  Treasurer,  Edmund  L.  Dolan, 
has  issued  bonds  to  the  extent  of  $2,000,000  at 
enormous  rates  of  interest.  This  money  is  to 
be  spent  for  land-takings  in  connection  with  the 
entrance  to  the  new  East  Boston  Tunnel  on  the 
Haymarket  square  site.  This  is  what  is  known 
to  those  who  are  in  the  know  as  one  of  the  final 
clean-ups  of  the  present  administration.  In 
connection  with  that  clean-up  practically  two 
individuals  can  make  the  settlements,  namely, 
the  head  of  the  Transit  Department  and  the  head 
of  the  Law  Department,  both  officials  appointed 
by  the  Mayor  of  Boston.  There  is  a  plot  on  foot 
now  to  steal  over  §500,000  of  that  S2,000,000  that 
is  to  be  spent  for  land-takings  within  the  closing 
months  of  this  administration.  I  am  calling  the 
attention  of  the  press  and  the  public  of  Boston  to 
something  now  in  the  making  before  it  becomes  a 
reality.  Let  us  make  a  start  in  saving  the  city's 
money.  Poor  people  are  losing  their  homes, 
people  on  welfare  are  hardly  able  to  five  on  the 
small  pittance  allowed  by  the  city;  and  yet  we 
have  here  a  few  land  sharks  attempting  to  mulct 
the  city  to  the  extent  of  3500,000  in  this  time  of 
need.  I  say  that  one  of  the  best  things  that  could 
be  done  in  this  Commonwealth  today,  if  we  had 
the  power,  would  be  to  step  over  to  Charlestown, 
let  every  one  of  the  inmates  of  the  prison  out, 
and  in  their  place  put  this  gentleman  on  the  second 
floor,  his  thieving  treasurer  on  the  first  floor,  and 
some  of  the  other  racketeers  who  are  stealing  from 
the  poor  people  of  Boston,  confining  them  there 
and  allowing  the  people  who  are  let  out  to  run  the 
city.  If  that  were  done,  the  city  would  probably 
save  five  or  ten  million  dollars  a  year,  run  by 
amateur  burglars  instead  of  by  the  regular  burglars 
who  are  now  outside  of  State  Prison.  These  are 
cold  facts,  Mr.  President,  and  I  know  that  they 
are  sometimes  hard  to  swallow.  We  all  know 
what  happened  a  few  days  ago  in  the  Federal 
National  Bank  case,  where  the  little  fellow  whom 
we  now  have  as  City  Treasurer  settled  on  the 
basis  of  seven  cents  on  the  dollar.  That  is  what 
we  are  up  against  in  this  community — our  million- 
aire treasurer  settling  in  that  ease  for  seven  cents 
on  the  dollar,  a  man  who  claims  to  be  broke,  when 
it  comes  to  meeting  his  obligations.  Four  years 
of  looting  the  City  of  Boston,  and  they  are  broke. 
Their  money  is  not  deposited  in  Massachusetts 
banks,  not  in  the  defunct  Federal  National  Bank, 
along  with  the  money  of  many  of  our  poor  tax- 
payers; but  if  you  will  go  to  the  banks  in  New 
York  State  you  will  find  how  much  Dolan  has 
there  in  his  own  name  or  in  -the  names  of  straw 
men,  for  himself  and  for  the  Mayor  of  Boston. 
Mr.  President,  I  am  against  this  final  clean-up, 
with  people  starving  in  Boston,  people  trying  to 
get  a  few  dollars  a  week  to  keep  their  families 
together,  and  I  am  simply  trying  to  shed  light 
on  this  burglary  before  it  is  committed  by  the 
powers  that  be  in  this  city,  so  that  they  will  not 
dare  to  commit  it.  Mr.  President,  burglars  are 
honorable  men  compared  to  the  gentlemen  now 
about  to  loot  our  city  treasury  of  $500,000  of  this 
$2,000,000.  The  ordinary  burglar  takes  a  chance 
when  he  breaks  into  a  house  at  night  that  some  man 
or  woman  will  grapple  with  him  and  hold  him 
until  the  police  come.  But  these  people  are  not 
taking  their  chance,  and  they  are  robbing  the 
poor  people  of  this  city,  whose  future  welfare 
depends  on  what  little  help  we  may  be  able  to 
give  them  with  the  means  at  our  command.  They 
have  only  the  twenty-two  men  in  this  body  to 
protect  their  interest,  and  I,  for  one,  am  endeavor- 
ing now  to  protect  their  interest.  I  am  hoping 
that  no  burglary  will  be  committed,  that  there 
will  be  no  larceny  such  as  is  contemplated  through 
the  payment  of  this  amount  to  these  land  sharks 
within  the  next  few  months.  I  ask  that  this  order 
be  passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule.

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CITY    COUNCIL. 


REPORT     OF     COMMITTEE     ON     PUBLIC 
LANDS. 

Coun.  KELLY,  for  the  Committee  on  Public 
Lands,  submitted  the  following,  viz.: 

1.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  October  2)  for  lease  of  land  and  build- 
ings on  La  Grange  street  in  Boston,  formerly 
known  as  Police  Station  4,  for  term  of  five  years 
at  rental  of  $3,000  a  year — that  same  ought  not  to 
pass. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  as  chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Public  Lands  I  feel  that  I 
should  rise  and  make  a  few  remarks  on  this  report. 
We  had  two  meetings  on  this  particular  propo- 
sition, in  an  attempt  to  get  some  new  revenue 
for  the  city.  We  find  out  from  the  two  men  who 
intended  to  lease  this  particular  piece  of  unused 
city  property  that  the  terms  of  the  lease  as  set 
forth  in  the  communication  submitted  to  us  by 
the  Mayor  were  not  what  they  desired.  So  there 
was  nothing  for  us  to  do,  there  was  nothing  we 
could  do,  except  make  this  report  on  the  com- 
munication from  the  Mayor,  because  the  com- 
munication does  not  embody  what  these  gentle- 
men desire.  Accordingly,  the  Committee  on 
Public  Lands  have  voted  unanimously  that  this 
particular  proposition  should  not  pass. 

Report  accepted;  order  rejected. 


EXPENDITURES  OF  MONEY   FOR  TUBLIC 
WORKS. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  be  requested  to 
immediately  take  steps  to  spend  the  $13,000,000 
now  awaiting  expenditure  on  Boston's  public 
works. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  has  still  $10,000,000  to  spend  under  the 
Reconstruction  Finance  Emergency  Relief  plan, 
and  yet  not  one  dollar  has  been  requested  from 
the  State  Emergency  Finance  Board.  There  is 
also  in  addition  available  $3,000,000  for  sewers 
and  streets.  Nevertheless,  not  one  thing  has  been 
done  in  the  last  few  weeks  to  use  this  money. 
What  is  the  matter?  I  raised  this  question  a  week 
ago.  The  Mayor  has  been  saying  right  along 
that  there  is  only  way  of  relieving  the  present 
deplorable  situation,  and  that  is,  "Work  and 
wages."  Then,  why  doesn't  he  take  action  which 
will  put  men  at  work?  He  has  $13,000,000  avail- 
able there  to  spend.  But  because  he  could  not 
have  the  subway,  his  pet  proposition,  put  through, 
he  says,  "I  won't  play  any  more."  There  are 
hundreds  of  streets  in  Boston  that  need  repair. 
Why  should  we  not  do  what  Chicago  and  other 
cities  are  doing,  repair  our  streets?  What  better 
work  can  be  done  than  repairing  our  streets,  which 
certainly,  as  we  all  know,  are  in  bad  condition 
and  which  need  attention.  All  that  is  needed  is 
a  little  bituminous  product,  a  roller,  and  engineer, 
and  the  men  to  do  the  work.  What  is  the  reason 
why  in  Boston  we  cannot  do  this  work?  And  we 
have  also  received  here  to  day  the  report  from  the 
Acting  Health  Commissioner  pointing  out  the 
danger  from  lead  pipe  and  stating  that  there  are 
certain  water  mains  that  should  be  replaced. 
One  of  our  leading  medical  publications,  the 
"New  England  Journal  of  Medicine,"  pointed  out 
three  weeks  ago  the  threat  from  lead  poisoning  in 
water  in  the  City  of  Boston.  I  think  it  might  be 
in  order  for  the  Mayor  to  ask  the  State  Emer- 
gency Finance  Board  for  a  couple  of  million  to 
replace  those  lead  pipes  What  is  the  matter, 
Mr.  President?     Why  is  the  Mayor  waiting? 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  do  I  understand 
the  councilor  to  wish  to  convey  the  idea  that  the 
City  of  Boston  is  now  using  or  has  at  any  time 
used  lead  pipes  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  water 
in  our  city,  or  is  he  referring  to  the  lead  pipe  on 
individual  pieces  of  property?  If  the  City  of 
Boston  has  ever  used  lead  pipe  for  the  purpose  of 
conveying  water,  it  certainly  is  news  to  me. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  quoting  from 
the  report  of  Acting  Health  Commissioner  M. 
Victor  Safford,  submitted  to  us  by  the  Mayor 
under  date  of  October  7,  1933,  it  says: 

"The  Boston  Water  Department  no  longer 
uses  lead  pipe  in  its  connections  from  the  street 
main  to  the  house  shut-off.  House  connections 
beyond  are  to  some  extent  still  made  with  lead 
pipe,  and  the  city's  old  lead  pipe  still  remains." 

Coun.  COX— Mr.  President,  as  a  matter  of 
fact,  in  connecting  up  with  the  water  mains,  the 


city  is  liable  from  the  main  itself  to  the  land  owned 
by  the  abutter.  In  most  cases  the  connection  is 
put  in  by  the  private  owner  and  the  city,  of  course, 
is  not  in  any  way  responsible.  In  addition  to 
that,  with  all  due  respects  to  this  Professor  So- 
and-So,  we  all  live  in  the  present  day,  and  the 
cases  of  menace  of  lead  poisoning  through  the  use 
of  water  pipes  is  so  minor  that  it  certainly  should 
not  be  considered  by  this  body.  While  we  are  on 
the  subject,  I  don't  think  I  need  to  defend  in  any 
way  the  Mayor  of  this  city  as  regards  the  $3,000,000 
for  streets  and  sewers  that  has  not  been  expended. 
The  $3,000,000  has  not  been  expended  for  the 
reason  that  this  work  is  now  in  process.  Some  of 
the  contracts  have  been  let;  others  are  ready  to 
be  let.  It  is  not  consistent  to  say  in  one  breath 
that  the  Mayor  of  Boston  is  desirous  of  getting 
his  hands  on  all  the  money  he  can  get  his  hands 
on,  and  in  the  next  breath  say  that  there  is 
$3,000,000  that  he  is  letting  go  to  his  successor 
in  office.     That  is  certainly  inconsistent. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  am  glad  to 
have  listened  to  this  dissertation  on  lead  pipe. 
It  certainly  has  been  enlightening,  to  say  the  least. 
I  never  knew  that  lead  pipe  had  to  be  entirely 
paid  for  by  the  home  owner  and  that  the  city  used 
none.  The  official  documents  show  that  there 
is  still  in  this  city  lead  pipe  in  our  mains  that 
has  been  introduced  in  the  past.  The  Acting 
Commissioner  of  Public  Health  has  so  stated. 
As  regards  the  Mayor  of  Boston  spending  this 
money,  the  Mayor  has  had  $3,000,000  for  the 
last  six  months  and  nothing  has  been  done 
about  spending  it.  So  far  as  the  $10,000,000 
is  concerned,  on  August  21,  the  State  Emer- 
gency Finance  Board  told  the  Mayor  to  come 
along  with  his  proposed  projects  for  the  expen- 
diture of  the  $10,000,000.  The  Mayor  merely 
submitted  the  proposed  Huntington  Avenue 
Subway,  to  which  the  State  Emergency  Finance 
Board  would  not  agree,  and  that  ended  it.  Be- 
cause the  Mayor  could  not  get  the  appropriation 
for  that  subway,  he  suggested  nothing  else.  There 
appears  to  be  no  real  reason  why  the  Mayor 
should  not  suggest  the  expenditure  of  money  for 
other  public  works,  and  I  have  instanced  work 
that  might  well  be  done  in  repairing  hundreds  of 
streets  in  the  City  of  Boston.  Certainly  we  all 
know  that  there  are  plenty  of  streets  that  need 
to  be  repaired.  Why  should  we  not  do  the  same 
as  Frank  Miller  is  doing  in  Pittsburgh,  the  same 
as  they  are  doing  in  Cleveland  and  other  places, 
using  money  allotted  by  the  United  States  Gov- 
ernment for  street  repairs?  And  here  is  this 
report  that  has  been  submitted  to  us  by  the 
Mayor,  from  the  Acting  Commissioner  of  Public 
Health,  regarding  the  menace  from  the  lead  pipe 
situation  in  Boston.  Something  might  be  done 
in  that  respect.  We  have  had  an  article  on  that 
menace  which  has  appeared  recently  in  the  "New 
England  Journal  of  Medicine,"  which  also  made 
it  the  subject  of  an  editorial,  showing  the  danger 
that  we  are  in  here  at  the  present  time.  Do 
those  men  know  what  they  are  talking  about,  or 
does  some  one  here  who  is  defending  the  Mayor 
know  what  he  is  talking  about?  I  am  not  a 
doctor  of  medicine  and  am  not  an  expert  on 
metallurgy  as  it  concerns  water  pipes.  I  am  just 
trying  to  use  a  little  common  sense  here.  _  Here 
is  this  report,  and  we  have  had  published  in  the 
"New  England  Journal  of  Medicine"  of  Sep- 
tember 28  a  letter  from  Dr.  George  H.  Bige- 
low,  State  Commissioner  of  Public  Health,  a  re- 
port of  our  own  Health  Department  in  regard 
to  reported  lead  poisoning,  and  an  editorial  on 
the  subject  in  the  "Journal,"  a  leading  editorial. 
I  am  pleased  to  contrast  what  these  others  state 
with  what  our  colleague  says. 

Coun.  COX — On  what  date  did  those  appear? 

Coun.  NORTON— This  is  all  very  recent— 
in  September,  1933.  Regarding  your  statement 
that  there  is  no  lead  pipe  of  the  city's  now  in 
use,  we  have  the  statement  of  the  Acting  Com- 
missioner that  there  is  some  old  lead  pipe  of  the 
city  still  in  use. 

Coun.  COX — In  city  mains? 

Coun.  NORTON— Exactly.  So  either  you  are 
wrong  or  I  am  wrong. 

Coun.  COX — Or  we  are  both  wrong!  (Laugh- 
ter.) 

Coun.  NORTON— Or  we  are  both  wrong  or 
both  right.  But  I  am  willing  to  stand  on  the 
statements  that  have  appeared  in  this  high  class 
medical  journal  as  against  the  opinion  of  the 
colleague  from  West  Roxbury. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

HUNTINGTON  AVENUE   SUBWAY 
EXTENSION. 
The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  October  19,  1933. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen. — Your  honorable  body  approved  an 
expenditure  in  the  sum  of  S8.500.000  for  an 
extension  of  the  Huntington  Avenue  Subway,  from 
Copley  square  to  Longwood  avenue.  In  the 
judgment  of  the  State  Emergency  Finance  Board, 
this  sum  was  too  great  for  a  single  project  and  as 
a  consequence,  they  refused  approval.  A  counter 
proposal  was  submitted  by  the  municipality  pro- 
viding for  an  extension  to  West  Newton  street  at 
a  cost  of  $2,500,000. 
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A  vote  of  the  City  Council  is  necessary  in  order 
to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  State 
Emergency  Finance  Board  before  they  can  pass 
upon  the  revised  project.  The  necessary  pre- 
liminary engineering  work  has  been  completed 
by  the  Boston  Transit  Commission  and  final 
approval  should  result  in  the  immediate  employ- 
ment of  a  large  number  of  men.  The  number  of 
former  service  men  at  present  upon  the  Soldiers' 
Relief  rolls  could  be  materially  reduced  and  a 
most  substantial  saving  in  the  Soldiers'  Relief 
appropriation  would  be  possible. 

An  immediate  approval  by  the  City  Council 
will  make  possible  an  early  consideration  of  the 
major  portion  of  the  original  N.  R.  A.  public 
works  program  as  previously  adopted  by  the  City 
Council. 

I  accordingly  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
accompanying  order.

DOWD — Mr.  President,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  Committee  on  Finance  has  on  two 
different  occasions  favored  this  tunnel,  and  also 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  too  much  time  has  been 
lost  in  starting  to  do  something  on  this  project, 
as  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  I  am 
going  to  move  you,  sir,  that  this  order  be  passed 
under  suspension  of  the  rule,  so  that  work  may  be 
begun  as  soon  as  possible,  providing  the  state 
authorities  pass  favorably  upon  it. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  this,  is  my 
opinion,  is  a  very  serious  matter.  I  do  not  like 
to  take  issue  with  the  chairman  of  the  Finance 
Committee  of  the  Council,  but  at  the  same  time 
I  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  here  is 
an  entirely  new  project,  involving  two  and  one 
half  million  dollars  of  the  people's  money.  With 
the  order  being  presented  here  at  two  o'clock 
today,  I  don't  think  we  should  put  it  through 
without  any  consideration  whatever.  I  think  we 
should  sit  down  this  week  and  go  over  the  propo- 
sition very  thoroughly,  to  see  if  it  is  a  worthwhile 
project.  If  it  is,  and  will  provide  work  for  men 
and  their  families,  I  say  that  we  should  hustle  it 
through  the  Council  next  Monday.  But  I  am 
against  voting  for  an  expenditure  of  two  and  one 
half  million  dollars  for  a  project  I  know  nothing 
about,  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 

Coun.  CURTIS— Mr.  President,  I  feel  that  we 
should  have  the  plans  here  before  us  so  that  we 
may  know  upon  what  we  are  voting  before  we  act. 
This  is  a  large  amount  of  money,  two  and  one  half 
million  dollars,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  the  members 
of  the  Council  themselves  might  have  valuable 
suggestions  to  offer  if  they  had  a  chance  to  go 
over  the  plans  and  know  what  it  is  all  about.  I 
have  heard  the  suggestion,  for  example,  that  it 
might  be  possible  to  use  the  subway  station  at 
Copley  square  and  save  money  in  that  way.  I 
don't  know  whether  that  is  covered  in  this  project 
or  not.  But  I  do  think  we  should  not  act  blindly 
by  passing  the  order  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 
I  don't  say  at  all  that  there  should  be  opposition 
to  the  plan,  and  it  may  very  likely  be  that  it  will 
meet  with  the  approval  of  the  body.  But  it 
does  seem  to  me  that  we  should  look  at  the  plans 
first  so  that  we  may  know  what  is  proposed  and 
what  it  is  all  about. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  moved  sus- 
pension of  the  rule  because  of  the  fact  that  this 
Council  has  already  on  two  different  occasions 
practically  approved  the  plans  previously  sub- 
mitted to  us,  involving  an  expenditure  of  eight 
and  one-half  millions,  and  this  plan,  I  understand, 
proposes  the  expenditure  of  two  and  one-half 
millions,  in  order  to  get  a  start  on  the  subway. 
Personally,  I  don't  care  whether  the  rule  is  sus- 
pended or  not,  but  I  do  believe  that  the  members 
of  the  Council  have  already  given  considerable 
study  to  this  subway  proposition,  and  I  believe 
that  the  suggestion  of  the  councilor  from  the 
Back  Bay  is  undoubtedly  true,  that  there  will 
probably  be  no  opposition  from  the  Council 
finally,  in  any  event.  I  firmly  believe  that  there 
will  not  be  opposition,  because  we  have  been 
favorable  to  this  subway  when  the  matter  has 
come  up  here  before;  and  I  know  that  we  as  a 
body  are  anxious  to  do  what  we  can  to  put  men 


at  work.  Here  is  an  opportunity  to  get  the  tunnel 
started,  and  a  week's  delay  at  this  time  of  the 
year  may  mean  that  the  whole  thing  will  have  to 
be  put  off  until  next  year.  We  all  know  what 
this  proposition  is.  We  know  that  it  is  a  tunnel, 
and  I  think  we  all  know  in  a  general  way  what  it 
is  proposed  to  do,  where  it  is  going  to  start  and 
where  it  is  going  to  end.  We  have  already  con- 
sidered this  Huntington  avenue  proposition. 
Now,  what  more  do  we  want?  The  only  thing 
I  am  interested  in  is  that  it  is  an  important  public 
work  and  that  it  is  going  to  furnish  employment 
to  a  good  many  men.  In  this  matter  I  am  not 
agreeing  with  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  but  with  my 
people.  I  know  that  they  want  work,  and  I  feel 
that  it  is  up  to  us  to  provide  work  where  we  can 
do  so.  I  don't  think  any  member  of  the  Council 
should  stand  here  and  offer  the  suggestion  that 
we  should  have  more  time  to  consider  it.  We 
have  had  plenty  of  time  to  study  this  whole  matter. 
Also,  this  is  money  from  a  Federal  allotment. 
The  money  is  allotted  by  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment and  not  a  five-cent  piece  has  to  be  raised 
from  the  taxpayers  of  Boston.  As  to  who  has 
been  to  blame  for  holding  up  this  project  up  to 
the  present  time,  I  don't  know,  but  if  we  hold  it 
up  today,  we  will  be  blamed.  It  has  been  gone 
into  by  us  previously  from  all  angles,  and  I  think 
now  we  should  pass  this  order  under  suspension 
of  the  rule. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  agree  with 
my  two  colleagues  who  are  opposed  to  hasty 
action,  without  a  chance  being  given  us  to  look 
over  the  proposition.  So  far  as  unnecessary  delay 
on  public  works  in  this  city  is  concerned,  under 
the  proposed  Federal  appropriation,  the  Mayor 
of  Boston  on  September  24  was  told  by  the  State 
Emergency  Finance  Board  that  he  could  spend 
$10,000,000.  But  until  now  he  has  not  acted. 
Where  has  he  been  in  the  meantime?  Why  the 
rush  now?  Why  does  he  now  come  in  and  ask 
for  the  passage  of  an  order  providing  two  and 
one  half  millions  for  something  we  know  nothing 
about?  Where  are  the  plans?  Why  should  we  be 
expected  to  act  without  knowing  anything  what- 
ever about  what  is  proposed  to  be  done?  I  think 
that  to  expect  us  to  come  in  here  today  and  vote 
immediately  in  favor  of  an  expenditure  of  two  and 
one  half  million  dollars  here,  when  we  don't  know 
what  we  are  acting  on,  is  wrong.  Moreover,  there 
are  other  extremely  important  things  for  which 
this  money  can  well  be  spent,  and  of  which  the 
State  Emergency  Finance  Board  undoutbedly 
would  approve.  For  example,  much  work  might 
be  done  on  the  streets  of  Boston  and  done  to  great 
advantage,  work  that  is  greatly  needed.  There 
has  been  a  good  deal  of  talk  about  this  subway 
proposition  putting  men  at  work?  Is  the  subway 
the  only  thing  that  will  put  men  at  work?  Is  the 
only  answer,  "Subway  and  work?"  The  people 
who  will  really  be  benefitted  by  the  subway  work 
are  the  ready-mix  concrete  men  and  the  lumber- 
men. But  we  hear  this  cry  about  doing  some- 
thing for  the  American  Legion,  furnishing  work 
for  the  veterans.  The  real  ones  to  benefit  will  be 
the  ready-mixed  concrete  men  and  the  lumbermen. 
So  why  wrap  this  subway  proposition  up  in  the 
American  flag  and  tie  it  up  with  the  American 
Legion?  That  is  wrong,  Mr.  President.  If  we 
want  to  spend  two  and  one  half  millions,  why  not 
have  something  done  immediately  for  the  streets 
of  Boston.  Work  on  the  streets  can  be  started 
immediately,  all  over  this  city,  and  it  is  very 
much  needed;  and,  Mr.  President,  that  will  fur- 
nish employment  to  a  large  number  of  men. 
But,  no,  they  want  the  subway.  But  the  story 
of  the  subway  is  the  ready-mixed  concrete  and  the 
lumbermen.  We  already  have  $70,000,000  in 
subways,  mostly  unpaid  for,  and  we  know  the 
story  in  connection  with  the  East  Boston  Tunnel, 
to  be  opened  up  within  a  few  months,  in  con- 
nection with  which  it  is  already  proposed  to 
charge  those  driving  vehicles  through  it  25  cents 
apiece.  Imagine  that,  Mr.  President, — charging 
the  people  who  they  think  will  use  that  vehicular 
tunnel  a  quarter  apiece  for  doing  so!  Can  you 
imagine,  using  the  greatest  stretch  of  your  imagi- 
nation, anybody  wanting  to  drive  a  vehicle  to 
East  Boston  and  willing  to  pay  25  cents  to  go 
through  the  tunnel,  and  then  pay  25  cents  more 
to  come  back,  when  they  can  go  by  way  of  Charles- 
town  free  and  take  but  a  few  minutes  more  in 
doing  so,  and  when  really  the  opening  up  of  a 
tunnel  should  be  regarded  in  the  same  light  as 
the  opening  up  of  a  bridge,  for  the  use  of  the 
public?  Of  course,  we  are  all  in  favor  of  putting 
men  at  work.     But  the  Mayor  of  Boston  has  had 
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all  this  time  to  make  suggestions  in  regard  to  the 
spending  of  SIO.000,000  on  different  projects,  and 
until  now  has  not  availed  himself  of  the  oppor- 
tunity. Now,  this  order  has  come  in  here  and  we 
are  simply  asking  for  a  week's  delay  before  we 
vote  upon  it,  so  that  we  may  at  least  know  some- 
thing about  it. 

Coun.  BARKER — Mr.  President,  not  merely 
as  a  representative  in  this  body  of  the  East  Bos- 
ton section,  but  as  a  representative  of  the  people 
of  Boston,  realizing  the  importance  at  this  time 
of  employing  our  citizens  on  important  public 
works,  I  certainly  favor  the  passage  of  this  order. 
We  all  know  what  a  serious  situation  is  con- 
fronting many  people  in  this  city.  If  I  were 
not  a  member  of  the  body,  I  perhaps  might  be  in 
the  line  below.  I  certainly  agree  with  every- 
thing that  the  gentleman  from  Ward  8  (Coun. 
Dowd)  has  said,  and  I  feel  that  this  order  should 
pass  today. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  I  move  reference 
of  the  matter  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.   POWER — Mr.   President,   before  this  is 
referred    to    the    Executive    Committee,   I    desire 
to  say  just  a  word.     I   happened  to  be   outside 
and  have  not  heard  all  that  has  been  going  on, 
but  I  did  hear  the  councilor  from  Hyde  Park  (Coun. 
Norton)    say   that   all   there   was   in  the   subway 
was  helping  out  the    mixed  concrete  and    lumber 
men.     I    wonder   if    he   takes    into    consideration 
the  fact  that  this  subway  out   Huntington  avenue 
is  necessary.     We  are  going  out  that  way  today 
in  street  cars,   about  a  mile  and  a  quarter  or  a 
mile  and  a  half  outside  of  the  city,  and  it  takes 
three-quarters  of  an  hour  to  an  hour,  whereas  if 
this  subway  was  put  through  we  could  run  out 
in  ten  or  twelve  minutes.     That  is  the  only  sec- 
tion  of   Boston   that   has   not   got   rapid   transit. 
We    are    not    interested    in    contractors    or    any- 
thing of  the  sort  in  my  section  of  the  city.     We 
are  interested   in  having  a   subway,   so  that   we 
may  have  better  transportation,  the  same  trans- 
portation  that   is    afforded    to   every    other    part 
of  the  City  of  Boston.     The  councilor  will  admit 
that   traffic   has   been   greatly  delayed   on   Hunt- 
ington  avenue,    Elevated   traffic   and   automobile 
traffic,    and    we   are    going    to 'have   that   traffic 
increased    by    perhaps    millions    of    automobiles 
on  Huntington  avenue  next  year  when  the  new 
Worcester    turnpike    comes    down    to    Brookline 
Village    and    into    Huntington   avenue.     He   ad- 
mitted  awhile   ago   that   he   would   favor   under- 
passes   and    over-passes    on    Huntington    avenue. 
If  he  admits  that,  it  is  clear  that  relief  is  needed. 
And    still    he   is    simply    talking    about    concrete 
and  lumber  men.    I  say  that  this  subway  is  posi- 
tively necessary.     We  are  not  interested  in  con- 
crete or  lumber,  but  we  are  interested  in  having 
the  proper  transportation  facilities  for  our  people. 
Then,  this  work  is  to  be  done  by  men  living  in 
our  city,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  a  large  num- 
ber   of    men    will    be    employed.     We    all   know 
what  a  large  number  of  men  were  put  at  work 
at    Governor    square,    which    was    probably    the 
greatest   achievement   in   the   City   of   Boston,   if 
not  in  the  whole  state,  both  in  the  importance 
of  the  work  itself  to  the  people  and  in  the  fact 
that    employment   was    furnished   to    those    men. 
When  he  now  talks   about   work   on    the  streets 
and   the   employment   that   will   be   furnished   to 
a  large  number  of  men,  he  himself,  a  few  months 
■  ago,  quoting  some  expert  in  London  or  England, 
said  that  on  roads  involving  an  expense  of  mil- 
lions of  dollars  only  a  few  men  were  employed. 
But  he  now  says,  "Put  men  at  work  on  streets, 
thereby    employing   more    men    than   you    would 
on  subways."     We  know   that  if  the   88,500,000 
were   given,   3,000   men   would   be   put    at    work 
on  this  subway,  and  when  two  and  one  half  mil- 
lions are  given,  while  the  number  employed  will 
be   proportionately   smaller,   there   will  still  be   a 
large  number   of   men  put  at  work,   many  more 
men  than  would  ever  be  put  at  work  on  the  streets, 
and   different    classes    of    men.     Draftsmen,    rod- 
men,    engineers,    all   kinds  of    mechanics,    will   be 
employed,    as    well    as    laborers,    while    work    on 
the    streets    would    practically    take    in    laborers 
and  no  others.     I   am  in  favor   of  work   on  the 
streets,  also;  I  am  in  favor  of  whatever  building 
can  be  done,   of  any  public  works  program  that 
is    going   to    put    men    at   work.     Our    President 
says  that  4,000,000  men  have  gone  back  to  work 
throughout  the  country  under  the  new  program, 
which  hasn't  really   got   started   yet.     I   say,   let 
us  cut  out  the  red  tape;  let  us  do  something  sub- 
stantial, and  let  us  help  the  President  in  putting 
men  back  at  work. 


Coun.  ROBERTS— Mr.  President,  I  also  desire 
to  say  just  a  word  in  line  with  what  has  been  said 
by  the  gentleman  who  has  just  spoken.  Let  us 
get  in  line,  in  this  matter  of  public  works,  with  other 
large  cities  of  the  country,  with  New  York,  New 
Orleans,  San  Francisco,  and  other  large  cities  of 
the  United  States,  which  have  already  started  and 
have  well  under  way  a  public  works  program, 
while  Boston  and  Massachusetts  stand  alone  in 
having  started  nothing.  Being  satisfied  that  this 
project  is  not  only  going  to  be  a  valuable  project 
from  the  point  of  view  of  the  public,  but  is  also 
going  t  put  men  at  work,  I  am  going  to  favor  it 
and  I  think  the  time  to  vote  for  it  is  today,  so 
that  a  start  may  be  made  as  soon  as  possible. 
Personally,  I  am  in  favor  of  taking  it  up  today 
in  our  executive  session,  under  the  motion  that 
has  been  made,  and  sending  for  Colonel  Sullivan, 
so  that  we  may  find  out  what  is  proposed  and  how 
many  men  are  going  to  be  put  at  work. 

President  McGRATH— The  matter  will  be 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee,  and  the 
City  Messenger  will  be  instructed  to  ask  Colonel 
Sullivan  or  his  representative  to  appear  before  us 
in  the  committee. 

The  order  was  referred  to  Executive  Committee.

F.  Donovan  Boulevard,  we  are  honoring  a  young 
man  who  served  for  years  in  this  body  and  who 
had  the  love  and  admiration  of  every  member 
of  the  body.  This  particular  street,  the  name 
of  which  it  is  proposed  to  change,  is  in  the  part 
of  East  Boston  where  the  late  Timothy  F.  Dono- 
van was  born,  raised  and  lived  his  life.  Since 
the  coming  of  the  East  Boston  Tunnel,  Porter 
street  has  been  widened  to  about  three  times 
its  original  width.  It  has  been  made  into  a 
boulevard,  being  no  longer  a  street,  and  I  know 
that  each  and  every  member  of  the  body  who 
served  with  the  late  Timothy  F.  Donovan  will 
be  pleased  to  have  this  change  of  name  made. 
It  will  be  quite  an  honor  to  the  memory  of  the 
late  member,  also.  Therefore,  I  ask  a  suspension 
of  the  rule  and  a  passage  of  the  order.

NIGHT    SESSIONS    FOR    TRAFFIC    CASES. 

Coun.  BARKER  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  Municipal 
Court  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  establish  a  night  session  for  the  judging  of 
traffic  cases  in  Suffolk  County. 

Coun.  BARKER — Mr.  President,  I  am  in- 
terested in  this  order  because  of  the  fact  that, 
in  East  Boston,  as  in  other  sections  of  the  city — 
as  many  of  my  colleagues  know — there  are  many 
traffic  cases  where  men  who  work  hard  in  the 
daytime  are  called  into  court  and  are  put  to 
great  inconvenience  and  loss  of  a  day's  pay, 
simply  in  connection  with  traffic  violations.  I 
think,  therefore,  that  we  should  have  a  night 
session,  so  that  these  persons  violating  the  traffic 
rules  may  be  saved  expense  and  may  be  prevented 
from  being  taken  away  from  their  work  when  they 
have  to  come  into  court.  I  ask  a  suspension  of 
the  rule  for  the  passage  of  the  order. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

INFORMATION  ASKED  OF  INSTITUTIONS 
COMMISSIONER. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Institutions  Commissioner 
be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
answer  the  following  interrogations  propounded 
by  the  City  Council: 

First,  What  statute  or  ordinance,  if  any,  allows 
the  Institutions  Commissioner  to  collect  his  salary 
and  in  addition  is  found,  from  the  City  of  Boston? 

Second,  Why  the  commissioner  wrote  to  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Catholic  Archdiocese  demanding 
the  removal  of  the  Reverend  Chaplain  at  Long 
Island? 

Third,  Why  was  the  nine  hundred-dollar  piano, 
Model  F,  Chickering  Grand,  bought  August  16, 
1932,  department  order  4273,  for  the  Recreation 
Building,  taken  away  from  the  inmates  and  trans- 
ferred to  the  commissioner's  home? 

Fourth,  Who  issued  the  order  forbidding  bathing 
at  the  front  beach,  and  why? 

Fifth,  Who  issued  the  order  forbidding  the 
employees  to  walk  on  the  granolithic  walks  at 
night  when  off  duty,  and  why? 

Sixth,  Under  what  authority  does  the  commis- 
sioner use  the  Institutions  boat  for  pleasure? 

Seventh,  Who  is  the  real  Institutions  Commis- 
sioner? 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President  and  members  of 
the  Council,  some  time  ago  the  Superintendent  of 
Long  Island  was  deliberately  framed  and  his 
position  was  abolished.  Chapter  3  of  the  Ordi- 
nances of  1920  specifically  provides  merely  that 
the  Institutions  Commissioner  shall  receive  a 
salary  of  $7,500  a  year.  When  the  position  of 
superintendent  was  abolished,  Commissioner 
Maguire  moved  to  Long  Island,  where  he  received 
the  compensation  provided  for  under  the  ordi- 
nances, and  is  also  found.  According  to  the 
commissioner's  own  statement,  at  the  time  when 
Superintendent  Higgins'  position  was  abolished, 
according  to  Commissioner  Maguire,  the  "found" 
amounted  to  $4,500  a  year.  If  that  is  so,  in 
addition  to  his  compensation  of  $7,500  the  com- 
missioner is  now  receiving  an  amount  which  brings 
his  compensation  up  to  $12,000  a  year.  It  is  also 
rather  a  peculiar  coincidence,  in  connection  with 
the  allotment  of  food  to  the  commissioner  at  Long 
Island,  something  to  which  he  has  no  right  at  all 
under  our  ordinances,  three  times  the  necessary 
amount  of  food  is  used  in  that  house.  For  ex- 
ample, two  weeks  ago  yesterday  nine  chickens 
and  a  leg  of  lamb  were  sent  to  the  commissioner's 
house.  I  wonder  if  all  the  relatives  of  the  Maguires 
in  and  around  the  City  of  Boston  were  being 
entertained?  Then,  we  find  in  one  week  alone 
down  at  the  laundry,  that  over  eighteen  linen 
tablecloths  were  sent  to  the  laundry  by  the 
Maguire  household.  In  my  second  request  I 
want  the  commissioner  to  advise  us  why  the 
Reverend  Chidwick  was  removed.  For  eight 
years  he  was  on  Long  Island,  beloved  by  every 
individual,  by  the  old  inmates,  so  greatly  beloved 
that  up  to  the  present  time  the  very  mention  of  his 
name    brings    tears    to    their    eyes,    because    this 


Reverend  Chaplain  for  eight  years  went  through 
the  different  wards  with  a  smile  and  a  cheerful 
word  for  each  one.  Why  was  he  framed  by  Com- 
missioner Maguire?  Why  was  his  removal  asked 
for?  And  there  was  a  girl — we  all  know  the 
scandal  of  a  few  months  ago — who,  on  the  advice 
of  a  social  worker  and  the  consent  of  the  commis- 
sioner, underwent  an  illegal  operation.  She  re- 
ported it,  as  a  Catholic,  to  the  chaplain,  and  the 
chaplain  said,  "This  practice  has  got  to  stop." 
And  it  wasn't  this  girl  alone,  but  there  were  seven 
other  women,  unmarried  women,  at  the  Long 
Island  Hospital,  who  had  illegal  operations  per- 
formed on  them,  and  one  of  those  women  is  now 
a  mental  wreck  at  the  State  Hospital.  But 
because  this  Reverend  Father  did  his  duty,  report- 
ing it  through  the  regular  channels,  he  was  framed. 
The  commissioner  applied  for  his  removal  to  the 
Provincial  at  St.  Mary's  Church,  in  which  the 
island  lies,  and  wanted  the  chaplain  removed. 
But  the  Provincial  Father  said,  "As  long  as  I  am 
in  charge,  he  will  never  be  removed."  And  then 
the  commissioner  did  what?  He  waited  until  the 
highest  authority  in  the  Catholic  Archdiocese  had 
sailed  from  America,  and  wrote  a  cowardly  letter 
to  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  attacking  this 
ehaplain  who  for  all  these  years  had  served  at 
Long  Island,  and  the  Reverend  Father  was  re- 
moved from  the  island.  Then,  when  the  inmates 
wanted  to  tender  him  a  reception  at  the  island,  on 
his  departure,  the  commissioner  refused  to  allow 
them  to  do  so.  They  were  not  even  given  a 
chance  to  say  good-by,  although  a  few  did  so. 
But  a  stool  pigeon  of  Commissioner  Maguire  was 
there  and  mentioned  the  names  of  every  individual 
who  did  so,  and  every  one  of  them  was  called 
before  the  commissioner  and  reprimanded  for  say- 
ing good-by  to  the  Reverend  Father.  I  know  full 
well  that  I  have  disagreed  at  times  very  strongly 
with  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  but  I  realize  at  the 
same  time  that  he  has  done  everything  he  possibly 
could  for  those  poor  souls  who  probably  will  never 
again  see  the  mainland,  and  I  know  that  he  does 
not  realize  what  the  conditions  existing  at  Long 
Island  are.  On  the  commissioner's  say-so  this 
chaplain  was  removed,  a  chaplain  who  was  dear 
to  the  inmates,  as  I  say,  and  the  mere  mention 
of  his  name  today  brings  tears  to  their  eyes.  The 
Reverend  Father  was  sent  away  from  the  island 
heartbroken.  I  am,  therefore,  going  to  ask  the 
Mayor,  if  he  finds  my  allegations  correct — as  he 
certainly  will — to  remove  the  commissioner  for 
malfeasance  in  office.  He  raised  his  right  hand 
to  God  when  he  took  the  office,  and  took  an  oath 
that  he  would  administer  the  affairs  of  the  island 
as  they  should  be  administered.  But  what  do  we 
find?  I  now  come  to  my  third  question,  in  regard 
to  the  piano  that  was  bought  for  the  Recreation 
Building  down  there.  This  Council  in  its  wisdom, 
desiring  to  do  what  could  be  done  for  the  comfort 
of  those  at  Long  Island,  appropriated  $300,000  for 
a  new  Recreation  Building,  for  which  we  provided 
furniture  and  fixtures  and  means  of  entertainment. 
One  of  those  means  was  a  Chickering  Grand  piano. 
Now,  Mr.  President,  the  statutes  and  ordinances 
specifically  state  that  money  appropriated  must 
be  used  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  appro- 
priated. This  piano,  costing  $900,  was  bought 
for  that  new  Recreation  Building  and  it  went 
down  there  and  was  placed  in  the  Recreation 
Building.  But,  lo  and  behold,  the  Maguires 
having  taken  charge  of  the  island,  Mrs.  Maguire 
went  down  there  and  played  the  piano,  and  then 
made  this  caustic  and  sarcastic  remark, — "This 
piano  is  too  good  for  the  paupers.  Send  it  to  my 
house."  So  they  sent  the  piano  to  the  Maguire 
home  on  Long  Island.  Can  you,  Mr.  President, 
or  can  any  member  of  this  Council  justify  that 
act?  Is  there  anything  more  low,  more  degrading 
or  small,  than  talcing  a  little  bit  of  pleasure  away 
from  the  lives  of  those  inmates?  That  piano  was 
thus  taken  away,  and  then  they  went  down  into 
the  cellar  of  the  Maguire  household  and  picked 
up  a  $10  antiquated  tin  can  that  had  been  there 
seventy-five  years,  without  a  back,  and  sent  it  to 
the  new  $300,000  Recreation  Building,  and  put 
up  an  old  soap  box  upon  which  they  could  sit  to 
play.  Can  you  imagine  the  picture  of  an  old  soap 
box  with  some  books  on  it,  if  somebody  wants  to 
play  that  piano?  And  that  is  where  the  money 
that  this  Council  appropriated  went  to,  into 
Commissioner  Maguire's  home.  And  so  I  charge 
the  Mayor  with  the  responsibility,  if  my  allegation 
is  correct, — and  it  is, — of  removing  the  commis- 
sioner. I  understand  that  the  commissioner  is 
going  to  resign,  but  I  challenge  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  with  the  duty  of  removing  him  before  he 
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gets  a  chance  to  resign  from  that  position.  What 
else  do  we  find?  For  many  years  employees  of  the 
institution  were  allowed  to  bathe  on  the  front 
beach  at  Long  Island.  Nobody  questioned  it  or 
stopped  it  until  the  Maguires  took  charge  at  the 
island,  and  they  immediately  issued  an  order  to 
stop  bathing  on  the  front  beach,  so  that  if  anybody 
wanted  to  go  bathing  they  had  to  go  to  the  back 
wharf,  where  there  was  great  danger  and  no  pro- 
tection whatever.  And  conditions  at  Long 
Island  got  so  bad  that  something  else  happened. 
The  Mayor  of  Boston,  out  of  the  generosity  of  his 
heart,  donated  an  altar  in  memory  of  his  beloved 
wife,  and  the  man  in  charge  of  the  garden  day  in 
and  day  out  provided  flowers  for  the  little  altar. 
But  when  the  Maguires  took  charge,  all  flowers 
went  to  their  house.  And  how  about  the  amount 
paid  for  a  shipkeeper,  Mr.  Commissioner?  What 
do  you  want  a  shipkeeper  for?  He  is  only  a 
temporary  man,  and  you  want  to  give  him  82,000 
a  year,  although  he  is  pensioned  by  the  United 
States  Government.  I  telephoned  the  Mayor's 
office  not  to  allow  that  to  go  through.  Then,  the 
Maguires  use  the  boat  down  there  as  a  pleasure 
yacht.  At  any  time  when  any  member  of  the 
Maguire  household  wants  to  get  a  finger  wave  or 
a  pair  of  stockings,  the  boat  is  on  call.  It  is  sup- 
posed to  make  two  trips  a  day,  instead  of  seven 
or  eight  trips.  That  can  be  proven  by  the  coal 
consumption  and  by  the  help  on  the  boat.  Now, 
as  to  the  question  of  who  is  the  commissioner; 
Is  it  Commissioner  Maguire  or  his  wife:  I  chal- 
lenge that  Long  Island  has  been  demoralized  with 
the  advent  of  the  Maguires  on  the  island.  Girls 
who  have  studied  to  become  nurses  and  who  have 
lived  in  good  homes  have  been  insulted  through 
the  arrogance  of  Mrs.  Maguire,  who  goes  into 
their  apartments  telling  them  what  to  do  and  what 
not  to  do.  Oh,  I  know  only  too  well  that  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  does  not  know  what  is  going  on 
down  there.  Some  one  may  say  that  is  it  only 
through  breach  of  etiquette  that  these  things  are 
done,  but  I  say  that  they  are  done  in  defiance  of 
our  laws  and  ordinances.  What  right  has  a  man 
who  is  allowed  under  the  ordinances  87,500  a  year 
to  go  down  there  to  Long  Island  and  be  found  at 
an  expense  of  thousands  and  thousands  of  dollars? 
I  say  that  the  lowest  thing  was  to  send  this  scan- 
dalous letter  in  regard  to  the  chaplain  to  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Archdiocese,  asking  that  the 
chaplain  be  removed.  I  hope  that  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  will  look  into  these  things  and  that  he  will 
immediately  order  this  baby  grand  piano  to  be 
taken  away  from  the  Maguire  home  and  placed 
where  it  belongs.  I  hope  also  that  the  Mayor 
will  immediately  order  the  Maguires  off  the  island, 
and  if  the  Mayor  complies  with  the  law-  he  has 
nothing  else  to  do.  As  I  have  said  in  regard  to 
the  piano,  the  money  was  appropriated  for  one 
specific  purpose,  and  could  properly  be  used  only 
for  that  purpose,  and  Commissioner  Maguire  in 
this  as  in  other  matters  has  committed  mal- 
feasance in  office  and  should  be  removed  at  once. 
He  is  also  inefficient;  and  if  you,  Mr.  President, 
or  any  other  member  goes  down  there  you  cannot 
get  a  private  interview  with  the  commissioner. 
Mrs.  Maguire  stands  over  you.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  she  is  the  real  commissioner.  I  now  call 
upon  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  act  if  my  allegations 
are  correct,  as  I  know  they  are,  and  to  discharge 
the  commsisioner  without  any  further  delay  or 
hesitation. 

Coun.  BURKE— Mr.  President,  I  move  that 
we  send  for  the  commissioner.  I  don't  know 
how  long  it  might  take  to  get  the  commissioner 
here,  but  these  charges  are  sufficient,  I  think,  to 
warrant  immediate  action,  if  true.  I  move, 
therefore,  that  we  send  for  the  commissioner  to 
come  before  the  body. 

President  McGRATH — The  question  is  on 
suspension  of  the  rule.

EXECUTIVE   COMMITTEE   REPORTS. 

Coun.  GALLAGHER,  for  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, submitted  the  following: 

1.  Report  on  order  (referred  today)  that  the 
Mayor  be  asked  to  intercede  with  Massachusetts 
Housing  Commission  and  ask  immediate  action 
on  approval  of  Columbia  Gardens,  in  Ward  13 — 
that  same  ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  said  order  passed. 

2.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  today)  for  transfers  within  departmental 
appropriations — that  same  ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  said  orders  passed,  yeas  20, 
nays  0. 

3.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  today)  transferring  §4,000  for  Welfare 
Department  equipment — that  same  ought  to 
pass. 

Report  accepted;  said  order  passed,  yeas  19, 
nays — Coun.  Curtis — 1. 

4.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order  (re- 
ferred today)  approving  expenditure  of  82,500,000 
for  subway  under  Huntington  avenue,  from  Cop- 
ley square  to  West  Newton  street,  in  accordance 
with  section  2,  Part  1,  chapter  366,  of  Acts  of 
1933, — that  same  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  shall  be 
very  brief.  I  am  opposed  to  the  expenditure  of 
two  and  one-half  millions  for  the  subway,  especially 
when  it  is  considered  in  connection  with  the  ex- 
penditure we  are  already  making  in  connection 
with  the  new  East  Boston  Vehicular  Tunnel,  and 
in  other  directions.  We  have  a  tremendous 
financial  burden  on  our  hands.  Last  year  the 
Boston  Elevated  placed  on  the  backs  of  our  Boston 
taxpayers  a  deficit  of  one  and  three-fourths  millions: 
This  is  really  merely  the  old  item  of  eight  and  one- 
half  millions  for  Huntington  avenue,  because  it 
is  simply  the  start.  It  does  not  take  care  of  the 
main  problem  of  congestion  on  Massachusetts 
and  Huntington  avenues.  It  will  take  care  of 
only  about  twenty  electric  cars  per  hour.  And 
we  ought  to  be  particularly  slow  in  making  appro- 
priations of  this  kind,  having  in  view  the  pending 
improvements  in  new  electric  cars,  high  speed 
trolleys,  and  motor  buses.  Therefore,  I  am 
opposed  to  this  proposed  expenditure  of  two  and 
one-half  million  dollars.  If  we  want  to  employ 
men  and  also  carry  out  important  public  work, 
we  can  start  next  week  spending  money  on  our 
streets.  It  may  be  said  that  we  could  not  put 
many  men  at  work  on  the  streets;  that  the  work 
would  be  done  by  machines.  That  is  so  on  many 
of  the  new  street  projects,  but  when  it  comes  to 
fixing  up  our  streets,  putting  them  in  the  condi- 
tion they  should  be  in,  many  men  can  be  em- 
ployed. I  am,  therefore,  opposed  to  this  pro- 
posed expenditure  of  two  and  one-half  millions 
in  connection  with  the  subway  out  Huntington 
avenue.  It  will  simply  mean  additional  money 
coming  out  of  the  taxpayers  of  Boston — largely, 
as  I  have  said,  to  be  paid  to  concrete  and  lumber 
men — at  a  time  when  our  people,  and  this  means 
very  largely  in  the  final  analysis  the  rentpayers, 
are  being  greatly  overburdened. 

Coun.  CURTIS— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  record  my  position  on  the  proposition,  also.  I 
believe  the  only  merit  of  a  scheme  like  this  is  that 
it  will  put  men  at  work.  That  is  something  that 
we  should  all  be  very  glad — and  which  I  per- 
sonally would  be  very  glad — to  vote  for,  if  it  was 
also  accomplishing  a  corresponding  public  benefit; 
but  I  believe  it  is  possible  to  put  men  at  work  and 
spend  two  and  one-half  million  dollars  in  this 
city  on  some  proposition  that  is  going  to  be  a 
real  utility  to  the  people  of  Boston.  I  do  not 
believe  that  this  proposition  would  be  of  real 
utility  to  the  people  of  Boston  in  general,  for 
three  reasons.  In  the  first  place,  what  have  we 
got?  Look  at  the  plan.  It  simply  covers  a  short 
little  stretch  from  Copley  square  up  to  Mechanics 
Hall.  That  is  all  it  is.  We  have  already  a  sub- 
way running  up  Boylston  street,  with  an  entrance 
at  Copley  square.  So  this  proposition  is  neither 
one  thing  nor  the  other.  It  does  not  provide  rapid 
transit  for  the  people  of  the  district  that  would 
be  served  by  this  line.  It  is  only  a  short  stretch, 
not  a  real  rapid  transit  proposition.     Second,  it 
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is  not  a  real  traffic  relief  proposition.  We  have 
had  opportunities  to  make  expenditures  of  money 
that  would  be  a  great  improvement  to  our  traffic 
conditions — like  the  traffic  circle  at  Charles  street. 
If  anybody  is  looking  for  a  chance  to  improve 
traffic  conditions,  something  like  that  would  offer 
an  opportunity  for  the  expenditure  of  money  that 
would  be  of  real  benefit1  to  the  traveling  public, 
accomplishing  far  more  than  would  be  accom- 
plished by  this  little  proposed  stretch  of  subway 
from  Copley  square  up  to  Mechanics  Hall.  In 
the  third  place,  we  all  know  that  subway  lines  and 
trolley  lines  may  be  pretty  nearly  obsolete  in 
twenty-five  years.  They  are  a  burden  on  the 
people  of  Boston.  So  I  believe  we  have  a  proposi- 
tion here  that  originally  may  have  been  a  useful 
rapid  transit  project  that  was  worth  the  money, 
but  now  it  is  neither  one  thing  nor  the  other.  It 
is  neither  a  real  rapid  transit  improvement  nor  a 
real  traffic  improvement.  It  is  just  a  way  of 
spending  money  and  putting  men  at  work,  and  I 
say  that  a  dozen  ways  can  be  found  around  the 
city  of  placing  men  at  work  on  things  that  would 
be  of  more  real  utility  to  the  people  of  Boston. 
So  I  hope  the  order  will  not  go  through.  Presi- 
dent McGrath  spoke  to  us  today  about  a  proposi- 
tion that  would  mean  the  building  of  housing  for 
the  people  of  Boston  near  the  waterfront  on  land 
that  is  now  simply  a  dump.  It  looks  as  if  there 
might  be  something  in  that  proposition,  and  I 
would  say  offhand  that  something  of  that  sort 
appeals  to  me  a  great  deal  more  than  this  proposi- 
tion, which  I  believe  will  be  a  liability  and  not 
an  asset  to  the  people  of  Boston.  When  we  come 
to  pass  the  budget  next  year,  we  must  remember 
that  the  debt  requirement  on  this  two  and  one-half 
million  dollars  must  be  met,  as  it  must  be  met 
for  the  next  forty  years,  adding  materially  to  the 
debt  of  the  city.  The  interest  on  the  loan  require- 
ment will  be  over  $100,000  a  year.  We  have  got 
to  be  careful,  Mr.  President.  We  have  to  go  in 
for  propositions  that  will  be  of  real  benefit  to  the 
city  and  will  also  help  out  in  relieving  the  unem- 
ployment situation,  but  let  us  go  in  for  the  right 
ones. 

Coun.  ROBERTS— Mr.  President,  the  remarks 
of  the  two  distinguished  colleagues  who  have 
spoken  in  opposition  to  this  plan  indicate  the 
difficulty  of  getting  together  on  a  program,  the 
working  out  of  which  will  not  only  mean  a  benefit 
to  the  public  but  the  relieving  of  unemployment. 
I  remember  when  a  street  program  was  discussed 
awhile  ago  both  of  the  colleagues  expressed  an 
opinion  against  the  construction  of  streets.  At 
the  present  time  their  opinion  seems  to  have 
changed.  Of  course,  they  are  not  to  be  subjected 
to  criticism  for  having  changed  their  minds,  but  it 
simply  indicates  the  difficulty  we  have  in  getting 
started  on  public  improvements.  And  we  are 
behind  other  large  cities  of  this  country,  Mr. 
President,  in  a  public  works  program.  The 
President  of  the  United  States  is  committed  to 
public  works  in  the  present  crisis  with  which  we 
are  confronted,  but  Boston  is  lagging  behind.  The 
trouble  is  that  every  program  suggested  is  met 
with  this  same  opposition.  One  of  the  things  I 
wanted  to  learn  from  the  chairman  of  the  Transit 
Commission  when  he  came  before  us  today  was 
how  many  men  this  proposition  would  put  at  work. 
He  said  that  if  we  passed  the  order  it  would  mean 
that  700  would  be  put  at  work  within  a  reasonable 
time.  We  have  discussed  the  Huntington  avenue 
situation  pro  and  con  several  times  already  in  the 
body,  and  I  don't  think  any  man  can  justly  say 
that  the  carrying  out  of  the  project  now  suggested 
will  not  mean  an  improvement  in  our  transporta- 
tion facilities.  In  New  York  they  are  building 
another  tunnel  across  the  Hudson  river,  San 
Francisco  is  spending  millions  of  dollars  along  this 
same  line,  similar  work  is  being  done  in  Detroit, 
and  it  seems  to  me  that  Boston  should  also  do  its 
part,  not  only  in  carrying  out  an  important  public 
improvement,  but  in  helping  out  our  working 
class,  who  have  not  had  a  break  for  years.  For 
that  reason  I  propose  to  vote  for  this  order,  which 
will  mean  putting  a  large  number  of  men  at  work, 
and  putting  them  at  work  right  away. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  propose  to 
vote  for  the  project.  The  reason  I  intend  to  vote 
for  it  is  because  of  the  fact  that  the  job  is  going  to 
be  conducted  by  day  labor,  and  that  within  a  short 
time  several  hundred  men,  who  must  be  citizens 
and  residents  of  Boston,  will  go  to  work  on  the 
project.  Due  to  the  fact  that  many  of  the  men 
who  will  thus  receive  work  are  now  getting  welfare 
or  soldiers'  relief  from  the  city,  I  claim  that  the 
people  of  Boston  will  not  only  get  the  benefit  of  a 


great  public  improvement,  but  will  also  save 
thousands  of  dollars  that  would  otherwise  be 
given  out  without  any  such  return.  If  this  were  a 
question  of  contractors  getting  the  money,  I  would 
be  against  it,  because  I  know  that  they  are  hiring 
residents  of  adjoining  cities  and  towns  on  Boston 
projects.  That  I  would  certainly  be  against. 
But  under  the  supervision  of  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment I  know  that  the  men  who  will  go  to  work 
will  be  residents  or  citizens  of  Boston,  and  70  per 
cent  of  the  amount  appropriated  will  be  spent  in 
wages.  I  realize  that  there  may  be  approximately 
a  million  dollars  go  in  some  form  of  graft.  I 
realize  that  there  will  be  plenty  of  money  spent 
for  ready-mixed  concrete  and  for  the  buying  of 
lumber,  iron  and  steel.  But  it  will  put  some  men 
at  work,  and  will  do  so  immediately,  and  doing 
that  benefits  not  only  the  home  owner  but  the 
rent  payer,  because  many  a  man  now  out  of  work 
is  unable  to  pay  his  rent  to  the  overburdened 
taxpayer.  He  will  now  have  a  weekly  stipend 
coming  in  for  perhaps  a  year  and  will  be  able  to 
pay  his  rent,  past  and  present,  to  the  owner.  I 
realize  that  perhaps  there  might  be  better  projects 
submitted,  but  nobody  seems  to  me  submitting 
them.  I  agree  with  the  colleague  from  Hyde 
Park  (Coun.  Norton)  that  construction  of  streets 
is  a  very  beneficial  way  to  spend  money  at  the 
present  time,  and  I  hope  the  Mayor  will  see  fit  out 
of  the,  remaining  seven  and  one  half  millions  to 
spend  a  good  deal  of  it  for  day  labor  on  the  streets 
of  Boston,  employing  citizens  and  residents  of 
Boston  to  do  the  work. 

Coun.  MURRAY— Mr.  President,  I  believe 
this  is  a  project  that  will  put  men  at  work,  and  I 
know  that  many  men  in  my  district  and  in  other 
parts  of  the  city  greatly  need  work  at  the  present 
time.  This  will  at  least  mean  a  start  on  this  plan, 
which  I  think  is  a  very  important  plan  and  very 
greatly  for  the  benefit  of  the  citizens  of  Boston, 
and  I  trust  that  in  the  near  future  the  subway 
will  go  to  South  Huntington  avenue  and  that  it 
will  ultimately  result  in  taking  down  the  Elevated 
structure  at  Forest  Hills.  We  will  then  have 
subway  accommodations  to  properly  take  care  of 
the  people  of  that  district.  I  asked  the  chairman 
of  the  Transit  Commission  if  it  was  proposed  to 
put  citizens  of  Boston  only  at  work,  and  he  assured 
me  that  that  was  so;  that  some  of  the  work  at 
Kenmore  was  done  outside  of  Boston,  and  was 
somewhat  different  in  that  respect.  But  he 
informed  me  that  this  was  a  Boston  project  and 
that  the  money  coming  from  Washington  to 
Boston  would  be  spent  only  for  Boston  men. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN — Mr.  President,  ever  since 
I  have  been  a  member  of  the  Council  we  have 
weighed  many  projects  with  reference  to  the  num- 
ber of  people  who  would  be  put  at  work  by  the 
passage  of  a  particular  proposition.  I  think  the 
best  possible  opportunity  to  put  men  at  work  is 
afforded  through  a  project  of  this  kind,  a  subway. 
In  most  of  the  things  brought  before  us  only  a 
handful  of  men  are  put  at  work,  even  though 
many  thousand  dollars  are  spent.  But  I  feel  that 
we  must  consider  that  the  putting  of  a  la  rge 
number  of  men  at  work  is  the  real  prime  motive 
in  balancing  up  these  things,  assuming,  of  course, 
that  the  thing  done  is  for  the  public  benefit. 
I  certainly  feel  that  this  proposed  improvement, 
building  this  subway  at  the  present  time,  will  be  a 
real  benefit  to  the  people  of  this  city,  and  I  believe 
that  in  time  to  come  all  our  transportation  should 
be  underground  and  not  on  the  surface.  We 
realize  that  we  now  have  an  archaic  system,  and 
that  eventually  we  will  have  to  spend  the  money 
necessary  to  put  that  kind  of  transportation  under- 
ground. We  now  have  an  opportunity  to  do  that 
with  government  money,  obtained  at  a  very  low 
interest  charge  against  the  city.  So  I  feel  that 
we  should  take  advantage  of  the  opportunity  at 
this  time,  because  when  times  are  normalized  we 
will  have  a  great  deal  of  difficulty  in  raising  the 
necessary  funds  to  meet  increased  cost  of  materials. 
For  that  reason,  I  intend  to  vote  for  the  measure. 

Coun.  POWER— Mr.  President,  I  don't  want  to 
take  up  too  much  time  of  the  Council  again  on 
this  project.  Every  time  it  has  come  up  I  have 
had  something  to  say,  and  I  thought  I  had  made 
myself  clear  on  those  different  occasions.  But  it 
does  seem  to  me  that  we  should  in  this  way  take 
advantage  of  the  financial  opportunity  given  to 
us  by  the  Federal  Government.  Every  other  city 
and  town  in  the  United  States  has  taken  advantage 
of  it  already,  and,  as  the  councilor  from  Ward  4 
(Coun.  Roberts)  has  said,  we  have  not  yet  got 
started.  So  I  Feel  that  we  might  as  well  get 
started   right   away   and   take   advantage   of   this 
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chance  which  has  been  given  to  us.  It  is  not  a 
question  of  putting  the  thing  through  without  an 
opportunity  of  thinking  it  over.  We  have  had  it 
before  us  in  one  form  or  another  for  a  year  and  a 
half  or  two  years.  Last  year  the  Legislature 
passed  it  and  the  Governor  signed  it.  And  here 
it  is  again  now,  after  its  rejection  previously. 
I  say,  let  us  get  to  work  and  put  men  back  at 
work.  There  are  plenty  of  them  loafing  now, 
and  let  us  cut  the  red  tape  and  get  going.  We 
now  hear  objection  from  some  of  the  members 
on  the  ground  that  this  is  only  a  small  subway. 
Well,  they  opposed  this  subway  also  when  it  was 
going  out  to  South  Huntington  avenue.  But  what 
is  here  proposed  is  in  line  with  what  we  are  after. 
It  is  what  we  have  been  after  for  a  long  time  in 
my  section.  Don't  let  us  be  fooled,  either,  by 
this  talk  about  ready-mixed  concrete.  There  will 
be  only  $200,000  or  $300,000  spent  on  ready-mixed 
concrete,  which  is  a  small  item,  and  men  comprising 
every  kind  of  mechanic  and  laborer  will  be  put  at 
work  on  this  subway.  I  say,  cut  out  the  red  tape 
and  let  us  get  going. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  being  one  of 
the  proponents  of  the  original  subway,  I  feel  that 
we  should  now  go  along  on  this  subway  project, 
regardless  of  the  limitations  placed  upon  it.  We 
will  at  least  be  starting  the  public  works  program 
that  has  been  delayed  by  dilatory  action  at  the 
State  House.  This  is  the  beginning  of  a  plan 
initiated  by  the  President  of  the  United  States 
to  put  men  at  work  during  the  winter  of  1933-34. 
It  is  the  only  practical  plan  so  far  presented  for, 
putting  men  at  work  in  the  wintertime.  We 
know  that  it  is  then  impossible  to  do  street  work. 
The  opportunity  is  now  afforded  to  put  700  men 
at  work  on  this  subway,  and  that  will  be  only  a 
start.  Even  the  State  Emergency  Finance  Com- 
mission admits  that  $10,000,000  should  be  used 
on  public  works  in  this  city,  and  this  will  leave 
$7,500,000  more  for  other  projects  that  will  be 
presented  following  this  particular  project.  Our 
job  at  the  present  time,  Mr.  President,  is  to  take 
care  of  people  out  of  employment  and  to  work 
along  that  end  in  harmony  with  the  National 
Recovery  Act.  Our  job  is  to  see  that  the  money 
is  spent  on  projects  that  are  utilitarian,  useful 
to  the  people  of  Boston,  and  I  don't  think  even 
the  councilor  from  the  Back  Bay  can  really  deny 
that  this  particular  project  has  a  great  deal  of 
merit.  I  trust  that  shortly  after  this  project  has 
started,  the  State  Emergency  Finance  Commis- 
sion may  see  fit  to  review  the  other  part  of  the 
project  and  have  the  work  carried  on,  so  that 
3,000  or  4,000  men  may  be  employed.  So  I  trust 
that  we  will  carry  out  a  work  and  wages  policy, 
letting  the  state  government  know  that  we  are 
cooperating  with  them  in  this  matter  and  will 
also  be  glad  to  cooperate  with  them  in  the  ex- 
penditure of  the  other  $7,500,000  in  a  way  that 
will  put  a  few  thousand  more  men  at  work. 
The  order  was  passed,  yeas  18,  nays  2 : 
Yeas — Coun.  Barker,  Brackman,  Burke,  Don- 
ovan, Dowd,  Englert,  Fish,  Gallagher,  Gleason, 
Green,  Hein,  Kelly,  Lynch,  McGrath,  Murray, 
Power,  Roberts,  Ruby — 18.

PROTECTION  OF   SCHOOL   CHILDREN. 

Coun.  RUBY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Police  Commissioner  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  inform 
the  Council  what  instructions  or  orders,  if  any, 
have  been  given  with  reference  to  the  protection 
of  children  going  to  school  by  the  police. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  was  rather 
astounded  to  read  the  report  of  the  Police  Com- 
missioner today  in  answer  to  my  request  for 
information  about  the  number  of  men  placed  in 
the  different  police  stations  of  Boston.  It  appears 
that  in  the  first  four  stations  of  Boston — Divisions 
1,  2,  4  and  6 — there  are  764  men  out  of  the  entire 
total  of  1,890  for  the  city.  It  may  be  of  interest 
to  note  that  in  a  location  such  as  Hyde  Park,  with 
all  the  miles  of  territory  that  have  to  be  covered, 
there  are  only  fifty-one  men.  In  the  district  I  am 
privileged  to  represent  in  this  body,  Division  19, 
where  there  are  upwards  of  65,000  men,  women 
and  children,  going  as  far  as  Dorchester  Lower 
Mills,  from  Columbia  road  out  Blue  Hill  avenue, 
and  then  going  to  Mattapan  square,  there  are  but 
eighty-four   men   assigned.     On   the  basis   of  the 


men  working  eight  hours  a  day,   for  that  entire 
section,    covering    miles    and    miles    of    territory, 
there  are  but  twenty-eight  men  at  any  one  time  to 
travel  to  and  fro  and  protect  the  lives  and  property 
of  those  living  in  that  division.     Is  it  any  wonder 
that  the  captains  of  such  divisions  are  unable  to 
give  us  men  for  the  protection  of   children  at  the 
very    dangerous    crossings?     Is    it    fair    that    the 
personnel   of  such  a  division  as  19,   which  should 
be  normally  120  men,  should  stand  as  it  is  today, 
so  seriously   under-manned?     That  sort   of   thing 
is  the  reason  why  there  are  so  many  breaks  in  the 
residential  part  of  Boston,  why  there  are  so  many 
accidents  which,   I  maintain,  could  be  avoided  if 
a   certain   number   of  police   officers   could   be   in- 
structed to  be  at  important  crossings  when  children 
are  going  to  and  coming  from  school.     Is  it  fair 
that  in  such  an  important  division  as  14,  in  Brigh- 
ton, there  should  be  only  ninety-five  men?     Is  it 
fair  that  such  a  section  as  Hyde  Park  should  have 
the   smallest   division,    with    only    fifty-one    men, 
allowing  less  than  seventeen  men  to  take  care  of 
such  a  division  as  that?     Is  it  fair  that  there  should 
be  only  twenty-eight  men  available  at  one  time  in 
my  section  of  Boston,  on  the  basis  of  eight-hour 
periods?     Is  it  any  wonder  that  the  men,  compelled 
to  patrol  beats  four  and  five  times  as  long  as  the 
average   are   physically   unable   to    perform    their 
duty?     Then,  the  day  officers  have  other  duties  to 
perform,  going  to  court,  and  one  thing  and  another, 
with  the  result  that  we  have  not  more  than  eight  or 
twelve   men  a  day   patrolling   mile  after   mile   of 
territory    in   such    extensive   districts    as    I    have 
referred  to.     I  do  not  see  how  it  is  possible  for  a 
patrolman,   sworn   to   do  his   duty,   to   cover   the 
number  of  miles  he  has  to  travel,  in  an  hour  or  two 
before  he  reaches  his  box.     I  do  not  see  how  we 
can  expect  to  avoid  accidents.     There  seems  to  be 
nothing  to  be  done  about  it.     The  present  com- 
missioner will  not  install  radio  to  help  relieve  the 
situation.     If   he   installed   police   radio,    with   at 
least    two    or   three    cars   travelling   through    our 
section  of  the  city,  we  would  certainly  have  that 
additional    protection.     But    as   it   is,    when    you 
pick  up  the  paper  any  day  you  will  see  that  bandits 
have  visited  this  store  or  that  place,  that  criminals 
have   committed   crimes   in   this   or   that   section, 
and  the  only  way  in  which  that  sort  of  thing  is 
combatted  is  by  having  a  patrolman  or  two  go 
through  the  streets  of  the  city  every  day.     Is  it 
any  wonder,  under  the  circumstances,  that  crime 
is    prevalent?     Is   it   any    wonder   that    criminals 
are  able  to  continue  to  rob  and  kill  the  people  of 
our  city,   when  the  commissioner  will  not  do  his 
sworn  duty?     I  believe   that   in  my   district   120 
men  should  be  the  minimum,  so  that  we  might 
have  thirty  or  forty  of  those  men  at  important 
crossings  at  times  when  they  might  protect   our 
children.     What    is    more    important    than    the 
protection  and  the  safety  of  children?     Those  of 
us  who  are  married  and  have  children  have  those 
children  sent  to  school  by  our  wives  in  the  morning, 
and  we  continually  wonder  whether  they  will  reach 
their  destination  in  safety.     In  my  own   case,   I 
have  two  children,  one  five  and  the  other  ten,  who 
are  compelled  to  cross  Blue  Hill  avenue  at  Grove 
Hall    without    protection    against    automobile    or 
street  car  traffic,  because  the  Police  Department 
cannot  spare  men  to  patrol  that  particular  section 
of  the  city  at  that  hour  in  the  day.     And  so  I 
believe  we  should  continue  this  battle  for  better 
protection  of  our  children  and  for  better  general 
protection   of   our  lives   and   property.     For  that 
reason  I  am  asking  in  this  order  that  we  be  in- 
formed what  the  Police  Commissioner  is  doing  in 
the    matter    of    safeguarding    the    lives    of    your 
children  and  my  children,  the  lives  and  safety  of 
the  children  of  the  entire  city,  who  are  compelled 
to  walk  ten  or  fifteen  minutes  from  their  homes  to 
and  from  school,  in  order  that  we  may  try  to  take 
steps  to  give  them  proper  protection.     What  does 
the  cost  in  money  mean,  Mr.  President,  in  com- 
parison with  the  safety  of  the  life  of  one  of  those 
children?     I  cannot  see  why  the  Police  Commis- 
sioner will  not  take  steps  to  bring  the  personnel  of 
the  department  up  to  its  proper  strength  so  that 
we  in  Boston  may  get  proper  police  protection. 
I  am  not  interested  in  the  rating  of  a  particular 
station  so  much  as  I  am  in  the  protection  of  the 
life   of   children.     Instead   of   having  213   men   in 
Division   1,   send  some  of  those  men  where  they 
will  do  the  most  good,  to  the  suburban  parts  of 
Boston,  where  the  automobile  traffic  is  so  heavy 
in  the  morning  and  the  afternoon,  and  give  us  the 
protection  for  our  children  that  we  deserve  and 
ought  to  get.     Instead  of  keeping  500  or  600  men 
in  the  heart  of  Boston,  send  them  into  the  suburban 
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districts,  in  order  that  our  children  may  be  pro- 
tected. I  ask  a  suspension  of  the  rule  and  the 
passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  am  quite 
interested  in  the  figures  quoted  by  the  councilor. 
Station  9  happens  to  have  jurisdiction  of  a  part 
of  my  ward.  Only  the  other  night  I  was  called 
up  by  the  lady  in  charge  of  the  library,  at  the 
junction  of  Washington  and  Richmond  streets, 
and  asked  to  go  down  there,  because  of  what  was 
going  on.  When  I  got  there  I  found  that  there 
were  twelve  or  thirteen  young  boys  and  girls 
throwing  books,  a  pple  cores  and  everything  else 
at  each  other,  and  the  lady  said  that  that  condi- 
tion existed  every  day  and  that  it  was  impossible 
for  her  to  get  a  police  officer  to  come  in  and  stop  it. 
As  a  result,  hundreds  are  deprived  of  library< 
accommodations  in  the  district.  I  have  received 
at  least  ten  letters  from  people  in  the  Codman  Hill 
section,  where  houses  have  been  broken  in — in  the 
case  of  one  woman  three  times,  once  in  one  week 
and  twice  the  second  week.  The  Police  Commis- 
sioner of  the  City  of  Boston  should  take  cog- 
nizance of  the  fact  that  he  is  not  doing  his  job  as 
Police  Commissioner  unless  he  gives  the  protection 
that  can  properly  be  required;  and  if  he  cannot 
do  so  the  matter  should  be  called  to  the  attention 
of  the  Governor  of  Massachusetts  who,  if  the 
commissioner  is  not  able  to  perform  his  duty 
properly,  should  appoint  somebody  else  qualified 
to  do  the  work,  somebody  who  will  give  the 
proper  protection  to  our  citizens. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

Sir, — Upon  receipt  of  notice  from  your  secretary 
concerning  night  session  for  traffic  cases,  I  wrote 
to  the  Police  Commissioner  and  the  Sheriff  of 
Suffolk  County  to  inquire  of  them  the  result,  in 
point  of  cost  and  convenience,  of  the  proposed 
action  so  far  as  concerns  the  Boston  Police  De- 
partment and  the  use  of  the  Suffolk  County  Court 
House.  I  have  received  no  response  from  either. 
So  far  as  concerns  the  merits  of  the  proposal, 
it  evidently  was  not  understood  that  I  have  no 
authority  to  establish  any  sessions  except  within 
the  judicial  district  of  this  court.  This  order 
apparently  emanated  from  East  Boston,  with 
which  I  have  nothing  to  do.  In  this  court  traffic 
cases  are  called  early  in  the  forenoon  and  are 
usually  disposed  of  within  an  hour  or  two.  As 
any  such  action  as  the  order  contemplates  would 
entail  additional  personnel,  the  cost  of  which  I 
estimate  to  be  not  less  than  $20,000  annually, 
I  am  unwilling  voluntarily  to  take  the  action 
proposed.  It  is  my  own  opinion,  shared  by  my 
associates,  that  the  disadvantages,  apart  from 
cost,  which  would  result  from  handling  traffic 
cases  in  the  evening  would  far  outweigh  the 
advantages  of  any  such  step.

the  call  of  the  Chair.  The  members  reassembled 
in  the  Council  Chamber  and  were  called  to  order 
by  President  McGRATH  at  3.58  p.  m. 


EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  REPORTS. 

Coun.  GALLAGHER,  for  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, submitted  the  following: 

1.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  today)  for  additional  appropriation  of 
$200  to  permit  continued  employment  of  tem- 
porary employees  in  office  of  Clerk  of  Superior 
Civil  Court — recommending  that  same  ought  to 
pass. 

2.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  orders 
(referred  today)  for  transfers  within  departmental 
appropriations — that  same  ought  to  pass. 

3.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  today)  that  City  Auditor  be  authorized 
to  transfer  from  appropriation  for  Reserve  Fund, 
$113,000,  to  appropriation  for  Soldiers'  Relief 
Department,  F-8,  Special  Items,  State  and  Mili- 
tary Aid,  Soldiers'  Relief  and  Burials  $113,000  — 
that  same  ought  to  pass. 

4.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  today)  for  transfer  of  $19,000  from 
income  of  George  F.  Parkman  Fund  to  main- 
tenance and  improvement  of  Common  and  parks 
in  existence  on  January  12,  1887 — that  same 
ought  to  pass. 

Reports  accepted;  said  orders  passed,  yeas  19, 
nays  0. 

5.  Report  on  petition  of  Marie  Stewart  (re- 
ferred today)  for  children  under  fifteen  years  of 
age  to  appear  at  William  E.  Russell  School  on 
November  10, — recommending  that  leave  be 
granted  on  usual  conditions. 

Report  accepted;  leave  granted  on  usual  con- 
ditions. 

6.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  today)  authorizing  an  extension  of 
§10,000,000  in  tax  anticipation  borrowing  power 
of  the  city — that  same  ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  said  order  read  once  and 
passed,  yeas  18,  nays  0. 

7.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  today)  that  under  provisions  of  section  23, 
chapter  54  of  General  Laws,  compensation  for 
supervisors  appointed  to  act  in  recent  city  election 
in  several  precincts  in  Ward  3  be  fixed  at  the  rate 
of  $5  per  day — that  same  ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  said  order  passed. 

8.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  orders 
(referred  today)  for  loans  for  certain  items  ap- 
proved by  State  Emergency  Finance  Board  in 
program  of  public  works — that  orders  ought  to 
pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  orders. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  when  these 
orders  came  before  us  originally  and  we  were 
asked  to  O  K  them  for  the  State  Board,  we  were 
told  that  there  was  a  tremendous  hurry  to  have 
the  orders  passed.  At  the  time  there  was  con- 
siderable debate  among  the  members  of  the  Coun- 
cil as  to  the  goodness  or  badness  of  allowing  the 
orders  to  be  passed.  We  were  then  told  that 
the  orders  would  come  back  in  the  form  of  loan 
orders  after  the  State  Board  approved  and  that 
we  would  have  plenty  of  time  then  to  go  definitely 
into  the  merits  of  the  order,  that  we  would  then 
be  able  to  determine  how  many  men  would  be 
employed,  how  much  would  be  spent  for  day 
labor  or  under  contract,  whether  citizens  of  Bos- 
ton or  people  outside  would  be  hired,  and  how 
the  money  generally  would  be  spent.  But  now 
this  is  sent  here  to  us  by  the  Mayor  of  Boston, 
and  he  asks  that  we  send  it  right  through.  Mr. 
President,  I  claim  that  this  is  a  lot  of  money,  and 
that  the  Committee  on  Finance  of  the  Council 
should  meet  this  coming  week  and  ask  the  heads 
of  the  departments  which  will  spend  this  money 
to  come  before  them,  so  that  they  may  find  out 
how  much  is  for  labor,  how  much  for  materials, 
and  how  much  for  favored  contractors,  if  there 
are  any.  Accordingly,  I  object  to  this  order 
being  passed  today  with  no  more  deliberation 
by  the  members  than  is  allowed  in  the  short  time 
we  will  be  in  executive  session.  I  move,  there- 
fore, that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Finance 
Committee  of  the  Council  for  serious  consideration, 
and  that  that  committee  report  back  to  us  this 
coming  Monday. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  here  are 
orders   aggregating   $6,350,000,    as    I    understand, 
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and  I  would  like  to  remind  the  colleague  from 
Dorchester  (Coun.  Kelly)  that  all  of  this  work 
is  to  be  performed  under  the  supervision  of  the 
state  and  national  government.  Therefore,  I 
don't  believe  we  will  have  the  same  waste  that 
we  have  had  in  other  city  contracts.  We  must 
also  bear  in  mind  that  our  people  are  getting 
panicky  at  the  present  time,  that  the  winter  is 
facing  us,  with  the  terrible  depression  still  on,  and 
with  the  grave  doubt  in  the  minds  of  so  many 
about  their  ability  to  obtain  work  and  wages. 
So,  under  the  circumstances,  let  us  try  this  out. 
City  Hall  is  to  be  eliminated.  This  money  is 
going  for  streets,  sewers,  water  mains,  new  hospi- 
tals, schools.  Those  are  worthy  objects.  I  be- 
lieve we  should  pass  these  orders  in  the  main  at 
the  present  time,  although  I  am  going  to  vote 
against  the  S2.000.000  for  hospitals.  I  believe 
we  have  spent  over  $13,000,000  on  the  present 
City  Hospital  site  and  the  expert  who  acted  for 
the  Board  of  Trustees  some  time  ago  thought 
that  if  any  more  money  was  spent  along  hospital 
lines  it  should  go  for  branch  hospitals  in  some 
other  section  of  the  city.  I  would  like  to  see 
branch  hospital  accommodations,  say  at  Forest 
Hills,  or  some  place  that  would  be  of  convenient 
access  to  the  people  of  Roslindale,  Hyde  Park, 
West  Roxbury  and  that  general  section,  a  hospital 
that  could  be  reached  within  ten  minutes  by  the 
people  out  there,  who  now  find  access  to  our 
City  Hospital  very  difficult.  I  am  not  suggesting 
that  such  a  hospital  be  placed  in  my  ward,  but 
that  it  be  placed  in  the  neighborhood  of  Forest 
Hills,  accessible  to  all  that  adjacent  territory. 
$2,000,000  spent  in  that  way  would  accomplish 
much  for  that  community  and  would  be  a  great 
help  to  that  whole  section.  But  I  do  feel  that  we 
should  pass  today  most  of  these  orders. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN — Mr.  President,  many 
weeks  ago,  when  this  question  of  the  expenditure 
of  millions  through  the  State  Emergency  Finance 
Board  came  before  us,  we  voted  in  favor  of  the 
passage  of  many  of  these  measures  that  are  before 
us  today  for  action.  But  still  month  after  month 
has  gone  by  and  nothing  has  been  done.  This 
comes  before  us  today,  however,  and  we  are  now 
asked  to  vote  immediately  without  consideration. 
I  am  going  to  vote  to  send  this  matter  to  the 
Finance  Committee  so  that  another  week  may  be 
taken  for  consideration  before  we  act,  because 
I  believe  a  very  important  measure  has  been  left 
out  of  the  program  that  it  is  proposed  to  adopt, 
the  $800,000  for  a  high  pressure  water  system  for 
the  Dorchester  and  Roxbury  districts.  That  is 
something  that  is  greatly  needed,  as  the  people 
of  those  districts  are  suffering  from  lack  of  such  a 
system.  I  think,  therefore,  that  that  item  could 
very  well  be  substituted  for  some  other  item  on 
this  program,  taking  the  place  of  something  that 
might  well  for  the  time  being  be  dispensed  with. 
I  think  that  order,  looking  to  a  high  pressure 
water  system  for  that  section,  ought  to  appear 
in  this  program.  For  that  reason  I  would  like  to 
have  a  little  time  so  that  I  may  talk  with  the 
Mayor  and  see  whether  something  cannot  be  done 
in  regard  to  that  item.  Certainly  no  great  harm 
will  befall  anybody  if  we  take  another  week  for 
consideration  of  matters  which  have  been  pending 
for  months  already.  Our  Finance  Committee 
should  be  given  a  chance  to  look  into  this  proposed 
expenditure  of  millions  of  dollars. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  just  a  word,  in 
view  of  the  remarks  of  the  councilor  from  Ward  18 
(Coun.  Norton).  I  feel  that,  if  the  order  is  passed 
today  carrying  an  appropriation  of  $2,000,000  for 
City  Hospital,  surely  an  extension  of  the  present 
City  Hospital  should  not  by  any  means  be  over- 
looked. I  think  the  councilor  is  in  error  in  the 
statement  he  made  as  far  as  the  future  development 
of  hospital  accommodations  in  the  City  of  Boston 
is  concerned,  if  I  am  correctly  informed.  I  under- 
stood that  when  the  present  hospital  got  above  a 
twenty-two  hundred  bed  capacity,  it  would  then 
be  beyond  the  management  of  the  trustees,  and 
that  branch  hospitals  should  then  be  provided. 
I  think  it  might  be  called  to  the  attention  of  the 
Council  that,  in  the  process  of  construction  of  the 
City  Hospital,  it  is  contended  that  this  $2,000,000 
should  be  expended  in  enlargement  of  the  City 
Hospital  on  the  present  grounds;  and  I  think  it  was 
the  intention  of  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  ask  the 
Legislature  to  give  us  another  $2,000,000  to  finally 
complete  the  job  not  now  completed.  I  think 
the  idea  in  taking  the  Morgue  and  Pathological 
Building  out  of  the  hospital  and  putting  them 
across  the  street  was  in  order  that  $2,000,000  more 
might  be  spent  on  the  regular  hospital  accommo- 


dations, because  even  today,  with  conditions  as 
they  are  in  Boston,  we  have  not  the  proper  bed 
facilities  in  the  hospital.  It  may  be  of  interest  to 
some  of  the  members  to  know  that  patients  whose 
recovery  has  not  been  completed  have  been  asked 
to  go  home  and  convalesce  because  of  the  present 
conditions  in  the  City  Hospital.  Patients  have 
had  to  be  placed  in  the  corridors,  and  all  that  sort 
of  thing.  We  certainly  should  do  what  we  can  to 
provide  proper  accommodations  at  the  hospital. 
If  ever  anything  was  needed,  it  is  this  $2,000,000 
for  additional  construction  at  the  City  Hospital. 
With  the  present  construction  of  kitchen  and  dining 
accommodations,  with  the  program  at  present 
contemplated,  certainly  this  $2,000,000  coming 
through  the  reconstruction  Finance  Organization 
should  be  spent  for  the  increase  of  hospital  accom- 
modations on  the  hospital  grounds,  having  in  mind 
the  lack  of  facilities  there  today.  I  trust  that  the 
members  will  bear  in  mind  the  fact  that  this 
$2,000,000  will  prevent  the  hallways  and  doorways 
of  the  City  Hospital  being  filled  up  at  times  with 
patients  who  should  have  better  accommodations. 
I  sincerely  hope,  therefore,  that,  having  in  mind 
the  importance  of  the  extension  program  of  the 
City  Hospital  on  its  present  grounds,  that  that 
work  will  be  taken  care  of.  .  Then,  if  new  condi- 
tions warrant  it,  the  other  sections  can  be  taken 
care  of.  I  feel  that  hospital  accommodations  are 
needed  in  outlying  sections  of  the  city.  But  this 
money  cannot  be  spent  for  that  purpose.  It  is 
needed  to  improve  the  present  City  Hospital  con- 
ditions. That  being  the  case,  this  amount  ought 
to  be  voted  for  that  purpose,  so  that  the  hospital 
trustees  may  complete  their  program.  They  plan 
to  provide  I  think,  350  additional  beds  in  carrying 
out  this  construction  program.  I  sincerely  trust 
that  the  hospital  program  will  not  be  interfered 
with. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  I  would  ask  the 
City  Clerk  if  this  money  is  available  now?  Have 
we  received  it  from  Washington? 

President  McGRATH— The  Chair  would  state 
that,  if  these  orders  receive  their  first  reading 
today,  they  will  receive  their  second  reading  in 
fourteen  days,  and  if  they  are  then  approved  they 
will  be  forewarded  to  the  proper  authorities  in 
Washington  for  their  sanction. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  the  councilor 
from  Roxbury  said  a  moment  ago  that  he  would 
like  to  have  a  week  to  investigate  this  matter. 
Inasmuch  as  these  orders  will  have  to  have  two 
readings,  the  second  reading  taking  place  in 
fourteen  days  from  now,  will  he  not  have  the 
privilege  of  making  the  investigation  desired? 
President  McGRATH— Yes. 
Coun.  MURRAY— Mr.  President,  I  think  the 
councilor  from  Ward  18  (Coun.  Norton)  hit  the 
nail  on  the  head  very  well  when  he  said  that  the 
outlying  sections  of  Boston  need  hospital  accom- 
modations. The  councilor  from  Ward  14  (Coun. 
Ruby)  spoke  about  convalescents  at  the  hospital 
being  obliged  to  go  home,  in  order  to  make  room. 
Why  would  it  not  be  well  to  take  some  of  the 
money  that  we  now  expect  to  get  and  use  it  to 
complete  the  convalescent  hospital  in  Dorchester, 
and  possibly  also  spend  some  for  the  hospital  in 
West  Roxbury,  thereby  furnishing  a  home  for 
convalescents?  I  think  if  we  did  that,  patients 
would  be  sent  out  there  and  that  it  would  really 
be  an  economy  for  the  City  Hospital  and  would 
help  to  relieve  present  conditions.  The  trouble 
is  that  we  have  not  at  the  present  time  sufficient 
accommodations  for  convalescents.  Money  could 
very  well  be  spent  for  this  purpose  in  Dorchester, 
as  well  as  in  West  Roxbury,  and  in  that  way 
present  conditions  at  thj  City  Hospital  could  be 
relieved. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  am  vitally 
interested  in  this  matter.  Time  after  time  I  have 
spoken  of  the  importance  of  appropriations  so 
that  men  can  be  employed,  kept  at  work.  I  am 
glad  that  the  councilor  from  Ward  18  (Coun. 
Norton)  has  now  changed  some  of  his  theories 
and  that  he  realizes  the  importance  of  putting 
People  in  Boston  to  work.  He  has  in  the  past 
ridiculed  the  cry  of  "Work  and  wages,"  but  now 
the  councilor  is  favoring  that  very  thing,  although 
only  a  short  time  ago  he  said,  "Save  the  money!" 
Mr.  President,  we  need  additional  money  for  the 
Welfare  Department;  we  need  it  for  the  hospital. 
We  have  arrived  at  a  point  now  where  additional 
efforts  are  required  to  relieve  the  unemployment 
situation,  and  I  agree  with  the  councilor  from 
Ward  18  that  it  is  a  good  idea  to  get  the  work 
started.  I  am  sorry  that  he  would  favor  taking 
out  one  of  the  most  important  projects  of  them 
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all,  that  affecting  the  City  Hospital.     I  am  sorry 
that  he  feels  that  the  money  should  not  be  spent 
there,    that   that   is    not    as    important    as    other 
projects   contained   in  the  program   as  submitted 
by  the  Mayor  to  the  State  Emergency  Finance 
Board.     However,  it  has  been  the  practice  of  this 
Council  since  I  have  been  a  member,  where  large 
appropriations,  particularly  loan  orders  are  placed 
before  the  body,  to  send  the  various  items  to  the 
Finance  Committee.     You  appoint  a  Committee 
on   Finance,   the   reason   being  that  it   may  con- 
sider such  matters  when  they  are   placed   before 
the   body,   giving  us  information  as  to   how   the 
money  is  to  be  used,  where  it  is  to  be  spent,  and 
what    proportions    are    to    be    used    for    contract 
work,  for  supplies  and  equipment,  and  what  pro- 
portion is  going  to  go  for  labor.     We  also  want  to 
find  out  the  fact  in  regard  to  certain  items  we  are 
interested  in,  on  street  work,  for  example,  eliciting 
from  the  heads  of  departments  where  the  streets 
included  in  the  program  are  to  be  placed.     The 
councilor   from    Ward    19    (Coun.    Murray)    sug- 
gested  that  it  might  be  a  good  idea  to   have  a 
hospital  or  relief  station  at  Forest  Hills.     I  agree 
that  that  may  probably  be  a  good  idea,  but  there 
is  nothing  in  this  program  that  assures  us  that 
any  of  this  money  is  to  be  used  for  that  purpose. 
Another   suggestion  is   for   the    opening  up   of   a 
convalescent    home    in    Dorchester,    or    enlarging 
such  a  home  to  a  point  where  it  will  be  valuable 
to   use  for   convalescents   coming  from   the   City 
Hospital,     recovering    from     serious     operations. 
We  do  not,   however,  know  what  is  to  be  done 
under  this  program,  or  what  the  details  are.     We 
have   already   waited   a  long   time  to  secure   the 
appropriation,    and  I   think  it  is  now  up  to  us  to 
find  out  something  about  what  is  going  to  be  done. 
Although  I  hesitate  to  suggest  a  delay  of  a  week, 
I   would  like  to  familiarize  myself   with   what  is 
going  to  happen  in  connection  with  the  furnishing 
of  this  money.     I  think  from  a  fair  and  square 
standpoint  there  should  be  no  objection  to  afford- 
ing  an   opportunity   to   find    out   about   the   dif- 
ferent items  before  we  vote.     I  voted  in  favor  of 
a  loan  order  involving  $10,000,000  today,  in  anti- 
cipation of  taxes,  because  I  was  assured  by  the 
Budget    Commissioner   that   it    was   necessary   in 
order  to  carry  on  the  business  of  the  city.     To  be 
sure,  we  will  have  fourteen  days  in  which  to  think 
the   matter   over   if   we   pass   these   items   today, 
before  the  final  action;    but  I  understand  that  it 
will  then   be   impossible   to   cut   the  items   down 
when  they  come  before  us  for  a  second  reading. 
Therefore,  why  is  it  not  the  proper  thing  for  us  to 
refer    this    matter    to    the    Finance    Committee, 
letting  them  call  a  meeting  to  find  out   what  is 
going  to  be  done?     Let   us  know  what  it  is  all 
about.     I  think  we  are  all  in  a  fog.     I  think  un- 
doubtedly   the    orders   should    finally   be    passed, 
and  what  is  proposed  should  be  done.     But  in  no 
event  can  we  act  before  Thanksgiving,  and  if  we 
pass  the  orders  next  week,  I  think  action  can  be 
taken  by  the  first  of  the  month.     Therefore,  I  am 
going   to   move   reference   of   this   matter   to   the 
Finance  Committee,  the  same  as  all  other  orders 
of   this  kind   are  referred   to  that   committee,   so 
that  we  may  know  exactly  what  this  is  all  about, 
what  the  appropriations  are  for,  what  is  proposed 
to  be  done,  and  so  on.     I  think  the  members  of 
the  Council  who  are  in  the  dark  should  be  given 
a  break;    let  us  see  what  is  to  be  done  with  this 
money. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  the  councilor 
from  Dorchester  (Coun.  Burke)  wants  another 
week.  What  is  there  that  he  cannot  find  out  in 
another  week  himself?  Why  hold  up  the  whole 
business?  What  is  there  that  he  personally 
cannot  find  out  in  a  week,  before  final  action  is 
taken  on  this  matter?  Why  this  delay?  The 
councilor  from  Dorchester  keeps  pulling  me  into 
this  argument.  It  would  be  nice  if  we  could 
discuss  these  things  without  bringing  others  into 
the  discussion.  But,  since  he  has  referred  to  my 
so-called  inconsistency,  let  me  for  purposes  of 
the  record  make  just  this  statement.  I  have 
opposed  contracts  when  those  contracts  were  let 
out  by  the  present  chief  executive  of  the  City  of 
Boston  to  a  small  group  of  contractors.  I  have 
never  opposed  projects  of  the  kind  proposed  here 
where  the  Federal  Government  or  the  state  gov- 
ernment was  going  to  step  in  and  supervise  the 
entire  matter.  There  is  going  to  be  here  no  graft, 
no  waste.  I  have  opposed  this  contract  business 
under  the  present  city  regime,  but  I  have  never 
opposed  what  is  proposed  in  this  order  in  the 
past,  with  the  exception  of  the  appropriation  for 
the  hospital.  I  want  to  see  a  complete  branch 
hospital  in  the  suburban  section  of  the  city,  along 


the  line  of  what  was  suggested  by  Doctor  Gold- 
water,  acting  for  the  trustees  of  the  City  Hospital, 
five  years  ago,  when  he  reported,  after  spending  so 
many  dollars  in  the  future,  in  favor  of  a  complete 
hospital  unit  in  the  suburban  area.  Now,  work 
and  wages!  Work  and  wages!  I  don't  know 
how  many  men  this  is  going  to  put  to  work. 
I  am  ready  to  go  along,  however,  with  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  and  Secretary  Ickes, 
and  the  State  Board.  I  am  willing  to  admit  that 
we  may  be  wrong.  For  four  years  I  have  stood 
in  the  Council  calling  attention  to  the  terrible 
character  of  the  present  depression,  from  which 
I  can  see  no  immediate  escape.  While  I  may  be 
wrong,  I  believe  that  we,  too,  will  come  to  the 
decision  of  the  other  nations  that,  so  far  as  public 
works  are  concerned,  trying  to  help  out  the  situa- 
tion in  that  way  will  prove  to  have  anything  but 
good  results.  But  in  the  meantime  there  is  this 
to  be  considered.  In  the  proposition  now  before 
us  there  are  no  rock  gardens,  no  rose  gardens, 
no  Havana  Prado  for  the  North  End,  no  boulevard 
along  the  East  Boston  waterfront.  These  things 
are  necessary,  essential — streets,  sewers,  water 
mains,  new  hospitals  and  schools.  What  could 
be  more  necessary  today  with  the  present  ten- 
dencies of  American  life,  than  proper  hospitaliza- 
tion, for  example.  We  have  heard  about  the 
difficulty  of  handling  patients  in  the  City  Hos- 
pital, how  they  have  to  put  them  even  in  the 
corridors.  A  bospital  unit  in  the  outlying  sections 
would,  of  course,  greatly  relieve  the  demand  upon 
the  central  hospital.  We  were  informed  some 
weeks  ago  that  there  was  to  be  $10,000,000  avail- 
able for  these  things,  and  nothing  has  been  done 
about  it  until  now.  Yes,  I  am  voting  for  streets, 
sewers,  mains,  hospitals  and  schools,  knowing 
that  these  expenditures  are  going  to  be  supervised 
by  boards  appointed  by  our  President  and  also 
by  our  state  government.  There  will  be  no  graft 
and  no  waste.  That  is  why  I  am  voting  for  these 
contracts,  and  why  I  am  in  favor  of  most  of  these 
items. 

Coun.  CURTIS — Mr.  President,  through  the 
Chair  I  would  like  to  ask  the  Budget  Commissioner 
who  is  here,  if  he  could  refresh  my  recollection 
as  to  the  amount  of  money  appropriated  for 
the  City  Hospital  inside  and  outside  the  debt 
limit  during  the  last  four  years,  since  I  have 
been  a  member  of  the  body,  roughly? 

President  McGRATH — Not  including  the 
present  item,  the  Budget  Commissioner  informs 
the  Chair  that  it  amounts  to  about  $10,000,000. 

Coun.  CURTIS — Mr.  President,  I  agree  with 
the  councilor  from  Ward  18,  that  the  item  of 
$2,000,000  for  City  Hospital  should  not  be  ap- 
proved of  at  this  time.  It  is  a  hard  thing  to  get 
up  in  this  body  and  oppose  an  appropriation  for 
the  City  Hospital.  I  do  not  admit  that  anybody 
is  more  interested  in  the  unfortunates  of  the 
City  of  Boston  or  wants  to  see  them  better  treated 
in  matters  of  hospitalization  than  I.  But  I 
do  believe  that  this  item  should  not  be  passed  at 
this  time.  During  the  past  few  years  we  have 
appropriated  $10,000,000  for  that  hospital.  It 
is  my  belief  that  the  facilities  of  the  hospital 
could  be  doubled  and  yet  if  it  were  to  continue 
to  be  administered  in  the  way  in  which  it  has 
been  administered,  there  would  not  be  sufficient 
facilities  for  the  people  trying  to  get  in  there. 
The  careless  way  in  which  admissions  to  the 
hospital  have  been  handled  by  the  present  ad- 
ministration has  been  shown  here  in  the  hearings 
before  the  Committee  on  Appropriations.  We 
know  that  many  people  are  admitted  to  the 
hospital  from  places  outside  of  Boston,  to  an 
extent  that  costs  the  city  vast  amounts,  simply 
through  inefficiency,  carelessness  and  a  desire  to 
be  a  good  fellow,  or  under  the  theory  that  the 
cases  were  acute  emergency  cases  when  many  times 
they  were  not.  We  also  know  that  there  are 
other  hospital  facilities  available  in  this  city 
which,  as  has  been  brought  out,  could  be  hired 
by  the  city,  thereby  taking  care  of  unfortunates 
at  less  cost  to  the  city  than  would  be  occasioned 
by  building  new  buildings  over  there.  So  I  say 
now,  when  a  new  mayor  is  to  be  installed,  and 
when  there  will  be  undoubtedly  new  plans  for 
management,  this  money  should  not  be  appro- 
priated for  this  purpose  at  this  time.  If  the 
need  arises,  it  will  undoubtedly  be  possible  to 
hire  facilities  outside  of  the  City  Hospital  for 
the  use  of  the  City  of  Boston.  If  we  have  to 
spend  money,  let  us  spend  it  for  the  real  benefit 
of  the  people.  This  business  of  borrowing  money 
inside  and  outside  the  debt  limit  is  putting  a 
staggering  burden  on  the  people' of  Boston.      Only 
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today  in  the  City  Record  we  find  a  diagram  show 
ing  the  amount  of  the  debt  requirement,  and  it 
appears  that  for  every  dollar  raised  from  the 
people  of  Boston  in  the  form  of  taxes,  13.64  cents 
goes  to  meet  debt  requirements,  merely  to  meet 
interest  and  sinking  fund  demands  on  money 
that  has  been  borrowed — $16,000,000  here, 
$5,000,000  there,  $10,000,000  somewhere  else. 
So  today  when  we  pay  our  taxes  one  of  the  largest 
items  is  merely  paying  interest  on  the  debt  that 
has  been  incurred,  a  larger  item  than  for  all  our 
public  works  services  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
On  this  diagram  that  comes  out  in  the  City  Record 
today  we  find  that  only  $.65  cents- goes  for  our 
huge  public  works  undertakings,  whereas,  as  I 
say,  13.64  cents  goes  to  meet  the  interest  and 
sinking  fund  requirements.  And  so  I  say  the 
time  has  come  when  we  must  be  sure,  if  we  are 
going  to  borrow  these  huge  amounts,  that  the 
money  is  to  be  spent  for  things  necessary  for  the 
city,  and  that  hospital  item  is  one  of  the  things 
that  I  cannot  find  to  be  necessary  at  this  time. 
There  are  ample  hospital  accommodations  in 
this  city  which  can  be  made  available  to  the  un- 
fortunates in  a  way  less  expensive  to  the  tax- 
payers than  through  the  proposed  construction. 
And  so  I  shall  vote  against  this  item,  and  I  hope 
it  will  be  disapproved. 

Coun.  ROBERTS— Mr.  President,  when  we 
discussed  the  matter  of  the  proposed  Huntington 
Avenue  Subway  a  few  weeks  ago,  I  called  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  Massachusetts  had  been 
about  the  last  state  to  avail  itself  of  the  Recon- 
struction Finance  Act.  So  it  seems  to  me  that 
at  this  time  we  should  not  delay  action  upon  this 
matter  any  longer.  The  Mayor's  program  was 
submitted  July  31,  and  that  program  included 
items,  besides  the  $8,500,000  for  the  Huntington 
Avenue  Subway,  of  $3,000,000  for  sewerage  con- 
struction, $2,000,000  for  reconstruction  of  streets 
and  $2,000,000  for  new  hospital  building,  along 
with  some  other  items.  I  say,  Mr.  President, 
that  we  have  a  duty  to  perform  in  the  way  of 
putting  more  men  at  work.  We  have  here  some 
projects  that  should  be  accepted,  and  accepted  at  ' 
once  so  that  work  may  begin.  The  only  one  I 
have  some  doubt  about  is  the  hospital  item;  I 
doubt  if  that  will  put  enough  men  at  work  to 
warrant  its  construction.  Therefore,  while  I  am 
going  to  vote  for  everything  here,  I  am  going  to 
ask  that  the  hospital  item  be  voted  upon  sepa- 
rately, so  that  two  weeks  from  now  it  will  be 
acted  upon  separately,  and  in  the  meantime  I 
trust  that  hearings  will  be  held  before  the  Finance 
Committee  of  the  Council. 

Coun.  POWER— Mr.  President,  I  don't  believe 
there  should  be  any  delay  in  this  matter.  On 
July  31  the  Mayor  sent  in  an  order  with  items 
totalling  $23,500,000.  That  was  referred  at  that 
time  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  of  the  City 
Council,  and  the  committee  held  not  only  private 
hearings  but  public  hearings  on  every  project  sub- 
mitted in  that  program.  On  August  7  it  was 
reported  back  to  the  Council  and  all  the  items 
were  taken  up  separately,  and  there  was  quite  a 
lot  of  discussion  upon  each  and  every  item.  It 
then  went  to  the  Emergency  Finance  Board  at 
the  State  House,  and  they  are  now  sending  it 
back  to  us.  I  do  not  think  we  should  delay  on 
the  matter  any  longer.  The  councilor  from 
Ward  18  (Coun.  Norton)  hit  the  nail  on  the  head 
when  he  said  that  this  is  a  part  of  the  National 
Recovery  Act.  We  represent  only  a  small  part 
of  the  national  program,  which  covers  the  entire 
country,  and  $6,350,000  is  not  so  much  for  the 
City  of  Boston  to  spend.  So  I  say,  cut  out  the 
red  tape  and  let  us  start  putting  somebody  at 
work. 

Coun,  RUBY — Mr.  President,  with  reference 
to  the  City  Hospital  appropriation,  $2,000,000, 
my  reason  for  trying  to  show  the  members  of  this 
honorable  body  the  error  of  omitting  that,  is  be- 
cause many  times  during  the  last  three  or  four 
months  I  have  had  occasion  to  go  to  the  City 
Hospital  and  to  have  conditions  brought  very 
strongly  to  my  attention.  .  I  wonder  if  the  mem- 
bers of  the  body  who  are  inclined  to  vote  against 
this  item  are  bearing  the  real  facts  in  mind?  In 
a  report  submitted  several  years  ago,  referred  to 
by  the  councilor  from  Ward  18  (Coun.  Norton), 
a  program  was  set  forth  covering  at  least  ten 
years,  necessitating  the  appropriation  of  a  certain 
sum  of  money,  and  a  sufficient  sum  of  money, 
with  the  exception  of  $2,000,000,  has  been  appro- 
priated by  the  Legislature  of  our  Commonwealth 
to  be  spent  over  a  three-year  period.  To  com- 
plete this  hospitalization  program  in  our  city  will 
require  $2,000,000  more,  and  if  this  reconstruction 


program  was  not  being  carried  out  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  our  United  States,  the  incoming  Legislature 
would  be  called  upon  to  provide  for  hospital 
purposes  $2,000,000  more  in  order  to  finish  the 
program  which  we  started  some  years  ago.  With 
the  completion  of  the  planned  expenditure,  we 
will  have  a  properly  equipped  hospital,  with  the 
necessary  facilities,  in  our  city.  It  should  also 
be  borne  in  mind  that  with  the  securing  of  this 
$2,000,000  from  the  Federal  Government,  we  are 
saving  to  the  taxpayers  of  Boston  one  third,  or 
30  per  cent  of  the  money,  getting  an  out-and-out 
grant  of  that  amount.  Certain  parts  of  the 
hospital  grounds  have  been  made  ready  for  the 
proposed  last  stage  of  the  building,  which  will 
complete  the  City  Hospital  equipment.  I  think 
we  must  admit,  Mr.  President,  that  our  hospital 
facilities  today  are  not  sufficient  to  take  care  of 
our  sick,  and  we  certainly  have  a  duty  to  provide 
for  them.  By  paving  streets,  taking  care  of  our 
sewers,  schools,  water  and  hospital  needs,  we  are 
looking  after  the  fundamental  health  and  safety 
requirements  of  the  citizens  of  our  city.  Cer- 
tainly, a  city  like  Boston  should  not  keep  men, 
women  and  children  patients  in  the  corridors  of 
our  hospitals.  A  city  spending  $60,000,000  or 
$70,000,000  a  year  in  conducting  its  business 
should  take  care  of  the  unfortunate  sick  in  a  proper 
way.  Incidentally,  I  would  call  attention  to 
that  beautiful  part  of  our  hospital  just  opened 
within  a  few  months  to  replace  the  old  admin- 
istration building.  I  wonder  how  many  members 
of  our  body  have  visited  the  hospital  the  past 
few  months,  however,  and  have  seen  the  trials 
and  tribulations  that  the  trustees  and  that  won- 
derful superintendent,  Doctor  Dowling,  and  the 
rest  of  his  staff,  have  had  to  contend  with.  I 
say  that  the  most  important  item  in  this  entire 
program,  if  you  please,  is  the  $2,000,000  for 
hospital  construction  and  completion.  It  means, 
as  I  understand  it,  a  complete  building  to  take 
care  of  350  more  patients,  so  that  our  hospital 
will  be  equipped  to  take  care  of  2,100 — which,  as  I 
understand  from  Doctor  Goldwater's  report,  is 
the  maximum  number  that  can  be  taken  care  of 
in  that  spot  by  any  group  of  trustees.  I  say 
that  when  we  have  an  opportunity  to  get  this 
money,  one  third  practically  gratis  and  the  rest 
to  be  repaid  over  a  period  of  years,  we  ought 
to  take  advantage  of  it,  because  if  we  do  not 
we  will  be  compelled  to  arrange  for  a  $2,000,000 
loan  to  finish  the  hospital  program.  How  much 
better  it  is  to  provide  the  $2,000,000  in  this  way. 
Otherwise,  the  $2,000,000  that  may  later  be 
appropriated  for  the  hospital  will  not  be  avail- 
able for  other  necessary  developments.  So  I 
think  we  ought  to  be  very  grateful  for  this 
$2,000,000  proposition.  Let  us  take  advantage 
of  this  opportunity  to  complete  the  hospital 
program.  Certainly  the  work  that  has  been 
done  so  far,  through  the  appropriation  that  has 
been  made  and  the  efforts  of  the  trustees,  has 
been  a  credit  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the 
superintendent  of  the  hospital.  When  you  con- 
sider the  medical  and  surgical  buildings  and  the 
new  administration  building,  which  have  been 
erected  in  carrying  out  the  $10,000,000  program, 
has  not  that  work  been  a  credit  to  the  city  that 
we  live  in?  But  we  should  bear  in  mind  the  fact 
that  certain  parts  of  the  hospital  are  untenantable 
and  uninhabitable.  Certainly,  it  is  our  duty  and 
obligation  not  to  interfere  with  the  program  when 
its  proper  completion  is  within  our  grasp,  carry- 
ing out  a  program  that  has  the  approval  of  the 
Mayor  of  Boston,  the  Governor  of  the  state,  the 
Reconstruction  Finance  Board,  and  that  naturally 
would  have  the  approval  of  the  President  of  this 
country  as  well  as  Secretary  Ickes.  So  let  us 
not  put  a  stumbling  block  in  the  way  of  this 
proper  use  of  the  $2,000,000 — because,  after  all, 
a  third  of  this  money  represents  an  out-and-out 
grant  for  which  we  will  never  have  to  pay  back 
anything.  Why  should  we  not  get  some  benefi  t  f rom 
this  $3,300,000,000  program  of  reconstruction 
or  from  any  further  provision  that  may  be  made 
for  the  state?  Certainly  we  in  Boston  and  in 
this  Commonwealth  will  have  to  bear  a  part  of 
the  burden  all  over  the  country,  and  therefore  we 
should  obtain  some  of  the  benefit.  And  we  should 
not  reject  a  hospital  program  that  serves  not  only 
the  South  End  and  the  Back  Bay,  but  South 
Boston,  Dorchester,  Jamaica  Plain,  Forest  Hills 
Charlestown,  East  Boston,  and  every  other 
section.  It  is  not  a  question  merely  affecting  my 
ward  or  your  ward,  or  four  or  five  wards  of  the 
city,  but  it  is  something  that  interests  and  bene- 
fits the  whole  of  our  city.  When  we  speak  of 
the  poor  and  the  unemployed  of  Boston,  here  is 
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something  that  concerns  them  directly.  Here  we 
have  an  opportunity  afforded  to  those  who  in 
their  time  of  affliction  and  trouble  cannot  afford 
private  hospitals,  but  are  fortunately  able  to  take 
advantage  of  our  City  Hospital. 

Coun.  BURKE —  Mr.  President,  of  course 
everybody  here  is  in  favor  of  appropriations  for 
hospitals,  streets,  sewers  and  schools.  But  I 
would  like  to  ask  the  Chair  whether  or  not  the 
Budget  Commissioner,  who  is  present  in  the 
Chamber,  can  tell  us  how  this  money  is  to  be  used? 
The  only  reason  why  I  have  arisen  in  my  place  is 
to  find  out  what  is  to  be  done  with  the  money — 
where  it  will  go,  how  much  will  be  used  for  labor 
and  how  much  for  supplies,  and  so  on.  I  merely 
asked  for  a  week's  delay  to  secure  such  informa- 
tion. If  the  Budget  Commissioner  is  able  to  give 
us  the  information,  I  think  no  doubt  every  one 
of  us  will  vote  for  the  items,  because  we  have  voted 
for  them  before — except,  possibly,  one  or  two  of 
the  councilors,  perhaps  the  one  on  my  right. 
Therefore,  I  would  ask  the  Budget  Commissioner, 
through  the  Chair,  if  he  can  give  us  such  infor- 
mation. 

President  McGRATH— The  Chair  would  say 
that  during  the  next  two  weeks,  while  we  are 
waiting  for  the  second  vote,  there  will  be  ample 
opportunity  for  any  member  of  the  Council  to 
obtain  information  as  to  what  will  be  done  with 
the  money. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  I  move  the  pre- 
vious question. 

The  previous  question  was  ordered. 

Coun.  Kelly's  motion  to  refer  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance  was  lost. 

President  McGRATH — The  question  now  comes 
on  taking  up  the  different  items  individually. 
The  Chair  will  ask  Coun.  Curtis  if  he  is  interested 
in  any  item  outside  of  that  for  hospitals? 

Coun.  CURTIS— No,  Mr.  President. 

President  McGRATH — Then,  we  will  vote  on 
all  items  except  the  hospital  item. 

The  roll  was  called,  and  all  the  items  except  the 
hospital  item  were  passed,  yeas  19,  nay  0. 

President  McGRATH — The  question  now  comes 
on  the  appropriation  of  $2,000,000  for  hospitals. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  record  I  would  like  to  state  that  I 
am  going  to  vote  against  this  item.  If  I  felt  that 
one  child  in  Boston  would  be  benefited  by  the 
expenditure  of  this  $2,000,000  for  the  City  Hospital 
I  would  vote  for  the  $2,000,000. 

Coun.  ROBERTS — Mr.  President,  hasn't  the 
previous  question  been  ordered? 

President  McGRATH — The  previous  question 
has  been  ordered,  and  no  debate  is  in  order. 

The  hospital  item  was  given  its  first  reading 
and  passage,  yeas  17,  nays,  Coun.  Curtis,  Norton 
—2.

Coun.  KELLY,  for  the  Committee  on  Public 
Lands,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order  (re- 
ferred  September    18)    with   reference   to   sale   of 


real  estate  on  North  Grove  street,  belonging  to 
Public  Works  Department,  to  Massachusetts 
General  Hospital — recommending  passage  in  ac- 
companying new  draft,  viz.: 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  is  the  present 
owner  of  property  situated  at  the  corner  of  North 
Grove  street  and  Fruit  street,  in  said  City  of 
Boston,  and  is  also  the  owner  of  property  situated 
on  the  northwesterly  side  of  said  North  Grove 
street,  between  Fruit  street  and  Cambridge  street, 
and  formerly  used  as  an  engine  house  of  the  Bos- 
ton Fire  Department  and  now  used  by  the  Sheriff 
of  Suffolk  County;  and 

Whereas,  23,005  square  feet  of  land,  with  a 
frontage  of  about  162  feet  on  said  North  Grove 
street,  with  the  buildings  thereon,  are  no  longer 
needed  for  public  purposes,  and  about  1,460 
square  feet  of  land,  with  the  building  thereon, 
and  formerly  used  as  an  engine  house  of  the  Bos- 
ton Fire  Department,  as  aforesaid,  with  a  frontage 
of  about  29  feet  on  said  North  Grove  street,  are 
no  longer  needed  for  public  purposes,  therefore, 
it  is  i.ereby 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be,  and 
hereby,  is,  authorized  to  sell  at  public  auction, 
at  an  upset  price  of  four  dollars  per  square  foot, 
the  following  described  parcels  of  land  and  build- 
ings: 

About  23,005  square  feet  of  land,  with  the 
buildings  thereon,  situated  in  said  Boston  on  the 
southerly  side  of  Fruit  street  and  on  the  north- 
westerly side  of  North  Grove  street,  at  the  corner 
of  said  streets,  and  having  a  frontage  of  about 
162  feet  on  North  Grove  street,  and  about  1,460 
square  feet  of  land  situated  on  the  northwesterly 
side  of  said  North  Grove  street,  between  Fruit 
street  and  Cambridge  street,  and  having  a  front- 
age of  about  29  feet  on  the  said  North  Grove 
street,  together  with  the  building  thereon,  which 
was  formerly  used  as  an  engine  house  of  the  Fire 
Department  of  the  City  of  Boston  as  aforesaid. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  Chairman,  may  I  ask 
the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands 
to  explain  why  this  report  has  been  made? 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  as  I  understand 
it,  the  Council  passed  an  order  some  time  ago  to 
sell  this  land  to  the  Massachusetts  General  Hos- 
pital for  $6  a  foot.  For  some  reason  or  other,  no 
sale  took  place.  The  reason  was  that  the  Massa- 
chusetts General  Hospital,  as  I  understood  it, 
was  not  in  a  position  to  buy.  So  it  came  back 
to  the  Council  with  a  request  that  we  sell  the  land 
to  them  for  $4  a  foot.  The  Committee  on  Public 
Lands  felt,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  original  proposi- 
tion had  come  in  at  $6  a  foot,  that  if  we  reported 
back  an  order  recommending  the  sale  to  the  hos- 
pital at  $4  a  foot  there  might  be  a  chance  for  some- 
body to  criticize  us.  So  the  members  of  the  com- 
mittee felt  that  if  the  land  was  to  be  sold,  so  that 
there  would  be  no  feeling  that  any  crooked  work 
had  been  done,  it  should  be  sold  at  public  auction, 
with  an  upset  price  of  $4  a  foot. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  this  is  to 
remove  a  manure  pile  that  the  people  being  treated 
in  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  are  suffer- 
ing from.  I  am  in  favor  of  giving  that  land  to 
the  hospital,  that  wonderful  institution,  even  free 
of  charge. 

The  order  was  given  its  first  reading  and  pas- 
sage, yeas  16,  nay,  Coun.  Murray— 1. 


CORPORATION   COUNSEL   AT   LEGIS- 
LATIVE  HEARING   ON   LIQUOR. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested tJ  consider  the  matter  of  directing  the 
Corporation  Counsel  to  appear  before  the  legisla- 
tive committee  now  drawing  up  legislation  to  deal 
with  the  dispensing  of  hard  liquor  in  Boston  after 
the  prohibition  law  is  repealed,  with  a  view  to 
making  provision  in  the  new  law  so  that  suburban, 
residential  districts  of  Boston,  where  hard  liquor 
was  not  sold  previous  to  the  prohibition  law,  may 
have  the  privilege  of  voting  on  the  question, — 
local  option, — as  to  whether  or  not  it  is  desired  to 
have  hard  liquor,  sold  by  the  glass,  dispensed  in 
their  section.

Coun.    MURRAY— Mr.    President,    that 
matter   that   concerns   my  district,   and   I 
like  to  have  some  information  about  it. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  it  is  merely  a 
question  of  why  this  wall  should  fall  down  in  two 
years  when  the  old  Roman  walls  lasted  a  thousand 
years. 

MURRAY  the  matter  was 
laid  on  the  table.

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  find  out  whether  or  not  arrangements  have 
been  made  to  provide  for  coal  and  oil  for  the 
recipients  of  soldiers'  relief?  I  have  had  nu- 
merous complaints  to  the  effect  that  they  have 
not  received  any  yet  and  I  think  we  ought  to 
find  out  whether  or  not  there  is  enough  money 
included   in   that  appropriation   to   buy   fuel. 
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President  McGRATH— At  the  last  meeting 
of  the  Council  there  was  an  appropriation  of 
$113,000  made  by  transfer  which  included  coal, 
and   so   forth. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order 
passed. 


STATEMENT    BY    THE     MAYOR     ON     EM- 
PLOYMENT. 

President  McGRATH— The  Chair  will  now 
request  the  City  Messenger  to  call  on  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  for  the  purpose  of  explaining 
to  the  Council  and  those  in  attendance  the 
conditions  concerning  the  employment  of  men 
by  the  Federal  Government.  Will  the  City 
Messenger  open  the  doors  and  allow  those  on 
the  outside  to  come  in  in  the  rear  of  the 
Council   Chamber? 

The  City  Messenger  at  this  point  escorted 
his  Honor  Mayor  Curley   into  the  Chamber. 

President  McGRATH— I  will  now  turn  the 
chair  over  to   his    Honor   the  Mayor. 

Mayor  CURLEY — Mr.  Chairman  and  gentle- 
men, there  has  been  considerable  misinforma- 
tion with  refernce  to  the  utilization  of  the 
$400,000,000  that  have  been  made  available 
under  the  Public  Welfare  Administrator  Harry 
Hopkins.  I  endeavored  to  clarify  the  at- 
mosphere with  reference  to  it  on  Saturday 
last  at  a  meeting  of  the  Mayors'  Club  by 
directing  attention  to  the  facts  as  contained 
in  the  bill  as  adopted.  The  bill  provides 
specifically  that  preference  in  employment  be 
given  to  persons  who  were  receiving  welfare 
aid  prior  to  November  16  and  after  December 
1,  provided  there  are  openings  for  others,  or 
opportunity  for  the  employment  of  additional 
persons,  they  may  be  taken  from  the  lists  as 
established  by  the  Federal  Employment  Bureau. 
Now,  at  the  present  time  there  are  receiving 
welfare  aid  in  Boston  some  31,000  to  32,000 
individuals,  not  all  heads  of  families.  I  be- 
lieve there  are  about  11,000  single  men  and 
women.  The  remainder  are  heads  of  families, 
so  that  if  every  one  of  those  22,000  were  put 
to  work,  and  that  is  a  physical  impossibility, 
the  allotment  for  the  City  of  Boston  would  be 
disposed  of  in  a  period  of  four  weeks.  At 
the  present  time  there  are  employed  by  the 
City  of  Boston  aproximately  18,000  men  and 
women.  That  includes  school  teachers,  police 
and  fire  officials.  The  quota  that  the  Federal 
Government  desires  to  be  employed  in  Massa- 
chusetts, according  to  the  announcement  of 
the  state  administrator,  is  92,000,  and  if  our 
allotment  or  quota  were  based  upon  our  con- 
tribution to  the  state  of  the  state  tax  as 
levied  on  the  City  of  Boston,  'which  is  the  only 
fair  way  to  consider  it,  that  would  mean 
we  would  be  required  in  Boston  to  place  at 
work  a  number  of  men,  some  4,000  greater 
than  the  total  number  of  employees  that  we 
have  at  present  on  the  city  pay  rolls.  Now 
the  bill  as  adopted  provides  that  no  part  of 
the  money  he  expended  for  the  removal  of 
snow,  for  the  cleaning  of  streets,  or  for  the 
removal  of  ashes,  garbage  or  combustible  waste. 
Well,  that  leaves  rather  a  limited  area  in  which 
to  expend  money,  for  this  reason  :  It  provides 
that  the  entire  allotment  be  expended  by  Feb- 
ruary 15th.  In  sections  of  the  north  and  more 
particularly  in  New  England,  it  is  not  un- 
likely or  beyond  the  bounds  of  possibility  that 
we  will  have  between  3  and  10  inches  of  frost 
in  the  ground,  and  if  we  do,  it  is  an  im- 
possibility to  utilize  men  on  construction  of 
highways  or  on  the  building  of  sewers  or  the 
installation  of  water  wocks.  It  provides 
further  that  a  day's  work  upon  this  particular 
project  will  [be  limited  to  six  hours  and  five 
days  a  week,  and  the  payment  for  labor  shall 
be  a  minimum  50  cents  an  hour  for  laborers 
and  for  mechanics,  $1.20.  So  if  you  establish 
the  minimum  rate  of  wages,  it  will  be  $15  a 
week  for  those  employed.  And  yet  we  are 
so  limited  that  the  most  we  were  able  to  figure 
out  was  opportunity  of  employment  for  about 
3,000  or  4,000  persons.  I  am  having  another 
conference  this  afternoon  at  three  o'clock  with 
department    heads    with    a    view    to   trying   to 


double  that  number,  but  it  is  going  to  be 
rather  difficult  to  do  it.  We  will  probably  be 
required  to  expend  such  money  as  may  be  al- 
located to  us  and  the  total  amount  allocated 
to  the  state  is  $12,000,000.  On  that  basis, 
making  provisions  for  a  part  of  the  allotment 
to  the  state  itself,  the  total  allotment  to  Boston 
will  be  about  two  and  one  half  million  dollars. 
Well,  if  you  put  5,000  men  at  work,  pay  them 
$25  a  week,  figure  $25  for  material  and  labor 
and  for  supervision,  at  the  least  $500,000  will 
be  expended  in  a  single  month.  So  that  we 
have  to  increase  the  number.  But  the  most  We 
can  possibly  put  on,  in  my  opinion,  is  about 
8,000.  If  you  put  8,000  on,  it  is  $40,000  a  day 
and  it  is  $200,000  a  week,  and  that  would  just 
about  last  ten  weeks,  or  a  little  over  ten  weeks 
— possibly  a  little  under  eleven  weeks.  However, 
the  point  I  assume  everyone  wants  to  know  is, 
what  their  chances  are  for  getting  work.  I 
want  to  be  absolutely  frank  with  you, — as  the 
bill  is  drawn  you  haven't  a  chance  in  the 
world  unless  you  have  been  receiving  Welfare 
aid  and  were  receiving  it  before  November 
16th.  That  is  the  law.  There  are  22,000  heads 
of  families  on  that  roll  that  will  have  to  re- 
ceive prior  consideration,  and  the  most  you 
can  possibly  put  at  work,  in  my  opinion,  and 
work  to  advantage,  even  on  projects  that  are 
perhaps  a  bit  questionable,  will  be  about  8,000 
men.  On  the  matter  of  increasing  the  number 
later,  there  is  a  possibility  that  there  may  be 
a  later  allotment.  I  don't  know  that  there  will 
be,  but  there  may  be.  If  there  is,  it  will  do 
no  harm  for  you  to  register  with  the  Federal 
Employment  Bureau.  Any  further  information 
that  you  might  want  will  be  secured  from  the 
state  adminstrator  at  the  Ford  Building  in 
Ashburton  place.  If  there  is  any  question  any- 
body would  like  to  ask,  I  will  be  glad  to 
answer   it. 

A  MAN  IN  THE  AUDIENCE— What  about 
the  veterans  ? 

Mayor  CURLEY— I  neglected  to  state  that 
the  persons  to  whom  this  work  will  be  given 
will  be  drawn  from  the  welfare  list  and  from 
the  Soldiers'  Relief  list,  but  the  same  rule 
that  applies  to  the  welfare  as  to  November 
16th  will   apply   equally  to  the  Soldiers'   Relief. 

A  MAN  IN  THE  AUDIENCE— I  understand 
you  are  going  to  take  these  men  from  the 
Welfare? 

Mayor  CURLEY— Welfare  and  Soldiers'  Re- 
lief. 

A  MAN  IN  THE  AUDIENCE— What  I  would 
like  to  know  is  what  is  going  to  become  of 
the  young  fellows  who  are  too  proud  to  go 
on  the  Welfare,  who  are  between  twenty-one 
and  thirty  years  old,  and  who  were  too  young 
to  go  to  the  World  War.  They  are  of  age  now. 
Are  you  going  to  give  them  a  gun  and  tell 
them   to   go   out   and   kill    somebody  ? 

Mayor  CURLEY— Well,  there  is  quite  a  lot 
of  that  being  done  now,  but  I  don't  think 
it   is    a    good   course   to   pursue. 

A  MAN  IN  THE  AUDIENCE— I  am  between 
twenty-one  and  thirty  and  have  been  unem- 
ployed for  two  years.  Everywhere  I  go,  they 
say,  ''Are  you  on  the  service  list?"  I  cannot 
get  on  the  Welfare.  I  say,  leave  the  men  on 
the  Welfare.  Half  of  them  don't  want  to  work 
anyway. 

Mayor  CURLEY — If  you  can  improve  the 
system,  you  are  a  wonder.  I  have  had  about 
everybody  that  felt  they  knew  something  about 
it  tackling  it  for  the  last  three  years,  and  it 
is  not  perfection  as  yet,  and  I  don't  think  it 
will  ever  be.  You  cannot  perfect  it,  and  I 
cannot.  It  is  a  situation  for  which  none  of 
us  are  responsible.  There  are  11,000,000  men 
out  of  work  in  the  country.  This  is  the 
second  tangible  and  courageous  provision  that 
has  been  devised  by  the  President  of  the  United 
States  where  his  predecessor  did  nothing  for 
four  years  to  provide  opportunities  for  work 
for  the  people  of  America.  He  cannot  pro- 
vide it  for  all  the  people  of  America,  but  I 
assume  he  believes  if  4,000,000  are  restored  to 
work  with  a  sufficient  wage  to  permit  of  their 
buying  not  only  necessities  but  an  -occasional 
luxury,  it  will  start  up  business  in  every  other 
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line  and  after  all,  the  public  employment,  in- 
cluding Federal  and  state  and  county  and 
municipalities  of  the  United  States  represents 
in  normal  times  only  20  per  cent  of  the  workers 
in  America.  You  have  got  to  get  private  in- 
dustry started  and  I  believe  this  may  be  the 
means  of  starting  up  private  industry.  Now, 
if  the  cities  will  cooperate  and  contribute  a 
portion  that  should  be  contributed  by  them  to 
this  work,  you  can  really  increase  the  govern- 
mental allotment  that  will  be  expended  for 
work,  and  speed  up  work  in  other  directions. 
So  far  as  relief  for  the  man  not  eligible  for 
Soldiers'  Relief  and  not  on  the  Welfare  is 
concerned,  there  is  little  I  can  say  to  him. 
It  is  extremely  difficult  these  times  to  find  a 
job  anywhere.  The  only  thing  he  can  do  is 
go   on    the    Welfare. 

Coun.  BURKE — I  would  like  to  inquire  if 
this  includes  the  program  we  had  in  mind 
some  weeks  ago  that  includes  the  loan  orders 
that  were  passed  a  week  ago  by  the  City 
Council, — the  $7,500,000  to  be  used  for  public 
works    program  ? 

Mayor  CURLEY — No,  this  is  separate  and 
distinct   from    that. 

Coun.  BURKE — There  would  be  opportunity 
to  put  some  more  men  to  work  on  those  other 
projects  when  the  money  is  available  and  the 
work    starts. 

Mayor  CURLEY — I  have  been  waiting  for  two 
months  for  them  to  take  some  action  on  the 
question  of  the  subway  along  Huntington  ave- 
nue, which  would  give  immediate  work  to 
3,000  for  a  couple  of  years,  and  I  haven't  got 
action  yet ;  but  on  the  other  proposition,  I 
understand  they  have  appropriated  or  ap- 
proved a  million  and  a  half  for  hospitals  and 
two  millions  for  schools,  and  so  forth.  We 
are  having  a  meeting  this  afternoon,  and  I 
hope  they  will  agree  to  increase  the  allotment 
of  the  city  to  $12,000,000.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  we  should  have  $19,000,000.  There  has 
never  been  any  panacea  for  unemployment 
except  work  and  wages,  and  they  have  waited 
five   years   to   find   lit  out. 

Coun.  MURRAY — How  about  the  condition 
of  the  man  who  owns  his  own  home,  or  partly 
owns  it,  who  cannot  receive  Soldiers'  Relief  or 
go  on  the  Welfare?  A  man  who  owns  his 
own  home,  if  he  cannot  get  work,  he  cannot 
pay  taxes,  and  the  city  is  going  to  have  a  lot 
of  property  on  its  hands.  I  think  some  at- 
tention should  be  given  to  the  man  who  owns 
Ms  own  home,  or  partly  owns  his  own  home, 
to  give  some  work  to  him  and  help  his  family 
and  help  pay   his  taxes  to  the  city. 

Mayor  CURLEY — I  can  appreciate  the 
difficulties   that   concern    you   personally. 

Coun.  MURRAY — Or  you,   either. 

Mayor  CURLEY — And  me  also,  but  this  is 
specifically  a  Federal  law  and  we  can  only  do 
what  the  law  says  we  shall  be  permitted  to  do. 
The  law  says  the  men  shall  be  taken  from 
the  Public  Welfare  and  Soldiers'  Relief  rolls, 
and  when  the  Soldiers'  Relief  and  Public  Wel- 
fare are  exhausted,  then  we  can  take  from 
the  ^  Federal  rolls  after  December  1st,  but  I 
don't  think  there  is  any  possibility  of  exhaust- 
ing the  Soldiers'  Relief  or  the  Welfare  rolls. 
The  Soldiers'  Relief  during  the  progress  of  the 
Governor  Square  Tunnel,  or  rapid  transit  ex- 
tension, averaged  about  $32,000  a  month.  Last 
month  it  was  $92,000 ;  gone  up  $60,000,  or  ait 
the  rate  of  Increase  of  three  quarters  of  a 
million  dollars  a  year  simply  because  we  were 
not  permitted  to  go  ahead  with  the  Huntington 
avenue   tunnel. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN — The  newspapers  carried 
the  report  that  this  work  was  going  to  start 
Tuesday,  tomorrow.  Do  you  know  whether 
they  are  going  to  start  on  this  work  as  soon 
as  that? 

Mayor  CURLEY— I  don't  believe  it  is  pos- 
sible for  any  city  to  get  started  as  quickly  as 
that  for  the  reason  we  were  not  permitted  to 
make  up  our  own  blank  forms  and  the  ruling 
requires  that  application  must  be  made  on 
blank  forms  printed  by  the  State  Administrator 
and  those  forms  were  not  distributed  until 
about    half   past   twelve   today.      We    have   got 


a  fairly  good  program  devised  and  if  we  can 
get  approval  we  ought  to  have  some  of  those 
men  working  by  the  first  of  the  week,  or  by 
the   last   of   this    week   maybe. 

A  MAN  IN  THE  AUDIENCE— Was  there 
something  said  about  50  per  cent  of  the  men 
being  taken  from  the  Welfare  rolls  and  the 
other  50  per  cent  being  taken  from  the  Federal 
Employment   office   list    in    the    original    law? 

Mayor  CURLEY— Well,  I  think  myself  that 
proviso  was  put  in  in  anticipation  of  the 
condition  that  might  arise  in  a  city  or  town 
where  the  Welfare  roll  is  rather  limited,  where 
the  Mayor  of  some  town  or  the  chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  had  nobody  on  his 
Welfare  roll.  In  that  case,  unless  that  pro- 
viso was  there  they  couldn't  take  care  of  those 
they  wanted  to  employ.  But  in  our  case  that 
is  not  the  condition.  There  are  over  31,000  on 
the  Welfare  roll  and  22.000  heads  of  families. 
The  most  you  can  possibly  put  to  work  is  about 
8,000  to  10,000  persons.  I  don't  know  where 
you   would   put    8,000   or    10,000. 

A  MAN  IN  THE  AUDIENCE— I  listened  to 
a  radio  discussion  yesterday  from  Chicago  In- 
stitute by  one  of  the  assistant  administrators 
of  the  Public  Works  program,  and  it  was  my 
understanding  from  that  talk  that  50  per  cent 
were  to  be  taken  from  the  Welfare  rolls  and 
50  per  cent  from  the  Federal  employment  roll, 
and  the  suggestion  was  made  that  everybody 
register  at  once  for  work, — those  who  are  not 
on  Welfare  or  Soldiers'  Relief.  I  was  surprised 
to  hear  this  morning  the  State  Administrator 
say  that  there  would  be  no  work  for  men  who 
are  only  on  the  Federal  employment  list,  but 
only  work  for  those  on  the  Public  Welfare  list. 

Mayor  CURLEY— Well,  I  think  it  has  been 
stated  clearly  in  the  first  section  of  the  proposi- 
tion that  only  those  who  are  in  receipt  of 
Public  Welfare  or  Soldiers'  Relief,  and  were 
in  receipt  of  it  prior  to  November  16th  are 
eligible  for  work,  until  after  December   1st. 

A  MAN  IN  THE  AUDIENCE— It  struck  me 
that  maybe  by  noon  yesterday,  at  the  time  the 
broadcast  was  held,  there  might  have  been  some 
change    in    that   original   plan. 

Mayor  CURLEY— Well,  the  Public  Works 
Administrator  of  Massachusetts  is  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States  so  far  as  we  are 
concerned.  We  can  take  no  other  authority, 
not  even  Chicago.  I  don't  know  as  I  would 
want   to  take  it. 

Are  there  any  further  questions?  (No  re- 
sponse. ) 

President  McGRATH— The  Chair  wants  to 
thank  the  Mayor  for  coming  and  giving  us 
this    very   necessary   information. 

The  Chair  will  ask  the  spectators  to  retire 
to  the  outer  rooms. 

Mayor    Curley   here   left   the   Chamber. 


RECESS. 

The  Council  voted  at  2.55  p.  m.  to  take  a 
recess,  subject  to  the  call  of  the  Chair.  The 
members  reassembled  in  the  Council  Chamber 
at  3.20  p.  m.  and  were  called  to  order  by 
President    McGRATH. 


LOAN    IN   ANTICIPATION    OF    TAXES. 

President  McGRATH— The  Chair  will  call 
up    No.    5    on    the    calendar.

ceeding ten  million  dollars  in  the  total,  in 
anticipation  of  the  taxes  of  the  current  mu- 
nicipal year  ;  that  all  such  notes  or  certificates 
of  indebtedness  be  dated  the  day  the  money  for 
the  same  is  received,  be  made  payable  with 
the  interest  thereon  within  one  year  of  their 
date    from    the    taxes    of    the    year    1933,    and 
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bear  interest  from  their  date  until  the  same 
are  made  payable  at  such  rate  as  the  City 
Auditor,  the  City  Treasurer  and  the  Mayor 
may    determine. 

On  November  13,  1933,  the  foregoing  order 
was  read   once   and   passed,   yeas   18,   nays  0. 

The  order  was  read  a  .second  time  and  again 
passed,    yeas    21,    nays    0.

INFORMATION    FROM    DEPARTMENT    OF 
SCHOOL   BUILDINGS. 

Coun.  MURRAY— I  ask  that  No.  6  be  taken 
from   the   table. 

No.    6    is    as    follows : 

6.  Ordered,  That  the  Department  of  School 
Buildings  be  requested  to  supply  the  City 
Council,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  with 
the    following    information : 

1.  Did  the  department  award  a  contract 
in  1931  for  the  erection  of  a  granite  wall  on 
the   grounds   of   the   Edwin    P.    Seaver   School? 

2.  Did  the  department  award  a  contract 
in  1933  for  the  erection  of  a  concrete  wall  to  re- 
place in  whole  or  in  part  the  granite  wall 
erected  in   1931? 

3.  If  the  answer  to  the  above  questions  is  in 
the  affirmative,  why  was  it  necessary  to 
replace    the    1931    wall? 

4.  Why  should  a  two-year  old  granite  wall 
disintegrate? 

5.  Who  were  the  inspectors  on  the  1931 
contract  and  what  did  they  report  When  the 
work    was    accepted  ? 

6.  Was  the  city  protected  by  any  guarantee 
from  the  contractor  in  1931?  If  so,  did  the 
city    invoke   it? 

The  Council  voted  to  take  the  matter  from 
the    table. 

Coun.  MURRAY — This  school  is  in  my  dis- 
trict, and  the  first  question  is,  "Did  the  de- 
partment award  a  contract  in  1931  for  the 
erection  of  a  granite  wall  on  the  grounds  of 
the  Edwin  P.  Seaver  School  1"  The  answer 
is  "Yes."  The  next  question  is,  "Did  the 
department  award  a  contract  in  1933  for  the 
erection  of  a  concrete  wall  to  replace  in  whole 
or  in  part  the  granite  wall  erected  in  1931  ?" 
And  the  answer  is  "Yes." 

The  third  question  is,  "If  the  answer  to  the 
above  questions  is  in  the  affirmative,  why  was 
it  necessary  to  replace  the  1931  wall?"  At 
that    time   I    introduced    an    order   because   the 


wall  was  leaning  then,  and  in  conference  with 
the  heads  of  the  School  Building  Department 
they  informed  me  that  the  plans  were 
faulty,  and  that  the  contractor  lived  Up  to 
every  specification  in  his  contract,  and  there- 
fore he  was  not  liable  for  the  replacement  of 
the  wall.  Therefore,  the  letting  of  the  con- 
tract in  1933  for  a  new  wall  was  because  of 
no  fault  of  the  contractor  on  the  previous 
job,  because  the  wall  specification  and  plans 
were  faulty  in  the  first  place  in  1931.  The 
reason  why  the  wall  fell  was  because  it  was 
not  built  right  and  the  specifications  were 
wrong,  and  the  city  was  not  protected  by  a 
guaranty  because  there  was  no  guaranty  on 
faulty    specifications. 

Coun.  NORTON— I  am  glad  to  have  those 
answers,  Mr.  President.  If  the  councilor  has 
no  objection,  I  would  like  to  have  this  order 
go  through  to  the  Department  of  School  Build- 
ings and  ask  them  for  their  official  answer. 
I  appreciate  the  replies  of  my  colleague  on  the 
right,  but  it  seems  to  me  that  there  was  n 
wall  built  in  old  Rome  that  is  still  standing 
up, — and  also  there  was  a  Leaning  Tower. 
It  seems  that  this  specification  department 
has  built  many  of  these  walls  and  they  should 
at  least  know  how  to  draw  up  the  specifica- 
tions. That  was  the  answer  when  we  got  a 
police  boat  that  wouldn't  run  from  here  to  the 
opposite  end  of  the  Council  Chamber.  I  think 
my  colleague  will  agree  that  this  order  should 
go  through  and  ask  the  Department  of  School 
Buildings    for   their   answer.

Ordered,    That    the    Finance    Commission    be 
requested  to   investigate  the  letting  out  of  the 
contract  for  tile  work  on  the  new  East  Boston 
Vehicular    Tunnel. 

Coun.  BURKE — On  the  order. — that  is  about 
the  one  hundredth  or  one  thousand  and  oneth 
order  of  a  similar  nature  put  in  by  the 
councilor  from  the  ward  adjoining  mine,  and 
on  each  occasion  it  has  kept  the  Finance  Com- 
mission and  everybody  else  in  the  City  of 
Boston  pretty  busy.  By  this  time  I  suspect 
that  he  has  gleaned  considerable  information 
about  the  various  things  he  has  been  interested 
in.  I  feel  kind  of  sorry  that  he  didn't  know 
the  workings  of  the  sheriff's  department  be- 
cause he  holds  himself  out  to  be  a  man  who 
understands  pretty  fully  municipal  activities 
and  the  activities  of  the  Suffolk  County  de- 
partments. I  am  glad  he  is  putting  in  another 
order  and  getting  more  information  about 
some  of  the  questions  that  interest  the  tax- 
payers of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  NORTON— I  plead  guilty  to  that  in- 
dictment of  ignorance ;  plead  guilty  on  two 
different  occasions.  There  is  no  appeal  from 
the  court  on  the  left  here.  Now,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, yes,  I  have  introduced  a  number  of 
orders,  yes,  proud  of  them.  I  am  not  going 
to  bother  this  body  with  a  list  of  the  various 
orders  that  I  have  introduced.  I  will  introduce 
more, — plenty  of  them.  Now,  Mr.  President, 
I  would  like  to  say  for  the  purpose  of  the 
record  that  vitreous  enamel  tile  was  asked  for 
on  this  tunnel.  A  saving  was  expected — much 
cheaper  material.  If  that  is  so,  from  informa- 
tion I  have  gathered  from  the  tile  people,  the 
city  should  have  saved  quite  a  sum  of  money. 
This  is  a  $19,000,000  tunnel.  We  are  the 
body  that  appropriates  the  money  here,  and 
I  think  we  ought  to  have  some  care  in  knowing 
what  is  going  on.  I  would  like  to  say  to  my 
colleague  on  the  left  here  that  this  order  calls 
on  the  Finance  Cmmission,  and  there  will  be 
more  as  time  goes  on,  as  evidence  is  presented 
to  me  that  the  money  of  the  citizens  of  Boston 
is  being  wasted.  You  asked  something  about 
the  Suffolk  County  Courthouse.  I  don't  be- 
lieve there  is  a  man  in  the  room  that  under- 
stands the  deputy  sheriff  fee  system.  I  have 
heard  as  you  have  heard  on  the  street  from 
people    regarding   that    particular    system,    pro 
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and  con,  but  I  don't  know  just  exactly  -what 
is  the  law  up  there  and  what  is  going  on  up 
there,  and  I  doubt  very  much  if  anybody  here 
knows  until  they  hear  officially  from  the  sheriff 
himself. 

The    order   was    passed    under   suspension    of 
the     rule.

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  has  taken  $45,000  out  of  the  so-called 
Reserve  Fund  in  order  to  do  something  that  this 
Council  has  refused  to  give  him  permission  to  do, 
to  date — that  is,  to  lease  the  so-called  Young's 
Hotel  property  or  buy  it.  Section  16  of  the 
charter  says: 

"No  official  of  said  city,  except  in  case  of  extreme 
emergency  involving  the  health  or  safety  of  the 
people  or  their  property,  shall  expend  intentionally 
in  any  fiscal  year  any  sum  in  excess  of  the  appro- 
priations duly  made  in  accordance  with  law." 

I  cannot  see  that  what  has  been  done  here 
can  properly  be  done,  under  that  section,  as  it 
does  not  seem  to  me  it  can  possibly  be  construed 
as  an  "extreme  emergency  involving  the  health 
or  safety  of  the  people  or  their  property."  This 
is  an  evasion.  It  is  a  bold  and  brazen  attempt  to 
foist  on  the  people  of  Boston  a  seventy-five-year 
old  hotel  building,  useless  as  a  hotel,  and  un- 
adapted  in  its  ^  present  condition  for  any  city 
purpose.  If  it  is  to  be  bought,  it  should  be  im- 
mediately torn  down  and  a  new  building  should 
be  put  up.  There  is  no  need  for  this  for  addi- 
tional City  Hall  space,  especially  when  we  compare 
the  space  we  have  here  in  Boston  with  that  used 
for  City  Hall  purposes  in  other  American  cities. 
We  have  already  three  times  the  space  that  is  used 
in  Borne  of  the  other  cities  with  100,000  more 
population.  There  is  plenty  of  space  to  perform 
the  various  functions  that  we  perform.  You  can 
walk  through  the  Annex  from  top  to  bottom  and 
find  plenty  of  room,  can  find  tables  simply  loaded 
with  blueprints,  where  additional  space  for  em- 
ployees could  be  provided  in  the  various  de- 
partments. Mr.  President,  it  seems  to  me  it  is 
incumbent  upon  the  Corporation  Counsel  to  in- 
form the  City  Council  as  to  the  legality  of  this 
entire  business.  I  feel  that  it  is  an  evasion, 
that  it  is  wrong,  that  it  is  unnecessary,  that  it 
simply  means  giving  more  money  to  a  small  group 
of  real  estate  operators  in  Boston  at  a  time  when 
we  have  not  sufficient  money  to  properly  feed  our 
poor  people,  at  a  time  when  we  have  100,000  men, 
women  and  children  asking  for  something  to  eat. 
If  additional  space  were  needed,  I  understand  that 
we  could  easily  obtain  it  in  a  brand  new  building 
near  Young's  Hotel  and  at  a  much  less  figure. 
But  there  is  already  plenty  of  empty  space  in  city 
buildings.  Even  if  there  were  not,  as  I  say, 
space  can  be  obtained  at  a  lower  price  in  good 
modern  buildings  near  the  Annex.  We  do  not 
need  to  go  across  the  street  and  take  over  this 
old  building,  owned  awhile  ago  by  the  Fifty  Asso- 
ciates; and  we  certainly  should  not  do  anything 
of  this  sort  that  will  hamper  the  incoming  Mayor, 
if  it  can  possibly  be  avoided.  Did  you  ever 
hear  of  a  lease  being  made  in  this  way?  Let 
us,  if  possible,  frustrate  this  bold  attempt  to  buy 
that  old  hotel,  with  this  preliminary  step  whereby 
the  city  is  paying  a  $45,000  a  year  rental.  As  I 
say,  even  if  additional  space  were  necessary — 
which  I  feel  is  not  the  case — we  could  easily  ob- 
tain it  in  a  brand  new  office  building  near  Young's 
Hotel,  at  a  much  less  figure.  Why,  in  any  event, 
do  we  have  to  take  over  this  old  hotel,  starting 
with  a  $45,000  a  year  rental  and  paying  heavy 
taxes,  at  a  time  when  our  people  need  all  the  aid 
and  assistance  they  can  receive,  at  a  time  when 
the  city's  money  should  be  conserved  and  not 
wasted,  and  at  a  time  when  we  should  not  tie  the 
hands  of  the  new  Mayor  by  loading  on  the  city  at 


large  expense  this  old  hotel,  which  will  cost  a  large 
amount  to  place  in  repair,  if  nothing  else,  and 
which  would  unquestionably  have  to  be  rebuilt, 
to  say  nothing  of  the  expense  for  light  and  heat. 
If  this  sort  of  thing  is  to  be  allowed  to  go  through, 
what  can  the  incoming  Mayor  do,  if  he  wants 
to  stop  that  lease,  or  if  he  wants  to  stop  the  taking 
over  of  this  property?  Nothing  at  all.  The 
city  will  be  handcuffed  with  a  nefarious  lease, 
the  worst  that  has  ever  been  made  with  anybody. 
What  right  has  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  exercise 
such  questionable  power  at  this  time,  saying  to 
the  owners  of  Young's  Hotel,  "We  will  give  you 
$45,000  in  rent  for  this  old  building,  which  will, 
undoubtedly,  have  to  be  torn  down,  and  we  will 
pay  for  the  light  and  heat?"  It  is  wrong,  Mr. 
President  and  gentlemen.  If  Boston  has  any 
money  that  can  be  spent  at  this  time,  it  should 
first  go  to  feed  and  care  for  the  unemployed  and 
their  families,  for  the  well-being  of  those  who  are 
legitimately  out  of  work  and  whose  families  in 
many  cases  are  starving  and  are  losing  their 
homes.  Thousands  of  homes  in  the  City  of  Boston 
are  going  to  be  sold  because  we  have  not  enough 
money  now  to  run  the  city  and  are  obliged  to  raise 
the  money  at  any  cost.  That  is  the  situation 
confronting  the  heads  of  many  little  families, 
where  the  father  has  been  unemployed  for  a  couple 
of  years  and  is  unable  to  pay  his  taxes.  Yet  the 
City  of  Boston  goes  right  along  and  spends  over 
$45,000  a  year — yes,  over  $100,000  a  year — to 
benefit  a  small  group  of  owners  of  buildings,  in 
spite  of  the  situation  that  is  going  to  confront 
the  incoming  Mayor,  who  will  be  tied  body  and 
soul  and  can  do  nothing.  And  it  is  simply  done 
to  benefit  this  small  group  of  real  estate  men, 
as  I  say,  who,  as  I  say,  are  not  only  interested  in 
this  transaction  but  who  have  also  tried  to  foist 
land  deals  in  East  Boston  and  in  other  sections 
on  this  city,  thereby  raising  the  assessments  also 
on  our  taxpayers.  And  yet,  at  a  time  like  this, 
we  have  this  proposition,  under  which  the  city 
not  only  agrees  to  pay  this  rental  but  to  keep  the 
building  in  proper  condition,  to  say  nothing  of  the 
obligations  and  the  burden  that  will  come  upon 
the  city  later  in  connection  with  this  dilapidated 
property.  It  is  unfair,  Mr.  President.  It  is 
unfair,  as  I  say,  to  the  incoming  Mayor  and  it  is 
a  bold  and  brazen  attempt  to  waste  the  taxpayers' 
money  illegally,  as  would  seem  to  be  the  case  from 
the  wording  of  section  16  of  the  charter,  which 
provides  that  "no  official  of  said  city,  except  in 
case  of  extreme  emergency  involving  the  health 
or  safety  of  the  people  or  their  property  shall  ex- 
pend intentionally  in  any  fiscal  year  any  sum 
in  excess  of  the  appropriations  duly  made  in  accord- 
ance with  law."  Certainly,  if  we  have  any  money 
that  can  be  spent  at  this  time,  there  are  very 
pressing  demands  made  upon  us  from  our  suffering 
and  unemployed  citizens  which  should  be  met, 
instead  of  throwing  it  away  in  any  such  manner 
as  this. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  wonder  if  the 
councilor  from  Ward  18  realizes  that  the  leasing 
of  that  building  does  not  in  any  way  come  within 
the  power  of  the  City  Council?  I  wonder  if  he 
realizes  that  the  Mayor  of  Boston  is  exercising 
his  prerogative,  his  legal  right,  given  him  under 
the  law,  to  make  this  lease  if  he  sees  fit  to  do  so? 
I  certainly  cannot  understand  why,  under  the 
circumstances,  the  councilor  should  bring  the 
matter  before  us  in  this  way,  when  we  have  nothing 
whatever  to  do  with  it  and,  even  if  we  wanted  to 
do  so,  could  not  stop  it.  I  wonder  if  he  realizes 
that  the  Mayor  is  the  sole  fountain  head  of  power 
when  it  comes  to  making  a  lease  of  this  kind,  and 
that  he  himself,  in  presenting  an  order  of  this  sort, 
attacking  the  so-called  grafters,  is  really  jeopardiz- 
ing our  position  in  the  eyes  of  the  people  of  Boston, 
giving  them  the  impression  that  we  can  interfere 
and  prevent  this  thing  from  being  done,  when  we 
have  no  power  whatever  in  the  matter?  Some 
people  might  well  infer  from  what  the  councilor 
has  said  that  the  City  Council  has  something  to  do 
with  it,  when  such  is  not  the  case.  Remembering 
what  was  done  with  an  order  that  I  offered  at  one 
of  our  recent  meetings,  an  order  which  was  aimed 
at  preventing  thousands  of  dollars  being  taken 
from  the  City  of  Boston,  and  which  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Rules,  I  wonder  why  this 
order  is  not  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules, 
as  was  done  with  the  order  I  offered? 

President  McGRATH— The  order  will  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Rules. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  the  coun- 
cilor asks  what  the  Council  has  to  do  with  this 
matter.  I  have  read  section  16  of  the  City 
Charter,  which  says: 
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"No  official  of  said  city,  except  in  case  of  ex- 
treme emergency  involving  the  health  or  safety 
of  the  people  or  their  property,  shall  expend 
intentionally  in  any  fiscal  year  any  sum  in  excess 
of  the  appropriations  duly  made  in  accordance  with 
law,  nor  involve  the  city  in  any  contract  for  the 
future  payment  of  money  in  excess  of  such  appro- 
priation, except  as  provided  in  section  6  of  this 
act." 

"Except  as  provided  in  section  6  of  this  act" — 
and  section  6  says: 

"No  contract  for  lighting  the  public  streets, 
parks,  or  alleys  or  for  the  collection,  removal  or 
disposal  of  refuse,  extending  over  a  period  of  over 
one  year  from  the  date  thereof,  shall  be  valid 
without  the  approval  of  the  mayor  and  the  city 
council  after  a  public  hearing  held  by  the  city 
council,  of  which  at  least  seven  days'  notice  shall 
have  been  given  in  the  City  Record." 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  would  ask  the 
councilor  from  Ward  18  (Coun.  Norton) ,  through 
the  Chair,  whether  he  claims  that  the  Mayor  has 
no  right  to  enter  into  a  lease  without  getting  the 
consent  of  the  City  Council. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  order,  that  this  order  has  been  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Rules,  and  no  further  discussion 
is  now  in  order. 

President  McGRATH— The  point  of  order  is 
well  taken. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  information,  if  the  Chair  will  be  kind  enough  to 
answer  the  question  for  me . 

President  McGRATH— The  Chair  will  state  that 
the  order  has  been  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Rules  and  that  any  question  of  any  nature  can  be 
taken  up  before  that  committee. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  be,  and  hereby  is, 
requested  to  inform  the  City  Council  as  to  (1) 
the  departments  it  is  planned  to  house  in  the 
Young's  Hotel  property  during  the  remainder  of 
the  year  1933,  (2)  the  dates  on  which  the  expira- 
tion of  leases  will  permit  housing  of  departments 
now  renting  quarters  outside  City  Hall,  (3)  the 
fund  or  funds  from  which  payments  in  the  lease 
have  been  or  will  be  made. 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Collector  be,  and 
hereby  is,  requested  to  inform  the  City  Council 
as  to  the  assessed  valuation  and  taxes  assessed 
by  the  City  of  Boston  on  the  Young's  Hotel 
property  at  numbers  2,  7,  8  and  9  Court  square 
in  the  years  1932  and  1933,  the  date  or  dates  on 
which  said  taxes  were  paid,  with  the  amount  of 
payment  in  each  case,  and  the  taxes  outstanding 
on  the  property. 

Ordered,  That  the  full  text  of  the  lease  reputed 
to  have  been  signed  on  November  25,  1933,  and 
any  other  binding  agreements  between  the  City 
of  Boston  and  the  Y.  H.  Realty  Company  for 
use  by  the  city  of  the  Young's  Hotel  property  be 
printed  as  a  portion  of  the  Proceedings  of  the 
City  Council  on  November  27,  1933. 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  Finance  Commission 
be,  and  hereby  is,  requested  to  hold  a  public  hear- 
ing in  regard  to  the  lease  of  the  Young's  Hotel 
property  recently  entered  into  by  the  City  of 
Boston,  that  the  commission  summons  and 
publicly  examine  representatives  of  both  parties 
to  the  transaction,  and  report  its  findings  to  the 
City  Council. 

Severally  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules. 


INFORMATION  ASKED  FROM  ASSESSORS 
AND   AUDITOR. 
Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,   That  the  Board   of   Assessors   be  re- 
quested to  inform  the  Boston  City  Council  as  to 
the  following: 

1.  The  locations  and  names  of  the  owners  of  all 
properties  in  Wards  3  and  4,  valued  at  8200,000  or 
more,  for  land  and  buildings  in  1932,  on  which  the 
valuations  were  reduced  in  1933. 

2.  The  valuation  on  each  of  these  properties  in 
1932  and  in  1933. 

3.  The  amount  of  tax  abatements,  if  any, 
granted  on  these  properties  on  account  of  the 
1932  property  tax. 

4.  On  which  of  these  properties  had  appeals 


been  taken  to  the  State  Board  of  Tax  Appeals  on 
account  of  assessments  levied  in  1932  or  previous 
years. 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Auditor  be  requested  to 
inform  the  Boston  City  Council  as  to  the  following: 

The  names  of  all  property  owners  receiving 
refunds  of  property  taxes  in  1933  to  date,  in  excess 
of  $1,000,  with  a  statement  showing  the  year  in 
which  the  refunded  tax  was  assessed.

CIVIL   WORKS   PROGRAM. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  ■ollowing: 

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  be  requested 
to  consider  the  advisability  of  immediately  con- 
ferring with  the  Mayor-elect  regarding  the  Federal 
Civil  Works  program  for  the  City  of  Boston  in 
order  to  put  men  to  work. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  Boston  is  the 
one  large  city  in  America  today  with  nobody 
working  on  a  Federal  public  works  project, — 
that  is.  on  one  of  the  Federal  Government  projects 
where  the  government  gives  30  per  cent  of  the 
money  necessary  to  carry  the  work  through. 
Boston  today  is  the  only  large  city  in  all  America 
with  not  one  man  working  on  a  Federal  project 
of  this  kind.  With  more  people  loafing  in  Boston 
today  than  in  all  our  history,  with  the  city  facing 
a  calamitous  situation,  with  one  in  every  six 
asking  for  something  to  eat,  what  is  the  matter? 
I  have  asked  that  question  time  and  again.  Why 
is  it  that  every  other  large  city  in  America  has  men 
working  under  this  Federal  plan  and  that  Boston 
is  the  only  large  city  in  the  land  with  no  such  men 
working  today,  November  27,  1933?  I  simply 
ask  in  this  order  that  the  Mayor  of  Boston  consider 
the  advisability  of  immediately  taking  this  matter 
up  and  conferring  with  the  Mayor-Elect.  New 
York  has  elected  a  new  Mayor  and  work  is  already 
being  done  in  that  city  under  this  Federal  authority 
through  combined  action  of  Mayor-Elect  La  Guar- 
dia  and  Mayor  O'Brien.  But  not  one  man  has  gone 
to  work  in  Boston  today  under  this  Federal  public 
works  program.  Ours  is  the  only  large  city  in  all 
America  where  not  one  man  is  today  so  working. 
What  is  the  matter,  Mr.  President  and  gentlemen? 
On  September  5  last  the  State  Emergency  Finance 
Board,  of  which  Mr.  Joseph  W.  Bartlett  is  chair- 
man, notified  Mayor  Curley  that  they  awaited 
his  public  works  projects  in  order  to  put  men  to 
work,  up  to  an  amount  of  810,000,000.  But,  on 
account  of  losing  out  on  his  Huntington  Avenue 
Subway  project,  which  was  not  approved  by  the 
State  Emergency  Finance  Board,  the  Mayor 
withdrew  all  his  requests  for  money.  As  a  result, 
nothing  was  done  until  October  17  or  18,  in  spite  of 
the  fact  that  we  were  in  the  midst  of  the  most 
acute  unemployment  problem  that  Boston  has 
ever  known.  Just  imagine  it,  Mr.  President, — 
at  a  time  when  we  should  have  been  going  ahead 
with  a  public  works  program  and  with  Mr.  Bartlett 
saying  to  Mayor  Curley,  "Send  along  your  items 
of  810,000,000,"  and  yet  not  a  thing  being  done 
from  September  5  to  October  17.  I  want  to  show 
you  why  nothing  has  been  done  in  Boston  and  why 
nothing  is  being  done  today  along  this  line,  and 
that  it  is  the  only  large  city  in  America  where 
nothing  is  being  done.  On  October  17  or  18  the 
Mayor  finally,  after  more  than  a  month's  delay, 
submitted  the  Huntington  Avenue  Subway 
proposal  again,  along  with  five  additional  projects, 
including  sewers,  streets,  waterworks  and  hospitals, 
and  up  to  date,  November  27,  the  State  Emergency 
Finance  Board  has  tentatively  approved  the 
Mayor's  request  for  money  to  be  spent  on  streets, 
sewers,  and  one  half  of  the  amount  he  desired  for 
water  pipes.  These  items  now  await  the  approval 
of  the  Federal  Board.  Thirty  per  cent  of  the 
money  for  these  projects  is  to  be  an  outright  gift  on 
the  part  of  the  Federal  Government  to  the  City 
of  Boston;  and  now,  separate  and  distinct  from 
that  Federal  public  works  program,  is  this  new 
Federal  idea  on  which  the  national  government 
has  stepped  in,  with  what  is  known  as  the  Civil 
Works  projects,  allowing  two  and  one  half  millions 
to  come  to  us  to  be  spent  for  such  work.  That  is, 
anxious  to  get  men  to  work  this  winter,  the  Federal 
Government  has  come  along  with  this  new  plan, 
an  offer  to  give  Boston  outright  approximately 
S2,500,000  to  put  men  to  work  at  once,  the  project 
to  start  immediately  and  to  be  finished  by  February 
15  next.     Chairman  Joseph  Bartlett  of  the  Civil 
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Works  Board,  handling  this  new  project,  demands 
that  19,000  men  and  women  be  put  to  work  by 
December  15,  1933,  and  the  Federal  Board  will 
pay  -the  money.  What  has  happened?  Nothing 
has  been  done.  The  Mayor  says,  "All  the  men 
I  can  put  at  work  are  10,000."  But- Chairman 
Joe  Bartlett,  with  the  power  of  the  state  and  the 
federal  Government  back  of  him,  says  "You 
will  find  work  for  19,000  men,  and  if  you  do  not 
do  so,  I  will  step  in  and  put  19,000  to  work  in 
Boston  Mr.  President,  isn't  it  rather  queer 
that  the  Mayor  should  take  this  position?  We 
have  heard  his  argument  for  some  time  back  that 
the  only  thing  that  will  cure  the  present  depression 
and  unemployment  situation  is  "work  and  wages." 
And  when  there  is  an  opportunity  to  put  men  at 
work  and  give  them  wages,  he  says  that  he  cannot 
put  19,000  men  at  work.  Here  is  a  story  that 
appears  on  page  1  of  a  leading  Boston  newspaper 
this  morning,  November  27,  1933,  written  by  a 
reputable  Boston  reporter: 

"Hub  Must  Give  Jobs  to  19,000.  If  city 
doesn't  find  work,  Civil  Board  will  take  hand. 
At  least  19,000  men  and  women  in  Boston  must 
be  put  to  work  by  December  15,  under  the  Civil 
Works  program,  whether  the  city  authorities 
like  it  or  not,  and  despite  the  fact  that  Mayor 
Curley  stated  work  could  be  found  for  only  10,000. 
This  was  the  declaration  yesterday  of  Joseph  W. 
Bartlett,  chairman  of  the  Civil  Works  Board." 

He  was  wondering  why  some  action  was  not 
being  taken  along  the  line  of  putting  men  at  work 
immediately,  and  there  seemed  to  be  some  trouble 
m  the  matter  downstairs.  The  Federal  Govern- 
ment was  paying  the  entire  bill.  And  yet  not  one 
man  in  Boston  today  is  at  work,  this  being  the 
only  large  city  in  America  where  hundreds  and 
thousands  are  not  at  work  under  this  plan.  Mr. 
Bartlett  was  very  much  concerned  about  it,  as 
chairman  of  the  Civil  Works  Board,  acting  for 
the  state,  and  this  article  goes  on: 

"Bartlett,  aroused  because  of  the  slowness  of 
some  of  the  cities  and  towns  in  putting  people  to 
work,  asserted  that  the  Boston  quota  must  be 
filled  and  will  be  tilled,  even  if  the  Board  itself 
has  to  take  over  the  projects." 

Boston's  quota  is  19,000  men  to  be  put  at  work 
between  December  15  and  February  15,  and  this 
does  not  include  anyone  put  to  work  under  the 
Federal  public  works  program.  It  is  the  number 
to  be  employed  on  Civil  Works  projects,  the 
Federal  Government  paying  every  cent.  There 
is  no  reason  why  that  number  cannot  be  placed 
at  work  in  Boston,  according  to  Chairman  Bartlett. 
A  little  ingenuity  is  all  that  is  needed.  Mr. 
President  and  gentlemen,  what  is  the  matter? 
There  are  50,000  men  and  boys  in  Boston  looking 
for  something  to  do,  and  the  man  downstairs  says, 
"I  can  find  work  for  only  10,000."  But  Chairman 
Bartlett  says  that  if  the  Mayor  does  not  find  pro- 
jects that  will  employ  19,000  men  immediately, 
he  will  step  in  over  the  heads  of  city  officials,  and 
they  will  be  placed.  Now,  what  is  the  answer? 
I  would  like  to  ask  the  Mayor's  protagonists, 
some  of  his  friends,  to  give  us  the  answer.  Boston 
today  is  the  only  large  city  in  America,  in  the  midst 
of  the  most  terrible  depression  we  have  ever  known, 
that  does  not  have  one  man  working  today  under 
thi3  Federal  program. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  am  glad,  in  the 
closing  days  of  my  membership  in  this  body  to 
finally  hear  the  councilor  admit  that  the  Mayor 
does  not  want  to  spend  any  more  money.     That 
admission  seems  strange   coming  from  the  coun- 
cilor  from    Ward    18    (Coun.    Norton),    who    has 
for    years   accused    the    Mayor    of    extravagantly 
spending   money   in   Boston.     But   he   stands   on 
the  floor  this  afternoon  and  says  that  the  Mayor 
does  not  want  to  spend  money.     I  feel,  however, 
that  certain  members  of  this  body,  as  well  as  the 
men  and  women  in  the  gallery  upstairs,  as  well 
as  the  thousands  in  Boston  who  are  out  of  employ- 
ment, should  be  informed  of  the  real  reason  for 
delay  in  putting  these  thousands  of  men  and  women 
at  work.     Hasn't  the  Mayor  been  working  day  and 
night  to  relieve  this  whole  situation?     I  hold  no 
brief    for    him,    because    he    can    handle    himself, 
but  when  things  are  stated  in  regard  to  him  that 
may  be  misconstrued,  I  am  glad  to  be  one,  as  I 
was   referred   to   at   one   time   by   the   gentleman 
from   Ward   8   (Coun.   Dowd),   who   supports   the 
Mayor   of    Boston.     I    would   like   to   see    19,000 
men  put  at   work   in  Boston   under   this  Federal 
Government  project,  and  I  would  like  to  see  the 
Mayor   find   projects   which   would   employ  them. 
But   we  know   that   there  are    certain   conditions 
that  must  be  niet  in  the  matter  of  employment 
at  this  time  of  year,  as  has  become  clear  in  the 


present  program  that  is  being  worked  out  between 
the  Mayor  of  Boston  and  the  department  heads. 
Isn  t  there  a  limit  to  the  kind  of  construction  at 
which  we  can  put  men  at  work  between  Decem- 
ber   15    and    February    15?     The    councilor    has 
referred  to  what  is  being  done  in  other  large  cities, 
but  there  are  citieB  in  different  parts  of  the  country 
where  climatic  conditions  are  different  from  what 
they  are  in  Boston — as,  for  example,  in  the  southern 
part  of  the  country.     Shouldn't   those  conditions 
always  be  borne  in  mind,  so  that  we  can  have  a 
fair  picture  of  the  attempt  the  Mayor  is  making 
instead    of    our    merely   standing   here   and    criti- 
cising the  chief  executive  of  our  city  at  a   time 
when  he  is  making  every  effort   in  his  power  to 
place  men  at  work?     Some  of  the  members  here 
opposed  the   Huntington  Avenue  Subway,  which 
would  have  put  3,000  men  at  work  for  two  and 
one-half  years,  not  simply  putting  men  at  work 
for    two    months.     Why    criticize    the   Mayor    of 
Boston  because  he  does  not  or  cannot  find  jobs 
for   19,000  men  at  50  cents  an  hour,  six  hours  a 
day,  for  a  five-day  week?     While  I  hold  no  brief 
for  the  chief  executive  of  our  city,  I  hate  to  see 
him    criticized    when,    if   you   will    talk    with    the 
executive    heads,    you    will   find   that    they   have 
been  working  with  the  Mayor  until  nine  or  ten 
o'clock  at   night   trying   to   find  jobs  for    10,000. 
at  $15  a  week  for  the  laborers  and  $1.20  an  hour 
for    experienced     mechanics.     But    there    is,    at 
this    time    of    year    a    limit    to    programs.     You 
cannot    repave    streets    now.     Winter    is    almost 
upon   us,   however   much   we   may   wish,   for   the 
benefit  of,  those  who  might  be  employed,  it  may 
be  delayed.     Snow  will  probably  fly  before  long, 
and  we  will  have  winter  conditions.     The  Mayor 
of  Boston  has  already  suggested  a  program  under 
which   19,000  men,  and  more  than  19,000,   could 
have  been  employed  by  the  city.     So  the  blame 
does    not   rest    with    the   Mayor.     The    councilor 
from   Ward    18  refers   to   tne   $400,000,000   grant 
under  the  Federal  program  to  the  cities  and  towns 
of  the  country,  and  he  says,  "Why  haven't  these 
men    been    put    to    work?"     Mr.    President,    this 
latest  program  has  only  been  just  adopted,  and 
it  is  only  on  the  preparatory  end  that  it  is  being 
held  up.     Why  should  the  chief  executive  of  our 
city  be  blamed  for  a  delay  that  cannot  be  helped? 
The   Mayor   has   submitted  to   us   program   after 
program,    and    we    have    been    awaiting    Federal 
sanction  and  approval.     The  Mayor  has  worked 
unceasingly  to  put  men  at  work  in  our  city,  and 
why  should  we  not  stand  with  him  on  this  propo- 
sition?    He     has     been     working     earnestly     for 
the  progress  of  our  city,  for  the  carrying  out  of 
public    works,   and   no   one   has   more   bemoaned 
the   fact   that    more   could   not   be   done   to   give 
employment    to    thousands    of    men   and    women 
in  Boston  in  these  times.     No  executive  of  any 
city  in  the  country  has   worked   harder   to   that 
end.     But  we  don't  hear  a  word  of  commendation 
of  him  for  those  efforts.     No  one  has  been  more 
anxious  to  take  the  folks  off  the  dole  and  to  give 
them   employment.     Is  the   Mayor   of  Boston  to 
be  blamed  for  wishing,  through  the  furnishing  of 
employment,    to    take    31,000    heads    of    families 
off  the  dole  in  Boston?     Mr.  President,  it  is  not 
fair   to   blame   the  Mayor   for  something   that  is 
beyond   his   power.     He   has   furnished   and   sug- 
gested programs,  and  if  those  programs  have  not 
been  approved,  it   is  no  fault  of  his.     Certainly, 
if  there  is  any  way  to  put   19,000  men  at  work 
in  the  City  of  Boston  on  any  project  for  which 
this   money    can   be   used   over   the   two   months 
from  December   15  to  February   15,  no  man  will 
be  more  glad  than  the  Mayor  to  suggest  it.     Mr. 
President,  the  Mayor  of  Boston  should  be  com- 
mended   for    trying    to   arrange    programs    which 
would      relieve      the      unemployment      situation. 
That  is  a  matter  upon  which  he  has  been  earnestly 
and   unceasingly   engaged   for   a   long   time.     But 
every  time  an  important  program  that  would  not 
only   be   of   public   service   but    would   employ   a 
large  number  of  men  has  been  suggested,  he  has 
been  turned  down.     We  have  here  an  item  today 
of  $700,000  for  water  main  construction  in  Boston, 
something  which   the   Mayor  had  in  his   original 
program,    including    work    which    would    relieve 
the   situation    in    Roxbury   and    Dorchester.     He 
is  told  now  that  if  he  puts  it  in  it  will  be  approved. 
But  he  had  already  suggested  it  long  ago.     Why 
wasn't     that     approved      in     September?     Why 
wasn't  the  $2,000,000  for  street  paving  approved 
in   September?     It   was  approved  for   $1,000,000, 
and  he  now  comes  in  with  the  other  $1,000,000, 
having    been    probably    informed    that    the    state 
department  will  approve  it.     It  has  been  evident 
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all  along,  in  my  humble  opinion,  that  our  chief 
executive  has  been  doing  everything  possible  to 
alleviate  suffering  and  to  put  men  and  women  at 
work,  so  that  they  could  get  what  they  are  en- 
titled to,  and  be  able  to  support  their  families. 

Coun.  BURKE— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  have  an  opportunity  to  answer  some  of  the 
questions  suggested  by  the  gentleman  from 
Ward  18  (Coun.  Norton).  I  would  refer  to  the 
minutes  of  July  31,  1933,  when  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  submitted  a  program  totaling  $23,500,000. 
In  that  program  there  were  twelve  items.  The 
first  one  was  $8,500,000  for  a  subway  under 
Huntington  avenue,  from  Copley  square  to  Long- 
wood  avenue.  That  matter  was  debated  and 
debated  very  capably  by  many  members  of  the 
Boston  City  Council  and,  if  I  remember  correctly, 
the  records  show  that  the  councilor  from  Ward  18 
(Coun.  Norton)  got  up  and  said  that  he  would 
not  vote  for  it,  and  he  talked  against  it  and  each 
and  every  other  item  in  the  program,  and  the 
councilor  voted  against  the  passage  of  item  after 
item,  and  on  August  7  he  again  debated  the  mat- 
ter at  length  and  brought  into  the  debate  the 
opinion  of  many  outstanding  people  in  the  world, 
quoting  statements  supposed  to  be  made  by  those 
gentlemen  to  the  effect  that  money  should  not 
be  spent  in  that  way,  he  claiming  that  the  City 
of  Boston  should  not  enter  into  this  program  and 
that  money  should  not  be  spent  at  that  time 
because  the  city  could  not  afford  it.  But  today, 
when  these  loan  orders  for  $7,500,000  come  be- 
fore the  Council  he  is  for  them.  But  I  say  that 
if  anybody  up  to  date  has  been  against  the  so-called 
work  and  wages  program  of  the  Mayor  of  Boston, 
it  has  been  the  gentleman  from  Ward  IS  (Coun. 
Norton),  that  having  been  his  position  on  prac- 
tically every  order  that  has  come  before  the 
Council,  looking  to  putting  men  to  work,  not  only 
this  year  but  last  year.  On  the  Huntington 
Avenue  Tunnel  he  has  taken  that  stand,  and 
only  at  our  last  meeting  he  took  a  position  against 
the  loan  order  looking  to  the  equipment  of  the 
Boston  City  Hospital.  And  so  I  say  that  he  has 
been  the  dilatory  man  on  the  part  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  because  of  his  noncooperating  activities 
— noncooperating  with  the  Public  Works  Com- 
missioner of  the  state  government  and  not  co- 
operating at  all  with  the  officials  of  the  Boston 
city  government  who  have  been  trying  to  put 
men  at  work.  Nobody  is  more  interested  in 
putting  men  at  work  than  I  am,  but  that  has  not 
been  the  councilor's  position.  And  it  now  seems 
foolish,  a  lot  of  baloney,  for  him  to  get  up  and 
ask  the  Mayor  why  he  has  not  put  19,000  men 
at  work  in  a  week  and  a  half.  Such  a  program 
as  is  now  proposed  requires  work  and  thought. 
The  work  done  by  such  men  cannot  be  restricted 
to  the  gentleman's  pet  hobby  of  taking  away 
the  slums,  but  it  involves  other  propositions 
that  are  just  as  important  and  can  be  got  at  more 
quickly  than  the  work  of  doing  away  with  slums. 
The  Mayor  asked  the  gentleman  once  what  he 
would  do  with  the  $23,500,000  if  he  had  it,  and 
he  said,  "Clear  away  old  houses  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  do  away  with  the  slums."  When  told 
that  the  money  could  not  be  used  for  that  pur- 
pose, he  was  again  asked  what  he  would  do  with 
the  money,  and  he  could  not  tell  the  Mayor  what 
he  would  do  and  admitted  that  it  was  a  subject 
that  required  thought.  I  only  hope  that  the 
Mayor  will  work  along  as  fast  as  he  can,  and 
that  within  the  next  two  or  three  days  he  will 
be  able  to  put  some  men  at  work,  that  he  will 
do  his  best  to  put  19,000  men  at  work,  and  I  think 
with  proper  cooperation  all  along  the  line  he  may 
be  able  to  do  so.  But  I  certainly  trust  that  he 
will  receive  more  cooperation  than  he  has  received 
in  the  past  from  the  gentleman  from  Ward  18. 
Certainly,  we  are  all  anxious  to  see  the  Mayor 
and  others  successful  in  placing  men  at  work. 

Couu.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  agree  in 
many  respects  with  what  the  colleague  from  Ward 
18  (Coun.  Norton)  said,  and  I  do  not  believe 
that  there  should  have  been  this  delay  in  putting 
projects  through  from  September  5  to  October  17 
just  because  one  of  the  Mayor's  projects  was 
thrown  down.  I  do  not  believe  that  that  delay 
was  justifiable.  An  effort  may  be  shown  to  make 
it  appear  that  that  delay  of  a  month  and  a  half 
was  justifiable,  but  in  my  opinion  it  was  not. 
To  my  mind,  Mr.  Bartlett,  the  chairman  of  the 
State  Board,  is  doing  a  very  fine  job.  At  least, 
he  can  very  well  be  designated  the  protector  of 
the  unemployed  of  Boston,  as  well  as  of  every 
other  city  and  town  in  the  Commonwealth,  be- 
cause of  his  courageous  and  prompt  action.  I 
do   believe  this,  that  Mr,  Bartlett  is  out  to  get 


things  done  and  that  he  is  not  going  to  be  misled 
by  the  auctioneer  oratory  of  the  chief  magistrate 
of  this  city.  I  believe  that  the  Mayor's  real: 
object  has  been,  out  of  this  appropriation  of 
$2,500,000  which  is  now  being  made  available 
to  relieve  the  unemployment  situation  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  to  do  some  of  his  characteristic 
connivery  to  make  money  through  the  purchase 
of  materials.  Materials  are  what  the  gentleman 
downstairs  would  like  to  purchase  with  some  of 
this  money  through  some  of  his  favorite  supply 
houses,  buying  paint,  lumber,  other  materials  that 
would  be  necessary  in  whatever  work  was  done, 
and  getting  some  slight  return  back  after  giving 
the  money.  I  don't  know  how  true  thatsug-.. 
gestion  may  be,  but  knowing  the  Mayor  as  I 
do,  I  don't  doubt  it  for  one  moment.  Certainly, 
it  is  very  foolish  for  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  at- 
tempt to  tell  intelligent  men  and  women  seeking 
work  in  this  city  that  he  is  unable  to  find  work 
for  them  for  their  advantage  and  to  the  advantage 
of  the  city.  It  is  impossible  to  believe  that,  and 
people  do  not  believe  it.  I  declare  on  the  floor 
of  this  Council,  as  a  duly  elected  member  from  the 
Dorchester  district,  that  the  ^  reason  why  the 
Mayor  is  not  advancing  projects  fast  enough 
for  the  State  Board,  is  because  he  hoped  by  his 
action  to  dupe  that  Board  into  believing  that 
there  are  not  enough  projects  upon  which  to  spend 
this  $2,500,000  in  ten  weeks.  I  claim,  Mr,  Presi- 
dent, that  there  are  enough  projects  if  the  matter 
is  properly  looked  into,  and  that  much  more  could 
be  spent.  But  the  trouble  is  that  he  does  not 
see  a  chance  to  have  certain  supply  houses  furnish 
the  materials,  cement  and  other  things,  that  he 
does  not  see  a  chance  for  favorite  contractors 
doing  work  and  supplying  trucks.  But  there  are 
plenty  of  ways  in  which  this  money  can  well  be 
spent  to  the  profit  of  the  unemployed  people  of 
Boston,  spent  in  such  a  way  that  it  will  go  into 
their  homes  every  week  of  these  ten  weeks  and 
help  them  out  of  the  terrible  situation  in  which 
they  are  today.  But  not  one  cent  is  to  come 
back  to  the  Mayor's  pocket,  and  I  contend  that 
the  Mayor's  object  in  holding  this  up  is  to  ar- 
range some  way  by  which  the  money  can  be  spent 
for  supplies,   through   his  pet  supply  concerns. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  say  again,  to  the  colleague  from  Dorchester, 
that  on  September  5,  1933,  the  State  Emergency 
Finance  Boar  J,  faced  with  this  terrible  problem 
of  unemployment,  said  to  Mayor  Curley  that  they 
awaited  his  public  works  project  in  order  to  put 
men  to  work,  up  to  an  amount  of  $10,000,000, 
stating  that  they  would  approve  them.  The 
Mayor,  however,  withdrew  his  list  of  requests  at 
the  State  House,  saying,  "You  haven't  approved 
my  Huntington  Avenue  Subway,  and  I  will  pull 
everything  out  of  here."  So,  from  September  5 
to  October  17  we  had  this  terrible  situation,  where 
nothing  was  done.  I  would  like  to  ask  the  colleague 
from  Dorchester  how  he  -explains  that? 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  in  the  Mayor's 
opinion — I  am  now  stating  my  own  opinion,  but 
assuming  that  that  was  his  opinion — he  felt  that  a 
very  important  thing  was  construction  involving 
$8,500,000,  on  the  Huntington  Avenue  Subway,  a 
matter  upon  which  we  had  a  public  hearing  in  this 
very  room,  a  matter  that  it  was  admitted  by  one 
of  the  trustees  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway 
should  be  done;  and  it  appeared  that  only  30  per 
cent  of  that  money  would  be  used  for  anything 
outside  of  labor  and  that  70  per  cent  of  the 
$8,500,000  would  have  been  used  for  labor.  In 
other  words,  it  would  have  put  thousands  of  men 
needing  employment  at  work.  That  was  not  the 
Mayor's  pet  project,  and  I  cannot  understand  why 
it  should  so  be  referred  to  by  anybody.  It  has 
been  agitated  for  years  and  was  an  opportunity 
for  construction  work  that  would  certainly  have 
been  of  as  much  benefit  as  the  repaving  of  a 
street  or  other  proposed  expenditures  of  money 
that  would  have  employed  a  less  number  of  men 
on  jobs.  When  that  program  was  not  accepted 
by  the  State  Emergency  Finance  Board,  the 
Mayor  then,  in  October,  sent  along  several  million 
dollars  worth  of  other  projects,  which,  I  under- 
stand, were  again  clipped,  because  in  the  program 
as  we  approved  it,  if  I  remember  correctly,  there 
was  $2,000,000  for  sewers,  $2,000,000  for  street 
resurfacing,  $2,000,000  for  hospitals,  and  so  on. 
In  this  very  body  we  had  to  argue  out  the  whys 
and  wherefores  of  the  expenditure  of  that  money, 
and  finally  it  went  to  the  Mayor  and  then  to  the 
State  Emergency  Board.  This  is  November  27, 
and  if  these  matters  were  referred  to  them  on 
October  20  by  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  why  should 
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he  be  blamed  for  nobody  going  to  work  six  weeks 
after  he  did  submit  those  projects  to  the  proper 
authority? 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  Pre  ident,  I  appreciate 
the  councilor's  point  on  that,  but  I  ask  this  ques- 
tion. On  September  5  Mayor  Curley  took  away 
all  his  projects  from  the  State  Board  and  said, 
"If  you  don't  giv  me  the  Huntington  Avenue 
Subway,  we  will  ask  for  nothing."  Why,  between 
September  5  and  October  17,  didn't  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  ask  for  the  million  for  sewers,  the  million 
for  schools,  the  money  for  other  items,  that  they 
have  just  given  to  him? 

Coun.  RUBY— Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
ask  a  question.  Can  the  councilor  from  Ward  18 
(Coun.  Norton)  tell  me  why  they  waited  at  the 
State  Emergency  Finance  Board  from  October  17 
to  November  24  to  approve  these  projects  for 
which  the  Mayor  asked  approval  on  October  17? 

Coun.  NORTON — Because  since  that  time, 
in  addition  to  the  other  things  that  have  been 
done  by  the  Federal  Government,  there  has  been 
given  outright  $2,500,000  in  connection  with 
the  Civil  Works  program.  I  think  that  ought 
to  be  clear  enough.  We  now  have  this  $2,500,000 
plus.  I  believe  I  am  right  on  those  figures, 
and  I  am  willing  to  be  checked  up.  I  would 
ask  Mr.  Wilfred  Doyle,  our  City  Clerk,  because 
I  don't  wish  to  make  any  statement  of  this  sort 
without  being  properly  checked  up.  But  the 
Mayor  of  Boston,  because  he  could  not  get  what 
he  wanted  on  September  5,  withdrew  all  requests 
and  did  nothing  for  over  a  month,  and  then  he 
comes  in  with  these  requests  for  streets,  sewers, 
hospitals,  schools,  and  so  on.  All  right, — he  has 
been  granted  most  of  them.  But  why  did  he 
not  do  that  before?  We  are  now  asked  why 
something  has  not  been  done  by  the  State  Board. 
The  State  Board  haB  acted  favorably  upon  most 
of  the  projects  that  have  been  proposed,  with 
the  Federal  Board  over  there;  and  in  the  meantime, 
in  the  enterim,  this  additional  Civil  Works  has 
been  granted  by  the  Federal  Government.  This 
Civil  Works  program  has  been  added  to  the 
previous  Federal  works  program,  and  this  now 
takes  precedence.  In  the  meantime,  however, 
nothing  was  done  by  the  Mayor.  The  Mayor 
now  says,  in  connection  with  the  present  program, 
"All  I  can  put  to  work  in  Boston  are  10,000 
men,"  and  there  are  some  of  the  colleagues  here 
who  agree  with  him.  My  answer  is  this, — wait 
and  see  how  long  it  will  take  Mr.  Bartlett  to 
place  19,000  men  at  work  in  Boston.  The  fact 
is  that  Boston  has  been  placed  in  a  humiliating 
position  by  t  e  Mayor.  However,  colleague, 
you  will  see  19,000  men  placed  at  work  in  Boston 
immediately.  Mr.  Bartlett  will  see  that  it  is 
done,  if  the  Mayor  does  not.  Where  can  men 
be  put  at  work?  I  claim  that  there  are  plenty  of 
things  at  which  men  can  be  put  at  work,  using 
this  $2,500,000  in  the  two  months  from  December 
15  to  February  15.  The  colleague  has  not 
correctly  stated  what  was  said  between  myself 
and  the  Mayor  awhile  ago.  This  is  what  I  said 
when  the  Mayor  asked  me  what  I  would  do. 
"The  first  thing  I  would  do,  if  we  were  first  as- 
sured that  our  unemployed  were  properly  fed 
and  clothed,  would  be  to  try  to  eliminate  some 
of  the  slums  that  we  have  in  this  city.  They 
are  not  as  bad  as  in  some  of  the  large  cities  in 
Europe,  but  still  I  believe  we  could  spend  a  good 
deal  of  money  along  that  line,  building  small  homes 
in  the  outlying  residential  districts,  homes  that 
would  rent  for  from  $16  to  $18  a  month,  giving 
better  living  conditions  to  the  families  and  get- 
ting the  children  out  into  God's  country,  where 
they  would  get  plenty  of  air  and  sunshine.  We 
would  thus  be  giving  the  older  people  and  the 
children  a  chance  to  live  better.  That  is  in  line 
with  liberal  thought  today  throughout  the  world." 
Then  the  Mayor  said,  "All  right, —  what  else 
would  you  spend  it  on?"  "The  second  thing 
I  would  spend  it  on  is  our  streets.  We  have 
streets  in  our  residential  areas  that  are  in  such 
condition  that  the  children  cannot  go  to  school 
at  certain  times  in  the  winter,  streets  that  you 
cannot  get  a  fire  engine  through.  There  are  cer- 
tain streets  in  our  ward  which  are  not  accessible 
at  certain  times  to  a  fire  engine  or  a  police  am- 
bulance. Boston  has  650  miles  of  streets.  We 
could  spend  $60,000,000  on  those  streets,  and 
much  of  the  money  that  haB  been  wasted  through 
extravagance  and  favored  school  contractors 
could  have  been  used  in  putting  those  streets 
in  better  condition  than  they  are  in  today.  We 
have  streets  that  are  badly  in  need  of  repair. 
How  long  would  $23,000,000  last  in  Boston  if 
we  did  the  same  as  they  have  done  in  Los  Angeles 


and  other  cities  in  placing  their  streets  in  proper 
condition?  $23,500,000  would  not  be  too  much. 
This  would  employ  men  and  would  also  mean  a 
great  public  improvement.  You  could  put 
three  inches  of  rock  on  streets  now,  streets  that 
are  in  such  a  boggy  condition  that  it  is  prac- 
tically impossible  to  pass  through  them  at  times, 
thus  doing  the  preliminary  work  towards  placing 
those  Btreets  in  proper  condition  when  the  good 
weather  comes  around.  That  is  something  we 
can  do."  If  you  will  take  the  matter  up  with 
your  Public  Works  Commissioner  today  you  will 
find  that  that  is  so.  Three  inches  of  crushed 
stone  can  be  put  in  and  rolled  down,  with  per- 
haps a  little  macadam  on  it,  and  you  can  then 
wait  until  spring  to  do  the  rest.  Or  perhapB 
that  will  be  plenty,  and  possible  the  abutters 
will  be  satisfied.  Now,  Mr  President,  19,000 
men  could  be  used  in  Boston  doing  such  work 
as  I  have  spoken  of.  They  can  be  used  on  our 
public  buildings,  also.  They  can  be  put  at  work 
next  week.  The  colleague  stated  that  I  was 
unable  to  answer  the  Mayor,  but  I  don't  think 
any  other  colleague  who  was  present  at  the  time 
would  say  that.  He  intimated  that  I  was  afraid, 
that  I  didn't  know  what  to  say.  Well,  I  will 
leave  that  with  you  who  were  there.  In  some 
of  my  remarks  I  was  referred  to  as  copying  "Al" 
Smith's  boloney.  Well,  I  am  not  going  into 
any  argument  of  this  category  at  the  present 
time.  I  was  accused  of  being  against  expendi- 
tures of  money  to  put  men  at  work.  Why  don't 
you  go  farther  and  read  the  record?  Sure,  I 
have  been  against  Mayor  Curley  spending  millions 
on  favored  contractors.  Sure,  I  have  been. 
Who  wouldn't  be  ?  Yes,  I  was  against  that  little 
group  of  contractors.  I  was  against  work  on  the 
Brook  Farm  road  out  in  West  Roxbury,  near  the 
Boston  line,  where  some  of  these  contractors 
would  have  got  $3.50  a  square  yard  for  what  they 
would  put  in.  Yes,  I  wouldn't  vote  for  that  sort 
of  thing.  But  when  you  talk  about  putting  men 
at  work, — why,  on  the  Jeremiah  Burke  School  in 
Roxbury  there  were  less  than  one  hundred  men 
put  at  work.  There  were  less  than  fifteen  men 
put  at  work — and  they  could  not  speak  English — 
on  Hyde  Park  avenue.  And  still  colleagues 
stand  up  here  and  say  that  Norton  is  against 
putting  men  at  work.  Yes,  I  am  opposed  to  a 
situation  where  you  cannot  put  a  white  man  at 
work  in  Boston  on  a  job.  On  the  William  Barton 
Rogers  School  in  Hyde  Park  you  could  find  only 
one  man  who  could  talk  English.  "Norton  is 
against  putting  men  at  work."  Yes  I  am  opposed 
to  putting  met  at  work,  such  as  work  for  this  little 
group  of  contractors  who  control  millions  while 
many  of  our  people  have  been  starving  here  for 
the  last  two  years.  The  colleague  who  has  just 
spoken  haB  been  in  the  habit  of  telling  about 
men  that  he  put  at  work  with  these  contractors. 
I  challenge  him  to  give  the  names  and  addresses 
of  the  men  he  put  at  work,  because  if  he  has  done 
do  he  is  the  first  man  I  know  of  in  this  City  Council 
who  has  put  any  appreciable  number  of  our  people 
at  work  on  public  works  in  this  city. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  might  I  answer 
the   gentleman? 

Coun.  NORTON — No;  you  will  have  your 
chance. 

Coun.  BURKE — He  is  afraid  to  yield. 

President  McGRATH— Coun.  Norton  has  the 
floor. 

Coun.  NORTON —  Go  ahead,  councilor. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  wonder  if 
the  councilor  is  aware  that  I  put  two  hundred 
people  at  work  in  the  Walter  Baker  chocolate 
mills? 

Coun.  NORTON— What  has  that  to  do  with 
public  works? 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  I  move  the 
previous   question. 

President  McGRATH — The  previous  question 
has  been  moved.  Those  in  favor  of  the  previous 
question  will  please  rise.  (A  number  did  so.) 
Those  opposed  will  please  rise.  (A  number  did 
so.)  The  previous  question  has  been  refused, 
and   the   Chair   now  recognizes   Councilor   Burke. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  wonder  if 
the  councilor  from  Ward  18  would  believe  me  if  I 
told  him  that  I  was  able  to  put  a  number  of  men 
at  work  with  some  of  the  contractors?  I  voted 
against  as  many  appropriations  where  contractors 
were  involved  as  he  has,  but  the  reason  why  he 
could  not  put  men  at  work  was  because  the  con- 
tractors never  knew  him,  never  saw  him,  didn't 
know  who  he  was. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  am  glad 
that  my  self-appointed  opponent  here,  who  takes 
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every  possible  occasion  to  bring  in  the  personal 
element,  is  so  well  known  by  contractors.  I 
would  consider  it  a  dishonor  to  have  those  con- 
tractors know  Clement  Norton.  You  cannot 
deal  two  ways  with  men,  be  with  your  people 
and  with  some  of  these  contractors,  too.  I  ask 
again  for  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  men 
whom  this  colleague  has  put  at  work,  and  I  chal- 
lenge him  to  produce  them  here.  I  issued  that 
challenge  a  year  ago,  and  I  now  repeat  the  chal- 
lenge. 

Coun.  BURKE — Does  the  gentleman  want  me 
to  do  that  now? 

Coun.  NORTON — No,  you  can  put  the  names 
in  the  record.  I  issue  that  challenge,  because  I 
have  never  found  a  man  yet  who  could  put  people 
at  work,  and  I  never  told  a  man  that  I  could 
put  him  to  work.  So  I  would  like  to  have  him 
produce  the  names  and  addresses  for  the  record. 
The  colleague  has  referred  to  our  minutes  here,  at 
page  251,  setting  forth  the  twelve  items  proposed 
by  the  Mayor  on  July  31,  totalling  §23,500,000. 
I  think  I  favored  most  of  those  items  each  time 
when  they  came  before  the  body.  But  now,  for 
the  purposes  of  the  record,  let  me  just  say  this. 
I  claim  that  on  public  works  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
has  insisted  on  carrying  through  with  his  own 
contractors,  and  that  no  appreciable  number  of 
men  in  Boston  have  been  put  at  work.  That  is 
my  contention,  and  when  the  colleague  says  that 
Norton  has  been  against  putting  men  at  work 
I  will  simply  answer  "Yes,  under  those  condi- 
tions." I  have  not  been  against  putting  men  at 
work,  but  I  have  been  against  squandering  mil- 
lions of  dollars  and  putting  a  handful  of  men 
at  work  and  then  claiming  that  they  are  put- 
ting men  at  work.  Now,  this  money  here,  that 
we  are  considering  today,  is  going  to  be  spent 
under  the  supervision  of  Uncle  Sam.  Every  cent 
is  to  be  spent  under  the  supervision  of  the  Federal 
Government.  As  Chairman  Bartlett  has  stated, 
"All  money  must  be  distributed  through  Federal 
disbursing  agents  appointed  by  our  Board,  who 
must  furnish  bonds  through  our  Board.  All 
purchases  of  supplies  must  be  handled  in  accord- 
ance with  the  statute,  rules  and  regulations  long 
established  of  the  Federal  Government."  That 
ought  to  be  interesting.  I  am  not  going  to  dwell 
on  the  Huntington  Avenue  Subway.  We  could 
take  several  thousand  men,  give  them  SI 5  a  week, 
and  spend  two  or  three  millions  in  building  the 
subway.  But  the  trouble  is  that  there  is  also  the 
ready-mixed  concrete,  lumber  and  other  mate- 
rials, and  that  is  the  out,  and  it  is  also  a  fact 
that  while  we  will  mostly  pay  for  it,  it  will  be 
largely  for  the  benefit  of  Brookline  and  Newton, 
who  refuse  to  contribute  one  cent.  If  you  wanted 
to  put  in  underpasses,  that  would  be  one  thing, — 
an  underpass  at  Forest  Hills,  which  would  put 
men  at  work,  that  sort  of  thing.  But,  no,  the 
Mayor  insists  that  we  have  got  to  have  a  Hunting- 
ton Avenue  Subway.  The  colleague  says,  "Why 
blame  the  Mayor?"  Because  the  Mayor  from 
September  5  to  October  17  did  nothing,  and 
because  the  Mayor  says  today  to  the  chairman 
of  the  State  Emergency  Finance  Board,  having 
charge  of  the  Civil  Works  program,  "I  cannot 
put  19,000  men  at  work."  But  the  chairman  of 
the  State  Board,  Mr.  Bartlett,  said  they  can  and 
must  be  placed  at  work,  and  if  the  city  does  not 
do  it,  he  will  step  in  and  do  it.  You  know  and 
I  know  that  19,000  men  can  be  placed  at  work 
this  year,  and  will  be  placed  at  work.  Here  is 
God's  own  gift  to  the  depression,  a  chance  to  put 
19,000  men  at  work  from  December  15  to  Febru- 
ary 15,  in  this  city.  A  while  ago  we  had  the  Mayor 
leading  the  singing  of  "Happy  Days  are  Here 
Again,"  proclaiming  that  "Prosperity  is  around 
the  corner,"  and  now  we  are  told  that  19,000  men 
cannot  be  employed  for  the  next  two  months  in 
this  city.  When  a  young  man  recently  went  to 
the  Mayor  and  said,  "I  am  only  thirty  years  of 
age,  I  was  too  young  to  go  to  the  war,  but  I  need 
a  job,  and  where  am  I  going  to  get  it?"  the  Mayor 
replied  in  effect,  "I  don't  know."  What  an 
admission  from  one  who  had  been  trying  to  lead 
us  to  believe  that  this  terrible  paralyzing  depres- 
sion was  about  over.  Mr.  President,  we  haven't 
seen  the  bottom  of  this  depression.  We  have 
gone  a  long  way  already,  and  it  will  mean  a  long 
way  out.  I  have  been  preaching  that  for  four 
years.  And  still  the  Mayor  says  that  we  cannot 
put  19,000  men  at  work,  although  the  Federal 
Government  is  furnishing  to  us  the  means  to  put 
them  at  work.     Why  can't  they  be  put  to  work? 

(Several   members   addressed    the    Chair.) 

President  McGRATH— The  Chair  would  say, 
in     connection     with      this     debate     that    there 


are  over  six  millions  of  appropriations  before 
the  Executive  Committee  today,  and  that  the 
Mayor  planned  to  come  up  and  address  the 
Council  in  regard  to  them.  If  the  Council  will  do 
its  share,  they  can  go  through,  taking  their  first 
reading,  today.  The  Chair  recognizes  Councdor 
Power. 

Coun  POWER— Mr.  President,  I  don't  like  to 
delay  the  body  any  longer,  but  when  the  coun- 
cilor from  Hyde  Park  (Coun.  Norton)  says  he  has 
no  use  for  the  subway  under  Huntington  avenue, 
I  simply  wish  to  say  that,  because  he  lives  in  Hyde 
Park,  that  does  not  imply  that  he  should  have  no 
regard  for  citizens  of  Jamaica  Plain  and  Brighton 
to  whom  that  subway  will  be  of  use.  They 
positively  would  have  a  use  for  it,  and  it  is  not 
merely  a  question  of  accommodating  out-of-town 
people.  In  one  moment  he  says  that  that  work  is 
not  necessary,  and  then  he  says  "Why  not  build 
underpasses?"     He  contradicts  himself. 

Coun.  NORTON — What  does  that  have  to  do 
with  electric  cars? 

Coun.  POWER — We  are  talking  about  the 
necessity  of  a  subway  along  Huntington  avenue, 
and  I  take  it  that  the  councilor  means  that  under- 
passes would  relieve  the  surface  cars  on  Hunt- 
ington avenue,  and  that  therefore  it  would 
not  be  necessary  to  put  a  subway  in  there.  But 
let  us  drop  the  oratory  in  the  councilor's  remarks 
and  get  at  the  facts,  for  purposes  of  the  record. 
He  has  said  yes,  that  he  is  against  appropriations 
of  any  kind  that  will  help  out  the  Tomasellos  and 
the  Singarellas.  Let  me  call  his  attention  to 
what  he  said  on  August  7,  1933,  as  it  appears  on 
page  269  of  the  City  Council  minutes: 

"I  don't  believe  the  Tomasellas  and  Singarellas 
are  anything  to  be  feared,  or  other  favored  con- 
tractors, because  there  are  going  to  be  restrictions 
on  the  jobs  in  Boston.  They  are  not  going  to 
take  the  money  of  the  Federal  Government  and 
use  it  for  the  Tomasellos  and  Singarellas." 

Coun.  NORTON.     Right. 

Coun.  POWER — That  was  the  councilor's 
statement  on  August  7,  1933,  when  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  introduced  orders  involving  three  millions 
to  put  men  back  at  work,  and  I  was  one  of  the 
councilors  who  voted  for  all  the  measures  and 
appeared  before  the  State  Emergemcy  Finance 
Board  in  favor  of  the  Huntington  Avenue  Sub- 
way, which  would  put  3,000  veterans  back  at 
work.  He  made  that  statement  that  I  have 
quoted  on  August  7,  and  after  the  Committee  on 
Finance  reported  on  the  orders  in  this  body,  he 
voted  against  ten  out  of  twelve.  Here  is  the 
record  of  August  7, — Item  1  he  voted  against; 
Item  2  he  voted  for;  Item  3  against;  Item  4  for. 
He  voted  for  two  of  the  twelve  items,  and  he  still 
makes  the  same  statement  that  the  Singarellas 
and  Tomasellas  will  not  have  anything  to  do  with 
it.  The  real  delay  on  this  whole  proposition,  I 
think,  has  been  through  the  Emergency  Finance 
Board.  The  Mayor  sent  his  order  up  in  time. 
Why  didn't  they  reject  it  or  approve  it  in  time? 
They  had  two  or  three  weeks.  But  they  now 
come  back  and  say,  "Put  19,000  men  at  work." 
The  chairman  of  the  Emergency  Finance  Board 
says  that  19,000  men  must  go  to  work  immedi- 
ately, on  this  $2,500,000.  My  contention  is  that 
if  what  was  proposed  by  the  Mayor  had  been 
approved  back  in  July  and  August,  there  would 
be  many  more  men  who  would  have  gone  to  work 
and  for  a  longer  period.  I  say  that  the  fault  lies 
there,  and  with  some  of  the  members  of  the  City 
Council  who  have  not  been  consistent. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  I  have  listened  to 
this  debate  today,  as  I  have  listened  to  other 
debates  for  four  years,  by  councilors  here,  in 
regard  to  the  value  of  public  buildings  in  placing 
the  citizens  of  Boston  at  work.  We  have  had  an 
item  of  S2,000,000  for  schools,  $2,000,000  for 
hospitals,  $450,000  for  Wayfarers'  Lodge,  $1,075,- 
000  for  fire  houses,  $800,000  for  Deer  Island 
dining  room,  $750,000  for  police  stations, — or  a 
total  of  $7,080,000  of  this  $12,000,000,  that  is 
going  to  be  spent  in  buildings.  I  wonder  if  it  is 
going  to  be  spent  the  same  as  the  other  millions 
of  dollars  have  been  spent,  through  contractors, 
and  whether  or  not  the  same  conditions  are  going 
to  apply  under  the  construction  of  these  buildings 
that  have  applied  for  the  last  four  years, — that 
men  from  Somerville,  Brookline,  Newton  and 
other  places  outside  of  Boston  are  to  be  put  at 
work,  Boston  men  being  unable  to  get  a  job, 
more  especially  members  of  unions  being  unable 
to  get  a  job,  because  they  might  expose  the  cut 
rates  that  are  prevailing?  Seven  million  dollars 
out  of  $12,000,000  is  going  to  be  spent  for  buildings.

In  view  of  that,  and  in  view  of  the  remark  made 
by  the  councilor  from  Dorchester  that  had  the 
Mayor's  .119,000,000  program  been  allowed 
19,000  men  woud  go  to  work,  I  would  like  to  say 
to  the  Council  that  the  program  has  gone  through 
with  the  exception  of  the  Huntington  Avenue 
Subway,  a  matter  of  something  over  $8,000,000. 
So  there  still  is  the  $12,000,000.  Certainly,  the 
councilor  from  Dorchester  will  not  tell  me  that 
with  the  balance  8,000  or  9,000  men  could  have 
been  put  to  work  on  the  Huntington  Avenue 
Subway. 

Coun.RUBY — Mr.  President,  will  the  gentleman' 
yield? 

Coun.  COX — I  will  yield  on  that  point,  Mr. 
President. 

Coun.  RUBY— Mr.  President,  I  think  the 
councilor  ought  to  bear  in  mind  that  his  figures 
are  wrong,  exclusive  of  the  subway,  in  the  items 
that  we  have  here.  He  should  cut  $2,000,000  to 
$1,000,000  on  sewers  and  should  cut  $2,000,000  to 
$1,000,000  on  hospital.  The  $7,000,000  is  the 
amount,  and  not  the  difference  between  $8,500,000 
and  $19,000,000. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  let  me  call  the 
attention  of  the  Council  to  the  fact  that  two  items 
have  been  passed,  one  million  for  sewers  and  one 
million  for  streets,  so  that  we  do  now  have  two 
millions  for  streets  and  two  millions  for  sewers. 
Then,  there  is  for  water  mains  $1,000,000,  and  for 
Marine  Park  $300,000. 

Coun.  RUBY — There  is  no  guaranty. 

Coun.  COX — No.  But  to  get  back  to  the  argu- 
ment, I  am  rather  disappointed  that  the  councilor 
from  Dorchester  did  not  tell  me  how  many, 
in  his  opinion  the  Huntington  Avenue  Subway 
would  employ. 

Coun.  RUBY — Does  the  gentleman  desire  an 
answer  to  the  question? 

Coun.  COX— Yes. 

Coun.  RUBY — We  were  informed  by  the 
Transit  Trustees  that  there  would  be  a  maximum 
of  2,500  or  3,000  employed  on  that  job  for  two 
and  one  half  years. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  I  am  interested  in 
that  more  especially  because  of  a  recent  proposition 
brought  before  this  body  by  Colonel  Sullivan 
which  embodies,  I  think,  some  $2,000,000  or 
$3,000,000.  In  that  case  he  stated  that  they 
could  not  employ  over  700,  that,  of  course,  it 
wasn't  possible  to  employ  any  2,500  or  3,000  in 
that  case  on  the  subway,  nor  was  it  possible  to 
employ  the  1,600  claimed  for  the  Kenmore  Subway, 
that  the  upset  figure  was  1,000  people.  Now,  I 
would  like  to  ask  how  many  men  will  be  employed 
in  these  $7,080,000  projects  and  how  many  of  the 
men  will  be  residents  of  Boston.  That  is  what  I 
am  interested  in.  This  whole  matter  comes 
before  us  in  the  guise  of  putting  men  at  work,  but 
it  is  getting  right  back  to  putting  the  contractors 
at  work,  and  that  is  all  it  is  doing.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  the  baseball  grounds  are  employing  more 
Boston  men  than  have  been  employed  under  the 
millions  spent  by  the  city  for  buildings  in  the  last 
four  years. 

President  McGRATH— The  matter  will  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules. 


RECESS. 

The  Council  voted,  on  motion  of  Coun.  HEIN» 
at  4.15  p.  m.,  to  take  a  recess  subject  to  the  call 
of  the  Chair.  The  members  reassembled  in  the 
Council  Chamber  and  were  called  to  order  by 
President  McGRATH  at  4.45  p.  m. 


EXECUTIVE   COMMITTEE   REPORTS. 

Coun.  LYNCH,  for  the  Executive  Committee, 
submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order  (referred 
today)  approving  public  works  program  amounting 
to  $6,075,000 — that  same  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question 
came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

President  McGRATH— The  Clerk  will  call  the 
roll. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  before  the  roll 
is  called,  I  would  like  to  make  a  few  remarks  in 
regard  to  my  vote.  As  I  understand  it,  the  Mayor 
sent  up  here  today  items  involving  $6,500,000,  for 
which  he  asked  the  immediate  approval  of  the 
Council.  For  some  reason  or  other,  best  known 
to  himself,  I  suppose,  but  not  given  to  us,  the 
Mayor  refused  to  come  before  the  Council  on  the 


pretext  that  he  was  going  to  catch  some  train, 
which  did  not  leave  at  the  earliest  until  five  o'clock. 
He  didn't  have  time  to  come  before  the  Council, 
knowing  that  we  would  gladly  adjourn  to  hear 
what  he  might  have  to  say  about  the  $6,500,000 
he  was  interested  in,  for  the  supposed  benefit  of 
the  unemployed  of  Boston.  But  he  sneaked 
away  from  City  Hall.  However,  for  fear  that  we 
might  not  pass  some  project  that  may  be  legiti- 
mate, for  fear  that  we  might  not  act  upon  some- 
thing which  would  not  enrich  contractors  and 
which  may  in  a  part  at  least  assist  the  unemployed 
of  Boston,  I  am  willing  to  vote  for  these  items 
today,  realizing  that  there  must  be  a  second  vote 
before  they  become  effective,  after  fourteen  days. 
I  am,  however,  going  to  reserve  my  right  to  change 
my  vote  two  weeks  from  today.  I  made  a  motion 
in  executive  session  that  these  matters  be  referred 
to  the  Finance  Committee,  delaying  action  for 
one  week,  so  that  the  members  of  the  Finance 
Committee  of  this  Council  and  every  member  of 
the  City  Council  might  have  a  right  to  sit  in  the 
different  executive  heads  of  departments,  with  the 
Mayor,  or  whoever  it  might  be  to  learn  something 
about  the  $300,000  of  construction  work  at  Marine 
Park,  the  $1,000,000  for  reconstruction  of  streets, 
the  $700,000  for  water  main  construction,  the 
$1,000,000  for  sewerage  work,  the  $450,000  for 
Wayfarers'  Lodge,  the  $1,075,000  for  new  fire 
houses,  the  $800,000  for  buildings  at  Deer  Island, 
and  the  $750,000  for  new  police  station  construc- 
tion. I  feel  that  a  member  of  the  Council 
should  be  entitled  before  he  casts  his  vote  to  know 
how  much  of  this  money  is  to  be  spent  for  wages, 
for  the  employment  of  labor  skilled  and  unskilled, 
how  much  will  go  to  contractors,  how  much  will 
be  paid  for  the  purchase  of  land  for  these  new 
firehouses,  police  stations,  and  so  forth,  how  much 
is  to  go  to  architects,  all  that  sort  of  thing.  I 
believe  we  should  have  such  information  as  I  have 
outlined.  Therefore,  even  before  voting  for  these 
items  for  the  first  time, —  relying  upon  the  fact 
that  I  can  still  change  my  mind  before  the  final 
vote — before  we  go  any  farther  now  I  am  going  to 
move  that  action  may  be  delayed  for  one  week  in 
order  that  we  may  obtain  such  information, 
particularly  in  view  of  the  fact  stated  by  the 
councilor  from  Hyde  Park  (Coun.  Norton)  before 
the  intermission,  that  the  Mayor  deliberately  held 
up  any  projects  from  September  5  to  October  17. 
Accordingly,  I  move  you  now,  sir,  that  we  refeJ 
the  matter  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

President  McGRATH — The  motion  is  out  of 
order,  as  the  Chair  has  already  ordered  the  roll  to 
be  called. 

Coun.  ROBERTS— Mr.  President,  I  do  not 
intend  to  delay  the  vote  on  these  items,  but  I  do 
think  that  the  citizens  of  Boston  are  entitled  to 
know  that  the  Council  in  executive  session  voted 
to  inquire  how  many  men  are  to  be  employed  on 
the  various  projects,  when  the  work  will  be  started, 
and  whether  or  not  those  employed  will  be  limited 
to  citizens  of  Boston.  I  myself  intend  to  vote  for 
every  one  of  the  measures  today,  because  we  will 
have  to  pass  upon  the  matter  again  finally  later, 
but  I  do  hope  before  final  action  to  get  the  necessary 
information.  I,  for  one  am  tired  of  being  ex- 
pected to  vote  upon  these  matters  without  sufficient 
information,  and  I  believe  before  we  vote  a  second 
time  we  should  all  know,  and  that  the  people 
should  know  how  many  are  going  to  work,  when 
they  are  going,  and  whether  or  not  they  will  be 
Boston  people. 

The  order  was  passed,  yeas  19,  nay  —  Coun. 
Cox— 1. 

2.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  eight 
orders  (referred  today)  for  loans  under  program  of 
public  works — that  same  ought  to  pass. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  in  voting  against 
these  items  I  do  so  for  tins  reason.  While  I  ap- 
preciate the  number  of  men  who  are  out  of  work 
and  who  are  badly  in  need  of  work,  I  cannot 
forget  that  the  burden  of  this  expenditure  eventu- 
ally will  rest  on  their  shoulders  and  on  the  shoulders 
of  every  man  who  resides  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
Regardless  of  conditions,  I  don't  think  the  time 
is  ripe  to  spend  $450,000  for  a  Wayfarers'  Lodge. 
I  have  not  heard  of  any  crying  need  for  a  con- 
solidation of  fire  houses  costing  $1,075,000,  or 
of  a  prison  dining  room  for  Deer  Island,  costing 
$800,000.  I  notice  also  the  item  for  police  sta- 
tions, $750,000.  The  last  item  was  in  at  $600,000 
previously.  I  wonder  if  the  additional  $150,000 
is  going  to  take  land,  or  whether  the  item  will 
eventually  be  large  enough.  The  proposed  Marine 
Park    work    is   also,    to   my    mind,   another   such 
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proposition.  Therefore,  I  reserve  my  right  to 
vote  against  these  items  as  they  come  up,  and 
I  request  a  division  of  the  items. 

President  McGRATH  announced  a  separate 
vote  would  be  taken  on  each  item. 

The  question  came  on  the  item  for  Marine  Park, 
Castle  Island,  and  the  order  was  passed,  yeas  18, 
nays  —  Coun.  Cox,  Norton — 2. 

The  question  came  on  the  item  of  SI  ,000,000 
for   reconstruction   of   streets. 

The  item  was  passed,  yeas  20,  nays  0. 

The  question  came  on  the  item  of  8700,000  for 
water  main  construction,  and  the  order  was 
passed,  yeas  19,  nays — Coun.  Kelly — 1. 

The  question  came  on  the  item  of  81,000,000 
for  sewerage  works,  and  the  order  was  passed, 
yeas  19,  nays — Coun.  Kelly — 1. 

The  question  came  on  the  item  of  8450,000  for 
Wayfarers'  Lodge,  and  the  order  was  passed, 
yeas  19,  nays — Coun.  Cox — 1. 

The  question  came  on  the  item  of  81,079,000 
for  firehouses  and  departmental  buildings. 

The  item  was  passed,  yeas  17,  nays — Coun. 
Cox,   Kelly,   Norton— 3. 

The  question  came  on  the  item  of  8800,000 
for  prison  buildings.  Deer  Island. 

The  order  was  passed,  yeas  17,  nays — Coun. 
Cox,  Fish,  Kelly— 3. 

The  question  came  on  the  item  of  8750,000  for 
new  police  stations. 

The  order  was  passed,  yeas  17,  nays — Coun. 
Cox,  Kelly,  Norton — 3. 

The  above  orders  having  been  given  their  first 
reading  and  passage  will  come  up  for  final  reading 
and  passage  in  not  less  than  two  weeks.

President  McGRATH — For  what  purpose  does 
the  gentlemen  rise? 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  ask  why  that 
is  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules? 

President  McGRATH — Because  I  believe  an 
order  of  that  kind  should  get  a  proper  hearing 
before  some  competent  committee  of  the  City 
Council,  Councilor  Burke. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  say  that  that 
order  should  be  acted  upon  here  now  directly,  and 
that  is  my  wish. 


President  McGRATH— The  Chair  will  say  that 
there  is  no  debate  in  order,  the  matter  having 
been  referred. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  question  your 
right  to  send  it  to  the  committee. 

President  McGRATH — The  councilor  questions 
the  reference  of  the  order  to  the  Committee  on 
Rules  and  appeals  from  the  decision  of  the  Chair. 
Does  anybody  second  the  appeal?  (No  response). 
The  appeal,  not  being  seconded,  is  out  of  order. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr  President,  does  it  have  to 
be  seconded?

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  ask  where 
the  Chair  gets  that  from,  from  what  rule? 

President  McGRATH— Read  the  rule  book. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  have  read  the 
book,  and  I  ask  again  where  there  is  such  a  rule. 

President  McGRATH— The  councilor  will  find 
that  in  our  rules. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
question  of   personal   privilege. 

President  McGRATH — The  councilor  will  state 
his  question  of  personal  privilege. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  ask  where  the 
rule  is,  in  our  rules,  that  provides  for  an  appeal  to 
be  seconded  by  another  member  of  the  Council, 
before  we  have  a  right  of  appeal  from  the  decision 
of  the  Chair.  As  I  understand  it,  an  appeal  from 
a  decision  of  the  Chair  is  always  in  order. 

President  McGRATH— Under  rule  3  of  the 
Council, — "Any  member  may  appeal  from  a  de- 
cision of  the  Chair  and  when  properly  seconded, 
no  other  business  "  etc.

The  councilor 
from  West  Roxbury  (Coun.  Cox)  and  myself 
are  able  to  take  care  of  our  own  district.

INFORMATION     ASKED     FROM     MAYOR. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  submit  to 
the  Boston  City  Council  immediately  what  new 
fire  stations  are  to  be  built  and  their  new  location. 

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  submit  to 
the  Boston  City  Council  immediately  which  police 
houses  he  plans  to  consolidate  and  on  what  loca- 
tion the  new  police  stations  are  to  be  located. 

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  inform  the  Boston 
City  Council  immediately  if  any  new  land  is  to  be 
purchased  for  the  construction  of  the  new  Way- 
farers' Lodge. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  before  I  move 
suspension  of  the  rule  I  would  like  to  make  a 
few  remarks  on  these  orders.  We  have  seen  a  lot 
of  land  steals  in  the  last  four  years.  Many 
pieces  of  property  assessed  for  small  sums  have 
been  taken  by  the  Mayor  of  Boston  and  out- 
rageous amounts  have  been  paid  for  them.  I 
now  want  to  nip  that  sort  of  thing  in  the  bud, 
if  I  can,  by  bringing  out  the  information  aBked 
for  in  these  orders,  so  that  we  may  form  some 
idea  of  how  much  money  is  to  be  spent  on  land. 
Somebody  may  rise  and  say  that  the  Federal 
Government,  on  projects  under  its  supervision, 
will  not  allow  money  to  be  spent  for  the  purchase 
of  land.  That  is  correct,  but  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment is  only  paying  30  per  cent  of  the  money 
that  the  projects  cost,  the  rest  being  an  obliga- 
tion of  the  city.  Out  of  that  30  per  cent  nothing 
will  be  spent  for  land  but,  so  far  as  the  other 
70  per  cent  is  concerned,  if  the  city  approves 
the  bills  much  of  the  money  can  be  paid  out  for 
land,  and  land  only.  Now,  I  understand  that 
there  is  some  connivery  under  way  in  connec- 
tion with  these  new  police  stations  and  fire- 
houses,  and  why  shouldn't  we  be  told  where 
they  are  to  be  placed  before  appropriating  the 
money?  Why  shouldn't  the  members  of  the 
Council  know,  for  example,  in  connection  with 
this  $1,075,000  which  is  to  be  spent  for  firehouses 
and  the  $750,000  that  is  to  be  spent  for  new 
police  stations,  where  they  are  to  be  placed? 
Why  should  members  of  the  Council  be  kept  in 
the  dark  in  these  matters?  Because  it  is  probably 
proposed  to  take  certain  pieces  of  land  so  that 
the  man  with  the  auctioneer  voice  may  make 
a  nice  little  clean-up  before  the  end  of  the  year. 
Mr.  President,  these  matters  should  go  over  to 
the  incoming  administration,  which  will  have  to 
pay  the  bills.  Why  should  the  Mayor  be  allowed 
in  the  laBt  days  of  his  administration  to  put 
these  things  through?  Certainly  any  fair-minded 
person  'knows  that  if  the  Mayor  of  Boston  would 
pay,  as  he  did,  $107,000  of  the  taxpayers'  money 
for  a  piece  of  land  in  East  Boston  for  airport 
purposes  that  was  assessed  for  only  $26,000, 
God  only  knows  what  he  would  give  in  the  clos- 
ing months  of  his  administration  for  pieces  of 
land  for  new  fire  stations,  police  stations,  or  for 
a  new  Wayfarers'  Lodge.  I  say  that  the  Mayor 
of  Boston  should  give  us  this  information,  and 
I  intend  to  press  for  it.  In  other  words,  let  us 
step  in  now  and  try  to  protect  the  people's  rights 
by  finding  out  where  these  land  grabs  are  to  be 
made.  Some  of  you  have  praised  the  Mayor 
of  Boston  in  executive  session  as  a  great  Mayor. 
Well,  I  am  entitled  to  my  views  and  so  are  you. 
Six  months  from  now  you  will  be  recognizing  the 
next  Mayor  of  Boston  as  the  beBt  Mayor  that 
Boston  ever  had,  and  I  don't  hesitate  to  say  that 


six  months  from  now,  after  the  present  Mayor 
gets  out  of  office  and  a  new,  real  Mayor  comes  in 
who  will  do  something  for  the  unemployed,  the 
present  Mayor  will  be  referred  to  as  the  worst 
Mayor  and  the  incoming  Mayor  will  perhaps 
be  referred  to  as  Boston's  best  Mayor. 

The   orders    were   passed    under   suspension   of 
the  rule.

SCHOOL   BUILDINGS. 

Coun.  GREEN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Department  of  School  Build- 
ings be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to   furnish   the   City   Council   with   the   following 
information: 

1.  What  proportion  of  the  department's 
annual  appropriation  is  spent  on  repairs  and  upkeep 
of  the  different  school  buildings? 

2.  What  is  the  number  of  school  buildings 
that  are  in  actual  use? 

3.  What  are  the  names  and  addresses  of  the 
contractors  who  are  doing  this  kind  of  work? 

4.  What  is  the  number  of  contracts  that  have 
been  let  out  by  this  department  without  competi- 
tive bidding  this  year? 

5.  The  names  of  the  inspectors  who  inspect 
this  work  upon  its  completion  by  the  contractors. 

6.  Are  there,  in  the  opinion  of  the  commission, 
any  contractors  or  men  doing  the  work  for  the 
contractors  who  are  not  residents  or  taxpayers 
of  the  City  of  Boston? 

7.  What  time  of  the  year  is  this  kind  of  work 
let  out  to  contract? 

8.  What  is  the  name  of  the  employee  in  the 
department  who  is  assigned  to  hand  out  these 
so-called  "gift"  contracts? 

9.  Is  it  the  opinion  of  the  Board  that  this  work 
could  be  done  as  well,  if  not  better,  if  it  was  given 
out  to  day  labor,  and  which  action  would  also 
carry  out  the  program  laid  down  by  President 
Roosevelt,  and  the  spirit  of  the  N.  R.  A.? 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


NEW   PLAYGROUNDS. 

Coun.  GREEN  offered  the  following:

Ordered,  That  the  Building  Commissioner  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  make 
a  survey  of  all  dilapidated  buildings  in  the  City 
of  Boston  that  are  not  habitable,  with  a  view  to 
razing  same,  which  will  provide  an  opportunity 
for  the  employment  of  hundreds  of  men  and  also 
remove  many  eyesores  from  the  thickly  con- 
gested sections  of  the  city,  to  conform  with  Civil 
Works  program. 

President  McGRATH — The  question  is  on 
suspension  of  the  rule  and  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  the  difference  between  the  first  order 
introduced  by  the  councilor  from  CharleBtown  and 
the  order  introduced  by  me  earlier  in  the  session, 
and  why  the  decision  of  the  Chair  in  the  present 
case  is  that  suspension  of  the  rule  could  be  allowed, 
while  in  my  case  the  order  was  sent  to  the  Rules 
Committee,  both  orders  being  of  a  similar  nature, 
requiring  investigation  and  delving  into? 

President  McGRATH — The  Chair  would  say 
that  they  are  two  distinctly  different  orders — the 
one  order  practically  making  an  accusation  and 
the  other  asking  for  information. 
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Coun.  BURKE — Which  order  made  an  accusa- 
tion, Mr.  President? 

President  McGRATH — The  one  introduced  by 
you.  Councilor. 

Coun.  BURKE— Mr.  President,  I  ask  the 
President  in  all  fairness  wherein  my  order  can  be 
interpreted  as  an  accusation,  when  I  especially 
worded  it  so  that  there  would  not  be  any  accusa- 
tion? I  say,  Mr.  President,  that  you  are  grossly 
unfair,  and  that  you  are  not  ruling  as  the  chair- 
man of  any  organized  group  should  rule  in  cases 
of  this  nature,  but  that  you  have  ruled  against  my 
order  with  personal  feeling. 

President  McGRATH— The  Councilor  is  en- 
titled to  his  opinion. 

Coun.  BURKE — The  Chair  should  be  fair  and 
should  give  me  proper  opportunity  to  debate. 

President  McGRATH — The  councilor  had  an 
opportunity  to  debate  in  the  last  election  in  his 
own  ward. 

Coun.  BURKE — Yes,  and  you  had  your  chance 
and  were  just  lucky  enough  to  squeeze  by. 

Coun.  GREEN— Mr.  President,  I  don't  like  to 
take  issue  with  the  councilor  from  Dorchester 
(Coun.  Burke),  but  I  did  not  hear  the  councilor 
ask  for  suspension  of  the  rule,  and  neither  did  I. 
I  left  it  to  the  Chair  to  do  with  my  order  as  he 
saw  fit. 


Coun.  BURKE — And  I  wish  to  say,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, in  fairness  to  Councilor  Green,  that  I  brought 
the  question  up  not  as  against  him,  but  having  in 
mind  the  Chair's  ruling  on  my  order,  as  I  think 
it  will  appear  from  the  record  that  both  orders 
are  just  the  same,  and  should  have  been  treated  by 
the  President  in  the  same  way.  In  raising  my 
point  against  the  President,  Councilor,  I  did  not 
intend  to  speak  in  any  way  detrimentally  of  you. 

President  McGRATH— Thank  you  Councilor.

It  is  provided  in  said  will  that  the  Museum  of 
Fine  Arts  receive  a  sum  of  money  sufficient  to  pur- 
chase for  busts,  ready  for  exhibition,  to  be  made 
of  the  best  fine-grained,  clear,  pure  white  Italian 
marble,  one  of  Wendell  Phillips,  one  of  Edwin  M. 


Stanton,  one  of  William  Pitt  Fessenden,  and  one  of 
Hanibal  Hamlin,  and  by  a  codicil  was  added 
sufficient  money  to  purchase  a  bust  of  the  late 
Governor  George  S.  Boutwell,  and  Theodore 
Parker. 

The  letter  further  provides  that  "any  lapsed 
legacy  or  devise  or  other  property  not  disposed  of" 
shall  be  given  to  the  town  of  Brunswick,  Maine, 
to  be  added  to  the  Nathaniel  Davis  Fund. 

The  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  having  refused  this 
legacy  it  became  necessary  to  determine  the  cost  of 
said  busts,  as  this  cost  would  bear  directly  upon  the 
extent  of  the  lapsed  legacy. 

The  Henry  Murray  Company  had  offered  to 
furnish  these  busts  at  a  sum  of  $9,900,  and  in  this 
way  the  value  of  the  legacy  was  determined.

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NURSES     AND     ATTENDANTS     AT     CITY 
HOSPITAL. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  submit  to  the  Civil  Works  Administra- 
tion a  requisition  for  three  hundred  nurses  and 
attendants  to  be  employed  at  the  Boston  City 
Hospital  for  a  temporary  period. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  notice  that 
the  School  Committee  have  submitted  a  plan 
for  the  employment  of  substitute  teachers  for 
a  period  of  ten  weeks.  I  know  of  no  place  where 
women  can  be  employed  to  better  advantage  than 
in  the  Boston  City  Hospital.  We  find  at  the 
City  Hospital  at  the  present  time  sixty  to  sixty-five 
patients  with  but  one  nurse  and  one  attendant, 
which  is  unfair  to  themselves  and  to  the  patients. 
I  am  accordingly  asking  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
be  requested  to  submit  to  the  Civil  Works  Ad- 
ministration a  requisition  for  three  hundred  nurses 
and  attendants  to  be  employed  at  the  Boston 
City  Hospital  for  a  temporary  period. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


PAYMENT     UNDER     CIVIL    WORKS    AD- 
MINISTRATION. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Civil  Works  Administration 
be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
not  to  deduct  pay  from  any  men  employed  on  the 
Federal  program  on  account  of  bad  weather, 
preventing  them  from  working. 

Coun.  DOWD— Mr.  President,  about  80  per 
cent  of  the  men  doing  work  under  this  program 
will  be  laborers  and  many  of  them  are  going  to 
be  taken  from  public  welfare  where  they  receive 
from  $9  to  S13  and  are  going  to  work  for  S15  a 
week.  I  don't  know  the  intention  of  the  Civil 
Works  program  authority,  whether  it  is  proposed, 
on  days  when  a  man  does  not  go  to  work,  to  deduct 
such  days  from  his  salary  or  wages.  If  there 
is  to  be  such  deduction,  there  will  be  weeks  this 
coming  winter  when  some  of  the  men  will  not 
receive  any  money  whatsoever.  I  am,  therefore, 
asking  that  this  question  be  taken  up  with  the 
Civil  Works  Commissioner,  to  see  that  nothing 
will  be  deducted  from  the  pay  of  the  men  on 
account  of  bad  weather. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. . 


PAYMENT     TO     MEN     DROPPED     FROM 
WELFARE   LISTS. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Overseers  of  the  Public  Wel- 
fare be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  pay  all  men  with  families  who  have  been  dropped 
from  the  welfare  lists,  and  as  yet  have  not  been 
assigned  to  work. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  starting  last 
Monday  men  from  the  welfare  were  sent  to  Young's 
Hotel,  where  they  were  supposed  to  receive  their 
assignment  and  go  to  work.  They  went  there  and 
received  their  assignment,  but  in  most  cases  they 
are  not  yet  working,  are  not  on  any  pay  roll. 
These  men,  who  have  been  receiving  from  S9  to 
$13  a  week  from  welfare,  men  in  many  cases  with 
large  families,  are  facing  starvation,  haven't  any 
money,  and  it  is  unfair  to  ask  them  to  han^  around 
two  or  three  weeks  until  they  get  work.  There- 
fore, I  have  introduced  this  order  in  behalf  of  the 
welfare  and  soldiers'  relief  recipients,  who  up  to 
today,  have  not  gone  to  work  under  this  new  plan, 
in  spite  of  the  fact  that  they  have  been  assigned, 
for  the  reason  that  there  is  no  material  for  them 
to  work  with.  I  am  asking,  therefore,  that  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  interest  himself  in  the  matter  of 
seeing  that  every  man  receives  his  allotment  from 
public  welfare  until  such  time  as  he  definitely  goes 
on  the  pay  roll. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 

PAYMENT  IN  ANTICIPATION  OF  CHRIST- 
MAS. 

President  McGRATH  offered  the  following:

DISCONTINUANCE     OF     CONSOLIDATION 
OF  POLICE  STATIONS. 

Coun.  RUBY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Police  Commissioner  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  dis- 
continue any  further  action  toward  the  consolida- 
tion of  Police  Divisions  9  and  10. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  believe  that 
the  consolidation  of  police  stations  up  to  the 
present  time  has  caused  resentment  in  every  part 
of  the  city  where  the  consolidations  have  taken 
place.  In  South  Boston,  where  Stations  6  and 
12  were  consolidated,  there  has  been  a  good  deal 
of  protest.  Also,  in  connection  with  the  discon- 
tinuance of  Division  3  on  Joy  street,  there  has 
been  a  good  deal  of  protest.  While  tne  proposed 
consolidation  referred  to  in  this  order  has  not  yet 
been  carried  through,  it  is  pending,  and  there  is 
a  great  deal  of  feeling  in  regard  to  it.  I  realize 
the  fact  that  the  Police  Commissioner  has  quite 
a  good  many  burdens  on  his  shoulders  at  the 
present  time.  I  believe  in  certain  instances  he 
is  justified  in  what  he  is  doing.  But  I  believe  the 
contemplated  consolidation  of  Stations  9  and  10 
with  present  conditions  in  the  Police  Department, 
is  not  a  good  thing  for  the  citizens  of  Boston.  I 
was  interested  in  seeing  in  the  paper  this  morning 
a  news  item  headed  "Police  Auto  is  Stolen  in 
Crime  Wave,"  and  it  goes  on  to  tell  about  this 
automobile,  a  cruising  car,  being  stolen  this  past 
week-end  from  the  parking  space  in  the  rear  of 
the  Ro.xbury  Crossing  station,  one  of  the  stations 
that  it  is  proposed  to  consolidate.  The  thief  got 
away,  in  spite  of  pursuit  and  shots  being  fired 
by  the  police,  and  the  car  was  later  found  aban- 
doned in  Jamaica  Plain.  I  suppose  we  have  all 
picked  up  tne  papers  recently  and  have  noted  the 
effects  of  the  crime  wave  over  week-ends — not 
only  this  past  week,  but  for  several  weeks  back. 
It  seems  to  me,  therefore,  that  the  department 
should  go  very  slowly  in  making  these  proposed 
consolidations.  For  months  we  have  advocated 
police  radio  in  Boston,  and  for  that  same  length 
of  time  there  has  been  a  dormant  feeling  mani- 
fested on  the  part  of  the  Police  Commissioner. 
One  day  we  will  pick  up  a  newspaper  and  find 
that  he  has  agreed  to  install  police  radio,  and  then 
the  tning  falls  by  the  wa3'side.  How  long  can  a 
city  the  size  of  Boston,  with  a  population  well 
over  800,000,  and  serving,  including  transients, 
two  million  people,  go  on  in  the  way  we  have  been 
going  on  without  the  installation  of  a  proper 
radio  system  which  will  enable  us  to  quickly 
apprehend  criminals  and  properly  protect  the 
people  of  our  city?  And  we  are  now  faced  with 
the  probable  consolidation  of  Police  Division  9 — 
which,  if  my  information  is  correct,  goes  out  to 
Columbia  road  and  Blue  Hill  avenue  on  one  side 
— and  Police  Division  10,  which  goes  away  to 
the  extreme  end  of  Huntington  avenue.  Bearing 
in  mind  the  vast  area  traversed  by  the  present 
officers  of  Divisions  9  and  10,  how  by  such  con- 
solidation, by  any  stretch  of  the  imagination, 
can  we  expect  to  receive  any  better  police  pro- 
tection than  we  do  now?  I  admit  that  we  have 
two  or  three  cruising  cars  for  every  division  of 
Boston,  but  what  good  have  those  cars  accom- 
plished with  respect  to  the  detection  and  preven- 
tion of  crime  in  our  city?  Can  we  honestly  stand 
up  and  say  that  crime  is  less  prevalent  today 
than  it  has  been  in  the  last  ten  years?  Until  we 
can  answer  that  question  in  the  affirmative,  we 
should  do  nothing  that  will  lessen  the  protection 
due  every  man,  woman  and  child  in  our  city. 
Some  weeks  ago  I  asked  the  Police  Commissioner 
to  inform  us  as  to  how  many  men  were  stationed 
in  each  division  of  Boston  and  for  the  division 
that  covers  part  of  my  district  we  received  a 
report  that  eignty-four  men  were  stationed  in  that 
division.     Allowing    for    sickness,    vacations,    and 
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for  the  men  who  in  the  last  two  weeks  have  been 
stationed  in  different  spots  to  prevent  the  illegal 
sale  of  liquor,  that  number  has  been  very  greatly 
reduced,  and  it  has  reduced  the  protection — and 
this  is  something  which  to  my  mind  is  much  more 
vital — afforded  by  tne  patrolmen  going  through- 
out the  district.  We  have  has  less  than  twenty 
men  on  a  shift  in  that  particular  division  to  pro- 
tect the  lives  and  property  of  our  citizens,  cover- 
ing a  radius  of  seven  or  eight  miles.  And  still 
we  expect  that  our  city  is  going  to  be  properly 
protected  by  the  police.  I  think  until  conditions 
improve,  until  unemployment  ceases,  until  radio 
equipment  is  placed  in  the  police  cars  in  our  city, 
until  the  personnel  of  the  Police  Department  is 
brought  up  to  its  proper  level,  there  should  be 
no  further  consolidation  of  police  stations  in 
Boston,  unless  we  are  ready  to  admit  that  there 
is  no  crime  in  our  city,  and  we  do  not  need  police 
protection.  I  think  I  voice  the  sentiment  of  every 
member  of  this  body  whose  district  is  concerned 
in  any  of  these  proposed  consolidations  of  police 
divisions.  One  of  these  divisions  under  consid- 
eration is  housed  at  the  end  of  Hampden  street, 
on  Blue  Hill  avenue,  the  other  at  Roxbury  Cross- 
ing, not  in  close  proximity  to  each  other;  and 
with  the  consolidation  of  those  two  divisions 
which  is  contemplated  at  this  time,  we  will  prob- 
ably face  some  of  the  worst  conditions  in  that 
section  that  have  ever  existed  in  our  city.  There 
was  a  very  bad  result  when  old  Station  2  was 
taken  from  the  back  of  the  Hall  at  a  time  when 
it  safeguarded  the  banking  interests  of  this  section, 
and  placed  at  the  extreme  end  of  our  city,  because 
it  protected  that  section  down  to  Atlantic  avenue, 
on  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  The  result  of  the  con- 
solidation certainly  was  not  good.  If  something 
is  not  done  to  prevent  it,  we  will  see  the  same 
result  in  our  part  of  Roxbury  and  Dorcnester, 
if  Divisions  9  and  10  are  consolidated.  I  certainly 
trust  that,  the  Mayor  in  his  sound  wisdom  and 
the  Police  Commissioner  in  his  good  judgment 
will  see  the  advisability  of  keeping  these  two 
stations  where  they  are  now  located,  in  the  interest 
of  our  citizens. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  am  very  much 
interested  in  the  order  offered  by  the  councilor 
because  some  three  months  ago,  when  the  matter 
was  first  placed  before  the  Council,  I  wrote  a  letter 
to  Commissioner  Hultman  asking  him  to  change 
his  attitude.  Of  course,  I  well  realize  the  attitude 
that  Commissioner  Hultman  has  taken  on  every- 
thing that  has  come  up,  so  far  as  the  interests  of 
the  citizens  of  Boston  are  concerned;  but,  in  the 
Station  9  matter,  I  took  up  the  question  with  a 
number  of  business  men  and  residents,  and  over  a 
thousand  people  responded,  demanding  that 
Station  9  be  kept  where  it  is  at  the  present  time. 
I  well  realize,  also,  the  fight  that  Councilor  Fitz- 
gerald made  for  his  station,  but  to  no  avail,  and  I 
hardly  believe  that  the  Mayor  of  Boston  can  pre- 
vent the  Police  Commissioner  from  going  on  and 
doing  what  he  feels  is  right.  Apparently,  the 
Police  Commissioner,  after  sitting  sleepily  for  three 
years,  has  discovered  on  the  eve  of  repeal  that 
night  clubs  and  speakeasies  exist  in  the  City  of 
Boston.  Isn't  that  just  too  bad!  And  at  the 
very  last  moment  he  is  putting  at  least  two  police 
officers  inside  and  outside  of  these  so-called  clubs 
and  speakeasies,  while  the  real  criminals  are  roam- 
ing around  Boston.  I  don't  like  to  violate  the  law, 
but  I  understand,  as  every  individual  understands, 
the  wish  of  the  people  of  America.  Their  wish,  as 
we  all  know,  as  a  result  of  the  last  Presidential 
Election,  has  been  clearly  expressed  on  the  liquor 
question;  and  I  certainly  trust  that  the  Governor 
of  the  Commonwealth,  acting  on  behalf  of  the 
people  of  Boston,  will  give  to  us  what  every  other 
city  and  town  has,  the  right  to  elect  our  own 
Police  Commissioner,  and  will  give  to  the  Mayor 
the  right  to  choose  the  Police  Commissioner.  But 
the  Mayor  of  Boston  can  do  nothing  in  this  matter 
at  the  present  time.  The  Police  Commissioner 
will  do  as  he  pleases,  and  if  he  gets  the  money  for 
the  consolidation  of  the  stations  he  is  going  ahead 
to  consolidate  them.  As  representing  Roxbury, 
I  feel  that  that  would  be  rendering  a  great  in- 
justice to  my  neighborhood,  as  I  feel  also  that  it 
would  be  doing  a  great  injustice  to  Dorchester. 
It  will  simply  mean  the  curtailment  of  certain 
police  services,  as  the  councilor  from  Dorchester 
has  well  pointed  out.  Also,  as  he  has  stated,  we 
have  not  sufficient  policemen  at  the  present  time. 
Certainly  proper  protection  should  be  afforded  this 
vast  area,  running  from  Columbia  road  over  to 
Brookline  Village.  I  say  that  the  Governor  should 
no  longer  tolerate  the  actions  of  this  man   who 


acting  regardless  of  the  wishes  of  the  Governor  or 
anybody  else,  simply  exercises  his  own  prerogative. 
He  should  be  removed  from  public  life.  I  know 
that  the  protest  of  the  councilor  from  Roxbury  and 
the  councilor  from  Dorchester  is  going  to  be  of  no 
avail.  While  we  may  protest  and  protest,  as 
strongly  as  we  wish,  he  is  going  ahead  with  his 
consolidation  of  the  stations.  The  only  thing 
that  will  prevent  his  doing  it  is  his  removal  by  the 
Governor  of  the  Commonwealth.  I  earnestly 
trust  that  the  Governor  will  in  his  wisdom  and 
courage  remove  him  immediately,  because  every- 
one in  Boston  realizes  that  Hultman  has  been  after 
the  little  fellow,  the  man  who  has  85,000  or  $10,000 
invested,  closing  him  up,  and  allowing  the  man 
with  $50,000  or  $100,000  to  run,  because  of  paid 
protection.  So  I  say  to  you,  Mr.  President,  that 
I,  as  a  member  from  Roxbury,  will  protest  the 
abandonment  of  Station  9,  and  I  would  certainly 
like  to  see  the  Governor  remove  this  man  from 
Duxbury,  and  appoint  a  Boston  man  as.  Police 
Commissioner. 

Coun.  CURTIS — Mr.  President,  just  a  word 
about  one  point  stated  by  the  councillor  from 
Ward  14  (Coun,  Ruby).  He  stated  that,  because 
of  the  position  taken  by  the  Police  Commissioner, 
radio  equipment  for  police  cars  fell  by  the  way- 
side. We  know  on  good  authority  that  some 
things  fall  by  the  wayside  and  some  things  fall 
on'  fertile  ground.  It  seems  to  me  if  anybody 
is  to  be,  blamed  for  lack  of  radio  equipment  for 
police  cars  in  Boston,  it  is  this  body.  The  Police 
Commissioner  submitted  to  us  a  report  made 
by  duly  qualified  men  from  Technology,  and 
elsewhere,  stating  that  the  sum  of  $350,000  was 
needed  for  wire  and  radio  connections  in  that 
department.  But  the  amount  was  not  granted 
in  spite  of  the  fact  that  we  are  asked  to  spend 
millions  on  strandways,  sewers,  streets  and  air- 
ports, as  well  as  in  other  directions.  It  seems 
to  me  this  body  ought  to  appropriate  $350,000 
in  order  that  the  police  of  the  City  of  Boston  can 
have  proper  equipment.  I  hope  such  an  order 
can  be  passed  and  will  be  introduced,  if  there  is 
not  such  an  order  now  before  this  body. 

Coun.  RUBY— Mr.  President,  I  dislike  to  take 
issue  with  my  good  friend  the  councilor  from 
Ward  5  (Coun.  Curtis),  but  I  could  not  sit  quietly 
as  a  member  of  the  Committee  *on  Finance  and 
listen  to  his  remarks.  The  $350,000  that  the 
commissioner  wanted  of  us  was  to  relay  cables 
in  the  Police  Department  and  not  for  radio,  and 
I  think  once  and  for  all  that  should  be  made  clear. 
While  I  do  not  disagree  with  the  fact  that  that 
$350,000  was  needed,  I  think  the  councilor  from 
Ward  5  will  agree  with  me  that  we  suggested 
that  if  that  amount  of  money  were  appropriated 
it  should  be  spent  over  a  period  of  years.  But 
we  were  told  by  the  authorities  on  radio  that 
$75,000  would  more  than  pay  for  the  kind  of 
radio  equipment  that  is  maintained  in  any  large 
city  in  America.  We  ought  to  be  fair  on  this 
proposition,  Mr.  President.  We  are  not  dis- 
cussing the  laying  of  cables  for  inter  and  intra 
communication  between  and  from  police  boxes 
in  Boston  and  the  police  stations  and  headquarters. 
That  is  what  the  $350,000  is  needed  for.  But  the 
Technology  experts  who  appeared  before  the 
Council  Committee  on  Finance  agreed  that  out 
of  that  $350,000,  $75,000  would  more  than  put 
in  the  police  radio  equipment  required.  In  fact, 
the  amount  stated  to  us  was  between  $50,000 
and  $60,000;  but,  because  I  personally  wanted 
to  allow  a  leeway,  I  introduced  the  order  to  pro- 
vide $75,000  for  police  radio.  I  think  if  the 
councilor  from  Ward  5  (Coun.  Curtis)  will  make 
inquiries  he  will  be  told  that  a  short  while  ago 
the  Police  Commissioner  had  agreed,  after  a 
survey  of  the  radio  dead  spots  in  our  city,  that 
$75,000  for  two-way  radio,  and  not  one-way, 
would  amply  take  care  of  the  needs  of  our  city. 
I  have  no  quarrel  with  the  Police  Commissioner. 
He  needs  to  relay  cables.  There  are  certain 
boxes  in  Boston  which  are  entirely  useless  be- 
cause of  the  bad  cables.  But  those  cables  have 
nothing  to  do  at  all  with  the  radio  part  of  the 
program,  and  I  think  that  ought  to  be  made  clear. 
If  we  appropriate  $350,000,  $60,000  or  $75,000 
is  the  maximum  that  will  be  spent  for  radio  equip- 
ment in  our  city. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  believe  there 
is  only  one  place  where  this  matter  of  the  consoli- 
dation of  police  and  fire  stations  in  our  city  rests 
today,  and  that  is  with  us,  right  in  the  City 
Council.  There  is  no  need  of  our  claiming  that 
the  responsibility  now  lies  with  the  Police  Com- 
missioner, the  Governor  or  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
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We  had  before  us  last  week  loan  orders  to  which 
two  readings  must  be  given,  and  which  were  then 
given  one  reading.  One  was  a  matter  of  SI, 078,000 
for  new  fire  houses  and  the  other  concerned 
the  consolidation  and  construction  of  new  police 
stations,  amounting  to  S750.000.  Those  orders 
need  two  readings.  A  week  ago,  when  the  matters 
came  before  this  honorable  body,  we  acted  on  the 
matter  of  the  first  reading  by  a  vote  of  seventeen 
in  favor  and  three  against.  Those  items  con- 
cerned the  consolidation  and  construction  of 
police  and  fire  stations.  Speaking  for  myself, 
I  will  say  that  I  realized  what  was  going  on  and 
was  one  of  the  three  who  voted  against  allowing 
those  items  to  be  passed.  There  is  no  need  of 
blaming  anybody  outside  of  the  City  Council. 
If  Police  Stations  9  and  10  are  consolidated, 
and  people  up  in  Roxbury  and  Dorchester  or  on 
the  Brookline  end  are  not  given  the  proper  police 
protection  they  should  have,  the  blame  rests 
with  the  Boston  City  Council.  Next  week  these 
matters  come  before  the  Council  again  for  second 
reading  and  passage.  Once  we  give  those  items 
a  second  reading,  the  matter  is  out  of  our  hands, 
and  it  is  then  up  to  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  sign 
them  or  not.  So  I  simply  say,  let  us  put  the 
blame  where  it  belongs,  right  on  the  City  Council. 
If  we  want  to  give  proper  protection  to  the  people 
of  Boston  and  don't  want  police  or  fire  stations 
consolidated,  let  us  have  the  courage  to  vote 
against  these  items  when  they  come  before  the 
Council  for  a  second  reading. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  was  one  of 
the  three  members  who  voted  against  the  police 
and  fire  station  items  last  week.  I  am  willing 
to  vote  for  such  items  when  somebody  can  show 
me  that  the  number  of  police  and  fire  stations 
we  have  in  this  city  is  necessary,  in  a  47-square 
mile  area,  which  means  that  we  have  the  most 
stations  for  that  area  of  any  city  in  the  world. 
So  far  as  consolidation  in  itself  is  concerned, 
I  am  entirely  in  favor  of  the  Police  Commissioner 
consolidating  station  houses.  We  have  available 
in  my  ward  three  police  stations — the  Hyde 
Park  station,  the  West  Roxbury  station  and 
the  Morton  street  station  in  Dorchester.  I  don't 
know  of  any  part  of  Boston  that  is  more  than 
two  minutes  away  from  police  by  automobile. 
If  I  thought  the  continuance  of  some  of  the  present 
stations  or  the  addition  of  more  stations  would 
stop  crime,  thieving,  I  would  say,  "Good  luck  to 
them,  go  ahead."  But  no  matter  what  might 
be  done  in  that  line,  crime  would  still  be  rampant. 
We  pay  more  per  capita  for  our  Police  Force 
than  any  city  in  the  world  except  New  York — 
5140,000  per  square  mile  per  annum  for  the 
police  of  Boston.  There  is  no  city  in  the  world 
that  costs  more  except  New  York,  where  you  get 
particularly  congested  conditions  on  Manhattan 
Island.     Now,  Mr.  President,  w-hy  should  that  be? 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


C.  W.  A.  EMPLOYMENT   OF   MEN. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following : 
Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  request  the  C.  W.  A. 
authorities  to  have  a  24-hour  shift  daily  of  the 
hiring  departments  of  unemployed  men  as  well  as 
establishing  more  employment  centers  to  expedite 
the  placing  of  Boston's  quota  of  19,000  men  and 
women  at  work  immediately. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  have  read 
with  interest  that  Boston's  quota  is  to  be  19,000 
men  in  connection  with  this  C.  W.  A.  program, 
and  that  they  are  supposed  to  be  working  in  about 
a  week.  They  are  all  supposed  to  be  at  work 
practically  immediately  in  this  city  and  throughout 
the  state.  Now,  I  have  been  informed,  and  I 
think  correctly,  through  the  State  Employment 
Bureau,  through  which  all  men  are  to  be  called 
after  properly  registering,  that  approximately . 
twro  hundred  or  three  hundred  people  have  been 
put  to  work.  When  I  say  two  hundred  or  three 
hundred,  I  mean  two  hundred  or  three  hundred 
that  are  not  getting  welfare,  that  are  not  on  our 
welfare  rolls.  I  know  that  many  thousands  have 
registered.  Now,  somewhere  in  between  their 
being  registered  and  their  going  to  work,  there  is 
some  reason  why  these  men  have  not  started  to 
work.  Certainly,  Boston  has  projects  enough. 
Certainly  plenty  of  people  can  be  placed  at  work 
on  repairs  of  buildings  and  streets,  and  in  other 
ways.  Now,  I  want  to  know  why  there  is  this 
delay  with  men  starving.  We  have  men  who 
have  to  report  to  one  place.     Why  is  that?     Why 


do  they  simply  have  to  report  at  Young's  Hotel, 
cluttering  the  building  up  and  having  to  wait  tw  o 
or  three  days  before  they  are  registered?  Why 
not  have  them  report  at  municipal  buildings  and 
other  centers?  Why  not  have  these  C.  W.  A. 
men  registered  in  their  home  sections?  Why  send 
them  all  over  to  Young's  Hotel?  Why  should 
there  be  this  unnecessary  delay  in  dealing  with 
this  emergency?  Why  not  make  it  convenient 
for  them?  I  have  poor  fellows  from  my  ward 
getting  welfare,  and  they  have  had  to  spend  two 
days  or  more  around  Young's  Hotel  and  on  the 
streets  adjoining  before  they  could  even  get 
registered.  That  is  not  right,  Mr.  President. 
I  say  that  more  than  three  hundred  men  should 
have  been  put  at  work  by  this  time,  and  that  in 
order  to  facilitate  registration  more  should  be 
employed  on  that  work.  What  is  the  matter? 
Nine  thousand  five  hundred  men  now  on  public 
welfare  are  supposed  to  be  put  at  work  under 
this  program  at  this  time.  I  am  asking  in  this 
order  that  more  agencies,  under  the  direct  super- 
vision of  public  welfare,  be  established  in  Boston 
so  that  men  can  properly  register  and  so  that 
when  orders  come  in  the  whole  process  can  be 
much  more  facilitated  than  at  present.  The 
Civilian  State  Employment  Bureau  is  doing  a 
wonderful  work,  but  there  should  be  a  night  shift 
to  cope  with  this  emergency,  there  should  be 
plenty  of  places  where  men  can  be  taken  care  of, 
registered.  Instead  of  having  the  present  people 
in  charge  of  that  work  working  overtime,  let  us 
have  another  shift.  Let  us  register  men  and 
women  in  different  municipal  buildings  in  Boston; 
let  us  do  everything  we  can  to  get  men  at  work, 
and  stop  kidding  them.  We  are  allowed  19,000 
people,  and  still  there  are  only  a  few  who  are  at 
work.  I  say  it  is  a  crime,  with  the  unemployed 
people  of  Boston,  that  they  are  not  at  once  given 
the  benefit  of  this  Federal  grant  of  money. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


WALTER   R.   WHITE    SQUARE. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Street  Commis- 
sioners be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  include  in  the  recently  named  Walter 
R.  White  Square,  at  Richfield  street  and  Columbia 
road,  the  portion  of  land  at  Hamilton  street  and 
Columbia  road. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule.

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FINANCE    COMMISSION    REPORT    IN    RE 
EAST   BOSTON   TUNNEL. 

The  following  was  received: 

Finance  Commission, 
December  4,  1933. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — The  Finance  Commission  sub- 
mits the  following  report  in  answer  to  an  order 
adopted  by  the  City  Council  at  its  meeting  of 
November  20,  1933,  requesting  an  investigation  of 
the  contract  for  tile  work  on  the  new  East  Boston 
Vehicular  Tunnel. 

The  Finance  Commission  has  made  a  careful 
study  of  the  rival  claims  of  the  participants  in  the 
competition  for  the  $166,560  contract  for  furnish- 
ing and  installing  this  tile. 

There  has  been  considerable  public  discussion  of 
this  contract  and  stories  have  been  circulated 
impugning  the  integrity  of  the  city  officials 
involved. 

The  Transit  Department  desires  a  tile  for  the 
side  walls  of  the  tunnel  fabricated  in  a  form  which 
is  a  departure  from  the  "  standard  type. ' '  Accord- 
ingly, the  department  gave  several  tile  contractors 
an  idea  of  the  physical  requirements  of  the  ma- 


terial and  invited  them  to  submit  designs  that 
would  solve  the  special  problem  involved  in  install- 
ing it.  Eventually,  a  design  was  decided  upon 
and  a  sample  was  shown  at  the  Transit  Depart- 
ment office,  and  bids  for  the  contract  asked  for. 

It  was  claimed  to  the  Finance  Commission  by  a 
representative  of  the  Galassi  Mosaic  and  Tile  Com- 
pany that  his  concern  designed  this  tile  and  ac- 
tually fabricated  the  sample. 

In  describing  the  substance  of  the  tile  desired, 
the  Transit  Department  wrote  into  its  specifica- 
tions the  following  two  clauses: 

"  All  tile  shall  be  selected  tile  of  ceramic  material 
of  domestic  manufacture" 
and 

"The  method  of  attachment,  the  quality  of 
material  and  the  workmanship  shall  be  like  the 
sample  in  the  office  of  the  Engineer." 

The  specifications  stated  certain  physical  re- 
quirements of  the  substance,  but  nowhere  men- 
tioned an  exact  material  from  which  the  tile 
must  be  manufactured,  except  in  the  first  clause 
quoted  above. 

The  Transit  Department  received  the  following 
bids:

The  lowest  bidder,  C.  M.  Tyler  Company,  was 
requested  by  the  Transit  Commission,  after  the 
opening  of  the  bids,  to  submit  a  sample  of  the  tile 
it  intended  to  use  if  given  the  contract.  The  other 
bidders  claim  to  have  learned  about  this  time  that 
the  Tyler  Company  intended  to  use  a  product  of 
the  Atlantic  Terra  Cotta  Company.  From  this 
the  other  bidders  assumed  that  the  Tyler  Company 
intended  to  use  a  terra  cotta  tile.  The  Finance 
Commission  cannot  now  determine  what  was  the 
substance  of  the  tile  which  the  Tyler  Company 
originally  intended  to  use  and  offered  a  sample  of. 
The  sample  was  rejected  as  were  several  succeed- 
ing samples  because  none  of  them  met  the  physical 
test  required  in  the  specifications.  This  test  was 
applied  by  Professor  Norton  of  the  Massachusetts 
Institute  of  Technology,  and  Professor  Brown  of 
Rutgers  University,  New  Jersey,  as  experts  for  the 
Transit  Commission. 

Subsequently,  a  sample  was  submitted  by  the 
lowest  bidder,  the  C.  M.  Tyler  Company,  and  it 
was  accepted  by  the  Transit  Commission.  The 
other  bidders  immediately  protested  that  the 
Transit  Department  accepted  tile  of  a  substance 
that  the  specifications  did  not  permit.  They 
base  their  protest  upon  the  following  claims: 
That  the  Atlantic  Terra  Cotta  Company  was  the 
manufacturer  of  the  tile  submitted  by  the  Tyler 
Company;  that  in  the  trade  a  distinction  is  made 
between  "standard"  tile  and  terra  cotta;  that 
terra  cotta  is  40  per  cent  cheaper  than  "standard" 
tile;  and  that  in  the  clause  from  the  contract 
above  quoted  the  words  "selected  tile"  must  be 
construed  to  mean  "standard"  tile,  because  in 
another  part  of  the  contract  where  material  of  a 
less  expensive  character  is  called  for  which  ob- 
viously could  be  terra  cotta  the  words  "terra 
cotta"  are  used. 

At  a  hearing  given  by  the  Finance  Commission 
to  the  tile  contractors,  all  but  the  lowest  and  the 
highest  bidders  stated  that  they  intended  to  use 
the  product  of  the  United  States  Tile  Company  if 
awarded  the  contract.  A  spokesman  for  all  the 
bidders,  except  the  lowest  and  the  highest,  claimed 
that  the  lowest  bidder  had  inside  information  that 
terra  cotta  would  be  admissible.  The  highest 
bidder,  on  the  other  hand,  claimed  that  one  of  the 
complainant  bidders,  having  designed  and  fabri- 
cated a  sample  tile  shown  to  bidders,  and  mentioned 
in  the  contract  as  the  "  quality  of  material"  wanted, 


would  have  been  given  a  monopoly  had  the  Transit 
Commission  refused  to  accept  any  tile  of  ceramic 
material  but  the  exact  one  shown  as  a  sample  by 
the  Transit  Commission. 

Terra  cotta  is  a  "ceramic  material,"  which  is 
what  the  specifications  call  for.  The  specifications 
state  plainly  the  tests  which  this  ceramic  material 
must  meet.  The  experts  for  the  Transit  Com- 
mission have  reported  that  the  accepted  tile  sub- 
mitted by  the  C.  M.  Tyler  Company  met  the 
tests.  The  agent  for  the  American  Terra  Cotta 
Company,  who  fabricated  this  tile,  stated  to  the 
Finance  Commission  that  it  is  not  terra  cotta. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Finance  Commission  there 
was  nothing  disclosed  at  the  hearing  which  would 
lead  to  the  conclusion  that  the  Transit  Commission 
did  not  act  properly  in  awarding  the  contract  to 
the  low  bidder.

LAND  FOR  PRINTING  DEPARTMENT  AND 
POLICE   STATION. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  December  11,  1933. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  23 
of  the  Acts  of  1932  the  city  was  authorized  to  use, 
for  the  erection  of  a  printing  plant  and  police 
station  in  the  North  End  section  of  the  city,  land 
originally  acquired  by  the  Transit  Department  of 
the  city  for  the  construction  of  the  East  Boston 
vehicular  tunnel,  but  which  subsequently  ceased 
to  be  needed  for  the  original  purpose  for  which 
taken.  This  act  further  provided  that,  by  agree- 
ment between  the  Mayor  and  the  Transit  Depart- 
ment, a  reasonable  price,  to  be  charged  the  depart- 
ments involved  for  the  land  so  taken,  be  determined 
and  the  money  when  raised  be  applied  to  the 
payment  of  the  cost  of  construction  of  the  vehicular 
tunnel. 

After  consultation  with  the  chairman  of  the 
Transit  Department  I  have  approved  the  follow- 
ing values  on  the  two  parcels  involved  as  reason- 
able: 

Land  for  printing  plant §137,800 

Land  for  police  station  and  garage 118,000 

I  submit  herewith  orders  providing  for  the 
appropriation  of  the  required  amounts  and  respect- 
fully recommend  adoption  of  these  orders  by  your 
honorable  body. 

Since   the    order   with   reference   to   the    police 
station  land  is  a  loan  order  and  will  require  two 
readings,  fourteen  days  apart,  I  respectfully  suggest 
the  first  reading  for  this  order  be  given  today.

LOAN   FOR;  WELFARE   DEPARTMENT.

Gentlemen, — From  present  indications  it  ap- 
pears as  though  there  will  exist  at  the  close  of  the 
year  in  the  three  relief  items  of  the  Public  Welfare 
Department  deficits  totalling  approximately 
8400,000.  It  is  questionable  whether  unexpended 
departmental  balances  at  the  close  of  the  current 
year  will  exceed  3100,000.  In  order  that  there 
will  be  no  necessity  for  suspending  relief  payments 
because  of  lack  of  funds,  I  deem  it  necessary  to 
submit  herewith  an  order  providing  that  under 
the  provisions  of  chapter  159  of  the  Acts  of  1933 
the  sum  of  S300.000  be  authorized  to  be  applied 
against  probable  deficits  in  the  relief  appropria- 
tions of  the  Public  Welfare  Department. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  two  readings,  fourteen 
days  apart,  must  be  given  this  order,  I  recommend 
that  a  first  reading  be  given  this  order  at  today's 
meeting.  Unless  this  is  done,  passage  of  the 
order  will  be  endangered  because  of  the  limited 
amount  of  time  remaining  before  the  close  of  the 
current  year.  I  therefore  respectfully  recommend 
immediate  consideration  and  passage  by  your 
honorable  body  of.  the  accompanying  order.

REPORT   ON   SCHOOL   BUILDINGS. 
The  following  was  received:

Gentlemen, — I  herewith  transmit  to  you  report 
from  William  W.  Drummey  of  the  School  Buildings 
Department  relative  to  your  request  regarding 
the  activities  of  that  department.  This  is  in 
reply  to  your  order  of  November  27,  1933.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor, — I  have  received  a  com- 
munication here  from  the  City  Council,  a  copy  of 
which  is  inclosed,  which  we  answer  herewith  as 
follows: 

Commenting  on  the  order  herewith  inclosed  and 
after  taking  up  the  matter  with  my  commission, 
I  report  that  we  do  not  recognize  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  City  Council  to  order  us  to  change  our 
methods  of  doing  business,  which  we  have  tested 
to  our  entire  satisfaction  and  found  good.  I  repu- 
diate the  suggestion  that  this  department  awards 
any  so-called  gift  contracts.  It  should  not  be 
necessary  to  have  to  remind  the  City  Council 
that  due  to  the  depression  many  excellent 
mechanics,  who  formerly  maintained  shops,  were 
forced  to  discontinue  the  same  and  are  undoubtedly 
the  men  here  referred  to  as  "office  in  the  hat" 
contractors,  much  as  these  same  mechanics, 
citizens  of  Boston,  would  dislike  to  be  so  designated 
or  insulted. 

Answering  the  nine  questions  appearing  on  the 
order  herewith  inclosed  I  reply  as  follows: 

1.  _  The  department  has  a  separate  and  entirely 
individual  appropriation  for  repairs  and  upkeep  of 
school  buildings.  That  appropriation  is  so  appro- 
priated by  the  School  Committee.  It  is  not  part 
of  a  general  lump  appropriation  but  is  specifically 
designated. 

2.  Three  hundred  and  eighteen  school  buildings 
are  in  actual  use,  not  counting  hired  quarters  or 
portables,  of  which  there  are  respectively  11  and  80. 
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3.  Inasmuch  as  we  have  some  500  contractors 
doing  business  up  here  at  this  time,  it  is  very 
difficult  indeed  to  furnish  the  names  and  addresses 
of  them  all  without  a  great  deal  of  clerical  labor. 
However,  if  your  Honor  wants  the  Council  to 
have  these  names  we  will  stop  our  regular  program 
and  slow  up  on  our  C.  W.  A.  work  and  put  a  num- 
ber of  people  to  task  furnishing  the  information. 

4.  In  some  respects  this  is  like  No.  3.  Our 
practice  is  to  take  competitive  bids  informally  on 
all  contracts  which  in  our  estimation  will  cost 
$500  or  more.  For  work  that  we  consider  under 
$500  we  give  it  out  in  the  order  in  which  these 
contractors  appear  on  the  list  that  we  have  here. 
The  order  is  determined  by  the  last  amount  of 
work  that  they  got.  When  a  man  gets  a  job  he 
automatically  goes  to  the  bottom  of  the  list.  For 
the  year  1933  we  shall  have  placed  better  than 
12,000  orders  which  average  $75  apiece. 

5.  The  inspectors  on  this  work  include  myself, 
two  deputies  and  the  following  regular  inspectors: 

Charles  E.  Cadigan,  chief  inspector;  Hugh  J. 
Mealey,  assistant  chief  inspector;  Frank  P. 
Sheehan.  Peter  M.  Curley,  Martin  A.  Hernan, 
Arthur  Wilson,  Charles  F.  Sefton,  Paul  J.  Short, 
Max  I.  Omansky,  the  eight  heads  of  our  sub- 
divisions and  any  others  that  may  be  particularly 
designated. 

6.  As  far  as  we  know,  and  I  think  it  is  true  in 
at  least  95  per  cent  of  all  cases,  we  do  not  employ 
anybody  for  any  work  who  is  not  a  citizen  of 
Boston,  or  buy  any  material  which  is  not  made  in 
Boston. 

7.  The  work  is  let  out  from  January  2  until 
December  31,  inclusive. 

8.  I  deny  that  there  are  any  gift  contracts  in 
that  unpleasant  sense  of  the  word.  By  law  my 
first  deputy,  Mr.  Osborne,  is  in  entire  charge  of  all 
alterations  and  repairs. 

9.  While  I  am  not  empowered  to  speak  for  the 
Board  of  Commissioners,  who  are  well  able  to 
speak  for  themselves,  if  by  the  Board,  the  Council 
means  the  commissioners,  then  it  is  unqualifiedly 
my  opinion  that  the  work  is  being  done  as  well 
as  it  could  possibly  be  under  the  circumstances. 
Further,  it  would  be  far  worse  if  given  out  under 
day  labor.  We  are  having  an  example  of  that 
under  the  C.  W.  A.  program  now  involved. 

In  particular,  I  wish  to  draw  the  attention  of  the 
Council  to  the  fact  that  we  have  $78,000,000 
worth  of  property  and  many  little  children,  par- 
ticularly little  girls,  that  must  be  safeguarded. 
I  cannot  use  any  old  kind  of  labor  that  comes  along 
without  detriment  to  both.  I  unhesitatingly  say 
that  our  inspection  force  would  have  to  be  quad- 
rupled if  we  used  day  labor  and  that  the  city 
would  get  less  value  for  the  dollar  than  under  the 
present  arrangement.

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WORK  FOR  BOSTON'S  QUOTA. 
Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  request  all  city  de- 
partment heads  to  speed  up  their  requisitions  for 
workmen  so  that  Boston's  quota  of  24,000  men 
and  women  can  be  placed  to  work  immediately  and 
take  advantage  of  the  Federal  Government  free 
grant  of  millions  of  dollars. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  don't  like  to 
be  monotonous,  to  be  boresome,  but  still  I  believe 
that  something  should  be  done  to  assist  the  unem- 
ployed men  and  women  in  this  city.  The  Federal 
Government  plans  that  Boston  shall  put  19,000 
men  and  women  at  work  from  December  1  to 
February  15,  at  an  expenditure,  approximately, 
of  S2.500.000.  The  Federal  Government  said  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  "We  will  not  ask  you  to  pay 
one  dollar  back;  this  is  an  absolute  gift  to  help 
the  unemployed."  But  here  it  is  December  11 
and  I  find  out — I  think  I  can  quote  authentically — 
that  there  are  but  5,000  at  work.  What's  the 
matter,  Mr.  President?  Are  the  heads  of  depart- 
ments not  making  proper  requisitions  for  em- 
ployees? What  is  the  difficulty?  Just  a  week  ago 
we  were  told  that  the  Federal  Government  wished 
to  have  19,000  men  and  women  in  Boston  put  to 
work,  and  the  number  has  now  been  increased  to 
24,000.  This  is  free  money.  Why  is  it  that  some 
of  our  city  officials,  who  have  authority  in  the 
matter,  do  not  see  to  it  that  these  men  and  women 
are  put  to  work  immediately?  Our  homes  are 
being  stormed,  our  offices  are  being  stormed,  by 
these  poor  unfortunate  men  and  women,  trying  to 
give  an  honest  week's  work  for  an  honest  week's 
pay.  Still,  they  cannot  find  employment.  If  they 
are  on  soldiers'  relief  they  are  sent  to  Young's 
Hotel,  and  are  there  forced  to  remain  hours  and 
hours  without  anything  being  done  for  them. 
This  money  is  a  gift,  and  yet  it  seems  useless  for 
these  people  to  go  and  apply  for  work  with  any 
expectation  of  getting  it.  We  are  told,  "Such 
and  such  work  is  useless  work."  What  do  they 
care  whether  useful  work  is  being  done  or  not, 
if  the  Federal  Government  is  giving  the  money? 
Let  us  put  these  people  to  work.  I  have  here  a 
copy  of  the  letter  I  sent  under  date  of  December  S 
to  Chairman  Joseph  W.  Bartlett,  asking  him  to 
speak  up  and  find  out  what  is  wrong  here.  Cer- 
tainly, something  is  wrong,  with  all  this  money 
available  and  people  not  being  put  to  work.  Some- 
body is  to  blame,  somebody  is  negligent .  I  say 
this  speaking  for  the  unemployed  people  of  the  City 
of  Boston.  Whoever  is  to  blame  should  have  the 
blame  placed  upon  him.  Here  is  the  Municipal 
Employment  Bureau  doing  absolutely  nothing. 
There  are  thirteen  men  there  paid  by  the  tax- 
payers, and  they  are  not  even  being  asked  why 
they  do  not  assist  in  putting  men  to  work.  I  don't 
know  the  reason  for  the  present  condition.  I 
claim  that  it  is  an  outrage.  Here  is  money  given 
to  us  free.  We  are  right  on  the  verge  of  Christmas- 
time, when  men  and  women  want  the  money,  and 
still  the  city  departments  are  not  interesting 
themselves  in  putting  men  at  work.  I  say  that 
there  should  be  some  speed,  and  if  there  is  one 
thing  I  intend  to  do  before  going  out  of  office,  if  I 
never  do  another,  it  is  to  find  out  who  is  to  blame 
for  not  putting  men  at  work.  I  ask  that  this  order 
be  passed  and  something  be  done  which  will  put  our 
people   at   work. 

Coun.  KELLY  presented  the  following  letter,  to 
be  included  in  the  minutes: 

Boston  City  Council, 

Council  Chamber, 
City  Hall,  December  8,  1933. 
Joseph  W.  Bartlett,  Chairman,  Civil  Works  Board, 
State  House,  Boston. 

Dear  Mr.  Bartlett, — As  one  of  Boston's  duly 
elected  members  of  the  city  government,  I  feel 
it  my  duty  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that 
work  under  the  Federal  C.  W.  A.  is  progressing 
very  slowly  in  Boston. 

I  have  watched  and  waited  patiently  for  weeks 
to  see  if  Boston  officials  would  take  advantage  of 
the  outright  gift  of  $2,500,000  to  its  unemployed 
by  the  Federal  Government  and  must  state  that 
I  am  thoroughly  disgusted  with  the  progress  to 
date. 

Under  your  ruling  some  weeks  ago,  Boston  is 
entitled  to  have  19,000  men  and  women  to  work 
by  this  time,  with  approximately  5,000  additional 
under  the  new  orders  received  from  Washington 
yesterday. 

I  read  in  the  newspapers  that  projects  for  70.000 
workers   of   the   Massachusetts   quota   of   97,000 


have  been  approved  by  you  and  your  Board.  I 
know  that  I  can  state  fairly,  and  without  fear  of 
contradiction,  that  Boston  has  not  5,000  men  and 
women  actually  working  today  under  this  program. 
I  publicly  challenge  contradiction,  with  proof, 
that  this  statement  of  mine  is  not  correct.  I  claim 
that  this  state  of  affairs  is  a  downright  shame  to 
our  unemployed. 

Whatever  city  officials  are  responsible  for  this 
outrage,  they  are  guilty  of  common  negligence  in 
my  opinion,  and  should  be  taken  to  task  and 
severely  reprimanded  for  allowing  thousands  of 
good  citizens  to  remain  idle  when  the  Federal 
Government  has  donated  this  money  to  us  and 
which  will  never  have  to  be  repaid. 

From  a  personal  investigation,  I  find  that  the 
State  Employment  Office,  which  is  handling  the 
unemployed  who  are  not  receiving  welfare  and  is 
doing  good  work  with  a  very  small  staff,  but  they 
are  not  receiving  requisitions  from  the  Boston 
officials  and  department  heads  in  proper  number. 

Our  small  department  at  the  Young's  Hotel 
Building,  which  is  handling  the  men  and  women 
who  are  receiving  welfare  aid,  is  doing  as  much 
work  as  can  be  expected  from  the  limited  staff. 
They  have  placed  approximately  3,000  men  and 
women  to  date,  according  to  a  report  given  to  me 
by  an  official  in  charge. 

Twenty  four-hour  shifts  are  needed  at  Young's 
Hotel  and  the  State  Employment  Office,  more 
employees  at  these  places  to  handle  this  emergency, 
agencies  in  different  sections  of  the  city,  and,  last 
but  not  least,  a  severe  warning  to  city  depart- 
ment heads  and  executives  to  forget  their  own  soft 
and  lucrative  positions  and  devote  some  time  to 
immediately  relieving  our  unemployment  situation. 

The  City  Council  of  Boston  on  last  Monday, 
December  4,  unanimously  went  on  record  as 
favoring  the  above  suggestion. 

Through  your  untiring  efforts  in  behalf  of  the 
unemployed,  you  can  be  fairly  termed  "the 
champion  of  the  unemployed  men  and  women  of 
Boston  and  Massachusetts." 

You,  no  doubt  with  the  tremendous  tasks  con- 
fronting you,  are  unaware  of  the  few  people  who 
have  been  placed  at  work  in  Boston  under  this 
program. 

You  made  a  courageous  statement  a  short  time 
ago  that  if  the  Mayor  of  Boston  didn't  put  19,000 
men  and  women  to  work  immediately,  you  would 
do  so.  In  behalf  of  the  many  thousands  of  un- 
employed men  and  women  who  registered  weeks 
ago  and  who  are  willing,  anxious  and  crying  for 
work,  which  they  are  entitled  to  in  order  to  keep 
themselves  and  families  together,  I  ask  you  to 
exercise  your  unlimited  authority  and  immedi- 
ately step  into  Boston  to  give  the  unemployed  a 
break.  They  look  to  you  for  assistance  and  feel 
that  you  will  not  fail  them . 

The  Mayor  of  Boston  seems  to  be  more  inter- 
ested in  the  approximately  $13,000,000  that  will 
place  only  4,000  men  at  work,  using  his  own 
figures,  which  will  enrich  pet  contractors  and  of 
which  the  city  will  have  to  pay  70  per  cent,  than 
he  does  in  making  sure  that  Boston  uses  up  entirely 
the  outright  Federal  gift  of  $2,500,000.  This 
amount  is  sufficient  to  place  19,000  men  and 
women  at  work  until  February  15,  and  not  one 
penny  of  it  would  go  to  contractors. 

I  believe  that  Boston's  newly  elected  Mayor, 
Mr.  Mansfield,  would  not  permit  this  outrage  to 
exist,  but,  unfortunately  for  Boston's  unemployed, 
he  does  not  assume  office  until  the  first  of  next 
year. 

If  the  needy  families  of  Boston's  unemployed 
are  to  enjoy  Christmas  this  year  as  they  should, 
your  personal  assistance  is  needed.  It  will  be 
the  best  Christmas  present  that  Boston's  unem- 
ployed, who  desire  to  work  and  make  an  honest 
living,  can  receive. 

If  you  will  come  to  their  rescue  immediately, 
and  use  the  power  that  has  been  conferred  upon 
you  by  the  President  of  the  United  States  to  ad- 
vantage, you  will  be  more  welcome  than  Santa 
Claus. 

Kindly  intervene  for  the  sake  of  the  unemployed 
so  that  they  may  receive  the  work  to  which  they 
are  entitled.

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WORK      FROM      CIVIL     WORKS     APPRO- 
PRIATIONS. 

Coun.  ROBERTS  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  is  in 
favor  of  the  adoption  of  a  fair,  reasonable  and  just 
disbursement  of  all  work  made  available  by  Civil 
Works  appropriations  to  the  end  that  this  work 
be  distributed  to  people  of  all  political  parties 
and  to  all  districts  throughout  the  city  and  that 
no  undue  preference  be  given  to  any  one  district 
or  to  any  one  party. 

Coun.  ROBERTS— Mr.  President,  it  is  per- 
haps too  early  to  indulge  in  criticism  of  the  men 
engaged  in  supervising  and  putting  through  the 
C.  W.  A.  program,  but  I  intend  that  this  shall  be  a 
constructive  criticism  rather  than  destructive. 
I  think  the  records  will  show,  so  far  as  the  work 
being  done  under  the  C.  W.  A.  program  is  con- 
cerned, that  the  majority  of  those  being  placed  at 
work  are  in  one  district  of  the  city,  one  Congres- 
sional district,  and  I  think,  in  fairness  to  other 
districts  of  the  city  and  to  every  political  party, 
that  all  sections  and  all  parties  should  be  given  a 
fair  deal  in  this  matter.  I  understood  that  this 
work  was  to  be  passed  out  fairly  irrespective  of 
party  or  political  influence,  but  I  am  given  to 
understand  that  in  some  instances  the  party  desig- 
nation of  the  men  is  put  down  when  they  go  to 
register.  I  think  that  is  unfair.  I  think  these 
jobs  should  be  given  out  fairly  and  squarely  to  the 
people  of  Boston,  to  members  of  each  political 
party,  without  any  preference. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  think  the 
public  should  understand  one  thing,  and  that  is 
that  these  are  all  Federal  projects  being  con- 
ducted by  Federal  money,  and  that  the  laws,  rules 
and  regulations  are  made  in  Washington  and  sent 
out  to  the  different  states.  We  were  of  opinion 
that  50  per  cent  of  the  positions  were  going  to 
welfare  and  soldiers'  relief,  and  that  the  others 
were  going  to  civilians  and  to  those  not  receiving 
aid  at  the  present  time.  Now  we  understand 
that  orders  have  come  from  Washington  that  only 
those  veterans  on  the  civilian  list  are  to  get  posi- 
tions of  any  kind.  Now,  Mr.  President,  I  am  a 
World  War  veteran,  and  I  believe  that  those 
veterans  should  be  given  some  preference,  and 
they  have  been  receiving  preference  since  the 
World  War.  But  I  think  it  is  absolutely  unfair 
and  discriminatory  to  say  to  the  youth  of  America, 
who  were  too  young  at  the  time  of  the  World  War 
to  enlist  in  that  war,  that  they  cannot  get  a  posi- 
tion. I  say  to  the  Federal  Government  that  we, 
as  members  of  the  city  government  of  Boston, 
have  no  control  whatsoever  in  this  matter  and  that 
no  man  who  is  not  on  soldiers'  relief  or  welfare  and 
not  a  veteran  stands  a  chance.  I  ask  the  President 
of  the  United  States,  what  are  these  men  going  to 
do?  Are  they  to  be  discriminated  against?  I  say 
it  is  absolutely  unfair.  I  say  that  the  civilian 
group  of  America  should  be  given  an  opportunity 
to  go  to  work.  Every  day  and  every  night  I 
personally  interview  about  two  hundred  people, 
and  I  know  that  every  other  councilor  is  up  against 
the  same  thing  in  this  matter.  There  is  nothing 
we  can  do  except  to  help  relieve  those  on  welfare 
or  veterans,  and  when  we  say  anything  to  these 
other  people  they  think  right  away  that  we  are 
kidding  them.  There  is  absolutely  nothing  we 
can  do,  Mr.  President.  The  laws  are  made  in 
Washington,  and  anybody  sent  to  Nashua  street, 
if  he  is  not  a  veteran  or  on  welfare,  is  not  even 
allowed  in  the  building.  I  think  war  veterans 
should  be  given  some  preference,  but  the  youth 
of  America  should  not  be  allowed  to  walk  the 
streets  without  a  chance  to  get  any  employment. 
I  say  that  the  United  States  Government  should 
withdraw  this  preference  at  once  and  that  those 
who  were  too  young  to  go  to  the  World  War,  or 
who  for  any  good  reason  were  unable  to  be  in  that 
war,  should  be  given  an  opportunity  to  go  to 
work. 

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  President,  let  me  say 
also  that  I  find  this  same  situation  confronting 
the  people  in  my  ward.  There  are  many  who  are 
not  veterans,  and  who  cannot  get  welfare  because 
theoretically  they  own  their  homes.  Still,  al- 
though they  cannot  be  classified  as  soldiers  and 
cannot  get  relief  because  they  are  supposed  to  own 
homes,  there  are  many  cases  where  they  are  out  of 
employment  and  their  homes  are  to  be  sold  for 
taxes.  If  these  men  could  get  a  chance  to  get 
some  aid,  welfare  or  otherwise,  if  they  could  get 
some  work,  they  would  be  able  to  pay  their  taxes 
to  the  city.  Also,  there  is  no  chance  for  the  young 
men  and  women  of  Boston.     They  are  sent  down 


and  herded  like  a  lot  of  cattle  at  Nashua  street , 
and  then  nothing  is  done  for  them.  I  don't  k  now 
one  such  man  or  woman  who  has  got  a  position  yet. 
Nobody  is  doing  anything  for  them.  If  you  give 
them  a  letter,  it  is  just  like  sending  them  on  a  fool's 
errand.  I  think  something  should  be  done,  and  I 
believe  the  public  of  Boston  should  be  made  to 
understand  the  situation,  as  the  councilor  from 
Ward  8  (Coun.  Dowd)  has  said.  Our  hands  are 
tied.  We  cannot  do  anything  except  through  the 
veterans'  aid  or  welfare. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  I  want  to  agree 
with  what  Councilor  Dowd  has  said.  I  am  a 
World  War  veteran  myself,  and  I  think  these 
young  men  and  women  should  be  given  a  chance. 
But  they  haven't  a  burglar's  chance  to  get  a  job 
over  the  veterans.  I  believe  they  should  be 
afforded  some  opportunity  to  get  some  of  this 
work. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

President  McGRATH — The  question  is  on  the 
passage  of  No.  11. 

The  order  was  given  its  second  and  final  reading 
and  passage,  yeas  IS,  nays — Coun.  Cox,  Curtis — 2. 

President  McGRATH — The  question  comes  on 
the  passage  of  No.  12. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  don't  know 
that  a  few  words  from  me  will  sway  the  minds  of 
other  members  of  the  body,  as  I  still  have  intelli- 
gence enough  to  know  that  what  I  shall  say  will 
perhaps  represent  a  wasted  effort.  Nevertheless, 
I  wish  to  place  myself  on  record  as  being  opposed 
to  spending  close  to  a  million  dollars  of  the  tax- 
payers' money — $800,000,  to  be  exact, — to  improve 
our  prison  buildings  at  Deer  Island.  When  people 
are  unable  to  get  enough  to  keep  soul  and  body 
together  in  the  City  of  Boston,  it  is  very  improper, 
in  my  opinion,  for  us  to  spend  $800,000  in  these 
trying  times  for  prison  buildings  down  there, 
money  of  which  the  City  of  Boston  must  pay  back 
70  per  cent.  We  know  that  the  money  will  go  to 
some  pet  contractor,  and  that  the  pet  contractor 
who  gets  the  job  down  there  will  hire  nonresidents, 
aliens,  people  outside  of  the  City  of  Boston,  to 
do  the  work.  I  say  that  it  will  afford  absolutely 
no  relief  to  our  unemployed.  I  believe  very 
definitely,  as  a  member  of  the  prison  inspection 
committees  of  former  years  which  have  gone  to 
Deer    Island,   that   our   prisoners   are   well   taken 


care  of.  I  believe,  therefore,  that  we  should 
save  this  $S00,000,  not  spending  it  for  this  pur- 
pose but  should  spend  it  among  our  poor  of  Bos- 
ton, where  it  can  be  well  spent.  So  I  certainly 
hope  that  this  order  will  not  take  its  final  passage 
today.  When  it  was  acted  upon  at  a  previous 
meeting,  there  were  seventeen  members  in  favor 
of  it  and  three  against.  I  hope  today  that  some 
of  the  seventeen  will  change  their  minds  and  will 
regard  the  position  of  so  many  poor  honest  people 
on  the  mainland  of  Boston,  not  appropriating  this 
amount  of  mcney  for  offices  and  quarters  for 
those  in  charge  at  Deer  Island. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  wonder  if  I  can 
be  informed  through  you  if  there  is  in  this  appro- 
priation any  amount  for  hospitalization  at  Deer 
Island? 

President  McGRATH — I  am  informed  that  the 
loan  order  doesn't  specify  hospitalization,  Coun- 
cilor. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  there  is  provision 
made  for  certain  buildings  down  there,  and  I  am 
of  the  opinion  that  something  in  the  way  of  hos- 
pitalization is  planned.  I  would  like  to  know 
just  what  particular  buildings  at  Deer  Island  are 
to  be  improved  or  constructed.  (Examining 
the  original  order.)  Yes,  Mr.  President,  I  knew 
that  there  must  be  some  mistake.  Now,  I  realize 
that  men  who  are  down  there  may  be  unfor- 
tunate and  may  have  themselves  to  blame,  through 
having  committed  some  offence,  and  it  may  be 
necessary  to  incarcerate  them  for  their  own  good 
as  well  as  for  the  good  of  the  citizens  generally. 
But  I  know  of  no  reason  why  we  should  not  afford 
them  at  least  the  ordinary  facilities  for  habitation, 
such  ordinary  facilities  as  should  be  given  to  a 
human  being.  While  a  member  of  the  City 
Council  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  be  a  member 
of  the  prison  committee  for  several  years,  and  by 
going  back  into  the  records  you  will  find,  Mr. 
President,  that  there  was  advocated  for  years 
the  construction  of  a  hospital  building  on  Deer 
Island.  The  members  of  this  honorable  body 
who  have  visited  the  island  can  recall  that  in  one 
building,  the  red  building  across  the  street  from 
what  is  called  the  hill  prison  at  Deer  Island, 
there  is  a  dilapidated  building,  a  fire  menace,  the 
bottom  of  which  is  used  for  a  laundry  and  the 
second  floor  for  such  cases  of  emergency  hospitali- 
zation as  become  necessary.  There  are  and  have 
been  for  the  last  five  years  over  eight  hundred 
inmates  at  Deer  Island,  on  the  average.  That  is 
quite  a  colony,  and  we  are  responsible  for  those 
men,  regardless  of  the  reason  for  which  they  are 
sent  to  that  institution.  Being  responsible  for 
them,  we  must  see  that  their  safety  as  well  as 
their  health  is  safeguarded.  There  is  no  hospi- 
talization there,  and  if  a  prisoner  becomes  ill  Long 
Island  is  called  on  the  telephone,  and  they  send 
over  a  boat  from  Long  Island  to  Deer  Island  and 
the  inmate  is  sent  to  the  hospital  at  Long  Island. 
Here  is  an  opportunity  to  correct  that.  There 
have  been  inmates  who  have  died  at  Deer  Island 
before  help  could  come  to  them  from  the  Long 
Island  Hospital;  and  in  this  $800,000  is  an  allow- 
ance for  an  infirmary  and  a  hospital.  We  must 
bear  that  in  mind.  Some  may  talk  slightingly 
about  those  who  are  sent  down  to  Deer  Island, 
but  I  say  that  if  necessary  such  hospital  provisions 
should  be  made.  I  do  not  believe  a  member  of 
this  body  will  say  that,  where  we  incarcerate  men 
down  there,  it  is  not  our  duty  to  take  care  of 
them.  Also,  so  far  as  the  eighty  or,  ninety  officers 
down  there  are  concerned,  if  they  are  taken  ill 
while  working  down  there,  there  should  be  a  place 
where  they  can  receive  immediate  hospital  treat- 
ment. For  that  reason  I  trust  that  this  appro- 
priation will  be  voted,  as  well  as  the  other,  because 
we  eventually  will  have  to  build  proper  buildings 
down  there.  I  wish  we  could  afford  today  to 
change  the  whole  end  of  that  prison,  where  there 
is  still  in  vogue  the  old  bucket  system.  And  yet 
we  claim  that  we  live  in  a  civilized  part  of  the 
world,  We  saw  what  happened  last  night  at  the 
State  Prison  in  Charlestown,  and  it  is  certainly 
fortunate  that  the  conflagration  there  went  no 
farther  than  it  did.  Regardless  of  the  question 
of  who  is  responsible  for  its  having  been  started, 
there  are  hundreds  of  inmates  there  who  are 
decent  prisoners  and  who  are  serving  their  time 
and  the  fact  that  they  are  there  is  no  reason  why 
they  should  not  be  given  the  best  of  protection 
that  a  civilized  community  can  afford.  I  may  be 
wrong  in  my  idea  of  communal  life,  but  I  say 
that  where  a  city  like  ours  has  institutions,  whether 
they  be  for  the  sick,  the  insane,  penal  institutions 
at   Deer   Island   or   Charles  Street  Jail,   it  is  the 
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duty  of  the  public  officials  of  the  City  of  Boston 
to  see  that  every  proper  protection  is  afforded  the 
inmates,  that  we  should  see  that  there  are  given 
proper  hospitalization,  that  they  are  properly 
taken  care  of.  Therefore,  I  trust  that  this  appro- 
priation may  be  passed,  and  also  that  other  items 
which  form  a  part  of  the  Civil  Works  program 
should  be  passed. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  just  want  to 
call  attention  to  one  thing.  It  is  very  fine  for  our 
colleague  to  make  a  stirring  speech  about  Deer 
Island  and  the  necessity  that  something  be  done 
along  the  lines  he  has  suggested.  If  I  thought 
what  he  has  said  indicated  the  real  situation  down 
there,  so  far  as  the  inmates  Or  others  are  concerned, 
I  would  be  one  of  the  first  to  criticize  the  authori- 
ties for  not  remedying  the  situation.  But  here 
we  have  an  order  sent  to  the  Council  totalling 
four  fifths  of  a  million  dollars,  which  contains 
four  items,  first,  construction  of  new  prison 
buildings;  second,  infirmary  and  hospital;  third, 
dining  room  and  kitchen;  and  fourth,  adminis- 
tration building.  I  say  that  this  is  an  attempt 
on  the  part  of  the  administration  in  Boston  to 
sneak  in  the  words  "  infirmary  and  hospital"  in 
order  to  get  away  in  this  honorable  body  with 
these  other  items.  There  is  just  one  small  item 
for  hospital  infirmary,  and  the  other  items  are 
for  new  buildings  down  there  which  can  very  well 
be  postponed  at  the  present  time.  I  have  been 
down  there  very  many  times  during  my  service 
in  this  body,  and  I  say  that  the  buildings  are 
in  good  enough  shape  for  any  of  the  officers,  good 
enough  for  the  commissioner,  and  I  don't  know 
why  this  order  should  be  passed,  involving  an 
expenditure  of  $800,000,  simply  under  the  guise 
of  assisting  the  sick  and  wounded  at  Deer  Island. 
It  is  unfair,  Mr.  President.  If  the  authorities  in 
charge  are  anxious  to  relieve  any  of  the  sick 
down  there,  they  should  introduce  an  order 
covering  just  the  amount  for  that  purpose,  and 
should  not  introduce  these  other  items. 

Coun.  GLEASON— Mr.  President. 

Coun.  KELLY — Perhaps  the  distinguished 
councilor  from  Ward  9  desires  to  be  heard  on  the 
matter. 

Coun.  GLEASON — As  long  as  I  have  been 
in  the  City  Council  you  have  challenged  my 
position  here  and  have  questioned  my  attitude 
on  the  City  Hospital  and  other  institutions.  I 
ask  you  how  many  times  you  have  investigated 
the  hospitals,  how  many  times  you  have  gone 
down  to  Deer  Island  or  any  of  the  other  Boston 
institutions?  You  have  challenged  me.  and  I 
challenge  you.  Now,  get  up  on  your  feet,  you 
big  palooka,  and  let  us  hear  your  story.  I  will 
challenge  you  to  any  debate,  before  the  Council 
here  or  anywhere  else,  and  you  haven't  guts 
enough  to  debate  with  me.  You  are  at  the  head 
of  the  hospitals  committee.  How  many  times 
have  you  gone  to  the  City  Hospital  or  any  other 
institution  and  investigated  conditions?  I  have 
been  here  for  the  last  six  years,  and  I  have  repre- 
sented and  favored  my  people,  and  I  have  gone 
down  and  investigated  conditions  at  Deer  Island. 
Now,  let  us  hear  your  story.  I  will  stand  toe 
to  toe  with  you  in  debate,  here  or  anywhere  else, 
when  you  challenge  me.  Come  on,  any  one  of 
you!     Now,  go  ahead! 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  I  move  a  recess. 


RECESS. 

Coun.  Hein's  motion  that  the  Council  take  a 
recess,  subject  to  the  call  of  the  Chair,  was  carried 
at  3.08  p.  m. 

The  members  reassembled  in  the  Council 
Chamber  and  were  called  to  order  by  President 
McGRATH  at  4.17  p.  m.

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  wonder  if 
you  can  tell  me  how  the  amount  spent  this  month 
compares  with  last  month? 

President  McGRATH— The  City  Clerk  has  not 
received  the  figures  for  this  month.  It  is  a  pay 
roll  order  without  totals. 

The  report  was  accepted    and  the  order  passed.

Coun.  LYNCH,  for  the  Executive  Committee, 
submitted  the  following:

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  will  request 
the  clerk  to  read  the  message  attached  to  the  orders. 

(The  clerk  read  the  message.) 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  wonder  if 
you  can  tell  me  who  owns  that  land  at  the  present 
time? 

President  McGRATH — I  imagine  that  that 
land  must  be  owned  by  the  City  of  Boston,  by  the 
Transit  Department. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  am  I  correct  in 
believing  this  to  be  merely  a  transfer  of  money 
raised  for  the  Transit  Department  to  defray  the 
expenses  of  the  vehicular  tunnel  to  East  Boston? 

President  McGRATH— That  is  so. 

Coun.  CURTIS — Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to 
move  to  table  the  order  until  we  know  more  about 
it.  Here  at  the  very  end  of  the  year  this  order 
comes  in,  involving  over  $250,000,  and  it  seems  to 
me  the  idea  is  simply  to  provide  more  money  to  be 
spent  through  the  Transit  Department.  I  under- 
stand that  in  fact  the  Printing  Plant  was  built  on 
the  roof  of  the  tunnel,  so  certainly  no  further  land 
would  be  required  for  that — not  beyond  what  was 
required  for  the  tunnel,  anyway.  AIbo,  this  is  the 
first  time  that  I  know  of,  anyway,  when  an  appro- 
priation has  come  into  this  body  for  a  building  or 
buildings  already  built.  I  would  like  to  know 
why,  whenjthe  question  of  building  these  buildings 
was  first  considered,  why  the  estimated  cost  was 
not  presented  to  us,  so  that  the  body,  in  acting 
upon  the  matter,  might  have  information  as  to 
the  amount  which  was  to  be  involved  for  the  land 
and  buildingB.  But  instead  of  that,  when  the 
building  for  the  Printing  Plant  certainly  has 
already  been  constructed,  they  come  in  here  and 
ask  us  to  provide  money  for  the  land  upon  which 
the  buildings  were  or  are  to  be  constructed.  This 
is  the  first  time  that  I  have  known  anything  of  that 
sort  to  happen,  and  it  seems  to  me  a  funny  way  of 
doing  business.  I  think  before  a  project  is  under- 
taken, this  body,  which  is  supposed  to  provide  the 
money  for  the  project,  should  be  informed  of  the 
particulars.  I  understand  that  $19,000,000  was 
appropriated  for  the  tunnel  and  it  was  then  pro- 
posed to  build  the  Printing  Plant  on  part  of  the 
land.  The  Printing  Plant  has  been  built,  I  under- 
stand, on  the  roof  of  the  tunnel.  The  authori- 
zation of  the  Legislature  of  1932  provided  that  the 
fair  cost  of  the  land  used  for  these  buildings  be 
made  available  for  the  tunnel.  But  if  it  is  a  fact 
that  the  Printing  Plant  is  built  on  the  roof  of  the 
tunnel,  it  does  seem  to  me  that  this  is  simply  a 
way  of  securing  more  money  at  this  time  to  be 
spent  through  the  Transit  Department.  I  move, 
therefore,  that  the  matter  lie  on  the  table  until  we 
can  examine  into  it  more  thoroughly,  hearing  from 
the  Transit  Commission  and  finding  out  why  the 
whole  thing  was  not  presented  to  us  and  gone  into 
at  the  start. 

The  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  was  carried.

avenue,  Newbury  street,  Hereford  street,  Boylston 
street, — recommending   that  leave  be  granted. 

Coun.  GLEASON — Mr.  President.  I  would  like 
to  know  when  this  meeting  was  held. 

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  President,  it  was  an 
emergency.  Councilor  Curtis  came  to  us  and 
explained  the  necessity  of  action  being  taken. 

Coun.  CURTIS — Mr.  President,  I  think  this  is 
an  order  that  will  be  helpful  to  the  people  in  the 
section  where  it  is  proposed  that  these  buses  shall 
operate.  It  is  merely  proposed  to  substitute  buses 
for  street  cars  in  the  middle  of  the  night,  from 
midnight  until  6  a.m.,  and  they  will  be  quieter  in 
operation  than  the  cars  during  those  hours.  It 
will  certainly  be  a  benefit  to  the  district. 

Coiin.  COX — Mr.  President,  just  what  district 
is  covered? 

Coun.  CURTIS— Along  Boylston  street. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  permit  granted 
under  usual  conditions. 


LOAN  FOR  NEW  PRISON  BUILDINGS. 

President  McGRATH  called  up,  under  un- 
finished business,  No.  12  on  the  calendar,  viz.: 

12.  Ordered,  That  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  chapter  366  of  the  Acts  of  1933  the 
sum  of  $800,000  be,  and  hereby  is  appropriated,  to 
be  expended  under  the  direction  of  Penal  Insti- 
tutions Commissioner  for  new  Prison  Buildings, 
and  that  to  meet  said  appropriations  the  City 
Treasurer  be  authorized  to  issue,  from  time  to 
time,  upon  request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or  certifi- 
cates of  indebtedness  of  the  city  to  said  amount, 
the  same  to  be  issued  outside  the  limit  of  indebted- 
ness. 

On  November  27,  1933,  the  foregoing  order  was 
read  once  and  passed,  yeas  17,  nays  3. 

Upon  roll  call  the  order  failed  of  second  reading 
and  passage,  yeas  14,  nays  7:

President  McGRATH — The  order  is  rejected. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  RUBY,  reconsideration 
and  assignment  to  the  next  meeting  was  voted. 


LOAN    FOR     NEW    FIREHOUSES,      ETC. 

President  McGRATH  called  up,  under  un- 
finished business,  No.  13  on  the  calendar,  viz.: 

13.  Ordered,  That  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  chapter  366  of  the  Acts  of  1933  the 
sum  of  81,075,000  be,  and  hereby  is,  appropriated, 
to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Fire 
Commissioner  for  new  Firehouses  and  Depart- 
mental Buildings,  and  that  to  meet  said  appro- 
priation the  City  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  issue, 
from  time  to  time,  upon  request  of  the  Mayor, 
bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  city  to 
said  amount,  the  same  to  be  issued  outside  the 
limit  of  indebtedness. 

On  November  27,  1933,  the  foregoing  order  was 
read  once  and  passed,  yeas  17,  nays  3. 


The  question  came  on  giving  the  order  its  second 
reading  and  passage. 

Coun.  CURTIS — Mr.  President,  in  regard  to 
Item  13,  relating  to  the  consolidation  of  firehouses, 
— and  this  also  applies  to  the  next  item,  14,  relating 
to  the  construction  of  police  stations, — it  seems  to 
me  that  this  is  a  big  subject,  which  cannot  be 
taken  up  piecemeal;  that  we  have  to  have  a  plan 
for  the  whole  city,  and  it  is  impossible  to  rush  into 
some  shadowy  idea  of  consolidating  a  group  of 
firehouses  in  one  locality  or  another,  without 
having  further  study  with  relation  to  the  needs  of 
the  city  in  that  direction.  For  that  reason,  it 
seems  to  me  that  this  is  an  order  that  should  not 
be  passed  by  us  at  this  time. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr  President,  two  weeks  ago 
I  presented  an  order  asking  the  Mayor  for  certain 
information  to  be  submitted  to  the  Council  today, 
as  to  how  much  land  was  to  be  purchased  and 
where  it  was  in  connection  with  this  proposed  new 
consolidation  of  fire  stations.  I  believe,  as  the 
previous  speaker  does.  I  do  not  believe  in  letting 
any  group  of  politicians  in  the  closing  days  of  their 
administration  rush  things  like  this  through. 
Take  the  firehouse  in  my  district,  for  example. 
It  is  all  right  to  talk  about  the  fact  that  this  or 
that  should  not  have  been  done  after  it  has  been 
done.  But  now  is  the  time  for  us,  the  twenty-two 
members  of  the  Council,  to  express  our  opinion  in 
this  matter,  before  drastic  action  is  taken;  to  say 
whether  or  not  we  want  a  firehouse  taken  away 
from  our  particular  section.  I  say  that  there  are 
probably  not  enough  firehouses  at  the  present 
time  to  keep  the  fire  situation  in  this  city  in  hand, 
and  I  say  that  I  am  not  going  to  be  placed  in  the 
position  of  voting  to  abolish  the  fire  station  in  my 
district.  I  know  well  enough  that  after  fire  stations 
are  consolidated  the  people  will  wake  up  and  find 
that  something  has  been  put  over  on  them.  They 
will  wake  up  in  January  or  February  and  see  a 
piece  of  land  taken  at  an  enormous  price,  as  we 
have  seen  in  the  past  four  years,  because  of  the 
appropriation  of  this  immense  sum  of  money  for 
this  purpose,  SI. 075,000. 

Coun.  ROBERTS — Mr.  President,  a  while  ago. 
when  we  had  this  order  up  for  its  first  reading,  I 
voted  "yes,"  being  influenced  by  the  consideration 
that  as  a  result  of  the  passage  of  the  order  many 
people  might  be  put  at  work.  I  do  not  now  think, 
however,  that  as  a  result  of  the  passage  of  the 
order  any  citizens  of  Boston  to  speak  of  will  be 
put  to  work  until  late  in  the  spring,  if  at  all. 
Therefore,  not  believing  that  this  order  will  result 
in  putting  men  at  work  promptly,  I  shall  not  vote 
for  it  today.  I  shall,  therefore,  take  the  same 
position  as  the  two  councilors  who  have  preceded 
me. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  I  believe  we 
ought  to  have  a  consolidation  in  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment. I  understand  that  we  have  here  in  Boston 
more  firehouses  according  to  population  per  square 
mile  than  are  to  be  found  in  any  other  large  city 
in  America.  Let  us  be  fair  in  this  matter  of 
firehouses  and  police  stations.  I  believe  that 
conditions  all  over  this  city  could  be  improved  by 
a  proper  consolidation,  having  really  good  police 
stations  and  firehouses  covering  a  larger  area.  I 
say  that  conditions  might  be  improved  in  my 
section  by  having  a  good  fire  station,  perhaps  a 
mile  farther  down ,  that  would  cover  a  larger  area 
out  there  and  cover  it  much  better  than  it  is 
covered  now,  with  a  station  stuck  up  there  at  the 
extreme  edge  of  the  city.  I  think  the  same 
situation  will  be  found  to  be  true  in  Brighton  and 
other  districts,  from  what  I  am  told.  I  believe  the 
number  of  stations  can  be  reduced  by  20  per  cent 
or  more,  having  stations  properly  located,  and  do 
a  better  job  than  you  are  now  doing. 

Coun.  COX— Mr.  President,  I  think  that  No.  13 
and  No.  14  might  as  well  be  treated  as  one  matter, 
dealing  with  the  consolidation  of  firehouses  and 
police  stations.  The  one  item,  that  for  fire- 
houses, calls  for  31,075,000.  and  the  other,  dealing 
with  police  stations,  calls  for  §750,000.  An 
attempt  will  be  made  to  show  that  by  consolida- 
tion of  these  police  and  fire  stations  we  will  be 
able  to  save  the  City  of  Boston  some  money. 
That  is  not  true.  We  are  not  going  to  discharge 
policemen  or  firemen  as  a  result  of  the  consolida- 
tion of  these  stations.  They  speak  of  the  con- 
solidation of  Station  9  and  Station  10.  Of  course, 
there  is  not  land  enough  at  either  Station  9  or 
Station  10  to  make  one  police  station  there;  so 
we  will  have  to  get  land  at  some  other  spot,  for 
which  we  will  have  to  pay,  as  we  have  always 
paid,  an  exorbitant  price.  Then,  a  few  months 
afterwards,  some  soldiers'  post  will  come  in  here 
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and  ask  for  a  lease  of  the  old  property,  what  was 
formerly  Police  Station  9  or  Police  Station  10,  for 
one  dollar,  and  the  City  of  Boston  will  carry 
along  those  particular  police  stations  or  firehouses 
where  there  is  also  a  consolidation,  without  any 
revenue.  If  later  on  the  city  wants  to  lease  them 
for  polling  booths,  it  will  have  to  pay  the  lessee 
for  the  right  to  use  them  at  election.  It  will  be 
said  that  this  sort  of  thing  will  furnish  employ- 
ment, that  it  will  put  men  to  work,  and  therefore, 
under  the  guise  of  putting  men  at  work,  we  are 
forced  to  waste  considerable  of  the  city's  money. 
We  have  had  an  opportunity  in  the  last  three, 
four  or  five  weeks,  to  put  24,000  men  to  work, 
and  not  5,000  of  them  have  gone  to  work  up  to 
the  present  time.  We  have  had  this  experience 
in  the  last  four  years  with  public  works,  buildings, 
and  so  forth,  that  a  certain  few  contractors  have 
been  building  them;  and  when  the  men  get  these 
contracts,  union  men  residing  in  Boston  will  come 
and  tell  you  that  they  cannot  get  a  job  on  the 
particular  project, — whatever  it  may  be,  a  hospital, 
public  building  or  public  work  of  any  sort.  They 
cannot  get  a  job  on  these  police  stations  and  fire- 
houses;  they  cannot  get  a  job  on  any  of  these 
projects  handled  by  these  contractors.  Now,  in 
the  closing  hours  of  this  administration,  I  don't 
think  this  Council  should  pass  these  orders,  aggre- 
gating $1,825,000,  regardless  of  the  fact  that  the 
Federal  Government  is  contributing  30  per  cent, 
when  we  consider  that  the  additional  amount  is 
wasted.  I  think  the  Council  should  vote  against 
these  orders.  There  is  no  gain  to  the  city  because 
the  Federal  Government  gives  30  per  cent,  when 
we  consider  the  waste  of  the  whole  thing,  and 
when  we  consider  that  these  amounts  will  be  given 
to  some  favored  person  who  has  an  option  on  the 
land  where  these  projects  are  to  go. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN— Mr.  Chairman,  I  would 
like  to  say  just  one  word  regarding  this  matter. 
It  occurs  to  me  that  some  of  the  present  sites  that 
are  being  considered  in  connection  with  the  pro- 
posed consolidation — for  example,  Stations  9  and 
10 — are  old,  archaic  buildings  not  adequate  to 
meet  the  present  needs.  If  the  present  locations 
are  retained,  it  will  be  only  a  matter  of  time  when 
large  expenditures  of  money  will  be  necessary  in 
order  to  put  the  buildings  in  proper  shape  for  use, 
and  even  when  we  put  a  great  deal  of  money  into 
them  they  will  not  be  adequate  as  modern  police 
stations.  So  it  occurs  to  me,  if  we  can  consolidate 
in  a  number  of  cases  two  of  the  present  buildings 
and  put  a  station  in  between  with  modern  equip- 
ment, in  the  long  run  the  City  of  Boston  is  going 
to  save  considerable  money. 

President  McGRATH — The  clerk  will  now  call 
the  roll  on  No.  13. 

No.  13  failed  on  its  second  reading  and  final 
passage  (a  two-thirds  vote  being  necessary  for 
passage),  yeas  12,  nays  9:

President  McGRATH — The  order  is  rejected. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  HEIN,  reconsideration  and 
assignment  of  the  matter  to  the  next  meeting  was 
ordered 


LOAN   FOR   NEW   POLICE   STATIONS. 

President  McGRATH  called  up,  under  unfin- 
ished business,  No.  14  on  the  calendar,  viz.: 

14.  Ordered,  That  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  chapter  360  of  the  Acts  of  1933  the 
sum  of  $750,000  be,  and  hereby  is,  appropriated, 
to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  Public  Buildings  for  new  Police 
Stations,  and  that  to  meet  said  appropriation  the 
City  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  issue,  from  time 
to  time,  upon  request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or 
certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  city  to  said 
amount,  the  same  to  be  issued  outside  the  limit 
of  indebtedness. 

On  November  27,  1933,  the  foregoing  order  was 
read  once  and  passed,  yeas  17,  nays  3. 

President  McGRATH — The  question  now 
comes  on  the  passage  of  No.  14  on  the  calendar. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  once  again  I 
rise  to  hope  that  this  order  will  not  be  given  its 
second  reading.    Many  councilors  and  a  great  many 


of  our  citizens  will  complain  when  it  is  proposed 
to  consolidate  police  stations,  and  Buch  complaint 
will  be  very  much  in  evidence,  if  this  sort  of  thing 
is  allowed  to  go  on,  one  or  two  years  from  today. 
I  say  that  it  is  unfair  to  consolidate  police  stations, 
going  off  and  leaving  two  pieces  of  land  owned  by 
the  city  idle,  land  which  will  not  be  sold,  or  if  it 
is  sold  will  bring  a  very  small  price,  and  paying  a 
large  sum  of  money  to  some  favored  land  specu- 
lator for  the  new  lot  of  land.  I  do  not  believe  it 
is  right  to  spend  any  such  amount  of  the  city's 
money  in  this  way,  money  for  which  the  city  has 
to  pay  7  per  cent.  It  is  said  that  it  will  relieve 
unemployment.  Well,  as  the  councilor  from 
Ward  20  (Coun.  Cox)  has  said,  we  were  supposed 
to  have  24,000  people  here  at  work  December 
1  until  February  15,  and  not  5,000  have  gone  to 
work,  although  the  Federal  Government  has 
donated  the  money.  There  was  an  opportunity 
for  many  people  of  the  so-called  white  collar 
class — clerks,  men  and  women,  timekeepers,  men 
of  different  occupations, — and  still  they  have  not 
been  put  to  work.  That  argument,  about  relieving 
unemployment  is  simply  used  as  a  cloak  for 
putting  through  here  an  order  which  will  steal 
$750,000,  which  will  go  into  the  hands  of  some 
crooked  speculators  and  into  the  hands  of  pet 
contractors,  who  will  go  over  to  adjoining  towns 
— Somerville,  Newton,  Everett,  and  so  on, — and 
hire  people  who  are  not  citizens  of  Boston.  I  hope 
the  Council  in  the  closing  days  of  the  present  ad- 
ministration will  not  allow  this  outrage  to  come 
to  pass. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  now  speaking  of 
the  consolidation  of  police  stations,  I  would  like 
to  say  just  a  word  on  the  proposed  consolidation 
of  Police  Stations  13  and  17.  Early  in  the  year, 
or  last  year,  there  was  sent  in  here  an  order  for 
$600,000  for  two  police  stations,  one  of  those  police 
stations  being  Station  17  in  my  district.  West 
Roxbury.  At  that  time  it  did  not  come  out  of 
the  Finance  Committee,  and  in  talking  with  the 
Mayor  about  it  he  told  me  that  if  I  wanted  a 
police  station  for  my  district  I  had  better  get 
busy  on  it.  Well,  as  it  happened,  the  'police 
station  I  was  going  to  get  was  to  go  to  Peter 
Murray's  district,  where  one  of  the  favorites  of 
the  Mayor  held  an  option  on  the  land.  To  counter- 
balance that,  I  asked  the  Mayor  if  he  wanted  to 
save  the  city  some  money,  that  if  he  wished  to  do 
so,  he  could  consider  the  Irving  Adams  Park  in 
Roslindale.  The  Irving  Adams  Park  was  taken 
some  years  ago  to  widen  South  street.  South 
Btreet  is  still  nothing  more  nor  less  than  a  cow 
path.  I  showed  the  Mayor  where  South  street 
could  have  been  widened  ten  feet  and  how  Cum- 
mins Highway  could  have  been  extended  through 
Irving  Adams  Park,  and  that  there  would  still 
be  21,000  feet  of  land  available  for  Police  Station 
17,  which  kept  it  in  Roslindale  and  kept  it  in  the 
ward  in  which  it  had  been.  That  in  itself  is  neither 
here  nor  there,  but  the  land  is  still  available  in 
Roslindale  square,  and  it  does  not  need  to  cost 
the  City  of  Boston  one  penny.  While  it  was  taken 
for  park  purposes,  the  Legislature  will  easily 
grant  them  the  right  to  take  it  for  police  purposes. 
Then,  if  they  own  that  land,  which  is  suitable  for 
the  consolidation  of  Police  Stations  13  and  17, 
why  is  it  necessary  for  $750,000  to  be  appropriated 
to  meet  this  proposed  expense?  At  the  time  when 
this  project  of  mine  was  considered — and  bear  in 
mind  it  was  considered  to  the  extent  of  architects 
for  the  city  drawing  the  plan  for  it — the  building 
of  Police  Station  17  could  have  been  built  for 
between  $140,000  and  $175,000  above  the  land. 
All  right.  If  that  is  true,  and  they  do  take  that 
eventually,  how  is  it  necessary  to  spend  $600,000 
to  build  a  police  station  consolidating  9  and  10? 
Mr.  President,  this  is  another  one  of  those  matters 
that  has  been  left  until  the  closing  days  of  the 
administration  and  of  the  body.  It  is  something 
which  should  be  left  to  the  next  Mayor  of  Boston 
and  if  he  in  his  judgment  thinks  the  city  needs 
the  consolidation,  he  can  very  easily  send  it  in 
to  the  body.  I  appeal  to  the  councilors  here  to 
hesitate  before  voting  for  this  proposition. 

The  clerk  called  the  roll,  and  the  order  failed  of 
final  passage  (a  two-thirds  vote  being  necessary) , 
yeas  8,  nays  12:

This  is  an  order 
for  the  expenditure  of  $800,000  for  new  prison 
buildings.  I  understand  that  $52,000  of  it  has 
been  tentatively  allocated  to  building  two  staff 
houses  for  the  master  and  deputy  master  down 
on  Deer  Island.  It  seems  to  me  that  it  is  a 
wrong  time,  in  the  last  weeks,  of  this  ad- 
ministration— and  these  remarks  apply  also 
to  the  other  two  items  before  us — $1,075,000  for 
new  firehouses  and  $750,000  for  new  police 
stations — to  pass  orders  of  this  kind,  for 
projects  over  which  the  present  administration 
will  necessarily  not  have  supervision.  Cert- 
ainly you  cannot  enter  upon  projects  involv- 
ing consolidations  of  fire  and  police  stations 
without  considering  the  needs  all  over  the 
city.  That  is  a  matter  that  you  cannot  go  at 
piecemeal  with  any  assurance  that  the  money 
will  not  be  wasted.  So  I  say  that  we  should 
not  appropriate  these  millions  of  dollars  dur- 
ing the  last  two  weeks  of  the  present  ad- 
ministration. There  has  been  criticism  of  the 
present  Police  Commissioner,  plenty  of  it.  We 
do  not  know  how  long  he  will  continue  to 
hold  the  office.  We  may  assume  that  these 
orders  are  recommended  by  him.  Isn't  it 
likely  that  if  some  other  man  is  put  in  charge 
of  that  department  he  will  have  different  ideas 
as  to  where  new  consolidations  should  be  made 
or  where  new  stations  should  be  place?  For 
that  and  other  reasons  I  believe  it  would  be 
a  mistake  to  pass  these  items  today,  and  I 
hope  they  will  not  receive  the  votes  of  mem- 
bers   of   this    body. 

The  order  was  given  its  second  and  final 
reading  and  passage,  yeas  18,  nays — Coun. 
Curtis,    Norton,    Roberts — 3. 

President  McGRATH — The  question  now 
comes   on    No.    3   on   the   calendar. 

Coun.  ROBERTS— Mr.  President,  I  am 
not  anxious  to  take  up  the  time  of  the  Coun- 
cil, but  I  am  opposing  these  matters,  for  the 
same  reason  that  I  did  last  week.  The  prob- 
lem is  to  put  men  at  work  as  soon  as  we 
can.  Under  these  projects  no  one  will  be 
put  to  work  before  May  or  June.  It  seems 
to  me  that  for  the  amount  expended  the 
minimum  number  of  men  will  be  put  at  work, 
and  I  don't  think  there  is  anything  to  justify 
the  presentation  or  the  passage  of  these  orders 
in  these  times. 

No.  3  on  the  calendar  was  given  its  second 
and  final  reading  and  passage,  yeas  18,  nays — 
Coun.    Curtis,    Norton,    Roberts — 3. 

President  McGRATH— The  question  now 
comes  on  No.  4  on  the  calendar,  and  the 
Clerk   will   call   the   roll. 

No.  4  failed  of  final  passage  (a  two-thirds 
vote  being  necessary  for  same),  yeas  11,  nays 
10: 

Yeas — Coun.  Barker,  Brackman,  Donovan, 
Englert,  Fish,  Gleason,  Green,  Hein,  Lynch, 
McGrath,    Ruby— 11. 

Nays — Coun.  Burke,  Cox,  Curtis,  Dowd,  Fitz-

—10. 


Coun.  CURTIS— Mr.  President,  Items  5  and 
6  relate  to  transfers  to  furnish  a  means  for 
giving  more  money  to  the  Transit  Department. 
These  items  are  now  on  the  table,  and  it 
seems  to  me  that  that  is  just  where  they 
ought  to  be.  I  hope  that  they  will  be  left 
there,  because  there  are  certainly  some  peculiar 
questions  that  arise  concerning  these  transfers. 
It  was  brought  out  in  this  chamber  last  week 
that,  as  far  as  the  Municipal  Printing  Plant 
goes,  a  good  deal  of  that  plant  is  built  over 
the  roof  of  the  tunnel.  Since  that  statement 
was  made  we  have  heard  nothing  to  the  con- 
trary from  the  Transit  Department.  Further- 
more, we  are  asked  here  to  appropriate  money 
for  land  and  for  buildings  which  have  al- 
ready been  built.  So  I  say  that  here  again 
is  something  that  needs  a  little  further  con- 
sideration. I  would  like  to  move  at  this  time 
that  these  matters  lie  on  the  table.  That 
motion   applies   to   Item    5   alone. 

President  McGRATH— The  Chair  will  rule 
that  the  motion  is  out  of  order  because  it 
has    just    been   taken    from    the   table. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  I  cannot  quite 
understand  why  these  two  orders,  aggregating 
$255,800.  are  here.  Certainly  the  Printing 
Plant  has  been  built  over  property  taken  by  the 
Transit  Board.  I  do  not  understand  the  pur- 
pose of  these  two  orders  at  this  time,  and  I 
certainly  hope  the  Council  will  not  act  favor- 
ably   upon    them. 

No.  5  was  rejected  upon  roll  call  (two- 
thirds  vote  being  necessary  for  passage),  yeas 
12,    nays    9:

PRINTING    PLANT    APPROPRIATION. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  HEIN  the  Council  voted 
to  take  from  the  table  No.  6  on  the  calendar, 
viz :

President  McGRATH— The  question  is  on  the 
passage  of  the  order,  and  the  Clerk  will  call 
the   roll.

President  McGRATH— That  is  correct,  be- 
cause it  is  an  appropriation  order  and  requires 
only    a    majority    vote. 

Coun.  KELLY — Well,  how  about  the  pre- 
vious  order  ? 

President  McGRATH — The  previous  order 
was  a  loam  order  and  required  a  two-thirds 
vote.  This  is  an  appropriation  order  and  a 
vote  of  12,  or  a  majority  of  the  members 
present,     is    sufficient.

Coun.  MURRAY  for  himself  and  Coun.

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
City  Hospital  be  requested,  through  his  Honor 
the  Mayor,  to  provide  for  the  erection  of  a 
relief  hospital  at  Forest  Hills,  under  the  pro- 
visions  of   the    National   Recovery   Act. 

Passed   under    suspension   of    the   rule. 


BOSTON'S  QUOTA. 
Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following : 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  in  order 
to  fill  Boston's  quota  of  placing  24,000  men 
and  women  to  work  immediately,  under  the 
Federal  C.  W.  A.  program,  consider  the  ad- 
visability of  placing  them  to  work  repairing 
homes  and  real  estate  in  Boston  that  require 
them. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  we  hear  a 
lot  these  days  about  putting  men  at  work. 
We  read  in  the  papers  how  the  State  Board 
has  voted  on  projects  that  will  put  138,000 
men  and  women  at  work  immediately,  these 
men  and  women  to  be  paid  by  the  Federal 
Government.  Boston's  quota  was  originally 
supposed  to  be  19,000  men.  If  Boston  got 
its  proper  quota  out  of  the  130,000  odd, 
it  would  be  close  to  21,000  men  and  women 
who  would  be  put  at  work  in  Boston  today. 
Mr.  President,  I  object  to  this  delay.  I  don't 
know  who  is  to  blame  for  it,  but  somebody  is. 
We  ought  to  get  these  men  and  women  on  the 
pay  roll,  especially  when  it  is  clear  that  the 
Federal  Government  is  donating  every  single 
penny  that  they  will  receive.  Here  we  have 
arrived  almost  at  Christmastime,  and  I  have 
been  informed  authentically  that  not  7,000  are 
at  work  this  noontime  on  C.  W.  A.  projects 
here,  and  the  plan  is  supposed  to  be  two 
weeks  along.  Why  not  get  busy  and  put  to 
work  the  other  thousands  of  men  and  women, 
so  that  they  may  receive  $15  to  $36  a  week? 
Aren't  there  projects  enough  to  put  them  at 
work  in  Boston  ?  I  claim  that  we  should  put 
these  men  and  women  at  work,  have  them  do- 
ing something.  We  have  in  this  city  home 
owners  and  taxpayers  who  are  in  need,  unable 
to  pay  their  taxes,  the  people  who  pay  $78 
out  of  every  $100  spent  by  the  Mayor  and  the 
City  Council.  I  say  that  they  are  entitled  to 
some  consideration.  They  are  suffering  from 
increased  taxes,  and  their  need  should  be  con- 
sidered. They  are  not  getting  their  rents,  be- 
cause the  people  in  their  property  are  not 
themselves  earning  anything,  those  people  also 
being  in  dire  need.  Both  the  home  owners 
and  the  others  have  been  taking  it  on 
the  chin,  have  had  their  incomes  seriously  cut 
down  or  wiped  out,  on  account  of  the  situation 
that  exists  today.  Mortgagees  in  this  city 
are  affected  the  same  way.  Payments  are  not 
made,  because  people  are  earning  nothing  and 
do  not  have  the  money.  Property  conditions 
are  getting  worse  from  year  to  year,  and  still 
the  City  of  Boston  sees  fit  to  keep  assessed 
valuations  at  a  high  figure.  I  am  talking 
particularly  of  small  homes  in  the  residential 
sections  of  the  city ;  on  big  pieces  of  property 
your  racketeers  are  able  to  get  consideration 
in  the  way  of  huge  abatements.  And  so  I  say 
that  we  should  avail  ourselves  of  this  Federal 
allowance ;  that  men  should  be  put  at  work 
repairing,  painting,  doing  carpentry  and 
plumbing,  doing  the  many  things  that  might 
well  be  done  on  homes  and  property.  I  say 
that  the  people  of  this  city,  representing 
$1,750,000,000  of  property,  are  entitled  to  some 
consideration.      They    have    suffered    long    and 


patiently.  This  amount  allowed  by  the  Federal 
Government  affords  a  possible  break  for  the 
home  owner  and  for  the  man  renting  his 
home  in  this  city  that  should  be  availed  of. 
Let  us  help  out  the  man  who  cannot  now  pay 
his  rent,  and  also  the  small  property  owner 
who  is  depending  upon  rent.  I  say  that  some- 
thing is  wrong  in  this  matter,  and  I  am  asking 
the  passage  of  this  order  unanimously,  under 
suspension  of  the  rule,  having  in  mind  the 
speeding  up  of  these  projects.  Why  not  take 
advantage  of  this  money  which  is  being  given 
to  us  outright  and  that  -will  never  have  to 
be   repaid  ? 

The   order    was    passed   under    suspension    of 
the    rule. 


LAND-TAKING     AND     TUNNEL     SETTLE- 
MENTS. 
Coun    KELLY    offered    the   following : 
Ordered,    That   the   Finance   Commission    in- 
vestigate   the   recent    settlements    made   by    the 
Law  Department  in  the  Superior  Court  amount- 
ing   to     approximately     $700,000     of    the    tax- 
payers'  money   in   land  takings  connected  with 
the    East    Boston    Tunnel. 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  order 
the  Law  Department  not  to  settle  any  more 
cases  that  are  pending  in  the  Superior  Civil 
or    Municipal    Civil    Courts. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  upon  in- 
vestigation I  have  found  that  in  the  Superior 
Civil  Court  since  election  day  approximately 
$700,000  of  the  money  of  the  taxpayers  has 
been  given  to  land  grabbers  and  favored  at- 
torneys in  the  settlement  of  cases.  I  wonder 
why  they  had  to  wait  until  after  election  day, 
if  these  things  were  above  board,  to  award 
all  these  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  for 
land  takings  on  the  Boston  side  of  the  East 
Boston  Tunnel  project.  There  has  been  avail- 
able $3,000,000  for  this  purpose  Every  piece 
of  property  was  taken  by  eminent  domain,  a 
dollar  being  paid,  and  the  owners  then  suing. 
But  why  should  a  lot  of  these  cases  suddenly 
now  be  settled  out  of  court  ?  The  suits  have 
been  brought,  and  why  should  they  not  go  to 
a  finish  in  the  courts  ?  If  this  sort  of  thing 
is  to  continue,  none  of  us  know  how  far  the 
Law  Department  may  go  in  the  next  few 
weeks.  There  are  still  a  good  many  more  of 
these  cases  which  can  be  settled  at  very  unfair 
figures.  So  I  say  that  these  cases  should  stay 
in  court,  allowing  juries  of  our  taxpayers  to 
determine  what  should  be  paid,  and  that  they 
should  not  be  settled  out  of  court.  It  is  very 
odd  rthat  these  things  should  now  be  settled 
after  election  day,  before  the  incoming  Mayor 
can  have  anything  to  say  about  it.  It  seems 
as  if  there  was  to  be  a  little  clean-up  between 
November  7  and  December  31.  Why?  Why 
is  the  thing  now  so  pressing?  Why  must  there 
now  be  a  settlement,  not  awaiting  the  out- 
come of  the  court  action  ?  I  say  that  it  does 
noit  seem  right.  The  settlements  are  not  being 
made  on  the  merits  of  the  cases,  and  it  is 
time  that  something  was  done  to  protect  the 
taxpayers,  to  protect  the  finances  of  the  city. 
With  something  over  $2,000,000  that  can  be 
spent  in  the  next  few  weeks,  if  the  Law  De- 
partment sees  fit  to  settle  cases  out  of  court, 
I  say  it  is  high  time  that  some  action  was 
taken.  Let  the  cases  be  settled  in  court.  I 
certainly  hope  something  will  be  done  to  arrest 
the  procedure  now  going  on.  I  hope  the  Fi- 
nance Commission  will  step  in  and  look  into 
some  of  these  outrageous  settlements  of  money 
with  favored  land  holders  and  attorneys.  Let 
the  incoming  administration,  which  has  to 
bear  the  brunt  of  these  things  for  the  next 
few  years  assume  the  obligation  of  saying 
whether  or  not  cases  should  go  to  trial.  At 
the  present  time,  I  believe  where  cases  go  to 
trial  in  the  Superior  Civil  Court  with  jurors 
more  careful  than  usual  because  of  present 
financial  conditions  in  this  city,  these  men  will 
not  get  away  with  fraud,  and  that  is  what 
they  are  afraid  of,  through  settlements  out 
of  court.     Don't  let  us  have  these  things  done 
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slyly,  so  that  nobody  knows  anything  about 
them.  I  certainly  hope  that  the  orders  will 
be  passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule,  that 
the  Mayor  •will  order  the  Law  Department  to 
stop  settling  these  cases  out  of  court,  and  that 
the  Finance  Commission  vrill  step  in  im- 
medately  and  investigate  these  outrageous  set- 
tlements   that    have   been    made. 

Coun.  BARKER— Mr.  President,  being  the 
member  from  East  Boston  and  having  in 
mind  that  there  are  two  entrances  to  the 
tunnel,  the  Boston  entrance  and  the  East 
Boston  entrance,  I  would  like  to  ask  the  gen- 
tleman   which    side   he    is    referring    to  ? 

Coun.  KELLY — I  will  answer  the  gentleman 
by  saying  that  I  have  some  of  the  addresses 
right  here — 7,  8,  9,  10  Washington  Street 
North,   Merrimac   street,   Cross   street,   Endicott 


street,  and  so  on.  It  seems  quite  evident  that 
every  piece  here  is  on  the  Boston  side  of  the 
East    Boston    Tunnel. 

The  orders  were  passed  under  suspension  of 
the   rule. 


WIDTH    OF    EAST   BOSTON    TUNNEL. 

Coun.    NORTON   offered    the   following: 
Ordered,    That    the   Transit    Commission    ad- 
vise   the    Council    through    the    Mayor    if    the 
new   East   Boston   Tunnel    is    6    inches   or    any 
number  of  inches  too  narrow  in  circumference. 
Passed   under   suspension   of   the  rule.

President  McGRATH — We  will  now  take  up 
the  order  for  $300,000  for  relief  of  the  needy 
and  unemployed. 

(The  order  submitted  by  the  Mayor  and 
read  once  and  passed,  yeas  19,  nays  1,  by  the 
Council,  on   December    11,   1933,    is  as   follows: 

Ordered,  That  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  159  of  the  Acts  of  1933  an  emergency 
appropriation  of  $300,000  be,  and  hereby  is, 
made,  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of 
the  Overseers  of  Public  Welfare,  for  relief  of 
the  needy  and  the  unemployed,  and  that  to 
meet  such  appropriation  the  City  Treasurer  be 
authorized  to  issue  from  time  to  time,  upon 
request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or  certificates  of 
indebtedness  of  the  city  to  said  amount,  the 
same  to  be  issued  outside  the  limits  of  in- 
debtedness. ) 

The  question  came  on  the  second  and  final 
reading    and    passage   of   the    order. 

Coun.  CURTIS— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  that  the  Mayor's  letter  originally  sub- 
mitting  that  order  be  re-read   to  us. 

The  Clerk  read  the  message  from  the  Mayor, 
under  date  of  December  11,  1933,  as  follows: 

City   of   Boston, 

Office    of    the    Mayor,    December    11,    1933. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — From  present  indications  it  ap- 
pears as  though  there  will  exist  at  the  close 
of  the  year  in  the  three  relief  dtems  of  the 
Public  Welfare  Department  deficits  totalling 
approximately  $400,000.  It  is  questionable 
whether  unexpended  departmental  balances  at 
the  close  of  the  current  year  will  exceed 
$100,000.  In  order  that  there  will  be  no 
necessity  for  suspending  relief  payments  be- 
cause of  lack  of  funds,  I  deem  it  necessary 
to  submit  herewith  an  order  providing  that 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  159  of  the 
Acts  of  1933  the  sum  of  $300,000  be  authorized 
to  be  applied  against  probable  deficits  in  the 
relief  appropriations  of  the  Public  Welfare 
Department. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  two  readings,  four- 
teen days  apart,  must  (be  given  this  order,  I 
recommend  that  a  first  reading  be  given  this 
order  at  today's  meeting.  Unless  this  is  done, 
passage  of  the  order  will  be  endangered  be- 
cause of  the  limited  amount  of  time  remaining 
before  the  close  of  the  current  year.  I  there- 
fore respectfully  recommend  immediate  con- 
sideration and  passage  by  your  honorable  body 
of  the  accompanying  order.

Gentlemen, — I  transmit  herewith  a  petition 
requesting  that  a  special  election  be  called, 
under  the  provisions  of  section  3  of  chapter  373 
of  the  Acts  of  1933,  and  section  HA  of  chapter

to  be  taken  on  the  questions  of  granting 
licenses  for  the  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages,  of 
granting  licenses  for  the  sale  of  wines  and 
malt  beverages  and  of  granting  licenses  for 
the  sales  of  alcoholic   beverages   in   taverns. 

This  petition  conforms  to  the  provisions  of 
section  38  of  chapter  43  of  the  General  Laws 
and  of  section  3  of  chapter  37>3  of  the  Acts  of 
1933,  and  is  accompanied  by  a  certificate  of 
the  Election  Commissioners  that  it  is  signed 
by  more  than  one  per  cent  of  the  whole  num- 
ber of  registered   voters  of  the  city. 

The  necessary  formalities  having  been  com- 
plied with  said  section  3  requires  that  a  special 
election  be  called  by  the  City  Council  prior 
to  April  15,  1934,  for  the  purpose  of  submitting 
these  questions  to  the  voters.

REQUEST  THAT  GARBAGE  CONTRACT  BE 
CANCELED. 

Coun.    KELLY    offered   the   following: 
Ordered,  that  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  can- 
cel the  contract  for  the  year   1934  for  the  col- 
lection   of    ashes    and    garbage    for    the    Dor- 
chester  district    to   Coleman    Brothers. 

Coun.  KELLY— Mr.  President,  a  short  time 
ago  the  Mayor  saw  fit  to  sign  the  contract 
for  collection  of  garbage  and  ashes  in  favor 
of  the  pet  contractor  of  the  present  administra- 


tion, for  the  year  1934.  I  would  not  mind 
if  Coleman  was  the  low  bidder,  and  I  would 
not  mind,  perhaps,  if  he  had  given  to  the 
citizens  of  Dorchester  the  kind  of  service  to 
which  they  are  entitled  under  the  terms  of 
the  contract.  But  on  numerous  occasions  I 
have  proven  conclusively  that  Coleman 
Brothers  never  complied  with  the  terms  of 
their  contract,  and  in  1932  the  Council  went 
unanimously  on  record  asking  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  as  a  result  of  a  public  hearing  to  re- 
voke the  contract  with  Coleman  Brothers.  I 
am  now  asking  the  Mayor  in  the  closing  days 
of  his  administration  to  do  an  act  for  which 
the  people  of  Dorchester  will  perhaps  hold 
him  in  high  esteem, — to  cancel  the  contract 
with  Coleman  Brothers.  The  amount  of  that 
contract  is  over  $20,000  higher  than  the  lowest 
bid.  In  fact,  Coleman  is  not  even  the  second 
lowest  bidder,  but  is  the  third ;  and  here  is  a 
contract  that  must  be  paid  for  by  the  incoming 
administration.  I  feel  that  the  incoming 
Mayor  should  have  considerable  say  as  to  the 
concern  that  should  have  the  contract,  because 
his  administration  will  have  to  pay  out  the 
money  for  it  and  will  have  to  be  responsible 
for  the  misdoings  or  wrongdoings  of  the  con- 
cern that  is  awarded  the  contract.  So  I  hope 
the  Mayor  will  reconsider  his  previous  de- 
cision giving  the  contract  to  Coleman  Brothers 
for  1934,  and  that  by  canceling  the  contract 
he  will  save  to  the  city  the  $20,000  of  the 
Coleman  bid  in  excess  of  the  amount  asked 
by   the  low  bidder. 

The    order    was    passed   under    suspension    of 
the   rule. 


REWARD    IN    ZUCKERMAN    MURDER.

BRACKMAN— Mr.  President,  of 
course,  there  is  no  way  by  which  we  can 
avoid  giving  welfare  aid  to  noncitizens  of 
the  United  States,  but  I  do  think,  inasmuch 
as  the  power  lies  with  officials  of  the  Welfare 
Department  to  select  men  to  be  sent  on  to  the 
Civil  Works  program  as  registrations  are  made, 
that  preference  might  at  least  be  given  to 
citizens  of  the  United  States.  We  realize  that 
there  is  a  great  number  of  aliens  on  the  wel- 
fare list,  and  that  they  are  being  given  a 
great  deal  of  consideration  through  being  taken 
off  the  welfare  list  and  given  C.  W.  A.  jobs. 
I  hope  the  Mayor  will  intercede  in  the  pro- 
gram and  will  see  that  our  citizens  at  least 
are    given    preference. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of 
the  rule.

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chap- 
ter 126  of  the  General  Laws,  the  Committee 
on  Inspection  of  Prisons  of  the  City  Council 
submits   herewith    its   annual    report. 

Suffolk   County  Jail. 

The  usual  semiannual  inspections  of  the 
.  Suffolk   County   Jail   were   made. 

Your  committee  finds  that  conditions  at 
this  institution  continue  along  the  same  lines 
of  cleanliness  and  order  that  have  character- 
ized it  for  the  past  several  years. 

A  new  and  more  up-to-date  system  of  keep- 
ing stock  and  purchase  records  has  been  in- 
stalled, replacing  the  old  system,  which  had 
been    in    use   for    many    years. 

In  the  matter  of  purchasing  supplies  for 
the  jail,  the  officials  of  that  institution  are 
cooperating  with  the  City  of  Boston  Supply 
Department  in  an  effort  to  effect  substantial 
savings    to    the   city. 

The  need  of  a  new  and  permanent  entrance 
to  the  jail  from  North  Grove  street  has  be- 
come acute  as  the  condition  of  the  rear  wall 
and  temporary  gate  is  such  as  to  be  ex- 
tremely   dangerous.

Coun.  CURTIS  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil be  extended  to  Councilor  Joseph  McGrath 
for  the  able  and  impartial  manner  in  which 
he  has  presided  over  the  deliberations  of  the 
Council  during   the  present  municipal  year.

Coun.  CURTIS — Mr.  President,  as  a  retiring 
member  of  this  body  I  feel  it  to  be  indeed  a 
pleasure  and  an  honor  to  offer  this  resolution 
expressing  our  appreciation  of  the  fine  im- 
partiality and  fairness  of  our  President  dur- 
ing the  year.  I  feel  sure  that  this  resolution 
expresses  the  heartfelt  sentiment  of  every 
member  of  the  body,  and  I  hope  that  it  will 
be    unanimously    adopted. 

Coun.  ROBERTS— Mr.  President,  I  Would 
just  like  to  add  my  word  to  Councilor  Curtis's, 
not  being  a  retiring  member,  but  being  a 
member  of  the  opposite  political  party  to  the 
President.  I  think  the  finest  thing  that  can 
be  said  about  the  Boston  City  Council  is  that 
it  knows  no  party  politics.  For  the  two 
years  that  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  be  a 
member  of  the  body  I  have  known  of  no 
body  in  the  country  of  which  it  could  be 
so  truly  said  as  of  the  City  Council  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  that  its  business  has  been 
handled  in  a  fair  and  impartial  manner  and 
without  regard  to  politics.  I  think  that  you, 
Mr.  President,  have  done  a  fine  job  as  Presi- 
dent of  the  Council,  that  you  have  been  ab- 
solutely impartial  in  all  matters,  acting  regard- 
less of  party  or  sectionalism,  and  I  think  the 
members  as  a  whole  feel  that  your  term  in 
office  has  been  an  extremely  successful  one 
for    the   city. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr,  President,  as  one  who 
was  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  president 
in  this  last  term,  I  want  to  voice  my  approval 
and  commendation  of  the  activities  and  the 
impartial  treatment  of  all  members  by  the 
President  of  the  body  during  the  past  year. 
I  know  that  this  has  been  at  least  one  case 
where  the  man  who  was  finally  victorious  in 
the  election  to  the  office  which  he  sought  has 
during  the  year  treated  all  of  the  other 
twenty-one  men  in  the  body  fairly  and  im- 
partially, in  the  designation  of  committee  ap- 
pointments and  on  every  other  matter  that 
has  come  up  during  the  year.  It  is  certainly 
a  pleasure  to  me  to  voice  my  heartiest  com- 
mendation of  the  wonderful  treatment  that 
has  been  accorded  the  other  twenty-one  mem- 
bers of  the  body  by  our  President,  Joseph 
McGrath.  I  sincerely  trust  that  the  office  he 
now  holds  will  not  represent  the  peak  of  his 
political  activities,  that  there  will  be  further 
and  greater  honors  in  store  for  him,  some- 
thing which  he  certainly  deserves  because  of 
his  marvelous  treatment  of  his  fellow  citizens 
and    of    his   colleagues    in   this    body. 

The  resolution  was   adopted  by  a  unanimous 
rising    vote.      (Applause.) 

President  McGRATH— Members  of  the  City 
Council,  I  want  first  to  thank  you  for  your 
splendid  demonstration  and  then  to  say  to  you 
that  to  my  mind  this  is  a  sad  day,  as  it 
means  a  parting  of  the  ways  of  men  who 
have  worked  in  harness  together  for  a  period 
of  two  years.  And  yet  there  is  something 
about  service  in  political  life  that  greatly 
differs  from  service  in  any  other  line  of 
endeavor,  in  that  the  friendships  are  Warmer 
and  more  lasting.  It  makes  little  difference 
where  we  may  travel  in  the  future  on  the 
highway  of  life,  the  friendships  we  have 
formed  and  the  events  that  have  transpired 
in  this  Council  will  always,  I  believe,  remain 
the  dearest  possession  of  the  members  of  the 
body.  I  still  dearly  cherish  the  friendships 
that  I  formed  in  the  Legislature,  and  I  will 
cherish  perhaps  even  more  dearly  the  friend- 
ships we  have  formed  here.  As  Councilor 
Roberts  has  said,  in  this  body  we  seem  to 
be  closer  together,  more  like  a  little  family,  and 
the  office  of  president  would  be  an  extremely 
hollow  one  were  it  not  for  the  cooperation 
given  to  the  President  by  all  the  members  of 
the  Council.  We  have  had  our  differences  of 
opinion,    but    yet,    as    the    year    ends,    we    all 
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have  in  our  hearts  the  deepest  love  and 
affection  for  the  men  with  whom  we  have 
served.  Might  I  say  this  to  those  who  criticize 
this  body,  that  a  few  years  ago  there  was  one 
of  the  greatest  demonstrations  in  the  history 
of  this  city  showing  how  the  people  of  Bos- 
ton felt  about  the  councilors  elected  from  the 
twenty-two  wards  of  Boston  ?  On  the  same 
day,  across  the  river  in  Cambridge,  the  people 
were  overwhelmingly  defeating  a  request  there 
for  an  increase  in  the  salaries  of  the  coun- 
cilors, and  yet  in  Boston  77,000  people  voted 
"yes"  on  the  question  of  increasing  the  sal- 
aries of  members  of  this  body  as  against 
40,000  who  voted  "no."  They  were  voting 
away   their   own   money,   and  yet   they   by  that 


demonstration,  and  by  the  size  of  that  vote, 
gave  the  only  stamp  of  approval  that  has 
ever  been  asked  for  by  this  body.  I  might  call 
that  fact  to  the  attention  of  those  who  would 
change  the  Boston  City  Council  by  legislative 
act.  May  I  say  at  this  time  to  the  members 
of  the  body,  from  my  heart,  that  no  matter 
how  long  I  stay  in  political  life,  no  matter 
how  long  I  live  in  this  great  city  of  ours, 
the  friendship  and  the  affection  demonstrated 
here  by  my  fellow  members  will  remain 
among  my  dearest  treasures  of  memory.  I 
thank    you.      (Applause.)
